Byyifi  kr.ow  lb 
much  of  c!ic  M:tfcovites  and  Crjf'acks  Niturc,  tha:  I  can  lay  no  Prince 
had  c\  cr  n-'crc  rcalcn  to  lay  the  Orlerint  dum  metuant,  tl;:.n  his  Qz.uian 
briefly,     ^'oii  may  have  taken  Ncti:c  yourlclf,    that   thole  of  his 
Subjcwt!?,  who  arc  Slaves  in  Turkey^  won't  Tervc  you  well  without  the 
Help  of  x\\Q.Falack  5  and  he  would  rot  have  been  perhaps  Czar  ot  Muf^ 
ccvy  a  great  while  ago,  if  he  had  ulcd  always  Clemency  towards  them. 
Ih.o'  I  nuifc  ccnfeis,  that  challifing  them  "widi  his  own  Hands,  is  a 
TI-.!:\q  bcncatli,  ar.d  derogating  from  the  Mc^jcfty  of  a  Sovereign!    As 
to  his  Power  by   Land,  he  fecms  to  be  obliged  to  the  King  of  Sweden 
for  iiy  tho'  in  a  diirerent  Scnlc  ;  his  Sivedijh  Majsfly  (^contnuy  to  the 
good  Ccunfci  of  a  wile   Northern  Prince,    who  laid  that  the  ^hjco- 
vites  llx.uld  never  be  waged  War  v/ith   above  Tv/o  Years)    havin-^ 
fought  them  fuccefilvcly   Eight  or  Nine,    'till  lie  had  taught  them  to 
beat  him,   as  they  had  been  beaten  by    him.     His  Smedijh  Mnjcfly, 
inficad  of  r.ttcmpting  to  force  Fortune  to  become  again  favourable  to' 
him,  and  imitating  thofe  Gamcfters,    who  the  more  they  ioole,    the 
ir.cre  th:y  are  ".mm.ited  to  play ;    ought,  in  the  midft  of  his  'rapid 
Succefs.  to  have  follow'd  th.e  Example  of  our  good  Turks,    who  if 
they  are  Vidorious,  even  without  Fighting,  dont  ihut  thei'r  Ears   a- 
gainft  advantageous  Fropolals  of  Peace  •  and  if  they  arc  Unfurtunatc, 
they  feck  it,  or  at  Icaft  don't  refute  it.

The  Second  Letter^  dated  the  ^th  of  Sept.  1717. 

IRcceiv'd  your  laft  from  Gotten^nrg,  informing  me  that  you  had 
join  d,  in  Norway,  your  f/ero,  on  his  Return  from  Qhrijiiania  to 
wards  his  Frontiers  :  and  fome  Weeks  before  his  unfortunate  Expe 
dition  at  Frederick Jhari.  I  fee  that  the  Proverb,  Nulla  Qalamitas  fola 
A  Dilalter  never  comes  alone,  is  too  much  verify 'd  in  that  Prince  •  he' 
feems  quite  dead  here  in  the  Memory  of  the  Turks,  however  rhcy  may 
feci  too  foon  their  Error,  in  letting  the  Qzar  go  lb  cheap  out  of  their 
Hands,  againft  the  Swedifl,  Counlels.  I  hear  that  England  and  Holland 
do  now  repent  too  late,  of  having  contributed  fomuch  to  this  Prince's 
Sea-forces,  by  training  up  Seamen  of  his  Nation,  and  furnilhing  him 
With  lomc  of  their  own,  with  Shipwrights  to  build  him  VelFcls  and 
even  lending  him  others  quite  fitted  out ;  by  which  Means  they'have 
fo  open'd  his  Eyes,  and  Ihown  him  the  Advantage  which  a  State  de- 
rives from  Commerce,  that  he  is  now  become  not  only  their  Rival 
in  this  Rclped:;  but  being  an  abfolute  Prince,  has  made  himfclf  tlie 
chief  Merchant  of  his  Country.  What  do  I  fay  the  Chief,  the  only  Mer- 
chant, fince  all  the  others  are  properly  but  his  Deputies  or  Agents.  He 
hr.i  done  more,  he  has  not  only  declared  himielf  Head  of  the  Church 
li';j  the  Kings  of  England  fince  Henry  VIII.  but  has  feiz'd  the  Eccle- 
fi.-jcil  Rc\cnues,  and  pays  his  Clergy  like  the  Ho/landers.  He  is 
ctri-jnly  a  very  great  Prince,  and  has  made  wonderful  Progrefs  ia 
hi2  IravJs  ;  moll:  are  of  Opinion  neverthelef^  that  he  wants  a  very 
corr-icndable  Qiiality,  which  is  that  Lenity  of  Temper  and  Inclinati- 
cn  CO  Pardon,  with  which  other  Chriftian  Princes  win  their  Sublets 
H^art., ;  that  lie  by  his  Seventy  in  having  given,  even  himfjlf,'  the 
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Tvvo  Ways,  i.  By  caking  them  in  Payment  of  your  Revenues,  both 
ordiiury  2vd  extraordinary,  and  even  allow  a  Dilbountof  one  per  Cent 
on  Payment  of  ti;e  Contributions,     z.  By  ordering  them  to  be  taken 
in  agnm  and  i^cw  Scampd,  converting  the  large  Sums  into  Ob'iV.ti 
ons,  and  giving  an  Intcreft  of  5  per  Cent,  to  luch  as  are  anv  firvt 
out  of  their  Money;  having  a  Ipccial  Care  to  prcfervc  the  Credit  of 
thcBj>tk  and  of  the  Obligations,  that  they  be  not  Sroughc  -n  rhcre  • 
and  that    in    Payment  of  the    Capicacion,    nothing  but   .-rood"  Mo' 
ney  be  received,    bccaufe  this  Money  muft  necelknly  be'emploved 
for  the  Prelervation  of  the  Capital  of  the  Obl,g,uions,  as  allb  fbr'the 
Debts.     For  this  reafon  an  Officer  fliould  be  appointed  to  receive  thefe 
Marks,    that  the  Bank,  where  a  very  great  Part  of  the  Contributions 
enters,  may  be  entirely  exempted  from  it.     As  for  the  c  per  Cent   In 
terell    it  may  be  thought  a  necdlefs  Expencc;    but  it  fhould  be  con-

As  to  the  hrfl:,    even  all  the  Money  in  the  Kingdom 
would   not  be  lulEcient,   if  it   were  all  at  once  in    your  ?v3ajelly's 
Chells ;     for  there  arc  not  above  Two    Millions,    according  to   the 
befl.  Computations  ;  whence  it  may  be  certainly  concluded,  that  if  your 
Majefly  Ihould  double  the  Contributions,    it  would  fignify  little  to 
the  Affair  in  Hand.    Befides  that,    fuch  Impofitions  could  never  be 
levied,  not  lb  much  for  the  Inabdiiy  of  the  People  already  exhaulled^ 
as  becaufe  'tis  impoliibic  to  find   lb  much  Money  all  at  once  ;    and  if 
there  were  enough,  good  Part  of  it  mull  be  left  to  circulate  among 
the  People.     In  iiicrt,    fince  we  cannot  be  faved  this  ?/ay,   there  re- 
mains only  thofe  of  Credit;  which  are  Three  in  all.     The  hrll  is  ac- 
quir'd  by  a  pun<5tual  Pcrform»ancc  of  Promiles  and  ContracTcs  ;  for  one 
naturally  makes  no  Scruple  to  truft  thole,    whole  Honelly  and  Sin- 
cerity have  been  try'd.     'Tis  but  too  well  known  at  Stockholm,  how 
little  we   can  depend  on  this  fore  of  Credit  ;  fince  many  have  buried 
their  Money,  choofing  to  ht^  fome  30,  Ibme  40,  nay,    Ibme    50,000 
Rix- Dollars,    in  good   Carolms^    lye   dead,     ratncr  than    alliil    your 
Majefty  and  their  Country  with  a  Part  of  it,  for  the  pubhck  Good ; 
therefore  it  is  evident,    the  State  OhligMlons  newly  introduced,  noc- 
vvithllanding  all  their  Advantages   and  their  Security,   Vv  ill  be  of  no 
other  Service  to  the  Government,  but  to  pay  thole  who  having  Ibme 
Pretentions  upon  it,   v/ill  accept   them  rather  than  nothing.     In  the 
mean  time,  your  Majefty  viill  be  obiig'd  thereby  to  feck  for  Credit  in 
foreign  Countries,  and  give  them  that  Advantage  which  the  Dillrull 
of  your  own  Subjects  deprives  them  of.     I  prelume  to  fay,    that  I 
could  myfelf  certainly  negotiate  as  far  as  Two  Millions  of  Rix  Dol- 
lars out  of  the  Kingdom  for  the  publick  Occafiens  ;  but  tliis  cannot 
be  done  'till  the  Confidence  and  Correfpondence,   in  relation  to  Trade 
with  Sweden.,  are  put  on  a  better   footing,   and  I  am  impov.-er'd,  by 
your  Majefty's  prudent  Orders,  to  let  about  this  Arfair.     It  may  be 
ask'd,  how  I  will  lay  a  good  Foundation  for  this  Prcjed',   widiin  as 
well  as  out  of  the  Kingdom  ?    I  diftingi'ilh  between  ijohaiian  and 
forced  Credit ;  the  latter  cannot  properly  be  called  Credit,  luice  it  has 
not  a  regular  and  natural  Foundation  ;  v»-c  mufl  however  give  it  that 
Name,  in  Imitation  of  our  C^/7////j-,  whofe  Authority  and  Example  will 
not  allow   us  to  call  Violence,  but  PcrfwaGon,   the  Method  they  ufc 
to  make  People  come,    one  Way  or  other,   into   their  Notions,    or 
bring  them  to  their  Ends.     And  this  Method  fecms  to  have  a  better 
Ground,  a  mere  lively  Operation  in  Politicks  than  Divinity,  as  daily 
Experience  Hkws  us.

Here   may  be  objcdred  the  former  Exnmp.c  of 
Spaitf,  and  the  late  one  of  France,  and  from  thence  formed  this  ip;ci- 
cus  Argum.cnt,    That  thele   Nations  teach  us,    that  they,   efpcrially 
France,  who  governed  by  lb  wife  a  King  as  Leivis  the  XIV.  v,ith  \'q  pru- 
dent and  experienced  a  CouTial,   and  what  is  more,  lb  great  a    plenty 
of  Money   at  Home,    have  brought  themlelves   into  an   ainioH  in- 
extricable   Labyrinth,    and   that   their   Example    advife    us  nor    to 
have  too  great  a  Prefumpticn,    :ind  pretend  to  lucceed  better   with 
our    Imaii   Abilities.

We  will  avoid    the  Error  of    cne 
French,  by  finding  nut  th.e   Funds  to  pay  od'  the  imaginary  Species; 
and  keep  lb  jufl  a  Proportion  betvveen  them  and  the  real  on:s,   that 
theie  Ihall  always  exceed  the  others,    and  be  lufficient  to   pay  for 
foreign  Ccm.moditics;  by  allowing  Ibmc  Advantage  ta  thofe  who  v.ill 
change  the  Myntstekens,  and   other  fuch  Species  for  St<ite  Ohllr.itions ; 
and  Ihewing  at  the  lame  Time  how  to  employ  them  without  Lois, 
every  one   will   be  induced  to  look  upon  tiiein  as  good,  and  as  le- 
cure  as   ready   Money.    As  to  prevent  the  counterfeiting  of  them, 
Ibme  Coiners  told    me,    that  we   mull  mill  ehem   with  a  Machine, 
which  will  coll  above  Six  Hundred  Dollars,  and  'tis  not  probable  any 
Counterfeiter  will   be  at  th:it  Charge.     Bendos  a  new  Coin  mav  be 
made  ev  ery  Tlirec  or  Four  Months,  and  the  old  one  cried  uown  and  ex- 
chang'd  for  a  new  one  widi  thole  who  have  the  old  ones  and  bring  ciiein 
to  ti-.e  Mine  ;  w'iich  will  prevent  alfo  their  being  counterfeited  Abroad 
and  imported  into  the  Kingdom  ;   there  being  not  Time  enough  left 
between  the  Courfe  of  one  ibrt  and  that  of  the  other  for  it,  be;*des  the 
Dilficukv  and  Charge  above -mcntion'd,  and  the  danger  of  Connlcatioa 
for  the  S;;i:-!S  on  which  thev  Ihail  be  found.     There  remains  then  on- 
ly this  third  (iiiedion,  How  the  Credit  procured  to  tliefe  Marks,   by 
the  aforei"';,'  di:>  Prccauriotis,  can  be  adfually  made  uie  of.

*■  thereupon  was  civilly  treated  and  maincain'u  wuh  his  P:oplc  ne'--  A- 
"  dria-fWple :'"  Which  Ulage  having  much  railed  again  lus  Hop  .,  he 
would  ha\c  King  Stanijhus  fend  a  Memorial  to  the  Granef  Ss'i-nior 
concerning  his  Affairs,  defiring  his  Prorev5tion  and  Help,  a:  J  o  icr  his 
Alliance,  (J^c.  Wherein  his  VoliP}  Majctlv  comply'd  with  1113  Swedifh 
Alajefly's  Will;  but  it  prov'd  to  no  Purpofc. 

I  was  ready  co  depart,  and  had  Letters  from  McTieurs  Midlern 
and  CtDthufen,  by  the  King's  Orders,  to  go  and  met  his  Majsily, 
when  an  Ailair  of  Count  Sap'iehad  decain'd  me  for  fome  Days.  This 
Nobleman  had  formerly  quitted  the  Swedijh  Party,  becaule  King 
Stamflaus^  in  concert  with  his  Swedijh  Majelly,  had  taken  from  him 
the  Fofl  cf  Great-General  of  Lithuania,  which  he  pretended  to  be 
Hereditary  in  his  Family  ;  and  given  it  to  Prince  W/fnowiesky.  He 
came  to  Bender^  upon  the  Hopes  given  him,  of  an  Fquivalenc  for  his 
Gcneralfliip  ;  but  he  began  infenfibiy  to  be  fafpcded  for  a  Spy  of 
King  Augttflus's,  to  obferve  the  King  of  Sweden  s  Proceedings.  How- 
ever that  be,  he  decamp'd  one  Morning  prnacelv,  out  of  a  panick 
Fear,  as  if  Prince  Wifnowie  kj  had  a  Deugn  againft  his  Life  ;  and 
fome  Swedes  being  lent  after  him  by  General  Sparre,  he  was  taken 
and  brought  back.  For  his  greater  Misforiune,  there  was  fou.id  a- 
mong  his  Papers,  the  Copy  of  a  Letcer  he  had  written  to  King  An- 
gulhs,  afluring  him  of  an  inviolable  Fidelity,  and  having  cafl  Pjme 
hard  Refledlions  on  the  Bajhaiv  in  that  Letter  ;  with  wiiich  the  Po- 
lijh  Nobility  acquainted  him;  and  he  was  fo  much  cxafperated 
by  it,  that  he  would  not  have  fpared  his  Life,  if  the  Han  had  noc 
interpoled  his  Authority  to  fee  him  at  Liberty,  and  let  him  go  where 
he  pleas'd  ;  for  the  former,  to  whom  I  was  defir'd  by  the  faid  Count 
to  fpcak  in  his  Favour,  would  have  had  his  Head  cut  off;  where- 
upon T  told  him.  That  fuch  Executions  could  not  be  done  among 
Chriftians  without  a  formal  Procefs. 

About  the  lame  Time  came  the  News  from  Adrianople,  that  the 
Uaa  and  Bajhaw  ihould  be  infallibly  depos'd,  for  having  Jcliver'd  the 
Money  b:fore  the  Time  order'd  by  the  Sultan,  to  ihe  King;  and 
ccnfcqmntiy  occafion'd  his  new  Demands  and  Fighting,  f  wen: 
thereupon  Co  the  firfl:,  and  happening  to  mention  fomeching  of  it  in 
refpcd:  of  the  Han  :  He  reply'd  with  a  great  Tranquility,  that  he 
expcded  nothing  better  for  himfelf ;  that  befides  thci'r  Rehgion 
taught  them  to  refign  to  Providence,  and  fubmic  to  the  Sultans 
Will  in  all  luch  Cafes,  he  was  not  a  Stranger  to  them,  fince  he  had 
been  already  once  difplac'd,  and  llrip'd  of  all  his  Money,  Jewels,  ^c. 
and  baniih'd  by  the  late  Sultan's  Order,  and  rcftord "again  by' this". 
As  for  the  Han,  he  cold  me,  that  he  was  already  invited  to  Adria- 
nople,  by  a  Letter  from  the  Porte,  the  Grand  Seizniors  Favourite, 
under  Precence  of  confulting  with  his  Higlincls  aboiic  the  Mitjcoxhe's 
'  Aflairs;  and  that  he  was  lure  he  would  be  baniih'd  to  Rhodes,  be- 
fore he  was  got  half  Way.  I  have  had  fome  new  Conferences' wich 
King  Stanijlaus,  concerning  the  Peace  with  King  AuyAJius;  v,  Inch  this

The  Favourrte  ha- 
in  vain  left  no  Scone  unturn'd  and  otTer'd  che  Cbarte  Blanche  to  rlie 
jews  Greeks,  and  other  Merchants,  for  the  Conditions;  but  could 
hardly  procure  a  few  Hundred  Crowns  m  iieu  of  fo  many  Tho  Jands 
he  did  when  at  Bender.  Mr.  Funk  (whofe  Thaim  and  Charac  erof 
En^oy  were  taken  from  him ;  ic  being  figmfy'd  co  him,  that  iZ 
Wajcfcy    had  no  need  of  a  Minifter  where'' he' was  in  Perlbn)  dvd

The  Air  at   Demot.ca  feems  better,    or  at  le  it 

more  favourable  to  che  Swedes,  for  they  all  enjoy  chere  chc.r  Health 

The  French  Amba/lador,  in  the  mean  while,  takes  care  of  the  Kind's 

Affairs  at  tne  Porte    but  very  little   is  tranlacted  there  on   h,s  Ac^ 

count  ;    not  a  Word  as  yet  mention'd  on  both  fides  ccncernin-  his 

Departure  ;    but  contrary  to    che  Willies  and  Hopes  of  his   People, 

the   Amballador,     who  complimented  him    upon  ,t  m   his  Alajeia  s 
Name     how  that  Pr, ace  l.k'df).;...^,..     To\vhich  having  aniWef  J 
^\dl  as  he  thougnc.     I  am  glad  of  ic,  reply'd  tlie  f'rrr  ,  pray  Qnl 
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in  the  Afternoon,  and  had  rclcas'd  above  Tliree-fourths  of  rhc  Pri- 
foncrs. 

In  the  mean  while  Mr.  De  la  Motraye  went  to  Caitchart,  to  fcek  for 
others,  wliom  the  PolTelTors  would  not  bring  up  to  us,  but  lad  them 
in  the  Country.  He  redeem d  on  the  Ipot,  Secretary  Eiccn^reus, 
Barons  Killing  and  Faljlrom,  andlbmc  orhcrs,  who  were  m  very  bud 
Hands  ;  and  having  gnen  out,  "  That  there  was  an  ^ga  coming  from 
"  AdriaHOple  with  an  Order  of  the  Sultan.,  to  let  all  the  Sivedijh  Pri- 
*'  foners  at  Liberty  without  Ranlom,  and  that  tholl"  who  had  any, 
"  might  receive  from  me  at  Bender  a  Reward,  if  they  would  carry  them 
"  there  before  his  Arrival,"  they  brought  me,  among  ochers,  the  Gene- 
rals Hiertha  Klingjled  and  Mr.  Adlerjel,  w  hole  Cloaths  the  Tartarshid 
taken  away,  giving  them  Sheep's  Skins  in  exchange.  Thefe  Prifoners 
complain  d  of  the  Hardlhips  they  had  been  put  to,  as  to  look  after 
Horles,  and  being  chain'd  ;  but  I  thought  fit  to  give  the  Reward  pro- 
mifed,  for  fear  fome others  fliould  lufFer  by  the  contrary.  Mr,  Jeffreys  re- 
deemd  fevcral  of  his  Friends  ;  and  in  a  few  Day's  Time  there  were 
wanting  only  Fifteen  Peribns,  of  which  we  knew  Twelve  or  Thirteen 
were  kill'd  m  the  Attack  of  the  King's  Houfe.  I  was  well  pleas'd 
with  what  we  had  done  ;  but  my  Joy  was  not  yet  compleat,  feeing 
fuch  a  Number  of  Perfons,  many  of  them  Officers  of  Diflindiion, 
and  Pcrlons  of  the  firft  Quality,  aimofl:  naked,  and  without  a  Far- 
thing to  lubfifl.  My  Cafli  was  greatly  exhaufled  by  the  Payments 
for  their  Ranlom,  tho'  the  Bajhaw  lent  me  1000  Ducats  ;  therefore 
I  apply 'd  myfelf  again  to  him,  and  returning  him  many  Thanks  for 
his  i^ir.flance,  I  made  him  fenfible  of  the  Difficulty  I  lay  under  to 
fubfilt  them  j  upon  which  he  order'd  each  Man  1  hrec  Paras,  or 
3  Pence,  a  Day,  for  their  Bread  and  Meat.  Some  of  the  Officers 
were  difTatisficd  to  be  treated  no  better  than  the  common  Soldiers ; 
but  as  Game  is  exceeding  plenty,  and  free  for  every  Body,  moll:  of  them 
killed  more  than  they  could  eat,  and  bought  Bread  and  Wine  with  the 
Money  intended  for  Meat.  And  to  render  the  Condition  of  theic  Offi- 
cers and  other  Perfons  of  Diftindion  more  ealy,  Mr.  Jefreys  and  I 
kept  an  open  Table  every  Day,  with  Fifteen  or  Sixteen  Covers,  and 
they  all  came  by  Turns  to  us,  without  any  Ceremony.  All  I  had 
now  to  do  was  to  cloath  them,  for  they  were  almoU  all  naked,  except 
General  Sparre  and  a  few  others,  who  had  the  Precaution  to  lend,  before 
the  Adion,moft  of  their  Cloaths  to  ourHoufcs.  To  alhll:  them  as  much 
as  I  could,  I  caufed  to  be  publiili'd  all  over  the  Town,  and  in  the  Neigh- 
bourhood, That  whofoever  had  got  any  Cloaths  and  Linnen,  taken 
in  the  AcS'ion  o^Warnhzay  and  would  bring  them  to  me,  they  fliould 
be  paid  the  Value  of  them  ;  and  in  about  Two  Day's  Time  one  of 
my  Rooms  was,  by  this  Means,  filled  with  Coats,  Waflc-coacs, 
Whigs,  Linnen,  Boots,  Swords,  Hats,  ^c  and  lookd  like  a  Salc- 
fhop  ;  where  the  Naked  were  cloathed  again.  In  fl:ort,  I  made  lb 
equal  a  Diftribution  of  thefe  Cloaths,  that  every  one  feem'd  conten- 
ted, and  I  had  reafbn  to  be  lb  too. 

Things  being  lb  far  brought  to  a  good  End,  m  refpcdt  of  the 
Prifoners,  I  thought  of  performing  the  King's  Commuiion  in  re- 
fpedt  cf  King  Sfa»iflaui.  I  waited  on  the  Bajhaw  with  this  Intent ; 
and  told  hini.  That  having,  with  his  Allillancc,  lb  well  lucceed, 
ed  in  the  Redemption  and  Relief  of  Prilbncrs,  I  wancci  only, 
before  my  going  away,  to  execute  a  Commiiilon  tiie  King  of 
Sweden    had  gncn    me  to   King   Stamllans  :     and   being   dcfircus  to 
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go  to  Tjfyiot  that  Piirpoie,    I  hoped  he   wnuld  grant  mc  the  hz- 
ccilury  Pailpcr'^s.     Ke  laid,    I  need  not  take  that  Trouble,   fircc  he 
had   already  lent  a  Guarii  to  bring   him   to   Bender.     Then  I  a.-;,'- d 
him  k.-r.e   to  go  and  meet  him  on  the  Road;    and  fp.ak  to   hmi 
before   he   cnmc  thirhcr.     He  made  a   Ji:t!c  Diifrcuitv  of  compivin'^ 
with   my  Rcqueil  j    bi:t  confcntcd  at  hit,    on  cond^oT  ir  Hiould  b5 
akogcth-r    Incognito,    left  the  Foiiflo  Noblemen  ihouid  a:k  the  Ihme 
Favour  it"  they    knew  of  it.     The  fecond   ly;:v  afte.-,    iicanng   rh-c 
Prince  was   on  the  Road,    I   dilguifcd  myleif 'in  a  jf.;;.vi.z/-/s  Habr" 
taking    Mr.  De  Li  Motraye,    dilgiMlcd  in  die   fame  Habit,   wirh  me.' 
and    two  Ja;i':z.'.r:es  oF  my    Acquaincaiicc,   I  got  on  Horlbback  ,•  and 
wi:h  Greynounds,    as  if  I  were  going  to   Hunr,    wcr,:  en   tiic 'gre;ic 
Road  to  I'afy,  for  I'wo  or  Three  Gm/7.7»  Leagues  from  Bender  ;  and 
perceiving  at  a  Dilbnce  a^ompany  oc  L/pl:is,  I  gallopped  i:n  to  them; 
and  ieeing  among  them  i  hree  or   Four   Perfons  drelfed  like  Sw^d/fJ^ 
Officers,    I  asked  the  nearell  to  me  afer  riie  Kin-^ ;  it  h.in-en'd  to  be 
himfcd,    but  I  did  nor  know  him  in  his  Dif^uKC^  ha\i:-!g  ahvays  Icen 
him  before  m  tiie  Fo/ijh  Habit  ;  but  he  know  ivo,  tho  mv  Dreis  was 
at  leait  as  extraordinary  ai  his  own  ;    and  laid,    "  W  hat,    my  dear 
falrke,  do  not  you   know  me  > '    I  would   have  difmountcd   to 
pay  my   Relpccls  to  hun,  but  he  would  not  iulTer  it ;  iiivmi.  as  we 
were  both  J-xsgnito,  there  was  no  need  of  Ce-emonies  ;  '  and   join'» 
at  a  htde  diib.nc.  '^ccn  the  Company,  we  had  a  long  Diiboiirfe  a*"- 
bout  nis  Deiign   r-   coming  to   f/'rky,  and  the  King  of  Sweden  s  con- 
tinuing to  bo   .jn^rary  co  cnQ  rrelrr.mary   Tr:!ty  agreed   upoii   in 
Fomerania ;  v.  i.nefs  what   he   had   f;id  after  having  receiv'd  his  Let- 
ter ',  and  nocwichihn  ing  the  prclent  Condition  of  his  A!f"urs.     Flow- 
ever,  he  deilr:d  me  to  concur  witii  hmi  with  my  bell  Ctcdi:  towards 
endeavouring   ag^^n  to    get   his  Majeftys   ConVcnt   to   that    Treaty. 
Which  I   prcmisd;   and  being  come  within  a  Qiiarter  of  a   G:,ma>i 
Mile   from   the  T-   vn,    I  left  hiin    and    the   Highway  too,    t'lat  I 
might     not    be    icen,    or    knovvT,     by    the    Polifp    Noblemen,    who 
were  corr^ing  to  n«eet   him.     The  Bafkaw  lent  him  his   Khia,  or  Se- 
cretary, \vith   others  of  his  Officers,    to  maivc  him   a  CompHm  :nt 
in  his  Name,    and   a  T.trkifh  Horle  richly  cquippd,  to  mount  'v.\  the 
room  of  that  \vhich   he  had.     His  foUjh  Majelly  was  I'aiuted  \Mth 
a  Difcharge  of  24  Ca:?non   at  his   Entrance  into  Bender  ;     where  h* 
ali^^hted  at    one  of  the  belt  Houles   prepared  for  him  ;  a;id  a  Guard 
like  the  King  of  Sweden's,  tho'  not  i^o  numerous,  was  apnointod  for 
him.     The  next  Day  the  Bajhaiv  villted  him  :.  and  as  tliis  i'rince  i:>  na- 
turally very  Polite,  as  13  likewite  the  Bajhaw  for  a  Turk,  there  v/cre  abun- 
dance of  Compliments  and  Protelbtions  of  Friendihip  palled  between 
them.     In   the  in>?an   Time,  there  were  feveral  Confei-ences  hetwcea 
his  Maiel'iy,   t!ic  Polilh  Nobles,  and  the  Bajhiw  ;  at  which  I  was  al- 
ways preicnt  ;  and  often  became  Mediator,  when  rhe  FoJ/h  Troops 
commi:;cd  any    Dilbrdets.     And  feeing  a   good    Harmony   ber.veen 
this  Prince  and  the  Bajhaw,  to  w  hich  I  did  not  a  little   cnntri'iucs, 
and  Iiaving  done  the   Swerles  all  the  Services  that  lay  in  mv  i^owcr, 
I  thought  of  going  to  meet  the  King  of  Sweeen  ;  "and    was  much 
cncouragd    to  it  by  tWi  Advices   we   had,  that  the  Scene  of  his  Af- 
fairs was  prettv  happily  chang'd  ;  viz-  "  That  the  Qrand Seiir/mr  had 
"  indeed  intended  at  Hrll  to  fend   him  to  Salonka,    but  h^sd  :;lrcrd 
"  his  Mi;u!,    on  Mr.  Dejalhres,  the  French  Ambailador's,  .vnd  otiier 
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mifed  to  do  my  bed,  and  wc  pacced  well  plcas'd  ;   he  wich  the  frefli 
Inftancc  of  my  Zeal  for   his  ^Service,    and  1  wich  a  Iccrcc  Hope  to 
fcrve   his  Swedilh   Majcfty   agamft  his  own  Will,    in  my  Interview 
with  King  Stanijlaus;    by  encouraging  and  promoting  thac  i'eacc  wich 
Kmg  Augujius,   which  has  been  long  recommended   co  me  by  Count 
Flemming^     according  co  a  Tlan  laid   by  him  and  Baron   Coertz,    oix 
certain  Conditions  advancagcous  co  all  chc  Three  Kings.     I  gave  chs 
reli:  of  the  Day  to  the  Redemption  of  Prifoners,   and  widi  Mr.  Ds 
U  Motrayes  Help,   got  free  Chanceilor  MuUtrn^   the  Generals  Sparre, 
Valdnrff,  Hofah,  and  fcveral  other  both  civil  and  military  •>ubalrern3'. 
The  next  Day  being  appointed  for  the  King's  letting  out,    I  waited' 
on  him  pretty  early  in  the  Morning,    leemg  in  the  Bajhaw%  Yard  a 
7urki(h  Cuach,    or  rather  a  Waggon,    covered  with  red   Clorh,    Ca 
Conveniency  leldom  uied  in  Turky,  but  for  Women,  fick  or  old  Men, 
and  Prilbncrs  of  State)    which  was   preparing  for  his   Majefly.     He 
recommended  to  me  anew  King  StanijLms  and  the  Prilbncrs,  defirincr  T 
would  continue  in  Bender  as  long  as   my  good   Offices  (which  llic 
would  one  Day  or  another  acknowledge)  could  be  necelfary  co  them  ; 
and  then  to  come  and  meet  him  afterwards  at  Adrianople,    where  I 
jtould  find  Things  in  a  much  better  Pofture  than  they  appeard  at 
prefenc.     In  Ihorc,    he  talked  of  obtaining  of  the  Grand  Seignior  no 
lefs  than  100,000  Men,  to  recondudt  him   honourably  into  his  Ger- 
man Dominions.     It  was  in  vain  for  me  to  make  Objedions,   for  he 
fcemcd  more  bigotted  to  his  own  Opinion,    than  I  could  be  to  mine. 
I  was  promifing  him  to  do  according  to  his  Defire,  when  the  Bajhaw 
came  in  himlelf,  co  tell  him  that  the  Coach  was  ready  at  the  Door; 
and  thole  of  his  People,  who  were  to  accompany  him,  on  Horicbcck! 
To  which  his  Majefty  anlwcred,    I  am  ready   too,    and  I'll  po  im- 
mediately.    The  Ba/haw  thinking  we  were  upon  Ibme  particular  Af- 
fairs, retired  ;  and  1  having  engaged  my  Word  to  do  according  to  his 
Order,  wc  parted,  that  Prince  to  get  into  the  Coach,  and  I  ro  i'ct  on 
Horfeback,  and  accompany  him  to  Cauchan,  a  little  Tartarian  Town 
where  he   was  to  lay,    about   Three    G  rman    Miles  from   Bender.

Thcy\cre 
furroundcd  by  about   200  Spahis  ;    and  the  Bajhaw  and   his    Court 
with  the  Turki/h  Mufick,   preceeded  this  March,    which  was   dilina'i 
enough,  wich  rcfpea:  to  the  Condition  this  great  Htro  had  been  in  ; 
who  a  few  Years  before,  at  the  Head  of  40000  Men,   might  hive  ^j.' 
ven  Laws  to,  or  at  Icaft  held  the  Ballance  of  Ec^rooe.     1"  rode  near 
enough  to  be  leen  by  him  ;  and  his  Majellv  no  Ibcncr  pcrcci\  d  me, 
buc  he  made  me  a  Sign  to  draw  nearer,  which  I  did.    Thac  Prince 
kept  me  by  the  Door  of  his  Coach  all  along ;  wc  were  all  along  calking  of 
many  Things  paft,  prefenc  and  fucure ;  when  an  Exprcls  from  2'ify, 
whom  King  Stanijlaus  had  found  Means  co  (.iilpatch  with  a  Letter 
CO  his  Majeay,  came  up  co  us.

Tenc  erected.     The  Day  after  che  Publicacion,  I,   with  two   TM 
Commiliancs,  went  there,  about  Nine  in  the  Morning  ,•  and  fu'w  rhc 
Plain  almoft  covered  with  Turks  and  Tartars,  conducting  their  S'^^edr& 
Priloners  from   all   Quarters.     Having    placed    myrelf"  at  the  TiV- 
with  che  faid  Commilfaries,  attended  by  an  Interpreter    T  hid  thcre^ 
on  a  hirge   Purfe,  with  about   looo  Ducats  ;  and  Orders  was  given 
Jor  each  Turk  and  Tartar  to  anoronch  wirii  his  Pnlbier  •  and  to  rr- 
vent  a  Crowd,  two  of  the  Ba/haw  s  OrTiccrs  were  placed  at'rh-  Entrar-- 
of  the  Tent,  who  (lifTcr'd  chem  to  enter  One  by  One  ;   and  to  unch 
of  them,  who  oroughr  me  a  Swedi/h  Prifoner,  I  gave  either  10,-0   ^- 
Ducats,  or  more,  according  to  the  auahty  of  thcliiid  Priloncr  ;  nVd'a 
Dilchargc  to  the  Owner,  in  Turkffh,  which  one  of  the  CommilTa^:cs 
drew  up  in  W  ritmg,  and  f^gned  with   my  Name  :  For  Example,  rh.ic 
lucha  one,  hrahim,  had  delivci'd  me  Mr.  ^r.  A^.     Wc  continue^!  this 
Method  for  two  Days  together,  horn  Nine  in  the  Morning  till  Fouc 
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tend  the  Dcpucics  before  the  Adion.     Then  T  cnquird  wliac  chcj-

J  Hope  you  received  my  lall,    wherein  I  gave  you   o.n  Account  of 
the  Accicn  of  Wamitza,    cf  my  Di/courfe  wich  the  Kirg  the  Day 
after  ;    and  3Ccordii:g  to  his  Dcfire,  and  my  Inclination  to  fcrve  liim, 
I  went  abou:  the  Redemption  cf  the   iTifoners.     Mt.  Pe  h  Mcnaye, 
already  mentioned  in  my  former  Letters,  who  has  been  very  fervicc- 
able  to  his   Majefty,  and  to  me  in  particular,  in  leveraJ  Negotiations 
of  Importance,    and  knows    very  well  the  Turk'fh  Humour,   havin"- 
been  among  them  for  above  Fourteen  i'ears,    helped  n-'c  pretty  fuc- 
cefsfuily   in  this  Undertaking ;  and  I  redeemed  leveral  the  very  fame 
Day  I  difpatch'd  my  Courier  ;   and  the  next  I  v,-aitcd  on  the  King,  to 
give  him  an  Account  of  it.     His  Majefty  thanked  me  for  lo  good  a 
Beginning  ;  and  having  taken  me  afidc,   he  toid  m.e,  that  in  nil  Hke^ 
iihood  he  ihould  be  carried  to  Adrlanople ;  zv^A  that  by  the  EjJ]:aw% 
Difcourfo,     he  judged  it   would  be  foon ;    fo  that  he  could    cxpet± 
to  have  but  a  few  to  accompany  him,    but  he  depended  entirely  on 
my  Care  for  the  others,    and  that  I  mighi  give  as  much  Money  for 
their  Redemption  as   I  thought  fir.     I  anlwcred.    That  I  v,a,3  very- 
wining  to  do  all   that  lay  in  my  Power  to  that  Effcdr;    that  I  had 
indeed    a    pretty    good  ."^rock   in  Gold   by    me,    but  could   not  be 
certain   whether   that    would  be  fiiil^cient,    I  begg'd  his  Majefty    to 
confider,    that  I  had  already  advanced  for  his  Service  2-4000  Rix- 
Dollars,  and  his  Bills  for  it  were  not  yet  difcharged,  Cnotwirhlbnd- 
ing  his  repeated  Orders  j}  that  I  ihould  perhaps  be  obliged  to  pay  "a 
greater  Intercft  and  Exchange  j    that  I  had  already  paid  to  die  Em- 
lijh  Treafurer,    for  about  50,000    Ri\-Do!lars  I  had   of  him,    -viz. 
Banco  for  Current,  which  amounted   to  about   2.5-  ^?r  Exchange',    be" 
fides    6  Interell:  per  Ann.   'till  the  Term  cf  Payment.     He  renlied 
That  I  Ihould  not  ftand  for  Conditions,  fmcc  he  would  make  then. 
"  good  to  me,  whatfoever  they   might  be  ;    but  that  'twas  verv  jiiil: 
"  I  fliould  be  fecured  :  Therefore  he  was  ready  to  grant  me  what  I 
**  might  require  to  that  Intent."     I  laid,    'tw;'?  impouible  to  guefs 
how  much  T  fliould  be  oblig'd  to  pay  for  the  Redemption  and  .Sub- 
fiflance  of  all  the  Priloners.     After  ibme  Conllderaticn  upon  the  Mat- 
ter,   his  Majefty  rclbhed  to  g!\e  me  a   moil:  prefllng  Order   to  Vhc 
Senate   in  Sweden^     That    before  anv  Thing  clfe   whatfoever,    they 
fliould   pay,   not   only  my   abovcfaid  Bills  of  Exch.ange  for    2.1'eco 
Dollars,    but  alfo  difchargc  punclually,    and  upon  my  bare  li'orci 
vvhatcvvt  Sum  I  ihould  lay  I  had  advanced  for  his  Service,  Vichou-' 
my  being  oblig'd  to  produce  any  Receipt  or  Youclier  whare'ver  ;  'and 
this  on  Puin  of  his  Dilplenfure. 
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I  mcaLioii  this  c.nly  to  flicwyou  how  great  Con.'^dence  cue  rune  rcpo 
fed  in  me  :  Then  Counlellor  Fetf,  who  had  been  let:  at  Liberty  t\v.o 
Elours  before,  being  admitted,    his  Majefty  caufed  the  Order  10  he 
drawn  out  in  Form,   and  gave  ic  mc.     Prelently  after  this  I  went  to 
the  BaJhT.v,  and   told  him,   that  the  King  was  very    Iblicitous  for  thf 
Liberty  of  his  People  ;    and  he  deftrcd  I  would    liave  Patience   for 
Two  or  Three  Days,  'till  his  Maiefly  was  gone,    and  that  it  would 
be  luffieiont   to    redeem  Forty    or  Fifty  Pcrlbns  to  accompany  tha'- 
Pnncc  :    To  whom  I  returned   to   acquaint  h:m   witii  k.     His  Mai"'^ 
Ity  named  fome  of  thofe  he  would  have  go  along  with  him.     I  wenc 
upon   It   immediately,    and  defiring  Mr.  Jeffreys  and  Mr.  De  la  Mo- 
trayes  Alliftancc,  we  had  the  good  Fortune   to  ranfom  in  about  •'4 
Hours  Time,  enough  to  make  up  near  the  iame  Number.     The  rexc 
Day  arrived  a  Courier  from  Germany,  who  paffing  by  Xajfy,  the  Ca- 
pital  of  Moldavia,    heard    that   King    Stanijlaus  was   arreft:ed  there' 
This  Prince  who   was  m  Pomerania,  as  you  know,  almofl:  ever  lincci 
the   Battle  of  Pultowa,    had  for  a  great   while  done  in  vain    all  h- 
could  by  Letters,    ro  perfwade  the  King  of  Sweden  to  abandon  his 
Intereft.  and  let  him  make  his  own  Peace  with  King  Auguftus ;  but 
his  Swedijh  Majefty  would  never  conlent  to  it ;    which  thinking  to 
obtain  by   Word  of  Mouth,    he    undertook  this   unhappy  Journey 
after  having,    in  concert  with   the  chief  Commanders  of  the  Swedj/i 
Army  there,    agreed  with  Count  Flerrtming   to  a  CelFation  of  Arms 
and  on  the  Preliminary  Articles  of  a  Treaty  ;  lb  that  he  being  arnv'd  an 
77//"  i;-ft  at  the  Time  of  the  Adrion  cf  IVamitza,  the  Hofpodar  of 
the  Country  caufed  him,  with   an  O/ficer  and  Two  Servants,  to   b& 
arreftcd  as  Swedes  ;  for  luch  they  dcclar'd  themfelvcs,   net  knowmg 
what   had    palVd   there  ;    and  how  he  was    dilcover'd    to    be    Kin^ 
Stamjhiis  I  can't  tell  ;  but  tis  certain,    that  the  Eajhaw   received  a 
Letter  from  the  Hofpodar  before  my  Courier  was  come,  advifm;^  him 
of  another  King's  Arrival  and  Arreft,  whom  he  nameU  fo. 

As  foon  as  T  had  read  my  Letters  I  went  to  acquaint   the  King 
with  this  extraordinary  Event,  of  which  the  Bajhaw  had  inform'd  him 
juft  before.     I  dare  lay  his  Majefty  was  more  concerned  at   it,    than 
at  any  Thing  which  had  happen  d  to  himfelf ;    and  very  angry  el'poi- 
cially  with  the  Swedifh  Treaty -makers,  to  whom  he  ordered  a  terrible 
Reprimand  ro  be  writ:en,    for  futfering  themlelves  to  be  caught  by 
Count  Flemmin(i^%  fine  Words  j    adding,  there  was  no  other  Way  to 
repair  this  Fauh  but  by  a  Battle.     After  which  he  told   me,    that  aj 
to  King  Stanijlaus,  the  chief  Thing  to  be  done,  was  to    fend  him  a 
trufty  Pcrfon ;    and  to  advile  him,  by  all  Means,  to  conceal  who   he 
was ;    fearing  the  Turks  would  take  Advantage  of  Ins  Acrival,    anj 
even  facnfice  him  to  King  Augujlus,    if  they  found  their  Account  m 
it.     I  replied.  That  was  indeed  to  be  apprehended,    but  that  Prince 
being  already  known,    it  was  therefore  too  late   for  him  to  pretend 
to  keep  Incognito.     We  had  a  pretty  long  Difpute  upon  this  Matter  ; 
his  Majefty  mfifting,  That  ho  might  deny  who  he  was,  and  abiblute- 
Jy  rcfule  to  be  King  Stanijlaus.     Without  deciding   who  was   in  tiie 
right,  I  promiled  to  write  to  him  that  lame  Day ;  and  that  as  looii 
as  his  Majefty  was  gone,   I  would  ask  the  Bajhaw  s  Leave  to  go  mv- 
fcif  to  Taffy,  and  fpeak  with  liim  about  ir.

Cumfiances  wich  a  grcac  deal  of  Vivacicy,  except  whac  relaced  to 
liimielf,  which  he  omitted  ouc  of  Modelly  ;  and  would  noc  allow  wh*-- 
a  Reporc,  1  mencion'd,  of  his  having  killd  i^  Janizaries  wich  his  own 
H.xnus,  laying,  ic  was  a  Miaake,  anu  one  Ihoiild  never  believe  mxre 
than  the  half  of  whac  was  reported.  I  laid,  that  was  enough  ;  buc 
he  flill  exculed  himfelf,  and  faid,  he  remembred  only  one,  who  ihov'j 
him  againa  the  V/ali,  into  whole  Body  he  pafs'd  his  Sword  uo  co 
the  Hue,  of  which  he  believ'd  he  died  ,•  and  Two  others  in  his  owi 
Bed  chamber.  After  lome  ocher  Circumliances  on  che  fime  Subic'l: 
he  began  co  ask  me  ibine  Queftions  concerning  che  Prilbncrs  ;  whole' 
Delivery  he  recommended  co  me  very  earnelllv,  and  I  promiled  co  ufc 
iry  ucmoft  Care  and  Diligence  for.  I  was  taking  leave  of  his  Ma- 
jcUy  when  che  Bajhaw  came  in,  co  enquire  how  his  Majofly  had  pafsd 
the  Nighc  .•  nnd  a:"cer  a  lliorc  Compliinenr,  he  went  back  to  his  Apart- 
ment ;  t  followed  him,  and  cold  him,  Thar  'twas  a  Shame  to  leave 
the  King  without  a  Sword,  and  that  he  ought  to  lee  him  have  hi-:: 
own  back  agnin.  Whereupon,  looking  me  full  in  the  Face,  he  ask'd 
me  Whether  T  tor,k  him  co  be  a  Fool  for  prupofing  him  fuch  a  Thin-? 
And  adaed,  Thac  ic  would  be  enabhng  and  tempting  ihac  Prince  ""ci> 
a  new  Combat ;  u::d  chac  Iw  might  cut  olf  chcir  Beards,   as  he  threa- 
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porrunicv  o(  taz  extraordinary  Adion,  which  ho  flattered  hh  Courage 
with.  About  an  Kcur  after  1  heard  from  my  Houfc  the  repeated 
y4iijhs  of  the  J.i>:izaries,  coming  out  of  the  Town,  and  going  to  attack 
him  in  carncll.  The  UtrJc  Army  march d  m  the  lame  Orucr  and  Num- 
ber of  Men  as  the  Day  before,  except  the  Hm  with  his  Kctinuc, 
who  was  not  there,  having  palfed  the  Night  under  his  Tenc.  As  Iboa 
as  they  arrived  they  took  their  Polls,  ard  the  ArtiUcrv  being  planted 
at  rhe  lame  Place,  it  began  foon  to  play.  The  faiuzur/eswcm  aimoil 
without  Orders  to  the  Onfet,  with  their  ulual  ■  ■  uv.s  of  ^/Lih  ;  and 
whether  the  SiveJes  were  lurpriz'd  or  deceiv'd  by  the  Hope  that  the 
Thing  would  pafs  as  the  Day  before ;  or  rather,  as  forae  lay,  they 
had  agreed  among  themielves  not  to  make  uny  vain  Defence  \V!l:i  their 
Incquallicy  of  Number,  againft  fo  great  a  Superiority,  the  Rctrcnchr.icnts 
were  as  loon  carry  d  off  as  attack'd.  During  this  I  was  at  Mr.  Jeffreys, 
and  you  may  imagine  with  what  Uneaiincfs.  Mr.  De  la  Mutraye, 
who  was  gone  on  Horlcback  among  the  T.utars,  drel's'd  like  one  of 
them,  to  lee  the  Adion,  came  back  to  tell  us,  in  lels  than  Ilirce 
quarters  of  an  Hour,  that  mod  of  the  Swedes  were  already  r;-kcn  Pri- 
fcners,  and  carry 'd  away  from  the  Camp.  Thereupon  wc  went  out 
of  Mr.  Jeffreys  Back-Door,  and  law  Ibmc  of  them  ty'd,  and  coupled 
together  like  a  Pack  cff  Dogs,  and  ib  led  by  Tartars,  and  levcral 
Janizaries  driving  theirs  before  themielves,  like  Parcels  of  Cattle. 
There  were  among  thele  Priibners  Ibmc  of  the  belt  Families  in  Sweden, 
who  palled  near  enough  for  us  to  Ipeak  with  them  :  We  exprclled 
our  Concern  to  fee  them  in  that  Condition ;  they  beggd,  with  Tears 
in  their  Eyes,  our  Aliiilance  for  their  Redemption,  which  we  allured 
them  lliould  not  be  wanting,  and  comforted  them  the  bell  we  could  ; 
and  as  I  knew  feveral  Janizaries  among  their  Mailers,  I  recommend- 
ed them  to  ufe  well  their  Priloners,  which  they  laid  they  would  do. 
Soon  after  we  faw  others  loaded  with  Plunder  or  Booty,  as  the  King's 
Plate,  faved  from  the  Mufcovites  at  Pultowa,  rich  Damask  Culhions  of 
his  Houlc,  Mr.  Grothujens  fine  Furniture,  and  other  valuable  Things. 
But  in  the  middle  of  this  doleful  Scene,  we  could  hardly  bear  Laugh- 
ing, to  lee  leveral  Tartars  with  laced  Coats  ty'd  to  their  Necks,  over 
their  grealy  Skin  Furs,  two  or  three  Hats  over  their  Caps,  like  triple 
Crowns,  with  Whigs  hanging  by  their  Girdles,  ^c.  In  the  mean 
while  a  Lipka  came  to  tell  us  that  the  King  was  kill'd,  but  as  we 
heard  flill  Shooting,  we  did  not  believe  him  ;  on  the  contrary,  that 
Prince  was  on  Horlcback,  attended  by  zo  of  his  Officers  and  Do- 
niclhcks,  had  been  in  every  Place  where  the  Danger  threatned  moft, 
to  animate  his  People  by  his  Exhortation  and  Example,  to  cefcnd 
themielves  the  better.  Seeing  all  was  in  vain,  and  his  Camp  over- 
run by  Ibmc  Thoulands  of  Janizaries  and  Tartars.,  fixed  his  cnly 
Hope  in  the  Defence  of  his  Houlc  ;  fo  letting  Spurs  to  his  RoiTe,  he 
ufed  his  urmofi:  to  get  into  it  :  He  found  himlelf  thereupon*  in  an  in- 
ftant  lb  lluroundcd  with  Janizaries,  who  came  from  all  Sides  endea- 
vouring to  take  him,  that  he  could  fcarce  advance  a  Fcot-pace  ;  ne- 
verthclets  he  made  his  Way  through  the  Croud,  attacking  them  Sword 
in  hand,  with  thole  that  coulJ  follow  him,  with  pushing,  cutting  and 
hacking  on  all  sides,  fuch  as  were  in  his  Way  and  opposd  hm  ;  he 
at  Icr.^di  got  to  one  Door  of  his  Hiufc,  when  throwing  himLcli-  too 
precipitately  off'  his  Horfe,  fell  down,  and  at  the  lame  Time  3  Jani- 
zary, whom  General  Tlordh  had  wounded,  fired  at  his  Mojclly,  pur- 
polth/,   or  by  millake,  and  would  certainly  have  kill'd  him,  if  a?!  the 
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Crowd  Q^Janizxries  d^w^i  Swedes,  mix'd  together,  had  net  ti;r..w,i  them- 
ielves  ac   tiic  lame  Time  one  upon  anctlier,  WMuch  made  t'le  Janiza- 
ry mils  ;  lo  that  the   Ball  took  only  the  Skin  off  his  Majcliy'^  Nofc, 
and  the  End  of  his  Ear  :  But  that  Hero  getting  up  a^^ai:!,  and  being 
help'd  intO  one  Room  of  the  Houlc,    (witii  Ibir.c  Servants  and  Dra- 
goons^   by  Colonel  LhamLcrs,    the  Dralant  Rofe,  and  a  few  others, 
who  defended  the  Door,  they  ihut  it  again..  Hi.)  Majefly  there  review  d 
iiis  Garrilbn,  wlueh  confuled,  with  the   P,.emnant   he  had  brought  a- 
long  with  him,  of  about  30  or  ..p  Men,  moll  Part  corar.ion  Servants, 
there  being  but  half  a  Dozen  Oiliccrs,  and  two  or  t'lrec  Gentlemen, 
who  hardly  had  ever  draw^i  a  Sword  before,  if  they  did  then,  as  the 
Cliamberiain  CI/fe:u!orf,  ihe  Secretary  Ereenprsns,  cic.  fci-  tl.c  :nc(i;  Tart 
of  the  Garnloii,   which  was  pictty  numerous  at  uril,  liau  been  cbr.,  d 
to  lUrrender  Pnfoners  to  the   Multitude  of  Turks,    who  got  into  the 
Houlc  to  plunder ;  and  the  reft  got  into  tliat  Room,  where  they  .'hue 
themielves  in,  abandoning  the  other  Apartnicn:-:  to  the  Pilb.g:rs,  ^aiid 
very  hkcly    ha.i  been   alio  reduced  to  furrcndcr   foo;i,   if  the  King 
had'  not  coiv.e  to  their  Relief.     However,  his  Mnjelty  having  anima- 
ted them  vVith  great  Promilcs  of  Preferment,  caus'd  t'-ic  Doer  of  the 
next  Room  zo  be  opcn'd,  whic'i  he  found  full  oi  Janizarisi  ;  bat  not- 
withftanding  thclneqaality  of  Xumber,  he  attack  d  them  ;  ^and  having 
pat  moft  ol'  them  to  the    Sword,    or  cblig'd    them  to   I:ap  out  a: 
the  Windows,    he    then  cauied  tlie  Door   of  the    great  Hall    to    be 
broke  open,    wherein    they  allured    me   were   above  zoo    Ja.uzaries 
pillaging;    their  Number  did   nor   hinder  the  King   fro;n  arzcking. 
them  immediately  with  his  little  Troop  :  The  Janizaries  did  all  tl-.cy 
could  to  break  this  fort  of  a  Battalion,   and  ppaiace  them  from  rli.:: 
Kui'.^,  and  fucceeded  h  v.-ell,  that  they  would  have  fciz'd  him,  if  he 
had  "not  kill'd  Two  of  them  that  were  next  to   him,    and  wounded  a 
Third,  who  provoked,  by  the  f.g'it  of  his  Blood,  cut  thro   the  bV.bic 
Cap  which  the  King  had  on,  and  would  doubtlels  have  lecen  led  t[\(2 
Blew,    if  his  Maielty  had  not  i'ei/.'d   his  Sabre  with  his  Ler^-hani, 
not  \vi.:hout  wounding  it.     He  had  Icarce  efcapcd  this  Danger,  buc 
another  Company  attacked  liim,   and  he  was  near  being  tak;:i,   but: 
fome  of  his  own  People  reicued  him  timely  ;  then  being  again  at  i:he 
Head  of  his  Battalion,  he  charg'd  the  Jamzaries  with  lb  much  Bravery, 
that   in  iels  thon  an  Hour  lie   became  Mafter  of  the  whole   Hcuic, 
hav"M<^  pnc  to  the  Sword  all   that  oppcs'd  him,    or  were  not  got  out 
at  the  Windows.     This  Royal  Hero  feeing  himfcif  thu,  reoofleis'd 
of  his   whole  Houle,    caufcd  the  Doors   and  V/indows  to  be  a.^am 
well  ihut  up  and   barricaded  ;    then  they  fir'd  thro'  tiic  Barnca.N^es 
at  the  Turk^,   and  kilid   many   of  them.     The   Han  and  the  Ba^-iiv 
feeing  that  th.ey  fnould  loofe  too  many  Men  at  this  Hate,  an...  thac 
their   Co.-ion  made  no  other  Eded  but  to  pierce  thro'  the  Walls  of 
the  Houle,  without  breaking  down  any  Part  of  them,  (the  Stoj;c^  of 
which  they  were  made  being  too  tender;    neld  a  Council  01  \var, 
w!ier-in  tliey  rcfoh.ed  to  fct  it  on  Fire,  by   gathering  togetner,  near 
the   oreatell  Doors   and   the   loweft  Windows,   iome   old  Pieces  ^o.. 
Wood    as  Planks  and  dry  Branches  of  Trees,  &c.  and  to  drne  by  tnis 
Me-ms  the  Befiegd  cut  of  ilieir  Forrrefs  ;    which  being  orucru,   tne 
Jajiizme^  who  un.lertook  it,    and  oihers  who  duru  iheu'  themfeivcs 
within  Kuskct-lhot,  found  it  very  hot  and  dangerous,    fo  mat  Num- 
bers of  them  fell  down  l>ad   or  Wounded  ;  but   the  Tartars  fixing 
iip!;v£d  Matches,  unJ  other  comouaiblc  M.;:cers  to  cheir  Arrow-,  ii:(^ 
*»  '      "  j^  a  V  ait 
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Acquaintance  in  the  Suburbs,   on  the  other  Cidc  o'c  BeyiJcr,    when  I 
was  lurpriz'd  to  hear  a  great  Noife  at  my  Door,  and  moi-c  to  lee,  as 
it  was  open'J,  a  Myrjj  enter  with  an  Orficer,    and  an  Interpreter  of 
the  Iljns,    who  told  me,    "  his  Mailer  was  very  angry  widi  me  for 
•'  corrciponding  clandeftinely  w  ith  the  Sweries,  againll  h^s  Prohibidon, 
*'  and  my  Word  ;    and  that  the  OiHcer  whom  I  had  brib'd   to  carry 
*^'  Letters  into  thjir  Camp,  fliould  be  punilh'd  for  bis  Undertalung  ; 
"  and  this  Myrfa  with  the  Tartars,  were  to  carry  me  Pnloner  to  the 
''  BaJ]:aw  as  loon  as  the  Gates  oi Bender  fliould  be  opened.     I  reply'd 
^^'  calmly,  that  I  was  not  conlcious  of  any  Fault,  and  never  fent  to  the 
"  Camp  any  Letters,  but  what  were  tending  to  bring  the  King  to  the 
"  amicable  Ends,  which  the  Han  his  Mailer  and  the  Bajhaw  dclird  me 
"often  to  ufemy  bell  Endeavours  for. "    The  Interpreter  laid,  Thac 
he  had  nothing  to  add,  nor  to  do  more  in  the  Matter,  and  retired, 
leaving  wiih   me  the  Myrfa  ;    I  ordered  him  Ibme  Coffee  and  llrong 
Liquors,    which  accompanying  with  a  lorry  old  Watch,   I  bnb'd  hini 
lb    well  to  his  Fancy,    that  he  granted  me  the  Pcrmiliion  which  I 
askd  him,    to  go  and  fpeak  with  the   Palatine  of  KJow,    and  other 
FoI//h  Noblemen,   who  had  left  the  King,    not  to  be  inNoIved  in  his 
Difference  wich  the  Turh,  and  had  put  themlclves  under  the  //a»  and 
Ba/haws  Protedion  ;    inllead  of  going  :o  any  of  them  ;^fcr  this  was 
only  a  Pretence  with  which  I  cover'ct  my  Defign}  I  went  diicdly  to 
Sa-vary,    to   ask  him  all  the  Circumllances  of  what  had   pals'd   at 
Adrianople  concerning   the    King,    that    in    Cafe   I    could  get   ones 
more  the  Permiliion   of  waiting  on  this   Prince,    I  might  allecgc  the 
moft  proper  of  them  to   convince  him.     Returning   Home    between 
Three  and  Four  o'  Clock  in  the  Morning,    I   found  the  Myrfa  fome- 
whac  uneafy  thac  I  had  flay'd  longer  than  I  had  promiled  ;  and  at  the 
Time  of  opening  the  Gates  I  got  on  Horfeback,  and  being  attend- 
ed by   fome  of  my  Servants  and  my  Tartar  Guard,  went  to  the  Ba^ 
Jhaiv,  who  feem'd  much  concern'd  to  lee  me  come  fo  early,  and  in 
fuch  a  Company.     He  ask  d  me  the  Meaning  of  all  this  ;    the  Myrfk 
told  him  his  Mailer's  Orders  ;    and  the  Bafl^aw  faid,  Well,  well,'  pre^ 
lent  my  Service  to  the  Han,    and  lb  dilmilicd  him.     Then  I  related 
my  Cafe  to  him  :  He  faid  the  Han  was  a  paflionate  Man,  and  chat  I 
ought  not  to  expofe  myfelf  to  his  Difpleallire :    I  asked  afterwards 
leave  to  go  once  more  to  the  King  ;    he  laid  he  was  very  willing  I 
Ibould  go,    but  it  could   not  be   done   without  the  Han's   ConlSt 
which  he  was  perlwaded  he  would  not  grant,  and  therefore  was  to 
no  purpofc  to  ask  for  it  :    Then   he  permitted  me  to  return   Home, 
advifing  me  to  Hay  there  quiet.     He  had  not  flept  a  whole  Night ;  but 
as  loon  as  he  was  got  into  the  City,    after  the  Janizaries  Rcful'al  to 
attack  the  King,    he  had   cauled  all  the  publick  Baths,   Colfce  and 
other  Houles  of  Relort,  to  be  flmt  up  ;  and  placed  a  good  Guard  in 
all  Qiiarters  of  the  Town,  ordering  rhat  no  body  ibould  be  cue  of  his 
Houfe  after  the   Evening  Prayer.     Then  he  held    a  Divm  wi^h  the 
Chiaous-BaJ]:aw,    Buyiitk     Imraour,     Capigi-Bajhaw   and    Janizar-AiTa  ; 
wherein  it  was  relblv'd  to  try  once  more  what  could  be  done  wich 
the  King  by  fair  JVleans,  fnice  the  J  nizaries  had  ihewn  their  Atledi- 
on  for  him  fo  far  as  to  dilbbey  the  Grantl  Seigniors  Orders  ;    "  And 
*'  that  therefore  thole  Orders  Ihould  be  read  to  them  again,    beiore 
*'  the  opening  of  the  Gates ;  to  convince,  that  no  Time  was  therein 
*'  allowed  for  that  Prince.     That  it  lliould   be  then  propofcd  to   50 
"  or  60  of  their  moll  prudent  Oflicers,  to   go  and  rcprelenc  to  his 
"  Majefly,  that  they  could  not  a\  oid  executing  them^  without  becoming 
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^^  Rebels;  and  beg  of  him  to  put  himfelf  into  their  Hands,   as  hi<5 
tricnds,    who   would   conduct    him   whither   and   which   Wiy   lie 
"  plealed  to  go,  even  to  x\\q  fuhlime  Porte  if  he  would  ;  and  in  caie  he 
"  reiedled  all  cheir  Propofals,  Force  ihould  be  ulcd  in  eiirnell.' 

The  Sultan  %  Orders  being  read  accordingly,  and  ihewcd  "to  every 
one,  that  they  might  have  no  doubt  of  their  being  genuine  •  and  the 
Ba}}}aw  having  made  them  lenfible  how  unjullifial-le  was  already  their 
mutinous  Dilbbedience  to  them,  what  Punilhmeiit  they  ihould  de 
lerve,  if  (the  King  refufing  to  accept  of  the  Oilers  propos'ul  tlw 
defer'd  to  force  him  according  to  the  faid  Orders.  They  unpnimouily 
anfwer'd.  That  whofocver  would  not  obey,  fliould  be  treated  as  a 
Rebel.  Thereupon,  and  to  encourage  them  the  better  to  comWy 
with  their  Duty,  he  reprclented  to  them,  '•  The  Sxvedilh  Camp  en- 
"  rich'd  With  the  Sultans  Money  and  Prefents,  winch  in  luch  ca^b 
"  fl^-ould  belong  to  them,  and  all  the  Smdes  be  their  Prifoncrs  and 
"  Slaves  by  the  Right  of  War  ;  as  fbr  the  King's  Perfon,  he  exhorted 
^^  them  to  endeavour  to  take  him  alive,  promding  to  every  one  who 
could  only  touch  his  Cloaths  in  bringing  him  Priibner  to  him,  a 
"  Reward  of  Eight  Gold  Ducats."  ;as  he  had  promillxi  a  Day  befjrej 
They  thank'd  him  heartily  for  his  good  Advice,  winch  they  fliew- 
ed  thcmlelves  ready  to  follow. 

I  had  laid  myfelf  down  on  my  Bed,  with  my  Cloaths  and 
Boots  on,  to  get  a  httlc  Red,  but  in  vain  ;  my  Mind  was  too  much 
dillurb'd  with  what  had  pafs'd,  with  the  Idea  of  what  was  ilill  to 
come ;  when,  about  Nine  o'clock,  fome  of  my  People  came  into 
my  Chamber  and  told  me,  a  Company  of  Janizaries  defired  to  rpe;:k 
with  me  :  I  went  out  immediately,  and  was  agreeably  lurpriz'd  co 
fee  about  60  Officers,  greatell  Part  my  Acquaintance,  moll  nirh 
long  white  Beards,  and  each  a  white  Stick  in  his  Hand  :  They  told  me 
all  that  had  palTed  between  the  Bajhaw  and  them,  and  laid  "they  were 
relblv'd  to  go  now  to  the  Camp,  as  MelTengers  of  Peace,  to  olfer 
their  Service  to  the  King  ;  and  alTure  him,  in  the  Name  of  their 
whole  Body,  they  were  ready  to  carry  and  accompany  him  whither 
he  plcas'd  to  go,  even  to  Adrianople,  to  fjjeak  to  the  Grand  Seignior 
himfelf;  and  that  they  would  be  cut  in  Pieces  a  Thoufand  limes 
before  they  would  fuffer  the  leafi  Hurt  to  be  done  to  htm.  I  ex- 
tolled very  much  their  Generofity,  heartily  wiih'd  them  good  Suc- 
cefs,  and  loon  after  got  on  Horleback  to  follow  them  at  a  Dillance, 
and  met  them  at  their  Return  from  the  Camp,  as  by  accident ;  but 
I  was  extremely  furprifed  to  fee  them  come  back  lo  loon,  and  in  as 
great  hafte  as  if  they  had  been  expeli'd  from  thence;  and  at  leali  their 
melancholly  and  angry  Countenance  attefted  too  plainly  chat  they  were 
not  well  receiv'd.  I  ask'd  fome  who  were  my  Acquaintance,  what  was  the 
Matter  .-  One  reply'd,  Sivett  Krall  Dcmir  Bajh  var,  "  The  King  of  Sws- 
*'  den  has  an  Iron  Head. "  Bur  I  heard  loon  the  Caufe,  with  the  Cir- 
cumfl;ances  of  all  this,  uiz,  That  they  having  defir'd  an  Audience  of 
his  Majefly,  they  were  not  only  deny'd  that  Favour  ;  but  being  ask'd 
their  Meffage,  it  was  no  Iboner  deliver'd  and  carry'd  to  that  Prince, 
than  General  Hordb  came  to  tell  them  in  his  Majelly's  Name,  "  That 
if  they  did  net  quickly  retire,  they  fliould  have  'leir  Beards  cut 
*'■  of?  or  burnt,"  (the  greatell  Alfront  that  can  be  oHercd  to  the  Peo- 
ple in  the  F.ajl  ;  and  a  Menace,  I  confefs,  very  imprudent  at  that 
Junelure.^  Perhaps  the  King  diflrulled  the  Janizaries,  thinking  them 
brib'd  by  the  BajJ^aw  :  or  perhaps  he  was  air-aid  of  loofing  the  Op- 
portunity 
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ber   of  chcnr,    wlio   did  not    o.T^r  mc   any    Rudcneli    or  I.rdvility, 
I  there  waicc  d  with  a  great  deal  of  Uncafincfs  for  the  Event  of  this 
Day,    which  in  ail  Appearance  would  decide  the   Fate  of  our  ''reat 
Hero.     I  had  People  in  the  Town  and  Camp,   ro   give  nve  Advice 
continually  of  what  palled  in  cither,  but  my  Intelligence  cealed  loon  • 
I  fent  one  of  my  Servants  to  knew  the  real'on  of  k,  and  underllood' 
that  the  Town   Gates  were  fliut,    while  on  the  other  lidc  the  Kino- 
had  ordered  that  no  body  lliould  ftir  out  of  the  Camp,  nor  hear  any 
further   Prcpofal.     Immediately  after   I   heard   a   great  Shouting   of 
Allah^  Allah ^  which  is  the  commonly  Signal  of  the  Janizaries  going 
to  an  Onfet  j  which  convinc'd  me  they  were  in  carnell.     According- 
ly fomc  Thoulands  of  the  Tartars  having  more  clofely  biock'd  up 
the  Camp,  the  Turks  went  out  of  the  Town  in  the  Order  following  ; 
About  3000  Janizaries  march'd  firfl,     ii  Pieces  of  Cannon,    2  fmall 
Mortars,    with  Tome  Ammunition  Carts,    and  many  Topigis  or  Gun- 
ners follow'd  :  Next  came  the  Bajhaw,  the  Buyiuk  Imarour,  and  Chia- 
ous-Bafham,  with  all  their  Officers  and  Servants,  in  good  Order  and  well 
mounted,    being   about   z  or    300    Perlbns.     The  Han  with  leveral 
Myrjas  brought  up  the  Rear.     They  paffed  thus  with  a  true  Turkijh 
Gravity  thro'  our  Hamlet,  and  I  had  the  Favour  of  a  great  Selamelikim  or 
Salutation  from  the  Bajhaw  and  thole  to  whom  I  was  known.  Being  come 
within  a  fmall  diflancc  of  the  Camp,  the  Janizaries  ranged  thcmlelvcs 
in  Order  of  Battle,  the  Topigis  or  Gunners  planted  their  Artillery  be- 
fore them  ;  and  the  Han  and  Bajhaws.  being  dilmounced,     got  under 
Tents  let  up  fur  them  -,  and  every  Thing  being  ready  for  the  Onfet, 
they  lent  an  Aga  to  the  Sweeli[h  Camp,  to  dcfire  the  King  once  more 
to  leave  the  Place  as  a  Friend.     This  Aga  advanc'd  as  far  as  the  In- 
trenchmcnc,    and    addrefsd  himlelf  to  Mr.  Crothufn,    who   was  his 
Friend,  and  would  have  introduced  him  to  the  King ;  but  his  Majefly 
being  intirely  bent  on  Fighting,    would  neither  lee   him  nor  hear  of 
any  Accommodation ;    and  laid  to  Mr.  Grothufen,  "  Send  them  Word, 
"  that  if  they  dare  to  attack  me,  I'll  defend  mylelf.''     However,   he 
permitted  him  to  go   with  the  Aga  to  the  Han  and  Bajhaw,  who  were 
then  both  in  the  latter's  Tent,  with  the  Order-bearers.     The  former 
ask'd  him  haflily,  if  the  King  would  depart  .-    He  anlwenng,  that  he 
defired  nothing   more.     He  ask'd  him,  When  ?  To  which  he  rcply'd. 
As  foon  as  he  was  ready,  and  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  tell  when  thic 
would  be  in  Three  Day's  Time.     The  Han  laid,    That  was  the  old 
Story  ;  and  that  in  Obedience  to  the  Grand  Seignior's  Orders,  he  mud 
immediately  come  to  them,    and  depart  without  further  delay.     Mr. 
Crothufen,   out  of  Patience  at  this  Anfwer,    ask'd  him  boldly.  Whom" 
he  took  the  King  of  Sweden  for,  as  if  he  thought  he  was  to  be  fri^h- 
ten'd,  and  to  come  and  kifs  his  Slipper  ^   Upon  this  rhe  Han  bid  liim 
to  be  gone,    with  an  angry   Look.     The  Bajhaw  being  more  cool, 
told  him  in   civil  Terms,  that  the  Graid  Seigniors  Orders  allow  d  of 
no  delay,  and  that  he  was  forty  the  King  would  not  be  perfwadcd  to 
comply   to  depart  accordingly  ,•    and  thereupon  Mr.  Crothufen  with- 
drew.    In    the   mean   vhile,    the  7«r/^//^  Inllruments  made  a  great 
Noife  ;  and  the  King,  not  to  be  bchind-hand  with  them,  caulcd  Five 
or  Six  Trumpeters  to  get  upon  the  Top  of  his  Houfc ;  from  whence 
they  anfuered  the  Turks  as  in  Defiance,  and  then  the  Artillery  beginnino- 
immediately  to  play,    oid  no  other  Hurt  but  kill  one  of  the  King's 
People.     Mr.  Crothufen,  who  was  very  v.'ell  known  by  the  Janizaries, 
pals'd  thro'  their  Ranks  and  told  them,    that  he  was  very  much  a- 
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could  not  believe  their  Orders  to  be  lb  Icverc  as  they  pretended.  ' 
This  Speech  of  a  Man  whom  the  Janizaries  loved,  and  Ibme  Money 
he  threw  among  tliem  at  the  fame  Time,  had  the  following  Effcd: ; 
that  being  order  d  to  attack  an  Intrcnchmenc,  they,  inllcid  of  attacking 
it,  cry'd  out,  Olmas,  It  jhant  he  fo  ,•  and  all  their  Officers  could  not 
prevail  on  them  to  obey.  They  ran  in  a  tumultuous  Manner  to 
the  Han  and  Bajhaw  s  Tents,  threatning  to  fall  on  tJ-.cm  if  they  did 
not  preiontly  raile  the  Siege,  and  grant  the  King  the  Delay  he  defir'd  • 
laying,  the  Orders  were  not  genuine,  and  they  would  not  figiit  a- 
gainit  the  Swedes  their  Friends.  Thereupon  the  Han  l:ud  to  the  Ba- 
jhaw^ "  Since  you  cannot  make  yourfelf  to  be  obey'd  by  the  Jani- 
"  zaries,  lend  them  back  to  the  Town,  and  I  am  able  with  my  Tar- 
'•  tars  alone  to  reduce  that  Prince  to  our  Point."  The  Bajhaw  de- 
fir'd him  to  have  Patience  'till  next  Morning,  that  he  would  by  that 
Time  find  lome  Means  to  make  them  alter  their  Minds  and  Behavi- 
our. Then  coming  out  of  his  Tent,  he  told  them,  "  To  be  Quiet, 
"  and  that  the  King  Ihouki  have  Time,  and  their  Aga  and  odier 
*'  chief  Officers,  to  re-condudt  them  in  the  befl  Order  they  could 
"  i  ito  the  Town,  "  which  they  executed  immediately,  and  very 
well. 

I  hcnring  that  they  began  to  pafs  through  our  Hamlet  m  their  Way 
bnck  to  1  own,  I  anpear'a  at  my  Door  ;  leveral  who  knew  me  fir'd  their 
Musk-cs  in  the  Air  ;  lome  left  their  Ranks  to  ask  me,  Whether  I 
was  not  well  pleas'd  with  their  Behaviour  in  rclpedl  of  the  King  ; 
and  added,  That  they  would  take  his  Majcfty  into  their  Care  and 
Prctetftion  againlt  the  Bajhaw  and  the  Han,  if  they  would  not  allow 
him  the  Time  which  Mr.  Crothufen  rcquird  of  tliem;  and  they  would 
conducl  him  where  he  pleas't:,  ^c.  I  ;inr\ver'd.  This  was  very  kind 
of  them  ;  loon  after  came  the  Bajhaw  himlelf,  with  a  very  grave  and 
angry  Look.  This  little  Army  was  no  looner  lead  into  tiic  Town,  but 
the  Gates  were  flmt.  About  Nine  in  the  Night  arrived  Savary,  a 
Dutchman,  and  one  of  the  King's  interpreters,  whom  Mr.  funks  the 
Envoy,  and  General  Poniatowsky,  under  Arrell  at  Adrianople,  had 
found  Means  to  lend  privately.  He  had  leveral  Letters  for  the  King, 
Mellieurs  Mnilern  and  Crothufen,  which  he  pat  all  into  my  Hands  ;  I 
trufted  with  tiicm  a  T'.z/Y.v/- Olliccr,  to  whom  I  gave  10  Ducats,  with 
PromilL*  of  10  more,  if  he  could  render  them  to  Mr.  Crothufen., 
which  he  prcmisVi  to  do.  Some  Letters  I  receiv'd  from  my  Corrc- 
fpoiuicnts  at  the  liune  Time,  mention'd,  that  Affairs  were  in  the 
worfl:  Condition  that  could  be;  and  that  the  Grand  Seignior  had  rei- 
terated his  Order  to  fend  rhe  King  away  by  Force,  whatever  might 
be  the  Conlequcnce,  if  be  refufed  to  depart  ;  and  in  cafe  lie  were 
taken  alive,  to  put  him  icsto  a  Coach,   to  be  carry'd  to  Salonica. 

About  an  Hour  after  Midnight,  I  was  difguifing  mylelf  in  ajanizarv's 
Habit,  to  i^o  and  Ip^ak  with  Savarv,  who  was  hid  at  a  Turk's  of  my 
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him,  I  \vou!.l  do  my  urmod  ;  anJ  making  therefore  this  Viilc  fhort 
I  ma.ic  aiinncr  w  the  King,  and  Tuv  to  my  great  Concern  flv,c  he 
rtc:iv  d  wii'i  none  the  Bajh.iw^  Mclfagc  ;  and  all  tlv,.c  I  could  fliv 
to  that  Pnncc,  to  bring  him  u  our  Intent,  ngnifvd  no-  !.,„„  .  fj^ 
laugh  d  at  m)^  fear  for  his  Vxrion  and  his  Peopic  ;  and  iud  a'j  chac 
was  :m  Intrigue  ot  the  //^«  and  Ba/I^^m  ;  ih  than  T  rcrird'very  ill 
fatiify  u  wich  his  Firmncfs,  (not  to  lay  Obllinacy  '  and  palFd  tli-  reft 
ct  tlic  pay  and  the  vviiolc  Night  in  a  great  Anxiety,  llie  Capicrf 
Bjfiaw  being  arrived  early  in  the  Morning,  I  waited  again  on  the' 
hajkaiv,  who  not  only  conflrm'd  mc  the  bad  News  I  he-rd  of  him 
the  Day  before,  but  the  fJan,  who  was  with  him,  cold  m  >  dia-  ir 
was  yet  Time  enough  for  the  King  to  prevent  the  Vioienc  th-v 
were  ordered  to  ule  towards  him,  by  letting  out  willingly  accordini 
to  the  Grand  Seignior  s  Intent,  ami  the  Word  he  had  lent  in  t!-  ix-^ia'' 
ning  to  his  Imperial  Highnels  ;  which  if  his  Majelty  refus'd\o ' do' 
they  would  pui  immediately  in  Execution  their  Orders,  which  he  Ihew' 

,    '^'^  V^""!  '"'?'■''%  ^'^'^'''^  '^^'    ^^   P"!^  to    the  Sword   all   thole   who 
durft  offer  the  lealt  Refilbnce.     I  defir'd  them  to  Jet  m-  c.o  once 
more  to  tne  Camp,   and  make  my  belt  Remonllranccs  to  that^'pnnce  • 
Which  they  granted,  on  condition  it  Ihould  be  the  Jail  Tin^c  •  addi-g' 
that  tliey  were  going  to  lend  thither  Tartar  Myrja  and  a  Turkl/h  Av^ 
to   lummons  the  King  to  comply   with  the  Sultana  Orders.     I  pre' 
lentJy  made  ule  of  this  Permiliion,     becaule  I  had    hut  little    T^me 
left  to  talk  with  his  Majelty.     Before  my  axrival  at  his  Camp  I  me- 
that  Prince  on  Horliback,    pretty  far  from  it  j    as  foon  as   he  law 
mc  a  tar  oil,    he  came  up  full  GaJJop,   and  taking  me  by  the  Hand 
and  making  a  Sign  to  his  Officers  who  foUow'd  him,    to  kcp  at  a 
Diltance,  he  asked  me  hallily,  what  the  Capigi-Balhaiv  had  brou-k  > 
I  gave  him  an  exadt  Account  of  what  I  hau  heard.     He  ask'd  ''if  T 
hadlcenthe  Grijfd  Seignior  s  own  Order?  And  on  my  anfweriV-^    T 
had  feen  a  great  Parchment  with  T.rkilh  Writing,    which  they  bad 
Jhewea  mc  for  luch;  lie  allured  me  it  was  Fiditious.    We  had  a^re-ir 
Dilputc  thereupon,  in  which  I  aJlcdg'd  all  that  Realbn  and  Zeal  For 
his  Prelervation  inlpir'd  me  with  ;  and  after  having  ask'd  him     [f  h' 
would  depart,    in  cafe  I  could  prove  to  him  that  aJJ  I  had  la'id  was 
true     and   that   'twas  the   authentick  Order  of  tlie   Grand Sei.nior  > 
He  laid   with  lome  Warmth,    that  he  would  not  go   if  there  iJiould 
come  Ten  more.     I  was  lb  bold  as  to  tell  him,  "  Well,  Sir,  if  you 
^^  will  no  longer  follow  what  Realbn  and  your  own  Glory  didate  to 
yoij,  I  have   no  more  to  do  liere  :    I  mull  retire."     When^I  re 
fleeced  calmly  on  what  I  had  laid  to  him,  and  how  I  had  Jaid  afde 
the  RcJpcdl  due  to  his  Dignity,  I  was  alhamed  ,•  but  his  Mnielly  ui 
Itead  of  being    angry,    laid  with   a  great    deaJ  cf  good    Humour 
Fabrice,    this  is    not   the    Time  for  us   to  faJI  out.  '     I   humbly 
bcgg  d   his  Pardon  for  my  Hallinels,    occalloned  onJy  by  my  over 
great  Zeal  for  his  Service,   and  the  Concern  I  had  for  bis  P-ef-rva 
tion.     He  anfwer'd,  that  lie  was  convinc'd  of  it,  and  had  been  always 
very  well  fatished  with  my  Behaviour  towards  him.     This  Kindn^ls 
recompoled  me,  and  I  replied  fmiling,  That  I  heartily  wiHVd  that  his 
Majefly  would  give  mc  caufe  to  be  lb  with  his  too  :    And  thus  cur 
Con\erlation  which  began  with  Ibmc  Warmth,  ended  with  great  Ca'm- 
nels.     I  muU  here  do  the  Juftice  to  this  Prince  to  Iby,  That  r'lo'  he 
has  the  Charadler  of   being  Proud  and  Imperious,    and  rcaJh*  is  fo 
vvith  nis    Enemies   and    Equals,    efpeciallv    when   he    chinks'  they 
CO  threaten  him,  or  would  force  him  to  whu  he  dorh  not  hk--    he 
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is  the  mill  civil  in  the  World  to  his  Inferiors,    and  moH  obli-ifip  in 
Converlation  ;  and  they  nay  lay  the  boJdcll  Tlnngs  to  Jiim    w'.eiHi- 
IS  once  pcrfwaded  that  tliey  are  truJy  affccfted  to  his  Peribn.  I  may  even 
add,  tliac  he  is  natural!  y  Merry  and  Plealant,  and  could  allcJgc  icveral  rf 
\vs  witty  Sayings,  but  that  it  woukl  carry  me  too  far  from  my  «:mN 
i^a-,  to    winch  I  return.     We  ahghtcd  at  the  Camp,   and  he  retired 
to  his   Houie,    where  I  promiled  to    come  and  lee  his   MaielV  •cnc- 
more  before  my  aomg  Home,-  and  I  went  to  Mr.  Grotln!f/nsl\vhcil 
1  found  Baron  AM/er^,    and  faw  a  Moment  after   the  A'^a  and   the 
Aiyrfa  arrive,    and   tlicy   hav-ng   declar'd   tlie  Subjcdt  of'dieir  V^r 
were  lerv'd  with  Coivce  and  Sweet-Meats,   while  baron  AJ^'j^ern  w'-r 
to  acquaint  the  King   with  tlic-ir  defire  of  wainng  on  h:s  Mni.-f-'' 
He  no  doubt  endeavour  d,  by  the  lirongeil  Arguments  he  could  th"ik 
of,  to  adpofe  that  Prince  to  alter  the  Firmnels  ot   his  Mind  on  chac 
Occafion,  but  aH   in   vain;  however,  they   were  conducl-ed  into  liis 
Pralence,    and   a.sk'd   his  Majelly's  lall  RclbJution  ;     and  beinp  an- 
Iwered,  Tliat  it  was  the  lame  as  the  Firll,  viz.  Not  to  depart  before 
his  being  ready,    they  retird  very  ill  fatisned  with  it.     The  Stvedy/I^ 
Chaplains,  and  fcveral  Officers  of  the  firll  Rank  hearing  of  it,  w.-nc 
to  that  Prince,  and  made  ufe  of  their  bell  Arguments  to  diirwado  hvn 
from  making   Refinance  ;  but  whether  they  did   not  take  rlic  ri-hc 
Method,  or  his  Majelly  was  charni'd  with  the  Idea  of  the  approach- 
ing Occafion  of  a   Battle,  ib  extraordinary  that  Poiterity  will  ibarce 
beJieve  the  Circumllanccs  of  it,  tliey  got  nothing  but  to  d-foJcfe  aitd 
be  fijenc'd,  with  a  kind  of  Warmth  and  PalTion  very  unulUal  to  hnr, 
I  waited  on  him  mylcif,  and  finding  no  Way  to  perfwade  Jnm,   to'd 
him,  tliat  feeing  he  was  ablbluteJy   determine!  to  leek  Death,  I  was 
relolv  d   to   Hay  and  dye  m  the  Camp  with  him.     Having  gn  en  me 
three  or  four  littJe  Nods,  which  with  him   was  a  very  great  Com- 
phmcnt  ,•    he  laid,    I  Ihould  be  finely  caught,    if  he  took  mc  at   my 
Word.     I  allured   him  lb  politively  of  the  contrary,    tJiat   beJie\in<' 
me  in  earneil,  he  would  not  content  to  it ;  probabJy  ijecaule  he  thou<Mic 
I  might  do  good  Service  to  him,   or   liich  of  his   PcopJe  as  Ihould 
efcapc.     I  won't  play  lb  far  the  Gafcoign  with  you,  as  to  lay  tliati 
was  lorry  for  his  RefuJal ;  wherefore  I  went  and  took  leave  of  my 
Friends  in  the  Camp  :   They  feem'd  the  more  Icnfible  of  our  Separati- 
on, thinking  we  Ihould   never  meet  again  ;    and  many  of  them  gav'c 
me  theiif  Money  and  Things  of  greatefc  Value,    to  keep  and  return 
to  them  if  they  had  the  good    Fortune  to  come  off  with  Life.     I 
comforted  them  as  well  as  I  could,  promifing  I  would  take  all  ima- 
ginable Care  of  their  Releale  if  they  were  taken  Prilbners.     As  the 
Time  was  fliort  and  preliing,  I  roue  diredlly  to  the  Town,  to  ule  my 
lall  Endeavours  with  the  Turks;  but  I  found  they  were  relblv'd,  and 
preparing  for  the  Attack,  and  all   tlie  Streets  were  full  of  Janizr.ries, 
Spab/s.  &c.  lo  that  1  had  much  difficulty  to  get  to  the  Bafhaw's,  who  was 
very  bufy  with  the   Han  in  giving  the  neceiary  Orders  ;  but  I  !nd 
Icarce  opened  my  Mouth  to  make  them  Ibmc  new  Oilers  of  my  Ser- 
vices,   when  the  Nan  interrupted  me,    faying,    "  Cant  you  fee  tliac 
ihcre  is  no  more  to  be  done  with  that  DemirLa/h  or   Iro)ibs:id  i  ' 
Meaning   the  King  of  Sweden  ;    and    therefore  be  advis'd  me  to  go 
Home,  ?ak{  ke;p  quiet  there  till  the  Attack  was  over.     The  Bafhaiv 
laid  the  lame  ;  and  recommended  to  mc,   by  no  Means,  to  ftir  out  cf 
my  Hcufc,  for  fear  of  Ibmc  Tnlult  from  the  Soldiers,  who  were  al- 
ready arm'd.     1  rctir'd  immediately,   palling  thro  a  very  great  Num- 
ber 
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went;  aiiJ  to  give  more  Weight  to  the  Propofal,  I  call'd  on  my  Wjj 
at  Mr.  Jeffrey's,  dcfiring  him  to  come  along  wuh  mc,  which  he  did. 
My  Interpreter  had  ro  Iboner  cxpos'd  to  them  the  Occafion  of  our  Vifir 
but  they  dcclar'd  they  would  do  any  Thing  that  tended  to  the  good 
End  which  we  were  about,  and  they  met  accordingly  the  9rh  Mr.  Alul- 
/(?/•«  at  Mr.  Grothufens.  Their  chief  Arguments  were  the  Gravel  S^ig^ 
ttier's  Orders,  the  King's,  Word  to  depart,  the  iiealbn  fit  and  cv.ry 
Thing  ready  for  it ;  adding,  that  nothing  Ihould  be  wanting  to  defray 
his  Majefty  to  his  Frontiers  :  They  defir'd  Mr.  Mullern  to  go  and 
make  the  King  fenfible  of  all  that,  and  induce  him  to  an  amicable 
Departure,  and  to  fix  a  Day  for  it,  and  they  flay'd  for  an  Anfwer. 
So  he  went  accordingly  to  chat  Prince,  who  was  playing  at  Chcls  with 
one  of  his  chief  Officers  :  He  look'd  Mr.  Mullern  in  the  Face, 
without  faying  a  Word,  and  finilh'd  his  Game  ;  then  he  askd,  What  fay 
the  Turks  i  Which  having  heard  and  more,  he  anfwer'd,  "  I  am  not 
*'  ready,  when  I  have  all  I  wane  for  my  Deparruie,  they  fhall 
*'  know  it.'  Mr.  Mul/ertt  coming  back,  gave  to  this  Anlwcr  the  bell 
Turn  he  could,  but  could  not  prevent  their  perceiving  that  it  was 
contrary  to  their  Defire,  and  retir'i  much  difplcas'd.  The  next  Day 
hearing  that  a  great  Divan  was  held  on  that  Account  in  the  Town, 
where  they,  with  the  Uan  and  Bajhaw,  alLfted,  I  galJop'd  there,  and 
was  admitted  :  The  Han  faid,  That  fince  they  had  try  d  in  vain  all 
the  friendly  Means  to  make  the  King  depart,  there  remain  d  only 
Force.  Thereupon  I  took  the  Liberty  to  tell  him,  that  I  had  the  Ho- 
nour to  know  perfedly  well  that  Prince,  and  that  if  any  Violence 
was  once  us'd,  he  out  of  Bravery,  and  all  his  People  in  Obedience 
to  him,  would  fooner  be  cut  in  Pieces  than  furrender  :  So  I  entreated 
them  to  confider,  whether  their  Orders  were  to  facrifice  thus  a  Crown'd 
Head  ?  The  Han  laid,  "  Yes,  if  that  Head  will  oppofe  the  Grand 
"  Seignior  in  his  own  Empire,  not  only  by  Words,  but  by  Force  of 
•'  Arms,  as  does  the  King,  by  his  Entrenching  and  Fortifying  him- 
*'  felf  with  his  People. "  "  Well,  faid  the  Bajhaw  to  me,  perfwade 
"  him  then  to  depart  in  a  friendly  Manner. "  I  reply'd,  I  was  doing 
my  utmoft.  However  they  confider 'd  the  Matter  fo  far,  that  they 
refoiv'd  to  fend  to  Adrianople  for  new  Inflrudions  or  Orders  ;  and 
the  Han  difpatch'd  a  Courier,  and  the  Bajhaw  another,  who  depart- 
ed before  Night.  I  went  the  next  Morning  to  acquaint  the  King 
with  it  :  He  anfwer'd  me,  That  the  fending  to  Adrianople  for  new 
Inftrudtions,  was  a  fign  that  the  Grand  Seignior  knew  nothing  of 
their  Intrigues  ;  but  that  he  had  fent  him  Word  himfcif,  and  that 
I  fliould  lee  them  punifli'd,  and  all  Things  would  go  well.  I  faid 
I  heartily  willf d  it,  but  I  had  too  good  Reafons  to  believe  that  his 
Highnefs  was  not  ignorant  of  what  pafs'd  ;  witnefs  the  Aireft  of  his 
Maiefty'sMinifter,  Mr,Poniatowsky^  &c.  But  'twas  in  vain  for  me  to  argue 
with  him;  he  almofl  commanded,  and  begged  I  would  be  of  his  Sen- 
timents. Neverthelefs  I  humbly  defir'd  his  Majelly  to  confider,  that 
there  were  not  Provifions  for  Four  Days  in  his  Camp  to  fabfifc  his 
People.  He  anfwer'd,  'Twas  too  true,  but  that  he  depended  much 
on  Mr.  Grothujen  and  myiclf,  to  get  Ibmc  by  our  Friends  ainon.-^- 
the  Janizaries.  I  reply'd,  that  I  was  very  much  inclind  to  f.;.ve  his 
Majefty  on  all  Occafions  ;  but  the  undertaking  of  j^etting  !u;n  PiO- 
vifions  was  a  nice  One,  fince- this  was  exprefiy  forbid  to  ir.c  by  the 
Han  and  Bap;aw,  under  Pain  oFloofingmy  Safeguard.  Then,  cddcJ  he, 
we  muft  fally  out  on  the  Enemy,    and  go  " 
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to  the  Second  Fohtmc, 

1  obfcrviiig  a  kind  of  Emotion  uncommon  in  his  Countenance  if-- 
lurd  him,  that  I  would  run  all  that  Risk  and  more  to  lerve  his'Ma- 
jefty  :  After  which  we  parted  good  Friends,  Cif  I  am  allowVi  tins 
familiar  Exprellion.}  Tlien  I  made  a  Vifit  to  Mr.  Grothujen,  with 
whom  I  had  a  long  Conference  upon  this  urgent  Point  ;  we  agreed 
together,  tiiat  I  ihould  dil'courfe  his  Jews  in  the  Town  upon  the  Mat- 
ter, and  lend  by  them  iomc  advantageous  Propolals  ro  Three  or  Four 
Friends  of  ours  among  the  Janizaries,  for  conveying  underhand  Pro- 
vifions into  the  Swedijh  Camp  ,•  which  they  no  iboner  iicard,  but  came  -n 
much  greater  Numbers  to  protfcr  their  Service,  provided  I  would  fccure 
them  their  Payment ;  ib  far  I  engag  d  my  Word,  bur  protefticd  an 
the  lame  Time,  that  if  the  Matter  came  to  the  Hm  or  Ba/hav's 
Knowledge,  I  would  not  appear  to  have  any  Hand  m  it :  Thcv  i\vore 
by  their  Beards  I  ihould  not  by  no  Means  ;  ib  I  wiili'd  them  good 
Succels,  and  there  was  no  Night  fince  but  they  have  u:troduc-d'  -n 
the  Camp,  good  Quantity  of  Bread,  Fielh,  and  other  Neceirarics  • 
fo  that  nothing  has  been  yet  wanting  therein.  The  King  all  this  wivle 
rides  as  ufual,  and  even  oftcner,  going  about  the  Tartar's  Polls,  as  to 
view  or  examine  them. 

This  Day  the  Janizaries  us'd  this  Stratagem  to  convey  puhlickj-/ 
into  the  Camp,  Six  Carts  loadcn  with  Provifions  :    This  Co;i,ov  was 
drawn  by  Oxen,  lead  by  Moldavian  Pealants,  who  had  their  O'lrecli- 
cns  to  be  early  in  the  Morning  withm  the  Sight  of  the  Swsd//I?  Camp 
and  drive  diredly  into  it,  as  if  they  were  ignorant  of  the  Prohibiti- 
on, and  anlwer  to  thole  who  ihould  tell  them  of  it,  and  hinder  rhcm 
from  going  farther,    that  they  lived  feveral  Miles  far  oifj    and  had 
brought  thele  Proviilons  to  leil  to  the  Swedes,   upon  News  fprcjd  ?- 
bout  by  Pafiengers,    who  did  not   mention  any  Prohibitioji,  but  that 
they  Ihould  be  well  paid  for.     They  did  as  they  were  direded,  the 
Tartars  fciz  d  the  Convoy  ;  whereupon  the  King  fent»Fifty  Men,  ac- 
cording to  the  Agreement  between  mylelf  and  the  Janrzaries,  order- 
ing them  to  retake  it  from  the  Tartars,  which  they  did  ;  ci-.^fc  daring 
not  to  come  to  any  Hoftilitics  with  the   Swedes  without  the  Han^ 
Orders  ;  they  ieem  on  the  contrary,  to  have  Ibme  to  a\0!d  nnv  i'orn 
of    Engagement.     As    the   King    rid   out,    now   with  Thirty, '  chcn 
with   Forty    Men,     more   or  lei's,    they    withdraw    to  let  him   1-,'avc 
a  large  free  PailL-ge  thro'   their  Flying-Camp  ;   and  as  fomerimcs'  he 
t.^kes  a  Fancy  to  point  Spur  dired-jy  at  them,  inflead  of  paflin^r  by 
the  Way    opcnd,    they  fly  before  him,  or  open  him  another.     \  his 
Method   of  conveying   Provifions   in  the   Camp,     and  of  the  Kings 
riding   our,    has  already  continued  a  pretty  good  while  ;  but  I  fear 
bad  News   from  Adrianople  by  two  Couriers  who  are  expected ;   of 
which  1 11  inform  you.

TH  E  twoCouri  rsmeniion'd  in  my  laft  came  kick  fome  Days  ago; 
as  Ibcn  as  I  heard  of  it  I  went  to  the  Bajhaw,  who  told  mc  that 
he  had  bad  News  to  tell  me,  viz.  That  it  had  been  relclv'd  in  a 
Iccond  Vivan,  held  on  the  King's  Account,  to  force  him  away,  even 
to  the  Peril  of  his  Life,  as  an  Enemy,  if  he  refus'd  longer  ro  de- 
part as  a  Friend  :  That  a  Capigt  Ba/haw  was  difpacci^.'d  with  the 
Grafid  Se/ghior'i  Orders  for  it,  and  was  getting  ready  to  let  cut  wiieu 
the  two  Couriers  IcFc  Adrianople.  "'  I  have  already  icnt  Word  of  his 
"  to  his  Majefty,  Cadded  he)  and  you'll  do  him  a  great  Piece  of 
"  Service,  if  you  can  difpofe  him  to  prevent  any  Violence."    I  told 
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his  People  Day  and  Night ;  but  the  Ground  being  fro7.cn,  and  confc- 
qucntly  nor  to  be   dug,  all  they  have  been  able  to  do,  was  co  draw 
Lines  from  one  Houlc  zo  another,  and  encioic  them  and  the  Barracks  : 
Thcle  Lines  arc  made  of  old  Carts,  Boards  taken  from  Srablcs,  cf 
Fakincs,  of  old  Casks  fi'l'd  with  Dung  ;  a  particular  Cr.rc  hiis  been 
taken  in  fortifying  the  King's  Palace  with  Barrkados,  oc.     His  Ma- 
jefty    has  Garnfon'd    it,  polled  and   dilpos'd  all  hjs  people   for  the 
Defence  of  the  faid  Entrenchment  :  For  Example,  the  old'chancellor 
Mutlern  is  to  be  at  the  Head  of  the  Secretary's  Clerks  and  their  Scr- 
v<;n(S.  to  defend  the  Lhancery  ;   Marfnal  Duhens-,  with  the  Gentlemen 
cf -he  Court  and  the  King  s  Domefticks,    his  Apartments  iw  the  Pa- 
lace;  Baron  F/f/    with  thcie  chat  belong  to  his  Office,  his  own  Houle  • 
and  lb  on.     Thcie  Diipofitions   were  made  Eight  or  Ten  Davs  a^o  ■ 
buc  there  being  hardly  Provifions  in  this  Camp  for  Five  Days',  wlieii 
others  Iccm'd  only  to  chink  of  Fighting,  I  bethought  mylclf  to  ad:  the 
Mediator  between  the  King  and  the  lurks  ;  I  propos'd  to  Mr.  Jeffrey s^ 
the  Erittfh  M miller,   who  has  his  Koufe  in  the  lam.e  Hamlet  where 
mine  is,    to  join  with  me  in  this  good  OiKcc,    to  which  he  readily 
agreed  :     We  defird  a  French  Gen:leman,    calld   Mr.  De  la  Motravs 
who  'iv'd  with  me  for  above  Two  V'cars,  and  is  well  acquainted  wich 
the  Han  and  Bajha'-v,    to  go  and  ask  them  a  Safeguard  for  us,  as  Fo- 
reign Minillcrs,  neutral   in  the  prefent  Diffeencc,    accorJiup-  co  the 
Right  of  Nations.    He  had  no  looncr  waited  on  the  former,  but  he 
lent  us  a  couple  of  Tartan,  with  whom  we  went  ourlelves  to  him,  and 
were  very  well  rcceivd,    and  alTur'd  with   his  own  Mouth,    that  no 
Kurc  ftouid  befal  us  ;    only  defiring,  that  wc  fiiculd  not  lend  Provi- 
fions to  the  Swedes ^    nor  favour  dire:^ly  or  indirectly  the  Kinp's  Re- 
fiitaixe  to  the  Suites   Orders.   &*<:.    Wc  rhank'd   him,    prcnTi  'd  to 
comply  wich  his  DeOre,    and  proferr d  oi:r  Mediation,    which  he  ac- 
cepted very  hjartily.     Then  we  went  to  the  Baji:awy  who  recciv'd  us 
as  well,    and  gave  us  alio  a  Couple  of  Janizaries  for  Safeguard  ;  v/e 
made  him  the  fame  Oi'-^er,  which    he  accepted  as  heartily  ;  and  next 
Day  we  vifited  Buyiuk  Imraour  and  Ckiaous-Bafnaw^    from  whom  we 
met  with  a  very  civil  Reception ;  they  having  heard  already  of  our 
Offers,    they  entreated  us  to  peri\vade  the  King  how  much  it  was 
for  his  Interefi:  and  Honour  to  depart  as  a  Friend.     I  anfwer'd,  That 
his  Majclly  fcem'd  to  look  upon  this  prclling  of  his  Departure,  as  a 
Dcfign  to  deliver  hi.m  up  to  his  Enemies.     Whereupon  they  proceft- 
ed  and  fwore  by  their  Beards,  that  they  would  Iccure  his  Pairagc  a- 
gainft  any  Attempts  whatfoever,    and  receive  the   Hoflagcs  oi'Tct-'d : 
Befides,  that  they  had  already  the  Miniltcrs  of  Polaml  and   Mifcovy 
in  their  Hands  as  fuch,  ^c.    I  reply'd,   wc  were  fatisficd  with  their 
Protcftation  of  Sincerity  and  Friendlhip,  and  would  endeavour  to  make 
the  King  \^o  too.     After  Ibme  other  Difcourfes  upon  the  Matter,  and 
having  drunk  CoHee,  wc  left  them  and  went  to  the  King.  \vhom"we 
found  rather  angry  chan  pleas'd  with  our  Mediation,    which  he  call'd 
a  Voluntary  Mediation  ;    laying,  That  we  acled  like  the  EmUp}  and 
Dutch  AmbafTadcrs   who  had  ibme  Time  before,  taken  upon  them- 
felves,  without  any  Order  or  full  Power  from  their  Courts,  to  me- 
diate the  Peace  between  the  ?orte  and  the  Qzar.     I  anfwcr'd,    that 
there  was  now  a  mucli  more  urgent  Occafion  for  ir,  fincc  the  ///» 
and  the  ^^yy^.w  lecm'd  to  have  very  pofiive  Orders  concerning  his 
Majeftys  Departure,    which  the  Buyiuk  Imraour  md  Lhtaous-Bafhaw 
were  to  lee  executed.     "  What,  reply'd  he,    to  force  mo  away  ?  Tell 
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«  them,  T  don't  fear  their  Menaces  ;  that  I  am  r-ady  to  r»pc'  Fore- 
*'  by  Force,    and  won't  depart  before  I  have  the  Sum  of  Money  I 
"  want,  and  a  Convoy  to  my  Mind."     Thcrcupcn  T  rook  the  Lib-rty 
to  reprclent  to  his  Majelly,  than  his  xMinilter  was  arrefccd  for  .haviiii 
demanded  the  Money,  lo  that  there  was  no  Profprd:  of  gcr— ^  o.<y 
of  the  Porte.     Then,  laid  he,  "  We  mull  borrow  it  of  the  McrdiaTus 
"  in  Jurky,  or  write  far  it  to  Sivede»"     Wc  waited  the  next  Morning 
on  the  Han,    and  found  with   liim  the  Bajlaiv ;  v/e  told  tliem    diac 
we  had  not  as  yet  been  able  to  move  the  King  from  his  hvX  Rdblu- 
tion ;  that  however,  we  wouM  not  looi'c  Coura.'ie,  but  double  our  E'l 
deavours  for  it.     The  Han  faid,  "  I  am  afrauUhcre  is  nothing  to  b- 
"  done  with  that  obflinatc  Prince,    but  to  force  him  away  accordirs^ 
"  to  cur  Orders."    Then  he  complain'd  much  of  his  Ma;eily's  having 
deluded  them  in  refpedt  of  the  Money,  and  his  Proniifc  of  dcpprc- 
ing  as  loon  as  he  Ihould  have  ir.     And  the  Eajha^v  added,  t!-.:  i:  the 
Complaifance  they  had  for  him  on  that  Occafion,  ougiit  not'  to  be  re- 
paid thus  with  Ingratitude  ;  notwithftanding  which,  he  wihed  lo  well 
to  his  Majelly,   that  he  wculd  f;icrilice  fome  Part  of"  his  Fllatc  to  {be 
him  depart  as  a  Friend  :  We  promis'd  that  nothing  Ihoiild  be  wanti^* 
from  our  fide  for  that  End.     Wc  waited  then  on  rhe  Buyiuk  Lvrao^ 
and  Chiao-'s-BaJhaw,  who  gave  us  a  very  kind  Reception  ;  and  herr- 
ing nothing  better  from  us  chan  what  we  had  laid  to  the  Han  ind 
Eajham,  they  reply'd,  without  any   Complaints  of  his  Majefry,  vou 
muil  try  Age,  and  endeavour  to  prevail  on  him  :  V^^hich  wc  gave  our 
W^ords  for  ;    and  after  CofFce,    Sweet-meats  and  Perfumes,    widi- 
drew. 

Mr.  Jeffreys  told  me,  That  after  fuch  a  Contempt  of  nhc  King  for 
our  Mediation,  he  did  not  chink  necclTary  for  him  co  appear  a-^ain 
before  him  as  Mediator  j  buc  that  if  there  was  any  Thing  co  be%b- 
tam'd,  I  might  do  it  alone  with  my  ufual  Familiarity  wich  tiiat  Prince  • 
fo  I  went  to  the  Camp,  when  I  found  his  Majelly  very  bufy  in  vificing 
the  Intrenchments,  and  giving  his  Orders  to  his  People  in  their  Polls. 
As  focn  as  he  law  me,  he  left  them  to  meet  me  at  a  httie  Diflance  from 
thence,  and  ask'd  me  grecioufly,  What  News  I  had  i  And  if  I  had 
told  the  Turks  what  he  b.^i  me  ?  I  laid,  th.ac  their  Spirics  were  cn- 
flamed  enough  wirhouc  blowing  the  Fire  ;  buc  that  I  came  co  entreat 
again  his  Majelly,  out  of  regard  to  his  Royal  Dignity,  not  to  let 
Things  be  brought  to  an  Extremity,  buc  to  'hearken  co  the  amicable 
Agreement  that  they  delir'd.  He  anfwcr'd,  tliat  their  Orders  were 
forg'd,  and  tiiac  he  would  fend  Informations  to  the  Gra>id  Se/T-tior  of 
their  uncivil  Ulage.  Then,  reply'd  I,  if  your  Majelly  thinj;3'"fo,  -.he 
beil  Way  vrould  be  to  amufc  them  with  fair  Hopes  :  Bu;:  chan.'Mn'^ 
the  Subjcd,  he  carry'd  me  infcnfibl/-  to  his  Inrrenchmeiits,  askd 
me.  How  I  lik'd  them  ?  Too  well,  laid  I !  Then  he  imiiing,  bid  me 
to  give  my  Opinion  of  them  to  the  Han  and  Ba/haw  Afrer  fach 
other  Difco'Jt-es  out  of  my  Purpofe,  I  retir'd  very  dl  facisfv'd,  and 
went  to  ex  pole  my  Concern  to  Mr.  Muller^,  who  cxprels'd  his,  :inA 
faid.  He  forefaw  nothing  but  dilmal  ConlLejuenccs  from  his  M:!ie- 
fly's  invi::cible  Rc.'ohitio;'.  :  He  added,  that  I  ihould  go  and  endca- 
vourto  bring  the  Bnyink  hnraour  and  the  ChiaousBaJhaiv  to  a  Confe- 
rence at  Mr.  Grothitfen's ;  that  lie  would  in  die  mean  while  tell  the 
King  that  they  defir'd  it,  to  ihcw  their  Inchnation  to  Perfwnde  ra- 
ther than  to  Force  ;  that  his  Majelly  might  perhaps  be  moved  by 
lo  rcipcdful  Steps  of  theirs,  towards  an  amicable  Agtec.ricn:.     Sol 
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'•  and  when  the  Scalbn  is  proper,  and  all  Things  ready  for  the  Jouf- 
"  ncy,  he  rcfufcs  ro  go."     Mts  Highnefs  ended  his  .Speech  by  asking 
TwoQuellionsot  the  Diz^w.   "  t.  Whether  it  was  a  Breach  uFHolpi- 
"  taUty  to  turn  that  Prince  out  of  the  Oncman  Dominions^  I  z.  V\  hi;ther 
"  the  foreign  Princes  could  take  it  III,  or  think  it  unjuft  or  barbarous 
"  Ufagc,  to  force  him  away,  in  cafe  he  rcfufcs  ablolatcly  to  depart, 
"  according  to  his  Promife,  and  to  make  ufe  of  the  Opportunity  pro- 
"  ferr'd  to  him  ?  "  1  hat  the  whole  Dhnn  anfwcr'd,'  No  :    L'nlcfs  thole 
Potentates  were   thcmfeives  unjull,    and   Enemies  to  Gratitude  and 
Equity.     The  Mupbty  added.  That  the  Mujulman  Hoipitality  being  not 
commanded  by  the  Law  for  Infidels,    elpcciady  for  ungraxtul  and 
unworthy  Ones,     That  Prince  according  to  it  ought  not  to  enjoy 
longer  his  Imperial  Majefty's  Bounty  and  Gencrofity,  but  be  cxpelld 
as  a  Violator  of  his  Word",   gave  his  Fetfa,   or   Sentence  in  Writing 
for  it,    to  accompany  the  Saltans  Orders,    which  the  Buyuk  Imraour 
and  the  ChLious-B^ijhuw  brought,   and  had  another  to  Ice  diole  put  in 
Execution  as  loon  as   they  arriv'd.     The  Bajhaiv  went  to  the  King, 
askd  him.

Servant  to  thy  Mafter,  obey  his  Orders ;   and  at  the  fame  Time  bid 
him  be  gone  from   his  PrefcHce,    which  he  did  very  haflily.      i  hole 
who   have  any  Idea  of  a  B.ijhaw,  who   governs  fevcral  Province ;  'nd 
commands   Armies,    may  eafily  imagine  what   Effect   fuch  a  'i  iv.ac- 
ment  had  on  the  Mind  of  this,   m  hn  own   Government.    Being  ap- 
prehenfive  of  what  might  happen  by  the  Notice  I  had  of  the  Mat- 
ter,   I  was  got  on  Horfcback  to  meet  him,    and  I  law  hi.:n  with  fur- 
prize  coming  full  Gallop,  contrary  to  his  ordinary  Gravity,  out  of  a 
Moldavian  Village,  call'd  y.irnitza,    where  the  Sweeles  arc  er.c  tmp'd, 
about  a  quarter  of  a  German  Mile  from  Bender.     Ke  left  me  hard'y 
Time  in  palfing  by  me,  to  ask  him  the  rcafon  of  thib  quick   -''.■turn  ; 
to  which  he  anfwer'd  without  Stopping,  "  The  King  wo:,:    cark  i,  to 
*'  any  Realbn ;  you'll  lee  flrangc  Things."   I  did  not  think  pr^jcr  to 
follow  and  qucdion  him  further,  but  went  to  i\\cCamp_  where  f  k  unci 
every  Body  in   a  great  Perplexity  on  what   had   paiicd  between  the 
King  and   him.     His  Majefly   alone  was   unconcern'd,    or   at   lenft 
aiTed:ed  to   appear  fo,   and  was  playing  at  Chefs  in  his  Room  with 
Mr.  Grothufen,  and  look'd  at  me  with  a  fmiling  Air,  without  lliyitig  a 
Word  :    I  law  him  finiih  his  Game,  and  begin  another,  and  not  judg- 
ing fit  to  interrupt  him  v.ith  Queftions  or  any  Difccurlb,    wirh.irew.

v^ry  large  Hall,  where  the  King  dines,  a  Room  of  Audience    a  Bed 
cnamber,  and  other  Conveniencies  j    and  what  is  more  extraordinary 
for  his  Swidijh  MajeUy,    they  arc  almoft  all  richly  furnilh'd     Ibme 
alia  Franca,  feme  after  the  rurktfh  Manner,  with  rich  Sophu  of  Gold 
Brocades  and  J  urky  Carpets,    &c.     Befides  this  Houfe,    his  Majefly 
has  caufed  Barracks  to  be  made  at  a  little  Diftance  from  it    for  a 
Batallion  of  500  Men,  part  of  the  Remains  of  Pultoxva,  which  have 
been   excrcisd  almofl  every  Day.     The  King's  Miniflers  and  Favou- 
rite-Officers, as  the  Chancellor  Mullern  and  Mr.  Feif,  General  Hordh 
and  Mr.  Grotbufen,    have  alfo  built  fmall  Tenements  here,  befides  the 
new  Chancery,    which  is  another  large  Stone  Building  :  All  which 
is    called    the    Camp,    and   fituated   between  the   River    Niejler   to 
the  SoHth,   and  Ibme  Vineyards  towards  the  North.     Ever  fince  the 
Oycrfiowmg  of  the  Rivers  I  have  had  two  Rooms  at  Warnitza,  where 
I  lomctimcs  lay  when  I  ftay'd  late  with  the  King  ;  befides  my   Houfe 
in  a  little  Hamlet  between  the  laid  Village  and  the  Town,    where  I 
now  conllantly  lye  fincethe  Invclling  of  Warnitza:in<l  the  Camp  :  To 
which  I  return. 

The  King  no  fooner  perceiv'd  the  Motion  of  the  Tartars,  but  he  order  ci 
his  People  in  the  Village  to  retire  to  the  Camp,  and  began  to  put  himiclf 
in  a  Polture  of  Defence,  andmakc  Intrenchments :  He  himfclf  work'd  with 
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King  Stanrflaus'i  voluntary  Renunciation,  and  by  the  little  Liberty 
his  Majclly  leaves  his  .Senate  and  his  Minifters  to  ad-  and  agree  on 
any  lound  Relblution  in  Time,  and  take  Advantage  of  the  Op-portu- 
nity  :  'lis  true,  he  is  conlultcd  in  England  upon  the  Affairs  of  the 
North,  and  he  is  capable  of  giving  juft  Ideas  of  them,  but  he  never 
backs  his  Opinion  with  firm  Pcrfuafions.  You  will  have  oblcrved, 
>Sir,  from  Mr.  Talmquill'%  Relations,  tliat  they  would  draw  the  Paci- 
fication of  the  North  to  Utrechty  and  there  make  a  general  Peace  at  once ; 
as  in  that  Cafe  we  fhali  not  want  Mediators,  and  perhaps  the  greatcft  Part 
difpofed  indeed  to  give  us  a  Peace,  but  refblv'd  to  make  us  confent  to 
vrey  hard  Conditions,  I  thought  I  ought  to  prevent  this  Blow,  and 
caufe  it  to  be  infinuated  by  Mr.  Palmquiji  and  others,  that  the  Allies 
Peace  with  France  Ihould  preceed  that  of  the  North,  but  firll:  that  of 
Germany  could  not  be  concluded  before  our  Provinces  in  the  Empire 
are  deliver'd  from  our  Enemies,  and  fccured  from  their  Ufurpation. 
Mcirieurs  Palmquiji  and  Engelhreckt  work  upon  this  Plan  ;  and  I  hare 
caufed  my  Son  to  infinuate  to  the  Abbot  Polignac  to  infifl  on  it.  That 
the  Peace  cannot  be  concluded  with  the  Allies,  nor  that  of  Weflpha- 
lia  re-cftab!ifli'd,  'till  our  Enemies  were  recir'd  out  of  our  German  Ter- 
ritories. We  expe<5^,  Sir,  the  King's  Refolution  upon  the  cflential 
Points  which  I  propofed  to  you  in  my  former,  that  we  may  xQc  fe- 
curely  and  according  to  his  Intentions.  The  Time  we  muft  wait  for 
it,  occafion  d  by  the  Dillance,  makes  me  redouble  my  Wilhcs  for  his 
Majefty's  fpeedy  Return. 
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three  Letters  of  Mr.  Fabrice  to  a  Friend^  concerning  the  I\jng  of 
Sweden's  Difference  with  the  Turks  at  Bender. 

IMention'd  to  you  in  my  Lafl,  the  fair  Promifes  which  the  Turks 
made  of  fending  a  numerous  Convoy  with  the  King  of  Siveden ; 
his  Majefly  infifls  firmly  on  the  literal  Performance  of  them,  and 
pretends  to  a  much  greater  Number  of  Troops  than  they  arc  wiUing 
to  let  him  have.  They  elude  or  explain  their  Words,  by  faying, 
That  a  numerous  Convoy  does  not  imply  a  great  Army  ;  which  to 
pafs  thro'  a  Country  ia  Amity  with  them,  as  Poland  is,  would  bring 
on  almofl  an  infallible  War.  There's  a  great  deal  of  Truth  in  this, 
and  I  dare  lay  his  Majefty  would  not  be  forty  for  the  Conlcquences 
they  fear.  About  Three  Months  ago  that  Piincc  gave  the  Porte  to 
underlland  that  he  was  refolv'd  to  go  Home  with  the  firfl  Froll:,  and 
demanded  a  Sum  of  500,000  Rix  Dollars,  viz.  750,000  German  Flo- 
rins to  defray  the  Expences  of  his  Journey  ;  he  obtained  that  Sum  and 
ico.ooo  more.  The  Money  was  brought  here  and  put  ii>to  the  Ba- 
/haw's  Hands,  to  be  deliver'd  to  his  Majefly  on  his  Departure  ;  in 
the  mean  while  this  got  together  Eight  Thoufand  Spahis  and  Lipkas, 
^thefe  latter  arc  Lithuanian  Turks,  fo  call'd^  providing  Waggons, 
Horfes,  aad  other  Neceflaries  for  the  Journey,  and  the  Han  came  in- 
to the  Neighbourhood  of  Bender  with  zo,ooo  Tartars  for  the  fame 
Purpofe.  Every  Thing  being  near  ready,  they  defir'd  the  King  by 
Mr.  Crothtijen,  to  be  fo  too  :    But  he  anfwer'd,  that  it  could  not  be 
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done  without  the  Money  fent  for  his  Majefly,  by  his  Higiiner^.     Tiie 
Bafkaiv  reply'J,  nut  it  was  c^^mc,  accompaayd  wirii  an  Order  co  deli- 
ver it  oniy   on  his  MajcUy's  Departure.     "  Well,  laid  Mr.  Grvtkujerf, 
^^  it  you  will  have  us  depart  loon,  'tis  the  only  Way  co  let  us  have 
^^  It;  It;  IS  all  one  co  his  Higlinels,  whether  you  give  ic  us  now  or  Vacn,

uifaihbiy  depart  the  !oo>ici-  for  ic.     This   Money  is  aJmoft  al]  po,^> 
thro  his  Majefty  s  liberal  and  generous   Humour,  and  chro'  Mt  <]ro 
thujens    rwhom  we  call  here   High-Trealurer;    Adminiflrarion  '   ,nd 
there  appears  no  more  the  lame  Dilpoiition  in  the  King  to  Ibi:  our 
Exculcs  are  d:;ily  fought  for  to  delay  che  Time  ;  and  among  others' 
tis  that  his  Majefly  wants  more  Money,  (and  in  e.Ted,  tins  Pnncc 
lent  Orders  fome  Weeks   ago  co  Mr.  Funk,  his  Miniftcr  at  che  Porte 
now  at  AJrianople,  to  demand   500,000  RIk  Dollars  more;  that  4000' 
Lipkas  -.ma  as  many  Spahis,  wich   zoooo  Turturs.    are  not  a  lufficient 
Convoy  CO  iec.re  hi.  Majefly's  Pailage  thro  Poland,    where  there  are 
liiil    Mujcovzte  Ircops,    befides    many    Poles  who   are  his    Enemies 
Tney  in  vain  anlv/er,  chat  King  duz,ul}us  and  ciie  Repubhck  procefl" 
rand^ofier  even   Hofiages  for   the   Irerformance  '    that  if  rhe  Kintj  of 
Sivtaen  pifs  like  a  Friend,  under  the  'ortes  Protedl-ion,    his  Maieflv 
ihall  ni.ec  wiu.  all  the  Rcfix-iluue  to  his  high  royal  Oignicv,  asVach. 
IhQ  Han  and  Bafj7aw  being  noc  a  hcclc  perplex d  at  the  Kings  Ob 
je.hons  ana  PreD.nces,  and  hndmg  that  they  have  been  too  credulous 
ar.d  nady  in_  delivering  che  Money,    and  alFuring  che  Grand  St:z^>ior 
that  lis  Maiefty  was  ready  to  let  out,    lent  Two  Couriers  co  die 
Porte,  to  juflify  their  Condudl  as  much  as  they  could     in  a-'>in-^  a 
gamfl  hi    HighnefVs  Orders.

Minuter  Cu(hvus  MuHern,  to  depart  immediately  afrcr  the  Dcircry  of 
it  ,•  but  inftead  thereof,^  when  the  Scalbn  propereft  to  n^arcii  is  come^ 
it  is  now  daily  put  off,  and  no  Term  nam'ci  or  fix'd  For  it :  This 
obliges  rac  to  cell  your  Majcfly,  with  the  utntofl  Grief  and  Conccrrj, 
that  we  have  pofitive  Orders  from  the  fublime  For?'?,  to  h-.".  •  "^mJ 
Departure,  and  make  ufe  of  the  Seafon,  under  Pain  of  his  Imperial 
Highncfs's  Refentmcnt.

We  fend  the  Myrfa  Acktacfyley  to  the  mofl  ferene  King  your  Ma- 
iler, with  a  Letter  for  his  Majefty,  and  this  for  you,  concerning  his 
Departure,  which  we  have  Orders  to  haften,  the  Seafon  being  ad- 
vanced and  all  Things  ready  on  our  Side  :  We  defire  you  to  procure 
the  Bearer  an  Audience  of  his  Majefly,  who,  I  hope,  will  fend  us  an 
Anfwcr  agreeable  to  our  Wiihes,  and  to  the  Orders  we  have  from 
the  Torte ;  for  to  deal  plainly  with  you,  the  Qreat  Sultan  impatiently 
experts  to  hear  of  his  fetting  out ;  and  if  h-  fliould  be  advifed  of  the 
contrary,  'tis  to  be  fcard  his  Imperial  Highnels  would  immediately  com- 
mand us  to  force  him ;  and  if  in  cafe  of  his  Majefly 's  Refufal,  we  Ihould 
be  reduced  to  ufe  Violence  for  that  End,  it  would  be  very  difpleafmg 
to  i:s  :  Therefore  to  prevent  fuch  an  unhappy  Extremity,  or  a  Way  fo

17 1  i.  l/'  O  U  R  Letter  has  been  deliver'd  and  read  to  us,  by  which  it  ap- 
^g^  94-  I  pears  that  you  milunderflood  v/hat  we  wrote  you  by  our  well- 
beloved  Grothufen,  for  we  never  indeed  asked,  before  this  Time,  which 
Way  we  iliould  take,  but  have  conftantly  declared,  for  above  Three 
\ears  together,  that  we  dcflgn'd  to  go  thro'  Poland;  the  fublme  Porte 
has  not,  as  you  fay,  excepted  againfl  our  Choice  of  that  Way,  and 
our  Intentions  fland  fliU  the  fame  ;  but  the  Convoy  to  accompany  us, 
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which  was  proxifed  to  be  a  numerous  One,  is  faJien  io  fncrt  from 
our  Expcdlation,  that  it  does  not  appear  that  you  indeed  intend  to 
conduct  u;i  that  Way,  and  lias  given  occafion  to  tlic  Quellion  what  it  is ; 
and  itleemij  befidos  \Lry  ftrange  to  U3,  that  after  10  many  Ma^ks  of 
Fricndihip  and  Regard  from  the  Porte  hitherto  towards  our  Royal 
Perlon,  :md  lo  many  Iblemn  Prom.ifes  to  fend  us  into  our  Provinces 
with  a  numerous  Convoy,  ard  all  the  Honours  we  could  wifli  for, 
that  you  would  on  a  fudden  prefs  us  to  be  gone  in  luch  a  Manner', 
as  to  make  us  think  we  are  rather  to  be  turn  d  away,  than  lent  back 
with  Honour  and  Safety,  witliout  conlldcring  that  \vc  are  not  vet  rea- 
dy, and  allowing  us  the  necelTary  Time  for  that  Purpofe ;  to  which 
we  fliall  only  add  what  follows  :  Ftrfly  That  no  Bodv  ought  to  re- 
quire oi  us  an  Impoliibility,  or  any  Thing  that  is  not  fuitable  to  our 
Honou:  and  Glory.  Secondly,  That  if  wo  cannot  be  furnilji  d  here 
with  every  Thing  nccclfary  for  our  Return,  Time  be  allow'd  us  to 
have  it  brought  from  our  own  Country  ;  upon  which  we  cxped  An- 
Iwer  to  Letters  we  have  wrote  to  the  Sultan  yonn  Mafler,  and  our  Im- 
perial Landlord,  if  the  Artifice  of  our  Enemies  prevent  not  their  get- 
ting to  his  Highnefs.  Thirdly,  As  to  the  threatning  Advice  you  give 
our  Chancellor  Mullern,  we  arc  rcfolv'd  to  expect  the  lail;  Extremity  ; 
and  if  ic  be  attcmpceU  to  force  us  away  by  Violence,  we  will  oppole 
Force  to  Force. 
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ExtraEl  uf  Count  WelllngV  Letters  to  Mr,  MulIcrn,  conccrn'mg 
the  Medutiaa  of  Lngland  and  Holland  for  King  Scanillausj- 
Enunciation. 

Have  read  with  Flcafure  the  folid  Inflrudions  you  font  Mr.  Frle- 
fendorf,  and  I  think  it  will  not  be  amifs  to  gi\  c  ycu  my  Thoughts 
about  the  Mediation,  which  would  luit  us  bell.  "[  agree  with  vou, 
that  we  Ihould  avoid  difobliging  the  Emperor  and  the  Dutch  as  much 
as  may  be ;  and  that  their  Mediation  join'd  with  that  of  Engbndy 
would  be  naturally  more  confiderable,  if  a  precceding  one  were  not 
neceflary,  both  to  re-unite  thcfe  Three  Pov/ers,  now  very  much  divi- 
ded, and  to  infpire  them  with  Sentiments  of  Equity  in  our  Favour.  The 
Queen  is  undoubtedly  favourably  inchn'd  towards  us,  having  aJlb 
the  leaft  Intercll  to  wiOi  us  111.  What  Good  the  Emperor  and  the 
Dutch  wifli  us  is  evident  enough,  it  being  but  too  well  known  how 
much  they  are  in  the  Interefl  of  our  Enemies.  I  leave  you  to  coii- 
(ider,  whcchcr  we  rifque  moll  in  having  fecret  Enemies  for  Media- 
tors, or  in  feeing  them  openly  oppofe  our  Interefl  ;  for  my  Part  I 
can  hardly  find  a  jiifc  Medium  for  it  :  It  is  tr^ie,  the  Bilhop  Rohhijon 
advifes  to  admit  the  forefaid  Powers  ;  I  have  nothing  to  oppofe  to  his 
good  liitcnticns,  and  the  Atfcdion  he  cxpreffes  for  Swede:: ;  but  when 
I  c  :nfl  Jei  his  too  grcr.t  natural  Timidity,  I  am  apt  to  Iblpcit  his  Opi- 
nion relating  to  the  Concurrence  of  the  Emperor  and  Holland,  mav 
proceed  rnthcr  f-om  \\\i  Apprchenfion  for  Er.(rjayid  than  for  us.  This 
too  great  Timidity  of  that  Prelate,  won't  let  him  give  vigorous  Coun- 
ll'ls  in  our  Favour  .-  and  if  it  be  not  llrengthen'd,  'tis  at  Icaft  mai:;- 
tain'd  by  our  King's  Delay  or  Difficulty  to  refolve  upon  thii  Article  6f 
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Kinedom  and  Rcpublick  ;  but  recommend  eanieiliy  to  the  laid  King, 
to  pars  as  a  Friend  under  our  Proteeion  ;  on  which  Conditicas  he 
fhall  be  honourably    attended  and  treated  by  the  Poies,    as    their 
AmbalTadors  atrurc  our  fukime  Porte,   and  o'Jcr  themielvcs  anu  lomc 
other  noble  Poles,    as  Hoftages  for  the  Security  ot  ic     il   we  wul 
have  them  :  And  the  Time  for  Marchings  agreed  on  between  the 
moft  elorious  HanDehet  Chera^  and  you,  bcK)g  come,  yculhailput 
Your  ielf  at  the  Head  of  a  proper  Number  ot   our  brave  Soldiers, 
taking  the  King  of  Sweden  between  them  and  the   Tartan,    at  the 
Head  of  whom  the  Han  ihall  march  :    So  may  God  Almighty  be 
pleas  d  to  diredt  all  your  Paths ;  and  during  your  Ablence  the  Bajhaw 
if  Aulas  fiiall  guard  Bender,   with  a  Body   of  Spahis  and  another  of 
janizaries ;    and   following  our  Imperial  Orders  in  al  the  aforcfaid 
Points,  you'H  merit  the  Continuation  of  our  Imperial  Favour,    and 
gain  the  Praifcs  due  to  the  Oblervation  of  them.

The  Grand  Seignior' J  Letter  ti,  the  Han,  on  ths  fame  Sdjc3. 

TH  E  moft  valiant  and  honourable  King  of  Sweden,   having  al- 
ready enjoy d,   for  above  34  Moohs,    the  Kippinels  ox  cur 
Imperial  Hofpitality,  got  our  inviolable  Promiie  for  a  Convoy  to  re- 
condudl  him  towards  his  Provinces  thro'  Poland,  and  begg  u  our  Libera- 
Uty  for  luoo  Purfes;  we  have  gcneroully  granted  him,  belides  V\  aggons, 
Horfes,  Provilions,  and  other  NerefTIiries  for  his  Journey,   1 2C0  1  iirles 
to  be  deliver'd  him  on  his  Deparrurc.     Vou   have   had  already  our 
Imperial  Orders  to  yourfelf  and  the  Seraskier    of  Bender,    to  gee 
the  Convoy  ready  to  march  this  approaching  Winter;  but  as  the  al- 
ways watchful  Eyes  of  your  Vigilancy,  for  the  Honour  and  VA/e. fare 
of  our  Auzujl  Empire,  have  dircded  and  induced  you  to    end  before- 
hand the  moll  illuftrious  Cepherza  Myrfa  to  Poland;    and  he  having 
faithfully  and  fincerely   inform'd  our  Juhlme  Porte,    that  againU;   the 
Treatv  lately  renew'd  by  our  Imperial  Clemency  with  the  Czar  of 
Mufcovy,  there  are  fome'of  his  Forces  in  the  Country  ;  we  therefore, 
to  fet  Bounds  to  the  Pcrfidioufncfs  and  Wickcdnels  of  his  unjuft  and 
pernicious  Defigns,    will  fend  again  next  Spring  our  numerous  and 
always  vidtorious  Legions,  againa  this  Violator  of  Right,  and  Breaker 
of  Faith,  to  compel  him  once  more  to  beg  Pardon  and  xMercy  of  us  ; 
which  having,  by  his  new  Perfidies,  render'd  himfelf  unworthy  o^  he 
fliall  be  punilh'd  moa  feverely,  and  made  incapable  of  putting  in  Exe- 
cution his  pernicious  Defigns.     And  it  having  been  reported    archer 
at  oMxfuhlime  Porte,  that  King  Augujius  and  the  RepuLick  of  Poland, 
encourage  or  favour  the  Stay  of  the  perfidious  Czar  s  Troops  in  that 
Kinedom,  and  that  they  might  intend  to  oblltud:  or  oppole  the  King 
of  Sweden's  PafTage  ;  we  have  indeed  caufed  their  AmbalTadors  to  be 
arrefled,  to  be  kept  as  Hoaages  for  his  Security,  and  they  thereupon 
did  not  only  proffer  themlblves  for  fuch  ones,  but  aifo  lome  more  of 
the  Grandees  i^  we  will  have  them.

Ad  whatfoevcr,  contrary  to  the  Peace  fiibfiHing  flill  betv^^een  our  fub- 
hme  Porte   and  their  Country,  he  ihall  be  treated  by    the  Polet  as  a 
Friend,     and   with    all   Honours    and     Rclpects  due   to    his    Royal 
Dignity  :  That  they  will  join  a  Number  ot   their  Tcocp  .•  to  ours,  to 
lecure  even  him  and  his  People  from  all  Attempts  co   hinder  or  di- 
llurb  his  PaiPagc,  and  fliew  how  much  they  honour,  relDedt  and  priz^^ 
our  Frotedion  and  Fricndfliip ;  and  they  begging  therefore  of  om  fuZ 
lime   Porte,   that  we  may  be  pleas'd  to  give  our  Imperial  Orders  to 
the  Commanders  of  our  Troops,    rending  to  the  Prcfervation  of  than 
Peace,    which  King  Augujius  and  the  Repttolick  are  willing  to  c':5ltivatc 
witli  us  ;  and  we  being  Enemies  to  the  Violation  of  Laws,  Rights  and 
Treaties,    and  inclin'd  alio  to  maintain  that  Peace  between  our  lub- 
liiiie   Porte  and    Poland,    do  recommend  you  to  keep  open  the  Eyes 
of  your  ulual  Vigiiancy,  to  prevent  all  Commotions,  Eloililities,  Dif- 
ferences whatfoevcr,    giving  necefTary  Orders  to  your  Li^ht-Horfe 
as  fhall  do  our  Seraskier  oi  Bender  to'thofe  under  his  Comrnand ;  and 
renew  in  our  Name  to  the  King  of  Sweden,  our  ecjuicable  Intentinn<- 
already  fignify'd  to  him  with  our  Imperial  Pen,   for  that  honcft  ai:d 
juil  Purpole. 

In  acknowledgment  of  your  watchful  and  fincere  Zeal  for  tiie  G!o  • 
ry  snd  Honour  of  our  fublime  Porte,  and  to  cncouras-'c  you  ro  conti- 
nue the  lame,  and  to  re-conduct  his  ^w^z/i/^  Majcllylionourably,  ac- 
cording to  theie  our  Imperial  Intentions  and  Orders,  w?.  fend  vou  by 
the  moll  illullrious  Alkrrtet,  heretofore  Cbiaous-Bajhaw  (whole  Steps  God 
be  pleas'd  to  enhghten  and  dircdi)  a  fable  Fur  and  a  Plume  of  Heron's 
Feather's,  adorn'd  with  a  Rofe  of  precious  Szoncs,  a  Sabre  and  a  Qiiiver 
alfo  enrichd  with  Jewels,  befides  100  Purlcs  in  Goid  Ducats  for  de- 
fraying your  Troops  in  their  PafTage.  that  they  ma  v  not  pillage  or  mc  loll 
the  Inhabitants  of  that  Country ;  for  ic  wc  fcnii  moreover  to  Sultan 
Calga,  izo  Purfes  in  Silver,  to  raife  ihcSegkin,  *  and  begin  Hofli.'iries!  -

This  is  to  let  your  Majefty  know,  that  we  have  this  Day  rece ivd 
a  Letter  from  your  well-beloved  Servant  Grotlmfen,  asking  what  Way 
wc  defign'd  to  condud:  you,  and  complaining  of  our  prdiing  yoifr 
Departure;  fuch  a  Quellion  furprizes  us  lb  much  the  more,  that  all  your 
Letters  and  your  Miniflers  at  the  fublime  Porte  declared  all  the  while, 
ever  fincc  your  Arrival  into  the  Ottoman  Empire,  thac  your  Intention 
was  to  go  through  Poland;  and  tho'  the  Way  oi Germany  might  be  more 
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This  Prince  rcign'd  in  very  difficult  Times,  as  having  both  a 
heavy  French  War  upon  his  Hands,  and  a  diratfedlcd  F^dion  to  llriig- 
gle  wich  ac  Home.  Wiierefore  being  a  Favourer  of  ch.;  D/fefferst 
(as  being  bred  up  amongft  the  HollaHders.  w!io  ^ro  moll  o.  ch:in 
fuch>  he  brought  the  Wbigs  into  Play,  purng  chom  t.iro  che  Mini- 
ftry,  as  Men  that  were  not  only  the  mcll  finn  agiinil  Kir.g  Jan^esy 
but  generally  fpcaking  the  greatcll  Startlnicn,  the  bell  Oeconom:.>-, 
and  poflefs'd  of  more  Money  than  the  others.  Thefc,  to  r -ndcr  rue  Tory 
Party  odious,  ftigmatiz'd  them  with  the  Name  of  Jacolites,  or  Well- 
wifliers  to  King  James^  afluming  to  themfblves  thnt  o:  Williamitesy 
as  if  they  had  been  the  only  Friends  to  the  Revo'ution.  Tl;.:  Courc 
to  be  fure  was  in  the  Intereft  of  this  Party,  for  wi  ich  Realbti  ic  pre- 
Vail'd  almoft  all  that  King's  Reign,  and  the  toria  loft  Ground,  the 
Whigs  being  put  into  all  Places  ;  wherefore  they  made  their  Court  to 
the  Princcfs  of  Denmark^  {\s\\o  was  the  preibmptive  Heir  to  the  Crown> 
and  oppos'd  the  Court  in  all  its  Meafures. 

King  ff'illiam  dying,  theQaeen  form'd  the  Miniflry  of  her  own  Par- 
ty ;  and  King  Jams  being  dead,  the  Names  of  Jacolite  and  Willia- 
mite  grew  out  of  Date,    and  gave  place  to  High  and  Low  Church  ;  a 

Diflindion  invented  by  my  Lord  S rs,    a  great  Statefman.     But 

tho'  the  Queen  herfelf  and  her  Miniflry  were  of  the  High  Party,  yet 
Ihe  being  engaged  in  a  War  with  France,  for  which  great  Sums  were 
rcquifitc,  was  forc'd  to  have  recourie  to  the  Whigs,  as  being  the 
grcateft  money'd  Men.  They  finding  their  Affiflance  necclTary  to- 
wards carrying  on  the  War,  would  not  grant  any  Supplies  but  on 
their  own  Terms  ;  and  being,  generally  fpcaking,  the  longcft  Heads, 
quickly  fupplantcd  the  others ;  from  which  Time  the  Whigs  or  Low 
Church  then  engrofs'd  all  the  Places  of  Profit  in  the  State,  which  they 
kept  'till  lately,  when  the  People  being  weary  of  the  War,  fome  Per- 
fons,  reputed  Whigs,  but  turn'd  Tories  for  their  Tnterefl,  who  had 
great  Influence  over  that  Princcfs,  reprefcnted  the  Miniflry  as  in- 
volving the  Nation  in  eternal  Debts,  and  adviied  her  Majclly  to  make 
a  Peace  ;  which  fuiting  with  her  natural  Inclination,  they  perfwaded 
her  to  difplace  her  vidorious  General,  and  enter  upon  a  Treaty  ;  and 
in  a  Word,  alter'd  the  Scene  of  Affairs  to  what  they  are  at  prcll-nt.

ing arrefted  for  Dehts  in  London,   and  many  more  lailanccs,  (bcw  too 
plainly  how  far  fhc  is  from  difobliging  hi;-n.  Pray,  Sir,  don't  we  looi'e  our 
Time  in  playing  at  Chefs,  inflead  of  extinguilhing  the  Fire  which  has. 
broke  in  our  Houfes  ?  I  forefec  (I'll  repeat  it  again)  none  but  diihial 
Confequcnces  from  the  King's  inHiling  upon  the  fupporting  of  King 
Staniflaui ;   or  (let  me  add^  from  Kii<j_<  Auguftus'^  Fvcflgnation  to  the 
Queen's  Arbitration  :    God  infpire  his  ivlajeiiy  how  to  prevent  it .'    I 
fometimes  give  a  Loofe  to  my  Thought's,  to  divin.e  what  Method  his 
Majefty  might  take  for  it,    and  for  the  moft  Part  they  f;x  upon  the 
Maxim,    llrongly    recommended  by  a    modern   Politician,    in .  theib 
Words  :    If  youm'/Jlrull  a  Perfon  of  Canfideration,  refer  your  fiilf  I old- 
ly  to  his  Judgment    and  Dectfion  ;   this   Step  of  Confidence  and  Livility 
ivill  induce  him  to  have  equitable   Sentiments  Jor  you,   even  tbo    it  le 
ivith  feme  Violence  to  himfelfi. 

I  draw  from  hence  a  icrt  of  Application  to  our  CaFe  ;  and  rcprcfent 
to  myfelf  many  Advantages  wc  might  obtain,  if  the  King  would  re- 
folve  to  be  before-hand  v.ith  King  Augujlus,  in  referring  the  Ditferen- 
ces  with  that  Prince,  to  the  Arbitration  and  Decifion  of  her  Britan- 
mck  Majefty  :  I  will  mention  only  Two  or  Three  of  them,  i .  The 
King  would  thereby  avoid  the  DiFpleallire  of  the  Qiieen,  to  which 
King  Augujlus  s  Rcfignation  would  expoie  him,  if  his  Majefty  rcliired 
to  do  as  much.  2.  The  Queen  her  Iclf  having  an  AHoiiion  for  the 
PerFon  of  the  King,  would  think  herlclf  engaged  to  make  Fuitabic 
Returns  to  his  Majefly's  Confidence  in  her ;  and  her  Council  there- 
by find  itFelf  more  engaged,  not  to  depart  from  the  Sentiments  cf 
their  Sovereign.  3.  ComprcmiFes,  'tis  true,  are  uncertain,  but  the 
RiFque  is  to  both  Parties :  That  is,  for  the  Differences  of  private 
Peribns  ;  but  between  Kings,  the  Arbitrators  have  regard  to  gc'od  Po- 
licy ;  and  whatever  happens,  the  King's  Honour  wil!  always'bc  fafe.

Wherefore  in  King  Charles  the  Secoud'j  Time,    the  moderate  Par-" 
ty,    who  were  againil  the    perFecuting  the  DiJ^-^ters,    and  u  ere  foe 
Fuffcring  every  Man  to  believe  and  act,  inReUgiou,  Matters,  accord- 
ing to  his  own  ConFcience,   ftigmatiz'd  the  others  who  were  vIcLnr, 
and  wou'd  force  all  the  Diflcnters  to  conform  to  the  Cercmorucj  of 
the  Church  of  England,    with  the   opprobious  Name  or  Juri's  "  as 
hinting  that  they  were  of  the  Fame  r,:  :iples  with  thol'e  cvad' Korean 
Cathohcks,    who   were  FuppoFed   to   nave  had  a  gr::at   Hand  m  tue 
Mallacre  of  Ireland;  which  being  then  frefli  in  every  Bodies  Memo" 
ry,  nothing  could  be  added  to  render  them  more  odious.     On  th^ 
other  Hand,  the  rigid  Church  of  England  Party,  who  Fcmenmcs  pcr- 
Fecuted  the   Diffenters   as  far  as  the   Laws  would   permit,    branded 
them  and  their  Favourers  with  the  Name  of  IVhigt ;  meaning  thorebv 
a  cunning,  falle,  hypocritical,  canting,  anti-monarchical,  prcsbytcriai 
Scots  :  This  pieas'd  the  Government  to  fee  the  Two  Parties  ib  invete- 
rate.    Now  out  of  one  of  thefe  the  Miniilry  w  is  to  be  form'd  :   and 
King  Charles,  who  was  a  very  politick  Prince,    found  it  ncceilary  to 
play   them  one  againH:  the  other;    fometimes  tak.'ng  in  one  Party, 
and  then  for  RcaFons  of  Stare  turning  them  out ;.  and  advancing  the 
other.

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Jn  Jl^lraSl  of  a  Letter  from  Count  Welling,   to  Mr.  Mullern. 
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Have  maturely  confiJer'd  the  lafl  Letter  you  wrote  me,  and  I 
_  obferve  almoll  a  general  Dirpcfition  to  maintain  King  Auguflus 
on  the  Throne  ol  Poland :  The  Queen  of  England  kcms  to  be  better 
pleasd  to  lee  her  Nephew  on  that  Thron:  than  a  Polijh  Gentleman, 
if  the  King  of  Prufia,  whole  Interefl:  and  Inclinaticn  are  to  prefer  a 
King,  who  is  a  Native  of  Poland,  to  a  neighbouring  powerful  Ele- 
<ftor,  would  declare  for  King  Stanijlaus,  he  could  not  but  expedt  an 
entire  Defolation  of  all  his  Countries,  cfpccially  his  Kingdom  of 
Trufiay  which  the  Czar  has  thrcaten'd  to  reduce  to  Allies  for  Idler  Rea- 
fon.  King  Stanijlaus  himfclf  is  very  lenfible  of  all  tliis,  and  of  the 
almoft  infuperable  Obftaclcs  to  his  Re-cft.abli'.hment,  therefore  is  dif- 
pos'd  to  renounce  it,  rather  than  lee  both  his  own  Coiiatry  and  Swe- 
den ruind  on  his  Account.  This  has  chiefly  given  occa/ion  to  his 
Pmjfian  Majefty's  Plan,  which  defervcs  the  more  to  be  regarded  as 
we  ihould  thereby  (and  by  the  Concurrence  of  King  AuZjiui)  pre- 
ferve  Ingria  and   Nar-ua.  '^ 

Idilcover  plainly  to  you,  Sir,  all  my  Thoughts,  and  wiHi  voii 
could,  with  your  Prudence,  infinuace  them  to  our  Royal  Mafter  and 
make  him  fenfiblc  of  the  Impolilbility  we  are  under  to  Fore-  fas  his 
Majefty  feems  to  Defire^  the  Publick  and  our  Enemies,  to  obferve  the 
Laws  and  Treaties  which  we  gave  them,  during  the  Courfe  of  our 
Profperity  ;  I  am  indeed  too  faithful  a  Subjed:  not  to  wi!n  for  a  Peace  as 
much  confident  with  the  Honour  of  my  King,  and  the  Safety  oVmy 
Country,  as  the  prefent  Crifis  of  our  Affairs  allows  it ;  therefore  I  am  of 
Opinion,  That  a  voluntary  Renunciation  of  King  Stamflaus  on  realon- 
able  Conditions,  would  lave  the  King's  Honour  ;  and  I  ihould  think 
the  Safety  of  my  Country  tolerably  fecured,  if  we  could  by  this 
Means  get  out  of  our  Troubles,  and  regain  fcveral  Provinces,  which 
It  would  be  diiticult  to  conquer  in  many  Campaigns.  If  you  want  a 
Precedent  to  infinuate  this  to  his  Majcfty,  King  PhUip  of  Spain  will 
furnilhyou  with  one,  by  his  Renunciation  to  the  Crown  of /r.we  ■  How 
many  Countries  doth  not  the  great  King  o? France  lacrifice  ?  And  how 
many  more  would  he  not  have  facrificcd  to  lave  the  relf  and  pro 
cure  Peace  to  his  People,  if  the  En<ilijh  Miniftry  had  notVo  luckilv 
been  changd,  and  fo  well  inclin'd  to  fparc  them,  and  help  limi  to 
make  that  Peace  luch,  both  for  himfclf  and  his  Grandfon  that  ch-y 
could  not  exped  to  get  by  half  ib  good,  confidering  the  Offers  his 
molt  ChriUian  Majofty  had  made  before  to  his  Enc!:iies.  I  WiOi,  rho'  I 
dare  notcxpcd:  from  any  of  ours,  ib  g:ncrous  a  RcconciHacion  vvith  us 
as  IS  that  of  the  Qiiccn  of  England  with  the  Km-  of  Fr.i-.:e.     I  mult 
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to   the  Second  Voltime, 

Jo  Jullicc  to  the  King  of  Prujjla,  that  he  cordially  cakes  the  Kina'3 
Part,  as  much  as  this  Jundurc  of  Affairs  allows  it,-  and  the  more  b- 
ciufe  he  forefees  the  Rilque  he  fliould  run,  if  the  Northern  League 
be  not  diflblved,  to  reduce  the  Mufctvites  to  Reafon  :  Which  is  th- 
Intent  of  the  Plan.  For  God's  Sake,  Sir,  endeavour  to  perlWade  him 
CO  confent  to  it ;  and  lecond,  with  all  your  Credit,  what  Mr.  Cafan- 
der  will  have  the  Honour  to  reprefent  to  his  Majefty  thereupon. 

His  Majefty's  Abfence  and  Diftance  from  us  is  a  gr^at  Dilapooint- 
menc  in   our  Affairs,  the  Senate  daring  nor  to  ad:  and  take  Meallircs 
pro  re  Hat  a,    and  fome  Months  are  required  to  get  his  Royal  Allcnc 
CO  any   Tranfadion  of  Moment  ;  all  his  faithful   Subjcds  flgh  for 
his  Return  :  Can  you  not  make  him  fenfiblc,    how  it  is  necellary  for 
the  Prefervation  of  the  Remainder  of  our  Provinces,   and  che  Reco- 
very,  at  leaft,  of  fome  ;  and  to  facilitate  it,    to  apply  confidently  to 
the  King  of  Frujjia,    for  a  Convoy  on  che  Frontiers  of  Pomerania  > 
Stettin,  and  che  Baliwick  of  Goldnaw,  wich  cheir  Dependencies     put 
for  Security  into  his  Hands,  will  be  fufficienc  Inducements  for  this 
Prince  to  ferve  us.

C^  IVE  me  leave,  Sir,  to  defire  you,  wich  my  ufual  Freedom,  r-ri'

tive  Intcnnon,  that  fupporting  King  Stanijlaus  fhould  be  a  Prelimi- 
nary  Condition  and  Bafis  of  the  Treaty,  to  be  ^Qt  on  foot  in  Eng- 
land; and  to  tell  you  before-hand.

We  perceive  this  Letter  of  your 
Imperial  Highnels,    is  a  frelh  Mark  of  your  Good  will  towards  us 
of  which  we  have  received  fo  many,   io  great,  and  fo  real  Ones,  fince 
our  Abode  in  your  Empire  :    We  are  extreamly  fenfible  of  your  moO; 
obliging  Care  of  our  Soifszy^   m  promifing  to  give  timely  Orders  to 
the  Han  and  Bajhaw  fo  re-condudt  us  next  Winter    into  our  Provin- 
ces, and  to  provide  us  with  all  NecclTanes.   We  wifli  for  noUung  more 
earneftly  now,    that  our  Pre  fence  to  defend  thofe  Provinces  is  becom- 
fo  much  more   necelTary,    fmce  the  Czar  has  his  Hands  free   by  u\^ 
Peace  which  your  Highnefs  has  been  plcas'd  to  confirm  him  ;    which 
enables  him  to  carry  all  his  Forces  againlt  thofe  Parts  of  our  Domi- 
nions which  have  efcapcd  his  unjufl  Attacks,  and  to  fccure  his  Ulbr- 
pations.

the  Czar's  Troops  go  away.  His  Majefty  being  arnv'd,  went  direclly 
to  ahght  at  his  Tent,  and  reproached  him  with  hii  ungenerous  Beha- 
viour, having  loft  an  irrecoverable  Occaiion  of  giving  what  Laws  he 
would  ro  the  Enemy  ,•  but  propoled  to  him  a  Remedy,  which  was, 
to  let  his  Majefty  have  ^o,ooo  Men  of  the  bell  Troops  m  the 
Camp,  with  which  he  would  bring  back  the  Czar  Prilbner,  for  Se- 
curity of  his  Compliance  with  the  Treaty  :  But  feeing  his  invincible 
Cowardice,  or  repugnancy  to  the  Offer,  his  Majeily  left  him  very 
abruptly,  and  return'd  to  Bender  ;  where  I  fliall  go  in  few  Days  myfelf, 
feeing  no  Profped  of  mending  thefc  unaccountable  Proceedings  of 
the  Fifter.  /  am,  &c.

Mod  of  the  Rajh.:ivs  and  Officers  of  my  Acquaintance  were  ex- 
tremely  furprized  at  the  Condud:  of  the  Fifier,  and  thought  he  IhoulJ 
have  firft  demanded  that  the  Czar  ihould  iurrender  himiclf,  wuh  all 
his  Officers,  Prifoncrs  of  War,   as  I  had  advis'd  him:  And   as  they 
knew  this  Fifier  had  always  fhewn  a  grei\t  Regard  for  my  Ccanfels, 
which  he  fuccelsfuliy  foliow'd  on  icveral  Occafions,  they  defircd  mc 
to  make  fuch  Remonftrances  to  him  as  the  prel'ent  Jundhirc  rcquir'd ; 
and   clpecially  to  advife  him  not  to  fulfcr  the  Czar,  who   was  in  a 
Manner  in  his  Hands,  to  depart  till  he  nad  executed  all  the  Condi- 
tions chat  (hould  be  required  of  him,  for  none  of  them  durll;  fpcak  his 
Mind  publickly  to  him,  all  the  Turks  looking  upon  the  Name  and 
Office  of  llfier  as  an  Oracle.     Shaffiroph  ucllrcd  to  have  the  Vifiers. 
Demands  in  Writing,  promifing  an  immediate  Anfwer  thereto ;  they 
were  given  him   accordingly,    and   he  was  conducted  to  a   private 
Tent.     I  cook  this  Opportunity  to  rcprefent  to  the  Vifier,    that  he 
was  in  the  wrong  to  enter  fo  eafily  upon  a  Treaty,  and  require  lb 
little  of  People  who  were  in  his  Power;  that  according  to  the  Rules 
of  War,  the  Muscovites  ought  firll  to  lay  down  their  Arms,  and  Iur- 
render at  Dilcretion  to  the  Conqueror,  afterwards  fuch  Terms  might 
be  made  as  fhould  be  thought  proper  ;  that  before  he  talked  of  that 
Treaty,  an  Account  of  the  Situation  of  Affairs  ftould  be  lent  to  the 
Grand  Seignior:  But  finding  h«  was  in  hade  to  treat,  though  he  had  no 
Rcafon  for  it,  fmcc  the  Enemy  ad:ually  pcnlh'd  with  Hunger  and  the 
Infedion  caufed  by  the  Stench  of  the  dead  Bodies  of  Men  and  Horfej, 
fothat  not  one  of  them  could  cicape;  which  I  feeing,  rcprelcnrcJ  to  him 
that  he  ought  at  Icafl  to  remember  his  Promifcs,  then  repeated  to  mc, 
not  to  conclude  any  Thing  unlcfs  we  were  facisfyd  as  well  as  tX'icYortc; 
and  that  if  he  had   fo   much  Compaffion  on  the  F.ncniy,    as  not  to 
make  them  Priibners,  he  il  culd  at  Icaft  tell  the  Czars  Plenipoccnti- 
aries,  that  the  King  of  Sweden  was  in  the  Territories  of  the  ibblirns 
forte,    without  whom  it  was  agreed  not  to  conclude  any  thing,    lb 
that  one  of  his  Mimders  being  in  the  Camp,  they  fliould  hear  wh-,t 
Demands  he  had  to  make  on  the  Bthalf  of  his  Maftcr.     I:  is  inipol- 
fible  to  write  all  I  fjid  to  him  on  this  Occafion,  fo  T  lliall  only  add 
that  he  then  promis'd  mc  to  do  all  that  I  defir'd.     Soon  after  Slaff.- 
roph  rccurn'd  to  the  Vifier  s  Tent  to  anlwcr  his  Demands.     He  bjgan 
with  Ajiphy  and  laid,  thougli  this  Place  was  given  up  by  the  Ire.iiy 
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cf  Carlowitz,  to  remain  for  ever  ia  tlij  Hands  of  the  Mufcovltes,  the 
Czar  preferring  Fricndlhip  with  the  Porte  co  the  bell  of  Towns,  would 
give  it  up  m  tiic  lame  Condition  he  took  it.  This  p'.cafed  the  Fif.er 
ve-y  much,  tho'  he  might  have  had  it,  as  well  as  all  the  other  Places, 
in  the  Condition  they  now  arc,  which  is  much  better  than  when  they 
were  taken.  That  as  for  Taganrock,  Kamienka,  and  Samar  a,  that 
the  Czar  had  a  great  many  ftrong  Towns  in  his  Dominions  ;  and,  tho' 
thcle  cod:  him  a  great  Deal,  he  would  caule  them  to  be  razed,  to 
ihew  he  intended  to  maintain  a  flncerc  and  lal'iing  Friendlhip  with 
the  Forte,  and  leave  no  Ground  to  lufped  his  good  Intention.'  That 
\.\\tCojJack->  Ihould  be  rcdor'd  to  their  former  Liberty,  \v\z<z  the  Portt 
dellrd  It.  As  for  the  Affairs  of  Poland,  that  the  Czar  would  not  con- 
cern himlelf  any  more  with  them,  but  would  iinmcdiarely  orJer  his 
Ttoops  to  retire  from  thence,  and  that  they  ihould  never  re:urn  thi- 
ther  ,;  and  all  this  Ihould  be  perform'd  in  Twenty  four  Days.  That 
they  could  not  give  up  t\\z  Hofpodar  oi  Moldavia,  \zz:ii\'iZ  he  was  no 
longer  in  the  Czaf^  Power,  being  fled  Three  D;iys  ago  ;  and  as  for  the 
Greek  Sava,  they  knew  not  where  to  find  him,  and  Icarcc  knew  him. 
That  their  Troops  had  done  no  Damage  in  Moldtvia,  having  paid  for 
what  they  had  ;  aivd  therefore  it  was  not  realc^iabl :  his  Czarijh  Ma- 
jelty  fiiould  pay  the  Revenue  of  a  Country,  which  he  h:iJ  rather 
Enrich'd  than  Impovcriih'd.  Lallly,  That  they  could  not  eaU.'y  de- 
liver the  Cannon  that  were  in  their  Camp,  but  in  lieu  of  them,  they 
would  give  the  like  Number  out  ot'  Kamienka. 

The  Fifier  and  his  Favourites  being  bribed  at  the  Conferences  in 
the  private  Ten:,  all  was  agreed  to :  and  Shaf.roph  askd  him, 
Jf  he  bad  any  further  Demands  to  make  before  he  fint  thcfe  .ilready  co;t~ 
eluded  on  to  the  Czar,  to  he  Ratify  d  t  Then  ihcV/fjer^iid,  He  had  ft  il!. 
one  more,  vehizh  was  a  free  Pajj'age  for  the  King  of  Sx^Z'^iZ'A  into  his  own 
Dominions.  To  which  Shajjiroph,  as  might  ealily  be  imagin'd,  made  no 
Difficulty  to  confent. 

Having  feen  the  ScupiJit/,  Perfidy  and  Treac'iery  of  this  V\(l<^r ; 
I  told  him,  in  the  Preience  of  above  a  Hundred  Perlbns,  all  that 
Realbn,  Pv'age,  Grief  and  my  juft  Refentments  inlpir'd  mc  with  ;  and 
as  he  knew  himfelfto  be  in  the  Wrong,  and  that  he  might  have  had  the 
bell  Terms  imaginable  for  his  xMaiier,  and  have  procured  us  entire  Sa- 
tisEi-fiion,  he  was  at  a  lofs  what  to  reply ;  but  lent  me  to  his  Kihaia, 
to  coniult  wiLh  him,  and  pro  pole  Ibme  Remedy  for  our  Affair?.  Ke, 
cfter  he  had  been  leveral  Times  with  the  Vifier,  told  mc  from  him. 
That  I  ought  wot  CO  be  angry,  for  as  loon  as  their  own  Affliirs  were 
finiil-jd,  they  would  proceed  en  thole  of  his  Maieily,  and  procure  him 
all  reafonable  Satisfaction  ;  but  as  I  faw  Carts  begin  to  move  from 
the  Mufcovite  Camp,  I  loll  all  Hopes  of  their  coming  to  their  Senles; 
yet  I  endca\  our'd  to  create  in  both  the  Vifier  and  hiaia  Ibme  Miftrulhby 
asking,  Who  was  co  hcGuaranteeoi ihc  TTrcaty,  and  what  Security  the v 
ha  J  for  Performance  of  the  Condicions  of  it,  llncc  thev  let  the  Czj.r  de- 
part ?  And  perceiving  they  would  have  recourle  to  England ■^ndllollandy 
I  repreiented  to  them,  that  no  Powers  at  fuch  a  diflance  from  the  Czar 
could  force  him  to  do  any  Thing,  tho'  they  Ihould  engage  for  him; 
and  as  for  thcHoffngcs,  Shafflroph  and  the  Son  o'iCzeremetoff^xXyz^  were 
ro  Security;  for  we  had  Examples  of  tiiis  Prince's  having  fncrific'^l  his 
Mi:iitler5,  by  no:  complying  wich  his  Treaties.  That  a  little  v.  hile  before 
the  War,  he  lent  an  F.mballauor  to  Stockholm,  to  the  King  o\  Svceden, 
With  Aluirances  and  Procellations  of  Fricndlliip,   and  imnvedi.itely  af- 
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'„,(^i<i  armis  fit  profcqucndus  conjuratus  hoais,  declarac  Sacra  Regta 
Maieftas  fc  non  polTc  eundem  alio  quam  agg-clTons  loco  lubcn,  m 
quorum  majorctn  fidem  hifce  propria  manu  bublcribfic  caquc  ita  rata

Ido  myfelf  by  this  the  Honour  to  acquaint  your  Majetty  wich  the 
ftrange  Condudt  of  the  f'ijter  on  the  Pr.th,  and  neglect  or  the  fair- 
cft  Opportunity  in  the  World,  to  carry  the  Cz.7r  Priloner  to  the  ^«/- 
fa»,  which  was  as  eafy  for  him  as  for  me  to  write  this. 

His  Swedi/h  Maiefty  having  ordered  me  to   make  the  Campaign 
with  that  njfer,  I  "fpared  neither  Pains  nor  Advice  to  make  him  Icn- 
fible  of  the  Advantages  his  formidable  Army  gave  him  over  the  Ene- 
my, and  fuggeft  the  Meafures  to  be  taken  not  to  mifs  of  buccels. 
Heaven  gave  us  that  moft  defireablc  and  favourable  Opportunity  oti 
the    eightenth  of  >/y,  N.    S.  when,    our  Army  confiftmg  of  above 
100,000  Men,   bcfides  the  Tariarsy    we   faw  General  5Fj««x,   (-who 
with  8000  Horfe,  was  detach'd  by  the  Enemy,  encamp  d  about  three 
Leagues  off,  to  reconnoitre  us}  come  to  the  other  fide  of  the  Pruth, 
oppoute  to  us.     At  f^rft  he  made  as  if  he  would  take  polt  there,  and 
wait  for  the  whole  Army,  to  dilpute  our  palfing  the  River  j  but  oar 
Tartars  fvvimmiog  over  it  with  their  Hortes,   according  to  thzxt  Cu- 
ftom    to  meet  the  new  Commees;  the  General  fearing  he  ihoul.i  be 
cut  off  from  the  Army,    caufed  great  Fires  to  be  made  in  ms  new 
Camp,  and  diflodged  at  Midnight  to  rcjoia  the  Czar.     As  icon  ?s  we 
perceiv'd  it,  we  caufed  Bridges  to  be  laid  over  the  River,  whic:i  ocmg 
finilhci  about  eight  in  the  Morning,  a  Party  of  our  Horfe,  comminaed 
by  two  Balhaws,  paffed  over  to  the  other  Side,  and  being  loined  by  t^i- 
Tartars,  endeavour'd  to  overtake  the  General  in  his  Rctrear,    which 
they  could  net  do  till  he  was  in  Sight  of  the  Czars  main  Army: 
However  they  fell  upon  him  with  luch  Fury,  that  in  this  hrll  Atrac^c 
they  cut  off  half  his  Men;  the  reft  fled  with  the  General,  and  had 
much  ado  to  get  to  their  main  Body.    This  fortunate  Begr-ining  much 
encouraging  the  Turks,  the  rider  paffcd  the  River  the^  next  Day  with 
his  Army,  dcfigning  onlv  to  encamp  and  remain  all  tnat  Day  a  qu-ir- 
ter  of  a  League  from  the  Bridges  ;  but  as  great  Part  of  the  Horfe 
was  marchd  forwards,  and  fought  to  fight  the  Enemy  wnerever  they 
could   find  them,    the  Czar  feeing  the  Intrepidity  and  Force  of  ovir 
Troops,  and  frighted  with  the  Danger  he  was  in,  thought  of  nothing 
but  a  Retreat,   which  could  not  now  be  made,  but  in  the_  Sigh:  ot 
our  Men,  and  with  an  unavoidable  and  confiderablc  Lois  ot  his:  Fee 
as  foon  as  his  Cavalry  cam«  never  lb  little  out  ot  their  Lines,  t.iey 
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were  prefcndy  cut  to  Pieces,  To  that  they  were  forced  to  diunoun  ■ 
and,  with  the  Baggage  m  the  Middle,  carry  Chnaux  e/e  Fnfc  upon 
their  Shoulders,  and  on  the  leaft  Attack  of  ours,  make  a  ftand    that 
they  might  not  be  broken.     But  the  Mufcovae  oeneraJs  obfcp/ing  durs 
gamed  continual,  and  great  Advantage  over  them;  and  tliat  notwith- 
Itandmg  all  their  Prccaurions,  they  had   loll:  great  Part  of  their  Bag- 
gage, which  the /-.rA-r^ry  were  carrying  away,  with  fomc  of  the  Officers 
who  guarded  it,  being  encouraged  by  this  their  Succcfs,  to  return  frt^ 
quently  to  the  Attack :  Thus  I  lay,  in  Ihort,  the  Enemy  forcll ung  entire 
and  incvicaoie  Ruin,  in  continuing  fuch  a  March,  formed  a  ,^>iua'c  o^ 
the  whole  Army,  making  a  Barrier  all  round  it  with  Chevau^  ae  Frtfe- 
And  as  loon  as  they  perceived  ours  took  Breath  a  Iicclc,    to  rciurn 
the  more  vigorouily  to  the  Attack,  they  advanced  witji  great  Precipi.. 
ration  to  gain  a  Vvood  half  a  League  off,    which  would  favour  their 
Retreat;  but  ours  aliow'd  them  but  little  Lime  for  it,  failing  frequeaclv 
upon  them,  and  incommoding  their  March,     As  I  was  then  with  the 
Cavalry,   and  found  that  without  Infantry  it  would  be  very  diiHcuIr 
if  not  impoHiblc,  to  hinder  their  gaming  the  Wood,  I  made  hafte  to 
perluaue  thzFi/ierto  change  the  Defigiis  (which  he  feem'd  liill  to  perfift 
in;  of  liaying  where  he  was,  and  decamp  and  march  immediately  to  the 
Enemy  uuh  the  reft  of  the  Army,  if  he  would  not  loofe  the  finell  Od- 
portunity  in  the  World,  and  which  he  could  never  recover  again     Mv 
ffong  Remondrances  having  moved  his  Flegm,  he  began  to  march  in  the 
lame  time  our  TurktJJj  Horlb,  Tartars,  and  a  few  Poles,  who  had  al- 
ready hgnahzed  themfelves,  performed  Miracles  of  Valour,  for  they 
not  only  hindered  the  Enemy's  gaining  the  Wood,  which  was  the  only 
Thing  to  be  feard,  but  fcarce  let  them  gain  the  Banks  of  die  Riv  t 
which  was  but  a  Cannon  fliot  from  them.     In  the  Evening  our  maiii 
Army  drawing  near,  it  was  refoked  not  to  attack  the  Enemy  t'-]  next 
Day,  and  content  our  felves  with  furrounding  and  blocking  them  up  • 
but  the  Janizaries  no  fooncr  law  them  reduced  to  thefc  Screiphts    than 
they  fell  on  Sword  in  Hand,  w-ithout  waiting  for  Orders  ot^their  Oi 
ficers,  and  with  extraordinary  Vigour,  forced  the  Chevaux  dt  Fnfe 
and  began  to  make  great  Slaughter;  but  as  they  aitack'd  witliout  Or- 
ders, and  were  not  luftained  by  a  fufEcieiit  Number  of  Spahis    they 
were  repulled  after  having  fpent  their  firft  Fury.     Nevcrthclcfs  they 
made  a  fecond  Attack,  notwithflanding  the  Obfcurity  of  the  Xi-^hr 
which  was   a  great  Hindrance  to  their  Succefs :     The   Jani-jr^^k'- 
could  hardly  make  them  defill  and  wait  till  Day  ;  for  inlbite  of 'th« 
Enemy's  vigorous  Refiftance,   they  obflinatelv  refolved  to  fini^Ii  the 
Matter  without  waiting  till  Morning;  and  tliey  would  have  do-^  ic 
if  they  had  had  Light.     The  Night  was  Ipcnt  in  bringing  up  our  Ar- 
tillery, and  the  Janifaries  caft  up  a  Imall  Parapet  before  them.     As 
loon  as  the  Day  appear'd,  our  Artillery  play'd:  Upon  which  the  Czar 
leeing  no  Hopes  of  Safety  by  Refiftance,  prevented  the  Attack  of  the 
Jan'Pnes,    by  permittii^g  General  Czermetof  to  ^Q-yd,    in  his  Name, 
an  Uii'cer  with  a  Letter  to  t\\z  Tijier,    to  ask  Peace  of  him.     The 
Fifier  received  him  witli  Ibme  Haughtinefs  and  Pride:  But  upon  ibme 
others  coming  Ibon  after,  and  begging  a  Sufpcnfion  of  Arms  or  Hofti- 
Jities    iayirg  a  Pleni'-o^entiary  was  coming  from  the  Cz.ir  with  Cartt 
Blank:  zo  treat,  ihi:  nfier,  who,  to  our  Misfortune,  is  unexperienc'd, 
and  of  a  poor  Genius,    hud  allde  all  his  H^.ughtincls,  and  granr-d 
their  Rcqiiell  ;     and  the  Chancellor  Shaffiraph  arriv'd,    and  with  his 
lubmi/ijve  Harrangue  and  Propolals,  made  hiin  break  the  Promifes 
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J711.  vincijs  Suecta  in  Imperio  fitis  cxiflenrcs  nihil  hoftilc  contra  ditioncs 
Regi  Daniie  vel  ejus  f^deratis  cam  intra  quam  extra  iinuccs  Imperii 
fubdicas  ccntaturas  cfle,  tunc  quoque  Rcgiam  liiam  NLijellatem  Dar/'os 
nuUas  ex  Ducatibus  Holfatia,  Schlefvki,  vcl  ex  JutLn^i.

which  is  fomewhat  above  a  Mile  from  Hamcl,  not  to  go  and  fee  the  Town 
and  Wells  of  that  Name.  Pyrmont  is  the  chief  of  the  County  of  rhe  fame 
Name,  with  a  fmall  Borough  and  a  Caftle  next  to  it,  the  ordinary  Relidence 
of  the  Prince  of  IVaUcck,  to  whom  the  whole  County  does  belong,  except  the 
fmall  Town  of  Lugde.  It  is  famous  for  its  Mineral  Waters ,  tiie  Weil  is  within 
about  an  Hundred  Steps  from  the  Caftle,  and  the  Avenue  is  planted  with 
Trees,  which  with  its  Situation  is  all  that  is  atforded  moft  pleafant ,  for  there 
is  nothing  remarkable  either  in  the  Borough  or  Caftle. 

The  Well  has  a  great  Flow  of  Water  to  ir,  and  was  for  many  Years  fre- 
quented by  the  Northern  Inhabitants  of  Germany  j  and  lately  by  Peilons  of  the 
firft  Rank,  efpecially  by  King  George  I.   who  preferr'd  them  before  any  of  the 
Steel-Waters  which  Germany  abounds  with,  and  gave  them  the  Credit  they 
now  have  in  England,  where  they  were  hardly  known  before  j  they  have  al- 
ways been  call'd  actduU,  or  rank'd  among  the  fowre  Waters  by  the  German 
Phyficians,  but  prov'd  by  the  EnglijI}  to  have  no  acid  but  only  a  ftrong  chaly- 
bcat  Tafte,  and  a  Correftor  of  the  acid,  in  divers  Experiments  made  by  the 
Royal  Society  at  London  ;  that  being  exported  they  preferve  their  Virtue  lon"-er 
than  the  Spaw-Waters  j  being  reckon'd  a  proper  Remedy  for  moft  Difeafefof 
the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  as  either  the  Want  or  Excels  'of  Appetite,  Griping 
Cholicks,  the  Hypochondriack,  Vapours,  Heartburnings,    fowre  or  bitter 
Vomiting  j  of  excellent  Ufe  for  the  Jaundice,  Scurvy,  d-c.  I  found  them 
brisker,  and  no  lets  grateful  than  the  Spaw- Waters,  tho'  L  don't  pretend  to 
a  nice  Judgment  of  any  Sort  of  Waters,  or  of  their  Etfcfts  and  Qualifies, 
having  never  drank,  or  rather  tafted  them,  either  at  ^paw  or  elfevihere,  but  for 
Curiolity  Sake.  I  ftaid  but  one  Day  there,  and  came  back  to  Hammel,  from 
whence  I  took  the  fliorteft  Road  for  the  Mines  call'd  Hartz,,  from  the  re- 
maining Part  of  the  Hcrycian  Foreft,  wherein  moft  are  lituated,  I  ciofs'd  the 
Principality  of  Grubbenbager,  a  fertile  Country  belonging  to  the  Houfe  of  Hrf- 
mver,  diverlify'd  with  Towns,Villages,  antient  high  lofty  Towers  (.?)  Moun- 
tains,Woods,  Corn-helds,  Faftures,  &c.  the  firft  Place  I  pats'd  thro'  is  Kcherttfe,  Ecberufe. 
a  fmall  Borough  with  one  Church,  ill-built  and  worfe  pav'd  j  the  fecond  is 
Einbeck,   the  chief  Town  of  the  Principality,    not  much  better  built,   but   Einbeck,. 
larger,  with  three  Churches  tolerably  handfome :   there  was  a  Garrilbn  of 
three  Companies  of  H^Mweriowfj  the  third  is  5.j/f«r/je/,  a  fmall  Borough,  not  Salterhel. 
iruch  better  than  a  Village,  fituate  on  the  Rivulet  Maroha,  which  takes  its 
Name  from  a  Saicer-Houle  within  a  fmall  Diftance  of  it,  which  fupplies  the 
neighbouring  Country  and  the  Mines  with  a  fufficient  Quantity  of  Salt.     Be- 
fore 1  came  to  Oiterod,  which  is  the  fourth,  I  ftopp'd  at  Ojhrod-IVeU,  i'o  call'd  Oflerod-iiW. 
tor  being  near  thatTown  ,  is  a  pretty  Place,  about  too  Steps  out  of  the  Road, 
with  only  a  fmall  Houle  and  a  Garden  on  a  riling  Hill ,  the  Water  is  clear 
to  the  Eye,  and  pleafant  to  the  Palate,  being  chiefly  reckon'd  Alkazjtc.    L 
met  theie  a  Couple  o\  Men  who  were  filling  Bottles  of  it  for  Prince  Frederick, 
who,  they  laid,  us'd  to  drink  it  mix'd  in  Wine  at  Table.

■much.     If  you  difpute  and  feem  angry  at  ir,  they  wo'n't  argue  with  vou,  buc 
rake  away  the  Bill,  (if  rhey  have  given  you  any,)  and  leaving  vou  tor  a  Mo- 
ment will  add  to  it  j  if  you  apply  yourftlf  to  the  Magiflrares  lor  Rcdrels,  as 
cid  once  the  Frtnch  Ambalfadur  Mr.  Chatcaumiif\  and  feveral  others  tho'  in 
vain,  they'll  tell  you,  They  are  forrv  for  it,  they  can't  pals  their  Judgment 
upon  what  you  have  eaien  and  drar.k,  that  you  Ihould  have  agreed  before- 
hand with  the  Inn- keepers,  or  elfc  they'll  anfwer  you  by  a  fingle  dc  minimis 
„on  curat  Prator,  i.  e.    the  Magiftrate's  Office  is  above  trifling  Things.    To 
conclude,  thefe  Inn  keepers,  tho'  they  are  not  altogether  fuch,  wo'n't  thank 
you  if  you  fpend  ever  Co  much  at  their  Houfes,  and  pay  without  the  leatt 
Rduftancy  iheir  exorbitant  Demands,  as  do  thofc  of  other  Nations,  among 
whom  I  faw  no  Examples  thereof  j  if  you  expend  even  but  a  Trifle  at  an 
£wr//]Jjw-i«  or  Frc?icbman^,  -v.  g.  he'll   never  fail  to  tell  you,  Tmi  are  unllrome. 
Sn.  I  thank  jou.     My  two  aforefaid  Bouklellers  have  taken  this  Pailage  ouc 
of  my  Aianufcripi,  ur  only  printed  my  meeting  Col.  Dub&urgay\  and  his  Com- 
plaints of  ill  Ulage,  and  faid,  or  made  me  lay,  "  That  none  buc  extravagant 
"  Perfons   meet  with  fuch  Extortion,  for  wife  Men  agree  before-hand,  and 
"  are  as  well  u/d  in  Hu'dand  as  other  Countries."     But  fince  they  treated  mc 
as  ill  in  rcfpeft  of  the  Setts  printed  for  my  Account,  in  keeping  mv  Plates, 
a-c.  it  I'eems  thev  flatter  themfelves  with  a  like  Indulgence  from  the  Ma- 
giltrates  to  whom  I  have  apply'd  myfelf  for  Redrefs,   and  who  I  hear  arc 
generally  very  favourable  to  their  Burghers  ( thofe  BookfcUers  being  iuch  ) 
but  I  have  alfo  heard  of  divers  lignal  Inltanccs  of  their  Equity  and  JulUcc 
towards  Strangers,  in  which  no  lets  trufting  than  in  the  Goodnefs  of  my 
Caufe,  1  don't  defpair  of  a  latisfadtory  End  of  my  Law-Suit,  tho'  it  has  al- 
ready lafted  above  three  Years. 

After  Dinner  I  proceeded  on  my  Journey  thro'  Benthem,  a  miferably  ill- 
buiit  Town,  the  Capital  of  an  Earldom  of  that  Name,  with  an  old  Caftle  half 
ruin'd,  the  Foundation  whereof  is  afcrib'd,  by  a  Latin  Infcription,  to  the 
Keign  of  Cafar  Aitguftui ;  then  thro'  Rene  and  Tptrbimn,  two  Imall  inconfide- 
rable  Places.  I  ftay'd  two  Days  at  Ojhabrug,  and  had  the  Honour  to  deliver  a  ofnabru^. 
Sett  of  my  Travels  in  Er.gU^i  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  r,>rk,  who 
Tcceiv'd  me  very  graciouily,  and  fent  me  the  nextOay  a  handfome  (.,)  Prefent. 
1  let  out  in  the  Afternoon  fur  Hanvier,  and  had  the  like  Honour  and  gracious  Hmorer. 
Reception  from  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince,  who  order'd  me  alio  a  Pre- 
lent,  which  1  was  promis'd,  but  never  recciv'd.  From  thence  I  went  to  Ha- 
wikiu  about  fix  Miles  further,  N.  W.  crolfmg  Springs  and  Nev^jhuh  about  half 
Way,  two  fmall  Boroughs  hardly  as  good  as  two  EngUfli  Villages.  Three  Miles 
and  a  half  further,  I  pafs'd  by  a  little  Eminence  on  the  Left-Hand,  where 
I  faw  the  Head  ot  a  young  Woman,  who  had  kill'd  her  Baftard-Chiid,  let 
upon  it  j  this  Eminence  is  call'd  Kcppdbcrg.  An  old  Tradition  receiv'd  to 
tins  Day  as  a  Matter  of  Truth  is,  that  there  was  open'd  by  a  certain  Fellow 
call'd  Vjdt-ptptr.  a  wide  Hole  leading  into  a  Kind  of  Labyrinth,  wherein  he 
enticd  by  his  Muf^ck  i  30  Children  out  of  Hamehn,  who  were  loft,  and  never 
■were  lieard  ofj  the  Occafion  of  this  ftrange  Accident  is  related  thus:  "  The 
"  Town  beirg  much  pefter'd  with  Rats,  the  faid  Piper,  comically  drefs'd  in  a 
*'  Coat  ot  U^iidry  Colours,  undertook  to  deftroy  thole  Vermin,  on  Proinife  of 
"  a  cciiain  Kcward  hem  the  Inhabitants^  in  order  to  which,  he  with  aTabret 
"  in  liis  Har.ds,  feme  fay  only  a  Pipe  to  his  Mouth,  went  thro'  every  Street. 
"  and  ail  the  Rats  came  out  of  the  Houfes  following  his  Mufick,  he  leading 
"  them  to  the  RiVer  Wf/''^  where  he  took  a  Boat,  (till  playing,  they  fwam

therein  for  Places.  The  Dutch  Ambaffador  receiv'd  them  in  his  nor.n  r-JoiTi-i 
Promifes  of  a  better  Behaviour  ;  but  happening  to  quarrel  rhere  iilcewifc  f  •i 
the  Diif^rence  of  the  liew  Stile  which  the  Dutc'j  follow'd,  and  the  Old  wh'.cii 
ihcy  were  us'd  to,  his  Excellency  gave  them  a  Piece  of  Ground  in  a  Corrcr 
of  his  Garden  to  build  a  Meeting- Houfe,  where  they  miglit  pray,  qj<ir;cl  and

About  32  Vtars  before  this,  an  It.^lian  Author  related  thus,  m  the  Fp'.itn.ar 
Account  of  Iiis  Travels,  their  Behaviour  as  to  Temporals,  "  The  (a)  Fyuncb 
"  Hugonots,  and  other  Cahim-;h  of  Geneva,  moft  of  them  Watchmakers, 
"  and  marry 'd,  are  among  themfclves  almoft  continually  cngasi,'d  in  Conttfts 
"  and  ridiculous  Quarrels,  carrying  one  another  before  the  Ambaifador  for 
"  the  Difference  of  a  Crown  or  two,  fo  that  the  Fnncb  Chancery  in  Cmflun- 
"  tinofle  abounds  more  with  the  Law  fuits  o\  luch  Sort  of  People  in  two 
"  Months,  than  of  the  reft  of  the  Commerce  in  ten  Years,  a-c" 

On  the  fecond  of  December  dy'd  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Orleam, 
Regent  oi  France,  aged  4.9  Years.  The  Academy  and  Paris' G^z^ette  beftow'don 
that  Prince  all  the  tncomiums  imaginable  ^  an  EngUjli  Paper  repivfentcd  him, 
on  the  contrary,  as  an  Objcft  of  the  publick  Hatred,  not  only  on  Account 
of  railing  the  real  Species  above  their  Value,  making  Paper  current,  and  of 
the  ruinous  Scheme  of  Mljflffifi,  but  of  pretended  Ads  and  Aftempt-^  by  Poi- 
fon  oa  the  Lives  of  the  ncareft  Heirs  to  the  Crown,  mentioning  a  fcand-ilous 
Writing  fcatter'd  about  his  Palace  with  thefe  threatening  Terms,  Ruvillac 
dort,  il  n'efi  pas  mort  j  Ravillac  only  Jleeps,  he  is  not  dfad.  ^ 

Happening  to  be  one  Day  at  a  Coffee-Haufs  with  a  Friend,  I  obfcrv  d  a 
Frenchman  in  Company  with  others  of  that  Nation  reading  the  (aid  Papery 
and  his  Indignation  being  rais'd  thereby  to  the  highett  Degree  of  Heat,  he 
faid  to  his  Company,  "  Pray  look  on  this  Paper,  ought  fuch  bold  Slander  to  be 
"  fuifer'd  in  a  friendly  Country  againft  a  Prince  poliefs'd  wi.h  all  the  nobleft 
"  and  beft  Qualities  that  was  ever  born  in  France,  one  of  the  trueft  and  faith- 
•'  fullelt  Allies  that  England  ever  had?  Surely  this  Nation  has  forgot  the  great 
*'  Sacrifice  he  made  her  of  the  important  Canal  of  Mirdyke,  how  adive  he  was 
"  in  her  late  Difference  with  Spain,  when  fome  of  her  other  Allies  ttood  mecr 
♦'  Spedators,  and  ran  away  with  her  Trade."  In  (liort,  his  Rcflediuns  became 
fo  general  and  bitter,  that  I  could  not  help  making  him  fenlible  of  the  Injut- 
lice  thereof,  in  afcribing  to  a  whole  Nation  the  Fault  of  one  or  more  private- 
Men  who  might  have  borrow'd  their  Anecdotes  from  the  Regent's  Enemies 
in  France  to  pleafe  fome  others  here ;  I  (hew'd  him  at  the  lame  Time  the 
other  publick  Papers,  which  did  not  fall  ftiort  of  the  Faris-Gaz,et:e  on  the  Com- 
mendation of  that  Prince.  Whereupon  he  crav'd  our  Excuie,  and  turn'd  all 
his  Indignation  and  Inveftives  againft  the  right  Author  of  the  slander,  (0 
whom  he  namtd  and  ftiled  a  Monfter  of  Ingratitude,  on  whom  and  whole 
Family  his  Highnels  had  beftow'd  many  great  Favours,  and  he  laid  much 
more  than  I'll  repeat  here  ^  had  that  Author,  added  he,  been  an  honed 
Man  inftcad  of  flinging  the  Dirt  of  his  Pen  not  only  in  hissHighneG's  Face,

There  was  not  among  the  Frtm-h  Ref:^^tes  that  good  Harmony  and  Union 
which  I  heard  many  Perlbns  wilh  for ;  there  had  been  for  a  good  while  greac 
Complaints  againft  the  French  Committee,  {a)  ox.  the  Conduit  ot  the  f am.,;, 
Commiinoners  or  Diftributers  of  the  Royal  Bounty  of  i,-,ooo/.  /"t-r  Annim:, 
granted  by  the  Governtncnt  tor  above  40  Years  pa(f,  and  of  other  Charity 
Money  for  the  Relief  of  the  truly  Neceliuous  among  them  ;  as  v.  ?.  that  c.. 
thofc  who  had  fomething  they  gave  more,  and  to  them  who  had  nothini.; 
they  gave  little  or  nothing:  nay,  iome  of  them  were  charged  with  giving  ol;: 
of  that  Money  Penfions  to  their  Relations,  Friends,  xMiitrelks,  and  Wages  ta 
their  Servants.  Thcfe  Complaints  became  fo  great  and  gen<-ral,  that  the 
EnvMi  Committee  took  Notice  of  them,  and  on  the  i6th  of  N.vtntbtr  there  Wdi 
adveitis'd  in  the  publick  Papers  a  Meetrng  of  the  Engl.tl)  Commillionei-i 
thereupon  in  thefe  Terms,  "  The  Engli^  Commiinoners  being  mform'd 
"  that  the  Money  call'd  the  Royal  Bouncy,  paid  into  the  Hands  of  Czxvmw 
"  French  Dircaors  for  the  Support  of  the  poor  Refugees,  had  been  rendcr'd  m 
"  a  great  Meafure  ineffeaual  by  their  fraudulent  Manag-:ment,  they  late  ac 
•'  Leatherfeliers-Hall,  in  Order  to' rind  out  proper  Means  for  redrelling  the  A- 
"  bufes  complain'd  of."  Among  the  former  and  moft  violent  Complainers 
of  Note  were  Mr.  Armand  Dubonrdieu,  a  R<r/«^c-e-]Minifter,  who  abu.'d  both  by 
Words  of  Mouth  and  in  Writing  fome  Eiders  of  their  Religious  Congrega- 
tions, fparing  neither  their  Names  or  Charafters,  calling  one  of  them  a  Rob- 
ber, an  Afs,c^<:.  A  Profelyte-Minifter,  who  pleaded  no  lefs  Right  to  that  Monev, 
and'  a  greater  Want  than  moft  of  the/Je/«^ee-Mlnifters  who  have  Penhons  paid 
out  of  it,  and  was  himlclf  excluded  from  it  by  their  Power,  (tome  ot  thcrn 
being  Commiinoners )  wrote  a  sluarto  of  about  ico  Pages  againlt  the  (aij 
Diftributers,  wherein  he  tax'd  them  with  as  much,  and  laid,  that  they  en- 
grofs'd  to  themtelves  the  Property  and  arbitrary  Dilpolal  of  that  Monev, 
adapting  it  to  their  own  Ufes,  whereas  he  would  have  it  diftribuied  by  the 
£»7/i//>  Commiinoners  themfclves  upon  dinnterefted  Recommendations ,  givin;; 
no  better  Language  to  thofc  Minifters  and  other  Commiliioners  than  he  re- 
ceiv'd  from  them,  who  call'd  him  and  all  other  Profelyces  a  Parcel  of  Rogues, 
who  left  their  Country  on  Account  of  Libertinifm,  or  tome  villainous  Aiii- 
onsi  Wolves  who  came  under  a  Pruft/Z^wf  Cloak  to  prey  on  the  Food  whiji 
was'dcfign'd  for  the  good  Refugees,  who  had  quitted  theirs  only  tor  the  Sak-. 
of  Religion ;  and  many  more  Names  too  bad  for  me  to  repeat  heu  ,  a 
Language  indeed  which  I  would  never  think  could  come  tiom  Mmifters  ol 
the  tioly  Goffel,  had  I  not  read  it  in  their  own  Writings,  or  was  not  aflur'd  ot 
it  by  Perlbns  of  Honour  both  Frew<.-A  and  E»^//,1j  who  heard  it.  This  oUch. 
War  reminds  me  of  a  Battle  between  an  Armcnuin  Prieft  of  Cori'lmtinopk  and 
a  Foreigner  of  the  Came  Character  and  Nation,  of  which  I  was  tyc-Witncls, 
with  only  this  Difference,  that  in  the  one  no  other  Arms  were  made  I'le  ot

This 
Rirtle  was  fought  on  Eajhr- Monday,  1700,  in  the  Eljfun  fields,  or  the  Burial- 
place  of  the  Jm.niMs,  without  the  Gates  of,  and  a  pretty  good  Diftance  from, 
Conlfintimple,  (,/)  on  Acc:)unt  of  a  pretended  Right  which  the  Armim.m  Priefts 
f  [L^  City  er«nolVd  to  themfelves,  exciulive  trom  any  Foreigners,  ot  pray- 
;n<r  for  the  Comfort  of  the  Living,  and  the  eternal  Reft  of  the  Dead,  on  the 
faid  Burial-place:  the  former,  being  i'.conded  by  his  Fellow- Pricfts  and  Pre- 
rendc'S  to  the  lame  Right,  arm'd  with  their  Brals  Croiles  tuin'd  the  latter 
out  of  the  Field  wi'h  a  broken  Head,  bloody  Face,  bruis'd  Arms  and  Shoul- 
ders, as  an  Invader  of  their  Privileges,  threatening  him  with  work  it  he 
cverdurft  return  there  again  on  the  like  Occalion. 

Some  Efi'Mh  Gentlemen  who  were  a  long  Time  before  me  in  Turkey,  and 
are  fince  come  to  Em'land,  being  much  fcandali^c'd  at  this  Divilion  among  the 
K-fuZies  at  their  envying  and  llandering  one  another, (which  is  as  uncommon 
among  'the  Ewc/i/Zj,  even  of  the  loweft  Clals,  as  it  is  common  with  other 
Nations)  told  me  thereupon,  that  they  obferv'd  in  them  the  lame  Spirit  which 
animated  chofe  we  had  left  there.  I  anfwer'd,  that  they  ought  to  add,  tho 
not  !'■>  in  nneral-,  for  of  the  few  whom  I  was  acquainted  with  before  my  go- 
inK  thither,  and  of  fewer  lince  my  Return,  I  faw  none  animated  by  it,  but 
who  rather' cundemn'd  it  in  their  Fellow- Z^./i/^^-w.  I  nam'd  among  tiic  former 
the  Warquilles  of  Ruvigny  and  d'Haicourt ;  the  Minifters  S-irur,  juhn  Dubour^ 
lieu  La  Mot  he,  St.Dcnys,  Mr.  de  Lyjle  an  Elder  j  the  Profelyte- Minifters  Le 
vJor  Duval,  &c.  I  added,  that  the  Faults  of  Iome  private  Perlons  ought 
by  no  Means  to  be  extended  to  the  Generality.  They  agreed  not  only  to 
this,  but  laid,  that  they  alio  knew  leveral  worthy  honeft  Refugees,  but  thac 
we  could  hardly  make  any  Exception  in  Favour  of  thofe  in  CunfiamimfU  j 
ro  which  I  reply'd,  that  beiides  moft  of  them  being  from  Geneva,  of  the 
fame  Clals  and  Trade,  without  a  liberal  Education,  under  no  Reftraint  or 
Authority,  but  a  voluntary  Protcdion  of  the  French  AmbalFador  as  to  Tem- 
porals, an'd  under  that  of  the  Dutch  Ambafl"ador  as  to  Spirituals,  we  could  not 
cxpeft  to  find  among  them  that  Union  which  is  lb  rare  among  luch  Sort  of 
common  People  in  all  Nations  except  the  Turks. 

They  ufed  to  meet  for  their  Religious  Exerciles  in  my  Ld.  Paget' i  Chapel, 
but  Were  turn'd  out  of  it  for  fome  Time  before  my  Arrival  in  ConiLmtinopie, 
becaule  (beiides  other  Rcalbns  too  tedious  here  ro  relate)  their  Wives,  be- 
ing moft  Greek,  and  Rulj'un  Slaves  by  Extradion,  had  quarreli'd  and  fought 


(  a  )  The  Enflsm  Nations,  whether  PA^ans,  Mnhomettins  or  Chriflians,  have  retained 
the  antient  and  laudable  Cuftom  of  burying  their  dead  Bodies  withont  their  Cities  and 
Towns,  except  thofe  of  the  Sultani ;  far  from  burying  them  in  Mofqi^es  and  Churches, 
as  is  praitis'd  among  us. 

{b)  I  have  hinted  in  the  xith  Chapter  ot  my  Firft  Volume,  that  it  is  cuftomary  for 
the  Armenians,  efpccially  U'omen,  to  go  on  certain  Holy-days  in  the  Year  to  the  Graves 
of  their  Relations  and  Friends,  there  to  renew  their  noify  Lamentations,  as  it  is  for  the 
Priefts  to  renew  their  Prayers  for  the  Comfort  and  eternal  Reft  of  the  Souls  of  their 
faidllelations,  whom  they  reprcfent  as  wandering  in  the  Air,  or  in  a  rcftlefs  Condition 
between  Hell  and  Heaven,  almolt  as  the  Heathenifh  Priefts  did  the  Shadows  of  the  un- 
bury'd  Bi.dics  beiwten  the  iVv;{;,in  Shores  and  the  Elyfian  Fields;  uhey  are  divided  in 
their  Scnr^ments  or  AiTcrtions  concerning  that  Reft:  fijme  pretend  it  will  not  be  fully 
perfcd  iiil  the  unive  lal  judgment;  but  they  agree  in  their  Intereft,  (o  far  as  to  make 
Peoplt  believe:  that  thole  Souls  get  a  Kind  of  Frclibation  (hereof  by  Virtue  of  their 
Pravers ;  which  end  with  killing  the  <  rols,  as  do  their  Lainenrations  v;ith  eating  and 
drinking  very  heartily  on  the  Spot;  the  Priefts  who  have  pray'd  for  them  don  t  iail  to 
ear  and  drink,  exemplarily  with  them.  This  odd  Cuftom  feems  to  be  derivd  from  the 
Antient s,  of  whom  St.  Amb^ojc  (peaks  thus,  "  They  go  to  the  Martyrs  Tombs  where

Every  Thing  being  now  quiet  in  EngLinJ,  if  v;e  except  the  ufual  War  be- 
tween the  lylj'^.S  and  Tory-Writers,  the  King  departed  for  hinGo-v^n  Domi- 
nions j  and  as  i-oUticks  does  not  keep  employ 'd  all  the  Pens  in  this  Country, 
which  aifords  more  learned  Perfons  in  ail  Sorts  of  Sci-'.^ices  than  .iny  other,  and 
where  the  Liberty  of  the  Prefs  is  lets  coniin'd,  there  are,  conluquently,  more 
Books  on  diifi-rent  Subjects  publiili'd  here  than  in  any  Part  of  the  World  , 
however,  that  Liberty  niuft  not  be  carry'd  to  Licentioufnelj,  for  often  th.c 
Author,  and  where  he  is  not  to  be  found,  the  Printer  and  Pubiillier  lu;Fer  for 
ir.  A  fcw  i>ay .  after  his  r.la';:.-lty's  Departure  there  was  a  Prefentnicnt  by  the 
Grand  Jury  ot  MuldUjcx  of  a  i>ook  intitled.  The  Fa./le  of  the  Bees,  or  priv.ite 
Vices  mhlick  Bfm-fits  ;  wherein  the  Author,  being  a  Phyilciaii,  endeavours  to 
demonftrate,  Thar  the  Advantages  are  as  naturally  accruing  to  the  Common- 
wealth from  Vices,  namely,  Luxury,  Vanity,  and  the  like,  as  do  Prolperity 
and  Riches  to  thole  of  his  Profellion  from  Dillempers  and  Dilbrdcrs  of  Life; 
to  Lawyers  from  Dil'cord  and  (^^arrels,  or  to  Tome  Priciis  from  ignorant  and 
credulous  People's  Superftition  and  Sins.  In  Ihort,  to  ute  his  own  Terms, 
That  Good  docs  as  naturally  proceed  from  Evil  as  Chickens  from  Eggs ,  and 
that  which  we  call  moral  EviJ,  as  well  as  natural  Evil,  is  the  grand  Principle 
that  makes  Ui  Ibciable  Creatures,  and  is  the  folid  Balis  of  Life,  and  Support 
of  all  Trades  and  Employments  without  Exception. 

There  was,  almoft  at  the  fame  Time,  another  Prefentmcnt  of  a  Weekly- 
Paper  caird  Cato;  this  feem/d  to  take  for  his  Text  the  common  Saying,  Omne 
m.ilum  Incifit  in  nomine  Domini,  i.  e.  All  Evil  begins  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  : 
for  he  ran  over  all  antient  and  modern  Hiftory,  to  prove  that  all  the  moll 
execrable  Treafons,  the  moft  barbarous  and  bloody  Confpiracics  in  all  Ages 
and  Nations,  were  fure  to  have  a  Prieft  or  more  at  the  Head  of  them ,  and 
(which  gave  Otfencej  that  too  many  of  the  Englijh  Clergy  preach'd  Sediuon, 
and  moft  of  the  Charity-Schools  were  Seminaries  of  Dilatfcclion,  c^c. 

In  the  mean  Time  came  out  the  Pofthumous  Works  of  the  late  Duke  of 
Buckingham,  who  was  look'd  upon  as  a  great  Tory,  but  were  tapprefs'd,  noc 
fo  much  on  Account  of  fome  perlonal  Vices  afcrib'd  therein  co  the  late  King 
William,  as  of  fharp  Reflections  on  the  Rcvulution  and  the  Princes  concern'd  in 
it  •  or  rather,  becaule  the  Editor  of  thele  Works  had  taken  oil"  the  Mask  ot  the 
Fable  which  the  Author  had  cover'd  them  with,  naming  verv  imprudently 
the  PerCons  in  marginal  Notes  of  his  own.  This  gave  the  Wj-^gs  an  Oppor- 
tunity to  exclaim  againlt  the  Tories  the  Duke's  Friends,  (who  er.deavour'd  to 
defend  him,  turning  all  the  Blame  on  the  Editor,)  as  Enemies  to  the  laid  R?- 
voliition.  To  which  the  lories  anfwer'd.  That  their  Oracle  Bp.  Burnet  had  jail 
then  confirm'd,  or  inlinuated  in  plainer  Terms,  as  mucti  aoout  the  laid  per- 
lonal ViCi-S  in  the  iLfiory  of  his  own  Ti/nes. 

Not  long  after  this  came  out  another  Sort  of  Work,  iniitlcd,  A  Difcomje 
on  the  Grounds  and  Reafuns  uf  the  Chrijli.m  Religion,  attributed  to  the  Author  ot 
Frce-ihinkijig,  publilii'd  i|  or  15  Years  before.  The  Author  iavs  at  leiit  on 
the  like  Principle  the  Foundation  ot  this  Uilcourle,  to  which  he  preti.xes  an 
Apology  for  tree  Debate,  tree  Writing,  and  free  Printing,  he  pretends, 
that  the  ordinary  Excules  which  lome  Divines  otter  for  their  unlatisfaiilory 
Interpretations  of  the  Scriptures,  (v;!,.  that  many  Paliagi.s  are  interpolated  or 
corrupted,  and  fome  iuppreilcd  by  the  jff?/.'), '  lei-ve  only  to  render  the  fulril- 
ling  of  tlie  Law  in  the  Old  Tejt.i?ntnt  uncertain,  and  in  Ihort.  to  give  up 
Chrifii.in::/  to  the  Intidcis.  He  docs  not  allow  the  iJcriptures  to  have  been 
corrupted  by  the  Jev.'s  ;  but  tavs,  that  the  Septunginr  Verlion  was  not  agree- 
able to  the  Hebrew  Text  in  the  Days  of  Jijus  ChnA,  and  of  his  Apotfles,  by 
vilrom  Chrijfianity  is  founded  on  the  Old  Tejl.imtnr  ;  he  quiJtes  St.  P.iul  (.1)  as  (a)  AH-. 
one  Of  his  Apologilts  againft  Novelty,  and  name?,  among  other  F.nglijh  Divines  14  14, 
who  date  its  Antiqidtjr  from  the  Fall  of  .-i.-/.iw.  Dr.  Lightfoot,  who  faid,  that 
j-:dam  was  created  on  the  li.xrh  Day,  at  Nine  o'Glock  i'l  the  Morning,  fell 
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hi.  Dcf.SP  was  not  onlv  difcovcr'd,  bur  prevented,  by  the  Arrca  of  li.s 
nT\ienrs  in  Enf^an^.   the  firtcil  Pcrlons   to  Icrve  Unn  ui  «c.

Not  only  in  thelc 
modern  Monuments  ot  the  Engl  J],  Piety,  but  in  thofe  erefled  or  rebuilt  llnce 
the  dreadful  Conflagration  in  1666,  rhe  Roman  and  Gr^^^fe  Style*  are  reviv'd 
and  improv'd  ;  and  indeed  they  are  fo  in  all  other  new  publick  Buildines- 
and  which  fhews  the  Richnefs  of  the  EngUjh  Genius  in  this  as  well  as  in  other 
Refpefts,  of  above  130  Parifh-Churches  in  LonJon  and  its  Suburbs    befides 
thole 'that  are  building,  and  Chapels  of  Hale  belonging  to  Hofpitals    &c 
(which  wuh  above  100  Religious  Meeting  -  Houfes  of  Dilfenters     either 
Natives  or  Foreigners,  proves  the  prodigious  Extent  and  Populoufnefs  of  the 
City,)  there  is  not  a  Church  or  Steeple  alike,  or  copy'd  after  each  other  - 
yet  thev  are  all  (except  fome  old  Gothkk  ones)  built  according  to  the  beft 
Rules  of  Architedure,  whether  antient  or  modern,  or  of  both  ingenioufly 
mrermix'd  j  and  they  are  inferior  in  nothing  to  the  fineft  of  the  Roman  Catic- 
luk  Churches,  but  in  Richnefs  of  Inlidc  Ornaments,  as  Statues  Paintings  of 
Saints,  &c.  which  the  Reformation  does  not  allow.

There  net  only  the 
Arms  put  on  Board  for  his  Service,  but  even  thofe  intended  for  the 
Pyrates,  with  moll  of  the  Powder  and  Ammunition,  were  dil'pcfcd  of 
CO  his  Parcizans.  The  Commodore  permitted  fevcral  of  his  own  Officers 
and  of  the  other  Ships,  to  enter  into  the  -Pretender's  j  which  Condudtl 
with  his  returning  home  Re  mfeaa,  were  lb  far  from  being  excufcd  by 
the  S-j.-edtfa  Court,  thit  he  was  arrefted  on  his  Arrival. 

On  the  nth  of  Oclooer,  the  Parliament  being  met  for  the  firfl  time, 
the  King^  went  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers  with  the  ufual  State  and  Solem- 
nity, and  the  Lord  Chancellor  read  his  MaicQy's  Speech  to  both 
Houles  ;  the  Subllance  of  which  was  almoft'hke  that  of  my  Lord 
Tozi'nficnds  Letters  to  the  Mayor  of  London,  concerning  tlic  Conlpi- 
racy lately  form'd  ;  adding,  That  the  Contpirators,  nocwkhftandinp- 
the  Dilcovery  of  their  wicked  Dedgn,  and  the  Mcalurcs  taken  to  pre*- 
vcnc"  the  Execution  of  it,  and  that  feveral  of  their  Accomplices  were 
leizcd,  had  not  yet  dcHaed  from  carrying  it  on  ;  but  that  his  Majefty 
did  not  qucftion,  that  the  Parlr.ment  would  on  this  Occuron  ex-rc 
chemlelves  with  a  more  than  ordinary  Zeal  and  Vigour  for  the  Prefer- 
vatioii  of  the  Peace  and  Tranquility  of  the  Kingdom,  recommendi.-r^  to 
them  the  Union  lb  abfolutcly  neccllary  among  Well-Wilhers  to '^che 
preient  Eftablilhmcnt  and  Conftitution,  both  in  Church  :ind  Ga-jern- 
mcnt,  c^c.  and  promifing  to  continue  making  the  Laws  of  the  Realm 
the  Rule  and  Mcalure  of  his  Adions,  d-c.  As  loon  as  hia  MajeHy 
was  withdrawn,  and  the  Commons  retired  to  their  Houfe,  the  Duke 
of  Grafton  took  Notic-  of  that  horrid  Conibiracy  lately  formed,  and 
lliU  carrying  0:1  againft  the  King's  Perfbn  and' Government,  ihew'd  the 
NecciHcy  of  ftrengthning  his  MajeHy's  Hands  for  a  full  Supprcffion  of 
all  thefe  traicerous  Pradiices  ;  and  thereupon  prefented  a  "i3;Il  for  lu- 
Ipending  an  A-it  called  Habeas  Corpus,  empowering  the  King  to  fccure 
and  detain  luch  PerHms  as  his  Majeily  fnould  lufped  were  engaged  in 
the  Conlpiracy,  and  that  for  the  fpacc  of  one  Year.  This  Ad  me't  with 
a  pretty  deal  of  Oppofition  ;  Ibme  looking  on  it  a^  an  Encroachmenr 
on  the  £«i^/iyS  Ltberrres  and  Prerogatives  of  the  Subjeds  ;  others  find- 
ing the  Term  too  long,  and  infilling  to  have  it  reduced  to  that  of  Five  or 
Six  Months,  19  Peers  entred  a  Protell  againft  ic;  but  on  the  QiiefLioa 
being  put  that  the  Bill  do  pals  with  the  laid  Term  of  a  Year,  it  was  car- 
ried in  the  Affirmative  by  a  Majority  of  146  againlt  193,  and  hisMaiefty 
went  on  the  1 7th  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  give  the  Royal  AlTent  to  it. 

On  the  16th,  George  Kelly  being  taken  up  and  examined  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Lords  of  his  xMajefty's  Privy  Council,  was  committed  to  the 
To^er,  lo  was  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  on  the  i  th  ;  but  his  Grace  was 
afterwards  rcleafed,  as  well  as  all  the  other  Lords  under  Arrert- 

During  thefe  Tranfaclions,  the  r0j:g  and  Tory  Writers  laying  the  South 
Sea^  afide,  as  an  old  cxhaulled  Subjcd:,  fell  on  that  of  the  Conibiracy, 
tho'  in  o-n  oppofite  way  ;  the  firfl:  reprefenting  it  with  the  blackcil  Co- 
lours, and  the  others  lelTening  the  Malice  of  it,  and  endeavouring  to 
give  it  an  Aire  of  Fable  in  their  Writings  and  Convcrfations.  The  Bi- 
wiops  Tmprilonmenc  made  a  great  Ncile,  and  gave  occ.\{\on  to  many 
Reflexions  i  the //'/''/^j  pointing  at  the 'ror/i'jfiid,  "  Sec  now  the  Tcn- 
^1  dcncy  of  yontPaJJive  Obedience  Principles  1  Who  a  more  tlrenuous

Perfon   and  of  Zeal  for  the  Continuance  of  the  Proteftant  SucceOion  in 
his  Royal  Family.    His  Majeay  made  on  the  30th  a  Review  of  h.s 
Forces  encamped  uithin  two  Miles  of  the  Town  of  i^Wrv    after 
having  heard  Divine  Service  in  the  Cathedral  Church ,   and   after  a 
Stay  of  two  Days  at  Sa/ishiry,  came  back  towards  the  latter  End  ot

and  gave  as  many  Proofs  of  his  Royal  Liberality  to  the  Poor,  elpcc.ally 
to  Parlbns  Widows,  Prifoncrs  for  Debt,  who  were  ordered  to  be  d.l- 
charged  at  his  own  Expence,  thole  for  Crimes  not  unworthy  of  his 
Clenicncy  to  be  fet  at  Liberty,  and  made  great  Conqaefts  of  the  Pre- 
tenders Friends.    I  heard  feme  fay  in  the  Country,  that  if  his  Majefty 
would  be  pleafed  to  (hew  himfelf  now  and  rhen  thus  ro  h.s  People, 
there  would  be  fcon  no  more  Jacobnes  and  Nonjurors  left  mall  his  three 
Kingdoms,  than  there  are  now  JVoolfs  in  England,  [to  ule  their  own 

^^T  thTmean  while,  fcveral  Perfons  had  been  and  were  daily  taken 
up  and  imprifond  on  Account  of  the  i^ldConfptracy ;  among  others,  the 
moft  conflderable  ones  were  Dr.  AtWrbury,  Bifliop  of  Rochejtcr     the 
Lord  North  and  Grey,  &c.     Twas  given  out,  that  lome  Papers  of  the

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v,ere  in  L  clcje  Mnurv.vg  cs  the  Mil,tr.ry  Pr_ofcff,on  does  ^Uo^,  the  Soldier:  l^o'.amg  their  Arms 
turn'd  after  the  iifual  Manner  an  Juch  OtcofiQns. 
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caparifon'd  with  Cloth  of  G->!d,  led  with  a  filken  Rein  by  the  de- 
ceafcds Maftcr  of  Horfe,  affiOcd  by  two  Grooms,  that  was  faid  to 
have  been  mounted  by  the  Duke  in  his  lafl  i3attle— the  Duke  oi  Mon- 
tagne  in  his  chief  Mourning  Coach,  wich  his  Train-Bearcr  fitting  over 
agaiiitl  him— The  Earls  of  Sunderland  and  Qodolphm  in  the  next 
Coach— Seven  others,  four  carrying  two  Dukes  each,  and  the  three 

two  Ear's  each — a  Led  Horfe  richly  capariibn'd  — the  Iving's  Coach 

the  Prince  of  IVales%  Coach— tliofe  of  the  Nobility,  (^c.  according  to 
their  Ranks.  This  ProcelHon  having  taken  its  Grand  Tour  ciiro"  Hule- 
Tark,  Biccaddl)\  down  St.  James's  Street,  then  thro'  'Palllsldll,  fo  on 
hy  Clj."ying'Crofs  to  t\\Q  Abbev ,  only  the  chief  Standards,  the  Gui- 
don-Bearers,  the  Herald  and  Chaplains,  and  the  White  Stan  Officers 
entered  in  Church,  with  the  Nobility,  and  a  few  other  Pcrfons  ;  all 
the  Detachments,  with  the  Artillery,  o-f.  went  back  in  good  Order 
to  St.Jainesr,  Park,  there  to  ftiy  till  a  Signal  was  given  them  to  make 
a  Triple  Difcharge  of  their  Arms,  on  the  depofiting  of  the  Body  in  the 
Vault  of  Henry  Vllth's  Chapel. 

On  the  Arrival  of  the  Chariot  at  the  Wefi  Door  of  the  Church,  the  Ar- 
mour was  taken  off,  and  the  Body  carry  d  into  the  Church,  where  a  Vel- 
vet Canopy  was  placed  over  ii:,  four  Earls  holding  the  four  Corners  of  the 
Pall,  the  Organ  playing  all  the  while  ;  then  the  Prebends  in  their  Copes 
and  Surplices,  taking  their  Ranks  between  the  great  Banner  and  the  He- 
ralds, began  ro  fing,  I a;n  the  Refurrectton  and  the  Life,  &c.  going  on  till 
the  Body  was  fet  on  a  Stand  in  the  middle  of  the  Chapeh  after  which, 
every  Body  being  Icated  according  to  their  Ranks,  an  Anrhcm  was  per- 
form'd  with  vocal  and  inftrumental  M^^VI' j  which  done,  the  Body  was 
let  down  under  the  Vault,  at  which  Time  the  Artillery  and  Muskcttery 
in  the  Park  fir'd  three  Volleys  j  then  the  Choir  lung,  Alan  that  is  born  of  a 
i'Voman,  &c.  continuing  to  fing  till  it  was  depolited ;  then  the  Dean 
read,  For  as  much  as  it  has  pleafed  Almighty  God,  &c.  which  ended, 
the  Choir  Tung,  I  heard  a  Voice  from  Hea'ven,  &c.  then  the  Garter  King 
of  Arms  proclaimed  the  Stile  of  the  dcceafed  Duke  ;  and  immediately 
after,  his  Grace's  Officers  breaking  their  Staves,  deliver'd  their  Pieces 
to  the  Garter,  who  threw  them  upon  the  Coffin,  and  every  Body  with- 
drew. *  This  Funeral  was  worthy  of  fo  great  a  Man,  who,  for  above 
10  Years,  never  fought  a  Battle  but  he  won  it,  nor  befieged  a  Place 
but  he  took  it;  to  w'hom  one  of  the  greatefl  Heroes  that  ever  fat  on 
the  Throne  o{  England.,  King  IFilliamWl.  gave  this  Character,  That  he 
had  a  Loot  Head,  and  a  Warm  Heart  -,  recommending  him,  at  the  fame 
Time,  to  the  Princefs  his  SuccclFor,  a  few  Moments  before  his  Death, 
as  the  fittefl  'Perfon  to  command  her  Armies  -,  aChara(f3:er  fo  much  mere 
generous,  that  'tis  laid  he  had  then  fome  particular  Reafons  of  not  be- 
ing well  fatisfy'd  of  his  Behaviour  in  one  Rcfpcdt. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Clergy,  Mayors,  Aldermen,  Sheriffs,  and  other 
Magiftrates  of  divers  Cities,  Counties,  Boroughs,  came  daily  to  prcfenc 
their  loyal  AddrefTes  to  the  King,  to  the  fame  Purpofe  as  thole  oi  London 
had  done  -,  and  'twas  thought  proper,  for  the  Security  of  this  City,  as 
well  as  of  his  Majefcy's  Perfon  and  the  Royal  Family,  to  form  in  its 
Neighbourhood  a  fmall  Camp,  and  another  on  the  Plain  of  Salisbury, 
the  King  relying  fo  far  on  the  Loyalty  of  his  faithful  Friends  and 

•  From  the  Time  at  mhich  the  Proceffwn  begun  to  march,  till  then,  the  Guns  did  not  difcon- 
iinue  Firing  from  the  Tower  evfji  M'nute. 
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who  acknowledged  ic ;  and  'tis  now  faid  thac  many  other  Powers  have 
done  the  fair.e,  as  the  Kings  of  Spam,  Sn'cdtn,  d^c.  From  the  latter 
he  got  that  of  Royal  Highncls  for  the  Duke  of  Hol/rem,  which  wa-, 
denied  him  hitherto  by  the  States  and  Senate,  as  contrary  to  the  Law 
or  Norkopiv;^-,  and  t!icir  Right  of  Elcd:ion  ;  and  Advices  homCon/L^n- 
tihople  tell  u;-,  that  his  Czarian  Majcfly  is  foUiciting  the  hke  from  the 
'Forte,  by  his  Envoy  there  ;  but  I  dare  lay,  that  he  will  meet  wirh  no 
great  Diliiculty,  Imce  that  Court  allows  every  Sovereign  to  call  himfclf 
Fattfia-^',  or  Lmpcror  of  his  own  Dominions  :  A  Title  flie  grants 
as  freely  -'J-  z-  to  the  King  of  France,  as  betakes  it  there  by  his  Ani- 
balTadors  being  call'd  l-ra?taje  Fatijha'-u.-,  Erf/peror  of  France  ;  \'o  sk-c 
may  hear  foon  that  the  Czar  Ihall  be  filled  there  Mofco'sj  Fattjhav;, 
KtnmieCo7itradkc7ite.  As  for  this  Title,  the  very  Name  ol  Czar  is  a 
Corruption  of  dcfar.  BcHdcs,  this  Prince,  according  to  the  Rufjhin 
Chronology  of  the  Czars  of  Majccvv,  derives  his  Origin  from  JuUns 
Cj;far.  liic  Ctcfars  were  call'd  Emperors,  Imperatores  ah  Imperando, 
from  commanding  the  Roman  Armies  j  he  may  pretend  to  be  llil'd  fo, 
for  havir.g  happily  commanded  his  own  Forces  both  by  Land  and  by 
S:a,  and  added  lb  many  Conquells  to  his  Dominions,  to  lupport  glori- 
oully  that  Name  ;  and  accordingly  'tis  reported  he  llilcs  himfelf  in  Fo- 
reign Letters  thus,  By  the  Grace  of  Cod,  we  Fetcr  the  Firft,  Emperor 
and  Sovereign  of  all  Ruffia,  Mofio-sZ-,  Kic-j:;,  Wcledtmir,  and  of  the 
Creat  Ko-jogrcd ;  Great  Duke  of  Smolensko,  of  the  Loner  No'vogrody 
LzeniLo's:,  Rezuri,  Kcjio-Ji',  Jarojbs:,  Biclozcroii',  Vdir,  Obdonta,  Can- 
dy J  King  of  Ziberia,  Cazan,  /Ijiracan  ;  Lo-d  of  Turky,  of  Circajjia  ; 
Hereditary  Lord  and  PolTellor  of  Georgia,  Cabordia,  Korki,  Bulgana, 
Fleskojj;  Duko  of  E/lo'na,  Livontn,  Carciia,  Ingria  ;  Lotd  oi  /( iborg, 
of  the  Illes  of  Oefd,  -Drago.',  Maen.  * 

The  loch  oi March  his  Bntannick  .Vlajofty  having  diflclved  his  Par- 
liamcnr,  and  call'd  a  New  one  on  the  i",th,  the  Eledlionsfor  it  were 
. carried  on  with  the  ufuai  Noile  and  Clamour  ;  Icvcral  Cotfee-houlc 
Papers. were  full  of  malicious  and  bitter  LivcCtives  and  Rcfled:ions  a- 
gainll  the  Old  one,  and  abufed  both  the  Government  and  Mmiftry 
nioft  difrerpecrfully  -,  as  well  as  did  Icurrilous  Ballads  lung  thereupon 
in  the  Str«:-ct3,  during  this  kind  of  Interregnum  :  In  Ihort,  the  Licence 
was  like  thac  which  is  taken  on  the  Thames  by  the  Watermen,  and  no 
more  Notice  was  taken  of  it.  Some  of  the  FreterJers  Adherents 
thought  it  a  proper  Opportunity,  when  the  King  was  defigning  for  Ha- 
rioxer,  to  raife  a  Rebellion  againfl;  his  Majelly  in  favour  of  the  tke- 
i-alter.  Their  Projcd:  was  firll  dilcovered  by  feme  of  their  Letters  ; 
firftby  one  intercepted  in  the  Beginning  of  Jjprtl,  in  which  were  found 
thcie  Words,  or  thereabouts.  Fray  let  M.  Chaumont  knon',  that  fine c 
the  F drliament  is  dead  and  gone,  1  think  it  is  a  good  time  to  make  an 
Fjfort  '■Jiheu  the  IJciior  is  gone  to  Hanover.  It  was  confirmed  by  ano- 
ther, written  even  after  a  New  Parliament  was  cholen,  where  the 
IFhigs  got  the  Majority  as  in  the  former.  The  Letters  were  reckon'd 
to  be  of  the  Bilhop  ot  Rochejler  to  the  Fretenda  himfelf  :  However, 
the  Writer  laid  therein,  Notnitbjtandmg  this  Opportunity  is  elapfed,  I 
agree  <u:tth  you  another  way  ojfer  before  the  latter  End  of  the  Tear.     Bui: 

*  Tht  Swedes  yielded  the  eight  l.'.ttcr  [to  hisC:{.:rian  Maieftt  by  tic  Treaty  of  Nyftadt,) 
Xfith  the  Territory  and  Dependencies  f/-' Wiborg  iu  Finland.  In  fkcrt,  by  this  Tre/ity,  nhich 
rv/is  concluded  on  the  latter  End  of  Avf;\il\,  1711,  thisPiince  htis  on  his  Side  all  the  AnlcU' 
he  had  infijhd  uton  during  the  Ute  Kj>'g  cf  Swedeti'j  Life,  e.M:eft  that  of  an  AiUatice  Ojj'infi"" 
and  D:ferifivc  be'tveen  the  two  Crovcns, 
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his  Majcfty  having  timely  Advices  from  Abroad  of  their  Machinations 
and  the  Mcalurcsthey  were  taking  to  carry  on  their  Dcfign,  prevented 
the  Execution  of  it ;  aiid  on  the  8ch  of  May  my  Lord  Tozn'n/hend,  one 
of  his  Majeily's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  acquainted,  by  his  Or- 
der, the  Lord- Mayor  of  London,  ''  That  his  Maicfty  had  received  rc- 
"  pcated  and  unquellionable  Advices,  that  leveral  of  his  Subi::dls,  for- 
•'  getting  the  All-geancc  they  owe  to  their  Sovereign,  as  well  as  the 
"  natural  Lcjvc  tiiey  ought  to  bear  to  their  Country,  had  cnrer'd  into 
'•  a  wicked  Conlpiracy,  in  Concert  wich  Traitors  abroad,  for  raifing 
"  a  Rebellion  m  the  Kingdom,  in  Favour  of  a  FopiJJo  Pretender,  and 
J'  CO  overthrow  thereby  the  mofl  excellent  Conftitution  in  Church  and 
'•  Scate,  and  to  lubjed:  a  Proteftant  free  People  to  Tyranny  and  Su- 
•'  perllition.'  But  he  added,  that  he  was  commanded,  at  the  lame 
time,  by  his  Majelly,  to  inform  hisLordlhip,  "  Thac  the  Authors  nei- 
"  thcr  were  nor  ccud  be  fupported,  nor  even  countenanced,  by  any 
"  Foreign  Power,-  and  did  not  qucftion  bur,  by  the  BlelTing  of  Al- 
"  mighty  God,  and  the  AlTiftance  of  his  faithful  Subjeds,  the  Efforts 
"  of  the  Malice  of  his  Enemies  would  be  turn'd  to  their  own  Confu- 
"  fion;  and  that  his  Lordlhip,  purluant  to  the  Truft  rcpofcd  in  him, 
"  would,  in  Conjundion  with  the  other  Majcftrates  of  his  good  City 
"  of  London,  exert,  with  the  urmoft  Care  and  Vigilancy,  his  Aucho- 
"  rity,  in  fo  important  a  Conjundure,  for  the  Prelervation  of  the  pub- 
''  lick  Peace, 

On  the  9ch  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  SheriiFs,  and  Recorder  of 
Lo-.idon,  prelented  an  humble  Addrefs  ro  the  King,  wherein  they  ex- 
prefs'd  "  their  utmoll  Abhorrence  and  Detellation^of  the  intended  Re- 
"  bellion  ;  return'd  their  hearty  Thanks  to  his  Majefty  for  his  tender 
*'  and  indulgent  Reg  vd  for  his  faithful  Subjed-S;  alFuring  him  of  their 
"  fteddy  and  unalterable  Affedion  and  Zeal  for  his  Royal  Perfon  and 
"  Government,  and  for  the  Continuance  of  the  Proteftant  Succellion  in. 
''  hia  Royal  Family,  and  of  their  utmoll  Care  for  the  Pelervation  of 
"  the  publick  Peace,  and  Vigilance  of  their  Councils,  in  concurring 
•'  widi  his  Majelly  towards  entirely  defeating  and  frullrating  the  Ef- 
"  fnrrs  of  all  his  Enemies,  or  their  Aiders  and  Abetters.'  To  which 
his  Majefty  having  given  his  gracious  Anfwer,  ilfued  a  Froclamation 
for  putting  the  Laws  in  Execution  againll  the  Roman  Catholicks  and 
Koujiirors,  commanding  the  former  to  depart  from  the  Cities  of  London 
and  IVeihninjhr,  and  confining  them  to  their  Habitations,  O-c.  The  lame 
Day  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Robert  Sutton  was  fworn  of  his  Majcfly's 
Privy-Council.  On  the  16th  oVJnnc  died  at  Wind  fir  the  Duke  o{  Marl- 
borough, and  his  Body  was  brought  a  few  Days  after  to  his  Houfe  ac 
Sr.  Jivmes'f,,  there  to  lay  in  a  State-Bed,  it  having  laid  for  about  a 
Month  in  hi-}  Houle  at  St.  Jaffies's,  on  a  moll  magnificent  State-Bed 
of  Black  Velvet,  with  Plumes  ac  the  Corner  of  che  Teftcr,  was  re- 
moved from  thence  the  9th  of  Angiift,  and  carry  d  to  IVellmmjier 
Abbey  with  an  extraordinary  great  Pomp  -,  the  ProcclTion  march- 
ing in  the  following  Order,  thus  —  a  Detachment  of  Horfe  Cre- 
nadwrs — -Miothcr  Regiment  of  Horfe  Guards — the  Artillery ,  confift- 
ing  of  lifceen  Pieces  of  Cannon  and  two  Mortars,  with  the  great  Kcc- 
tle-Drums  belonging  to  it,  in  Carriages,  drawn  each  by  two  Hor- 
les,  and  accompany  d  by  Cannoniers  and  Bcmbadicrs — the  Detachment 
of  the  third  Regiment  of  Foot  Guards — a  Detachment  of  the  lecond 
Re;4imcnc  of  ditto — the  firft  Detachment  of  ditto — Szszn  General  Offi- 
cers, a  Major  General,  and  two  Lieutenant  Generals— i\\c  Earl  Cadogan, 
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"  as  many  Commiirioners,  duly  qualify  d  j  who,  in  three  Divifion;, 
"  (hou'd  be  pcrlbnally  obliged  ro  take  their  yearly  Circuits  for  that  pur- 
"  pole.  That  the  ftraggUng  Clergymen,  who  came  up  to  Town  to 
"  ll'ck  their  Fortunes,  Ihouid  be  fairly  diimifs'd  to  the  irefi- Indies, 
"  where  there  is,  fays  he,  Work  enough  for  them ;  and  where  fome 
*'  Provifions  Ihou'd  be  made  for  them  as  they  fnou'd  dclbrvc  :  Or  that 
"  none  Ihoud  be  allowed  to  wear  the  Habit,  till  he  had  tne  true  ana 
"  worthy  Qualifications  becoming  his  Charadtcr ;  with  lome  Prefer- 
"  ment  in  the  Church,  or  at  Icafl:  fome  Temporal  Fortune  fufficient  to 
"  keep  him  above  Contempt.  That  a  Law  iliou'd  be  made  for  limiting 
"  the  Prefs,  at  Icall  fo  far  as  to  prevent  the  publilhing  of  iuch  pernici- 
"  ous  Books  which  he  has  complain'd  of,  as,  under  Pretence  of  Free- 
"  thinking,  endeavour  to  overthrow  thofe  Tenets  of  Religion  which 
"  have  been  held  inviolable,  almoft  in  all  Ages,  by  every  Sect  that  pre- 
"  tend  to  be  Chrijiians. 

In  the  Beginning  of  May,  the  King  gave  Orders  for  the  fupprefling 
the  Blalphemoui  Club  before  mention'd  to  my  Lord  Chancellor,  who 
lent  Circular  Letters  to  thejultices  of  Peace  of  London  and  Middleftxto 
that  End  ;  thofe  of  hisMajefty  againil  dilbrdcrly  Floufcs  were  renewed 
at  the  lame  time.     In  the  mean  while,  the  Inoculation  of  the  Small  Pox, 
which  I  left    triumphant  in  'Tiirky,  work'd  Miracles  in  England;  and 
Mr.  Jl'ortley  Montague,  who   had  been  returned   about  Two  or  Three 
Years  from  his  Embafly  at  the  'Porte,  had  the  Operation  perform'd  on 
his  Children,  with  as  much  Succefs  as  cou'd  be  wilh'd  for.     This  Ex- 
ample, together  with  thofe  of  divers  Perlbns  of  an  inferior  Rank,  who 
had  already  fortunately  prevented,  by  this  Operation,  the  Danger  of 
this  Diftemper,  and  the  Havock  it  ufually  makes  with  the  Beauty  and 
the  Sight,  gavealmofta  general  Credit  to  it  ;  lb  that  it  had  hardly  any 
Enemies,  except  fome  few  Ecclefiafticks,  who  declar'd  War  againil:  it  in 
their  Sermons,  as  contrary  to  the  Order  of  Providence ;  and  one  of  them 
caird  it  a  Plague  wherewith  the  Devil  allhded  Job.     I  remember  the 
Dodors  Timone  and  le  "Due,  both  great  Promoters  of  Inoculation  at  Con- 
flantinople,  having  drawn  the  Greek  and  Armenian  Clergy  upon  their 
Backs,  as  well  as  the  Romifi,  on  that  Account,  anlwer'd  them  by  way  of 
Raillery,  "That  their  Invedives  againft  the  Inoculation,  asdifturbing 
"  the  Order  of  Providence,  hinted  that  Death  was  more  agreeable  ro 
"  that  Order  than   Life  ;  but  lecmd  to   proceed   only  from   a  fclfilh 
"  Spleen,  bccaufe  they  were,  by  this  Method  of  Pradice,  depriv'd  of 
"  the  Profit  of  burying  fo  many  Children  as  died  before  every  Day  of 
*'  the  Small  Pox."     To  which  purpofc  it  may  be  obfcrved,  that  there  arc 
no  Nations  where  the  Funerals  are  more  magnificent  or  more  Iblemn, 
than  among  the  Greeks  and  Armenians;  they  bcfides  adorning  their 
Corps  with  their  bed  Cloaths  and  Jewels,  have  a  Number  of  Priefts 
accompanying   them   to  the  Grave;  And  there  is  hardly  one  among 
them  lb  poor,  but   he  will  have  the  Patriarch  in  his  Pontifical  Habit'j, 
and  feveral  Metropolitans,  to  affift  at  the  Burial  of  thole  whom  Death 
Inarches  from  him.     The  Roman  Cathohcks  are  not  lefs  pompous  in 
the  interring    their  decealed  Friends,  if  one  excepts  the   Cuftom  or 
drelTing  them  magnificently,  and  with  their  Faces  bare  ;  neither  have 
they  a  lefler  Number  oi'PrteJh',  and  the  Latm  Biihop  ufually  aliifts  at 
the  Funerals.     The  fame  Dodtors  had  many  more  ierious  and  violent 
Dilputes   with  Father   Branconmer,  the  Superior  of  the  Jefuits,  and 
other  Fathers  of  this  Order  at  Galata^  on  the  fame  Head.     Ic  cannot  be 
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proved,  in  my  Mind,  of  the  like  felfifh  Spleen  on  the  Englijh  Pnetls 
for  there  is  generally  but  one  Pricft  at  a  Burial,  and  I  don't  fee  that 
he  has  any  great  Profit  by  it.  It  may  be  added  on  the  contrarv,  that 
the  Advantage  anfing  formerly  from  hence  to  them  has  been'almoO: 
quite  taken  away  by  the  Reformation,  and  given  to  the  Secular  Un- 
dertakers, or  Performers  of  Funerals  as  they  are  call  d,  who  make 
them  very  magnificent  in  their  Way,  and  confequcntly  very  coftlv 
I  won't  determine  what  is  the  Motive  they  ad:  upon,  but  will  believe 
'tis  only  from  a  Tendernefs  of  Confcience. 

Towards  the  End  of  July,  the  principal  Members  of  the  Englijh 
College  of  Phyficians,  who  were  Favourers  of  that  Pradice,  forefec- 
ing  thac  it  wou'd  be  a  great  Benefit  to  the  Publick,  for  the  Prefervatioti 
and  multiplying  of  the  Brtttjh  Subjeds,  in  the  Number  of  which  con- 
fifts  the  Riches  of  a  Country,  begged  his  Majcfty  to  grant  their  Lives 
CO  five  condemn'd  Malefadors,  who  laid  they  never  had  this  dange- 
rous Diftemper,    on  Condition  of  their  undergoing  the  Experiment  ; 
thereby  to  encourage  grown  Perlbns,  to  whom  this  Dileafe  is  generally 
more  fatal,  in  Proportion  as  they  advance  in  Years.     His  Majelly  wil- 
lingly granted  this  Favour ;  and  the  Operation  being  over,  four  of  them 
had  the  Small  Pox  the  fifth,  fixth  and  feventh  Day,  in  a  very  fmall 
Number,  and  almoft  without  being  in  the  lead  indilpoled.     The  filth 
who  was  a  Woman,  and  who  faid  that  flie  never  had  them,  in  all  likc- 
hhood  to  Cave  her  Life,  had  not  one  Pock  ;  and  being  well  examined, 
and  alTured  at  the  fame  time  that  the  King  wou'd  not  revoke  his  Par- 
don, even  if  he  (hou'd  know  that  Ihc   had  recourfe  to  that  Fraud  to 
efcape  Death,  flie  confefs'd,  that  llie  was  not  certain,  but  thac  at  leafl: 
llie  did  not  remember  her  having  them  -,  and  that  her  Parents,  whom 
fhe  lofl:  whilft  very  young,  had  not  let  her  know  it,  if  fiie  had.     Upon 
thefs  Examples,  and  a  great  many  others  (Numbers  having  undergone 
the  Operation  without  any  Mifchance   happening)  the  Brtttjh  Courc 
judged  it   fit  to  have  the  young  Branches  of  the  Royal  Family  inocu- 
lated, upon  whom  they  came  out  as  well  as  cou'd  be  wifli'd  for.     The 
moft  famous  Engltjh  Phyficians  wonder,  that  the  French,  who  in  very 
Imall  Time  have  fcen  two  T>auphtns,  and  others  of  the  Blood  Royal, 
carried  off  by   this   dangerous  Diftemper,  (hou'd  negled  a  Thing  fo 
lafeandfo  expedient  for  the  Welfare  of  their  young  Monarch  ;  not  fee- 
ing any  one  Inftance  to  deter  them  from  it,  amongft  fuch  Numbers  thac 
have  undergone  it  in  many  Climates,  even  lefs  happy  than    theirs. 
On  the  loth  of  Aiigujl,  the  King  of  Great  Brttatn  gave  his  AHent  to 
an  Ad  of  Parliament  for  making  feveral  Provifions  to  reftore  the  Pub- 
lick  Credit,  which  fuffered  much  by  the  Frauds  and  Milmanagement  of 
the  former  South  Sea  Diredors,  d-c.  and  at  the  fame  time  his  Majefty 
acquainted  both  Houfcs,  that  he  had  renewed  all  the  Treaties  of  Com- 
merce with  Spain,  upon  the  fame  foot  as  they  were  before  the  late  War. 
We  heard    on  the  latter  End  of  February,  thac  the  Czar,  who  has 
concluded  fuch  a  Peace  with  S^jueden,  as  I  have  hinted,  was  compli- 
mented thereupon  by  his  Clergy  and  Senate  -,  and  firnam'd  in  all  their 
Speeches   and  AddrelTes  to  his  Czarian  Majefty  on  thac  Account,  as 
well  as  that  of  his  other  glorious  Exploits,  Teter  the  Great  and  Em- 
peror  of  Ru/Jta,  a-c.  and  that  he  accordingly  had  lent  Orders  to  his  Mi- 
nifters  Abroad,  to  prefent  Memorials  in  his  Name,  and  make  the  ne- 
ceflary  Inftances  at  the  refpcdive  Courts  where  they  refided,  to  get  this 
latter  Title  recognifcd  thereat  :  Thac  the  King  of  TruJJia  was  the  firft 
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gaged  for  more  than  its  Worth,  to  the  Ruin  of  you  and  your  Fan^i- 
ly  ;  and  the  GoUfmith  or  Scrruener,  who  takes  all  your  Fortune  to 
diCpofc  of,  when  he  has  beforehand  refolvcd  to  break  the  next  Day ; 
fuch  dcfervc  th-  Gallows  much  better  than  the  Wretch  who  is  car- 
ry'd  thither  for  fl;cr>ling  a  Horfc.     The  many  Corruptions,  in  every 
Branch  of  Bufinefs,   arc  liich,    that  I  have  heard  ir  cor  putcd,    by 
skilful  Peribns,  that  of  fix  Millions  rais'd  every  Year  for  the  .Service 
of  the  Publick,  one  third  at  lead  is  funk  and  interccptcJ,  thro'  the 
icveral  ClaiTes  and  Subordinations  of  artful  Men  in  Office,  before 
the  Remainder  is  apply'd  to  the  proper  Ulc.     I  cou'd  name  a  Com- 
mirtion  where  fcvcral  Peribns,  out  of  a  Salary  of  500/.  without  other 
vifible  Revenues,  have  always  lived  at  the  Rate  of  loco,  and  laid 
up  40  or  50,000/.     There  is  in  this  Town  one  Abulc,  which  con- 
tributes to  the  Promotion  of  Vice,  viz,.  That  Fuch  Men  are  too  of- 
"  ten  put  into  the  CommiflTion  of  Peace,  whole  Intcrcft  ir  is  that  Vir- 
"  tuc  lliou'd  be  utterly  banilh'd  from  am.ong  us  ;  who  maintain,  or  at 
"  lead  enrich  themlclves,    by  encouraging  the  groficft  Immoralities, 
"  and  to  whom  all  the  Bawds  in  the  Ward  pay  Contributions  for  Shci- 
*'  tcr  and  Protection  from  the  Laws.     Thus  thclc  worthy  Magulraccs, 
"  inftead  of  ieflcning  Enormities,    are  the  Occafion  ot  jult  twice  ns 
"  much  Debauchery  as  there  wou  d  be  without  them.    For  thcfc  Inf.i- 
*'•  mous  double  their  Induftry,  to  anlwer  the  double  Charges  cf  payiii^T 
"  the  Juftice,  and  fupporting  themlblvcs,  like  Thieves  who  efcapc  the 
*'  Gallows,  and  are  let  out  to  Ileal,  in  order  to  difchargc  the  Jaylor's 
"  Fees."     Comparing  what  this  Writer  lays  with  what  I  have  obfcrv'd, 
I  muft  confefs,  that  I  never  faw  any  Place  where  publick  Lcwdnefs  and 
Debauchery  is  fo  barc-fac'd  as  '\\\  London.  The  Courtezans,  'tis  true,  arc 
llilTcrd  in  Itab,  as  neceflary  Evils  and  Remedies  againft  a  worfe  Vice  (as 
they  give  forReafon.)    I  won't  deny  that  they  are  oblig'd  to  give  their 
Names  to  the  Magiftrate  before  they  can  trade  in  Kindnels ;  and  arc  lb  far 
in  fome  Places  protected,  as  to  have  a  Price  let  on  their  Favours,  and  Pay- 
ment exacted  by  the  Secular  Power,  if  the  Gallant  refule  it.    I  have  fecii 
(amongft  others)  a  young  Knight  oi Malta  arrcfted  one  Morning  for  not 
having  paid  his  Bcdfellow,tho'herFees  were  regulated  by  the  Law  there 
but  a  Mattefe  Crown,  or  fixteen  Pence.    The  Government  there  exads 
nothing  from  them  but  ibme  moderate  Contribution,  and  this  to  be  ap- 
ply'd to  the  publick  Ufe,  as  to  fome  Covents  and  fiofpitals.      Tis  un- 
heard that  thelc  Courtezans  ever  pick  up  Bed-fellows  in  the  Streets,  or 
rob  them,  as  I  hear  they  do  here,  whatever  Opportunity  they  may  have ; 
fo  that  they  at  leafl:  avoid  giving  Scandal,  (which  is  a  Curfe  pronounced  by 
the  Author  of  Chrillianity)  and  verify  both  the  Latin  and  Italian  Pro- 
verbs :  St  non  Caftefaltem  Caute,  "  If  not  Chaftely,  at  leal!  Cauticufly :" 
'Pa  Strada  rnodejia,  in  Letto  sf aetata.,  *'  Modeft  (the  Italian  Curtezan) 
*'  in  the  Streets,  and  Ihamelel's  between  the  Sheets."    I  mufl:  confels,  I 
never  met  in  England,  nor  any  where  elfe  but  in  Italy  and  Malta,  any 
Clergyman,  who  adled  the  Minifter  of  Venus,  in  offering  me  (as  too  ma- 
ny do  to  Travellers')  a  young  Nymph  of  his  to  whom  I  might  offer  up 
my  Vows ;   but  they  are  punilh'd  if  ditcover'd.     And  when  I  was  .it 
the  latter  Place  an  Abbot  was  threatned  by  the  Bifhop  for  his  Services 
to  both  Sexes,  with  having  Band  and  Cloak  taken  from  him ;    anu  I 
was  inform'd  that  he  was  afterwards  deny'd  the  Order  of  Pricfthocd, 
for  having  continued  in  that  fcandalous  Employment.     Another  bar- 
barous and  inhumane  Evil,  which  I  never  heard  of  but  in  S.z'c'den ^nd 
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England,  is  Women's  murthenng,  or  (which  is  little  better)  dropping 
their  Infants  begotten  againft  the  Laws  ;  and  all  for  want  of  Hofpi- 
tals,  as  at  'Fans,  Hamburgh,  &c.  where  young  Women,  who  have 
Children  without  being  marncd,  wrap  them  warm,  and  put  them  in  a: 
aTurning  Box  placed  generally  at  one  End  of  the  Holpicai,  where  they 
arc  well  taken  Care  of,  and  chat  without  being  chemfelves  cxpcf  jd  by 
it.  And  if  they  have  a  mind  to  reclaim  them  one  Day,  they  enclofc 
Ibme  Token,  whereby  they  may  be  known  with  them,  and  may  have 
them  returned  upon  paying  fomething  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Houfe: 
if  no  body  reclaims  them,  they  arc  put  Apprentices  to  the  Trades  or 
Profeffions  they  are  found  ficneft  for.  I  wonder,  that  in  England,  lb 
rich  a  Country,  where  they  have  the  finell  Fleet  in  the  Univerl'c,  where 
the  Boys  might  be  provided  for,  be  1'i.rviccablc  to  the  Publick  when 
grown  up;  and  the  bell  Woollen  Manufactures  in  the  World,  where 
the  Girls  might  learn  to  ipin,  and  earn  their  living  vvirhout  being 
burthenfome  to  the  Nation,  they  have  no  lu^:h  Fioi'pital.  And  f 
think,  that  fome  raking  rich  old  Batchelors,  who  had  raiher  live  upon 
the  Publick  than  confine  themfelves  to  a  Wife,  ougiit  to  found  and 
endow  ilich  a  Floule,  to  indein.iiry  the  Kingdom,  in  roi-,-ie  nKiiiiire,  for 
the  Detriment  it  hasluffcrcd  by  their  Intrigues. 

The  aforefaid  Dodlor,  after  having  corr.plain'd  of  the  Contempt  the 
Clergy  generally  lie  under,  he  ailow-3,  that  there  are  Ibme  fcandilou-? 
Peribns  who  wear  the  Pricllly  Habit,  thus,  "  Wr.oever  happens  to  lee  a 
"  Scoundrel  in  a  Gown  reeling  Home  at  Midnigl;t  (a'Sight  neither  un- 
*'  frequent  ncr  miraculous)  is  apt  to  entertain  an  ill  Idea  of  the  whole 
"  Order ;  and  at  the  fame  time  to  be  extreamly  comforted  in  his  Vices, 
He  thinks  it  a  Scandal  to  Government,  that  luch  an  unlimited  Liberty 
lliou'd  be  allowed  of  publifliing  Books  againll  thote  Doctri-.cs  in  Re- 
ligion, vvr.crcin  a]lC6rz/////Ki'have  agreed  ;  much  more,  lays  he,  "  To 
"  connive  at  luch  Tracts  asrejedtail  Revclatio.'i,  the  Divinity  of  C/rr/?, 
"  the  Trmttv,  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  cjc.  and  by  their  Conie- 
'"•  quences  of  denying  the  very  Being  of  a  Diety,  iyc.  To  remedy  cheic 
and  too  many  more  Evils,  He  wou'd  have  the  Government  appoint  a 
kind  ofCfw/tfr.f,  as  the  j^i^w^wj  did,  even  whcnthcv'  enjov'd  riieir  grcat- 
efl  Liberty  :  '■  He  wou'd  ha\e,  lays  he,  the  Number  of  th.e  Jutlices  of 
"  the  Peace  enlarged,  and  that  they  lliou'd  endeavour  to  aJmic  none 
"  but  fuch  as  were  of  virtuous  and  dirinterelled  Principles,  and  who 
"  had  confiderablc  Fortunes,  and  perhaps  receive  into  the  Num- 
"  ber  fome  of  the  moil  eminent  Clergy.  As  to  tlie  X'ices  of  the 
Town,  "  He  wou'd  have  a  Law  made  that  all  PubUck  Koule-keepcrs, 
"  lliou'd  be  obliged  upon  the  leverell  Penalties,  to  draw  only  a  propor- 
"  tion'd  Quantity  of  Drink  for  every  Company ;  and  when  they  found 
"  their  Guefl:  dilbrder'd  with  Excels,  to  refufe  them  any  more  :  That 
they  Ihou'd  difmils  their  Company  by  Twelve  at  Night,  and  ihut  up 
their  Doors  ;  and  that  no  Women  Ihou'd  be  fuiler  d  to  enter  any  Ta- 
vern or  Ale-houle,  under  any  Pretence  vvhatloevcr  :  He  wou'd  have 
the  faid  Qenfors  irapowercd  by  the  Government,  to  inlpcdl  every 
where  throughout  the  Kingdom  into  the  Condud:,  at  leall  of  Men 
in  Office,  with  refped:  to  their  Morals  and  Religion,  as  well  as  their 
Abilities :  To  receive  the  Complaints  and  Informations  that  iliou  d 
be  offcr'd  againft  them,  and  make  their  Report  upon  Oath  to  the 
Court  or  Miniftry,  who  Hiou'd  reward  or  punilh  them  accordingly. 
And  furely  (adds  he'  6000/.  a  Year  wou'd  not  be  ill  laid  out  upon 
Vol.  n.  Ddd  1  "  as 
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Liberties  in  Defiance  of  all  Laws,  wherein  the  mod  wictily  Wicked 
were  the  molt  applauded,  and  call  d  Kin^  or  f^ueen  (of  He//)  and  others 
in  Proportion  to  their  Parts.    There  were  bcfidcs  (it  were  to  be  withd 
wc  could  not  fay  now  there  are;  many  Gaminjr-Houfis  kept  by  Tavern- 
men,  Ba-jjcis,  and  odicr  dilordcrly  Pcrfons,  who  fubfifl:  by  harbouring 
Higi3-s:aynie7i,  Honfebrealzers,  'rukfockets,  majier/efs  Servants,  &c.  and 
thele  Sharpers  arc  drefs'd  like  Gentlemen,  the  Strumpets  like  Ladics- 
I  never  was  in   any  of  thcle  Gaming  Houfes,   but  a  Gentleman  who 
has,  after  having  loft  therein  a  i;reat  deal  of  Money,  and  who  had  the 
good  Fortune  to  be  cur'd  of  Cards  and  'Dice  before  he  was  totally 
ruind,  gave  me  the  following  Lilt  of  the  Titles,  by  which  the  OfH- 
cers  of  thele  Gaming-Koulbs  are  diftinguiflid.   i.— a  'Uireclor  General 
(a  Clerk  of  a  Jultice  of  Peace;  who  liipcrincends  the  Room— a  Comm^f. 
Jiorur,^  always  a  Proprietor,   who  looks  in  of  a  Night,  and  by  whom 
the  Week's  Account  is  audited,  and  by  two  other  Proprietors— an  A'-- 
torney,  (generally  a  Ne-^gate  Sollicitor)— an  Advocate,  or  Counfellor  (out 
of  the  Commifiion  of  the  Peace —a  Captain,  who  is  appointed  to  fight 
any  Man  that  complains  of  any  of  the  Sharpers  not  playing  fair;  or  of 
being  wrong'd,  that  frightening  and  threatening  to  kill  him  that  reveals 
that  My  ftery  of  Imquiry,  or  complains  abroad  of  having  loft  his  Moneys 
cutly  chc^t     ''"  ^P'^^''^^"^'  wliole  Office  is  to  deal  the  Cards  at  a  Game  call  d  *  Faroe— 
i'r:g  G^mi.     Two  Crcv^-pces,  who  watch  the  Cards,  and  gather  the  Money  given,  to 
decoy  others  to  play— a  Clerk,  (a  Check  upon  the  'Tnfs  to  lee  if  they 
link  none  of  the  Money  given  them  to  play;— a  FlaJIier,  to  hvear  how 
often  the  Bank  has  been  ftripd— a  Sqmk,  a  'P/# Apprentice,  without 
Pay,  who  lives  upon  cafual  Prelents  for  Attendance— a  '■Dnnner,  who 
goes  about  to  recover  Money  loft  at  Piay--a  iraiter,  to  fill  outVVmo, 
let  up  Candles,  c>f  .—a  -Porter,  generally  a  Soldier  of  the  Foot  Guards— 
a  Runner,  whofe  Office  is  to  bring  Intelligence  of  the  Jujtices  Meet- 
ings, or  of  the  Co7iftab!es  being  out— an  0-d:^rh  Man,  who  walks  up 
and  down  the  Out  fide  of  the  Door  to  come  and  ailarm  the  Houfe  at 
the  Approach  of  the  Enemies,  or  unknown  ConUdbl^s—CorKmon  Bail, 
Affidavit- Men,  c>t.— a  Secret  Committee,  confifting  of  merry  Ladies  to 
Mlk,  drink  ftrong  Liquors,  c^c.     There  the  Shop-keepers  or  Traders, 
Workmen,   A;3prentices,   Clerks,    or  young  Men  of 'good  Families, 
inclin'd  to  Gaming,  do  refort  in  their  Heures ptrdues,  {:is\hc  Frenc/j  fiy) 
or  laft  Fiours,    the  Time  they  can  fpare,   Icfc  their  Money,    then  rob 
their  Maftcrs  or  Fathers,  and  being  cxhauftcd  and  turn  d  out  of  Doors, 
go  en  the  Highway  to  get  Money,  and  become  Sharpers  by  Trade 
themiclves,  if  Hanging  does  not  prc'vcnt  it.   I  cannot  help  here  making 
a  fliort  Digreffion,  to  give  an  Idea  of  an  Enj^liJIj  Highwavmen  to  Fo- 
reigners :    He  is  not  barbarous  as  to  add  Murder  to  Robberv,  as  in 
hrance,  witncls  the  fVefh  News  we  have  from  Calais  of  the  unfcrrur.ate 
Gcnclcmcn  robb'd  and  kiU'd  in  its  Neighbourhood  ;  for  in  EnzLi}:d  no- 
thing is  more  uncommon;    and  a  Highwayman  will  frequently  ftou  a 
Coach,  put  in  his  Hat,  take  what  Money  is  given  him  by  the  Pallen- 
gers,  and  ride  without  molefting  them  any   farther;  anli  Ibme  have 
been  generous  enough  to  return  them  again  as  much  as  would  ferve 
them  to  the  Fnd  of  their  Journey.     Befides,  'tis  contrary  to  the  natu- 
ral Bravery  of  the  Nation,  to  murder  any  one  who  docs  not  rei";lt  them  ; 
which  leads  me  to  obferve  about  their  Duelling,  that  'tis  leldom  known, 
wiicn  two  fight  Sword  and  Piftol,  that  the  one  having  fird  firfc,  and 
niilsd  his  Adverlary,   the  other  ever  cakes  the  Advantage  of  it,   but 
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gives  him  his  Life,  they  efteeming  it  Cowardice  to  kiii  a  Man  who 
is  no  longer  able  to  defend  lumlclf.  Tiiis  natural  Bravery  of  the  Eng- 
l:;h  IS  vifibie  even  in  the  mcarier  fort  of  People,  as  I  have  hinted  Icme- 
whcre  ellb,  with  whom  nothing  is  more  common  than,  without  havir.g 
the  lealt  Qaarrel  with  each  other,  to  ftrip  and  box,  only  to  fee  which 
isthebeft  Man,  (to  uie  their  own  Terms  j)  whicli  having  decided,  they 
go  to  the  next  Alehoulc,  and  drown  all  Animoilty  in  a  Mug  of  Beer. 
Befides  this,  there  arc  fomc  fo  hardy,  as  voluntarily  to  challenge  each 
other  to  fight,  after  the  Manner  of  the  ancient  Roman  Gladiators,  with 
Sword  and  Target  j  in  which  Combate  they  are  often  dangeroufly 
wounded,  and  this  only  for  the  Lucre  of  the  Money  given  by  the 
Spectators,  which  is  given  to  whoever  is  the  Conqueror.  But  I  infen- 
ilbly  confound  honeft  Men  with  Highwaymen;  tho  I  may,  in  refpect 
of  Courage  and  Contempt  of  Death,  for  there  is  no  other  Country  (I 
dare  fay)  in  the  World  v.-hcre  there  are  lb  many  hanged  for  Robbe- 
ries i  they  are  not  deterr'd  by  Fear  of  it  i  they  generally  have  a  cliear- 
ful  or  undejeited  Countenance  to  the  very  Gallows,  where  they  kils 
their  Friends,  as  if  taking  their  Leave  of  them,  as  for  a  Journey.  Befides, 
'tis  well  knovVii  that  they  vviil  rather  make  away  with  themielves  upoa 
a  Misfortune,  or  an  extreme  Necelllty,  which  they  know  not  \\ov^ 
ctherwife  to  remedy,  than  to  take  from  any  Perfon  both  his  Purfe  and 
Life,  for  fear  of  being  difcovered  and  lufTering  for  it,  as  they  do  in  France 
and  Ibme  other  Countries,  at  leaft  there  arc  very  few  Exceptions  ;  aifo 
too  many  who  do  it  daily,  and  feem  to  do  it  purely  out  of  Contempt  for 
Life,  or  out  of  Melancholy,  which  no  Body  can  give  an  Account  for 
but  die  motjiy  Climate  they  live  in.  Whiift  I  am  writing  this,  a  Lord 
of  t!ie  Bed-Chamber,  generally  efteem'd,  and  of  good  Parts  and  Cir- 
cumftances,  Ihoc  himlelf  in  the  Head,  without  any  Body's  being 
able  to  tell  the  Reafon  of  it.  But  I  return  to  the  Ga.ming-Houies, 
which  occafion  numberlels  Diforders,  and  the  Ruin  of  Abundance  of 
young  Men,  the  lupprelling  of  which  has  been  lb  often  recommended 
from  the  Throne  to  the  Juftices  of  Peace ;  but  there  are  lb  many  Per- 
fon?, even  of  their  Number,  who  get  by  the  protedting  of  them,  that 
the  Remedy  is  almolt  impradticablc  even  to  the  honeftcftones,  who  are 
willing  to  execute  Orders,  whiift  the  Protedlors,  and  other  fuch  merce- 
nary Acccflarics  and  Advocates  to  publickVices,  are  in  Power.  The 
fame  Gentleman  who  gave  me  the  Lift  of  the  Officers  of  thele  Houles 
told  me  of  one  of  the  Members  of  the  Gaming  Society,  who,  among 
ethers,  was  originally  a  common  Drawer,  and  grew  almoft  as  rich  ac 
the  laroe  Table  as  Ibme  of  the  late  South  Sea  Dircdors ;  and,  for  the 
better  carrying  on  his  Employment,  got  himfelf  put  into  a  Commiilioii 
of  the  Peace.  I  happen'd  Yefterday  to  read  the  Sentiments  of  a  Church 
<?/ England  Man,  a  "Treatife  which  is  faid  to  be  written  by  Dr.  S.-ifv, 
whereby  he  feems  to  deferve  the  Name  of  a  Cljrtjlian,  deny  d  to  him 
by  Ibme,  on  Account  of  his  Tale  of  a  Tub.  I  obferved  that  he  com- 
plains much  of  the  publick  X'ices  and  Injufticc  of  his  Country,  and 
teaches  a  pretty  good  Way  for  the  redrefting  of  them,  in  rheie  Terms. 
There  is  hardly  any  Nation  in  the  World  where  Fraud  is  praclis  d  in 
lb  unmcalurable  a  Degree,  as  in  England;  where  the  La-Ji-yer,  the 
Tradefman,  and  i\\q  ALchanick,  have  found  lb  many  Arts  to  deceive  in 
their  feveral  CaUings,  that  they  far  outgrow  the  common  Prudence  of 
Mankind,  which  is  in  no  Ibrt  able  to  fence  ag.iinft  the.m.  The  La-ya, 
who  perfwadcs  you  to  purchal'e  an  Eftate  which  he  knows  is  mort- 
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detained  mc  two  more  by  his  ufual  Civility ;  from  thence  I  wciic  to 
Rotterdam  the  i  ith,  and  having  waiccd  there  fot  the  Wind  tili  the  ijch, 
I  embarked  at  the  Brill  in  the  't'hanix  Sloop  for  London. 


CHAP.    XVI. 

Of  the  South-Sea,  and  its  T>lreclors.     The  Ino- 
culation of  the  Small  Pox.      A  Confpiracy  ;  "with 
new  Remarks  on  hoth  the  Native  and  Foreign 
Inhabitants  of  England.     Their  Divifions^  and 
fome  Vublick  Vices.,  dec. 

THE  Wind  blowing  ftrong  and  contrary,  ic  was  with  much 
Difficulty  that  we  got  the  ijth  into  tiarvjich,  where  I  heard 
that  Sir  John  Morris  had  met  with  another  Storm,  by  which  one  of 
his  Ships  was  loft.  The  next  Day  I  took  Poft  for  London  ;  where  I 
was  confirm'd  by  the  publickComphints,  of  what  I  had  heard  of  the 
terrible  Cataflrophe  of  the  South  Sea,  which  was  fallen  from  980  and 
higher  to  130,  Tolluntur  in  ahum  lit  iapfu  graviore  rttant  -,  and  now 
the  Adventurers  in  its  imaginary  Regions  had  (for  the  moft  part)  Ibf- 
fcred  Shipwreck  in  their  Fortunes,  whilll  their  Pilots  had  enriched 
themfelvcs  with  their  Spoils.  Never  was  a  Scene  lb  altered  as  fince  my 
laft  Voyage  ;  Numbers  of  Gentlemen  and  Gentlewomen  were  reduced 
to  walk  on  Foot,  who  before  loll'd  indolently  in  their  gilded  Chariots, 
whilil  others  drove  about  in  Coaches,  who  uled  to  ride  behind  them,  or 
trudge  the  Streets.  Never  had  the  Nation  Teemed  to  me  lo  univerfaily 
Malecontent,  both  Parties,  Whigs  and  Tories,  having  both  loft,  joined 
their  Complaints  againfl  the  TDire^Urs^  as  they  did  formerly  againft 
the  late  King  James's  Encroachings  upon  their  Spiritual  and  Tempo- 
ral Prerogatives.  The  moft  violent  of  the  Lofcrs  breathed  out  their 
Invedives  even  againft  their  So-ceretgn  himfelf,  as  if  he  had  invented 
this  Bubble  and  drawn  them  in.  This  brought  to  my  Remembrance 
tl-.c  Gamefter  of  Lucca,  mention'd  in  fpcaking  of  that  Cityi  who 
threw,  they  fay,  a  Stone  at  a  Crucijix^  being  become  dclberate  by  the 
Lofs  of  his  Money,  without  refleding  that  'twas  in  his  own  Power 
whether  he  would  play  or  not.  Others,  and  thofc  the  moft  mode- 
rate, afcribed  their  Misfortunes,  partly  to  themfelvcs,  blinded  by  the 
Hopes  of  cxceflive  Gain,  or  againft  all  the  Dangers  of  the  South  Hea, 
when  they  had  before  their  Eyes  a  world  of  frefli  Shipwrecks  in  the  fin- 
glc  River  oi Miffiffippi,  whereby  a  Neighbouring  Nation  was  ruin'd.  In 
the  mean  while  the  'Bireciors  were  calld,  both  in  Writing  and  by  Word 
of  Mouth,  publick  Robbers,  and  all  the  Names  that  the  moft  juft  Re- 
fertment  could  liiggeft,  for  having  drawn  in  and  dccoy'd  lb  many  Fa- 
milies, who  were  well  before  in  their  Circumftanccs,  under  the  ipeci- 
ous  Bait  of  rcndring  them  more  wealthy,  but  with  the  only  View  of 
aggrandifing  themfelves;  and  thereby  rendred  a  Scheme  othcrwilc  good 
in  itfelf,  if  honeftly  managed,  the  moft  chimerical  and  inl';cure ;  and, 
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in  a  word,  deftroy'd  the  Publick  Credit.  They  were  compared  to 
Sharpers,  who  inveigle  young  Noblemen  of  great  Eftates  that  have  an 
Itch  of  Gaming,  with  whom  they  dont  part  till  they  have  ftripu 
them  of  every  Farthing.  There  was  a  melancholly  Lift  reckon  d  of 
Perlons  who  were  reduced  to  the  loweft  Poverty,  and  of  the  divers 
Tricks  ufed  by  the  chief  Authors  of  it. 

In  the  Beginning  of  February,  five  of  the  Diredors  being  taken  into  17::;  ti- 
Cuftody  of  the  Black  Rod,  Mr.  Robert  Knight,  late  Caihier  to  the 
Company,  abfconded  and  ran  away  i  whereupon  was  iftucd  a  Royal 
'Proclamation,  with  aPromife  of  aRewardof  fomeThoufands  of  Pounds, 
for  the  apprehending  of  him;  and  on  the  14th  came  Advice  to  the 
Court,  that  he  was  feiz'd  in  Brabant,  and  ihut  up  m  the  Caftle  of 
j^nt'^cTp:  Whereupon  his  Bntannuk  Majefty  fent  Colonel  Churchill 
to  demand  him  of  the  States  of  that  Country  ;  but  they  declia  d  to 
deliver  him,  alledging  the  Lavj  of  Nations.  Twas  reported  at  the 
fame  time,  that  Mr.  Z,<«-^J,  the  chief  Diredor  ol  MiffiJJippi,  who  had 
been  faid  to  have  obtain  d  Leave  and  a  PafTport  from  the  Regent  to  re- 
tire from  France,  to  avoid  hearing  the  troublefome  Noife  of  the  Mur- 
murs and  Complaints  of  the  unfortunate  MiJJiJJippians,  pafled  through 
Coleyi,  and  was  ad:ual!y  at  Venice. 

On  the  X4th  died  his  Grace  John  Duke  of  Buckingham,  of  the  Fa- 
mily oi*  Shieffield,  after  having  eredted  a  coftly  Tomb  at  his  own  Ex- 
pence  in  the  Abbey  of  I'Vefiminjier,  to  the  Memory  of  the  Engkfi  Poet 
John  Dryden :  His  Corpfe  lay  for  fome  Days  in  a  magnificent  State 
Bed,  and  was  inccrrd  with  great  Pomp  in  the  Chapel  of  henry  VII. 
The'  following  Epitaph  compos'd  by  himfelf  was  found  feald  in  his 
Will :     'Pro  Rege  f£pe,  pro  Repiibltca  femper, — Tiubius  yixi^—Non  Im- 
prnbus  i—Chrifinm  %eneror,—In  'Deo  confido  omnipotmti  a-  benevolent!,— 
Humanum  eft  ncfcire  6"-  err  are, — Ens  Entiim  miferere  mei.     Many  Co- 
pies of  this  were  handed  about,    as  a  worthy  Compofition  of  that 
learned  Nobleman,  whole  Stile  in  his  own  Language  is  fuch  as  that 
which  I  have  mention'd  in  the  firft  Article  of  England,  in  fpeaking  ot 
the  Learning  of  the  Brittfti  Nobility  ;    but  it  met  loon  with  Criticijhis, 
and  brought  in  queftion  his  Grace  s  Religion,  and  a  great  many  pro- 
nounced that  he  did  not  believe  in  Chrijl,  to  whom  his  -veneror  Ibcm'd 
to  them  to  be  a  fingle  Compliment,  which  diftinguiflVd  him  from  God, 
in  whom  his  confido  declar'd  that  he  Iblely  trufted.   Some  laid  he  had  no 
Reimon  at  all ;   but  this  may  be  interpreted,  as  his  Grace  docs,  in  his 
Chalader  of  King  CharlesU.  oi  England  that  of  that  Prince,  which  he 
calld  'Deifm.     However,  the  Chapter  of  Weftminfler  wou'd  not  permic 
the  Chriftum  veneror  to  be  engrav'd  with  the  reft  of  the  Epitaph  on 
a  fumptuous  Tomb,  which  was  creited  for  his  Memory  by  the  Dutchcls 
his  Spoufe  about  a  Year  after;  fo  that  it  was  left  out,  in  -Deo  (m  Godj 
alone,  faid  they,  implying  the  Trinity  among  Chriftians. 

In  the  Beginning  of  May  was  let  up,  to  the  great  Scandal  of  tho 
Publick,  a  Club  calld  Hell-Ftre  Club ,  which  was  a  Meeting  of  young 
1)ebauchees,  confifting  in  People  of  both  Sexes,  who  fworc  and  cursd 
for  Swearing  andCurfing's  Sake,  ridiculing,  in  moft  prophme  and  difre- 
fpcdful  Manner,  all  forts  of  Religions  ;  gamed  and  committed  all  lorts  of 
Extravagances  on  certain  Nights  of  the  Week,  and  abufed  the  Britijli

Volumes  of  a  Library  lufficientiy  known  in  the  learned  World.     This 
Callic  IS  fkua^ed   upon  a  little  Illand,  that  nles  agreeably  out  of  the 
miuft  of  a  Lake.     It  is  flanked  wuh  four  13al;ions  covered  with  Turf; 
tncFounuacion;  wlicici.f  were  of  Free  Stone,  which  appearing  Icveral 
Foot  cbovc  the  Surface  of  the  Water  yield  a  fine  Profpecl:.     It  has  Com- 
munication with  the  Town  by  a  long  BriJyc,  at  each  Extremity  of 
vvh\ch  there  arc  two  Draw  ones.    The  firft  E:itrance  leads  into  a  fine 
Court :  There  arc  on  the  Right  noble  Stables  ;  on  the  Left  is  a  Tennis 
Couit  very   well  contrived,  which  was  built  by   the  lail  Duke,  who 
was  a  great  Lover  of  that  Excrcife.     The  principal  Gate  into  this 
Catllc  is  niagni.lcently  adorned  with  Columns  of  a  hard  Stone  with 
blue  Veins,   which  they  fay  was  dug  out  of  Mount  Kmne  Kulla  in 
S-Jieden  ;  but  I  believe  it  to  be  Italuin  Marble,  the'  not  of  the  finell. 
The  Duke's  Lodgings  are  well  built,  and  after  the  Modern  manner  ; 
and  the  others,  tiio' Antique,  are  not  dilagreeable,  being  adorned  with 
ail  the  Beauty  of  the  Time  wherein  the  Caftle  was  firft  founded.    The 
Furniture,  w hich  has  been  carried  a\vay,  was  (as  I  Vvas  told)  worthy  of 
the  Apartments,  both  for  its  Richnefs  and  Workmaniliip  ;  but  I  cou'd 
not  fee  the  Library,  the  T)amjh  Governor  having  the  Key,  and  being 
abfent  :  f^owever,  they  gave  me  to  undcrlland  that  there  was  a  great 
Vacnnm  in  it  -,  the  principal  Bocks  and  mofl  rare  Manulcripts  having 
followed  the  Fortune   of  War,  as  well  as  'Ticho  Brahe's  Globe,  fo  fa- 
mous for  its  prodigious  Bignel's  ;  which  the  Czar  had  taken  away  for 
a  Memorandum  of  the  Part  he   had  in  the  Conqucft  of  the  Country. 
The  Chappel   is  handfome,  and   the  Tombs  of  the  deceafcd  Dukes 
which  lie  there  have  each  their  refpcdive  Magnificence.     From  the  Ca- 
ftle  1  palled  by  another  Bridge  hke  the  firft,  into  a  noble  Alley  ihaded 
with  Trees,  which  leads  into  a  delicious  Garden  for  its  Situation,  fine 
Parterres,  Water-works,  Statues,  or-  To  this  Garden  is  adjoining  a 
very  pleafant  Park,  with  Number  of  Deer,  which  is  above  a  Mile  in 
Circumference. 

My  Fellow  Travellers  having  finirticd  their  Affairs,  and  I  far  fatil- 
ficd  my  Curiofity,  we  eat  a  Mouthful  in  that  little  Town  of  Gottorp, 
which  has  nothing  remarkable,  and  continuing  our  Journey  w^c  went  to 

Itzdioa.  lie  at  *  Itzehoa ;  from  whence  we  let  out  at  Five  next  Morning,  and 
the  Day  breaking  began  to  dilcovcr  a  very  fertile  Country,  agreeably 
diverfify'd  with  Villages,  Farms,  <^c.  amongrt  which  the  Callle  of 
Count  Rimtza-s;,  Lord  oi  Elmefhorn,  a  little  Town  Tome  Miles  farther, 
and  yielded  a  fine  Prolpeft  on  a  rifmg  Ground  i  from  whence  (befidcs 

Gluckftadr.  Itzxhoa)  it  overlooks  Gluckjladt,  and  a  Number  .of  other  Villages  and 
Towns  intermingled  with  Woods.  We  palFed  no  nearer  to  it  than  half 
a  quarter  of  a  Mile  ;  and  one  of  the  Merchants,  who  had  Iben  it,  told 
me,  that  the  Infidc  did  not  at  all  anlVver  its  fine  outward  Appearance, 
it  being  built  and  furnilhed  after  the  antique  manner,  and  its  Apart- 
ments (excepting  Tome  Halls  that  were  too  large)  being  very  i'mall 
and  ill  lighted,  having  more  the  Aire  of  Prifons  than  Chambers.  Now 
I  mention   Priibns,  the  prclent  Count  is  (whiUl  Im  preparmg  thele

good  tini?,  where  wc  did  not  ftop  quite  an  Hour  ;  and  before  Seven 
acNig!'."  werorto  Hambur^'h -,  where,  during  Eight  or  Ten  Days  tliat  Hamburgh. 
1  ftnid  there,  I  recciv'd  new  Proofs  of  the  Civility  of  the  Enalifi  Mer- 
chant!;, and  odicr  Perfons  with  whom  I  was  acquainted  ;  and  they  fub- 
icribed  to  my  Travels,  which  I  tcid  them  I  was  going  to  deliver  to  the 
Prefs  in  Engl  nd. 

I  left  tliisCity  towards  the  Beginning  of  December,  in  order  to  go 
for   that  Country,  taking    the    ordinary  F.oad    of  Harbtirgh,   B-cr'WJi  Bremen. 
Ofnabrrigh^  O'C.  without  writing  any    Remarks   but   on    the  City   of 
Bremen,   (the  Name  both   of  the  Dutchy  and   its  Capital,  which  is 
Ha7ifd  or  Free  City.)     The  Country  is  fertile,  and  abounds  among  o- 
tncr  things  in  red  Cabbages,  which  makes  one  of  the  favourite  Diihes 
of  the  Germans,  and  are  moft  cfleem'd  for  their  particular  Gcodnels. 
The  Sovereigns  of  that  T>ntchv,  now  in  Poflcirion  of  the  King  of  En- 
glarJ^  retain   fl-ill  the  Tide  of  Archbtpops  of  Bremen^  as  well  as  of 
Hamburgh^  and  have  their  Archiepifcopal  Palaces  for  their  Governors 
in  the  City,  near  the  T>o;ne  or  Cathedral.     Divine  Service  is  perform  d 
only  in  this  Church  after  the  Entheran  Rite.     It  is  a  bold  Structure, 
but  not  the  handlbmcfl:  of  the  kind  in  the  City;  the  others  that  follow 
the  Reform  ition  of  Calvm  deferve  better  that  Title.     There  is  a  Vauk 
famous  for  prcfcrving  dead  Bodies  incorruptible.     I  law   one  amongll 
the  reil,  which  tho'  it  had  been  dead  feme  Ages,  was  not  more  disfi- 
gured than  feveral  Mummies,  and  it  was  even  lei's  black  than  they  gene- 
rally arc.     I  cou'd  raife  it  upright  eafily  with  one  Hand,  it  being  very 
light,  and  dry'd  like  the  Laplanders  and  HoHandt-rs  Fi(h,  and  perhaps 
prefer vcd  by   a  like  Art.     The  Roman  Catholicks,  when  Mafcers  of 
this  City,  afcribed  it  (as  I  was  infjrm'd)  to  a  Miracle ;  the  prefenc 
Inhabitants,  not  being  of  the  fame  Opinion,  think  it  rather  the  EfTedt 
ofthe\'ault:  To  which  I  anfwercd.  That  to  confirm  it,  and  confute 
all  Objections,  they  ought  to  renew  the  Experiment  on  fome  other 
Corpfc  ;  but  they  reply'd,  th.it  was  true,  but  no  body  as  yet  thought 
it  worth  his  Curiofity.     They  added,  that  it  was  the  Body  of  a  Brttijb 
Countefs ;  her  Cloaths,  which   were  a  laced  Holland  Shift,   a  Sattin 
Gown,  and  antique  Head-drcfs,  were  very  rotten,  and  fell  in  pieces 
ontoaching.     The  Town-Cellar  is  not   lefs  famous  for  the  prcfcrving 
of  RU'-.ujl}  and  Mofelk  Wines.     I  tafted  fomc,    which  they  told   mc 
was    about    100  Years  old,  which  feemed    as   good  as  that  kept  at 
Hamburgh,  and  better   to  my    Palate.     The  Tovvn-Houfe  is  worthy 
Oblervation ;  the  Front  is  .'\ugafl;,  and  looks  upon  a  fine  Market-place  j 
in  its  lower  Hall  is  the  Pidure  of  a  prodigious  large  Filh,  which  they 
lay  was  taken  at  the  Mouth  of  the  River  that  wailies  that  City,  than 
is  not  unlike  a  Whale,  and  fome  call  it  fo.     The  Room  where  the  Se- 
nate fits  (which  confills  of  four  Burgo-mafters  and  twelve  Senators,  all 
Calvinijls)  is  adorned  with  the  Pidlures  of  all  the  Emperors  oi  Germany^ 
down  to  Leopold  Ignatius.     In  another,  juft  by,  is  that  of  JVilkardCy 
sn  F.nglifi  Man  by^Birth,  faid  to  have  been  the  firfl:  Introducer  ol  Chrt- 
ftianity,  and  Bilhop  of  this  City.     Having  reached  Holland  on.  tlic  ;th, 
I  crofs'd  it  in  two  Days  as  far  as  Levdcn,  where  the  Profeflbr  Heyman 
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Bilhops,  and  the  ufual  Burying-placc  of  the  Kings  of  Denmark.  Ar 
prcfcnt  'ris  only  a  little  Town,  by  rcafon  both  the  Number  of  its  In- 
habitants and  Houfes  are  Icircn'd  fincc  the  Increafc  and  Enlargement  of 
Copenhagen.  Its  moft  confidcrablc  Remains  are  a  great  Church,  built 
after  the  Gothick  Manner,  with  divers  Statues  of  He  and  She-Saints, 
Ibme  Bajfo  Reltevos.,  which  Time  has  not  dcllroy'd,  and  the  Tombs  of 
Princes  and  other  great  Men.  The  Monuments  are  for  the  moft  pare 
of  Marble,  and  handlbme  for  the  Time  wherein  they  were  ered^ed, 
having  Infcriptions  upon  Brafs,  letting  forth  the  good  Qualities  of  the 
Perfons  contained  in  them  ;  amongfi.  the  red,  there  is  that  of  Harald, 
bcliev'd  to  be  the  firft  Chnfitan  King  of  'Denmark.^  which  has  nothing 
more  remarkable.  There  is  befides  in  the  Town  a  Convent  of  NunSy 
who  live  almofl:  upon  the  Time  Footing  as  thofeat  Lune^  of  whom  Ifpokc 
under  the  Article  oi Lunehonrgb,  excepting  rhcir  Number,  which  is  not  lb 
great  as  that  of  the  Lune-Nims,  no  more  than  their  Revenues.  We  only 
llaid  here  to  fup,  after  which  we  continued  our  Journey,  and  Ibme  Miles 
from  thence  met  a  Crofs,  on  the  Road  Side,  a  Remnant  oi Roman  Catholick 
ITorJhip,  that  the  Reformation  of  Luther  has  not  demohflied,  no  more 
than  fcveral  others  that  are  to  be  found  both  in  "Denmark^  Holjiem,  and 
cllcwhcre,  where  the  Lutheran  Religion  bears  the  Sway.   We  dined  next 

Ringftedr.  Q^y  at  Ringftedt,  a  little  Town  that  feem'd  to  have  nothing  more  con- 
fiderable  than  a  pretty  fine  Church.  From  hence  we  crolsd  a  long  and 
thick  Forcfl ;  and  leaving  on  the  Left  a  Lake  calld  Sera,  we  reach'd 

Slagels.  Slagels  in  good  Time,  which  is  a  httle  Town  as  incoafiderablc  as 
Ringftedt ;  and  the  Ground  being  for  the  moil  part  cover'd  wi:h  Snow, 
which  was  render'd  firm  by  the  Froft,  and  the  Heavens  being  very  Ic- 
rcnc,  we  travell'd  good  Pare  of  the  Night ;  and  crclTing  yet  one  Wood 
more  of  about  a  Mile  over,  we  entered  into  a  ChampianCountry, 
agreeably  diverfify'd  with  fertile  Fields,  and  little  Villages,  whereof 
(for  two  or  three  Miles  together)  I  cou'd  reckon  14  or  t,  lying  round 

Korfor.  within  Sight ;  and  the  third  Day  in  the  Evening  we  arrived  at  AV/Jr, 
a  little  City,  formerly  confiderable  for  its  Commerce,  which  is  ncv/ 
much  fallen  away,  tho'  it  has  retain'd  all  the  Advantages  it  had  re- 
cciv'd  from  Nature  to  favour  Trading,  as  a  pretty  good  Harbour,  and 
its  Situation  on  an  Arm  of  the  Balttck,  calld  the  Great  *  Belt.  The 
Wind  being  but  weak,  tho'  pretty  fair,  we  were  five  Hours  and  a  half 

Nybourg.  in  croffing  ovcr,  and  landed  z'c  Nyl/ourg,  another  ordinary  Town,  wich 
a  Caftle  to  defend  it,  towards  the  Sea.     Here  we  dined,  and  continu- 

Odenfcc.  ing  our  Journey  over  the  Illc  of  F/i7ie?i,  came  to  Odenfee,  (which  is  -A- 
moll  in  the  middle)  two  or  three  Hours  after  Midnight,  and  relied 
there  till  about  Stszn  in  the  Morning :  It  is  the  Capital,  irregularly 
built,  and  after  the  old  Fafliion,  and  it  has  nothing  agreeable  but  us 
Situation.  I  obferved  here  and  there  on  our  Road  Icveral  lirtlc  Hills, 
like  thofe  mentioned  in  Hertfordjhire  in  E?igland,  between  Taman  and 
Tamrok  in  Tartary,  which  they  faid  were  the  Tombs  of  the  ancier.r 
Goths,  as  in  S-j;eden.  This  IHand  is  very  fruitful  in  Wheat,  Rye,  Bar- 
ley, and  Fruit,  cfpccially  Apples.  Honey,  ^c.  It  produces  alfo  great 
Numbers  of  good  Horfes,  fit  either  for  War  or  Coaches  -,  belidss  this, 
it  abounds  with  Game  of  all  forts,  and  we  had  ac  every  Meal  of  one 
Kind  or  other,  and  that  excellent.     This  Illand  had  formerly  its  par-

Miles  beyond  Odenjee,  we  crois'd  the  Little  f  Belt,  and  being  got  over, 
Ibme  Miles    farther  palfcd  by  Haderjleben,    a  little  open  Town,    only  K.

rcmark.iblc  forirs  S!i:u.T.ion,  being  cncompalled  by  a  lictlc  clear  River 
that  winds  plcafanriy  round  about  ii.  Going  on  from  hence,  i;i  our 
Waggon,  \M-.ich  was  one  of  tho  itraighteH:,  our  Pollilhon  happening 
to  flumber  on  the  loth  in  the  Morning,  overturn  d  us,  without  doincr 
any  great  Harm  to  any  of  us,  exccpung  one  of  my  Fcllow-Travcnerr, 
who  being  very  fat  and  heavy  bruilcd  one  of  his  Shoulders,  which 
made  him  utter  with  a  thundering  Voice  Ibme  thoui And  Sacramtjits 
and  Hounds  foots,  agiinft  the  PoftiUion.  For  my  part,  I  elcaped  with 
only  breaking  the  Hilt  of  my  Sword,  which  did  not  hurt  me  lb  much 
as  to  make  me  com.plain.  As  for  the  reft,  I  obfcrv'd  this  Advantage 
in  thele  narrow  Waggons,  that  one  does  not  run  lb  great  a  Rifque  m 
them,  as  i.i  thole  that  are  larger,  and  will  admit  two  a-brealt  upon 
a  Seat;  for,  if  one  Ihou'd  have  by  one's  Side  a  Man  of  the  Size  of  hiin 
above-iiicndon'd,  one  Hiou'd  be  crulhed  to  pieces  in  failing  undermoit. 
This  Man  was  very  fingular,  and  lived  in  a  continual  Lethargy,  Iho- 
ring  as  if  he  was  in  the  Ibundeil  Sleep  imaginable,  even  whiilt  he  was 
eating.  I  have  feen  him  at  Table  drink  his  Bottle  of  Wine  in  that 
Condition,  without  Ipeaking  a  Word,  and  almoll  without  open!n<j  his 
Eyes.  The  i4ch,  about  n  at  Night,  having  palled  through  ^*  tlenj- 
boiirg,  a  large  well  peopled  Town,  and  tolerably  handlbme,  where  we 
only  llaid  to  fup  ;  and  continuing  our  Journey,  we  arrived  at  Rey^f- 
bourg  the  next  Morning.  This  is  one  of  the  fineft  Towns  belonging 
to  the  King  of  "Denmark,  and  may  be  call  d  the  Key  of  his  Country 
on  that  Side.  It  is  very  regularly  and  fecurely  fortify  d,  and  they 
were  aduaily  at  work  to  augment  its  Works.  A  Morafs  that  furrounds 
it,  and  the  River  Eyder  which  fills  its  Ditches,  contribute  not  a  little 
to  its  Strength,  and  render  all  Approaches  very  difficult  to  any  hortile 
Army^  This  River  (as  they  fay,  is  fupply'd  with  Water  from  a  Lake 
neat  Kiel;  and,  ViftQt  waMng Rensbourg  in  the  manner  before  mention'd, 
fo  as  to  make  it  an  Illand,  difcmbogues  itfelf  near  Tonnm^en  into  the 
German  Ocean  call'd  the  Kord  Zee.  It  was  the  Kon  pins' ultra  of  the 
Roman  Conquefts,  according  to  an  Infcription  in  the  Margent,  which 
is  over  one  of  the  Gates  of  the  City.  The  Soil  between  this  City  and 
Flensbotirg  did  not  feem  fo  fertile  as  that  we  had  before  rraverl'cd,  be- 
ing coverd  with  Heath,  which  they  burn  before  they  till  it,  to  fuoply 
theDefed  of  Nature  ;  to  which  they  pretend  the  Alhes  of  this  Heath 
contribute  very  much. .  From  hence  we  went  on  to  Slepizuck  and  Got- 
torp  :  The  firft  is  very  narrow,  but  very  long,  and  confequently  irre- 
gular, confifting  almoft  but  of  one  Street,  and  ficuated  on  the  River

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of  a  Cafllc,  as  do  others  (landing  in  Niches  that  of  a  Cothtck  Church 
Porch.  Among  a  vaft  Quantity  of  other  more  antique  Rarities,  as 
Urns,  Idols,  of  Gold,  Silver,  Brafs,  Earth,  (£c.  which  well  defervc 
Travellers  Curiofity,  and  Pains  to  go  and  fee  them,  1  il  only  mcntic-a 
the  following  ones,  as  well  antient  as  modern.  1.  Two  Alumrmes,  one 
of  which  is  call'd  Egyptian,  and  it  may  very  rcalbnably  be  believ  d 
fuch,  on  Account  of  its  Hieroglyphicks,  and  its  being  lb  well  pre- 
fcrv'd.  The  other,  which  is  call'd  'Da7iijh,  is  not  lb  well  kept,  and 
may  have  been  a  Body  dry'd  like  the  Laplanders  Filh,  partly  by 
Smoke,  and  partly  by  the  Cold,  like  tholb  in  GreerJ^nd,  where  (they 
fay)  whole  Bodies  may  be  Icen  of  Perlbns  who  have  been  dead  thirty 
Years  :  For  I  don't  believe  that  t\\tT)anes  ever  had  the  Secret  of  em- 
balming  their  dead  Bodies,  at  leaft  have  not  the  Sycamore  Tree, 
in  the  Wood  of  which  the  Egyptians  ul'ed  to  prcTcrve  all  their 
Mmnm'ies.  zdly,  Araongll  levcral  little  Statues,  the  moft  beautiful 
and  bell  wrought  are  thole  of  Apollo,  Mars,  Mercury,  the  Rc^nan  Gla- 
diator, and  the  Head  of  Setieca,  &c.  They  are  of  Brafs  and  gilt,  the' 
an  Ornament  by  no  Means  proper  to  prove  their  Antiquitv!^  As  to 
the  Coilcdiion  of  the  antique  Medals,  it  is  but  fmall ;  the  Ijreek  ones 
arc  the  lels  numerous,  and  the  mofl  confiderablc  are  thole  oi Lyfander 
with  this  Legend,  ATSANAPOT  AAKHNOS,  round  the  Head,  and 
upon  the  reverie  the  Word  NIKH,  with  a  triumphal  Chariot,  and  thoic 
oi  Atheriatis.  Miltiades.  The  others  are  oi  Alexander  and  Lyjhnackiis., 
only  valuable  for  the  Gold  whereof  they  are  made,  otherwife  verv 
common  in  all  Metals.  Amongft  the  Latin  ones,  the  mod  fcarce  are 
thofc  of  Albimis,  Ealuimis,  C.  Jidms,  '^Diadumenianiis,  Gordianus  Africa- 
Jius,  Macrinns,  Otho,  'Fapiemts,  Vertis,  Vttellus,  all  of  *  Silver,  the  reft 
are  very  ordinary.  To  make  amends  for  the  Smallnels  of  this  Collec- 
tion, there  is  a  prodigious  Quantity  of  the  Coins  of  the  firll  Kings  of 
the  North,  down  to  the  Time  prelenc  -,  the  moft  ancient  a.id  moll 
eftecm'd  of  which  are  thofe  with  Legends  in  the  Runick  Charadlers, 
luch  as  thofe  of  the  Print  XXXII.  an  hiftorical  Series  of  Modern  Me- 
dallions and  Medals  of  the  Kings  of  "Denmark.,  &c.  with  their  principal 
Tranfadions  and  Exploits,  make  the  fineft  Show,  in  relpedt  of  the 
Metal  and  Big.icls  of  them.  Among  the  reft,  none  better  defervcs 
mentioning  than  the  vaft  Medallion  ftruck  on  Occafion  of  the  making 
and  fortifying  the  IVet-'Dock,  on  the  Side  whereof  is  tiic  Buft  ot 
King  ChrijiianW .  with  thefe  Words;  Chrijiianus,  V.  T).  G.  Rc.v 
'Dan.  Norv.  Vand.  Gothornm,  &c.  On  the  other  is  the  Harbour,  with 
the  Fleet  reprefentcd  in  the  Dock,  with  this  Legend  round  it,'  Sic- 
ft  ant  confpiciia  Regali  tn  fede  Carina  — 6"  be'ne  muniti  Caftella  Nat  ant  la 
Regni ;  and  on  the  Top  of  the  Reverie  is  reprefented  the  Pillar  of 
Fire,  and  the  Cloud  that  direded  the  March  o{  Mofes  at  the  Head  of 
the  Ifraelites,  with  this  Infcription,  His  Dttabus,  and  the  other  in  the 
Exergue,  Nee  irritantes,  nee  irritanda ;  a  very  fine  one  of  Gold,  ftruck 
on  Account  of  the  Death  oi  (^een  Amalia,  of  the  Houfe  ol Bnmfs:tck 
Lnnenburgh,  on  the  Side  whereof  is  reprefented  the  Caft.'e  oi  Amalien- 
burgh,  and  its  Gardens ;  in  the  middle  of  which  is  an  Urn,  and  within 
the  Exergue  xx  Feb.  i68y,  and  on  the  Revcrfe  the  Arms  oi  Denmark 
and  Lnnenburgh,  with  this  Legend,  Soph.  Am,  Dan.   Nor-veg.  Vand. 

*  Medals  are  not  the  more  to  be  valued  fv  being  of  Gold  or  Silver.     My  Macrinus  in  Braf, 
Kumb,  1 1.  Print  XXXVIII.  is  worth  more  than  the  Silver  one  at  Copenhagen, 
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Cothor.  Reginw,  Cmenbus  Chrifliamjf.  Sacrum-,  another  Gold  on^  that 
was  ftruck  on  Account  of  the  fortifying  Cronenburgh,  which  has  on  one 
Side,  and  on  the  Reverie  the  Buft  of  King  ChrtftianV .  wkh  this  Infcrip- 
tion  i  Umiiianus,  l^.  D.  G.  R&xDan.  Nor.  Van.  Goth,  and  on  the  Edge  of 
it,  Terraq;  Munq,  tiietur -,  even  the  Battles  oi  Hochfledt  and  Rami'lies  are 
etermzd  there  on  that  Metal,  in  both  which  this  Nation  is  known  to 
have  had  a  good  Share,  together  with  the  Troops  of  Great  Britain  In 
Ihort,  this  Trealury  delcrvcs  well  the  Name  it  bears,  for  the  numbcriers 
Curiofities  and  Rarities  it  contains. 

I  Ihall  not  fay  much  of  the  Churches,  or  the  other  Parts  of  the  City 
-which  IS  too  near  us  not  to  be  pretty  well  known.     The  firft  have  no- 
thing more  remarkable  than  thofe  oi  Stockholm,  being,  as  they  are  large 
Gothtck  Piles  of  Building,  with  this  Difference,  that  the  Scecpl'^s'  are 
for  the  moft  part  higher.     As  for  the  reft,  the  interior  Ornaments  are 
much  alike,  and  Divine  Service  is  perform'd  there  after  the  fame  Man- 
ner;   but  the  Government  allows  Strangers  of  a  difTcrcnt  Opinion  the 
freeExercile  of  their  rcfpedive  Religions,  andPlacesof  Worfliip,  which  is 
not  allowed  in  S.z-eden.  I  afterwards  afcended  the  famous  Tower,  call'd  by 
lome  the  Obfervaiory,  and  by  others  Uranikirch  fthe  Name  of  that  \\W\ 
was  built  for  the  \2'^c  oiTychoBrahe  upon  the  Ille  oi H-sjen.)  The  firft  Stone 
of  this  was  laid  by  ChrUtian  IV.  ,n  1 6  3  -,  according  to  a  Latin  Infcription 
over  the  Gate ;  the  other  having  been  deftroy'd  in  his  Reign  by  the  En-- 
mies  of  that  famous  Aftrologcr.    It  is  built  winding  ;  and  yet  its  Stairs 
which  are  50  in  Numoer  are  lb  broad,  of  fuch  eafy  Afcenr,  and,  in  fhorr' 
lo  conrrivd,  that  its  Royal  Founder  was  the  firft  who  made  himl-lf  be 
carry  d  up  in  a  Chair  by  two  Horfes,  as  feveral  others  have  llnce  had 
the  Cunofity  to  do.    On  the  Top  is  a  Ciiamber,  and  a  fore  of  Cabinet  • 
in  the  firft  of  which  are  divers  Mathematical  Inftruments  ;    and  in  the' 
l£C0.ad  leveral  little  Holes  bored,  through  which,  the  other  larger  Lights 
being  Ihut,  the  Room  wholly  darkened,  and  the  Day  thus  artificially 
changed  into  Nighr,   one  may  obierve  and  diftinguilh   the  Stars  ac 
^oonDay  in  the  Firmament.     Over  all  thefe  reigns  a  Terrafs  fur- 
rounded  by  a  Balcony,  whence  one  mav  not  only  have  an  advantage- 
ous Prolpedl  all  over  the  Cicy,  but  all'round  it,  to  a  great  Diftance 
even  to  :icama.     Coming  down,  about  the  middle  of  this  Tower,  is  a 
Door  that  opens  mto  a  Chamber  adjoining  to  it,  wherein  is  a  Library 
confifting  of  a  great  Variety  of  good  Books  and  Manufcripts.     I  faw 
aicer  the  Royal  Palace,  which  is  only  to  be  commended  for  the  Con- 
venience ol  its  Apartments,  its  rich  Furniture,  and  fine  'Paintings  i   a 
ibeatre,  where  his  Danifi  Majcftys  French  Comedians  adl  pretty  weU 
under  the  Dircdion  of  the  Sieur  Dnbuiffon.     Leaving  the  City,  one 
may  find  leveral  of  his  Maicfty's  -Palaces,  more  agreeable  for  the  Re- 
gularity of  their  StruL^ure,    and  being  built  after  the  modern  Way. 
Amongft  thele,  trcdericksburgh  fcemd  to  me  to  deferve  the  Prehemi- 
nencc,    both  for  us  Beauty,   Situation,    charming  Profpec%    and  its 
Gardens;    though  it   is   but  very  little,    and   is   rather   a    Pleafhre- 
rioufe,    wnerc  i\w  Conn  paftes  good  Part  of  the  Summer,    than  a 
Palace. 

Having  ftaid  fix  Days  ac  Copenhaiien,  I  departed  thence,  taking  the 
ordinary  Poft- Waggon,  in  Company  with  two  Hambur(^hers,  m  order 
JO  go  lor  that  Court,    and  call  at  Gottorp.     Then   we   let  out  after 
iJinner,  and  about  an  Hour  before  Night  we  rcach'd  Rofchild,  an  an-  Fafchild 
cient  Lity,  about  three  Miles  ftom  Copenhagen,   the  Scat  of  the  firft 
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which  was  ("according  to  the  Romij'h  Ecclcfiailical  I-iidory)  to  denote 
the  Rpifcopal,  or  Archicpillopal  Dignity  of  the  firtl  Prelates  amongll 
the  Chnllians^  and  to  Ihcvv  their  Authority  and  Pre-emincncy  over  the 
inferior  Clergy,  as  ('tis  pretended)  a  like  Headpiece  denoted  that  of 
the  Sovereign  'Po7iti(ices,  Archi-l'lamins^  and  the  Priefts  o^JupitLr  and 
Mars,  amonall  the 


•Pagans^  over  the  otncr  Priefts.  The  Ecclcfiaftical 
Hiflory  of  '■Denmark  fays,  That  the  Archbifhop  Aifalom  not  only  fig- 
nali'/d  and  diflinguiih'd  himfclfby  this  Head-piece,  but  by  the  Sword  ; 
and  that  he  ruccclsfuHy  united  the  Art  of  War,  with  the  Knowledge 
of  Things  Sacred,  and  made  a  glorious  Confederacy  of  the  temporal 
and  rpintual  Power  againft  the  I'^andals,  in  favour  q\ IValdemar  zhc  Ift. 
and  Canuttts  the  Vlth.  The  Helmet  is  of  Silver  gilt,  and  pretty  well 
Wrought  for  the  Ti/ne  wherein  'twas  made  3.  His  Sword, *iV.  (II.  j  Two 
of  his  Epifcopal  Crofiers,  mark'd  (f  and  12.)  in  the  aforelaid  Print  i 
the  Latter  is  reckon'd  the  moft  valuable  for  what  'tis  made  of,  Horn, 
which  they  pretend  to  have  belong'd  to  an  Unicorn  (if  there  is  fuch  a 
Creature,  but  in  Heraldry  i)  but  I  fliould  rather  believe  it  to  be  of  a 
Rhinoceros.  The  other  is  of  Brafs  gilt,  and  has  the  Advantage  of  the 
former  in  Wotkmanfliip  j  on  the  Crefccnt,  at  the  End  ot  it,  is  the 
Reprcfentation  of  Jefus  Chrift,  under  the  Figure  of  a  Lamb,  well 
wrought,  with  thelb  Words  on  one  Side,  /ignus  T)et-,  qui  tnllt<;  peccata 
Mundi,  miferere,  da  nobis  pacem  -,  and  on  the  other,  Non  domtra;.  es  in 
Cleros^  i^  forma  facli  greges  ex  animo.  j.  Tj^o  Sorts  of'Pont/Jica  tans 
made  after  the  Antique  Manner;  one  whereof  is  N.  (10^  (.0;  Print  iV. 
but  thefe  almofl:  entirely  rcfemble  thole  of  the  Greeks  and  Armenians, 
not  having  any  Feathers  like  that  of  the  Pope,  but  only  round  Plates 
of  Brafs,  whereupon  the  Evangelifts  are  reprefentcd  under  the  Figures 
of  the  Animals  whereby  they  are  wont  to  be  diilinguifiied.  6.  The 
Epifcopal  Slippers  of  the  fame  Archbiihop,  N.  (4)  in  the  Print  VIL 
made  of  Silk,  with  Straps ;  in  a  Word,  entirely  antique,  and  fuch  as 
Clemens  Alexandrinus  pretends  Jefus  Chrift  himfelf  wore,  whilft  on 
Earth.  7.  A  Golden  Chalice  (amongft  feveral  others  not  fo  pretious) 
with  the  Patene  of  the  fame,  each  embellilh  d  with  Jewels,  and  curi- 
oufly  wrought  -,  on  the  firft  is  this  Infcription  in  Monkilh  Characters, 
(as  the  \Danes  and  Szvedes  call  them)  that  is,  modern  Gothick  -,  'Domino, 
Chriftina  de  Avarfles  ad  honorem  Dei,  pro  refrigerio  animurnm  Carornm 
f nor  urn  himc  Calticem  Atireum  fieri  fecit,  crate  Domtnum  pro  eis.  On 
the  fecond  is  this,  Margreta  Dame,  Korvegie  Suecte  Regtna,  orate 
fro  ed;  where  one  may  fee  the  fingle  Qe)  for  (^')  in  the  zd,  3d 
and  4th  Words,  as  I  have  obferv'd  ;  one  may  find  in  Greek  on  fe- 
veral Medals  (O)  for  (<w)  or  (a) ;  tho'  I  take  the  firft  to  be  rather  the 
Efre(5t  of  Ignorance  in  the  Authors  of  this  Latin  Infcription,  than 
the  Antiquity  of  the  Charadters.  8.  Another  Chalice  of  Wood,  with  a 
Patene  of  Brafs,  which  is  faid  to  have  been  in  life  in  the  primitive 
Church,  before  the  3d  Century.  9.  A  Crofs  Silver  gilt,  enrich'd  with 
Precious  Stones.  They  fhcw  in  the  fame  Chamber  divers  antique  Rings, 
and  Seals  of  Gold  and  Silver  ;  among  which,  the  moft  renuirkable  and 
fingular  one  is  pretty  like  that  which  is  call'd  at  Rome  the  Fi flyers  Ring, 
only  that  the  Figures  are  difTcrent,  there  being  on  this  an  Eagle,  with 
the  Wings  expanded,  and  a  fort  of  Woolf,  three  Ugh.cd  Torches,  and

are  divers  figures  cliafcd,  cf  the  Cxlcibai  .Signs,  and  other  Animals, 
^r.  it  weighs  abr^ve  zo  Ounces,  inciudii-g  its  Cover;  they  tell  you 
that  it  v;as  found  near  OjierbY,  a  Dtmif  \  iliagc,  by  a  Country  Wo- 
man, who-  brought  it  to  hlingChrifian  the  IVth.  and  was  (^as  they 
fay^i  handluir.eiy  rewarded  ;  they  add,  that  his  Majefty  gave  it  his 
eldeft  Son,  who  ufed  it  as  a  Veflel  to  drink  out  of.  The  Hiftory  of 
the  2.d,  which  ij  of  Silver,  and  weighs  near  four  Pounds,  and  is 
calld  Oldev.liurgh  Horn,   leems   entirely  Fabulous,  and  is  this,  '  That 

*  as  Otho,  thcVirrt  Count  of  Oldenburgh,  having  loft  his  Attendants  in 
,<  the  Furfuit  of  a  Stag,  was  hunting  about  for  Water  to  quench  his 
'  excclii-e  Thirft,  wherewith  he  was  then  troubled  ;  a  young  Maiden, 
'  ofexqnifice  Beauty,  andacharming  Air,  her  Cloathsall  finning  with 

*  Gold,  Silver  and  Jewels,  her   Hair  flowing  upon  her  Shoulders  in 

*  Trelfcs,  after  the  Eafiern  Falliion,  prefented  her  fclf  before  him  with 

*  this  Horn  mil  of  a  Liquor,  which  llie  call  d  Neclar,    or  fome  other 

*  Drink  of  the  Heathen  Deities;  that  the  Duke  receivd  it  out  of  her 
'  Hands,  but  not  carrving  it  to  his  Mouth,  on  account  of  fome  Scruple 

*  about  the  Colour,  which  was  ruddy  and  thick,  this  Maiden,  whom 
'  one  may  (I  believe)  call  a  Goddefs,  Nymph,  or  Fairv,  with  as  raucli 
'  Certainty  as  there  is  in  her  then  meeting  of  the  Duke,  invited  him 
'  moft   graciouHy  to   quench    his  Thirft   with  it,  promifing   hun   all 

*  the  Hapoinefs  in  the  World  if  he  did,  and  great  Misfortunes  if  he  did 

*  not;  but  the  Duke's  Scruple  about  the  Colour  encreafing,  and  turn- 
'  \r\9  into  Fear  or  Sufpicion,  he  chofe  rather  to  bear  this  Thirft,  than 

*  run  the  hazard  of  being  poifoncd,  and  Ijiiltit;  and  that  fome  Drops 
'  falling  upon  his  Horfe's  Legs,  fetch d  oft"  the  Hair,  and  changd  the 

*  Skin  to  a  livid  yellowilh  Colour :  Whereupon  the  Xpnph  demanding 

*  her  Horn  again,  the  Duke  that  Inftant  clapd  Spurs  to  his  Florle  and 
'  brought  It  away,  without  faying  a  Word,  and  rejoind  his  Company 

*  to  whom  he  flievv'd  his  rich  Priv,-,    which  fill'd  them  with  Aftoniili- 

*  ment  at  the  Adventure.  However,  it  is  a  very  fine  Piece  of  Work- 
manfliip,  with  this  Infcription  engraven  upon  it,  Drtnc  all  tot ;  that  is. 
Drink  all  up;  which  Infcription  feems  to  infinuate,  that  itsUfe  was  to 
be  lill'd  with  Wine,  or  fome  other  ftrong  Liquor,  which  was  drank  oft" 
round  at  certain  Entertainments  -,  like  the  JVellcoines  of  3  or  4  Pints 
(of  about  its  fizc,  tho  not  quite  fo  large)  which  they  ftill  adually  make 
Strangers  or  new-come  Guefts  drink,  both  in  Denmark  and  S'sjedcn. 
Another  in  like  Charadcrs,  exprclling  thefe  Words  round  the  largcft 
Part,  Memento  mei  0  Mater  Dei ;  fome  will  have  it  to  have  been  a\'o- 
tary  of  aRomanCatholick,  who  having  perhaps  found  it  among  Ruins, 
oiTer'd  It  to  the  Virgin  Marv  ;  it  is  almoft  like  the  firft  as  to  its  Form, 
but  much  bigger;  itiscurioully  adorn'd  with  Figures  of  Men  in  Relieio; 
fome  perch'd  upon  a  fort  of  Baftions  with  Pikes,  and  others  onCornilhes, 
on  the  Edge  of  the  Mouth  of  it,  which  arc  like  Wails,   give  it  the  Air

Oil  for  the  Sacrifices,  or  that  the  P'ie/ts  made  VJ'e  of  them  :o  call  the  People  ro 
Temple ;  or  elj'e  they  were  loyal  Comets,  formerly  us'd  in  l-l^ar.;  and  all  theJe  Diviners  ■viil  l>ave 
it,  that  the  Lifcriptions  were  added  fince  by  the  Chnfttans. 
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Officers  of  his  Court,  and  ftnking  out  of  the  Road  to  Hunt,  kill'd  5 
Elks  before  he  arriv'd  at  K^efteras,  whither  we  loon  follow'd  him.  Ad- 
miral Norrts  and  Mt.tinch,  to  whom  I  had  given  a  Dcfcription  of  the 
Scarcity  of  Men,  in  companfon  of  Women,  occafion  d  by  the  Wars,  (as 
I  have  laid  Ibmewhcre  elle)  were  lurprizd  at  finding  it  lb  true,  we 
having  all  the  Way  only  young  Girls  for  pofiiliions,  who  guided 
our  Coach,  mounted  aflride  upon  the  Horfes ;  a  Novelty,  which  di- 
verted thcfe  Gentlemen,  cfpecially  the  former,  who  had  not  yet  Icen  it, 
tho'  the  latter  had.  The  good  Cheer  at  fVeJhras,  .-ind  the  Flealijre  of 
Hunting  in  the  Neighbouring  Parts,  of  which  we  liad  our  Share,  took 
up  his  Majefty's  time  for  8  or  10  Days,  and  coll  fome  more  Elks  and 
Bears  their  Lives:  After  which  we  let  out  with  that  Prince  for  Stock- 
holm ;  and  on  the  Way  thither,  had  a  Iplendid  Entertainment  Tat  Elkfnnd^ 
a  fine  Palace  newly  rcpair'd,  which  the  late  King  had  given  the  Pnnccfs 
his  Sifter,  as  her  Dowry.  The  Mufiovite  Officer  went  on,  without 
taking  Part  of  this  Feaft,  leeming  in  very  great  hafte  to  return. 

This  prcfenc  King  has  all  the  Poiitenels  and  Ati'ability  that  can  be 
wifli'd  in  a  Prince,  with  a  world  of  good  Humour,  and  a  thoufand 
other  noble  Quahfications  to  be  loved  and  cfteemcd. 


CHAP.     XV. 

A  Voyage  to  Denmark ;  a  Jkort  Defer Ipt ion  of 
Copenhagen  ;  its  Harhour,  Tublick  Edifices 
and  Curiofities :  a  Trip  to  Hamburgh,  thence  to 
the  Brill,  and  fo  to  Harwich.  Remarks  on 
Bremen  hy  the  Way. 

IN  the  Beginning  of  October^  Admiral  Norris,  not  thinking  the  Sca- 
Ibn  of  the  Year  proper  for  the  Fleet  to  fi:ay  any  longer  in  the 
Hicedijh  Harbours,  took  his  Leave  of  their  Majelhcs,  and  offering  me 
a  Bed  in  my  Palfage,  I  accepted  of  his  Civility.  We  did  not  let  fail 
till  the  a6th  of  that  Month,  the  Wind  not  being  before  fair  for  us  ;  and 
three  Days  after,  we  had  a  violent  Storm,  which  Iwcll  d  the  Sea  to 
that  extraordinary  degree,  that  it  overflowed  great  part  of  HoUhiriy 
doing  confiderable  Damage,  and  dilpers'd  leveral  of  the  Ships,  fbme 
Avhereof  were  loft  ;  lb  that  we  did  not  reach  Copenhagen  till  the  Begin- 
ning of  December ^  after  having  for  between  Eight  or  Nine  Days  been 
expofed  to  the  Rage  and  Inconftancy  of  the  Wind  and  Waves.  As 
Ibme  Affairs  rcquir'd  my  Prel'cnce  at  Hamburgh^  I  took  my  Leave  ot 
the  Admiral,  and  return'd  him  Thanks  for  all  his  Favours,  having  firft 
(laid  fbme  Days  to  take  a  View  of  Copenhagen. 

The  Entrance  of  the  Harbour,  (which  is  one  of  the  beft  in  Europe, 
Dnd  will  receive  above  500  Men  of  War  of  the  Line)  is  defended  by 
a  Citadel  and  a  Platform,  which  is  fortify 'd  with  Cannon  that  carries 
Balls  of  I z  to  18  Pound.     Within  the  Harbour  is  a  fine  Wet 'Dock, 

which 
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which  holds   the  whole  T>anijl]  Fleet,  and   is  llirroundcd  bv  a  fort  of 
Gallery  of  Timber  Work,  fupported  by  good  Piles,  divided  into  leveral 
parrs  by  Draw-bridges,  conltantly  guarded  by  a  good  Number  of  Sai- 
lors, who    are  armed  with  Muskets  in  the  Night,  and  excrcifed  like 
Soldiers,  as  in^'ixr^^';? ;  and  in  the  Day  time,  wieh  a  Ibrt  of  Clubs  be- 
tween Seven  and  EighcFoot  long,  having  at  one  End  a  Ball  of  Three 
or  Four  Liches  Diameter,  widi  a  Iquire  Iron  Spike  of  about  a  Fingers 
breadrh  in  the  Middle  of  ir.     The  rell  of  the  Ball  is  all  thick  ll-t  with 
lefl-r  Spilces  very  Iharp,  not  unlike  thofe  Arms  of  the  ancient  Romans^ 
rcprcfented  in  their /iz^/?^j.     Befides  thcle,  that  Gallery  is  defended  by 
two  Batteries,  one  of  xo,  and  the  other  of  above  30  Pieces  of  Can- 
non, to  keep  oif  all  Approaches   of  the  Enemy  ;  not  to   mention   a 
pood  long  Stoccado  to  fecure  it  from  the  Ice,  which  might  do  confidc- 
rr.'l'j  Damage  to  the  Fleet,  when  t!ie  Flakes  are  driven  impetuoufty  a- 
g  unll  them  by  a  fudden  Thaw,  and  a  ftrong  Wind.     The  City  is  he- 
ro Iden,    both  for  its  Name  and  Original,  to  the  Beauty  and  Good- 
ncis  o*-"  this  Port,  Haffen  llgnifying  in  the  ^DaniJJo  Tongue  a  Haven, 
an  .  Kiopen  a  Merchant.     The  Realbn  of  its  firft  being  lo  call'd,  (ac- 
cc.-J'.ng  to  r.\\zT>anifh  Hiftory)  was  thus;     The  BiHicp  of  ^v<?/t>6//ii  (a 
lirrle,  hue  ancient  City,  of  which  I  Ihall  make  mention  hereafter)  had 
a  Ca'tic    buiit  {zt  the  Bottom  of  the  Crec-k  that  forms  this  Port)    to 
Iccurc  his  City  and  the  Coafts  from  the  Inlults  of  Pirates,  who  ufed  to 
take  Ilcfuge  in  this   fine  Harbour,  then  only  rendered  lb  by  Nature. 
Tbis,  wr.h   the  Plenty  of  Filli  thereabouts,  drew  thither  Numbers  of 
Filhennen,  who   built  leveral  Cottages  near  and  under  its  Protedlion, 
where  they  faired   and  dried  their  Filli.     Hereupon   Merchants,  who 
de.-^'r  in     'us   li.^rr   of  Provifion,  built  afterwards   Ibme  pretty  good 
Houlcs,   'nd  it  became  a  pretty  good  Town  ;  which,  by  the  means  of 
the  '..harches  founded  for  the  Performance  of  Religious  Excrciles,  and 
Pa'nces  built  by  the  Nobility,    being  metamorphos'd  and  Iwell'd  into  a 
Citv,  became  at  laft  the  Capital  o^ 'Denmark,  and  an  Archbiihop's  Sec. 
Tis  at  prelent  a  very  handlbmc  and  large  City,  cncompafs'd  with  good 
llron:;  Walls,   well  terrals'd  ;   the  Lurf  wherewith  its  Works  are  co- 
vered, beiTg  reckon'd  preferable  to  hard  Scone  for  its  Defence  againft: 
Caoaon,   which   lofe   and  fpcnd  their  Force   therein,  without   doing 
D"  •n-'ge.     It  has  for  its  greater  Security,  befides  the  Caftic  and  Cita- 
del nut  guard  the  Entrance  into  the  Harbour,  another  Caflle  upon  a 
neig'iiviiinng  Iftand   aWcd  Amack.     The  chief  Thing  that  I  law  with 
Sarv^'^idion  after  this,  was   what   they   call   the  Chamber,  or  rather 
C!-,:'n)bcrs  of  Curiofities,  there   being  many  Apartments,  wich  a  fine 
loiig  Gallerv.     In  them  are  to  be  Icen  vail  Variety  of  Rarities,  whe- 
ther Antique    or  Modem,    Prophane  or  Sacred,     Foreign    or  of  the 
Growth  ot  the  Country  ;   befides  leveral  precious  Produdions,  both 
of    rt  and  Nature,  as  Animals,  Minerals,  Plants,  Vegetables,  Arms, 
VcliJs   of  different  Metals,  Paintings,   Idols,   Mummvs,  Medals,  &c. 
In  the  Principal  Chamber  are  fliewn  x.\^Q  Epilcopal  Ornaments  of  Abfa- 
Inm.  flrit  Bifliop  of  Rofcbdd^  and  afterwards  Archbifliop  of  Lund  in 
Scania,  and  Prinvue  of  ^xWt'w,  with  divers  pretious  ecclefiaftick  Uten- 
fils.     I.  Amongft  others  w.as  a  Mitre  divided  very  fingularly  into  two 
Horns,  luch,  as  fome  pretend,  was  worn  in  the  Primitive  Church,  and 
rcprcfentcd  N.  (lo)  upon  the  Print  VH.  A.     i.  A  Helmet  upon  the  lame 
Print,  N.  (13)  peaked  at  the  Top,  and  yet  more  fingular  for  its  Shape, 
which  much  relcmblcd  that  of  a  NightCap  ;  and  the  Antiquity  of  its  L'le, 
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hcrfclf  by  firing  agreeably  for  three  or  four  Hours  ;  but  ac  lafl  mcft 
uiiforrunarcly,  as  I'll  fay  hereafter. 

.Seine  Merchants  had  fcnt  in  good  quantity  of  Powder  with  Rhenifli 
Wine,  O'C-   and  Icvcral  Pcrlbns  were  invited  to  fpcr.d  the  Rcmaiiiucr  of 
t'jc  Day  on  Board  of  her.   I  was  fo  amongll  the  reft,  and  had  given  my 
Word  to  make  one  i  but  broke  it  by  lucky  irorgctfulnclsm  this  manner: 
Ihad  din'd  with  the  Gentlemen  who  invited  me  ;  and  between  Dinner- 
time and  the  Hour  of  our  Meeting  on  Board  thisVclL'I,  I  ftolc  away 
with  one  of  the  Company,  in  order  to  fee  the  Arn^  return  crown  d  from 
the  Churcii,  palled   by  the  Place  where  was  a  roalicd  Ox,  as  at  the 
Queen's  Coronation ;  and  in  the  Crowd  of  Spedators,  I  loft  my  Compa- 
nion, without  being  able  to  find  him  again.     Whilft  I  was  looking  in 
vain  for  hnn,  two  of  my  Lord  Carteret  s  Gentlemen  ftopt  me,  and  dc- 
fired  me  to  go  with  them  to  his  Excellency's  Palace  ;  where,  as  they 
faid,  we  ihou'd  pals  our  Time  more  plcalantiy  over  a  Bottle  of  Bur- 
Sundy,  than  to  ftay  to  be  prefsd  to  Death  in  the  Crowd  out  of  Curio- 
fity.     I  exculcd  my  felf  upon  having  given  my  Word  to  be  at  Five 
a-Clock  on  Board  the  Englijh  Ship  :  Tliey  anfwerd,  That  it  was  but 
Three,  and  that  I  fliould  have  time  enough  left  to  go  there:  In  lliorr, 
they  prevailed  on  me  to  follow  them,  where,  inftead  of  one  Bottle,  I 
believe  we  drank  three  or  four  ;  ard  hearing  the  Clock  of  a  neighbour- 
ing Church  at  Eight  at  Night,  (it  was  dill  too  much  time  to  run  the 
fame  rilque   that  cofl:  above   30  Perfons  their  Lives  j)  whereupon  I 
remembred  the  Appointment,  left  thefe  Gentlemen  to  go  on  Board  the 
Ship,  at  leaft  to  make  my  Appearance,  and  an  Apology  for  not  coming. 
I  had  not  gone  a  third  Part  of  the  Way,  when  I  met  an  old  Colonel 
and  his  Lady,  with    whom  I  became   acquainted   in  my  Journey   to 
IDanmcra,  and  from  whom  I  had  received  a  thoufand  Civilities.     "They 
were  come  to  fee  the  Coronation,  and  wou'd  abfolutely  have  me  to 
accompany   them    to  their  Lodgings  to  drink  Coflee.     I  pleaded  for 
Excufe-my  Engagement;  but  they  told  me  all  was  over,  and  that  no- 
thing was  now   thought  on  but  the  Ulummations  in  the  City  :  In  a 
word,  they  dragg'd  mc  away  with  them,  if  I  may  fo  fay.     In  the  mean 
while,  the  Company  on  Board  were  very  merry,  and  the  Cannons  had 
all  been  fired  at  ditiercnt  times  without  any  Accident  happening  to  di- 
flurb  thcni ;  the  Sun  having  given  Place  to  the  Ulummations  all  over 
the  City  and  Suburbs,  the  Company  were  preparing  to  retire  ;  and  the 
lail  Health  going  round,  the  Guns  were  again  dilchnrged,  when  the 
Powder  taking  Fire  (no  one  knowing  how)  the  Vcllcl  was  blown  up 
in  an  Jnftant  ;  and  out  of  above  40  Perfons  that  were  on  Board,  in- 
cluding the  Sailors,  not  above  to  or  ii  clcaped;  and  perhaps  there  had 
not  been  or.c  laved,  if  the  VefTel  had  had  a  greater  quantity  of  Pow- 
der on  Board,  had  beei    lefs  old,  and  confcqucntly  lefs  capable  of  a 
greater  Rcfu^ance  to  the  Force  of  Sulphur  and  Salipctrc.     Amongfl:  the 
Dead,  was  my  Lord  CarfiTf^s  Chaplain,  a  Gentleman  of  fingular  Me- 
r't,  whole  Body  was  the  firfl:  found,  and  carried  to  the  Grave  with  all 
the  Solemnity  pcffible  to  the  Brittjh  Nation  ;  but  put  into  the  Ground 
without  any  Ecclcfiaflical  Ceremonies,  either  of  i\\Q  Lutherans,  or  the 
Church  of  England,  the  Sziedip  Clergy  not  being  willing  to  perform 
the  Funeral  Service  after  their  Manner,  nor  to  tuffcr  the  others  to  do  it 
after  their  own.     I  made  thereupon  fomc    Remonftrances  to  divers 
Pricfls,  mentioning   my  Surprife  at  fuch  a  Refui'al,  as  having  Jcen  at 
Lonflantmople  a  iiwedijl]  Pneft,  who  did  not  make  any  fuch  Scruple 
■^  ^  to 
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to  bury,  after  the  Manner  of  the  Church  of  England,  a  Merchant 
of  that  Nation,  in  the  Ablcnce  of  the  Chaplain  belonging  to  the  Lom- 
pany,  calling  Earth  thrice  upon  the  Coflin,  (as  both  the  Engltfu  and 
Lutherans  do)  and  reading  the  Office  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead,  con- 
lain'd  in  the  Common  Prayer  Book.  Hereupon  'twas  propofed  to  the 
Archbilhop  of  Upfal,  who  not  only  forbid  his  Clergy  s  reading  the  Pray- 
ers even  after  the  Lutheran  form,  and  in  their  own  Tongue,  but  even 
their  alliiling  at  his  funeral,  and  carrying  hun  themielves  to  theGrave, 
as  they  do  their  deccafed  Brethren,  and  as  (I  mull  confeis)  fome  were 
v/iiliii''^  to  do,  there  being  but  very  little  Difference  between  the  Cere- 
monies of  the  two  Churciies.  ^az  in  all  Probability  'twas  this  Con- 
formity itielf  that  might  caufc  the  Spleen  and  Oppofition.  My 
Companion's  Body  was  found  i^  Days  afterwards;  moft  of  the 
others  never  were. 

The  Medals  that  were  thrown  amongfl  the  People  had  on  one  Side 
the  King's  Effigies  with  thefe  Words,  FREDERICUS  D.  G.  REX 
SUECL'E,  and  the  Reverie  as  (4)  in  Print  XXXVIT.  and  thofe  that 
were  prci'cr.tcd  to  the  Perfons  of  Diiundiion,  cither  in  Gold  or  Silver, 
as  (9)  in  tiie  Print  XXXII.  And  at  the  Conclufion  of  the  Diet  there 
was  one  flruck  for  Count  Horn,  which  is  rcprcfented  in  the  fame 
Print  N.  (6),  and  given  to  the  Members  of  the  States,  c;~^. 

Some  time  after,  his  Majcfly  lent  Notice  of  his  Acceirmn  to  the 
Throne  to  all  the  Foreign  'Princ.s,  even   to  the  Cz,ar.     My  Lord  Car- 
teret left  Stockholm,    and  went  to  Copenhagen,  to  conclude  the  'Peace 
which  was  afterwards   publilhed  wuh  that  of  '■Poland,  wirh  the  ulual 
Ceremonies.     About  the  fame  time  there  appeared  m  Stockholm  a  French 
Man,  under  the  Title  of  the  Baron  St.  tiilaire,  who  had  quitted  the 
Cstf/s  Service,  upon  a  Projedl  fomcthing  like  that  of  the  ^xam  Cobue , 
which  was  hearken'd  to  pretty  favourably  by  Admiral  IFathmeijler  ; 
but  (according  to  the  Account   of  thole    who  value  themielves  upon 
underflanding  Naval  AlTairs)  he  woud  have  ruin'd  the  S'Ji'cdip  Fleet 
in  i?i?-;,r/ Harbour,  inftead  of  burning  that  oH\\q  Mufiovitcs,  as  he  pre- 
tended to  do,  if  Admirals  Sparre  and  Sir  John  Karris  had  given  into 
his  Prniect  as  well  as  the  firfl  ;  and  a  Voyage  which  thofe  Gendemcn; 
made  with  their  Fleet  as  high  as  that  Port,  and   pretty  near  cnc  En- 
trance of  it,  having  him  on  board,  difcovered  fuflicicntly  how  ;mpra- 
dicablc  the  Defign  was.     Some  Perfons  faid  thereupon,  that  the  Pro- 
jcdlor  was  one  of  the  Czar's  Spies.     What  gave  the  mofl  ground  to  that 
Sufpicion  was,  that  after  his  Projed:  was  looked  upon  as  Chimerical  by 
the  Admiralty,  he  fold  a  Cargo  of  Burgundy  and  Champagne  at  Stockholm, 
which  he  had  taken  in  at  Teterslmrgh.      At  leafl  the  Traders  of  Stock- 
holm in  that  Commodity,  being  perhaps  jealous  of  his  carrying  on  lucli 
a  Trade,  caU'd  him  publickly  the  Czar's  Agent  ;  this  Prince  being  laid 
there  to  be  the  only  Merchant  in  his  own  Country,   cngrolTing  all  the 
Goods,  and  having  Commillioners  for  the  Difpofal  of  them. 

In  the  Beginning  of  0£.7(?<>;r,  the  King  took  a  little  Journey,  or  rather 
went  upon  a  Hunting-Match  to  Capful  and  fVeJhras,  and  wasfollow'd  by 
the  Foreign  Minillers  ;  amongfl  which  was  an  Officer  of  the  Czar  s,  who 
was  come  to  congratulate  his  i'-^Wz/y^  Majefty  in  his  Mailer's  Nam?,  on 
his  Accciiion  to  the  Throne-  Sir  John  Norm,  and  Mr.  Finch,  the  BntilJj 
Envoy,  did  mc  the  Honour  to  take  me  in  their  Coach,  in  order  to  join 
his  Majcfly,  who  had  already  reach'd  Upful.  We  got  thither  that  Day,  ^jpi^i 
and  llaid  ■?  or  4  more;  when  his  Majcfly  fetting  out  firfl,  with  fome 
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"  ra:i  Religion,  and  defend  it  at  the  Hazard  of  his  Life.''  She  men- 
tion'd  the  Dangers  to  which  he  had  already  cxpofed  himfelf  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Kingdom  j  the  Advantages  that  they  might  promilc 
thcmfclves  in  having  him  for  King  at  the  Head  of  the  Armies,  and 
flglicing  no  longer  for  thcS^^jedes  as  Strangers,  but  as  hisSubjeds  and 
Children.  She  promited,  in  the  Name  of  her  laid  beloved  Conlbrt,  a!} 
the  Aliuranccs  defirablc,  and  inviolable  Oaths^  as  a  Guarantee  againft 
the  Re-intrcdudiion  of  Delpotick  Power,  and  that  the  Form  of  Go- 
vernment drawn  up  by  them  ihould  be  the  inviolable  Rule  of  his  ;  That 
they  might  infert  in  the  Act  whereby  he  fliou'd  be  eledted,  fuch  Con- 
ditions and  Ciaufcs,  as  Ihoud  prevent  the  Hereditary  Succeffion  of  his 
Heirs  by  any  other  Wife,  in  caie  (he  fliou'd  die  before  him  without 
any.  The  States  promifed  to  confider  and  examine  this  Royaj  Pro- 
polal,  and  deliver'd  it  to  a  Secret  Committee  -,  which  contefted  very 
much,  and  refolv'd  on  very  licdc  for  many  Days. 

On  the  lid,  her  Majefty  wrote  two  Letters,  one  to  the  Nobility,  and 
the  other  to  the  'Feafants,  to  the  lame  purpolc.  The  Nobility  having 
promiled  to  examine  the  Affair,  were  divided  into  three  Parties ;  the 
one  wou'd  agree  to  it  upon  the  foot  that  her  Majefty  propofed  it  ; 
the  other  wou'd  conlcnt,  that  his  Highnefs  Ihou'd  be  eledted  King, 
on  Condition  that  her  Majefty  fliou'd  renounce  the  Crown  like  Queen 
Chrijlma  i  the  third  wou'd  acquielce  with  neither  the  one  nor  the  o- 
ther,  but  was  for  her  Majedy's  contir.uing  to  reign  alone,  as  flie  then 
did.  ThsTeafanis  made  not  the  lead Objedion againft  it,  but  return'd 
an  Anfwcr  full  of  Refpedt  to  her  Majefty,  with  their  Content  and  good 
Wilhes  for  the  Succefs. 

On  the  xyth,  the  Prince  being  informec^^  that  the  Siafes  were  for 
the  moft  part  agreed,  and  difpoled  to  chufe  him,  fent  them  an  open 
"Da/araiion  of  hislntentions;  or,  as  they  call'd  it  there,  an  AfTurance, 
"  By  which  he  engaged  himfelf  to  profefs  the  Lutheran  Faith  -,  to  de- 
"  fend  it  at  the  Hazard  of  his  Life,  in  cafe  it  fliou'd  be  attack'd  j 
"  and  not  to  allow  the  Publick  Profeflion  of  any  other  through- 
"  out  the  Kingdom  :  In  a  word,  to  rule  according  to  the  Ads  of 
"  Ajjurance,  Election.,  and  the  Form  of  Government  drawn  up  by 
"  thcmfelves,  at  the  §liieen  his  Conlbrt's  Acceffion  to  the  Throne, 
"  and  with  what  Alterations  and  Additions  they  ftiould  think  fit  to 
"  make." 

On  the  28th,  the  States  having  given  in  Writing  an  humble  Remon- 
ftrance  to  the  ^leen,  of  the  Inconveniencies  they  believed  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  Propofai  of  reigning  jointly  with  the  Prince,  her  Conforr, 
her  Majefty  anfwered  them,  "  That  if  they  thought  lb,  (tho'  'twas  not 
"  heard  of  any  from  the  Example  (he  had  alledged  them  in  England) 
*'  flic  had  lb  at  Heart  the  Publick  Good,  that  (he  would  facrificc  to 
"  it  the  ©Wi?^?  they  had  put  upon  her  Head,  if  their  Defirc  was  that 
*'  he  fliould  be  King  alone,  and  no  body  elfe  with  him. "  To  ufc  their 
Terms,  flie  added,  "  That  in  her  Propofai  flic  never  had  any  other 
"  View,  but  to  enable  him  the  better  to  bring,  by  his  known  Valour, 
"  all  the  Enterprises  neceflary  for  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom  to 
**  a  profperous  IfTue ;  to  prcfcrve  to  herlelf  her  Right,  in  caic  of  the 
*'  Dcccafc  of  her  dear  Spoule  before  her;  and  in  fuch  cafe,  to  re- 
"  fume  the  Reins  of  Government  upon  the  fame  foot  as  they  then  held 
*'■  them  by  T)tvine  Trovtdence,  and  their  Free  Ele^ion : "  Whereupon 
they  agreed  to  chufe  the  Prince  alone,  with  the  aforcfaid  Rcftridion  -, 
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and  they  accordingly  drew  up,  on  the  latter  end  of  March,  the  Abjura- 
ration  of  'Befpotick  Power,  Election,  o-c.  in  which  they  prcfcrv'd  her 
Majefty  the  Right  Ihc  had  received  from  them  of  the  Regal  Authority, 
without  a  new  or  previous  Ele^ion^  in  cafe  he  Ihould  die  before  her. 
This  done,  his  Royal  Highnefs  was  proclaimed  King  by  an  Herald, 
after  the  ufual  manner,  in  all  the  Bublick  Places  of  Stockholm. 

On  the  Beginning  of  April,  Brenner  the  Prieft  was  brought  to  Stock- 
holm, bound  Hand  and  Foot.  He  had  been  fciz  d  at  Hamburgh,  by  the 
Diligence  of  the  S'-ji-ediJh  Miniftcr  in  that  City,  being  accufed  and  con- 
vided  of  ferving  the  Czar  as  a  Spy,  and  other  Crimes  ;  and  after- 
wards incurred  the  fame  Punifliment,  and  in  the  fame  Place,  as  Baron 
Coert:z. 

On  the  zd  of  May,  the  States  prcfented  to  his  Majefty  the  Form  of 
Government,  with  thcfc  few  Changes  and  Additions,  -viz.  "  That  there 
*'  flioud  be  but  16  Senators,  after  the  prefent  24  being  reduced  to  that 
"  Number  by  Death,  or  otherwife.— 'That  7  of  thefe  fhou'd  be  ob- 
*'  liged,  anH  authoris'd  to  ad  with  regard  to  giving  Council  in  the  im- 
"  portant  Affairs  of  State,  as  10  of  the  24  did  adually. — That  theExa- 
"  niination  of  Affairs  fliou'd  be  divided  between  \^  Senators, 'viz,.  That 
*'  the  Domeftick  ones  fliou'd  be  aflign'd  to  the  conftant  Application  of 
*'  7  of  them,  and  that  all  Foreign  ones  fliou'd  be  tranfaded  by  the 
"  7  others  i  and  that  if  any  of  them  fliou'd  fall  Sick,  ap.othei:  fliou'd  be 
"  admitted  in  his  room. — That  all  the  Senators,  even  thofc  who  were 
"  then  ^Prefidents,  or  Members  of  Colleges,  (excepting  thofc  of  the 
*'  Chancery,  and  die  Chamber  of  Revifion)  fliou'd  every  Day  be  at  the 
"  Senate,  for  the  Examination  and  Expedition  of  whatever  Affairs  the 
"  Secretaries  of  State  fliou'd  lay  before  them  ;  and  that  in  cafe  any 
"  thing  of  the  lall  Importance  fliou'd  occur,  as  the  treating  of  Teace, 
"  declaring  of //'^r,  equipping  and  letting  out  a  i7a^/,  c?r-  none  fliou'd 
"  be  difpens'd  with  from  attending. — That  two  Senators  fliou'd  be 
"  chofen  to  accompany  the  King  into  the  Field,  or  whenever  his  Ma- 
"  jelty  fnou'd  nakc  any  Journey. — That  no  Senators  fhou'd  he  admitted 
"  into  the  Colleges,  (after  the  Death,  or  difiniffing  of  them,  who  have 
"  been  placed  therein  by  the  prececding  Form  of  Government)  but 
*'  only  Perfons  of  a  good  Capacity,  and  well  vcrfcd  in  the  Aff'airs  bc- 
"  longing  to  the  refpedivc  Colleges. — That  the  King  fliou'd  not  have 
*'  the  liberty,  granted  to  the  Queen  by  the  faid  Form,  of  fending  to 
"  the  Stadt-Comptoir  even  for  50  Croizns,  without  the  Knowlegc  or 
"  Confcnt  of  the  Senate. — Laftly,  That  whoever  fliou'd  attack  or  abufc, 
"  either  by  injurious  Words  or  Adions,  any  Deputy  of  the  '■Duts, 
*'  fliou'd  be  declared  Vagabonds,  and  be  punifli'd  as  fuch  by  the  Laws. ' 
His  Majefty  ratify  d  and  fign'd  the  Form  with  all  thcfc  Alterations, 
and  the  fame  Day  his  Coronation  was  publiflied  after  the  ufual  manner  ; 
for  the  3d,  it  was  pcrform'd  in  the  Great  Church  of  Stockholm,  with 
the  fame  Ceremonies  as  that  of  the  Queen  had  been  at  Vpfal,  except 
the  Queen,  in  the  Proccffion,  went  to  the  Church  drefs  d  in  the  Royal 
Robes,  had  on  her  Head  the  Crown  j  and  in  her  Hand  the  Sceptre  flie 
Was  going  to  refign  to  her  Conforr.  The  Illuminations  were  greater 
and  more  magnificent  ;  for  bcfides  a  greater  Number  of  Houfcs, 
Churches,  Cannons  and  Inhabitants  here  than  there,  they,  as  well  as 
the  other  forts  of  Rejoicings,  were  ftiU  encrealcd  by  Publick  Mini- 
fters  and  other  Strangers:  Among  the  latter,  an  £>/^//7i5  Ship  adorn  d 
With  dilFerent  Colours  or  Flags,  Pendants,  Streamers,  c-r.  diftinguiilid

which  war.  Sirnam'J  the  Farcnc/,  all  the  Tlcnipotentiaries  being  to  de- 
part the  next  Day.  Thereupon  I  took  the  Liberty  to  lay,  that  they 
might  then  bury  thcCongrcis  Eptfcopally,  and  in  Ceremony,  by  g-./ino- 
todrink  o{}  this  VefTcl  in  the  Houlc  where  the  Conferences  were  hclu. 
Mr.  Mardefelt  back'd  this  Thought,  as  did  all  the  reft  of  the  Com- 
pany ;^and  Mr.  lagofmsky,  who  had  prepared  the  Biji:Jop,  ordered  the 
'Frocefjion,  and  had  the  VelTci  carried  by  a  Butler.  vVe  all  followed  i: 
in  pretty  good  Order  into  the  Hall  aforemention'd,  and  lat  round  the 
Table,  where  before  the  Meeting  upon  the  Fate  of  two  Kingdoins 
were  held,  upon  which  it  was  placed  with  Ibmc  Auxiliary  Bottles  of 
Cbampaijin.  The  rell;  of  the  Ceremony  may  be  cafily  imagined,  and 
in  what  a  Condition  they  broke  up  ;  thus  ended  the  famous  Congrels, 
commonly  call'd  the  Congrefs  o'i  Aland,  which  at  nrll  promiled  a  Icpa- 
ratc  Peace  between  the  King  of  S-j::edcn  and  the  Czar,  (j-c. 

On  the  T4rh,  between  Nine  and  Ten  in  the  Morning,  the  Riijjicin 
'Plempotcntiartes,  and  Mr.  Mardcfdt  firft  went  on  Board  ibmc  GaLics 
that  were  in  the  Harbour,  in  order  to  go  for  Abo  or  •teicrsourgh;  and 
we  fct  la;!  about  Eight  in  the  Evening  for  JV(7<r;^Z7&//'//,  in  the  Briganane 
that  brought  us,  in  Company  with  Mr.  Lilu-n/ied,  wlio    had  a  t'mali 
Yatch  waiting  for  him  ;  and  there  being  but  little  or  no  Wind,  we  did 
not  get   there  till  the  17th.     I  did  not  give  mylcif  much  time  to  red: 
there,  before  I  Ibt  out  for  'Dallarna,  where  the  BrnrjZ;  Flee:  then  lay. 
In  order  thereunto,  fteering  my  Courfc  by  the  Stekcn,  a  Mile  and  half 
from  Stcckbclm,  I  law  the   Field  of  the   abovelaid  Battle.     Nothing 
coud  be    m?)re   melancholy,  than  to  fee   en  my  way  the   Marks  of 
the  cruel  Eit'ecfls  of  War.  '  Here  on  the  Right  Hand  was  a  Country - 
Seat  or  a  Farm  reduced  to  Alhes;  there  on   the  Left  whole  Villages  in 
the  lame  dcfolate  Condition,  even  the  Huts  of  poor  Filhermen  were  not 
fpared  ,•  and  on  my  Arrival  at  T>allarna,  I  found  that  part  of  the  Vil- 
lage which  was  out  of  the  reach  of  the  Cafde-Guns  had  not  oneHouic 
left  entire.     I   went  diredtly  on  board   the  'DartmotUb  Man  of  War, 
commanded  by  Captain  Eaton  ;  the  lame  whom  I  had  before  known 
in  Tnrkv,  when  he  commanded  the  JVmcbelfea,  as  I  hinted  in  I'pcaking 
of  'Troy.     By  his  means  I  palTcd  my  Time  very  agreeably  amongfl  his 
Friends  ;  and  he  gave  me  an  Account  of  theSatisfadion  the  Qaecn  was 
pleafcd  to  exprel's,  and  the   good  Humour  Ihe  had  Ihcwn  on  Board  Sir 
')oJm  Norris,  where  Ihe  dined  Ibme  Days  before  :   How  after  the  En- 
tertainment was  over,  her  Majefty  was'gracioufly  pleafcd  to  take  o'jn 
my  Lord  Carteret,  with  the  Admiral,  and  fcvcral  Officers  of  the  grearcil 
Diltindion   to  dance  with  her,  and  diilributed  6000  Crowns  amongft 
the  Sailors.  , 

On  the  iSth  oi September  a  SufpcnHon  of  Arms,  mediated  by  my  Lord 
Carteret  and  Mr.  Campredon,  the  French  Minifter  at  the  Siz'edijh  Court,  be- 
tween thzS-^'edes  and  the  T)anes,  was  publifhcd  ;  after  that  the  former 
h:\d\oi\Haepand,  either  by  the  Treachery  or  Cowardife  of  the  Gover- 
nor. In  the  mean  while,  General  Toniato^j^sky  was  with  hisTohfi  Moje- 
fty  King  Auguftus,  whole  Pardon  and  Favour  he  had  lb  far  obtain'd,  as 
to  be  employ  d  to  carry  PropoCals,  or  An'Wers  ro  Propolals,  of  a  'Peace 
between  that  Crown  and  S-^-edcn ;  of  which  he  lent  the  Preliminary  Ar- 
ticles to  her  Majjlly,  ^7^:.  That  a  Hufpenfion  of  Arms  Ihou'd  be  agreed 
on  ;  "  that  King  StamJIaus  llioii'd  renounce  the  Crown  of  'Poland,  on 

which  Condition  he  was  to  be  rcflored  to  his  Patrimonial  Eilare  as 
"  Count  Lejmh,  and  to  retain  the  Regal  Title  ;  and  that  a  general 
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"  Amiicfty  Ihou'd  be  granted  to  tholb  who  had  follow  d  King  Sta- 
«  nt//aus^  Party,  and  their  Eliatcsbc  rellored  to  them,  and  the  Treaty 
««  of  Oliva  wasjto  be  confirmed, '  The  Duke  of  Ilol/lein  took  on  hiin 
the  Title  of  Royal  Highncfs  (as  twas  luppoied  by  the  Advice  of  the 
Czar}  as  pretending  to  the  Crown  of  Sweden,  contrary  both  to  the 
Declaration  which  the  States  had  cxadrcd  from  the  (^^uecn,  and  to 
their  Right  of  EledUon,  and  Refolutions  at  the  laft  Meeting,  wherein 
they  had  even  threaten'd  to  throw  an  Officer  out  of  the  Rtdderhonfe 
Windows,  for  propofing  to  give  him  that  Title.  ThcPublick  hearing 
of  it  generally  murmurrcd  againft  this  Step ;  and  Brigadier  Rantza'ijj 
coming  to  Stockholm,  with  the  Charader  of  his  Envoy,  and  with  In- 
ftrudtions  to  get  his  Title  confirmed  there,  and  make  Complaints  a- 
oainft  the  Treaty  with  ©t^wwrtr/S;,  wherein  ;S'x'4'<^('«  (as  he  laid)  had  had 
So  regard  to  his  Interefls  ;  her  Majcfty  not  only  rcfufcd  him  Audience, 
but  had  Notice  given  him  to  retire  out  of  the  Kingdom  immediately, 
which  he  did. 

The  States  being  rcaflemblcd  at  Stockholm  in  February  i  -zo,  Count     171c. 
Mcyerfeld  harangued  them  by  the  Queen's  Order,  as  firll  Prefident  of 
the  Chancery,   in  the  room  of  Count  Cronhielm,  who  had  been  dif- 
milfcd  :  The  Subftance  of  his  Difcouric  was,  "  That  her  Majefty  was 
"  glad  to  fee  them  meet  again  together,  and  thanked  them  for  the 
"  Care  they  had  taken  about  the  Contributions  ana  Subfidies  for  the 
"  Year  1719.     At  the  fame  time  he  laid  before  them  the  Neccirities  of 
"  the  State,  which  required  the  like  ;  and  informed  them  of  the  Trea- 
"  ties  of  Peace,  and  the  Alliances  that  had  been  entred  into  with  the 
"  Kings  of  Great  Bntam  and  Frujjia,  whereby  her  Majelly  had  en- 
"  crealcd  the  Number  of  her  Friends,  and  Iclfcrt'd  that  of  her  Enemies." 
Count  Horn  anlwered  for  the  States,  "  By  thanking  her  Majefty  for 
"  the  happy  Beginning  of  her  Reign,  the  prudent  and  tender  Dilpofi- 
«  tion  flie  had  ihcwn  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Peoples  Liberty,  and 
"  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom  againft  the  evil  Defigns  of  their  Ene- 
"  mies  yet  remaining  ;  alluring  her,  that  the  States  wou'd  ever  have 
"  all  the  rcaibnable  Inclination  that  coud  be,   to  approve  whatever 
"  Meafures  her  Majefty  Ihou'd  take,  by  the  Advice  and  Confent  of 
"  the  Senate  :    That  they  wou'd  enter   into,    and  contribute  towards 
"  them  with  their  Lives  and  Fortunes  ;  and  that  even  when  the  laft, 
"  which  were  extraordinarily  diminilhed,  fliou  d  be  drain'd  and  fpent, 
"  their  Fidelity  and  Zeal  for  her  Majefty  and  their  Country   fhou'd 
"  always  remain  as  inexhauftibleas  inviolable." 

In  the  Middle  of  February,  the  Qiiecn,  being  defirous  either  to  eafe 
herl'elf  of  the  Weight  of  Government,  or  to  fignalizc  her  uncommon 
Love  to  the  Prince,  her  Conlbrt,  wrote  to  the  States,  "  That  (he  was 
"  very  fenfible  of  all  the  Teftimonies  they  had  already  given  her  of 
«  their  Value  for  her,  which  was  not  only  in  chufing  her  tor  their 
*'  Qiaeen,  and  their  Zeal  for  their  Country  ;  and  was  encouraged  to 
"  require  a  frefliMark  of  both  from  them,  in  chufing  as  freely  and  una- 
"  nimoully  the  Prince,  her  beloved  Confort,  for  their  King,  to  be  Af- 
"  fiftant  to  her  in  holding  the  Reins  of  Government,  as  the  late  King 
"  fmtam  was  to  Queen  Mary  in  England  -.  affunng  them,  at  the  lame 
"  time,  of  his  Averfion  to  Arbitary  Power,  which  his  Highnefs 
had  been  the  firft  in  advifing  her  to  reiecT:,  as  well  as  to  accept  the 
Form  of  Government  as  the  Rule  of  her  Adminiftration,  and  that  he 
would  make  it  alio  that  of  his  ;  That  he  wou'd  embrace  the  Luthe- 
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Minilbr    brou-.lK  the  Ratification  from  his  MaRcr,  and  received  that 
of  her  3-1^^//^  Majcfty.     My  Lord  C'^rrmr.  vviio  had  nicduucd  ic,  ha- 
vinp  received  chc  King  oiiswat  Brtiam^O^^cts  to  otter  agaui  hisMe- 
diaaon  to  hi3  C-i«r.v»  Majelty,  to  whom  his  Minilters  Mcliieurs  li ekr 
and  Idfreyszt  -tetersb-^rii^h,  and  M.  IVhit^ortk-^  BcrlinX^zd  already  made 
the  iarnc  Otter,  wrote  a  Letter  to  hisLz.artan  Majelly,  wherein  his  Excel- 
lency rcprelentedto  that  Prince,  "  That  the  Kingof  Cr^^^^r//^m  being 
"  a  tricnd  to  all  the  Potentates  engaged  in  the  War  in  the  North,  in 
"  which  that  Crown  neither  had  nor  deiired  to  have  any  other  Hand, 
"  than  to  endeavour  to  put  an  End  to  it  by  a  General  Peace,  according 
"  to  the  Mealurcs  already  taken  with  his  molt  Lhnjhan  Majcrty,  and 
"  its  other  AUies,  of  which  Number  the  Queen  ot  \-^eaen  was  one, 
"  he  added,  That  her  Majcily  had  accepted  ot  the  laid  Mediation ; 
"  and  that  the  King,  his  Mailer,  had  ordered  Admiral  Uoms  to  lail 
"  into  the  BaUick,  only   to  give  Weight  to  it,  and  proccdl  the  Com- 
"  merce  of  the  Subjcds  of  Great  Bntam  j  that  he  hoped  his  Lzartan 
"  Maicily  woud  ailb  accept  of  it,  and  caulb  all  HoiUhtics  to  cealcon 
"  hisJjide    as  the  Queen  of  S-^eden  woud  on  hers.     Sir  ./o/jw  Norm 
wrote  to  his  Czanaii  Majelly   another  aimoft  to  the  iamc  Purpose, 
-^n  Emltih  Gentleman  taking  upon  him  to  carry  them,  I  was  delired 
\o  accompany   him,  which   1  did.     "  His  Initrudions   were    to  go 
"  ftreight  to  Lojfo,  and  demand  there  a  PalTport  of  the   Rvljian  Pleni- 
"  potentiaries,   to  proceed  from  tnence  to  his  Czanun  Majclty  ;   to 
«  give  them  Copies  of  the  laid  Letters,  if  they  required  rhemj  and 
«'  even  to  leave  the  Originals  in  their  Hands,  if  thc>   chofe  "thcr  to 
*'  charge  thcmielves  with  the  Delivery  of  them  to  the  Cz.ar  their  Ma- 
"  fter  ^  Wc  let  out  the  8th  in  the  Evening  from  Stockholm,  in  one  ot  her 
S^^-edifh  Majefty's  Sloops,  and  arriv'd  at  IVaxholm,  (a  Caftle  whereof  i 
have  before  fpoken.  but  3  Miles  off")  where  we  embark d  next  Morn- 
ing at  c,  on  board  one  of  her  Brigantines,  which  carried  usbefore  x  m 
the  Afternoon  to  the  Streights  of  Leyzimd,  where  we  were  (lop  d  and 
examin'd  by  the  Captain  of  the  iJ#k»  Admiral  s  Galley  which  lay 
there       This  Captain  would  not  let  us  continue  our  Voyage,  berorc 
he  had  made  us  drink  a  good  number  of  GlalTes  of  Wine,  which  is  the 
height  of  Civihty  among  the  Ruffians-,  and  I  found  them  true  Greeks  m 
that  Refped,  as  well  as  to  their  Religion  ;  and  twas  paft  8  at  Night 
before  we  were  permitted  to  purfuc  our  Voyage,  and  could  not  ar- 
rive before  9  at  Loffo,  a  little  Ifland  5  Miles  beyond  Levzund. 

This  Ifland,  in  its  utmoft  Extent,  is  not  above  two  Miles  in  Circum- 
ference, and  was  abandoned  by  its  antient  Inhabitants,  when  tliey 
iaw  it  ready  to  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Mufcoxttes,  together  with 
Aland  and  the  other  Iflands  ;  where   they  had  burnt  Villages,  Farms, 
Churches,  and  every  thing  that  cou'd  be  deftroyed.   Loffo  had  las  1  was 
informd)  before  it  was  laid  wafte,  two  good  Villages,  with  a  cnurcn, 
which  is  the  only  thing  that  they  fparcd,   or   forgot ;    contenting 
thcmfelves  with  plundering  in  them  all  that  they  thought  worth  carry- 
ing away,  astheGlafs  Windows,  Bells,  &c.    The  Houfcs,  built  on 
both  Sides  for  the  Congrefs,  were  enough  in  Number  to  make  two  ut- 
ile Hamlets,  and  at  a  Musket-Shot  from  each  other ;  one  of  tncm  was 
caU'd  the  Swedtp,  and  the  other  the  RuJJians  Quarter.     Between  tneie 
two,  about  the  Middle,  was  the  Houfe  for  the  Conferences,  <^oniming 
of  a  HaU,  and  two  Chambers,  built  at  the  common  Ex  pence  ot  Dot«i 
thcfe  Crowns  engaged  in  the  War.    It  being  lb  late,  we  lay  on  ^"^^"^^^^ 
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jSripantine,  and    next  Morning  wc  vifitcd  Baron  Lilicnfled,  who  was 
ient"!!!  chc'room  of  Baron  Goert;z,  and  had  juil  been  made  -x  Senator. 
He  was  the  firft  and  only  Pknipotcntiary  the  Queen  had  then  there, 
i,]ic  liaving   forbidden  Count  Gylkmbourg,    who    was   then  at  Stock- 
'holm  about  fome  AlLiirs,  to  return  jull  when   he    was  ready  to  em- 
bark.    His  Excellency  received  us  very  civilly,  and  invited  us  to  Din- 
ner with  liim,  where  (he  laid)  we  ilioud  nrjcr  Mcffieurs  Brna\  Ofter- 
man  and  lairofinsky,  the   Ritfjian  Plenipotentiaries,  together  with   Mr. 
Mardefelt,  Miniftcr  of  the  King  of  TrnJJia,  who  lodged  in  their  Quar- 
ter (the  only  Plenipotentiary  from  among  the  other  Northern  Allies,  who 
had  been  admitted  <o  the  CongrclsO     From  thence  we  waited  on  the  j 
firft    to  whom  chc  Em^lifl:'  Gentleman  declared  the  rcaion  of  his  co- 
ming •  and    they  demanded  Copies  of  the  Letters  he  had  in  Charge, 
which'hc  gave  them  ;  and  as  they  were  in  Englilh,  which  was  only  under- 
Itood  by  Mr.  Brua',  a  Scotch  Gentleman  by  Extradlion,  and  firft  Plenipo- 
tentiary, the  two  others  dcfired  them  in  French  or  Lattn,  and  Itranflatcd 
them  accordingly.     As  dining  at  Baron  LtUcnflcds  took  up  all  the  tell 
of  the  Day,  it  A'irhouc  doubt  hindred  their  examining  them  there  ;  but 
the  next  Morning  Mr.  Bruce  lent  to  invite  us,  together  with  M.  Ldten- 
fled  to  Dinner  with  him  at  his  Quarters,  defiring  that  we  in  particu.ar 
wou'd  come  half  an  Hour  before  the  Baron,  which  we  did,  and  found 
there  the    two  other  Plenipotentiaries.     M.  Ofierman  fpeaking  lor  all, 
laid    "  That  they  had  examined  the  Contents  of  the  Letters,  and  that 
"  they  had  found  them  fuch  as  they  had  judged  improper  to  be  lent  to 
*=  the  Cs^r,  their  Martcr,  who  cou  d  not  (as  he  laid,  he  ii\iagincd )  Ice 
"  with  any  Satisfadion  the  King  of  Great  Bntam  let  up  for  an  Arbi- 
"  ter,  rath  Ttnan  a  Mediator  of  a  Peace,  by  lending  a  Fleet  into  tire 
*'  Baltick  Sea  to  give  weight  to  his  Mediation  ;  Terms  which,  he  be- 
"  liev'd,  cou'd  not  be  agreeable  to  his  Czarian  Tvlajefty  :  That  as  toe 
the  re'a,  chey  wou'd  give  their  Mafter  Notice  of  their  Contents.     In 
a  word,  he  Inoke  as  if  he  had  received  the  Czar'^  own  Anfwer  ;  and  he 
might,  if  what  was  whifpcrcd  was  true,  'Viz.  That  his  Czanan  Maje- 
ftv  was  mconnito  on  Board  one  of  his  Gallies.     After  this  the  Conver- 
fation  turned  upon  indifferent  Things  ;  and  Dinner  time  being  come, 
all  fat  down  to  Table,  eat  and  drank  pretty  well  ;  neither  Hungarian 
Winf>-  Champaign,  Eiir;undy  nor  Tontackh^in^  fpared ;  but  the  two 
firft  vvere  rather  ftroag  than  delicious.     On  the  ixth,  Mr.  Ltltenlted  m- 
vitcd  them  all  to  hisFarev/el  Entertainment,  to  which  we  were  invited 
alfo,  the  Congrefs  bei'.ig  declared  dilfoWcd  by  the  Queen  of  S-^eden 
in  Cafe  of  flopping  our  Vcyage,  and  not  accepting  to  forward  my  Lord 
Carteret  s  and  Sir  John  NornsS  Letters;  He  endeavoured  to  treat  them 
as  he  had  been  by  them  ;  there  was  no  want  of  any  fort  of  Wine.     Un 
the  13th,  the  /?»y^^«  P'enipofcntiaries  and  Mr.  Mardefelt  gave  their 
Entettainment  zt  MuUitermans,  or  elfe  he  gave  his  for  them  all,  and 
lent  to  invite  us  thither  -,  as  the  Variety,  and  above  all  the  Qyannty 
of  Wine  is  generally  eftcem'd  by  thefc  Gentlemen  the  principal  Part  ot 
the  good  Cheer,  there  was  great  Quantities  drank  of  all  the  lorts  thac 
Mr.  Bruce  had  given  two  Days  before,  and  even  greater  Variety  and 
Profufion.     This  Entertainment  was   doled  by  a  Drink  which   they 
call'd  Btfiop,  compoled  of  fcveral  Bottles  of  Tontack,  roalled  ^w//f 
Oranges,  and  a  proportionable  Q^iantity  of  Sugar,  Cinnamon  and  Nut- 
megs ;  thefe  Ingredients  being  powder'd,  Iquecz'd  and  llraind  thro  a 
Napkin,  and  then  put  into  a  Silver  VelTcl  holding  at  leaft  EightQiarts, 
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l:ns  oafs  d  but  for  lo,  as  before,  aiKl  rlic  Fivc-pcnny  Pieces  for ,-.     Af- 
ter  a  T/acaert  was  publifhd,  Icccling  the  Comracrcc  upoa  die  ancient: 
Footing    and  giving  Liberty  to  Merchants  to   buy  aH  forts  of  Com- 
modities, and  dUpolb   of  them  as  they  thould  think  convenient ;    the 
Mmtetekens  ^f^crc  reduced  from  r- ^-   '°  ^^-    and  -State- Bonds  were 
P.ven  for   them   to  thole  who  brought  them  into  the  Trealury  on  the 
foot  of  I  1  ^.     They  allb  took  otF  much  of  the  .Striiftncls  of  the  Prohi- 
bition concerning  the  Harbours  of  Ltz'onui  and  Cnrlami,  in  favour  ot 
the  Commerce  to   forezjciiers.     Baron  Teter  RMmg  being  dead,   the 
States  chole  Count  Horn,  who  had  refignd,  for  their  LhunceUor,  and 
fome  Days  before  for  their  Marjhal-,  and  on  the  i  jth  of  the  lame  Mon:u 
they  broke  up.  after  having  had  many  Debates  upon  Liberty,  and  ta- 
king  aU  imaginable  Precautions  and  Mealures  againft  the  Returrcdtion 
of  Arbitrary  Power,  which  they  had  iuft  buried  with  King  Charles  XII. 
The  next  Dav  her  Majcfty,  having  her  Royal  Robes  on,  came  to 
the  Hall  where  the  Senate  meets,  (which  was  then  magnificently  hung, 
and  nobly  adorned)  and  fitting  on  a  Silver  Throne,  erected  on  purpoio 
for  her    all  the  Members  of  the  States  had  the  Honour  to   kils  her 
Hand    or  the  Bottom  of  her  Royal  Robe,  and  to  take  Leave  of  her 
Mai-lly  •    and  thole  who  had  not  taken  the  Oaths  to  her  Maielty,  ci- 
ther being  hinderd  by  Sicknefs,  oc  other  Realbns,  from  alliiling  ac 
the  Coronation,  took  it  at  the  lame  time.     Not  long  after  Mr  L^f^r^ 
a  Bnzadierxx-^  the  Service  of  his  Cz,artan  Majcfiy,  came  toJitoMonn,  to 
make  the  Queen  Compliments  of  Condoleance  in  his  MaftersNamc  on 
the  Kng's  Death,  and  of  Congratulation  on  herMajcfty's  Acceffion  to 
the  Throne  j  lo  did  General  Lovenhor  firom  the  King  of  T)enmark  -,   as 
alfo  Colonel  BaJJe^j:itz.  from  hisBritannkk  Majcfty,  ^sEleBor  -,  who,  as 
King  of  GV^^f  Entatn,  appointed,  on  the  fame  Day,  my  Lord  C<2rrm'f 
his  EmbaiTador,  who  arrived  ac  Stockholm  in  the  latter  End  of  June,  to 
do  the  fame.     It  appear'd  foon  that  that  Nobleman,  as  well  as  Co- 
lonel Baife-jvitz.,  had,  befides  their  Complimenrs,   fome  Indrudions 
cr  Propofals  from  their  Royal  Maftcr,  towards  the  Pacification  of  the 
North  :   For  in  the  Beginning  of  >//  his  Excellency  concluded  the  Pre- 
liminary Treaty,  renewing  the  AUtance  between  the  Queen  of  6-Ji'edcn 
and  the  King  of  Great  Britain  i    and  Colonel  Bajjei;:itz.  concluded  ano- 
ther between  this  Prince,  as  EleBor,  and  her  S-^-edijh  Majefty.  ^  My 
Lord  Carteret  was  mediating  allb  the  Peace  between  her,  and  the  Kings 
oVFrulJia  and  ^Denmark,  &c.  which  the  Czar  being  informd  of,  Icemd 
to  be  rcfolv'd  to  force  that  Princefs  to  his  own  Terms,  by  fending  abov2 
lOO  both  Gafhes  and  Galltots  upon  the  CoaQs  of  ^i'^eden,  who  burnt 
and  laid  wafte  from  the  nth  of  July  to  the  Beginning  of  Atignji,  the 
Towns  of  Norkoping,  Nykoping,  Uoor-Telgia,  Suder-Telgiu,,  with  a  great 
Number  of  Ftllages,  Farms,  and  Tl^afure-IIou/es :   Beiidcs  this,  they 
deftroy'd  feveral  Forges  and  Foundenes,  and  endeavour  d  to  burn  as  tat  as 
Stockholm,  from  whence  we  faw  the  Flames.     Then  tcmoving  from  one 
Place  to  another,  they  landed  fometimes  z,  fomccimcs  3000,  or  mote 
Men,  where  there  was  not  lb  many  as  300  to  oppolc  them.   As  for  ex- 
ample, at  a  Place  call'd  Steken,  where  they  fee  alhore  upwards  of  5000> 
being  encountet'd  with  only  1300  Soiedes,  and  having  loll  above  ico 
Men,  (and  the  Sj.edes  only  19,  according  to  the  Computation  of  the 
latter)  they  retired  ;  then  went  to  burn  fome  where-elfe.     In  the  mean 
while,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  burnt  Places  had  fkd,  and  hid  themiclvcs 
in  the  Woods,  with  whatever  they  could  carry  ofi  from  their  Houies. 
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Thcfe  Enemies,  not  content  with  this,  fee  Fire  even  to  thcForcfts  ga- 
thering together  and  piling  up  rhc  Timber,  that  was  cut  and  dry  m 
Heaps,  where  the  Trees  were  thickefl,  in  order  to  Ipread  the  Flames 
all  over  more  fpccdily  from  one  Parr  to  another  j  lb  char  they  Ibem'd 
as  if  rcfolv'd  to  make  but  one  finglc  Funeral  Pile  of  ail  S'lrden  in 
which  the  Inhabitants  and  their  Houlcs-c--^.  were  at  once  to  be  coniumcd 

During  rhcle  Tranfadfions  Major  General  Coyct  being  difparch  d    in 
the  Name  of  her  S^;:cdifb  M.-jcfly,  to  thank  the  Czar  for  the  Compli- 
ments  he  had  lent  her  by  Brigadier  le  Fort,    (aiTumed  his  Title  of 
Mdjor-Gcncral,  contrary  to  his  Inftrudions,  which  were  not  to  take 
a  Charadkr  above  char  of  Brig.Jier,')  having   found   the  Czar  with 
his  Fleer,  confillmg  of  30  Men  of  War,  at  the  Srreighrs  of  Ley-vnd 
the  only  navigable  Pafl^igc  between  the  iHes  o\  Aland  iox.  Abo  or  Revel 
he  had  his  Audience  from  that  Prince  on  board  the  VelTel  he  command- 
ed himlclf.     His  Czarum  Majcfiy  among  other  things,  laid,  That  he 
■ujasforry  the  (^leen  flf  Sweden,  and  her  Lonnfel.  hud  oblvr-d  hm  to  la- 
'■j.-afte  and  dejtroy  her  Kingdom,  by  rejecting,    ^j:ith  fo  nmcZ  ' Lndifferenc'e, 
the  advantageous  Propofals  he  had  fo  long  made,    and  (J^ej^in^  fo  much 
Eager-aejs  to  accept  t  hole  that  had  but  jnjt  been  offeidby  the  KingofQrc-^t 
Britain;  againft  whom,  if  Mr.  Covet  *  may  be  believed,  that  Prince  in- 
veighed after  luch  a  palfionate  Manner,  and  in  fuch  indecent  Expref-  tumar,  .s  n-. 
lions,  as  were  nor  ac  all  fuitablc  to  the  Royal  Dignity,    nor  was  the  Z-'^'-  ^i>o''r^s 
Ma]or-General  commended  for  publiHiing  them  bccnfmccar- 

We  foon  heard  befides,  that  he  had  aimred  hi3Cc«rM;^Maiefly,  "That  '^^!^ 
„  ^7  Treaties  with  England  and  Hano'-ar  were  not  as  vet  fi-nicd  bv  her       ,T.^;«. 

Majeily;  and  propolcd,  or  rcquclkd  that  Prince,  ^meaning  it  for  the  Oef,^ns. 
belt  at  lealt,  as  he  laid,  when  he  was  reproach'd  wkh  having  exceeded 
his  Commihion  at  his  Return)  to  fend  with  him  one  of  his  Plenino- 
tcncianes  from  Lofo,  to  make  a  laft  Effort  at  the  S-j:;edtfl}  Court    'by 
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^  m  an  authentick  Manner,  his  Offers ,-  and  took  upon  himfelf 
to  introduce  him,  promifing  co  back  his  CommilJion,  or  Propojals  ^ 
and  ^lxAj;:crman,  a  German  by  Birch,  and  xd  -Plenipotentiary  in  Rank, 
and  in  effect  the  Principal,  for  his  Ability  m  Toliticks,  c.ime  accord- 
ingly in  Company  wilm  him.  Being  landed  in  Sweden,  their  whole  Way, 
both  on  the  Right  and  the  Left,  and  before  them,  was  but  one  conti- 
nued Fire.  ^  The  f^iecn  gave  indeed  an  Audience  ro  Mr.  Ojlerman,  but 
ins  Iropofals  appear'd  luch  to  her,  that  flie  rejected  them:  He  being 
not  qmce  diHieartncd  at  ii,  but  having  got  by  the  means  of  his  Fcliow- 
Iraveiler,  a  fecree  Interview  wich  a  Nobleman  in  Power,  among  others 
l!c  made  him  ':o  Icnfible  of  the  Danger  S-s:eden  was  in,  of  her  total  De- 
Itruction,  ifOic  would  not  readily  accept  of  the  Czar  his  Mailer's  mofc 
gracious  Offers  ,•  or,  as  fome  would  have  it,  made  him  fuch  Promifes  for 
l-imlelF,  ,n  cafe  the /9//,.i'«  and  J'('>w/^  could  be  prcvail'd  upon  to  do  ic- 
that  he  went  to  tell  her  Maiefty,  that  (lie  fhould,  in  his  Mind,  hardly  be 
Qiiecn  QiS-s.eden  3  Weeks  longer,  ifihe  perfillcd  in  her  Denial.  To  which 
tins  Pnnccls  anf  werd  wich  a  Relblurion  worthy  of  the  Heroick  Blood  that 
runs  in  her  Veins,  /  had  rather  not  be  fo,  than  reurn  on  the  Conditions  the 
'<^^^y^onld  mpofe  on  its.  After  which,  Mr.  O/lerman  rcturn'd  to  Lofo. 
i\  R  -^  Ratification  of  rhc  Treaty  of  Alliance  above  mentioned, 
Mr     ''  "^  ^PP'^^'"-''^'  on  the  Coalls  of  S-^eden,  found    that  the 

^'////^owf y  were  retired.     In  the  Beginning  of  September  anorher  Treatv 
riignal  Advantage  co  S-^'eden,  was  concluded  between  the  Qiicen  and 
.ne  i^ing  of  Truffla,  whereof  Mr.  Knipphnfcn,  his  Tnif/un  Maiefivs 
^^*  •^^-  A  a  a  z  "Mini. 
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tclligible  Voice,  laying  three  Fingers  upon  the  Bible  -,  then  the  Jrcb- 
bijhop,  caking  the  Golden  Horn,  anointed  her  Forehead  and  Wrifis  wuli 
the  Bdlm  before  mention  d,  which    he  accompanied  wich   a  conciib 
Prayer.  This  done,  her  xMajcfty  I'eated  hcrlelf  again  on  the  'Throne,  and 
Count  Gyllenft'tcrna  and  the  Archbtfiop  taking  each  of  them  the  R.cgal 
Cro-JiU  from  the  Alcar,  put  it  on  her  Elead,  where  it  was  fafcned  by  o.ic 
of  the  Ladies  of  Honour.     Then  after  another  Prayer,  the  ArchhiJJjop 
rcturn'd  co  the  Altar y  and  taking  the  Sceptre  thence  he  put  it  into  her 
Majefty's  Right  Hand  i  he  did  the  fame  by  the  Globe,  which  flie  recciv'd 
alfo  in  her  Right  Hand,  putting  the  Sceptre  into  her  Left;  then  he  pre- 
Icnted  her  the  Goldeyi  Key,  which  (he  aUb  took  in  her  Right  Hand,  giving 
the  Globex.o  Count  Horn,  who  ftood  by  her  Side,  with  the  Bearers  of  the 
Retrdia.lhz'a  the  i'-ciwrt' was  brought  her,  which  flic  alfo  rcceiv'd  in  her 
Right  Hand  ;  which  y^J?J  the  Archbilhop  accompanied  each  with  a  fuita- 
ble°Prayer,  as  the  two  firft.  Laftly,  Her  Majefly  delivering  up  the  S-^ord, 
kept  only  the  Sapter,  Mantle  and  Cro-^u.      This  done,  a  Herald  pio- 
claim'd,    with   a  loud  Voice,    Behold  the  Trmcefs   Ulrica  Eieanora, 
cro-^nd  ^een  of  the  Swedes,  Goths  and\';irA2.\s,(Ioe  only,  and  no  other. 
Thereupon  a  Signal  given  by  the  great  Mafler  oiz\iQ  Artillery,  the  Can- 
non was  fired,  and   followed  by  a  general  Difcharge  of  the  Imall 
Arms  of  five  Regiments,   and  the  Te  'Deiim  and  Da  'facem  were  Tung 
in  Confort  with  the  Ecclefiaftical  Muf:ck.    Then  the  Cannon  beginning 
agaiii  to  fire,  her  Majelly  quitting  the  3d  Throne,  went  back  to  the 
z<i,  attended  as  before  -,  and  as  foon  as  (lie  was  leated,  the  jzd  Tful/n 
was  fung  in  Confort  with  the  Mujick,  and  followed  by  a  Prayer  -,  after 
which,  fhc  walked  to  the  id  Throne,  whereon  her  Majefty  being  fcac- 
ed,  the  2d  Marflial  of  the  Court,  accompanied  by  a  Herald,  went  to 
the  Box  where  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Heffe  Cajfel  was,   to  whom 
the  latter  faid  aloud,  Mojl  Serene  Lor^  Frederick,  Landgraie  cfHaTc: 
Cafiel,  'Duke  of  Hirchfclt,  Count  «»/"  Cattenellenboghen,  Deitz,  Zicg- 
henheim,  Nidda,  and  Schaumburg,  may  it  plea fe  your  Highnefs  to  come 
to  her  Majefly  s  Throne,  there  to  take  the  Oath  of  Fidelity  to  her,  in  Out- 
lay of  Generaltijimo  of  her  Armies.     Hereupon  the  Prince  following  the 
Marlhal  and  Herald,  approach'd  the  Throne,  and  kncel'd  down  be- 
fore her  Majefty,  and  kils'd  her  Hand  ;  then  repeating  Word  for  Word 
the  Oath,   which  was  didatcd  to  hi.ai  by  Count  Horn,   again  kifs  d 
her    Majefly s    Hand:    and   his  Highnefs  return d   to  the   Box,    the 
Marlhal  and  Herald  walking  before  him.     Then  the  fame  Herald  call'd 
out  to  the  Senators  to  come  to  the  Throne  to  take  the  Oath  of  Allegi- 
ance to  her  Majefty,  which  they  did,  Count  //tfr;^  didating  it  to  than, 
as  one  of  them  did  afterwards  to  him.     The  Oaths  being  taken,  aii 
the  Mufical  Inftrumcnts  in  the  Church,  with  the  Trumpets,  Hautboys, 
Kettle-drums,  and  Drums  without,  made  the  Heavens  rclbund,  accom- 
panied with  the  firing  of  the  Cannon  and  fmall  Arms  ;   and  the  Pro- 
ceflion  returned  from  the  Church  in  the  fame  Order  which  it  came  in, 
with  only  thefe  Alterations,  that  her  Majefty  had  on  the  Coronation 
Mantle,  the  Crown  upon  her  Head,  and  the  Scepter  in  her  Hand  ; 
that  i\\z  Senator  who  had  brought  the  Royal  Mantle  on  Horlbback,  was 
in  a  Coach  hke  the  others  ;  the  Treafurcr  of  the  Kingdom  mounted  up- 
on a  fine  Steed,   threw  amongft  the  People  handsful  of  Silver  Medals, 
with  her  Effigies  on  one  Side,  and  the  Rcverfeas  (3)  Print  XXXVll) 
The  Gold  and  Silver  Medalltuns  lent  afterwards  to  Pcrfons  of  Diuincai- 
on,  were  as  N.  (8.)  in  my  Print  XXXtl.  . 
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The  Qiiccn  being  arrived  at  the  Gate  of  the  flouic  where  flie  lodg'd, 
was  rcceiv  d  out  ot  the  Coach,  and  led  to  her  Apartment,  by  the 
Tnnce ;  and  the  Senators,  who  carried  the  Regalia,  laid  them  upon  a 
Tabic  covered  with  Stiver  Cloth  ;  then  whilll:  that  was  getting  ready, 
vvhcrcvon  her  Majeily  was  co  car,  an  Ox  roalled  whole,  with  tiie  Bcll\' 
Hull  d  and  fill'd  with  Kidds,  La-mbs,  dec.  and  che  Body  crulled  over  (if 
one  may  u^s  that  Exprdiion)  wich  wild  and  tame  Fowis  of  dii?ercnc 
forts,  was  delivered  over  to  the  Populace,  wirh  fix  Fountains  of  Wine, 
which  ran  from  as  many  large  Tuns,  from  Five  in  the  Evening  till 
Nine  at  Night.  Her  Majefty  being  fcated  at  little  a  Table,  placed  on 
purpofc  for  her  alone,  was  Icrv'd  by  the  Smators  and  other  principal 
Officers ;  and  the  general  llhimtnatirns  of  che  Night  prolong'd  ^if  E 
may  lb  Ipcak)  that  Day,  and  made  it  in  a  manner  but  che  lame'^one 
with  the  iSih  ;  Part  of  which  was  fpent  in  publick  Orations  and 
Thefes  at  the  bninjerfity,  at  which  che  !;liicen  was  prcfcnc,  with  the 
Tnnce,  the  Duke  oi  Holftetn,  and  other  Perlbns  of  'Biftinclion -,  and 
rhe  Archbfhop,  r\\Q  Bij'hops>  and  Superintendents  had  the  Honour  of  di- 
ning at  the  Table  with  her  Majefty,  the  Prince,  and  the  Duke ;  the 
Dodors  and  ProfelTors  of  the  Univerfity,  wich  ail  che  Clergy  of  the 
City,  were  entertain'd  at  that  of  the  lecond  Marlhal  of  the  Court.  On 
the  20th  the  ^leen  rcturn'd  to  SiockJjolm.

The  Prince  of  Hefle  CallelV  AcceJJion  to  the 
Throne^  by  her  Swedilh  Majefty  s  generous  Re- 
fignation  of  it.,  (Sec. 

IN  the  Beginning  oi  May  the  Duke  oi  Holflcin  fet  out  from  Stock- 
holm, the  Cannon  firing  as  he  left  the  City,  being  accompany  d  by 
tnc  Prince  o{  Heffe  CaJJel,  and  feveral  Pcrfons  of  the  firft  Rank,  ^haif  a 
Mile  our  of  Town,  having  received  a  Prelcnc  of  50,000  Crowns  to  de- 
fray his  Expences  to  the  other  Side  of  the  Balttck;  and  a  few  Days 
afterwards  the  States  came  to  a  Rclolution  to  call  in  the  Mnntctekens 
^ndMimtfcednles,  according  to  which  che  ancient  Carolms  continued  to 
S*'  ror  zj  S\£:edifl}  Pence,  as  did  in  Proportion  thole  of  Baron  Goert::,, 
and  the  Pieces  of  5  for  6;  excepting  that  in  paying  G/,/w/j  the  C^^ro- 
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Drums   beating,  the  Trumpets  founding  and  Hautboys  playing)  came 
—  T.  Tiic  Hereditary  Prince  of  Heffe-Cajjelxn  a  fineCoacii  andSix  Horlcs, 
with  his  Court  and  two  Chamberlains  on  Foot.     HisHighncls  being  goc 
to  the  Church,  placed  himfelf  in  a  Box  that  was  made  on  purpole  for 
him  where  the  KKx.'is -count enable  flood,  which  had  been  taken  away  ; 
his   Chamberlains  being  behind  his  Elbow  Choir,  and  the  reft  ol  his 
Retinue  here  and  there  in  the  Places  aliigncd  them  by  the  Maftcr  of 
the  Ceremonies. —  1.  Came  the  Duke  0^ Hoijle'rn  \n  another  Coach  and 
Six,  with  his  Attendants  ;  his  Highneis  took  his  Seat  in  the  fame  Bex 
as  the  Prince,  and  his  Retinue  were  difpof>;d  of  as  the  others.  —  3.  A 
little  after  came  two  Heralds  with  Six  Trumpets  and  a  Kettle  Drr.m, 
all  on  Horfeback. — 4.  The  fccond  Marllial  of  tiieCourt  on  Foor,  with 
his  Silver  Staff  in  his  Hand,  at  the  Head  of  the  Officers  cf  the  Houf- 
hold. — 5.  The  Nobility,  having  at  their  Head  (inflead  of  thv?ir  Mar- 
fiial,  who  was  indifpofed)  a  Governor  of  a  Province  who  llipplied  his 
Place. —  6.  Two  Heralds,  accompanied  by  Six  Trumpets  and  a  Kecrie 
Drum  on  Horfeback,  like  the  former. —  7.  A  Field  Marlhal,  in  therocni 
of  the   firfl:  Marlhal,  or  Great  Mailer  of  the  Court   who  was   fick,  in 
a  Coach  and  Six,  followed  by  Fourteen  Senators,  who  were  two  by 
two  in  Seven  other  Coaches  and  SixHorfes;  the  Eidell  of  them  hold- 
ing before  them,  on    little  Cufhions  of  Cloth  of  Silver,  the  Rcgalu, 
'VIZ,,  the  Crown,  the  Sceptre,  the  Globe,  Key  and   Sv-^-ord.— S!  The 
Qiiccn  very  richly  and  finely  cloathed,  and  drcfTcd  in  her  Hair,  in  a  larfc 
and  magniiiccnt  Coach    (but  fomething  antique,   having   been   made, 
as  was  laid,  for    the  Marriage  of  the  King  her  Father}  drawn  by  Eight 
Horfcs,  led  by  as  many  Captains  of  Foot;  tiie  firrt  Equerry  performing 
the  Office  of  Coachman,  the  fccond  of  Polliihon,  and  a  Major- General, 
Governor  of  a  Piovince,  riding  before  as  firii  Equerry.     h.x.  the  two 
Coach  Doors  walked  two  Captain-Lieutenants  of  the  L'teb-Smtadron  ; 
and  on  the  Right  and  Left  of  the  Body  of  the  Coach,  were  a  Mcjor- 
Gcncral,  and  a  Colonel  of  the  Regiment  of  Guards  alfo  on  Foot,  with 
four  Chamberlains  and  twelve  Gentlemen  of  the  Court.     Immediately 
after,  and  near  the  two  hind  Wheels,  were  two  Senators  en  Horfeback, 
carrying  one  the  Standard  of  the  Kingdom,  and  the  other  the  Royai 
Mantle.     All  thefe   had   by  their  Sides,  and    behind  them,  Twenty 
four  young  Men  of  Quality  that  were  Students  of  the  Univcrfity,  and 
Twenty  Guards  on  Foot,  with  their  Partifans  in  their  Hands. — Lailly, 
Came  an  empty  Body  Coach  pretty  magnihcent,  fomething  IclTer  and 
more  modern  than  the  foregoing,  with  Six  Horfcs.     The  Head  of  the 
Prccefiion  being  got  as  far  as  the  Weftera  Gate  of  the  Church-yard, 
(where  the  Heralds  difmounted  upon  a  red  Cloth,   with  which  the 
Way  was  covered  from  thence  to  the  Altar),  all   of  them  (excepting 
the  Trumpets    and    Kettle  Drums,    who   remain  d   without  on  both 
fides  the  Gate)  walked  on  it  in  the  fame  Order  as  far  as  the  Choir,  at 
the  Entrance  of  which  they  flopr.     Then  the  Iccond  Marlhal  of  the 
Court,  with  the  Heralds,  and  part  of  thofe  who  follow'd  them,  rang'J 
ihemfelves  in   two  Ihort  Columns  on  both  Sides  the  Entrance  below 
them.     The  others,  who  might  have  made  a  Confufion  in  the  Cere- 
mony, and  were  only  to  be  Lookers  on,  filed    off  to  the  Right  and 
Left,  to  take  their  rcfpecSive  Places  affigncd  them  by  the  Mafter  of  the 
Ceremonies. 

The  f^ltteen  alighted  at  the  fame  Place,  and  letting  her  long  Train 
fall  and  trail  upon  the  Ground,  which  was  imn^cdiaccly  taken  i;p  by 
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t.vo  Chamberlains  to  hold  ic,  walk'd  on  towards  the  Church,  under 
a  large  and  magnificent  Canopy,  fupported   by  Eight  Pillars  -,  which 
wcr:  at    iirft  held    up   by   as    many   Captaints  of  Foor,  and    after- 
wards by  Eight  Colonels,  who  took  them  out  of  their  Hands.     In  the 
mean  while,  befidcs  the  Trumpets  and  I^cttlc-Druins  without  Doors, 
the  Cathedral  refoundcd  with  the  Harmony  of  Forty  Inftrumcnts  with- 
in.    HcrMajolly,  on  her  entring  theChurch,  was  received  and  faluted 
by  the  Archbipops,  Btlhops  and  ^r/jjenntendcy/ts,, doadid  in  their  Prieftly 
Vcllments  i    the  ArchbiJJonp  having  in  his  Hand  a  little  Golden  Lioriiy 
wherein  was  v/hat  :hcy  call  the  *  Sacred  Ointment.     Then  the  Mufick 
ccaiing  a  little,  and  the  ProcclTion  making   a  fort  of  Halt,  theBilhop 
of  Lincoping  laid  in  a  loud  Voice,  BlejJ'edts  the  'Perfon  that  comes  tn  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  ;  and  the  Bifiiop  of  Scara  repeated  in   as  loud  a 
one   a  Prayer  fuitablc   to  the  Occafion.     After    which,   the  Mufick 
beginning  to  play  again,  the  Archbifiop  and  Billiops  went  up  to  the 
Altar,  on  which  the  firft  laid  his  Horn,  the  Btjloops  ranging  themlelves 
on  his  Right,  and  the  Superintendents  on  his  Left.     Her  Majefty,  with 
thofe  that  accompanied  her,  continuing  to  walk  under  the  Canopy  as 
before,  paffcd  near  the  firft  Throne  without  (lopping;  then  arriving  to 
the  fccond,  ihe  afcended  it  and  fat  upon  it,  the  Senators  placing  them- 
fclves  on  both  fides.     Thofe  who  earned  the  Regalia  went  up  to  the 
jiltar,  and  put  them  there  ;  which  done,  they  return'd  and  fat  near  the 
fccond  'Throne,  on  Chairs  cover  d  with  Crimfon  Velvet ;  and  the  Arch- 
oifJoop,  Bijloops  and  Superintendents  took  their  Seats  in  the  Choir  -,  which 
having  done  here  orelfewhere,  according  to  his  Rank  and  in  good  Or- 
der, her  Majcfly  kneel  d  down  upon  a  HafTock  cover'd  with  Silver 
Cloth,  the   Mufick  ccafed,  and  the  Bilhop  of  Stregmtz.  chanted  the 
Hymn  Veni  Sancle  Sprntus,  gx.  Come  Holy  Ghoft,  ^c.  which  being  lung, 
hcrMajcfty  fat  again  on  the  Throne,  and  thcBifliopof  Z./»ffl/'/»(^alccnd- 
cd  the  Pulpit,  and  took  his  Text  from  the  8th  Chapter  of  Jojhiia,  Ver. 
57,  58.  o'c.    His  Sermon  being  done,  he  chanted  the  Gw^,  which  was 
followed  by  the  Litany  chanted  by  the  hi'Aio^  ci Calmar.     This  being 
over,  the  Mufick  began  to  play,  and  her  Majefly  arolc  and  advanced 
to  the  third  Throne,  being  preceded  by  the  Senators  who  had  carried  the 
RegdiUy  accompanied  by  two  others,  viz.  Count  Gyllenjtierna  on  her 
Right,  and  Count  Field  M.:iT^\z{  Rheenpield  on  her  Left,  and  followed 
by  him  that  bore  the  Standard  ;   and  being  feated  upon  it,  three  of  her 
Ladies  of  Honour,  rifing  from  their  Places,  came  to  attend  her,  and 
pull'd  off  the  Mantle  ihe  had  then  on,  which  Nvas  given  in  Charge  to  the 
faSxQhamberlain ,  and  the  Archbtjhop  at  the  fame  time  taking  that  of  the 
Coronation  from  the  Altar,  came  to  put  it  on  her  Majelly,  being  afiifled 
by  the  two  Senators  before-mentioned,  and  the  fame  Ladies  faftned  it  on. 
After  this  her  Majefly  dcfcended  from  the  Throne,  and  kneeled  down 
before  a  Desk,  whereon  was  a  Bible,  which  the  Archbifiop  took,  and 
read  the  Firft  Chapter  of  Jojlma  ;  which  done,  he  laid  it  on  the  fame 
Place  ;  and  Count  Horn-,  Prcfident  of  the  Chancery,  prefented  himlclf 
before  her,  dictating  aloud  the  Oath  Ihc  was  to  take  to  the  State  and 
the  Church,  which  her  Majefty  repeated  after  him,  in  a  clear  and  in- 

Tii  a  reddijh  Balm  pretty  liquid,  and  rvhich  they  fny  is  very  fretious.  Vhe  Swcdifil 
PrieSlsy  ofrvhom  I  have  enquired  concerning  the  Nature  of  it,  made  a  grent  Myftcry  thereiifcti, 
whether  thro'  Ignorance  or  Dcfign  I  cant  tell  j  Litt  they  did  not  fay  thnt  it  vnas  hmughi  pom 
Heaven  in  this  Horn  by  an  Angel,  as  the  Frentli  do  that  Tpheremith  they  anoint  their  KJ"li'3 
*n  the  Viol  called  the  Sancc  Ami'oullc 
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tliem  ar.d  held,  afccr  they  had  walk'd  two  thirds  of  the  Way.— Imme.: 
d.atciy  after  the  Sledge  follow'dtwo  Colonels,  carrying  the  bcandard 
of  the  Kingdom.     All  chefc  had  by  their  Sides  the  Court  Pages  and 
Footmen,  with  30  or  40  Guards,  holding  Parcflans  in  their  Hancs,  which 
nn  togeth'-r  made  two  little  walking  Columns  one  on  each  Side.— The 
Hereditary  Prmce  of   Hefe  Cafel  and  the  Duke  of  Holjfem  were  in  a 
Mo'irning  Coach  and  Six  Horles,  covered   like  the  foregoi.ng   ones, 
with  their  Retinues  on  Foot.— Six  Senators  were  in  eight  other  Mourn- 
in^  Coaches  and  Six.— Sixteen  other  Mourning  Coaches,  wirh  a  Pair 
of  Horles    with  Cloths,  onlv  with  Harnetres  covered  with  black,  m 
wh'ch  wer^  icvcrai  of  the  Head  Officers  of  the  Army,  down  to  Lieucc- 
nant-Colonel,  with  ether  Perlbns   of  Condition.—Thc  Burghers  ilopc 
on  a  Place  about  60  Paces  from  the  Ridderholm  on  the  Right  Hand; 
ond  the  Lteb-Sanadron  on  another  jufl  by  that  Ifland  on  the  Left  -,   lo 
that,  with  the  Advantage  they  had  over  the  Infantry,  and  the  Tcrch- 
b'a4r3,  they  fronted  the  Cavalcade  when  it  palled  by.     The  Head, 
and  fome  Members  of  the  Proceflion,  to  avoid  iucommoding  or  Hopping 
rhol'e  that  followed,  took  great  part  of  them,  at  their  Arrival  in  the 
Church    the  Places  affigncd  them  by  the  Mailer  of  the  Ceremonies, 
according  to  their  Ranks  i  as  had  before  done  a  great  many  of  the^three 
Ellates,  the  Ladies,  and  other  Perlbns  who  had  not  been  of  the  Caval- 
cade   a'u  in  Mourning,  no  body  being  admitted  that  was  not.     The  Fu- 
neral Sledge  being  come  to  the  Door  of  the  Church,  which  was  alio 
hung  vv!th  black  Cloth,  and  illuminated  withfevcral  thouland  Tapers 
and  Lamps,  zo  Colonels  railed  up  the  Royal  Coftin,  and  carry 'd  it  in 
to  a  mi2,xy\'^z<zx\t  MaufoUim,  ereded  before  the  Altar ;  the  four  Senators 
continuing  to  hold  up  the  Pall,  eight  Major-Generals  die  eight  Column.? 
of  the  Canopy,  a  Senator  taking  the  principal  Stall  of  the  Standard, 
which  the  two'Cclonels  had  brought  thither,  they  ftill  helping  him  to 
carry  it  by  Supporters  faftned  to  it,  and  four  other  Se.iators  bearing 
x\\z'Re(raita^   which  they  received  from  the  Councellcrs  bcforc-mcn- 
ticr.ed.""^    During  this,  the  Treafurcr  of  the  Court  on  Horleback,  in  the 
miill  of  fix  Troopers,  and  as  many  Foot  Soldiers,  threw  amongft  the 
*  A  SVvn    Pecole  Funeral  Medals  of  Silver  of  the  Size  of  a  *  Carclm,  having  en 
r;cceofMo-  onc'llde  the  Effis^/es  of  the  deceafed  King,  with  thc'e  Words,  Cdrolus 
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On  both  Sides  of  the  ManfoU'mn,  which  was  crcdled  in  the  Shape 
of  a  Pyramid,  ilL-minatcd  by  500  Tapers,  and  ending  ma  Ibrt  of  Urn, 
over  which  was  a  Regal  Crown,  were  two  Infcrintions  in  large 
Golden  Clharadlcrs  upon  a  black  Ground  ;  whereof  that  on  the  Right 
gave  an  Account  of  the  deceafed  Hero's  Succcfs  for  Nine  Years  ;  and 
that  on  the  Left  of  his  Misfortunes  for  an  equal  foace  of  Time.  The 
Fcclefiaftical  Ceremonies,  (which,  with  the  Funeral  Oration  Ipoken  by 
rhc  Hifliop  of  Lincoping  who  officiated,  laftcd  from  before  Eight  tih  a 
rood  while  after  Midnight,'  being  iurt  ended,  all  the  Senators,  (ex- 
cept thole  who  held  up  rhe  Pall,)  took  up  the  Coffin  to  ct  it 
down  into  the  Royal  Sepulchre  ;  at  which  time  began  a  i:!ilchargc 
of  5CC  Cannon,  and  another  of  all  the  fmall  Arms  in  the  City  i  and 
laftly,  after  a  Pfalni  was  fung,  and  the  Bleffing  given,  every  one  be- 
ing ready  to  go  out  of  the  Church,  and  putting  himfeif  in  the  Order 
prl-lcribcd  for  that  purpole,  there  were  two  other  Difchargcs  made  as 
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Some  Days  after  Numbers  of  Funerai  MeduUions.,  of  which  tne  Fi- 
gure IS  in  the  Print  XXXU.  N.  2.  were  lent  in  Gold  to  the  Persons 
of  the  firft  Rank,  and  in  Silver  to  tholb  of  the  Iccond.     I  was  ac  the 
Ombutzrod  Mullern  when  he   received   a  Gold  one  ;  and  calling  my 
Eyes  on  the  Reverfc,  and  leeing  rhe  Lion  bound   or  mtangled  with 
Cords,  which  he  drives  to  break  with   his  Paws  and  Teeth,  I  could 
not  forbear  telling  him,  that  this,  with  the  IndociiisTati  (lave  the  good 
Meaning  of  the  Author)  had  much  of  a^~^/;'r,  and  would  confirm  the  Idea 
which  too  many  had  conceived  of  that  Prince;  which  confidcnng;  he 
faid  that  he  did  not  indeed  fee  any  grc^xt  Eniomutm  in  it.  This  Gcncie- 
man  died  foon  after ;  had  been  much  beloved  by  his  late  Majefiy,  who 
ufed  to  vifit  him  almotl  every  Day  in  Tiirkev,  and  had  railed  him  to 
the  Dignities  mentiond  in  this  Volume,   on  account  of  his  Merit,  as 
well  as  that  of  Love  ;  and  tho'  he   was  pretty  aged,^  I  believe  his 
dear  Mailer's  Death  had  great  Share  in  his,  for  he  fell  lick  foon  uficr, 
and  never  well  recovered.     The  Lutherans  in  Qermany  llruck  one  Mc 
dal  for  his  Majclly,  which  does  him  a  great  deal  more  Fionour,  wkli 
the  Chronogram,  N.  ^  Print  XXXVIL  as  they  did  formerly  for  G«- 
Jiavus  Adolphus  N.  (i)  in  the  fame  Print,  on  his  Triumphs  and  Viclo- 
ries,  out  of  a  pious  Acknowledgment  for  his  devoting  his  Sword  glo- 
rioully  for  their  Religion  -,  and  at  laft  divers  others,  upon  the  Death  of 
that  Northern  Hero  kill'd  at  Lutztn  alio  in  November  An.  1631.^    A- 
mongft  others,  that  reprefented  N.  i.  in  the  laid  Print,  which  I  have 

by  me  in  Silver.  ,     ^, 

Whilft  rhe  Publick  were  thus  taken  up  with  the  Obloquies  of  the 
late  King,  the  Domefticks  of  Baron  Gocrtz,  dug  up  his  Body,  and  car- 
ried it  with  the  Head  to  the  Houic  where  they  lodged;  when  cutting 
off  the  Legs,  as  being  too  cumberfome,  and  having  pickled  or  em- 
balmed it  as  well  as  they  cou'd,  and  put  it  i.i  a  travelling  Chell,  they 
tranfported  it  fome  few  Days  afterwards  to  rh^  other  fide  q{\^azE allien. 
A  few  Days  after  I  received  ftom  Conjtantmople  the  third  Letter  in  the 
Appendix.,  concerning  rhe  Peace  concluded  between  the  Emperor  and 
the  'Turks  ;  by  which  the  former  is  to  remain  in  Poirellion  oi  Bel- 
grade and  TennfjJder,  with  all  their  Dcpcndancies. 

The  Preparations  for  the  Coronation  of  the  Queen  being  ir.adc^  au 
Upfnly  her  Maielly  came  to  that  City;  and  on  the  17th,  about  Nine 
in  the  Morning,  the  Three  Eftates  of  the  Clergy,  the  Citizens  and  the 
Pcafants,  with  the  Ladies  of  Dillindion,  ,and  ethers,  went  to  taKe 
the  Places  allignd  them,  according  to  their  Rank,  by  the  Ma(ler_  of 
the  Ceremonies,  and  two  Gentlemen  of  the  t:ourt,  in  the  Cachccral 
Church  ;  where,  befides  Benches,  and  other  Seats,  ranged  in  Form  of 
an  Amphitheatre  for  the  Aiiiftants  and  Spedacors  of  both  Sexes, 
there  were  three  Thrones,  or  Silver  Elbow  Chairs,  placed  upon  a 
k\n^  oi  Suggeliums,  or  Scaffold  of  Boards  covcr'd  with  Oriental  Car- 
pets; the  ill,  three  Steps  high  in  the  middle  of  the  Nave;  the  id, 
four  Steps  ten  or  twelve  Paces  higher  in  the  Choir ;  and  the  3d  aifo 
four,  near  the  Altar.  The  Procclhon  began  at  Ten  a-Clock,  and  the 
Order  of  it,  with  the  Ceremonies  which  fucceedcd  it,  were  almolt 
after  the  following  manner.  The  Life  Guards  on  Florfeback,  with 
their  Swords  drawn,  formd  two  Lanes  from  the  Governour s  Hculc, 
where  the  Qiicen  lodged,  to  the  Tnmty  Church  ;  and  the  Foot  Soldiens 
With  Bayonets  at  the  End  of  their  Muskets,  lined  both  Sides  of  tne 
Way  from  thence  to  the  Cathedral.    Then  (the  Drums  and  Kettle- 
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tl-icr  vvc  confulcr  his  Body  or  his  Mind  ;  cho'  a  greater  Projcaor  than 
fucrcrsful  Carrier  on  of  his  Frojc-as  :  He  fpokc  little  and  well ;  nor  was 
he  Icis  Matter  of  his  Pen;  he  underllood  well  the  managing  of  the  Fi- 
nances,  and  was  a  great  Admirer  of  Mr.  La'::.s.     As  to  the  Athcilm 
whereof  Ibme  acculcd  him,  thole  who  knew  him  beft:,  afhrmdthathc 
was  not  the  Icall  tindlur'd  with  it  nor  I-'rophancis  ;   that  they  had  ne- 
ver heard  him  cither  Swear,  or  proftitutc  the  Name  of  t\\z'-Di%tn:t}' ; 
that,  on  tp.e   contrary,  he  had  often  declared   both  freely  and  pub- 
lickiv,  "  That  one  mud  be  worfc  than  a  Brute,  and  entirely  dcditutc 
"  of  Senfe   and  Realbn,  to  deny  a  Supreme  Bei?i(i,  who  is  Sovereign 
"  Governor  of  the  Univeric,   and   had  given  it  the  Forrn,  and  pre- 
'•  fervcs  it  in  the  Order  wherein  we  Ibe  it;    an  Order,  which  makes 
"  it  evident  to  any  one  that  will  not  iliut  bot^the  Eyes  and  Ears  of  his 
"  Underftanding."    They  own'd,  that  he  might  indeed  pni's  for  a  better 
T>tiil  than  Clmliian  :   He  had  declared  pretty  openly,  "  That  he  ra- 
"  ther  looked   upon  the  Books  of  Mofes  as  pcUtick  than  divinely  In- 
"  Ipir  d  ;   and  that  he  thought  them  full  of  divers  wile  Maxims  pro- 
"  per  to'keep  Men  in  the  P.efped:  and  Obedience  due  to  thetr  Governors 
"  and  SuDcnors  ;  but  That  he  only  found  Temporal  Promifes  in  them, 
•'  which  "did  not  ac  all  favour  the  ftrange  Tranfition  fas  he  call'd 
"  it)    to  ImmortalilY  by  Death,  of  which  the  New  Tcftament  gave 
"  Hopes."     They  added,  that  tncic  might  rather  be  looked  upon  as 
Objedions  made  by  his  Rcafon,  than  his  real  Sentiments  ;   that  as 
to  the  reft,  if  they  were   lb,  Mr.  Conradt  had  Ckrtjiiamfed _ot  recti- 
fied them  in  his  rritbn,  by  teaching  him  to  fubmit  his  Reafon  to  his 
Faith  ;  and  in  cffo<a,  that  Priell  has  himlclf  given  this  Teftimony  of 
Iiim,  that  he  died  as  aChriftian. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Day  for  the  Obfequies  of  Charlcs'^ll.  having 
been  appointed  and    proclaimed  by  a  Herald,  (accompanied  by  Six 
Trumpets  and  a  Kettle  Drum)  upon  all  the  ulual  publick  Places  in  the 
City  'and    Suburbs,  two  Gentlemen  of  the  Court  invited  the  four 
States  to  aflift  at  it ;  and  all  Things  being  in  readinels  on  the  i6cli, 
they  who   were  to  compole  the  Funeral  Convoy  went  in  the  Order 
luitable  to  their  Ranks,  to  take  the  Body  of  this  Prince  from  the  Pa- 
lace of  Cdher%,  to  tranlport   and  inter  it  in  the  Royal  Sepulchre  at 
Rtdderholm.    The  Coffin,  wherein  he  lay,  was  let  between  Five  and  " 
Six  in  the  Evening  upon  a  Chariot,  (or  rather  a  Sledge,  for  it  had  no 
Wheels)  entirely  cover'd  with  black  Cloth,  and  over  it  was  a  Pall  of 
the  lame  coloured  Velvet  lin'd  with  Ermin,  and  thick  embroidered 
with  Crowns  of  Gold  of  different  Sizes.     At  the  Head  of  the  Coffin 
was  placed  the  Crown  upon  a  Cufliion  alfo  of  black  Velvet,  and  four 
Coiincellors  of  the  Chamber  took  upon  them  to  carry  the  other  Re^ 
ffnlia.     A  Canopy  of  the  fame  alio  ftarred  or  embroidered  thick  with 
Crowns  like  the  Pall,  and  fupported  by  eight  Pillars  cover'd  with 
Cloth  of  Gold,  form'd  a  rich  Heaven  over  this  Sledge,  which  was 
drawn   by  Eight  Horfes  entirely  covered  with  black  Velvet,  hanging 
down  to  their  very  Feet,  and  having  on  each  a  Crofs  of   two  long 
Pieces  of  white  Sattin  fowcd  to  the  Velvet :  Thele  were  led  by  Eight 
Gentlemen  of   the  Court  inftead  of  Grooms,  all  in  long  Mourning 
Cloaks .     The  Order  of  the  Funeral  Procefllon,  from  Calherg  to  R'^^'^' 
holm,  was  almoft  after  this  manner ;  Flambeaus  were  regularly  placed 
on  both  fides  the  Way  upon  Ports  10  or  ti  Paces  from  each  otncr, 
forming  two  Lines,  with  Ibmc  Regiments  of  Foot  which  were  ""ge^ 
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followed  Ibftly  in  good  Order  on  Horleback.     Upon  wiiora  ic 
not  be  amils  to  make  the  following  little  DigrelTion. 

King  Charles  XL  formed  a  little  Squadron  of  zoo  Life  Guards, 
whom  he  call'd  'Brahants,  which  he  honoured  by  being  Inmlcif 
Captain,  creating  a  Colonel  as  Captain-Lieutenant,  and  a  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel as  Lieutenant  under  him  ;  which  were  picked,  as 
well  as^the  private  Men,  out  of  Ibme  Regiments  of  Horle;  giving 
to  the  fird  izo  Crowns  a  Month,  to  the  Iccond  80,  to  a  Corpo- 
ral zs,  and  to  every  private  '■Brabant  between  8  and  10,  with  his 
Cioaths  and  Accoutrements.  Charles  XIL  out-doing  his  Father,  took 
for  his  Captain-Lieutenant  a  MaiorGeneral,  and  a  Colonel  for  his 
Lieutenant,  and  choie  all  the  Officers,  as  well  as  the  private -Dr^/^rtwrf, 
from  amongft  Icveral  Regiments,  allowing  uo  Ducats  a  Month  to  the 
firll,  lyoCrowns  tn  tiic  lecond,  5-0  to  every  Corporal,  and  :;o  Crowns 
to  every  lingle  'Drabant,  with  his  Cloaths,  Horle  and  x'\ccoutrements. 
Thefe  were  all  fine  picked  Men,  of  an  approved  Courage  and  Valour. 
After  this  Princes  Arrival  at  Bender  but  few  of  thefe  were  remaining, 
above  three  quarters  of  them,  being  part  of  almoft  a  Million  of  Mc'n 
then  lacrificed  by  that  Hero  to  the  God  of  War.  After  his  Return  to 
his  own  Dominions,  he  advanced  thofe  that  were  living,  by  incorpora- 
ting them  into  other  Regiments  according  to  their  Rank,  their  Services, 
or  the  Share  they  had  had  in  his  Royal  Favour,  h\  the  room  of  chele 
Brabants  he  lubftituccd  the  Lieb  Squadron,  which  is  alio  properly  the 
Lifc-Guard,  was  himlclf  allb  the  Captain,  had  a  Major-General  for  his 
Captain  Lieutenant,  and  a  Colonel  for  Lieutenant;  "but  their  Pay  was 
little  more  than  that  of  a  Colonel,  and  the  private  Guards  had  but  8 
or  10  Pence  a  Day,  with  their  Cloaths,  Horle  and  Accoutrements. 

To  return  to  thcCavalcade:  Altcv  z\\q  Lieb-Squadron  came  two  He- 
ralds with  Six  Trumpets  and  aKcctle-Drum,  all  on  Horfeback ;  thcle- 
coni  founding,  and  the  lali  beating  mournfully  by  Intervals  ;  as  did 
the  Trumpets  and  Drums  of  the  other  Regiments.— Then  the  Court 
■*^rcwarcl,  who  is  tiicre  call'd  the  lecond  Marflial  of  the  Courr,  on 
Foot^  with  a  Silver  Staff  in  his  Hand,  and  foUow'd  by  the  Officers  of 
tlic  Court,  with  Ibme  Adjutant  Generals,  a-c. — Then  the  Marflial  of 
the  Nobility  alio  on  Foot,  with  the  fame  fort  of  Starf^  at  the  Head 
of  the  Nobles;  and  both  thofe  who  compofed  the  firft,  and  thofe  of 
t\\Q  fccond,  walked  three  by  three. — Two  Heralds  riding  before  a  Coach 
and  Six  Hcrfcs,  who  were  entirely  covered  with  long  black  Cloths 
hanging  down  to  the  very  Bottom  of  their  Fccc,  To  that  no  parr  of 
their  Bodies  cou'd  be  fccn ;  but  yet  fo  exad:ly  made,  that  their  Shapes 
might  be  difcovered  as  thofe  that  drew  the  Funeral  Sledge.  In 
the  Coach  was  the  great  Mailer  of  the  Court,  who  is  there  call'd  the 
Suoerior  Marlhal  j  his  Office  anfwcrs  almoft  to  that  of  the  Magtiler 
Ojfictornm  to  the  Roman  Emperors. — The  Funeral  Sledge,  upon  which 
eight  Colonels  held  the  Canopy,  being  accompanied  by  the  Captain- 
Lieutenant  and  Lieutenant  of  the  Lieb-Squadron,  with  two  Adjutant- 
Generals  walking,  the  two  firft  on  each  lidc  the  Head  of  the  Coffin, 
and  the  two  laft  at  the  Foot,  and  four  Councellors  of  the  Chamber,  car- 
rying the  Regalia  juft  by  them,  and  four  Chamberlains  holding  the 
four  Corners  of  the  Pall,  which  four  Senators  alio  on  Foot  took  from 
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*'  dom,  from  the  Management  of  the  mofl:  importanr  State  Affairs  i — 
"  For  having  ruin  d  the  Publtck  Credit^  ftript  the  Subjeds  of  what  lie- 
«  tic  good  Money,  Bank  Bills,  and  other  folid  Etfeds,  they  had  left  ;— 
"  For  having  encouraged  that  Prince  to  continue  the  War  by  his 
"  Councils,  and  the  tyrannick  Ways  he  had  invented  furnifh'd  him  with 
«  Supplies,  by  abufmg  the  Authority  with  which  his  Majefty  had  en- 
*♦  truOed  him  ;  —  For  having  Town  Divifions,  and  created  Mifunder- 
"  (landings  between  S'-Jueden^  and  the  Potentates  her  moft  ancient  and 
*'  fincece  Friends  and  Allies ;— For  having  been  the  Author  of  all  the  grca- 
**  tell  Evils  the  Kingdom  ever  groan'd  under,  fince  he  had  found  Means 
"  to  advance  himfelf  to  the  Head  of  Affairs ;  and  fevcral  other  capital 
*'  Reafons  too  well  known,  and  extradled  from  his  Anions  and  Papers. 

He  heard  this  Sentence  read  Cas  was  reported)  with  a  conftant  and 
fcrcne  Countenance,  and  with  a  Refolution  that  feem'd  nocto  be  daunted 
by  the  Fear  of  Death  ;  but  thinking  the  Article  of  being  buried  under 
the  Gall(m;s,  where  Felons  and  Highwaymen  were  hang'd,  exceflively 
fcvere  and  ignominious,  he  drew  up  a  Petition  to  the  StateSy  of  which 
Mr.  Conradi  took  the  Charge  -,  wherein  he  defir'd  Permiffion  to  give  an 
Account  of  the  FtnanceSy  whereof  he  had  the  Diredion,  and  begg  d  them 
to  mitigate  the  Sentence  with  Regard  to  his  Body^  by  futfering  either 
his  Friends  or  'Domefticks  to  have  the  Difpofal  of  it  after  the  Execu- 
tion.   Both  thefe  were  refufed  him ;  and  during  five  or  fix  Days  that 
were  granted  him  to  prepare  himfelf  for  Death,   he  wrote  his  own 
Epitaph,  in  the  following  Words ;   Fides  erga  Regem  &  T>uceTn,  Mors 
Regis,  mors  mea  ;    and  had  a  Suit  of  black  Velvet  made  for  him,  with 
Shoulder- ftraps  faflen'd  with  Buttons.     His  Domefticks,  who  had  in 
vain  defired  the  Liberty  to  fee  him  during  his  Confinement,  faw  hira 
the  19th  in  the  Morning,  when  he  came  out  for  the  Place  of  Execu- 
tion, and  were  allow'd  to  pay  him  their  laft  Duty,  by  carrying  behind 
him  a  Co/fin  to  put  his  Body  in,  after  its  Separation  from  the  Head, 
and  bury  it  in  the  Grave  dug  near  it.   Not  the  leaft  Alteration  or  Sign 
of  Fear  was  feen  in  his  Countenance  ;  on  the  contrary,  perceiving  on 
both  Sides  the  Trtfon  Gate  his  "Domefticks  with  Tears  in  their  Eyes, 
he  faid  to  them,  T>ont  weep,  my  Friends ;  there  are  no  Friends,  no  Ma- 
fters,  nor  no  Ser'vants  fo  good,  but  muft  one  "Day  part ;   and  afterwards 
he  added,  wkh  a  little  Smile,  to  one  of  them,  whole  Name  was  ©«- 
i-al,  who  had  been  his  Cook,  and  then  his  Steward,  /  Jhall  eat  no 
more  of  your  good  Soups,  Duval.    At  the  fame  time  he  cntred  into  a 
hired  Coach,  that  had  been  granted  to  carry  him,  having  made  Mr. 
Conradt  get  in  firft ;   and  as  it  froze  very  hard,  and  the  Cold  was  Ve- 
ry piercing,  he  ask'd  for  his  furr'd  Clock,  wherewith  he  ufed  to  tra- 
vel,  which  was   given   him  and  thrown  over  his  Shoulders.    This 
done,  the  ProcefTion  began,  confifling,  befides  feveral  thoufends  Spec- 
tators, of  above  loo  Guards  arm'd  with  Pikes.    As  foon  as  the  Coach 
arriv'd  at  the  Foot  of  the  Gallows,  he  came  out,  with  his  Hat  on ;  and 
having  view'd  the  Beholders,  on  the  right  and  left,  with  a  retplute  and 
fedate  Look,  amongft  whom  were  above  60  Pricfts,  whofc  Prcfence 
(to  fay  the  Truth)  was  not  very  edifying  at  the  Place,  he  askd  Mr. 
Cmradt,  If  he  thought  it  proper  for  him  to  make  a  jhort  Speech  ?   But  he 
advifed  him  to  the  contrary.     After  this,  not  ieeing  any  Scaffold,  he 
enquired  where  the  Block  was;  which  was  (hewn  him,  lying  upon  a 
Heap  of  Sand,  about  four  or  five  Paces  from  the  Coach,  by  the  lame 

Perlbn,  who  held  him  by  the  Hand,  and  conduced  him  to  it.  ^^ 
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loon  as  he  was  near  enough  to  k,  he  gave  his  Hat  and  Wig  to  his 
Valet  de  Chatnbrc,  who  in  the  room  of  them  put  him  on  a  Night-cap  i 
after  which  he  himfelf  unbutton  d  the  Shoulder- Straps  of  his  Coar' 
whilft  the  other  took  ofT  his  Cravat ;  then  layinf^  himlclf  flat  upon 
the  Ground,  with  his  Neck  upon  the  Block,  he  laid  in  Hi^h  Dutch 
loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  fevcral.  Satiate  thy  felf,  Sweden,  ijjith  the 
mnoccnt  Blood  you  fo  much  thtrji  after.  The  Executioner  advancing  at 
the  fame  time,  was  llopt  a  Minute  by  Mr.  Conradi,  who,  giving  him 
20  Ducats,  cold  him,  "  He  woud  excommunicate  him,  if  he  couch d 
"  the  Body  with  his  Hands,  or  any  thing  that  belong'd  to  ic,  after 
"  its  Separation  from  the  Head."  He  promilcd  that  he  wou'd  not  ; 
and  that  Momcnc  cut  it  olf  very  dextroufly  at  one  Stroke  :  Which  done^ 
all  the  Blood  having  run  out,  the  'Domc/hcks  put  the  Body  and  Head' 
of  then-  dear  Maftcr  into  the  Coffin,  bedewing  it  with  Tears,  and  let  it 
down  into  the  Grave,  which  was  not  deep,  on  account  of  the  Ground 
being  frozen,  covering  ic  firfl:  with  the  Sand  which  had  drank  up  his 
Blood,  and  afterwards  tilling  it  up  with  Earth. 

Tiic  Hiftory  of  the  Hangman  at  Stockholm,  is  '■emarkablc  enough  to 
dcferve  being  related:  He  was  bred  in  SmoUvd,  where  he  kept  Goats; 
and  being  one  Day  (when  a  Child  about  10  Years  old^  at  Play,  after 
luch  an  Execution,  with  his  Comrades,  wlm  had  cither  ieen  o'r'hcard 
of  ic,  he  propofed   to  choole  one  amongll  them  who  ihould  rcprclcnc 
the  Criminal,  with  Judges  to  lentcncc  him,  and  that  lie  wouiJ  be  the 
Executioner  -,  which  being  done,  the  Perion  condemn  d  went  to  his  Mo- 
ther to  delirc  his  befl  Cloaths,  laying  that  he  was  going  to  be  Behead- 
ed ;  as  (lie  only  imagm'd  ic  to  be  Child's  Play,  Ihe  gnvc  thcin  to  him,  and 
being  well  cloath  d,    he  went  to  the  Place  defign'd  for  Execution,  whi- 
ther he  was  accompanied  by  his  Play  Fellows;  one  of  which  acted  the 
Prieft,  and  they  play'd  all  their  Parts  fo  much  to  the  Life,  that  the 
young  Executioner  adually  cue  off  the  Child  s  Head  than  was  con- 
demned. This  tragical  Diverfion  might  perhaps  have  been  continued  by 
the  others,  (who  hardly  knew  what""!  if/"  was,  far  from  knowing  the  na- 
ture 01  Death!  lb  much  they  were  plealcd  with  it,  if  fome  body  happening 
topafsby,  and  fee,  with  all  the  Horrour  that  may  be  well  imagin'd,  this 
firft  ElTay,  had  not  hinder  d  its  going  any  further.  The  Parents  of  the  dead 
Child  rent  the  Air  with  their  Cries;  thole  of  the  others  whipd  theirs, 
efpecially  the  Executioner,  who  was  deliver  d  up  into  the  Hands  of  Ju- 
llice;  and  he  being  judged  coo  young,  and  too  ignorant  of  the  Nature 
of  the  Crime  committed,  to  die,  was  condemn  d  to  cxercifc  the  Profei"- 
jion,  of  which  he  had  Jufl  made  fuch  a  cruel  Experiment,   as  foon  as 
he  came  to  Age  i  and  which  he  has  fince  done  with  a  greal  deal  cfL^x- 
tetity,  having  never  (as  is  laid;  fail'd  of  Severing  a  Head  at  one  Stroke. 
Note,  this  is  the  moft  ufual  Punillimcnt  in  S-vjeden ;  where,  for  one 
that  is  hang'd,  a  hundred  lole  their  Heads,     Amongll  others,  I  have 
fcen  him  behead  a  Husband  who  Iiad  left  his  Wife,  and  a  Wifc  who 
had  left  her  Husband,  and  had  been  taken  Hying  together,  and  cod- 
viewed  of  double  Adultery  ;  and  two  fingle  Women,  for  having  lain  in 
Without  Midwives,  and  expotcd  their  Children    (which  were  found 
dead)  in  the  Streets  in  the  Night.     He  feem'd  to  be  about  4^:,  Years 
old,  is  well  made,  and  cloathed  in  Blue,  like  a  Military  Officer. 

I  return  to  Baron  Coertz,  whom  I  have  feen  beheaded  by  that  Man 
m  the  aforcfaid  manner.  That  Nobleman  was  certainly  endued  with 
many  extraordinary  Qualities:  In  a  word,  a  fine  and  great  Man,  whe- 
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rommon  Vmcc  to  die,  he  chofe  (contrary  to  fach  MpcrC^ons)  for  Ins 
SoTruual  Counfcllor  Dt.Conrar^^  a   M.mftcr   c     the  C.m.«  Church, 
^.nfrhe  mod  learned  and  moderate  among  hr.  Lutheran  dvc^hrcn. 
Thl  Dodo?  Id  alone  the  Liberty  to  vifit  the  Pnloner  ;  and  the  bet- 
ter he  bSame  acquainted  with  h,m    the  lets  ^o  judged  l.m    0  dderve 
rf,rh  Ura-e  and  the  Fate  he  was  thrcatned  with      His  Trjal  did  not 
?ome  on  till  the  End  of  January  ;  the  chief  Articles  laid  to  his  Charge 
.re  fn  t".e  XX.     His  Defence  was  kept  very  fecret  ;  and  I  had 
wfrh  a  ereaXfficulty,  the  following  Anfwers  to  three  of  them,  as  wcU 
u    SrVS  nf  his  Procefs  ;  thele  three  Articles  are,    i.

«  nk  no  fuch  Thought  had  ever  entred  into  his:    He  added        IM 
«  befides  he  had  done  nothing  without  his  Maiefty  s  Orders,  he  was 
"  fo  far  from  advifmg  him  to  lay   any  Burthen  f  .^l^.J^^^g  J 
«  What  was  ablblutcly  necefTary.  (as  that  of  the  laft  Tkcaert  wa  , } 
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«'  tliat  he  never  fcnt  a  Penny  out  of  Sweden  but  for  the  publick  U(c, 
"  and  cou  d  prove,  that  he  had  fpent  a  good  deal   of  his  own  Mo- 
«  ney  in  his  Majelly's  Service  ■,  nay,  that  he  even  refufed  j^  per  Cent. 
*'  which  that  Pnnce  offer'd  him  as  a  Prelent  or  Reward  upon  all  rhc 
"  Money  that  was  under  his  Managem.ent,  or  that  he  could  borrow  - 
"  begging  his  Majefiy  to  fufpend  this  Reward,  till  fuch  time  as  the 
"  Aliairs   and  Finances  of  the   Kingdom  fhould  be  reflorcd  to  thac 
«  prolperous  Condition  wherein  he  hoped  to  fee  them  ;  which  he  (b 
«  ardently  wifh'd  for,  and  fo  fincerely  endeavour'd  to  bring  about.'' 
He  aliedged,  as  a  confiderable  Service  render'd  to  the  trading  Part  of 
the  Kingdom,  "  his  having  mitigated  the  Severity  of  the  Regulation 
"  of  the  'Privateers,  of  which  fo  many  Complaints  had  been  made    by 
«'  prevailing  on  hts  Majejiy  to  foften  it,  by  the  Tajfports  he  himfeif 
"  and  his  Majefty's  Minillers  in  England,  Holland,  8cc.  gave  to  Ma- 
"  fters  of  Ships,  which  this  Prince  wou'd  not  at  firft  fo  much  as  hear 
*'  of;    of  which  Regulation,  'twas  well  known,  he  neither  had  been 
*'  Adviler  nor  Contriver. "   But  neither  the  Zeal  he  fo  eloquently  plead- 
ed for  the  Publick,  neither  the  King's  Authority  for  all  his  Adions 
nor  whatever  he  aliedged  for  his  Juftification  at  his  different  Examina- 
tions, cou  d  iave  him.     As  foon  as  Dr.  Conrardy  faw  his  Life  m  Dan- 
ger,   he  went  to  beg  of  the  ^teen  "  not  to  begin  her  Reign  with 
*'  Blood,  but  rather  with  a  generous  Pardon  of  Offences;"    when    at 
the  lame  time,  fcverai  of  the  Clergy  made  their  utmoft  Efforts  to'  in- 
duce that  Princefs,  naturally  inclin'd  to  Clemency,  to  refcnt  and  punifh 
thole  Offences;    reprefenting  to  her  Majefty,  "  with  what  Haughti- 
"  nefs  and  Contempt  that  Stranger  had  treated  her  during  her  Royal 
"  Brother's  Life;  and  above  all,  how  defpotically  he  had  carry'd  on  his 
"  tyrannical  Projeds,  ever  fincc  he  had  found  Means  to  gain  thac 
*'  Prince's  Confidence, "  &c. 

Her  Maiefty,  however,  being  moved  by  the  Dodor's  Remonftran- 
ces,  anlwer  d,  "  That  flie  could  very  willingly  forgive  the  Baron  what- 
'J  ever  he  had  done  againft  her  Perfon,  and  more  ,•  but  that,  holding  her 
*'  Crown  from  the  States,  after  God,  flie  neither  could  nor  would,  without 
"  their  Confent  and  Concurrence,  pafs  by  the  Injuries  done  to  the  'Fui?- 
*'  Irck:'  Thereupon  this  worthy  Clergyman  addrels'd  himfclf  to  the  States^ 
to  obtain  their  Conlent  i  but  in  vain :  He  gave  himfelf  as  much  Trouble 
to  fave  the  Prilbner,  as  the  others  (befides  a  great  many  Enemies  he  had 
among  the  Nobility,  and  both  Civil  and  Military  Officers  in  the  King- 
dom) did  more  effedually  to  deftroy  him.  He  was  condemn'd  to  be 
beheaded,  and  buried  ac  the  Foot  of  the  Gallows,  where  all  the  Rob- 
bers and  Highwaymen  are  hang'd,  fituated  on  one  of  the  high  Roads 
half  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  the  City.  The  Sentence  of  his  Condem- 
nation was  read  to  him  on  the  nth  o(  March,  after  degrading  and 
taking  from  him  all  his  Titles  of  Honour ;  and  the  Order  of  the  Orange, 
wherewith  he  had  been  honour  d  by  the  King  oi'Pruffia,  was  fcnt  back 
to  that  Prince.  The  Subftance  of  his  Sentence  was,  "That  George 
"  Henry  Goertz  was  condemned  to  lofc  his  Head  at  the  Foot  of  rhc 
*^  Gallows,  and  be  there  buried  by  the  Hands  of  the  Hangman,  for 
i  having  render'd  the  Fidelity  of  his  Subjeds  fufpeded  to  the  lace 
u  rt  "^  ^^'^'■^'^■f  XII.— For  having  deftroyed  the  Confidence  his  Maje- 
'^  fty  repofed  both  in  the  Senate,  the  Colleges  of  Chancery  and  War, 
^^  and  the  Stadt-Comptotr  ;  and  by  that  Means  removing  the  Miniften 
i..  that  were  moft  zealous  for  htsMajeJiy,  and  the  Welfare  of  the  King- 
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a  pariicuhr  Care,  that  thcfc  and  other  Revenues  are  faithfully  dcpo- 
ficcd  in  the  Stale  Comptotr  Chclt,  and    that  the  Regalia  iifci  .ac  nci- 
thcr  ahcnatcd  nor  ncglcdcd.     The  Subjcd-s  are  not  to  be  over-char^  ti 
with  Taxes,  but  when  the  Pubhck  Service   indifpcnfabiy  rec^uircs  it; 
nor  any  one  flian't  be   laid  upon  the  People  wirhoiit    the  i>tates  Con- 
ilnr,  no  more  than  any  Mony  taken  out  of  the  State  Lomptoir  Chcft, 
wichcur  the  Content  and  Knowledge  of  x.\\(^  States  or  the  Jt?.'i<:/t^ ;  ex- 
cepting however,  a  Imall  Sum  not  exceeding  50  Rix  Dollars,  which  13 
to  be  always  at  her  Majefty  s  Difpolal,  or  dci'.vercd  to  her  f.nglc  Or- 
ders.    The'  Chamber  of   Accompts   murt   have    the  lupervifmg  ot  ihe 
Diredors   of  the  Cuftoms,  and   conftitutc  Vificors  over  them.     The 
entire  Difpofal  of  them  muft    belong  to    the   Stadt  Comptoir,   which 
is  to  pay  the   Clerks  and  other   Perions  cmploy'd  by  the  State,    as 
alfo  mcll  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Km^dom. — By  the  z6th,  the  Prcfi- 
dent  of  the  College  of  Mines  is  to  be  likcwile  a  Senator,  and  co  have 
forCoileagues  twoCouncellors  of  the  Mines  with  four  Afllllants,  who 
fliall  overlook  and   hive   the  Care  of  every  thing  that  relates  to  thc 
Improvement  of  the  Mines  and  Machines,  o~f.— By  the  ^7^h,  The 
Co'iLge  of  Commerce  is  to  have  another  Senctor  for  us  Prefidcnt,  wuh 
two  Conncellors,  four  AfliLlants  and  two  Commiflioners,  who  muft  be 
Merchants,  and  have  their  fix'd  Salaries.     And  in  cafe  of  any  Bufinds 
of  Confcquence,  relating  to  Trade   or  Manufadures,  they  ate  obliged 
(jointly  with   the  Magillraccs  of  Cifics)  to  heat  the  Opinion  of  die 
Citizens  who  are  Tradefmen,  and  the  Manufacturers  both  Foreigners 
and  Natives,  before  they  determine  any  thing. — By  the  z8th,  The  Col- 
lege cf  Re-vijion  is  left  upon  the  fame  Foot  it  was  before,  with  a  Senator 
for  Prefident,  and  the  ulual  Allillants,  to  revife  the  Annual  Revenues 
of  the  Crown  ;  theCaufes  that  are  brought  before  them,  by  way  of  Ap- 
peal, from  the  Sentences  of  other  Tribunals  which  have  judged  them 
already. — According  to  the  Z9th,  The  firll  Marjhul  of  the  Court  muft 
be  a  Senator,  and  be  Comptroller  of  the  Royal  Table,  Palaces  and  Sta- 
bUs,  a^c. — The  30th  ordains,  That  the   Stadtholder,  or  Governor  of 
the  City,  (^as  the  Governor  of  Stoekhohn  is  call'd  here)  being  likcvvife 
a    Senator,  fhall  take  care   that  good   Policy  and  Order  be  obfervcd 
throughout  the  City  and  Suburbs  j  and  as  Chief  of  the  C/r^scwj,  have, 
jointly  with  the  firft  Magijirate,  an  Eye  upon  the  Prei'crvation  of  their 
"Frii-ileges  and  Rights,  allift  at  the  Revie-as  to  be  made  of  th;  a?brc- 
laid   Citizens,  and  order  all  the  Executions,  and  other  things  annex'd 
to  his  Office. — According  to  the  31ft,  All  the  Colleges  are  obliged  to  be 
reciprocally  aiFiAant  to,  and  help  each  other  in  every  thing  that  re- 
gards the  Welfare  of  the  Crown,  and  the  People  in  general  ;   and  to 
render  ever  Year  a  faithful  Account  of  their  Adminiftration,  both  Pub- 
lick  and  Private,  to  the  States  airembled. — By  the  3xd,  The  Charge  of 
thzVr  itnces   and  'Dtftricis,  c>r.    of  the  Kingdom   is  committed  to 
Land fof dings ,  who  are  to  rule  them  wirhout  the  Title  of  Governors  ; 
and   the    Lifgeddings,  confifting   in    Lands,   d^c.   given  heretofore  to 
Sateens  (luch  as  the  late  Grandmother  of  her  Majefly  now  reigning 
had   ac  /Fa/le-aa)    arc    aboliihcd.— By  the    13d,   Thofe   Landfofdings 
arc  to  tec    the  Arabic  Fielus,  cT-c  regularly    cultivated,    receive  the 
Revenues  of  the   Country,  and  give    a    yearly  Account  of  them. — 
By  the  34th,  HerMajelly  is  not  to  give  any  Employment  of  Confe- 
qucncc,  without  the  Advice  and  Conlcnt  of  the  Senate-,  but  when  on/ 
Place  is  vacant,  (for  Inftancc  in  any  College'^}  three  Pcrlbns  arc  to  be 
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prelcnced  to  her  of  known  Integrity  and  Capaciry,  out  of  whom  flic 
may  chufe  which  ibe  pleales  to  rill  the  Vacancy.     As  for  Military  Of^ 
fices,  the  States  arc  to  have  the  Diftribucion  and  Difpofal  of  all  above 
the  degree  of  a  Lieutenant -Colonel.     No  Strangers  arc  to  have  any  im- 
portant Poll  in  :che  Kingdom.— By   the  35ch,   her  Majefly  is  deflred 
not  ennoble  to  many  as  formerly,  but  only    fuch  as   Ihall  flgnahzc 
themfclves,  by  rendring  feme  conlidcrablc  Services   to    their  Coun- 
try.—3y   the  36th,    She   will  call  the  States    together  every    third 
Year,  and   ofcner  if  the  Pubhck   Welfare   requires  it  ;    then  an  Ac- 
count of   what    has  pafTcd  fince   their  lall  Separation,  and   the  prc- 
fcnt  Pofture  of  Affairs,  mull  be   laid  before  them.     They  are  likewilc 
to  examine  into   the  Condud  of  the  Senate,  whether   they    had    chc 
Welfare   of    the    Kingdom    in   view,  or   not.     During    the   Abience 
any  dangerous  Sicknels,  or  the  Death  of  her  Majefly,  the  Senators  may 
call  the  States  together  i  but   if  there  ihoud   be  no  Male  Heir,  (m 
whofe  Name  they  may  fummon  them)  they  are  to  meet  of  their'own 
Accord,    the   3orh    Day    after  the  i^fw'/Deceare,    which  mufl;  be 
immediately  pubhlhed  by  Order  of  the  Senate,  and  by  the  Ca.e  of  the 
Adminiftrators  of  the  Ilouje   of  the  NobililY,  the  ArchbifJ:op  of  Vpfal, 
and  the  Landfjfdings  of  Provinces  and  Diftrids,  to  the  End  ic  may   be 
known  timely  by  all  thofe  whom  it  conccrn'd.  —By  the  v^h,  the  AV 
btlity  relcrve  to  themlclvcs  the  Right  and  Power  of  chufing  their  Mar- 
fhal;  and  when  there  is  to  be  a  Duifion  o{  t\\zStates,  for  the  Examina- 
tion of  any  private  AlTair,  or  any  fecret  Co.ifcrences,  each  of  them  may 
name  and  chufe  our  of  their  relpedive  Bodies  fuch  Meinbers,  in  whom 
they  believe  they  can  befl  confide,  to  compofe  a  Secret  Committee  wkh 
thole  of  the  other  States.     At  the  Beginning  of  every  Diet,  i\\cTala- 
maners,  or  Orators  of  the  airembled  States,  mult  name  and'chuie  una- 
nimoufly  a  Surttary  of  the  Peafants,  to  digcft  into  Writing  what  is  re- 
quifite.— By  the  3Sth,  The  Xobility  of  Eiihoma,  Livonia  and  Oeflia 
are  to  be  re-eflabiirn'd  and  confirm'd  in  their  Rights  and  -Pri-cile'^es,  as 
loon  as  thcfc  Provinces  fli.ill  be  re  united   to  her  Majefly  s  Domuiions, 
by  a  happy  Peace.— By  the  3>)ch,  Her  Ma'jefy,  on  the  like  Terms    is 
to  have  the  fame  jufl  Regard  and  Confldcration  for  thole  of  her  GVr- 
man  Provinces.— By  the  40th,  She  con.'^rms  the  Charters  and  Tn-ci- 
leges  of  all  the  Cities  in  the  Kingdom.     This  Form  of  Government  was 
Sign'd  by  the  Mar  fid  of  the  Nobilitv,  the  Archbifl^op  of  Up(al,  the  firfl 
Biirgoinajlcr  of  Stockholm,    and  the  Secretary  of  the  Peafants  ,•  and  was 
afterwards  ratify 'd  and  fign  d  by  the  f^ieen. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  People  would  have  Baron  Goertz,  to  be  facri- 
Ijcedto  their  Refentmcnt  and  Hatred.  He  was  generally  cry'd  out  a- 
gainft  as  the  Author  of  the  Misfortunes  and  Mifery  of  the  Kingdom.  The 
Politicians  laid.  That  after  having  ruind  the  Army  in  Xor-^av,  he  de- 
fign'd  to  bring  the  RuJJtans  into  the  Heart  of  S^edm,  and  let  up  the 
Duke  of  Holjhin  for  King,  and  the  Princcls  of  Mnfcovy  for  Queen  ;  that 
in  order  to  this,  he  had  contriv'd  and  concerted  a  Marriage  betwoca 
them,  intending  to  reign  himfelf  ablblutely  over  the  young  Pair.  Di- 
vers other  Projecls  were  afcribed  to  him,  which  flatter'd  the  Views  of 
his  Czaruin  Majefly  upon  Gertnany  and  '■Denmark,  efpecially  in  favour 
of  the  Duke  of  Mecklemburg.  The  'Pulpits  and  Marketplaces  refound- 
ed  openly  with  Invedives  againfl  his  Adminiflracion  -,  they  attack'd 
n|s  very  Thoughts  and  Belief  in  relpcd  to  God,  gave  him  the  odious 
Name  qI  Atheif,  o-c.     Hearing  chat  he  was  already  condemn'd  by  the 
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lianccs>  which  alfo  (he  may  do  by  the  Advice  of  the  Senate  alone.— 
By  thc.Sdi,  tlie  States  are  obliged  to  maintain  the  y'hithorttv  and  Trero- 
g^atf.ves  granted  to  her  Majefty,  according  to  the  ancient  Lonftitutwns. 
— The  yth  grants  and  confirms  to  her  Majefty  the  Royal  Privilege  of 
coimug  Momy^  and  obliges  her  to  take  care  that  the  Gold  and  Silver 
Species  are  of  a  good  Allay,  and  put  as  loon  as  polTible  on  a  good  Foot- 
ing; on  Condition  neverthelels  that  (he  (hou'd  not  alter  the  Value,  with- 
out confulting  the  States^  and  having  their  Approbation. — The  loth  obli- 
ges  her  Majefty  not  to  go  out  of  the  Kingdom,  but  with  their  Confent. — 
The  nth  fays,  that  as  (he  can't  fingly  attend  and  inlped:  all  AlFairs,  con- 
fidering  the  Extent  of  the  Kingdom,  (he  (hall  be  affiftcd  by  the  Senators: 
zndint enfant s  of  Provinces,  and  other  Officers.— The  i  ith  prefcribes  the 
Method  of  making  SenatorSy\i\-i\ch  is,  that  14  of  the  Body  o  f  the  Noii/ity, 
li  of  the  Cier^y,  and  as  many  oithQ  Burghers,  (liall  meet  together,  and 
after  having  taken  an  Ooith  to  keep  it  fecret,  mud  unanimouily  agree 
between  themfelves  upon  the  Choice  of  thole  whom  they  think  the 
mod  capabje  and  worthy  of  that  Dignity,  by  naming  three  for  each 
yacaitt  Placc,wliich  het  Majefty  may  fill  up  with  whoever  of  the  three 
ihe  pleales-  N.  B.  The  fame  Article  provides,  that  not  one  of  the 
Edetiors  (hall  be  chofen  or  named,  and  that  no  Senator'^  Place,  becom- 
ing vacant  after  the  Separation  of  the  States^  (hall  be  fiU'd  up  but  at 
a  new  T^tet,  which  fixes  the  Number  o^  Senators  to  24,  and  does  not 
allow  above  two  out  of  one  Family,  either  nearly  related  by  Blood, 
or  Qtherwife,  much  lels  three  Brothers. — The  1 3th  obliges  her  Majefty 
always  to  govern  the  Kingdom  by  the  Advice  of  the  Senators. — The 
14th  requires,  that  they  (faving  the  Allegiance  and  the  Relpett  due 
to  hec  Majefty  and  their  Country)  Ihould  give  all  the  Council  and  Ad- 
vice that  they  judge  moft  found  and  beneficial,  with  the  greateft  Dif- 
intereftnefs  and  Impartiality,  and  without  :?ny  humane  Relped:  to  fheir 
Relations  and  Friends  j  and  avoiding  to  encoL'ragc,  either  adively  or 
palTively,  the  introducing  Arbitrary 'Tower,  on  Pain  of  Lofs  of  Life, 
Honour,  and  Eftate.— The  15th  will  have  them  all  give  their  Advice 
when  the  NecefTities  of  the  State  demand  it,  or  at  leafl:  tta  of  them, 
(when  there  are  no  more  at  hand}  and  to  be  refponfible  for  the  evil 
Adminiftration  of  any  Affairs  that  fhou'd  arrive  through  their  Negli- 
gence. It  adds  that,  in  Cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Voices  among  the  Se- 
nators, her  Majefty  (hall  have  the  cafting  Vote,  and  turn  the  Scale  to 
which  Side  (he  pleales. — The  i6th  direSs,  that  if  her  Majefty  (houd 
be  abfent,  or  indifpofed,  the  Adminiftration  of  Affairs  is  to  be  regu- 
lated by  the  Plurality  of  Suffrages  in  the  Senate,  i  and  that  if  the  Se- 
nators happen  to  be  equally  divided  upon  two  Opinions,  that  which 
is  approv'd  of  by  the  eldeft  fhall  be  follow  d  -,  alio,  that  if  the  Throne 
become  vacant  by  the  Death  of  her  Majefty,  there  are  no  hereditary 
Princes ;  the  Government  is  to  be  in  the  Senate's  Hands,  till  the  States 
affemble  to  eledt  a  Succeffor,  according  to  the  Method  prefcribed  in  the 
Ad;  o{  Election. — The  17th  impowers  the  Senators^  who  are  Prcfidencs 
of  Colleges^  to  give  their  beft  Orders  and  Diredions  to  their  Deputies 
CO  demand  an  Account  of  their  Difpatchcs,  that  they  may  inform  her 
Majefty  of  what  is  ncceffary  relating  to  them. — The  i8th  aliigns  to 
every  Court  of  Jufticc  a  Senator  for  Prefident,  who  muft  have  foe  Col- 
leagues a  Vice-Prefident,  and  four  Alfiftants ;  the  two  firft  whereof  are  to 
have  no  other  Allowance  than  their  ordinary  Salaries,  as  regulated  by 
the  State.    Jc  alfo  provides  that  a©  Gcotleman  (hall  be  condemned  by 
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any  other  Tribunal  than  that  of  the  Royal  Court,  call'd  Hofratten^ 
when  it  concerns  Lofs  of  Life  or  Honour,  according  to  the  Privileges 
of  the  Nobility,  ©f.— By  the  19th,  The  College  of  PVar  is  to  have  a  Se- 
nator for  Prcfidcnc,  with   two  others  of  the  fame  P.ank  for  his  Col- 
leagues, (who  mull  all  three  be  well  verfed  in  the  Knowledge  of  Mi- 
litary Affairs)  a  General  of  the  Artillery.,  a  General  !^iarter  Mafier^  and 
two  Councei'o^s  of  War  who  undcrftand  Accounts.     This  College  is  to 
take  care  of  the  Land  Forces  and  the  Artillery,  both  in  the  Garriibns 
and  the  x-^rmy  j  to  keep  the  Fortifications  m  good  Order  i  make  new 
ones  when  NccclTity  requires  it,  and  call  the  Colonels  to  an  Examina- 
tion about   the  cloathing  the  Regiments  committed  ufually   to  their 
Management  ;  after  which,  all  the  Papers  of  the  College  (hall  be  laid 
before,  and  referred   to  the  Chamber  of  Accompts. — By  the  iCth,  The 
Forces,  both  by  Land  and  Sea,  with  their  refpecSive  Officers,  are  ob- 
liged to   take   an  Oath  of  Fidelitv  to    her  Alajefiy,    the   Kingdom 
and  the    States,  according  to    the  Form  appointed  for  this   purpofe. 
The  Conrradls  made   wich  the    'Peafants    and    the    Cities,    for     the 
Subfiftance  of  the  Infantry   and  Sailors,  are  to  be  obfervd;  and  if 
the  Lands  of  any  private  Perfon  have  been  aflTign'd,  or  given  unjullly 
to  any  Officer,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  true  Proprietor  to  refume  them 
by  the  Courte  of  Juftice. — By  the  xift.  No  Colonel,  nor  any  other  Of- 
ficer, is  allow'd,  without  Leave  given  by  her  Majefty  in  fall  Senate,  to 
march  any  Soldiers  out  of  their  ordinary  Quarters,  and  that  on  pain 
of  Lots  of  Life  and  Honour. — By  the  ^^d,  The  College  of  Admiralty 
muft  have  for  Prefident  a  Senator  Admiral  General,  widi  all  the  other 
Admirals  and  Sea  Officers  chat  are  prelent  for  his  Colleagues  ;  but  (^as 
the  College  is  now  at  Caret fcroon  with  the  Fleet,}  it  is  ordered  that  a 
Senator,  well  verfed  in  Naval  Atfairs,  (hall  always  alTift  at  all  the  De- 
bates in  the  Senate  relating  to  it;  and  this  College  is  to  take  care  of 
the  Naval  Forces  of  the  Kingdom,  of  the  Men  of  IVar,  Frigates,  Gal- 
lies,  Brigantines,  crc.  built  ot  to  be  built,  well  provided,  and  kept  in 
good  Order. — By  the  23d,  The  Chancery  College  (liall  have  for  Prefident 
a  Senator,  and  he  for  Colleagues  three  others  of  the  fame  Rank,  with 
a  Chancellor  of  the  Court,  and  three  Secretaries  of  State.     This  Col- 
lege is  to  draw  up  all  the  Statues,  'Decrees  and  Ordinances  of  the  King- 
dom in  general  ;  and  the  Charters  of  Cities,  and  Privileges  of  private 
Potions  in  particular;  together  with  F?/// "PozcrrJ,  hettersTatent,  Cre- 
dentials, Acts  of  the  Diet,  'Treaties  of  ''Peace,  and  Alliances,  Cfc. — By 
the  14th,  The  Prefident  of  the  Chancery  is  to  admit  no  one  who  has 
not  a  fuicable  Capacity  ;  and  Choice  muft  be  made  of  fout  Gentlemen, 
who,  by  their  Studies  and  Travels  in  Foreign  Countries,  and  their  na- 
tural Ingenuity,  have  acquired  the  .leceifary  Knowledge  of  the  World 
and  of  Bufinels  i  who  muft  be  employ'd  in  the  College  under  the  Name 
of  Cancellie-Tonkar.,    or  young  Gentlemen  of  the  Chancery.     Thefe 
muft  have  certain  Salaries,  and  (after  taking  the  appointed  Oaths)  be 
allowed  for  their  Inftrudion  to  lee  and  examine  the  Archives,  and  o- 
ther  Pieces  proper  to  give  the  jufteft  Ideas,  and  beft  Infight  into  the 
real  Situation  of  Affairs  both  Abroad  and   at  Home. — By  the  ifth. 
The  Chamber  of  Accompts,  and  the  Stadt  Comptoir,  muft  have   a  Sena- 
tor for  Prefident,  with  another  for  his  Colleague,  and  the  other  Coun- 
cellors  of  the  Chamber  for  Alfociates  :  And  all  who  have  the  Manage- 
ment of  the  Re-venues,  and  Expences  of  the  Court,  muft  give  them  an 
Account,  and  receive  their  Orders  from  them.    This  College  is  to  take 
Vo  L.  IL  Y  y  1  a 
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Baron  Teter  Ribbing,  who  was  chofcn  Marfhal  of  the  Nobility,  an* 
fwcred  this  Harangue  with  another,  in  the  Name  of  the  States,  where- 
in (after  having  laid,  that  they  pleas'd  themfelves  with  the  Choice 
they  had  made  of  a  Princcls,  indjed  with  lb  many  Virtues  as  her  Ma- 
jcfty,  for  their  Qiieen)  he  aflurcd,  "  That  they  wou'd  have  nothing  ib 
"  much  at  Heart,  as  to  ftudy  all  the  Moans  imaginable  to  render  her 
"  Reign  eafy ;  to  fignali^e  their  Zeal  for  the  Welfare  and  Service  of 
"  their  Country ;  to  fhew  her  all  the  Allegiance  and  Affcdioii  that 
"  cou'd  reafonably  be  expeded  from  good  Subjects ;  to  fupply,  by 
"  their  Subfidies,  the  NecelTities  of  the  Kingdom  -,  to  find  R.emc- 
"  dies  for  the  publick  Misfortunes  j  and,  in  fine,  to  Tubmit  reli- 
"  gioufly  to  all  the  Conftitutions  and  Laws  that  required  their  Obe- 
"  dience. 

Then  were  read  the  Ads  of  Afllirance,  or  Renunciation  10  Arbi- 
trary Toxer,  that  of  the  EleBion^  and  of  the  Form  of  Go-v eminent ;  then 
they  took  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  to  her  Majefty,  who  obliged  her 
felf,  by  another,  to  govern  according  to  the  Articles  agreed  on  by  the 
Senate  and  the  States.  This  done,  Count  Horn  again  thank'd  the 
States,  in  her  Majell:y's  Name,  for  the  generous  Proof  of  their  AtTec- 
tion  and  DiftincSion  for  her  Royal  Perfon,  in  chufing  her  their  Queen, 
and  fettling,  by  the  Ad:  of  Eledion,  the  Succeflion  on  her  Male  Chil- 
dren, if  ftie  fhou'd  have  any. 

On  the  z3d  all  thefe  Ads  were  printed  and  publifhed  -,  they  are  in 
a  perplexed  and  confufed  Style,  wita  very  little  Connexion,  and  a  great 
deal  of  Repetition.  The  Subftance  of  the  Ad  of  the  Eledion,  dated 
the  zoth  of  January^  is,  *'  That  the  States,  being  willing  to  provide 
"  a  Succeflbr  for  the  Throne  then  vacant,  have,  of  their  own  free  and 

voluntary  Motion,  caft  their  Eyes  on  i.he  Princefs  Landfgrazine  of 

HeJJe  CaJJel ',  and,  in  Confideration  of  the  auguft  Virtues  of  her  An- 
*'  ceftors,  which  llie  inherited,  her  Abhorrence  and  Renunciation  to  So- 
"  'vereigntj,  and  of  her  Oaths  and  Promifes  to  profels  and  defend  the 

LutheranKQ\\g\on,  exclufiveof  any  other,  and  to  govern  according  to 

their  Form  of  Government,  d'c  have  fpontaneoufly  and  unanimoufly 
"  eleded  her  Queen  oi  Siz-eden,  without  her  having  the  leaft  Right  co 
*'  the  Crown,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the  Kingdom  j  quoting  that 
*-  of  1604,  which  fays.  That  any  ^Daughter  of  the  King  or  "Prince 
"  Royal,  being  either  married  or  engaged,  "jiithout  the  Confent  and  Jp- 
"  probation  of  the  States,  lofes  her  Right  to  the  Cro'-jin,  both  for  her  fc If 
*'  and  her  Children.  They  inflanc'd  Queen  Chrifliana,  who  not  being 
"  married,  fucceeded  by  Virtue  of  her  Father,  the  great  Guftavus  Adol- 
"  phuss  Eledion,  which  gave  her  Right  to  be  chofen ;  and  on  her 
"  Abdication  hef  Coufin  Charles  Guftavus^  who  being  Son  to  a  Prin- 
"  cefs  thus  married,  was  eleded  by  the  free  Confent  of  the  States ; 
"  and  acknowledges  in  his  Ajfurance,  1650,  that  he  is  chofcn  pure- 
*'  ly  by  their  Favour  and  Courtefy,  and  that  they  did  him  Honour 
*'  therein.  The  States,  on  their  Side,  declared,  by  the  Ad  of  the 
"  Diet  then  held,  that  they  had  not  chofen  him  out  of  any  Obliga- 
*'  tion,  or  Duty,  but  out  of  their  own  free  Will.  It  was  decreed 
*'  both  by  the  Ad  of  EleBton,  and  that  of  her  Majefty 's  Ajftirance  or 
"  Declaration,  that  ftie  fliould  forfeit  the  Crown,  by  endeavouring, 
"  diredly  or  indiredly,  to  reftore  Arbitrary  Power ;  and  whoever 
*'  durft  propofe  to  her,  or  any  of  her  Succeflbrs,  the  Thoughts  of  ir, 
!'  is  declared  a  Traitor  to  his  Country,  and  to  be  puniihed  as  fuch. 
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-^  Nor  is  her  Majefly  to  fuffer  any  one  to  be  admitted  into  any  Em- 
''  ployment  in  the  State,  but  who  is  a  Lutheran,  born  a  Subjed  to 
«  S'-jneden,  and  abjures,  by  the  following  Oath,  the  defpotick  Power, 
"  thus.  /  N.  promife  by  Oath  upon  the  Gofpel,  that  I  '■ji'tll  in  no  jci/p 
«'  endea-vour,  openly  or  fecreth,  either  of  my  own  Accord,  or  by  the  Iw- 
"  cttement  of  others,  by  Council,  or  by  Sollicitation,  to  tntrodnce,  efla- 
"  blt(h,  or  maintain  the  abfolute  'Toizjer,  calld  Sovereignty  ;  but,  on  the 
"  contrary,  I  "^'ill  Jirive,  as  much  as  in  me  lies,  even  with  the  Hazard 
"  of  my  Life,  to  prevent,  oppofe,  and  hinder  it  -,  and  1  oblige  my  feff 
**  to  reveal  all  that  I  can  difcover  is  plotted,  contriv'd,  or  proiecied  for 
"  its  damnable  Introduction  ;  as  alfo  to  impeach  the  Authors,  and  thei¥ 
*'  Accomplices,  if  lean  find  them  out.     So  help  me  God. 

The  Form  of  Government  contains  40  Articles.  According  to  tWe 
firft,  her  Majefty  fhall  never  profefs  any  other  Religion  but  the  L^f 
theran,  as  it  is  eftabliflied  by  divers  Edids  and  Laws ;  nor  fuffer  ei- 
ther the  publick  or  private  Exercife  of  any  other  Religion,  (excepting 
however  the  foreign  Miniftcrs,  to  whom  it  will  be  allow'd  to  have  a 
Chaplain  in  their  own  Houfes,  for  themfelves  and  their  Domefticks, 
as  heretofore,-)  but  other  Foreigners  fettled  in  the  Kingdom,  &€.  IhaB 
neither  enjoy  this  Liberty,  nor  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  Citizens, 
nor  have  their  Children  chriften'd  or  inftruded  by  any  other  Pricft  but 
thofe  of  this  our  Holy  Religion ;  which  to  fpcak  againft,  is  Degradation, 
Banifhment,  o'c.  or  even  Death,  according  to  the  Nature  of  the  Difrefpeft 
or  Blafphemy. — The  zd,  after  having  recommended  to  her  the  Protec- 
tion and  Defence  of  the  Laws,  and  Jufticc,  gives  her  the  Prerogative 
of  granting  Safe-Conduds,  and  pardoning  fuch  as  fhall  be  condemn'd, 
provided  they  are  not  altogether  unworthy  of  her  Favour  ;  it  requires 
likewife  the  having  fuch  Caufes,  as  fhall  be  brought  before  the  Royal 
Colkge  o{Revtfion  from  other  Tribunals,  examined  and  judged  thereby.— 
By  the  3d,  her  Majefty  fhall  not  alienate  any  Domains  of  the  Crown 
in  Favour  of  her  Children,  Male  or  Female,  if  Ihe  fhould  have  any  | 
but  they  fhall  be  contented  with  aa  ordinary  Revenue,  or  a  free  Gift, 
according  to  the  Laws ;  and  arc  not  to  fucceed  to  the  Crown,  not 
afcend  the  Throne,  till  they  have  attain'd  the  Age  of  One  and  Twen- 
ty, give  Authenttck  Ajfurance  of  their  renouncing  Abfolute  Power,  and 
take  the  Oarhs  according  to  the  Laws,  acknowledging  that  they  reiga 
by  no  other  Right,  but  that  of  the  free  Eledion  of  the  States.  In  the 
mean  while,  the  States  muft,  with  her  Majefty  s  Confent,  chufe  them 
Perfons  of  Merit,  and  of  known  Integrity,  who  fhaU  be  entrufted  with 
the  Care  of  their  Education,  and  of  bringing  them  up  in  the  Luthe- 
ran Religion. —  By  the  4th,  the  States  are  difpens'd  with  obeying 
Laws  which  fhall  be  made  without  their  Confent ;  and  her  Majefty 
and  the  J(fWd/tf  arc  obliged  to  fubmit  to  cheif  Examination,  whatever 
Laws  or  Statutes  they  think  fit  to  make  in  their  Ablence,  without 
which  they  fhall  not  have  any  Force. — The  f  th  direds  her  Majefty  to 
employ  aU  her  Care  for  the  Defence  of  the  Kingdom,  and  to  procure 
a  Peace,  without  doing  any  thing  contrary  to  the  Laws  ;  and  prohi- 
bits her  augmenting  the  Contributions  of  the  People,  without  th? 
Confent  of  the  States-. — The  6ch  provides  againft  her  declaring  War 
Without  their  Confent ;  but  allows  her,  in  cafe  of  a  fudden  and  uncx- 
pcded  Attack,  to  oppofe  immediately  Force  by  Force,  by  the  Con- 
lent  of  the  Senate  only.— The  7th  gives  her  the  fame  Liberty  as  the 
foregoing,  with  Regard  to  the  making  Peace,  and  entering  into  Al- 
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a  Motto  round  the  Effigies  of  a  Man  (landing,  arm'd  with  a  Helmet, 
Back  and  fireall  Plate,  and  drawn  Sword,  both  on  the  OtTcnfive  and 
Defonfuc,  having  Ukcwifc  a  Spear  in  his  Left  Hand,  and  a  Lyoa 
roaring  at  his  Feet.  z.  Of  Saturn.  3.  Of  Jupiter.  4.  Oi  Mars.  -r. 
OfThrrkts.  6.  Of  Mercury.  //o;9i?  was  already  ftrucK.  for  the  Year 
i;-i9,  but  did  not  appear  till  a  Month  after  the  King's  Death  ;  and 
then  never  pafTcd  for  its  intended  Value  of  half  a  Dollar,  but  only  at 
r.rll  for  Two  Pence,  and  laftly  for  the  third  Part  of  one,  as  much  as 
its  intrinfick  Value. 

Thefe  latter  having  for  Legends  the  Names  of  the  Tagan  Deities  re- 
prefented  on  them,  fome  Perfons  malicioufly  call'd  them  in  Derifion 
Baron  Goertz  J  Gods ;  which  gave  Occafion  to  a  Woman,  who  had 
heard  them  lb  termd,  to  cry  to  him  from  her  Window,  as  he  was 
pifling  before  it,  lurrounded  by  armed  Guards,  in  his  Chaife,  Our 
Cod  has  delivered  you  into  our  Hands  ;  fee  if  yours,  '■juhich  you  have  given 
lis  for  Mo-ay,  iiillreleaf  you.  The  Populace  was  fo  incenfed  againll 
him  for  their  Publick  Milery,  that  I  believe,  had  he  been  expoled  to 
their  Mercy,  and  without  Guards,  they  wou'd  have  torn  him  in  Pieces, 
as  the  T>e  JFtts  were  in  Holland.  He  was  confin'd  in  a  Chamber  of 
\.\\Q.  Stidermalms  Huns,  or  Town-Honfe  of  the  South  Suburb ;  and  had 
not  the  Liberty  of  being  ferved  by  any  of  his  own  Domefticks  ;  but 
was  attended  by  a  Citizen,  who  kept  a  Tavern  in  a  part  of  the  fame 
Hourc.  Whether  he  was  apprchenfive  of  this  Misfortune  or  not,  and 
therefore  wou'd  not  fupply  the  publick  Hatred  with  Arms  againll 
liimfclf,  he  had  either  left  at  Aland,  or  burnt  his  Papers  ;  fo  that  very 
few  or  none  were  found  that  cou'd  do  him  much  Prejudice.  But 
'twas  not  fo  with  thofe  of  Count  •'Dernath ;  among  others,  the  Copy 
of  a  Letter,  which  he  had  written  to  the  faid  Daron,  wherein  he  in- 
form'd  him  that  the  Swedijlo  Clergy  had  declared  War  againft  him,  and 
that  publickly  and  generally  from  their  Pulpits,  and  that  they  made 
ufe  in  private  of  all  the  Power  their  Fundion  gave  them  over  the 
Minds  of  the  People,  to  induce  them  to  rid  themfelves  of  his  Perfon. 
This  being  produced,  exafperated  the  Gentlemen  of  that  Robe  extra- 
ordinarily againll  the  Count,  I  will  not  aver,  that  the  Informations 
given  in  that  Letter  were  upon  good  Grounds  ;  but  of  this  I  am  cer- 
tain, that  'twas  the  Pricfl:  Brenner  who  had  been  the  Author  of  them, 
and  that  he  was  capable  of  all  the  fclfifli  Malice  wherewith  they  were 
Huffed  :  As  for  the  reft,  he  was  more  dcferving  of  his  Brethren's  Ha- 
tred than  Count  "Dernath,  fince  the  latter  only  wrote  what  the  other 
had  didlated  againft  them. 

Other  Letters  of  Count  'DernatUi  to  Baron  GoertZy  did  him  as 
much  Service  as  the  other  was  prejudicial  ;  but  one  of  them  was 
very  detrimental  to  the  Baron,  by  confirming  the  Sufpicions  which 
conceiv'd   of  him.    The  Subftance  of  this  Letter 
was   whifper'd   that    he  (the  Baron)  acSed  as  if 
he    had   a   Defign   entirely  to    ruin    the  King,  with  his  whole 
Army  in  Nor^-ayy  and  the  Kingdom  ;   by  encouraging  that  Prince 
to  make   a  Campaign  there,   and  befiege  Towns  during  the  fe- 
vereft  Time  of  the  Year,  whilft  all  other  Nations,  who  undetftood 
War,  and  who  even  were  in  more  temperate  Climates,  were  retired 
into  their  Winter  Quarters.    That  even  he  was  afraid  himfelf,  by 
the  Meafurcs  which  he  faw  him  take,  that  the  People  wou'd  fpcak 
the  Truth  in  fo  faying  j  if  not  as  to  his  defigning  it,  at  leaft  as  to 
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'■  the  Confcquence.  Above  all,  he  exclaim'd  in  the  fame  Letter  againft 
"  a  new  Flacatrt,  or  Declaration,  already  drawn  up,  and  upon  the 
"  Point  of  being  publiflied,  by  which  every  Sv^cdifo  Subject  was  obli- 
"  ged  CO  pay  (befides  the  ufual  and  annual  Contributions)  the  fixds 
"  fenny  of  all  their  Sublhuice,  whether  in  ready  Money,  Mortgages, 
"  Lands,  or  Effcdis,  in  (hort,  the  fixth  Part  of  whatever  he  enjoy'd, 
''  even  their  turniture  of  Houl'es,  ire.  and  was  obliged  to  declare  the 
"  full  and  real  Value  of  what  he  was  worth,  and  to  take  an  Oath 
"  that  he  uid  not  poflefs  a  Penny  more  than  he  had  ownu,  and  chat 
"  on  Pain  of  Confifcation  of  the  Whole,  if  'twas  found  that  his  Lifor- 
"  mation  was  falfe  ,•  and  this  was  to  iaft  every  Year  till  the  End  of 
*'  the  War."  There  were,  among  other  Exclamations,  thefe  verv 
Words  in  his  Letter,  No  Body  doubts  but  that  you  dulated  this  Placaert, 
■n'hich  feems  an  Invention  of  Hell.  Notvvithllanding  this,  and  many 
other  Proofs  of  the  Innocence  of  this  Count,  he  was  kept  thus  till 
the  latter  End  of  1720,  under  an  Arreft,  tho'  more  civilly,  and  fer- 
ved by  his  Domellicks,  in  his  own  Houfc,  but  aimoft  on  the  fame 
Footing  as  Perlbns  are  detain'd  in  the  Prifons  of  the  Inquificion  le- 
vcral  Years,  without  knowing,  or  their  informing  him  wherefore,-  in 
Ihort,  without  being  examined,  condemned,  or  dilcharged. 

The  States  did  indeed  meet  at  Stockholm  at  the  Time  appointed  by  17 18-1.;. 
the  ^een ;  but  rhey  only  ftiled  her  as  yet  -Prmcefs  Royal,  and  were 
alfembled  (as  they  faid)  of  their  own  Accord  (the  Throne  being  va- 
cant) to  eled:  a  SuccelTor  to  fill  ic :  However,  they  intimated  plainly 
enough  to  her  Royal  Highnefs,  that  they  would  chule  no  other  but 
herfelf,  provided  that  fhc  would  oblige  herfelf  as  ftrongly  and  authen- 
tickly,  as  poffible,  to  reign  according  to  the  Form  of  Government 
which  they  drew  up;  which  fets  Bounds  to  the  Regal  Authority  in 
her,  more  than  had  ever  been  done  before,  even  to  any  of  her  eledled 
Predeceflbrs  :  They  enaded,  or  rather  didated  to  her,  an  Authentick 
Affurance,  (as  they  term  d  it)  wherein  ihe  acknowledged  that  (he  held 
the  Cravun  of  the  States,  without  the  leaft  Right  to  it  fince  her  Mar- 
riage, any  more  than  her  Sifter  had  after  hers  with  the  Duke  of  Hol- 
ftem.  To  all  which  that  Princefs  having  agreed  to,  (he  renounced  in 
the  ftrongeft  Terms,  both  for  her  felf  and  her  Defcendants,  all  Arbi- 
trary Power,  calld  in  Sv::eden  the  Sovereignty,  and  then  (he  was  de- 
clar'd  by  them  to  be  freely  and  duly  elededi^w^^w  ofSvL'edsn  -,  thereupon 
the  Marlhal  of  the  Nobility,  the  Archbifliop  of  Upfal,  the  firft  Burgo- 
Mafter  of  Stockholm-,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Peafants,  were  deputed 
to  give  her  Notice  of  her  Eledion.  The  States  now  acknowledging 
themfelves  to  be  conven'd  in  her  Majefty's  Name,  the  Diet  was  pub- 
liihed  on  the  Beginning  of  February  by  a  Herald,  at  the  Sound  of  Trum- 
pets and  Kettle-Drums  J  and  they  all  met  together  in  a  Body,  with  the 
Senate,  in  a  great  Hall  of  the  Royal  Palace,  where  her  Majefty  was 
fitting  on  a  Throne  of  Silver,  and  received  their  Homage. 

Count  Horn,  the  Great  Chancellor,  made  them  a  Speech  in  her  Ma- 
icfty'sName,"  thanking  them  for  the  Concern  they  had  fliewn  for  che 
''  fudden  Death  of  the  King  her  Brother,  for  their  conftant  Attachment 
"  to  this  Prince,  their  Fidelity  to  him,  and  their  Choice  of  her  Pcrlbn. 
*'  He  alTured  them,  at  the  fame  time,  that  her  M.ijefty  would  in  all  her 
*'  Proceedings  endeavour,  in  Concert  with  the  States,  to  obtain  che  Peace 
'■  fo  requifite  for  the  Bale  of  her  People ;    and  that  (he  would  take  a 

Pleafure  in  ruling  according  to  that  happy  Form  of  Government 
*'  which  they  had  drawn  up.  Baron 
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spot  flis  Majcfty  was  picafcd  with  the  Dcfcription  he  gave  of  them  • 
but  a  f:'.v  Days  afterwards  asking  of  the  others  Ibmc  Queftions  about 
ir,  he  found  thn  :hey  were  afraid  of  venturing  afliore  ;  and  contented 
hi;iil"clf  with  raUying  them  thcrcupctj,  without  mentioning  a  Word  of 
their  Companion  s  Difcovcry. 

Soon  after  my  Arrival  at  Benclr,  Mr.  Fahrice  happening  to  mention 
me  as  a  pretty  great  Traveller,  and  fome  Circumtlanccs  of  my  Travels 
to  the  King,  he  laid,  'Thcfj  Travellers  tell  us  Jirange  Stories  \  1  harce  fent 
three  of  them  Abroad^  one  ofz:.hich  l^as  feen  the  Ruins  of  Troy,  avd 
proen  mc  a  beautiful  Picture  of  tlctn  ;  and  the  others,  -^ho  rzere  alzi'avs 
•Ji^ith  him,  faw  nor  kne-j:  nothing  of  the  Matter  :  Which  Mr,  Faonce 
having  related  to  me,  and  hearing  how  I  had  lent  my  Remarks  to  the 
Gentleman,  diverted  his  Majcfly  with  the  Account.  Thereupon  the 
King  bid  him  borrow  my  Manufcripc  ;  and  the  firll  time  he  law  the 
Tranfcriber,  (who  had  alio  tranflared  it  into  the  German  Tongue  the 
more  to  difguife  it")  faid,  Come,  I  have  feen  the  Rums  of  Troy  as  '■^ell 
as  you,  and  in  the  fame  manner,  ihewing  my  MS.  and  the  Baron  blulhed  j 
upon  which  his  Majefty  added,  Oh  this  ts  nothing,  you  Travellers  take 
many  fuch  Privileges.  But  if  that  Prince  had  known  on  what  Condition 
I  lent  it,  he  wou'd  have  reprimanded  him  infallibly  for  breaking  his  Word. 

To  return  to  this  Prince's  Death  :  Twas  agreed  to  conceal  this  fatal 
Accident  for  fome  time,  that  it  might  not  alarm  the  Troops,  and  to 
carry  him  into  his  Qiiarters,  as  an  Officer  that  had  been  killd.  To 
this  end,  they  diiguis  d  him,  by  wrapping  him  in  a  Cloak  ;  whilfl:  an 
Aid  deCamp,  whole  Name  was  Siguier,  taking  off  his  Majefty's  Hat, 
which  was  plain  and  with  a  Brafs  Button,  (as  it  uled  to  be  generally) 
and  putting  on  that  Prince's  Head  his  which  was  laced  with  Gold,  be- 
fides  his  Peruke,  he  went  with  the  Royal  Hat  to  the  Hereditary  Prince 
Torpum,  of  Heffe  Cajfel,  (who  had  his  Quarters  zilorpum,)  the  others  removed 
the  King's  Body,  as  had  been  refolved.  Siguier  being  admitted,  he  in- 
form'd  his  Highnefs  what  had  happen'dj  the  Hat  fhotthro'  the  Crown 
by  the  Regicide  Cartouch,  was  a  melancholly  Spoil  that  confirm'd  ir. 
HisHighnels,  fending  for  the  principal  Officers,  communicated  to  them 
the  News,  and  a  Council  of  War  was  held  immediately  j  where  it  was 
determin'd,  amongfl:  other  things,  to  raiie  the  Siege,  and  feize  Baron 
Goertz,;  both  which  Relblutions  werecxecuted  the  next  Day.  The  Prince 
inflantly  difpatch'd  Siguier  to  Stockholm,  (without  any  Tetter,  the  Council 
of  War  taking  up  his  Time  too  much  for  him  to  write,)  bur  with  verbal 
Orders,  "  As  loon  as  he  arrived  there  todilmount  atCounr  Taube's  the 
"  Stadtholder,  or  Grc^t  Goyernor  of  Stockholm,  androrell  him  what  he 
*'  had  feen.  Siguier  got  there  the  3d  of  'December  m  the  Morning  e.iriy, 
and  executed  his  Order.  The  Great  Governor  bid  him  keep  dole  ac 
his  Lodgings,  and  went  to  inform  the  Trincefs  Royal  of  the  King  her 
Brother's  Beath,  which  her  Highnefs  heard  with  a  Surprize  and  Grief 
that  may  eafily  be  imagin'd  ;  the  Count  comforted  her  as  well  as  he 
ecu  d  :  However,  fince  it  was  a  Fataliry  pafl  Remedy,  he  advifcd  hec 
to  fummon  the  Senators,  by  lending  them  Word  that  fhe  had  an  Af- 
fair of  Importance  to  communicate  to  them  ;  which  (lie  did,  after  ha- 
ving a  little  compofcd  herfelf.  The  Senate  being  aflembled,  and  ap- 
priz'd  of  the  Bufincfs,  held  a  Council,  where  menrion  was  made  of  the 
Regency,  and  the  Succellion,  ^c  But  fom ;  objcdicd,  that  rhe  News 
of  the  Kings  Death  being  but  verbal,  perhaps  that  Prince  might  only 
be  wounded ;  in  which  caie  it  wou'd  be  dangerous  to  take  any  Mea- 
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furcs  concerning  the  Adminiuration,  during  an  Interregnum,  as  the  others 
propolcd. 

Upon  this,  Seguier  was  font  for  and  cxamin'd  j  and  he  informed 
them  of  fo  many  Circumftances  of  the  King's  being  kill  d,  as  left  no 
room  for  any  Doubts.  He  even  addjJ,  (^uichouc  being  ask'd,  the 
Sentiments  of  the  Ar.ny  aliout  the  Succcilion,)  chat  thole  few  who 
knew  of  his  M.ijefty's  Death,  ac  his  coranig  away,  named  the 'Pri?2f£'/j- 
for  ^ueen  ;  and  chat  he  did  not  queftion,  but  as  foon  as  it  fnou'd  be 
pubiick,  the  wou'J  be  proclaim'd  fuch  by  the  general  Voice  of  the 
T.vhole  Army.  Having  likewife  told  them,  ciiat  Colonel  T>a;ngarden 
hid  received  Orders  to  go  and  arrcll  Baron  Goertz;  that  he  had  met  the 
Baron  on  the  Road  to  Kurs-'ay  ;  but  that  he  hnd  clapt  Spurs  to  his 
Hork-,  that  he  might  not  be  known  nor  qiieftion'd  by  him  -,  and  thac 
he  mull  have  been  arrelled  a  few  Minutes  after  ;  it  k^^^s  refolved  to  ar- 
relt  alio  Count  -'Dcrnath,  with  the  Secretary  Ecclef,  a-c.  which  was 
put  in  Execution  that  very  Night  about  Nine  a-Clock,  by  the  Colonel 
of  the  Guards.  They  took  up  likewife  the  Counfeilor  Haaghai, 
with  all  Baron  Goertzs  and  CounflJernath'-i  Creatures  and  Ser»antSi 
among  others  one  Roiiyer,  a  Mint  Mailer  whom  Baron  Goertz  had 
brought  from  Holland,  and  coin'd  new  Silver  Species,  having  a  Crofs 
hke  that  of  the  Englifi  Crowns  and  half  Crowns  with  the  King's  ..nJ 
the  Kingdom's  Arms  upon  the  Reverie.  Orders  were  lent  to  Count 
Gyllcinbor>r  to  feize  the  Secretary  Stambkc,  with  all  his  Papers,  as  well  as 
thole  of  the  Barons  which  Ihou'd  be  found  at  Ijiffo  ;  but  whether  he 
had  timely  Intelligence,  or  was  apprehenfive  of  feme  fuch  Accident,  he 
had  lecurcd  both  himfelf  and  his  Papers  ac  the  /?/</?;v?i!Plenipocenciariesj 
and  fome  wou  d  have  it,  the  Count  had  underhand  favoured  his  Flight. 

The  5 ch  of  December  ac  Night,  Major-Gencral  Bennett  broughc  che 
Confirmation  of  the  King's  Death  in  Writing;  and  gave  out  chat  the 
Army  either  had  already,  or  wou'd  acknowledge  the  'Princefs  foe 
(•'^ueen:  Which  (tho' contrary  to  the  Truth")  was  the  more  readily  be- 
liev  d,  becaufe  it  was  generally  wilh'd.  The  Sunday  following,  the 
Clergy  declar'd  her  fuch  m  the  Churches,  and  pray'd  for  her  undef  the 
Title  of  her  Majefty ;  but  the  Day  after  (he  (by  the  Perfwarion  and 
Advice  of  the  Senate')  cauled  a  Manifello  to  be  publifhed,  wherein  Ihe 
renounced  of  her  own  accord  all  Arbicrary  Power,  caii'd  Sovereignity, 
and  iavitcd  all  the  States  to  meet  at  Stockholm  the  20th  of  'January  of 
the  Year  enfuing,  to  confirm  the  Publick  Vote  by  their  free  Eleclton, 
and  confult  with  them  (as  ihc  faid  therein)  about  the  ptcienc  Coa- 
dicion  of  the  State. 

Towards  the  End  of  'December  Baron  Goertz  was  brought  to  Stock- 
holm in  a  Travelling  Chaife,  with  a  Guard  of  about  100  armed  Men  ; 
not  fo  much  for  fear  of  any  Party  in  his  Favour,  as  to  ptefervc  him 
from  the  Infults  of  the  Populace,  who  look'd  upon  him  as  the  fole 
Author  of  all  their  Misfortunes.  This  Year  had  been  fertile  both  m 
the  Quantity,  Qiiality,  and  (one  may  add)  in  the  Singularity  of  its 
Copper  Muntetekens  i  which,  with  the  Paper  ones,  were  the  only  Spe- 
cies that  were  alio  w'd  to  be  current,  a  Royal  Edid  having  render  d  lia- 
ble to  Confifcation  all  the  Silver  and  Brafs  Money  which  the  Subjeds 
Ihou'd  not  difcover,  and  exchange  with  the  Government  againft  a  cer- 
tain time  for  thefc  imaginary  Coin  ;  of  which  above  Fourteen  Millions 
of  Dollars  were  adually  then  ilTlied  out.  The  Muntetekens,  laft  coined, 
were  of  fix  forts,  vtz.  i.  Fimk  och  Fardig^  thac  is,  {^"aliant  and  Ready ^

the  King's  Service;  even  thrcattiing  them,  in  his  Majcfty's  Name,  as 
Servants  of  the  Porte^  if  they  did  not  readily  comply  :  They  call'd  him 
'Dell  e'l'inour^  or  made  Inlidcl,  Tent  Complaints  to  the  King  of  his  unman- 
ncrlv!5:haviour  by  their  own  prime  Servants;  afluring,  that  they  were 
very  much  inclind  to  do  any  thing  that  lay  in  their  Power  for  his  Ma- 
ic!]y,  bur  could  not  bear  rhc  inloknr  Pride  of  his  Mcflenger,  defiring 
hisMaj-lly  to  lend  another:  In  the  mean  while,  the  Favourire  Was 
reprefenting  them  to  the  Prince  as  black  as  he  had  done  ''Patkull,  and 
wcu!d  have  his  Majcfly  write  to  the  Grand  Seigrnor  for  their  Dcpofition, 
and  vvorlc,  if  poffible,-  when  the  King,  opening  his  Eyes,  and  com- 
paring with  their  Reprefenrations  the  Alperfions  cafl:  upon  them  by  his 
Favourite,  entered  into  Miltrufl:  againfl:  him,  fent  Mv.Grothufcn^  a  very 
polite  Gentleman,  of  whom  he  had  already  conceived  Ibmething  above 
the  common  Eftecm  for  a  Man  of  Merit,  and  obtain'd  what  he  would 
have  on  the  Spot ;  which  enrag'd  the  laid  Favourite  to  fuch  a  Degree, 
that  he  invented  more  Lies,  and  turn'd  the  Venom  of  his  Tongue  a- 
gainft  the  new  Meflenger,  in  the  moft  malicious  Manner;  which  that 
Frince  lieard,  as  well  as  what  he  laid  againft  the  Han  and  Bajha'-ji-,  with 
a  fcornful  Smile,  and  fliew'd  plainly  enough  how  little  he  believ'd  him: 
But  he  went  fo  far  on  with  his  malicious  Jealoufy,  as  even  to  give 
Mr.  Grothufen  the  Lie  in  his  Mnjcfty's  Prefence,  on  an  Article  which 
that  Gentleman  alledged  as  a  Proof  of  the  Han's  and  Bcjha-n-s  good 
Intentions  and  Friendfhip  for  the  Sivedcs ;  whereupon  the  King's  Pa- 
tience being  over  with  him,  his  Majefty,  contrary  to  his  ufual  Cu- 
ftom,  happening  to  be  near  the  Fire,  took  up  the  Tongs  with  an 
Emotion  and  angry  Colour  in  his  Face,  which  no  Body  that  I  know 
had  obfetv'd  before.  However,  his  Moderation  taking  Place  of  his 
Fafllon,  he  threw  down  the  Tongs,  and  faid  to  him,  Ton  defcrve  ta 
hwce  your  Bones  broken  '■Jiith  thefe  Tongs  -,  get  out  of  my  Frefence^ 
and  never  dare  to  appear  rjuhere  1  am.  With  all  thele,  and  many 
more  Inftances  which  I  can  give  of  this  Prince's  Moderation,  I  don't 
pretend  to  juftify  his  having  been  prevail'd  upon,  by  ill  Councils,  to 
ule  his  Authority,  and  the  Succefs  of  his  Arms,  to  oblige  any  other 
Prince  to  violate  the  Law  of  Nations,  or  that  of  tlumanity,  as  to  or- 
der the  moft  cruel  Supplice  in  the  Chriftian  World,  againft  a  Gentle- 
man generally  cfteem'd  a  great  deal  more  innocent  than  guilty  of  what 
he  was  accus'd  of,  or  at  ieaft  worthy  of  a  Pardon.  But  I  do  pity  all 
Sovereigns  and  great  Men,  who  cannot  fee  every  thing  with  their  own 
Eyes,  are  brought  to  commit  thoufands  of  Injuftices,  which  the  like 
good  Opinion  they  have  of  their  Favourites  and  Counfellors  make 
them  believe  to  be  all  as  many  k&.%  of  Equity  and  Juftice. 

As  he  was  never  obferv'd  to  be  in  a  PaflTion  but  that  Time,  ^o 
he  was  never  feen  to  be  afflided  or  caft  down  at  his  greateft  Mif- 
fortunes,  but  once  ;  which  was  at  the  News  of  the  Death  of  his 
Sifter,  the  Dutchefs  of  Holftem^  (as  I  have  hinted  elfewhere)  which 
forced  Tears  from  his  Eyes,  and  Complaints  or  Cries  from  his 
Mouth.  If  he  did  not  do  the  fame  at  the  Death  of  the  Duke,  his 
Brother  in  Law  and  dear  War-Companion,  'twas  becaufe,  he  did  not 
think  him  fo  much  to  be  lamented,  as  dying  in  the  Bed  of  Ho- 
nour. He  was  a  moft  conftant  Friend,  and  his  Friendlhip  made  him 
blind,  for  a  long  Time,  to  the  Defers  and  Failings  of  thofe  to  whom 
he  had  once  taken  a  Fancy,  and  would  pardon  them  the  greateft  Faults 
againft  himfelf :  For  Example,  Colonel  'During  having  been  killd,  as 
I  have  already  faid,  his  Majefty  gave  co  one  of  his  neareft  Relations 
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that  fame  Poft,  with  a  thoufand  other  Marks  of  his  Favour ;  info- 
much,  that  he  cntrcd  where-ever  the  Prince  was,  without  giving  any 
previous  Notice.     This  new  Colonel  and  Favourite,  (the"  vaftly  infe- 
riour  to  the  other,  both  in  Gemus  and  Honour)  having  loft  his  Money 
at  Play,  and  ftole  out  of  his  Majcfty's  Clofet  a  little  Casket,  wherein 
were  fome  Plans  of  Sieges  and  Battles,  and  above  zooo  Ducats  i  which 
he  had  obferved  when  the  King  open'd  it  in  his  Prefence,  to  take  fome 
of  it  for  his  Liberalities    to  Soldiers,  &c.  this  Prince  would  hardly 
have  mention  d  it,  but  for  thole  Plans,  moft  of  them  of  his  own  Draw- 
ing, or  if  he  had  fufpedted  that  fuch  a  Perfon  was  guilty  of  the  Adbi- 
011 :  However,  the  Theft  being  proved  upon  the  Colonel,  he  conti- 
nued neverthelefs  to  come  in  the  King's  Prefence  as  ufual,  and  denied 
the  Fad,  till  all  the  Officers  of  his  Regiment  declared  they  would  not 
ferve  under  him  ;  and  they,  as  well  as  others,  would  have  the  Thefc 
exemplarily  puniflVd ;  but  his  Majefty  would  fave  his  Reputation  even 
at  the  Truth's  Expence,  by  laying  he  had  loft  no  Money  ;   but  Mar- 
llial  Dubens  knew,  and  publilh  d  that  there  was  even  more  than  the 
Sum  mentioned.     His  Majefty  feeing  no  Remedy,  told  him  ac  iaft, 
that  he  prefented  him  the  zcoo  Ducats,  and  more  if  there  was  ;  and 
advifed   him  to   go    and  feck  Preferment  in  fome  Foreign  Country, 
fince  he  could  not  make  him  be  believ'd  Innocent,  nor  admit  him  fur- 
ther in  his  Prefence,  without  a  general  Difcontent  of  all  his  Officers. 
He  continued  to  deny;  and  a  few  Days  after  the  Casket,  with  the  Pa- 
pers, were  found  in  a  neighbouring  Garden.     The  difmifs  d  Colonel 
remain'd  feme  Weeks  longer  at  Ifiadt ;  but  feeing  himfelf  defpifed  by 
every  body,  and  that  none  would  keep  him  Company,  nor  eat  at  the 
fame  Table  in  a  publick  Houfe,  he  foUow'd  the  King's  Counfel,  and 
palled  into  France,  then  into  Spain,  as  I  heard,  changing  his  Name. 

As  much  an  Enemy  as  he  was   to  a  malicious  Lye,  he  cou'd  bear 
with  a  gracious  Indulgence  any  one  wherein  there  was  nothing  but 
harmleis  Vanity,  as  a  Gafconade,  tho'  he  wou'd  punifliit  with  Raillery. 
To  give  a  (hort  Inftance  of  it  ;  his  Majefty  had  fent  three  of  his  Officers 
to  travel  into  Egypt,  and  other  Parts  of  the  Or?w?^w  Empire,  allowing 
them  zoco  Ducats  for  their  Expences  :  They  ftaid  on  their  Return  fome 
Weeks  ac  Cnnftanttnople,  where  I  happening  to  ask  one  of  them,  who  was 
I  think  a  baron  by  his  Birth,  and  whom  I  met  oftner  than  the  others, 
wherhcr  he  had  feen  the  Ruins  oi'Troy  ?     He  anfwer'd.  No  ;  and  gave 
for  Reafon,  that  tho'  they  had  been  pretty   near  it  in  a  Boat,    they 
were  diffwadcd  from  venturing  alhoar  by  their  Boatmen,   for  fear  of 
Robbers.     I  fmil'd,  and  told  him  that  there  was  no  Uving  Man  there, 
no  High  Road  for  Travellers  ;  nor  any  thing  to  apprehend,  unlefs 
they  were  afraid  of  the  Ghoft  of  HeBoVy  and  the  other  Trojans  (lain  ac 
the  Siege  of  that  ancient  City  ;  or  of  fome  Herds  of  Oxen,  and  Flocks 
of  Sheep,  feeding  now  and  then  among  thefe  Ruins,  under  the  Condud: 
of  two  or  three  unarm' d  Men.     He  feem'd  to  regret  his  not  having 
been  better  infcrm'd,  and  enquired  whether  I  had  made  any  Remarks 
thereon  ?  I  faid.  Yes,  and  he  defired  that  he  might  fee  them  -,  I  grant- 
ed him  his  Dcfirc,  on  Condition  neither  he,  nor  any  one  for  him,  Ihou'd 
iranfcribe  them.    He  gave  me  his  Word,  and  broke  it.     The  three  Tra- 
vellers being  retutncd  to  Bender^  gave  his  Majefty  an  Account  of  their 
Obfervations  ;  but  not  a  Word  of  Troy  ;  till  the  Borrower  of,  my  Ma- 
nulcript  being  one  Day  alone  with  that  Prince,  mention'd  the  Noble 
Remains  he  had  read  therein,  as  if  he  had  feen  them  himfelf  upon  the 
Vol,  IL  Xx  1  Spot, 
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L;-.!uhorns  to  be  lighted,  which  were  accordingly  carried  before  him, 
witiiouc  his  being  Icnfiblc  of  the  "/t//,  the  Sun  lull  Ihtning  in  the  Hc- 
iiiifphcrc.  The  next  Morning  the  Gentleman  waited  (as  ulual)  on  his 
Miiji-ft}',  whole  firll  Words  to  htm  were,  Monjieur,  a  Totre  Sante,  the 
only  I^rench  ones,  as  I  have  been  credibly  allured,  that  came  out  of 
his  Mouth  fmcc  he  left  y^edcn,  tho'  he  undcrllood  that  Language  as 
well  as  his  own  i  he  read  even  the  French  Poets,  lik'd  Racine,  but  de- 
clared War  againft  Boileau,  on  account  of  his  Satyr  againft  Alexander  i 
which  he  tore  out  of  his  Book  when  he  law  it:  However,  he  feem'd 
to  think  that  none  fliould  talk  it,  unlels  he  could  do  it  as  well  as  a 
Member  of  the  French  Academy.  M.  '■JJefallures  being  made  Ambafla- 
dor  of  France  at  the  Porte,  as  a  Recompence  for  the  good  Services  he 
had  render'd  to  the  King  his  Mafier  in  Hungary^  againft  the  Emperor, 
he  calld  at  Bender,  and  having  an  Audience  of  his  S-s:edtJhM^]<tQi.y^ 
Ipcke  his  own  Language,  knowing  no  other.  The  Kinganfwer'd  firft 
in  Latin;  and  his  Excellency  protefting  ho  underftood  not  three  Words 
of  it,  that  Prince  fpckc  Cervian,  of  v\  h:ch  Mr.  ^cfalhires  laid  the  fame, 
but  could  not  get  a  Word  of  French  from  his  Majefty's  Mouth  ^  and 
Mr.  Grotkufen  was  forced  to  interpret  his  Majefty's  Words. 

He  was  Generous  beyond  Expreflion,  bat  obicrv'd  a  certain  Delica- 
cy in  bellowing  his  Favours  j  fhowcring  them  down  upon  thole  whom 
he  knew  to  be  liberal,  but  being  fparing  of  his  Prefents  to  thofe  who 
loved  Money,  only  to  heap  it  up.  An  Example  of  which  was  feen  in. 
Baron  Cirothufen,  his  Principal  Favou.-ite,  and  his  High-Trcarurer  wuh- 
out  the  Title.  This  Nobleman  brought  him  one  time  an  account  of 
50  or  60,000  Crowns  which  the  Chancery  required  at  his  Hands, 
having  often  complain'd  to  his  Majefty  of  that  Gentleman's  great  Ex- 
pcnces,  confidenng  the  little  there  was  ^x.  Bender.  This  Account  con- 
rain'd  but  two  Lines,  I'tz.  Given  a  great  Part  of  it  to  the  Janizaries  and 
Tartars,  according  to  his  Majefy's  generous  Orders,  and  the  reft  employed 
for  my  o-sjn  Ufe.  His  Majeity  was  as  well  pleas'd  with  this  Account, 
as  one  generally  is  at  the  Brevity  of  a  bad  Sermon,  or  a  dull  Harangue: 
And  a  little  after,  one  of  the  Complaining  Oeconomifts  having  brought 
him  a  long  Lift  of  the  Particulars  of  ic  or  12,000  Crowns  that  had 
been  disburs'd  by  them  j  he  cry'd  out,  This  Account  is  endlefs,  it  tires 
me  i  I  had  rather  fee  one  like  GrcthufenV,  that  contains  the  expending  of 
6o,oco  Cro'u.ns  in  four  fiords.  An  old  General  us'd  frequently  to  lay 
ro  him,  lour  Alajefiy  gives  all  your  Money  to  Grothufen,  iz-ho  is  a  Sieve, 
and  throivs  it  all  about  at  random^  isctthout  thinking  for  the  future ; 
and  you  gin;e  me  nothing.  Oh,  Creply'd  the  King)  Grothufen  has  need 
of  It  ;  he  makes  the  right  Ufe  of  Money,  he  fpends  it,  but  yon  keep  ic 
lockd  up  m  your  Coffers.  And  indeed  the  General  did  put  a  good  Sum 
in  Gold  Medals  and  Jewels  into  the  Hands  of  the  Englifh  Minifter, 
before  the  Adion  of  IVarnitza,  which  he  faved  from  the  Plunder  by 
that  Precaution,  with  all  his  beft  Furniture,  his  Coaches,  and  even  his 
Slippers  ;  which  lati:  Article  diverted  the  King  cxtreamly,  who  heard 
it  the  next  Day  from  his  Officers,  and  rallied  him  very  merrily  upon  ic. 
Having  borrowed  from  the  Turks  at  Bender  and  Adrianople,  Ibme  Mo- 
ney at  the  moft  extravagant  Rate  -,  the  Porte  lent  him  Word,  that 
confidering  the  Lenders  had  taken  Advantage  of  the  NecclHty  of  the 
Borrowers,  they  Ihould  both  fwear  to  the  Sum  Lent  and  Borrowed, 
and  this  fliould  be  only  paid,  the  Turkifh  Law  forbidding  Ulury  ;  and 
tho"  he  might  have  laved  by  that  above  ^0,000/.  he  aniwcr'd  10  thole 
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who  propos'd  it.  If  any  of  my  People  has  borro^jj'd  10  Rix  'Dollars, 
and  given  his  Note  for  100,  P II pay  alii  and  this  I  have  already  ob- 
lerv'd  in  its  Place.  Another  Inftancc  at  Straljimd  is,  that  two  Bankers 
of  Hamburgh  having  failed,  and  offering  to  compound  with  their  Cre- 
ditors a*»ioj.-  in  the  Pound,  he  would  not  hear  of  touching  any  Pare 
of  their  Compofition  Money,  for  a  Sum  which  he  had  in  their  Hands; 
but  laid  to  one  of  his  Minifters,  who  acquainted  his  Majefty  with  their 
Propofals,  If  they  can't  pay  all,  take  nothing. 

He  was  naturally  of  lb  good  a  Temper,  that  he  was  hardly  ever  known 
to  be  in  a  Paflion  but  once  fince  the  Beginning  of  the  War,  (as  I've  been 
well  aflur'd)  and  that  with  the  greateft  Reafon  in  the  World,  againft  a 
Favourite  whom  he  found  a  great  deal  too  late  to  be  very  unworthy  of 
his  good  Graces,  and  who  had  committed  a  thoufand  Ads  of  Injuftice 
and  Robberies,  under  Covet  of  the  Royal  Favour  and  Succefs,  but  with- 
out the  Prince's  Knowledge.     He  had,   for  Example,   plunder'd  the 
Churches  in  Poland,  and  even  carry'd  away  the  Gold  and  Silver  Shrines j 
Chalices,  &c.  fome  Part  of  which  he  had  ftill  in  his  Houfe  in  Stockholm 
in  i7i<5;  and  looking  on  me  as  a  good  Roman  Catholick,  offered  them 
to  Sale  :  He  alfc  thrcatned  a  Je^Ji:  in  Poland^  to  treat  him  as  his  An- 
ceftors  did  Jefus  Chrtft,  (as  I  was  credibly  inform'd)   by  nailing  his 
Hands  and  Feet  to  the  Crols,  or  againft  his  Door,  if  he  woud  not 
furrender  up  to  him  all  his  Money  and  Jewels  -,  and  he  had  already  or- 
dcrd  the  Inftruments  of  the  Paffion,  from  which  the  Jevj  did  not  re- 
deem himfelf,  but  by  giving  up  all  he  had  in  the  World.    This  Favou- 
rite, who  at  his  leaving  S'^eden  was    (they  lay;  hardly  worth  1000 
Crowns,  being  charm'd  with  above  ioo,gco  which  he  had  got  by  luch 
Means  both  in  Poland  and  Saxony,  befides  Jewels,  Plate,  &c.  law  (they 
add)  with  a  covetous  Mortification  that  his  Harveft  would  be  over,  or 
fuffer  much  by  the  Peace,  which  King  Augujlus  was  reduced  to  beg  and 
agree  to  on  the  King  of  Svi'ederis  Terms,  to  prevent  the  utmoft  Ruin,  if 
not  lofing  of  his  Eledorate.  Thereupon  he  put  into  his  Royal  Mailer's 
Head  to  demand  of  him  Count  Patkull,  whom  (as  Perfons  of  Honour, 
who  durft  not  contradidl  him,  have  told  me)  he  reprelented  as  the  greateft 
Criminal  in  Nature  ;  hoping  that  King  Auguftus  would  not  lb  far  vio- 
late the  Law  of  Nations,  as  to  furrender  him  up  -,  and  knowing  that 
his  faid  Royal  Mafter  was  fuch,  that  he  would  never  recced  from  a 
Demand  once  made,  fothat  the  War  fliould  thereupon  continue,  and  con- 
fcquently  he  his  Booty ;  but  he  was  too  much  difappointed  in  his  Views, 
by  the  poor  Count's  Misfortune,  whom  King  Augujlus  delivered  up. 
However,  he  went  on  with  his  mifchievousReprefcntacions ;  which  being 
countenanced  by  a  certain  Count,who  was  faid  to  bear  aGrudge  to  Count 
Patkull,  brought  him  to  the  cruel  Supplice ;  the  Memory  of  which  has 
robb'd  fo  much  of  the  Northern  Hero's  Glory,  who  feeing  that  Noble- 
man thro'  his  Favourite  and  Counfellor's  Eyes,  thought  hardly  his  Suf- 
ferings fufficienc  for  his  Offences,  for  otherwifc  he  was  naturally  in- 
clin'd  to  Mercy,  and  averfe  to  any  Blood-fhedding  but  in  the  Fields 
of  Mars,  and  expofing  his  own  as  much  and  more  than  his  Enemies 
could  do.    This  prime  Fa-jourite  loft  at  Bender  that  Prince's  Favour, 
for  his  malicious  Calumnies,  almoft  in  the  following  Manner,  as  loon 
as  his  Majefty  found  them  out. 

The  chief  of  thofe  Calumnies  he  caft  againft  the  Han  and  Ba- 
fhavu,  becaufe  he  thought  that  they  had  not  for  his  Perfon  the  Con- 
fideration  he  cxpeded  as  the  King  s  Favourite  j  they  were  both  of- 
fended at  his  haughty  and  bullying  Ways,  in  demanding  any  thing  for 
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gain  otiCi  and  might,  after  triuniphing  over  all  his  Enemies,  have  made 
a  Peace  honourable  beyond  all  txprelfion,  held  the  lialiancc  of  En- 
rope,  and  prevented  a  long,  cxpenlive  and  bloody  War.  Might  he 
have  had  his  own  Choice,  he  would  rather  have  fallen  in  a  Battle, 
Sword  in  Hand  j  witncls  the  Encomiums  he  bellowed  on  Lutzen^  the 
Bed  of  Honour  where  the  great  Gtiftavus  lay  ;  on  the  failing  of  his 
Favourite  Nit.  Grot hu fen,  and  his  Fellow  Traveller  Colonel  "Dunn  in  the 
Iflc  of  Rngen  m  171 5,  and  the  Generals  Tieivich  and  Chambers,  U'ho 
were  (hot  by  his  Side  in  1716  in  Fredericks- Hall.  His  Bravery  never 
was  queftion'd  even  by  his  greatell;  Enemies  i  that  Intrepidity,  which 
accompanied  him  to  the  Grave,  lecm'd  as  natural  to  him  as  Fear  was 
the  contrary.  I'll  give  here  only  one  of  the  firll  Inflances  of  it,  com- 
monly related  thus  till  this  Day  in  S-^eden  : 

He  was  one  Winter  hunting  the  Elk,  vjiih  feveral  Gentlemen  of  the 
Court  i  one  of  them  inadvertently,  or  knowing  not  enough  of  his  bold 
Temper,  Ihew'd  him  a  Hole  wherein  was  a  Bear  fitting,  from  which  he 
took  Occafion  to  entertain  that  Prince  with  the  natural  Curtom  of  thole 
Creatures  to  lay  fo  during  that  Seafon,  whilft  the  Snow  covers  the 
Ground,  and  fubfift  only  upon  the  licking  of  their  Paws.  Thcrcupoa 
the  young  //(?r«//(?j,  taking  immediately  a  Spear  from  the  nearcft  Hunter 
at  hand,  could  not  be  diflwaded  from  pricking  and  forcing  out  the  quiet 
Beaft  ;  who,  paffing  thro"  his  Legs  which  were  open  croi's  the  Hole, 
carried  him  on  his  Back  aftride  a  few  Paces.  The  young  Prince  be- 
ing taken  up  by  one  of  the  Hunters,  was  no  fooner  on  his  Legs  again, 
than  he  ran  after  the  flying  Bear,  and  had  the  greateft  Share  in  the 
killing  of  him. 

He  had  all  the  Ambition  both  of  Alexander  the  Great  and  JrJius 
Cafar^  but  not  their  Vices  in  refped;  of  IVine  and  Women  -,  and  if  he 
was  ever  capable  of  Fear,  he  fecm'd  only  afraid  of  refembling  them  in 
this  refped;.  I  remember,  that  (befides  my  never  feeing  him  drinking 
any  thing  but  Water)  Mr.  Orlik,  a  Coffack  Gentleman,  whom  this  Prince 
created  P'elttr,  or  General  oi^^^CojJacks,  after  the  Death  oi  Mazeppa, 
having  defircd  him  to  be  Godfather  x.o  a  Son  of  his,  his  Majedy  deputed 
GeneialToniatO'Zi'ski  to  fland,  who  chole  a  very  handfome  *Cojf/ack  Lady 
for  Godmother.  When  they  were  at  Church  for  the  Ceremony,  the  King 
faid  to  M.  Fabrice,  Let  us  go  and  fee  thro  the  Wmdo-^s  of  the  Church 
-jvhat  Figure  Poniatowski  makes  there.  They  immediately  got  on  Horfe- 
back,  and  galloping  reached  the  Church  in  few  Minutes  -,  where  they 
faw  and  were  feen  by  M.  Toniatowski,  who  having  kilTed  the  Godmo- 
ther according  to  Cullom,  came  out  and  begg'd  of  his  Majefty  for  her, 
that  (he  might  have  the  Honour  to  kils  his  Hand  :  The  King  there- 
upon fmil'd,  and  without  anfwering  fet  Spurs  to  his  Horl'e,  and  gallop  d 
as  if  he  had  been  afraid  of  being  ravilh'd.  I  mull  confefs,  that  iome 
Perfons,  who  pretended  to  know  him  well,  and  were  pretty  con- 
ftantly  near  him,  and  had  obferved  moft  carefully  his  Adtions  from  the 

*  Thit  Lady  was  then  tVidow  of  n  living  Husband,  hut  Prifoncr  in  Mofcow  ;  And  is  fo 
now  of  another  at  Petersburgh,  the  unfortunate  M.  Woniarousky,  taken  up  at  Hamburgh  h 
the  C^^ar's  Orders,  as  I  have  faid  already  in  171 6.  He  married  her  next  Morning  after  the 
Aclion  at  Warnitza  ;  and  when  he  went  in  with  feme  Polllh  Noblemen  to  wait  on  the  KJng  at 
the  Bajhaw't,  his  Majefly  told  him.  Is  it  true  that  you  have  married  ^etehna  {that  is  her  Chri- 
ftian  Name:  )  He  anfwer'd.  Yes,  Sire.  But  (lie  has  a  Husband  living,  replfd  the  Kjng. 
She  thinks  him  dead,  rejoin' d  'Woniarousky  ;  But  in  cafe  he  (hould  not  be  lo,  but  be  re- 
leafed  by  the  Czar,  and  would  have  his  Wife  back  again,  I  would  let  him  have  her,  Jiid 
he.    You  are  a  generous,  eafy  and  complaifant  Husband,  added  his  Ma/efty. 
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Beginning  to  the  End,  told  me,  that  wemuftefteem  himfuch  only  from 
h,s  leaving  Stockhohn  ;    for,  laid  they,  he  was  no  Enemy  there  to   a 
GUIs  of  good  Wine,  nor  did  he  keep  at  luch  a  diltance  frotn  the  fair 
5cx,  and  clicy  there  ihew'd  me  a  pretty  living  Proof  of  this  in  that  City  i 
but  added  they,  as  loon  as  he  entred  into  the  Fields  of  Mirs,  he  facri- 
ficcd  both  to  Glory;   and  as  if  he  had  look'd  upon  her  as  a  MiHrcls, 
and  Ivvorn  Fidelity  to  her,  he  drank  nothin/^  but  Water,  nor  had  to  do 
With  any  Woman  ever  fincc.    Withall  this  he  did  not  pretend  to  retrain 
and  reduce  the  Adions  of  his  People  to  his  Example  ;  he  even  heard 
wirh  a  fort  of  pleafure  their  Gallantries  ;  he  extended  his  natural  In- 
dulgence even  to  thofe  who  the  leall:  dcferved  it.     General  'Daldorjf 
and  die   Pried  Brenner  bearing  a  particular  Grudge  to  a  Gentleman 
of  Ills  Court,  for  whom  hisMajefty  had  a  great  Kmdnefs,  introduced 
into  his  Prclcnce  a  Greek  Woman  whom  the  laid  Gentleman  had  taken 
at  Cubhin,  or   after   the  'TnrkifJj  way   of  contracting,   which   I    have 
explained  in    my   firft  Vol.     She  held  in   her  Left  Arm  a  Child,  and 
in  her  Right   tJand   a  Petition  drawn  in    the   German  Language  by 
the  Pried,  declaring  him  the  Father  to  the  Child,  and  demanding  a 
Sum  of  Money    for  their  Maintenance.     The  Introducers,  efpecially 
Brenner,  iniidcd   by  Word  of  Mouth,  that  the  Father  being  a  married 
Man,  (liould  be  puniflied  according  to  the  S^^-ed'iJh  Law  ;  to  this  the 
King  laid,  His  iVife,  iz'ho  has  the  chief  Right  of  'Profecution  againfi 
hun,  IS  w  Sweden,  and  z:e  are  ?w  Turkey.     Then  looking  at  General 
'DaUurff,  added,  lou  at!  here a'P art  very  much  btlo-jj  your'Pofi  ;  then  ac 
Brenner,  And  yon  another  very  unbecoming  the  Char  at!  er  of  a  '^Prieji  ;  be 
honejl,  chafie   yourfelf,  and  preach  agatnft  the  Sin,  but  don't  name  the 
Tcrfons.     By  the  way,  the  Occadon  of  the  King's  advidng  Brenner 
thus  was,  the  common  Report  had  fpread  about  a  good  while  before, 
that  he  was  one  of  the  Czar's  Spies,  and  that  he  was  guilty  of  a 
worle  Vice  than  that    of  having  to  do  with  the  Female  Sex,     Whea 
the  King  heard  of  the  fird,  which  was  at  Bender,  he  faid  liriling,  / 
dotit  fend  Spies  to  my  Enemies,  and  don't  fear  theirs.     As  to  the  Greek 
Woman,  his   Majedy   fent  her  with  her  Petition   to  the  Gentleman, 
whom  he  knew  to  be  generous  enough  to  latisfy  her  ;  and  in  etfecfl  ic 
was  found,  that  he  had  even  exceeded  the  Obligation  of  the  Cnbbin. 
She  repented  of  having  luffer'd  herlclf  to  be  thus  put  upon,  beggd 
Pardon  of  the  Gentleman,  but  he  would  no  more  hear  of  her. 

Tho'  this  Prince  did  not  drink  Wine  himfelf,  he  did  not  find  Fault  with 
thole  that  did ;  but  ufed  after  his  Dinner  or  Supper,  which  did  not  lad 
each  above  half  an  Hour  (as  I  have  faid  fomewhere  elfe)  to  go  and 
lee  thro'  the  Windows  of  M.  Grothufen,  or  of  fome  other  Gentlemen^ 
who  kept  open  Table,  their  Company  merry  with  that  Liquor.  The 
Titulary  Palatine  of  Kio-^  happening  to  give  a  Splendid  Dinner  oa 
King  Stanillaus%  Birth,  or  Coronation  Day,  and  encourage  Drinking 
after  the  PoliJJy  Faihion,  a  World  of  Healths  had  been  drank,  whea 
a  Gentleman,  otherwilo  pretty  Sober,  being  overtaken  with  Liquor, 
Withdrew,  incog.ato,  '^com  the  Company;  and  in  his  walking  home, 
faid,  almod  to  every  body  he  met,  Monftenr,  a  Votre  Sante,  Sir,  your 
Health,  he  had  lb  often  been  obligd  to  repeat  thefe  Words  at  Table. 
He  call  d  at  M.  Grothuferi%,  whom  he  faluted  with  the  fame;  and  he  to 
niake  the  Sport  yet  merrier,  faid.  Sir,  I  beg  your  Excufe,  Vm  caWd  to 
the  Kmfr^,  V II  fend  fomebody  to  light  you  home,  and  ■vi'iU  come  and  drink 
Coffee  to  Morro-ju  Morning  vi^ttb you:  He  order  d  immediately  two  large 
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which  he Hicwd  his  Majcfty;  and  upon  this,  towards  the  End  of^.;

wich  whom  he  had  been,  to  give  him  an  Account  in  Pcrlon  of  his  Nc 
pociations  in  the  Iflc  of  Lofa,  which  he  wou'd  not  commie  to  Writing, 
and  which  made  him  often  take  a  Turn  thither,  lent  for  mc,  and  rold 
me,  that  his  Majefty  having  heard  the  Letter  read  which  I  wrote  co 
Mr'.  Fankoken,  liad  exprcfsd  a  Dcfirc  to  fee  the  wh.olc  Account.  I 
nnfwer'd,  that  I  had  no:  yet  put  my  Remarks  in  Order  to  be  read ; 
whereupon  he  faid,  that  as' he  was  to  take  a  Turn  to  Logo  before  his 
returning  to  the  King,  I  Ihould  have  three  Weeks  or  a  Month  to  pre- 
pare a  Ihort  Abridgment  for  his  Majefty,  which  he  would  carry  back 
to  him.  I  promil'cd  I  would,  and  gave  it  him  afterwards,  as  correcS  as 
the  Time  between  his  demandir.g  it  and  his  Return  wou'd  permit. 

During  thefe  Tranfadions  1  received  the  Letter  in  the  Jfpendix^ 
concerning  thole  between  the  Emperor  and  the  Grand  Signlor  at  -Pajja- 
ro-^itz,  a  little  Town  on  the  'DMiibe,  where  their  Peace  was  concluded 
by  the  Mediation  o?  Great  BrtUuuM'id  Ilol/,.inu. 

Towards  the  Middle  of  Oc^oLtr,  the  Baron  being  returned  to  Stock- 
holm, in  order  to  go  again  to  the  Congrefs,  had  me  called  for,  and  gave 
me  to  undcrdand  that  his  Majefty  had  Icrm'd  pleafcd  with  my  Remarks, 
and  had  ordered  him  to  tell  me,  that  I  mull:  ftay  in  S'^-eden,  anu  that 
he  would  take  care  of  mc.  I  found  always  this  Nobleman  as  affable 
to  me,  as  he  was  accufed  of  being  proud  and  haughty  almoll  to  the 
whole  World,  clpcciaily  his  Equals,  and  even  Superiors.  I  thank'd 
him  for  having  procured  m-  fo  gracious  an  Invitation,  and  fo  generous 
an  Offer  of  the  King's  Favour  j  and  he  then  made  mc  Ibme  Propofuls 
from  himfelf,  which  I  asked  him  Time  to  think  upon. 

The  Baron  having  taken  another  Turn  to  Lojfo^  and  being  the  id  of 
"December  on  the  Road  to  Nor-jjaj,  was  furpns'd  beyond  Imagination 
to  find  liimfelf  arrcftcd  in  the  Kings  Name  by  Colonel  Tiamgorden, 
tho'  not  bv  Order  of  that  Prince ;  for  he  had  been  rendred  incapable  of 
giving  any  ever  fmce  half  an  Hour  after  Nine  the  Night  before:  How- 
ever, the  Colonel  having  declared  this  pretended  Order  to  him,  he^de- 
livered  up  his  Sword,  his  Papers,  and  himlclf  j  ask'd  him  Permiffion 
to  write  to  his  Majefty,  which  he  got,  c>f.  He  gave  his  Letter  to  the 
Colonel,  defiring  him  to  forward  it;  but  this  latter  lent  it  to  the  Prince 
cf  HeJJe  Cafjel.  But  let  us  Ihift  the  Scene,  and  take  a  Turn  to  Nor'-^'ay, 
that  we  may  know  better  thcOccafion  cf  all  this,  wliich  was  as^follows : 

The  King  having  on  St.  Artdre-jj's  Day  (after  the  Spiritual  Service  u- 
llial  on  llich  Fcftivals)  gracioufty  taken  Leave  of  his  principal  OfiKcrs, 
went  into  the  Trenches  which  were  opened  before  Fredencks-haU -,  and 
tho'  the  Parallel  was,  as  they  fay,  well  advanced,  yet  either  not  ha- 
ving found  Men  enough  both  to  work  and  fuftain  the  Pioneers,  or  elfe 
his  Orders  not  being  lb  well  executed  as  he  had  hoped,  reprimanded 
them  fomcthing  contrary  to  his  uliial  Cuftom,  and  difcover  d  a  kind  ct 
a  Chagrin,  which,  'tis  faid,  had  never  been  oblcrved  in  him  before. 
Hereupon  a  French  Engineer,  whom  this  Prince,  (naturally  affable 
and  caly  of  Accefs,  cfpecially  to  Strangers,  and  thole  whom  he  had 
taken  fancy  to)  had  ufcd  to  be  very  familiar  with  him,  laid,  'Dont 
let  your  Majefij  dijiitrb  your  felf\  I profmfe  to  deliver  you  the  tortrefs  m 
lefs  than  eight  'Days.  The  King  Imii'd  and  aniwerd,  IFeil,  -^eli,  '■^e 
Ihallfee  ;  after  which  the  Engineer  conduced  him  into  levcral  Parts  ot 

the  Trenches  which  he  had  not  fjpen,  and  told  him  the  Rcalbiis  w.iy 
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hcpromis'd  him  the  Reduction  of  the  Place  in  that  Time,  wherewith 
his  Majefty  Teemd  contented.  In  the  mean  while,  they  fired  very 
hotly  and  very  faft,  both  from  the  Fortrels  and  the  Forts  mark'd  (L) 
(M)  in  my  Plan  No.  XXXIX.  notwithftanding  which  his  Majefty 
mounted  a  Gabion^  and  lean'd  with  his  Stomach  againft  the  Parapet  ac 
(G),  either  to  oblerve  from  thence  on  what  Side  the  Fire  was  hotrcft, 
and  what  was  the  Enemies  Defign,  or  ellbout  of  his  ulual  Bravery  and' 
Intrepidity.  Hereupon  the  Engineer,  alarm'd,  exclaimd  very  much 
againft  his  Curioficy,  and  told  him,  Sire^  That  is  not  yov.r  Majefty  s 
'•place ;  it  rams  Bullets,  Cannon  Balls  and  Cartridges,  rzhich  have  no  more 
RefpeEl  for  Kings  than  for  the  moji  common  Soldier  ;  and  this  ts  the  moft 
expofed  and  molt  dangerous  Place  in  all  the  Trenches.  The  Prince  faid 
to  him,  Dorit  be  afraid.  Tm  not  afraid  for  my  felf  anlwer'd  he,  the 
Parapet  protecis  me  i  but  for  your  Majefty,  that  makes  a  q: ate  contrary  ufe 
oftt  toirhat  it  ■xz'as  raifed  for.  Upon  this  the  King,  to  get  rid  of  his 
Remonftrances,  which  he  ftill  continued,  told  him.  Go  arid  look  after 
your  Pioneers  ;  and  to  the  Officers  that  were  wich  him,  Jnd  yov.  to 
your  Pofis,  lam  coming  do-sjn.  The  Officers,  who  were  acquainted  with 
the  King  s  Temper  better  than  the  Engineer,  and  knew  that  to  advile 
him  to  retire  and  avoid  any  Danger,  was  the  way  to  Ipur  him  on,  and 
encourage  him  to  ftay  and  brave  it  the  more  rciblucely,  as  having  not 
only  never  feared  any,  but  being  unwilling  to  be  thought  capable  of 
Fear,  I'aid  tbfrly  to  the  Engineer,  Let  the  King  alone,  youll  do  more 
harm  than  good;  and  retired  all  a  little  afide.  Some  Minutes  after,  his 
Majefty  not  coming  down,  and  the  Fire  being  hotter  and  thicker  than 
ever,  the  Engineer  began  to  be  again  very  uncafj/i  but  the  Officers, 
among  the  reft  the  Major-Gencrals  Culbar  and  S-jjerin,  and  the  Aid  de 
Camp  Marquetti  told  him,  that  his  Majefty  muft  be  drawn  thence  by  a 
Stratagem,  by  going  eithet  to  ask  Orders  of  him,  or  defiring  him  to 
fee  the  Progrcls  of  Ibme  Works,  or  to  animate  the  Pioneers  by  his 
Prcfence.  VVhcreupon,  and  wich  this  Intent,  the  Engineer  return'd  to 
his  Majefty,  whom  he  found  at  the  fame  Place,  ftill  ftanding  ir\  the 
lame  Pofturc  ;  which,  together  with  the  Oblcurity  of  the  Night,  hin- 
lired  his  feeing  that  he  was  dead.  He  calld  him  three  or  four  times, 
^ire,  and  not  receiving  any  Anfwcr,  which  he  was  no  longer  capable  of 
giving,  thought  him  afleep,  and  pulld  him  by  his  Coat  ;  but  finding 
him  motionlefs,  he  cry'd  out  to  the  Officers,  who  were  not  fardiftant. 
Gentlemen,  I  am  afraid  of  fme  unfortunate  Accident's  having  happen  d. 
Upon  this  they  ran  to  him,  with  a  little  Lanthorn,  which  dilcovered 
to  them  this  Prince  with  his  Left  Hand  upon  the  Hilt  of  his  Sword, 
the  Glove  on  almoft  in  the  Pofture  reprelented  Print  XXV.  a  Pofturc 
(as  I've  obicrv'd  elfcwhere)  very  ufual  with  him,  when  Handing  and  ac 
Reft ;  his  Glove  was  all  bloody,  his  Head  only  turn'd  a  little  back- 
wards by  the  Violence  of  the  Shot,  which  had  fradtured  the  Skull  a- 
bove  the  Left  Temple,  beat  in  the  Apple  of  his  Eye  on  the  fame  Side, 
and  almoft  wholly  drove  out  that  of  the  Right.  The  Hole  was  large 
enough  to  turn  three  Fingers  in  it,  which,  with  its  being  dircdlly  oppo- 
fitc  to  the  Fort  (L)  in  the  laid  Plan,  made  it  imagin'd  that  the  Shoe 
came  from  thence. 

Thus  died  Charles  XII.  aged  3  6  Years,  5  Months  and  1 3  Days,  the  moH 
intrepid  andbraveft  Hero  of  our  Time,  whom  the  Shot  could  kill,  but  not 
niakc  tall.  He  had  been  both  the  moft  glorious  and  happy  Monarch  in 
tae  World,  had  he  known  as  well  howto  have  ufed  a  Victory,  as  how  to 
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The  Phyfici.ins  of  this  Country  have  made  great  Difcovcrizs  of  tlig 
Virruc.s  of  this  Fruit,  and  with  it  they  compofc  a  certain  Remedy 
which  they  fay  is  wonderful  in  a!!  continued  and  intermitting  Fcavcrs, 
and  in  the  bhckcft  Melancholy  i  it  cures  Palpitations  of  the  Heart, 
and  in  ihort,  every  kind  of  Sicknefs  proceeding  from  an  Over-heat  of 
D'ood  or  Lungs.  I  was  told  how  to  make  this  wonderful  Remedy, 
which,  I  think,  was  much  after  the  following  Manner:  \MiCn  the 
Fruit  is  at  ripeft,  (as  it  was  at  the  time  I  faw  it)  you  mud  beat  and 
pound  ic  well  in  an  Iron  Mortar,  and  flrain  it  thro'  a  Strainer,  and  at 
tiic  Idf.ie  time  infufing  a  moderate  Qj-iancity  of  (Minamon  nnd  Saffron. 
Flowers  in  it  j  then  boil  them  all  in  an  Earthen  VefTcl,  llirring  it  ofteti 
till  it  become  thick  enough  for  Syrrup.  With  this  Fruit  they  alfo 
make  a  Liquor,  cali'd  Jfirla.^  IFine,  by  infufing  it  in  Wine  or  Spirits, 
ia  the  follov,'ing  Manner,  cr  thereabout. 

Tbey  take  an  Earthen  Veffcl  that  "jitll  bear  the  Fire,  and  Jill  it  about  t'no 
thirds  full  of  old  'Port ;  and  after  having  'v:ell  beat  and  pounded  a  Titian- 
ttty  of  Friut  almofl  fujficient  to  fill  the  other  third,  then  put  it  mto  this 
VeffiX  and  fet  it  altogether  on  the  Fire  to  boil  gently-,  about  z  cr  ^  IhnrSy 
inore  or  lefs,  according  to  the  f^iantity  they  will  make  at  once,  but  the 
Fire  MUjt  be  I'ery  fo-jj  ;  after  -J.hich  they  pafs  it  through  a  Strainer,  mixin(f 
Cinnamon,  Cloves  and  Mace  with  it,  and  another  kind  of  Indian  Spicey 
which  they  call  Taradice -Grain.  This  Liquor  is  very  grateful  to  the 
Palate,  and  warm  to  the  Stomach,  as  may  be  fuppofeJ  from  the  In- 
gredients. They  alfo  pickle  this  Fruit,  and  preferve  it  wicli  Sugar 
and  Honey,  and  'tis  fervcd  at  Table  in  mod  Honfes  in  Norlandia.  With 
its  Flowers  they  make  a  kind  of  Confervc,  which  for  its  Goodnefs  is 
not  inferiou:  to  Conferve  of  Rcfcs.  Thefe  Flowers  may  be  leen  in  the 
lame  Print,  Fig.  (r.) 

Being  got  again  upon  the  High  Road,  I  kept  along  it;  and  about 
Hed.vicwall  Nine  at  Night  pafs"d  through  Hedwickwall,  a  little  City  commodi- 
Sodaham.  oufly  fituated  at  the  Bottom  of  a  Bay  ;  whence  I  went  on  to  Soderham, 
famous  for  its  Water  Engines,  and  a  Manufadory  of  Fire  Arms,  iince 
burnt  and  deftroycd  by  the  Mufcovites  in  1710.  I  rcfkcd  myfclf  t!;crc 
till  the  6ch,  when  I  fet  out  early  in  the  Morning;  and  at  the  firll  Place 
where  I  chang'd  Horfes,  I  met  two  young  Laplanders,  in  the  Hereditary 
Prince  of  Hejje  Caffels,  Livery,  with  a  young  Woman  of  the  lame  Coun- 
try, drefl  after  her  Manner,  excepting  that  Ihe  had  Blue  Cloaths,  with 
Ornaments  of  Silver  inllead  of  Tin.  lask'dthcm  what  they  were,  whence 
they  cam.e,  and  whether  they  were  going  ?  They  anfwer'd,  that  they 
were  Laplanders,  and  that  they  had  been  carrying  into  Germany  foms 
Rhen-'Deer  which  his  Highnefs  had  fent  thither ;  and  they  gave  me  to  un- 
deiftand,  that  they  were  returning  to  their  Woods  and  Mountains,  d'C- 
which  they  preferr'd  to  the  Cities andVillageSjcS^f-  oia-jvedcn  and  Germany, 
and  to  all  the  Conveniencies  which  cou'd  be  offered  them  there.  I  got 
before  Noon  to  Gefle,  and  fhall  add  nothing  to  what  I've  faid  about 
it,  excepting  that  General  Hamilton  had  finilhed  a  little  Fort  which 
he  cali'd  Frederick-skanz,,  or  Fredericks  Fort,  (either  out  of  a  Compli- 
ment to  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hejfe  Cajfel,  or  to  the  Duke  of  Hol- 
flein,  who  both  bear  the  Name)  which  was  but  jufl  begun  when  I  pals'd 
that  Way  the  firft  Time,  and  which  I  had  not  then  feen.  This  Fort  is 
at  the  narrowcft  Entrance  of  the  Bay  ;  at  the  Bottom  whereof  the  City 
is  fituated,  and  may  defend  the  Harbour  pretty  well  from  the  Inlulcs 
of  t!ic  Enemy  by   the  means  of  Nine  Cannon,  the  largcll:  of  which 
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are  T^velve  Pounders,  and  are  pointed  to  the  South  Eafi: ;  the  others 
carry  but  Six  and  Three  Pounders,  and  are  to  the  North  Wed.  The 
General,  to  whom  I  went  to  pay  my  Refpedrs,  fpoke  of  it  as  a  great 
Security  to  the  Port,  and  ordered  his  young  Son  to  ihow  it  me  after 
Dinner,  and  invited  me  to  Supper. 

I  fet  out  from  hence  the  17th,  and  about  two  Miles  and  a  half  far- 
ther I  paffed  the  River  "Dala,  or  T>alecarlus,  which  gives  Name  to  the 
Province  of  T>alecarlia,  near  Eskarbu,  the  Village  where  the  faid  Mr. 
Rudbeckius  has  found  the  Etymology  of  his  fabulous  Ferryman,  as  well 
as  all  the  imaginary  Parts  of  his  Body  and  Boat  from  the  Sound,  to  the 
laft  Parts  of  the  Bothnick  and  Fmlandijh  Cnlphs,  as  in  the  manner  reprc- 
fented  a  little  before.  Continuing  to  ride  faft  I  reached  Upfala  on  the 
Night,  where  I  lay.  I  paid  a  Vifit  next  Morning  to  M.  Benzelms, 
from  whom  having  receiv'd  many  Civilities,  with  the  Prefent  of  the 
Laplandtjh  'Drunty  before-mention'd  I  din'd  with  him ;  and  finding  no- 
thing to  add  to  my  former  Remarks,  I  fet  out  for  Stockholm.,  where  I 
arriv'd  about  Midnight. 


CHAP.    XIIL 

Of  the  Negotiations  between  the  King  of  Sweden'j- 
'Plenipotentiaries,  and  thojeofthe  Czar,  at  Loffb. 
His  Swedifh  dVlajeJiys  Campaign  in  Nor- 
way ;  his  Death.  His  Sijier  the  Princefs  Ul- 
rica Eleonora'j"  AcceJJion  to  the  Throne.  Baron 
GoertzV  Arreft  and  Execution.  The  King's 
Funeral  The  §l^een's  Coronation.  Peace  con- 
cluded with  the  King  of  England  as  EJeBor, 
and  with  Prullia,  Denmark,  Poland,  &c. 

THE  publick  Talk  here  ran  almoft  wholly  upon  a  feparate  Peace 
(reprefented  as  upon  the  Point  of  being  concluded  with  the  Czar) 
at  the  negotiating  whereof  none  of  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  the  Northern 
Allies  had  been  admitted,  except  the  Envoy  of  Trujla,  who  had  ob- 
tain dPermiffion  of  the  Czar,  and  by  which  the  others  were  to  be  re- 
duced to  Realon.  In  private  I  heard,  that  my  Fellow  Traveller  Mr. 
^nnkonjirom  and  one  Capt.  Af^w^^/,  with  fome  others,  were  chofen  t<J 
DC  lent  to  Madagafcar,  to  offer  the  Pyrates  of  that  Ifland  Refuge  at 
0-Wf»W^,  and  the  Parts  adjacent,  with  the  Royal  Protedlicn,  which 
tney  had  demanded.  In  the  mean  while  the  King  was  gone  into 
i^oriiiay,  with  a  Defign  to  make  himfelf  Mailer  of  that  Kingdom.  I 
acquainted  Secretary  Vanhoken,  then  with  his  Maiefty,  with  my  Re- 
turn, in  a  Letter,  with  few  Circumftanccs  of  my  Travels  in  Lapland, 
^  °  ^-  "•  U  u  z  which 
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Herfiofarid  is  the  chief  and  indeed  the  only  Town  of  Anghermanid 
fitiiaccd  at  the  End  of  a  Bay,  in  an  Illand  which  they  fay  was  formerly 
call'd  Stemon.  At  the  Eall  of  ic  were  Fields,  whole  Fertility  appear'd 
by  the  Rye  and  Barley  with  which  they  werecover'd,  and  there  were 
lome  good  Meadows,  which  they  were  mowing,  or  had  already  put  i^ 
Stacks.  On  the  Weil  fide  there  is  a  very  good  Pore,  and  fo  deep  that 
the  largcft  VefTcls  came  clofe  up  to  the  Houles  on  the  Shore ;  where 
they  have  their  Srorc-Houfes  to  unlade  'em,  and  alfo  to  keep  their 
cured  and  dried  Fifh,  their  Cheele,  Butter  and  Planks,  which  is  their 
chief  Trade,  and  which  they  fend  to  Stockholm.  It  has  a  Superinten- 
dent, a  Conlul,  and  five  Senators,  fuch  as  in  the  other  great  Cities  of 
Sn-eden,  who  are  called  Magiftratesi  a  College  with  feven  Profeflbrs 
of  whom  the  Chief  was  the  Superintendent's  Son,  and  to  whom  I 
brought  a  Letter  from  the  Curate  of  Utneo,  infomuch  that  he  obliged 
mc  to  fup  and  take  a  Nighc's  Lodging  with  him  ;  and  having  invited  his 
Colleagues,  I  made  a  kind  oi  T)ebauch  wixh  them  in  the /</??/«  Tongue, 
and  had  a  good  Supper.  The  Church  of  this  Place  is  large,  built  q[ 
Stone,  but  has  nothing  remarkable  in  it,  nor  have  the  Houles  which 
are  all  built  of  Wood. 

On  the  15th,  I  proceeded  on  my  Journey,  and  between  z  and  3  in 
the  Afternoon  I  palfed  thro'  Sund-zall;  and  taking  a  Road  feme  few  Miles 
lower  than  this,  in  order  to  proceed  iot  Stockholm,  I  enter'd  HelJiiigLmd, 
whole  Name  Mr.  Rudbeck,  whom  I  have  already  quoted,  derives  from 
the  Words  Hti  and  Sinar,  which  he  takes  to  mean  the  Elyjian  Fields; 
and  in  the  Lake  Stigco  in  the  fame  Province,  he  has  found  out  the  Stix. 
His  worthy  Son  Mr.  Glaus  Rudheckms,  a  very  ingenious  Gentleman, 
and  zM'oVtoki^ot  oi Bothanick.,  Thyjick,  a-c.  ^\.Upfala,  finds  out  C^a- 
ron  at  Eskarbu,  in  the  Beginning  of  his  Treatife  of  Lapland,  (I  fay  the 
Beginning,  for  the  Publick  has  been  deprived  of  the  whole  by  the  Fire, 
which  condim  J  that  Town  above  Twenty  Years  ago)  he  does  this  pro- 
bably, for  Convenience  lake,  to  carry  the  Shadows  over  this  infernal 
Lake,  he  finds  out  in  the  Balttck  Sea  all  the  Parts  oi  Charon's  Body,- 
liTs  Name  he  derives  from  Kar  or  Karfa,  in  Creek  Monoxiloriy  a  Canoe 
cut  out  of  one  Iblid  Piece  of  Wood  ;  his  Head  KuUa  in  the  Cothtck 
Language,  xn'Lzim  Vert  ex,  hefweea  Schonen  or  Scania^  Funen  or  Fionia 
and  Jutland,  there  call'd  Knutshofkiit,  Landfiofzi-it,  Boven/hovit,  'Degerf- 
hofvi'tt  and  Sirgshoft;  his  Forehead  Skallen,  at  Kallemborg,  the  Point  of  Z^- 
laiid;  the  Eyes  iit  Egholm  2ind  Eg-/iin,  Eyes-ljlandoz  Sea-Ifland,  at  Kefens 
Kafa,Refatde,  Giant's  Kofe -,  his  Ears  at  Or  :sx\d  Aaron,  which  fignify  the 
lame  in  his  Language  -,  his  Mouth  at  the  Ifle  Mori  and  Minsklint  ;  his 
Chin  at  Haken  in  Lalandta  ;  his  Beard  at  Barde  Rugg  or  Rugcn  -,  his 
Poll  at  the  Ifle  Aljhen,  and  his  Extent  of  Neck  between  Bornholm  and 
Scanlr-,  his  Shoulders  and  Stomach  at  Brofterart,  Liivetz  des  Libes;  his 
Belly's  Extent  in  the  Plain  of  Liba,  a  River  of  C(7?.'r/^«^  which  gives  irs 
Name  to  the  Town  ;  his  Reins  at  the  JIlesofi?:«i?  zndCuperfalo  ;  the 
Navel  (^Na/lans')  at  Nart-vik  in  the  Illc  of  Gothland;  the  Secret  Mem- 
bers by  Bd Heron  and  Rokor  ;  the  Right  Foot  in  the  Sinus  Fimcus,  the 
Cidph  of  Finland,  Laba  in  the  Finland  Tongue  fignifying  a  Foot,  which 
he  makes  him  extend  from  Narva  to  Notebourg,  now  Tetersbourg,  the 
Right  as  far  as  Tome,  at  Fotjon,  which  figmficsthe  IJIe  of  the  Foot,  &c. 
Af:cr  having  thus  found  out  the  Figure  and  Parts  of  a  Man,  with 
their  Names  and  Proportions  thus   crooked,    wrinkled,    britlled  his 
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Rocks,  iHcs  of  the  Baltick  Sea,  (y-c.  as  is  rcprefentcd  by  the  Charon 
Riidbeckti  on  my  Map  (D).  He  deaths  him  with  the  Wellern  Illes, 
Rocks  and  Promontories  of  the  Baltick,  which  latter  he  calls  Skar  -,  and 
having  :vi:: J  :•  his  Ferryman,  he  gives  him  a  Boat,  of  which  the  Both- 
WA-/fe  Gulpa  I  am  leaving  iupplies  the  Name  and  Form;  As  for  Exam- 
ple, tnc  firil  ar  Eskarbu,  a  Forge  belonging  to  a  ^coccbman  by  Birth, 
named  Mr.  Lrjle,  near  the  Mouch  of  the  River  'Vale,  ot'DaU'carlia; 
and  chat  every  tiling  may  be  anl'vverablc,  ho  extends  this  Boat  from 
Forne  to  the  Gulphum  Lake  of  Gold  ,•  lb  that  he  places  the  Prows  at 
Tmu',  the  Poop  at  Aland,  and  the  Helm  at  Bornholm,  between  that  and 
Cerle,  the  boat  flafi'  ac  Oeland,  and  the  very  Name  at  Z^cry^o/w,  which 
this  Ciry  (lays  he)  borrows  from  Borken,  or  in  the  S-ssedtJh  'Tongue 
Boarlmghcri,  which  fignifics  a  Boat-ilaff";  atlafl:  he  makes  him  pay  the 
L'bolns  in  ti^e  So-and  for  the  Faro  of  Souls  to  the  Elyzian  Fields.  I  need 
not  here  oblcrve  that  this  Part  of  his  Fidion  13  drawn  from  the  Duty 
which  foreign  Ships  pay  to  the  King  of  F^enmark;  and  he  makes  ic 
pud  in  fmall  Money,  which  he  calls  F)an,ike,  from  the  Greek  Word 
Axvct.v.ri.  Thus  according  to  this  Gentleman  s,  as  well  as  his  Father's 
No:!ons,  the  Elrztan  Fields,  with  Hell  and  its  Rivers,  which  the 
ancient  Poets  poinced  out  to  us  in  Greece  and  Italy,  &c.  where  I  have 
feen  ibmc  of  the  Places  which  ftill  retained  thole  Names,  muil  have 
be:  1  only  Copies  of  thel'e  Korthern  Originals. 

Laving  the  high  Road  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  to  the  North  of 
IFd.^'.ck-^-allio  fee  one  of  the  Stones  which  the  S-^edes  czW  Rimnar  or 
Rnu;ieenar,  whereof  I  found  the  Characters  as  fingular  as  they  were 
rjprclenrea  ro  mc  \  y  a  Pnctl  who  told  mc  of  them,  and  of  whom  I 
a:- .id  fevcrai  Qi^ieftions  concerning  the  Curiofities  of  the  Country  ;  he 
would  have  chei'e  Charaders  to  be  the  firil:  and  motl  ancient  of  all  o- 
thers  ;  their  Mike  is  as  (7)  m  the  Print  XXXIL  and  AirelTor  Kedder 
g-.ve  me  the  following  Explication:  Frammund  erected  this  Stone  for 
b:<:Fnend\\x.\M,  the  Son  o/'Brifas  ;  '■j::hich  Brifas  '■J::as  the  Son  <?/' Linus  ; 
/.  's  Linus  had  to  Father  Uno  ;  this  Uno  ■u;as  the  Son  (j/Fakus ;  and  this 
F^kus  'uas  the  Son  of  Afacur.  In  the  Neighbourhood  of  this  Scone  I 
h'MvX  a  very  large  Qiiantity  of  a  kind  of  Ral'pberries,  or  rather  Straw- 
b  rries,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  Shape  both  of  the  Fruit  and  Leaves  in 
i''-  Print  XXWII.  Fig  (a)  and  (b).  The  Plant  which  bears  this  Fruic 
ciieXacives  of  the  Country  call  AferU'r  FrJ.'n  Korlanclen,  and  in  Latin, 
Fragarta  Suevorumfrucitfcuns.  I  had  already  Iccn  a  pretty  deal  of  this 
Fruic  ifi  IVellcrn  Bothnia,  and  in  Anghermeland,  but  without  taking 
nnich  Notice  thereof,  or  ever  tailing  ic,  being  at  that  time  wholly  a 
Stranger  to  it;  but  the  great  Quantity  I  met  here  induced  me  to  puc 
lb:iie  in  my  Mouth,  and  I  thought  they  taftcd  fo  very  agreeable,  that 
w.chcjt  being  acquainted  with  its  Nature,  or  dreading  any  ill  Conle- 
q  :nc.>,  1  cat  heartily.  When  this  Fruit  is  ripe,  which  is  about  the  lat- 
ter Eiii  of  July,  its  Ourfide  alTumes  the  Colour  of  Cotfee,  tho'  not  io 
dark;  whereas  before  'tis  very  red,  and  the  Juice  of  ic  always  retain/ 
a  Vermilion.  The  Plant  which  bears  it  grows  only  in  Norlandia,  un- 
der which  Name  is  comprehended  the  Upper  Hclfinglundt,  Jempterland^ 
I'-Fiilpad,  Anghcrrneland,  and  the  Wellcrn  Bothnia:  For  the  S-jjedt(h 
^■-^^  mills  afTurc  me,  that  they  have  made  an  Experiment  of  this,  by 
tr,^r.l)ianri.np  ic  at  fevcral  different  Times  into  more  Southern  Parts,  as 
m  tlic  Phyhck-Garden  at  Upfal,  and  the  Royal  Garden  ac  Stockholm, 
bur  without  Succels.

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being  fo  few  in  the  World  now  a  days:  To  this  may  be  added,  thr.r 
the  Lrtws  do  puniPn  even  the  Attempts  and  Inccntions,  and  witi^ouc 
making  appear  the  pollibility  or  rcahcy  of  the  Act.  A  Chrillian  l^rincc, 
they  lay  further,  would  not  owe  ail  the  Fortune  and  Succcfs  in  the 
World  to  an  evil  Spirit.  But  to  this  we  may  reply,  That  E:<pcricncc 
and  Hiftory  both  flicw  us  that  there  have  been,  and  venture  to  add, 
that  there  arc  flill  too  many  in  Number,  uhofc  Coniciences  are  prctry 
free  from  Fears  and  Scruples  of  thi-)  Naturc,w  ho  have  more  Ambicioij  than 
Religion,  and  think  thcmlelves  fupcrior  to  Laws  of  every  kind.  Some 
Priells  flicvv  themfelves  fo  zealous  for  the  Extirpation  oUf^ad-craft,  that 
they  cxcommunicarc  all  thofc  who  dabble  in  that  Art,  or  in  whofe 
keeping  they  find  Mapck  'Drums,  very  often  delivering  them  over  to 
the  fccular  Power  i  but  none  could  as  yet  dcmondratc  that  they  had 
convided  them  of  any  Commerce  with  the  Devil.  1  will  give  a  frcfn 
Inftancc   of  this,    in  rcfpedl  of  the  Laws  puniihing   the   Intention  : 

Daron  L ,    a  Danifh  Prifoner  of  War,    who  upon  his  P<]roic  bad 

got  the  Liberty  of  the  Kingdom  ofS'J^-edcn,  was  then  aduaTy  confined 
in  one  of  the  Prifons  o{  Stockholm,  for  having  been  convidea  of  a  De- 
fign  of  treating  with  the  Devil,  fcr  a  certain  Sum  of  Money  which  he 
at  that  time  flood  in  excremc  need  of,  and  which  no  Man  would  Lad 
and  to  this  End,   inllead  of  Ink,  he  had,   with  his  own  Biood, 


him 


figned  a  Bond,  by  which  he  himlclf,  and  feme  Companions  of  his| 
(who  for  want  of  Money  and  Credit  had  llgn'd  it  in  the  lame  manner) 
firmly  and  truly  made  their  Souls  over  to  the  Infernal Somx.  after  their 
Dcaihs,  upon  Condition  that  he  Ibould  pay  them  down  that  Sum  j 
but  neither  he  nor  any  of  the  reft  could  compafs  their  dclucd  EnJs, 
notwithftanding  all  the  Pains  they  took  about  it,  going  by  Night  un- 
der Gibbets,  and  in  Burying-Places  to  call  upon  him,  and  dcfire  him  co 
trull  them,  but  neither  Body  nor  Spirit  ever  came  to  treat  with  them: 
at  lafl,  one  of  cm  finding  the  Devil  would  not  help  him,  determin'd 
to  try  what  he  could  do  for  himlelf;  and  having  robbd  and  murdcrd 
a  Man,   he  was  taken  up,  try'd  and  executed,    and   in  his  Conf.lli- 

on  he  own'd  the  Tranfadion   and  Litcnt ;    and    in    Baron  Z, s 

Chamber  the  original  Bond  was  found,  but  torn  to  Pieces  as  void,  and 
of  none  Effedt. 

In  the  Days  of  Ignorance  and  Superfcition,  Men  admired  and  fear- 
ed everything  they  were  Strangers  to;  and  all  thole  Effed-s,  whofe 
Ca  ifcs  they  were  ignorant  of,  were  decm'd  Hellifh  and  Supernatural. 
Ic  is  well  known,  that  to  alTcrt  there  were  fuch  Creatures  as  our  Anti- 
podes, was  once  by  the  Infallible  Tontijfof  Rome  adjudged  an  f^crely, 
worthy  of  Fire  and  Faggot ;  and  the  ancienr  iVorn  'Magi  rclervcd  to 
themlelves  the  Right  and  Power  of  explaining  Ecliples  of  the  Moon, 
deeming  it  a  Crime  for  any  one  elfe  to  undertake  it.  When  Laplanders 
were  firft  fcen  at  Ibme  Diftance,  cloath'd  from  Head  to  Foot  in  hairy 
Skins,  they  were  calld  Satyrs,  Kuries,  and  two  Icggd  hairv  Bcafls, 
which  walk'd  upright  like  Men.  Thole  who  gave  way  moft'to  Fancy 
and  Prejudice,  imagin'd  thole  whom  they  did  not  fee,  more  monllrous 
than  thofe  whom  they  had  lecn ;  becaufe,  as  they  obiervc,  they  fly 
from  thofe  who  are  drefs'd  in  a  different  manner  from  them,  0«- 
fpechm  Uominis  fhgitmt ,  lays  Olaus  Magnus;  and  indeed,  thcle 
amongft  them,  who  are  the  Icaft  accuftomd  to  cur  Drels,  will  ro 
this  Day  run  from  one,  as  I  have  obferv'd  of  feveral  who  per- 
ceived me  at  a  Diftancc  at  Rod-^ara  and  OpptviarA.  I  had  not  feeii 
lb  much  of  them  as  I  did,   nor  would   they  ha\c  aoproach'd  n^c, 
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had  I  not  had  fuch  an  Interpreter  as  that  of  Tukacerva  to  call  them  co  us, 
or  lliould  have  fcen  them   with  Olaus  Magnus's  Eyesj   I  ihould  per- 
haps have  been  as  much  afraid  of  them,  as  they  were  of  me  j  and  as 
they  are  naturally  very  fwift,  you  lofe  fight  of  them  m  a  Moment,  as 
if  by  Magick  Art,    i'/i-ra/ri'-likc,   they  had   Wings   faftcn'd    to  theic 
Feet.     If  ever,  as  the  laid  Author  and  others  aflcrt,  they  arc  transform'd 
into  Ccafts,  we  mull  not  have  rccourlb  to  Magick  for  thefc  Metamorpko- 
fes,  but   to  the  Brc'.ndy,  with   which  foreign  MerciMnts  ofccn  brutify 
them,  on  purpoio  that  they  may  cheat  them.    And  this  Mecamorphofis 
produces  a  much  worfo  in  many  of  em,  changing  em  from  their  beaft- 
ly  Condition  into   deceitful;  for  when  they  come  to  thcmfelves,  and 
conl'ider  how  others  have  done  by  them,  they  endeavour  to  do  fo  by 
others,  and  to   deceive  as  they  have  been  deceived.      I  have  already 
taken  Notice  that  we   have  but  one  Example  of  a  Murder  committed 
by  a  Laplander,  and  that  at  the  time  of  luiiacerva  Fair,  when  he  had 
been  made  drunk  with  Brandy,    and  for  which  he  was  broken  upon 
the  Wheel.      As  for  any  other  Meramorpholes  which  thefe  Authors 
mention,  they  never  have  exifted  but  in  the  fabulous  Writings,  and  the 
Minds  of  the  Credulous  and   Ignorant,  or  at  moll  are  wholly  owing 
to  the  Skins   with   which   they  cioarhe   themlelves i  and  befides,  all 
the  Stories  they  give  us  of  Lapland  V/izards   and  others,  are  gene- 
rally   contradidory    in    themfeives.     Did    they    know    as   much    of 
Time  pall:    and  ol  Futurity,  as  fome  People  imagine,   the  rich  Lap- 
landers  would  hide  their  Money  in  vain,  as   is   their  Cuftom,  fincc 
their  Mcgi   might  go  and  fetch  it  j    nor  could   their  Art  be  fo  mifc- 
rable  and  fo  ungrateful  as  it  appears  to  be  from  the  Condition  of  the 
pretended  lynches.     As  to  the  Northern  Storms  and  Whirlwinds, which 
the  above-mencion'd  Authors  afcnbe  co  the  Laplanders,  they  are  by  no 
means    comparable    to  the   Hurricanes  in    ;hc  Carwbee  lilands,  (b'c. 
Some  amongft  the  Roman   Catholicks,  even  in  the  moft  enlightned 
Times  and  Places,  did  in  the  lafl  Age  accufe  the  Northern  Fiero  Gujla.- 
viis  Adolpkus  of  having  Laplanders    in   his  Army,    by  whom   they 
thought  thofe  glorious  Adions  were  done,  which  fo  m.uch  fuppriz'd 
them,  and  which  their  Envy  would  not  fuller  them  co  attribuce  to  his 
Valour,  or  their  Rciigion,  to  FJeaven.     And  more  thereupon  I  heard, 
that  the  Ruffia7is,  who,  as  Greeks,  are  pretty  fuperftitious,  and  little 
vcrfed  both  in  Divinity  and  Philofophy,  attributed  in  the  Beginning  of 
the  laft  Northern  War,  to  a  Caufe  of  the  fame  Nature,  the  glorious 
Succefs  of  the  late  Charles  Xll.  a  rr-orc  modern  Hero,  when  that  Mo- 
narch with  an  Army  of  8  or  9000  Men  defeated  theirs  of  8o,oco. 

Having  returned  both  the  Governor  and  Curate  of  Utneo  many 
Thanks  for  their  kind  Reception,  I  let  out  on  the  ijch  in  the  After- 
noon from  thence  between  Six  and  Seven  in  the  Evening,  and  again 
cnter'd  into  Angherrnania  -,  and  next  Day  before  Noon  I  crolVd  the  Ri-  Angherman 
Sdi  Angherman,  which  was  lb  very  rough  that  I  found  many  People 
upon  the  Shore,  whofe  Fears  had  kept  them  there  everfinceche  Nighc 
before,  and  who  in  vain  cndcavour'd  co  diflliade  me  from  crolTing  it,  by 
reprelenting  how  dangerous  ic  was  when  che  Wind  blew  in  chat  n-:an- 
ner.  However,  finding  Watermen  bold  enough  to  venture  I  crofsd  ic 
fafcly,  and  got  betimes  in  the  Evening  at  Hernofand,  a  Place  Mr.  Clin- 
kenjlrom  would  not  pals  through  as  we  Went,  allcdging  that  ic  was  a 
Siuarccr  of  a  Mile  out  of  our  Way. 
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upon  the  Chijlian  Religion  as  a  hc;>vy  Burthen,  or  rather  as  a  T.;>c  of 
lb  miny  Founds  of  Meat  and  Chcetc,  and  lb  many  Skins,  crc.  which 
the   Friclls  made  them  pay    for  Chnlhimg^,  Admirujirmg  ihe  Lords 
Slipper,  and  tor  'Breaching,  o-c.  and  tliis  indeed,  bccaufc  proper  M;.a. 
lures  arc  not  taken  to  make  them  look  upon  it  in  another  Liglic  :  /^ikI 
the  Avarice  of  Ibmc  of  their  Pricfts  is  intolerable,  for  they  fell  tlieir 
Sjnntu.il  load  fo  very  dear,  that  a  great  many  of  rhcm  won  t  come  near 
them  ;  and  amongft  thole  that  do,  very  few  can  lay  the  Lord's  Trayer^ 
as  if  they  thought  ic  nccdlcfs  to   teach  tho'b  to   ask  for  their  ^l5aily 
Bread  who  never  eat  any;  and  rheKxpences  which  the  Crown  of  Avc^- 
den  is  at  for  the  Maintenance  of  their  Priefis  prove  fruitlels  all,  as  I 
have  been  infcrm'dby  Pcrfons  of  undoubted  Credit,  and  that  thro"  the 
Negligence  (nor  to  give  it  a  vvorfc  Name)  of  their  Tnejh,  who  (chcie 
of  the  L'Muin  and  A'n/iian- Lap/and  excepted)  do  more  Disk indn^is  than 
Service  to  Re//ghfi,di%  I  have  been  alHircd  by  the  lame  Pcrfons  ;  and  this 
is  chiefly  owing  to  their  Btfiops  or  Supervilors,  who,  inllcad  of  chuflng 
Perfons  of  known  Zeal    and  diftingiiifl-ieJ  Merit,  Viithout  anr  Ic'fiih 
View,  will,  at  the  Recommendation  of  Friends,  or  for  a  Prelcnt,  lend 
the  very  Scum  of  the  Univerfitics  and  r-ricllhood,  and  trouble  chcm- 
Ic-ives  no  more  about  them  afterwards,  than  a  Draper  would  do  abour 
a  Piece  of  Cloth  which  he  has  Ibid,  and  for  which  he  has  been  p.iid. 
On  the  orher  hand,  mofl:  of  the  Mcrcha^rs  who  frequent  their  Fairs, 
carry  Brandy  to  thcfc  poor  People,  who  in  th^ir  Woods  and  Mcun- 
rains  are  accufiomd   only  to  drink  t!ie  Milk   of  their  Rhen'Deer  or 
Water  -,  and  having  nude  them  drur.k,  cither  cheat  'era  or  llrip  thcin 
at  once   of  what  they  have  that's  mofl  valuable,  as  I  have  alio  bcca 
allured  by  Perlbns  of  unquelliond  Sincerity;  and  who,  amongft  many 
Examples,  have  named  and  Ihew'd  me  the  Pcrfons,  who  with  a  riac 
of  Brandy  have  bubbled  a   Laplander  ouz  of  a  Rhen  'Deer  and  Sledge 
at  once.     Befides  this,  the  Colkfl or s  of  the  Crown  Duties  have  fomc 
private  ones_ of  their  own  always  to  colled,  which  they  receive  under 
the  Name  of  Prefcnts  from  the  Rickeft,  by  pretending  how  very  kind 
they  are   to  them  ;  and  alTuring  them,  that  were  they  to  inform  the 
Goiern:-r  how  many  R/jen-'Deer^hey  had,  they  would  be  taxed  at  dou- 
ble what  they  are.  '  Thele  Evils  might  eiifily  be  remedied  by  the  fol- 
lowing means:  By  a  better  Cbo/ce  of  Tr/e/ls  ;  by  a  yearly  Viptatm^ 
in  order  to  examine  their  Condud;  by  tnftrucling  the  Youth  in  Mat- 
ters oi  Religion,  and  teaching  them  the  Tongue  in  which  it  is  preach'dj 
by  appointing  Men  of  known  Integrity  for  Super'vifvrs,  wliich   would 
prevent    thole  Dilbrdcrs  and  Cheats    lb  frequent  at   their  Fairs ;  and 
lartly,  by  taking  care  t\\^t  none  but  honcft  Men  flnouid  be  lent  to  col- 
led the  Duties  amongft  them.     As   1  do  not  think  it  pofiible  to  lay  a 
lolid  Foundation  for  Rdigion  in  Lapland,    without  inftruding   tlieir 
Youth  ;  to  one  would  fuppole,  that  a  Maftcr  of  that  Country  might  by 
a  {\n%\e  Fiat  make  a  new  Spiritual  World  there,  by  ordering  that  the 
Laplayiders  in  general  Ihoii'd  piy  a  certain  Sum /-rr  Ann.  for  the  Main- 
tenance of  a  Maftcr  with  a  Number  of  Scholars  in  each  Divifion;  and 
we  migh.r  judge  of  the  Benefits  which  wou'd  accrue  from  fuch  an  Undcr- 
rsking,  by  what  we  lee  of  the  School  of  Lykfele.     Ut.Grubb,  w  ho  has 
loundcd  many  of  them,  has  allured  me,  that  levcral  of  the  Richeft  would 
yearly  contribute  much  beyond  thcirQiiota;  but  luch  an  Order  from  the 
Kmg  would  be  very  nccclfary  to  let  the  Work  on  foot,  as  well  as  to 
oblige  rhole  who  at  firlt  probably  might  not  be  ovcr-vvilling  to  contri- 
bute i 
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bute  :  And  one  might  rcafonably  fuppofc,  that  their  Love  for  the  Chrl- 
Jiian  Religion,  and  the  Dcfirc  of  a  future  Life  which  it  prcmircs, 
wou'd  grow  in  them  proportionably  to  the  Care  which  Ihould  be  taken 
to  infpirc  them  with  Religious  Scnrimcnrs,  and  to  inftrud  them  in  it  ; 
inlbmuch,  that  i;i  a  Ibort  time  they  would  look  upon  this  Con- 
tribution, as  Money  laid  out  wholly  for  their  own  Benelit  and  Advan- 
tage. 

What  I  have  been  told  of  their  Honefty  in  fending  back  a  (Iray'd 
Rkcn'Deer  to  one  another,  their  narural  Hatred  to  Thieving  nnd  Mur- 
ther,  of  which  we  have  only  the  finglc  Example  of  Tuckaar-^a,  ;and  this 
Adion  of  a  Man  whom  Brandy  had  tranfported  into  a  Beaft  ;^.  in  fliorr, 
their  general  Pradice  of  that  excellent  Maxim,  yllten  ne  feceris  qiwd 
tibt  fan  non  vis,  or  of  ilrid  JuiHcc  without  any  Knowledge  of  her, 
without  Judges,  without  any  other  Laws  than  Brute  Bcafts  have,  or  with- 
out Religion,  is,  I  th-nk,  very  extraordinary,  and  a  fcvcre  Reproach 
to  thofe,  who,  with  all  the  Advantages  of  Education,  are  guilty  of  lb 
many  urjuft  Acl:ions. 

As  for  Magtck,  if  there  be  any  Science  in  the  World  which  defcrves 
that  Name,  it  mult  be  natural ;  and  we  may  define  it  a  Knowledge  of 
the  fccret  Eifcds  of  fome  natural  Caules,  and  as  i'uch  we  mull:  not  ex- 
ped  to  find  it  amongft  the  Laplanders  -,  they  arc  fo  furrca;:dcd  wich 
Clouds  of  Ignorance,  it  would  be  abfurd  to  look  for  fuch  a  KnowL  J^c. 
That  iV/<?^^/f^  which  has  been,  or  ftill  is  laid  to  their  Charge,  whicli 
has  been  look'd  upon  by  many,  and  llill  is  by  fcvcrni,  as  S'jpernaturp.i 
and  'Diabolicul,  appears  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  fcign'd  enth!if:ajiick 
Fit,  accompanied  widi  a  few  accidental  Strokes  oi  thext  llagick'Drum, 
as  they  call  it,  which  is  their  chief  Inftrument,  and  by  which  the 
Cunningelt  amongft  the Z,i^///???.'/<?rj have  formerly  impos'd  upon  the  rccft 
Credulous:  and  lb-re,  tho' not  lb  many  in  Number,  ftill  attempt  to 
CO  the  fame.  We  m.ay  well  fay  of  all  the  pretended  'Prodigies  and  Li- 
ck:i7:tments,  of  which  credulous  and  ignorant  Superllition  makes  the 
'i)^u7/thc  Author,  or  believe  the  Magicians  do  thro'  his  Power,  what  a 
Famous  Phyficiar.  faid,  a^ter  a  careful  Examination  of  a  /Vfz-r/^  Wo;r!aix 
that  was  reported  to  be  polfefs'd  by  the  'Z).r;/,  a  Matura  multa,plura  fcla^ 
a'-Dj^mnne  miHa;  Much  is  owing  to  Nature.,  more  to  Art  or  Dcfgn, 
but  nothing  at  all  to  the  T)eviL  If  the  Devil  had  all  that  Power  and 
Knowledge  which  the  Superftiticus  allow  him,  or  Ihould  ho  in  Ma- 
gicians become  that  ready  and  complaiiant  Miniftcr  of  hurn.ine  PalJi- 
ons  and  Malice,  one  might  rcafonably  cxpcd  to  fee  the  Order  ot" 
Nature  chang'd  every  Moment,  and  the  whole  Nation  turn'd  topfy- 
turvy.  A  Prince,  for  Example,  might  keep  Magici.ins  in  his  Ser- 
vice, who  certainly  would  be  the  bell  Spies  he  could  employ,  to  dif- 
covcr  all  the  Dcfigns  which  his  Enemies  might  form  agamll:  him  i  by 
them  he  would  be  inform'd  of  it  before  they  could  be  conceived  \  and 
he  would  not  only  prevent  them,  but  entirely  defeat  and  fpoil  all  their 
Meafures.  Should  a  hoftile  Fleet  fad  towards  his  Coalls,  inllead  of 
fitting  another  out  to  oppolc  it,  it  would  be  but  employing  fome  Lap- 
landers, who,  with  contrary  Winds,  might  blow  them  back  into  their 
Ports,  or  with  a  violent  Storm  overwhelm  them. 

To  this  I  know  there  is  a  general  Anfwer,  That  every  Body  won't 
deal  with  the  ''Devil,  or  indeed  won't  run  the  hazard  of  being  puniflVJ 
according  to  thofe  fecular  and  ccclcfullick  Laws  made  againll  Wi- 
zards, and  thofe  who  Ihall  employ  thcmi  which  is  the  occafion  of  there 
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The  next   Day  (^chc  jorh)  I  paid  che  Curate  of  the  PIp.cc  a  Vifir, 
who  rccciv'd  mc  very  aiiahiy,  and  engaged  me  to  flay  and  dine  with 
him.     As  I  cxprciTcd  fomc  Curiol'icy  co  Ice  a  Part  oVPttba-  Lf'pland^  he 
informed  me  that  there  was  no  going  by  Water  above  Three  or  Four 
Mi'cs  up  the  River  ;  bcfides  thar,  i  could  not  cxpecft  to  Ice  there  any 
thing  exrraordinaryi  lb   I  contented  my  felf  with  asking  him  a  few 
Qj.icUfons  abcLit  it,  as   I  did   to  a  Student  call'd  Fteljho:,i^  Son  of  a 
late  PricH:  of  the  'Pitha-LapiarJers^  whom   he  lent  for    as  the  fittcll 
Perlbn  to  give  mc  a  more  particular  Account  of  thef:  Pccple;  and  by 
all   that  I  could  find,  they  diiier'd  hale,  or  not  ac  .i!!,  from  tiiole  o'f 
Lulo.    He  telling  mc  that  he  was  born  at  Sylbo)Gck^  I  began  to  ask  hini 
concerning  the  Silver  Mine  which  bears  thar  N;.rr.cj  to  which  he  an- 
fwerd,  that  it  had  been  ruin'd  by  the  '^Danes  during  the  lace  War  ;  but 
he  really  bcliev'd  it  might  be  recover'd,  if  they  would  go  to  the  Charge 
of  it,  and  take  the  Pains  of  digging  it  again  as  they  ouglit.    1  he  Curate 
of  'P'ttba  lecm'd  to  be  a  Man  of  a  very  ccfy  Faith,  and  who  gave  very 
much  into  the  iV^riW/(;?/j-,  and  probably  thought  mc  as  erify  as  him- 
felf  j    for  he  bid  his  Son   go  with  mc  to  the  Top  cf  tlie  Belfry,   and 
flicw  mc  Ibme  Brals  Boizls,  which  he  alilred  n-'.e,  in  a  manner  as  if  he 
was  fmccrcly  pcrfwadcd  of  the  Truth  of  it  hi:.-.'eif,  had  fcrmcrly  been 
made  a  Prelent  by  a  Kymph  in  the  Ifle  of  Brtmmnd,  to  a  Merchant 
nam'd  Ekmm,  Ibme  cf  whole  Poflcrity  ch.erc  ftil!  rcmaia'd  in  the  new 
Town  of  -ritba,  promifing  him   all  kind  of  Prcipency  as  long  as  he 
fliould  keep  this  Brafs.     Upon  this  I  examined  it  very  curioully,  and 
altho' there  was  Ibmething  marvellous  in  the  Story,  I  cou'd  find  no- 
thing in  the  Metal  that  look'd  uncommon.    Between  Tu'o  and  Three 
in  the  Afternoon  I  left  •P'ttha^  and  about  Eleven  in  the  Night  I  reach'd 
SckeUfta,  where  I  refted  till  Four  n.ext  Morning  (the  nth},  and  then 
proceeded  for  Urnco  as   fall  as  the  Korfes  cou'd  carry  me,  where  I 
arrived  a  little  before  Midnight. 

I  could  not  the  next  Day  refufe  the  kind  Invitation  of  Mr.  Grubby  Cu- 
rate of  the  Place,  who  made  me  go  home  to  llip,  and  take  a  Lodging  with 
him  after  I  had  dined  with  the  Governor,  who  repeated  his  former  Kind- 
nefs  and  Civility.  -Fiere  I  employ 'd  part  of  my  Time  in  viewing  the  Town 
which  they  are  rebuilding,  and  its  Situation  which  is  agreeable,  tho'  noc 
convenient  for  Trade,  it  being  like  the  three  abovementicncd,  about  a  Mile 
ciillant  from  the  Sea.  The  Curates  fioufe  is  upon  the  lide  of  the  fame 
River,  adjoining  to  a  Stone  Churchy  which  is  the  Parochial,  in  a  Vil-. 
lage  about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  above  the  Town  ;  and  between  theie  I 
oblerv'd  Ibme  pretty  good  Meadows,  and  fome  fertile  Arable  Land  ; 
and  in  the  latter,  that  the  Barly  and  Rye  which  was  not  town  when  I 
let  out  for  Tome,  was  already  ripe.  I  could  noc  forbear  exprelling  my 
Surprize  at  this  to  Mr.  Grubby  who  told  me,  that  betides  the  conti- 
nual Prelence  of  the  Sun  for  a  good  while  upon  the  Horizon,  tho'  ks 
Disk  was  not  vifible  at  that  time,  this  lb  quick  ripening  was  owing 
to  the  Nature  of  the  Seed  they  fow'di  which  if  brought  from  the 
Southward  of  Umeo,  as  from  Hernofand,  Sund-juall,  Gcjie,  or  Stock- 
holm, &c.  would  ripen  by  fo  much  the  flower,  as  they  were  farther 
dirtant  fro.m  the  North;  whilft  thofe  of Buro,  Sckelefta,  Pitha,  Lulo 
and  Tome,  would  be  much  forwarder.  An  Experiment  of  which  ha 
had  leen  try'd  upon  Seed  brought  from  the  moft  Southern  and  Northerni 
of  thelc  Places,  and  the  latter  had  been  ripe  above  a  Fortnight  before 
the  former.  I  had  again  the  Pleafurc  of  feeing  a  Salmon  Fifhcry 
berc,  which  they  caughc  with  Nets  faftened  co  little  Spikes  drove  in 
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the  River  a  fmall  quarter  of  a  Mile  below  the  Governors  Houfe,  who 
has  his  Filhcry  there,  and  a  little  above  that  of  the  Curate,  there  is 
^Cataracl  nam'd  Bagbfitllforz,  with  Pods,  which  they  there  call  Tmars, 
in  their  Make  nor'uniike  \.[\c  Meilars,  but  much  larger  and  more  I'ub- 
ftantial,  and  into  which  a  Man  may  eafily  get.  Thole  Ttnurs  are  alio 
fix'd  to  a  kind  of  Pikes  which  are  drove  into  Dikes,  made  in  the  Faihioii 
of  the  Arches  of  a  Bridge,  and  there  lerve  to  break  the  violent  Fall  of 
the  Lataraci.  There  arc  large  Pieces  of  Timber  laid  a  crol's  from  one 
Arch  to  another  ;  and  there  the  Filhcrmcn  walk  over,  and  with  large 
Ropes  faftned  to  the  Pods,  they  lift  them  juft  out  of  the  Water  ; 
which  done,  a  Man  gets  into  them  to  cake  the  Fifli  out,  and  then  they 
lay  their  Ttnars  in  again. 

\  would  willingly  have  taken  a  Tour  into  the  Unuan- Lapland ;  but 
as  the  River  could  not  bear  me  far  enough,  and  the  Laplanders  were 
retired  amongft  the  Mountains  of  Noriz'av,  I  could  forelee  nothing 
but  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  without  any  apparent  Sacisfadion  ;  and 
I  therefore  contented  my  I'clf  with  the  Intelligence  I  got  from  thole  who 
frequently  converle  with  them  at  a  Fair,  which  begins  the  7th  of  Ja- 
nuary at  Lvkzele,  a  little  Village,  in  which  they  have  a  Church  and 
School,  and  which  is  fituated  about  Twelve  Miles  from  Umeo.  They 
were  reprelented  to  me  as  very  like  the  TytLian  and  Ltduin  Luplanders, 
excepting  that  in  Matters  of  Religion  they  are  noc  lb  ignorant,  which 
is  owing  to  the  Care  taken  by  their  Priefts  to  Cacechilc  them,  and  to 
che  Schools  ]\i^  mentioned,  which  confills  of  a  Mafter  and  fix  Scholars, 
who  in  two  Years  rime  generally  learn  to  read  and  write,  and  give  a 
tolerable  Account  of  their  Faith  ,•  for  lb  was  I  inform  d  by  Mr.  Grubb, 
who  goes  once  a  Twelvemonth  to  vifit  them,  and  to  examine  into  the 
Condud  of  the  Tnejls  and  School-majier. 

Here  I  clos'd  my  Lapland  Journey,  and   then  confider'd  it  with  the 
Eyes  of  my  Imagination,  as  a  long  and  pretty  broad  Trad  of  Land, 
containing  above  150  Miles  from  the  North  Welt  of  Hcndaiia,  where 
it  begins  to  Coafl:  Kor'-jjay   as  far  as  the  Connncs  of  the  JP'hite  Sea^ 
and  I  111  all  call  it  by  its  ancient  Name  of  Finniark.    But  before  I  entirely 
quit  this  Part  of  IVeft  Bothnick,  I  mull;  a  little  re-capituiate  the  Ideas 
which  I  form'd  to  mylolf  of  the  Laplanders  in  general,  and  the  Re- 
marks I  made  of  them,  in  the  following  manner.    Their  Indultry  was 
what  I  chiefly  admir'd  ;  nor  can  one  eafily  conceive  how  many  things 
Nature  inftruds  them  to  make,  without  the  Affiftance  of  any  other  In- 
firuments  than  a  Hatchet  and  a  pointed  Knife  ;  for  there  is  not  one  of 
them  but  can  make  his  Boat,  Sledge,  ^c.  with  thelc  two  only  Inftru- 
ments ;  his  Ropes  of  Barkly  or  Roots  of  Buihes,  and  Filhing  Nets  of  the 
fame;  all  hisKitchcn  Ware  of  Wood,  ct'ii.omof  Rhen-^Deer,  asDifhes, 
Balbns,  Porringers,  Spoons,  &c.  his  Bow  and  Arrows,  his  Skidders, 
his  Cloachs,  and  Thread  of  Rhen-'Deers  fmalleft  Guts  to  fow  them. 
No  Wire-Drawers  draw  Gold  or   Stiver  Wire  more  neatly   thro  rheir 
Tira^z'mg  Irons,  and  with  the  Aliiftance  of  all  their  other  proper  Inllru- 
ments,  than  the  Lapland  Women  do  their  'Pe-Ji'ter  or  Lead  Wire  with 
their  Teeth,    through  the  divers  Holes  of  a  flat  Piece  of  Rhen-'Deer 
Horn;    as   a  Woman  is  reprelented    to   do   in   the  Tent  (  0  Peine 
XXXVin.     In    Matters  of  Religion,    indeed,    I  found  them   very 
ditlerent,   and  cake  them  to  be  as  good  Heathens  as  Chrtfhans,  and 
as  good  Magicians  as  Heathens  -,    or  rather,   in   thcle  Cafes,    much 
upon  a  level   with   their  Rhen'Deer  ,•    and   in  general,   chey  lock 
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broidcring,  as  indeed  do  alfo  the  grcatcft  Part  of  the  Women.  With  her 
Ihc  hnd  a  Daughter  about  i  •  or  15  Years  old,  who  was  making  Butter, 
but  after  a  very  particular  Manner.  The  Cream  of  the  RIcLn-'lJe.r^  Mij^ 
was  put  i:ito  a  large  wooden  Bovvi,  and  !lie  was  beating  i:  with  t'.vo 
Sticks  not  very  unlike  Drum  flicks.  As  foon  as  they  faw  us,  they  ro't 
from  ou  the  Skins  on  which  they  were  fitting,  after  their  ufual  man- 
ner, and  made  us  a  Bow,  by  drawing  their  Foot  behind  'cm,  ar.d 
bending  their  Body  forwards,  ao  the  Men  do  amongft  us.  This  Cui- 
r,  they  laid  feme  Skins  for  us,  en  which  we  I'at  down,  iwi 
fired  'em  to  continue  their  Work,  which  they   did  ;    the  Gir 
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following  hers  fo  dole  with  her  two  Sticks,  that  her  Bowl  of  Cream 
was  loon  become  Butter.  Mean  while  I  ask'd  the  Mother  where  her 
Husband  was  ?  To  which  flic  anlwer  d,  he  was  gone  a  Fi'hirg.  I  then 
enquired,  how  many  Children  flie  had?  She  replied,  four  ;  to  wit,  tv.o 
Boys  and  two  Girls.  I  then  told  her,  I  thought  the  Daughter  vi  ho 
was  prele:it  big  enough  for  a  Fiusband,  and  that  (lie  nvjil  think  of 
getting  her  one  j  and  the  Mother  foon  latisfy'd  me  that  ihe  was  en- 
gaged, and  was  to  be  married  at  the  next  lltkmcck  Fair.  This  is  tl.e 
Name  of  the  LcpUirJ  Panlb,  which  is  :>  Village  that  very  much  rc- 
fcnVclesthat  o'i  Ittckacerva,  but  more  inhabited,  about  Icirc  18  cr  19 
Mi!:s  above  the  Town  of  Lnlo,  and  the  Fair  being  every  Year  on  the 
Fcall  of  St.  Tan's  Converfion,  or  the  ifth  of  JaniL^ry.  Soon  after 
this  the  Husband  came  heme  loaded  with  Fifli,  and  he  faluted  us  by 
bending  his  Knees,  and  making  a  Courtcfv  as  cur  Women  do.  Had  i 
fiiilbceninT?/r/:^  I  fliould  have  looked  upon  all  this  as  a  Ridicule  upon 
cur  Manner  of  Saluting,  which  the  T/.t/vIj  always  expofc  by  luch  auk- 
ward  Imitations  in  their  domcdick  or  private  Comedies^  for  they  have 
no  publick  ones,  as  f  Iiavc  laid  in  my  firft  Vol.  And  indeed,  I  lock'd 
upon  this  way  of  Saluting  ufed  by  the  tviJ-o  Sexes  here  as  Ibmcthing 
very  much  out  of  the  way  ;  but  I  have  fince  been  inform'd,  that  it  is 
pretty  generally  ufed  amongll  the  Ltdian  ^vAT it htatt  Laplanders,  and 
even  .".mongft  the  Vniauis.  To  this  Ceremony,  if  they  are  related, 
they  add  that  of  kiHlng  each  others  Mouth;  if  they  are  only  acquaint- 
ed, cp.ch  oppofcs  his  Nole  to  the  ether's  Nofe.  Our  Heft  would  have 
di^lVd  fomc  Fifli,  but  I  wou'd  not  let  him  ,-  alledging,  that  being  de- 
tcrcnincd  to  return  as  foon  as  I  could,  I  mufl:  not  llay  tlic  Drefung  of 
nny  thing,  and  chat  a  little  Chcefc  or  dried  Meat  would  be  fufncisnt ; 
immediately  they  were  both  brought,  for  the  Laplanders  never  want 
cither  the  one  or  the  other.  1  had  a  mind  too  to  tafte  a  little  ofth? 
Butter  I  had  teen  made  ;  and  no  Iboncr  had  I  given  the  lead  Item  of 
of  my  Curiofity,  but  it  was  all  hroughc  before  me,  v;ith  fome  dried 
Fith,  Which  the' Student  who  was  with  me  calid  the  Bread  of  the  Lap- 
landers. This  Butter  had  very  much  the  Looks  of  new  Cheefc,  and 
tailed  better  than  it  looked,  tho'  it  was  not  \'o  fwect  or  palatable  as 
Butte:  made  with  Cow's  Milk.  I  then  began  to  ask  my  Landlord  fc- 
vcral  Qiieflions,  as,  whether  he  had  ever  leen  them  fifh  for  T carls  ? 
To  which  he  rcply'd,  that  he  had  not  only  feen  them  fifli,  but  had  been 
cmployd  in  that  Filliery  himfelf ;  and  confirmd  what  I  bad  already 
heard  of  their  Manner  of  doing  it :  He  added,  that  this  Fiihery  was 
of  late  Years  very  much  decay'd  ;  that  now  the  Number  of  Pearls  they 
found  was  fmali  indeed,  and  even  of  them  the  grcateft  Part  was  con- 
verted to  wrong  Uies,  and  fold  underhand.  His  Meaning  in  this  was 
plain  enough  ;  and  I  found  that  the  Crown  to  whom  this  Filliery  ot 
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Right  belongs,  and  which  fends  a  Surveyor  every  Year,  is  far  from 
getting  all  the  Pearls  which  arc  found  there.  I  then  began  to  try 
him  on  iV'.tchcraft,  and  told  him,  that  I  had  often  heard  of  Magici- 
ans, and  had  always  been  very  defirous  of  feeing  fome  of  their  Magtck 
Operations  ;  to  which  he  cry'd  out  m  the  S'-Jvedtjh  Tongue,  which  he 
Ipoke  very  well,  Gud  bezi^ara  iS  y  fra.n^  God  preferze  us  from  them 
Thereupon  I  added,  that  fpite  of  all  that  I  had  heard,  I  coud  not  be- 
lieve that  there  were  any  really  fuch  amongft  the  Laplanders:  He  an- 
fvver'd  me,  that  formerly  there  had  been  great  Numbers  of  em  ;  buc 
rhere  were  not  fo  many  now,  except  amongll  the  Torne,  the  Ktmi-Lap- 
landers  and  Finlanders  ;  of  which  he  began  to  quote  feveral  Examples, 
and  told  me  fomc  old  Women's  Stories,  like  that  of  Satuy-Tresk  -,  buc 
io  very  ridiculous  and  incredible,  that  I  foon  grew  weary  of  them. 

To  divert  the  Difcourfe,  I  ask'd  him,  whether  he  had  any  Know- 
ledge of  the  Religion  of  the  ancient  Laplanders  ?  He  anfwer'd  me  in  the 
Negative  ;  but  added,  that  he  had  heard  fay  they  adored  the  T>evtL 
And  who  do  you  adore?  reply'd  I,  interrupting  hun  very  Ihort.  God., 
anlwer'd  he.  And  who  is  that  God  whom  you  adore  :•  added  L  To  which 
he  replyd,  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghoji.  But,  continued  I,  arc  not 
the  Father,  the  Son.,  and  the  Holy  Ghoji  three  Gods  t  'De  ar  en  Tri- 
kornmg,  they  are  a  Triangle^  anfwer  d  he,  after  having  muled  fome 
time  ;  and  the'  I  ask'd  him  feveral  other  Queftions,  I  could  get  no- 
thing elfe  out  of  him.  This  was  probably  a  Comparilbn,  with  which 
fomc  Pricfts  had  loaded  his  Memory,  and  confounded  his  Brain  with- 
out enlightning  his  Underllanding,  by  endeavouring  to  give  him  fomc 
Idea  of  this  Myjtery  by  the  Figure  of  a  Triangle,  which  is  generally 
painted  at  the  Top  of  their  'Tulpits  i  and  5no~^  is  another  Companion 
frequently  made  ufc  of  by  them.  The  Triangle  of  the  Laplanders 
makes  me  call  to  mind  the  Candle  of  the  PFejf- Indians.  The  firft  Mif- 
fionaries  vj\\o  went  to  make  Spiritual  Conquelts  in  America,  after  the 
Temporal  ones  of  the  Spaniards,  were  willing  amongft  other  Things 
to  preach  the  Dodrine  of  the  Trinity  to  them  ;  to  which  end  they  told 
them,  that  there  was  one  Gtf^only,  but  three  Perfons  in  thit  Godheady 
the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghoji,  and  that  thefe  three  made 
one.  This  to  poor  ignorant  Wretches  feem  d  a  ftrange  Paradox  ;  which 
the  Mijfionaries  perceiving,  and  willing  to  give  them  a  fenfible  Idea  of 
the  Myjlery  they  had  been  fearching,  ordered  a  lighted  Candle  to  be 
brought,  telling  the  People  that  there  were  three  Subftances  in  this 
Candle,  to  wit,  Talloisj,  Cotton  and  Light,  and  yet  thefe  three  made 
buc  one  Candle;  and  after  that  time,  if  you  ask'd  one  of  thole  poor  ig- 
norant Creatures  what  the  Trinity  was,  they  would  tell  you  a  Candle  ; 
an  Anfwer  diredJly  the  fame  with  the  Laplander's  Triangle,  or  Sno-ju.  *  I 
found  my  Hoft  fo  very  ignorant,  notwithllanding  his  frequent  Commerce 
With  the  S-Ji-edes,  that  I  did  not  care  for  asking  him  any  farther  Queftions 
Having  therefore  thank'd  him  for  his  Treat,  and  made  his  Wife  and 
Daughter  fome  fmall  Prefents,  I  went  down  to  my  Boat  again,  ac- 
companied by  my  Guide  and  Interpreter ;  and  on  the  9th,  about  Five 
in  the  Afternoon  we  reached  back  Lulo,  where  I  gave  a  fmall  Reward 
to  the  Student,  who  gave  me  a  thoufand  Bleffings  for  it.  I  immedi- 
ately got  on  Horieback,  and  by  Eleven  at  Night  reached  old  Tt- 
tha. 

*  Some  Lutheran  Priefli  fny,  that  its  in  the  Snov  there  is  PV.tter  and  Ice  befides,  which  all

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Q-raions  j  and  their  Anfwers  f^cwd  to  mc  fomcwliac  Icf"^  I-itorancc, 
dicc.allv  m  rdpccft  of  Religion,  than  thole  oi  xMcTorn^  l.rp!uvders , 
w?i!ch  \v;is  confirm'd  to  me  alto  bv  young  Mr. /^Zvari-^J,  who  had  con- 
vcrlcd  nr.ich  among  ihcm,  and  inihuaca  many  o.^  ihcn  on  that  Holy 
Topick  •  He  hadl'-icn  almcfi:  al!  the  Places  iuit  nicric:onca,  andicem'd 
to  ha\e  done  ic  with  moft  FxadMels  :  and  I  owe  to  him  thar^of  my 
Map  relating  to  chofe  Parts,  in  rcibed:  of  their  Situacion.  he  is  a 
Pcrfcn  of  a  lingular  Merit  ;  and  it  is  to  be  wiihcd,  that  ai!  the  'Fr.v  ;^ 
who  arc  lent  to  Lapland,  had  as  much  Zeal  and  Care  for  taeir  :?pir;- 
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The  ..'■■f/'jw  Ladanders  are  generally  leff:r,  and  norc  tavvny,  than 
the  Torn-nd:,  -,  they  have  nor  fo  many  Rhen-'T>iCr,  but  to  make  amends 
rhey   have    mere  Skins,  at  leall  for  their  variety,  and  finer  and  more 
precious  for  their  Furs,  even  of  Black  Foxes    tho'  very  Icarce       i  hey 
live  generally  after  the  m.anner  of  the  FinUnder:,  and  wear  Habits  like 
the  Pealanrs  cf  that  Country  wiio  are  their  Neighbours,  and  fomc- 
times^■'n:e^mix  with  them.     TheP:  Habits  differ  little  from  that  of  the 
Tornian  LatLindcrs,  only  that  they  are   a  little  longer  before,  more 
open,  and  for  the  moft  part  flit  ac  the  Bottom  like  our  Shires.     Tncy 
talk  the  fame  Language  as  the  FinUndcrs,  and  ufe  Fire  Arms  and  Crois- 
Bcws,  u  hich  they  buy  of  them.     They  have  for  the  moll  part  H  jcs  or 
Tents'  that  arc  fixed,  lo,  30  and  more  together,  and  coverd  with  the 
Barks  of  Trees  and  Turf  -,  for  they  fettle  often  in  Companies  and  \  il- 
hP-s,  as  at  Sodenkile,  Sombto,  Enare,  6-c.    Some  of  them  have  even 
Horfcs,  Oxen,  Cows  and  Goats  in  the  mofl:  Southern  Parts  ;  ana  they 
f-ovide  alfo  a  ftore  oi  Tekele  or  Mofs,  inftead  of  Hay,  to  feed  them  in 
Winter,  thcfe  Kind  of  Cartel  having  not  received  the  lame  Infcin^^l-  and 
Nails  as  R'enT)eer  from  Nature  to  look  for  it  under  the  Snow.  The  Ca- 
jlirs  are  chiefly  found  in  Ktmi-Lapland,  whole  Tefticles  (befides  their 
Skins  for  Furs,  and  Hair  which  makes  the  fineft  Hats)  the  Laplanders 
ufe  as  an  univcrfal  Medicine  in  all  Cafes.     It  took  me  up  but  7  Days  to 
-o  as  far  as  Kimi  Trcsk,  make  my  Obfsrvations,  and  return  again  to 
The  Village  Kimr,  tho"  I  might  double  the  Number  and  fay  11,  by  ad- 
ding the  Nights,  which  were  full  as  clear  ;  and  during  which  I  advanced 
•r-,  mijch  as  m  the  others,  loHng  no  Time,  and  flceping  but  htt.e,  and 
{hat   in   the  Boat;    giving  Orders,    by  my  Interpreter,   to  the  JVa- 
rermen  to  awaken  me  when  they  were  tired,  and  cou'd  meet  with  .reJi 
^^nes  to  fucceed  them.     Tho'  I  have  reckon'd  Seven  Nights  as  lb  many 
Days  on  account  of  their  Clcarncfs,  yet  they  do  not  lb  welldefervcthu: 
Title  ac  Kh;i2  as  at  Torne  ;  becaufe  that,  according  to  thelnfcrmancn 
t  got  cfmv  Landlord,  who  bellowed  new  Civilities  upon  me  at  my 
Return,  tho  the  Sun  is  always  to  be  feen  during  the  longeft  D.iys  vi 
Summer,  yet  no  part  of  his  "Disk  or  Orb  is  to  be  feen  for  above  cwj 
Hours  above  the  Horizon,  when  he  is  at  his  lowclt  Declination. 

Plaving  feen  as  much  of  the  K:m}aji  Lapland,  as  the  fmall  Imie  ot 
n^y  Stay  wou'd  permit,  I  left  the  Village  and  River  Ktmi  on  the  4ih  c\ 
j/uy,  went  diredlv  by  Water  within  a  Mile  and  half  of  CV/j,  and  prr- 
ccedcd  the  fame  Day  by  Nine  at  Night  as  far  this  Place,  when  1  lav 
ac  yit.l/altkrs  ;  and  on  the  next  Morning,  with  much  auo,  n;.|l*ed 
his  obliging  Invitations  to  ftay  longer:  However,  I  dined  vv:m  him, 
and  purlucd  mv  Tournev  en  Horfeback  as  far  as  R^'W,  where  I  airivca 
ac  Ten  a:  Nirhr.  Departing  thence  ne^ct  Day  at  Four  in  the  Mornnig, 
I  reached  before  Eight  the  old  Town  of  Ltdi;.    I  met  here  a  poor    ru 
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dcnr,  who  undcrfiood  Latm  indifTerenc  well;  having  cncered  into 
Difcourfe  with  him,  and  being  informed  that  he  had  no  other  Bufinefs 
but  to  go  into  Finland,  where  (as  he  laid)  his  Relations  were,  in  a 
Veflcl  that  was  ^uTornc,  and  which  wou'd  he  ready  to  fail  in  a  Month, 
(the  f inlanders,  tho'  iubda  d  by  the  Czar,  continuing  to  trade  under- 
hand with  their  old  Fellow  Subjeds  the  j'^vyA-j)  I  thought  him  a  very 
fie  Perfon  for  an  Interpreter,  during  Ten  or  Twelve  Days,  m  a  Jour- 
ney that  I  intended  to  make  into  the  Lnltaji  Lapland,  in  order  to 
fee  their  'Pearl  ft  fiery.  I  made  him  the  Propofal,  which  he  accepted. 
Immediately  after  Dinner  we  took  Boat;  buc'beildes  our  being  hindrcd 
by  the  Cutarucks  from  proceeding  farther  than  Holmsfors  (which  is  alio 
calld  Lackhobn,  or  the  Salmon  Ijland)  the  common  Road  to  go  from 
thence  co  the  little  River  Kuratz,  where  the  Mufclcs,  in  which  they 
find  the  Pearls,  are  caught  ;  but  ic  was  then  impradicable,  by  reafon 
of  rhe  overflowing  of  the  Waters,  and  the  molting  of  the  Snow  ;  info- 
much,  that  (as  they  airured  me)  the  'Pearl  Fifhing  cou'd  noc  be  begun 
rill  dtigulK  at  which  Time  they  fuppofed  the  Waters  wou'd  be  low 
enough  ,  and  my  Cunofity  being  lefs  ftrong  than  co  detain  me  {q 
long,  contented  my  lelf  with  enquiring  of  Ibme  of  tho  Salmon  F/jhers, 
what  was  the  Method  of  taking  thole  Mufcles  -,  and  they  inform'd 
me,  that  they  uicd  Inftrumencs  Ibmething  like  thofe  for  catching 
Oy'iers  ;  and  that  in  fome  Places,  when  the  Waters  were  the  lowefl, 
tney  cou'd  cake  them  in  rheir  H  inds.  Thefo  Pearls  arc  generally  pretty 
large  and  round,  but  pale,  and  without  the  Luftrc  and  fine  Warer  of 
thcO-untals.  Not  being  fatisfy'd  with  only  feeing  the  Sulmon'iiCmng, 
whicu  IS  rhere  like  what  I  had  Icen  before,  I  askd  if  they  did  noc 
know  iome  L^yj/^w^^rj  in  the  Neighbourhood.-  They  anfwer'd  mc,  thac 
they  we'e  ill  long  fince  rerired  with  cheir  Herds  into  che  F:ols,  cxccpc- 
ingcwo,  w  ,0  i-aving  buc  a  fmallNumbcr  0I Rhtn-T)eer,  were  lefs  Iblli- 
citous  about  rirrcafnig  their  Stock  of  them  than  about  Filliing,  and  there- 
fore preftrrd  the  Lakes  and  ibme  little  Rivers,  where  they  are  per- 
miTcd  to  fifh,  to  the  Mountains  of  Ror-jjay ;  I  fay,  where  they  were 
pc-mittcd  to  fiHi,  for  they  have  not  that  Liberty  in  that  o^  Lido,  efpeci- 
ally  to  hih  in  thofe  Places  where  the  Salmon  are  found,  unlefs  they  do  ic 
forrhofc  who  farm  chem  of  che  Crown,  cowhom  chey  belong,  as  Luck- 
holm,  c^c.  or  elle  to  other  Proprietors  to  whom  chey  have  been  prefented 
by  it.  I  enquired  froin  the  aforefaid  Filhermen,  whether  either  of  thefc 
Laplandi fh^dimh^-s  lived  precry  near  che  Place  where  I  was  >  To  which 
they  anfwer'd,  Thar  one  of  cheir  Tones  was  buc  a  few  Miles  diftanc  from 
us,  nnd  in  che  very  Neighbourhood  of  a  little  River,  which  Ibme- 
thing lower  fell  into  chat  of  Liilo.  I  agcced  with  cwo  Filherme!)  co  carry 
mc  chitheti  and  when  we  hud  gone  as  far  as  we  cou'd  by  Water,  I  took 
one  of  my  Boatmen  for  my  Guide.  Having  walked  the  fpace  of  two 
Hours,  we  at  length  law  a  young  Girl,  about  Ten  or  Twols'c  Years 
old,  who  with  a  green  Branch  was  driving  che  Flics  off  from  a  R/.rn- 
'Deer  which  was  lick,  and  (as  flie  told  me)  in  great  Danger  of  fal- 
ling a  Vidlim  to  the  Heat  of  che  Weatiier,  and  rhe  little  Infedfs  ic 
breeds.  VVc  made  this  little  Girl  lead  us  to  the  Tent,  which  indeed 
was  at  no  grear  Dillance  i  and  there  we  found  a  Woman  of  abouc 
Forty  Years  old,  of  low  Stature,  and  rather  difi'j;reeable  than  handfomc, 
who,  by  her  Work,  llicwd  her  Thought  and  Forefighc ;  for  with  Pew- 
ter Wire  Ihc  Wis  embroidering  a  Wincer  Cap,  fuch  as  I  have  already 
»ielcribed,  and  both  Women  and  Men  wear;  tho'  chefc  wuhouc  any  em- 
broidering, 
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who  fiaJ  him.  I  lay  here,  and  dmcd  agnin  the  ncxr  Day,  wi.ich  .\v;i<] 
inc  iach,  with  thrs  I'ncll  ;  and  luving  fatisfy'd  civ:  Litcrprcrcr  v, horn 
iv;  r...ci  recommended  to  ir;c,  1  '•^cnc  down  wiih  my  old  ctic;  and 
tiskirg  onoihcr  Bear,  witiun  lbnier!iing  Ids  than  Srx  Hours,  we  got 
f'lcvc;i  Miles  below  Dikacrvn i  and  my  Watermen  having  lighccd  a 
iar^c  iirc  on  the  Weit  fide  of  the  River,  we  lay  round  ir  c:!l  Five  riie 
ncxc  Morning;  then  getting  in  our  boat  agat'n,  we  reached  Kmgis  before 
rCoon,  u'hcre  t  Ipciic  two  fiours  at  the  Hoiile  of  my  quondam  Hotl, 
who  indeed  was  ab'cn:,  but  wht.ic  Wife  enccrtnincd  mc  very  civilly. 
Changing  Boat  below  the  firf:  G/Wr/rr?,  we  heard  from  a  Filherman 
at  ihe  ncxc,  that  c^vo  h'tnLmckn  hud  been  drowned  there  Ibme  few 
D"V:  ^jforc  ;  i^nd  t;-,e  isth,  having  got  as  far  down  as  Over  Torvc,  we 
lay  •.     Incurvv-ay  I  was  diverted  with  the  Method  ufed  by  the 

3!j'irtbK..nrs  thcrcaboius  ot  catching  Salmons,  which  go  up  the  Currenr 
in  larfie  Shoal's  -,  and  tm^  is  done  by  driving  Stakes  lo  clol:  roget'.er  \:\ 
tiic  Water,  tr.a:  the  PalTuge  vihich  the  Svvifcnel's  of  die  Torrents  had 
before  made  very  diincuir,  is  now  render'd  wholly  impr;3d:cab!e  ;  and 
the  only  leemmg  one  they  have  left  is  thro'  a  kind  of  lirge  Cages  of 
Baskets,  which  ac  t;-.e  xMouth  are  very  wide,  io  that  they  may  eafiiy 
gee  into  them,  but  grr.v.ing  narrower  and  narrower,  'tis  impollible  for 
tiiem  clsac  are  cnce  in  to  get  out  again,  and  tliel'e  they  call  Mt'luir. 
1  he  ncxc  Day  I  dined  witlun  half  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  of  Tome,  at 
Mr.  Henry  'Phorbass,  Curate  of  that  Flaccj  and  upon  my  cxprciling  a 
Dci'ire  to  lee  ibme  Pare  of  Khni  Lapmark  or  Knm-Lc.jJ.and-,  he  ga\e 
me  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  to  his  Brother  Mr.  Latirtrdius'l  kcrbas., 
Curare  of  Kirni.,  a  FinUndi(h  Panili,  four  Miles  and  a  quarter  diflanc 
from  Ton::,  through  which  he  hud  I  fiiould  pafs  ;  ^IlvA  about  two  in  the 
/Vi>.crnoo;i  i  cook  a  Boer,  and  fetcing  forward  reached  the  Mouth  of 
ihcRi.xr  of  the  fame  Name,  which  they  borrow  from  the  LakeAV;^;.', 
wliich  Nansc  ic  gives  alio  to  the  Country  ;  and  going  up  a  qurrrcr  of  a 
?v1ile  further  on  the  Weilcrn  T.de  of  that  River,  1  arrived  at  the  Grcund 
cu"  A'/.-";;,  OTX'Z  a  large  Village  and  populous,  with  the  Parochiiil 
v  iiurch  :  I  (ay  once,  for  the  Aiitfcoijites  had  burnt  k  down  Ibme  ciiiie 
before  they  did  Tj-Kc'  and  Urnea,  they  fparing  nocning  bur  the  Church 
which  is  m.ade  wholly  of  Stones,  and  after  the  Latm  Crcfs.  This  Cu- 
rate had  lately  rebuilcupon  the  Ruins  of  his  burn:  Koule  a  Kitclicn,  a 
Laundery,  and  over  chem  cvvo  Ch  imbers  ;  he,  his  Son,  alio  a  Cicrijy- 
map,  and  a  Maid,  were  the  only  Irvhabitants  I  found  rltere,  the  nil; 
hem  J  difpe-fed  ud  and  down  in  Clottages  and  Hamlets  uncn  the  River- 
{"ide,  as  rhoH:  of '7"(3r;:c  arc.  He  en-crcained  mc  tlierc  very  hendlbnicly. 
'rhi>Pariih  reaches  as  far  as  Kimi  Tresk,  or  the  Lake  Kinji:  Hov.ever, 
this  Extent  does  not  proceed  from  the  Number  of  tbePardhioncrs,  who 
migTiC  ail  live  very  well  in  three  or  four  N'ill.igcs  ;  but  ilicy  difj-cilc 
ci-rmlelvcs  for  the  Con\e;iicnce  of  Fifninp-.  Tl^^re  is  hcioiit;ini;  to  ic 
a  Chappel  of  Fafe  in  a  little  Village  call'd  Si;.n3  in  the  Eajlern  Boihrna, 
at  the  Mouth  of  the  P^ivcr  blmo.  from  whence  it  borrows  its  N.ime. 
Jkl'des  which,  on  the  Ealt  (Ide  of  cJbe  River  A;;/:/,  abcaic  four  Miks 
.'ibovc  its  Mouth,  there  is  Lappmnievn,  which  hgmfics  \,!uCih  of 
jiam'Jnd,  in  the  TinlandiJJo  Language,  another  Vili.'ge  w  hicii  they 
rccKon  very  ancient,  as  well  as  Lappairj:.:,  en  the  F.all  of  the  lake 
I] la,  and  a  few  others  with  the  like  Names  on  the  North  a^  t inland. 
Some  arc  of  Opinion,  tha:  c;;e  Laplanders  firfl  inhabited  thcfe  \'d- 
h'gcs,  giving  to  or  receiving  from  them  their  Names,  ?i:d  viere  fX- 
pcild  fronuhtace,  th;a  forced  to  ily  among  Woodj,  Mechiatvd  M^''^"- 
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iMlns,  c- r.  for  Shelter,  and  that  there  being  reduced  to  the  NecefHty  r^f 
waging  War  with  the  wild  Beads,  they  dcuroyed  thcfe  which  wou'd 
injure  them,  and  fed  upon  the  Flelli,  and  clojth  d  themielves  with  che 
S;.:.-is  of  others  ;  taming  fome  of  chem,  that  they  might  receive  the 
jbme  Services  fro.-:i  chem,  which  rhcy  did  formerly  trom  their  Car- 
tie  ::i  chcfc  Places  which  they  had  left:  "  For  what  cl!e,  fiy  chcy, 
'•  cGud  have  induced  chefe  People  to  live  between  thcfe  Woods  and 
"  Mountains,  which  Nature  does  net  feem  to  have  defign'd  for  the 
"  Flabitation  ot  humane  Creatures ;  there  being  no  Nece!"3rics  pro- 
"  vidcd  for  the-n,  neither  Fruit  Trees  nor  fertile  Field.'j,  c-v.'  About 
E:ghc  or  Nine^  Miles  higher,  on  cheEallcrn  fide  of  this  River,  there  is 
alio  another  Cliappe!,  call'd  RoLameu!?,  depending  from  A"//»/. 

Tho'  the  River  A'/;/;*  is  rcckcn'd  next  to  that  of  Tome  to  abound 
moll  la  Salmon,  ye:  does  not  the  greac  Filhcry  reach  lb  higii :  However, 
there  are  Filhermen  who  go  even  higlver  ;  and  here  I  found  fome  va' 
iiecy  in  their  Method  of  catching  the  Salmon  ;  for,  inllcad  c^  MclLrs, 
they  cliiefly  ufe  Nets  failened  to  the  Stakes  or  Paliladcs,  tho'  i.i  ch^ 
Caiaraih  they  ufeaifo  the  former;  bu:  thefe  Falls  not  being  lb  many  in 
Number  hereabouts,  the  MclUrs  are  noc  confequently  lb   much  made 
uie  of.     The  moll  confiderable  of  t\\QCataraas  is  calld  Tra-^-allfors, 
aboa:    a  Mde  and  hilf  above  Kum,  and  is  noc  palnblc   in   a  Boat^ 
ior  which  rcafon  one  mull  either  cliange  Boars  beyond  ir,  or  ellb  ha\e 
the  fame  crani ported  there  by  Land.     About  the  height  of  Rohankmi., 
the  xviver  Aluies,  cah'd  by   the  Lapl.md.rs  y^nrnkzosLv,  or  the  Catarjc} 
c:  Aunu,  vvhicii  runs  from  rhe  North  Weft  of  the  Kimmn  LapLind,  en- 
ters into  the  River  Ab/A7  on  its  Eailcrn  fide  ,•  thofe,  for  Example,   who 
have  a  mind  co  go  as  fjr  as  Nor:hCape,  will  find  ic  is  wonderfully  hard 
!:i  Summer,  elpeciaily  when  they  come  to  the  faid  River  Adrn's,  which 
:s  full  of  Ci?...T^':?j;  and  befides  thefe  dangerous  DifEculties,  no  Boat  c.-u 
go  farther  up  than  Sodenkih,  a  fmall  Village  inhabited  partly  by  F:nla7i- 
d,7s,  partly   h^j  LapUnJers :   Then  they  have  before  chem  a  dreadf.;! 
Ridge  of  Mouncains  co  walk  thro';  I  fay  walk,  for  there  is  no  ocher 
Way  in  this  Strata n  ;  and  fuch  a  Journey  is  chen  as  fatiguing,  as  ic  is 
rendred    commodious  and   eafy  in   Winter,    by  the  Snow  and  Ice  i.i 
Sledges,  when  the  A,7^;j«^.'';'j  making  ufe  of  i\\Q\r  Skidd.rs,  go,  or  ra- 
dier  hy,  hunting  the  wild  Deer  among  thcfe  Mountains,  whom  thev 
kill  With    cheir  ^rofs  Bows,  made  as  that  which   carries   >)  in    the 
Print  XXXVIIL   Thefe  Deer,  I  was  airured,  arc  much  larger  than  the 
came  ones,  their  Skins  better,  and  their  Flefn  a:  leail  as  good.     Havino- 
crols'd  chat  Ridge,  they  niece  :in  lall  a  LaplandijJj  Chz-p-^d  on  the  Sout^ 
'-f.,^  Lake  caljd  Enarc-'i -csk,    which  is   accompanied  hs  Eri.irehu,  a 
^  Silage  which  borrows   its  Name  from  that  Lake,  where  is   .i  Fair 
y-arly  held  as  ^t  Tukccer-ca,  and  the  Atf/'/^Wir.r  pay  Tribute  to  three 
Monarchs,  who  fend    their  Cll^cers  there,  -clz.  the  King  of  S'^cde'!, 
t.vjCr.ir,  aaJ  the  King  o'i'Benmark  ;  which  Places  already  mention'd 
are  to  be  fecn  in  my  Map  (C)  and  many  more,  both  Churer.es  a.id 
\idigcs,^  as  .ij;>7^w  o.t  the  Eaibrn  fide  of  the  River  Lnu,    CoLdiruu^ 
Kittde,  Kyfhmctcapi'l,  or  the  Ch.v.ppel  of  Av/j;;/;/  on  the  Lake -A/Ar- 
/'.'A    which  gives  Riie    and   Name    V)  a    River    that    falls  mio    the 
•  • '-V.V  vii'd  ;     th;u  lafi  Chappel    was   ferv'd  bv  the  Curate  of  A7.vv/"s 
0--1,  why  was  to  go  there  again  in  a  ihort,  time.     For  my  f:lf,  I  did 
;iot  attempt  to  go   higher  than   A',-./vi  Trc^i.,.  where  is  a  Chappel  of  k:^;, 
'■I:'  Nam;,  and   the  laLl    and  reniotell  Dependance   on  A'/;/?/ FariOi:  IrcJ. 
i  fi.v  leveral  L.ipl.i:i.hrs  filhi  ig  in  the  Lake,  to  Avhont  I  asked  '"ew 
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North    till  wc    found  another  Ten-:,  with  a  Herd  of  150  lUjen-'Decr, 
where' vvc  lay;    and  all  thcfe  three  Families,  che  two  hrft  of  whom 
were  without  their   Mafters,    who  were   gone  a  Filhing,    made  up 
twrlvc  Pcrlons,  and  none  of  them  could  be  laid  to  be  ugiy,  but  only 
of  thort  Size,  and  the  oidefl:  might  be  Forty,  who  was  a  Widower,  and 
the  youngcllTcn;    there  were  four  Girls  and  two  Boys.     \vcu,crc 
treated   by  thcib  Northern  Nomades  as  handlbmely  as  by  the  others  i 
they,  like  thole  in  the  Eaft,  teeming  to  think  it  their  grcateft  Civility 
to  o&r  V'iduals  to  Strangers,  as  well  as  to  one  another  among  tlicm- 
fclves.     On  the  lyrh  we  walk'd  back  to  the  River-fide  ;    and  the  icth, 
feeing  it  almoft  all  over  clear  of  Ice,  wc  got  into  our  Boat;   but  we 
fcarce  came  to  the  Fall  of  the  firft  Torrent,  uhen  feveral  large  Flakes 
falling  at  once  foul   of  our  Boar,  did  almoft  overturn  iz -,   and  I  dare 
fay,  that  if  the  Servant  who  carry'd  me  to  the  IVizard  had  been  with 
us  now,  he  would  have  fworn  that  this  was  the  fulfilling  of  his  Pre- 
didion.     My  Interpreter  immediately  declared  it  as  his  Opinion,    that 
wc  ought  to  make  the  Shore,  and  to  ftay  till  the  River  Ihculd  be  quire 
free  from  Ice  ;    the  Danger  (laid  he)  of  going  down  thcle  Torrents  be- 
ing of  itlelf  but  too  great,  without  an  additional  one  from  the  Flakes. 
His  Advice   was  foUowd  immediately,    and    wc   went   alhore  on  a 
fmall  Illand  juft  by  us,  where  we  look'd  for  Eggs  of  wild  Gecfe,  and 
other  as  well  Land  as  Water-Fowl;  and  having  gathet'd  a  pretty  ma- 
ny, the  Watermen    lighted  a  Fire  and  boil'd  them  hard,  our  Appe- 
tite being  our  belt  and  only  Sauce  to  eat  them  with.     Wc  rcmain'd  on 
this  Ifland  till  the  next  Day,  and  got  on  the  fame  Side  of  the  River 
which  we  had  left ;    and  finding   our  felves  to  be  over  againfl:  Rod- 
-u-ara,  I  went  with  my  Tiickacerva  Interpreter  to  make  a  lecondVific 
to  ou    former  HollelTes  on  that  Mountain,  whom  we  found  buly  in 
putting  up  dry  d  Filh  in  their  Magazines,  made  as  (4)  in  the  Print 
XXXVIII,  as  are  all  thofe  of  the  other  Laplanders  }    and  having  been 
as  well  entcrtaind  as  before,  and  relied  our  felves  three  or  four  Hours, 
we  return  d  to  our  Boat  ;  and  feeing  the  Water  without  any  Pieces  of 
Ice,  we  ventur'd  upon  it,  and  went  down  very  well  for  fome  Miles,  till 
we  met  a  large  Bach  of  Ice,  which  was  lodged  fo  thrst  it  hijJcr'd 
our  going  any  farther;    and  luckacerva  being  hardly  a  Mile  fr.rt.icr,  I 
refolved  to  walk  it  with  my  Interpreter,  and  wc  reach'd  the  Place  be- 
fore Noon  :  He  carry'd  me  to  his  Mother's,  who  offcr'd  me  a  Chamber 
and  a  Bed  ;  there  the  Prieft,  who  had  recommended  him  to  me,  and  had 
fucceeded  his  Father  in  that  Cure,  came  and  invited  me  to  duic  with 
him,  and  treated  me  very  handfomely  with  Flcfli  and  Bread ;  w  .lich  lat- 
ter I  had  not  eat  for  a  good  while. 

Tiickacerva  is  a  little  Village,  of  which  I  promifed  to  make  menrion  at 
my  Return;  it  confifts  of  a  wooden  Church,  a  Parfonage-Houfe,  and  tome 
little  Huts  or  Shops  belonging  to  the  iiwedifi)  and  F/«/dWMerch:inrs,who 
come  every  Year  about  the  latter  End  o{  January  to  the  h'uhs^  Wiiicli  are 
kept  there.  1  he  conftant  Inhabitants  are  two  Families,  befides  the  Par- 
fon's,  all  of  Pneftly  Race ;  and  my  Interpreter,  1  found,  v-as  the  Head  of 
the  moft  numerous  :  And  as  t\\Q  Laplanders  frequent  not  the  Ch-ircn,  ei- 
ther there  or  in  any  other  Place,  but  juft  during  the  Fair-time,  and  fom*; 
few  Days  after,  at  which  Time  they  marry,  baptize  their  Children^  receive 
the  Sacrament,  and  get  drunk  with  Brandy  j  which,  with  Tob3cc<>,  and 
fome  few  Things  more  necelfary,  they  get  from  thc.afcrefaid  Merchants 
in  exchange  for  their  Furrs,  &c.  after  which  they  return  among^:  their 
^  Moua- 
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Mountains  for  the  reft  of  the  Year  j  diui'ig  which  the  Parfon's  Coiigre- 
gition  is  lo  rhui,  Jiac  one  may  apply  to  his  Preaching  tlic  Words /•■;;>' 
Clamunta  in  'Defirto.  Rcmcmbring  that  the  Laplander  of  Saitcy  Tr.sk 
had  told  me,  concerning  the  Wine  of  x^^(:  Sacrai)ie7it  being  adminiftred 
in  a  Spoon,  1  told  him  of  ir,  and  that  I  had  obfcrv'd  this  to  be  a  gene- 
ral Cultom  amongft  the  Grecian  Pncfts,  and  defired  to  know  whether 
jr  was  ^o  likcwilo  among  ti^e  LaplandifJ}  ones  ?  To  wldcli  he  anfwer'd 
mc  in  the  Negative;  and  added,  that  mdeed  the  late  Curate  of  this 
Place  ufed  to  adminilicr  it  in  that  manncri  but  what  he  did  was  purely 
out  of  OEconoiny,  fearing  left  if  he  fill  d  a  Chalice  with  Wine,  and 
gave  it  up  to  the  Difcrctiou  of  the  Laflandirs,  they  wou'd  drink  all,  or 
too  much  of  It;  To  this  he  added,  tliat  the  fame  Curate  was  guilty  oi' 
Icvcrjl  more  material  and  fcand.-ilous  Faults,  as  that  of  getting  drunk  c- 
vcry  r  :iy  with  Spirits,  and  making  the  Laplanders  wlio  came  to  the  Fair 
alio  d:u.-ik,  that  he  might  have  an  Opportunity  of  cheating  them,  and 
getting  what  he  pleated  out  of  them,  (a  thing  which  is  iliU  but  too 
\\\\i.}\  praillis'd  by  the  Foreign  Merchants)  and  of  excommunicating  ail 
thole  who  rcfuled  to  fitisfy  his  Demands.  After  Dinner  he  fliew  d  me 
the  Church,  which  was  entirely  built  of  Wood;  and  in  it  I  law  the 
fou:  Varies  of  the  three  French  Travellers  which  I  have  already  quoted, 
cue  with  the  Point  of  a  Knife  by  therafelves,  upon  a  little  Iquarc  Piece 
of  Board,  and  hung  up  there  like  a  Voti'va  TabvJa  of  the  Anctents  t 
and  I  told  him,  that  they  had  enlarged  pretty  much  on  the  Poetick 
Licence  or  Liberty  at  the  Expence  c'  Ti'uch,  in  calling  'Feskomarci  the 
End  of  the  World,  fince  I  had  been  a  great  Way  farther.  He  a:i- 
fwcr'd  'twas  tri.e  ;  and  asked  me  whetlier  I  wcu'd  not  leave  fomething 
to  Ihcw  that  I  had  travell'd  in  thofe  Parts  ;  upon  which  I  wrote  the  fol- 
io '^'ing  Lines,  including  likewife  the  Names  of  all  the  Countries  which 
I  have  Iztn,  which  I  gave  him,  and  he  laid  he  would  put  it  up  allb  ia 
the  Church.

Seeing  near  this  Place  a  Wheel,  on  which  there  ftill  remained  f  me 
Pares  of  a  humane  Body,  I  askd  h'.m  v^har  Criminal  had  been  c:<e- 
cuccd  there  ?  He  told  me  a  Laplander,  who  being  got  drunk  and  mad 
With  S'JjediJh  or  Finland  Brandy,  killed  one  of  his  Countrymen,  for 
^vhich  he  was  condcmn'd  by  a  ^j.edip  Court  of  Juflice  to  be  broke  upc;i 
the  Wltecl  at  the  Place  where  he  had  committed  this  Crime  ;  and  this, 
coiumucd  he,  is  the  only  Example  we  have  of  a  Murthcr  committed  by 
a  [.aplandcr  ,  and  there  is  no  llich  thing  even  as  a  Thief  among  them  ; 
a;3u  if  a  Rhen-'L'cvr  ftravs,  he  :.,  li-on  brought  to  t!v;  Owner  by  thofe 
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mi\\  tliC  liclli  of  .1  ncw-kill'd  F.iw'n  drcfs'd  in  ti'io  Himc  Manner  a?5  [ 
had  cai  11.  ac  Oppivara.  This  Herd  I  found  bclonsj  d  two  Brothers  ;  the  one 
h.id  aV\ik-  vvicii  four  Children,  viz.  three  iJaughcors  and  a  ion,  the 
fir.i  from  ci^iii  to  thirteen  Years  old,  the  lactcr  nfceeni  the  ochcr  was 
a  Widower,  and  had  two  Dau^lucr;,  who  Iccni  d  to  be  from  fifteen  to 
fcveiitccn  Years  of  Age,  and  tiu-y  were  all  the  hanufomtit  I  had  nice 
with  \n  Laplani.  Tney  made  us  ilay  with  'cm  till  the  next  Mornin.f  j 
and  tncre  being  no  travelling  aay  further  in  .Sledges,  we  waikd  on  Fooc 
till  1  hree  in  tiMz  Atcernoon  between  the  Mountains  call'd  t'CubneiLara 
i.  e.  the  Mountains  of  tlie  Eye,  'Ptui/uu  in  the  Lapland  Dialedt  fi^ni- 
fying   an    Eye,    which  iccnis   to  be   uenv'd   from   the   Lruk  Word 

About  Six  in  the  Eveiiing  we  faw  two  more  Tents  hard  by  one  ano- 
tJier,-  and  coming  up  to  t;.<.'  Door  ot  one  of  cm,  a  young  Man  of  abou; 
Twenty  came  cue  to  us,    and  givmg  us  his  Hand,    lie  carried  us  in, 
where  we  r.;w  his  Wife,  who  Kcma  younger  than  ium,  and  who,  as 
he  told  us,  was  juii  brought  to  Bed.      1  was  ica^.y  well  he  told  me 
lb,   for  I  ne- cr  fliould  have  imagined  thi*;   of  a  Woman  that  I  law 
dieting  cro^s-icggd;  and  curing  a  little  Cap  out  of  a  Skin.     Another 
Woman,  ulio  was  the  Husband's  Mori-.cr,  had  jui't  been  rubbing  the 
new-born  Child  with  Snow,  according  to  the  Cultom  o"  rhar  Nanon, 
as  they  t(-d  me,  and  was  then  wrapping  it  up  in  lutle  6ivins  or  young 
I-awns.  Coiicc'iting  our  lelves  to  look  about  in  the  Tent  without  iltting 
down,  the  young  Uchcr  carried  us  to  cheotherTent,  but  w'e  rather  c!  (.'e 
to  fit  on  the  Out  than  the  Infiuc  of  ic,  by  realbn  of  a  great  Fire  winch 
was  lighted,  lie  laid,  to  drcls  fbme  Fidi ;    for  his  Father  -iwA  his  two 
Bro  h'.rs  Were  gone  out  to  the  River  a  Fiihing  the  Day  befoe,  and  were 
now  cxoecled  back  every  Minute.     This  Fire  feem  d  to  tell  that  they 
as  much  dep:ndcd  upon  the  Fifli  as  if  all  the  IVtzards  o\  Lapland  iiad 
forctcld  cm  rhar  it  wou  d  prove  a  fortunate  Day  ;  nor  was  it  long  be- 
fore three  Fiihermen  rcturn'd  with  every  Man  his  full  Load,  not  only 
of  Filh,  but  ofEggsallb,  of  Wild  Gecle,  and  other  Wild-Fowl.     The 
young  M,in  fell  immediately  to  cleaning  and  cutting  a  good  Quantity 
of  this  Filli,  wlulll:  his  Mother  fee  on  the  Pot  with  ^now,  which  they 
come  at  much  mere  eafily  than  Water  in  thofe  Parts.     As  loon  as  the 
melted  Snow  began  to  boil,    they  put  the  Fifh  in,   and  let  that  boil 
with  it  till  they  thought  it  almoit  done,  and  then  they  filled  up  the  Poc 
with  Miik,  which  before  was  not  above  a  third  Part  full  of  Snow  Water, 
and  tiien  being  boiled  again  together  about  half  a  Qiiartcr  of  an  Hour, 
they  broke  and  threw  JeverafEggs  Whites  and  Yolks  altogether  in  it. 
Whilll  the  Flurry  taken  up  in  drclling  the  Viduais  continud,  thcHoft, 
Wiih  his  other  two  Sons,  was  very  bufy  in  cleaning  and  curing  the 
rcU  of  theFiih,  in  order  to  dry  it.     The  Eggs  had  not  been  many  Mi- 
nutes in  the  Pot,  before  they  took  it  olT  the  Fire,  and  emptied  it  out 
into  two  wooden  Bafons  and  a  Dilhj    the  two  former  were  let  upon 
a  Rana  Cloth  fpread  upon  the  Ground,  round  which  we  fat  with  the 
relt   of  the  Company,  the  Miftrefs   and  Lying  inn  W^oman  excepted, 
v\ho  had  the  wooden  Di(h  for  their  Portion,  on  which  they  fuppcd  in 
the  other  Tent;  nor  was  our  Cloth  taken  away  till  they  had  ferved 
up  ionie  dryd  Flefh  and  lower  Milk.     Being  more  Thirlly  than  Hungry, 
I  drank  a  confiderable  Qnantity  of  it  here,  and  found  it  had  much  the 
lame  Eftcd  upon  me  as  Marc  s  Milk  had  formerly  in  Tartary,  for  ic 
made  mc  heavy  or  rather  giddy.     I  asked  my  Holt  fcveral  Queftions, 
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for  as  he  was  the  oldefi:,  I  thought  he  ought  to  be  the  wiil-ll  of  the 
Compiny  •>  but  I  received  no  Anl'wcr  from  him  that  was  more  latif- 
fadory  than  thole  I  had  received  from  the  other  LapUndcrSy  cfpecially 
luch  as  he  made  me  concerning  Rcl/([wn.  I  then  ask'd  him  how  far 
it  might  be  from  his  Tent  to  that  Part  cf  the  River  which  was  tiiaw'd  .- 
[vtz.  where  I  cxpcdrcd  to  meet  my  Bo.ir)  He  told  mc  that  it  was  thaw  d 
all  over;  then  added  L  till  that  part,  it  was  llill  frozen  up  8  Davs  be- 
fore ;  he  reply'd,  there  might  be  about  three  Miles  and  haif,  and  that 
the  Ground-ice  ftill  ran  when  he  left  it,  and  that  lome  Fiihermen  w  ho 
came  down  from  the  Lake  Tome,  near  which  they  had  their  Herds, 
told  him,  that  the  Ice  broke  olT  there  very  fait  in  levcral  Place;;, 
cfpecially  in  that  Part  of  it  where  it  firil  opens  into  i\\q  River.  I 
mud  confels  this  was  very  unwelcome  News,  and  I  began  to  be  afraid 
for  the  old  Man,  with  his  Son  and  my  Interpreter.  We  Ihid  here  till 
the  next  Morning ;  and  having  thanked  my  Hoft  and  Holkls  in  the 
ufual  Manner,  that  is,  accompanying  my  Thanks  with  Ibme  few  Prc- 
fents,  left  'em,  fully  refoiving  not  to  go  out  of  my  Way  to  fee  any  more 
Laplanders,  but  to  make  the  bell  of  it  to  the  Boat  ;  and  we  lei:  out 
about  Nine,  and  reach'd  about  half  an  Hour  after  Twelve  a  fmall 
Tent,  where  we  met  a  young  Woman  of  about  Twenty  five  or  Twenty 
fix  Years  old,  with  a  Daughter  of  about  Six,  who  received  us  with 
the  ullial  Ceremonies,  and  gave  us  feme  dry  Meat  and  lower  Milk  i 
after  which  we  faw  the  Herd  belonging  to  the  Tent,  of  8q  RhenTiecr  i 
then  walking  on,  we  arrived  on  tiie  River-fidc  between  Five  and  Six, 
and  having  reftedour  felves  for  an  Hour,  went  on  the  Banks,  and  ioined 
my  People  at  Eight.  They  feem'd  well  pleas'd  at  it,  my  Intcrprercr  cf 
Iwc^'rff.^'rx.'rf cfpecially,  who  told  me  that  the  old  Man,  his  Son  wwA  him- 
lelf  had  narrowly  efcap'd  drowning,  the  Sides  of  the  River  beii^g  quicc 
thaw'd,  and  would  certainly  have  been  loft  if  the  Boat  had  not  come  in 
time  enough  to  the  Lake's  opening  to  lave  'em :  He  .iddcd,  that  the  Rhen- 
'Detr  had  ibllow'd  the  Boat,  and  I'wam  lafe  to  Siiore.  My  Watermen  told 
me  befides  adifmal  Story  of  rh.c  Danger  they  had  run  in  eroding  the  River, 
for  that  the  Ice  of  the  Lake  beginning  to  break,  it  came  down  in  large 
Flakes,  and  had  almoft  over-turned  the  Boar.  As  thelc  Pieces  of  Ice 
were  falling  down  thicker  and  thicker,  we  thought  it  imprudent  to 
venture  on  the  Water  till  they  were  over.  In  the  mean  while,  thole  Wa- 
termen, who  had  catch'd  Abundance  of  Fifh,  made  us  a  good  Enter- 
tainment ;  after  which  we  fat  down  near  the  Fire,  which  thev  had 
made  to  cook  it,  and  I  llepe  very  well  till  Nine  in  the  Ivlcrning  of  t'ao 
17th,  then  fatisfyd  and  dilcharg'd  my  IVatchton-jnara  Guide,  who  told 
me  he  was  going  up  to  leek  his  Fortune  by  Filliing  in  the  Lake.  Tho' 
I  could  not  propofc  to  my  felf  feeing  any  thing  more  in  rcfpcd;  of  the 
Tome  Laplanders  Culloms  and  Manners  than  what  I  had  leen,  but  on- 
ly new  Faces,  yet  I  rather  cholc  to  walk  with  my  Juckacerva  Inter- 
preter in  the  neighbouring  Country,  than  to  tire  my  Patience  by  ;i 
Stay  of  two  or  three  Days  in  the  fame  Place,  which  my  Watcrme.'i 
told  mc  we  ihould  be  obliged  to  make,  till  the  Tee  could  be  ever.  ' 
After  a  pretty  good  Repaft  on  Fifli,  as  that  of  the  Day  before,  we  fat 
out  between  One  and  Two  in  the  Afternoon,  and  rambled  till  Six  a- 
mongll  the  Woods,  where  we  found  two  Families,  who  had  each  a 
Herd  of  100  to  110  Rben'Deer,  and  their  Tents  on  a  Mountain 
larger  than  high,  calfd  Tardneji-ara,  which  gives  its  Name  to  a  p,j:jr., 
'oi'g  Diftri^il,  extending  itlclf  far  away  to  the  North  Eafl:.  We  wara. 
ftaid  at  one  till  the  i8th,  and  walk'd  at  leafl  two  Miles  farther  to  the 
Vo  L.  XL  Sf  North, 
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body  fift  aHccp  ;  upon  which  vvc  laid  us  down,  and  followed  their 
Example, 

Abouc  Seven  of  the  Clock  the  next  Morning,  the  old  M:m  v;!;o 
own'd  the  Sledges  in  which  we  had  come,  awakd  us,  and  told  my  In- 
terpreter that  we  mufl:  tliink  of  going,  led  the  Ice  Ihoud  thaw,  and 
we  be  oblig'd  to  walk  almoft  round  the  Lake  on  Foot  before  we  cou  d 
come  to  my  Boat.  I  then  told  him  what  1  had  thought  of,  bidding 
him  make  Ufc  Oi  the  Ice  as  far  as  the  North  o^-peskomana,  and  then 
to  haftcn  home  with  my  interpreter  in  their  Sledges,  from  whence  i 
bid  the  latter  go  to  my  Watermen,  and  with  them  to  crols  the  River, 
and  wait  for  me  on  th.-;  Eafl:  Side  of  it,  whilfl  I,  with  the  Servant  who 
had  been  my  Guide  the  Day  before,  wou'd  go  round  that  I  might  Ice 
more  of  the  Country :  Thereupon  the  old  Mm,  whom  I  paid,  c:.;;d 
his  Son,  and  bid  Inm  E^arncls  the  Rhen-''Dn.r^  which  he  <X\'l^  vhiUi 
the  Man  wlio  was  to  be  my  Guide  went  to  get  two  trelli  Rhen-^jj.cr, 
which  he  put  before  two  SIcd[i;cs ;  and  having  all  Breakfatled  u^na 
Ibm;  Chcclc  and  dry'd  Fifii,  we  let  our.  Bcfidcs  cur  Company,  there 
was  anotl  ct  Servant  alio,  whom  ourHoil  lent  a  Sledge  to  z:xis(t  back 
curs,  as  Ibcn  as  we  Hioud  have  xQdichfzd'Feskoinarca,  which  we  did  be- 
tween Eleven  and  Twelve  at  Noon,  and  there  having  iati^fy'd  my  old 
h\dn  and  his  Son,  we  parted  Companies,-  for  I  walk'd  with  my  new 
Guide,  whom  I  may  alio  call  Interprerer,  five  Hours,  with.cu:  meeting 
anything  but  a  izw  icSiZtQTd  Rhen-TSeer,  which  were  rowling  t'-.cm- 
lllvcs  in  the  fcattered  Snow  ;  bur  we  law  no  Herd  nor  no  Tenr.  Ccing 
then  pretty  weary,  wc  fet  us  down  to  eat  Ibme  Cheefe  and  fome  dry  d 
Filli  v.'hich  my  Guide  had  brought  with  him  ;  and  having  rcfted  our 
lelves  near  an  Hour,  we  got  up  and  walked  on  till  ab:u:  Eight  in 
the  Evening,  at  which  time  we  reached  a  Tent ;  in  which  lived  an 
old  Man  of  about  Sixty,  and  his  V/ife,  who  did  not  fccm  to  be  much 
leis.  Thefe  I  found  my  Guide  knew  of  old,  and  h"d  lately  ll-rvcd  by 
taking  care  of  their  Rheri-Tieer  2it  Suaj)pav,ara,  which  they  izt  out  to 
the  Piopiietors  ot  the  Mines,  to  carry  their  Iron  to  the  Forges.  This 
c!d  Man  had  ftill  a  pretty  large  Flerd  of  Rhcn'Deer,  the  Care  o? 
which  he  entrufted  to  two  Servants,  notwithftanding  that  he  had  given 
the  grcateft  Part  of  them,  as  my  Guide  inform  d  mc,  to  his  three  Sons, 
whom  he  had  married.  Here  we  were  very  well  enccrtain'd,  and  rc?:'d 
our  lelves  till  Four  the  next  Morning;  at  which  time  wc  fct  out  Pgr.in, 
but  in  Sledges  which  I  hired,  there  being  Snow  enough  for  a  coa:iic- 
table  length  of  Way  to  bear  them,  and  about  an  Eiour  and  a  qun.rtcr 
after  we  law  a  Tent  before  us,  and  a  little  further  on  the  Right  Flaitd 
fide  a  Imall  Herd  of  Deer.  Upon  which  we  went  diredtly  up  to  the 
Tent,  but  found  no  body  in  it  -,  and  looking  abouc  us  we  fc.w  an  a  little 
Diftance  a  Woman  with  two  little  Girls  itark  naked,  rubbing  them- 
Iclves  with  Snow.  The  Woman  no  iboner  law  us,  bat  Ihe  put  en  her 
Cloaths,  and  coming  up  invited  us  into  the  Tent,  but  we  rather  chofe 
today  on  the  Outfidc,  and  f!ie  immediately  fpreaci  us  out  Ibme  Skins; 
upon  which,  as  ufual,  wc  fat  us  down  croft  legged,  which  to  me  was 
no  difficult  Matter,  having  long  been  accullomed  to  it  both  in  Turkey 
and  Tartary.  By  the  fevcral  Quellions  flic  asked  concerning  me,  I 
thought  her  the  moil  inquificive  Woman  that  I  had  met  with  in  that 
Country  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  I  am  fure  Ihe  was  the  uglieft,  her 
Complexion  being  pcrfedly  tanned,  her  Eyes  funk  in  her  Head,  her 
Kofe  flat  and  turned  up  at  the  End,  and  her  Shape  very  lU-contrived. 

Her 
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Ht  Husband,  with  her  two  Sons,  fiic  told  mc,  were  gone  out  a  Fidi- 
iop  .  'nor  need  he  be  afraid  of  trulling  her  by  her  fell,  for  if  the  Lap- 
lanckrs  had  been  naturally  jealous,  he  had  no  great  Occafion  to  be  lo 
of  her      It  was  not  long  before  the  two  little  Giris  came  up  to  us, 
nor  cou'd  I  fee  any  thing  cither  in  their  Complexion,  or  the  Features 
of  their  Faces,  that  fecm'd  to  promifc  rhey  wou  d  mend  their  Breed. 
Tlrs  Woman  invited  us  to  eat,  and  my  Guide  accepted  the  Invitation; 
as  for  my  part,  I  was  fatisfy'd  with  a  Cup  of  lower  Milk,  wiiich  having 
dra-^k,  wc  purfued  our  Journey  walking,  there  being  no  Plain  fit  for 
fliainp:  In  no  Icfs  than  7  Hour's  Time  wc  car.ie  to  a  Mountain,  whol^* 
<5ummic  was  coverd  with  Sno-A',  and  in  the  midft  of  which  there  was 
a  larpe  Hole  that  fecm'd  the  Work  of  Art,  as  it  really  was.    I  cnquir'd 
of  my  Guide  what  the  Meaning  of  that  Hole  might  be>  And  he  told 
mp    that  they  had  dug  there,   thinking  to  dilcover  a  Copper-Minc, 
inftead  of  which  they  had  found  a  Vein  ot  Crydal.  As  he  had  his  Hatchet: 
with  him,  I  defired  that  he  would  dig  me  out  fome  Pieces  cf  it,  which 
he  at  firft  refufed,  telling  me  that  he  fliould  certainly  fpoil  it :    Upon 
which  I  promifed  to  pay  him  the  Value  of  it  if  he  did;    and  then  he 
immediately  fell  to  work,  and  in  the  Space  of  a  few  Minutes  hcdiggd 
out  feveral  Pieces  by  Nature  cut  Farfel-wife,  and  fhapcd  pyramidicaiiy. 
1  rook  of  thefe  Pieces  only  the  largeO:,  which  I  have  fd'l  by  me,  3!:d 
ics  Fi'nire  is  repreicnted  on  the  Print  IV.  of  my  firil  Volume,  (N.  6  ) 
whicli  is  as  big  and  as  long  as  my  Thumb ;  at  the  bottom  of  'ciin  niey 
were  all  mixed  with  a  little  Dirt,  and  fome  Pieces  of  Rock,  out  of  wnich 
thev  perfcdtly  fecm'd  to  g'-ow,  as  do  thofc  of  a  kind  of  Agate,  whicn  I 
have  before  taken  Notice  of  on  the  North-EaftSidc  oi  Malta,  where  tlicy 
a-e  bv  Nature  fo  cxadly  Hiaped  like  Tongues,  that  fome  Pricfts  diftri- 
bu'-c  tHcm  amongtl  Strangers  for  the  Tongues  of  Serpents  and  /ipers, 
whrii  were  petrified  there^by  St.  Paul,  after  his  being  bit  by  one  of  them. 

Bens  fatisfied  with  fuch  Pieces  of  Cryllal  as  1  had  got,  wc  pro- 
ceeded in  our  Journey,  and  after  a  Walk  up  Kill  and  down  Hil),  much 
more  tedious,  tho'  not  fo  long,   as  the  laft,  wc  lay  down  Jni^  d;o  till 
Five  tn  the  Mormng  ;  then  walking  agr.in  for  fix  Hours,  we  refted  our 
lelves  till  Five  in  the  Afternoon  ;  and  after  another  Walk  ot  four  Hours. 
we  fawon  out  left,  about  3  Musket  Shots  from  us,  aconfideraole  Herd 
of  RhnT>eer,  and  near  em  one  of  the  largeft  Tents  I  had  yet  teen  which 
we  prelently  made  up  to,  and  found  fix  People  in  it ;   to  wir,  the  Mi- 
ilrefs  who  was  a  Widow  of  about  Forty,  three  young  Daug.ucrs,  and 
two  Sons,  of  whom  the  oldcft  feemd  to  be  about  Fifteen  :  They  had  no- 
thing of  the  Pygmy  in  their  Stature,  or  of  dilagreeable  m  rhcir  Faces. 
We  were  received   by    em  with  the  ufual  Civility  of  that  hoipita- 
ble  Nation,  and  invited  to  fit  down  to  a  DiOi  of  Filh  and  Mili^  ooiled 
to^^ccher,   which  Invitation  we  accepted,    and  fell  to  very  heartily. 
Durii-  this  Rcpaft,  I  asked  the  Company  Ibveral  QiicRions,  whic.i 
as  well  as  their  Anfwers,   do  not  deferve  a  Place  in  this  Account. 
Finding  mv  fclf  very  much  fatigued,  I  told  em  1  wou'd  willingly  re- 
pole  myfel!:-;   upon  which  two  Skins  were  fpread  out  for  me,  and 
then  I  laid  me  down.    It  might  then  be  about  Ten,  nor  did  I  awake 
before  Eight  the  next  Morning,  not  having  Ilcpc  fo  long  at  once  lor  a 
confiderable  Time  before  J   and  hearing  there  that  wc  mightdcdge  it 
as  far  as  the  next  Herd,  we  took  each  one  Sledge,  and  reaciid  it  abouc 
Twelve  at  Noon.    This  Herd  confiftcd  of  abouc  loco  Rhen  JJcc>\  ana 
near 'em  were  pitched  two  Tents,  where  wc  were  haiidlomcly  ire. ted 
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contrary  of  what  lias  been  foretold  cmi  'cis  enough  that  the  cunning  Mm 
has  bid  them  not  go,  and  therefore  they  wont  ftir  cut  of  their  Tents. 
As  to  the  Djfcalcs  with  which  I  was  to  be  vifitcd,  as  he  faid,  I  thought 
him  as  ignorant  as  he  was  of  my  pall  and  future  Travels,  of  which 
he  wou'd  not  \  enturc  to  fpcak  a  Word  ;  and  if  1  ihou'd  be  twice  down, 
or  oftncr  in  Two  Years  time,  I  (liou'd  not  look  upon  my  Ulnefs  as  the 
natural  Confcqucnce  of  his  Predidions ;  and  fliou'd  be  very  far,  I  am 
fure,  from  making  ufe  of  the  Remedies  which  he  prefcnbed.  Nor 
need  a  Man  be  a  Conjurer,  to  tell  one  that  one  Ihou'd  run  great  Dan- 
gers in  going  down  the  Cataracts ;  the  Many  who  are  drownd  there 
fuiUcienriy  Ihow  us  how  dangerous  it  is  without  the  help  of  the  Black 
Art  :  Nor  had  Bilhop  Bttberg  conlulted  any  Lapland  Oracles  to  know 
the  Danger  of  cm  ;  for  he  was  lb  fenfible  of  the  Rifque  he  had  run  in 
coming  up  as  far  as/w«^«by  Water,  that  he  wou'd  not  venture  any  far- 
ther. If  the  Rifque  I  run  of  being  burnt  in  a  Houfe  in  Turky  in  the  Vcar 
1700,  had  happen'd  fince  this  Prediction  ;  or  if  on  the  Corcnatton  of  his 
prelent  Majelly  in  \-xo,  I  had  gone  on  Board  zxi  EngUfi  Ship  at 
Stockholm^  where  I  was  invited,  and  happen'd  luckily  to  fail  my  Ap- 
pointment ;  at  which  time  the  Ship  was  unfortunately  blown  up,  and 
very  {^^x  elbapcd  with  their  Lives  :  If,  I  fay,  I  had  been  amongft  the 
Number  of  the  Litter,  and  been  as  credulous  and  fupcrftitious  as  a  great 
many  arc,  I  Ihou'd  then  have  look'd  upon  this  as  the  fulfilling  of  the 
Lnplund  Prophecy  :  But  thefe,  and  fuch  like  Accidents  and  Dangers, 
aie  fo  common  in  the  Courfe  of  one's  Life,  that  a  lViz>axd  cant  help 
hitting  u'jon  Ibmc  of  them  ;  and  this  it  is  that  procures  them  ^o  greata 
Share  of  Reputation  amongft  thofe  who  have  a  great  Stock  of  lupcrflu- 
ous  Fairii,  and  Archoves  of  Miracles  and  Prodigies.  Tho'  what  I  had 
feen  of  Lapland  smithcraft  was  very  far  from  giving  me  a  better  Opi- 
nion than  I  had  concciv'd  at  firfl:,  yec  was  I  willing  to  contribute  as 
Duich  as  pollibly  I  cou'd  to  the  Satisfadion  of  his  Snedijh  Majctly,  that 
he  might  be  convinced  how  vain  and  ridiculous  their  Art  is  -,  and  than 
Mr.  Crcnbcrg  might  have  an  Opportunity  of  executing  the  King's  Or- 
ders, I  pL-opolcd  this  Journey  to  the  PVizard,  advifing  him  to  take 
one  of  his  Brother  Conjurers  with  him  ;  one,  1  told  him,  that  was  very 
well  skill'd  in  the  Black  Art.,  and  they  fliou'd  go  with  me  to  Uma., 
where  the  Governor  wou'd  llipply  'cm  with  all  kinds  of  Neceflaries, 
and  lend  tllem  to  the  King  ;  who  had  promiicd  his  Royal  Protedion, 
and  a  very  handlbme  Reward  to  any  one  w-ho  wou'd  undertake  the 
Journey,  to  Ihewhim  fome  Wonders  of  his  Art.  But  all  I  could  lay  or 
do  to  baniih  his  Fears,  to  make  him  refledt  on  a  Royal  Reward,  and  ac- 
cept the  Prcpofal  I  made  him,  was  vain;  there  was  nothing  thatcoud 
move  him  to  a  Compliance  :  Befides  this,  he  told  me  that  there  were 
but  very  few  in  that  Part  of  Lapland  who  underftood  the  Black  Art:, 
and  even  amongft  thofe  few,  I  fhou'd  not  find  one  he  believed,  who 
wou'd  go  as  far  as  he  had  done  in  difcovering  himfelf  to  me,  and  he 
conjured  me  never  to  fpeak  of  what  I  had  feen.  Thefe  Realbns  he 
thought  weighed  very  much  with  me  ;  but  I  found  he  miflruflied  his 
Art,  and  did  not  care  for  playing  any  of  his  Tricks  before  Perlbns  who 
had  more  Scnfe,  or  lefs  Faith,  than  his  Countrymen.  This  done,  he 
led  us  to  his  Tent,  and  opening  the  Door  invited  us  to  walk  in  ;  but 
we  were  fatisfy'd  with  barely  looking  in,  where  we  law  his  Wife,  who, 
as  ho  told  us,  was  very  ill,  lying  between  two  Skins  ;  her  Face  -iti^ 
Neck,  the  only  Parts  of  her  that  lay  uncovcrd,  were   very  much 
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cannd  ;  and  by  her,  upon  another  Skin,  was  fitting  a  little  Boy,  whofc 
Complexion  indeed  was  Ibmething  better.     We  thanked  the  Man  for 
his  kind  Invitation,  but  rcfuled  the  Offer  ;    my  Guide  having  before 
cold  me,  that  he  would  carry  me  to  the  Tent  of  a  rich  Laplander  of  his 
Acquaintance,  which  was  at  no  great  Diftance,  and  where  we  might 
expeeif  to  be  better  treated.     This  Tent  was  about  three  Quarters  of  a 
Mile  Northward,  out  of  the  way  from  our  Sledges  ;  but  we  had  the 
good  Luck  of  meeting  about  half  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  the  Conpi- 
rer's  Habitation  a  Herd,  confifling  of  fome    hundred  Head  of  Rhcn- 
'Deer,  where  we  were  inform'd  that  we  might  make  ufe  of  Sledges  from 
that  Place  to  the  other  where  we  were  going  ;  this  plcalcd  me  migh- 
tily, and  having  taken  two  Sledges,  we  reached  the  Place  in  half  an 
Hours  rime.     Our  Hofl  was  one  of  the  tallefi;  Men  I  ever  met  with 
amongft  the  Laplanders.,  and  I'eem'd  to  be  about  Forty  Five  j  his  Wife 
and  one  Daughter,  two  of  the  faireft  and  liveliefl  Women  I  had  men 
with,  gave  us   their  Hands  according  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  Country, 
and  we  walked  in.     My  Guide  wou'd  nor  give  them  rime  ro  ask  us  to 
ear,  but  told  them  at  once  that  he  was  very  hungry  ;  upon  which  they 
fet  before  us  all  forts  of  fuch  cold  Vidluals  as  the  Laplanders  have,  to 
flay  our  Stomachs,  till  a  Piece  of  Rhen-IDcr^  Ipitted  as  the  other  men- 
tion d  was  at  Oppt-^'ara,  and  which  was  already  before  the  Fire,  cou'd 
be  ready.     Our  Holt  had,  as  he  told  me,  between  Four  and  Five  Hun- 
dred Rhen'Dcer,  notwithdanding  he  had  given  Two  Hundred   to  a 
Son  of  his  who  was  married.     Tho'  he  had  eat  jufl  before,  yet  wou'd 
he  bear   us  Company  ;  and  a  Servant,  who  had  been  i'cwz  out  upon 
fome  Bufinels  betimes  in  the  Morning,  and  had  eat  nothing  fince  Six  of 
the  Clock,  rc^urningjufl  at  that  time,  came  in,  and  fitting  himfelf  down 
crofs-legged  near  the  wooden  Diflies,  fell  too  very  heartily,  and  with- 
out the   le.iil  Ceremony  ;  for  amongft   the  Laplanders,  the   Servants 
keep  no  Diftance,  but  eat  at  the  fame  time,    and  are  cloath'd  after  the 
fame  manner  as  their  Mafters,  excepting  that  their  Lapmudes  are  not 
embroider  d,  ncr  is  rhere  any  Difference  in  their  Beds. 

As  loon  as  we  had  done  eating,  and  had  drank  as  much  fewer  Milk 
as  we  pleafed,  we  rofe,  and  taking  other  Sledges,  went  in  them  as  far 
as  we  cou'd  towards  our  own  ;  but  that  happen'd  to  be  but  a  very  lit- 
tle way,  for  we  were  not  got  above  a  quarter  of  a  Mile,  before  we 
came  to  a  great  Number  of  Shrubs  ;  and  feeing  little  or  no  Snow  be- 
yond if,  we  delivered  our  Sledges  to  a  Servant  who  had  come  on  pur- 
pole  to  take  them  back,  and  we  continued  our  Journey  on  Foot,  but  a 
very  tirefome  one  it  proved,  fo  many  Rocks  and  Torrents  were  we 
obliged  to  crofs  ;  at  length,  about  half  an  Hour  after  Nine,  we  reach'd 
the  Tent  of  our  two  Girls,  who  were  already  a-Bcd,  but  not  yet  afleep. 
They  were  willing  ro  get  up  that  they  might  give  us  Ibmething  to  ear, 
but  we  bid  them  not  difturb  themfelves,  for  we  had  juft  made  a  plen- 
tiful Meal:  Upon  this  they  awaked  a  young  Man-Servant  wjio  was 
allccp  in  the  lame  Tent,  and  bid  him  look  us  out  Ibme  Skins,  that  we 
mij^ht  lay  down  ;  but  we  told  them,  that  we  were  relblved  to  go  home 
and  fleep  there  -,  however,  the  Lad  got  up,  and  went  with  mv  Guide 
to  fetch  our  Rhen  TDccr,   which   w^ere    turned   loofe,  and   feeding  a- 
mongft  their  Herd,  and   they  tied   them    to  the  Sledges.     All    this 
Was  done   in  a  quarter  of  an  Hour's  time,  and  we  haflcn  d  back  to 
the  Tent  of  my  Guide's  Mafter,   by  the  fame  way  wc  had  come  in 
the  Morniny,  and  reach'd  it  a  little  after  Midnight.    Wc  found  every 
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he  wcr  nnd  fetch  d  his  T)rim,  &c.     In  the  mean  while  I  looked  at^oiir 
me    -^nd  law  that  Sea  which  is  bounded  on  the  other  Side  by  the  other 
Hcmiiniiere.  according  to  the  Ccnjedures  and  Dilcoycries  of  the  moic 
famous  Geographers  and  Hydrographcrs  ;    lb  that  I  had  much  more 
Rcaibn  than  the  three  French  Truvcilers  to  fay,  Ahl^t  ^ejutt  crbts,  the 
World  f-^ild  me.     But  I  was  drawn  off  from  theie  ReOecncns  by  the 
Return  of  our  IVizard  with  his  magick  T>ruin,  which  I  luppole,  for 
fear  of  being  dilcoverd,  he  took  great  Care  to  hide  under  the  Snrubs 
and  Stones,  for  'twas  fomewhere  amongft  em  that  he  went  to  fetch  ir. 
This  Inraumcnr,of  which  there  is  a  Reprelentarion  at  19)  Print -^^^-^^-llJ- 
is  nor,  as  may  be  obfcrved,  fo  military  a  Drum  as  a  Kettle  Drum    iia- 
vine  but  on-  Head,  and  ks  oval  Form  and  wooden  Back  rclcmbled  tiic 
Body  of  a  Lute.    Li  the  middle  of  the  Back  there  were  two  Slits,  about 
ci^-iVt  Inches  long  more  or  lefs,  and  an  Inch  broad  :  Between  thcte  two 
there  was  a  Space  of  Wood  not  broader  than  one's  little  Finger,    to 
which  was  fallend  a  Chain  with  levcral  Brafs  Rings:    This  is  the  Fa- 
ihion  of  their  Iiifiruments,  at  leail  of  that,  and  ot  another  luch  that  I 
have    and  hnd  been  taken  from  another  pretended  iy!z,ard  by  a  Pncit 
onlckacerva,  which  was  prefeated  me  at  my  Return  y\\io  Upida^s 
D--  Ericus  Ben^lms.    As  foon  as  he  came  back  to  us,  his  iirli  QLiettion 
was,  Hai;e  you  am  Erand^' ?    I  had  heard,    even  before  I  went  into 
Lapktrid,  how  neceffary  a  Liquor  this  was  in  ail  magical  Operations, 
a'ld  that  it  had  fuch  a  Virtue  amongft  the  L^^-/^?.i  Vv itches,   that  in 
wouki  raiie  the  Devil  fafter  than  Holy  Water  coud  lay  him;  and  there- 
fore took  care  never  :o  be  without  fomc  of  this  precious  Liqaor,  ib 
v-ry  eilential  to  mv  Purpoie.     I  had  always  a  fmall  Runlet  of  it  in 
mv  Boar,  and  in  my'Pockets  a  couple  of  Bottles,  holding  each  a  fall  Rng- 
lijh  Half  pint,  which  with  Tobacco  I  ufed  to  treat  thole  that  entertained 
me  h indfomcly.     No  fcor.er  therefore  had  my  Guide  told  me  what  be 
wanted,  but  I  pulled  out  one  oi;'  my  little  Bottles,  which  he  received  with 
great  Pleafure,   for  immediately  upon  taking   it  into  his  Hand  Joy 
loa-kled  in  his  Face  :    At  two  Pulis  he  fwailowed  about  two  thirds  ot 
it,  and  then  putting  the  Chain  and  Rings  into  the  Infide  of  the  Dru::i, 
(for  beiorc  they  huag  on  the  Outfiue)    and  turning  the  Head  of  it, 
which  was  covcr'd  with  a  very  tranfparent  Parchment  towaras  die 
Grouad,  and  on  which  were  painted  in  red  Colours  Men  and  Bc2.;s, 
and  Cccleflial  Signs,  but  fo  very  vilely  done,  that  there  was  no  diicni- 
guiaiiug  tl-icm  but  by  the  Eyes  of  Faith;  fuch  as   are  thole  of  thaE 
which  i  have;    he  began  to  beat  ic  underneath  from  the  Bottom  to 
the  Top,  with  a  double  or  rather  a  forked  Piece  of  Rhen-'Deers'RcTn, 
made  la  the  Shape  of  an  Y,  as  you  may  fee  it  reprcfcntcd  by  the  Figure 
playing  under  at  N-C^)  by  which  the  Rings,  which  were  ioole  in  ciie 
Infiuc  or  the  Drum,  made  a  jingling  fort  of  a  Noife    like  that  cf  a 
BiCccmn  Drum.     Our  Wizard  having  beat  it  thus  for  the  Space^o^ 
feme  x\4inutes,  he  laid  himlelf  down  not  upon  his  Belly,   as  we  .ind 
die  Manner  of  thefe  Peoples  Divinations,  related  in  lb  many  Accounts 
of  Lapland,  but  flat  upon  his  Back,  and  laying  the  beaten  Part  of  bs 
Drum  upon  his  bare   Stomach ,    without   inclining   it    either  to  the 
one  '^'^.Q  or  the  ether,  he  ihut  his  Fvcs,  and  fccm'd  in  a  kind  ct  a 
Trance,  without  breathing  for  a  fmall  Space  of  Time ;   at  lengtn  he 
bewailed,   and  fetching  a  long  and  deep  Sigh,   he  gently  raisd  t.ie 
Drum,  without  (haking  it  in  the  leaft,  and  holding  it  about  three  Hands 
breadth  from  his  Eyes;  and  looking  upon  the  Rings,  which  he  couid 
plainly  lee  through  the  ttanfparcnt  P-tchment,    he  confiderd  tneir 
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Nearnefs  to,  or  Diflance  from,  fuch  and  fuch  Figures  ;  and  accorch'ng 
to  their  Situation  from  the  time  he  had  done  beating  it,  (for  the  RinA 
had  not  been  m  the  Icail  mov'd  fince  that)  he  began  to  pronounce  Ins 
Oracles,  as  follows: 

Looking  very  iledfaftly  in  my  Face,  he  told  mc,  «  That  I  Hicu  J 
"  run  a  great  Rilquc  upon  the  Water  if  I  return'd  in  a  Sl-d'^-  -s  I 
♦'  fliou'd  alio  in  gcmgdown  the  Cataraffs,  cr  Falls  of  Water  ^  a*^id  ano- 
"  Cher  great  Danger  I  (hcu'd  run,  he  laid,  by  Fire  ;  that  the  firft  time 
"  I  put  to  Sea  I  Ihoud  have  a  fair  Wind  ;  that  my  Life  ilioud  be  'ong 
"  and  healthful  after  I  had  overcome  two  violent  Fits  of  Sicknel? 
"  both  which  I  fliou'd  feel  in  the  Space  of  two  Years."  Nor  di  1  he 
barely  tell  me  of  my  Misfortunes  and  Difeafes,  but  like  a  good 
Counlellor  and  Phyfician,  taught  mc  how  to  avoid,  and  prcfcribed  Re- 
medies for  the  Cure  of  them.  "  You  muft  return,  laid  he,  by  Land 
'•  to  the  River,  and  there  take  Lap/aju/ FiO.zcrmon  to  carry  you  down 
"  the  Cataracts  ;  and  when  you  are  Tick,  take  every  Nipht  feme  dr v'd 


"  Caitor  Scone  in  Brandy  nil  you  are  quite  wel]  a  ^ain.     H 
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turning  nis  Head,   with  a  kind  of  conviilfive  Motion,  towards  my 
"  Guide,  Bid  him  go  out  a  Filhing  the  2c,  2  '         .     -  -     -^ 
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the  Month  we  were  in  ;  andthe3,  6,  9,  ix,  r6,  zo,  24  and  zSch 
of  tne  next  ;  adding,  that  if  he  did,  i:e  Ihou'd  return  Homo  lo 
"  loaded  with  Fifli,  that  he  iTioud  bend  beneath  the  Weight  of  chcm 
He  told  him  further,  th.at  the  fame  Days  of  the  iMonths  of  Scptcmbtr 
October  Tine  Aovcmber  woud  be  equally  fortunate  to  him  for  Kunti.-rr* 
and  not  to^hira  only,  but  to  me  alfb,  if  1  wou'd  ftay  and  partake  of 
that  Diverfion ;  and  having  laid  this  he  held  his  Tongue  ;  and  being 
unwilling  to  lee  him  have  done  with  iiis  -Vrcdnltons  as  vet,  I  a^k  d 
him  fevcral  Quellions  concerning  Things  paft,  prefent  and  to  come  : 
As  forEx.-mple,  What  Countryman  I  was  ?  Whether  I  was  a  Catchel- 
lor  or  a  married  Man  >  Whether  I  had  travell'd  into  any  other  Country 
htixAzsTornc-Lapmark,  and  whether  I  fliou'd  lee  any  other  Farts  of 
Lapland^  But  talking  to  him  and  to  a  PoH:  was  the  fame  thing ;  the 
Tredicttons  upon  his  Inilrument  were  quite  exhaufled,  and  hir;  hamdiar 
had  revealed  nothing  farther  to  him.  He  rofe,  and  by  the  Advice  of 
my  Guide  I  gave  him  a  half  Crown-Piece,  with  which  he  fecm'd  much 
better  plealed  than  I  cou'd  be  with  his  Predidions  ;  which  I  Icok'd 
upon  like  all  other  Things  of  this  kind,  to  have  more  of  Chance  in 
them  than  the  falling  of  his  Rings  upon  luch  and  fuch  Figures,  or  like 
.a  few  accidental  Truths  which  arc  :o!d  amongft  a  much  greater  Num- 
ber of  Lies.  My  Guide  feem'd  before-hand  as  well  plcafed  and  la- 
tisficd  with  the  Promife  of  good  Luck  in  Fifliing  and  Hunting,  as  he 
coud  for  hts  Life  be  in  the  fulfilling  of  this  Promife  ;  {o  very  credu- 
lous arc  thole  who  confult  thefe  pretended  Wizards,  and  lb  verv  much 
are  they  prejudiced  in  their  Favour,  that  thov  blindly  and  implicirjy 
beheve  and  follow  their  Directions.  If  one  of  thefe  •'Drummers  tells 
a  Man,  that  on  luch  a  Day  there  will  be  Plentv  of  Fidi  to  be  t^kzn^ 
or  oF  Game  to  be  killed,  they  certainly  go  out  that  Day  ;  and  as  there 
^v'^jA^  ^  Scarcity  of  cither  in  their  proper  Seaibn,  they  verify  the 
I  tcdi<2ion  by  bringing  Home  a  Load  of  Fifli,  or  of  Game  and  fuch 
ucalt  whole  Skins  they  Icll ;  but  if  en  the  other  hand,  the  Conjurer 
te  Is  them  that  fuch  and  fuch  Days  will  be  unfortunate,  tliey  them- 
c  vcs  make  it  lb,  by  not  going  Abroad  ;  and  confequemiy  catching  no 
r"n.  or  killing  no  Game,  never  endeavouring  cr  darin;/  to  prove  the 
^^^'-•IT-  Rrx  -  coa- 
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him  where  he  had  learn'd  it  ?  He  cold  me,  at  the  Mines  arJ  Copper. 
Works  o(  Suap/^azaara,  and  at  the  Forges  of  Kingis,  where  he  had  bcca 
feveral  Winters  wich  his  Mafter's  Rhen-'-'Deer  to  carry  Coais  ar.d  orhcr 
NccelTaries  thither,  and  from  chcncc  to  draw  the  call  or  wrought  how 
and  Copper  as  far  as  Tome  and  other  Places.  I  defircd  him  that  he 
would  ftnkc  me  Ibme  Fire,  that  1  miglit  imoke  a  Pipe  before  I  laid  mc 
down  ;  which  he  did :  Then  I  asked  him  Ibme  Qucllions,  to  wlucli 
his  Anlwers  encouraged  me  to  try  him  upon  the  general  Notions  con- 
cerning  the  pretended  Lapland  Witches.  I  knew  that  even  the  King 
of  S-jjeden  himlelf,  being  defirous  to  fee  feme  of  their  Tricks,  haa 
lent  Orders  to  Governor  Cronberg,  to  enquire  out  and  lend  him  one  or 
two  of  'cm.  His  Excellency  had  not  been  able  to  iatisfy  his  Majelly's 
Defire,  nocwithftanding  the  Trouble  he  had  taken,  the  OiTcrs  of  a 
good  Reward,  and  of  Prote(Stion  againll  the  Laws,  which  his  Majelly's 
Predecellors  had  made  for  the  Extirpation  of  Witchcraft.  Tho'  I  was 
always  fomething  of  a  'Pyrrhonian^  I  mean  as  to  the  Black  Art,  ycc 
that  Difficulty,  and  all  the  Objcdions  of  my  vSenic  and  Rcalon  againll: 
its  Reality,  increafed  rather  myCuriofity  upon  the  Matter,  than  Icflen'd 
it ;  I  was  refolved,  if  poflTible,  to  lee  Ibme  of  tholb  who  palled  for 
Lapland  VJ'\T.7.-3irds,  and  how  fliarply  and  far  they  could  impolc  upon 
human  Credulity  :  I  lufpeded  my  Interpt-eters,  elpecially  him  that  was 
with  me,  of  having,  out  of  fomc  Scruple,  conccal'd  from  me  half  the  An- 
fwers  which  the  Laplanders  made,or  from  them  my  QueQions  about  it  j  or 
that  thele  were  afraid  of  Ipeaking  the  Truth  of  what  they  knew,  for 
fear  of  being  accufcd  to  the  Priells  the  firft  time  they  Ihouid  go  cicher 
to  Church  or  the  Fair  of  Tukacer-ca.  However,  I  gave  Ibmc  Tobacco 
to  the  laid  Servant,  and  made  him  Imoak  wich  me,  and  then  put  him 
upon  the  Subjedl  of  IVttchcraft ;  he  leem'd  at  firft  as  if  he  was  a  perfect: 
Stranger  to  thole  of  his  Countrymen  who  pradiis'd  it:  I  told  hitn 
that  he  need  not  fear  making  free  with  me  ;  that  I  had  a  great  Mind 
to  lee  fome  of  their  Ma^tckArt  -,  and  that  I  would  reward  him  or  any 
who  would  get  me  acquainted  with  a  Vtzzard^  and  even  the  Viz,zard 
himfelf,  and  never  tell  my  Interpreter  nor  the  Priefts  of  it ;  and  clap- 
ping half  a  Rix-Dollar  in  his  Hands,  I  got  him  to  confefs  that  he 
knew  one  ;  and  after  having  intreated  me  to  be  fecret,  and  got  my 
Word  renew'd  for  it,  promis'd  to  carry  me  to  his  Tent,  about  three 
Miles  from  thence ;  therefore  we  agreed  together,  that  I  fliould  ask 
for  him  his  Matter's  Leave  to  guide  me  amongft  the  fibls,  which 
I  had  a  mind  to  fee,  pretending  that  my  Interpreter  was  wholly  a 
Stranger  to  'em.  Happening  to  ask  him,  whether  I  could  not  well  re- 
turn to  the  Bank  of  the  River  Torne  by  Land  from  the  Point  of  the 
'Peskomarca  ?  He  told  me,  yes ;  and  that  as  he  ufed  to  go  and  fifli 
every  Year  there,  and  elpecially  at  the  Side  of  the  Lake,  where  there 
was  abundance  of  Filh  to  be  catch'd,  he  might  follow  me  ;  that  his 
Mailer  would  make  no  Difficulty  to  let  him  go  along  with  me,  if  I 
would  only  fay  one  Word.  As  I  was  willing  to  fee  as  much  of  the 
Country  as  I  could,  I  refolv'd  to  undergo  all  the  Fatigues  which  fuch  a 
Journey  might  be  attended  with  as  to  Weather,  where  the  Roads  were 
rough  and  llony,  or  cover 'd  with  Shrubs,  and  not  fit  for  Sledges,  for 
want  of  Ice  or  Snow.  I  readily  accepted  his  Offer,  and  told  him  I 
would  truft  my  felf  in  his  Hands  to  be  guided  by  him  only,  and  lent 
back  my  Interpreter  to  watt  for  me  at  my  Hoft's.  He  faid,  that  he 
would  undertake  to  conduit  me  thither.  After  fome  other  Difcourles  on 

the 
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the  Martyr  wc  laid  us  down  to  ficcp,  and  getting  up  before  any  Sody 
eile,  the  Man  went  into  his  M.dkrs  Tcni,  whom  he  found  Urtmg  up 
awake  b.LWccn  his  Skins,  and  chewing  Tobacco,  and  made  hi,n.  in 
my  Name,  our  i-Vopolals  agreed  upon  among  our  Iblvcs,  without  men- 
tioning any  ihir.g  rclanng  to  rhc  IVizard.  as  it  may  w-11  be  imagined 
he  conicnted  to  both:   Wc  took  two  of  h:s  Slcd-cs  here,  and  packing 
our  Iclvcs  up  according  to  Cuilom,  we  went  on  as  far  as  we  cou  d - 
but  as  rhcre  was  no  dired:  Road,  wc  cum  d  twenty  times  this  Way  and 
that  Way  before  wc  reach d  a  Flock,  whicn  he  told  me  was  a  M.lc  from 
the  Place  whence  we  came,  bur  the  leveral  Turnings  and  Windings  we 
had  maac  above  two  :    Nor  had  we  the  PlealUrc  of  rravcUing   in  our 
Sled-cs  all  rhat  W  ay,  for  we  often  met  large  Stones,  Shrubs,  and  the 
Ground  lometimes  wirhout  Snow  upon  it,   infomuch  that  we  we-e 
obliged  to  walk  above  three  Quarters  of  a  Mile;   at   which  Time 
we  always  took   up  our  Sledges,  and  laid  them  acrols  rhc  Backs  of 
our  Rhcn  'Deer,  who  then  follow'd  us  like  Spami7j  Dogs.    Being  come 
near  a  pretty  numerous  Flock  oi  Rhen-'Beer,  we  found  one  Tent  only, 
in  which  there  were  two  Girls  about  llxteen  or  eighteen  Years  old* 
whofe  Faces  were  far  from  being  dilagrecablc,  and  in  their  Shapes  thov 
had  nothing  either  deformed,  or  of  the  p'gmy  :  They  told  us  that  their 
Father  was  a  Widower,  and  gone  out  a  Filhing  :  However  this  did  not 
hind-r  uhem  from  givmg  us  fomething  to  cat  and  drink,  for  thcv  fee 
Cii-efe,  dry'd  FiOi.  and  Milk  before  us,  out  of  which  we  made  ouc 
Br.-jk.aft  and  Dinner  ;  for  tho'  we  had  let  out  betimes  in  the  Morning 
'tw  IS  mw  pall  Eleven,  fuch  a  Circumference  had  we  taken.     I  gave 
the  Girls  iume  Tobacco,  which  they  immediately  fell  to  chewing,  as 
i\k  Grecian  and  TnrkiJJj  Women  do  their  Mallick.  After  Dinner  wc  lino 'k'd 
a  Pipe,  ana  z'^cn  fet  out  upon  our  Journey  again,  bur  witnout  Sledges    le- 
veral Iteep  Rocks  and  Mountains,  coverd  wuh  Shrubs  and  Pines,  obliging 
US  to  leave  them  there  ;  having  walked  for  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter, 
wc  came  at  lad,  at  about  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  near  two  lui'c  Hills' 
between  which  a  little  Torrent  or  fwift  Rivulet  fliaking  off"  its  ley  Fet- 
ters, and  throwing  the  Pieces  of  'em  againft  the  Stones,  made  a  Noile. 
which  wc  had  heard  at  fome  Didance,  and  coming  up  to  it,  we  found 
the  Banks  and  Sides  ilill  coverd  with  Ice  and  Snow.    Twas  with  fome 
Difficulty  that  wc  crols'd  this  Torrent,  however  wc  did  it  at  laft  dry- 
Hiod,  for  the  Lapland  Qo;!lz%  never  let  in  Water;   and  about  15  or  lo 
Paces  on  rbriicr  Side  i.here  flood  a   pitiful  Tent  pyramidically,  and  co- 
ver d  with  old  ragged  Pieces  of  Rana,  and  Ibw'd  together.     About  30 
Faces  low:r  there  was  a  Herd,  confiiling  of  about  feven  Head  oUihen- 
Bm     \\iz\\  IS  the  ulual  beggarly  Wretchednefs  of  all  Conmrers  and 
Frofcdors  of  the  Black  Art  -,    and  I  cou'd  nor  forbear  reOeding  on  the 
ungenerous  Manner  in  which  the  Bevtl,  who  is  lookd  uoon  as  the 
Mailer  of  all  Hidden  Trealurcs,  and  the  Prince  of  Riches,  deals  towards 
tliole  whom  the  World  calls  his  Favourites  and  Servants.     Here  my 
Oindelcftme,  and  haftcnd  into  the  Tent,  that  he  might  prepare  the 
H  izard  for  my  Reception,  by  acquainting  him  with  the  Promifes  I  had 
made,  and  perfuading  him  to  ffiow  me  fome  Trick  of  his  fine  Art ;  and 
jn  a  lew  Minutes  time  he  rcturn'd  with  the  Conjurer,  who  gave  me  his 
H;ind,  and  bid  us  follow  him  to  the  Top  of  one  of  thole  two  Moun- 
tains, which  I  juft  before  Ipoke  of;    and  as  1  was  exadt  in  oblerving 
tne  mod  minute  Things,  I  took  Notice  that  it  was  that  Mountain 
wii'ch  lav  to  the  Eall;   and  here  he  dellr'd  us  to  Itay  a  lutlc,  whilit 
V^'-II-  Rr  'he 
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In  ErigliJ^  thus, 

France  ciw  our  Native  Country.  IFe  have  feen  Africa  and  the  Indian 
Ganges,  and  "bander d  all  over  Europe.  He  have  met  feveral  Adven- 
tures both  by  Sea  and  Land^  and  at  laft  v^ere  obliged  to  Jlop  here,  v^kere 
the  II  'arid  fatld  us. 

"De  Fercourr,  ""De  Corberon,  Reygnard,  at  Peskomarca,  Attgnft  the 

i8th,  i68i. 

By  what  he,  and  feveral    others  who  rcmembred  them,  told  me, 
they  never  favv  any  Laplanders  but  fuch  as  were  fiftiing  in  the  River, 
having  always  travelled  in  a  Boat,  to  favc  themfelves  the  Trouble  and 
Fatigue  of  walking  about  between  Rocks  and  Mountains,  Pines,  Bram- 
bles, &c.  but  u'ichout  which  the  Laplanders  Way  of  Living  is  not  co 
be  feen  -,  and  therefore  we  have  fo  many  (Irange  and  fidlitious  Ac- 
counts of  them,  thofe  that  wrote  them  having  travelld  in  the  like 
manner,  or  depended  on  the  Information  of  Perfons,  cither  prejudiced 
by  fupcrftitious  Traditions,  6r  of  the  Inhabitants  themfelves  and  their 
ignora.it  Neighbours,  uncapable  of  forming  any  jull  Ideas  of  the  very 
Things  which  they  daily  fee.     Having  gone  on  Five  or  Six  Miles  upon 
the  Ice,  beyond  the  Extremity  of  Teskomarcay  we  heard  a  terrible  Noife 
of  Waters,  which  feem'd  falling  in  large  Torrents   from  the  Clouds, 
but  which  really  ilTued  out  of  the  Fibls ;  and  the  Wind  blowing  from 
that  Quarter,  the  Noife  perfedlly  ftunned  us.     Thefe  Fi'ols  are  very 
high  Mountains,  and  are  the  Limits  of  Lapland  on  that  Side,  and  ferve 
as  Bounds  to  the  Sea.     The  Ice  there  began  to  thaw  towards  the  Weft, 
where  xhz  CataraBs  appear'd,  as  we  might  plainly  fee  by  feveral  great 
Holes  in  it,  which  the  old  Man  took  care  to  make  me  Ihun,  and  ad- 
vifed  me  not  to  venture  any  farther,  efpecially  towards  thefe  great  C<2- 
taraBs,  but  to  return  as  faft  as  we  could,  for  that  in  lefs  than  a  Week 
fmce  he  had  crolTed  the  Lake,  the  Ice  was  ftrangely  weaken'd  ;  and 
that  the  Quantity  of  Waters  which  iflued  from  the  Fw/j,  was  an  un- 
doubted Sign  of  a  Thaw,  which  is  generally  fo  fudden  there,  that  in 
Four  or  Five  Days  time  no  part  of  the  Ice,  within  half  a  Mile  of  the 
Shore,  will  bear  ones  Weight.    I  asked  him  whether  we  might  not  fct 
foot  on  Shore  on  the  North  fide  of  the  Lake,  where  there  was  no  fuch 
thing  as  a  Catara£i  ?  He  anfwer'd,  Yes  i  but  that  we  muft  not  pretend 
to  ftay  above  a  Day  or  two  at  the  very  furtheft.    I  accepted  of  the 
Conditions,  and  he  led  me  into  a  kind  of  Gulph  form'd  by  this  Lake, 
which  I  found  he  was  very  well  acquainted  with  ;  and  which  fome- 
times  he  told  me  never  thaw'd,  by  reafon  that  the  two  Mountains 
which  were  on  the  fides  of  it  kept  the  Sun-Beams  and  the  Heat  from 
it.    Advancing  even  amongft  the  Fibls^  we  found  them  quite  cover'd 
with  Snow,  and  the  Vallies  beneath  with  Ice,  fo  that  I  cou'd  fcarce 
perfwade  my  felf  we  really  were  in  the  Month  oijune.    There  were 
the  Laplanders  who  had  fled  thither  from  the  approaching  Summer, 
many  more  in  Number  than  I  had  hitherto  feen  ;  and  fome  of  the 
Rhen-T>eer^  who  were  fcattered  from  the  reft  of  the  Herd,  by  their 
bounding  on  and  roIHng  in  the  Snow,  as  Horfes  and  other  Creatures 
do  in  the  Spring-time  with  us  upon  the  young  Grafs,  feem'd  to  cell 
us  how  agreeable  the  Cold  was  to  them.    That  part  of  the  Country 
we  were  now  got  in,  is  called  the  Nor'wegian- Lapland. 
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I  think  I  have  already  oblervcd,  that  the  Laplanders  arc  Svjedes  in 
Wmrer,  (for  they  go  to  lell  their  Skins  and  other  Merchandizes  co  the 
Merchants  upon  the  Frontiers)  and  Nor-jvegians  or  Ahtfcovites  iit  Sum- 
mer;  and  they  travel  out  of  the  Dominions  of  one  Province  into  thole 
of  another,  without  any  other  Palsport,  than  that  ulcd  by  Icvcrai  lores 
of  Creatures,  who  change  their  Climates,  viz..  Inlbnd:,  or  rhc  Direction 
of  Nature.    Thefe  People  never  wage  War,  but  againft  the  Beuils  of  the 
Mountains  and  Woods,   upon   which  they  live.     The  ke  and  Snow 
being  fo  very  common  here,  we  cou'd  continue  our  Journey  in  Sledges, 
except  in  fome  few  Places  where  the  Rocks  were  Iharp,  or  the  Ground 
cover'd  with  thick  Shrubs  and  Brambles,  and  clicre  wc  were  obliged  co 
get  out  and  walk.    And  now  I  talk  of  Sledges,  I  cannot  forbear  caiUng 
them  the  Delight  of  Lapland,  as  I  did  thole  of  Ss;eden  her  Dchghc  ; 
and  I  may  much  more  juftly  do  it  here,  fincc  the  Winter  lads  much 
longer,  and  the  RhenT>eer  I'eem  by  Nature  contrived  to  draw  them. 
The  nrft  Herd  we  met  about  two  Miles  beyond  the  Lake  between  the 
high  Mountains  call'd  IVatchion-Jiaray  confifted  of  about  (4oo  Herd  of  xv^j.^jiion: 
Rhen-'Deer,  and  were  looked  after  by  a  Man-Servant,  who  leem  d  to  be  waia. 
about  Twenty  Five,  and  a  Lad  ofTwclvc,  the  Mafter's  Son.  TlicScrvanio 
Shape  feem'd  very  ill  contriv'd  ;  but  on  the  other  hand,  he  had  Ibmc- 
thing  in  his  Eyes  and  his  whole  Phyfiognomy,  which  plainly  toid  mc 
he  was  no  Fool:  As  for  the  Lad,  he  had  nothing  iniiim  either  fliocking 
or  taking.   Our  good  old  Guide  coming  up  to  the  Man,  bid  him  Ihew  us 
the  way   to  his  Mafter's  Tent,  which  he  did  ;  and  going  all  in  toge- 
ther, they  found   him,    his  Wife   and   two  Children   alleep  :     Upon 
which  they  awaked  him,  and  he  prefently  after  came  out  to  us,  and 
taking  us  by  the  Hand,  wc  ftaid  with   him   at  the  Oucfido  of  chc 
Tent  till   his  Wife  was  up  and  drefa'd  ;  which   done,  he  inviccd  us 
in,  and  we  fat  our  felves  down  upon  Ibmething  winch  cur  Fioftefs 
had  fpread  out  for   us.     This  Man  and  Woman  were  both    in    the 
Prime  of  their  Years,  agreeable  enough  ;  and  tho  ihorc,  ycc  well-lit. 
The  cldeft  of  the  two  Children  was  a  pretty  Girl,  between  four  and 
five,  and  the  youngeft  a  Boy  about  three,  and  they  poor  Souls  were 
ftill  faft  afleep.     As  we  gave  our  Hoft  to  underfkand  that  we  were 
thirfty,  we  had  fome  lower  Milk  brought  us  immediately;  and  think- 
ing that  we  were  hungry  too,  he  bid  his  Wife  fet  lomc  dry'd  Flcdi  of 
Rhen-Tfeer,  with  fome  Cheefc,  before  us.     I  cou'd  not  forbear  fancy- 
ing my  felf  in  the  Noghaiun  Tartary,  fo  very  agreeable  to  one  another 
were  their  Manner  of  encamping,  eating  and  drinking,  and  iuch  was 
the  Hofpitality  they  always  ufed  towards  us.     By  that  time  we  had 
cat  and  drank  it  was  Twelve  o'  Clock,  and  every  Body  thought  of  go- 
ing to  Bed  but  my  felf;  for  I  haftned  away  to  the  next  Mountain,  that 
I  might  obferve  the  Sun,  and  law  it  when  at  loweft  as  high  upon  the 
Horizon  as  it  appears  to  us  three  Quarters  of  an  Hour  before  Sun-fcr. 
It  came  then  to  my  Mind,  that  this  wou'd  be  no  proper  Place  for  the 
Obfer"ance  of  the  Mahometan  Lent,  which  larts  during  the  Moon  Ra- 
madzan,   and,   as  I  before  obferv'd,  don't  allow  to  take  any  kind  of 
Food  or  Refrefiiment  from  Sun-rifing  to  Sunfetting ;    for  the  whole 
Orb  continually  appears  there,  as  I  was  aflur  d,  for  above  fix  Weeks. 
Returning  back  to  the  Tent,  I  found  every  Body  faft  afleep  but  chc 
Mafter,  who  was  naked,  and  juft  going  in  between  his  Skins;  and  chc 
Servant-Man,  who  fet  up  that  he  might  fpread  a  Couple  of  them  for 
ine.    This  Servant  began  to  talk  Svsjedijh  to  mci  upon  which  I  ask'd 
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About-  Six  every  body  but  the  lazy  Interpreter  being  up,  I  locked  about 
for  the  old  Man ;  and  at  length  faw  him  and  his  Wife  ftanding  quite  naked 
near  a  heap  of  Snow,  with  which  they  were  rubbing  their  Hands,  Face, 
Neck  and  Body  ;  there  being  no  Shame  among  the  Laplanders,  for  Men 
and  Women  to  do  lb  openly  and  publickly  ;  and  they  Iccm  to  have  prc- 
Icrvcd  the  Cuflom  which  the  Holy  Book  tell  us  prccccdcd  the  Original 
Sin.  As  foon  as  he  had  put  on  his  Cloaths,  I  came  up  to  him  ;  and 
as  he  had  frequently  been  amongft  S'^edes  at  the  Mines  of  Suappa^^'ara^ 
and  fpokc  their  Tongue,  I  enter'd  into  Converlation  with  him,  askd 
him  levcral  Queftions  concerning  the  Laplanders  I  had  feen  here  and 
there,  and  amongft  other  things,  whether  all  the  Mountains,  between 
which  zhQit  Rhen-T>eer  fed,  belong'd  to  them  all  in  general  ':  To  which 
lie  anfwer'd  in  the  Negative;  telling  me  that  their  Anceftors  had  divided 
the  Country  into  fo  many  Parts  or  Trads,  diftinguiflied  by  the  Name 
of  Ibme  remarkable  Mountain,  Lake  or  Forreft  in  that  Part,  and  they 
were  prooortionable  to  the  Number  of  Rhcn-Deers  which  every  Fa- 
mily had,'  and  which  were  fometimes  divided  into  jo  or  12  Brandies, 
with  each  their  refpedive  Herds;  and  we  agree  very  well,  continued  he, 
for  the  Country  is  large  enough  for  us  all ;  and  there  being  always  plenty 
oit\\zTckeley,  ot  Loppo,  for  if  the  one  was  wanting,  as  it  was  here, 
there  is  a  much  greater  Number  of  Brambles  and  Rocks  with  the  Mofs 
about  us,  than  of  Pine  Trees.  He  alio  added,  that  by  the  Names  of  their 
Diftrids  they  knew  one  another,  and  ccu'd  find  each  other  out  upon 
Occafioa:  Which,  as  to  explain,  he  told  me  that  the  Mountains  of 
Oppi-Ji'ara  gave  their  Name  to  a  vaft  Diftrict,  fo  thofe  of  Micka-^ara  to 
another.  I  began  to  talk  to  him  about  the  Religion  of  the  Old  Laplan- 
ders^ but  he  knew  nothing  of  iti  I  then  quellioned  him  about  his  own, 
and  found  him  almoft  as  ignorant  in  that  Point.  IVitchcraft  I  faw  he 
verily  believed,  and  much  more  feared;  but  had  very  iittle  Notion  of  it. 
I  then  ask'd  him  whether  the  Lake  Tome,  which  to  me  feemed  frozen 
over  from  the  Place  where  I  flood,  wou'dftill  bear  a  Sledge  >  He  told 
me  that  he  belicv'd  it  wou'd  ;  for  it  was  not  above  five  Days  fince  he 
himfclf  had  crofled  it  in  one.  Upon  this  I  dcfir'd  him,  that  he  wou'd 
llipply  us  with  three  or  four  Sledges  and  Rhen-Tieer  to  draw  them, 
and  cither  to  guide  us  himfelf,  or  to  provide  us  with  a  Guide.  The 
old  Man  was  very  willing  to  do  what  I  defired  of  him  ;  and  fliewing 
us  which  way  we  flioucl  take  over  fomc  Rocks  and  Brambles,  he  bid 
me  wait  for  him  at  the  Foot  of  a  little  Eminence,  between  which  and 
Holmwara.  a  high  Mountain  caird//(?/?«-^v?r^,  is  the  Channel  thro'  which  the  Lake 
Ibpplies  with  Water  the  River  Tome,  and  there,  he  laid,  as  foon  as  ho 
cou'd  get  his  Sledges  and  RhenT)eer  ready  he  wou'd  come  to  us. 

Being  unwilling  to  terrify  any  more  of  the  Laplanders,  I  deter- 
mined to  drefs  my  felf  in  the  Falhion  of  that  Country ;  having  a 
Lapmiide  already  by  me,  I  bought  a  Lapland  Cap  of  the  old  Woman  i 
and  giving  my  Hat  and  Coat  to  my  firft  lazy  Interpreter,  I  bid  him 
return  to  the  Boat,  and  there  wait  for  our  Return,  with  my  Lapland 
Watermen ;  for,  as  for  my  part,  I  was  relblv'd  to  fee  as  many 
more  Laplanders  as  pofTibly  I  cou'd  ;  and  he  was  very  far  from  be- 
ing griev'd  at  this  Order:  At  the  fame  time  I  fatisfy'd  and  dii- 
charged  my  Opprjoara  Guide,  and  they  both  left  me  together.  I  then 
went  on  with  my  Interpreter  of  the  Sacerdotal  Race,  to  the  Place  which 
the  old  Man  had  pointed  out  to  us  ;  and  thinking  that  I  had  fomc 
Time  to  fparc,  before  he  cou'd  come  with  his  Rhen-'Deer,  I  crofled  over 
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upon  the  Ice,  which  ftiU  covcr'd  the  Lake,  wlucli  was  only  unfrozen 
a  little  lower  than  the  middle  of  the  Space  between  the  Eminence  and 
Holtn\^'ara:  I  went  up  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountain  i  from  whence  ha- 
ving a  very  large  Prol'ped:,  I  could  difcover  pretty  dilhndJy  a  kind 
Q^  Alps  in  Norway  call'd  Fiols  ;  and  between  which  may  properly  be 
faid  to  lay  that  Extent  of  Land  known  by  the  Name  of  the  Nor-j^-egum- 
Lapland.  I  had  not  been  there  above  Ten  Minuter  but  I  law  four  Rhen- 
'Deer,  with  as  many  Sledges,  at  the  Foot  of  the  Eminence,  and  with 
them  the  old  Man  and  his  Son  ;  upon  which  I  hallen  d  down  to  them ; 
and  being  got  there,  we  packed  our  felves  up,  as  I  may  call  ir,  in  the 
Sledges,  which  are  a  kind  of  little  Boat  juft  big  enough  to  hold  one 
Body  ;  and  in  thcfe  we  lay  with  our  Feet  to  the  Head,  and  our  Heads 
to  the  Stern,  and  covering  our  felves  with  the  Skin  of  a  Rhen-T>eer,  we 
tied  our  Body  down  in  it  from  the  Feet  up  to  the  Wafte,  as  may  be 
feen  in  the  Print  XXXVIII.  N.  (10)  three  Sledges,  which  the  Laplanders 
call  Poulka,  are  faften'd  to  the  Rhen-'Deer  by  one  Trace,  only  an  End  of 
which  is  tied  to  a  leathern  Collar  k  has  on,  and  the  other  End  to  the 
Head  of  the  Sledge.  The  Rein  is  a  long  piece  of  Rope  made  with  the 
Bark  of  a  Pine  Tree,  and  tied  to  the  Horns  of  the  Deer,  which  by 
pulling  either  to  the  Right  or  Left,  guides  him  to  that  Side,  or  ftops 
him  by  drawing  itftraight  towards  you  ;  whilft,  on  the  other  hand,  if 
you  (hake  it  over  his  Back,  he  doubles  his  Pace.  The  Perfon  who  fli  Jes 
in  this  manner  has  a  Stick,  or,  as  it  may  more  properly  be  call'd,  a 
httle  Oar  in  his  Hand,  with  which,  when  he  comes  to  any  uneven 
Place,  he  prevents  the  Toulkds  being  overturned.  We  fteered  our  Courle 
towards  the  North  Weft  in.  the  following  Order :  The  old  Man  went 
firft,  fcrving  us  for  a  Guide,  his  Son  and  1  foUow'd  Side  by  Side,  and 
behind  us  came  my  Interpreter ;  and  fo  fwift  were  our  Rhen  T>eery 
they  rather  fecm'd  to  fiy  than  go  ;  yet  at  the  fame  time  were  as  trada- 
ble at  leaft  as  the  moft  tim'd  and  beft  manag'd  Horfes.  Thefe  Animals 
never  ftumble.  Nature  having  made  them  Claws  in  the  Shape  of  a  Mufcle- 
Shell  turn'd  upfide  down,  which  enter  a  httle  into  the  Ice,  and  are  fafer 
than  any  froft  Nails  or  rough  Shoes  a  Smith  can  make.  Having  travelled 
three  Miles  in  this  manner  upon  the  Icy  Plain,  in  lefs  than  three  Hours 
cur  Guides  ftiew'd  me  the  Ron  plus  ultra  of  three  French  Travellers, 
who  had  been  there  about  57  Years  before  in  Augufl ;  and  the  Lake 
being  quite  thaw'd  at  that  time,  the  old  Man  told  me  he  himfelf  had 
fupply'd  them  with  Boats  to  go  upon  it.  This  nan  plus  was  at  the 
Foot  of  a  long  Chain  of  Mountains,  moft  of  them  bare,  or  at  beft  co- 
vcr'd with  a  few  Shrubs  and  Brambles,  and  thefe  altogether  form'd  a 
kind  of  Peninfula,  which  he  call'd  Teskomarca  -,  confidercd  as  fuch,  it  P;;skomarca; 
has  its  Iflhmus  towards  the  North  Haft  of  the  Lake,  into  which  it  ex- 
tends three  Miles  towards  the  South  Weft  in  the  Shape  of  a  Tongue  ; 
the  Point  of  which  our  three  Travellers  called  the  End  of  the  World 
on  that  fide,  as  do  teftify  the  following  Verfes,  which  they  engraved 
on  a  large  Rock.  The  old  Man  (hewing  me,  as  near  as  he  cou'd  re- 
member, the  Place  where  it  lay,  I  look'd  orfearched,  and  tore  off  the 
Mofs  out  of  one  and  another,  fo  that  at  laft  I  found  them  ftill  well 
legible  as  they  are  here,

■  T)e  Fer court,  T>e  Corbeton^  Reygnard,  ad  Teskomarcam  18  /^ugnflt 
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I  do  not  remember  to  have  fecn  any  thing  Uke  him,  but  between  the 
68ch  or  67th  Degree  of  Latirudc.    However,  I  accepced  the  Offer,  and 
rcn   It  to  our  Boat,  and  he  is  now  in  England.     1  was  treated  then  m 
a  much  more  magmf.cent  Manner  than  I  had  been  by  a"y  L./>Wt 
betorei  for  our  Hoft  lent  for  a  young  Fawn,  which  he  kill d  himlclf. 
by  running  his  Knife  into  its  Heart,  as  I  had  fcen  it  done  at  Lupa^ 
Tresk    then  gave  it  to  his  Son,  who  had  brought  it  ftnppd;   whicii 
done  he  cut  it  into  Pieces,  one  of  the  largcll  and  thinnelt  of  which 
he  roafted  in  the  following  Manner :   He  took  a  Stick  peeked  at  both 
Ends,  and  Ipitted  this  Piece  of  Meat,  and  then  fluck  the  other  End  m 
the  Ground  over  againft  the  Fire,  and  turned  fometimcs  the  one  End 
romctimes  the  other  Side  to  the  Fire,  till  it  was  done  enough  :  Some 
of  the  FleOi  he  alfo  cut  into  little  Pieces,  and  fet  it  a  boiling  ;  which 
done,  both  the  boiled  and  roafl  Meat  was  fervd  up  in  two  wooden 
DiHies;   our  Cloth,  a  white  Piece  of  Stutf,  by  the  Laplanders  caiid 
Rana    was  laid  upon  the  Ground,  and  our  two  Dilhes  were  follow'd 
by  two  more,  one  of  dry'd  Tongue  of  i^/.^w-'DcYT  boiled,  and  the  other 
a  Dilh  of  boiled  Milk.    Our  Hoft  took  this  Opportunity  of  fliewing 
himfelf  a  very  topping  Man,  for  we  had  Silver  Spoons  given  us  to  cat 
our  Milk,  and  the  fame  for  our  boiled  Meat,  of  which  there  was  great 
Plenty:    and  their  Drink,  which  was  fower  Milk,  was  lerved  in  a 
pretty  brgc  Silver  Cup  ;   we  had  Cheefe  brought  us  too  before  the 
Cloth  was  taken  away;    and,  in  (hort,   I  (lioud  have  thought   the 
Treat  a  very  compleat  one,  cou'd  I  have  got  a  Piece  of  Bread  :    How- 
ever, the  want  of  this  was  fomething  made  up  by  the  boiled  Milk, 
which  was  thickned  with  the  Flower  of  Barley  or  Oats,  and  feafoned 
wuh  Salt;    for  tho'  thz  Laplanders  have  no  fuch  thing  as  either  of 
thcfc  among  them,  yet  do  thofe  who  are  very  well  to  pafs,  buy  both 
of  the  Kor^jjegtans  for  this  Ule  only  ;  and  indeed  I  thought  this  thick- 
n-^d  Milk  of  Rhen  as  good  at  leaft  and  grateful  to  the  Tafte,   as  the 
Talcan  of  the  Tartars,  which  is  made  either  with  Water  or  Mares 
Milk    and^the  Flower  of  Cummin  mixed,  but  not  boiled  in  it.     The 
other  Laplanders,  who  cannot  or  will  not  buy  Flower,  thicken  thett 
Milk  with  the  Rhine  of  Pine-Trees,  from  which  having  taken  ott  the 
outfide  Bark,  they  dry  and  powder  it  after  the  fame  manner  that  thofe 
People  do,  who,  as  I  have  before  obfervcd,  made  their  Bread  of  it ;  with 
this  Difference  only,  that  they  do  not  grind  it  in  Mills,    the  Ule  of 
which  is  wholly  unknown  to  the  Laplanders. 

Our  Repaft  ended,  I  made  my  Hoft  and  Hoftefs  fome  fmall  Prefcnrs 
of  Tobacco,  &c.  and  defir'd  'em  that  they  would  lend  Ibme  body  to 
ftew  us  the  beft  Way  to  the  Lake  Tome  %  upon  which  he  ordered  a  Boy 
who  hclp'd  look  after  his  Rhen  Deer,  to  go  with  us.  Paffing  by  the 
Tent  of  i.he  other  Laplander,  who  was  returned  to  his  Rhen  Deer,  we 
ftopp'd  a  little  while  at  the  Door  of  it ;  there  was  no  Body  there  but 
his  Wife,  who  was  Daughter  to  that  good  Woman  who  had  juft  be- 
fore treated  us  fo  very  handfomely  :  She  was  a  little  Woman,  very  far 
f  om  being  handfome,  and  feemed  to  be  about  19  or  xo  Years  old. 
As  foon  as  Ihe  perceivd  us  at  the  Tent  Door,  (he  role  from  offtheSkin 
on  which  (he  was  fitting  and  mending  her  Gown,  gave  us  her  Hand, 
and  woud  have  fpread  Skins  for  us  to  fit  on;  but  we  thanked  her 
heartily,  and  defired  her  not  to  give  her  lelf  that  Trouble,  for  we 
cou'd  not  ftay ;  and  leaving  her,  we  continued  in  our  Road  towards 
Tome  Tresk,  or  rather  continued  walking  towards  it,  for  Road  there 
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was  none  fo  that  we  went  fometimes  to  the  Right,  and  fometimes 
to  the  Left,  m  a  very  irregular  manner  between  Rocks,  Woods  and 
Mountains,  and  paffing  by  the  fame  Herd  of  Rhen-Deer  which  wc 
had  Icen  before,  we  found  a  Guardian  exercifing  two  young  Latlan- 
ders  with  Bows  and  Arrows ,  and  'twas  with  plcalure  that  1  law  the 
youngeft  ot  the  Boys,  who  coud  fcarce  reckon  Eight,  hit  the  Mark, 
which  was  the  Skull  of  a  Rhen-Deer  faftend  to  a  Tree,  ten  times  run- 
ning, without  once  miffing  ir.  Having  walkd  three  quarters  of  a  Mile 
in  our  March  pretty  perfectly  defcribing  an  half  Circle,  we  came  at  laft 
•^^M.  J  J.°?  ^'^^'  Mountain  hard  by  the  Lake,  which  our  new  Guide 
calld  Mickawara;  and  in  a  Moment  after  we  law  upon  its  Northern 
Declcnfion  a  Herd  of  Rhen-T>eer  and  a  Tent,  where  we  relblvcd  to  reft 
ourfelves  a  httle,  being  quite  tired  with  walking  both  that  and  the 
Day  before,  efpeciaUy  travelling  as  we  were  obliged  to  do  there, 
perpetually  up  Hill  and  down  Hill.  Drawing  near  this  Tent  we 
law  an  old  Man,  who  leem'd  to  be  about  Seventy,  fliort  and  thm. 
but  ftreight,  and  for  his  Size  pretty  well-fct,  with  hi.  Son,  a  young 
Man  of  about  Twenty  Five,  who  was  pretty  lliort  too,  but  much 
thicker  fet  than  his  Father  ;  and  this  young  Man's  Wife,  who  was 
a  middle-hzed  W  oman,  and  pretty  much  inclin'd  to  be  far.  They  were 
then  fitting  down  to  fomedry'd  Flclh  of  Rhcn-Deer,  and  to  lome  frelh 
Fiih  boiled  m  Milk  :  At  firft  they  feemd  furpris d  and  troubled  at  my 
Vifit,  or  rather  at  my  Cloaths  ,  but  my  Interpreter  having  pacify 'd 
them  they  invited  us  to  fit  down  and  take  part  with  them.  I  excus'd 
my  felf,  as  having  eat  very  heartily  at  the  laft  Place  where  I  had 
been,  but  my  Fellow  "Travellers  fell  too  without  any  Ceremony : 
The  only  Favour  I  begg'd  of  them  was,  that  they  wou'd  Iprcad  me  out 
a  Skin  fomewhere  near  tne  Tent  ;  upon  which  they  brought  out  two 
of  them  according  to  their  Cuftom.  I  laid  me  down  upon  them,  and 
fleptvery  found  near  four  Hours;  at  which  time  awaking,  I  found  that 
twas  near  Twelve;  or,  as  we  fhoud  have  call'd  it,  Midnight.  Upon 
this  I  role,  and  went  up  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountain  ;  from  whence  E 
faw  the  Sun,  when  at  loweft,  as  high  upon  the  Horizon,  as  we  lee  ic 
about  10  or  II  Minutes  before  it  lets.  I  then  returned  to  my  fleepin- 
Place,  fat  down  upon  my  Skins,  and  employ'd  about  an  Hour  and  a 
quarter  in  writing  the  Remarks  I  had  made  the  Day  before,  and  then  ; 
this  being  a  Cuftom  I  generally  cbferv'd;  and  then  laid  me  down  again 
till  Five  in  the  Morning,  which  was  the  9th.  Getting  up,  I  found  that 
my  Interpreter  and  the  reft  of  the  Company  were  ft.U  faft  alleep  ;  by 
my  Interpreter  I  mean  the  Parfons  Son,  whom  I  picked  up  at  27/ J- 
cerva;  for  tho  I  was  follow'd  by  the  other,  I  made  no  other  ufe  of 
nm  but  employing  him  to  carry  my  Coat  when  I  was  too  hot  in 
walking;  and,  indeed,  I  might  literally  fay,  that  I  was  followed  by 
him,  for  he  was  a  dull  heavy  lazy  Fellow,  always  lagging  behind^ 
and  who,  when  we  walked  together,  was  the  laft  who  reached  h,s 
journey  s  End,  but  the  firft  for  baiting,  and  going  to  deep  when  he  had 
done  ;  and  as  he  had  complain'd  the  Day  before  of  the  Fatigue  he  en- 
dured, and  had  gone  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that  if  I  refolvcd  to  go  a  hunt- 
»ng  tor  Laplanders  Czs  he  call'd  it)  much  longer,  he  woud  not  pretend 


me,  1  dctermind  to  lend  him  back  to  the  Boat,  where  he

might  wait  niy  Return  ;  and  without  waking  any  body,  I  lighted  my 

npeand  walk'd  about  with  that,  then  late  me  down  to  read  over  the 

Remarks  which  I  had  made  the  Day  before,  and  wrote  fome  few  more. 

^''^•"-  Q.<i^  Abouc 
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in  Height  exceeding  a  middlc-fized  Woman,  wich  a  handlbme  Dau^h- 
tcr  juft  marriageable  ;  upon  which  I  ask'd  her,  if  flie  had  no  Thoughc; 
of  marrying  her  Daughter  ?  She  anlwered,  ycs;  and  that  if  Ibmc  honol!: 
Fellow,  who  had  a  confiderable  Number  of  Rben-'Deer^  lliou'd  come 
and  court  her,  he  certainly  fliou'd  have  her.  I  then  aski^,  whether 
fhc  wou'd  not  give  her  a  Portion  of  Rhen-'Deer  altb  t  Yes,  rcply'd  the 
Woman ;  for  you  mud  know  'tis  our  Cuftom,  as  foon  as  we  have  any 
Children  born,  whether  Boys  or  Girls,  we  fet  afidc  for  em  fuch  of 
our  Deer  as  are  fawn'd  pretty  loon  after  their  Birth,  but  more  Docs 
than  we  do  Bucks ;  fo  that  by  that  time  they  are  grown  up  and  fir  to 
be  married,  they  have  a  pretty  handlbme  Herd  of  their  own.  She  al- 
fo  told  me,  that  it  was  a  Cuftom  for  the  Men,  who  court  any  young 
Woman,  to  make  her  Friends  Prefents  of  Money,  RbenT>eer  Skins, 
and  fuch  lika  things;  which  Cuftom  I  remember'd  that  I  had  read  of 
in  Schefferus.  The  youngeft  of  the  two  Women  was  the  leaft  that  ever 
I  faw  amongft:  them,  but  in  return  fhe  had  the  fineft  Skin  imaginable, 
and  every  Feature  of  her  Face  was  exadl  and  regular.  I  asked  them 
feveral  Queftions  concerning  their  Manner  of  Livings  as  alfo  con- 
cerning Religion  and  Witchcraft ;  their  Anfwers  to  the  firft:  were  very 
natural  and  fatisfadlory,  but  to  the  two  laftwere  altogether  as  abfurd, 
and  much  of  the  lame  Nature,  as  thole  I  had  received  from  the  reft 
of  their  Countrymen  that  I  had  talk'd  to  on  the  fame  Subjed;.  Be- 
fore we  parted,  the  eldeft  of  the  Men  invited  us  to  take  part  of  a 
Repaft  with  him,  which  confifted  of  frelh  Filh,  dry'd  Tongues  of  Rhen- 
Tieer  boil'd  in  Milk,  and  new  Cheefe.  I  made  his  Wife  and  Daugh- 
ter feme  few  Prefents,  and  then  we  return'd  to  our  Boat,  which  we 
reach'd  a  little  after  One  in  the  Morning  of  the  8th,  having  in  our 
way  obferv'd  the  Sun  when  at  loweft  as  high  upon  the  Horizon  as  I 
had  feen  it  at  Rodiiara.  We  then  laid  us  down  upon  the  River's  Bank, 
and  refted  our  fclves  till  Eight  in  the  Morning,  at  which  time  we  took 
Boat  again,  but  cou'd  not  row  above  a  Mile  and  a  half  up  the  River, 
farther  than  the  Place  where  we  had  laid,  and  about  as  far  on  this  Side 
the  Tome  Lake  ;  the  River  in  that  Place,  as  well  as  the  Lake,  being 
cover'd  with  Ice.  Leaving  our  Boat  there,  we  rambled  on  Foot  be- 
tween the  Woods  and  Mountains,  which  in  that  Place  were  not  co- 
ver'd with  large  Trees,  but  chiefly  with  Shrubs  and  Juniper  Trees  -,  and 
having  vvalk'd  about  a  Mile,  we  difcovcr'd  a  large  Herd  of  Rhen-'Deer^ 
confifting  of  about  800  Head,  which  were  look'd  after  by  two  grown 
Men  and  a  Woman  ;  who  feeing  me  and  not  my  Interpreter,  began  to 
fly  from  mc  as  the  Women  at  Rodwara  had  done.  My  Guide,  whofe 
Eyes  were  employ  d  upon  fomc  other  Objedt,  took  no  Notice  of  cm, 
fo  that  I  was  obliged  to  tell  him  of  it,  and  he  immediately  call'd  to 
the  Runagates,  bid  'em  not  be  afraid,  and  told  'em  his  Name  :  Upon 
which  they  came  towards  us,  and  having  Ihaked  Hands,  they  invited 
us  to  their  Tents,  which  were  at  no  great  Diftance  from  that  Place. 
We  follow'd  em,  and  coming  into  the  largeft,  found  a  Man  there  of 
about  Forty,  with  a  Woman  that  feemed  to  be  Five  and  Thirty,  with 
two  Girls,  of  whom  the  oldeft  might  be  about  Thirteen.  The  whole 
Family  was  rather  Ihort  than  tall,  and  not  at  all  handfome,  ex- 
cept the  eldeft:  Girl,  whofe  Complexion  was  really  beautiful,  and 
who  had  fine  Eyes.  The  good  Woman  asked  my  Guide  feveral  Que- 
ftiions,  with  great  Concern,  about  the  Motives  that  had  induced  me 
to  come  amongft  'em;  telling  him,  that  as  Ihe  never  had  feen  aivy  Body 

like 
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like  mc  fo  far  up  the  Country,  fhc  really  believed   (for  fo  he  :::A  mc 
the  Story  afterwards)  that  I  was  f;nt  by  the  King,  or  at  Icall  by  the 
eovcrnor,to  examine  into  theNumbcr  of  riicir  Rh'n 'Deer, and  probabiv 
upon  my  Report  they  fliould  have  additional  Contributions  laid  upon 
them  ;   but  he  having  calm'd  her  Fears,  and  aiiurd  her  to  the  coni-rary, 
llie  was  lb  well  pleas'd  at  being  difappointed  in  her  Notions  cf  mc,' 
that  Ihc  grew  very  good  humourd,  and  ask  d  me  whether  I  wcu'd  noi: 
ftay  in  Lapland,  and  have  a  fine  Girl  given  me  to  Wife,  with   lomc 
Rhen  'Deer?   I  told  her  that  this  was  a  thing  I  had  not  yet  chou/^hc 
of;   bur  rather,  laid  I,  won't  you  give  mc  your  eldeil  Dau!>htcr,  rhar 
I  may  take  her  away  with  me  ?  1 11  allure  you  Til  take  great  care  of 
her,  flie  fliall  never  want  for  any  thing,  but  lliall  live  bct'tcr,  and  be 
drefs'd  finer,  than  if  (he  ftays  in  Lapland.    The  poor  Girl  hearing  tills , 
buril  our  a  crying,  and  thinking  that  I  was  really  {■a  earneft,  flcd'':r.vay 
into  the  Woods,  where  her  Father,  who  went  our  to  look  after  her, 
had  much  ado  to  find  her.     In  the  mean  while,  the  Mother,  wiio  be- 
tween my  Qyeftion  and  her  Daughter's  Flight,  had  not  had  Time  to 
return  me  an  Anfwer,  put  on  a  very  grave,  or  rather  angry  Face  upon 
the  Matter,   and  told  me,  that  fhe  would  not  part  with  her  D:-ughrcr 
to  go  out  of  Lapland  for  all  tiie  Wealth  in  the  World  ;  and  the  youngeft 
Girl,  who  before  was  very  buly  in  drawing  Pewter  and  Lead  through 
a  Wire  Drawing  Mould,    made,    as  all  thole  in  Lapland -^xz,   cf  the 
Bone  of  a  Rhen'^Deer^  was  preparing  to  follow  her  Sifter's  Example; 
but  my  [nterprercr  Uopp'd  her,  by  giving  her  all  the  good  Words  he 
could  think  of:    In  lliort,  the  whole  Family  prelenc  was  aiarm'd,  and 
look  d  upon  me  as  one  who  was  come  to  fetch  them  all  away  ;    nor 
was  It  an  eafy  Matter  to  hu(h  their  Fear-; :    However,  I  did  'n  ?x  IrJl, 
by  protecting  to  em  over  and  over,  that  I  never  had  a  Thought  of  ta- 
king any  Body  away  with  me,  and  would  rather  chufe  to  ftav  amongft: 
them  my  felf.    At  length  the  other  Daughter  return'd  !!o  us  at  the  Per- 
fwafion  of  her  Father  and  of  my  Interpreter,  who  carry'd  Icme  pretty 
Nick  knacks  to  her  in  my  Name.     Obferving  an  embroidcr'd  Purlc 
that  hung  upon  one  of  the  Stakes,  I  ask'd  mv  Hoftcfs,  whether  ih-  had 
worked  n  her  felf?  To  which  Hie  anfwer'd  in  the  Affirmarive;  aluuing 
me  that  her  Daughters,  nor  only  thofe  I  faw,  but  two  others  aifo,  who 
were  marry 'd,  cou'd  embroider  as  well  as  her  felf.     I  dcfircd  that  ihc 
wou'd  be  lb  kind  as  to  lell  me  that,  with  Ibme  more  of  her  Work,  it 
Ine  had  any  ready  made;  upon  which  (he  opened  a  large  Box,  and  cut 
of  It  fhe  took  a  Lapmnde,   or  furr'd  Lapland  Gown,  with  a  Pair  of 
Boots  and  a  Pair  of  Gloves,  telling  me  that  was  all  (lie  had  at  prelcnr. 
I  enquir'd  into  the  Price  of  them,  and  paid  her  down  what  (lie  ask'd, 
which  was  but  a  very  trifling  Sum.     As  ail  the  Furrs  and  Boots  are 
niade  wich  the  Hair  outwards,  they  cut  it  off  in  thofe  Places  which 
they  embroider,  and  then  low  in  Pieces  of  Stuff  generally  red,  which 
are  embroider'd  as  broad  as  they  pleafc.    The  longer  we  ftaid  ro.-e- 
thcr  the  better  we  were  acquainted,  and  the  more  friendly  wc  g'-e-v  i 
and  the  good  Woman  perceiving  that  I  made  much  of  a  young /^/z/v;?, 
H'oud  needs  make  me  a  Prefbnc  of  him :    She  thought,  I'fuppolc,  that 
1  aurnired  the  Dog's  Beauty;  I  muft  confefs  I  cou'd  not  forbear  nkinr^ 
iNotice  of  him,  but  for  quite  another  Realon  than  flie  imagined  :    I 
admired  his  odd  Make  and  particular  Deformity,  and  I  am  ceruin  that 
^"y  [^"5  who  had  look'd  upon  his  Bear's  Head  and  ill  contriv'd  Body, 
and  had  not  heard  him  bark,  would  never  have  taken  him  for  a  Doc 
Vol.  IL  CLq  I  do 
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Name  of  lla/lo ;  to   which  they  anfwcrcd,  that  chc  latter   was  the 
Name  of  their  Docs  in  general,  the  former  proper  to  their  Milch  Does 
only.     I  had  the  Curiofity  to  talle  of  the  falchions  frclh  Milk  ;  upon 
which  the  lictle  Girl  was  font  by  her  Mother,  the  cldeft  of  the  two 
Women,  into  the  Tent  for  a  wooden  Cup,  which  llie  fiUd,  and  I  drank 
it  off.     I  not  only  thought  this  Milk  inferior  to  that  of  Cows  in  Sweet- 
ncfs,  but  almofl;  as  ftrong  as  that  of  Mares,  w  hich  I  had  drank  in  T'ar- 
tary :  However,  it  has  this  one  Advantage  over  it,  the  Flavour  was 
very  agreeable,   which  I  chiefly  attributed   to  the  Angelico  Leaves 
which  the  Rhe-aT)eer  are  fond  of,  and  of  which  there  is  plenty  in 
Lapland  upon  the  River  fides,  as  there  is  alio  of  other  Sweet  Herbs; 
and  this  confirms   what   I  have  before  obferved  of  the  bitter  Flavour 
which  we  find    in  the  Milk  of  Cows  and  Goats  near  the  Black  Sea^ 
caufcd  by  the  Wormwood  they  eat.     There  I  took  Notice,  that  the 
Laplanders  chew   Angelico  Roots  when  they  have   no  Tobacco   left. 
As  foon  as  they  had  done  milking  their  Vatchions,  they  icrthem  go  to 
Grafs  again,  and  {et  ibmo  of  the  Milk  a  boiling  upon  the   fire,  to 
which  they  invited  us;  and  at  the  lame  time  ictvcd  up  ibme  dry  d 
Flcih  of  Rfjcn-\Deer,  and  Ibme  of  their  Tongues  dryed,  which  w^ere  very 
delicious  ;  as  was  aUb  feme  dry'd  Cheefe  which  they  made  us  eat  of. 
As  they  were  naturally  lively  gay  Women,  wc  were  very  merry  du- 
ring Supper-time  ;  and  1  asked"  them  fevetalQucftions,  to  which  they 
gave  me  very  civil  and  fatisfadrory  Aniwers.     I  then  began  to  enquire 
into  their   Thoughts  of  their  prefent    Condition,  and  whether  they 
wou'd  not  be  glad  to  change  it  for  a  better  ;  at  the  Tame  time  fetting 
our  manner  of  living  before  them  in  the  faired  ^Jght  I  cou'd,  but  in 
vain;  my   Difcourle  did  not  make  the  Icall  Imprelfion  upon  them,  I 
found  they  were  extremely  well  latisfy'd  with  their  prefent  Stare,  and 
dcllrcd  nothing  but  the  Encreafe  of  their  Rhen'Deer. 

WluUlvve  were  engaged  in  this  Difcourle,  their  Husbands  came  home 

quite  loaded  with  Fiih,  efpecially  that   fort  they  call  Tkia-va,  and  the 

S-j.'edL's,  S/cks:    They  had  alio  a  confiderablc  Number  of  Pike,  and 

wou'd  fain  have  drelFed   Ibme  of  them  for  us ;  but  we  thanked  them 

heartily,  and  ailured  them  wc  cou'd  eat  nothing  more,  wc  had  been  lb 

well  treated  by  their  Wives  ;  and  this  they  heard  without  the  Icail 

Jcalouly.     Doth  theie  Men  in  Height  exceeded  what  we  generally  call 

a  middlc-fizcd  Man;  as  did  niofl:  of  thofc  whom  I  had  met  with  here 

and  there,  ever  fince   we  had  palfcd  Lnpa-Tresk .-  They   were  really 

well  made  Men,    pretty  thick  lot,   and  their  Looks  were  freih  and 

ruddy;  the  oldetl  of  them  might  be  Three  or  Four  and  Thirty,  and  the 

youngcft  of  them  about  Twenty  Five.     Comparing  thele  Laplandcs 

with  the  Accounts  I  had  read  of  here,  given  by  a  great  many  People 

who  had  all  reprefentcd  them  ^ismcrcTigmtes,  banilhed  from  my  Mind 

that  falle  Idea  which  I  had  entertained  of  them.     Enquiring  into  tlicic 

chief  Employments,  I  found,  that  after  the  Care  of  their  Rben'^Deas^ 

'cwas  Fifliing  in  Summer  time,  and  Hunting  m  Winter  ;  at  which  time 

they  kill'd  not  only  thoie  Creatures  which  were  fit  to  eat,  but  iuch 

whole  Skins  wou'd  fell.     I  then  entered  upon  Religion^  and  asked  them 

what  was  that  which  they  profefsd?  1  hat  of  the^'^itWy,  faid  theoldell 

of  them ;  but  do  you  think   that  the  beft,  laid  1,  cutting  him  ihcrt  ? 

Doubtlels  ic  is,  replyd  he,    fince  chc  Swedes,  Norv^egzans   and  the 

Mufcovttes  believe  it.     1  being  no  Midionary,  did  not  think  it  my  Bu- 

finefs  to  furniih  him  with  more  fubilantial  Goodnefs  of  one  Rcligio.i 

above  another,  or  make  them  tcnfible  of  the  Difference  between  the 

two 
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xsKO  firft   ^""^  t^ii-  l:'-T-'-     Befidcs,   twou'd  have  been  an  cndicfs   piece 
of  Work  to  have  pretended  to  explain  fuch  aThi,:^  as  this,  to  People 
who  had  no  Principles  of  Religicn  in  them,  and  only  a  few  wild  con- 
fiis'd  Notion?,  lach  as  they  had  picked   up  in  the  Sermons  they  had 
heard  once  a  Ycir.     I  ask'd  them  then  however,  whether  their Pricfts 
had  never   &>\d  them  what  this  Rel-gion  was,  and  how  to  pradife  ic? 
Ycs,  rcply'd  the  youngeO:  of  them,  who  rololvcdto  Ipeak  inhisTurn, 
wc  go  to  Church  in  "VVintcr,  have  our  Children   baptiz'd,  receive  the 
Sacrament,  and  pay  the  Fricil:  thofc  Dues  which  that  Religion  enjoins 
us  CO  pay  him  :  As  for  Example,  now  I  have  but  Two  Hundred  Head 
cf  Rhen''Decr,    and   yet   I  pay  Four  Ltfpiinds,  I'iz.  Twenty  Pounds 
wci.'''!!:  of  dry'd  Flefli  of  the  Deer  every  Year,   befides  Eight  Cheefcs, 
Two  P.:!r  of  Gloves,  and  a  Pair  of  Boots  to  the  Curate  of  Incka-cerva ; 
my  Wife  gives  him  Ten  Ermine  Skins,  and  a  Servant  that  looks  after 
my  Rheii'-Deer,  Six  Squirrel  Skins:  Dcfides  this,  we  pay  him  propor- 
tionably  to  the  ^nw^^ct  oi  Rhen-'Deer  ;  we  hnvzChrijlmng,  Sacra;ne?itSj 
Marr:,:ge   and  Banal  Fees,    when    any   cf   us    die   when    near    the 
Church.     Upon  thir.  I  asked  him,  what  they  did  v/ith  thole  who  died 
a  great  way  from  tiie  Churches  ?  We  bury  them  our  lelvcs,  laid  he, 
without  a  Parlbn,  and  lb  pay  him  no  Fees.     The  eldefl  of  the  two  be- 
ing willing  to  give  me  an  Account  of  his   pradical  Part  of  Religion, 
interrupted  the   other  rudely  :  Why  now,  laid  he,  I  have  not  above 
Forty  Five  or  Fifty  /?^e«-'Z)(r^r  more  than  my  Neighbour  here,  and  yet 
I  pay  him   Six  Ltfpunds  q{  Meat  a  Year,  with 'Iwelvc  Cheefcs,  and 
every  thing  elfe  proportionably  ;  and  whatever  you  may  think  of  the 
M^iTcr,  I  can  alfurc  you  we  never  fail  paying  thel'e  Duties.     By  their 
Difcourfe  I  faw,  that,  according  to  their  Noticns  of  the  Matter,  Reli- 
gion confilled  chiefly  in  giving  the  Parfon  his  Dl;c?  ;    nor  was  it  nc- 
celTary  for  a  Man  to  be  a  Conjurer,  to  find  clsc  that  this  was  the 
chief  Do'ilrinc    which    their  Teachers    took   care   to   inculcate    to 
them   on    that  Topick.      I  then    turned  to   another   Sul-jcil:,     n?_k- 
ing   them  I'everal   Qviefdons   concc  r-ing    U/itckcrajt ;    and   exprcir:J 
a  grea:  Defire  of  feeing  one  of  theit  Witches,  but  coud  get  no  Anl\ver 
from  em  more  fatisfadcry  than  what  I  had  rccciv'd  from  my  Hoft  ac 
Sancy-Tresk.     The  Sun  being  fallen  to  the  lowed,  I  went  to  obfervc  it 
from  the  Top  of  the  Mountain  where  wc  were,  from  whence  I  cou'd 
fee  it  about  twice  as  high  upon  the  Horizon  as  the  Bignefs  'cf  his  Bo- 
dy appears  to  us  :  'Twas  the  Tth  Day  of  the  Month,  and  about  three 
quarters  of  an  Hour  after  the  Time  we  call  Midnight,  chat  the  good 
Women,  having  in  the  mean  while  fptcad  us  out  Ibme  Skins  of  Rhrn- 
'Deer  under  Fir-Trees,  jult  by  their  Tents,    I  laid  me  down  upon  two 
of  'cm,  and  found  that  my  Interpreter  was  already  got  between  two 
others,  after  the  Lapland  ^^^uon  ;   for  as  I  had  nothing  to  fay  to  the 
Sun  in  Lapland.,  I  had  not  taken  him  out  with  me. 

About  Six  in  the  Morning,  every  Body  being  up,  wc  tcok  cur 
leaves  and  return'd  to  our  Boar,  where  wc  found  the  Watermen  fail 
aflcep;  we  wak'd  'em  and  made  'cm  \'ct  us  a.liore  on  t'other  Side  the 
River;  which  done,  we  walk'd  above  two  Miles,  and  in  cur  Way  law 
fcveral  Laplanders  encamp'd  upon  and  between  the  Mountains  they 
call  Oppiiz-ara  ;  amongft  others,  we  found  two,  whole  Tents  v/ore  very  O;  piwara, 
near  to  one  another's  upon  the  lame  Hillock,  like  thole  of  R.odjjara., 
which  were  older  indeed,  and  not  lb  handfome,  but  very  v/cii  let,  and 
were  far  from  being  little  Men  :  The  oldeft  of 'cm  had  a  very  fat  Wife, 
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whom  a  young  Laplander^  rich  in  many  Heads  of  Rkm-1)eer,  promisd 
Marri.igc,  buc  broke  his  Word;  upon  which  the  Mother  in  a  very  grca"- 
Pafiion  ftruck  him  BHnd,  nor  coud  he  recover  his  Sight  till  luch  time 
as  he  had  made  his  Peace  with  the  old  Woman,  and  married  her 
Daughter. 

By  his  Difcourfe  I  found  that  the  Laplanders  ("eek  the  Favour,  an.' 
endeavour  to  appcafe  the  Anger  of  their  pretended  Witches,  whom 
they  believe  capable  of  doing  any  Good  or  Milchief  they  Ihall  plcale  ^ 
as  the  common  I'cople  among  the  Roman  Catholicks  do  of  their  .Samcs, 
to  whom  they  chiefly  attribute  all  the  Fortunes  and  Misfortunes  which 
Jiappen  to  them.  This  Man  vt^ou'd  have  gone  o'n.  with  his  Stories,  had 
net  I  left  him  to  go  and  obferve  the  Sun  from  a  Hillock,  which  was  noc 
above  a  Musket  Shot  ditlant  from  the  Place  where  we  were  fitting, 
and  from  whence  I  coud  difcern  the  whole  Body  of  that  bright  Orb 
when  at  the  loweft.  The  LcpUinders,  who  are  accuftomcd  to  have 
him  continually  upon  their  Horizon  during  feveral  Weeks  of  the  Sum- 
mer, and  to  be  without  a  glympie  of  him  during  as  many  of  the  Win- 
ter, do  not  take  the  Icatt  Notice  either  of  his  going  or  rcnirning  } 
and  they  afTurc  me,  that  the  Whitencls  of  the  Snow,  and  the  Bright- 
ncls  of  the  Stars  when  the  Sky  is  clear,  makes  them  fufficient  amends 
for  the  Lois  of  this  Ruler  of  the  Day,  by  affording  them  as  much 
Light  as  they  want  to  do  any  thing  they  have  to  do.  Mean  while  the 
good  Woman  of  the  Houfe  was  got  up,  and  had  drefled  ibme  of  the 
Fiili  which  her  Husband  had  brought  Home  with  him,  to  part  of  which 
I  was  invited  with  my  Interpreter  ;  and  we  were  obliged  to  fifli  for  it 
again  with  wooden  Spoons  in  a  large  wooden  Bowl,  which  was  almoil 
filled  with  the  Milk  of  P.ben'-Does,  in  which  it  had  been  boiled,  and 
now  Icrved  for  Sauce,  in  which  the  Fifh  might  literally  be  laid  to 
fwim  again.  Nor  was  this  all  our  Supper  ;  we  had  Cheefe  and 
fowcrMilk  fcrved  us,  fuch  as  I  had  drank  '!it^icca\Lara  -,  after  which  I 
thank'd  my  Hoft  and  Hoftcfs,  made  them  a  Prelent  of  Ibme  Tobacco, 
and  return  d  to  my  Boat  j  to  which  the  former  wou  d  needs  accompany 
mc. 

On  the  6th  we  reached  another  broad  Place  of  the  River,  which  I 
Yuka.  have  already   raauc  mention  of,  call'd  Tuka-Trefi.     The  Lake   luka, 

which  gives  its  Name  to  Tiikacer-va^  a  kind  of  Village  about  three 
Quarters  of  a  Mile  higher  ;  and  of  which  I  lliall  take  Notice  in  my 
return.  Having  ftaid  there  only  to  take  a  new  Guide  and  Interpre- 
ter, both  in  one  Man,  who  was  better  acquainted  with  the  pradical 
Map  of  thefe  Countries  than  my  former  were  :  However,  I  did  not 
difchargc  ium  i  for  having  a  Letter  to  Magtjierl'tatlus^  who  there  fervcd 
ibme  time  the  Cure  of  lukacena,  from  one  of  his  Friends  azTarne,  he 
recommended  mc  for  Interpreter  and  Guide  to  the  late  Curate's  Son, 
who  had  not  made  a  fufficient  Progrefs  in  his  Studies  to  fucceed  his  Fa- 
ther, and  was  therefore  reduced  to  live  after  the  LapLind  Yciihion: 
He  was  tlicn  filhing  about  half  a  Mile  from  that  Place,  and  wa> 
immediately  lent  for,  cnmc  and  accepted  of  the  Offices  fcr  a  fmal! 
Reward.  I  entered  into  Difcourfe  with  him,  and  found  that  he  talked 
the  Sxrdijb  Tongue,  and  Ibme  few  Latin  Words;  with  the  little 
I  had  got  of  the  former,  and  his  little  of  the  latter,  we  undcrftood 
one  another  pretty  well.  He  told  me,  that  he  had  no  other  Calling 
but  that  of  a  Fifherman ;  and  that  he  had  nothing  cllc  to  do,  having 
entruUed  iiis  Herd,  which  he  laid  confided  in  6c  Head  of  R/:en  'Deer, 
to  fomc   Lduhmders  of  his  Acquaintance;    who,  during  the  Summer 
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Scaibn,  kept  them  with  their  own  bctwc'-n  the  Mountains  which  fur- 
round  Torne-Tresk,  or  the  Lake  Tome.     Tlioic  who  have  noc  leen  ir, 
will  Icarce  believe  what  Numbers  of  Water-Fowl  are  to  be  met  with 
upon  this  River,  to  which  that  Lake  give  its  Name ;  and  my  Water- 
men wou'd  every  now  and  then  put  in  to  Shore,  to  look  for  the  Eggs 
of  wild  Ducks  and  Gcele  amongll   the  Reeds,  which  grow  here  and 
there  upon  the  River  fide,  or  in  the  little  Illands  which  in  feveral  Places 
are  formed  in  the  middle  of  the  Paver,  and  that  after  tlici-anncr  of  the 
Lfiplanders,  who  get  vail  Quantities  of  thefe  Eggs,  and  of  the  wild  Fowl 
too,  when  in  Scalbn,  as  the  old  ones  in  Winter,  and  the  Goflings  and 
young  Ducks  in  Summer,  which  they  have  feveral  ways  of  killing  ; 
but  the  moft  common,  and  what  they  are  the  mod  expert  at.  i ;  the 
ihooting  them   with  their  Arrows,  as   they  do  their  Land  Prey  ;  and 
indeed  the  Laplanders  are  fuch  excellent  Archers,  and  their  Prey  is  lb 
very  plenty,  that  llicud  one  of  them  go  out  a  Ihooting  for  two  Hour:;, 
and  not  bring  home  a  whole  Load  of  Game,  he  wou'd  certainly  con- 
clude that  ibme  Enchanter,    who  bore  him  a  Grudge,  had  out  of  mcer 
ipight  Ipoiled  his  Sport.     My  new  Guiae  having  helped  mc  to  a  new 
Boat  lighter  than  my  other,  with  a  couple  of  Lapla7id  W zzcrmcn,  we 
reach'd  Ibme  oldCopper  Forges  and  melting  Furnaces  about  a  Mile  and 
a  half  higher  in  Icls  than  chrce  Hours  time,  notwithfLanding  that  we 
row'd  againll  a  rapid  Stream.     Thefe  Forges  have  feveral  good  Dwel- 
ling Houles  adjoining  to  them,  but  ail  uninhabited  ;  and  they  are  fi- 
tuated  on  a  little  River  call'd    IVdlahosky,  which   falls  from   a   vail  viila'^io.^-.v, 
height,  and  with  great  Nolle  on  one  fide  of  it  in  the  River  Torne^   They, 
weix  built  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  others  which  I  have  taken  Notice  of 
beiore,  and  abandoned  alm.ofl:  as  loon  as  they  were  ccmplearly  finiflied. 
The  Screams  being  all  over  very  ftrong,  we  could  not  go  up  further 
than  three  Miles   in  eight  Hours  ;    then  we  relied  our  felves  for  two 
Hours,  and  eat  fome  Provifions  w."  bnH  wuh  us.     Having  de/ired  my 
Interpreter  to  (liew  me  as  many  Laplanders  as  he  pollibly  cou'd,  he 
carried  mc  upon  a  Mcuntain  called  Rod'Ji'ara,  about  a  Mile   from  the  Rodwars 
River,  where  we  found  two  Tents,  with  two  Women  and  their  Chil- 
dren.    As  I  was  im.patienc  till   1    had  reached    the  Tents,    I  made 
what  hade  I  coud  before  ;  and  the  Women  perceiving  me,  fled  each 
with  a  Child  in  her  Arms,  and  followed  by  a  little  Girl  about  10  Years 
old.     There  was  lomcthing  lb  new  and  llrange  to  them  in  my  Drels, 
that  it  feems  that  had  frightcn'd  them  away  ;   but  my  Guide   who 
knew^  them  caii'd  them  by  their  Nam.es,  and  bid  them  not  be  afraid  ,- 
upon  which  they  rcturn'd  to  their  Tents,  and  received  us  afier  their 
manner,  by  giving  us  their  Hand  as  we  came  in.     They  were  both 
young,  the'oldefl:  of  them  not  exceeding  Twenty  Eight,  and  the  youngcd 
Tvircmy  i  they  were  of  a  middle  Size  and  fair.     About  Ten  the  Sun 
growing  low,  the  Rhen-'Does,  which  they  call  here  Vatchion  and  noc 
°Halto,  as  I  had  lb  caii'd  before,  came  up  to  the  Cottas  or  Tents.     I 
admired  the  Tam.enefs  and  Docility  of  thefe  Creatures  who  came  up 
to  them  as  loon  as  they  raifed  their  Voice  a  little  higher  than  ordi- 
nary to  call  them  ;  and  of  their  own  accord  ftoopcd  their  Heads,  thac 
their  MiilrelTcs  might  throw  a  Rope  about  their  Necks,  which  they 
did  very  dcxtroully  from  Ibme  Ditbnce  j  and  with  which  they  tied 
them  to   a  Tree  or  Stake  let  in  the  Ground   for  that  purpofe,  that 
they  might  Milk  them  with  lefs  trouble,  (as  docs     3)  on  the  laid 
Frinc>.     I  told  thcle  Women  that  I   was  furpns  d   to  hear  them  call 
tlicir  Docs  Vatchton,  for  I  had  heard  other  Laplanders  give  them  the 
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have  but  a  fmall  Brcathing-placc,   as  you  may  f:c  N.  (,-)  in  the  Pane 
WXVIU-  aiul  tliorc  they  put  two  and  two  after  the  manner  ol  [ix) 
upon  their  Rhen^Dccr,  n-.  they  do  crhcr  liundles;  and  when  one  Child  is 
liL'hccr  than  the  other,  they  put  lomec hing  upon  his  Craaio  to  ma.-^o  r.is 
Wcinht  dircdly  anfwcrthat  of  the  other  j  and  if  there  be  bat  one  Chiid, 
they  make  up  a  Bundle  exadly  of  the  iV.r.e  Weight,  as  I  law  ndonc  by 
th'^lc  Lnpla;u!ers,  who  brol;c  up  their  Camp  near  Ricca-jjara.    V>  ^cn  all 
their  iiageape  is  thus  loaded,  the  Men  and  Women,  and  luc.i  of  tneic 
Children  as"are  capable  of  walking,  drive  the  loaded  Deer  to  the  Pbcc 
where  '"hey  intend  to  encamp  next,  and  luch  of  them  as  are  not  loaoed 
follow  with  little  or  no  Trouble;  they  generally  halt  in  the  VVoods,  or 
between  the  Rocks  and  Mountains,   which  they  ere  obliged  to  crois, 
but  never  pitch  any  Tent  till  they  reach  the  Place  where  tney  intend  to 
ccnunue.     They  never  rice  the  R^tn  'Deer,  having  found  that  their 
l^cks  are  very  weak,  and  that  their  Strength  lays  in  their^Legs  and 
Shoulders ;  and  for  this  Reiibn  they  draw  a  grea:  deal  l>vuccr,  :ind  a 
much  h-avier  Burden  than  they  can  carry.     As  for  t:ic  woo.en  Work 
of  t'--irTen:,  they  leave  it  ftanding,  and  build  another  wherever  they 
encamp  next,  there  being  Plenry  ot  Wood  every  where  ;   and  in  this 
the  Northern  Noviades  have  a  vaft  Advantage  ever  the  Eaftern,  I  mean 
the  No'-baian  Tartars,  whom  I  have  leen  between  the  Black  anu  the 
CarvianSsa,  who  leldom  meeting  wkhany  Wood  in  theDefarts,  wncre 
they  encamp  wkh  their  Families  and  th'-ir  Droves  of  Hcries,   2re_  al- 
ways cbiigd  to  cnrry  not  only  the  Coverings  of  their  Tents,  wnicn  is 
a  kind  of  felting  StutF,  but  the  Timber- work  alio,  and  tor  t.;is  Kea- 
Ibn  they  make  it  much  lighter,  and  much  mere  regular. 

But  to  relume  the  Thread  of  my  Difcourle  ;  1  askd  the  Fjo_t  levc- 
ral  Qiieftions  concerning  their  Manner  of  Living,  Hunting,  Fur.;ng, 
and  concerning  leveral  Kir.ds  cf  Creatures,  whole  Skins  arc  the  molt 
valued  amonglt'em  ;  as  in  particular,  amongft  other  Things,  whether  .le 
revcr  kill'd  black  Foxes  or  Sables,  and  whether  he  had  any  of  tneic 
Skins  to  fell,  or  coud  tell  me  of  any  Body  that  had  ?  To  which  nc^an- 
fwer'd,  that  thole  f.v.o  Kinds  of  Animals  were  very  Icerce,  b'Jt  jc.pc- 
cially  the  former,  for  he  cw\  not  really  believe  that  in  three \ ears  lime 
there  bad  beenfour  of 'cm  kill'd  in  all  Torm  Lapmark;  buttnat  as  for  tae 
latter  indeed,  he  and  his  Companions  did  Ibmetimcs  kill  a  few  Ox  em, 
but  they  never  rav'd  any  cf  the  Skins,l'dling  'cm  all  at  the  Fairs  ot  January 
and  February,  which  arc  generally  held  near  the  Churches  in  tnc  Borders 
oiLathr^d;  afccr  which  Time  he  faid  they  never  kiiid  any,  it  generr.Ly 
beinp  Mcultipg-timc  about  the  bcsinmng  c^  March,  ravd  tne  Cciour 
o'"  their  Kair  being  quite  changed  by  Jpnl;  a  Proof  of  wmch  1  law  i:i 
t'-"  Ermines  and  SquirrUs,  w  h:ch  here  and  there  are  very  plentiful,  and 
whole  Hair  was  becom.e  reddiih,  Hkc  that  of  WeeHes,  except  the  lip 
of  the  Tail,  which  in  Ermines  is  always  black  ;  to  this  my  Hc.t  aadc^^, 
that  they  did  not  begin  to  kill  cm  again  till  towards  the  miuoic  of  x.^^ 
remi'tr.    He  gave  me  a  great  many  other  very  latisf^idcry  Aniwcrs 
to  the  I'cveral  Qtiefdons  1  askd,  till  I  came  to  touch  upon  Religion. 
The  firft  thing  I  askd  him  in  relation  to  this,  was  whet.'.er  he  -e- 
quentcd  any  parlicular  Church,  or  Chapel ;    To  which  he  anfwcru, 
\es;  but  that  really  he  had  frequented  none  ot  kte,  fmce  his  g.:od 
Fncnd  the  laft  Curate  of  Juckacerzia  had  been  dead,  by  rcnfcn  that  c- 
ver  fmce  that  Time  he  had  encamped  at  too  great  a  Dift^^ncc  from  cr.e; 
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him  fofar  down  the  Country  as  I  law  him  ;  but  a"?  (bon  as  theWea* 
ther  grew  better,  he  fhoud  leave   the  Place,  and  g?:  up   further  into 
the  Country  again.     I  then  askd  him  whether   he  knew  what   was 
meant  by  the  S»acramcnc,  and  whether  he  had  ever  received  it  ?  But 
he  return'd  my  Queftion,  and  askd  me  whether  I  did  not  know  what 
was  meant  by  it  mylelf?  I  anfwerd.  Yes,  but  that  I  wanted  to  know 
whether  he  and  I  had  the  lame  Notion  of  it ;  but  inftead  of  telhng  mc 
what  it  was,  he  began  to  give  mc  an  Account  of  the  Ceremony  uled 
m  the  Adminiftration  of  it,  as  near  as  I  can  remember  in  the  follow- 
ing Words  :  "  The  Prieft  puts  a  (i::tle  round  white  Loaf,  *  as  thin  as  a  *  rheLutt:e:, 
"  Sheet  of  Paper,  in  the  Mouth  of  the  Communicant,  and  then  makes  """  oi'^^ 
*'  him  fwallow  the  value  cf  a  Spoonful  of  Spantfh  Wine."     Here  we  ''i^''''!'"'J 
mull  oblerve,  that  the  Laplanders  call  every  kind  of  Wine  Span  l^me,  ^Mailhe 
or  Spantjh  Wine,  and  Brandy  they  call  Vine,  having  no  other  Name  B^mm  c«- 
for  thelc  Liquors  ;  and  none  at  all,    as  I  obfcrved  before,  for  Bread,  ''^"''H^ '" 
which,  to  cxprcls,  they  make  ufe  of  the  Finland  Term  Leypa.     Hear-  '„Z^~t^'""' 
ing  this  Anlwer,  I  ask'd  my  Hod  whether  he  had  no  other  Notion  of 
the  Sacrament  ?  Yes,  laid  he,  77?^  Body  of  Jefits  Chnfi  ■iz-ho  died  for  us 
is  htd  m  it,  but  ^ve  cant  fee  tt.     But  do   not  you  Laplanders,    laid  I, 
believe  that  this  Body  is  rilen  again  ;  and  that 'tis  living  as  you  and 
I  are  ?     L^pon  this  he  paufed  for  the  Space  of  Ibme  few  Minutes,  and 
Icem'd  in  a  very  deep  Study  ;  then  looking  up  again,  God  knows,  laid 
he;  and  this  was  all  I  coud  get  out  of  him.     Being  then  willing  to 
know  whether  he  had  any  greater  Notion  of  Magick  or  Witchcraft, 
than  he  had  of  Religion,  I  asked  him  whether  there  were  really  any 
fuch   Things  as  Magicians  and  Witches  among  the  Laplanders  ?  Ho 
anlwer  d  me.  Yes,  but  that  they  were  chiefly  to  be  met  with  among{l 
the  Kimi- Laplanders,  and  the  People  of  Finland.     L^pon  this    I   cx- 
prefs'd  a  great  Defire  of  Teeing  fomc  of  them:   God  forbid  you  Ihould, 
reply'd  he.     I  then  ofTer'd  him  a  Crown  Piece,  the  favourite  Money 
of  the  T.apf.and''rs,  if  he  wou'd  mew  me  any  ;  but  he  proteiled  that  he 
knew  none,  and  leem'd  very  fearful  of  being  ever  acquainted  with  any 
of  'em.     But  tell  me  then,  laid  I,  what  Ibrt  of  People  you  take  them 
to  be  :  They  arc  Folks,  reply'd  he,  who  talk  with  the  Devil,  know 
every  thing  that  is  done;  and  when  they  bear  any  body  Ill-will,  or  arc 
paid  for  doing  a  Man  Milchief,  will  lend  Difeafes  upon  him  or  his 
Wife  and  Children,  and  Cattle ;  and  this  he  confirm'd   to  mc  by  leve- 
ral  Stories  he  told  me,  of  People  whom   they  had  ftruck  Blind,  and 
whofe  Rhen-'Decr  they  had  killed.     As  thefc  Stories  were  altogether  as 
tedious  as  they  were  improbable,  I  cut  him  fliort  in  the  midfl:  of  them, 
notwithilanding  that  my  Interpreter,  who  belicv'd  them  as  firmly  as  if 
they  had  been  Articles  of  Faith,  wou'd  have  had  mo  open  my  Ears  and 
Eyes  as  wide  as  he  did  his  to  liften  to  them  ;  and  asked  the  Laplm- 
lander  whether  they  cou'd  not  do  Good  as  well  as  Milchief  e  To  which 
he  anlwcr'd  in  the  Affirmative,  alFurins   me,  that  thcv  cured  the  Cil- 
eafes  which  they  themlelves  or  others  had  given  -,  provided,  riV'^  he, 
you  meet  them  and  treat  them  very  civilly  with  Brandy,  and  mike 
them  Ibme  handfome  Prefent.    Here  I  muft  oblerve,  that  the  Enthu- 
fiafm  which  is  taken  Notice  of  in  them,  and  which  precedes  their  Pre- 
dictions and  Divinations,  Teems  to  me  rather  an  Efi'ed  cf  the  Brandy 
and  Spirits  which  they  drink,  than  of  any  Infpirntion;  for  they  never 
let  about  their   Work  without  having  nrll  dramm'd  ir  very  heartily. 
I  cou'd  not  avoid  his  telling  me  another  Story,  (ro  confirm  his  lafl:  AT- 
I'ertion)  of  an  old  Witch   who  had  a   very  handli-'me  Daugh.ter,  to 
Vo  L.  II.  P  D  -i    '  whom 
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keep  in  Barrels  or  Hides,  as  the  Tartars  do  their  Marcs  Milk.  As  for 
Bread,  there  was  none  ferved  us;  and  indeed  there  is  lo  far  from  being 
any  Tuch  thing  in  the  Country,  that  they  have  not  lo  much  as  a  Word 
in  their  Tongue  to  exprcls  Brea^:/.  The  Repafl:  ended,  my  Holtefs  made 
me  a  Prefcnt  of  a  httle  Basket  of  her  own  working ;  it  was  made  of 
fmall  Roots  of  Trees  lb  very  neatly  and  clofely  workd,  that  one  may 
put  SnufF  or  powder'd  Tobacco  in  it,  without  any  Danger  of  its  com- 
ing through.  In  return  I  made  her  a  Prelent  of  I'cveral  little  Nicknacks,, 
which  I  had  bought  of  a  Finland  Pedlar,  who  llicw'd  no  iuch  as  the 
People  of  this  Country  moft  delighted  in,  and  which  therefore  I  carry'd 
in  my  Pockets  for  Iuch  Occafions  as  thefe  ;  I  alio  gave  her  feme  I  o- 
bacco,  wh.\c\\t\\^  Laplanders  both  Men  and  Women  generally  chew, 
and  they  don't  much  care  for  Imoaking  it  i  nor  did  I  forget  my 
Landlord,  with  whom  I  went  to  fee  his  Rhtn-T)eer,  which  were  above 
an  Hundred  in  Number;  and  I  bought  a  Fawn  ot  him  Twelve  or  Thir- 
teen Months  old  for  Half  a  Crown,  and  going  to  take  Leave  of  his 
Wife,  he  bid  me  pay  her,  for  he  would  not  take  the  xMoney  himlclf. 
He  then  led  the  Fawn  for  me  as  far  as  our  Boat,  which  having  reach  J, 
I  defircd  him  to  kill  it,  and  he  did  lb;  not  by  cutting  hisThroa*:  as 
our  Butchers  do  their  Calves  and  Sheep,  but  by  plunging  his  Kni^e  in- 
to its  Heart,  which  he  did  with  one  Hand,  and  with  the  other  he  held 
him  up  by  the  Head  whilft  there  was  Life  in  it,  and  then  let  it  fail  up- 
on fome  Snow  which  happen'd  to  be  ftiU  there.  This  done,  he  firippca 
it  without  making  the  leaft  Flaw  in  his  Skin.  He  then  cut  the  Body  i-. 
Piece';,  which  I  gave  to  my  Interpreter  and  Watermen,  and  they  took 
care  it  (hould  neither  be  wafted  nor  Ipoiled.  I  eat  lome  oi  it  with 
ihem,  and  thought  it  much  better  and  fuller  of  Gravy  than  the  Fawn 
of  Red  or  Fallow  Deer.  The  Rhen'Deer  has  very  much  of  the 
Stagg  as  to  his  Size,  nor  is  he  unlike  the  Fallow  Deer.  He  has 
four  Branches  or  Horns,  of  which  the  two  longed  are  upon  the 
hind,  the  two  Ihortcft  upon  the  fore  Part  of  his  Head.  The  Flelh 
of  this  Vcnilbn  is  not  fo  dry,  but  is  much  more  delicious  to  the 
Tafte,  than  that  of  thole  I  have  juft  mention'd.  That  lame  Day 
I  paid  a  Vifit  to  another  Laplander,  whom  we  met  a  Fiihing,  and 
who  lived  on  t'other  fide  of  the  River,  about  three  Quarters  z:  a 
Mile  higher. 

In  this  Place  alfo  the  Waters  were  not  confined  within  their  own 
Banks,  but  cover'd  a  very  handfome  Tradl  of  Ground  i  upon  which  I 
asked  the  Laplander  whether  this  Extent  had  any  particular  Name  be- 
longing to  it,  and  he  told  me  twas  called  Saucy  Tresk,  or  the  Lake  of 
Saucy.  I  never  faw  a  Map  that  took  Notice  either  of  this  or  the 
former  Lake,  though  more  remarkable  than  that  of  7'uka^  a  Mile  and  a 
Quarter  higher,  of  which  at  leaft  they  give  the  Name,  tho'  they  have 
made  it  larger  than  it  really  is,  and  reprefented  in  a  Form  very  unlike 
its  own.  It  was  about  Ten  in  the  Afternoon  Q for  lb  I  may  call  ir, 
fince  there  was  neither  Night  nor  Evening  there)  when  we  landed  on 
the  South  Side  of  a  little  Illand  called  Riccaholm,  which  this  other 
Laplander^  who  led  mQ  per  m  vias  ^has,  over  Rocks  and  through 
Thorns  and  Briars,  to  his  Tent  on  the  neighbouring  Continent,  upon 
a  Mountain  called  Riccawara.,  which  we  reached  about  Halt  an  Hour 
after  Eleven,  and  found  his  Wife  in  Bed,  which  confifted  of  two  Skins 
of  Rhen-'Deer.,   and  one  fpread  upon  the  Ground  ferving  for  Feather 

Bed  and  Mattrcfs,  and   the  others  for  Sheets,    Blanket  and  Quilr, 
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and  Ihc  lay  between  thole  two  quite  naked;  and  inftead  of  a  Pillow, 
ihe  had  her  Gown  folded  up  under  her  Head.  This  I  found  afterwards 
was  not  a  Cuftom  peculiar  to  her,  but  uled  by  aUthe  Laplanders  both  in 
Winter  and  Summer,  and  pretty  common  amongft  thcFzw/rfwc/Filhermen, 
who  are  their  nearell  Neighbours  i  with   this  Difference  indeed,  that 
thofc  who  live  moft  ac  their  Eafe  amongll  the  latter,  make  thcmfclves 
MatrelTes  with  the  Hair  of  Rhen-T)eer,  which  they  pick  up  in  Mouk- 
ing-time,  and  Bolfters  and  Pillows  with  the  Feathers  of  Wild  and  Wa- 
ter-Fowl :    However,  they  pull  olF  their  Shirts  ac  Night  for  feat  of 
wearing  them  out,  and  the  Laplanders  never  wear  any  ac  all,    but  of 
what  Sex  or  Condition  foever  they  be,  always  lay  naked  thus  between 
two  Skins.     I  made  no  Stay  in  this  Tent,  but  leaving  the  Man  and 
Woman  together,  I  went  out  and  fat  me  down  under  a  large  Fir-Tree, 
when  my  Hoft  prefently  came  to  me,  and  brought  me  a  Bow  and  Ar- 
row, which  I  had  ask'd  him  to  buy.   I  diverted  my  lelf  Ibme  time  in  fee- 
ing him  (hoot,  which  he  did  fo  very  dextroufly,   that  he  never  mifs'd 
rhe  Mark,  whether  'twas  one  of  his  own,  or  of  my  chufing  for  him. 
After  which  he  (hew'd  me  his  Herd  or  Flock  of  Rhen-'T>eer,  which  con- 
fifted of  about  eighty  Head,  and  which  his  Son,  who  was  then  abouc 
ten  Years  old,  took  care  of.    We  then  faw  fome  Laplanders,  with  two 
Herds  of  Rhen-'Deer,  marching  Northwards,  in  Purluit,  as  I  may  fay, 
of  the  cold  Weather,  fo  very  agreeable  to  thofe  Creatures.     I  feem'd 
furpriz'd  that  inftead  of  taking  this  Opportunity  of  feeding  their  Cat- 
tle with  the  Grafs,  when  now  the  Ice  and  Snow  was  melted,  and  might 
eafily  be  come  at,  thefe  People  Ihould  be  feeking  (for  fo  he  rold  me 
they  were)    the  very  fartheft  Parts  of  Lapland.,   cover'd  with  eternal 
Snow.     But  this  he  laid  was  no  Objedion  i    for  befidos  the  Mofs  an. I 
the  aforefaid  Beard  of  Pines,  which  I  have  already  m?ide  mention  of  as 
the  natural  Food  of  thefe  Animals,  he  told  me  that  they  would  find  Ibmc 
pretty  good  Grafs  under  the  Snow,  which  they  never  fail'd  of  fcraping 
away;   that  they  went  Northwards  for  fear  of  Heat,  which,  when  cx- 
ceffive,  always  deftrny'd  a  vaft  Nur.-.tv.i  of  thofe  Creatures,  or  at  the 
very  beft  bred  Flies  and  other  Infeds  upon 'em,    which  made  their 
Way  through  their  Skins,  and  filled  'cm  fo  full  of  Holes,    that  they 
looked  more  like  Sives  than  any  thing  elfe,    after  which  they  never 
were  good  for  any  thing ;  that  even  the  Men  in  thofe  Parts  were  often 
obliged,  during  hot  Weather,  to  tar  their  Heads,  their  Faces,  and  e- 
very  Part  of  the  Body  that  is  expofed,  for  fear  of  thofe  Infedls.     To 
this  he  added,  that  Heat  had  fuch  a  very  ftrange  Effed  over  thofe 
Creatures,  that  take  a  furrd  Gown  laid  to  be  made  with  one  of  their 
Skins,  and  lay  it  before  the  Fire,  or  expofe  it  to  the  Sun,  and  all  the 
Hair  will  drop  off. 

Having  given  a  Ihort  Sketch  of  the  Lapland  Fafhion  of  incamping, 
it  will  not  be  amifs  to  fay  ibmething  of  their  Manner  of  breaking  up 
Camp.  They  fold  up  the  Stuff  with  which  they  cover  their  Tents ; 
and  of  that,  as  well  as  of  the  reft  of  their  Baggage,  they  make  fcvc- 
ral  Bundles  of  about  40,  fO,  ot  60  Pounds  Weight  j  but  if  their  Marcli 
be  long,  they  make  their  Bundles  lefs;  and  two  of  thefe  of  an  equal 
Weight  they  tie  with  ftrong  Leathern  Thongs  upon  one  of  their  Rhen- 
'Deer,  as  we  do  Bales  and  Hampers  upon  our  Packhorfes,  and  like 
them  they  reft  upon  their  Sides.  If  they  have  any  little  Children  un- 
capable  of  Walking,  they  pack  them  up  too  in  their  Cradles,  which 
arc  made  juft  exadly  to  fit  their  Bodies,  like  little  Coffins,  where  they 
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ntid  fincc  that  time  he  has  liv'd  wholly  after  the  Fufiiion  of  the  Lftp. 
Undcrs.     Having  invucd  me  to  his  Tent,  made  as  'ij  Print  XXXVIII, 
whjcii  was  about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  oil  on  the  North  fide  of  this  Lakc» 
upon  the  Mountain   Suka'jjara^  of  which  1  have   already  made  men- 
tion, I  weirt  with  him,  and  found  his  Tent  was  built  with  long  wooden 
Stakes  drove  into  the  Ground  in  a  circular  Form,  and  faftenii  together 
at   the  Top  in  the  fafliion   of  a  Sugar  Loaf  ;  however,  not  quite  fo 
clefc,  for  as  they  make  their  Fire  in  the  middle  of  their  Tent,  there 
was  room  left  at  the  Top  to  let  the  Snioak  out,  and  thcle  .Stakes 
were  adorn'd  with  Branches  which  were  tied  round  them  ;  and  this  was 
the  wooden  Work  of  the  Tent,  which  on  the  Outfide  was  cover  d  with 
a  coarlc  Stuff,   which  my  Hofl:  calld  Rana.     To  keep  out   the  Wind 
isadt  Rain,  or  rather  the  Snow  (Rain  not  being  very  common  there) 
il^re   was  a  kind  of  Umbrello  made  of  Branches  interwoven  in  a 
Convex  in  one  another  about  two  Yards  long  and  one  broad,  which 
being   faftened   to  the  End   of  a  long  Stake  let  in  the  Ground,  they 
place  oppofitc  to  the  Wind,  and  by  that  means  keep  out  the  Wea- 
ther.    The  Figure   of  this   Green   Umbrello   is    pretty   like   that  of 
the  Nogay-Tartars,  as  may  be  feen  in  my  Map  B.     There  is  a  Space 
between   two   of  their  Stakes  alfi  left  uncovered,  which   is  the  co- 
ming in  of  their  Tent.     Their  Door  is  a  Bundle  made  with  Branches, 
and  cover'd  with  Rana  alfoj  and  this  is  the  Tent  of  a  Lapltmdery 
which  they  themfelves  call  Cotta.    Herein   we  found  our  Hoil's  Wife 
fitting  crofs  legg'd  after  the  manner  of  the  Turks  and  Tartars  upon  the 
bkm  of  a  Rhen'Deer,  juft  at  the  Left  Hand  fide  of  a  Door.     She 
Was  a  middle  fiz'd  Woman,  but  very  well-fet,  and  had  a  Child  about 
two  Years  old  ftanding  by  her  :  As  foon  as  flie  faw  me  Ihc  rofe,  and 
giving  me  her  Hand  led  me  in,  then  fpread  another  Skin  on  the  Ground, 
on  which  I  iat  down  in  the  fame  manner.     Her  Drefs,  for  I  cannot 
properly  call  it  a  Gown,  was  white,  made  much  after  the  Faihidn  of  a 
Mans  Shirt,  excepting  that  the  Slit  of  the  Bofom  was  not  lb  long, 
that  it  came  do-wn  lower,  was  more  fcanty,  and  was  not  gathered  as 
that  is  at  the.Risbands.     The  Neck,  which  was  about  the  Breadth  of 
three  Fingers,  and  the  Bolbm,  were  embroider'd  with  Lead  or  Pewter 
Wire  ;  and  upon  the  Embroidery  were  feveral   Pewter  Buttons  and 
Nicknacks  over  her  Garment.     Round  her  Wafte  Ihe  wore  a  Leathern 
Belt,  not  quire  fo  broad  as  the  Palm  of  one's  Hand,  and  very  prettily 
inlaid  in  fcveral  places  with  little  Pieces  of  Pewter.     She  had  a  Pair 
of  Breeches  on  of  the  fame  Stuff,  which  {he  calld  "Panffa^  as  narrow 
as  thofe  generally   worn  by  the  Hungarians  and  the  txtrcmities  co- 
ming down  to  her  Ancles,  were  tied  with  Worftcd  Ribbands  of  diife- 
rent  Colours  to  her  Shoes ;  thefe  Slwes  were  made  of  that  part  of  the 
Skin  of  a  Rken'Deer  which  is  ftrippcd  from  his  Legs,  with  the  Haie 
outwards,  without  Heels,  and  a  Peak  at  the  end  of  the  Toes  near  two 
Inches  long,  turning  up  at  the  end  like  the  Bohfprit  of  a  Ship.     Her 
Headcloaths  were  nothing  more   than   a  little  Biggin   made  of  Red 
Cloth,  and  embtoider'd  round  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Neck  and 
Bolbm  of  her  Apparel.    I  defired  her  to  Ihew  me  one  of  thofc  Head- 
drelles  (lie  wore  during  the  time  that  the  Weather  was  more  cold  :    She 
did  fo  ;  and  I  found  it  to  be  a  kind  of  an  Eaftern  Hcad-drcls,  by  the 
Turks  call  d  Tarpouz;  or  that  I  may  beunderltood  by  thote  who  never 
law  them,  'tis  a  Cap  about  as  long,  and  cut  out  much  after  the  lame 
manner,  as  thofe  which  I  have  already  faidthat  the  Eaftern  Women  ufe, 
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M<^  tie  with  an  Handkerchief;  but  the  Ld:/'/.W  Women  tic  theiri  on 
with  a  VVorlkd  Ribband,  and  prelTing  the  Top  of  ic  down  upon  the 
Crowns  of  their  Heads,  it  makes  a  large  round  Fold  fuch  a  one  as  the 
Gfi'dans  reprefcnt  their   She  Saints  vvuh,  and  is  (13   Print  XXX VIIJ. 
This  Print  ihows  the  ditTcrentDrelTcs  both  of  Men  and  Women  in  th.e  I'c- 
veral  Scalbns  of  the  Year.     Inftcad  of  this  Habit,  the  Stuff  of  which 
they  buy  of  the  S-ziedes,  Nor-jjegians  or  Mitfcoz-ites,  they  wear  in  Win- 
ter one  made  of  the  Skin  of  the  Fawn,  of  the  Rhcn-Decr ;   the  moll 
cftcem'd  are  thofe  which  die  in  their  Mother's  Bellies  ;  and  they  nuke 
'em  in  the  lame  manner  as  they  do  their  Stuff  Gowns,  with  the  Hair 
outwards,  in  theFalhion  which  may  be  fcen  in  both  Prints  XXXX'II  and 
XXX\T1I-     The  S-^edes  call  this  fur'd  Robe,  Lapnind -,  and  the  Lap- 
landers, B-urhamiidan  ;  under  this  we  mull  not  look  for  Stays,  Sliirt^  or 
Shift :    The  next  to  this  their  outward  Drefs,  h  their  Skin,  whether 
fair  or  brown,  tn  puns  Natnralibns.     The  richcll  wear  nothing  more 
than  the  very  oooreft  ;   and  if  their  Drefs  duTers  in  anything,  'tis  only 
in  the  Fincnefi  of  the  Stuffs,  theGoodnefs  of  the  Skins,  and  the  Em- 
broidery, Buttons  and  Nick-nacks  upon  them.     Nor  is  there  a  Ret'em- 
blancc  only  between  the  furr'd    and  the  ftuff  Drefs  r-f  the  rirh  :ind 
poor, -but  alfo  bctv/ecn  the  Dreffes  of  the  two  Sexes,   excepting  that 
the  Man's  is  fuller  upon  the  Body,  but  fcantier  and  ihorrer  below^the 
Wade,  and  generally  without  any  Embroidery  cither  upon  the  Neck 
or  Bolbm-Slit  ;    or  if  fomc  of  the  moll  airy  Sparks  wear  any,  it  doe;s 
not  exceed  the  Breadth  of  a  Finger,    and  has  no  Buttons  upon  itj 
their  Breeches  and  their  Shoes  too  arc  very  much  alike,    as  nee  alio 
their  Girdles,    from  which  there  hangs  down  a  large  Purfe,    foiP.e  of 
em  embroider'd,  others  not,    in  which  they  carry  fome  Money  and 
fomc  Nick-nacks,  with  a  Iheath  Knife  and  a  little  leathern  Bag  with 
Thread  in  it,  made  of  the  Nerves  and  Guts  of  Rhen'Deer,    the  only 
Thread  in  Ufe  amongft  the  Laplanders,  with  Needles,    a  Flint-Scone, 
Matches,  a  Steel,  with  fomc  brats  Rings,  and  feveral  Pieces  cf  Mo- 
ncy  more  amongft  the  Women  than  Men.    This  Bag  hangs  down  as  lo;v 
as 'their  Knees,  which  as  they  walk  rrir.kcs  a  clickecting  fort  of  Noife, 
very  grateful,  I  fuppofe,  to  the  Ears  of  the  Inhabitaars  of  that  Coun- 
try.    Their  Caps  in  Winter  are  a  fort  of  Cowl  or  Camaii,  mad;  of 
a  coarle  Stuff,  or  with  Skins  which  cover  their  Necks,  and  hang  down 
to  their  Shoulders  ;  fuch  a  one  as  this  the  Laplander  ibewed  me  in  his 
Tent,  fuch  I  find  all  the  old  Women  of  the  Country  wear.     In^  Sum- 
mer the  Men  have  Caps  which  cover  but  half  their  Ears,    and  they 
arc  made  either  with  Stuffs,    or  oftner  with  the  Skin  of  Rhai-'-Decr, 
and  other  Beads,  and  even  fometimes  with  that  of  Water  Fowl,  which 
they  llrip  ;  fuch  a  Cap  as  this  my  Hofl  had  on,   as  had  the  other  Fi-^ 
Ihermcn  whom  we  met  at  the  fame  time,  always  wcarmg  the  Hair  of 
Feathers  outwards. 

Our  Hoftcfs  made  us  fit  down  to  a  cold  Meal,  which  confillcd  of  the 
dryd  Flelh  of  Rhen-Deer,  and  Cheefc  made  with  the  Milk  of  the  Rheu- 
'Doe ;  for  fo  in  the  Sequel  of  my  Hiilory  I  Ihall  call  the  She,  for  di- 
ftmdlion  fake,  but  which  in  her  Language  this  Woman  called  LlaUo, 
and  the  Buck  Kerke.  Tho'  there  was  no  Salt  in  cither,  I  muft  contcfs 
I  likd  the  Rclifli  of  em;  however,  I  eat  much  more  heartily  of  the 
Checfe  than  I  did  of  the  xMeat  -,  he  then  gave  mc  fome  Drrik  in  a 
wooden  Cup,  which  was  the  Milk  of  their  Doe  turn  d  fower  and 
curded,  which  however  I  liked  very  well.    This  Milk  the  Laplanders 
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might  obferve  the  Sun,  and  found  one  from  whence  I  cou  d  fee  a 
Quarter,  as  near  as  I  cou'd  gucfs,  of  its  Disk,  when  at  lowefl :  And 
having  leen  it  begin  its  Courle  again,  I  went  and  laid  me  down  to 
deep. 

The  next  Morning,  being  the  5th,  the  old  Man  rofc  betimes,  and 
earned  me  to  fee  the  Copper  Cafting-Houfes,  which  he  call'd  Copper- 
Hyttar,  which  arc  almofl;  ruined.  As  for  the  Workmen's  Houfes  thcy 
are  (liU  in  pretty  good  Repair,  and  inhabited  by  Ibme  of  them,  who 
have  continued  there  with  their  Families  ;  where  they  hve  upon  the 
Fiflies  they  catch,  upon  the  Milk  of  a  few  Cows,  and  upon  the  Ficfii 
of  fome  Rhen-'T>eer^  which  their  Wives  and  Children  look  afccr. 
Notwithftanding  that  the  good  old  Man's  Houfc  was  a  quarter  of  a 
Mile  diftant  from  the  Mines,  yet  cou'd  nothing  divert  him  from  ac- 
companying me  thither,  that  he  might  fliew  them  me,  and  diftin- 
guifli  them  by  their  particular  Names,  as  [f'efilong-Grwjia,  which  was 
very  long  and  zo  Yards  deep  -,  Mtdda-Grwjia  24  Yards  deep  ;  Hen- 
Gru's.a  about  zj  or  28  j  Gamla-Grwjia  about  i8  alfo ;  i^tona^lingaryo, 
and  Sud-Griiv.a  84  Yards  deep;  befides  thefc  there  were  three  other  lit- 
tle Mines  c^Wd  Jacob- Abraham-Grwjia,  which  they  had  juft  began  to 
dig,  and  whofc  Depth  did  not  exceed  Five  or  Six  Yards  at  moll,  and 
Jern-Griioia,  or  the  Iron  Mine^  digged  in  length  and  winding,  but  no 
deeper  than  the  three  laft.  All  thefe  Mines,  (the  four  laft  excepted) 
abound  with  Metals,  which  may  plainly  be  leen  by  the  Verdigreafe 
which  furrounds  the  Outfide  of  the  Opening  ;  but  then  on  the  other 
hand,  they  abound  with  Water  too,  which  is  a  very  great  Prejudice  to 
em  i  but  yet  I  think  they  might  be  kept  dry  by  the  help  of  Water 
Engines,  as  I  have  fecn  it  prad;is  d  with  Succcfs  at  'Danmora,  where, 
by  being  near  the  Lake,  their  Mines  are  perpetually  full  of  Water  ■, 
and  at  that  Place  indeed  they  are  expofed  to  one  very  great  Incon- 
venience, which  is,  that  the  Lake  is  upon  a  Level  with  the  Top  of  their 
Mines ;  whereas  thole  of  Suapparjoara  lie  much  higher  than  any  of  the 
neighbouring  Lakes  or  Rivers.  This  Water  muft  proceed  either  from 
melted  Snow  or  Rain,  or  what  is  much  worfe  than  either  of  them, 
from  Ibme  Spring  in  the  Mountain ;  but  admitting  this,  is  there  no 
way  of  drying  up  this  Spring,  or  drawing  off  the  Waters  by  opening 
Trenches  on  the  South  fide  of  the  Mountain,  on  which  it  feems  by 
Nature  the  moll  inclin'd  to  flow  ?  The  fame  Mines,  as  well  as  thole 
of  Jonafiiando,  have  all  the  Advantages  that  can  be  dcfired,  not  only 
as  they  have  Plenty  of  Wood  every  where  -,  but  as  to  the  Carriage  of 
this  Wood,  and  of  their  Coals  and  Metal  to  the  Cafting-Houfes  and 
Forges.  This  Carriage  in  Winter  is  very  cheap  and  eai'y  ;  for  tho'  a 
Deer  cannot  dravf  fo  heavy  a  Burthen  as  a  Horfe,  yet  will  he  draw 
much  fwifter,  and  hold  out  much  longer  upon  the  Ice  ;  infomuch,  that 
they  drive  on  with  their  Burdens,  I  am  told,  from  Stiappwji'ara  to 
Term  in  three  Days  time,  which  is  between  Three  and  Four  and 
Thirty  S-^edifh  Miles.  The  Food  of  thefe  Creatures  coll  their  Drivers 
nothing.  Nature  having  taught  them  them  to  leek  it  themfclves  ;  and 
it  chiefly  confifts  in  Winter  of  a  white  Mofs,  which  generally  grows 
upon  the  Rocks  j  and  which  for  that  rcafon  the  S'-Joedes  call  d  Steen 
Moffa^  or  Stone  Mofs,  and  the  Laplanders  Tekelo,  and  of  a  kind  of  Beard 
which  hangs  from  the  Branches  of  the  old  Pines,  call'd  by  the  S-ji-edes 
Laa  and  by  the  Laplanders  Lappa.  Their  way  of  coming  at  tlie  firft 
(orr.  of  Food  is,  by  fcraping  with  their  Feet  the  Snow  from  ofTthe  for- 
mer, 
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mer,  and  by  Ihaking  the  Pine  Trees  with  their  Horns,  to  make   the 
Branches  fall  which  hide  the  latter.     You  may  hire  their  Rhen-T>eer 
for  a  Penny  a  Mile ;  or  buy  them  for  two,  and  the  very  deareft  for 
three  Crown  Pieces.     As  for   thole  which  are  fit  to  kiU,  you   may 
purchal'e  them   for  a  Crown  often,  or  lefs  :  And  to  the  Laplanders, 
and  Inhabitants  of  thole  Countries  where  there  is  no  Bread,  and  who 
arc  generally  llrong  hale  Fellows,  they  are  Food,  Apparel  and  Bed- 
cloaths  ;  thole  People   living  wholly  upon  their  Flelh,  and  the  Filh 
which  they  catch  in  the  Lakes  and  Rivers.    The  Flelh  of  the  Rhen- 
Tieer  being  freih,  in  Talle  very  much  refembles   to  that  of  commoa 
Deer ;  and  when  it  is  dry'd,   up  to  that  of  the  Buffle,  which   I  have 
feen  and  eat  of  amongll:the4/^rf//f/&J',  and  which  they  call  Tajiremaah, 
with  this  ditfercnce  only,  the  latter  fait  their  Meat,  the  Laplanders 
only  dry  it.     The  Finlanders  and  others,  who  have  a  mind  to  drefs 
themfelves  in  the  S'-sjediPi  Falhion,  have  the  Skins  of  thefe  Deers  tanned, 
of  which  they  make  Waltcoats  and  Breeches,  which  will  walh  and  lafl: 
them  between  five  and  fix  Years,  and  don't  (land  them  in  above  two 
Crown  Pieces  ready  made. 

Fierc  I  took  Leave  of  my  good  old  Floft,  and  went  with  my  Guide 
to  a  part  of  Stamp  Elfva,  where  he  told  mc  his  Son  was  Filhing,  and 
in  whofe  Boat  we  might  crofs  the  River  ;  accordingly  we  did  fo,  and 
getting  into  the  Road  which  led  to  our  own,  we  flopped  every  now 
and  then  to  eat  Ibme  of  the  Lingons,  which,  however  are  not  fo  com- 
mon here  as  in  the  Neiglibourhood  of  Jonafuando ;  but  we  met  with 
another  Fruit  that  was  black,  and  its  Leaves  green  and  curled  not  un- 
hke  the  Juniper  ;  but  which  was  not  near  fo  Iharp,  nor  does  it  grow 
on  fo  high  a  Shrub.    The  Sn-edes  call  it  Croberg,  but  never  eat   it  i 
the  Laplanders  Mora,  and  eat  it  in  the  Milk  of  their  Rhen-'Deer.     This 
and  the  Miolon  are  the  only  Fruits  the  Laplanders    have.     The  laft 
is  Red,  neither  the  Colour  of  the  Fruit  nor   the  Leaf  differing  very 
much  from  thz  Ltngon  ;  but  'tis  very  infipid,  and  eat  only  by  the 
Rben-Tieer,  and  fome  other  beafts  of  the  Field.     The  Plants  which 
bear  three  kinds  of  Fruit,  are  prcay  rnuch  of  a  height,  very  little  ex- 
ceeding that  of  our  Wood  Strawberries. 

Having  reach'd  our  Boat,  we  row'd  up  againft  a  very  long  and  vio-  Lupa- 
lent  TorrCTit  called  Ltipa-Strom  ;  and  we   llaid  fome  few   Hours  at  ^^'^°'° 
Lupa  Tresk,  or  the  Lake  of  Lupa,  a  Name  it  borrows  from  a  little 
River  there  which  falls  into  that  of  Torne,  about  two  Miles  and  a 
half  above  the  Road  to  Suappa^jvara.     This  Lake  is  properly  nothing 
more  than  a  very  broad  part  of  the  River  Torne,  whofe  Waters  are 
here  fwell'd  by  the  little  River  Lupa,  and  by  fome  which  fall  from  the 
Mountains,  as  Stcka-Strom,  from  the  Mount  Sicka-jjara,  from  whom 
it  borrows  its  Name.    This  Lake  abounds  with  a  particular  Filh,  by 
them  calld  Sike  i  which  the  Laplanders  having  dry'd,  fell  to  the  S-Jse- 
dijh  Merchants  who  come  to  their  Fairs.     The  Scale  of  this  Fifh  re- 
fembles that  of  a  Carp,  nor  does  it  very  much  differ  from  it  in  Talle 
when  frefli  ;  but  the  Belly  of  it  is  much  narrower.     Here  we  faw  fe- 
veral  Laplanders  a  filhing  ;  amongft  them  one  who  was  born  a  S^juede^ 
but  turn'd  Laplander.    One  of  my  Watermen  it  feems  knew  him,  as 
having  formerly  work'd  together  in  the  Mines  of  Suappa'-^ara,  who 
told  me,  that  having  faved  tome  Money  there,  he  laid  it  all  out  in  the 
Purchafc  of  Rhen-1)eer  -,  which  done,  he  askd  a  Laplander  to  give  him 
his  Daughter  m  Marriage,  which  he  did  with  a  Portion  of  Rben-'Deer  ; 
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pcrfcd  V,and  where  the  former  mixing  ics  Waters  with  the  other,  loo- 
les  Its  Name  about  five  Miles  from  Kimis-Brack!; ;    after  which  \vc 
ilcmm'd  a  violent  Torrent  about  a  (^^iiarccr  of  a  Mile  long,  called  Tor- 
nc-I  ors,  or  the  'lomiahTcrrctit,  part  of  w  hofe Waters,  whilfl;  theTrenches 
for  that  Purpcfe  were  kept  open,  fell  upon  the  Wheels  of  a  Founding 
or  Cafting  Houfe,  call'd  Nie-Maz,znna,  or  the  New  Founding-HoLife, 
belonging  to  an  Iron  Mine,  known  by  the  Name  oi  Jonaf-z'^ndogru-^a, 
and  lays  in  the  Wood  two  Miles  and  a  half  higher.     From  hence  £ 
went  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  upon  the  River  ;  and  then  landing,  walk'd 
anodicr  five  Quarters  out  of  my  way  to  vifit  this  Calling-Houlc.     Paf- 
fing  thro'  the  Wood,  I  cblcrvd  in  fcveral  Places  Stakes  drove  into  the 
Ground,    the  Ends  almcu  meeting  at  Top,   fo  that  they  rciembled  a 
Cone,  or,  to  fpcak  more  intelligibly,  a  Sugar-Loaf.     My  Guide  told 
that  thw  Laplanders  had  pitched  their  Tents,  this  being  the  wooden 
Work  of  em,  which  tlicy  cover' J  with  a  large   thick  Stuff,'   call'd  in 
their  Dialcdl  Craan^  and  of  which  I  fliall  Ipeak  in  the  Sequel  of  my 
HiKory.      I  obfervcd   that  on   the  Ground,   in  fcveral  Places,  there 
vvcie  red  Berries,  in  Colour,   Size,   and  Talle,  not   unlike  our  Cur- 
rants, with  green  Leaves,  very  much  rcicmblmg  Box   Leaves.     The 
S-JSidiS  and  Nor-^eyguins,  the  only  People  amongll  whom  I  have  leen 
jlich  Frui:,  call'd  it  Linton;  and  their  Botnmjfs  ciefcribe  it  in  the  fol- 
luvving  Latin  Words,  lutis  Idtca  femper  xirem  frnclu  riibro.    This  Fruit 
begins  to  ripen  in  the  Autumn  -,  but  it  having  been  cover'd  the  whole 
"Winter  v/ith  Snow,  which  now  began  to  dilappear,  at  lead:  where  the 
'i^^n  ihonc  with  any  Strength,    the  natural  Acid  of  the  Fruit  was  tern- 
pcr'd,  and  it  v.'as  very  agreeable  to  the  Tafte,    inlbmuch  that  I  very 
often  ilopped  to   pick  'cm  off"  the  Ground.      I   rcachd   the  Mine  of 
;  Jonnf-^-ando  between  eleven  and  twelve  a  Clock  at  Night,  tho'  at  tha: 
Time  there  was  no  fuch Thing  there;  and  having  relied  my  Iclf  a  little, 
I  Icckd  cue  for  the  highcll  Ground  I  could,    from  whence  I  might 
obfcrvc  the  Sun ;  and  about  throe  quarters  of  an  Hour  afterwards,  I 
law  it  at  lowcfi:,  but  cou'd   difccrn   more    of  its  Dilcufs  than   I  had 
done  at  Kingts-Brucks  ;  and  having  feen  it  begin  its  Courfe  again  with 
the  fame  Motion  that  I  took  Notice  of  at  that  Place,  my  Guide  led 
me  to  an  old  Woman's  Houfe  of  his  Acquaintance,  where  I  miglit  lay 
me  down  to  flecp  a  little  ;  fiie  told  us  fiic  was  the  Widow  of  one  of 
thclcWalloons,  to  whom  the  S'^-edes  arc  very  much  obliged  for  having 
fet  their  Mines  on  the  Foot  they  are  at  prefcnt.    At  Five  of  the  Clock 
i:i  the  Morning  T  got   up  and    vifited  the  Iron  Mines,    and  thofe  of 
Loadllonc,  whicii  they  were  obliged  to  dig  winding,  and  inLcngth,  to 
follow  the  \'eins  which  arc  not  very  rich,  and  not  in  Depch  as  thofe 
o^'Danmora:  Thele  are  ftill  in  fo  good  a  Condition,  that  there  is  no- 
thing wanting  but  Workmen,  and  fome  Body  to  pay  and  employ  thcnr. 
I  cannot  lay  the  fame  of  Gamla-JSIazzuna^  an   old  Cafting-Houfe  be- 
longing to  ic,  nor  of  the  Hammer  for   beating  the  Mineral  after  tis 
burnt,  the  Wl;ce!s  and  Bellows  being  quite  fpoiled,    as  are  all   the 
other  Works ;  nor  is  there  any  NecefTity  for  repairing  them,  the  Work-i 
of  the  new  Founding-Houtc  being  in  a  much  better  Condition,  and 
lituated  near  that  ever-flowing  Torrent  I  juft  made  mention  of,  where- 
as the  old  One  had  but  a  fmall  Rivulet  to  drive  its  VVhcels.      The 
Workmen's  Houles  arc  ftiU  in  good  Repair,  and  moll  of  em  inhabited 
by  quondam  Workmen,  who  arc  now  turned  Ftlhcrmen.     Having  thu? 
fatisfyd  my  Curiofity,  I  returned  towards  my  Boat,  whi.h  1  did  not 
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reach  till  Eleven,  and  fitting  dov/n  upon  the  Bank,  we  eat  a  Bit  of 
V'lduals,  and  then  purfued  our  Journey  or  Voyage.  At  about  1  hree 
in  the  Afternoon  I  took  Notice  that  the  Sky,  which  had  all  along  been 
clear,  was  now  clouded,  and  ic  grew  darker  and  darker;  at  lait  ic 
Ihow  d  for  above  the  Space  of  ten  Hours,  without  ceafmg,  and  to  the 
Snow  fuccecded  a  hard  Frod  -,  and  between  two  and  three  in  the 
Morning,  the  Third,  the  ihil  Parts  of  the  River  which  were  not 
cxpofed  to  the  Sun,  were  cover'd  with  Ice  as  thick  as  a  Crown-. 
Piece. 

On  the  4th,  we  got  as  high  zsSuappavsara,  a  Mountain  fo  call'd,  with  Suavrawara'. 
Copper  Mines,  where  there  are  fome  Veins  of  Iron  at  about  tiie  func 
Dittance  from  the  River  fide  as  thole  oiyonafiz'undo,  and  nine  Miles  high- 
er. I  immediately  went  out  of  my  Boat  with  one  of  my  Watermen  to  vi- 
fit'em,  who  pretended  that  he  knew  thofc  Mines  very  well,  and  waikd 
much  better  than  my  Interpreter.  Inllead  of  a  Mile  and  a  Quarter,  I  was 
oblig'd  tovvalk  tvi'o  Miles  and  a  half  for  the  over- (lowing  of  a  little  River 
call'd  Stemp-Elfzd  in  the  Neighbourhood  oi Snappa^-jiara,  and  the  Snow 
which  was  melted  had  formed  a  large   Lake  of  marlhy  Ground,   ^-r^s 
we  walked  a  great  Way  in  hopes  of  finding  a  Boat ;  but  there  being 
no  fuch  Thing  there,  I  bethought  my  felf  of  making  a  Float,  by  tying 
fcveral  large  Pieces  of  Wood  together  ;  and   my   Guide   began  to  cue 
fome  down  with  his  Hatchet,    the  infcparable   Companion  of  ail  the 
Watermen  and  FiiTiermen  of  that  Country,    who  being  often   obliged 
to  lie  in  the  Forrefts,  as  I  my  felf  have  lometimes   been,    carry  ciicic 
Hatchets  with  them,    that  they  may  fell  Wood  to  light  themielves 
Fires.   Having  help  d  him  to  join  his  Float,  we  croi'sd  the  R.\\'zt  Stu)np- 
Elfua  upon  it,    and  went  iirll  to  fee  the  Founding-Houfes   ot   dUiipc- 
u:ara  c^W'fi  Suapa-j:araHyttar,  which    are   above  half  a  Quarter  of  a 
Mile  further  from  this  little  River  than  the  Mines,  which  are  not  above 
five  hundred  Paces  diftant  from  it  ,•  but  in  fearching  for  a  narrow  Fare 
of  Stamp  Elfia,  we  had  been  oblig'd  to  walk  a  Mile  at  leait  above  the 
Lake,  and  confequently  had  all  that  Ground  to  tread  ever  again,   be- 
fore we  could  reach  the  Place  we  were  bound  for.      Theie  Mines  and 
all  their  Appurtenances  had  the  fame  Mailers  as  thofe   of  Ki:igis  and 
yonafaandoy   and  have  ihared  their  Fate,  having  been   abandond  at 
the  fame  Time.      In  this  Place  I  met   an  honed  old  Man,    who  had 
lived  at  the  Mines  in  the  fame  Charader  as  the  Supervifor  of  Kivgtf- 
Bracks,  and  had  continued  here,  becaufe  he  was  too  old  to  think  of 
renewing  his  Qiiarters,  and  had  not  wherewith  to  keep  him  any  where 
elfe.     This  old  Man  offered  me  a  Lodging  uc  his  Houfe,  which  I  ac- 
cepted as  heartily  as  he  feem''d  to  offer  it.     I  enquired  into  his  Profef- 
fion,and  he  told  me  that  he  had  been  a  Mailer  Founder,  and  was  Bailiff" 
of  thofe  Mines,  when  they  wcrcforfaken:  Upon  this  I  askd  him  ioverai 
Queftions  concerning  them  ;  and  among  other  Things,  he  told  me  that 
he  had  lived  there  above  thirty  Years,  and  had  \'c<:a  em  produce  eighc      ' 
hundred  •"  Sbippunds  of  Brafs  a  Year,    and  fometimes  more,  bcf  ues  a 
great  Quantity  of  Iron;  and  that  bcfides  the  Mountain  oi  Sudppit-.^'drj.y 
in  which  three  Mines  are  digged,  and  from  which  as  well  as  tho  Ca- 
tling-Floufcs  they  have  taken  their  Name,    there  was  another  Moun- 
tain call'd  Middaberg.,  in  which  they  had  difcoverd  fome  rich  \  eins  of 
Copper.     As  foon  as  the  old  Man  was   gone  to  Bed,   indead  of  fol- 
lowing his  Example,  I  went  to  look  for  fome  rifing  Ground,    chat  I 
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Curate  told  mc,  that  the  Father  of  the  pretended  LaplandVxxmt  I  iurt 
mcntiond  was  a  poor  honeft  Cobler,  who  ufed  to  travel  from  Place  to 
Place  in  crying  old  Boots  and  Shoes  to  mend,  but  was  now  retried  and 
become  one  of  his  Panlhioners.  Thcfe  two  laft  Villages,  bcinc  near 
upon  two  Miles  from  the  Sea,  luffer  the  fame  Inconveniences  in  regard 
to  tlieir  Trade,  as  the  two  old  Towns  I  juft  now  talk'd  of. 

On  the  r9th,  I  rcach'd  Tome,  about  feven  Miles  higher:  and  there  I 
was  obliged   to  ftay  till  the  Ice,  which  now  began  to  thaw,    was 
quite  gone  off  from  the  Face  of  the  Water,  that  I  might  take  Boat  and 
continue  my  Travels  by  Water,  there  being  no  Road  beyond   this 
Place,  nor  no  Convenience  or  Poflibility  of  travelling  farther  by  Land 
I  oblerved  the  Ground  on  which  this  Town  had  been  built  -,  for  wc 
may  fay  now  of  it  as  of  Uma,  and  of  the  other  Towns  which  have 
been  burnt  down  by  the  Mufc<n;ttes,  Nunc  Seges  eft  ubi  Troja  fuit. 
There  was  no  Buildings  to   be  feen  there,  but  a  wooden   Church 
Which  by  Its  Diftance  from  the  Houfes,  had  efcaped  the  Fury  of  the 
Euffian  Fire,   with  fome  few  Warehoufes,  and  two  or  three  wooden 
Huts,  which  have  lately  been  rebuilt.     This  Town  is  a  little  Ifland 
the  River  jufl  above  it  dividing  itfelf  into  two  Streams,  and  mcetine 

c  ?r  ¥^'"/",^  ''i?'''  J' '  ^"'^  ^^°"'  ^  M»^«  '■""her  it  flows  into  the 
Bothmck  Gu\^\\.    1  he  former  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  are  difpcrfcd 
here   and  there  in  Huts   and  Hamlets  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  this 
Place,  and  are  thoroughly  fenfible  of  the  Inconvenience  of  living  at  a- 
bove  a  Mile  s  D.aance  from  the  Sea.     The  chief  Commerce  of  thcfe 
People  connfls  in  faked  Salmon,  of  which  there  are  abundance  in  this 
River,  in  Pikes    either  dried  by  the  Laplanders  who  ufe  no  Salt,  or 
?  vl^    S^'^  °^  f  "{^"'^'  o*"  whom  they  buy  them  ;  and  in  the  Skins 
ol  Rhen-T>eer,  and  other  Hides,  which  they  carry  no  Stockholm.   There 
are   a  great  Number  of  Houfes,  moft  of  which  belong  to  Fmland 
Fil  lermen,  in  feveral  Places  upon  the  Banks  of  this  River  for  i6  or  i8 
Miles  above  Tome;  and  indeed  there  is  a  greater  Plenty  of  Filh  in  this 
than  in  any  of  the  Rivers  which  1  have  before  fpoken  of.     There  arc 
alio  on  the  Shores  |of  this,  as  well  as  of  the  others,  fome  Pieces  of 
Arabic  Land,  which  have  been  made  fuch  more  by  Art  than  by  Na- 
ture; but  thele  arc  fo  few.  and  moft  of  them  fo  fmall,  that  the  Corn 
which  they  produce  is  but  juft  fufficient  for  a  k^  Families.    In  An- 
germland  they  are  in  the  fame  cafe  ,  and  in  both  thefe  Provinces    as 
well  as  in  the  other  four  which  I  have  here  made  mention  of.  they 
make  their  Bread  of  the  Rhind  of  Pines  and  Fir  Trees  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  They  fcrape  the  rough  crufty  Outfide  of  the  Rhind  clean 
ott  the  Peel,  that  part  of  it  which  is  foft  and  white  ;  this  they  dry 
and  with  Water  or  Hand-Mills  they  grind  it,  and  with  the  Meal  they 
make  their  Bread  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  do  with  Wheaten  Flower 
1  here  are  fome,  who  at  the  fame  time  dry  and  mix  it  with  the  Powder 
of  a  certain  Herb  alfo  dry'd  up  which  they  call  Myejem,  and  which 
IS  very  plenty  on  the  River  fide  and  in  (hallow  Waters;  and  others 
mix  Meal  made  of  wild  Oats,  which  they  gather  in  the  Woods. 

The  Snow  being  thaw'd  in  fome  of  the  Fields,  I  faw  them  ploueh- 
itig  and  fowing  at  the  fame  time  ;  a  Cuftom  I  had  alfo  obferved  in 
lomc  Places  between  Umeo  and  Tome  ;  but  notwithftanding  this,  I  cou  d 
Jec  no  great  fign  of  the  returning  Spring  :  All  the  Trees,  the  Pines 
and  other  Ever-Greens  of  Nature  excepted,  were  ftill  without  Leaves, 
thcgreateft  pare  of  the  Ground  was  covered  with  Snow,  and  the  River 
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was  ftill  frozen,  notwithftanding  that  the  Sun  had  already  banilhod  the 
Night  from  the  Hcmifpherc,  which  it  does  there  every  Year  for  the  Space 
of  above  a  Month  :  However,  the  Snow  which  mckcd  running  dowi 
to  the  River  weaken'd  the  Ice,  and  the  Waters  being   na:urally  very 
fwift  it  broke  in  the  middle,  and  was  Toon  carried  clown  the  'jrream  ; 
infomuch,  that  on  the  1.4th  I  hired  an  Interpreter  with  a  3c2:  and  r\vo 
Men,  which  I  changed  as  often  as  po'Jibly  I  cou'd  ;   buc  the  Scrc:ims 
which  were  to  ftem  were  fo  very  Iwifc  and  violent,  that  wo  con  J  not 
reach  Over  Tome,  which  is  but  fix  Miles  ■2hovzTorni\  till  the  Evening 
of  the  z^th.     This  is  the  laft  Village  that  we  meet  wi:h  in  going  to 
Torne-Lapmark;  the  Church  is  a  little  ill  contriv'd  Piece  otilcotic  IJuiii- 
ing;  and   amongll  the  feveral  Houfes  which  furrounu  i:,  there  is  buc 
theParlbnage  Houfe  which  only  deferves  this  Name.     Having  cnangovi 
our  Boat  and  Men,  we  left  Over  Tome  on  the  i6rh,  and  there  bci  -"g 
ftill  new  Torrents  to  ftem,  and  new  Catarads  to  overcome,  wc  were 
often  obliged  to  land  and  drag  our  Boats  upon  the  Shore  beyo;vi  one 
of  thefe  Catarads  J  fo  that  we  could  not  reach  Kingts-For-,  c:  the 
Torrent  of  Kmgis,  which  is  11  Miles  further,  till  the  30th. 

As  i^  was  impoflfible  to  row  againft  this  Stream,  I   g^-ir  rr.  Shore 
with  my  Interpreter,  and  having  paid   off  our  Boar,  wc  wrlked  en 
Foot  as  far  as  the  Forges  of  Kmgis,  which  are  call  d    Kingis-  Bruks. 
Thefe  Forges  arc  fituatcd  as  advantageoufty  as  they  can  potlibly  be,  for 
the  Reception   of  as  much  Water   of  this  Torrent  as  they   vvinr,  to 
heave  their  Bellows  and  their   heavy  Hammers.     About  four  or  five 
Years  and  a  half  ago  they  were  plundered  by  the  fime  Parry  ot"  M^'fco^ 
vites  as  burnt  Tome,  who,  favour'd  by  the  Ice,   came  as  lar  as  this 
Place;  fliortly  after  this  were  quite  abandon'd,  as  well  astheCoppcr  and 
Icon  Mines  which  ufed  to  fend  their  Metals  to  be  melted  and  worked 
here,  and  now  for  want  of  Repairs  they  arc  running  to  Ruin.     There 
was  ftill  one  Mr.  Laureni  Sandells,  formerly  the  Supervifor  of  thefe 
Works  upon  the  Place  j  but  no  longer  paid,  and  the  unhippy  Specta- 
tor of  their  approaching  Ruin,    he   lives  partly   upon  what  he  had 
faved  before  the  Forges  were  given  over,  and  partly  upon  Fiilitng,  as 
does  alfo  the  Clerk  ;   and  their  Houfes,  with  thoic  of  fome  of  their 
Workmen,  who  froni  Founders  and  Smiths  arc  become  Filhcrmen,  arc 
ftill  in  pretty  good  Repair.     The  Supervifor  very  kindly  olicr  d  me  a 
Bed  at  his  Houfe,  after  having  given  me  a  fine  frcih  Salmon  for  my 
Supper  i  but  as  he  told  me,  that  they  now  began  to  fee  not  only  x:i\^ 
Light  of  the  Sun,  but  alfo   a  part  of  its  Ring   upon  their  Horizon,  ac 
the  Time  we  call  Midnight,  and  is  fo  with  us,  but  which  wi:h  them 
was  broad  Day,  I  coud  not  think  of  going  to  Reft  as  yet;  but  choio 
a  rifing  Ground,  on  which  I  was  told  I  might  difcern  this  bright  Orb 
when  at  the  lowcft.  and  I  did  fo,  plainly  difcovcring  as  much  of  ic 
as  one  may  of  the  Moon  when  'tis  but  two  Days  old  ;  and  juft  at  Mid- 
night (if  I  may  be  allow'd  to  call  it  fo)  the  Sun  role  again  on  the  Ho- 
rizon with  a  kind  of  whirling  about,    and  with   frelh   Strength    and 
Splendor.     Kingts-Bruks  were  the  Nonplus  ultra  of  Biihop  B-JMl'ti.  who 
has  treated  de  Sole  Inocctduo,  and  who  came  that    way    with  Orders 
fromC^wr/fj  XI.  to  travel  as  far  up  that  Country  as  pollibly   ho  cou'd  ; 
but  by  reafon  of  the  vaft  Falls  of  Water,  he  dared  venture  no  hirther. 

On  the  I  ft  of  June,  I  took  another  Boat  at  about  100  Faces  above 
KtngtsFors  ;  and  at  about  Four  a-Clock  in  the  Afternoon  wc  reached 
that  Place  ;  where  the  River  Lanto-Efva  with  that  oi  Tome  form  a

9  8  (5  AT)e  La  Alotr aye's  Travels. 

I^Iotmtain  Spirtts.  The  late  King  CharlixKl.  in  his  Journey  to  Tome 
palling  by  this  Mountain,  heard,  amongft  other  Things,  that  a  certain 
Fricft,  whole  Name  was  Mailer  Andrews:,  having  ralhly  attempted  to 
enter  the  Cave,  was  lb  very  ill  iilcd  by  the  Spirits,  that  ho  run  mad 
upon  it.  The  King,  willing  to  undeceive  the  People,  ordcr'd  one  of 
his  Soldiers  to  go  in,  which  he  accordingly  did  ;  and  at  his  return 
reported,  that  he  met  neither  Body  nor  Spirit,  and  cou'd  lee  nothing 
but  a  large  cmpcy  Cave :  However,  this  rupcrftitious  Tradition  ftiU 
remain'd  amongft  them;  and  that  they  might  not  be  porlwaded  out 
of  their  Fear,  they  urged  that  their  Bergtroliars  did  not  appear  indifJe- 
reiitly  to  every  body.  As  for  our  Parts,  indeed  we  had  not  Curiofity 
enough  to  enter  the  Cave,  but  continued  our  Journey  very  diligently, 
the  Sledges  being  (till  in  Sealbn  in  thole  Parts  ;  and  on  the  6th,  be- 
Umefland.  fore  Noon,  we  enter'd  into  Umejland,  now  call'd  IVcfter  Bottom  or  Wejl 
Bothnick  Gulph.  This  little  Province  \%  ■^■axx.zd  ^lom  Angtrmantii  by 
the  River  IVitelfva^  which  riles  about  fix  Miles  and  a  half  above  the 
Mount  which  I  jufi  now  made  mention  of  ;  and  at  about  four  in  the 
Afternoon  we  reach'd  IJmeo,  about  three  Miles  further. 

This  is  the  Metropolis^  and  indeed  the  only  Town  of  Umefland ;  a 
Province,  which,  confidered  in  its  antient  Limits  with  Uma-Lapmark^ 
compofes  but  o.nc  quarter  of  IVeJier  Bottom.  It  is  fituated  on  the  North 
fide  of  the  River  t7wd,  which  was  ftill  frozen,  and  which  gives  both  to 
ic  and  Uma-Lapmark  their  Names.  As  it  had  been  burnt  down  by  the 
jMufcoz:tcs  feme  Years  before,  they  were  then  rebuilding  it ;  how- 
ever, it  was  again  burnt  down,  with  the  adjacent  Villages,  by  the 
Taine  Enemy  in  i-zo.  We  were  received  and  treated  here  very  civilly 
by  Major  General  Cronberg,  the  Governor  of  the  Town,  who  lives  in  a 
large  but  very  plain  Houle  built  with  Wood,  upon  the  Ruins  of  that 
uliich  was  inhabited  by  his  PredccelTors  the  Governors  o^ IVeft  Both- 
nxk,  which  extends  from  the  above- mention'd  little  River  as  far  as 
Tome,  and  comprehends  Uma-Titka- Lula-Torne  and  Ktmi-Lapmark;  the 
laft  of  thefe  indeed  more  properly  belongs  to  Eafi  BothmckG\x\'^\\,  but 
has  been  added  to  the  IVejlem  Government  for  Ibme  Realbns  which  I 
am  Ignorant  of.  Here  we  ftaid  together  till  the  loth,  in  which  Time 
Mr.  Clinkonfirom  having  made  an  end  of  his  Bufinefs,  took  the  ncarcfl: 
and  diredtell:  Road  he  cou  d  for  Stockholm.  As  for  my  part,  I  had  de- 
termin'd  to  fee  as  much  of  the  Country  as  pollibly  I  cou'd,  and  there- 
fore woud  not  return  with  him. 

On  the  nth,  I  let  out  from  Umeo  with  Letters  of  Recommendation 
from  the  Major  General  to  the  Beffalingzmans  of  Tome,  and  thofe  of 
the  other  Countries  thro  which  I  was  to  pal's  ;  ordering  them  to  fupply 
me  with  Interpreters,  and  other  Afliliancc,  for  the  Performance  of  my 
Journey  ;  and  here  I  found  the  Roads  lb  very  good,  and  the  Hories  lb 
very  ftrong  and  fwift,  that  before  Midnight  I  reached  Skelefta,  14 
Miles  above  Umeo.  Tis  a  large  Village  fituated  on  the  North  fide  of 
the  River  of  that  Name,  at  the  End  of  a  Bay  above  a  Mile  long,  into 
which  this  River  falls,  and  there  mixes  its  Waters  with  thole  of  the 
Bothnick  Gulp!i.  There  are  ibme  Salmons  here,  with  fevcral  other 
kinds  of  Fithes  ;  but  this  Bay  is  particularly  famous  for  the  Number 
andGoodnefs  of  the  StromUns,  a  kind  of  fmall  Herring,  or  rather  Pil- 
chard. There  are  a  great  Number  of  thefe  Fifties  in  the  Bothnick 
Gulph  ;  but 'tis  always  allow'd  that  thofe  in  this  Place  are  the  very  befti 
and  indeed  they  are  no  inconfiderable  Branch  of  its  Trade. 
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Having  fpent  the  remaining  par:  of  the  Night  at  Skdefta    I  fet  out 
on  thi  i%h;  and  betimes  in  the  Afternoon  I  reach  d  the  Shore  of  th« 
R-ver  "P^i'^^  ^bout  Eight  Miles  higher.     I  found  it  IhU  frozen  over 
bu      he  Ice  began  td  thaw,  and  I  was  informed  that  ^here  was  no 
croVing  the  River  in  a  Sledge  ;  however  I  ventured,  nor  did  I  lee    he 
f  T(lpn  of  Danecr.     The  Remainder  of  that  Day,  and   part  of  the 
S   I  ip-r^n  o^^^^^^^^^       the  Situation  both  of  the  Old  and  Ne^ 
Tnwn  ofTttha,  to  which  the  River  gives  its  Name  ;  as  it  doth  alfo 
?o  tiat  part  of  Lapland calld  Pitha^Lapmark.     The  former  I  thought  Puha. 
very  agreeably  fituated,  not  only  tn  having  the  River  running  near  it. 
but  in  us  being  furrounded  by  Ibme  few  Meadows  and  Pieces   of  Ara-

On  the  i-th  I  crolTed  another  River  in  the  fame  manner  about  inc 
M?es  h'gheVcaili  Cal.,  which  alfo  gives  its  Name  to  anoth.  Par^  Chs. 
chial  Village.  Mr.  fValt^jer,  the  Curate  of  this  P^^^^J^^^^  J,,^  a 
known  ^Bender  about  five  or  fix  Years  b'^fo;^'.;^^^;'^.'^  Soufe  that 
great  deal  of  Kindnefs,  and  made  me  fup  and  he  at  ^'^  H""'^  ^^^ 
Nipht  ;  nor  woud  he  let  me  purfue  my  Journey  the  ^^^^^^ j^'J'^li 
ter\avingdined,  and  promifed  him  that  at  my  ^7^"  ^°^^,f  f  .^^^ 
1  woud  fpend  two  whole  Days  with  him.     Amongft  other  thing^,tms 
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and  Oitrogothland;  and  he  alfo  fends  the  Arq^onauts  toCoUha  from  the 
North.  He  has  traced  out  even  their  very  Names,  which  are  flill 
prefcrvcd  in  Szieden  ;  and  this  Etimological  Reafon  he  gives  us  as 
an  undeniable  Proof  of  what  he  advances.  Of  "Jemptland,  Madclpad 
and  Helfm^land  he  compofes  an  anticnt  Kingdom,  which  he  calls  tiic- 
fiflaallia,  which,  the'  but  one  Word,  he  tcils  us  signifies  Bright  Biil- 
iz'ark;  to  prove  this,  he  quotes  the  Names  of  fomc  Villages  and" Houfes,, 
zsLtuJiadt  the  Town  of  Light,  and  Ltujlorp  the  bright  Farm.  Here  he 
difcovers  the  Elyfian  Fields.,  the  Hefpcrtan  Gardens^  and  the  Hell,  with 
its  three  Judges  iV/w^,  <L/Eacus  ^ndRhadamanthtis  ;  and  endeavours  to 
fhevv,  that  the  manner  of  diftributing  Juftice  amongfl:  the  antient  Peo- 
ple of  the  North,  gave  rife  to  the  Poetical  Stories  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Infernal  Courts  of  Juftice. 

I  am  very  willing  to  digrefs  a  little  from  my  main  Subjedt  in  favour 
of  the  imaginary  Regions,  in  the  Defcription  of  which  he  has  taken 
fo  much  Pains,  and  employ 'd  whole  Volumes  in  Folio  ;  and  I  Ihall 
obferve  in  the  firft  place,  that  even  now  and  then  there  are  agreeable 
Places  and  delicious  Plains;  and  tho'  the  Number  and  Extent  of  them 
be  very  fmall,  yet  no  body  can  fuppofe  that  the  Gods,  or  the  Souls 
of  departed  Men,  take  up  much  room  in  the  Ely/tan  Fields.  Secondly, 
That  the  Woods  we  meet  in  Scandtnu'via,  which  are  fo  large  and  i'o 
frequent,  that  they  make  almoft  the  whole  Province,  but  efpecially 
the  Notch  of  it,  one  continued  Forreft,  might  very  well  be  taken  for  a 
Retreat  grateful  to  Sylvans,  Fazins,  Nymphs  and  Satyrs.  Thirdly, 
Thar  the  Rocks  and  Mountains  which  abound  here,  may  have  given 
Birth  to  the  Story  of  the /?//'/.>d'tf72  Mountains,  which  this  Author  places 
in  S'-j.-edcn,  or  at  lead:  finds  the  Names  of  them  there  ;  and  indeed  a 
great  Number  of  them  feem  by  Nature  contrived  for  the  Ufe  which 
the  People  in  thole  diftant  Times,  purfuant  -o  the  Dicftates  of  their 
Religion,  made  of  them  ;  for  thofe  which  are  fo  vaftly'high,  io  cragged 
and  fo  fteep,  feem  to  have  invited  thofe  who  were  opprefs'd  with 
Poverty,  Age  or  Sicknefs  to  fly  to  them  for  Relief i  from  whofe  Sum- 
mit calling  themfelves  down,  they  in  a  Moment's  time  may  put  an 
End  to  all  their  Cares  and  Troubles,  and  change  the  Mifcries  of  this 
unhappy  Life  for  the  Sweets  of  the  Elyfian  Fields.  Fourthly,  Thofe 
who  placed  the  Giants  in  Thejfaly,  when  they  made  them  heap 
Mountains  upon  Mountains,  and  pluck  large  Rocks  out  of  the  Sea, 
when  they  attempted  to  Icale  the  Heazens,  and  drive  Jupiter  out  of 
his  Dominions,  had  never  been  in  S\jieden ;  for  there  Mountains  and 
Rocks  are  lb  plenty,  that  they  wou'd  certainly  have  fent  the  Giants 
upon  that  Expedition  into  this  Country,  much  fooner  than  in  Thefj'aly. 
Fifthly,  The  prodigious  Number  of  Trees  and  Beafts  wou'd  give  us 
fomc  Appearance  of  reafon  to  believe  the  Auxiliary  Troops  of  Gods 
who  came  in  to  "Jo'ves  Affiftance  were  hid,  and  had  chang'd  themfelves 
into  Animals  and  Vegetables  here  much  more  probably  than  in  Eg  ypt, 
where  compared  to  thefe  there  arc  fcarce  any.  Sixthly,  That  we  may 
not  place  the  Tartarus  too  far  from  thcElyJian,  thofe  prodigious  Moun- 
tains which  are  here  and  there  to  be  found  in  the  Country,  may  well 
be  fuppofed  to  cover  the  Titans  in  Hell ;  and  the  Rocks  of  various 
Forms  and  Sizes  may  ftill  bear  a  Refemblance  to  thofe  People  which 
the  tieathen  Mythology  tells  us  were  petrified.  Seventhly,  A  great 
many  of  thefe  Mountains,  in  which  feveral  Veins  of  valuable  Mccals 
have  been  Jilcovered,  may  better  be  thought  the  Habitation  and  Shop 
oS.  l'ukamn\\\\%Cyclops^  t\\\n  Rthnx'x'dSicily,  where  no  luch  Merals

arc  to  bo  found  :  And  lallly,  That  the  rich  Booty  which  the  Goths 
brougiu  away  with  them,  after  having  plundered  the  Country  round 
the  Black  Sea,  the  "Falus  M^otts,  ^c.  might  very  probably  be  called  a 
Golden  i'lcece-,  and  give  Occafion  to  that  Fable. 

On  the  joch,  we  arrived  before  Noon   at  Sund'-Jial,  the  Capital  ofSundwai. 
Madelpdd-,  Ikuated  at  the  very  Extremity  of  a  long  Bay  of  the  Both- 
ntck  Gulph,  where  the  Water  will  carry  Ships  of  Burthen  fufficient  for 
their  Trade,  which  confills  in  fome  Iron,  Planks,  Rolin,  Butter  and 
Fiih.     All  the  Buildingj  of  this  Place,  even  the  very  Church,  are  of 
W^ood.    Here  we   were  inform'd,  that  in   the  Neighbourhood  of  this 
Town,  there  were  generally  during  the  Winter  four  or  five  Camps  of 
Laplanders,  who  were  already  marched  ofE     We  made  no  long  Stay 
in  the  Place  i  for  at  about  Two  in  the  Afternoon,  having  dined  and 
changed  Horfes,  we  purfucd  our  Journey  ;  and  having   rode  a  few 
Miles,  we  entered  Angermeland^  or  Angermanta,  part  of  which  Pro- 
vince we  eroded  on  Horleback,  and  part  in.  Sledges,  according  as  our 
Roads  proved.     Palling  over  the  River  Angerman,  which  is  generally 
fuppofed  to  give   that  Province  its  Name,  we  heard  that  fome  Lap- 
landers came  alfo  every  Winter,    and  encamped  on  its  Banks  i   who, 
before  the  End  of  that  Seafon,  retired  with  the  reft  of  their  Country- 
men among  the  Mountains  which  part  S-^'eden  from  Nonzay.     This  Angerma: 
Province,  they  fay,  was  formerly  the  Retreat  of  Pyrates,  who  were  "i»- 
fimamed  Capers,   becaufe,    as  fome  tell  us,  they  covet'd  themfelves 
with  Goat  Skins ;  and  this  probably  has  given  rife  to  the  Fables  of 
the  Satyrs,  unlefs  the  Laplanders  did  the  fame  before  them  :  Nor  cou'd 
any  Place  in  the  World  be  a  fitter  RetreA  for  Pyrates,  it  being  fo 
very  eafy  a  matter  for  them  to  hide  themfelves,  either  in  the  Forrefts 
or  amongft  the  Mountains,  in  which  are  ieveral  Caves;  but  whether 
made  by  Arc  or  Nature,  I  cannot  tell.     The  faid  Mr.  Rudbeck,  with 
feveral  other  Northern  Authors,  has  made  the  People  of  Scandma-via 
the  firft  Founders  of  Pyracy  ;  which,  as  I  have  already  obferved,  a- 
mongft  its  antient  Inhabitants  was  accounted  a  noble  Profeflion.     He 
calls  the  Pyrates  of  thofe  Days  Ofrvar,  Wolves;  which  is  an  old  Word, 
and  he  fomctimcs  ufes  IVarg,  a  more  Modern  one,  and  which  has  the 
fame  Signification  ;  and  he  places  it  under  the  Government  and  Pro- 
tecStion  of  "Jutnter  Lu^its.     Superftitious  Traditions  have  alfo  placed 
feveral  Nymuhs  in  this  Province,  to  one  of  whom  it  has  given  the  Su- 
perintendence of  aPouncain  in  theParifhof  Jtf«^<«  ;  by  walhinginwhofc 
Waters  the  Blind,  the  Lame,  and  the  Paralytick  were  fuppofed  to  re- 
cover their  Sight,  and  the  life  of  their  Limbs  -,  which  done,  they  left 
their  walking  Staffs  and  Crutches  behind  them  m  Token  of  their  Cure, 
with  fome  fmall  Prefents  for  the  Nyraph :   However,  with  all  thefe 
Virtues  the  Fountain  is  become  a  common  Watering-Place  for  Cattle, 
and  cures  no  Diftemper  now  a-days  that  I  know  of,  but  Thirft.     In 
the  Parilh  of  Nordingrod,  in  the  fame  Province,  there  is  another  Foun- 
tain, which  I  cannot  hear  was  ever  famous  in  Tradition  ;  but  which  is 
of  great  Service  to  the  Shoemakers  of  that  Country,  who  die  their 
Leather  in  it,  the  Waters  being  as  black  as  Ink.    The  Roads  and  the 
Horfes  here  were  fo  very  bad,  that  we  did   not  pais  by  the  famous 
Mount  Sculla,  about  a 5   Miles  above  Sitnd'-Ji.'a/,  till  the  Fifth  of  Mtv.  ji,iour,t 
Towards  the  Top  of  this  Mount  there  is  a  Cave,  which  fcems  to  have  jicuila. 
been  the  Dwelling  and  Store  houfe  of  fome  Pyrate  ;  but  where  the 
fuperftitious  have  lodged  Spirits,  which  they  call  Bergtrollar,  that  is, 
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vvliich  gives  part  of  its  Name  to  Orezm.     Upon  this  Hill  it  is,  that  A 
eccat  many    of  thole  who  deal  ui  ancient  wonderful  6concs,  tell  us 
very  fcriouHy  and  poficively,  that  AW.  s  Ark  firtl  rclkd.  1  he  hte  Mr. 
C'/i/f  RuSeck  afiures  us,  that  fcveral  Oars,  and  other  Pieces  o-f  Ship- 
wreck,   were    found    upon    this  Mouncain ;    which    doubclcls    were 
brought   there,  he  fays,   by  the  Waters  of  the  Deluge,    and   which 
have  Mivcn  this  Mountain    its  Name.     Ihe  lan-c  Autnor  has:  very 
poetically  lodged  Tluto,  with  his  whole  Court,  in  -fimptlmdi  tno 
beaeine  Pardon  for  contradiding   lb  vaft  and  fruitful  a  Gchtus,  that 
Deity    who  derives  his  Name  from  HAstI^.,  Rub,  m.ghc  much  more 
agreeably  to  his  Charader,  have  been  placed  amongU  the  Mines  of 
SahlbeT!>,  Falun  and  ^anmora,  or  in  fomc  other  Province  where  Mines 
abound,  than  in  this  which  can  boaft  of  one  only  call  d  AUnfuld  \d- 
-vereru-M  ;  in  which,  indeed,  they  fay  leveral  Veins  of  ither  and  ot 
Copper  have  been  difcover'd  ;  but  which,  notwithltanding  this,  they 

have  abandon'd.  ^  ,    ,     ,-         1  t    1  j 

The  next  Day,  being  the  ijth,  we  rcpaffed  the  fe\'eral  Lakes  and 
Rivers  which  I  before  mention  d  i  and    having  reach  d  Storazion.  wc 
travcll'd  five  Miles  upon  that  Lake  with  incredible  bwUcnefs,  and  about 
bcveii  in  the  Evening  we  arrivd   at  fro^zenhof,  where  we  were  rc- 
cciVd  and  treated  as  kindly  as  we  had  been  invired.     This  trozzen- 
hotj\%  one  of  thofe  Houles,  which  with  fomc  fertile  Fields,  good  Pa- 
ftures,  Woods,  and  other  Appurtenances,  were  reunited  to  the  Crown 
under  the  Reign  of  ChatUs  Xl.  and  are  aUign'd  over  to  Ic^c  Officers 
of  the  Army,  as  an  honourable  and  icttlcd  income,  almoft  as  the  '//- 
mauots  and  others  have  amongft  the  Turks.     Amongft  other  1  hings 
I  employ  d  fome  time  here  in  examining  their  skulders,  for  lo  they  call 
a  kind  ofPattin,  as  {k)  in  the  Print  XXXVII.  ot  which  (6)  and  {11, 
are  reprefented  making  ufc   of  in  the  Print  XXXVIlL    with  which 
they  Aide  upon  the  Snow  when  well  frozen,  and  which  I   had  taken 
Ibme  little  Notice  of,  while  I  palVd  thro'  T>alecarlta,  where  they  chicfiy 
make  ufe    of  them  in  hunting  the  Elk,   and   the  Wild   Rt.m'-Dcfr. 
Thcfe  Pattins  are  made  with  Wood  ^  and  I  have  been  very  fcrioully 
affurd,  that  thofe   who  know  how   to  ufe    em  very  cleverly,  can  m 
Aiding  out-ftrip  the  very  fwifreft  BeaQs  of  the  Field.     The  Gcnerai 
Ihcw  d  us   two  of   thefe  ikiddcrs,  which  were  lined  at   the   Bottctn 
with  Elk  Skm;  and  told  us,  that  the  beft  of  cm  were  all  lined,  cithe: 
with  that  or  fome  other  Skin,  whole  BriRlei  arc  Arong,  iTicrt,  fmcotn, 
andfo  contrived,  that  the  Hair  which   grows   agatnil  the  Gram  may 
not  only  prevent  their  Hiding  backwards,  but  may  be  made  ule  of  to 
Hop  themlelvcs   at  any  time,  when   they  are  Aiding  up  an  Alccnc. 
Meafunng  thefe  Skidders,  I  found  one  of  them  to  be    18    Palms   m 
length,  and  the  other  13  i  for  there  muft  always  be  this  diHercncc  rs 
a  Pair,  the    longeft  being   worn  upon   the  Ri^hr  Foot.     As  for  rnc 
breadth,  'tis  made  exadly  f^t  to  the  Sole  of  the  Wearer  s  Foot,  who 
puts  his  Feet  dircdiy  in  the  middle  of  the  Pattins ;    and    when   he 
makes  ufc  of  em,  he  muft  have  a  Stick  in  his  Hand  which  they  cnll 
Trick,  with  a  flat  wooden  Head  as  broad  as  the  Palin  of  ones  Hard, 
that  it  may  not  fink  into  the  Snow,  as  the  faid  Figure  of  the  laft  Prifir, 
for  they  carry  the  Head  of  it  downwards  ;  and  every  now  and  thcr, 
when  they  arc  weary  of  Aiding,  thev  reft  upon   it.     Others,  wr.o 
carry  their  Bows  in  their  Hands,  have  fuch  a  Hend,  cr  Piece  cf  Wood 
faftcn'd  to  one  End,  and  make  ufe  of  them  inllcad  of  their  Tncks. 
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T'lev  tell  us,  that  thefe  Sku/ders  were  f^rft  invented  by  the  People  of 
LaJand.  Twas  with  fuch  Pattins  as  thefe,  chat  a  Detachment  of 
\-rdes  the  Winter  before  crofsd  the  ^Vo-wrskan^  into  Nor^^ay,  and 
brought  a  'Damjh  Captain  and  14  of  his  Soldiers  away  Priloners. 

On  the  x-ch,  in  the  Afternoon  we  left  Boz.zenhof ;  and  purluan  ta 
the  Invitation  of  one  Ahinder,  a  *  Beffalmgzmun,  we  iuppcd  and  lay 
nr  his  Houfe  about  two  Miles  further  ;  but  in  the  new  Road  we  had 
taken  for  Lapland.     The  next  Day,  -the  xSthj  the  Curate  of  Bro-^n- 
'Wcame  and  invited  us  to  take  a  fmall  Paftoral  Dinner    as  he  call  d  ir, 
at  his  Houfe,  which  was  about  a  fmall  quarter  of  a  Mile  further ;  we 
excufed  our  lelves  from  going  to  dme  with  him,  but  on  his  faying  that 
our  Road  lay  between  the   Church  and  his  Houfe,   we  ptomilca  to 
cull  in  upon  him.     The  Befalmgzrnan,  to  return  the  Curate  s  Civility, 
raade  him  ftay  and  dine  with  us  at  his  Houle  ;  in  the  Afternoon  we 
went  away   with  Magtlier  Biddenms  Rhenhorn,  for  lo  was  namd   out 
R.verend  Hoft,  and  1  finding  that  he  fpoke  Latin  very  fluently  (a 
d,    rnot  cornmon  there,  eipecially   amongft  the  Country   Priefts,)  I 
a  kd  htm  feveralQiieftions  about  Lapland,  in  lome  Parts  of  which  he 
?old  me  that  he  had  been  ,  he  anfwefd  me  ,n  a  very  civil,  and  indeea 

-a  isfSory  manner,  as  to  what  he  had  feen,  which  I  found  was  not 
very  much!  he  never  havmg  been  far  in  Lapland,  and  knowing  more  of 
Ibme^f        Inhabitants  that  m  Winter  come  near  the  Botknick  Gulp^i 

hrn  he  dd  of  the  Country  ufelf:  He  told  me,  ^^at  Forty  or  Fifty 
Families  of  Laplanders  came  every  Winter  and  encamped  here  and 
ihe^e  m  the  Ncfghhourhood  of  Storazion  ;  but  that  they  were  already 
retTred  amon^a  ^the  Mountains  of  Nor'^^^ay,  for  fear  of  the  returning 
retired  ^"j'°"^-^,,  ,  ,  ,,  yd  fo  fatal  to  their  Rhen-'Veers  ;  mfo- 
Lirt'  tWv  were  S/.  .^  Winter,  and  Kor^egians  in  Summer„ 
?  I  11  n  jL  that  he  had  ufed  his  utmoft  Endeavours  to  hll  em 
I- if  a  ::;:tie  T^  Chriftian  Rehgion,  the  Hopes  of  a  ^ure 
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Prreft  a?er  having  taken  a  cold  Collation  with  h.m  ;  which,  to  warm 
1^,  our  S  omach,,^we  drank  feveral  Glaft-cs  of  Wine,  and  fome  of  the 
beft  Beer  diat  ever  1  tailed,  and  continued  our  Journey  fomeames  m 
Chariots  and  fometimes  o.  Horleback ;  but  fcldom  ^^  S\.d^^s,  the 
Roads  being  quite  fpoiled  by  the  continual  Rain  which  had  fallen  CN^r 
Lee  oar  leaving  So.askan.  ;  and^  on  the  Z9th,  about  lO  at  Night,

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CHAP.    XII. 

Of  Lapland  ;  its  Inhabitants ;  their  tJA'Unner  of 
Encamping  and  Living;   their  Rhen-Deers. 

SCARCE  had  I  begun  to  enjoy  the  Sweets  of  Rcpofe,  after  ha- 
ving run  from  Place  to  Place,  vifiting  the  feverai  Towns,  Pro- 
vinces, Mines  and  Forges  of  S-jneden^  and  making  the  abovc-mcntion'd 
Remarks ;  when  Mr.  Otho  Omkonftrom,  one  of  his  S'^edip  Majefty's 
Secretaries,  ask'd  me  if  I  continued  in  the  Refolution  he  had  heard  of, 
of  adding  an  Account  of  Lapland  to  my  other  Travels  ;  for  if  I  did, 
he  wou'd  accompany  me  thither.     I  immediately  accepted  the  Offer, 
without  confulting  any  thing  but  my  ufual  Curiofity  -,  and  on  the  ych 
ol  April  we  fet  out  from  Stockholm.     Inftead  of  beginning  dircdly  and 
regularly  our  Journey  as  we  ought  to  have  done,  thro'  Upland,  Geftnck- 
land  and  Heljingland,    and  continuing    it  Northward,   Coafting   the 
BothnickQyAr^Vy  we  began  it  very  irregularly  towards  the  South  Weil, 
thro'  Fterdundrta,   IVejtmania,   Nertcta  and  IVermerlandia,    where  we 
were  obliged  to  make  ufefometimcs  of  a  Chaife,  fometimcs  of  Horfes, 
the  Sealbn  for  the  Sledge,  one  of  the  quickeft  and  eafiefl:   ways  of 
travelling,  being  at   that  time  over.    The  Roads  proving  very  bed, 
wc  did  not  reach  Carljiadt  till  the  ixth,  from  wliencc  wc  proceeded  to 
Dalecarlia.    the  North  Weft  of  'Balecarlia,  where  the  Ground  was  cover  d  with 
Snow,  and  the  Lakes  and  Rivers  with  Ice  ;  and  if  I  may  ufe  the  Ex- 
prcfTion,  wc  overtook  the  W  inter,  which  fcem  d  to  fly  before  us.     W  e 
crofs'd  a  good  part  of  this  Province,  without  feeing  any  thing  but  a 
great  Number  of  Woods,   Mountains  and  Rocks,  fome  Lakes    and 
Ibme  Rivers  ;  and  on  their  Banks  a  few  Villages,  the  common  Food  of 
whole  Inhabitants  is  Bread  made  with  the  Rind  of  Trees. 
Herldalb,         On  the  1 7th  we  enter'd  Heridalia,  which,  they  tell  us,  was  formerly 
calld  Rtdgothia;   its  Situation  is  between  the  6zd  and  63d  Degree  ot 
Latitude,  and  the  35th  and  36th  of  Longitude.     Some  Authors  give  ic 
its  Name  from  Hermlfs,  a  quondam  King  of  that  Province.  Others  from 
Ilenadalen,  or  the  Defart  of  Herian,    nothing  being  formerly  feen  but 
wild  Beafts,  who  fled  for  ihelter  to  its  Woods;  but  thefe  having  ilnce 
been  cut  and  burnt  down,  'tis  become  the  moft  fruitfulPartof  the  whole 
Province,  efpecially  in  the  Meadows  and  Pafture  Grounds,  of  which  an 
infinite  Number  are  to  be  found  along  the  River  Hertan,  which  flows 
thro'  this  wild  Country.     Such  fertile  Paftures  are  alfo  to  be  met  with 
upon  the  Banks  of  feveralLakes,  as  Hertafco,  Hundfton,  Watjion,  &c.  and 
alfo  upon  thofe  of  feverai  Rivers  which  wafln  the  Country.     The  moft 
confiderablc  of  thefe  Rivers  is  Lufna,  famous  in  Fable,  which  tells  us 
file  was  the  eldcft  of  three  Sifters,  who  upon  a  Dilputc  between  cm, 
(which,  as  'tis  wholly  foreign  to  my  PurpoCe,    I  ihall  omic),   were 
chang'd  into  three  Rivers ;  of  whom  the  eldeft  f^rft  rifing  from  the 
Mountains,  which  on  that  Side  parts  S'Jjeden  from  Norway,  roulcd  her 
Silver  Waters,  as  flie  does  to  this  Day  thro'  Hendalia  and  Helline.laruiy 
as  far  as  the  Bothntck  Gulph ;  the  fecond,  named  Ltogna,  ouc  of  mere 
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Contradidion  and  Antipathy,  a  thing  at  that  time  perhaps  already 
common  enough  amongft  Sifters,  rurnd  her  Current  into  Nor-ji-ay  ;  and 
that  Gloma,  the  youngeft,  endeavouring  to  get  at  a  good  Diftance  from 
the  other  two,  took  her  Courfe  thro'  fcmptland  and  Madebad. 

On  the  zid  we  left  Hendalia,  and  that  Evening  entering  iiiro  Jempt- 
landy  wc  lay  at  the  firft  Stage,  and  amongft  feverai  Rivers  and  Lakes, 
which  we  crolfed.     The  next  Day  we  travell'd  between  Four  and  Five 
*  S-Juedtjh  Miles  upon  that  Lake,  which  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Pro- 
vince call  Storazton,  or  the  great  Sea,  Twelve  Miles  long  and  Six  over, 
which,  to  the  beft  of  my  Knowledge,  none  of  the  Hydographtjis  have 
named  ,•  after  which  we  eroded  three  or  four  other  lefl~er  Lakes  and 
two  Rivers,  the  former  call'd  ^mflmftrom,    and  the  latter  Meurfell-  Jempda! 
firom.     We  then  met  Major-General  Horn,  who  was  going  to  vifit  and 
give  fome  necefTary  Orders  to  the  Garrifons  of  lerpfskanz.  and  'Doverf- 
skartz,  two  little  Forts  upon  the  Frontiers,  to  whom  my  Fellow  Tra- 
veller was  alfo  to  carry  fome  Orders  from  the  King  his  Maftcr;  and 
joining  Companies,  we  lay  that  Night  at  Meurjill,  a  pretty  good  Vil- 
lage, juft  on  the  Banks  of  a  River  to  which  it  gives  or  from  which  ic 
receives  its  Name. 

On  the  14th  we  continued  our  Journey,  which  had  already  been 
favour'd  by  15  Lakes,  and  as  many  Rivers  at  leaft,  in  Sledges,  then 
on  the  Snow  for  above  a  quarter  of  a  Mile,  and  then  upon  the  Ice  of 
Underzion,  a  Lake  near  two  Miles  long  ;  and  at  about  a  Mile  beyond 
that  we  came  to  the  River  Kallirom,  on  the  Eaft  llde  of  which  llood 
the  abovemention'd  little  Fort  of  lerpfskanz,  where  we  dined  ;  and  Y^-.'.i'>'unz. 
whilft  Meflieurs  Horn  and  Clinkonjirom  were  taken  up  with  Bufinefs, 
I  made  it  mine  to  look  about  me,  but  cou'd  find  nothing  either  re- 
markable or  advantageous  in  the  Fort  but  its  Situation,  by  which  it 
commanded  the  PalTagc  of  the  River  j  whole  Waters,  tho'  at  that  time 
low,  were  very  deep,  and  its  Banks  here  and  there  bordered  the  high 
Mountains.  'The  Fort  itfelf  was  a  heavy  antique  Piece  of  Building, 
and  its  Garrilbn  confifted  of  about  ^f  or  rt-i  Men.  Leaving  this  Place, 
we  croficd  the  River  upon  a  wooden  Bridge  about  80  Paces  long,  and 
travell'd  upon  the  Snow  for  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  ;  and  then 
upon  the  Ice  of  the  Lake  Orezion,  or  Sea  of  Oars,  in  which  the  River 
"[Dover  runs,  which  was  ftill  frozen  ;  and  between  three  and  four  in 
the  Afternoon  wereach'd  T>overfskanz,  fituated  upon  its  Weftern  Shore,  Doverf- 
and  to  which  it  gives  its  Name.  This  River  rifes  in  the  Neighbour-  skanz! 
hood  of  T>ronthetm  or  Nydrojia  in  Nor'-j::ay,  not  above  feven  or  eight 
Miles  from  this  Fort,  which  was  pretty  well  cover  d  with  Gabions, 
but  had  no  Advantage  beyond  Terpfskanz,  excepting  that  itsGarrifon 
confifted  of  about  xo  Men  more.  Beyond  this  we  cou'd  find  no  Road 
leading  diredlly  to  Umeo  ;  as  far  as  which  my  Fellow  Traveller  was 
ordered  by  the  King  to  regulate  the  To/is,  purfuant  to  a  new  Scheme 
drawn  up  by  the  Baron  de  Goertz  ;  upon  which  we  deterniin'd  to  retui-n 
back,  in  Company  with  General //orw,  who  had  invited  us  to  Frozen- 
hof,  his  ufual  Place  of  Refidencc,  about  nine  Miles  from  'Dover skanz^ 
on  the  Eaft  fide  of  Storazton.  That  Night  it  rain'd  exceflively,  info- 
much  that  we  were  ohUged  to  lay  at  Meruttza,  a  little  Village  about  a 
Mile  on  this  fide  of  the  Fort  which  we  had  juft  left.  This  Village  ftands 
at  the  Bottom    of  a  Hill  call  d  Oreskutta,   or  FeJJels  -ji'tth  Oars,  and  Oieskutu; 

til  continue  to  reckon,  even  in  Lapland,  by  Swedifli  MiltSt  viz.  of  fix  Englidi  ones  fer 
Mile  meajured  and  more. 
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are  to  be  found  m  private  Hands  fpcak  of  its  flourifhing  State  500 
Years  ago,  but  no  longer. 

The  old  Utcnfils,  made  entirely  of  Brafs,  as  Mattocks,  Hatchc'5, 
Nails,  &c.  befidcs  the  Arms  of  the  fame  Metal,  as  Sahres,  Poniards, 
Knives,  Arrows,  &c.  which  are  yet  to  be  focn  in  the  College  of  An- 
tiquities, prove  plain  enough  that  this  Metal  was  firft  in  Ufe  here  ; 
and  I  am  apt  to  believe,  that,  after  Leather,  it  was  the  firft  Money 
throughout  the  World.  We  are  fufficiently  inform'd  in  Hiflory,  that 
Brafs  Money  was  firft  ufcd  among  the  Romans  during  the  Confulfhip 
of  Scrviits  Tulhus  ;  that  Silver  was  not  coined  till  under  that  of  C 
Ofjdnms  and  C.  Fabtus,  about  five  Years  before  the  Tnivck  War ;  and 
that  Gold  was  not  known  til!  6z  Years  afterwards. 

This  Mine  has  annually  produced  ("according  to  the  Accnl?r^cs  kept 
in  the  Miner's  College)  105x1  weight  of  Brais  for  Eighty  Years  to- 
gether, bur  It  has  begun  to  decay  fince  1650;  for,  they  fiy,  that  wich- 
in  thcfe  30  Years,  that  there  happened  a  terrible  falling  in  of  the  Earth, 
which  has  coft  the  Workmen  a  great  deal  of  dangerous  and  unproiica- 
ble  Trouble,  it  has  yielded  but  6coo  Shipptmds,  tiio'  they  w-ork  with 
more  Applicacion,  Force  and  Affiduity,  and  employ  a  greater  Number 
than  ever. 

The  Mafter  Miners  were  complaining  at  the  rime  I  v>'3.s  there,  that 
the  Governmenr,  inftead  of  encouraging  them  by  new  Privileges,  had 
taken  from  them  thole  they  had,  as  a  Power  of  giving  Liberty  and 
Shelter  to  Criminals,  or  thole  who  were  prolccurcd  for  Debts,  and 
the  Liberty  of  felling  their  Brafs  to  whom  chey  plealed,  and  to  tran- 
fport  It  whicher  they  wou'd,  and  Coin  Money,  &c.  and  that  their  Con- 
tributions were  increafcd,  and  a  new  Tax  laid  upon  that  Metal;  info- 
much,  that,  according  to  a  Calculation  that  I  have  fcen  among  fomc 
of  them,  they  paid  more  than  a  half  of  what  they  got  to  the  Crown ; 
and  their  Charges  and  Labour  dedudted,  they  have  not  above  a  Twenty 
Fifth  part  to  thcmfclves. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Mines  at  Kopparberg,  and  of  all  the  Coal 
which  is  brought  thither,  ufed  me  with  al'l  the  Civility  that  was  in  his 
Power,  in  the  Abfcnce  of  Mr.  Szi'abe,  the  Diredor.  He  is  a  very  ho- 
nert  Man,  but  being  fubjcd:  to  walk  in  his  Sleep,  had  the  Misfortune,  6 
Years  before,  to  throw "himfclf  out  of  a  Window,  3  or  4  Stories  high, 
into  the  Street,  at  Stockholm,  dreaming  he  was  upon  a  Sledge,  and  that 
it  was  overturn "d.  He  fell  diredly  upon  his  Back  fide,  which  probably 
lav'd  his  Life,  but  he  could  never  recover  the  Ufe  ot  his  Limbs ;  and 
indeed  it  was  a  Wonder  all  his  Bones  were  not  broke  in  pieces  by  lb 
terrible  a  Shock.  He  gave  nic  a  great  Tnfight  into  this  Mine,  and  prc- 
fentcd  me  with  leveral  Pieces  of  the  Mineral,  among  which  was  lomc 
Virgin  Copper,  which  they  found  as  well  refin  d  and  purified  by  Na- 
ture, as  'tis  pofllblc  to  render  it  by  Art.  He  gave  me  alio  two  Sorts 
of  fmall  Money,  which  were  formerly  coind  by  the  Proprietors  of  the 
Mine,  when  they  had  that  Privileged  The  ift  has  on  one  Tide  the 
Arms  and  Name  of  the  Prince  who  gave  it  them,  and  on  the  other 
thofe  oi'Didecarlia,  and  two  Arrows  laid  a-crofs;  and  the  biggeft  oi 
that  Sort,  which  is  about  the  fize  of  a  Sther  Crown,  went  for  a  Fennv. 
The  id  Sort  have  a  Pair  of  Bellows  with  a  Furnace,  and  this  Inicri- 
ption  in  S-zedifh  upon  the  Reverfe,  SUgh  Katt  KoU,  i-  e.  a  Tun  of 
Coals.  Thcle  are  Marks  which  they  give  to  thofe  who  furnifh  Coals 
as  Obligations  to  pay  the  Value  of  them,  and  they  receive  them  again 
when  tlicy  pay  them.  LcaVinj 
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Leaving  Falun  on  the  3d,  I  went  to  lye  5  Miles  and  a  half  from  ic,  rir.r.^or.. 
it  Mr.  •Polhielrri's,  who  was  then  with  tnc  King,  about  the  Project  ot 
ThroHhetta.  I  law  his  Water  Engines  with  abundance  of  Admiration  ;  by 
the  Means  whereof  four  Perlbns  putting  them  in  Motion  in  my 
Prcfence,  and  diredmg  and  applying  the  Tin  between  the  Hammers, 
Anvils,  Wheels,  and  other  Inftruments,  made  different  Parts  ot  the 
VciFels  which  the  King  had  prefer'd  to  Silver,  and  turnU  them  into  any 
Shape,  as  neatly,  more  conveniently,  in  greater  Quantity,  and  \vi;a 
more  Expedition,  than  30  of  the  moil  diligent  Workmen  could  do  by 
the  ordinary  Methods.  ,     ^ 

On  the  the  4th  I  arriv'd  at  Gejie,  about  5  Miles  farther  upon  tnc  'o^-f-c. 
Borders,   and  almoft  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Gulph   of  Bothnia:  This 
Town  is  agreeably  fituated  at  the  Bottom  of  a  long  Bay,  where  the 
largeft  Shipping  may  caft  Anchor;  and  a  little  River,    very  full   of 
Filh,  difcharges  itfelf  into  this  Bay,  after  running  thro   the  City,  and 
eliding  by  the  Side  of  a  great  publick  Magazine  for  Iron,  which  is 
called  the  Jtern-joagh  or  BaUance,  on  Account  of  the  great  Scales  there 
kept  to  weigh  that  Metal.     Tis  a  very  large  Building,  having  within 
a  handfome  fquare  Court,    which  takes  its  Figure  from  it  -,  it  is  the 
fineft  and  molt  regular  of  the  Sort  of  any  in  S-s.eden,  comprehending 
feveral  little  Magazines  belonging  to  particular  Perfons,  befides  tl^e 
Ballance.     The  Entrances   into  them  are  under  Arches,  dilpofed  and 
ranged  with  abundance  of  Symmetry,  and  raild  in  for  the  molt  Pare 
with  Balufters  of  the  flime  Metal i  there   are  alio  lome  very  good 

Rooms  for  Offices.  1  u     r  ^ 

The  Town  has  two  Churches,  and  a  number  of  good  Houles, 
with  a  Caftle,  which,  tho'  built  after  the  antique  Manner,  may  make 
it  efteem'd  a  very  pretty  Place.  General  Hamilton,  who  had  a  little 
before  been  made  Governour  oi  Helfi?igta,  Gefiricia,  Hertdalia,  lemptia, 
and  Amhermama,  being  there,  I  went  to  pay  him  my  Reipeds,  and 
w""  very  obligingly  receiv'd  by  him.  I  left  Gef.'  on  the  5th  m  the 
Evening,  and  the  Night  being  very  clear,  and  the  Road  very  ht  tor 
Travelling  in  a  SieUge,  1  ftop'd  no  where  but  to  change  Horics, 
reach'd  Upfal  the  6th,  before  eight  in  the  Morning,  tho  at  10  Miles 
Diftance,  and  having  refted  my  lelf  till  Noon,  1  got  again  into  my 
Sledge,  in  order  to  go  to  Stockholm,  whither  I  arrived  about  lix  ac 
Night.'  A  few  Days  after  I  received  from  Conilanf.nopU  the  Letter  111 
thz  Appendix,  concerning  the  War  declared  by  Gerjiiunv  againll  the 

'Porte,  and  its  happy  Succefs.  ^    ,    .    ,      .      , 

Neverthelefs,  my  Curiofity  was  not  quite  fatisfied,  it  having  long 
infpired  me  with  a  Defign  to  vifit  Lapland,  before  I  left  Scandinu- 
via;  my  Defire  of  travelling  and  feeing  the  World  before  my  leaving  it, 
being  rather  encreas'd  than  decreas'd. 
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rifiics-  Thofe  of  Forfoker  are  reckon  d  to  be  300  Years  old  ;  but  are 
now  (o  ovcrfiow'd  with  Water  for  the  moft  part,  that  they  hive  been 
obhgcd  to  abandon  them.  They  have  begun  again  within  thefc 
Thirty  Years  to  work  with  fomc  Advantage  at  that  call  d  SttUgrufuuan. 
GfOskgrnf-Ji'any  which  they  have  broken  open  in  the  Neighbourhood 
within  thefc  Forty  Years,  produced  (as  they  fay)  at  firfl  a  great  Quan- 
ty  of  good  Metal  j  but  the  falling  in  of  a  grey  and  barren  Rock  call'd 
in  S-Ji:edijh  Groberg,  has  clofed  its  richcft  Veins.  There  are  befides  fe- 
veral  others,  known  by  different  Names,  that  have  been  open'd  at  di- 
vers times  here  and  there  with  tolerable  Succefs  within  few  Years. 
Thcfe  Mines,  with  the  abundance  of  Wood  in  the  Neighbourhood, 
and  theRapidity  of  many  running  Waters  lb  favourable  or  rather  necef- 
fary  for  the  Forges  and  Founderies,  make  amends  for  the  Barrennels 
both  of  this  Province  and  T>alecarlta  its  Neighbour.  The  pooreft  Inha- 
bitants who  have  no  concern  in  the  Mines,  it-c.  are  far  from  the  Sea, 
cat  feldom  any  other  Bread  but  what  they  make  of  the  Bark  of  Trees  ; 
of  which  1 11  fpeak  hereafter. 
Falun  On  the  xd  of  February  I  arrived  2it  Faluriy  a  City  in  this  latter  Pro- 

vince, about  whole  Sicuation  I  Ihall  take  the  Liberty  to  fay,  that  the 
ancient  Geographers  are  generally  deceiv'd,  and  have  been  followed 
therein  by  moil  of  the  Moderns  :  They  extending  the  Bounds  of  GV- 
Jiricia  as  far  as  Lake  Siilian^  and  regulating  thole  of  "Dalecarlia  pro- 
portionably,  between  the  Limits  whereof  and  the  other  they  place 
this  Town  ,•  whereas,  according  to  the  Account  of  the  Inhabitants, 
'tis  fix  Miles  within  the  Province  of  'Dalecarlia  to  the  North  Weft.  I 
view'd  this  City  on  the  3d,  which  is  the  largeft,  tho'  not  the  hand- 
fomeft  in  S'^'eden  next  Stockholm;  it  has  two  pretty  large  Churches, 
whereof  that  which  they  call  the  Town  Church  is  well  built,  at  leaft 
according  to  the  manner  of  the  Country ;  the  other  is  not  fo  handfome  i 
and  for  its  Houics,  they  are  generally  low  and  httle.  'Tis  very  agree- 
ably fituated  to  the  South  of  it  near  hzks  Rund,  into  which  the  River 
j4a  difcharges  itfclf,  after  having  divided  it  into  two  Parts  almoft  e- 
tjual  }  and  to  the  Eaft,  at  the  Foot  of  the  great  Mountain  call'd  Stora 
Koparherg.  It  has  to  the  North  Eaft  and  North  Weil  leveral  barren 
and  dilagreeable  Hills  ;  but  to  make  amends,  they  are  accompanied 
with  Variety  of  fertile  Vallies,  Gardens  and  Meadows,  which  he  be- 
tween them.  I  went  from  the  fide  of  this  Lake  about  the  eighth  pare 
of  a  Mile  to  the  Eaft,  and  paiTcd  thro'  a  Ibrt  of  Hutts,  where  there 
are  Furnaces  continually  burning  to  melt  and  new  eaft  the  Mineral; 
near  which  I  found  the  Mine,  which  had  no  City  near  it  till  1614. 
I  ought  to  have  laid  I  found  a  Company  of  Mines,  for  they  diftm- 
guifli  and  reckon  up  to  the  Number  of  17  different  ones,  or  rather  they 
divide  it  into  17  Parts,  as  having  fo  many  Openings  that  are  dug  in  the 
Heart  of  Stora  Koparherg-,  "^  or  the  great  Copper  Mountain,  which  is

(13)  Is 
the  DireBor's  Houfe-  (r)  Ii  the  Old  Court  of  Judice.  (i)  Is  an  Hofpitat  for  the  Miners  who 
are  wounded  or  difabled.  (lo)  Are  Markets  where  the  Mimrs  are  furni/hed  with  Provifiont  at 
a  moderate  Price.  The  other  Buildings  round  about  are  Uvufes  and  Shopi  for  Carpsnteri  arid 
Smiths,  who  l{eep  the  Alachinet  in  l{epair,  and  Lvdgingi  for  the  Mafier  Mineri.

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the  proper  Name  of  this  Mine.  The  largeft  Opening,  (A)  (A)  (B)  Print 
XXXVL  is  in  the  Middle  of  thele  Mines,  which  are  call'd  to  the  Eaft 
Langgruf'jva,  mark'd  (i8j  ("19),  and  Marojimes  Gnijhzan  (f)  to  the 
Weft  Sktargrnfwan^  and  to  the  South  'T>rottning-gruf-j;an  or  the  ^eeris 
Mine  (j-Sj-  Nilfgrufnan  ^16).  SharJgrHf-j:;an  the  oldzik  of  all  (11"). 
This  Artificial  Abyfs  feem'd  to  me  like  that  of  Mount  refircius,  for 
the  Largenefs  and  Depth  of  it,  which  is  very  vifible  to  any  one  who 
looks  down  from  the  Sides  of  it.  The  Smoke  which  ilfues  from  ir,  as 
well  as  out  of  the  Furnaces'aforcmentioned,  is  not  lels  otFcnfive  and  dil- 
agreeable than  that  of  the  aforcfaid  Mountain,  and  the  fulphurous  Smell 
which  ftrikes  the  Noftrils,  caufcs  frequent  Sneezings  in  them  who 
are  not  ufed  to  it.  'Tis  reckon'd  about  zGo  Fathom  in  Circumference, 
about  70  in  vifible  Depth,  and  as  much  more  when  you  dctcend  to 
the  laft  Bottom,  if  I  may  lb  fpeak  ;  in  which  there  are  alio  feveral 
Mouths  call'd  Schachtets,  or  Holes,  which  have  their  dilFerent  Names

Some  of  thefe  Mines,  as  I  have  already  hinted,  are  cultivated  i 
and  others  rendred  ufelefs  by  the  faIii.^g  in  of  the  Earth  and  Rocks, 
which  kill  or  bury  alive  every  Year,  or  rather  every  Month,  leveral 
of  their  VVorkmen,  who  unwillingly  dig  thoir  own  Graves;  and,  m 
fearching  for  Treafures,  find  their  Deaths  in  this  Infernal  or  Subterra- 
neous Kingdom;  but  a  Week  before  my  Arrival  two  had  been  crulhd 
to  pieces,  and  three  more  lamed.  Thcle  frefii  and  frequent  Examples 
of  Danger  letting  Ibme  Bounds  to  my  Curiofiiy,  I  went  down  into  the 
ieaft  perillous  Places,  partly  by  Steps  cut  in  the  Rock  or  by  Ladders, 
a»nd  partly  perched  upon  Buckets,  failened  to  Chains  like  thofe  at 
Sahlberg.  I  came  from  out  of  this  Subterraneous  World  as  black  as  a 
Chimney  Sweeper,  and  almoft  fuffocated  by  the  lliiphurous  and  vi- 
triolous  Smell  which  it  cafts  forth  ;  after  having  oblcrv'd  the  People 
employ'd  therein  in  breaking  the  Rock,  filling  the  Basket  and  Buckets 
with  the  Mineral,  call'd  Muh/i,  which  is  drawn  up  into  it  by  feveral 
Machines  and  Wheels ;  befides  the  Wheels  that  are  at  leveral  of  the 
Openings  turn'd  by  Horfcs,  leveral  very  curious  and  ingenious  Ma- 
chines. The  moft  curious  of  thele  is  the  moft  utclcfs,  or  rather  of  no 
Ufe  at  all  ;  and  coft  the  Mafter  Miners,  who  are  concern'd  in  the 
Charges  of  working  the  Mine,  above  9000  Crowns  ;  it  was  the  Inven- 
tion of  Mr.  Tolhielm  ;  and  the  Draught  of  it  was  engraven  and  printed 
at  Amfierdam  by  Sam.  Bufchenfeld. 

The  Mine  oi  Koparberg  \s  efteem'd  the  moft  ancient  and  moft  fa- 
mous for  that  Metal  in  Europe.  They  make  it  to  have  been  difco- 
vered  time  out  of  Mind  ;  becauie  the  Monks  of  a  famous  Monaftery 
that  was  in  the  Town,  being  dilperfed  or  driven  away  by  the  Refor- 
mation, carried  away  with  them,  as  they  lay,  the  Records.  Some 
afErm,  that  they  began  to  tranfport  Copper  from  henee  into  Foreign 
Parts  long  before  the  Birth  of  Jefus  Chnft  ;  and  fome  Manulcripts  that 
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well  upon  it.  The  Occafion  of  chcir  Vifit  was  to  demand  Juflicc  npoi 
one  among  them  there,  who  had  kill'd  another.  Vhs  Majclly  bid 
them  chufca  Judge  and  an  Executioner  of  thcic  own  Nation,  to  con- 
demn and  punifli  all  the  Guilty  according  to  their  Crimes,  w;i;cii 
Counfel  they  liked;  and  being  return'd  to  Carijham  foUow'd  ic,  be- 
heading the  Murthcrcr. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  two  S-ji-cdiJh  Miniftcrs  being  fct  at  Liberty. 
by  the  Regent  of  /V^wff  s  Intcrpofition,  the  Bntijh  Rclidcnt  was  rc- 
leas'd  likewife,  and  Count  Gylienbourg  being  lent  back  into  S'-^edcn  on 
Board  a  Man  of  War  belonging  to  his  Bntannick  Majcfty,  Mr.  '"Jackfnn 
was  carried  by  the  fame  into  England.  Baron  G.«rzz  return  d  mro 
Sisjeden  by  the  way  of  Retel,  Abo,  o'C.  with  aPafsporc  of  x\\Q.Cz.ar^f 
which  lecm'd  as  a  good  Preiage  of  a  Peace,  after  which  the  People 
had  fo  long  figh'd,  and  rcnderd  the  Prefence  of  that  Miniftcr  more  a- 
greeablc  to  them  than  it  uled  to  be  ;  and  he  was  oblerv'd  to  be  rather 
greater  with  the  King  than  before.  In  the  mean  while,  an  Envoy 
from  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  arrived  mS'-ieden  incognito,  to  demand 
of  the  King  (as  was  believd)  the  Accomplilhment  of  the  Promifes 
wherewith  his  Miniflers  had  flatcer'd  him;  and  for  which  they  had  re- 
ceiv'd  at  Taris  a  Million  of  French  Livres,  and  were  offer  d  yet  greater 
Sums.  But  whether  Baron  Goertz,  'to  whom  he  at  firft  addrefs'd  him- 
lelfj  did  not  think  it  a  proper  Time,  or  that  he  had  never  defignd  it, 
he  returnd  even  without  having  Audience  of  his  Mnjcfty.  Thcfc 
Conferences  with  the  Baron  were  kept  very  fecrct  j  and  'twas  known 
afteru'ards  that  the  Envoy  was  gone  to  Mittau  in  Coi!rla7id,  to  the  Duk2 
of  Orjfiond,  who  was  alfo  there  incogmto,  with  a  Comnfiifilon  of  t!-:; 
Chevalier,  to  whom  feme  wou'd  have  it  that  the  Cz^r  had  [^ivea 
Hopes,  that  he  vvcu'd  favour  his  afcending  the  Brittlh  Throne,  in  cafe 
the  King  of  S'-^'eden  wou'd  content  to  the  Conditions  of  Peace  pro- 
pofed  by  Baron  Goertz.,  make  an  Otfenfive  and  Dcfcnfivc  Alliance 
againllKing  George.,  and  on  his  Side  lend  a  helping  Hand  toward;  the 
dethroning  his  Majcfty.  The  Meafures  taken  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  (in  Quality  of  Condiredlor  of  the  Circle  of  Lo'-Jicr  Saxom)  to 
oblige  the  Czar  to  withdraw  his  Forces  from  Mecklernburg.,  may  have 
given  rife  to  thele  Thoughts,  and  ferved  at  leaft  for  a  Pretence  to  hij 
Czarian  Mr.jefly  for  the  Defigns  afcrib  d  to  him,  the  Hanoverian  I'roopg, 
in  executing  the  Imperial  Mandate,  not  having  fparcd  the  3000  Aluf- 
covzfes  Ick  in  the  Service  of  the  Duke  of  Mecklernburg;  who  incrcaild 
his  Forces,  in  order  to  maintain  his  Refufal  of  giving  Sansfa<fbon  ro 
his  Nobility.  The  Peace  with  Siz'eden,  in  which  his  Bntannick  Ma- 
}<:([)' ^s  Eleclor  prevented  him  fince,  in  1719,  and  his  procuring  it  zo 
the  other  Northern  Allies,  have  a  little  heightend  his  Rclcntmcnt,  al- 
tho'  his  Czarian  Majefty  had  for  a  long  time  begun  to  treat  feparately, 
exclufive  of  them ;  In  fine,  the  Coolnefs  fubfills  ftill  between  thofe 
two  Princes. 

Bur,  to  return  to  my  Subjed-j  they  who  had  put  the  ConHrudiion 
aforemcntion'd  to  the  Favour  fliown  by  the  Czar  to  Baron  Goertz,  and 
the  Palsport  granted  him,  were  not  a  little  pleafed  at  finding  thcmfclvcs 
171 S.  "Of  miftaken  ;  when  in  the  Beginning  of  1718,  they  heard  for  certain 
that  Abo  was  already  nam'd  for  the  Place  of  Congrefs  to  treat  of  a 
Peace,  and  that  the  RitJJlan  Plenipotentiaries  were  on  the  Road 
thither.  They  were  out,  however,  in  fome  part  of  their  policick. 
Conjc<^ures,  in  that  the  Treaty  was  not  likely  to  be  general,  as  they 
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had  flattered  thcmfclvcs  ,•   for  they  were  inform'd  at  the  fame  tirhc, 
that  the  Court  of  '^Petersburg.,  far  from  inviting  their  Allies  to  fend 
Plenipotentiaries  thither,  had  at  tirft  made   a  perfed  Myfl:cry  of  it  to 
their  Miniflers.    That  when  they  cou  d  no  longer  hide  ir  from  them- 
they  pretended  'twas  only   to    hear   fome  Propolals  of  tha  King  of 
SiSL-eden.,  which  concern'd  his   Czarum   Majeily    in  particular.     That 
as   for  the  reft.  Care  Ihoud   be  taken  not  to  conclude  any  thing  to 
their  Prejudice  -,  and  that  Permiflion  had  been  refufcd  to  all  thele  Mi- 
niiters,  except  that  of  -Pruljla^  to   accompany   his  Czarian  Maiefty, 
who  was  to  fail  with  his  Fleet  into  that  Neighbourhood,  in  order  to 
be  nearer  at  hand  to  hear  thefe  Propofals,  and  give  his  AnUvcrs  and 
Refoiutions.    On  the  other  hand,  the  Emperor  did  not  ceafe  exhort- 
ing their  Majefties  and  their  Allies  to  conclude  a  general  Peace,  bv  a 
Meeting  both  of  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  .the  Parties  concern  d,  and  of 
the  Potentates  who  were  to  be  Mediators  ;  but  S-.:.eden  and  Mufcow 
had  already  agreed  to  do  their  Bufinels  by  themlelves,  without  his 
Imperial  Majelly's  Counfel  or  Mediation;  and  whether  Abo,  the  Place 
nam'd  before  by  the  hlufco'-ijttes  for  a  Place  of  Congrefs,  was  not  a- 
greeable  to  the  S'Ji-edes,  they  preferred  to  it  ot\Q  of  the  Illes  oi  Aiajid, 
aiid  the  Choice  fell  upon  that  of  Lofto -,  and  os  every  tolerable  Habi- 
tation there  had  been  before  burnt  and  demoliili'd  by  the  Mnfcovitt.'S,  a 
Houfe   for  the  Conferences,    and  Lodgings  for  the  Plenipotentiaries, 
were  built  on  each  fide. 

In  Januarv  fome  Bufinels  call  d  me  to  Orebro,  which  being  finifli'd, 
and  the  VVeaihct  being  admirably  good  for  travelling  on  Sledges,  I 
took  the  Opportunity  to  go  to  falnn  to  fee  its  famous  Copper  Mine. 
Leaving  Orebro  on  the  X7th  m  the  Aftern-oon,  and  taking  my  Road 
to  the  North,  I  flop'd  about  a  Mile  olf  at  the  Houll*  of  the  Otnbutzrod 
Mr.  Eicf.,  which  is  pretty  well  built,  tho'  of  Wood,  with  an  agreeable 
Garden  and  Green-Houle  :  It  is  alfo  very  beneficial,  by  reafon  of  the 
Sulphur  Mine  and  Foundcry  that  are  dfnprtrjent  upon  it,  and  are  rec- 
kon'd  the  raoft  conluierable  of  any  in  S'<z-eden.  The  Houfe  is  cali'd 
ii-jjaielbruk,  from  the  Name  of  the  Foundery.  I  was  receiv'd  there  very 
civilly  by  the  Servants,  in  the  Ablence  of  their  Mafler  and  Miilrefs, 
and  I  lodged  there  that  Night.  I  proceeded  on  the  i8th  ro  lVed^j:u, 
where  Mr.  Erenpreus,  who  was  there  with  Mr.  Fu'f\  Ladv,  and  a  great 
deal  of  Company  of  their  Relations,  treated  me  according  to  his  ufual 
manner,  that  is  to  fay,  extraordinary  well,  and  kept  me  with  hun  till 
the  30th  in  the  Evening,  when  X  went  to  lie  at  Linda  or  Lindberg  ac- 
cording to  the  Maps,  in  Company  with  the  Curate  of  this  lircle  Town, 
which  IS  about  a  Mile  from  lVed-j:o  to  the  North  Well.  It  is  ancient, 
and  that  is  all  that  is  remarkable  in  it. 

The  next  Day,  paffing  by  the  South  Wefl  of  JVeftmawa,  I  faw  Ram- 
hytta,  with  the  Forges  and  Foundery  of  this  Name,  which  are  kept  in 
Repair  at  the  Expence,  and  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Curate  and  the  Inha- 
bitants of  that  Place,  and  yield  a  good  Q^iantity  of  Iron.  Half  a 
Mile  farther  I  faw  the  Mine  cali'd  Strojfa  Gruf-uVun,  which  pro- 
mifed  (as  they  fay)  very  well  at  its  firil  breaking  open  ;  but  now 
yields  but  little  Metal,  tho'  very  good.  From  thence  I  went  on  by 
the  South  of  'Dalecarlia,  to  the  Forges  and  Foundcrics  cali'd  Rtddur 
Hyttar.  On  the  ^  ift,  I  entered  into  Gefiru:ia,  and  purfued  my  Journey 
to  the  North,  by  feveral  Mines  of  Iron  and  above  Thirty  Forges,  and 
almofl  as  many  Foundarics,  which  this  Province  has  in  three  or  four  Pa- 
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but  once  or  twice,  an.!  even  chcn  but  a  very  finall  (Quan- 
tity. 1  wont  aver  either  of  thciu  to  be  Fact;  but  of  tlr.s  Im  lure, 
that  the  Story  of  the  S-Jjcdijh  Apha^e  is  belicv'd,  and  allcrtcd  for  a 
Truth,  by  the  bell  Quality  in  that  Kingdom. 

Some  time  after,  his  Majefty  being  in  pcrfea:  Health,  and  being  per- 
haps afraid  of  too  much,  or  of  growing  too  fat  ;  or,  as  lomc  lay, 
having  a  mind  to  try  whether  't'.vas  impcdible  to  live  without  catin 
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Days ;  during  which,  they  allured  me,  that  he  eat  no  more 
Aphage  aforementiond  had  done  for  lb  many  Years,  bur  u  as 
on  Horfcback  as  uilial,  and  even  more:  For  on  the  6:h  i.  ..y  he  rcdc 
1 6  Miles,  but  on  the  leventh  his  Maieily  lecnVd  to  be  very  lenlible  of 
Hunger,  by  eating  very  heartily  at  the  ptelcnt  King  s,  w  hither  he  in- 
vited  himlelf. 

His  Majefty  finding  mc  fome  Days  after  at  Baron  Mulhrns^ 
ask'd  me  whether  I  could  not  induce  a  Colony  of  French  Refugees 
of  all  Profeffions  to  fettle  at  Gottcnjouyg,  to  whom  he  would  grant 
Twelve  Years  of  Immunities  and  Freedom  from  all  Contributions, 
Wood  to  build,  with  full  Liberty  of  Conlcience  ?  I  otfcr'd  my 
Endeavours  for  it ;  and  Count  Alorner,  Governor  of  the  Place,  had 
Orders  to  encourage  the  Undertaking  with  all  his  Power ;  and  I  was 
to  Travel  to  Brandthurg,  Holland,  a-c.  at  his  M^jedy's  Expencc  for 
that  purpofe,  as  foon  as  lomc  Affairs  which  I  had  then  inS'^edcn 
were  finilh'd.  We  heard  about  that  time  that  my  Lord  '■Duffiis,  who 
efcaped  the  Winter  before  from  the  Pretenders  vain  Attempt  on 
Scotland,  with  many  of  that  Nation,  moll:  Part  Highlanders,  on  board 
a  French  Ship,  which  by  contrary  Winds  was  driven  to  Gottenhctirgy 
had  been  arreted  at  Hamburgh  by  the  Bnttjh  R(.fident,  as  a  Rebel  a- 

linft  the  King  of  Great  Bntam.  Some  of  thefe  were  ftili  remaining 
at  Gottenbourg,  and  were  very  ill  fatisfy'd  with  their  Maftcr's  Expedi- 
tion and  Condud:,  as  well  as  with  that  of  their  Leaders  ;   even  to  the 

faying  to  me,  in  their  Brogue,   By  G he  ts  not  izorth  fighting  for. 

And  not  long  after,  I  was  inform'd  from  Hambourgh,  of  the  Seizure  of 
Mr.  fFouranoiisky  by  the  Miifcovite  Minifter,  tho'  he  had  been  advifed 
by  his  Friends  not  to  truft  himfelf  in  that  City,  alledging  the  Example 
of  that  Lord's  being  taken  up,and  much  doubting  whether  he  wou'd  be 
fo  well  treated  by  the  Cs^r,  as  his  Lordihip  by  his  Bntannkk  Majcfiy, 
Some  particular  Bufinels  calling  me  to  Gottenbourg,  I  went  thirhci- 
in  the  latter  End  of  Marchy  where  I  hardly  heard  any  thing,  br.r 
Complaints  of  the  Merchants  againft  the  Commodore  Gathenhtchi:, 
and  his  Gang  of  Privateers.  They  reckon  d  up  about  50  VelTels,  which 
he  had  taken  fince  the  fecond  time  of  my  coming  thither,  both  Englifi 
and  TDutch,  in  the  greateft  Part  of  which  the  S-^edts  were  concerned  -, 
and  I  was  alTurcd,  by  Perlbns  of  Honour,  who  were  wholly  difintc- 
refted,  that  of  all  the  VelTels  which  were  taken  and  condemned,  there 
were  not  two  that  were  good  and  lawful  Prize,  even  according  to  the 
Regulation  of  the  Privateers.  Amongft  others,  they  named  a  '^Dutch 
VelFel,  in  which  the  Hereditary  Prince  oS.  Heffe  Caffel,  the  prefcni:  King 
of  Sweden,  had  a  great  Quantity  of  Champaign  and  Burgund)\  with 
fcveral  things  for  the  Princefs,  his  Spoufe ;  as  a  Table  and  Dreding- 
Glafs  for  her  Toilet,  a  little  China  Cabinet,  fome  fine  Cages  with  La- 
nary  birds,  which  were  all  condemnd  and  fold  pubiickly  to  the  bcil 
Bidder,  without  any  regard  to  their  HighnelTcs,  or  without  giving 
them  any  civil  Notice,  or  Time  to  fend  any  Orders  to  redeem  thcr' 
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I  my  felf  law  the  little  wing'd  Captives  at  Merchants  Houfes  who 
had  bought  them,  and  were  become  their  Owners,  inllead  ^of  thole 
whom  they  had  the  Honour  to  be  defignd  for. 

This  Noble  Chief  of  the  Privateers  afore  mention'd  had,  bcfidcs  the 
two  Frigates  that  the  King   had  given  him  with  the  Title  of  Commo- 
dore, leveral  Briganrincs   and  Cruilers  depending  on  him,  and  under 
his  own  Pay  ;  among  others  one  Norcrofs,  who  had  twice  elcapcd  out 
of  Prifon  in  Great  Britain,  was  thought  worthy  to  command  one,  and 
had  already  fignaliz'd  himlelf  (as  I  was  inform  d)  by  cruifing  even  in- 
to the  Ports  of  their  Allies.    I  will  only  mention  the  two  freflieft  of  his 
Exploits,  the  firll  was  his  taking  a  Imail  Englifi  VeiFcl  that  had  on 
Board  a  Courier  difpatched  fecretly  by  the  Friends  of  Count  GylUnbonrg 
to  the  Court  of  Su:eden,  in  order  to  inform  them  of  his  being  detain'd  ; 
the  News  of  which  was  brought  before  by  a  "Dutch  Ship.     This  Cou- 
rier, a  Sv:ede  by  Extradion,  was   ftripd  of  all  he  had   by  the  lame 
Norcrofs,  and  reduced  to  borrow  of  one  Mr.  Aljlrom,  a  Mcrcl^int   of 
my  Acquaintance,  Linnen,  Stockings,  and  even  Buckles  for  his  Shoe?, 
the  new  Privateer  having  taken  his,  which  were  Silver  ;  and  the  Sai- 
lors were  obliged  to  ask  Alms  of  the  Merchants  :  The  fecond  was  his 
plundering  the  T>utch  Packet  Boat,  which  he  brought  in  Triumph   to 
Gathenhielm,  who  is  now  dead.     This  Gothick  Hero  is  buried  in   the 
great  Church  at  Gottenbourg,  under  a  magnificent  brazen  Tomb,  which 
he  had  eredted   before  his  Death.     During  the  Twenty  Days  that  I 
(laid  in  that  City,  I  faw  almoft  as  many  Merchant  Ships  taken  by  the 
Fleet  of  this  Commander. 

I  return'd  to  Lund  the  Beginning  of  May,  where  I  prelcnted  a  Peti- 
tion to  his  Majefty,  to  which  he  had  the  Goodnel's  to  make  a  favoura- 
ble Anfwer ;  and  I  owe  this  Acknowledgment  to  the  Memory  of  this 
Prince,  to  Fay  that  he  never  refulcd  me  any  thing  I  ever  defired,  tho' 
indeed  I  never  did  ask  for  my  lelf.  In  the  mean  while,  Ibme  Pealants, 
deputed  from  the  Mines,  and  other  principal  Places  in  the  Country, 
being  come  to  congratulate  their  Sovereign  upon  his  Return  into  hiS 
own  Dominions,  his  Majefty  received  thcui  very  graciouily,  ordered 
chem  to  be  well  treated,  and  made  them  carry  away  the  great  Silver 
Cups,  out  of  which  they  had  drank  Ibme  of  the  beft  Wines  that  could 
be  found  in  that  Place  j  commanding  ft  r  the  future,  that  they  Ihoud 
bring  his  Water,  which  was  always  his  conftant  Liquor,  in  thole  Tin 
ones  that  Mr. 'ftf/i6?i?/»»  made  with  his  Water  Engine.  This  Prince  was 
'io  well  fatisfy'd  with  thele  Tin  Cups,  that  he  forbid  the  Ufe  of  Silver, 
either  at  his  Table,  or  in  his  Chambe-  -,  and  woud  have  all  his  Diihcs, 
Plates,  Spoons,  Salt-fellers,  Candlefticks,  crc.  of  Tin  from  that  ncv/ 
Manufadure,  or  rather  Aquafadurc,  if  I  may  ufe  that  Term,  as  being 
the  moft  proper,  fince  Water  has  the  greateft  Share  in  the  making  of  it, 
as  I'll  obfcrve  afterwards. 

Several  Turks,  of  thofe  who  had  followed  the  King  on  account  of 
Money  lent  to  his  People  fince  the  Adtion  of  Vamitza,  came  there 
from  Carlfiam,  where  they  moft  part  lived,  and  had  a  very  gracious 
Audience  of  that  Prince  ;  who  allow  d  them  a  Dollar  Silver  Mint,  -ciz. 
Thirty  two  Pence  a-Day  each  for  their  Maintenance,  and  that  in  Mnn- 
tetekcns,  with  their  Lodgings  gratis,  till  he  had  enough  of  good  Mo- 
ney to  pay  them.  They  wonder'd  much  at  his  Majefty's  Authority  in 
giving  to  a  fmall  Piece  of  Copper  that  Value ;  and  at  his  Peoples  Sub- 
milfion  in  receiving  it  as  I'uch,  and  were  plealed  that  they  could  live  lo 
Vol.  IL  Mm  well 
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lion'd  Invafioii,  ic  could  not  be  puc  in  Execution,  till  afcer  the  Arrival 
of  the  Fleet  with  that  Colony  at  Gott'enbour^. 

To  leave  thele  Political  Conjedures,  let  us  lee  in  what  Manner  the 
King  receiv'd  the  News  of  the  Imprilonmenc  of  his  Mimftcrs,  the  Sei- 
zure of  their  Papers,  and  the  Printing  of  their  Letters,  which  were 
prefentcd  to  him  at  the  fame  Time,  not  long  after  his  Arrival  ac 
Lund.  At  the  Words  Itfjafion  projected,  and  Letters  prmted,  that  Prince 
fell  a  laughing,  and  ask'd,  If  there  were  none  of  his  VVriti'^g?  They 
fhcw'd  him  his  full  Power  amongft  them ;  upon  which  he  laid,  Ha've 
they  any  thing  of  the  Invafion  in  that  ?  Mr.  MuUern  anf^verJ,  That  to 
his  Eyes  there  appeared  nothing  in  it.  So,  afcer  fome  ferious  Remon- 
ftrances  of  his  Council,  who  call'd  the  ArrclT:  a  Violation  of  the  Law 
of  Nations,  His  Majefty  dilpatch'd  an  Order  to  t\\z  Stat  dholdtr  ol  Stock- 
holm^ to  ufc  Reprifals,  by  arrcfting  Mr.  Jackfon,  the  Britijh  Rejident^ 
with  his  whole  Family  ;  which  was  done  accordingly,  even  to  his 
younger  Son,  who  was  at  the  Univtrfity  olUpjala,  and  leizmg  of  all 
their  Papers  and  moft  ordinary  Letters.  And  whether  Ibmebody  had 
aggravated  to  his  Guards  the  Rigour  ufcd  to  Count  Gyllenbcttrg  ct  nor, 
he  was  much  more  feverely  treated  in  S-uieden  than  that  Count  was 
in  England,  not  having  lb  much  as  the  Liberty  of  lying  in  the  lame 
Chamber  with  his  Lady.  I  went  to  Lund  about  that  Time,  and  lodg'J 
in  the  fame  Houfe  with  one  of  the  two  Secretaries,  to  whom  the  Ex- 
amcn  of  their  Papers  was  committed  -,  they  found  nothing  in  them 
againtl  his  Maiefty's  and  his  People's  Interell,  hut  many  Trifles  in  the 
Letters  of  hisChildren,  which  made  them  laugh.  I  received  there 
the  firll  Letter  upon  the  War,  and  prodigious  Succefs  of  the  Torte 
againfl:  Venice. 

Ltindxs  an  old  City,  the  Capital  of  Scania,  about  half  a  Mile  from 
Malmoe,  and  has  nothing  praife- worthy  cither  in  its  Churches  or  Houfes, 
the  Number  whereof  is  very  much  diminillied  for  want  of  Inhabitants  j 
'tis  a  Bifliop's  Sec,   and  the  Rcfidencc  of  a  Governour  of  a  Province. 
It  was  formerly  an  Archbiilioprick ,   and  had  the  famous  Abfalo-m  for 
one,if  not  the  firft  of  its  Archbifliops,  of  whom  I  fliall  take  farther  Notice 
in  the  Chapter  qS. 'Denmark.     Its  Academy  is  pretty  well  known,  but 
has  not  near  lb  many  Students  as  the  Gymnajium  at  ^cara,  or  Ibme  other 
Cities  in  S-^rdcn:  However,   its  Cathedral  Church   partakes  of  the 
i3cauties  of  the  Time  wherein  it  was  built.     T^is  a  lofty  large  Building, 
covcr'd  with  Lead,    about  whole  Roof  the  llipcrrtitious  Traditions  of 
the  Country  have  handed  down  many  Stones;  whereof  one  fays,  that 
a  certain  miichievous  Spirit  Ipoild  and  deftroy'd  in  the  Night-time  what 
was  built  in  the  Day.      The  King  was  in  perfe(3  Health,  and  lodged  ac 
the  Houle  of  one  of  the  Profellbrs;    the  Chamber  whore  his  Majelly 
Jay,    was  fuitablc  to  his  ordinary  Choice,  and  his  Bed  was  only  Ibmc 
TrulTcs  of  Straw  laid  upon  the  Ground,  where  he  us'd  to  reft  himielf 
but  from  9  or  10  at  Night,  till  i  in  the  Mcrning,  without  any  Sheets, 
or  other  Covering  than  a  Cloak,    Ibmetimcs  not  that,    and  bare  head- 
ed as  ufual.     One  might  have  Audience  of  this  Prince  every  Dny,  or 
rather  every  Night,  before  two  in  the  Morning,  and  he  was  commonly 
on  Horfeback  at  7  or  8,  and  wou'd  return  by  i  or  z  in  the  Afternoon, 
and  Ibmetimes  at  Night,  and  that  without  eating  any  thing.     His  Ma- 
iefty  had,  fome  time  after  my  Arrival,  the  Curiofity  to  fee  one  of  his 
Subjeds,  in  the  Neighbourhood,  who  had  lived    (as  they  lay  of  the 
Camelions")    between  6  and  7  Years  without  eating,  if  wc  can  call  it 
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living,  to  have  lolt  the  LTc  of  all  her  Limbs,  excepting  her  Tongue 
and  Eyes  :  For  'twas  reported  that  Ihe  would  talk  very  much,  and  with 
incomparable  Senfe,  (which  is  very  uncommon^  that' flic  had  Vifior,;;, 
and  law  Things  invifiblc  to  other  Eyes,   as  God  and  his  Angels  ;    and 
that  ilie  cou'd  dilcover  corporal  Objeds  as  diflindlly  in  the  Night,  as 
at  Noon-Day,  as  they  lay  by  Owls.      They  added  Hkewill-,  char  du- 
ring the  Time  of  ner  Fufting,  Ihe  had  never  llepc,  without  you  will  call 
i:  Hceping,    to  fall  into  long  and  frequent  Syncopes  and  Fainting"?,   a^ 
Ihe  often  did  -,  during  which,  Ihc  would  lb  far  IjIo  her  Senles,  as  net 
to  be  fenfible  of  any  Pain,  whatever  Parr  of  her  Body  you  picrc'd;  nor 
could  flie  hear  the  Sound  of  ^  Piftol  or  Mulquet,  when  fir'd  at  her  E  ;.- 
They  laid  alio,  that  during  thefe  Syncopes  and  Firs,   Ihe  made  Jour- 
neys into  Heaven;  which  when  ihc  came  to  her  Iclf  Ihe  would  dcicribc 
like  a  fine  white  Temple,    witcre  ihe  had  difcourlcd  wuh  God  himlblf, 
and  a  hundred  other  Imaginations.  T\m%  Aphagc  01  l^alhr,  whofe  Name 
was  Ejlher  Johnfdotter,     had   nothing   but    Skin    and    Bones.       She 
was  celebrated  for  her  lb  long  and  extraordinary  Falling,  in  the  Wri- 
tings of  leveral  Divines  and  Philolbohers  of  that  Country,  whole  Spe- 
culations, Tongues  and  Pens  flie  fafficiently  cm.^IoycJ;  among  others, 
the  Biihop  of  ^^^r^  reckons  that  (he  liv'd  by  Faith  and  t.'icWord  of  God, 
which  Ihe  often  quoted.     Dr.  Bi:)ck,z.  very  learned  Phyf.tian,  (ays 'twas 
Spiritii  Unrcer/i,  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Univerle  j    or  by  the  Air,  which 
encloles  and  contains  that  nutritive  Moifture,  which  they  call  'Principi- 
um  Materiale  cujufcumq;  Niitritionis,  or  the   Material  Principal  of  all 
Nounihment.      Thus   they,    and  many  others,    Divines  and   Philo- 
fophers,  have  made  her  (ubfift  till  1713.  when  a  Common  Soldier,  who 
was  quarter'd  in.  the  Came  Hou(e,  rellord  her  both  to  the  Uic  of  her 
Limbs  and  Appetite,  by  getting  her  with  Child  ;  made  her  (as  he  and 
file  confelFcd  afterwards)  lirft  live  upon  Milk,  then  upon  a  little  Meat 
Broth,  and  laftly  on  other  \"ifflu3!s  ;  by  the  help  of  which  ihe  recover'd 
her  Strength  and  her  Fle'h,    has  began  to  walk,  and  to  perform  a']  the 
natural  Fundions  of  Life;  (he  was  delivered  of  a  Daughter  th.e  ^.prh  of 
September  of  the  (aid  Year,  and  ran  away  with  the  Father,  to  avoid  the 
Penitential  Bench  of  the  Church ;  but  they  married  together  for  greater 
Security,  and  ihe  has  fincc  brought  him  many  other  Children.     She  was 
not  ugly,  but  her  Complexion  was  a  little  upon  the  tawny  fince  (lie  had 
been  expoled  to  the  Weather ;  before  which  (as  they  fay^  it  had  been  very 
fine.    The  King  ask'd  her  fcverai  Queftions  concerning  her  Diltcmper,  to 
which  (lie  gave  very  latisfadrory  and  realbnable  Anfwers;  but  he  put  her 
extreamly  to  the  blufli,  upon  his  asking  her  how  the  Soldier  could  have 
any  carnal  Copulation  with  her,  in  that  lifelels  Condition  wherein  ihe 
was  reprefcntcd  to  have  been  ^  She  ftood  Ipecchleis  and  confus'd,  with- 
out opening  her  Mouth,  till  his  Majcfty  encourag'd  her,  by  laying,  with 
that  Familiarity  which  he  always  uied  to  his  Inferiors,  Tiorit  ft.ir,  fpcak 
freely  ,•  then,  being  come  to  her  ielf,  (he  anlwerd,  That  he  had  done  it 
curing  one  of  her  Syncopes,  and  that  (he  was  not  at  all  ienfiblei  the 
King  gave  her  (bme  Ducats,  and  advanced  her  Flusband  to  be  Corporal. 
Mr.  Grclot,  in  his  Travels,  tells  us  of  an  old  Man  amongft  the  Ma- 
ronites,  who  at  Ninety  Years  of  Age  obferv'd  theCuftom  he  hid  long 
uled,  of  eating  but  (even  times  during  the  Lent  of  that  Scdt,  which  lafts 
feven  Weeks.     And  even  whilll;  I  am  writing  this,  there  is  an  Account 
in  the  Englijh  News  Papers  of  a  Woman  at  Bodmbam  in  llerefordjl.urc 
yet  living,  who  for  the  Space  of  Thirty  five  Weeks  has  not  touch  d 
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Hearing  much  Talk  of  Loeftarbruck,  about  two  Miles  from  thence, 
as  being  the  mod  famous  Forge  m  the  Country,  I  went  thicheroii  the 
a8ch,  and  found  they  had  but  done  it  Juftice.  It  belongs  to  Mr. 
Charles  'Dehgeevy  Brother  to  him  who  owns  the  Foundcry  of  Cannons 
before-mcntion'd :  There  was  a  very  handlbme  Houfe,  tho'  built  for 
the  moil  part  of  Wood,  with  a  Garden  and  Grecn-Houlb  anfwcrabJe  to 
it;  aUb  Houfcs  for  above  200  Workmen  employ'd  there,  wirh  a 
Church  and  Hofpital,  which  made  as  it  were  a  little  Town  j  it  was  by 
the  ly/tifctKih's  laid  all  wafte  in  1719  and  lyzo,  with  a  great  many 
other  neighbouring  Forges  near  the  Sca-fidc  j  and  T  qucllion  whether 
the  Owners  will  ever  rebuild  there  fo  fine  a  Palace  as  that  Houfe 
might  be  caird. 

I  return'd  in  the  Evening  to  Up/a/,  where  I  ftaid  only  that  Night ; 
and  in  the  Morning,  I  took  the  diredcll:  and  the  ihortell:  Way  to 
Stockholm.  Going  by  Aljich,  about  a  xMile  and  a  quarter  thence,  I 
difcover'd  a  Rurack  Stone ;  and  about  two  Miles  farther  at  Hamwurljy^  I 
met  another.  The  Explication  of  the  firft  has  a  Crofs  in  the  Middle, 
as  that  N.  (i)  in  the  Print  XXXII.  u  id  the  Explication  of  the  Cha- 
rad-crs  is  as  follows  :  Hulmair  and  I'ni  erected  tins  Stone  in  Memory 
oftLeir  Father  Solaj  thofe  of  the  lecond  fignify,  That  0\^^  and Qximv^ 
raifed  this  Monumem  for  their  Son  G\ir\2,  andKnil  liith  them  for  his 
Brother  j  and  that  the  Letters  "juere  car'ved  by  Ubick. 


CHAP.     XL 

Of  the  Kings  leaving  Norway,  and  retiring  to 
Lund.  Of  this  City.  Of  an  Aphage  there.  Count 
Gyllenbourg-,  Baron  Goertz,  and  Mr.  JackfonV 
heing  arrefled.  Of  Falun,  and  its  Mine ;  and 
the  Opening  of  the  Congrefs  at  Lofto,  ^c. 

IN  the  mean  while,  the  Winter  Campaign  for  the  Year  1716  being 
ended  in  Xor'-^'ay  after  the  manner  before-mentiond,  the  King  had 
retired  to  Lund^  as  into  Summer  Quarters  ;  his  Majefty  delighting  always 
in  Hardfliips  and  Difficulties,  fecrad  by  his  Choice  to  find  the  hotScafoa 
too  commodious  in  fo  cold  a  Climate  as  that  of  Norrxay  to  make  War  du- 
ring if.  The  Voyage  of  Baron  Goertz,,  vvhofe  Arrival  on  the  other  Side 
the  Baltick  waspublickly  known  before  hisDer)arture  itotn  S-Jieden  was 
talk'd  of,  employ'd  the  People's  Thoughts,  and  gave  Birth  to  divers 
Speculations.  They  who  were  acquainted  with  the  Propofals  which  had 
been  made  by  him  to  the  King,  in  behalf  of  the  Deputies  of  Miidcigtif- 
car,  (who  were  come  to  dcfire  Permidion  for  a  Colonv  of  Pyratf's  of 
that  Country  to  fettle  at  (Jottenbourjr^  and  bring  with  them  60  Veflels 
laden  with  their  Riches,^  gave  out  that  he  was  gone  to  Holland  to 
buy  there  fomc  Ships,  wheteiu  to  fend  them  the  Arms  and  Ammuni- 
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lion  they  had  demanded  for  their  Security  in  their  Paflage.  Others 
vvou'd  have  it,  that  'twas  only  to  borrow  a  Sum  in  good  Gold  and 
Silver  Specie,  to  fupport  the  Credit  of  the  imaginary  Brals  and  Paper 
Money,  which  was  then  almoft  the  oaly  Coin  that  was  current  in 
S-^eden.  The  moil  penetrating  laid  it  was  for  both  ;  becaufe  (added 
they)  our  Muntetekens  won  t  purchaie  VclFcls  to  fend  to  the  Pyrates 
of  Madagafcar.  But  in  February  iji-,  News  was  brought  to  GotteTtl.  r7i7 
bourg,  by  a  Mafter  of  a  'Dutch  Ship,  of  the  Baron  and  Count  Gr/fen- 
bourg  being  arreiled  for  projcding  a  Defcent  upon  Scotland,  m  order 
to  fet  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  on  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain  ;  and 
their  Letters  intercepted  and  pubiiihed  thereupon,  alter  d  and  divided 
again  the  Sentiments  and  Opinions  of  the  S-^edes.  They  who  bell 
knew  the  Weaknefs  of  their  State,  as  well  by  Sea  as  Land',  faid  there 
was  either  a  great  deal  of  Folly  in  projeding  fuch  an  Invafion,  or  cife 
'twas  a  Trick  and  Piece  of  State  Policy  ;  and  they  who  were  acquaint- 
ed with  the  Baron  fulpeded  the  latter,  as  being  a  thing  aiiowable  in 
feme  degree  in  Pubiick  Minifters.  Others  coir.paring  the  Letters  of 
Count  Gyllenbourg  and  Baron  Sparre,  with  thole  of  Baron  Goertz,  laid 
'twas  the  llrangell  Conlpiracy  in  the  World,  between  three  Perlbns 
who  did  not  leem  reciprocally  to  underiland  each  other  :  ''  B.-.rora 
**  Goertz  (added  they)  dilcovers  vilibly  by  \m-^  Letters,  that  the  lava- 
"  fion  is  but  a  Pretence  to  get  Money  from  the  Chevalier  and  his  Ad- 
herents i  the  Credit  of  S\z-eden  being  no  longer  currenr  amont^i'-  Fo- 
"  reign  Bankers  and  Merchants.  This  (fay  they)  is  evident  from  the 
"  Propolals  of  certain  Friends  (as  he  calls  them)'  which  mult  be  re- 
*'  ceived  but  on  the  foot  of  a  Loan  -,  as  the  Manifello  aiib  Ihews  to 
"  any  one  that  has  Eyes,  as  well  as  the  great  Care  taken  to  liive  chs 
*'  fionour  of  the  King  of  Sj^edcn^  whole  Gcnerofity  and  Delicacy  in 
"  fuch  Points  he  w^eli  knows.  In  fine,  (continued  they)  if  Count  C")'/- 
"  lenbourgs  Calculation  of  the  Bnt/jlj  Subjeds,  (amongil  whom  he 
"  reckons  Nine  in  Ten  to  be  Rebcis)  were  ttuebutby  hair,  they  wou'd 
"  Hand  in  no  need  of  our  AlMance,  or  any  Forergii  Force  to  change 
"  their  King.  Befides  that,  our  Fleet  at  Carelfcroon  is  in  no  Condition 
"  to  put  to  Sea,  and  is  blockd  up  in  that  Harbour  by  the  fuperior 
•'  Force  olx.\\c.Czar  and  the  King  oi  ■'Denmark  -,  and  our  Squadron  at 
"  Gottcnbourg  lies  rotting  in  that  Port;  all  which  15  very  imoropcrto 
"^  give  Credit  to  the  tranlporting  of  ioogo  Soldiers  into  ^Scotland: 
"  And  either  they  to  whom  this  Succour  was  prcmiled,  mult  be  the 
*'  moll  mifinform'd  in  the  World  of  the  State  of  our  Affairs;  or  they 
"  would  know  that  we  have  not  lb  many  Men  as  wc  want  to  defend  our 
own  Territories,  or  be  contented  with  Women,whcreof  we  have  enough 
and  to  Ipare  ;  as  well  asOlficers  to  command  ten  times  the  promisd 
Number.''  To  conclude,  they  believd  that  the  only  real  Dcllgn  of 
the  Baron's  Scheme  was  to  borrow  a  Sum  of  Money  of  the  EnglrJj  Male- 
contents,  Without  entnng  into  any  other  formal  and  pubiick  Eng:!o;e- 
ment  in  the  King's  Name,  than  to  repay  it ;  and  that  luch  other  Promiles 
as  flatter'd  their  Difafie<2ion  to  King  George,  and  Inclination  for  a 
Change,  were  necellary  to  get  it,confidering  the  little  Credit  of  ^■xr.7',?«  ; 
that  he  had  need  of  this  to  buy  Shipping  and  Ammunition,  m  lend  the 
Arms  to  the  Pyrates  of  Madagafcar,  which  had  been  promited  them  ; 
their  Riches  being  very  necellary  in  Svjeden,  which  had  no  Profped  of 
retrieving  her  low  Elbte,  but  what  was  very  diltant  ;  And  that,  as 
for  the  reft,  if  there  was  any  more  than  Pretence  in  the  afore- men- 
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prcrtv  curious  ;  but  which  was  yec  more  fo  in  the  Time  of  the  \:^tc 
Mr  RnlbecL  bv  rcalbn  of  lever,il  Foreign  Pl.ncs  which  he  had  taken 
cir^  CO  procucc  and  chcriPn  there  ;  which  having  pen.Vd  af^r  his 
Doarh,  have  not  been  fuppiy'd  by  others,  on  account  of  the  Ditticulty 
of  getting  them,  and  of  the  Expcnce  of  the  Purchaie,  wnich  trie  Aca- 
tiemy  is  at  prelcnt  lets  able  to  fudain  than  ever. 

Having  llx-n  ali  that  was  remarkable  there,  I  wen:  to  vitw  Morajtcn.,^  a 
fine  Meadow  at  this  Time,  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  from  Upjalto  tr.e 
South  Eall,  where  they  formerly  eletacd  their  Kings  after  the  follow- 
ing Manner  :  The  grer-.teft  Part  of  the  People  being  met  there,  the 
Chief  U^^nnn  of  Upland,  whofe  Oiiice  aniwer'd  to  that  of  Tr:bune  cf 
rV  TeoHc  ^tnong  the  Romans,  made  a  Speech  to  them  agrees Je  to  the 
Occafion  upon  which  they  were  affembled  together,  and  dcfired  they 
wou'd  give  their  Surtrages  difintercftedly,  without  having  any  other 
Aim  than  the  Publick  Good  and  Welfare  j  after  which  every  one  gave 
h,.Vote,  and  he  that  had  mofl  Voices  was  proclaimed  King  thus:  1  hey 
placed  him  upon  the  higheft  of  feveral  Stones,  ot  which  lome  are  mil 


after   which  Twelve  Lagmans_  let   themfelves 
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Twelve  others  i    then  the  Lagman  of  bpland  laluted  him,  or  paid 
him    Homage  as  Sovereign ;  then  the  others  did  the  lame  in  their 
Turns.    Then  the  King  took  in  this  open  Field  an  Oath  to   protedt 
and  defend  his  Subjcds ;  but  they  did  not  take  the  Oaths  of  Fidehcy 
and  Obedience  to  him  till  they  returned  to  Upfala.    There  are  now  no 
n^oie  than  Nine  of  thele  Stones  to  be  fecn,  furrounded  by  a  Pallilade,- 
thev  are  of  the  Marble  of  Licena,  of  an  OcSangular  Figure  j  fome  of 
them  of  diticrent  Bignefs,  but  for  the  molt  part  maimed  or  broken. 
Upon  c^e  cf  the  principal  ones  is  to  be  feen  a  Globe  and  aCrols,  oa 
a  fccond  aplain  Crcfs,  on  the  third  which  is  fquare  ^^e  three  Crowns, 
on  the  fourth  theNumbers  and  Letters  following,  O...  DO...  M  CCC. 
I..  II..  EL..  CIS..  E..  I..  Reg..  S..  L.  D..  N..  R..  DC.   ER..   which 
is  thus  cxplain'd,   Ann.  'Dom.   1396.  23  Jnla  Ekatis  efi  in   Legem 
Swaa  Item  'Dam^  6-  Norvegue;  Rv.gia  IDominus  Ertcus.     The  Hi  tory 
oi  S-eden  Ihcws,  that  this  wzs  Eric  ihcTomeraman,  and  gives  1ome 
Light  into  the  Charadters  which  are  hardly  diainguiilrable,  any  more 
than  thofc  upon  the  largcft  of  thefe  Scones;  whe-reon  ^J^"^  a  green 
deal  of  Difficulty   one  may   make  out  Ao.  D.    M.  CD.    XL  V  ill. 
XXVIII   J    V    \.  P.  P.  E.  N.   C.  K.  M.   S.   R.   S...   which  they 
dccypher  and  interpret  thus,  Ann.  T>om.  1448.  ri'iJDte  Mcnfisjwiii 
in  Vteilia  Apojlolomm  Tetri  &  Tcmli,  elecius  eft  Nobdis  I  ir  Carou^s 
Kntiiltn  Miles,  Natione  Stteats  m  Regem  Sucaa.     Thele  Figures  and 
Characters  are  all  fo  barbarouHy  cut,  that  they  Teem  to  have  been  made 
with  the  Point  of  a  Knife ;  and  the  greateft  part  is  lo  effaced,  that  one 
can  hardly  read  or  fee  any  thing  without  the  help  of  Divination. 

Mr.  Benzelms,  the  Library-Keeper,  among  other  Civilities  that  I  re- 
ceiv'd  from  him  during  the  Week  I  (laid  at  Upfal,  having  given  me  the 
Perufal  of  the  moft  curious  Books  in  the  Library,  and  loaded  me  with  Fa- 
vours,  I  proceeded  on  the  26th  in  the  Morning  for  T>anmora,  where  I  ar- 
rived that  Night.  'Tis  a  little  Village,  to  which  the  Lake(D)  (D)  D)  \0) 
in  the  Print  XXXV.  gives  its  Name,  at  a  goodDiftance  from  the  Mine 
like  wife  fo  call'd  -,  from  which  the  Houfes  of  the  T>ireciors,  Infpcttors 
or  chief  Miners,  6-c.  and  Workmen  are  feparatcd,  and  fituated  as  (3) 
(34)  (40)  (45)  (49)  (50)  &c.  This  Mine  is  not  only  one,  butaLegica 
of  Mines  and  Pits,  wherewith  the  Earth  is  pierc'd  here  and  there  ; 
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the  richeft  of  which  are  fituated  on  the  Borders  of  this  Lake,  and  have 
their  Mouths  level  (or  within  a  little   of  it)    with  the  Surface  of  the 
Water,  and  their  Bottoms  under  its  Channel ;  from  the  Overflowings 
whereof  they  are  defended  by  artificial  Banks  (a)  (jl).     As  for  the 
Water  which  runs   into  it  thro'  little  narrow  fubterraneous  Cavities, 
which   it  either  makes  or  finds  between  the  Lake  and  the  Mine,  they 
draw  it  away   principally  by   a  Water  Engine,  or  elfe  by  a  Machine 
which  is  let  a  going  by  a  Windmill.     I   ihall  not  prefume  to  give  any 
Dcfcription  of  either  i  but  ihall  only   fay,  that  the  firft  confilb  of  a 
great  Wheel   above    loo  Foot  in  Circumference,  put  in  Motion  by  a 
running  Water  brought  from  a  little  Hamlet  call'd  Har'xick,  an  Arm, 
as  they  call  it  there,  a  lore  of  Machine  above  886  Perches  long,  and 
mark'd(43)(43)  (43)  faften'd  to  its  Axis,  which  moves  backwards  and 
forwards,  reaches  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Openings,  and  has  Communi- 
cation with  feveral  Pumps  with  which  it  correl'ponds  by  other   Icfier 
Machines,    and  draws  the  Water  out  cf  the  Mines,  as  well  as  the  Mi- 
neral.    Thefe  Mines  are  nothing  near  lb  deep  as  choCe  of  Sahlbirg  and 
Falun.,  the  deepeft  being  fcarce  60  Fathoms.     They  are  diftinguiflVd  by 
different  Names,  as  Soedra  J ord grtifh^an  4^  Fathom  deep  ;  ^oedra  Silf- 
bergzgnif-j:an  30,  that  is  to  fay  the  Southern  Mine  of  Jord,  and   the 
Houthern  Silver  Mine  ;  it  having  been   fo  calld  on  account  of  Ibme  wan- 
dring  Veins  of  that  Metal  found  in  it,  bur  without  running  any  length. 
There  are  alio  two  other  Mines  of  the  fame  Name,  but  to  the  Norch,- 
the  firft  50,  and  the  fccond  between  17  and   28  Fathom  deep.     The 
other  Openings  are  Locf'Udtz,  Ekerotz  Skier pnmgcn.,  cultivated  at  the 
Expcnces  of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Forges  at  Loefjiadz,  N.  (6.)  and  a- 
bout  IX  Fathom  deep  and  8  wide.     2 unfrugruf-Ji'ar ,  or  the  llrgtn  Mine, 
i'o  call'd,  bccaufe  (bme  young  Maidens  were  the  firil  who  difcovercd 
its  rich  Veins,  and  got  thereby  both  a  great  deal  of  Reputation  and 
Money  i  2nd  Apal  Skierpmngen,  N.  (5.)  and  Ffskfnmgruf-jL'ar,  N.  (7.) 
both  abandoned,  with  a  great  many  orhers,  as  No.  (8,   (ic),  and    all 
thoic  which  have  no  Machine,  or  Figures  in  theiaid  Print  -,  it  being  im- 
polfiblc  to  work  them  by  reafon  of  the  Water,  which  is  predominant  in 
them.     The  Way  of  going  into  thefe  Mines  is  by  a  fort    of  a  Leather 
Sack  fattened  to  a  Chain,  which  is  likewife  tied  to  a  Cable,  like  the 
Bucket  at  Salibcrg.     In  this  difmal   fubterraneous  Kingdom  of  Tluto, 
(which  is  only  enlighten  d  by  the  Fire  they  ufe,  in  order  to  cleave  the 
Rock  with  the  greater  eafe)  thcrq  are  to  be  feen  more  Women  than  Men, 
who  arecmploy'd  in  burning  and  breakingthis  Metalhck  Rock,  and  ia 
filling  the  Velfels  which  are  drawn  up  by  the  divers  Machines.     I  have 
already  hinted,  that  this  Sex  being  the  mofl:  numerous  by  reafon  of  the 
War,  which  has  taken  away  the  mofl:  part  of  the  other.  Women  are  em- 
ploy'din  any  fort  of  hard  Labour,  as  Tilling  the  Ground,  Mowing,  Row- 
ing, Riding  'Pofttllions,  d-c-  ^o  that  if  the  late  King  had  lived  and  conti- 
nud  the  War,  he  would  have  been  obliged  perhaps  to  try  the  Female 
Courage  for  want  of  Men.   'Danmora  is  the  moft  general  Magazine,  and 
the  richefl:  Treafure  for  Iron  that  has  been  as  yet  found  out  in  S'^edtn  ; 
and  its  Veins  are  the  moll  abundant,  more  fixd,  and  of  greatefl  Extent. 
It  lends  its  Iron  to  an  infinite  Number  of  Forges  above  ij  MiJes  round. 

*  The  ['Ian  from  which  the  Print  vcns  engraven  being  too  lon^  to  be  inferted,  it  xvai  ntcfffary 
to  divide  it  into  three  Parts;  rvhfrctf  ( t\)  is  the  Bcj^inmng.  (B)  the  Middle,  and  [Q  the 
End.  It  being  re.juifite  the  Middle  Jhcu'd  be  kp^e  etrirc,  to  Jljcrt  the  whole  Lengh  t  the 
Arm  or  Machine. 
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mofl:  part  Gold  or  Silver,  but  which  arc  not  fo  uncommon  or  valua- 
ble as  to  deibrve  to  be  here  enumerated.  It  is  about  three  Yards 
high,  and  ends  in  a  ibrc  of  arLiiicial  Rock,  made  of  Chryflal,  of 
Branches  of  Coral,  and  fevcral  lorts  of  Minerals;  upon  the  Summic 
whereof  IS  a  great  V^eirel  of  Cocoa  in  the  Form  or  a  Shell,  [n  a  Gal- 
lery between  the  two  Rooms  aforementiond  are  to  bclccn  Icveral  other 
Curiofities,  as  Mathematical  Inftruments,  Pidures  of  the  Archbiihops 
and  Chancellors  of  the  Academy ;  with  Ibme  Buds,  a.mong  which  is 
that  of  Charles  XI.  of  Genoefe  Marble.  In  one  of  the  Chambers  upoa 
this  Floor  was  formerly  perform'd  the  Ceremony  call'd  '■Depo/ition^  as 
Singular  as  Comical;  which  was  within  a  little  after  this  manner  : 

The  Mailer  of  the  Ceremony  call'd  Heer  ''Depojitor,  hud  the  \Dtcknar 
or  young  Students,  who  were  defirous  to  be  received  into  the  Univer- 
fity,  drelsd  in  Habits  of  dilTercnt  Pieces  and  Colours  ;  after  which 
their  Faces  were  blackd,  long  Ears  and  Horns  failend  to  the  Borders 
of  their  Hats  which  were  let  down,  and  two  Boar's  Tusks  pur  at  each 
Corner  of  their  Mouths,  which  they  were  obliged  to  hold  fall  like  lit- 
tle Pipes,  and  not  let  fall  on  pain  of  a  Cudgelling  ;  and  laftly,  along 
black  Mantle  was  flung  over  their  Shoulders.  They  being  thus  dif- 
guis'd,  full  as  monftruoully  and  more  ridiculoufly  than  thole  who  arc 
defigned  to  be  burned  by  the  Inquifition,  the  ''IDepoJitor  having  in  his 
Hand  a  long  Stick,  with  a  Uttle  Axe  faften'd  to  the  End  of  ic,  drove 
them  before  him  out  of  the  '-'Depo[l!:ionC\\:ix^hQz  like  a  Drove  of  Oxea 
or  Afles  into  another  Room,  where  the  Spectators  expcded  them. 
Then  he  ranged  them  into  a  Circle,  {landing  himfclf  in  the  Middle  ; 
and  after  having  meaiur'd  them,  he  made  them  Hand  equal  with  his 
Stick,  as  a  Serjeant  does  the  Soldiers  with  his  Halberr,  in  order  to 
make  them  keep  their  Ranks.  Then  making  leveral  wry  Faces  and 
dumb  Congees,  he  ufed  to  rally  them  upon  their  ridiculous  Equipage 
and  Appearance;  after  which,  altering  his  Stile  from  the  Bur'clque  to 
the  ferious,  he  harangued  them,  reckoning  up  the  feveral  Vices  and 
Follies  that  Youth  are  prone  to,  and  fliewing  the  Neceilky  of  their 
being  corrected,  chaflilcd  and  poliQied  by  the  Study  of  good  Litera- 
ture. Then  changing  again  for  the  Burlcfque,  or  rather  Tragi- ccmick, 
he  asked  them  feveral  Queftions,  which  they  were  obliged  to  anlwer  ; 
but  the  Boar's  Tusks,  which  they  held  in  their  Mouths,  hindering 
them  from  fpeaking  dillindlly  or  intelligibly,  and  making  them  grunt 
like  Hogs ;  he  from  thence  took  Occafion  to  cjII  them  fo,  giving  them 
fomc  flight  Blows  over  the  Shoulders  with  his  Stick,  or  boxing  them 
with  his  Gloves,  accompanying  his  CiifFs  with  Reprimands;  explaining 
to  them,  that  the  Tusks  fignify'd  the  Intemperance  and  Debauches  of 
Youth  i  who,  by  the  Excefs  of  Eating  and  Drinking,  cloud  their  Uir- 
derftandings  by  overcharging  theirStomachs.  Then  he  drew  a  Pair  cf 
Wooden  Pincers  out  of  a  Bag,  like  thofe  which  are  ufed  by  the  Jugiers ; 
thefe  he  lock'd  fall  in  their  Necks,  fhaking  tliem  up  and  down,  till 
the  Tusks  fell  out  of  their  Mouths  ;  telling  them,  that  if  they  were 
docible,  and  endeavoured  to  profit  by  the  LclFons  of  the  Academy, 
into  which  they  defired  to  enter,  they  Ihou'd  fiiake  off  their  intempe- 
rate and  gluttonous  Inclinations,  as  they  had  thole  Tusks.  After 
this  he  pluck'd  off  their  long  Ears,  by  which  he  gave  them  to  undcr- 
fland,  that  they  ought  to  apply  themlclves  diligently  to  their  Studies, 
that  they  might  not  be  like  the  Animal  that  wears  them  :  He  nfi\t  took 
oil'  their  Horns,  by  which  Ad  he  fignify'd,  as  he  laid,  that  Learning 
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would  take   ail   lavage    and  brutifh  Difpofitions  :  Laflly,    drawing  a 
Plane  out  of  the  lame  Bag,  he  made  them  one  after  another  he  down 
upon  their  EeUies,  then  on  their  Backs,  and  their  two  Side;;  and  ia 
each  Poliure  he  rubbed   rncm  all  over  with  the  Plane,  telling   them 
then,  that    as  the  Plane  pohflies  Wood,  fo  good  Literature  and  th.c 
Liberal  Arts  won  d  polifli   their  Underllandings.     After  Icveral  other 
ridiculous  Ads  of  the  fame  Pedantick  and  Burlelquc  Nature,  he  filfd  a 
Treat  Vellel  with  Water,  which  he  pourd  all  over  their  bare  Heads 
'till  he  had  almofl  drown  d  them,  and  then  wip'd  their  Faces  rougiiiy 
with  a  hard  Towel  ;  but  if  any  generous  Candidate  was  too  tender  of 
his  Flcih  to  have  it  fo  curry'd,  he  might  avoid  this  rubbing  by  drawing 
a  white  Handkerchief  out  of  his  Pocket,  in  one  Corner  whereof  were 
tied  f 'inc  little  Pieces  of  Silver,  which  the  ^Depoficor  (who  underilood 
the  Meaning  of  it;  took  from  him  -,  and  after  v.'iping  him  with  ir,  put 
it  in  Ins  own.     The  Farce  or  Ceremony  being  cndca  by  this  Ablution, 
the  '-Dcpofitor  exhorted  this  planed,  curry  d  and  waflied  Troop  of  Stu- 
dents to  lead  a  new  Courlc  of  Life ;  to  refift  and  rclinquiih  their  evil 
Inclinations  and  Habits,  which  woud  disfigure  chcir  Minds  as  much 
as  the  dilTerent  Parts  of  their  Difguife  had  done  their  Bodies.     This 
done,  he  declared  them  free  Students  of  the  Academy,  upon  Condi- 
tion that  they  llioud  wear  long  black  Mantles,  hke  thofe  which  they 
had  at  the  'Depofuion,  for  the  Space  of  Six  Months,  and  longer  ;  to  go 
each  of  them  every  Day  to  thofe  of  their  refpeiflive  Provinces  who 
had  been  received  Students  before,  and  offer  them  their  Services,  as 
well  at  their  Ordinaries  as  in  their  Chambers  -,  and  that  they  ihou'd 
obey  the  Orders  they  rccciv'd  from  them,  and  fubmic  withcuc  mur- 
muring to  all  the  Railleries  and  Reproaches  which  they  iliou'd  put  upoa 
them.     This  was  call'd  the  Tcmales.     The  Day  after  the  Expiration  of 
the  Six  Months,  they  were  obliged  to  give  a  good  Entertainment  to 
thofe  whom  they  had  ferved,  in  order  to  be  receiv'd  as  their  Compa- 
nions. 

C.  'Piper,  when  he  was  Chancellor  of  the  Academy,  aboliflied  the 
Ceremony  of  t\\cT>ipojuion;  neverthelcls  the  Students  ilill  wear  the 
black  Cloaks  for  a  certain  Time,  and  continue  the  Services  call  d  Te- 
naU's ;  at  leail  the  pooreil  of  them,  and  fuch  as  are  dcfign'd  for  the 
Pricllhood,  who  arc  generally  Peafants;  becauic  the  Nobility  of  that 
Country  never  take  Orders,    chufing  rather   to  be  Officers.     The 
Chancellor  of  the  Academy,  before  the  Reformation,  was   always   an 
Archbiihop,  till  the  Time  of  Guftanms  Adolphv.s,  who  lubilituted  a  Se- 
nator, which  is  continued  to  this  Day  ;  but  the"V^icc-Chancellor  is  the 
Archbifliop  of  Up  fat,  (the  only  Archbiihop  that  the  Lutherans  have  ei- 
ther in  6''SJeden,  Ccrrnany,  or  eliewherc.)     There  is  alio  a  Rccior  Magni- 
ficns,  who  is  chofen  every  Six  Months  from  amongft  the  ProfelTors,  or 
Ibme  Noble  Students,  who   arc  diilinguiilied  by  their  Merit,  and  the 
Credit  of  their  Parents;  there  are  17  i^rofejjbrs,  to  wit,  four  ixi'Dt- 
iimty,  two  in  Equity^  nine   in   Thilojophv,  and  two   in  'Fhvfick,  with 
one  Library- Keeper^  one  Treafurer,  and  one  Secretary.     The  Students 
are  divided  into  three  ClafTes;  thcfirft  are  the  Counts  and  Barons,  the 
f-cond  Gentlemen,  and  the  third  the  Sons  of  Citizens  and  Country- 
men, out  of  which  (as  I  laid  already)  the  Priells  are  cholen.     Befides 
t^-^cGujiavtan  Auditory,  there  is  alio  that  which  they  call  the  Caroline^ 
adjoining   to   the  Church-yard  Wall  towards  the  South.     Ik.  has   no- 
thing to  recommend  ic  but    tis  Convenience,  and  ^  Phyfick  Garden 
Voi.  IL  Li  Pfeccy 
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Habirs,  richly  cmbroider'd  ;  not  to  mention  thofc  belonging  to  tlic 
former  liilhops  and  Archbiihops  of  this  Place,  together  widi  a  Croficr 
and  Ibme  Mitres,  oc.  They  Ihew'd  me  Ukewifo  a  HttlcTrunk  of  lirals 
^\k,  where  they  ul'cd  to  gather  and  keep  the  Money  arifing  fromlndui- 
gcncics  :  There  was  alfo  a  larger,  all  of  Steel,  whole  Lock  was  a  very 
Ingenious  Piece  of  VVorkmanlhip  for  the  Time  wherein  it  was  made  j 
and  in  this  Trunk  they  kept  the  black  Robes,  which  they  pretend  to 
have  been  worn  (according  to  tiie  anticnt  Mode)  by  the  three  Senators 
S'Juantey  Nicholas^  zn6.  Eric  Sture^  when  they  were  inhumanly  itabbcd 
by  King  £V/f  XIV.  with  the  Manifefto  drawn  upon  Parchment  by  the 
States  of  the  Kingdom,  in  Vindication  of  their  Innocency.  There 
was  alio  a  little  Hat  in  the  Shape  of  a  Cap,  to  which  a  Glove  was 
fallencd  of  a  very  fmall  Size,  w  hereon  the  Name  of  Sophia  Jtdtana 
was  interwoven  in  Wool]  and  fine  Silk.  Ic  belonged  (as  is  believed)  to 
the  youngeft  of  thefe  Noble  Martyrs,  who  carried  it  (according  to  the 
Gallantry  of  thofe  Times)  as  a  Favour  from  that  Lady  who  hadhonourd 
him  with  it.  They  (hew'd  me  moreover  a  Whetllone,  very  ftrait,  a- 
bout  three  Englijh  Yards  long,  and  the  Bignclij  of  ones  Hand,  which 
was  carried  (as  they  lay)  like  a  fort  of  a  Standard  before  the  S'-Ji'edijh 
Noblemen  who  were  beheaded  by  tl.e  Order  of  Chnjimn  the  Tyrant. 
Laftly,  there  was  an  old  wooden  Statue,  or  rather  a  Trunk  of  a 
Statue,  very  much  maim'd,  like  that  of  'Pafqmns  at  Rome^  lyifig  neg- 
lected upon  the  Ground  in  a  Corner  of  the  Veltry,  which  ibme  will 
have  to  be  the  Statue  of  the  God  Thor,  tho'  I  don't  know  upon  what 
Grounds  j  it  being  very  unlikely,  the  'Pagan  Temple  before  men- 
tion'd,  being  fo  ilimptuous  and  magnificent  as  they  reprefent  it,  that 
the  Divinity  who  was  principally  therein  worfnippd,  Ihou'd  have  had 
his  Image  of  fo  defpicable,  corruptible,  and  combuflible  a  Nature. 
Going  out  of  this  Church,  at  the  ^'^'i  ui  Door,  they  made  me  ob- 
fervc  in  a  Corner  of  it  a  Well,  that  had  formerly  been  very  famous  for 
its  miraculous  Virtues  j  and  this  is  all  that  I  found  remarkable  in  it. 
Upon  leaving  it,  they  ftiew'd  me  over  one  of  the  Porticoes  (which 
have  nothing  magnificent  in  them)  a  Rofe  in  Bajfo  Rdie'vo  ;  which 
fignifies,  according  to  Mr.  Schefferus,  that  the  Chri/iian  Religion  was 
introduced  into  S'jveden  by  the  Engujh,  who  have  a  Rofe  in  their  Arms. 
There  arc  alio  three  Cro'izns  on  a  Efcutcheon  in  Bajfo  Reheio,  by  vvhich 
they  pretend  to  prove,  that  S'u.edm  had  thole  Arms  before  the  Union 
at  Calmar. 

Coming  out  of  the  Church  in  its  Yard,  by  the  Southern  Gate,  they 
Ihew'd  me  a  fort  of  a  Throne  of  Brick  and  Stone,  with  two  little  Pillars 
of  a  kind  of  Grey  Marble  ;  which,  together  with  a  great  deal  more  of 
another  fort  wherewith  the  Church  is  beautified,  is  dug  out  of  the 
Heart  of  two  Mountains  in  the  Parifh  of  Lictna,  about  two  Miles 
from  Uj)fah  This  latter  fort  is  a  little  whiter  than  Granite.  Twas 
upon  the  aforefaid  Throne  (as  they  fay)  that  the  Apoftolical  Nun- 
cios uled  to  fit  and  diftribute  their  Indulgences,  with  the  little  Trunk 
aforementioned  befide  them  ;  and  when  I  was  got  cut  of  the  Church- 
yard they  made  me  oblerve  Ibme  Ruins,  pretended  to  be  thofe  of  an 
ancient  Church,  (dedicated  to  St.  Barbara,  which  they  have  not  thought 
fit  to  rebuild)  no  more  than  fevcral  others  that  have  been  burned,  as 
being  now  luperfluous. 

Ihc  next  principal  Edifice  is  that  which  is  calld  Auditorium  Guffa- 

'Tis  a  large  Pile  of  Building, 

mere 
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more  confiderablc  for  what  it  contains,   than  for    its  own  intrinfick 
Value  i  it  had  the  good  Fortune  to  efcape  the  Fire  very  luckily,  and 
confifts  of  llivcral  handlomc  Rooms  and  Chambers  divided  into  three 
Stories,  each  of  them  very  proper  for  the  Ufc  for  which  they  were 
defign  d.     On  the  Ground  Floor  they  teach  the  Lenrdd  Lavgita{res  ;  on 
the  firft   Story  they  perform  Academical  Exenifcs^    and    keep  their 
AJJemblies ;  and  on  the  fccond  is  the  Anatomic  A  Theatre,  difpofcd  ac- 
cording to  the  Dircdions  of  the  late  Mr.  Rudbeck.    in  this  latter  is  to  be 
feen  a  ilnmane  Skin  cnrry'd,  a  Mummy,  and  among  fevcral  other  ^/';7r7'.'7wr, 
that  of  anO/frich.     The  Library,  which  is  what  is  there  moil  confidera- 
blc, takes  up  two  large  Rooms   well  lighted,  and  each  of  them  too 
Foot  long  and  50  broad.     It  is  kept  in  very  good  Order  by  the  Care 
of  Dr.  Benzelius,  a  Man   of  dillinguilh'd  Merit,  and  confuts  of  more 
than  30,000  Volumes,  as  well  rare  and  curious  Manufcriprs  as  printed 
Books,  admirably  well  chofcn,  and   drawn  for  the  mcft  part  from  the 
bcfl.  Libraries  the  Roman  Catholick  Clergy  poficircd,  before  the  Re- 
dudion  of  the  Ecclefiallical  Revenues  at  the  Reformation.     Amongll 
others,  from  that  of  the  Capuchins  at  Stockholm ;  that  of  the  'Domini- 
cans at  Sightnna-,  and  that  of  St.  Bruhjjt  at  JFafena  :  Alio  out  of  Ger- 
manv  from  the  Monadcries  of  Riga  and  Marienbnrpjh  from  the  Bifliop 
of  H'urtzbnrgh,  from  Prague,  ire.  Not  to  mention  thofe  out  of  Poland 
from  Cracosj  and  JVilna  -,  and  fince  the  Rcdudion  of  the  Revenues  of 
the  Ncbility  from  the  Library  of  C  Jacob  de  la  Gardie,  out  of  which 
King  Charles  XI.  fcnt    zooo  of  the  beft  Volumes  to   this  Academy. 
They  fliew  there,  among  others,  the  Original  Tranflation  of  the  Evan- 
gelifts  by  Ulphila,  as  one  of  the  moll  curious  Pieces  in.  Europe.     'Tis 
well  enough  known  what  this  Tranflation  is,  by  what  has  been  writ- 
ten concerning  it,  and  by  the  foveral  Copies  which  arc  to  be  Iccn  elfc- 
where,  tho'  incorredt  in  themlclvcs  ;  but  I  don't   know  whether  the 
World  is  inform'd  of  its  Fortune,  fincc  its  being  taken  at  Prague ;  and 
tho'  the  Account  of  it  may  not  feem  of  great  Importance,  yet  I  (liall 
take  the  Liberty  to  relate  what  I  had  from  very  good  Hands ;  it  was 
thus.  Being  brought  out  of  Germany  by  C.  Koningfnark  with  a  great 
Quantity  of  other  rich  Spoil,  Q^iccn  Chnffma  made  a  Prcfcnt  of  it  to 
Voffius,  her  Library  Keeper  ;  who,  upon  his  leaving  Siveden,  carried  ic 
into  Holland;  where  he  kept  ic  during  his  Life   as  one  of  the  grcatell 
Rarities  in  hi.j  Cabinet.     After  his  Death  C.  Gabriel  de  la  Gardie  bought 
it  of  his  Heirs  for  xooo  Florins  of  that  Country;  and  after  having  co- 
vcr'd  it  with  Silver  (whence  ic  is  now  calld  the  Silver  Manufcript)  \\c 
prefented  it  to  the  Academical  Library,  where  it  now  is. 

The  Northern  Writers  make  this  Ulfthtla  Author  o^  i\\(t  GothickC\\'\- 
radcrs,  Column  (b^  Print  XXXII.  which  fucceedcd  the  y?7/«7f^  ones 
in  the  fame  Print,  Column  (a^.  Others  confound  the  Gothick  with 
what  they  call  in  S\veden,  Munk  Stvl^  or  the  Charaders  of  the  Monks. 
Col.  (c)  (d\ 

In  the  midll  of  the  Southern  Chamber  is  a  very  curious  Cabiner, 
prefented  to  Gullavns  Adolpbus  hy  the  Magiftrates  of  Augsbnurg.  Its 
Body  IS  of  Cedar  and  Ebony,  cmbellilhd  with  Icveral  forts  of  precious 
Stones,  and  adorn  d  with  many  fine  Pieces  in  Miniature  and  inlaid 
Work,  which  arc  ingenious  Imitations  of  Nature,  and  rcnrcfenc  for 
the  mofl  part  feme  Stories  in  Sacred  Hiftorv.  There  arc  alio  in  divers 
little  Drawers  a  Number  of  Rarities  of  ditferenc  torts,  amongll  which 
are  ibme  very  curious  Mathematical  Inflrumcnts  and  Medals,  for  the 
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but  one,  by  rcafon  of  fomc  lirtlc  Mounnins  which  diflinguifli  rhcm 
\J^on  rhe  highcll  of  thelc  arc  the  Ruins  of  chc  Royal  Cafllc,  burnt 
about  Eighteen  Years  ago  ;  and    from  the  Brow  of  it  to  the  uoitnin, 
the  City  extends  itfelf  from  the  South  Eafl:  to  the  North  Well.     It  ha  j 
luifcr'd   very  much  by  Fire,  which  at  Icvcral  times  has  quite  chang'i 
its  Shape  ;  and  the  lafl.  almoll  confum'd  it  to  Allies,  together  with  the 
Caftle  before  fpokcn  of.    Nor  was  the  Cathedra!,  commonly  call'd  tr.ii 
Three  Saints  Church,  from  its  having  been  confecratcd  to  St.  0/aus, 
Si.  Eric  and  St.  Lai^rence,  fecured  by  its  Stone  and  Brick  Walls,  or  its 
Brazen  Roof;  no  mere  than  the  Houfc  of  the  late  M.  Rudbcck  was, 
by  its  being  entirely  covered  with  Iron.     And  this  unmerciful  Elomcnc 
has   depriv'd  the  Publick  of  an  Account   of  Travels  into  Ibmc  Pare 
of   Lapland^    and   a  Number   of  Obfervations  upon  the   North    of 
S-jieden,  made  by  Dr.  01.  Rudbeck,  his  eldefl  and  worthy  Son,  a  greac 
Vcrtuotb,  who  had  already  begun  to  print  feme  Sheets  ;  but  was  pre- 
vented from  compleating  it  by  the  lire's  breaking  in  thro'  a  Window 
which  was  unhappily  left  open,  and  burning  his  Library  and  Manufcripts 
that  were  therein.     Its  Buildings   are  generally  of  Wood,    excepting 
Ibme  {qvj  which  are  of  Brick,  as  that  of  the  Archbifliop,  and  thofc  of 
fome  ProfefTors  and  Citizens.     The  Cathedral,  the  Library,  and   the 
Phyfick  Garden,  arc  the  Places  befi:   worth  a  Traveller's  Curioficy. 
The  firfl:  (aW  rebuilt  but  its  Spires,  which  are  not  finilhd  ,•    not  (as 
they  iay^  fo  high  by  one  third  as  they  were  before,  iiz.  700  Foot) 
is  cover'd  with  Brals  as  formerly  ;  and  is,  notwithfLanding  its  Qotkick 
Architecture,  a  fine  Piece  of  Building,  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty  Foot 
long,  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty  broad  on  thcTnfidc,  and  about  Two 
Hundred  and  Thirty  Foot  high  from  the  Pavement  to  the  Vaulted  Roofj 
and  it  is  the  largeft,  and  bell  lighted,  that  I  have  fccn  in  S'u.edcn.,  ex- 
cepting that  of  LloJierkirkUy  at  Wajiena.     As  to  its  additional  Ornaments 
within,  confiding  in  fine  Pidlures  and  Statues  of  Saints,  &c.  the  fame 
cruel  Element  has  almoft  wholly  conlumed  them,  but  Iparcd  an  Urn,  or 
Shrine  of  Silver  gilt,  wherein  they  prclerve,  to  this  Day,  the  Bcncs 
of  St.  Enc,  one  of  the  Kings  of  this  Country,   whom  they  make   the 
Founder  of  this  Church,  and  who  was  Beheaded  by  the  Thanes,    at 
that  Time  Tagans.     It  is  in  a  fort  of  Coffin,  or  Chcft,  which  fcrvcs  ic 
for  a  Cafe,  and  is  covered  with  Sattin,  and  Ihut  up  within   an  Lon 
Grate,  on  the  N.  W,  of  the  Altar,  by  the  Side  of  the  Choir.     The  rail 
of  the  Vaulted  Roof,  which  crack'd  and  funk  in,   by  rcafon  of  the 
Weight  of  its  burning  and  melted  Brafs,   mutilated  and  maimed  the 
Tombs  of  the  Kings  and  Queens,  and  great  Noblemen.     Thd'c  are  to 
be  Icen  moHly  in  its  16  Antique  Chappcls,  which  had  as  many  Altars, 
taken  away  by  the  Reformation.      They  arc  of  Marble,  and  yet  flicw 
the  Magnificence  of  the  Times  in  which  they  were  ereded.    That  of 
Gujiavus  the  ift.  lying  in  St.  Marys  Chappel,  with  his  three  Wives, 
has  been  one  of  the  bell  prefcrved.'    They  fiiew'd  mc  on  both  Sides  of 
the  Entry  of  this  old  Chappel,   which  is  behind  the  Altar,  two  Rim.ck 
Stones,    lying  even  with  the  Ground,  under  two  Pillars,  which  ;uc 
out  enough  for  one  to  fee  part  of  their  Charadlers,  as  that  N°.  6.  Print 
XXXXII.  of  which  they  could  only  make  this,  This  Stone  i::as  crciU'd 
for  Katiulpc,  h  his  Son  Kimon,  and  by  his  'Daughter  Dohra,  who  have 

f^ken times  a  Journey  to  Jerujalem.     The  Name  of  his  Crand- 

C/-'//^Girha.  Thefe  fort  of  Stones  are  flat,  and  generally  fb  little 
polifhcd,  or  rather  fo  unhew'd,  that  they  look  as  if  Art  had  no- 
thing to  do  with  them,  but  only  in  the  engraving  of  the  Characters, 

as 
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as  I  have  already  laid  eUcwherc  ;  and  in  the  Figures  of  Animals,  which 
are  ordinarily  Dragons  or  Serpents,  interwoven  with  each  other,  as 
may  be  feen  in  the  laid  Print.     Mr,  O/atis  Rudbi^krcioWcs  the  Poetical 
Fictions,    which  have  changed  the  Dead  into  Stones  and  Serpents,  in 
this  manner,  viz,.  That  thoy  meant  no  more  but  to  imply  metaphori- 
cally that  they  were  dead,  bccauic  their  Mem.ories  were  prclerv'd  by 
thefe  Stones ;  and  he  makes  their  Arms,  and  other  things  which  they 
ufed  to  bury  with  them,   to  be  prcicrvcd  by  Genies,  or  invifible  and. 
tutelary  Beings,  reprelented  under  tlicle  Figures,  co  infpire  Terror  into 
thole,  who  might  be  provoked  by  Avarice  to  unbury  them,  contrary 
to  the  Religion  of  thole  Times,  deriving  the  Etymology  of  the  Word 
'Dragon    from   Aej'5«.«i'   intneri.     But  the   'Pagan  SuperlliLion    puihcd 
this  Imagination  yet  farther,  and  (not  content  crcduloufly  to  attribute 
the  Prelervation  of  the  Aflies,  and  the  Trealures  of  the  Dead,  zo  thele 
pretended  (jenies  reprcfented  under  thefe  Figures}  believed  alio  farther 
(according  to  this  Author,  and  tcveral  others)  that  they  took  likewile 
care  of  the  Living ;  and  under  this  Belief  uled  to  honour  them  with  a  re- 
ligious Worlhip,  and  even  the  great  Men  thcmfeivcs,  to  whom  thete 
Monuments  were  creCled,   by  numbring  them  amongft  the  Gods,  by 
touching  their  Cloaths  with  the  Runaflennar,  and  fcraping  ofFtheDuft, 
and  breaking  little  Pieces  to  carry  about  with  them  as  Remedies  and 
Preiervatives  againft  all  forts  of  Sicknefs  or  fatal  Accidents.     The  fame 
Author  hands  down  this  Superllition  of  fwecping  and  touching  thele 
Stones,  not  only  to  the  Time  of  the  Roman  Catholicks,  who  trans- 
ferred it  to  the  Urns  and  Statues  of  their  Saints,   but  even  fome  time 
after  the  prevailing  of  Proteftantifm.     Amongft  other  Proofs,  he  brings 
an  Inftance  of  Gttftavus  the  Firfl:,    who  was  obliged  to  bury  or  hide 
under  Ground  the  Statue  of  St.  Eric,   which  was  over  the  principal 
Gate  of  the  Church,  in  order  to  take  away  the  Opportunity  from  the 
common  People  -,  who,  fpight  of  the  Reformation,  and  all  the  Sermons  of 
their  Spiritual  Minifters,  continu'd  to  go  and  rub  their  own  Cloaths,  or 
thole  of  their  Friends  andKinlmen  who  were  Sick,  with  the  lame  View 
and  Defign  as  the  Roman  Catholicks  had  before  them.     He  adds  more- 
over, thata  Reader  in  Divinity  at  Wefteras  was  obliged  to  do  the  fame  by 
a  RunickStoac  in  his  Garden,  into  which  the  common  People  wou'd  get 
in  the  Night  upon  the  like  Motive ;  and  alio  cites  other  Examples  in  his 
own  Time  in  Oftro-Gothland,  where  fame  of  the  Inhabitants  cou'd  not  even 
then  get  rid  of  that  (fays  he)  Ihperftitious  Lifccftion.     There  is  great  rca- 
fon to  believe,  that  thefe  Stones,  of  which  I'xe  taken  Notice,  as  well  in 
the  Church  as  without,  have  been  'b  laid  down  to  be  trodden  under  Feet, 
or  not  cxpofed  to  the  Eyes  of  the  firil  Chrtltians,  who  had  not  quite 
worn  out  the  Remains  oVPaganifin  -,  it  being  contrary  to  tiie  Pollute 
intended  by  thole  who  firfl:  credted  them,  as  all  their  Infcriptions  con- 
firm.    When  I  went  into  the  Veftry  they  llievy'd  mc  fevcral  fine  Altar 
Cloths  and  a  Silver  Crofs  ;  in  the  body  of  which  there  is  cnclos'd  fome 
Wood,  which  was  lent  there  formerly  by  Pope  Alexander  III.  for  a 
Piece  of  the  True  Crofs  of  Jefiis  Chri/t,  as  alio  fevcral  VelTels  and 
Candlefl:icks    of  Silver  gilt,    and  efpecially   fome  fine   Chalices  ;  a 
mong  which  was  one  of  malTy  Gold,  enriched  with  lever  jl  pretious 
Stones,  taken  at  Prague,  with  the  other  before-mention  d  '\i\  Ipeaking 
of  the  Cathedral  at  Stockholm.     There  was  another  of  Silver  gilt,  let 
with  Stones  of  a  lelTer  Value,  which  was  taken  in  'Poland  at  the  Be- 
ginning of  the  late  War,   together  with  lome  Chafublcs,  or  Pricflly 
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P^en/'s,  Ores,  Tfis  and  T>iam  of  thcfc  Northern  Countries.  The  faid 
Uc.'RnSeck,  following  the  Opimcnof  L'/;-/?;?/^,  believes  that  this  tVord 
figmfies  the  Sun,  and  makes  them  offer  their  Sacrirtces  at  the  Winter 
Solfticc,  for  Joy  of  the  return  of  chat  Planet  towards  their  Chmate. 
However  it  be,  or  whatever  is  the  Reaibn,  I  lliall  only  add  thcle  Lir- 
cumftanccs  which  I  have  been  inform'd  by  thele  Authors,  c;^.  that  they 
crown'd  the Feftival  that  foUow'dthefe  Sacrifices  with  three  large  Bumpers 

fuccedivelyofMetheglin,  ot*OhL  which  is  the  Name  that  the  ancient 
Goths  gave  to  the  Liquor  call'd  by  the  Latins  Cerev{fia,  and  by  the  hn- 
pm  Ale,  which  leem'd  to  be  then  their  favourite  Drink,  Wine  not 
having  perhaps  vet  been  imported  into  the  North.    For  their  Authors 
give  it  the  Prclieminence  lb  lar,  as  to  compare  it  with  the  Celeiiial 
Nen^ir.    Thefc  three  Bumpers  every  one  drank  in  their  Turn,  out  ot 
a  \>iTel  in  the  Shape  of  a  Horn,  to  Thor,  IVoden  and   hngga  ;  and 
thcle  three  were  follow'd  by  a  fourth,  which  they  drank  out  of  a 
Man  s  bkuU,  who  had  been  kiU'd  in  Ibme  Fight,  to  the  Memory  of 
their  great  Heroes-,  and  after  this  they  added  a  fifth,  in  Memory  o. 
their  Friends  who  had  died  a  natural  Death.     This  Health    was  calld 
in   their  Language  Minde,  and  the  Cup  Braggebagaren,  and   was  ac- 
companied with  Hymns  and  Songs  according  to  the  Munck  of  tliat 
Time.    Some  Moderns  have  laid,  that  the  !i'^edes  drink  at  this  Day 
to   the  Memory  of  the  God  Thor  in  thelc  Terms  Gud  Thor  -,  and  the 
Mufcovites  to  that  of  the  Trimty  and  theii  Saints.     I  mull  own,  that  I 
have   often  heard  the  Swedes,  when  drinking,  fay  to  their  Country- 
men Gud  Thor,  or  at  leail  two  Syllables  that  have  lounded   like  it  ; 
but  when  I  have  enquired  the  meaning  of  People  not  fuipedlcd  to  be 
guilty  of  SuperQition,  they  have  anlwcrd,  rhac  'twas  properly  Good 
Tear  to  Ton  ;  and  that  it  ought  to  be  written  in  their  Tongue  and  Spel- 
ling  God'Ahr,  which  founds  in  their  Mouths  very  like  Gud  Thor    and 
had  occafion'd  its  being  lb  underftocd.     And  when  I  have  ask  d  the 
lame  Queftion  of  the  common  People,  they  cou'd  give  me  no  otner  An- 
Iwer,  but  faid  that  they  did  not  underftand  it,  only  that  tvvas  an  old 
CuOom  for  them  to  drink  to  each  in  thcle  Terms.     The  Mufcovttes,  of 
the  bcft  Senfc  fay,  that  fuch  Healths  are  only  drunk  by  the\  uigar  ^ 
but  thelc  Rcafons  will  not  convince  a  great  many  but  that  thcic  Cu- 
ftoms  are  the  Remains  of  Tagamfm.     All  the  Northern  Wriccrs  don  c 
r^rce  concerning  the  Situation  of  the  abovementiondmagmhcencTem- 
OldUr^ala  pfe.     Some  pretend  it  was  at  GamlaUpfala,  ozOldUpfala,  where  tncre 
is  ftiU  a  little  Church  dedicated  to  St.  Laurence,  which  is  (as  they  lay) 
the  fame  as  to  the  Model  of  it,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Eaihce,  in  its 
Arches  or  Openings  which  are  to  be  icen  walled  up.     As  for  my  part, 
I  vicw'd  and  confiderd  it  with  all  the  Curicfity  and  Exaclncls  imagina- 
ble ;  but  cou'd  not  find  that  it  differed  as  to  its  Model  from  the  firft  and 
moa  fimple  of  the  Chrtftian  Churches.  Entring  into  the  Porch,  one  treads 
upon  a  Runick  Stone,  with  the  Figures  of  a  large  Boat  and  great  Crols, 
fuch  as  belonas  to  the  Knights  of  Malta,  upon  it  ;  ana  coming  tnto 
the  Church,  one  may  fee  another  which  ferves  for  the  Altar  Table,  aJ 
N.  (3)  in  the  Print  XXXII.     The  Explication  of  which  is  as  fol]''-^?. 
Sigvidicus,  famous  for  lots  Military  Expeditions  in  England,  erected  this

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Monur/ient  to  the  Memory  of  his  good  Fd?(6fr  Vicarfus  ;  the  Lord  hn^ve 
Mercy  upon  his  Soul ;  which  ihews,  rhac  thelc  Charadrers  and  Stones 
have  been  coiuinued  and  adapted  to  the  Times  of  Chrillianiry, 
This  IS  all  that  is  remarkable  about  the  Church  -,  and  as  for  the  Town,' 
ic  has  not  now  a  fufficicnt  Number  of  Houfes  to  make  even  a  Village! 
Thofc  which  arc  neighbouring  to  it  arc  very  mean,  and  fit  only  for 
the  Pcafants  who  inhabit  them  ;  nor  arc  there  any  Traces  of  Palaces 
or  large  Buildings,  to  confirm  what  has  been  wrote  of  ic.  Tiicy  pre- 
tend,  that  there  was  the  Sec  of  the  firflBiOiops  and  Archbifliops  of 
Upfal;  and  their  Ecclefiallical  Hiftory  reckons  up  to  the  Number  of 
fivcBilhops  who  preceded  the  Archbilhnps.  To  the  South  Welt  of  this 
Church  they  fliew  a  long  Ridge  of  Hills,  extending  from  Eaft  to 
Well,  which  they  pretend  co  have  been  chc  Tombs  of  che  former  Kings 
of  this  Councry  ;  but  chey,  as  well  as  che  ochers  chac  one  meets  with 
up  and  down,  feem  rather  the  Works  of  Nature  than  of  Arc.  How- 
ever, the  late  Mr.  Rudbeck,  who  had  the  Curiofiry  to  have  them  dug, 
and  found  there  fome  Arms  which  they  pretend  helong'd  to  the  ancienc 
Heroes,  has  ftopt  the  Mouths  of  any  incredulous  Pcrfons  .-  at  Icafi; 
feems  to  believe  that  he  has  done  fo.  Other  Authors  of  the  lame  Na- 
tion affirm,  that  the  genuine  Temple  of  the  Northern  Triple  Xl^citv, 
was  formerly  at  OJienbos,  where  nowr  the  Cicy  o? Upfalis,  wnich  fomc 
call  New  Upfal;  and  chac  ic  flood  on  the  fame  Foundation  where 
now  is  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  to  whom  it  was  conlbcrared 
by  the  Chrijiians,  and  thus  ceafed  to  be  fubfervicnc  co  chc  Worihip  of 
the  three  Pagan  TrmmDeat  of  cheNorrh.  In  favour  of  this  Opinion 
they  cice  the  River  Sahla,  now  Upfal  j  J,  which  chc  moll  ancienc  Hi- 
ftory  makes  co  have  pafled  chro'  che  Cicy  where  the  Temple  Hood, 
and  where  was  IVoderis  Founcain,  wherein  they  waflicd  the  Vid:ims, 
as  well  Men  as  Beafts,  who  were  deftin  d  to  be  ihcrificed  -,  which  Foun- 
tain was  near  the  Temple,  and  is  not  co  be  found  at  Gamla  Upfala^ 
but  in  this  City.  What  they  now  take  for  this  Fountain  oi:  iTodens,  is 
a  Well,  furrounded  by  fome  Pales,  near  the  faid  old  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trimty.  Thofe  who  are  of  the  firfl:  Opinion  elude  or  refute  this 
Argument,  by  excufing  the  want  of  the  R,iver  and  Fountain  at  Gamla 
Upfala,  by  the  Changes  that  have  happen  d  thro  the  Dillance  of  Time 
in  Geogtaphy  ;  che  Ancients  defcribing  (as  they  fay)  Lakes,  Woods, 
Rivers  and  Forefts,  where  they  now  find  Arable  Fields  and  Meadows. 
But  the  Beginning  of  the  Hiftory  or  rather  Hifiories  of  this  Country, 
are  fo  obfcure,  that  I  Ihall  be  encirely  Neucer  as  to  all  their  Opinions.  I 
fliall  only  add,  chac  che  cwo  Churches  which  fcrve  now  for  ciie  Chrijlian 
Afi!emblies  of  che  Peafancs  round  about,  have  equally  che  fame  Antique 
and  Simple,  or  rather  Rullick  Afped: ;  the  Stone,  and  other  Materials 
wherewith  they  are  built,  are  the  mort  common  and  unhcw'd,  and  by 
no  means  anfwer  the  Magnificence  of  that  which  we  are  in  qucft  of. 
But  if  Mr.  Scheferus,  that  great  Traveller  in  Theory,  who  has  given 
the  World  an  Account,  fo  much  admir  d,  of  Lapland,  wichouc  having 
ever  been  there,  and  has  found  out  chac  this  Temple  was  wholly  co- 
ver'd  with  Places  of  Gold,  failcn'd  co  Planks  which  cover  d  the  Stone 
Work,  fays  true,  I  think  the  Goodnefs  of  chc  other  Materials  wou  d 
nave  been  entirely  fupcrfluous  :  But  let  us  leave  what  is  nor  now  to  be 
fecn  in  its  Chaos  and  Oblcurity,  and  pais  on  to  what  is  dill  remain- 
ing, beginning  if  you  plcafe  at  the  City  of  Upfal.  Tis  advantagiouily  ^^^  r,^ 
fituated  in.  the  midfl  of  fcvcral  large  Plains,  which  properly  make  uia.  '' 
Vot.  11.  Kk  I  but 
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ine   and  ftaid  there  till  the  Afternoon.    It  paiTcs  for  one  cf  the  n 0(1: 
anticnt  of  the  Southern  Gothland,  now  commonly  cali'J  Smoland,  nnd 
is  pretty  regularly  fortirtcd  with  thick  Walls  well  cemented,  aiu.  good 
deep  Ditches.     To  the  Eaft  of  it  is   an  old  Callle,  buil:  (as  they  uy) 
by  John  III.  who  kept  his  Court  there  for  Ibmc  time.     Nenr  this  are 
to  be  fcen,  either  the  Rums  or  Beginnings  of  another,  founded  by  nric 
his  Brother,  which  (as  they  fupcrftirioully  pretend)    'twas  impdhble 
to  finilh,  whatever  they  built  by  Day  being  detlroy'd  by  the  Devil  or 
Tome  Magician  in  the  Night.     It  is  now  a  Biihops  See,  whole  spiri- 
tual Jurifdidion  extends  over  a  part  of  Smoland  and  Bkkiyig.     Its  Ca- 
thedral Church  is  fuch  a  Piece  of  Archicecilurc,  as  car.  h;)rdiy  be  pa- 
rallel in  refpedt  to  its  Building  in  all  ^^cden.     It  is  alio  the  P  ehucticc 
of  a  Governor,  whole  Authority  reaches  from  the  Dirtni^  of  Ldmar^ 
call'd  Calmarlahn,  even  to  the  Ille  of  Oeland.     The  Stone  rhac  is  dug 
out  of  this  Idand,  and  is  commonly  call'd  OeLmd  Marb.e  (as  I  have 
hinted  before)  has  very  much  contributed    to    ilic  Cinamcnt    of  xaz 
City,  both   in  the  Church  before  mentioned,  which  is  almolT:  wholly 
built  of  it ;  and  in  ieveral  other  Edifices,  as  the  To^^-n-Houfe.     It  has 
a  good  Haven  well  llielterd  from  the  Winds  by  the  lilind,  whic.i  is 
between   16   and   17  Miles  long,  and  but  one  broai  :  Its  Commerce 
confifts  in  OtV^«^ Marble,  Pitch,  Tar,  Soap  Allies,  Mads  and  Plinks. 
I  left  Cdmar  on  the  f  th,  and  law  at  fome  Diilance  thence  more  Oaks 
than   I  had  ever  before  met  together  in  any  Part  of  S'^-eden  ;   and  a- 
mong  the  reft,  one  in  particular  lurroundcd  by  a  little  Palhlade,  wMc.i 
was  (as  they  fay)  planted  by  GtifUvus  the  Firft.     i  now  fteerd  my 
Courlc  direaiy   for   Stockholm,  where  I  arrived  on  the   iini,  having 
pafled  thro'  fFexm,  lonckoptng,  i^c.  ^:.z.  the  ordinary  Highway.

CHAP.     X. 

CySightuna,  Upflila,   Danmora,  &c, 

HAving  given  C.  Vandernath  the  Inftrudions  required  of  me,  I  re- 
folvcd  to  go  onto  Northern  Upland,  to  lee  Snihtuna,  Upfala  and 
^Danmora.     The  firft  is  an  old  ruin'd  Town  four  Miles  from  Stockholm i 
the  fecond  is  another  that  has  fuffer'd  very  much  by  Fire  ;  but  has  al- 
waysbeen  rebuilt,  the'  worfe  and  worfe  for  the  Poverty  of  its  Inhabitants  i 
it  is  about  three  Miles  and  a  half,  and  the  third  is  four  Miles  further  to 
the  North,  and  has  the  moft  famous  and  moft  confiderablc  Iron  Mine  in 
this  Country  -,  but  I  deferr'd  in  part  the  Execution  of  my  Rclblution.     I 
began  my  Journey  the  15th  of  Auguji  in  the  Afternoon,  and  arriving 
at  Sightuna  towards  Six  in  the  Evening,  found  its  Ruins  very  remarka- 
ble for  their  Height,  but  without  any  Halls  of  fine  Stones,  Bajjo  Ke- 
Itevos,  Pillars  or  Inlcriptions,  which  cou  d  give  any  Tcftimony  of  the 
Magnificence,  which  the  Hiftories  of  that  Country  boafts  it  to  have 
had  formerly.     The  moft  apparent  arc  thol'c  of  Icven  Churches  which 
they  reckon  to  have  been  built  there  fince  the  Time  that  ChnlhanttV 
has   ptcvailed  ;  and  to    have  been  diftinguilhd  by  the   Nanies  ot 
^  feveral

feveral  Saints  to  whom  they  were  dedicated.  Of  thefe,  That  only  re- 
mains entire,  which  was  adjoining  ro  a  Monaftery  of  the  'Dof/untcans, 
but  the  Monallery  itfelf  is  wholly  decay'd  j  and  (m  my  Mind)  thefi 
pretended  Ruins  look  more  like  Ibme  fquare  Towers,  formerly  incor- 
porated within  the  City  Walls,  than  any  thing  elfc.  A  S-^cdifi  Au- 
thor, call'd  Shier htelm,  makes  this  City  not  only  the  moll  antienc 
in  all  Scandinavia,  but  even  of  all  Europe  and  AJU  j  and  affir.ms 
it  to  have  been  the  Seat  of  the  firft  Kings,  and  conlequcntly  of  the 
Northern  Trium  T)eat,  Thor^  JVodcn  or  Othem  and  Fngg.i,  who  had 
there  their  firft  Temple,  according  to  him.  Having  crofted  the  Jlt'lhrri 
about  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  to  the  North  Weft  of  thefe  Ruins,  on  the  o- 
thcr  Side,  they  fiiew'd  me  a  Stone,  walh'd  by  its  Waters,  whereon  die 
Figures  of  Keys  are  to  be  fecn  diftindly  enougli.  Thefe,  as  ibir.c  lay, 
were  made  by  Nature  alone  without  theAiliftance  of  Art;  concernuig 
which  the  Tradition  of  the  Country  has  handed  down  feveral  extra- 
vagant Stories,  which  defervc  not  to  be  mentioned.  Sightuna,  at  this 
Time,  has  hardly  Hcufes  fu/Iicient  to  make  it  cftecm  d  a  Village  ; 
they  are  modern  and  low,  and  for  the  moft  part  only  mifcrable  Hats 
for  Filliermen,  I  cou'd  not  even  get  any  freih  Horfes  ;  inlbmuch,  ihar 
I  was  forced  to  go  on  to  another  Stage,  where  I  lay  the  reft  of  thac 
Night,  which  was  already  fat  advanced  when  I  came  there. 

The  i6i.h  before  Noon  I  reach'd  Vpfal.,  fix  Miles  and  half  fro.Ti 
Stockholm  in  a  diredl  Road,  and  between  feven  or  eight  by  the  way  of 
4%^r««<2  to  the  Northward.  There  xho  \:xzq.  i^\x.  Rndbeck,  with  the  moft: 
part  of  the  Northern  Authors,  place  the  Favourite  Temple  of  the  faid 
TrmmT>eat,  or  rather  at  Gamla  Upfal,  or  old  Upfal,  about  a  quarter 
of  a  Mile  diftant.  This  Temple  was  the  moft  celebrated  among  the 
Northern  Heathens,  as  Jeruf'alem  was  among  the  /V^j,  and  as  are  now 
Rome  among  the  Roman  Catholicks,  and  Mecca  among  the  Mahome- 
tans. To  avoid  as  much  as  polllblc  being  tirclbine  in  vain  Repetitions, 
I  Ihall  only  fay,  that  according  to  the  lame  Authors  it  was  infiniicly 
magnificent,  within  all  fliining  with  Gold,  and  having  without  two 
large  and  maffy  Chains  of  the  fame  Metal  to  ccmplcat  its  Orna- 
ment: One  of  thefe  cncorapafsd  the  Body  of  the  Church,  and  the  o- 
ther  was  faften'd  from  one  End  to  the  other  of  its  Roof,  (which  was 
at  leaft  Silver)  to  fix  Towers,  which  were  three  at  the  Eaft,  and  threi 
at  the  Weft.  A  Bifliop,  call'd  Johyi  Magn:is,  gives  an  Account,  i\-\.\z 
the  Flamens  and  Arch-flawens,  or  iirft  Minifters  of  tlicfo  pretended 
Gods,  exercis'd  their  Power  even  over  the  Kings  of  their  Time,  as  well 
as  their  Subjedts ;  who  eftecm'd  i'  a  Principle  of  Religion  to  execute 
their  Orders,  which  they  received  as  Divine  Decrees  pronounced  by 
the  Mouths  of  the  Gods  themfelves.  And  being  guided  by  this  Sub- 
miftion  and  Belief,  they  wou  d  courageoufly  and  pioufiy  facrifice  each 
other,  the  Kings  their  Subjects,  fathers  their  Children,  Husbands  their 
Wives,  Majiers  and  Mijlrejfcs  their  Servants.  Thefe  'Pagan  Sacrifices 
were  not  always  equally  barbarous  and  cruel,  they  being  uled  to  oiler 
up  Men  but  on  extraordinary  Occafions,  and  only  Beafts  at  other 
common  Times.  Such  were  theFeftivals  call  d  j-'di',  which,  according 
to  the  Swedi/h  Authors,  were  celebrated  about  the  Winter  Solftice, 
near  upon  the  Time  that  the  Chrijlia^ts  celchr?.ic  Chrifl mas,  which  they 
call  here  Jule  from  thence,  fignifying  in  this  Councry  Language  Di- 
verfion;  which  the  learned  derive  from  frfAos,  the  Sony;  iilcd  bv  the 
Woollen  Spinftcrs,  and  fung  by  them  in  Honour  of  Fr/g^  i  ov'Difh,  the

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Carlfcrocn,       The  ncxc  Day  in  the  Afternoon  T  arriv'd  at  Carlfcroon,  6  Miles  nnd 
a  quarter  farther;   where  General  L^ww,  Chief  Dircd-or  of  rhe  Admi- 
ralty   (with  whom  I  was  ftrlt  acquainted  in  Turky)   detained  me  two 
Days,  and  loaded  me  widi  Civilities    This  Town  was  founded  in  r68c, 
by  the  late  Kmg  Charles  XI.  on  account  of  the  S'-s:edifi  Fleer,  which 
ufed  before  to  lye  at  Stockholm,    and  was  invited  to  Larlfcroon  hy  {:% 
advantageous  Situation,  and  theGoodncfs  and  Security  of  its  Harbour, 
whole  Entrance  is  guarded,    ift.  by  two  pretty  regular  Forts,  about  r». 
Mile  from  thence,   oppofirc  to  each  other,  at  about  the  8di  pare  of-  a 
Mile's  Diftance.      xdly,  Near  the  Town,  by  a  Ibrt  of  a  Bafon,  well 
guarded  with  Artillery,  whole  Entrance,  which  is  narrow,  is  forbidden 
by  two  Rocks  on  the  Right  and  Left    even   with  the  Water,    upon 
which  there  was  Orders  given  to  build  two  other  Forrs.      What  con- 
tributes more  than  all  this  to  its  Security,  againil  all  Surprizes  nr  Ap- 
proaches of  the  Enemy,  is  a  great  Qiiantity  of  Rocks,    that  Nature 
has  Icattered  up  and  down,   and  between  which  one  mult  Ihil  with 
great  Caution  and  Circumfpediion,    from  the  Mouth  of  the  Harbour, 
as  far  as  the  Town.     Thel'e  Rocks  often  make  the  moll:  daring  Pilcf, 
tremble,    cfpecially  in  a  dark  Night,   and  require  all  their  Caro  and 
Skill,  even  at  Noon- Day,  if  the  Wind  blows  any  thing  hard.    All  tli.Mb 
Advantages,  which  the   Fleet   enjoy'd    in  that  Harbour,    were    noc 
fo  complcat,  but  that  there  was  lomething  dcfedive,    there  being  no 
other  way  to  work  at  the  Keel  of  their  VclFels,  but  by  laying  them  on 
their  Sides,  in  the  open  Harbour,  by  main  Strength.      Every  one  was 
fenfible  enough  of  the  neceflTity  of  a  Dock;  but  whether  they  did  not 
know  where,  or  how  to  make  it,  or  whether  they  were  dererr'd  by  the 
Difficulties  of  the  Enterprize,  as  the  want  of  Ebbings  and  Flowings  of 
the  Tide  ib  requifite  to  fill  and  empty  it  naturally,    no  body  hnd  dar'J 
undertake  ic,  x.xViy's.t.'-Tolhammer,   a  Man  very  well  vers'd  in  Mechr.- 
nicks,  engaged  to  accomplilh  ir,  and  prefentcd  a  Plan  of  it  to  the  King, 
CharlesY^.  which  rcceiv'd  the  Royal  Approbation.     This  Tolhamrna^ 
was  then  in  that  Town,  in  order  to  give  Diredions  therein  ;  and  oi^c 
Sheldon,  xiQ  Englijhman  by  extraction,  a  Mafter  Shipwright,  undertook 
the  Execution  of  it,    and  had  a  Commiflion  as  Infpedor.      The  firll 
fhcw'd  his  Plan  before  me  to  General  Leven.  This  Dock  has  been  fince 
begun,    and  was  not  finilh'd  at    the  End  of  the  Year  1720 ;  but  (;is 
they  laid)  very  near  ir,  and  had  been  made  an  end  of  long  fince,  if 
Copper  and  Paper  Money  (which  was  current  at  the  beginning  of  ic) 
had  not  loft  its  imaginary  Value,   and  if  good  Silver  had  not  been  (0 
Icarce  in  S'Jceden.    It  will  be  all  dug  out  of  a  Rock,   210  Foot  long, 
and  about  100  broad,  and  50  deep  j  the  Water  is  to  enter  a  Sluce  large 
enough  for  a  Ship  of  the  Size  in  the  Print  XXXIV.  and  when  'tis  flnir, 
they  are  to  let  it  our,  and  lay  the  Ships  dry,  by  the  help  of  a  Machine, 
which  is  to  be  put  in  Motion  by  a  Windmill,  or  in  cafe  there  fhould 
be  no  Wind,  by  Horfes.     The  tame  Perlbn  propolcd  alfo  Ibmc  other 
Projedls,  which  had  the  good  Fortune  to  be  approv'd  by  the  King,  and 
efpecially  by  Baron  Coertz,  who  was  naturally  inclined  to  favour  Pro- 
jedts  that  were  any  thing  extraordinary,  and  was  himfelf  a  great  Pro- 
je<Sor.     One  was  to  make  Trohletta  (of  which  I've  before  fpoken)  na- 
vigable; and  not  only  to  open  a  Communication,  by  Water,  between 
Cottenbourg  and  Stockholm^  but  alio  with  the  Vtnner,  the  IVcttcr,   and 
Norkopmg,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  PafTage  of  the  largeft  Barks.    He 
alio  had  another  Scheme,  which  was  much  nioic  agreeable  to  the  Pcc- 
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p\iQ^  Stockholm,  for  they  don't  care  to  have  any  Obligation  to  thofc  of 
(Jfltrenbonrg  for  many  Things,  which  they  might  have  by  Water,  if  the 
firil  Communicatiori  were  once  opened.  This  was  to  tcttle  Salt  Works 
2.t  Mac  (hand  :xi\d  Stromjtadt ;  where  the  VVater  (as  he  laid}  was  as  pro- 
per for  that  Ul'c  as  in  Ew^Jand  ot  Holland,  bclides  the  Advantage  of 
Wood  which  they  have  not  there.  The  King,  in  C^onfideration  of  his 
Merit,  ennobled  him,  and  changd  his  Name  from  Folhanmar  to  Pal- 
hielm.  He  had  begun  to  put  Ins  firfi.  Projedt  in  Execution  -,  but  I  be- 
lieve, the  Changes  that  have  (ii:cc  happead  in  S'-j^eden  have  hindered 
the  Continuance  of  it. 

Carljcroon  ftands  upon  a  Rock  which  has   no  Communication  witli 
the  main  Land  but  by   a  Wooden  Bridge   600  Paces   long,  and   two 
little  Forts   defend   this  Paflagc   which  is   to  the  North.     It  has   two 
pretty  handibme  Churches,  a  great  many  good  Houlcs,  and  is  very 
well  peopled.     The   Place  where  the  Fleet  lies  is  to   the  South  Ealt, 
near  another  Wooden  Bridge  which  makes  a  half  Moon,  and  Icrves  for 
a  Foot  PalFage  between  I'l^veral  of  the  principal  Ships  that  are  made 
fall  there  on  each  fide.     Between  this  Place,  where  the  Ships   retire, 
and   the  Town,  is    a  long  and  large  Space  inclolcd  by   good    llrong 
Walls,  within  which  is  the  Marine  Arfcnal,  and  the  Houlcs  of  General 
Levcn,  and   fomc  other  Officers   belonging  to  the  Admiralty.     This 
Fleet  IS  now   kept  but  in  ill  Repair,  and  diminiihed  very  much  lince 
the  Beginning  of  -chc  late  War  ;  before  which  they  rcckon'd  up  30  Ships 
of  the  Line  with  three  Decks,  carrying  from  60  zo   80  Guns,  30  Fri- 
gates from  48  to   ^z  ditto,  40  Brigantincs   from   14  to  36,    7  Bomb 
Ketches,  f  Fircfiiips,  and  12  Store  Ships  ;  of  which  there  was  then 
only  14  ot  the  firll,  9  of  the  Iccond,  15-  of  the  third,  4  of  the  fourth, 
t   of  the   fifth,  and    6   of  the  fixth,   remaining   there ;  which   Num- 
ber is  ilill  IclTcncd  by  the  Lofs  of  one  or  two  of  the  largefl  Ships  that 
were  carried  to  Revel  by  the  Mnfcov'ttes  in  1719,  and  three  or  four 
Frigates  more  \\\    1720.     Before   die  Privileges   and  Liberty   of  the 
Swedes  were   taken  away,  the  Adiniral   was  always  a  Senator  as  ac 
this  Day  .;  bur  rh-ir  \v3c  alrcicd  by  Chants  XI.  who  created  one  of  his 
Marine  Officers  Admiral  General  -,  and  Charles  XII.  afterwards   made 
another  under  the  Title   of  finl;  Admiral,  and  join'd  two  Colleagues 
to  ailid  him,  both  Officers  of  the  Infantry  ;  the  fitft  whereof  was  Ge- 
neral  Lc'-jcn,  under   the  Title  cf  Dircdlor  General   of  the  Admiralty^ 
without  whofe  Confcnt  the  others  cou'd  not  dilpofc  of  a  fitiglc  Sloop. 
Their  Scilions  were  kept  in  the  Admiralty  Chamber,  where  the  afore- 
laid  General   fat  as  Prefidcnt.     T!ie  Iccond  Colleague,  whole  Bufinels 
was  to  cxercile  the  Sailors,  in  order  to  form  two  Regiments,  was  ac 
that  Time  Mr.  Rofe,  Colonel   of  Foot,  under  the  Title  of  llcc-'Di- 
reclor  ;  who,  in  the  Abfcnce  of  the  other,  had  the  ible  Authority,  and 
had  jointly  with  him  the  Inlpcdion  over  the  Works  and  Accounts  lot 
fitting  out  tiic  Navy. 

I  Ictt  that  Place  on  the  4th  0^  Angufl  early  in  the  Morning,  and  view  d  a 
Soap  Work  call'd  IVanuis  about  fix  Miles  thence,  belonging  to  Madam 
GylhnCturnd^  and  another  of  'Vice- Admiral  Orncftlls,  about  a  quarter  ot 
a  Mile  farther,  where  they  clean  and  refine  the  Aihes  for  that  purpofc  ; 
which  two  are  the  moll  confiderable  Works  of  that  Nature  in  all  S;^e- 
dcn.  After  this  I  took  up  my  Lodging  near  Calmar,  being  hiiidrcd 
from  entring  that  Town  by  the  Latenols  of  the  Night,  which  had  oc- 
cafioned  the  Ihutting  up  of  the  Gucs  i  but  I  got  in  early  in  the  Mom- 
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rion  arcl  ConfiJcncc,  n.  i^^rpris-J  :.nd  flirrJ  up  the  Jealouly  of  all  ti-.c 
i  "X      la  the-  mean  while  I  uacchd  the  Barons  Motions,  ,n  orJcr 
tolddrcls  htm  whenever  he  (1.0 u Id  leave  the  King  ;whKa  I  did  ac- 
cordingly upon  his  quitting  him,  and  going  into  his  Chamber,  wdiirhcr 
I  follow  d  him.     As  there  was  nothing  hut  Water  at  the  King  s  Table, 
lie  immcuiately  order  d  his  ralet  dc  Chambre  to  give  him  a  Glals  ot  Bur- 
aundv,  which  he  took  care  never  to  want  any  where;  he  orucrd  mo 
another,    end  gave  me  a  very  handlbme  Reception    being  general  y 
nrertv  atlablc  to  his  Infcriours,  but  lecmingly  haughty  to  his  F.quuls, 
and  even  to  his  .^upcriouvs.      As  I  had  been  mform'd  he  was  to  go 
ti-ncencxt  Morning,    1  went  ro  take  my  leave  of  him,    and  beg  him 
to^-mcmber  what  I  had  the  Honour  of  ibeaking  about    and  his  Ma- 
J-ftv'had  the  Goodnels  to  tell  tr.e  he  had  recommended  to  him.      Ho 
promisd  me  he  wou'd,  and  bid  me  draw  up  a  Pian  ccnformaole  to  the 
firft    and  Irr  him  lee  it;  and  if  he  found  it  right,  he  would  procure 
m"e  the  King's  Apr^robarion  and  Order,  and  that  we  Ihou  d  maKe  a  lore 
of  Contract  which  ihould  be  counter- f.gn  d  by  us  both.

^-pd  take  a  Copy  of  it,    which  we  alfo  fignd  alternatively,    and  then 
keoc  one  himfclf,  and  deliver'd  me  the  other;  laying,  That  I  had  no- 
thi^ig  to  do  when  I  came  to  Stockholm,  but  to  go  to  C.  l^andemath 
who  would  put  It  in  Execution  in  his  Abicnce-    as  well  as  if  hinilclf 

were  there  in  Perfon.  ■  -     ^^ 

In  th-  interim,  the  King  went  on  Horf^back  upon  a  Parry  vvitn  300 
Men    and  Baron  Goertz.  left  Torpnm  without  any  one  s  being  then  able 
to  gu'cfs  whether  he  was  gone  ;  hut  we  were  inform  dm  a  little  Time 
"ft  r  he  was  beyond  Sea,  and  his  Letters  fmce  printed  in  England avA 
Iwiv^d    have  very  well  aurrisd  the  World  what  his  Bu(:nels  w.^s 
there'    i  left  Tcrpum  on  the'  17th,  in  order  to  proceed  to  Gottenbourg, 
whither  I  arnvd  on  the  iiir,  having  been  more  fortunate  in  meeting 
with  Hcrfos  than  before.     There  was  then  there  a  Frenchman,  known 
bv  the  Name  oiC'Me,   who  had  formerly  been  in  the  C^ar^  bervice. 
xx'hich  he  had  quitted,  and  made  a  Journey  into  far/:/  (where  I  hrlt 
knew  him)   exprefsly  to  communicate  himfclf  to  the  King,  a  -becsec 
Cas  he  pretended)  of  great  Importance;   which  was    That  he  had 
tr.und  cut  an  infallible  Way,  by  the  help  of  fome  S^^^edtjJo  Frigates,  to 
burn  the  C-ar%  Men  of  War  in  their  own  Harbour.     He  was  fent  bacK 
i;-o  S-jreden    with  a  Prcfent  in  ready  Money  (which  was  very  accepta- 
blcto  himO  a  Pennon  of  the  Crown  of  between  3  and  4GoR!x  Dollars, 
and  the  Command  of  a  ^^cdi^o  Man  of  War,    befides  Orders  to  the 
Admiralty  to  furnilh  him  with  whatever  was  neccfTary  for  the  Execution 
of  his  Defign  :  But  the  Proica  came  to  nothing,  by  realon  of  his  being 
.--35  he  would  have  it)  but  iUfeconded.  The  King  of  S-ciWt'W,out  of  his 
natural  Gcncrofity,  contenting  himlelf  with  the  Goodnels  of  the  Inten- 
tion, continued  his  Penfion  even  after  this  Mifcarriagc.     This  Man. 
(without  my  asking  him  any  Queftion,  or  fliewing  the  leall  Curiofuy 
to  examine  into  any  of  his  Adairs)  inform'd  me  that  he  was  order  d  by 
his  Maiefty  to  follow  Baron  Coertz  into  Holland,  and  to  buy  thole  four 
Men  of  War  to  fill  up  the  decay 'd  Squadron  at  Gottenbourg.      1  his 
lame  Co;5;w' was  the  Perfon  mentioned  in  one  of  C  Gyllemborgs  An- 
Iwers  to  Baron  Goertz,  whom  they  have  falOy  flil'd  in  the  Margin  one 
of  the  BurgomaO.ers  of  GoUenhotirg.  Having 
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Having  ftay  d  fome  Days  there,  I  went  on  to  Stockhului,  which  I 
reach'd  on  the  lich  of  Jiinc;  and  I  heard  there  I'cme  rime  aircr,  that 
the  King  having  atcack'd  Frcdencks  Mali ,  as  my  Friends  apprchendcu, 
had  burnt  the  Suburbs  and  great  part  of  the  Town,  but  had  loll  703 
Men  in  the  Attack,  with  two  Generals,  lidzjick  and  Lkamkrs,  and 
aNumbcr  of  Subaltern  Oiilcers,  among  which  was  Captain  Jdlerot, 

About  the  middle  of  JiUy  C.P'andcrnatb  inform  d  me  that  he  thoughc 
it  proper  I  Ihould  go  to  Ifiadt,  to  receive  from  the  Omuuizrud  huj\ 
lome  Indrudlions  and  Infight  into  the  Affairs,  that  h.ad  occanoncd  my 
Journey  into  Nor:za)\  they  being  nccclfary  for  him,  C.  k'undcrnuth.. 
Ill  order  to  his  executing  the  Kings  Orders  therein.      Upon  this  I  left 
Stockholm^  and  let  out  for  than  Place,  which  is  about  70  Miles  dillanr, 
from  thence  taking  my  Road  by  Teigta,  about  ?  Miles  and  a  half  trom  -j-.,.,:^ 
Stockholm,  to  the  Ealtward,   on  a  Branch  of  the  AMtra,  that  has  a 
Communication  with  the  Sea  a  little  below  it.     Tclgia  is  a  Imall  Town, 
in  appearance  little  better  than  a  Village,  where  they  extol  the  Foun- 
tain of  Sc.  Regnyld,  purely  for  the  Sweetnets  and  Wholelbmnels  of  its 
Waters;  it  was  frequented,   before  the  Reformation,  for  lome  miracu- 
lous Virtues  which  were  attributed  ro  it.     About  8  Miles  to  thcS.  W. 
I  crolled  Nycopma,    a  good  pretty  Town,    tho'  built  all  of  Wood,  ex-  Nycoping, 
cepc  the  Town-Houfe  and  rlie  Church.     It  is  agreeably  fituatcd  at  the 
End  of  a  Gulph,  very  commodious  for  its  Commerce,    confifting  in 
Iron,  Planks,  Pitch,  e>f.  and  before  the  ManufacTturc  of  Copper  was 
given  over,  partly  in  Copper  Wire.     There  are  alio  Ibmc  Forges  in  its 
Neighbourhood,  as  IVejterboUlio('a,  Sandsjtgh,    Nc-j:jqnarn,  Holkvjighe, 
&c.      At  Kd-^quarn  there  is  a  Foundery  for  Cannons,  now  diliifed,  (I 
ought  to   lay   was)  for  fince  1719,  the  A/«/?tfw/n- have  made  it  un- 
dergo the  lame  Fate  as  Norkopmg ,   and  lb  many  others  with  their

There  is  an  old  Brick  Caftle  a  little  diftant  from  it,  remarkable  for 
nothing  but  a  Chamber,  where  they  lay  King  Birgcrus,  m  1319,  ihuc 
up  his  two  Brothers,  Eric  and  IValdemarr,  and  llarv'd  them  to  death, 
that  he  might  not  nurc  the  Kingdom  with  them,  bur  enjoy  it  without 
Rivals.     Some  will  have,  that  it  was  in  the  fameCafllc  chat  John  con- 
fined his  Brother  Ertc  (whole  Tomb,  as  I  oblerved,  is  ac  IVijlcras)  and 
gave  his  Steward,  Enc  Anderfon,  that  barbarous  Order,  under  his  own 
Hand  and  Seal,  to  carry  him  Poilbn,  and  in  cafe  of  Refillance,  or  Re- 
fufal  to  drink  it,  to  bind  him,  and  open  all  his  Veins  and  let  him  bleed 
to  death.     The  Prilbner  drank  ic,  not  making  any  Oppofition,  and 
was  buried  without  any  Ceremony.     I  went  o\\  from  hence  to  Nor- 
kopm(r,  Ltncopmg,  Tonecoping,  IVexin,  and   Cbrijtumiladt,    and  arrived 
on  the  x6th  at  Ijladt -,  and'having  finilhed  the  Affairs  which  brought 
me  thither,  left  that  Place  on  the  Z9th  ;  and  having  an  Inclination  to 
vifit  Carlkam,  Carle fcroon,  and  Calmar,  bene  my  Courle  to  tlic  N-  W. 
on  my  Way  back  to  Stockholm. 

On  the  30th  I  lodg'd  ■sx  GarlJIoam,  about  iz  Miles  thence;  it  is  a  Cailfiiam; 
very  pretty  Town,  and  has  a  good  Harbour,  deep  enough  for  the 
largcll  Veffels,  and  defended  by  a  good  Calllc  regularly  fortilied.  Its 
Commerce  confifts  la  Soap-Allies,  Pitch,  Tar,  and  Stones  for  Building, 
and  chiefly  ufeful  in  paving  Apparcmcncs,  and  making  Tombs.  It  is 
brought  from  the  Iflc  of  Oelund,  and  is  generally  call  d  for  Ihortaels 
Oc'land  Marble. 

The 
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by  Chance,  which  happened  very  luckily:  For  having  enrred  the  Gar- 
den a  hcde   after  Four,  I  had  not  been   there  a  quarter  of  an  Fiour 
before  his  Majcfty  appcar'd  without  any  Attendance  in  the  greateft 
Alley.    1  was  in  another  which  crofled  that  about  the  Middle,  nnd  I 
took  my  Mcailires  lo  well,  that  I  jull  reached  the  crolHng  of  the  two 
Allies  at  the  lame  time  with  his  Majcrty.     I  ftopt  thort,  and  lecm'U  as 
cmbarralsd  and  lurpris'd,  bowing  down  lower  than  I  had  ever  before, 
in  order  to  give  him  time  to  go  on,  in  cale  he  Ihou'd  not  think  tit  to 
take  Notice  of  me  :  But  his  Majefly,  without  giving  me  time  to  fpeak, 
after  I  had  recovered  my  I'elf,  ftopt  ;  and  with  a  plealant  and  gracious 
Smile  ask'd   me  the  following  Queftions  in  Latin,  ll^'hat,  are  you  fttU 
Tra--ue!lwff  ;  are  you  come  hither  to  make  a  'Defcription  of  Norway  ?  To 
which  I  'anlwer'd,  May  tt  pleafe  your  Majejiy,  I  ought  tt  n  to  huxe  come 
fooner,  and  might  ha-ce  travell'd  in  Safety  '■jjithont  ^Fafsport,  tn  an  Ene- 
my's Country   under  your  Majcfty  s  Trotetiton  ;  but  if  Baron  Gccrtz  has 
■prefeyitcd  my  humble  'Petition  to  your  Majefty,  yon  may  perceive  that  my 
prefent  Journey  has  quite  a  different  Motive.     Tes,yes,  anfwerM  this 
Prince  very  gracioufly,  he  has  already  my  Orders  about  your  J  fair  ;  it 
jhall  he  done.     I  humbly  thank'd  his  Majefty,  and  feeing  two  Officers 
whom  I  did  not  know,  coming  to  accoll  him,  I  retired  bowing  as  low 
as  before,  very   well  iatisiied  with  the  Word  of  a  Prince,  whole  every 
Adion  flicw'd  that  he  never  gave  it  without  an  intention  to  keep  it, 
tho'  he  had  it  not  always  lb  much  in  his  Power  as  he  thought  he  had. 
The  King  dilcourfcd  thefe  Officers  but  few  Minutes,  and  then  went 
from  the  Garden  into  a  iKighbouring  Place,  where  Ibme  J-ccW/^/^  Pea- 
lants  had  brought  Provifions  to  fell.     Fie  a^kd  them   ieveral  familiar 
Qucflions  ;  and  then  went  back  again  to  his  Chamber,  where  he  eac 
tw-o  pickled  FIcrrings  with  a  good  Qiiantity  of  Bread.     If  he  knew  well 
how  to  fall,  he  cou'd  cat  as  heartily,  and  ought  to  have  had  a  good 
Stomach,  having  (as  they  aflured  me)  had  but  a  little  wild  Oat  or 
Barley   Bread  in  three  Days.     No  Man  ever  heard  him  complain  of 
a  Cook,  or  of  any  fort  of  Vidualsor  Sauce  j  nor  did  he  ever  find  any 
Bed  to  hard,  not  even  the  bare  Ground  ;  yet  had  he  as  good  a  Coun- 
tenance as  if  he  had  all  the  Refrelhmcnts  that  Nature  cou'd  require. 
He  never  thought  (as  I've  before  hinted)   to  provide  himfelf  better 
with  Linnen  than  Provifions.     On  the  14th  I  had  a  Defire,  from  a  fe- 
■    cure  Diftancc,  to  view  Fredencks-Hall,  which  is  but  a  Mile  from  Tor- 
pum  :  To  this  Intent  I  went  on  Florfeback,  in  Company  of  a  S'-^edifi 
Party  chat  the  King  lent  thither;  and  Capt.  Tillerot,  who  undertook  to 
favour  my  Curiofity,  polled  me  upon  an  Eminence  covered  with  Pines, 
from  whence  I'might  fee  the  Town  pretty  dillindily  with  the  help  of  a 
Tclefcopc  i  and  I  was  alfo  pretty  fafe,  as  having  the  aforefaid  Party, 
confining  of  500  Men  between  me  and  the  Town.     It  is  advantagc- 
ouily  ficuatcd   at  the  Mouth  of  the  River  T>ahls,   (which    has    its 
Rile  among  the  Mountains  that  feparate  the  Diftridt  of  Tiahl  fiom 
Noriz-ay)  walhes  it  to  the  North  Eaft,    and  to  the  South  where   it 
difchargcs  iticlf  into  the  S^J:;mfund.     It  is  defended  to  the  South  Welt 
by  a  Forcrcfs  calfd  brederickfteen,  and  a  little  Fort  call'd  GyUenlof;  and 
to  the  North  Weft  it  has  two  others,  the  Eaftermoft  of  which  is  call  d 
Mitteberg,  and  the  other  Oberbenr,  with  three  Iciler  Redoubts,  more  to 
the  North,  markd  in  the  Plan  XXXIX.     As  I  had  nothing  to  fay  to 
the  IDaneSy  nor  to  their  Camp  which  was  at  a  good  Diftancc ;    and 
had  not  the   leaft  defite  to  be  fccn  by  them,  or  to  be  any  nearer  to 
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them,  I  rcturn'd  back  to  Torpum  with  the  Captain,  who  had  no  Orders 
that  Day  i  but  was  commanded  at  Night  to  be  of  another  Party  of 
about  -LOO  Men,  to  attempt  to  lurpnze  Spow^ick,  defended  by  about 
as  many  'I>anes,v^\\\t\\Qt  my  Curiofiry  did  not  invite  me  to  follow  linn 
He  return'd  about  Two  or  Three  in  the  Morning,  with  his  Coat 
piercd  by  two  Balis;  which,  however,  luckily  had  done  him  no  hirm - 
and  the  Defign  mifcarried  for  that  Night,  the  'Danes  being  very  mucii

-     ,  .  ^    T^icy  brought  along  with  them  Ibmc  Snappanars 

or  Nor'-^rgian  Pcafants,  who  had  fired  upon  the  Soldiers  from  among 
the  Trees  and  Rocks  :  but  having  miffed  their  Aim,  were  taken  Priib- 
ners.  The  King,  inftcad  of  punilliing  them  as  he  was  advis'd,  gave 
each  of  them  two  Ducats,  and  bid  them  inform  their  Fellcws,  if  ever 
they  committed  the  like  and  were  taken,  that  they  Ihoud  be  imme- 
diately fliot  to  Death.  The  fame  Day,  which  was  the  t^th,  the  Kin;^ 
dined  in  publick  with  Baron  Goertz,,  M.  Tomato-^sh,  and  ibmc  other 
Oliicers  of  the  firft  Rank,  who  had  the  Honour  to  keep  him  Company. 
The  Dinner  was  (as  they  told  me)  one  of  the  beft  and  moft  plentiful 
that  had  beenfcrved  to  his  Majefty  during  the  whole  Campaign,  fome 
Countrymen  having  brought  frelh  Provifions  into  the  Camp  to  Icil. 
Ten  or  Twelve  Officers  of  the  fccond  Rank  waited,  in  Exped;ition  to 
make  amends,  at  the  fccond  Table,  for  their  hard  Fare  and  long  Ab- 
llinence  ;  when  the  King  (who  generally  at  Meals  talked  no  more  than 
a  Turk,  or  a  Carthufian,')  ask'd  when  Dinner  was  over,  what  was  be- 
come of  fome  Dragoons  who  had  been  wounded  in  going  on  an  Expe- 
dition with  him,  or  had  fallen  fick  by  the  Faftings  and  Fatigues  they 
had  endured  '.  and  having  been  anfwcrcd  that  they  were  better,  l-.is 
Majefty  order  d  all  tho  Provifions  that  remain'd  to  be  carried  to  them, 
to  the  great  Mortification  of  thole  Officers,  who  were  obliged  to  go 
feek  a  Dinner  elfewherc. 

His  Majefty  went  thence  into  his  little  Parlour,  whether  he  was 
followed  by  Baron  Goertz,  who  drawing  fome  Papers  out  of  his  Poc- 
kets, preicnted  them  to  him.  They  contained  (as  I  was  afterwards 
iiiform'd)  fome  Propofals  from  the  Pyrates  of  Madagafcar,  to  come 
wirh  all  their  Effcds  and  fettle  thpmiolves  in  Sji'eden ;  and  another 
Projec't  of  the  Baron  s  own,  to  give  his  own  Pafsports  to  Foreign  Mer- 
chants to  bring  Provifions  into  S-^eden,  whereof  they  had  need  enough, 
without  prejudicing  neverthelels  the  Regulation  of  the  Trivatcers^ 
(who  hadrendcr'd  them  lb  dear  and  fcarce)  of  any  Violation  of  which 
the  King  was  extream  jealous.  The  Baron  had  already  propolcd 
thcfe  Things  to  the  King  by  Word  of  Mouth,  whcreunro  his^Majefty 
made  fcveral  very  ftrongObjedxns  ;  but  as  never  anv  Man  knew  bet- 
ter how  to  humour  this  Prince  than  the  Baron  did,  'twas  his  Cuftom 
whenever  he  found  him  unwilling  to  hearken  to  his  Propofals,  to  fay, 
I'll  give  them  your  Majefty  in  IVritmg,  that  you  may  cornet  and  change 
iz-hatever  you  diflikc  :  Which  having  done,  he  wou'd  fupprefs  in  the 
Paper  whatever  was  difagrceable  ;  or  elfe  he  wou'd  give  it  fuch  a  Turn 
with  his  Pen,  (of  which  he  was  a  Mafter)  as  he  vvas  lure  wou'd  make 
it  pafs  upon  him,  and  compafs  his  Defign.  Nor  did  ever  Servant  know 
better  how  to  find  out  the  blind  Side  of  his  Mafter,  than  this  Minifter 
did  of  his  Majefty  ;  over  whom  he  had  gained  fuch  an  Afcendant, 
that  he  feem'd,  when  they  were  together  in  Council,  to  quit  the  hc- 
roick  Air  fo  natural  to  him  at  the  Head  of  an  Army,  and  to  take  that 
of  a  Pupil  before  his  Tutor  -,  and  he  wou'd  hear  him  with  fuch  Atten- 
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durcd  (fo  little  fuiting  with  a  Man  at  lead  6c  Years  old)  and  the  Scvc-" 
rity  of  a  fliarp  Winter.    He  faid,  that  Cbld  and  Hunger,  which  had  been 
the  Army's  fevereft  Enemies,  had  not  done  him  the  leaft  Injury ;  and  thar. 
he  did  not  know,  whether  War  had  ever  been  carried  on  cllcwherc  af- 
ter the  manner  they  had  in  Kor^^ay,  or  whether  the  World   wou'd 
fpeak  in  favour  of  their  Winter  Campaign  ;  but  that  he  was  himfclf  fur- 
priz'd  his  Health  was  no  ways  impair'd,  tho'  he  believ'd  he  was  oblig'd 
to  a  fmall  refervc  of  Biskets,  Wine  and  Brandy,  wherewith  he  had  the 
Precaution  to  provide  himfelf,  as  well  aswith  aTcnt  and  Mattrels,  &c. 
He  added,  that  tho'  there  was  not  the  leaft  reafon  to  hope  for  Succcfs 
before  Chrijliama,  and  that  the   Army  mouldcrd  away  perceptibly, 
that  he,  with   fome  more  of  the  Chief  Officers,  were  forced  to  take 
all  the  Pains  imaginable  to  induce  the  King  to  retire,  tho'  he  at  lafl: 
compafs'd  it ;  that  he  was  no  Icis  put  to  a  Nonplus  how  to  diffwade 
his  Majefty  from  commanding  the  Retreat  in  Pcribn  i  that  he  was  ob- 
lig'd in  a  manner  to  be  rude  with  him,  and  to  pique  in  Point  of  Honour 
inthefe  Terms,  Tour  Majefty  knoin's  only  ho-jj  to  Jd-vance,  and  does  not 
yet  tmderfiand  '■J^hat'tis  to  give  Way  or  Retreat;  if  you  pleafe  to  leave  that 
'Care  to  me,  '■^ho  ha-ve  experkncd  tt  more  than  once^  and  tU'iz arrant  to 
preferve  your  Army ;  and  that  the  King  finding  himlelf  rather  flatter'd 
than  offended  by  it,  aniwerd  him  fmiling,  Well  tken  do  fo,  teack  me 
the  Way.     I  here  met,  in  my  Walks  up  and  down,  leveral  of  my  S'-^'e- 
difh  Friends,  whom  I  had  formerly  known  in  Ttirky,  who  in  general 
were  very  difcontented  at  their  Campaign.     Their  Difcourfe  ran  aU 
moft  wholly  upon  the  Miferies  they  had  already  undergone,  and  which 
they  were  not  yet  freed  from.     Some  of  them  melancholily  rcckon'd 
up  how  many  Soldiers  had  perilhed  daily,  as  well  by  Cold  as  Hunger, 
and  fumm'd  their  Lofs  up  to  above  4000  fince  their  firft  Entrance  into 
Nor^jvay,  out  of  which  the  'Banes  had  not  kill'd  above  400.     They 
added,"  that  they  had  done  juft  as  in  Mnfco'vy,  where  they  had,  as  ic 
were,  defiroy'd  and  conquer'd  themfelves,  by  their  unieaibnablc  out 
of  the  way  Marches.     Others,  after  regretting  the  having  left  Tolund, 
and  Saxony,  (where  they  had  rcap'd  fuch  a  glorious  Harvcll,)  extol- 
ling the  Plenty  they  had  lived  in  at  Bender,  or  the  Riches  of  Nature 
in  Turky,  which  they  had  enjoy'd  for  fome  Years,  wou'd  break  out  in- 
to thefe  Exclamations,  liljat,  have  not  "ji-e  Rocks  enough  at  Home !  izith- 
out  coming  to  face  Hunger,  and  the  Injuries  of  the  Weather,  and  lie 
upon  the  bare  Ground,  to  conquer  thofe  in  Norway  ?  In  fine,  thc_  whole 
Army  had  no  other  Canopy  than  the  Heavens  ;  and  even  thole  who 
were  bed  lodged,  (except  General //<2wi//ow,  Count  A/!?r«fr,  and  a  few- 
more)  had  for  MattrefTes  Branches  of  Pine,  laid  in  Huts  of  the  fame 
Nature  ;  and  the  King  himfclf  had  no  better  Bed  till  he  came  to  7i?r- 
pm,  where  he  had  a  little  Straw.    For  all  this,  the  whole  Army  fliew'd 
a  conftant  and  unlhaken  Obedience  for  any  Orders  that  his  Majefty 
pleafed  to  give  them.     In  the  mean  while,  the  Provifions  which  were 
brought  out  of  S'-^-eden  (tho'  in  a  fmall  Quantity)  were  fome  Mitigation 
of  their  Hardlhips,  infomuch,  that  they  began  almoft  to  forget  them  j 
and  T,  being  very  willing  to  contribute  thereunto,  inform'd  them  that 
the  Magazines  olWodwalla  and  Stromftat  were  plentifully  ftored,  as  I 
had  been  aflured  at  the  firft  of  thofe  Places  by  Baron  Goertz,  whom  I 
had  left  there,   and  who  was  immediately  to  follow  into  Nor-jjar 
He  added  moreover,  that  he  had  made  fuch  Difpofitions  that  the  Army 
fhou'd  want  nothing  ncceflary  for  the  Siege  of  Fredericks-Hall,  which 
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was  talked  on  as  a  thing  rcfolv'd  on  bv  rhp  Kincr     T  i    j     r  . 
iclf  to  tell  my  Thoughts  too  freely  to  Ib^me  of    nTpnen^.    rf '^i '"^

wou'd  re.iuce  the  En^hjh  and  Ilollandtrs  to  the  ncccflity  of  taking  his 
Part  againft  his  Enemies,  according  to  fome  Treaties  which  were  ex- 
pir'd  wiih  die  Former,  tho'  rtill  in  force  wich  the  Latter.  The  Haven 
of  Qortcnboiirg  is  very  large  and  very  commodious ;  it  has  two  chief 
ilarbours  for  Shipping;  the  firft  is  about  300  Geometrical  Paces  from 
the  Town,  and  is  call'd  the  Old  Port,  where  they  generally  build  their 
VcfTels,  and  where  the  Fleet,  belonging  to  the  Northern  Ocean,  ufed 
ro  flicker  i:  felfj  it  conHfted  at  that  time  only  often  Men  of  War,  or 
Frigates,  from  30  to  5^0  Guns,  and  not  in  a  condition  to  put  to  Sea,  cx- 
ccp:::^g  :he  two  which  Gatbinhielm  commanded,  and  fome  Galleys  and 
Brignntincs  of  too  little  Force  to  oppofc  the  ^anes,  who  have  fince 
taken  an.',  deftroy'd  the  greatcfl:  part  of  chem.  This  Fleet,  or  rather 
Squadron,  was  commanded  by  Count  Axel  Leyonhafoud.  The  fecond 
Harbour,  or  the  New  Port,  is  ac  the  Mouth  of  the  River,  about  Se- 
ven Hundred  Geometrical  Paces  below  :he  former ;  it  is  guarded  ac 
its  Entr;!nce  by  a  good  Caftle,  call'd  Nie  Elfbourg,  or  Nev)  Elfbourg. 
The  Fortifications  of  this  Caftle  are  very  regular,  but  too  much  com- 
manded by  fome  high  Mountains.  Maejirand  is  upon  an  Ifle,  and  is 
ftro.ig  enough  to  promife  a  long  Refiftancej  nor  had  it  (as  they  fay) 
been  ^o  Icon  nor  fo  eafily  taken  in  the  laft  War  with  the  'Danesy  had 
it  not  been  for  tiie  Cowardice  or  the  Treachery  of  the  Commanding  Of- 
ficer. The  Forts  Culberg  and  Riskans,  with  the  Mountains  call'd  Ot- 
ir:Ha,  Ramberg,  and  the  ftrong  Fortifications  which  arc  at  Gottenboitrg^ 
have  acquired  and  confirmed  to  it  the  Name  of  Virgin,  as  never  having 
teen  taken,  tho'  often  attempted. 

Towards  the  latter  End  q{ April,  I  had  it  from  very  good  Hands,  that 
the  King  being  at  laft  convinced  of  the  Impoffibility  of  fubfiftmg  an 
Army  without  Magazines,  in  a  Country  fo  barren  as  Kor-^-ay,  andco- 
vcr'd  only  with  Rocks  and  Pines,  or  of  taking  Caftlcs  Sword  in  Hand 
without  a;iy  great  Artillery,  had  abandon'd  Chrijitana,  and  was  retir'd 
to  Torjnm,  a  little  Country-Houfe  belonging  to  a  'Danijh  Colonel,  a- 
bout  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  Suinfund,  a  Gulph  over  which  his  Ma- 
jefty  had  laid  a  Bridge  of  Boats,  in  order  to  receive  out  of  S-j^edcn,  by 
that  Means,  Provifions  and  Ammunition  fufficient  for  the  Siege  of 
Fredericks-Hall,  which  that  Prince  had  refolv'd  upon.  Having  heard  this 
News  confirm'd  by  fevcral  Perfons  of  Honour,  I  determined  to  go  thi- 
ther, and  meet  his  Majefty. 

I  left  Cottenbourg^Q  3d  q{  May,  and  took  the  ordinary  Road  by 
Wodwalla.  Konungs  Elbe,  and  continued  it  by  IVod-jualla,  a  fmall  Town  6  Miles 
farther,  formerly  a  Free  Port,  till  its  Privileges  were  transferr'd  to 
Gottenbourg,  which  is  diftant  thence  about  8  Miles,  and  nearer 
to  the  open  Sea  j  at  prefenc  it  hardly  deferves  the  Name  of  a  Town. 
Between  this  Place  and  S'-jjinfund,  which  is  but  19  Miles  from  it,  I 
found  the  Country  agreeably  diverfified  by  Woods,  which  here  and 
there  cover  the  Rocks  and  Mountains;  and  by  Torrents,  which  put  in 
Motion  the  Mills  to  faw  their  Planks.  The  Highways,  both  ftrait 
along,  and  crofs  the  Country,  are  generally  better  than  one  wou'd 
think  they  cou'd  poftibly  be  i  for  'twere  hardly  imaginable  (as  I  have 
before  hinted")  that  hu.Tian  Art  cou'd  fotm  fuch  fine  and  regular  Roads, 
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which  mua  be  cut  over  IV)  many  Mountains  and  Rorks    and  ro  i\M\. 
which  lo  many  \yoods  muft  have  been  burn   .    a,u   yet  I  can  t    av 
that  I  ever  found  better  m  any  of  the  fineft  Coun?  es^  whc"  Na  ^f.'

I  told  him  it  was  an  a- 
l  had  wT""'  '^  Tr,  '^  ^^'■"  '"•"  •"  ^^  Sood  a  ftate  of  Health  as 
I  had  formerly  at  itoMoh^i,  notwithftanding  the  Facgucs  he  had  en- 
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hood  of  a  Thaw,  more  than  any  Credit  I  gave  to  the  News,  made  me 
refolve  to  take  the  Opportunity  of  the  Snow  and  Ice,  which  laftcd  as 
yet,  to  return  in  a  Sledge  to  Gottenbourg  ;  where,  I  thought,  I  might 
be  in  greater  probability  of  being  inform'd  of  the  King  s  true  Motions, 
and  have  abetter  Convenience  of  joining  him,  whenever  he  was  fix'd 
any  where  to  Advantage.  I  enquir  d,  as  well  as  I  could,  what  Road  was 
bell  for  me  to  take  in  my  intended  Journey,  and  was  dired:cd  to  take  my 
Courfe  back  again  thro'  Lincoping  as  far  as  Tonekoping-,  and  trom  thence 
ina  ftraitLine,  or  near  upon  it,  to  crofs //<a^rf«^  co  the  North  Well.  I 
began  my  Journey  the  xzd,  early  in  the  Morning,  and  arrived  the  26th 
before  Night  at  Gottenbourg,  without  being  obliged  to  get  on  Horfc 
back  for  more  than  five  or  fix  Miles  in  above  thirty ;  but  inftead  of 
hearing  the  News  of  Norkoping  confirm'd  there,  I  was  inform'd  on  the 
contrary  every  thing  that  was  fufficient  to  alter  my  Defign  of  going 
on  to  Nor-way,  as  of  feveral  Officers  and  Exprefles,  who  in  attempting 
to  pafs  and  repafs,  had  been  either  kill'd  or  wounded  by  the  Moruijegian 
Snappanars.  They  alio  aflltred  me,  that  the  King's  Army,  which  as 
they  reprefemtcd  it,  was  not  a  jot  better  furnlfli'd  with  Provifions  than 
the  Knight  Errants  are  faid  to  be  in  Romances,  or  than  a  Party  of 
Tartars  when  upon  their  Inroads,  (tho'  it  was  incomparably  more  nu- 
merous than  the  firll)  deftroy'd  itfelf  by  degrees,  being  perpetually 
obliged  to  Encounters,  befides  a  continual  Hunger,  Cold  and  Fa- 
tigues, even  worfe  than  in  Ukraniam  1709  i  that  the  Hero  who  com- 
manded them,  partook  of  all  their  Hardfliips,  and  gave  the  moll  con- 
ftant  Examples  of  fevere  Fading,  even  to  the  not  eating  in  three 
Days,  any  thing  but  a  little  Barley  Bread  and  wild  Oats,  which  he 
providentially  found  among  fome  Peafants  of  Mor^z-ay  -,  and  that  he 
underwent  all  this  without  iuffering  the  leafl:  Change  in  his  Counte- 
nance, or  being  in  the  lead:  call  down.  That  in  the  mean  whjle  the 
'Danes,  Enemies  much  lefs  to  be  feared  than  the  others  aforemention  d, 
kept  themfelves  very  prudently  in  their  ftrong  Holds,  under  Cover  of 
their  Artillery,  avoiding  any  Engagement  with  the  Svjedes,  by  whom 
they  had  been  formerly  lb  often  andfo  unfortunately  defeated. 

Whilll  I  waited  for  a  favourable  Opportunity  to  join  his  Majcfly  in 
Norizay,  Ipafled  part  of  my  Time  in  viewing  this  City  and  its  adjacent 
Parts,  defcribed  in  my  Map  of  Sisjeden.  It  is  very  regularly  fortified 
after  the  Modern  Way  ;  nor  has  Nature  contributed  lefs  thereunto  than 
Art;  its  Forts  as  well  by  the  Sea  as  by  Land,  and  its  high  Rocks,  ren- 
der all  Approaches  to  it  very  difficult  and  dangerous,  as  its  Enemies 
have  more  than  once  experienced  to  their  Difadvancage.  Its  Figure  is 
Spherical,  and  its  exterior  Circumference  does  not  exceed  8co  Geome- 
trical Paces  ;  it  has  three  little  Ditches  which  are  cut  through  the 
Middle  of  three  of  us  Streets,  border'd  with  Trees  fetvery  regularly; 
and  lerve  both  for  its  Ornament  and  to  keep  it  neat,  receiving  ail  its 
Filth,  and  carrying  it  with  their  Waters  into  the  great  one,  where- 
with they  have  a  Communication.  There  are  two  Churches  pretty 
large,  whofe  Building  and  Shape  differ  little  from  the  other  principal 
ones  in  Sweden,  and  have  nothing  worth  our  Notice,  excepting  their 
Brazen  Roofs  :  However,  that  which  had  formerly  its  Name  from 
Queen  Chriftina,  and  is  now  commonly  call'd  the  German  Church, 
has  a  great  deal  of  the  Italian  manner.  As  to  the  other  Pubiick 
Buildings,  all  but  the  Town-Houle  and  theGovcrnour's,  are  little  wor- 
thy our  Curiofity  j  no  more  than  thole  of  the  Inhabitants,  which  are 

all 
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all  wooden  and  low,  and  have  nothing  to  recommend  them  but  theic 
being  uniform. 

There  was  formerly  only  a  Superintendent,  but  "tis  now  a  Bifliop's 
See,  and  has  a  Gymnafium  or  College,  and  a  School  j  it  is  now  the 
ordinary  Refidencc  of  the  Governour  of  the  Provinces  of  Elfbourg, 
'Dahl,  Bahuus,  Halland,  &c.  The  Civil  Government  is  in  the  Hands 
of  two  Confuls  and  twelve  Senators,  who  arc  generally  call'd  Ma- 
gillrates.or  Burgomallcrs,  and  have  one  Secretary  :  The  Military  is  in 
the  Hands  of  the  forementioncd  Governour,  who  was  then  Count  Mor- 
ner ;  and  in  his  Abfence,  under  a  Deputy-Governour,  or  Simple  Com- 
mandant, as  they  there  call  him.  It  is  fituated  very  advanrageoufly 
for  Trade  in  general,  but  their  principal  Traffick  confills  in  Iron  i  and 
I  have  been  credibly  informed,  that  before  the  Publication  of  the  Royal 
Tlacaert  or  Edidl  in  favour  of  the  Privateers,  which  I  have  taken  Notice 
of,  they  exported  Yearly  from  thence  to  the  Value  of  (Soo.oco  Crowns 
of  that  Metal.  Befides  that  Tlacaert  tci^Mmag  Conditions  lb  hard,  that 
they  were  almoll  impradicable  j  'twas  faid  that  the  Privateers  abulcd  ic 
both  withoutScruple  and  Punilhment,  under  the  Protedlion  of  fome  of  the 
King's  Favourites,  and  even  of  the  Admiralty  it  felf,  whom  they  had 
brib'd  into  their  Interellsi  and  who  becoming  both  Judges  and  Parties, 
made  the  Ships  of  their  Friends  as  good  Prize,  as  their  Enemies,  what- 
ever PalTes  or  Certificates  they  might  have  for  their  Jullification  ;  in- 
fomuch  that  they  feem'd  as  if  they  wou'd  revive  the  ancient  Piracies, 
which  their  Ancellors,  the  firll  Goths,  efteem'd  an  honourable  Profef- 
fion:  Nay,  they  even  went  farther,  fince  they  would  plunder  their  own 
Countrymen  in  their  own  Ports,  after  their  Ships  were  laden,  and  they 
had  pay'd  Cullom  for  their  Cargoes.  The  Merchants  of  this  Country 
not  daring  to  trade  under  their  own  Names,  managed  their  Aff^airs  un- 
der the  Names  of  Nations  in  Alliance  with  them,  and  took  Flags  and 
Inllrudlions  conformable  thereunto,  to  protedl  them  from  their  Ene- 
mies i  but  thinking  to  avoid  one  Rock,  they  fplit  upon  another,  for 
thefe  Names,  Flags,  and  Inllrudlions,  which  ferved  lb  luckily  to  de- 
ceive Lueir  Enemies,  rendred  them  lawful  Prizes  to  their  good  Coun- 
trymen at  Gottenbourg.  Many  of  thefe  Merchants,  having  been  almoll 
ruin'd  by  the  Privateers  ,  were  forc'd  with  the  little  they  had  remain- 
ing, to  become  Afibciates  with  them,  for  fear  of  being  reduced  to  Beg- 
gary. As  happened  to  me  in  a  very  different  Cafe,  when  paiTing  to 
Conflantinople  from  Malta  in  a  Greek  Yq^(i\  (which  they  call  a  Satck^ 
confining  of  30  Sailors,  all  Greeks,  they  were  fo  naufeous  to  my  Smell, 
by  reafon  of  their  eating  Garlick  at  every  Meal,  that  I  was  obliged  to 
do  the  fame  in  my  own  Defence.  The  King,  on  the  z6th  of  'January 
171^.  ennohhd  one  Gat  be/on,  the  Son  of  a  Peafant,  who  was  Chief 
of  the  Privateers  of  all  the  Ports  of  ll^efiro-Gothland  -,  and  chang'd  his 
Name  for  thzt  oiGathinhielm,  or  Gat ljs'Hc\mct,  in  confideration  of  his 
lucky  Adventures  in  Privateering.  His  Majelly  had  allb  given  him,  at  the 
Recommendation  of  Count  Morner,  the  Command  of  two  Men  of  War, 
with  the  Title  of  Commodore,  to  encourage  him  to  purfue  his  Mari- 
time Conquells  with  Vigour;  and  he  had  likewife  a  great  Qiianticy  of 
Privateers  belonging  to  him,  and  under  his  own  Pay.  His  Majelly, 
who  had  heaped  fo  much  Honour  upon  Gathinhielm,  and  had  procur'd 
him  fuch  immenfe  Riches,  was  fo  generous,  that  he  woud  not  only  not 
have  any  lliare  in  his  Prizes,  but  exempted  him  from  any  extraordinary 
Contributions  J  and  as  this  Prince  was  always  wedded  to  any  Opinion 
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up  her  Dcvorions.  The  City  is  at  prcfent  neither  large  nor  well  peopled  j 
but  It  dill  chfpiays  fome  Marks  of  its  former  Magnificence  in  its  Churches 
and  thcCaflic  aforementioned,  as  well  as  in  fcveral  Brick.  Houfes,  aRari- 
ty  harcii'y  co  be  found  but  there  and  at  Stockholm.  Near  f^ajiena  is  a 
Tracit  of  Land  dependent  on  it,  and  confiding  of  fcveral  Fields  and  Mea- 
dows, a  hirge  and  pleafant  Park,  andfomc  Villages  that  formerly  be- 
long'd  to  the  late  (!^iccn,  Grandmother  to  King  C/C-^r/fj  XII.  and  is 
call  d  Traflena-Lahn,  or  the  Dillridl  of  ll'aftena.  It  has  a  particularGo- 
vernor  call'd  Ilopman,  who  rules  it  independently  of  Oj'tro  Gothland. 

Leaving  the  iTttter,  I  purfued  my  Journey  to  the  Eaflward,  and 
palled  thro'  Kenings  on  the  i8th,  having  only  allowed  myfelf  time 
for  Dinner,  and  about  an  Hour  to  vifit  it.  It  defervcs  at  prcfent 
to  be  rank'd  only  amongft  Villages,  having  no  Remains  of  that 
Splendor  which  they  attribute  to  it  in  former  Times.  Vv'hac  is 
mod  remarkable,  according  to  the  Tradition  of  this  Country,  is,  that 
in  the  middle  of  the  Town,  at  the  Market-Place,  there  was  formerly 
the  Colojjus  of  a  Giant,  a  Statue  much  larger  than  the  Life  ;  where, 
during  the  Times  oiTaganifm,  they  ufed  to  put  Malefadors,  as  Adul- 
terers, fmgle  Women  who  had  Baftards,,  together  with  the  Fathers  of 
fuch  Daftards,  to  a  fort  of  Torture,  by  faftening  them  (as  they  fay^ 
with  an  Iron  Chain  between  the  Arms  of  this  Statue  which  were  open, 
and  expofing  them  there  for  a  whole  Day  to  thelnfults  and  Jeers  of 
the  Mob,  as  a  Punilhmcnt  for  their  refpedive  Crimes  i  but  fuch  Of- 
fenders don't  come  off'  at  prefenc  in  this  Country  ac  fo  eafy  a  Rate, 
the  firlt  being  either  whip'd  or  condemn'd  to  Death,  according  to  the 
Nature  and  Quality  of  the  Offence,  the  fecond  beheaded  without 
Mercy,  and  the  laft  expofed  in  pubhck,  both  Men  and  Women,  by  fct- 
ting  them  for  i\\itt  Sundays  ac  the  Gates  of  the  Church,  on  a  Seat 
calld  t\\c'Penite}itial  Scat  -,  tho' a  Sum  of  Money  given  for  the  Service 
of  the  Church,  which  often  exceeds  the  Ability  of  the  Perfons,  may 
exempt  them  from  this  Spiritual  Pillory.  The  Shame  of  this  Puniih- 
menc  for  Baftards,  is  the  Occafion  of  many  Mothers  being  delivered 
without  Midvvives,  and  murdering  or  dropping  their  Children  at  the 
Peril  of  their  Lives  if  difcovered,  to  avoid  being  fo  expofed.  I  have 
my  felf  feen  two  young  Gentlewomen,  of  good  Families,  beheaded  for 
not  calling  Midwives  to  alHd  them  when  in  Labour,  tho'  their  Chil' 
dren  (as  they  aflirm'd  at  their  lalt  Moments)  were  dead  born.  I  can't 
but  remark  on  this  Account,  that  tis  great  pity  both  here,  and  in 
other  Parts  of  Chrijlendom^  that  they  have  not  Hofpitals  like  that 
des  Enfans  trowuezdit  Tarisy  for  Children  that  arc  dropt.  And  I  think 
fome  old  Batchelors,  who  have  in  their  Lives  helped  to  get  feveral, 
fliou'd  make  it  a  Matter  of  Confcience  to  leave  their  Eftates  towards 
building  fuch  an  Hofpital  at  their  Deaths,  to  make  the  Publick  fome 
amends  for  the  Damage  it  has  fuffer'd  from  their  clandeftine  Amours. 
Kenings  has  now  but  one  Church,  more  than  large  enough  for  the 
Number  of  the  Inhabitants,  out  of  four  and  two  Monafteries,  which 
(as  they  fay)  it  had  formerly.  From  thence,  at  about  a  quarter  of  a 
Mile  from  Lincopmg,  I  paiTed  over  Stongebro,  or  the  Bridge  of  Stakes, 
which  is  indeed  built  clumfily  enough  of  them,  and  has  nothing  to 
make  it  worth  our  regard,  but  on  account  of  the  Battle  gain'd  near  ic 
in  1  J99,  by  the  Duke  Regent  Charles  over  the  Army  of  Sigifmond  :  A 
Battle,  the  Lofs  of  which  was  foUow'd  by  that  of  the"  Kingdom, 
which  was  given  to  the  Conqueror  under  the  Name  of  Charles  IX. 
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by  virtue  of  the  Elcdion  of  the  Stares  a/TI^mKi.-i

The  Parilli  of  Mamkarp,  about  a  Mile  and  three  quarters  from  r^»<f- 
kopin^,  has  an  Iron  Mine  in  Mounc  Tahakr,  whofe  Metal  is  exquifite, 
and  very  proper  for  Fire  Arms.  There  are  in  Smoland,  befidcs  the 
Foundery  for  Cannons  2lK  Hunnaby,^cycTdi\  Forges,  and  other  Founderies 
to  make  this  Metal  fit  to  fell  to  Strangers,  or  to  ufe  amongfl  them- 
lelvcs,  as  AiPrntbrucks,  Horlebruck,  Osby,  Falfterbo,  Eid,  Anterjhom- 
briicks,  a-c.  Ic  produces  plenty  of  Hops;  and  its  Woods,  wherewith 
'tis  almoft  cover'd,  abound  with  Deer,  and  all  forts  of  Game  :  There 
are  alio  Numbers  of  Goats  which  skip  up  and  down,  fecming  as  if 
hanging  upon,  the  Sides  of  the  Rocks,  where-evcr  there  is  any  Grafs 
to  brouzc  on,  and  are  its  principal  came  Cattle.  It  has  alfo  fome 
Mineral  Waters  difcovered  but  lately,  whofe  Vertues  arc  much  brag'd 
of  by  the  S'-Jiedijh  Phyficians. 

Having  vificed  whatever  was  reckoned  here  mod  remarkable,  I  ar- 
rived on  the  I  jch  at  Tonekopmg,  a  Town  m  Ofiro-Gothland,  as  moft  fay, 
tho'  lomo  will  have  it  in  dmoland,  it  being  partly  under  the  fame  Go- 
vernment :  It  is  very  agreeably  ficuated  on  a  Cape  at  the  Southermoft 
End  of  Lake  I'/ettler^  which  fecms  to  be  cut  into  two  Parts,  though 
very  unequal ;  one  of  them  having  but  a  narrow  PafTagc  for  its  Wa- 
ters, infomuch  that  fcveral  will  divide  them  into  two  diUind  Lakes, 
calling  that  which  is  below  the  Town  LtUa  Sto,  or  the  Little  Uke.    Ic 
has  a  Tribunal  of  Juftice,  and  a  Governor  of  the  Province,  who  lodges 
in  t!ic  Caftle,  which  is  pretty  llrong  and  regular,-  there  are  alfo  fome 
Mineral  Waters  to  the  South  Ealt  of  it,  which  are  in  Reputation  a- 
mong  them.     I  went  on  the  i6ch  to  view  their  Manufadlures  for  their 
Arms  and  Gun-powder,  d-c.  which  are  to  theEafl;  of  it,  on  the  Side  of 
a  River  call'd  Hufquar,  which  fets  the  Mills  a  going  as  well  as  poffi- 
lie,  and  makes  four  Catarads,  or  Falls  of  Water;  the  firft  whereof  is 
of  16  Fathom,  the  fccond  3,  the  third  14,  and  the  fourth  6,  and  then 
empties  itfcif  into  the  Lake  Wetter.     There  are  fome  Ruins  ttill  to  be 
fccn  at  the  Mouth  of  this  River,  which  they  fay  are  of  a  Caftle  built 
in  1371  by  King  Albert.     I  went  afterwards  to  lodge  at  Brahe  Grenna^ 
a  little  long  Town,  confilling  almofl  wholly  in  one  Street,  near  the  fame 
Lake.     Neither  its  Floufes  or  Inhabitants  have  any  thing  to  diftin- 
guilh  them  from  a  Village,  if  you  except  the  Tribunal  ofjullice,  which 
It  has  in  common  with  other  Towns  ;  and  twoPplaces,  or  large  Brick 
Houfes,   built  near  \Thy  Count  Teter  Brahe,  whereof  the  Redudion  of 
Grants  has  taken  Poffeaion,  as  well  as  of  the  Lands  and  Revenues  be- 
longing to  them,  and  indeed  of  the  whole  City,  excepting  one  Cattle 
and  its  Dependencies. 

I  had  an  Inclination  to  have  feen  the  Ifle  which  is  upon  Lake  Wet- 
ter, and  is  calld  Winfinfio  ;  it  is  as  it  were  the  Heart  of  the  Lake,  and 
almoft  ovcr-againft  Brahe  Grenna,  only  a  little  to  the  Northward  ; 
but  I  was  deterr'd  by  the  Danger  and  Impoffibility  of  executing  my 
Dcfign  ;  for  although  the  Winter,  which  was  as  I've  already  hinted, 
one  of  the  mod  fevere  that  had  been  for  many  Years,  lalled  as  yec 
widiouc  any  Thaw,  yet  the  Ice  was  broken  on  that  Side  for  fome

Days  pafl ;  infomuch,  that  I  cou  d  find  no  body  who  wou'd  venture  to 
conduc2:  me  thither,  either  on  a  Sledge,  onnaBoat.     TheCunoushavc 
been  well  enough  informd  of  what  is  reckoned  extraordinary  and  furpri- 
fing  in  this  Lake,  without  its  being  neceflary  for  me  to  repeat  it   I  Ihall 
beg  leave  to  mention  two  Things  worth  Obfervation:  Firll  That  in  the 
Spring,  Summer,  or  Autumn,  it  is  lubjcei  to  luch   violent  Temoefts 
and  luch  vehement  and  fudden  Commotions  and  Rifing  up  of  itsWa"' 
ters;  and  that  even  in  the  greatell  Calm,  when  all  Wmds  from  with- 
out leem  hulhd  and  aflecp;  that  the  Veffels  which  are  then  upon  ic 
woud  be  in  the  greacefl  Danger  imaginable  of  being  over-fet,  were  thev 
not  alarm  d  by  a  horrible  Noife,  and  fort  of  bellowing  which  precedes 
thefe  Commotions  fome  Minutes,  and  gives  them  Notice  to  make  to 
Shoar;  arid  Secondly,  That  in  Winter,  when  its  Ice  13  at  the  thickeft 
and  capable  of  bearing  the  heaviell  burthen'd  Sledge,  it  will  break  fome- 
times  in  the  Middle,  fometimes  at  one  End,  fometimes  in  one  Place 
and  fometimes  in  another,  vvirii  a  Noife  that  may  be  heard  for  fome 
Miles.    The  Common  People,  who,  as  I've  already  oblerv'd,  are  very 
much  inchned  to  the  ancient  Superflition,  will  have  thefe  Accidents  to 
be  produced  by  fome  Spirits,  which  they  caU  Sio-TroUar,  or  Hob-gob- 
lins of  the  Lake  -,  and  the  Phitelophers  of  the  Country  attribute  them 
cither  to  fubrerraneous  Winds  inclofed  in  -rhe  Bowels  of  the  Earth  at 
the  Bottom  of  the  Lake;  or  elfe  to  fulphurous  Exhalations  which  force 
themfelves  a  PafTage,  and  make  a  Noife  greater  or  lefs,  accordine  as 
they  meet  with  Refiftance  ;  like  thofc  which  have  occafion'd  fo  m'any 
Difaflers  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples,  and  flill  caufe  fo  many  Eruptions 
out  of  Mounc  Vefiivtus  ;  or,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  new 
Comparifon,  more  conformable  to  the  Subjedt,  like  thole  which  broke 
out  in  1707,  whilfl  I  was  vifiting  the  Ulands  in  xh^  Archipelago,  and 
began  to  rife  from  its  Bottom  and  appear  above  Water,  with  a  Noife 
and  Impetuofity  more  formidable  than  the  former  near  the  0f£a  of  the 
Greeks,  now  the  Ifland  of  Santorini,  where  the  fulphurous  Matter  be- 
ing raifed  above  the  Superficies,  has  form'd  the  two  new  Iflands  mcn- 
tion'd  in  my  firfl  Volume. 

On  the  17th  I  continued  my  Journey  along  the  Lake  to  the  North 
Weft,  and   came  to  Waftena,  which  was  formerly  (as  they  fay)  the 
largeft  and  finell  City  in  Gothland;  there  is   a  Caftle  ftill  remaining, 
which  has  all  the  Beauties  of  the  Time  wherein  'twas  built :  It  is  fur- 
rounded  with  a  fquare  Wall,  and  flank'd  at  each  Corner  with  four  Ba- 
ftions,  and  wafli'd  by  the  Wetter,  having  a  Ditch  pretty  deep  that  fn- 
compafTes  it,  fill'd  with  the  Water  of  the  Lake,  and  a  Draw-Bridge  that 
guards  its  principal  PalTage.     There  are  yet  remaining  two  Churches 
out  of  four  which  we:re  in  the  City  formerly:  That  which  they  callC/^- 
fter-Ktrka,  or  the  Cloifter  Church,  is  covered  with  Brafs,  (as  are  all 
thofe  which  had  zea.Ious  and  rich  Founders,)  and  is  rcckon'd  one  of 
the  greateft  and  moft  magnificent  inStjaeden  ;  nor  does  the  fecond  yield 
to  it  but  in  Bignefs.     The  firft  had  a  Monaftery  adjoining  to  ir,  which 
has  been  converted  into  an  Hofpital  fince  the  Reformation ;  and  was 
founded,  as  well  as  the  Church,  by  St.  Bridget,  a  Noble  and  Pious 
S^j:.edijh  Maiden.     This  Saint  is  well  enough  known  among  the  Roman 
Catholicks  by  her  Revelations,  the  Inftitution  of  herMonaaick  Order, 
and  by  the  Foundation  of  fcveral  Convents  for  both  Sexes.     In  the 
Cloifter  that  was  converted  into  an  Hofpital,  (as  I  ve  before  obferv'd) 
they  ftill  fhew  you  the  Oratoiy  of  this  Saint,  where  (he  ufed  to  offer 
Vo  L.  IL  H  h  up 
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when  I  fay  Tombs  of  Kings,  ^c,  (however  advantageoufly  they  may 
be  reprcrcnted  in  Count  'DahlOer^^  Prints)  that  they  arc  magnificenc 
Man/oleums,  or  Structures  of  Marble  cr  Porphyry^  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, Eminences,  partly  Earth  and  partly  Stone,  railed  cither  by  Na- 
ture or  Art;  or  clfc  unhew'd  long  Stones  at  iViOft,  but  broken  and  made 
flat  by  the  Strokes  of  the  Hammer  ;  great  part  of  which  are  let  up- 
right in  the  Ground.     There  arc  neverthelcfs  fome  Charadcrs  which 
they  call  Runick  very  rudely  engraven,  which  have  fuftcrcd  much  by 
being  cxpofed  to  t!:c  Injuries  of  Time  and  the  Weather.     I  fliall  take 
Notice  with  the  People  of  this  Country,  of  fome  of  the  molt  confide- 
rablc   of  thefe  Monuments,  and  will  begin  with  that  of  the  King  of 
T)cnr/:^'.rk,  with  thofc  of  his  Sons,  tho'  they  are  not  the  moil;  antienr. 
The  Ssjedes  call  them  Konnngsbackarne^  or  the  Royal  Hillocks.     This 
is  a  pretty  large  Eminence,  cncompalfed  about  the  middle  or  there- 
abouts with  a  Row  of  Stones  let  up  as  I  have  before  defcnbed  to  the 
Number  of  above  Fifty  ;  and  on  the  Top  of  this  Eminence  are  Ibme 
Thickets,  between  which  is  another  great  flat  Scone  but  very  thick, 
and  more  oval  than   round  ;  and  this  Tomb  is  to  the  North  Eaft  of 
Dar.fi-,.        th:i  Lake  'Danjlo,  on  the  Border  of  which  they  fay  he  was  defeated  ; 
and  that  from  thence  it  took  the  Name  T>anjid  or  the  'Df.mjh  Lake, 
which  it  bears  to  this  Day.     I  ihall  next  mention  that  of  Ubbo,  the 
w.o^i  valiant  Commander  of  King  Hyld.-'ltan,  which  is  calid  Ubbt  Ba- 
km,  or  Ubbd%  Hill,    to  the   North  Eall  of  Afcn -,  'tis  another   rifing 
Ground  let  round  Vvith  a  greater  Number  of  Stones  fixed  and  difpofed 
in  the  fame  Order ;  bur  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Hil!,  and  among  thefe 
Stones  are  two,  which  furpafs  the  others  vaftly  in  Height,  and  even 
the  Hill  itfclf,    which   is   lomething  lower  than   the  former.     Thefe 
Stones  are  fixed  over-againil  each  other  to  the  Eaft  and  Well:  of  this 
Monument.     In  the  third  place  is  that  of  Laudur,  Brother  to  King  Jr- 
gitntyr,  which  is  alio  to  the  North  of  the  fime  Lake,  but  more  to  the 
Eaft  than  the  former  ;  it  is  c:i\\dKommg^hov,  or  the  King's  Height ;   tis 
furrounded  at  the  Bottom,  with  at  lealt  as  many  Stones  as  the  former, 
excepting  the  two  before  mention'd.  This  Hill  is  more  railed  than  any  of 
the  others,  and  has  fome  little  Trees  and  Thickets  on  its  Summit.  Laftiy 
is  that  of  the  King  cf  thei/««j,  ciWd  Hnnekontmffjhov,  or  the  Height  cf 
the  King  of  Huns.    'Tis  an  Eminence  lefs  round  than  the  others,  and 
covered  with  Thickets  without  any  Circle  of  Stones  around  it  to  the 
North  Weft  cf  the  aforefaid  Lake.     One  may  fee  thereabouts  fcveral 
Heaps  of  Stones,  cfpecially  a  prodigious  Number,  fome  railed  up  and 
lomc  lying  down  very  irregularly,  which  they  tell  you  are  the  Monu- 
ments of  Hnns,  who  were  kill'd  near  a  little  Village  call'd  Hminaby, 
from  their  Defeat ;  and  every  one,  as  they  pretend,  was  buried  either 
upon  or  near  the  Spot  where  they  fell.     The  fa.me  Authors  who  have 
placed  the  Bravalltne  Fields  in  the  Territory  calid  Asbo,   have  alio 
placed  to  the  North  Weft  of  this  Lake  the  Abftde  of  the  Wicked  after 
Nifteihiern:  Death,  under  tlve  Name  of  Ntjft-lhkrn,  which  fignifies  (as  they  fay) 
Black  and M:ry  Mar (hes^  ox.'X'-Prcfonnd Abyfs^  vv'ithout  douct  from  thetc 
Marfhes  havirg  received  thole  Enemies  of  the  Goths  that  were  there 
facrificed  to  the  God  of  War.     And  about  half  a  Mile  from  thence,  'w\ 
a  little  Village  calid  Gimle,  by  a  Corruption  from  dc Hymmel,  which 
fignifies  Heaven,  they  have  placed  the  Abode  of  the  Juft  -,  bccaufe  that 
is  as  agreeable  as  the  other  is  to  the  contrary. 

There  arc  to  be  leen  at  the  College  of  Antiquities,  which  I  beforc- 
:ntioncd  in  the  Article   of  Stockholm,  fome  antique  Arms,    all  of 
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others,  N   .(3)  ,n  the  Print  XXXIV.  which  were  faid  to  be  found  in 
the  Tombs  at  Brar^-alheed.     They  pretend  allb  to  have  found  in  ano- 
ther Monument,  fome  Miles  diftant  hence,  in  a  Diftrid  call'd  Nortm- 
^;«|^,  other  more  extraordinary  Rarities,  as  Knives  made  all  of  Flint 
as N.  (z.)  a  human  Bone  calid  by  the  Anatomifts  Tibmn,  fome  Horfca 
Teeth;  and  whats  more  curious  than  all  the  reft,  a  VelTel  calid  bv 
the  W/&  Antiquaries  a  Perpetual  Lamp,  N.Ci)  'n  the  fame  Prinr 
v-vrtf  ,  '"  '"^^''^  ^'""^  '''°*"^  °f  ■^^'"'   ^nThmta,  (-)  fio)  Pnnc 
^^l         L     "S  ^"'^  ^""^"^  Tradition  which  they  have  among  rhem 
will  have  this  to  be  the  Tomb  of  Othetm,  one  of  the  firft  Kings  and 
Gods  of  this  Country.     Moft  of  the  Gothick  Authors,  vers'd  in  Anti- 
quity, fay  that  their  Pagan  Anceftors  ufed  to  bury  the  favourite  Horfes 
Arms,  &c.  of  their  Heroes  with  them. 

Having  fpent  near  two  Days  in  vifiting  thefe  Plains,  I  went  on  the  Hunnaby 
13th  to  Hunnaby xhQ  aforefaid  little  Village,where  I  law  the  Foundery  for 
calling  the  Iron  Cannon  :  There  was  then  no  body  at  work  there  -nor 
are  the  Machines,  or  Mills,  which  put  the  bellows,  c>r.  in  Motion!  any 
thing;  extraordinary.  They  prefented  me  here  with  fome  Iron  Sand 
which  ts  brought  down  with  the  Water  of  a  neighbouring  River  -,  there 
are  alfo  great  Quantities  of  it  found  at  the  Bottom  of  fcvcral  Lakes" 
m  this  Province,  as  ^Uoji,  Hiortfton,  Siogtdtfion,  6-c.  This  Sand,  the 
lealt  Gram  whereof  is  about  the  Bignefs  of  a  large  Pin's  Head,  is  fas 
they  fay  J  very  proper  to  make  Cannons,  Stoves,  Kettles,  ^c 

1  arriv'd  on  the  14th  at  IFexiu,  a  little  Town  that  has  nothing  more  Wexii 
to  recommend  it  than  its  agreeable  Situation,  its  Antiquity,  as  being  ""  ' 
founded  in  Shthonungs  Reign,  and  its  being  an  Epifcopal  See,  which  was 
owing  us  fome  will  have)  to  St.  Stgfnd  He  baptiz'd  (as  they  fay;  fcvc- 
ral Bagam,  whom  he  had  himfelf  converted  at  a  Fountain  to  the  Eaft  of 
*i'  ^jl^'^/f  ^^J'  "'^''^.  as  well  as  that  at //a/2r^j  already  mentioned  inlVe- 
jtro  Gothland,  Sigfrid  Kella.  A  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  this  Citv  are  to  be 
leen  the  Remains  of  an  antient  Caftle,  built  by  the  fame  Saint,  in  order 
to  prot&a  himfelf  and  his  Profelytes  from  the  Infults  of  the  uncon- 
verted Goths.  Thefe  Remains  are  ft.ll  very  confidcrable,  and  their  Si- 
tuation IS  the  moft  pleafant  imaginable  on  the  Northern  fide  of  //.//>£- 
Jw,  or  the  Holy  Lake.  In  a  Parilh,  in  the  fame  Didrid,  call'd  Kye 
Ktrkie  or  the  New  Church,  there  are  other  Ruins  hardly  perceptible 
at  pcclont,  which  they  tell  you  are  the  Ruins  of  Troy  ;  for  the  fame 
Authors  make  tlie  Trojans  come  out  of  Szz'edcn  as  well  as  the  Ama^ 
zons.  You  muft  not  here  imagine  thefe  Remains  to  be  Pillars  of 
Marble  or  Porphyry  broken,  or  other  noble  Materials  turnd  Tooly- 
turvy,  or  Subterranean  Vaults,  Remnants  of  Amphitheatres,  Tem- 
ples, Palaces  and  Aqueduds,  &c.  as  thofc  I  have  mcnticnd  in  the 
other  Troy  xn'Phrygm;  bur,  on  the  contrary,  there  arc  only  fome 
Heaps  of  nwOiapen  hard  Stones,  which  wou'd  hardly  at  prclenr  be 
thought  fit  to  ufe  in  Building,  with  fome  Foundations  for  the  moft 
part  buried  under  Ground,  and  rather  to  be  look'd  for  in  S-J^edijTj 
Books  and  Manufcripts,  or  in  Count  Tiahlbergs  Prints,  than  at  the 
J^orth  Weft  of  Lake  Halbeflan,  where  thev  are  placed.  But  another 
lown  in  thts  Province  call'd  formerly  fVutalja,  m  the  Diflricl  of  Nutd-  Wittalia. 

now  dwindled  into  a  Village,  which  they  call  Hnctlandta,  prefervcs 
more  Marks  of  its  having  been  a  Town ;  as  long  Streets,  whofc  Pave- 
racnts  are  ftiU  to  be  feea  in  fome  Places,  confidcrable  Ruins  of  a  Ca- 
ftle, 
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Choice  that  Monarch  ufcd  to  make  of  the  mofl:  incommodious  and 
mofl  difagrccable  Places  to  live  in,  ever  fincc  his  Departure  itomiitock.

H  Earing  at  Tfladt*  no  ochcrNews  than  of  the  inHnircHard!l.ip?  nnl 
Miiencs  they  underwent  in  Nor-j;ay,  for  want  of  Ammunition, 
?.ndhy  the  Scvericy  of  theV/intcr;  and  my  Friends  in  general  diflliadin!^ 
me  from  going  thicher,  before  I  were  all^jrcd  that  his  Majelly  was  ad"^ 
vancagcoiiHyfixd  in  fome  Place  in  that  Country;  I  hearken'd  to  my 
Curiolicy,  that  prompted  me  in  the  mean  while   to  vifit  fome  other 
Parts  ot   Scarua,  and  as  n.uch  as  I  cou'd  of  Smoland  and  OJIro-Ccth- 
Lind,    which    are   clleem'd  the  principal  Magazines   of  the   Gctkwk 
Antiquities  i   and    from  whence   I  might  as  cafily   pals  into  Kor-nay 
as   from  Ifiadt,  in  cafe  I  lliou'd  hear  any  News  to  invite  me  thither, 
therefore  I   quitted  it   on   the  8th,  and  the  fame  Day  went  to  vicvv 
an   Allom  Mine  about  three   Miles  and    a   quarter  from  thence,  be- 
longing to  the  Councefs  of  Tlper,  and  fome  others  whofe  Names  I 
have  forgctten.     It  is  near  a  little  Village  call  d  Andrarum.  and  there 
were  then  about  Two  Hundred  Perfons  emplov'd  in  digging  up,  burn- 
ing andieparating  the  Matter  whereof  the  AHcm  is  made,  in  order  to 
bring    it  to  Perfection.     This  Mine  has  feverrd  very  rich  Veins,  ex- 
tcntling  a  great  Way  under  Ground,  and  might  (as  they  fay)  emoloy 
twice  ,as  many  Hands,    and  make  by  its  Goodnefs  one  of  the  princi- 
pal Branches  of  theTraffick  in  Scama,  were  it  but  (ituated  near  enough 
t^_  a  Quantity  of  Fuel  proportionable  to  its  Extent    and  Richnels. 
Tney  tranlport  by  Land  Carriage  the  Allom  that  is  fent  Abroad  to  a 
5ea  Port   calld  Ahus,  two  Miles  from  thence.     I  lay  thar  Night  at 
Andrarum',  from   whence   I  went  next   Morning,  being    the   ^cb,  to 
CkriftiaTifiadt,  a  little  Town  which  is  about  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  di- 
da.^K.     It  is  pretty  ancient,  as  may  be  feen  by  feme  of  its  Buildings, 
and  was  formerly  fortified  by  the  "Banes,  but  the  Fortifications  were 
demoIiH-icd  in  the  laft  Reign ;  and  the  S-Ji'edes  were  beginning  then  to 
repair  them^  again.     It  has  no  Port  nearer  to    it  than  that   abovemen- 
tioncd,  whither  to  convey  its  Merchandize,  which  is  tranfported  thence 
totheoppofiteCoafts.     ThisMerchandifeconilfts  chieHy  inSoap-Alhcs, 
Tar  and  Planks  ,•  and  they  arc  obliged  to  fend  them  either  bv  Land 
or  on  the  Ice  to  this  Port,  (which  is  as  far  from  hence  as  from'y/;.v/r.;- 
rmri,)  at  leaft  for  the  greateft  part  of  thc.Ycar  ;  when  z  little  River  that 
neither  runs  conllantly,  nor  in  fufficient  Q.iantity  into  its  Ditches,  and 
diicharges  it  felf  into  the  Sea  at  that  Place,  is  frozen  over.     It  has  but

Leaving  the  Frontiers  of  Lilecking,  whereon  this  City  is  fituited,  I 
entered  in  the  Niglic-timc,  (which  was  then  very  light,  by  reafon  of 
the  Snow  and  tiie  Ice  which  had  abounded  that  Winter}  into  Smoland. 
It  had  been,  as  they  faid,  one  of  the  moll  lafting,  conflant  and  hard 
Frolts  that  had  been  kn(iwn  in  thole  Southern  Parts  of  S'sjedai  for  a 
lo:ig  cune,  and  rendered  the  Ufe  of  a  Siedge  very  commodious  ;  nor 
was  it  then  broken,  except  in  fome  Places  near  the  Sea,  where  its 
Force  was  pretty  much  abated.  I  was  now  \x\  the  Territories  call'J 
lydrenilund,  where  the  People  of  this  Nation  place  the  Country  of  the 
SmoUiidiJh  Amazo7is ;  who,  with  other  Heroines  of  this  Kingdom, 
figiiahz'd  themlelvcs  (as  the  Hillory  of  S:z'eden  relates)  by  their  Bra- 
very iw  thelall  Battle  fought  t,^^  Vear^  after  the  Birth  of  Jelu'Chnil 
at  Bra-^'al/ireed,  or  the  BnivaUine  Plains;  where,  in  fighting  agaiull: 
the  "Danes,  they  kiU'd  with  their  own  Hands  the  King  and  his  three 
Sons,  with  an  infinite  Number  of  Soldiers.  This  Country  of  the  Ama- 
zons, (at  leaft  what  I  law  of  it)  is  an  unequal  SjiI,  full  of  Rocks, 
Mountains  and  Woods  ;  and  in  one  word,  much  lefs  agreeable  than 
that  which  is  alHgned  to  the  Eaftern  A;nazons  near  the  Cifpia;-t  Sea  by- 
Greek  and  Roman  Authors.  Spite  of  whole  Opinion  and  Authoriry  tlve 
late  Mr.  01.  Rudbeck,  and  fome  more  of  his  Countrymen,  affirm'that 
the  Oriental  Amazons  were  only  thcfe  Northern  Heroins,  who  lea- 
ving Scandmavia,  extended  their  warlike  Enterprize  thither,  and  even 
farther  Eaftward.  Had  I  thought  fit  to  trouble  my  felf  with  fearching 
into  the  Genealogy  oF  Kingdoms,  I  ihou'd  alio  have  mention'd  the  firlt 
Origin  of  the  Englifi,  which  the  fame  Author  deduces  from  another 
"g^Ttoi  Smoland c-i.\\^  Suner bo,  to  the  N.  E.  ot  Flallmd,  where  he  fi-.ds 
An^zheljladt,  which  yet  retains,  as  he  obferves,  their  Name  ,-  and  is, 
as  he  will  have  it,  a  Proof  of  their  Origin.  But  to  pafs  over  theie 
Remarks,  111  content  my  felf  in  purfamg  rayjourivey  over  the  Lakes 
cl  Anfe^-,  Safen  znd'Danfio,  that  feem  as  it  were  Imk'd  together  bv  a 
fort  ot  Canals  and  Rivers,  lb  as  to  render  their  Waters  common,  and 
to  make  but  one  Lake  under  different  Denominations. 

On  the  loth  nnd  i!th  I  view'd  the  Borders  of  thefe  Lakes,  which, 
as  they  pretend,  make  a  part  of  the  laid  Bru-caUine  Plains,  which 
were  Iprinkled  and  dyd  by  the  Goths  for  the  firll:  time  (that  is  -o 
Years  after  Jefus  Chrift :  with  the  Blood  of  the  Huns  who  were  kilfd 
there,  with  the  King  and  all  their  Chieftains  ;  and,  in  fine,  the  whole 
numberleis  Army  defeated.  The  Inequality  of  the  Ground,  tliat  is  al- 
moft  every  where  thick  let  with  Rocks  and  Mountains,  as  alio  in  fome 
Places  i:::...iiLec'd  with  Woods,  makes  it  feem  a  very  improper  Field 
of  Battle,  elpecially  for  fuch  vail  Armies  as  thofe,  which  they  fiy 
were  compofed  of  ieveral  Nations  join'd  in  a  Confederacy  agamft  the 
Goths,  who  were  no  ways  inferior  in  Number  ;  except  they  will  pre- 
tend, that  they  made  W  ir  upon  an  Enemy  then,  as  they  hunt  wild 
Bealh,  by  lying  in  ambuih  behind  Rocks  and  Trees  to  furprile  and 
kill  them  without  being  feen,  as  the  Snappanars  do  in  Nor'^-ay'^  There 
arc  nevcrrhclefs  fome  Spots  of  Champian  Ground,  but  much  too  clofc 
for  a  Field  of  Battle.  If  all  the  Eminencies,  and  all  the  Stones  that 
they  fhew  there  fcattered  up  and  down,  are  the  real  Tombs  of  Kings, 
Commanders  and  Champions,  who  fell  as  Sacrifices  to  the  God  of 
War,  one  may  aver  that  'tis  one  of  the  moft  famous  and  vafteft  Bury. 
ing-Places  in  the  Univccfc.     I  woud  not  have  the  Reader  imagine,

Carlfgrafc  navigable,  to  carry  and  tranfporc  whatever  is  ncccffary  from 
(Jotttmbargh  to  Stockholm  by  Water.  Oufiavus  Adolphns  was  inclinable 
CO  encourage  the  Dcfign,  but  'tis  laid  that  no  Body  in  S'^eden  durll 
undertake  the  Entcrprizc  i  and  Charles  W.  lent  over  for  Ibme  Ihl- 
landcrs^  a  Nation  very  converlant  with  Waters,  who  examined  and 
mealurcd  the  Fall  of  the  Waters,  the  Lakes  and  Rivers,  between  the 
iVenner  and  llielmer  -,  but  after  having  well  confidcred  the  Aftair. 
and  the  Difficulty  of  compafiing  it,  renounc'd  the  Undertaking  for  feat 
it  fliould  neither  redound  to  their  Honour  or  Profit. 

On  the  4th  I  quitted  ITenesborgh,  and  about  half  a  Mile  lower  I 
pafsd  a  wooden  Bridge  I'uftain'd  by  great  Rocks,  which  being  raisd 
above  the  Waters  of  ThroHetta,  that  precipitate  themfelvcs  beneath, 
ferve  as  natural  Arches  to  it;  and  thcfc  Arches  confining  i«  Waters  to  a 
narrower  Compafs  than  they  were  before,  reftrain'd  To  coofiderably, 
increafe  both  its  Noife  and  Impctuofity.  GhioUlfa,  or  ThroHetta,  grow- 
ing more  tradable  at  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  below,  receives  the  Merchan- 
dize aforemention'd,  and  carries  them  pretty  fafely  to  the  Sea;  but 
before  it  reaches  thither,  it  divides  its  Waters  in  two  Branches  near 

Konungfelfa,  Konungfelfa,  a  little  inconfiderable  Town,  at  the  end  whereof  it  walhes 

Bahuus.  a  Rock,  whereon  there  is  built  a  Caftle  called  Bahuus^  which  promi- 
fes  to  make  but  little  Defence  againft  any  one  that  fliould  attack  ix.  re- 
gularly in  form,  it  being  overlook'd  by  the  high  Mountains  caH'd  Fan- 
talbergh,  which  command  the  Town  from  whence  the  Enemy  may  plant 
their  Batteries,  and  cannonade  it  to  Aavancage  -,  after  which  its  Wa- 
ters, fo  divided,  run  each  in  their  different  Channels,  under  two  di- 
ftindt  Names,  the  one  to  Gottenbaurg  under  that  of  Ghiotelfa,  the  other 
towards  Maejl rand,  a Caftle  incomparably  ftronger  than  5<2/^aaj-,  under 
that  of  Norelfa,  or  the  Northern  River,  encdnpaffing  a  pretty  fpaci- 
ous  llland  call'd  Hefinghen. 

Gochem-  I  arrived  the  fame  Day  at  Gothemburg,  at  this  Time  the  Capital  of 

burg.  IVeJiro-Gothland,  fituate  to  the  South  Ealt  of  Ghtotelfa,  about  jco  Pa- 

ces above  its  Entrance  into  a  Plain  calld  GuUberg,  that  gives  Name  to 
a  little  Fort  and  River  that  are  mark'd,  as  well  as  the  City,  in  the 
Plan  on  my  Map  (D).  This  River,  after  pafling  thro'  the  middle  oi 
this  Plain,  throws  its  Waters  into  a  deep  Ditch,  by  the  Means  where- 
of the  City  is  cut  into  two  Parts  almoft  equal ;  then  mixing  them  with 
thofe  of  Ghiotelfa,  which  runs  to  the  North  Well  of  the  City,  dilehar- 
ges  her  united  Waters  into  the  Northern  Ocean.  Departing  hence  on 
the  6th,  having  Iain  but  one  Night  at  Gothetnburg,  I  took  my  way  by 

Consbacca.  Consbacca,  a  little  Town  about  two  Miles  dillant  from  Gothemburg,  m 
the  Province  of  Halland,  fituated  on  a  little  River,  which  taking  its 
Name  from  thence,  is  call'd  Consbacca  elf u,  which  empties  itielf  into 
the  Sea,  at  about  half  a  Mile  Diftancc  j  tis  reckon'd  very  ancient, 
and  that  is  all  that  dcferves  to  be  faid  of  it.    Secondly,  From  hence 

Warberg.  I  proceeded  to  Warberg,  another  little  Town  fomething  handlbmcr, 
commanded  by  a  Callle  that  is  wafhed  by  the  Sea  four  or  five  Milei 
below  Consbacca.  This  Caftle,  which  is  pretty  ftrong,  was  builc  Cas 
they  fay)  by  the  Thanes,  during  the  Time  they  were  Mafters  of  tins 
Country,  upon  the  Ruins  of  a  Monaftery,  which  has  given  ground  to 
the  calling  its  Baftions  by  the  Names  of  the  White,  the  Grey,  and  the  Rud 
Monks,  &c.  Thofe  who  fcarch  farther.into  Hiftory  fay,  that  it  was  a  Har- 

talkcmbcrg.  bourfor  Pyrates  in  the  Time  oi'Paganifm.  Thirdly,  I  pafsd  thro'  Vtd- 
hmberg,  two  Miles  farther,  which  deferves  no  farther  Notice  to  be  taken 
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ofir.  Fourthly,  I  croffcd  ^'//^/;;,y?tf^^,  about  four  Miles  farther.  This  Halmftad:. 
City  is  the  Capital  of  Halland,  and  was  formerly  fortilied,  tho'  very 
nightly,  by  the  'Danes  :  h  lies  on  the  Northern  Side  of  the  River 
iV#,  which  runs  into  the  Sea  at  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mih  d'"- 
fiance  from  the  City,  where  there  is  a  very  incommodious  Harbour  for 
rhc  Vciicis  that  are  generally  laden  there  with  Soap- Allies,  Tar, 
Picch,  and  other  Inch  like  Commodities  of  this  Province. 

From  hence  I  entred  on  the-  6th  into  Scama,  where  I  found  the 
Country  both  evcner,   richer,  and  lefs  incumbered  with  Woods  and 
Rocks.     Having  advanced  about  two  Miles,  I  arriv'd  at  a  little  Town 
called  Lagholm,_  very   antienc  ;    and,    as   they    lay,    formerly    very  Lagholir 
pretty,  tho  at  tnis  Time  'tis  httlc  better  than  a  Village,  its  Buildings 
being  for  the   rooft  part   cover'd  with  Stubbie  and  turf;   and  thrc- 
Miles  from  hence  is  another  yet  lets,  call'd  Engelhohi,  as  inconfidera'  Engclholm' 
ble  as  the  former.     Thcfe  two  httle  Towns  are  fituated  upon  two  Ri- 
vers prcc:y  abundant  in  Filh,  which  make  two  Illands  of  the  Ground 
whereon  they  ftand,  which  is  very  fandy  and  barren  j  and  to  which  they 
give  their  Names,  the  one  being  call'd  Lagholm  Slufs,  and  the  other  En- 
gheh-homelfe.     I  lay  at  the  latter  of  thele,  and  the  next  Day  I  dined  at 
Helfingbtirgh,  another  little  Town  three  Miles  farther  on  the  Borders  Hdfing- 
of  the  Sund,  with  a  Bay  chat  can  neither  receive  or  hear  any  bu-  -fViall  bnrch. 
VefTcls,  whofe  Lading  confills  chiefly    in  Soap  Allies  and  Coals. ""7c 
makes  at  preient  but  an  indifferent  Figure,  tho'  it  was  formerly  forti- 
fy d,  till  its  Works  were  demolilh'd  by  a  Treaty  with  \Denmark.     There 
is  an  old  Tower  yet  remaining  upon  an  Eniinence  with  ibme  Cannon, 
where  was  formerly  a  Cictadel  of  which  it  made  the  Center.     They  lot 
up  upon  that  Tower  a  Flag,  to  falute  the  Veffcls  that  are  in  Fricndihio 
with  them.     There  is  a  pretty  handfome  Church  ;  it  faces  Elfnure,  a 
little  T)anrf}  Tov/n  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Stind,  the  Pailagc  over 
which  is  but  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  in  Breadth  :  That  Town 
is  accompanied  with  a  Caftie  call'd  Cronbiirgh,  which  is  pretty  plainly 
difcover'd   from  Ely.nbuigh,  and  commands  that  Paffagc  with  its  Ar- 
tmery.     Coaling  along  tX^a  hmd  x.o  the  South  Eaft,  I  lay  at  Lnndf- 
Crona,  a  Mile  and    hair    iiom.  Helfinn^burgh.     Between  theCc  Cities T 
had   a  View   of  a  fmall  Ifland  call'd  //t-fw,  famous  for  the  Caftlc  of 
Uraniengburgh,  where  the  learned  Tycho  Brake  made  his  Aflronomical 
Oblervaticns.     Landfcrona  is  pretty  ipacious,  and  defended  by  a  ftrong  Landf- 
Callle,  furrounded  by  double  Ditches  to  tho  North  W^cfl  and  V/ci'.  near 
the  Sea  :  It  has  a  good  and  large  Port,  and  its  greatefl  Commerce  at 
preient  ccnfiils  in  Alhes,  Pitch  and  Planks  -,  but  before  the  Wr.r,  they 
as  well  as  the  reft   of  Scaiita  dealt  in  tranlporting  Corn  and  Cattle  ; 
but  fince  S:::£den  has  loft  Livonia,  it  has   no  greater  Qiianticy  of  Pro- 
vifions  than  what  Ibfficcs  for  its  own  Inhabitants. 

From  that  Place  I  came  to  Malmoe,  a  handfome  Town  and  prettv  re-  Maimoe: 
gularly  fortified  on  the  Sea  Coaft,  but  has  only  an  open  and  fiiallow 
Road,  wherein  the  Ships  are  expofed  to  the  Wind ;  one  may  from  hence 
uilliiicTily  fee  the  1  csxczi,  oi  Copenljagen,  but  I  did  not  ftay  there  long 
ciioiigh  to  make  any  farther  Remarks  :  It  is  about  three  Mi:::i  and  a 
ha,  t  below  Larulfrm,n.  I  reach'd  Ijiadt  that  Night  about  four  Miles  and  yftad- 
nai[  farther  upon  the  Sea  Coaft ;  it  has  alio  a  Road  no  ways  better 
than  that  at  JSIalmoe,  by  reafon  of  its  being  fiUd  up  in  fcvcral  Places 
with  Sand  aiid Stones,  and  very  much  ncglecfted.  This  Town,  at  nre- 
Jcnr  is  hardly  to  be  compared  with  agood  En^lifJjYxW^gQ  ;  the  King 
'^•'^  lodged  at  his  Landing  in  one  cf  its  Houfes,  and  according  to  the 
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ccdors,  who  were  Roman  Catholicks ;  and  that  even  Strangers  ufcd  to 
flock  to  it,  on  Account  of  its  Reputation  for  its  miraculous  Virtues,  in 
curing  fcvcral  Diftcmpcrs,  and  more  crpcci;illy  fuch  as  were  incurable 
Thoaskella.  by  humane  Means.    Nor  was  this  the  only  cnc^  thole  call'd  Si.ThoaJ- 
kelia  and  Ingemokiella  having  been  likewile  as  much  frequented,  firlt 
by  the  Pagans,  and  afterwards  by  their  Anctftors,    who  there  made 
their  rcfpcdive  OlTenngs,    the  firll  to  their  Gods,    the  I'econd  to  the 
Saints  who  were  belicvd  to  prcfide  over  them.     But  the  Reformation 
has  found  in  this  Fountain,  as  well  as  many  other  I'uch  like  wonderful 
Springs,    no  other  Virtue  than  that  of  curing  Tlurft.     Whilfl  we  are 
upon  extraordinary  Subjeds,  we  will,  if  you  plcafe,   mention  fome 
deep  and  dreadful  Rocks  to  the  South  Welt  of  the  Venner^  altogether 
as  powerful,  they  being  formerly  Ibvereign  Remedies  for  delivering 
from  and  curing  all  humane  Difeales,  and  retaining  ftill  the  fame  Fa- 
culty, did  not  the  prclent  Religion  of  the  Country  condemn  the  Ule 
of  them  ;  I  mean  the  Precipices  call'd  Ettejiuppa  and  Ettefiorta,  Rocks 
of  a   prodigious  FJcight  and  uncommon  Steepnefs,   near  the  Cata- 
rads  oi'Trollhettan,  (of  which  I  fliall  hereafter  take  Notice)  from  the 
Top  of  which  Precipice  the  ancient  Goths  (whenever  they  had  a  mind 
inftantly  to  free  themfelves  from  all  the  Evils  of  Life,  whereof  they 
had  a  Satiety,   cither  by  Rcalbn  of  Poverty,   Sicknefs,  or  old  Age,) 
would  throw  themfelves  headlong,   thinking,  as  their  Religion  then 
taught  them,  by  that  compendious  Way  to  arrive  in  an  Inftant  at  the 
Celeftial  Court,   or  Blefled  Seats  of  the  Divinities  they  then   ado- 
red,   the  chief  of  whom  were  Thor,  Otham^   and  fn^ga,  as  1  have 
before  obfcrved.

Bcfides  an  infinite  Number  of  as  expeditious  Means,  wherewith  J^i^r- 
den  is  liberally  flored  throughout  the  whole  Extent  of  the  Kingdom, 
we  may  reckon  feverai  others  even  hereabouts ;   but  the  War,  by  dif- 
patching  them  full  as  cxpeditioufly,  has  made  a  Prohibition  of  ufing 
thofe  Means  entirely  needlefs.     Let  us  now  return  to  the  North  Eail 
of  this  Lake,  on  whofe  Borders  we  Hand  towards  Mount  Kmnckulla., 
and  wc  Ihall  there  fee  the  noble  Ruins  of  the  Monaftery  oi  iTarnheim^ 
whofe  Church,  that  has  been  burnt,  deftroy'd  and  rebuilt,  is  yet  re- 
maining in  fome  Splendour,  and  contains  the  Tombs  of  four  Kings, 
one  whereof  is  that  of  its  Founder  Ingo;  not  to  mention  thofe  of  fe- 
verai great  Noblemen  of  that  Country.     A  quarter  of  a  Mile  from 
thefe  are  the  Ruins  of  the  Royal  Palace,   known  by  the  Name  of 
Axel'izald.      If  for  Variety  we  leave  thefe   mutilated  Objeds,   and 
pafs  to  thofe  that  are  entire,  the  Caftles  oi Martendahl  and  Hellekis,  &c. 
more  agreeably  than  regularly  built,  will  entertain  your  Sight  at  a  fmall 
Diftance  hence.     All  thefe  afore  mention'd,  as  well  as  the  Rcm.ains  of 
Gudhman,  &c.  which  I  have  not  taken  Notice  of,  are  to  be  feen  with 
more  Pleafure  in  M.T)ahlbergs  Prints  than  upon  the  Spot.     On  the  ^d 
I  crofs'd  again  to  mnetborgh,  a  little  Town  in  Dahlia,  to  the  S.  W. 
of  Fenner.     This,  as  well  as  the  other  Towns  circumjacent,  arc  not  fo 
confidcrable  for  any  thing  as  their  Situation  upon  its  Borders  ;   for  bc- 
fides the  Convenience  of  a  reciprocal  Commerce  among  themfelves, 
which  is  render'd  eafy  by  Means  of  the  Lake,  they  have  Iikewife  the 
Benefit  of  receiving  for  the  moft  pare  the  Iron,  the  Mafts,  Planks,

Marmiftadt,  Ltdkoptng  and  Scara  ;  with  fome  old  Ruins  of  MonaPe 
ries,  6-c   m  the  Places  thereabouts.     I  took  a  Sledge  towards  th-  Even " 
ing,  and  arrived  at  the  HrR  the  next  Morning  early,  and  law  them  all 
three  the  fame  Day.     The  firft  is  the  Seat  of  a  Superintendent     ad 
IS,  as  weaas  the  lecond,  confiderable  for  nothing  more  than  its  Situa 
tion.     Scara  is  hardly  a  Mile  diflant  from  Ltdkoptng,  and  half  a  Milf^ 
from  the  Venner,  with  which  it  had  formerly  (as  they  fay)  Communi 
cation  ;  which  they  pretend  to  prove,  but  very  uncertainly   bv  the  R^' 
mains  of  fomc  Barks  and  Anchors  that  have  been  found  iuftby  it     T 
cou'd  not  at  that  Time  difcover  any  other  Traces  of  it,  than  a  lirri;. 
Rivu  ct  running  on  the  North  into  another  fomething  larger    that  dor! 
not  defervc  the  Name  of  a  River,  and  difcharges  itlclf  into  the  Lida 
which  gives  name  to  Ltdkoptng,  and  then  runs  with  it  into  that  Lak? 
Scara  has  principally  the  Preheminence  over  the  others,  by  reafon  of  ,r« 
Antiquity, having  been  builc  Caccordii.g  to  Hiftory)  by  King  Scannu^ 
who  reigned  as  fome  will  have  it  the  ic93d,  or  as  others  lay  the  i-o:d 
\  car  after  the  Creation.     The  fame  Authors  pretend  that  it  has  been 
the  Seatof  feveral  'P^^^w  Princes,  as  well  as  of  the  firft  ChrtlhanY.xn9<, 
andBifliops,  as  it  is  of  the  latter   to  thio  Day.     The  combufuble 
Matter  whereof  tis  wholly  built,  if  we  except  its  Church  and  (Jymra 
/mm,  which  are  of  Brick  and  Free  Stone,  has  contributed  to  make*  it 
futfer  feveral  Times  grc?t  Devaftation  by  Fire,  as  well  as  the  Wars  • 
nor  is  It  at  this  Time  near  lo  large  as  Ibme  remarkable  Ruins  (hew  thir 
It  was  formerly     It  had  (according  to  a  Manuicript  of  0;«.;z;/,r)  ten 
Churches  and  five  Monafterics  within  its  Circumference  .-  whereas  .r 
has  at  prelcnt  but  the  Cathedral,    befides  five  Convents  which  were  in 
Its  Neighbourhood.     The  lame  Manufcript  reckons  up  to  the  Xumher 
of  1200  Churches  that  were  built  m  S-xeden  m  the  finglc  Reign  of  Olaus 
Skotthonung.    The  late  Count  Tiahiherg  has  obliged  the  Publick  with 
fine  Prints  of  thole  that  are  yet  remaining,  either  entire,  or  in  their 
Ruins  ;  and  if  any  thing  can  be  faid  againft  them,  'tis  only  that  thcv 
are  a  little  too  flattering,  as  are  allb  thofe  of  the  Cities  and  Palaces  in 
S-jjeden  which  he  has  alfo  drawn.     Being  bound  together,  they  mak- 
two  Volumes  in  Folio  three  Fingers  thick,  which  he  had  divided  into 
three  Parts  ;  as  he  certainly  intended  to  do  the  Ancient  and  Modern 
Hiitory  of  S'^eden,  that  he  had  juft  begun,  when  Death  put  an  End  to 
the  Undertaking.     Thefe  were  the  Prints  which  the  Crown  ufed  for 
merly  to  prefent  to  the  Foreign  Minifters.     The  Church  that  is  re 
maining  at  Scara  is  large,  very  lofty,  and  more  than  Ibfficient  for  the 
prelenc  Number  of  its  Inhabitants  -,  its  Building  is  Gothtck,  but  it  has 
all  the  Beauties  of  that  Order  of  Architedure.     There  are  to  be  feen 
WMthin,  feveral  Pieces  of  fine  Painting,    and  divers  Tombs  of  Kings 
Bilhops,  &€.  and  they  Ihew  in  the  Vellry  (amongft  other  Sacred  Utcn! 
Ills)  a  fine  Golden  Chalice  enrich'd  with  Diamonds,  and  other  preci 
ous  btones,  to  the  Number  of  Sixty  or  more.     There  are  alfo  feveral 
Chalubles  and  fine  Altar-Cloths.     The  Gymnafium  is   a  large  Houfe 
with  a  Tower  and  Bell  at  the  Top  of  it,  which  they  ring  to  call  the 
Scholars  together:    It  is  fituated  near  the  Cathedral ;  and  2.  Lattn 
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Inlcription,  wnich  is  on  the  Eall  Side  of  it,  on  the  Southern  Wall, 
informs  you,  that  it  was  rcpair'd  and  cnlarg'd  in  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Chrinind,  Anno  1642.  It  comprehends  an  ordinary  common  School, 
which  is  kept  in  the  Apartments  below,  for  the  Education  of  Youth  in 
Humanity,  by  a  Re&or,  and  as  they  call  them  here,  Conre&or,  three 
Colleagues,  and  an  Ar'tthmeUcian.  And  above  Stairs  they  are  inflrudVed 
in  Philofophy  and  Divinity  by  Icven  Lcdurers,  who  properly  compofe 
the  Gymnafium  in  this  Country,  and  ditlinguilh  it  from  a  School. 
There  might  be  in  the  one  and  the  other  to  the  Number  of  yoo  Scho- 
lars;  to  wit,  300  in  the  firft,  and  xoo  in  the  latter.  My  Ftnlander 
being  a  great  Stranger  in  thefe  Parts,  I  took  one  of  them  with  me, 
having  an  Inclination  to  bear  me  Company  in  vifiting  the  adjacent  Pla- 
ces that  were  moft  worthy  our  Curiofity  •,  and  firft  the  Remains  of  the 
ancient  Palace  Royal,  near  the  City,  which  are  yet  very  lofty  Signs 
of  their  former  Grandeur :  Secondly,  about  a  Mile  from  thence  Hh- 
fdh,  which  (as  fome  fay)  was  the  Epifcopal  Seat  of  PFejho  Goth- 
land, before  it  was  removed  to  Scara.  At  a  little  Diftance  from  the 
Cathedral  Church,  (as  fome  ftill  call  it)  which  is  not  worth  the  Re- 
gard of  any  Traveller,  ferving  only  for  the  Peafants  to  hear  Di- 
vine Service  in,  are  to  be  feen  very  confiderable  Ruins  of  a  Caftle, 
which  formerly  belong'd  to  the  Bilhops  of  this  City  -,  befides  Le- 
choy  that  is  yet  ftanding  upon  an  Illand  of  the  Wenner,  and  Brinol- 
pbo,  and  feveral  other  Places  confecrated  to  the  Ufc,  Convenience 
and  Pleafure  of  thefe  Lords,  who  both  here  and  in  other  Parts  of 
S'-jL-eden  rivall'd  the  Kings  in  thofe  Times  in  Splendour  and  Magni- 
ficence i  and  uniting  the  temporal  and  fpiritual  Powers,  proceeded  lb 
far  as  to  keep  fccular  Garrifons  in  their  Caftles,  coind  Money,  nay, 
and  fometimes  levy'd  War  againft  their  Sovereign  ,•  as  did,  amongft 
others.  Troll  the  Archbilhop  o'i  Upfal.  They  Ihew'd  me  here  in  the 
Church-yard,  among  feveral  other  Tombs,  thofe  o^YL.Skothonnng  and 
the  Queen  his  Spoufe,  made  of  a  hard  Stone,  calld  here  the  Marble  of 
Ktnnekulla,^^  great  Mountain  above  400  Fathom  high,  to  the  North  KinneJtuIlj: 
Eaft  o^  Lidhptng  upon  the  Borders  of  the  Venner  -,  'tis  a  fort  of  Mix- 
ture of  Porphyry,  Jafpcr,  and  Granate,  which  abounds  in  the  Heart  of 
that  Mountain,  but  has  not  quite  their  Luftre.  Thefe  Tomb  Stones 
are  adorned  with  fome  Bajfo  Relieros,  which  have  fuffet'd  mightily  by 
being  expofcd  to  the  Injuries  of  the  Weather.  Near  the  Ruins  of  an 
ancient  Monaftery  that  is  calld  to  this  Day  Hufaby  Cloyfter,  (among 
which  are  to  be  feen  feveral  Window  Cafes  and  other  Ornaments  of  the 
fame  Marble,)  is  a  Fountain  cail'd  Sigfridktlla^  or  the  Fountain  of  St. 
%/r/V,  whole  Waters  are  very  good  to  drink;  wherein  they  believe  ftill 
that  the  King  before-mention'd  was  baptiz'd,  by  the  Saint  whole  Name 
it  bears,  after  having  by  him  been  perfwaded  to  abjure  Paganifm.  The 
Hiftory  of  this  Country  informs  us,  in  relation  to  this  Saint,  that  he 
relinquilh'd  his  Archbilhoprick  of  r^r*  in  England,  out  of  a  fervent  Zeal 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith ;  and  parting  over  into  Szveden^ 
nc  eftablilhed  Chriftianity,  and  made  it  triumphant  over  Paganilm ; 
a  Work  that  had  been  before  undertaken,  the'  without  Succefs,  by 
two  Frenchmen,  whofe  Names  were  Herbert  and  Anfgartus.  Some 
affirm  that  he  was  Bilhop  of  Scara  before  he  had  the  Sec  of  H'extd, 
tho'  others  maintain  that  he  was  only  Bilhop  of  JVexto ,  a  City  in 
Smoland. 

There  is  a  Tradition  ftill  in  vogue  among  thefe  People,  that  the  a- 
forefaid  Spring  was  devoutly  and  religioully  frequented  by  their  An- 
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coldcft  that  has  perhaps  ever  been  felt  -,  in  wliich  a  poor  Finland  Sc\\0' 
lar,  who  by  the  help  of  Latin,  ferv'd  me  as  an  Inrernrcter,  had  his 
Share,  as  well  as  a  little  Girl,  who  was  our  Guide  and  Poftillion  ;  the 
S-^edes  being  obliged  to  make  ufe  of  that  Sex,  ever  fmce  the  V/ar  has 
drain  d  the  Country  of  the  other. 

Having  with  fome  Trouble  extricated  our  felvcs  from  this  falfe  Seep, 
our  Conduarcfs  defircd  us  to  (lay  for  a  Moment,  till  ihe  cou'd  try  to 
recoiled:  whereabouts  wc  were,  which  was  rendrcd  more  pradicable 
by  the  clearing  up  of  the  Weather.     She  return'd  in  about  20  Minutes, 
and  told  us  that  flic  had  found  out  a  Houfc  pretty  near,  where  wc 
might  dry  our  felves,  and  meet  with  Sledge  Hcrlcs  to  continue  our 
Journey.    I  went  thither  purfuant  to  her  Advice  i  bur  inftead  of  find- 
ing any  means  to  proceed  farther,  met  with  all  the  Obfuiclcs  imagi- 
nable to  deter  me  from  it  ;  for  they  told  me  plainly,  that  no  body 
wou  d  cither  let  any  Horfes,  or  furniOi  me  with  a  Sledge  for  AVxvy, 
on  account  of  the  great  Danger  of  the  Journey  ;  and  that  I  Ihou'd  find 
It  very  difficult  to  buy  any,  which  was  my  laft  Refuge.    To  prove  this, 
they  quoted  for  Example,  the  Prince  of  He£e  Caffel,  now  King  of 
Sweden,  with  a  General  whofc  Name  they  knew  not,  and  feveral  Offi- 
cers, who  had  been  dangeroufly  wounded  in  the  Attempt ;  adding,  that 
thePeafants  oi  Norway,  who  zrc  cdlUSnappanar,  lying  in  Ambulh  be- 
hind the  Trees  and  Rocks,  kept  fuch  a  continual  Fire,  as  was  furc 
to  bring  down  almoft  all  thofe  who  were  fo  Fool-hardy  as  to  advance. 
Tho'  I  believ'd  that  their  Fear  made  th^-  Hazard  greater  than  it 
really  was,  yet  I  was  not  fo  entirely  a  Sceptic  as  to  doubt  it  totally. 
And  upon  the  whole,  (on  the  Difcouragement  of  fuch  News,  join  d 
With  the  Difficulty  or  Impoffibility  of  either  hiring  or  buying  Horfes, 
or  finding  Guides,)  if  I  did  not  entirely  change  my  Refolution,  yet  I 
determin  d  to  lufpend  the  Execution  of  it  till  a  better  Opportunity, 
Which  I  defign'd  to  wait  at  Tftadt,  where  the  travelling  Chancery  had 
taken  up  their  Refidence.    Having  dry'd  both   my  fclf  and  Things  at 
a  good  Fire,  which  one  may  generally  find  mS-ji-edsn,  I  took  the  fame 
Sledge  i  and  having  reach'd  the  Stage  from  whence  I  hired  it,  and  only 
Itaid  the  changing  the  Horfe,  I  direded  my  Way  towards  the  Well 
With  the  fame  She-PoftiUion  as  far  as  Ohmol,  a  little  Town  near  the 
t^enner,  about  fix  Miles  from  Carlftadt  towards  the  North  Weft.     I  ar- 
rived there  on  the  27th,  where  the  News  of  the  wounding  his  High- 
nels  the  Prince  q{ Hejfe  was  confirm'd  to  me,  with  thefe  Circumftances, 
that  a  Ball  from  the  Enemy  had  pierc'd  his  Right  Thigh,  and  bruifed 
the  Bone 5  and  that  the  General,  whofe  Name  they  coud  not  tell  mc 
at  theHoufe  above-mcntion'd,  was  Ux.Tmiattr^sky,  of  whom  I  have 
before  taken  Notice,  in  my  Relation  of  the  Eaflcrn  Parts,  who  had  alfo 
been  obliged  to  quit  the   Enterprize  upon   Norj:ay,  by  reafon  of  a 
Wound  he  had  received  in  the  Left  Cheek.     Having  refted  my  fclf 
there  till  the  next  Morning,  I  took  a  Turn  in  the  City,  which  is  all 
Duilt  ot  Wood,   except  the  Church,  which  was  formerly  the  fame; 
tho  at  prefent  it  is  partly  Brick  and   partly  Scone.    It  is   one  of 
A*  A        L   "^^"^  Markets  in  Sweden  for  Planks,  and  efpecially  for 
Malts,  which  are  found   in  l^ahl,  a  little  Province  wherein    tis  fi- 
tuated.     It  IS  fcparated  from  Homeland  by  large  Forefts,   the   prin- 
cipal of  which  is  caird  Alvelfeter  ;  from  m/lro  Gothland  by  tlic  Lake 
f^ermer;  from  Norway  by  the  Mountains  commonly  call'd  NorsLificlen ; 
and  from  the  Diftrid  of  Bakms  by  a  wooden  Bridge  calld  Forskon, 
that  IS  laid  over  the  River  Forfdfu.     This  little  Province,  anncxi 
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to  the  Government  of  Gottenlfourg,  heretofore  of  FJsbnrg,  extends  itfclf 
for  about  nine  Miles  from  the  Foreft  above-mention'd  along  the  P^enner^ 
and  is  broader  in  proportion.  It  is  famous  in  the  common  Opinion 
of  thelePcopie  for  the  Abode  of  GV^w/j,  feveral  of  whofe  Tombs,  mon 
llrous  for  their  Length  and  Breadth,  they  pretend  have  been  found  up 
and  down  the  Province  ;  and  to  fee  even  at  this  Day  frequent  Appa- 
ritions of  them  in  the  Forrells,  and  principally  that  of  Edmon.  And 
when  I  have  asked  them,  at  what  Time,  and  m  what  Shape  they  ap- 
pear d  ?  They  have  anfwer'd,  like  Pigmies  about  a  Cubit,  and  a  half 
high,  with  Ihort  Hair  that  reaches  only  to  their  Ears,  and  black  Robes 
hanging  down  to  their  Heels  -,  and  that  it  was  in  the  Night,  a  Time 
very  proper  to  render  Objeds  of  that  Colour.  If  thefe  pretended  Ap- 
paritions were  real,  or  any  thing  but  the  Produd  of  Imagination,  or 
the  Remains  of  Superftition  inftill  d  into  them  by  the  ancient  Religion 
of  the  Country,  a  Compound  of  Fear  and  Ignorance,  they  wou'd  ve- 
rify thefe  Words, 

Mors  fila  fatetur 

Quant ula  fint  Hominum  Corpujcula; 
fince  they  ariie  and  appear  like  Pigmies,  whereas  they  lived  and  were 
buried  Giants. 

I  faw  for  the  firft  time  in  a  Village  of  this  Province,  where  I  lay  for 
want  of  Horfes  being  ready  at  hand,  the  i?a«^^  Calendars  that  are  Hill 
in  ufe  among  the  Pealants  ;  they  call  them  Runftackwar  or  Runick  Sticks, 
and  they  are  generally  Sticks  or  Pieces  of  flat  Wood  four  Fingers  in. 
breadth,  one  in  thicknefs,  and  about  an  Ell  in  length,  more  or  lefs. 
There  are  divers  Figures  engraven  on  them,  with  Charaders  that 
Were  formerly  calld  Runick  or  Myfteries,  according  to  the  Gotho- 
Saxon  Etymology.  Thefe  Charaders  point  out  the  different  fores 
of  Labour  that  arc  proper  for  every  Seaibn,  the  Golden  Number,  the 
Hollidays,  with  their  Variations  ;  and  they  diftinguifli,  as  they  fay, 
the  Months,  Weeks  and  Days,  with  the  Times  proper  for  their  Spiri- 
tual and  Temporal  Affnirs,  and  other  Tulugs  neceffary  to  be  knowa 
throughout  the  Year  to  Perpetuity.  I  perfwaded  an  old  Peafant,  my 
Landlord,  who  told  me  very  fcrioufly  feveral  of  thofe  Stories  of  Giants, 
to  fell  me  one  ;  the  Handle,  and  a  part  of  its  Form,  may  be  feen  on 
the  Frontifpiece  of  Lapland,  N.  XXXVI. 

They  ufed  (as  I  was  inform'd)  not  only  to  engrave  thefe  Gotkick 
Almanacks  on  Sticks,  but  alfo  upon  the  Blades  of  Sabres,  or  upon 
their  Scabbards.  They  embroidered  them  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Gowns, 
both  of  Men  and  Women  •■,  and  printed,  painted  or  ftampc  them  upon 
portable  Scales,  Cullenders,  Reels,  and  other  Family  Ucenfilsi  which 
is  confirm'd  by  thofe  that  are  yet  to  be  ken  upon  the  Handle  of  the 
Hatchet,  Whip  and  Coblers  Chejl  in  the  College  of  Antiquieics  beforc- 
mcntion'd.  Since  Chrifiiamty  has  been  eftabliihed  among  the.Ti,  the 
Hieroglyphicks  of  the  Tagan  Fads,  which  arc  Hill  prefervcU  on  thele 
Calendars,  have  been  fandify'd  or  interpreted  as  Marks  of  Cirilhan 
Feftivals.  As  for  Example,  the  Horns,  which  among  the  Heathens  fig- 
nify  d  the  Times  of  Sacrifices,  Games  and  Fellivals  in  Honour  of  the 
Siin  and  Ceres,  from  the  Winter  Solftice  to  the  Beginning  of  F^^briuiry, 
arc  employ'd  by  the  Chrifiians  to  mark  out  the  Times  of  ceiebranng 
the  Birth,  Ctrcumcifion  and  Epiphany  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  the  -Purifica- 
tion of  the  Virgin  Mary ;  or  ellb  moft  of  the  Moderns  have  changed 
the  Horns  and  other  Heathen  Hieroglyphicks  into  Baptifmal  Fonts,

pafs'd  from  hence  to  a  little  wooden  Houfe,  where  they  keep  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Maflcc  Miners,  who  carry  each  of  them  a  fort  of  little  Hatchec 
faftcn'd  to  a  Cane.    They  fliew'd  U3  here  a  great  Piece  of  Silver  Ore, 
which  ("as  they  laid)  was  the  richell  both  for  us  Size  and  Weight,  thac 
was  found  in  about  4000  Weight,  that  had  been  dug  thence.     There 
w^s  alio  a  large  blew  Bucket,    encircled  with  Iron  filverd  over,    in 
which,  as  they  fay,  Charles  XI,  and  Count  H'rcde  defcended ;    and 
they  made  us  take  Notice  of  a  Plate  of  Brafs,  whereon  were  fome 
S-JuedifhYcdcs,  whereof  this  is  the  Interpretation  :  Our  Sovereign  Lord 
Charles  XI.   the  Life  and  Glory  0/  Sweden,  accompanied  by  the  Senator 
Wrcde,  condefcendtd  to  [it  htmfelf  upon  thts  brittle  Bucket ^  and  depending 
on  a  Cham  which  he  held  in  his  Hand,  defcended  into  an  Abyfs  of  i^i^<) 
Fathom  deep,  as  is  the  Bottom  of  the  Mine  at  Salhberg  ;    '■Jihere  ha-ving 
returned  Thanks  to  God,  his  Majefty  drank  the  Mafter-Minefs  and  IVork- 
meris  Health  ;  and  afc ending  after-^ards  by  the  fame  dangerous  Vehicle ^ 
efc aped  from  the  Ja-jus  of  this  Abyfs ^  "jjhich  feem'd  ready  to  devour  him 
alive.     They  Ihew'd  us  alfo,  among  feveral  other  Curiofities  thac  have 
been  found  in  this  Mine  in  the  Time  of  its  greateft  Profperity,  fome 
Pieces  of  Maiden  Silver,  and  a  fort  of  Silk  or  Cotton  finer  than  that, 
and  as  foft,  which  they  pretend  to  be  the  Asbejios,  or  incombufiible 
Matter  that  we  read  of  in  the  Antienrs,  wherewith  they  made  Sheets, 
the  principal  Ufe  whereof  was  to  wrap  round  dead  Carcafles,  being 
fow'd  with  Thread  of  the  fame  Nature,  to  burn,  preferve,  and  feparate 
their  Allies  from  thcfe  of  the  Funeral  Pile.     We  went  a  fmall  Diftance 
hence  to  fee  the  Places  (7)  (7)  (7)  (7)  (/}  where  they  burn,  break, 
melt,  and  purify  the  Ore  ;  after  which  we  return  d  inro  the  City,  where 
we  flaid  three  Days  merely  in  Complaifance  to  our  Fellow-Travellers, 
who  had  fome  Bufinefs  at  a  little  Fair  that  was  then  kept  there. 
Upfii.       On  the  8th  we  took  the  Road  to  Upfal,  where  having  been  aflur'd 
of  the  Departure  of  his  Majefty  from  IJiadt,  with  defign  to  go  to  Stock- 
holm^ as  was  Uippos'd,  I  quitted  it  inftantly,  as  I  did  alfo  my  Compa- 
ny, who  were  inclin'd  to  vifit  fome  Forges  thereabouts  i   rcferving  till 
another  Opportunity  the  feeing  whatever  was  remarkable  in  thofe 
Places ,  which  I  have  fince  done :    And  being  fpurr'd  on  by  my  De- 
fire,  as  well  as  Obligations,  of  joining  his  Majefty,  on  account  of  fome 
particular  Affairs,  I  reach'd  Stockholm  in  iefs  than  fix  Hours,  tho'feven 
Miles  diftant  from  Upfal. 

Having  on  the  loth  inform'd  my  felf,  as  carefully  as  I  cou'd,  what 
Advices  they  had  concerning  the  Rout  the  King  had  taken,  I 
found  them  as  uncertain  as  contradi(Story  in  their  Opinions ;  fome 
faying  that  he  was  ftiU  at  Tftadt ;  others  that  he  was  gone  from  thence, 
in  order  to  come  diredly  to  Stockholm ;  and  others  again,  thac  he 
would  go  to  Gottenbourg.  Under  this  Incertitude  I  wrote  to  my  Coc- 
rcfpondents  TitTfiadt^  not  to  know  his  Majefty's  Defigns,  (which  I  was 
very  well  aflured  he  never  communicated  to  any  one,)  but  to  have 
their  Advice  what  Meafures  they  thought  moft  proper  for  me  to  join 
his  Majefty  moft  expedicioufly.  Six  Days  after  my  Writing,  his  De- 
parture was  confirm'd  to  me  by  a  Friend,  who  was  come  from  thence, 
with  thefc  Circumftances :  Thac  he  fee  ouc  on  Horfeback,  according 
to  Cuftom,  in  Company  with  only  a  Couple  of  Olliccrs,  and  two  Ser- 
vants, without  cither  Cloaths  or  Linnen  more  than  they  had  on 
their  Backs ;  and  that  he  afterwards  took  a  Countryman's  Sledge,  as  did 
his  Attendants  alfo,  and  'twas  thought  was  gone  for  Norway.  Upon 
this  I  took  the  Road  to  OrebrOy  about  18  or  19  Leagues  from  Stock- 
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/j^/w;   and  going  upon  x\\z  MeUern,  which  was  then  frozen  over,  E 
reach  d  it  m  iels  than  as  many  Hours  the  fame  Day  as  I  left  Stockholm, 
and  heard  there  thac  his  Majefty  had  been  fo  exocduious,  thac  in  Iefs 
than  three  Days  he  had  travelld  above  50  Miles,  and  was  already 
palsd  Chrtjhneham,  a  lutle  Town  to  the  North  Eaft  of  the  Lake  Ven-  Chnftine." 
ner;  and  that  was  all  they  knew,  or  at  leaft  wou'd  tell  mc.     I  ftaid  h*«-l     ' 
the  xjth  in  this  Town,  which  is  all  buiic  of  Wood,  even  to  the  Church 
and  not  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  from  the  aforefaid  Lake.     I  lodged  ar  the 
Poft-Houle,-  where  finding  my  Landlady,  according  to  the  Humour  of 
her  Sex,  more  talkative  than  her  Husband,  I  asked  her  all  the  Que- 
{lions  I  cou'd  concerning  the  King  s  Journey.     And  Ihc  told  mc    thac 
file  very  well  knew  he  had  pafs'd  thac  Way,  :ho'  he  would  be  mcoir, 
nito;   and  that  flic  had  askd  one  of  the  Servants,  who  was  thac  bald 
Man,  which  her  Mind  gave  her  was  the  King  ?  To  which  he  anfwer'd 
that  ic  was  Major  Carl-,    and  thac  flie  was  confirm'd  in  her  Opinion' 
fince  his  Departure  from  Carljladt,  whither  he  went,  by  fome  Perfons 
who  knew  him  pcrfcdly  well.     She  added,  thac  upon  this  Surmifc 
llie  had  her  klf  put  a  Culhion  upon  the  Sledge,  thac  was  defigned  for 
this  Pri.icc  i   buc  chac  upon  his  gcctmg  on,  as  foon  as  he  perceiv'd  ir, 
he  cnrew  ic  away,  and  order'd  chem  to  puc  Straw  in  its  Room.     Tho' 
I  was  allured  thac  he  had  quicced  Carljiadt  fome  Days,  I  was  refolv'd  Carli^adr, 
to  cake  the  fame  Roue  -,  and  on  the  i6'ch  early  in  the  xMorning  reach'd 
this  City,  which  is  a  litdc  larger  than  the  other,  and  three  Miles  more 
to  che  Norchward  of  the  renner.     Its  agreeable  Situation,  at  the  En- 
trance of  cwo  large  Rivers,  which  difcharge  chemfelves  into  thac  Lake 
a  publick  Magazine  of  Iron  which  comes  from  the  Forges  in  Verme^. 
landia,  and  its  being  the  Place  of  Refidcnce  of  an  Ecclefiaftical  *  Su- 
pennrendenc,  (who  fscms  in  my  Opinion  to  wane  only  the  Name  of 
Bilhop,)  is  ail  thac  makes  ic  remarkable.     They  cold  me  here,  amongft: 
other  Circumliances  of  the  Royal  Journey,  that  this  Prince  having  ta- 
ken up  his  Quarters  at  che  Superin:cndea:'s,    his  Ladv  chinkiiT^   his 
Majefty  craveU'd   a  little  too  Apoftolically,  efpecially  with  relpecl  to 
Lmnen,  employ 'd   all    the  Hands  Ilie  cou'd  get  to  make  him  half  a 
Dozen  Shirts  of  the  fineft  Cloth  that  ecu  J  be  found  in  the  City  •  and 
bundling  them  up  in  a  Napkin,  puc  them  upon  the  Sledge  that  was 
prepared  for  him.     Buc  che  King  having  obfcrved  the  Bundle,  ferv  d  ic 
after  the  fame  manner  as  he  had  done  the  Cuihion  at  the  Poft  Houfe  ac 
Chrifimeham,   laying.   That  he  ^oiid  have  no  Bairga^e.     I  heard  alfo 
that  he  was  gone  to  join   the  Prince   of  Heije  Caljef;   who,  'twas  be- 
lievd,  had  already  penetrated  with  a  Body  of  Troops  into  the  Damflj 
^or'o.'ay,  between   a  pitiful  Viliage  call'd  irejier-ca  and  Eda-skanz,  z  EJa-skanr; 
little  d-^edtjh  Fore  upon  che  Frontiers. 

,  Having  inform'd  my  felf  what  Courfe  his  Majefty  had  taken,  I  refted 
tiU  Noon  ac  Carlftadt  ;  after  which  I  wenc  in  a  Sledge  eo  overtake 
him.  I  had  already  craveli'd  above  fi.x  Miles,  when  about  Seven  in 
the  Evening  a  thick  Snow  thac  had  continued  falling  ever  fince  Four 
had  lo  covered  all  the  Tracks  of  the  Highways,  chac  it  made  us  lofe 
our  Road  ;  and  as  ill  Fortune  fcldom  comes  fingle,  it  conducted  us 
upon  a  running  Wacer  chac  was  llightly  frozen  over,  (exceot  in  thofe 
llaccs  where  che  Current  was  too  rapid)  and  the  Ice  givifig  way  the 
Horle  and  Sledge  fell  in.  Buc  as  good  Fortune  had  not  quite  for'lakea 
us,  the  Water  not  being  very  deep,  I  was  cxcufed  for  a  Bathing,  che 
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Tertabriik,  with  two  Hammers  which  beat  but  800  J/.v/)/>ra^i'  of  Iron, 
but  that  is  clleemed  for  the  Goodncfs  of  its  Mccal,  and  being    well 
wrought.    It  IS  mark'd  as  N.  29.     Bahrbritck  belonging  to  Ertck  'Phi- 
lip/on, with  one  finglc  Hammer,  works  from  800  to  900  Sktppnnds  of 
Iron,    in   every  Rel'pe<fi  equal  to  the  former,    and  mark'd  as  N.  ir. 
'DahkarsHyttabrncks  belonging  to  Olofi  Qhman,  has  but  one  Hammer, 
that  works  the  fame  Qiiantity  as  the  other,    tho'  inferior  in  Qiahcy, 
and  markd   as  N.  3.     On  the   id    of  February   we   proceeded  frora 
Wed-^'O  to  Gamelbobrnck^  whofe  Brtick  'Patron  is  call'd  'John  Malmyn  \n 
the  Parifli  oi  Orfavsore  ;  which  Forge  works  about  3000  Skrppimds  of 
Iron,  that  has   not  the  Reputation  of  being  well  tcmpcrd,    and  is 
mark'd  as  (\\).     We  were  retain'd  here  till  the   t^A  q{  tear  nary,    and 
treated  in  the  ufual  manner.     There  are  alio  in  the  fame  Parifh  leveral 
other  Forges,  fuch  as  Orfkbruck,  which  yields  but  between  3  and  400 
Shtppunds  of  Iron,  but  ill  forged,  tho' the  Metal  is  good,  and  mark'd 
as  {z) ;    and  Helsforsbruck,  whole  Metal  is  not  fo  good,    nor  better 
wrought  than  the  former,  and  mark'd  as  0).    Funkhammer  yields  from 
8  to  900  Shtppunds  of  a  very  good  fort,  and  mark'd  as  (  g}.     We  vi- 
ficed  its  Matter,  who  detain'd  us  to  Supper,  and  forced  us  to  lie  there; 
and  after  having  dined  there  on  the  3d,  and  being  regaled  according 
to  Cullom,  we  proceeded  on  our  way  to  Salhsberg^  and  p.ilVd  by  the 
Southern  Part  of  the  Parifli  oHkinkulleberg^  which  reckons  fcvcral  good 
Forges  within  its  Precindls.     That  of  the  Countefs  Dowager  of  Gvl- 
lenbourg  yields  loco  Shtppunds^  not  lb  good  as  well  wrought,  and  mark'd 
as  N.  18 ;    that  of  John  Lohe  yields  but  5-00  ditto,   not  lb  good,  and 
mark'd  as  N.  191   that  of  Rudbeck  Forges  from  8  to  900  Shtppunds,  as 
bad  as  the  former,  and  mark'd  as  {"l).    Shiltonbriick  belonging  to  Shi- 
I'edberg  beats  with  one  finglc  Hammer  1000  Shtppunds,  not  lb  good  as 
well  wrought,  mark'd  N.  20.     Hedhammar,  with  one  fingle  Hammer, 
beats  almotl  as  much,  and  of  a  very  good  fort,  mark'd  as  (d).     Sher- 
''jctihbrttck  beats  bur  from  4  to  500  Shtppunds  of  a  worlc  fort,  and  mark'd 
as  (&}.     Uttersberg  forges  about  1300  ditto,   no  ways  better  thin 
the  former,    and  belonging   to  Mr.  Uttercloiis,    and   mark'd    as  (q\ 
From  hence  we  direded  our  Courfe  to  the  North  Weft  of  the  Parilh 
of  Fernboy  which  comprehends,   amongO:  leveral  other  Forges,   that 
called  Forsbnick,   yielding  600  Shippends   of  ordinary  Iron,    mark'd 
N.  iz.     And  we  arriv'd  on  the  4th  at  Sahlsberg,  a  little  Town  only  re- 
markable for  its  Silver  Mine,   which  was  the  Occafion  of  its  be- 
ing founded  by  Cufta-vns  Adolphtis,  tho'  a  long  Time  after  i:  was  firft 
dilcover  d  and  cultivated,  and  but  a  little  before  its  falling  ro  decay. 
It  derives  the  firfl  Syllable  of  its  Name  from  the  River  i>al.la,  which 
runs  to  the  Eaftvvard  of  it;  and  the  fecond  from  the  Mountain,  in  the 
Heart  whereof  the  aforcfaid  Mine  is  dug,  Berg  fignifying  in  Sn-edtp 
properly  a  Motmtain.     The  Inhabitants  of  Sabsherg  are  for  the  moft 
part  Miners,    and  concerned  in  the  faid  Mine,  they  being  at  all  the 
Charge  of  working  it,  and  paying  aquarterof  their  Profits  to  the  Crown, 
which  gives  each  of  them  a  certain  Meafure  of  Arable  Land,  that  they 
are  neither  permitted  to  alienate  or  fell.  As  to  the  beginning  of  this  Mine, 
the  Reports  thereof  are  very  uncertain;  fome  faying  thit  it  wr.s  firfc 
found  out  by  certain  Finlamhrs  above  503  Years  fmce,  win! ft  others,  on 
the  contrary,   pretend  that  they  can  find  no  Traces  of  it  beyond  200 
Years,  and  affirm  that  it  was  difcover'd  under  Steno  Strre,  who  had 
it  broken  open  upon  the  coming  into  Sii^edin  of  one  Gylbtrt,  the  firft

difposd  the  Pillars  neceflary  to  fupporc  it,  had  occafioned  fuch  Con- 
fufion,  and  fuch  dangerous  Falhngs  m  of  the  Earth  and  the  Rocks,  that 
they  ^^'^^'^/°'^S,<^d  ,"."erly  to  abandon  the  Enterpnze.  They  are  now 
filled  up  WKh  Rubbifh,  Scones,  and  Water,  a  Lot  that  has  befallen  ma- 
ny ethers  yet  more  rich,  which  have  neverthelefs  fufrer'd  the  fame 
Fate  by  a  parallel  Ignorance  ;  fuch  as  (III)  (C)  Sandgrti^-a,  (D)  Sandrym- 
mnghen,  &c  The  Mmes  wherein  they  work  at  prefenc,  call'd  Ny- 
gruf-j.'ar,^){\ )  or  the  New  Mines,  have  produc'd  (as  they  fav)  yearly 
for  almoft  a  Century  [vt^:,.  from  1480  to  1560  and  more)  10000  Marks 
of  fine  neat  Sliver,  and  every  Mark  containing  16  Ounces  ;  bur  that 
for  a  long  Time  fincc  they  have  only  yielded  about  2000  Mark,  and 
at  prelenc  not  above  1000  or  rioo  at  the  moft.  They  fiy  that  ti^elc 
Mines  are  14^  Fathom  deep,  and  as  much  in  their  Subterranean  Exrenc 
from  the  South  Eaft  to  the  North  Weft.  The  Machines  (IV)  (IV)  which 
fervc  to  let  down  a  fort  of  large  Buckets,  and  other  necelTary  Imple- 
ments, into  the  ho  lowed  Mine,  (a)  (b)  (c)  (d)  to  pump  out  the  Water 
which  IS  continually  trickling  therein,  and  draw  up  the  Ore,  TeVf^ 
(g)  (h)  (.)  (k)  (I)  (m)  (n)  (o)  (p)  (q)  (r)  are  the  Tools  of  Workme^.^fheic 
Wheels  are  put  in  Motion,  partly  by  Water  from  without,  and  partly 
by  Horfes  faftned  both  without  and  within  the  Mine.  That  which  is 
pumped  out  of  the  Mine,  together  with  that  which  comes  elfcwhere 
IS  convey  d,  and  falls  again,  by  the  Means  of  a  fort  of  Aqueduds  or 
hanging  Canals  of  Wood,  at  VII.  Print  XXXIIL  N.  2.  (6')(6''  C6)i6>i 
upon  the  Wheels  of  Ibme  Mills  or  Machines  for  breaking  and  pou'id-

Mr  >4^«  and  my  felf  had  the  Curiofity  to  defcend  into  the  afore- 
faidMine    in  one  of  the  above- mention'd  Buckets,  having  one  Leg

t  tl  ?7„Chains  which  faften  it  to  a  great  Cable  :  Thus  we  came 
to  the  Firft-floor  or  Bottom,  VIIL  in  the  fame  Print,  which  is  90  Fa- 
thom deep;  then  into  the  fecond,  IX.  which  is  20  more;  and  afrer^ 
wards  into  the  third,  X.  by  Ladders,  as  (VI)CVI}(VI)  Print  XXXIIL 
N.i^ which  is  3^  Fathom  more.  Our  Fellow-Travellers,  who  had  either 
lels  Cunofiry,  or  more  Fear,  were  content  to  ftay  at  the  Mouth  ( V)  to 
be  Spectators  of  our  Defcent  into  tnis  Part  oiPlutos  Dominions,  accom- 
panying us  with  their  Eyes,  as  long  as  the  Torches,  which  our  Con- 
du^ors  who  were  perched  upon  the  fame  Buckets  carried,  would  per- 
mit them  to  fee  us  Being  got  down,  we  drank  the  Miners  and  our 
GuidesHealths  with  a  little  Bottle  oi  Angelica  Brandy,  which  Mr.  Jack- 
/^«  had  the  Precaution  to  carry  with  him;  wherein,  as  they  told  us  we 
imitated  the  Example  of  C/.^r/..  XI,  who  did  the  like  when  he  went  diwa 
into  the  lame  Mine.  Having  gone  through,  and  view'd  the  different  Pla- 
ces where  they  foften  the  Rock,  that  they  may  break  ic  with  che  more  Eaf  e. 
with  the  manner  of  their  working,  and  of  the  Horfes  drawing,  (of  whicli 
they  had  eight  in  Number,  who  are  in  a  kind  of  Hell,  from  whence  there 
IS  no  Redemption,  whilft  they  are  capable  of  Labour,)  we  reafcendc^d 
each  of  us  by  another  Bucket  perched  and  gmdcJ  as  before.  We

than  for  its  Goodncfs,  and  mark'd  as  (x)i  Norbyhamer^  Adnm  Leyie'Sy 
has  but  one  Hammer,  and  fends  yearly  900  Shipprnds  of  good  and  well 
wrought  Iron,  mark'd  as  (r).  To  the  North  Weft  of  Arboga^  and 
North  of  Kophig,  in  the  Parilh  of  Ramnes,  arc  IVesbo,  Rarirus^  her- 
manbo^  Beckhammer  2Lnd  Surabrncks:  Thefirft  belongs  to  Madam  Boy,zn<i 
has  two  Hammers,  which  fend  from  1000  to  iioo  Shippunds  of  Metal, 
neither  rcckon'd  good  nor  well  wrought,  mark'd  as  (a)  ;  the  fecond 
is  Jo.uhtm  Chrtjlers^  with  three  Hammers,  fending  3000  Shippnnds  cf 
the  fineftlron  and  well  wrought,  mark'd  as  N'*  13.  the  third  is  Ma- 
dam Cro/tjiroms,  which u'ith  two  Hammers  fends  1 500  of  good  Mztkl^ 
but  ill  work'd,  and  mark'd  as  (t)  ;  the  fourth  has  for  Owner  Srcen 
Kaljleen^  wi:h  one  Hammer,  that  beats  but  500  Ditto  of  ordinary  Me- 
tal, mark'd  (54)  ;  and  the  fifth  is  Madam  Cronjfefs^  yielding  as  much, 
and  as  ill  wrought,  and  mark'd  as  (b).  Higher  up,  on  the  North  of 
Kop'tng,  in  the  Parifli  of  JVota,  there  is  alio  among  others  Engha- 
b^rbruck  belonging  to  Mr.  Gyllenhock^  with  one  finglc  Hammer, 
fends  900  Shtpptmds  of  very  ordinary  Iron,  mark'd  as  N"  ij.  In 
Way  back  to  Arboga,  feveral  other  Forges  are  to  be  feen  ;  of  which  I 
ihall  only  mention  one  call'd  Gc(.rpjJwmbruck,  belonging  to  Mr.  Glojl 
Unge^  with  one  Hammer,  fending  looo  ditto  of  ftrong  Iron,  admirably 
wrought  and  mark'd  as  N.  24. 

Leaving  thefe  artificial  t^/Etnas,  on  the  19th  we  reached  Orebro^ 
the  Capital  of  Nericia ;  which  Province,  as  well  as  many  others  in  this 
Kingdom,  has  feveral  Parillies  particularly  blefs'd  by  Nature  with  the 
Advantages  of  Wood  for  Firing,  and  rapid  Torrents  that  fall  with  Vio- 
lence upon  the  Wheels,  w-hich  move  and  aduate  the  vail  Bellows  and 
Hammers  of  fuch  large  Forges,  as  ylxberg  and  KeiUe.  In  the  firft  cf 
thefe  is  Axberghanimer,  having  three  Hammers,  belonging  to  Carefon, 
that  work  looo  Shippnnds  of  the  beft  fort  of  Iron,  mark'd  as  N.  48. 
in  the  fecond  is  Frofnidahlbnik^  whofe  Mafler  is  Mr.  John  Morin  i  it 
has  alfo  three  Hammers,  and  fends  1100  ditto  of  well  tempered 
Iron,  mark'd  as  N.  47.  and  Blockas-hytta  belonging  to  Mr,  Holmbergy 
which  has  three  Hammers,  that  work  the  fame  Quantity,  and  as  well 
tempered,  mark'd  as  (f  5).  The  Iron  of  thefe  two  Forges  is  in  great  Bars, 
the  mod  proper  for  the  Engltjli  Markets. 

The  Parilh  of  5tf^frw^  has,  among  other  Forges,  L'AjTurchruks^  now 
cnjoy'd  by  Capt.  Rofenhohn,  who  has  alfo  a  handfomc  Houfe  built  by 
the  dcceafcd  Mr.  Boy^  its  former  Matter,  as  was  likewife  the  Forge : 
It  his  two  Hammers,  that  afford  1500  Shippunds  of  tolerable  good  Me- 
tal, but  ill  wrought  and  mark'd  as  (]u).  It  has  alfo  Bratfors  and  Ro- 
fors,  with  three  Founderies  now  in  the  Poflcffion  of  Baron  LcghrCvona, 
which  alio  belong'd  to  the  above-mention'd  Mr.  Boy,  with  two  Ham- 
mers thac  work  pretty  well  about  1200  Shippunds  cf  Iron  mark'd 
as  (w). 

On  our  Arrival  ?iX.Orebrovf<^  found  the  Market-Placc  wholly  covered 
with  moveable  Shops,  furniflied  with  different  forts  of  Merchandifc, 
brought  there  from  Stockholm^  and  other  li'-^r^rii/'^  Cities  or  Provinces,  en 
account  of  a  Fair  that  is  kept  there  every  Year  that  Day.  'Tis  an  -^nKJi.- 
ia\  Rendezvous  for  feveral  Merchants,  cfpccially  the  Citizens  of  J/i?^^- 
holm  zxiiGottewburgy  who  have  the  Privilege  to  treat  immediately  with 
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the  Bruckpatrons  of  that  Province,  and  the  Places  circumjacent, 
whatever  Iron  they  find  moft  for  their  Uic  ;  which  having  bou^hr, 
they  fell  dircdly  to  Strangers,  who  have  ncc  the  fame  Liberty.  This 
City  is  fituatod  near  the  Lake  HieLner ;  which,  fince  its  XJnxon  with 
che  Mellern,  by  a  Canal  abouc  a  Mile  long  cut  by  Art,  furnifhes  Water 
Carriage,  to  convey  the  Iron  and  other  Merchandize  as  far  as  Stack- 
holm.  It  has  a  great  Church  of  Brick  and  Free-ftone,  but  ill  built, 
and  another  lefs  of  Wood,  adjoining  to  an  dofpiral  of  the  fame  -,  as 
arc  alfo  all  the  Houfes,  except  an  old  Caltle,  built  after  the  antique 
manner  and  inhabited.  There  was  (as  they  fay)  formerly  over  the 
Gate  of  this  old  Caftle  an  (O)  made  very  Oval,  which  has  either  been 
effaced  by  Time,  or  fome  Hand  dellgnedly.  It  was  intended  (as  Ibme 
affirm)  to  reprelent  a  certain  Part  which  Modefiy  forbids  to  name ; 
and  Hiftory  informs  us,  was  given  for  Arms  to  the  City,  and  llampt 
on  all  the  Coin  of  the  Kingdom  by  Qiieen  Margaret.  But  others  alrarc 
me,  that  this  (O)  which  has  given  Birth  to  I'uch  an  obfcene  Ficiion, 
was  fet  there  before  the  Reign  of  that  Queen,  as  being  the  Initial  Let- 
ter of  the  Name  of  the  City,  as  (G^  is  at  that  of  Gefe;  and  that  it 
was  ordinary  in  thofe  Times  to  make  it  lb  Oval. 

Orebro  is  the  Place  where  rhe  Governor  refides ;  he  has  under  his 
Jurifdidlion  (befides  Kericia.;  great  part  of  IFeftmaniA  to  the  South 
Weft,  and  of  Vermehndia  to  che  North  Weft.  It  is  famous  in  HiUory 
for  a  general  AfTcmbly  of  the  Clergy  held  there  in  1029,  which  ex- 
tinguiih'd  the  Flames  of  ■Purgatory,  aboliflied  xhz  Sacrifice  of  the  Mafs, 
and  confirm'd  the  Ad  of  the  Eltates  at  IVellmania-,  by  reducing  the 
exorbitant  Revenues  of  the  Clergy  ;  who,  befides  their  Spiritual  Gar- 
rifons  in  rich  Monafteries,  had  alfo  their  Temporal  Strong  holds  in 
the  beft  Caftles  :  In  a  word,  they  put  a  final  End  to  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholick  Religion,  and  broke  all  the  Bands  of  the  perpetual  Celibacy  of 
the  Priefts,  Monks  and  Nuns. 

After  y[x.Jackfdn  and  I  had  for  the  Space  of  ten  Days  taken  our 
Share  of  thofe  Diverfions  of  the  Fair,  which  were  moft  to  our  Tafte  ; 
or,  to  fpeak  more  properly,  after  having  rather  fatigued  than  diverted 
our  lelvcsi  our  Fellow-Travellers  having  finilhd  their  mercannie  Af- 
fairs, we  went  together  to  vific  Mx.JohnErmpreru,  ("che  Dii.cTror- 
General  of  the  Cuftoms^  at  a  Forge  of  his  call  d  iP'edjjobruck,  about  three 
Miles  ro  the  North  Weft  of  Orebro^  whicher  he  had  invited  us.  He 
has  there  a  very  pretty  Seat,  together  with  a  large  Garden,  and  feve- 
ral Arable  Fields  and  Meadows,  which  cou'd  not  be  diftinguifti'd  from 
each  other,  by  reafon  of  the  Snow  that  then  covcr'd  them.  We  were 
entertaind,  during  three  Days  that  we  rcmain'd  there,  with  good 
Cheer,  good  Beds,  and  good  Humour  j  and  you  may  be  fure  the  H'd- 
come  was  not  forgotten.  The  Forge  ("which  is  juft  adjoining  to  the 
Houfe^  is  fituated,  as  that  alfo  is,  in  the  Parifli  of  Linda,  or  Lmdberg, 
and  has  bur  one  good  Hammer,  which  yields  ordinarily  from  8  to  yoo 
Sh'ppunds  of  well-wrought  Iron,  mark'd  as  N.  43.  There  is,  befides 
this  Forge,  to  hammer  and  frame  the  Oar  into  Bars,  another  little  foct 
of  a  Shop,  with  a  lelfjr  Hammer  and  Bellows,  that  are  put  in  Motion 
by  the  fame  Water  which  aduates  the  others.  Ic  Icrvcs  ro  form  fome 
Part  of  the  wrought  Iron  into  Bayonets,  Hammers,  and  Hatchets,  c^t"- 
nor  are  moft  Part  of  the  other  Forges  deftitute  of  the  fame  Convenj- 
ency.  There  are  alfo  up  and  down  in  the  ianie  Paritli  feveral  other 
Forges,  one  whereof  belongs  ioMt.  Erenpreus'i  Sifter,  and  is  called

•ijasfoj  to  let  yon  come  out  of  a  Trifon^  after  I  once  held  you  fafi ;  which 
Anfwcr  coft  him  dear,  and  was  a  Warning  to  John  noc  to  commie  the 
famcOvcrfighr. 

The  fame  Element  that  fpnrcd  the  Church,  with  fome  few  Houfes, 
rcftraincd  alfo  its  Fury  from  an  old  Caftlc  yet  to  be  fccn,  with  fomc 
of  its  Apartments,  and  a  little  Chappel  faHing  into  Ruins  in  the  In- 
fide.  They  fhew'd  mc  there  a  dark  Chamber,  where,  as  fomc  fay, 
Eric  was  confin'd  ;  tho'  others  affirm  'twas  at  Orbykolm.  It  fervcd 
then,  with  fome  others,  for  a  Prifon  to  fome  Mufcovite  Soldiers,  who 
were  there  at  that  Time,  irejieras  is  the  ordinary  Refidence  of  the 
Governors  of  IVeJiermanta,  who  have  a  pretty  tolerable  Houfe  neat 
the  Caftle,  which  was  not  burnt.  'Tis  alfo  an  Epifcopal  Seat,  and  has 
a  College,  which  they  call  in  S-Ji'edijh  Gymnajhim ;  and  a  publick  School 
for  the  Inflrucflion  of  Youth.  It  is  celebrated  in  Hiftory  for  the  two 
folemn  Ads  of  the  States  General  paded  there  in  ifz/  and  i5'44  ; 
the  firft  whereof  authoris'd  the  Temporal  Power  (which  was  then  in 
Hands  lefs  fcrupulous  than  in  former  Times)  to  re- unite  to  the  Crown 
the  mod  confiderable  Grants  and  Revenues  that  had  been  alienated 
from  it  by  a  religious  Zeal  and  bigottry  in  Favour  of  the  Church  $ 
and  took  away  from  the  Clergy  the  Share  they  had  in  the  Management 
of  Civil  Affairs.  The  Number  of  thefe  alienated  Grants  amounted  (as 
they  fay)  to  13000  Palaces,  Caflles  and  Farms  ;  of  which  the  King 
Magnus  Ladullaas,  ^ndQ^tzn_  Margaret,  Daughter  to  Ingerus,  were 
rcckon'd  chiefly  to  have  been  the  Donors  and  Benefadors,  they  ha- 
ving diflinguifli'd  themfelves,  by  enriching  almoft  every  Church  and 
Monaftery  with  the  moll  valuable  of  their  Treafures,  befides  their 
founding  and  endowing  feveral  new  ones. 

King  Gtiftavtis,  and  his  SuccefTors,  diftributcd  the  greatefl:  part  of 
them  among  thofe  Perfons  who  had  fignaliz'd  themfelves  moft  by  their 
Services,  both  in  the  Army  and  Cabinet.  But  in  the  Reign  of 
Charles  XL  they  were  re-united  to  the  Crown  by  the  Calling  in  of  the 
Grants,  as  I  have  before  fpecified.  The  fecond  Ad:  made  the 
Crown,  which  was  before  Eledive,  Hereditary  in  the  Family  of  Cu- 
fta'vus. 

Having  taken  up  our  Lodging  that  Night  at  Wefteras^  vi^e  purfued 
our  Journey  on  the  12th  more  to  the  Eaftward  than  we  had  done  be- 
fore ;  and  continuing  our  Courfc  by  eafy  Stages,  (as  not  being  in  any 
Hurry,  or  if  we  were,  being  able  by  the  Swiftnefs  of  our  Carriage  in 
httle  Time  to  recover  our  loft  Ground)  we  were  contented  to  reft 
that  Night  at  Arboga,  a  City  diftant  but  five  Miles  from  whence  we 
departed.  About  a  Mile  and  a  Quarter  before,  we  pafTed  thro'  a  long 
narrow  City  call'd  Koping,  which  is  divided  into  two  Parts  by  a  little 
River  that  takes  its  Name  from  thence,  and  difembogues  itfelf  in  the 
Mellern,  into  which  it  yearly  brings  from  i8  to  zoooo  *  Shippunds  of 
Iron. 

Arboga  is  a  City  of  an  indifferent  Bignefs,  wherein  are  two  Churches 
and  a  Town-Houfe,  and  Magiftrates  or  Burgomafters,  as  at  Encopingy 
and  almoft  all  other  Towns  of  any  Note.  It  has  alfo  a  publick 
School.  Its  Buildings  are  of  Wood,  as  are  other  fuch  like  Cities ; 
but  it  is  advantagcoufly  fituated  within  a  quarter  of  a  Mile  of  a  Na- 
vigable River,  which  difcharges  itfelf  into  the  Mellern,  and  is  capable 
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of  bearing  VelTels  of  an  indifferent  Burthen.  On  the  14th  we  bean 
to  vifit  the  Neighbouring  Forges,  which  they  call  in  y^edijh  lernrnxb- 
as  they  do  the  Head  Blackfmiths,  who  are  Owners  of  them,  Bruck- 
patrons. 

Thefe,  which  are  fome  Miles  from  Arboga,  both  to  the  South  and 
Weft,  arc  known  by  the  Name  of  Finaker  and  Obybrttkes  in  the  Parifh 
oiFelsbro.  They  belong  to  Nills  Larjfon,  and  have  each  of  them  five 
large  Hammers,  which,  with  their  vail  Bellows,  are  put  in  Motion  by 
Wheels,  luch  as  they  ufe  in  Watcr-Mills  -,  and  thefe  two  Forges  an- 
nually work  4000  Shtppunds  oi  Iron,  marked  as  (b;  Print  XXXV 

The  Bruckspatron,  who  has  a  very  pretty  Houfe  at  about  the  df- 
ftance  of  a  quarter  of  a  Mile,  or  League,  which  is  all  one  in  this 
Country,  received  us  with  abundance  of  Civility,  and  entertain'd  us 
after  the  Swedt/h,  or  indeed  the  Hungarian  and  Greek  manner,  viz;  ha 
crown'd  his  firft  Feaft  with  a  Welcome.  This  confifts  ordinarilyln  ac 
leaft  a  full  Quart  cf  Rhenijh  Wine,  (when  the  Mafter  of  the  Houfe  has 
any,  or  elfe  the  beft  Liquor  that  he  has)  which  is  poured  into  a  large 
Chryftal  Glafs,  or  Silver  Cup,  that  holds  rather  more  than  lefs ;  and 
often  as  much  as  that  of  Hercules,  wherewith,  as  the  Hiftory  of  Alex- 
ander  infotms  us,  they  ufed  to  crown  their  Feftivals,  by  drinking  it 
off  every  Man  round.  This  Glafs  is  prefented  to  every  Stranger  for 
the  firft  time  that  he  is  regaled  at  any  Swedes  j  tho  this  is  obferved 
more  in  Country  than  in  Town.  We  were  all  indifpenfably  obliged 
to  empty  our  Cup,  as  brimful  as  pofTible  of  Rhenijh  Wine,  not  to  vio- 
late the  anticnt  Cuftom  of  the  Country ;  nor  was  any  one  excufed, 
except  one^  of  our  Hoft's  Acquaintance,  who  had  before  offered  the' 
fame  Sacrifice  to  Bacchus. 

As  we  were  ia  no  Condition  to  travel,  the'  we  made  a  Motion  as 
if  we  defign'd  it,  after  fuch  a  Libation,  which  was  orecedcd  by  feve- 
ral other  leffer  Glaffes,  our  Landlord  had  no  great  Trouble  to  keep  us 
till  next  Morning  i  nor  wou'd  he  then  part  with  us  before  we  were  for- 
tified with  a  good  Breakfaft. 

On  the  next  Day,  we  vifited  another  Forge  which  belonp'd 
to  Madam  LiUiefirom,  and  is  call'd  Upboga-Bruck  ;  it  has  three 
Hammers,  and  delivers  yearly  1800  Shippunds  of  a  very  good  fort 
and  well  wrought,  mark'd  N°  (46)  in  the  fame  Print.  This  Forge 
IS  fituate  in  the  fame  Parifh,  about  three  quarters  of  a  Mile  di- 
ftant from  the  foregoing.  Its  Miftrefs  gave  us  a  very  handlbme 
Reception;  nor  wou'd  fhe  fuffer  us  to  rake  our  Leave,  before  we 
had  likewife  drank  off  the  aforefaid  Welcome.  On  the  i6th,  we 
made  a  Vifit  to  another  of  thofe  Cyclops,  whofeName  was  John  Chr:- 
fitanin,  who  alfo  treated  us  with  the  accuftomed  Ceremonies  ;  his 
Forge,  call'd  Siverskabruck,  has  but  one  Hammer,  and  generally  wcrks 
900  Shippunds,  more  efteem'd  for  its  being  well  wrought,  than  for 
the  Goodnefs  of  its  Metal,  mark'd  as  (c).  There  are  alfo  in  the 
fame  Parifh  feveral  others,  of  which  I  know  nothing  but  by  report, 
as  Ekeby  Bruck  belonging  to  Mrs.  Mary  Leylle,  which  with  one  Ham- 
mer works  9C0  Shippunds  of  good  Iron,  mark'd  as  (k^^  thofe  of  Ben- 
jammLarJonczVidSoderby  ^nd  Abby  Brucks,  that  have  each  but  one 
Hammer,  and  work  tolerably  well  1000  Shippunds  mark'd  as  (o)  ; 
^^orbro  and  Ofterhamar  Emcks,  of  which  Adam  LeyUe  is  Owner,  the 
hrft  whereof  has  three  Hammers,  and  the  fecond  but  one,  deliver  3000 
i^hippunds  of  the  fame  Metal,  valuable  both  for  its  Goodaefs,  and  be- 
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ticlc5,  and  W.1S  obliged  to  wait  fcveral  Hours  for  the  breaking  the 
kc,  that  oppofcd  the  PafTage  of  a  httle  VeiTci  wherein  he  embarked. 
During  this  Interval,  he  was  entirely  cxpofcd  to  the  Enemy's  Can- 
non, which  kiU'd  fomc  of  the  Men  who  were  on  board  with  him  ; 
Ipighc  of  all  which  Ohflacles,  he  at  lail  arrived  happily  at  TJlM/t. 

Our  Rcfolucion  continuing,  we  left  Stockholm  on  the  loth  of  Jan. 
171^-16,  at  *  1  hrcc  in  the  Afternoon,  as  the  Sun  was  fetting  ;  and 
being  join'd  by  another  Svjedtjh  Merchant,  we  enter'd  our  Sledges,  and 
without  ftraining  our  Horlcs,  which  we  changed  twice,  took  up  our 
Lodging  at  the  ihird  liaiting-Place,  about  five  Miles  diftant  from  the 
City,  whither  we  arrived  in  lefs  than  fix  Hours.  On  the  nth  we  pro- 
ceeded again  in  cur  Sledges  about  Seven  in  the  Morning,  and  about 
Nine  rcach'd  Encoping^  which  was  two  Miles  farther. 

If  my  Fcllow-Travcilers  liad  been  excited  by  the  fame  Curiofity  as 
my  felf,  we  had  fetch'd  a  Compafs  of  fome  Miles,  to  fee  the  Remains 
Birca.  of  the  ancient  Btrca-,  a  City  formerly  famous  for  its  Commerce  and 
the  Number  of  its  Inhabirants,  it  being  able  (as  the  Hiftory  of  the 
Country  informs  us)  to  furnilh  in  Time  of  War  14000  Soldiers;  nor 
were  they  milFed,  fo  great  was  their  Abundance.  It  was  alfo  thought 
worthy  to  fupplanc  Upfal,  and  become  the  King's  Seat  and  Capital  of 
the  Kingdom,  r.iic  not  having  fccn  it  my  felf  '\n  Pcrfon,  I  fhall  only 
fpeak  by  Proxy  -,  and  this  is  within  a  little  the  Subftance  of  what  I 
WAS  i!ifcrme J  by  feme  credible  Perfons,  who  pretended  to  have  obferved 
its  Ruins  with  particular  Attention. 

There  are  yet  fome  Frngmenrs  and  Remains  cf  the  Walls  vifible  to- 
wards the  Notch  of  the  Ifland  -,  and  even  the  Traces  of  two  Gates  are 
plain  enough  to  be  fecn,  whereof  one  is  towards  the  South,  and  the 
other  to'.vards  the  North.  Towards  the  laft,  on  an  Eminence  of  feve- 
ral  little  Hillocks,  or  Heaps  of  Stone,  you  may  difcc  y-cr  feveral  Tombs 
of  its  former  Inhabirants,  confiding  in  two  long  Stones,  one  raifed  at 
the  F:ct,  and  the  other  at  the  Head  of  the  Porfcr;  th.Tcin  interred. 
This  Manner  of  Burial  is  generally  in  FaPnion  mongfl  the  Eaftern  Na- 
tions, which  perhaps  they  either  taught,  or  learn'd  of,  the  Goths. 
The  Illand  whereon  the  City  was  founded,  which  is  ftill  cail'd  Btrco^ 
was  joined  by  a  Bridge  (the  Remains  whereof  arc  yet  to  be  feen)  to 
another  neighbouring  Tfiand,  cail'd  Aljino,  on  which  flood  the  Caflle 
Royal,  the  Foundation  whereof  they  pretend  to  have  difcovcred.  But 
let  us  leave  what  was  formerly  for  what  is  now  in  being,  and  fpeak 
Encoping.  o^  Encoptng,  whither  we  are  now  arrived.  'Tis  a  little  Town,  whofe 
Name  (as  they  fay  here)  is  derived  from  £;?,  which  in  Su'edijh  figni- 
fics  a  Jnniper-Tree,  wherewith  the  Neighbouring  Country  is  almoll 
overfpread,  and  Roping  Market.  The  firft  Syllable  was  added  to^  di- 
flinguifli  this  Place  from  others  of  the  fame  Name,  as  Koping,  Nyco- 
ping,  Korecoping,  Lincoping,  &c.  which  had  their  Names  from  general 
Markets  that  were  formerly  held  there  at  certain  Times  of  the  Year, 
whica  were  Places  o^ Rendezvous  for  the  Provinces,  to  change  by  way 
of  Truck  their  fuperfluous  Commodities,  for  thofe  which  were  more 
necefiary  for  their  Subfiftence,  before  the  Ufc  of  Gold,  Silver  or  Brafs 
was  known  among  them  ;  and  there  is  yet  a  little  Fair  kept  there  c- 
vcry  Year,  which  begins  the  13th  0^  January,  and  lafls  eight  or  ten 

*  Too'  the  l^ight  mey  fccm  very  improper  for  Travelling,    it  ij  not  fo ;  for  the  IVhiteneji 
of  the  Snow,  the  Serenity  of  the  5/^.7,  and  the  Brigbtnefs  of  the  Stitrs,  fupplj  the  xntnt  of  D.ty ; 
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Days.  The  Houfes  arc  all  bulk  of  Wood,  even  to  that:  where  a 
Conlul  With  fix  of  the  principal  Citizens  meet,  under  the  Tide  of 
Magiftrates,  and  Counfellors  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  and  o- 
ther  Pubhck  Affairs.  It  has  but  o.ic  Church,  of  a  very  ordinary 
StrucSfcure,  tho  large  enough  for  the  Number  of  its  Inhabitants  ;  one 
Hofpi^tal  very  ill  maintained,  and  a  litde  School  but  Ibrrily  frequented 
It  IS  iituatcd  at  the  Extremity  of  a  little  Gulph  of  the  MdLrn,  and  is 
the  Capital  and  only  C,ty  o1  hierdvMderlmdia.  This  Province  is  at 
prclent  haruly  known  by  its  own  Name,  but  comprehended  under  that 
of  ^P^^ridta  and  is  under  the  fame  Government  ;  it  is  bounded  to- 
wards the  Weft  by  the  River  %-/;?,  which  feparates  it  {lomPmmania 
From  hence  we  purlued  our  Journey,  after  having  reflcd  our  Iblves 
about  two  Hours  in  the  City,  and  arrived  about  three  in  theAfrnmoon 
at  IVefteras  (the  Capital  of  IVefimanm  ;  whereof  the  Fire,  wh^ch  had 
almoft  wholly  conlumcd  it  fomc  Years  before,  had  left  me  very  Hcrl- 
to  fee  or  make  Remarks  on  ;  it  has  been  fmce  rebuilt.  The  Church' 
which  had  elcaped  its  Rage,  is  a  long  and  large  Brick  Building  co! 
verd  with  a  Brazen  Roof,  which  is  its  only  Magnificence;  thcSteeole 
which  is  doled  at  Top  with  a  Golden  Crown,  is  efteem'd  the  fincll  vl 
all  S's^eden. 

There  are  yet  remaining  fome  Altar-Tables  and  Ima.'^es  of  Pic  and 
She  Saints,  in  Wood  gilt  and  tolerably  prcferv'd.  There  is  alfo  to  be 
ieen  the  Tomb  of  King  Eric,  who  was  imprifoned  and  poifoncd  by  the 
Order  of  his  own  Brother  John  Hi.  This  Tomb  is  very  ordinary  and 
ftands  in  the  midft  of  an  antient  Chappel  belonging  to  this  Church 
Wxiofe  Altar  was  taken  away  at  the  Reformation,  as  were  many  cthc"^' 
His  Epitaph,  which  they  fay  he  made  hinfelf,  and  gave  to  the  Pcrfon  who 
brought  him  the  Poiion,  is  to  this  cfFed:,  Tranlktum  efi  Regn:m  vieuni 
&fadnm  eft  Frutrts  met  a  'Bommo  conftitntnm  ejl  Et  Anno  155-.  Th-s 
Inicnption  is  to  be  feen  painted  under  his  Arms,  and  tholV  of  the 
Kingdom,  upon  a  brazen  Plate  faflen  d  to  the  Wall  wherr-  the  '\'rar  for- 
merly flood.  They  report  of  this  Euc,  that  he  came  into  the  World 
with  his  Hands  clenched  extremely  faft  ;  and  that  when  the  Midwife 
had  with  much  ado  got  them  open,  ihc  found  them  full  of  Blood, 
which  immediately  trickled  down  with  abundance  of  fpecd,  and  wa> 
interpreted  as  a  Prognollick  of  his  future  Cruelty,  which  in  the  End 
cotl  him  both  his  Crown  and  his  Life.  For  (as  Hiftory  reports^  when 
he  came  to  the  Throne  hefpilc  much  innocent  Blood,  not  only  by  hij 
Executioners,  but  alfo  with  his  own  Hands;  and  on  groundlefs  Sufpi- 
cions  call  his  own  Brother  John,  then  Duke  of  Finluvd,  into  p  clofc 
Prifon  ,  norn  whence  he  did  not  let  him  out  but  with  the  ucmo<>  R-- 
ludtancc,  and  at  the  prclling  Inllances  and  Sollicications  of  the  mcp- 
confidcrable  Perlons  of  the  Kingdom  :  Hereby  he  became  fo  odious 
to  his  Subiec1:s,  and  even  to  his  own  Creatures,  that  they  conrni-ed 
togetner,  and  agreed  by  the  Dircdion  and  Management  of  a  French 
Gentleman  cail'd  Tonthus  de  U  Gardie,  then  in  his  Service,  to  dcnofe 
him,  and  m  his  ftead  fet  his  Brother  on  the  Throne;  which  Vas 
brought  about  without  any  Tumult  or  Opoofition.  The  fame  Hiftory 
^Us  us,  in  relation  to  his  Imorifonment,  that  Jokn  being  feared  ^v^  his 
Ihrone,  ordered  him  to  be  brought  guarded  into  his  Prclcnce ;  and 
as.^ed  him  what  Reafons  had  induced  him  to  commit  {o  many  and  fjch 
enormous  Cruelties  ?  To  which  Eric  having  given  but  very  infiiimfi 
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cant  Anf.vers,  he  told  him,  Hhon  art  a  Fool 
V  o  L.  II.  £  2 
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Parr  of  the  Summer.  'Tis  agreeably  ficuatcd  upon  a  Branch  of  the 
Mellern.,  North  Weft  of  Mnnklagret :  It  makes  a  noble  Appearance  on 
the  Outfide,  nor  is  its  Infide  unworthy  of  ic,  being  adorned  with  good 
Paintings,  Numbers  of  fine  Bulls  and  Statues.  The  Garden  is  well  dc- 
flgncd,  and  as  well  diftributcd  or  let  in  order. 

About  a  Mile  and  a  quarter  from  hence  is  another  Palace,  much  more 
magnificent,  fituate  upon  an  Ifland  of  the  Alel/ern,  calld  '■JJroning, 
tholrn,  or  the  G^ieens  Ifland -,  which  Name  it  has  taken  from  the 
abovemcntion'd  Queen  Mother,  who  built  it  a  little  after  the  Dcceafc  of 
her  Husband  Charles  X.  It  is  as  much  eftccmed  for  the  fine  Tafle  of 
its  Archited:urc,  (which  dilcovers  itlelf  throughout  the  whole)  as  for 
its  Paintings  wherewith  'tis  adorned  :  Amonglt  thefe  the  Figures  of  A- 
nimals  are  the  moft  admired,  as  that  of  a  Bear  kill'd  by  LharU's  XT. 
which  is  a  perfccfl  Imitation  of  Nature.  Nor  is  it  Icfs  valued  for  its 
Ipacious  and  handfomc  Garden,  enriched  with  fevcral  excellent  Sta- 
tues, the  Spoils  of  the  German  War ;  of  which  the  Hercules,  taken  ac 
'Prague,  pafTcs  for  the  Workmanlhip  o^  Michael  Angela,  as  alio  that  of 
Ntptune^  and  leveral  others,  all  in  Brals,  are  finilh  d  Pieces  ,•  and  a 
Magdalen  in  Alabafter,  which  is  at  the  End  of  the  Garden,  is  extolled 
by  lome  for  one  of  the  belt  modern  Pieces  of  the  Age. 

Without  a  further  Detail  of  fcverai  agreeable  Palaces  and  Buildings 
adjacent  to  the  City  of  Stockholm,  'tis  worth  Reflcdion ,  and  hard- 
ly to  be  imagined,  how  S-^eden,  to  whom  Nature  has  been  lb  Iparing 
of  a  good  Soil,  and  fo  liberal  oF  Rocks  and  Woods,  (the  firft  where- 
of muft  be  blown  up  by  Powder,  and  the  fecond  confumcd  with  Fire, 
before  one  can  level  the  Ground,  prepare  a  Bed  for  a  Garden,  or  lay 
the  Foundation  of  a  Palace,  or  Country-Seat,)  ihou'd  lb  plentifully  a- 
bound  with  fine  Edifices  and  Gardens,  o^c.  where,  Ipight  of  a  fevere 
Wmtcr  of  almoft  five  Months,  the  Orange,  Fig,  Myrtle,  and  other 
Trees,  (with  leveral  other  Planes  and  Flowers  of  the  moft  tender  Na- 
ture, wherewith  their  Green-Houfes  are  ftored,)  thrive  almoft  as  well 
as  in  their  natural  Climate.  Nor  was  I  lefs  furprized  than  when  in 
Ctrcaljia,  to  find,  in  a  Country  full  of  Rocks  and  Woods,  a  hanulbme 
People,  with  Complexions  even  mere  frelh  and  ruddy  rhan  in  moll 
Climates  that  abound  with  all  the  NecelTaries  of  Life,  and  Delicacies 
which  can  gratify  the  moft  luxurious  Palate.  Add  to  this,  they  are 
generally  affable,  civil,  and  hofpitable  beyond  Imagination. 

The  \Veather  in  Scandinavia  is  generally  lealonable,-  the  Autumn  (by 
which  I  ought  to  have  begun,  as  arriving  there  at  that  Time)  is  rainy; 
in  the  JVinter  (which  is  the  longeft  Seaibn}  the  Ground  is  cover'd 
with  Snow,  and  harden'd  wirh  Froft  j  the  Spring  at  the  beginning  is 
rainy  -,  and  the  Summer  dry,  ferene,  and  very  hot,  by  realbn  of  the  Sun  s 
long  Continuance  above  the  Horizon.  But  I  afiume  here  the  Order  I 
ought  to  take. 

The  Winter  began  fooncr  that  Year  than  ufual,  for  it  froze  fo  hard 
in  the  middle  oi  Ko'vemhtr,  that  the  Ice  would  bear  before  ''December. 
The  Sledge,  in  my  Mind,  is  one  of  their  prettieft  Recreations ;  nor 
can  there  be  any  way  of  Carriage  more  commodious,  eafy,  or  expedi- 
tious, or  any  Country  more  convenient  for  it,  when  the  Highways  are 
coverd  with  Snow,  the  Mountains  and  Rocks  levelld,  and  the  Lakes 
and  Rivers  metamorphofed  into  Plains  of  Grafs,  as  Iblid  as  uniform. 
It  was  a  Diverfion  to  me  as  charming  as  uncommon,  to  lee  rhe  Inha- 
bitants of  Stockholm  revive,  in  Ibmc  mealUre,  the  Courfcs  of  the  anci- 
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encTurnaments,  upon  the  adjacent  Lakes  j  whrre,  ftartme  even  from  the 
Goa  they  drive  their  f^orles  at  full  Speed,  full  of  Emulation  who 
ihoud  gain  the  Prize;  which  is  generally  a  certain  Q.anclcy  of  Cora 
for  the  Horle,  and  a  handlomc  Collation  for  the  MaHer  This  CoUa 
tion  confifts  moft  commonly  of  lome  of  the  diifcrenc  Ibrrs  of  Wild  Fowl 
andB^ds,  which  arc  found  in  this  Country,  as  Orars,  Kedde^s,  Tor- 
pers,  Thrufhes,  and  Blackbirds,  accompanies^  with  burnt  W--  Th'- 
three  firl  lorts  are  fmgular  in  cheir  Kinds,  and  what  I  have  only  mec 
with  m  the  horth.  ^^^^^^  Or^rs  are  black,  about  the  Bignels  and  Shape 
of  a  Turkey  Hen  ,•  the  kedders  are  almoft  hke  Pheaf.ncs,  tho'  blacker 
and  bigger,  and  taftc  like  them  ;  the  J^-rpers  have  both  the  Tafte  Head 
andSizeof  Partridges,  and  in  Summer-nmeeve-Jthc-rCoIour-  f^j.;„^j^^^.^ 
AV?/j^T«  Countries,  they  whiten  with  theCoid,  and  dont  even  yield^to 
the  driven  Snow  in  the  Depth  of  Wincer,  which  is  the  only  Seafon  t^icf^ 
Birds  are  fat  and  eatable.  Such  Fare  as  this,  and  a  good  Fire  is  *e'dom' 
wanting  up  and  down  the  City,  in  leverai  Taverns,  which  former' v 
were  Noblemen's  Palaces,  who  being  reduced  by  Poverty  and  other 
Accidents,  their  Manfions  hive  futfbr d  this  Metamorphods 

Nor  was  It  a  lefs  agrecaMe,  lefs  curious,  or  lefs  fingulir  Amufement, 
to  Aide  ina\acht  at  full  lail,  with  a  Swiftnefs  equal  to  the  Wind,  over 
the  Gla.ffy  Plains  of  Stockkfdm,  and  the  Parts  adjacent.  This  is  done 
by  faftening  crofs  ways  along  the  Yacht,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Cur-water,  one  or  two  Planks,  which  jut  out  about  three  Foot  on  the 
right  and  left,  and  are  raisd  up  by  two  Pieces  of  Wood  fix'd  under 
their  two  Ends ;  and  by  the  Means  of  a  Rudder- Froft  nail'd  at  the  Bot- 
tom, the  Yacht  will  turn  and  change  its  Courfe  with  lefs  Danger  of 
oyerletting,  and  as  much  Eafe,  as  the  Iwifteft  Sailer  on  its  proper 
Element.  '^    ^ 


CHAP.     VIII. 

o^  journey  to  fee  the  Iron-Works,  and  the  SiU 
ver-Mine  of  Sahlsberg.  TFith  CurJor\  Re^ 
marks  on  Arboga,  Orcbro,  and  other  "Places 
hy  the  IVay.  Another  Journey  to  meet  the 
King  of  Sweden  tn  Norway.  Remarks  on 
Chnftiana,  Carlsftadt,  ^c. 

A Ftcr  having  for  fome  Time  rafted  the  Pleaftirc  of  Riding  in  the 
Sledges,  and  leen  the  moft  frequented  Places  about  the  Cicv,  I 
engaged  my  lelf  to  make  one  with  Mr.  Jack/on,  Sen  to  the  ^aV/a^  Re- 
fident  and  a  Sz^'ed^fi  and  Englifi  Merchant,  to  vifit  the  Forges 
and  Mines  in  the  Country,  by  the  firft  Conveniency.  In  the  m?an 
wh,Ic  the  Hero  of  the  North  having,  according  to  Cuftom,  expofed 
bin^.lelf  at  the  Siege  of  Sir.tlfnnd.  and  ftaid  in  the  City  till  ,t  was  re- 
duced to  capitulate,  Mt  the  Governor  the  Liberty  of  making  the  Ar- 

'^  ^  cicies. 
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been  my  fclf  an  Eye-Wicncfs  -,  not  to  mention  fcveral  others,  which  1 
fhall  p:ls  over,  as  being  all  of  them  at  this  Time  difcontinucd  or  re- 
drelTcd,  as  much  as  the  prefent  Condition  of  S-Jueden  will  allow. 

The  lirfl  Cauie  was,  The  Re^ulatim  of  the  'Frivaleers,  which  (as  they 
faid)  did  more  Damage  to  Sujeclen  and  ics  Allies,  than  to  its  Enemies  ; 
nnd  by  which  none  gain'd,  if  we  except  tlie  Privateers  themielves,  and 
their  Protcd-ors  at  Court,  who  were  enriched  by  them. 

The  Iccond  was,  The  'Prohibition  cf  exporting  the  Iron  of  the  King- 
dom, (during  the  whole  Summer  171'^,)  tho'  at  the  fame  time  their 
Magazines  were  ovcrftockd  ;  nor  was  the  Prohibition  taken  off,  till 
fach  time  as  tho  Ba/tick  (a  Sea,  which  by  reafon  of  its  Tcmpefts  and 
the  Rocks  wherewith  it  abounds,  may  delervediy  be  calld  Black  or 
Jnhofpttable,  as  well  as  the  Tontits  Euxinus)  was  become  impaflable  by 
rcaion  of  the  Ice,  which  blocks  up  its  Ports  for  four  Months. 

I  beg  leave  to  make  here  a  little  Digreflion,  on  Account  of  thcfe  two 
Seas,  by  adding  to  the  Comparifon  feme  farther  .Account  of  their  Simi- 
litude and  Refemblancc  with  rcfpcd  to  their  Waters,  being  both  e- 
qually  Brackifh,  or  a  little  Salt ;  the  natural  Reafon  whereof  may  be 
imputed  to  the  Number  of  great  Rivers  which  diichargc  thcmrelves 
into  each  of  them,  and  to  their  difemboguing  their  Waters  into  large 
Seas,  without  receiving  any  of  theirs  in  Exchange,  by  the  Reflux  of 
the  Tide. 

The  third  Caufe  of  the  Decay  cf  Trade  was,  The  taft  additional 
True  laid  upon  Iron,  contrary  to  all  manner  of  good  Policy  in  Com- 
merce, which  requires  the  Merchants  being  at  liberty  in  the  Difpofal 
of  his  Goods;  and  had  it  continued,  might  have  compelled  Spain,  Muf- 
cc-vy  and  Nor-j:av  to  bring  their  Mines  to  Perfcdlion  ;  and  have  induced 
Great  Britain  to  cultivate  thole  which  Nature  has  blefs'd  her  with,  (as 
well  as  Wood  and  Water  to  work  them)  in  Ibme  of  her  American  Do- 
minions, as  fhe  has  already  done  in  Tar  and  Pitch. 

Lallly,  the  fourth  Caufe  (not  to  tire  the  Reader  with  a  long  and 
melancholy  Detail)  was,  The  imaginary  Species  cf  Erafs  and  'Papery 
which  the  Government  made  current  at  the  Value  of  the  good  Ster- 
ling that  generally  circulates  where-ever  Trade  flourilhes. 

I  return  to  the  Kidtrhiis^  or  Houle  of  the  Nobility  ;  it  is  di- 
reded  in  the  Adminiftration  of  its  Affairs  and  Revenues  by  four 
Nobles,  the  Chief  of  whom  is  ordinarily  a  Senator.  There  is 
lodged  in  it  one  Secretary,  an  Officer  known  by  the  Name  of  Came- 
rar  -,  a  Word  in  S-Ji-ediJh  which  belongs  to  ieveral  Offices,  and  anfwers 
there  to  that  of  Recercer,  with  a  tifcal  and  a  Door-keeper.  The 
Arms  or  Great  Seal  of  the  Nobles  arc  the  Effigies  of  Alars  and  Pallas 
clofe  by,  and  looking  at,  each  other;  with"  this  Infcription  round  a- 
bout,  Sigillum^  Ordinis  Eqtiejlris  Regni  Stiecia: ;  and  in  the  Exerg.  Arte 
CT*  Marte. 

The  Palace  (which,  as  I  faid  before,  is  over-againfl:  that  fide  of 
this  laft,  whereon  is  the  Latin  Infcription  T>ulce  &  'Decornmy 
C^f.)  is  another  very  magnificent  Building  of  the  fame  Nature,  with 
an  Iron  Roof  a  little  lefs  a  la  Manfardy  not  fo  long,  nor  railed 
fo  high,  but  broader  ;  and  it  wants  to  render  it  compleat  on  the 
Outfide,  which  faces  the  City,  the  fame  Things  as  the  other,  but 
then  'tis  infinitely  more  noble  within.  In  this  Palace  the  Royal 
Court  of  Juftice,  call'd  Hoffrdtteny  already  mention'd,  have  their 
Aflemblics  ,-  and  hither  all  the  Provinces  or  Cities  in  the  Kingdom 
may  appeal  from  any  inferior  Court  or  Tribunal,  when  they  q-iefiion 
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the  Equity  of  their  Sentence.    They  keep  here  the  Royal  Library,  for- 
merly augmented  by  a  Part  of  that  of  Prague,  which  was  diviJcd  be- 
tween this,   that  of  Upfal,    and  that  of  the   Cathedral  of  Stockholm. 
But  before  we  proceed  any  farther,  let  us,  if  you  pleafe,  take  a  lurle 
more  Notice  ol  Ridd,r-Holynen,  (B)  having  as  yet  faid  but  htclc  of  it- 
it  was  formerly  called  Kedesker,  when  Scothonung  fortified  himfclf  ther-' 
in,   and  Gromunkar-Holmen,  when  the  Grey  Monks  had  a  MonalkrV 
there,  as  alio  the  Church,  of  which  I  have  already  fpoken    We  Ihall  ({nd 
that  befides  this,  it  is  advantagiouHy  beautified  with  manv  fine  Ho'j^bs 
and  Palaces,   the  mott  confiderable  whereof  belonged  before  the  Re- 
dnaion  to  the  Family  oi  Conni  Michael  J-Vrangel,  and  was  render  d' up 
to  the  Crown  by  the  Decifion  of  that  Tribunal.     Ics  Ourfide  i^  aace- 
Jy,  tho'  'tis  rather  commodioufly  and  agreeably  ficuated,  than  regular- 
ly built,  at  leaft  according   to  the  prefent  Tafte  :    The  Court  rei'dcs 
therein  fincc  the  Royal  Palace  was  burnt.     Behind  this  is  a  lar^c  Pile 
of  Building,  remarkable  for  nothing  but  its  furnilliing  Apartme°us  for 
the  Chancery.   The  College  of  JVar  has  alio  followed  the  Court  unto  this 
Idand;   the  others,  as  the  Royal  Court  of  Juftice,  thole  of  Commerce 
Execution,  d-c.  (which  affembled  themielves  in  divers  Parts  of  the  Royal 
Palace,  before  its  Conflagration)  are  alldifperfed  in  ditferenr  Floufes  in 
the  City,  excepting  the  College  of  the  StadtComptoir,vi\io  continue  their 
Meetings  m  one  of  the  Apartments  of  the  noble  Facade,  which   th« 
Fire  has  fpared.     But  this  College  was  in  a  manner  wholly  ecliplcd" 
during   the  Minifl:ry  of  Baron  Goertz,   by  another  which  chit  Mini- 
ller  inftituted  under  the  Name  of  the  Uplandz  'Deputation,   that  is  to 
fay,  the  Deputation  oWplandia,  which  was  fo  called  from  their  hold- 
ing their  Meetings  in  a  magnificent  Houfe  in   the  Northern  Suburb, 
(which,  as  I've  already  (hewn,  is  in  that  Province)  where  rheir  I-iHi- 
tutor,  who  was  alfo  their  Prcfident,  lodgd  when  in  Town:  Thcv  had 
for  Vice  Prcfidenr,  Count  randernath,  (who  had  alfo  the  Manng-,r-ric 
and  Difpofal  of  all  the  Revenues  and  Finances  of  the  Kingdom,    with 
two  Aflillants,  and  for  Secretary  and  Treafurcr,  Mr.  Ecclcff,  &c. 

Let  us  take  hence  a  Turn  out  of  the  City,  both  for  Change  of  Air,  and 
V  anety :  There  the  firft  thing  that  occurs  worthy  Nonce,  is  theParkcall'd 
T)iurgordtn,  or  rbe  Garden  of  Deer,  from  its  Plenty  of  fallow  Deer,  who 
rove  there  up  and  down  the  Woods,  and  play  upon  the  Grafs,  wichour  be- 
ing terrify 'd  at  the  Sight  of  Paffengcrs.  It  both  furniflies  the  Court  with  the 
Diverfion  of  Hunting,  and  recreates  the  Publick  by  the  Pleafure  of  ics 
Walks,  of  which  there  are  great  Numbers  of  ditTerenc  ibrrs ;  as  plea- 
fant  Meadows,  natural  Alleys,  and  ihady  Groves.     Thefe  ferve  as  a 
Refrelhment  and  Retreat  in  the  greatefl  Heat  of  Summer,  which  is 
lometimes  exceffive,  whilft  the  Sun  is  prefent  about  nineteen  Hours  a- 
bove  their  Horizon  ;    and  would  be  yet  more  infupportable  here  than 
in  the  moll  fcorching  Climates,    were  it  to  be  as  continual.     From 
iS^f   1  "^  ^°  ^°  Ww^Wrf//,  a  handfome  Pleafure-Houfe  about  half 
a  Mile  diftant,  beautified  with  a  charming  Garden,  and  a  noble  Grecn- 
Houfe,  plentifully  ftored  with  Orange  Trees.   This  Seat  was  cilld  he- 
Jore  the  Redudion  of  Grants,  Jacobdall  from  rhe  Name  of  its  firft  M  -

All 
the  Colleges  have  almoft  the  fame  Members  and  Titles,  and  Salaries 
within  a  I'mall  matter  as  thefe  aforc-mcntioned  j  excepting  only,  that 
the  Number  may  be  a  little  different  in  fome  of  em,  and  the  Military 
Titles,  as  General  of  the  Artillery,  Quartcr-Mallcr-General;  and 
in  the  fVar-Colkge,  that  of  Ferdte  or  Refiner,  Brobar,  Examiner  or 
Judge  of  the  Allay,  ^c.  in  that  of  the  Mines,  the  **  LagnunSy 
Judges  of  Appeals,  and  Herardboldings.  All  the  Clerks  or  Chancelills 
are  call'd  by  the  Title  of  Secretaries.  There  are,  bsfides  thefe  already 
fpecificd,  Numbers  more  belonging  to  and  depending  upon  the  State, 
who  have  no  fixd  Salaries,  whofe  Incomes  arile  entirely  from  the  ca- 
fual  Differences  or  Broils  of  the  Publick,  who  employ  them  as  Atrcr- 
nies.  Advocates,  CommilTaries,  d^r.  and  'tis  remarkable,  that  tha 
S-^edtfi  Education  renders  thefe  Titles,  however  barren  and  unfruitful, 
preferable  to  the  Employment  of  a  Merchant ;  and  that  they  are  ac- 
companied with  an  Honour,  which  they  refufe  to  the  latter,  however 
profitable  and  beneficial  to  the  Publick.  For  which  Reafon  a  young 
Su'edc,  who  does  not  follow  the  Army,  (which  is  what  fuits  moft  with 
the  Inclination  of  that  People,)  wou'd  rather  chufe  to  be  call'd  Com- 
miiFary,  or  Secretary,  tho'  v.'ith  a  Salary  which  (if  he  difcharges  his 
Trufl  with  Integrity,)  is  hardly  fufTicient  to  cloath  him  decently,  than 
to  go  into  a  Merchant's  Compting-Houfe,  where  he  may  live  hand- 
fomely  and  at  his  Eafe.  In  fine,  there  is  no  Nation  where  the  Profef- 
fion  of  a  Merchant  is  more  defpifcd,  or  lefs  in  Fafliion,  tho'  never  fo 
advantageous  to  its  Mafler  or  the  State  ;  and  fome,  after  having  been 
fuch  feveral  Years,  and  acquiring  by  that  Bufinefs  confiderable  Eftates, 
liave  purchafed  a  Tide,  to  purify  themfelves  (as  it  were)  from  that 
BIct  in  their  Efcutcheon.  I  m.uft  do  Juftice  neverthclefs  to  ^omz S-Ji-edes 
of  my  Acquaintance,  to  own  that  their  Education  has  not  infeded 
them  on  this  Refped  ;  but  that  they  underfland  Commerce  per- 
fectly well,  efteem  it  as  it  dcferves,  and  cxercife  it  both  to  their 
own  Profit  and  the  Benefit  of  their  Country.  Thefe  have  often  la- 
mented, in  my  Company,  that  general  Contempt  ir  lies  under,  and 
that  they  were  not  able  any  way  to  remove  i: ;  and  have  named 
feveral  Strangers,  who  have,  thro'  this  Negled,  been  brought  into 
S'-Ji'eden,  to  do  what  the  Inhabitants  were  too  proud  to  floop  to, 
both  in  refpedl  to  Trade,  and  the  Improvement  o^,  the  Mines.  Thefe 
Merchants  and  others  laid  further,  that  they  had  met  with  lefs  En- 
couragement fincc  the  late  King  returned  into  his  Dominions.  Some 
have  acquainted  me  with  their  Grievances,  and  the  LolTes  they  had 
fuftaincd  ;  and  cited  the  following  Caufes  and  Proofs,  whereof  I  had 
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fore.     The  Number  of  the  Nobles  is  not  only  incrcafcd  by  the  King'a 
Creation,  but  alio  by  their  Marriages,  which  mulnpiics  rhcm  to  an  in- 
finity j   every  Defcendant  being  equally  intided  by  Birth  to  the  fame 
Honours  as  his  Anccftors,  (as  in  •Poland')  and  being  ofren  promoted 
yet  higher  by  the  Favour  of  his  Sovereign.     Never  was  fuch  an  Inun- 
dation of  Honour  as  in  the  Reign  of  the  aforemenrion'd  Q^jeen,  who 
never  was  more  mortify 'd  than  when  flic  was  oblig  d  to  deny  any  one  • 
flic  ennobled  even  her  very  Taylor,  and  granted  hini  for  Arms  thofe  of 
the  Crown.     But  having  a  mind,  as  a  trench  Author  fays,   who  was 
Minifler  at  that  Court,  to  make  the  Great  Chancellor  Oxcn/iurna.  and 
the  Senator  JVachmefter,  Dukes,  in  order  to  ferve  as  a  Precedent  for 
granting  the  fame  Favour  to  Count  Ton,  the  firft  of  thefj  thanked  her 
for  the  Honour  (he  intended  both  to  himfclf  and  to  the  other,  bur  ex- 
cufed  himlelffrom  accepting  it;  and  at  the  fame  time  reprefcntcd  to 
her,  that  he  thougiit  himfelf  indifpenfably  obliged  to  r.dvife  her  Ma- 
jefty,  rather  to  fupprcfs  and  abolKh  the  Titles  of  the  Counts  and  Ba- 
rons  already  created,  (as  being  burthenfome  to  the  State)   and  re-efta- 
blifli  the  Order  of  Nobility  upon  the  fame  Foot  as  before  the  Time  of 
Gufta-vus  the  Firft,  when  the  S-^edes  were  dillinguiOVd  by  Virtue  and 
Merit  aJone,  and  not  Titles,  of  which  they  had  no  Notion,  the   mod 
noble  among  them  being  then  only  fimply  Gcnclemen.     "  As  for  my 
^^  Iclf,  (laid  he;  I  am  ready  to  render  up  to  the  Crown  my  Digniry  of 
•^  Count,  and  my  Barony,  as  an  Example  to  others;  and  (hall  rliink 
^^  the  Services  which  I  iliail  endeavour  to  do  my  Country,  a  lufficienc 
^    Honour ;    nor  arc  my  Children  ids  inclinable  of  thcmlblvcs  to  con- 
^^  tinue  the  fame,  wichout  being  prompted  thereto  by  any  other  Re- 
compence,  than  the  Glory  of  having  been  ufcful  to  their  Country" 
Lharles  xhi  Tenth  was  lomcthing  more  cautious  in  bellowing  his  Ti- 
tles ;  but  Charles  the  E'eventh,  tho'  he  took  indeed  from  the  Nobles 
that  were  created  in  tormer  Reigns,  the  Eftates  and  Palaces  which  had 
been  granted  them  by  the  Crown ;    yet  he  not  only  left  them  their  Ti- 
tles, but  alio  honour'd  with  new  ones  a  great  many  who  had  ainaed 
him,  as  well  in  his  Profeds  of  calling  m  the  Grants  of  the  Crown    as 
making  himlelf  abfolure.     Both  which  Dcfigns  he  very  fortunately'ac- 
complilhd  ;    and  being  willing  to  colour  them  over  VMth  the  Shew  of 
Julticc,  he  divided  the  Eftates  and  PaJnces  that  accrued  thence  betwe-n 
the  Crown,  the  Counfcllors  of  the  Tribunal  of  R.dudion,  and  the  Of- 
hcers  who  had  fignalized  themlelves  mort  to  h:s  AJvontage,  in  thcic 
Zeal   for  his  Service.     Charies  the  Twelfth  continued  them    to    his 
Urticers  for  their  Lodging  and  Subfiftence ;    and  h.irdly  ever  wis  a 
Prince  more  prodigal  of  his  Favours,  for  he  confumcd  in  a  very  Ihorc 
^pace  ot  Time  among  thole  Courtiers  who  were  in  his  good  Graces 
what  his  Father  had  hcap'd  together  in  feveral  Years,  (as  wcl!  Palaces 
and  Land  as  ready  Money)  and  yet  I  have  been  credibly  a  (Turd,  he 
found  more  in  the  Royal  Treafury,  than  ever  any  Prince  had  done  be- 
tore  liim  at  their  AccclIIon  to  the  Crown.     And  'T  the  mere  eafily  be- 
lieve It,  becaule  I  have  been  an  Eye  Witnefs  that  he  woud  ajvc  aw-iy 
even  more  than  he  was  Mailer  ofj  as  I  have  demonftrated  iomc  where

they  had  begun,  before  my  Oepnrture  from  Stockholm,  to  ered  a  fort  of 
an  Inqmjitioji,  or  Commiliion  of  the  States,  on  the  Ruins  of  the  Tri- 
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bimd  of  Red.iclion,  to  examine  into  mz  Edatcs  that  were  call'd  in, 
and  do  Judice  to  their  ancient  and  lawful  Proprietors,  as  well  as  the 
prefenc  Poflure  of  Affairs  woud  permit  ;  I  don't  know  how  far  they 
will  fuccecd  u\  their  Undertaking.  i3efore  a  Deipotick  Government  pre- 
vailed in  S-^edvn,  when  there  were  General  Diets  of  the  States  of  the 
Kingdom,  the  Nobility  kept  their  Meetings  in  the  Hall  before  men- 
tion d,  as  they  hr.ve  begun  to  do  again,  fmcc  they  have  Ihakea  off  the 
faiJ  Yoke.  Thele  Eflatesdiicontinued  their  AlFcmbiiesasEftates  cf  the 
Kingdom  under  Charles  W.  who  (as  the  Author  of  the  State  of  S'-^'eden 
has  well  oblerv'd)  left  them  not  lo  .much  as  their  Name  j  but  after  ha- 
ving ftrip'd  them  of  their  Authority,  commanded  they  Ihou'd  be  call  J 
rhe  Eitates  of  the  King,  and  that  they  fliou'd  alfemble  only  at  hi^ 
pleafure.  The  Secret  Ufcott,  which  anfwers  to  what  we  call  in  Englijb 
the  Secret  Committee,  meet  now  in  one  of  the  Chambers  below,  when- 
ever there  are  any  particular  Cafes  to  dilculs.  The  Members  vvho 
compofe  this  private  AlTembly,  are  about  One  Hundred  in  Number, 
chofen  from  among  the  Nobijs,  Ecdefiaiiicks  and  Citizens :  The  'Pea.- 
fants  were  formerly  admitted  ;  but  at  the  hrll  Meeting  they  were  found, 
as  'tis  laid,  fu  ignorant  that  they  were  excluded,  as  being  incapable  of 
being  of  any  Aliidance  in  Cafes  that  were  brought  before  them.  The 
CommilTioners  are  engaged  by  Oa:h  not  to  reveal  any  thing  which 
pafles,  nor  even  to  their  deared  Friend. 

The  alfjmb'ing  of  the  States,  by  the  Advice  of  the  Senate,  during 
the  late  King's  Abfence  in  1713,  had  not  the  good  Fortune  to  pleaie 
that  Monarch,  who  was  ftill  in  Turkey  :  he  thought  the  Senate,  as 
well  as  they,  had  taken  more  Liberty  than  his  Father  Charles  XT.  had 
left  them  ;  and  that  they  had  forgot  they  were  no  more  the  free  Senate 
and  States  of  the  Kingdom,  but  the  King's  only,  without  whole  cx- 
prefs  Order  they  were  not  to  ailemble  -,  and  he  gave  them  very  fenfi- 
ble  Marks  of  his  Difpleafure,  in  ordering  }Ar.  M.,llern,  his  Chancellor 
in  Turk}',  to  write  to  them  with  Contempt,  a.^d  fignify,  Th:it  if  tiey 
•■^■ere  not  [eparated  'Ji-hen  that  Letter  (Jwiid  come  to  their  Hana.  jr  at 
le aft  did  not  immediately  difperfe  after  the  Receipt  of  it,  he  -^oiid  fv.d 
them  one  of  his  old  Boots-,  -j.iih  cxprefs  Commu'iui  to  do  nothin(^  but  ^jjhat 
that  fJoould  prefcribe  them.  His  Majelly  gnve  yet  more  manife'l  Proofs 
of  his  Anger  after  his  return  into  his  Dominions,  not  only  to  toe  ^.nate, 
but  to  x.\-\>z  Chancery  i(iiid'v.'\g  Tit  StOLkholm,  the  llar-Office,  Chamber  of 
Accompts,  ^c.  for  he  depriv'd  them  of  the  little  Share  which  chey 
had  in  the  Management  of  State  Ailairs,  gave  the  Adminiilruaon  in 
Chief  to  Baron  Cioertz,  and  the  Trai;elling  Chancery  ;  and  created  hve 
Ombutzrods,  (a  Name  and  Omce,  as  I  believe,  unknown  before  either 
in  S-^-eden,  or  elfcwhere)  who  were  Counfellors  rather  Paliive  than 
Atflive,  or  rather  bare  Executors  of  his  Orders,  dividing  them  into  live 
Dillrid-s  in  the  following  manner. 

The  Firft,  Ombutzrod  was  the  Baron  MuHern,  who  hnd  under  his 
Jurifdidion  the  Expedition  of  Foreign  Affairs,  i-iz.  in  France,  Lr.at 
Britain,  Holland,  and  the  £<?//,  o-c.  To  him  were  join  d  one  Secrcc:uy 
of  State,  whole  Name  was  Mr.  Bank,  one  Secretary  for  the  King 
call'd  Mr.  Vankoken,  one  Regiller,  and  two  Clerks  in  Chancery,  which 
were  call'd  Chancclifts  in  Ordinary. 

The  Second,  Baron  Ldien',hidi,  to  whom  wa3  allotted  alio  the  Difparch 
of  Foreign  AfT:iirs,  -ciz.  in  the  German  Provinces  belonging  to  S-jjiden^ 
the  Court  of  Vienna,  and   the   Empire;  and  he   has  alio  the  lame 
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of  che  Tti-ingle,  is  a  Bearded  Man  crowud  with  Laurel.,  and  armed 
with  a  'Pike  and  BuckLr,  wkIi  a  G'/iV  Cha-n  ahou-  hisNcck,  at  the  End 
of  which  hings  a  lore  of  a  Medal,  or  Ori^r,  ai  ueil  a,;  I  cou!d  diflin 
guiih  ac  that  Diltancc.  On  che  right  Haad  is  another  Statue  ol  a  //'<?- 
tfian,  holding  in  her  r'ght  Hand  an  ^nozi;  the  Shaft  of  which  pa.'ies 
through  the  middle  of  a  Hcad-l^icce;  and  on  the  left  Hand  is  the  Figure 
of  a  tfercukx,  wuli  his  Club  and  Lion's  Skin,  which  hangs  down  from 
the  Crown  of  his  Head  to  his  Dack,  in  the  Form  of  a  Hood.  Upon  a 
Row  of  Stone  cxadly  like  the  other,  only  a  little  longer,  as  reaching 
from  one  end  to  che  other  of  this  Front,  is  in  large  and  black  Charaders 
as  the  former,  and  in  one  Line :  ' 

PRUDENTIA  MURUS  SACER  NEC  DECIDIT  NEC  PRODI 
TUR.     PER  LABORES  ITUR  AD  HONORES.      FORTITUDO 
CIVIUM  PR.€CIPUUM  REGNI  FIRMAMENTUM. 

On  the  two  Sides  are  two  other  Rows,  which  reach  their  whole 
Length  j  and  on  the  firft,  which  looks  towards  the  Ridderholm,  is  en- 
gravd  in  the  like  manner : 

DIVINO  SINE  NUMINE  FAUSTUM  EST  NIHIL. 

And  on  the  other,   over  againft  another  neighbouring  Palace 
'svnich  I  Ihall  take  Notice,  is  written,  ' 

DULCE  ET  DECORUM  EST  PRO  PATRIA  MORI. 

The  Roof  of  this  Building  is  a  la  Manfarde -,  a  Manner  well  enough 
known,  and  uled  m  molt  part  of  modern  Edifices  of  any  Figure,  both 
here  and  ellewhere.  Over  two  Loop-holes,  which  are  pierced  direct- 
ly through  the  Upper-fide  of  the  Roof  above  the  two  Triangles  are 
vwo  Uons  couchant,  in  Brafs  gilt,  looking  one  of  them  towards  the 
City  and  the  other  towards  the  Mel/em  i  and  almoft  at  the  two  Ends 
on  the  Top  of  the  Roof,  are  two  Statues  on  two  Brazen  Pedcllals,  the 
luit  of  which  (to  whom  the  laft  Infcription  but  one  relates^  is  Re'i- 
<^:^on,  under  the  Figure  of  a  IVoman  holding  in  her  right  Hand  a  Cn,- 
i:^nx,  and  in  the  left  a  Book-,  fhc  has  her  Face  turnd  towards  RUdtr- 
Holmen.  The  fecond  is  a  Toimg  Man,  having  in  one  Hand  a  Nak»d 
^-s;ord,  and  in  the  other  a  Ibrt  of  an  Urn,  or  Box  of  Ter tames,  and 
.ecms  to  look  towards  the  neighbouring  Palace,  which  I  bcforc- 
mcnnond,  over  againft  which  is  the  laft  Infcription,  wh.ich  refers  to 
him.  Thefe  Statues  fcem  at  the  Didance  from  the  Ground  not  much 
larger  than  the  Life  ;  and  Count  ^Dahlbert^h,  in  the  Print  of  this  Palace 
wnich  he  has  puWilh-d,  has  reprelcnted  it  as  finilh'd,  and  has  add-d 
lomc  Statues  a  little  different  from  what  they  are  at  this  Time,  hefiJ.  . 
orliers,  (for  the  Ornament  of  the  Places  not  yet  fimlh'd,)  the  Orir^inals 
or  waich  are  not  ready.  They  are  of  a  Grey  Marble  of  GotUand,  and 
done  by  an  admirable  Hand.  Towards  the  four  Corners  of  the  Roof, 
upon  four  fquarc  Tunnels  of  Chimneys,  plated  with  Brafs,  and  adorned 
on  the.r  Sides  with  Branches  of  Palm,  and  Crois  work  gilt,  are  four 
Ubexsks,  having  each  of  them  four  g,lt  Apples  between  their  Bafi^  and 
the  Chimney,  and  at  the  Top  a  Ihining  Bomb,  wherein  are  five  Purii- 
tions,  whence  Golden  Flames  Iccm  artificially  to  illue  our,  .nd  ihrough 
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which,    when  they  make  Fires  in  them,   the  Smoak  ulually  pifTcs. 
Tnele  Obelisks  arc  of  Brafs,   and  enriched  at  the  four  Corners   with 
Baljo  Relievos  gilt,  confiilmg  in  different  forts  of  Armour    Figures  of 
A.-.imals,  cTc      In  the  middle  of  the  Roof  is  a  larger  Tunnel?  fquare 
hkc  the  rert,  but  without  any  Obelisk;  the  four  Sides  whereof  are  a- 
domed  with  Garlands  gilt,  and  in  Balfo  Relievo,  which  fcem   to  vo- 
mic  Flames,   reprelented  very  naturally  in  Brafs,    either   cirvd    or 
cad-,  and  well  gilt.    In  the  Infidc  of  this  Palace  there  is  norhi  ig  hm'hd 
but  one  Apartment  below,    and  a  great  Hall  on  the  Firll  F  oor    re- 
markable  only  for  its  Cieling,  beautified  with  an  excellent  Painting 
It  rcprefcnts  a  lorr  of  Olympus,  or  Heaven,  from  the  Top  of  which  is 
fce(i  a  IVoman  coming  out  of  the  Clouds,  and  having  in  her  Hand  a  Croj^n 
of  Stars,  whole  Brightncfs  is  imitated  as  much  to  the  Life,  as  cis  pof 
fible  for  Art  to  follow  Nature,  with  fome  Groups  of  Children  on  th- 
right  and  left.     A  little  beneath  the  firft  Woman  are  three  others   littma- 
upon  Clouds,  and  holding  three  Royal  Crov:ns,   :n  fuch  a  manner,  th^c 
two  of  them  have  both  their  Hands  upon  the  three,  whiUl  the  other 
has  only  her  left  upon  one  of  them,  and  a  Palm  Branch  with  Mvrrle 
m  her  right.     On  the  left  is  Fame  with  her  Trumpet,  and  on  the  rr^he 
lome  Figures  of  Children,  d-c.     The  thr.e  Royal  Cro-^ns  placed  in 'a 
Triangle,  as  they  ule  to  reprefent  the  Arms  oi  S-eden,  are  apparently 
dcfigned  to  delcnbc  the  Union  of  the  three  Kingdoms  ar  Catmar      A 
bout  the  middle  of  the  Piece  is  a  Ibrt  of  Throne,  on  which   a  //V//,-« 
cro-^-7iedis  ieated,  with  a  Sceptre  in  one  Hand,  and  a  Globe  m  the  other  - 
having  on  each  Side  of  her,   a  little  lower  than  her  felf,    fven  other 
IP  omen,  one  of  which  with  a  Crucifix  reprefenrs  the  Umfian  Relvnon 
and  the  reft  the  Cardinal  Virtues  ;    the  Figure  that  is  crownd  fcem's  to 
be  defign'd  for  S-u;eden.    Beneath  the  Throne,  or  behind  ic,  is  a  IVaman 
kneeling,  having  on  her  right  Side  Tlenty,  with  her  Comu  Copia  over- 
flowing with  all  lores  of  Fruits  and  Flowers  -,  and  on  the  left  fcveral  other 
Figures  of  Men  and  Women.     One  of  thefe  laft  may  be  known  to  be 
Frudence,  by  a  Lcoking-Glafs   in  her  Hand ;    another  for  Honour  oc 
(alory,^y  2.Crov)n  which  Ihe  holds  ready  to  put  upon  the  Head  of  Me- 
rit,  whom  flie  feems  to  be  drawing  out  of  Obfcurity.     Ac  the  Bottom 
under  feveral  other  Figures  of  Women  and  Children,  you  mav  lee  the 
Liberal  Arts,  as  -Painting,  Mufick,    and  Sculpture,    together  with  tho 
Seafons.     The  Harmony  of  the  Colours  in  this  Piece,  is  no  lefs  charm- 
ing than  the  Imagination  of  the  Painter,  whofe  Name,  F.hr'^n/rrahl  is 
in  the  right  Corner  with  the  Year  1675-.    Thev  keep  in  this  Palace  the 
Matriculation,  or  Regifter  of  the  Names  and  Titles  of  the  Nobility 
whofe  Arms  are  there  emblazoned  upon  Plates  of  Brafs,  with  which 
the  Walls  of  the  Great  Hall  before-mentioned  are  lined  on  the  Infide. 
They  reckon  in  Sz<eden  fome  thoufands  of  Families  which  have  been 
ennobled  fince  the  Reign  of  Queen  Chrifina;  and  indeed  there  are  few 
Nations  more  generally  ambiaous  of  that  Honour,  or  where  the  So- 
vereign  is  to  prodigal  of  his  Titles,  and   the  Subjed  at  lefs  Experce 
Ta  j      %'^5^"^"''2  '    ^"^  "o"^  O'lly  .Suhj..ds,  but  even  Strangers,  for 
Mademoifelle  T>irett  was  lately  made  Countels  of  Gyllenbour'r,  at  the 
bare  Requeft  or  her  Faiherin-Law,  the  Count  of  that  Na:^^e^  not  to 
mention  leveral  o^  mv  Acquaintance,  who  were  ennobled  before  her, 
and  with  as  little  Ditficulty  or  Charge.     This  Profufion   of  Titles  has 
given  B.rth  to  this  Sayi-ig,  Th.u  the  Order  of  M>bilitv  has  been  as  venal 
m  Sweden  //w^  the  Reformat  ion,  as  the  Remi/Jion  of  Sins  vi'as  there  be- 
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with  Brafs,  fome  Houfcs  and  Shops,  mofl:  of  which  arc  Brick  ct  Tree 
Srone.  Bur  the  Royal  Scabies  ought  not  to  be  palsd  over  in  Silence,  hcir.g 
very  wcJi  worth  the  viewing.  'Tis  a  Pile  ot  Building  in  Icngtit  on  the 
I-J4  Paces,  and  in  breadth  zo ;  in  the  InHdc  140  Paces  ion^^, 
and  between  17  and  18  broad,  with  two  Wings  noway  inferior  to  ir. 
The  whole  Edifice  is  entirely  plated  with  Iron,  and  cnlighrcncd  with 
100  large  Windows.  The  main  Body  is  vaulted  with  a  nobl';  arch'd 
Roof,  and  contains  two  Floors  130  Paces  long,  capable  of  ranging  in 
two  Rows  about  ico  Horlcs,  ^nd  divided  by  48  beautiful  Pillars  after 
the  Tvfcan  Order,  which  luflaia  the  Roof;  and  are  diipol'jd  at  an 
equal  Dillance  in  I'uch  a  manner,  that  each  of  them  has  a  fort  of 
wooden  Pallilade  covcr'd  witii  Plates  of  Iron,  which  reaches  five  Paces 
from  the  Pillar  to  which  'tis  faden'd  to  the  Wall,  againft  which  are  the 
Mangers  and  Racks. 

Before  I  leave  this  little  Ifiand  to  re-enter  the  City,  I'll  ta!;c  a  flight 
View  of  a  Palace  with  a  Brazen  Roof  built  at  (D)  adjoining  to  the  Sta- 
bles. It  formerly  belonged  to  the  Family  of  Count  Brahe^  and  feii  a 
facrifice  to  the  Crown  by  the  Rcdud:ion  of  the  Royal  Grants,  which 
has  fincc  beftow'd  Ibmc  of  the  Apartments  on  the  College  of  Anti- 
quities for  a  Pvepoucory  of  their  Curiofitics.  Thefe,  with  a  little  Li- 
brary depending  thereupon,  for  the  Society  to  aiTcmblc  in  whenever 
there  is  Occafion,  which  vcr^  rarely  happens  at  this  Time,  are  all  the 
remarkable  Things  m  this  Palace  ;  its  Building  is  very  indide- 
rent,  and  after  the  Gothick  Tafte,  and  its  grcatcfl:  Magnificence  con- 
fifts  in  its  Brazen  Re  of.  The  Antiquities  therein  prelcrved  are  I'evc- 
ral  forts  of  Arms  belonging  to  the  firfl  Kings  of  this  Country,  which 
they  rupcrfutiouny  buried  with  them;  making  ir,  according  to  the  Re- 
ligion of  thole  Times,  which  efteem'd  it  Sacrilege  to  touch  them  :  Bur 
the  late  Mr.  Rndbeck,  and  other  Members  of  the  College,  have  fince 
made  no  fcruplc  to  violate  the  Pagan  Cufloms,  by  digging,  and  taking 
them  up  again.  There  arc  likcwile  leveral  Coins  of  the  Eaftcrn  Empire 
fince  Otko  the  Great,  and  of  the  EngUfi  Kings  Ethdred^  Cauiitus  the 
Great,  and //(!«/,:/,•  with  fome  yir,?<i'W72  Pieces,  which  are  owing  (as  they 
fay)  to  the  Incurfions  and  glorious  Pyracics  of  the  ancient  (Joths,  and 
other  Inhabitants  of  Thik^  a  Name  which  they  here,  cfpecially  Mr.  Rnd- 
Leck,  affirm,  has  always  belongd  of  right  toScammarm^  prcfcr;;My  to 
the  North  oi  Great  Britain  ot  Ireland ;  to  both  of  which  icverai  iMl.n 
Authors,  as  CLndtnn,  Juvenal,  Statius,  &c  have  given  that  Tide.  They 
keep  here  bcfides  a  Hatchet  and  a  Shoemaker's  Chcft,  on  which  arc 
the  anticnt  Runick  Almanacks,  which  I  ihall  hereafter  Ipeak  of:  The 
Library  is  indeed  but  Imall,  but  very  valuable  on  account  of  the  Trea- 
fure  it  contains,  confifting  principally  in  anticnt  Chronological  Manu- 
fcripts.  Letters  Patent,  &c.  which  arc  the  moll  proper  to  give  a  good 
Infight  into  the  Beginning,  Prcgrefs  and  Changes  in  the  City  of  ^tock- 
holm-,  as  well  as  other  Affairs  relating  to  Sn-eden,  and  the  afore-mcn- 
tion'd  Antiquities  :  But  thefe  arc  not  rang'd  into  an  Order  to  be  view'd 
to  that  Advantage  and  Satisfadion  that  a  curious  Enquirer  wo^i'd  wilh 
for.  This  College  is  annexed  to  that  of  the  Chancery,  and  is  under 
the  fame  Prcfidcnt  ;  nor  has  it  at  prefent  but  two  Aficfiors,  one  Secre- 
tary and  one  Interpreter  of  the  Gothick  Language.  To  do  Jullice  to 
the  Merit  of  Mr.  Nicholas  Redder,  the  cldeft  of  the  Affcficrs,  I  muf'; 
own,  that  bcfides  his  being  Mailer  of  feveral  Foreign  Languages,  he 
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h.is  acquir'd  a  perfed:  Skill  not  only  in  th?  Gotkitk,  An-jjo  Saxcn.  and 
Rufjian,  but  alio  in  the  Roman  Coins;  vv'hich  hitter  he  has  been  obii- 
"cd  (for  particul.ir  Renfons)  ro  diipofe  of  in  Favour  of  Mr.  Chriftian 
Stand',  a  great  /idmircr  of  thofc  precious  Rcitcks  o^'  AntKHiiry.  Paf- 
fing  hence  into  the  Cicy,  and  crolfing  the  Court  of  the  Royal  Palace, 
yoa  will  find  at  (x)  in  the  fame  Plan,  the  Habitation  of  Count  'T,\','h/. 
ThisHoui;:  IS  bir.  Irrle,  h-.it'tis  an  incdimablc  Structure,  and  exquiikc- 
ly  defign'd,  and  worth  its  Architect  and  Mailer's  Ability.  The  Bmk 
(4)  0-  """'C^''  '^''^'^  which  they  call  the  new  one)  is  a  lunintucus  Edifice, 
-a\\<\  one  of  the  principal  Ornaments  of  the  City,  which  is  all  thau  can 
at  this  Day  be  faid  to  its  Honour. 

Thou  ^h  I  did  not  propofc  to  cnrcr  inr.:)  any  Particulars,  or  make 
ony  Dcicription  of  a  Number  of  orhcc  Buildings,  which  yet  gj- 
fsrvc  very  well  the  Attention  of  the  curious  Traveller,  I  (IkiII  nc- 
\crthclels  mention  fome  mere.  The  Palace  (9)  which  they  call 
in  S-.vc-difiy  R.ed.ierhoufc ,  or  the  Honfe  of  the  Nohlas ,  ihall  be  the 
fifft.  Its  Njigl'ibourhcod  to  the  iHe  before  Ipoken  of,  has  made  it 
change  that  Name  to  Redder -Holmen,  or  the  llland  of  the  Nobility. 
'Tis  a  large  and  lofty  Piic  of  Building,  rais'd  With  Brick,  and  cover'd 
with  Brals,  but  v/anrs  on  the  Outfide  tv/o  Wings  worthy  of  it,  to  be 
compleacly  finiOi'd.  The  Front,  which  is  towards  the  City,  is  doled 
at  the  Top,  exadly  in  the  Middle,  widi  a  Trianj-lc  of  Frce-llone;  two 
Angles  of  which  are  reclining  upon  the  Top  of  the  Wail,  and  the  third 
is  rais'd  in  Form  of  a  Pyramid,  and  fupoorts  a  Scanue  reprefcnting  a 
^palladnm,  fuch  as  may  be  Icon  on  fome  Medals,  or  rather  a  'Pa7itheon, 
as  it  is  fi.^urcd  upon  the  Coins  ciCar.acalla  and  Jti':a,  There  sre  alio 
two  others  at  the  end  of  the  other  Angles,  one  of  which  repreients  a 
Toung  Woman  holding  a  B:iok,  with  a  Cock  lying  at  her  Feet ;  the  other 
a  loung  Man,  v.ich  a  drawn  S'sjord  in  his  right  Hand,  and  a  Laurel 
Cro'j:-a\i\  his  left,  and  the  Skin  of  a  Lion  gilded  on  his  Arm.  Direclly 
in  the  midll  of  the  Triangle,  on  a  convex  Plate  of  Brafs  black'd  over, 
and  furrounded  with  EafTo  Rclie-vos  in  Stone,  reprelcnting  feveral  forts 
of  Airms  and  Armour,  fuch  as  Caiques,  CuiralTcs,  Pikes,  Swcrds,  and 
Cannon,   are  the  following  Words  engraven  in   great  Golden  Cha- 
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Underneath,  'ipon  a  P.ov/  of  Free-ftone,  whicli  feems  to  le^n  upon 
ten  Chapiters,  b.longi:-!.;  to  as  many  fallc  Columns,  hkewiie  Frec-ftone, 
with  which  the  whole  Body  of  the  Building  (excepting  thole  Places 
where  theW'ings  were  ;o  be  fixed)  is  lin'd  ond  incruflaced,  tp.cre  arj: 
the  following  V\'ord3  it:  one  finglcLine  in  black  Characters: 

CONSILIO  ATQUE  SAPIENTIA  CLARIS  M AJORCM   EX£\^ 
PLIS  ET  FELICICUS  ARMI5. 

The  oppcfitc  Fi-cnt  which  faces  the  Me/Am  has  a  Triangle  of  the  fame, 
aivj  a  Plate  furroundc-d  alfo  with  Bafl'o  Relievos,  (of  a  diid-rciu  Kind  as 
to  the  Arms,  which  are  for  the  molt  p.irt  afrcr  the  manner  ot  the  Rj- 
mans,  as  Battle- Axes,  Fc^fces,  &c.)  on  which  there  is  another  Infcrip- 
tion  like  the  firft,  and  in  the  fame  Charaders.  There  are  a!fo  three 
Statues  difpofcd  like  the  others,  but  uiffcrciit  with  Reipcdl  to  wliac 
they  hold  in  their  Hands.     Th.ir  which  ftands  uccn  the  raifcd  Point 
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Chrifl  their  Lord  and  Maflcr,  and  to  that  intent  ho  converted  them  into 
Specie.  He  brought  off  likewifc  from  the  Imperial  Palace,  amongfr  a 
great  Quantity  of  other  pretious  Spoils,  that  fo  famous  and  vaUiabie 
Cabinet  which  ^Don  Antonto  -Pmcntd  del  Trado,  then  Miniller  of  ^pam 
at  the  Court  of  S-ji-eden,  had  the  Addrcls  to  recover  from  the  Hands 
cf  Queen  Chnjlma^  who  was  as  liberal  and  free  in  dillnbuting  the 
Spoils  of  conqiier'd  Enemies,  as  her  Father  and  the  S\::c'difi  Officers 
had  been  prodigal  of  their  Blood  to  purchale  them. 

This  JyC^w/^r^  ('tis  faid)  had  a  prodigious  Afcendant  over  the  Spirit 
of  this  Queen,  of  whom  he  cou'd  gain  almofl:  any  Point ;  and  this  Ai- 
cendant  was  perceptible  to  all  the  World,  not  only  whiiil  he  remain  d 
in  S-Jveden,  but  even  after  he  was  gone  ,•  which  one  may  Ibrnoicnriy 
judge  by  this  one  Example  :  Some  Months  aficr  the  Revocation  of  this 
Miniftcr,  (who,  tho'  ablcnt  in  Body,  feem'd  poipctually  prcfent  m  her 
Mind,  and  to  govern  all  her  Thoughts  and  Adions,j  fur  juit  before  hcr 
Abdication,  flic  lent  a  pofitivc  Order  in  Writing  to  the  Rcfidcnt  o^'Fortu- 
galto  depart  the  Kingdom  inftancly ;  in  which  ihe  gave  an  evident  Proof 
of  her  Complaifance  for  Sj^am,  even   to  the  taking  the  Regal  Title 
from  the  King  of  Torttigal^  and  ftiling  him  not  only  in  Contempt  the 
little  Duke  of  Braganza,  but  calhng  him  the  unjull  Ulurper   of  the 
Crown  he  wore.     This,  with  fome  other  Proceedings,  altogether  as 
extraordinary,  which  this  Princefs  was  guilty  of,  after  the  Arrival  of 
that  Minifter,  gave  Grounds  to  a  French  Author,  who  has  written  of 
the  Tranfadions  at  that  Court,  to  make  the  following  Reflections  : 
"  TheRefidence  of  Ttmentelm  S-Jveden  did  morcMifchief  to  that  King- 
"  dom,  than  if  the  Emperor  had  fent  thither  50,000  Men  to  regain  his 
"  Cabinet."     'Twas  with  this   fame  Mint  Iter  that  ihe  difcourfed  (as 
they  affured  me  there)  publickly,  and  in  thcfe  difrcl'pedful  Terms  ot 
Jeius  Chrifl.  "  Ever  fincc  we  can  trace  in  Hiflory  the  Events  which 
have  happen'd  to  Mankind,  one  cannot  reckon  Fifty  Years  which 
'  have  pafs'd  fucceHivcly  in  an  Univerlal  Tranquility,  and  not  Forty 
"  fince  the  Time  of  Chriftianity.     The  Virgin  Mary  (lays  flie)  had 
•'  but  one  Son,  and  that  Son  has  been,  and  ftillis,  the  Caufe  of  Trou- 
"  bles,  Divifions,  Pcrfecutions,  and  bloody  endlcis  Wars  amcngH  Us  $ 
"  if  flie  had  had  Two,  what  wou'd  have  become  of  Us  ?  "  To"  which 
(as  they  fay)  he  anfvver'd.  Madam,  He  fuid  the  Truth  tnjaytvg,  lam 
not  come  to  bring  Teace  to  the  fVorld^  but  the  S\z'ord. 

From  this  Church  we  will  go  to  that  of  St.  Francis,  (15)  as  being 
the  next  in  Bignefs,  tho' farther  diftant;  It  is  fituatcd  upon  the  lutlc 
Ifle  raark'd  (B),  whereon,  as  the  Hiftory  of  the  Country  informs  us, 
Skothonung  fortified  himfelf  to  iurprize  St.  Olaus.  Tis  laid,  tiiat  k 
was  founded  by  the  King  Magnus  Ladiflaus  in  1x70,  with  a  Monaftcry 
of  Francifcans  of  that  Order,  which  they  cali'd  there  Gromunkor,  or 
Grey  Monks,  on  account  of  the  Grey  Colour  of  their  Habits,  to  di- 
llinguifli  them  from  other  Monks  and  Fryars,  who  formerly  fwarm  d 
there.  From  them  the  Ifland  was  cali'd  Gromunkholmen,  as  was  alio 
the  Bridge  Gromunkbron,  from  their  palling  over  it.  This  Church  is 
not  by  far  fo  rich,  nor  fo  well  adorned  within,  as  the  other  j  but  its 
Steeple,  tho'  not  the  highell,  palTes  for  the  fincll  in  either  City  or 
Suburbs.  'Tis  the  moft  ufual  Burial- Place  of  the  Royal  Family,  liiice 
the  Time  of  its  Founder,  who  has  his  Tomb  there  with  this  plain  and 
fimple  Infcription, 
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Hicjacet  Sepultus  Sereniffimus  Trinceps  ac  T^ominns  Magnus  Suecorum 
Gothorurn  Rex,  Birgeri  'Dims,  prafatorum  Regnorum  Gnbernatoris,  Fi- 
lms Erict  XL  ejus  nomims  eorundem  Regnorum  Regis,  ex  Sorore  Nepos 
obut  Anno  CIjCCXC  cujus  anima  in  sternum  vrjat. 

It  may  perhaps  leem  Itrange,  that  I  mention  this  Church  in  the  Num- 
ber of  thole  in  the  City,  fince  it  Hands  upon  a  diHercnt  IHand ;  but  I 
hope  it  Will  be  a  fufficicnt  Excule,  that  this  Ille  is  much  nearer  the 
Ciry  than  any  other  Land,  as  being  fcparated  only  by  a  narrow 
Channel  of  Mellern  28  Paces  wide,  as  may  be  Icen  by  the  fore  men- 
tioned Bridge,  which  reaches  from  one  Shore  to  the  other,  and  is  ex- 
adly  of  that  Length. 

We  will  next  pals  over  to  the  other  Church,  (6)  dedicated  by  its  Foun- 
der to  St.  Gertrude,  fituate  in  the  middle  of  the  City,  and  calld  at  pre- 
font  the  German  Church.  I  have  left  it  to  the  lall,  as  being  the  Icalb 
Its  grcatell  Magnificence  confifts  in  being  cover'd  with  Copper,  as  are 
alio  the  other  two.  Some  will  alio  brag  of  the  Chimes,  which  they 
value  here  as  one  of  the  mod  harmonious  Sets  in  the  World.  Thcv 
feem,  indeed,  in  general  to  pleale  the  People  of  this  Country  ;  and  one 
wou'd  imagine  they  thought  they  did  not  difpleale  even  the  'DeacU 
fincc  they  ring  them  at  their  Funerals  to  fuch  a  degree,  as  very  much 
dilhirbs  the  Living,  unlcfs  they  reckon  them  (as  the  Aiiciencs  did) 
an  Alarm  of  Terror,  as  well  as  a  Sound  of  Joy.  Chriltian  Hnlory 
mentions  alio  two  Temples  built  formerly  in  this  City,  and  dedi- 
cated one  to  St.  John,  and  the  other  to  St.  T>ominick,  with  two  Mona- 
flcrics  for  the  Monks  of  thofe  two  Orders  ;  but  as  we  can  only  fi:icak 
of  them  by  Hearlhy,  we  will  not  fcarch  into  their  Ruins,  but  go  on  to 
the  other  molt  remarkable  Buildings. 

The  Royal  Palace  (i)  wou'd  naturally  claim  our  firfl  Regard,  if  it 
had  not  unfortunately  been  reduced  to.Alhesa  fewDays  after  the  Death 
of  Charles  XL  (whom  it  had  like  to  have  I'erv'd  for  a  Funeral  Pile,) 
and  'twas  with  great  Difficulty  they  laved  his  Corpfe,  which  then  lay 
in  State  therein;)  or  rather,  if  the  Hurry  and  Expcnccs  of  the  late  War 
had  not  hindered  Count  TeJJin,  who  has  imbibed  in  Italy  a  thorough 
Tafte  of  fine  Architedure,  from  finifliing  that  whereof  he  had  drawn 
the  Plan,  and  laid  the  Foundation  upon  the  Ruins  of  the  other.  The 
Wails,  which  are  railed  up  fome  Toiles,  arc  magnificent  Beginnings, 
which  promilb  fome  time  or  other  advantageoully  to  rccompence  the 
Crown  for  the  Lofs  of  the  other,  if  ever  it's  brought  to  Pcrfcdlion. 
The  other,  which  they  call  the  Old  Caflle,  is  now  only  to  be  "^zzn  in 
Prints  :  It  was  ftild  before  the  Fire  the  Royal Caftle,  and  was  (as  they 
lay;  but  a  confufed  Heap  of  Apartments  after  the  Gotkick  Order  -,  and 
the  fame  Element  that  has  now  confum'd  it  almoll  entirely,  began 
lome  time  before  to  declare  War  againft  it,  and  cxcrcis'd  its  deitrudivc 
Power  over  feveral  Parts  of  it.  Here  the  forcmentioned  Count  had 
already  fignahz'd  his  mafterly  Skill,  in  a  handlbme  ChapncI,  and  a 
hne  Facade  or  Front  after  the  Italian  manner,  as  well  as  in  the  Roval 
Stab  es.  The  firfl:  of  thcfe  was  again  confum  d,  but  the  Facade  and 
Stables  were  prelervd,  by  having  the  Advantage  of  the  Wind  i  the 
latter  fland  on  a  little  Illand,  whereof  I  promiled  to  fpeak  more  am- 
ply, leparatcd  from  that  of  Stockholm  by  a  fmall  Branch  of  the  Mellern 
running  before  the  laid  Front.  This  liland  is  cali'd  i^%  Andes  Hol- 
meri  ot  thclfland  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  is  not  above  400' Paces  in  Cir- 
cumference, and  is   entirely  cover'd  by  the  Stables,  a  Palace  roofed

Over  the  Altar  is  a  rich  fort  of  Cupboard,  finely  gilt  on  the  Out- 
fide,  and  lined  within  vvith  Ebony;  which,  when  open  d  en  Sundays 
and  other  i'cllivals,  difeovers  a  Table  of  a  I'yramidal  Form,  with  five 
Partitions  of  MafTy  Silver,  u'hcreon  are  c!;c  following  Hiflories  ia 
Baffo  Reuevo  exquifitcly  finilh  d.  On  the  firft,  from  the  Top  to  Bot- 
tom is  the  Natifitv  of  JcfusChrrii  ;  on  the  feccnd,  his  Supper ;  on  the 
the  thii\l,  his  Cnicifixion  ;  on  tho  fourth,  his  Biiru;! i  and  on  tjic  fifth, 
his  Refiirn'ttion.  On  the  Summii:  or  tiiis  Table  is  ri  little  Statue  of  the 
fame  Metal,  in  hei[;hr  about  a  *  S-ssedifi  Ell,  which  rcprcients  his 
Afcenfion.  Eight  other  little  Scarues  of  the  fame  Metal,  Height  anil 
proportionable  Bignefs,  accompany  the  Ba(To  RcL-cvos  -,  as  tliat  of 
Mofis,  having  in  his  Hands  the  Tables  of  the  Law  ;  and  the  Fore- 
runner of  Jclus  Chriil,  holding  a  Crol's,  with  a  Lamb  lying  at  hia 
Feet.  Join'd  to  the  Rcprcfcntation  of  the  Crucifixion  arc  Angels,  with 
Inflrumcnts  of  that  Punilhmentj  and  the  Evangclifls,  with  the  Animals 
ulually  airign'd  them  by  Statuaries  and  Painters,  fland  by  the  others 
in  the  fame  Order.  The  wh.olc,  of  Mafly  Silver,  is  laid  to  weigh 
but  30,000  Ounces;  but  yet  tis  reported  to  iiavc  coll  the  Donor 
80,000  Crowns,  or  1 6,000 /.  Sterling,  ib  much  u  it  furpafTcd  in  Va- 
lue, by  the  Curiofity  of  the  Wcrkmnnfhip. 

On  the  right  Side  of  the  Aicar  is  a  large  Pidure  raifcd  up  againfl 
the  Wall,  reaching  even  from  the  Pavement  to  the  vaulted  Roof,  and 
of  a  Breadth  proportionable  -,  in  which  ■i^aradife  and  //"//arc  finely  re- 
prefcnted  by  the  famous  Ehrcnfira::!.,  the  ApeiLs  of  this  Country.  It 
paffcs  for  a  Mafter-picce  of  Art  and  Invention.  On  the  Left,  oppo- 
site to  the  aforcmcntion'd,  is  another  of  a  lefTcr  Size,  wherein  is  de- 
Icribed  the  Cr/V£r//i;v,w2  of  Jcflis  Chrifi:  z\\i\  the  two  Thieves  ;  and  th.cy, 
who  arc  the  bcfl  Judges  of  liich  Performances,  ci1:ccm  this  alfo  as  excel- 
lent in  its  kind.  In  the  Vcftry  arc  to  be  ^zzn  feme  Mitres  belonging 
to  the  anticnt  BiOiops,  and  feveral  fine  Alrar-Cloths,  with  rich  Habits 
of  their  former  Priells,  which  are  made  of  the  moil  coflly  Scuffs,  and 
ingenioufly  cmbroider'd  with  Gold  and  Silver  -,  as  Cbaf.ibles  and  yllbcc^ 
which  the  Lutheran  Miniflcrs  ufc  ar  this  Day,  in  fome  part  of  their 
lacred  Office,  as  the  Roman  Cathoikks  do  at  the  celebrating  of  the 
Latin  Mais.  They  have  alfo  in  the  fame  Place  CrolTcs  and  Cruci- 
fixes, and  large  MafTy  Silver  Candleflicks  very  weighty,  with  which 
they  adorn  the  Altar  on  fblcmn  Fcftivais,  lig'hting  up' in  them  Wax 
Tapers,  as  they  did  formerly,  only  not  in  lb  great  a  quantity  ;  be- 
cauie  they  have  prefervcd  but  one  Altar  in  each  Church,  out  of  the 
Numbers  which  were  ufcd  before  the  Reformation.  There  are  likc- 
wilc  Chahces,  cither  of  Gold  cr  Silver  gilt,  the  moll:  ptctious  of  which 
is  not  only  entirely  Gold,  but  cmbellilhed  with  Numbers  of  Jewels, 
fctin  Figures  rcprefenting  KhzT^f/Ion^  the  Apofllcs,  crc.  it  is  valued  at 
/jo,ooo  Crowns. 

it  Was  taken  in  ^Prague,  (as  they  fay)  with  another  not  unlike  it, 
(tho'  inferior  in  Worth,}  which  is  at  Upfal^  by  General  Konrngfmarky 
who  got  befides  that  an  inellimabic  Booty.  Tis  reported,  that  the  fame 
General  having  obfervcd,  in  one  of  the  Churches  in  t!ic  Suburbs,  the 
Statues  of  the  Twelve  Apoflles  larger  than  the  Life  in  Maffy  Silver, 
commanded  his  Officers  to  carry  them  off,  faying,  difrefpecliully,  'twas 
fit  they  (hou'd  travcrlc  the  World,  according  to  the  Order  of  Jclus

ning.     He  will  have  it  that  'Thur  Cut,  of  which  they  make  the  God 
Thor^    is  b'jc  one  Word,  'ThnrgoiLus,   and  a  proper  Name,   the  Com- 
pound of  Thitr  and  Gotbts,  according  to  the  Uiagc  of  the  Ancients 
who  took  a  Pride  in  deriving  their  Names,   as  well  as  their  On^in 
from  their  Godsi    that  this  'Thurgothiis  had  been  a  MagiTtratc,  u  ho 
had  caus'd  this  Medal  to  be  ftruck,   or  perhaps  the  Coiner  himlelf, 
as  has  been  pradis'd,  lays  he,  in  England  for  Example,  on  the  En^lijh. 
Saxon  Pieces,  of  which  Mr.  Walker  has  made  mention.     Bclides   ciiac 
\x.  is  not  certain  that  any  Money  was  coin  d  ac  the  Time  the  God  Tkor 
was  worfliip'd,  it  is  not  improbable  that  this  Thiirgothis  was  Governor 
of  Ibmc  Place,  or  Ibme  Coiner,  when  the  Goths  i^n^  Saxons  were  con- 
founded with  the  Britons^  as  well  as  they  were  with  fo  many  other  Na- 
tions of  Europe  and  Afia^   by  their  Irruptions  and  Conqucfts  :   That 
upon  this  Medal  he  put  the  Charadlers  the  moil  natural  to  him,  before 
a  Speech  compofed  of  the  Languages  of  thole  Nations  prcvail'd,  as  it 
did  aftcrwardsi  fuch  as  is  the Ab^/^/^ Tongue,  in  which  there  arc  a  vafc 
Number  of  Words  and  ExprelTions  that  arc  altogether  S-^ediJh^  or  dif- 
fer only  from  it  in  the  Pronunciation.    We  might  likewile  obferve  that 
the  Lightning  and  Mallet  which  the  God  Thor  fliould  have  in  that  Me- 
dal, according  to  Mr.  Gibfon,  refembie'thc  one  and  the  other  no  more 
than  they  do  a  Sceptre  and  a  Globe.     But  as  it  is  dangerous  to  be  pofi- 
tivc  concerning  Medals,   as  well  as  the  Beginning  of  Eiidory,    in 
which  we  find  a  ftrange  Confufion;  I  pcppofc  what  I  have  advanced, 
only  as  a  Conjedure,   and  lubmit  to  the  Judgment  of  thole  that 
are  better  skill'd  in  that  Affair.     Some  make  Otheim,  who  is  look  J 
upon    as   the    fccond    Peribn   in   the    ancient   Trnim   Tjeat  of  Kor- 
thern  Deities ,    the   Inventer  of  the  Runtck  Characters  in   the  Year 
of  the  World  1799;    others  derive  their  Origi.i  from  Time  imme- 
morial. 

Dr.  Olaiis  Riulbeck,  who  by  large  Volumes  in  Folio  has  publickly  fig- 
naliz'd  his  Enquiries  and  Knowledge  in  the  Antiquities  of  the  North, 
aderts,  that  Greece  had  her  lirll  Letters,  with  the  Talle  of  Sciences  and 
Religion,  from  S'ujeden-,  and  not  from  'Phocmaa,  whence  it  is  lb  gene- 
rally pretended  that  Cadmus  carried  her  the  firil  Chara<Scrs  llie  had. 
"  Greece,  lays  he,  had  in  the  Beginning  but  fixiccn  Letter?,  no  more 
*'  than  ancient  Jii'^i/^Wi"  and //(?r(7«'o/;/j- affirms,  that  the  Lie  of  Let- 
ters was  known  among  the  Grecians  before  the  Voyage  of  Gadnnis  in- 
to Greece.  As  another  Proof  or  probable  Realbn,  he  alledgcs  the  Con- 
formity there  is  ftill  between  thcfc  ancient  Chara<ilers  and  thofe  the 
Greeks  us'd  firft,  to  whom  he  allows  the  Flonour  of  having  polilhd 
and  brought  thcni  to  the  prcicnt  Pcrfcdiion,  it  not  being  difficult  to 
make  Additions  to  Things  once  invented.  On  this  Subje(it  he  lays  a 
great  many  fine  Things,  which,  if  not  altogether  true,  are  at  Icall  bcth 
curioully  and  ingcnioully  Icarch'd  into  or  imagind ;  as  among  others,

It  has  on  the  Eaft  a  Commu- 
nication with  the  North  Suburb,  by  a  new  Bridge  of  Wood  454 Paces 
in  length,  and  11  in  breadth,  and  a  Caufeway  of  Earth  Stone  arcifici* 
ally  join'd  to  it  not  long  ago.  This  meets  the  Bridge  170  Paces  m  the 
Lake,  which  is  the  length  :  They  fay  this  new  Bridge  is  (hotter  than 
the  old  one,  whereof  a  Row  of  Piles  is  yet  left  ftanding  at  the  Place 
where  the  Caufeway  begins.  It  is  yet  more  nearly  united  to  the  Suburb 
by  another  Bridge  at  (H)  \i8),  but  80  Paces  long  and  11  wide  a  little 
higher,  and  inclining  a  imall  matter  to  the  North.  King  LharL-s  XI. 
would  have  this  Ifland  call'd  Konuns,s  Holmen,  or  Km^s  Ijland ;  but 
Cuftom  has  not  yet  made  that  Name  current,  and  it  goes  more  natu- 
rally and  more  commonly  by  its  old  one  Munklagret.  It  is  reported 
that  a  Colony  of  feveral  Thoufand  Frenchmen^  of  thofe  who  were  for- 
bidden the  Profeffion  of  the  Rcform'd  Religion  in  France,  entreated  by 
Deputies  that  Prince  for  leave  to  fettle  and  enjoy  Liberty  of  Ccnlci- 
encc  ;  but  that  the  S-jcedtf/o  Clergy  prevail'd  on  him  to  refule  them 
their  Demand,  how  advantageous  Ibever  the  Propofitions  they  made 
might  have  been  to  the  Kingdom.  The  Northern  Suburb,  whereto  I 
return,  lies  in  the  Province  of  Upland^  with  part  of  the  City,  as  far 
as  a  Stone  fet  up  for  a  Land-Mark  that  parts  this  Province  from  Suder- 
manta^  in  which  the  reft  of  the  City  and  the  Southern  lie.  On  this 
Stone  are  the  Arms  of  the  two  Provinces  in  BaJJb  Relievo,  with  this 
Infcription,  Uplands  och  Sudermannaland  Sktllnad,  or  the  Limit  between 
Upland  and  Sudermanta.  In  the  fame  manner  many  others  are  to  be 
feen  with  boundary  Columns  throughout  the  Country,  to  diftinguiih 
the  other  Provinces  ;  befides  a  great  number  of  high  Pofts,  that  on 
all  the  great  Roads  are  fet  up  at  every  Mile's  End,  and  often  at  every 
Qiiartcr,  to  ilievv  the  diftance  of  Places,  and  inform  the  Traveller  how- 
much  he  is  advanced  on  his  way  ;  which  feems  to  be  an  Imitation  of 
the  Military  Columns  of  the  Romans,  if  they  did  not  borrow  it  from 
the  Goths,  as  fome  will  have  it. 

From  the  Northern  Suburb  one  may  pafs  diredlly  in  the  Heart  of  the 
City,  over  two  Bridges  of  Wood  from  (27)  to  (11)  (C),  by  which 
a  little  Ifland  call  d  Gamla  Korbror,  of  which  I  Hiall  ipeak  afterwards, 
is  join'd  to  both  the  City  and  this  Suburb,  and  (ii)  another  call'd 
Nie  Norbror,  or  new  Northern  Bridge,  that  leads  to  the  fine  Key  al- 
ready mentioned.  This  Key  is  in  fome  Places  above  50  Paces  wide, 
tho'  in  fome  other  a  little  lefs,  and  above  900  Paces  long,  ftrcrches 
from  the  Harbour  to  the  Royal  Palace  (I)  (between  the  wooden  Bridge 
(R),  and  a  Row  of  lofty  Brick  Houfes,  and  extends  itfelf  as  far  as  the 
Stone  Bridge,  by  which  the  City  is  join'd  to  the  Southern  Suburb. 
The  long  Bridge  (R)  which  reaches  much  farther,  as  may  be  judged 
by  the  Plan,  and  has  nothing  more  recommendable  than  its  Conveni- 
ence, is  call'd  Skepbro,  or  t\\Q  Bndge  of  Ships;  becaulc,  as  I  hinted  be- 
fore, all  the  Merchant-Men  lie  and  make  faft,  as  well  as  load  and  un- 
load at  it. 

During  the  rigorous  Regulations  on  Privateering,  which  remain'd 
in  force  till  the  Death  of  the  late  King  Charles  XII.  hardly  any  Ships 
were  to  be  feen  here,  but  thofe  of  the  Country ;  moft  of  them  either 
all  Ihatter'd,  or  elfe  made  ufelefs  by  the  ill  Succefs  of  the  S'-jiedip  Arms. 
Thofe  fevere  Orders  frighten'd  away  and  dilcouraged  Strangers  ;  and 
the  few  that  did  venture  had  their  Profit  eat  up  by  high  Infurances,  to 
the  great  detriment  of  Commerce  in  general.

The  Southern  Suburb  (whither  this  long  Bridge,  which  lies  below  the 
Stone  one,  conduds  may  pals  for  a  pretty  large  Town,  confidcring  the 
Advantages  it  has,  like  t.iole  we  have  obfervd  m  the  Northern  one  • 
for  it  has  two  large  Churches,  cwcn  more  regular  and  of  better  \rchx' 
tedlure  than  thole  on  that,  with  feveral  Palaces,  and  a  great  many  fino 
Brick  Houfes  ;  but  I  hear  about  5000  Houlcs  and  one  of  the 
Churches  have  been  lately  burnt  down. 

Without  ftaying  here,  as  we  have  done  m  the  other  Suburb    let  u? 
enter  the  Cty,  and  in  order  to  ir,  nafs  over  (E)  a  Place  that  might  be 
call  a  a  dry  Bridge,  it  ftanding  upon  Arches,  without  any  Water  under- 
neath.    This  Bridge  is  76  Paces  in  Length,  and  16  or  iv  i„  Breadth  - 
at  the  two  Extremities  arc  two  Eminences,  one  higher  than  the  other  and 
between  them  is  thePub  ick  Warehoufe  for  Iron  and  Cooper,  common- 
ly cal'd  jern^'^&h,  or  the  Iron  Ballance.     It  is  lined 'on  both  Side, 
with  Iron  Balitlers,  for  the  Space  of  3  7  or  38  Paces,  and  cuts  throiS 
alarge  round  Tower,  (the  Remains  of  an  ancient  Fort)  whereof  noth.n^ 
IS  left  ftanding  but  the  two  Sides,  which  are  farther  afimder  than  the 
Bridge  IS  wide:  Thele,  with  two  Rows  of  Shops,  built  of  Brick    and 
cover  d  with  Iron    line  or  border  it  from  3^  or  36  Paces  more.     Thrs 
lort  of  Bridge  is  iupported  by  a  very  thick  Vault  of  the  Tower  which 
makes  the  chief  Arch,  and  four  more  that  are  not  ib  thick  and  more 
modern,  under  two  of  which   are  four  great  Pair  of  Scales.     Goin^ 
from  hence  about  6z  Paces     and  leaving  on  the  left  a  Street   w.th 
Shops  of  each  Side,  that  leads  to  Skepbro,  we  come  to  a  Draw-bridgo 
that  lies  over  a  little  Canal,  between  the  Lake  and  the  Sea,  for  Shins 
to  pafs  to  and  fro  into  either,    as  about  S5  Paces  below  this  there  is 
another  at  the  kxtremicy  of  the  fame  Canal,   that  divides  the  Ion ' 
wooden  one    for  the  lame  Purpofc.     As  foon  as  we  have  paffcd  over 
the  Draw-bridge  firft  named,  we  are  upon  a  Stone  Caufeway,  that  ad- 
vances from  the  Canal  35  or  36  Paces  into  the  Mulkrn,  where  it  fun- 
ports  a  good  Bnck  Houle    w.th  two  Shops,  and  makes  the  firft  Arch 
of  the  Scone-Bridge,  which  unites  the  Southern  Suburb  to  th-  Ci-v 
and  gives  a  free  and  ample  Pailhge  for  the  Lake  I  juft  mcntion'd'to  dif' 
charge  itfclf  into  the  Sea.     There  are   under   this    Bridge     or   be 
twecn  it  and  Skepbro,   clofe  to  both,  the  Butchery  and  pfuvMirker' 
two  long  wooden  Buildings,   a  Watcr-Mill  on  Piles,   befides  feveral

For  not  only  the  Court,  which  is  very  Ibacious    is 
enrichd  with  a   great  Number  of  Connon,  Mortars,    Pattcrcro's  and 
Culverines,  all  of  Brafs,  and  of  all  Sizes  -,  but  cntnng  into  the  '\parc- 
ments,  you  find  them  richly  hung  and  fumilh'd,  if  I  m;iy   lo  exprcls 
my  felf,  with  all  forts  of  Arms,  Standards,  CoIour.s,   Enfi-ns    Stream- 
ers, Drums    andKcttlc-Drums;  bcfides  rich  Harndlcs  fcr^SaJdles    as 
Caparilons,  Houfmgs,  6-c.  adorn'd  with  Gold  and  Silver  Embroiderv 
Jewels,  and  other  pompous  Furniture,  to  iliine  in  at  Turnamcnts    Coro- 
nations and  Publick  Cavalcades.     It  is  call'd  the  Arfenalcf  Tro'V^ics 
and  very  juaiy,  becaufe  (befides  thefe  Things,  andlevcral  others  no' 
wcnnond  which  it  contains,  the  modern  Part  whereof  were  taken  from' 
•  chc  'Poles,  Mnfcovttes  and  Saxons  during  the  Succefs  of  the    pref-nc 
War)  It  was  built,  with  many  others  that  are  to  be  leen  up  and  down 
the  Kingdom,  with  the  Money  raifed  from  theSooiIs  oi  Germany.     Ir 
incioles  even   thofe  of  that  Hero,  who  procured  the  greateli  part  of 
them,  GiiJU^us  Adolphns,  whole  BuU-coit  is  kept  there,  with  his  Dou- 
blet picrcd  through  at  the  Cellar  by  the  Shot  by  which  he  fell  at  Lut^ 
^trii  as  alio  his  Shirt  all  over  ftaind  with  the  Blood  which  there  he 
ihed,  and  another  dy'd  with  the  fame  from  a  Wound  he  before  recciv'd 
in  •TrnJJia  -,  with  two  Pair  of  his  Breeches,  likcwiic  ting'd  with  Gore  ca 
thole   two  Occafions.     Over-againll:  theic  are  the  Cioaths  in   which 
CharesWJ.  was  kiUd  at  Fredericks- Hall.  The  Palace  iticlfis  a  Trophy 
of  the  Tribunal  of  Redudion,  which  in  the  Reign  o{  Charles  XI.' re- 
turned It  to  the  Crown,  with  others  more  or  lels  beautiful,  as  advan- 
tageoully  as  agreeably  fituated  near  the  bett  Lakes  and  Rivers  in  the 
molt  fertile  Places  of  that  Country,  which  the  Sovereigns  had  f^^^r  the 
greateft  part  beftowd   on   the  Nobility  and   others,  who  had  dillin- 
guiihed  themlelves  by  their  Merit,  as  Rccompences  for  their  Services. 
Ihis  Court,  it  is  laid,  formerly  gave  prints  of  all  thefe  Palaces  and 
other  Publick  Edifices   to  Foreign  Minilkrs,  and  other  Perfons  of  'Di- 
IlinCtion,  to  fliew  the  Munificence  and  Royal  Favour   of  their  Princes 
towards  their  Subjeds,  and  the  Splendour  of  rhc  S-jjedilJ}  xNobiliry  ,- 
but  they  have  fince  been  iupprels'd,  and  prohibited  for  Realbns  that 
Icem'd  contrary. 

The  Palace  1  haveCpoke  of  has  very  good  Stables,  which  are  cnll'd 
the  Queen's,  becaule  they  belong'd  to  die  late  King's  Grand  Mother, 
who  died  about  the  middle  of  November  1-^15,  above  Eif^hty.  The 
Duke  of  Holftem  had  likewife  his  Horlcs  there  -,  and  now  lome  pri- 
vate Perlbns  keep  theirs  at  Livery  m  them.

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Stockholm.  Xhc  Pfofpcdl  of  Stockholm  is  botli  magnificent  and  agreeable,  efpe- 
cially  afrcr  having  doubled  the  Point  of  a  little  Illand,  on  the  right, 
call'd  Backholmeyi^  on  which  there  is  a  large  and  high  Brick  Warehoulc, 
formerly  made  ufe  of  to  keep  Salt.  There  are  others  likcuilb  of  Tim- 
ber, very  long,  but  low  built,  that  heretofore  were  the  Magazines  of 
the  Pitch  and  Tar  belonging  to  a  Company  of  Merchants,  who  had 
engrols'd  all  that  was  made  in  S-jjedai :  But  that  Company  is  come  to 
nothing;  for  having  rais'd  thofc  Commodities  to  too  exorbitant  a  Price, 
it  fore  d  England  to  have  them  made  by  her  own  Subjcdts  in  America^ 
whence  now  they  have  for  fifteen,  and  at  moll  twenty  Shillings,  what 
formerly  they  were  oblig'd  to  pay  four,  and  fometimes  five  Pounds  for. 
On  the  Icfr,  over  againit  this  little  Ifland,  or  rather  Reck,  (which  is 
ftill  calld  Tiarhojf^  or  Tar  Market)  begins  the  South  Suburb,  feeming 
to  come  out  of  the  Water,  then  rifing  and  extending  itfelf  in  the  Form 
of  an  agreeable  Amphitheatre,  upon  a  long  Tradt  of  Rocks,  as  far  as 
a  Stone  Bridge,  (forty  Paces  long,  and  nineteen  broad;  by  which  'tis 
ioin'd  to  the  City  (A  ,  as  is  the  Northern  Suburb,  by  three  others  of 
Wood,  (C)  CD)  in  the  Print  XXXII. 

Having  thus  pafs'd  this  Ifland,  you  come  to  another  lefler  on  the 
right,  call'd  Blockhus-Holmen,  mark'd  (M)  in  the  faid  Print,  on  which 
there  Hands  an  old  Scone  Tower  near  the  Water-fide,  where  they  ca- 
reen Ships,  o'C.  Beyond  this  laft  prefents  itfelf  another,  mark'd  (N), 
which  alone  is  larger  than  the  other  two  :  Upon  this  you  fee  two 
high  and  fpacious  Warehoufcs  of  Brick,  one  cover'd  with  Brafs,  and 
divers  others  of  Timber,  with  feveral  others  of  the  fame.  There  are  alfo 
three  long  Rows  of  Buildings,  mark'd  (zo)  ii),  of  which  two  feem  to  lie 
in  the  llinie  Line,  and  are  only  leparated  by  the  Dirtance  of  fome  Paces 
toward  the  South  Eaft  of  the  Ifland ;  the  other  is  in  the  North- Weft.  The 
two  firft  contain  a  great  Number  of  good  Rooms,  which  it  is  faid  were 
at  firft  dcfigned  for  the  Gardes  du  Corps,  and  the  third  for  Stables  for  their 
Horles,  tho  they  never  were  put  to  thofe  Ufes.  Bcfidcs  this,  there  arc 
a  pretty  many  fmall  Timber  Houfes,  as  Cxi)  and  other  Ibrts  of  Build- 
ing-, which  I  (ball  not  particularize,  no  more  than  their  different  Ufes. 
This  third  Ifland  goes  by  the  Name  o^  Nie  Skepkolmen,  or  the  New 
Ifland  of  Ships,  dcriv'd  from  the  Royal  Fleet  that  lay  there  before  it 
was  transferred  to  Carelfcroon-,  or  elfe  from  the  Ships,  Gallies,  (^c.  that 
ufed  to  be,  and  are  ftill  building  there,  tho'  in  lefs  Number ;  as  a  fourth 
Ifland,  that  has  a  Communication  with  it  by  a  Bridge,  at  the  end  of 
which  is  a  fmall  Timber  Church  for  the  Seamen,  is  now  call'd 
Camla  Skepholmen,  or  the  Old  Ifland  of  Ships,  for  having  been  of  the 
fame  Ufe.  The  laft  is  all  cover'd  with  very  magnificent  Houfes,  regu- 
larly built,  moft  of  them  after  the  modern  Manner,  and  is  join'd  to 
the  Continent  of  the  Northern  Suburb  (L)  by  an  artificial  Neck  of 
Land,  over-againft  the  Bridge  (24),  which  they  fay  is  not  very  ancient  ; 
and  the  Cuftom  has  not  yet  prevail'd  of  calling  it  a  Temnfula. 

In  the  Neighbourhood  of  the  Suburb  is  a  plcafant  Park,  of  which 
(K)  is  a  Parr,  all  along  which  thefe  Iflands  (or  rather  Rocks  ho- 
nour'd  with  that  Name)  are  ranged :  Between  them  and  the  Con- 
tinent lie  the  Men  of  War,  with  fome  Gallies.  The  Ground  of  this 
Park,  which  is  uneven,  but  high,  efpecially  towards  the  Water, 
with  the  Iflands  difpoled  as  I  have  faid  on  one  fide,  and  the  Ridge 
of  fteep  Rocks,  on  which  the  South  Suburb  was  built,  on  the  o- 
thcr,  cnclofe  the  Harbour,   and  fcrvc  it  for  two  natural  Piers;  by 

which 
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which  it  IS  renderd  one  of  the  fafeft,  moft  commodious,  and,  next  to 
that  of  Conjtantmople,  one  of  the  fincft  I  have  feen  hitherto:  for  here 
as  well  as  there.  Ships  of  all  Draughts  may  boldly  ride,  Ihelter'd  from 
all  Winds,  and  Anchor  quite  up  to  a  long  Wooden  Bridge  markd 
(Rj,  and  contiguous  to  a  fine  Key  marked  (  Q^),  of  which  I  ihall  Ibeak 
hereafter.  The  Northern  Suburb,  in  S^Ui-edi/Jj  call'd  Norcmall,  might 
well  pais  for  a  great  City,  by  reafon  of  its  long  and  fpacious  Streets 
full  of  high  and  handfomc  Houfes,  that  arc  let  off  and  have  their 
Doors  and  Windows  lined  with  Marble  or  Free  Stone  from  Gothland 
and  their  Rooms  paved  with  that  of  Oeland,  or  what  comes  from  be- 
yond Sea.  Its  Churches  are  more  remarkable  for  their  Bulk,  the 
Height  of  their  Steeples,  and  their  Copper  Roofs,  than  on  any  other 
Account  ,  and  the  greateft  Magnificence  of  its  many  Palaces  confifts  ia 
being  hkewife  cover'd  with  that  Metal,  tho'  there  are  Ibme  in  which 
a  good  Tafte  of  Architedure  is  happily  enough  exprcfled.  Among 
the  Churches,  that  which  bears  the  Name  oi  St.  Clare,  to  whom  it  was 
dedicated  by  its  Founder  King  Magn.  Ladiflaus,  as  was  alfo  a  Mona- 
llery  of  Lhrtjiian  Vejlals,  is  the  largeft,  and  its  Steeple  the  higheft 
m  ^'^S-s:eden  ;  and  there  are  few  any  where  elfe  that  exceed  it.  Next 
to  this,  that  of  St.  James  ought  to  have  the  Preference  :  It  is  built  of 
Brick,  and  like  the  other  cover'd  with  Copper ;  but  with  a  Steeple 
incomparably  lefs.  The  others,  with  the  greateft  part  of  the  Houies 
efpecially  towards  the  Extremity  of  this,  (as  well  as  thofc  of  the  South 
Suburb;  are  altogether  made  of  Timber  ;  from  which  I  Ihall  take  the 
Opportunity  of  obferving,  that  there  are  many  Cities  in  S-^ed.n,  th'». 
Buildings  of  which,  without  any  Exception,  are  entirely  of  the  fame 
tho'  there  is  not  a  Country  in  the  World,  where  there  is  greater  abun- 
dance of  Stones  as  well  as  Trees  :  But  it  muft  be  confclsd,  that  there 
are  few  Places  where  the  firft  are  more  improper  for  Building,  or  the 
lecond  yield  Icls  Fruit ;  which  was  the  Reafon,  that  being  asked  by 
a  Native  what  I  found  moft  remarkable  in  S''s;eden,  I  jokingly  an- 
Ivver'd,  Stones  of  no  ufe,  and  Trees  -without  Print.  However,  to  do  Ju- 
ftice  to  the  Country,  it  muft  be  own  d  that  the  latter,  to  make  amends 
for  that  Defedt,  bring  more  fubftantial  Advantages  to  the  Inhabitants, 
not  only  for  Building,  but  hkewife  by  affording  great  Plenty  of  Fuel' 
which  IS  very  comfortable  in  fo  cold  a  Climate;  and  no  lefs  neceflary 
for  their  many  Forges  and  Foundencs  both  of  Iron  and  Copper  ;  but 
on  the  other  hand,  'tis  very  inconvenient  and  dangerous  m  cafe  of 
ure,  which  when  once  it  gets  a-head,  is  hardly  ever  to  be  broughc 
under  ,•  to  which  in  great  meafure  was  owing  the  vaft  Havock  made 
by  the  Mufiovttes,  who  by  fctting  fire  to  nine  or  ten  Houlcs,  burnt 
down  whole  Cities  :  As  is  alfo  lately  the  almoft  entire  Ruin  of  the 
South  Suburb  of  Stockholm.  If  Tacitus,  who  call'd  Germany  horrid 
for  Its  Forefts,  Horrida  Sylvts^  had  ken  Sweden,  he  would  with  ftill 
more  Reafon  have  thought  it  frightful,  not  only  on  account  of  its 
vaft  Woods,  but  likewife  for  its  Stones  and  Rocks.  Here  we  muft 
except  Schonen,  and  fome  Parts  in  many  other  of  its  Provinces.  For 
tho'  long,  wide  and  tedious  Forefts,  or  elfe  a  continued  Series  of 
Rocks,  Mountains  and  barren  Stones,  are  fometimes  the  only  Objects 
a  "Traveller  is  prefentcd  with  for  two  and  three,  and  ibmetimes  five 
Miles  and  more  ;  yet  he  often  finds  a  mixture  of  thefe  in  lefs  Quantity, 
With  Lakes,  Rivers,  Villages,  Meadows  and  fertile  Plains,  (as  they 
generally  are,  where  Art  has  been  ioin'd  to  Nature,)  which  produces

CHAP.     VII. 

^  J^^^age  to  Sweden.  Remarks  on  the  Ijland 
of  Gothland  by  the  Way ;  on  the  Caftles  of 
Dolarna  and  Waxholm,  and  the  Situation  of 
Stockholm.  Defcription  of  this  City  ;  its  Har- 
bour^ adjacent  T laces ^  ff^inter-DiverJions,  (Sec. 

H Earing  that  there  was  at  *  Tra-vemtmd  a  Ship  ready  to  fail  for 
S'jueden,  I  left  Lubeck  the  20th,  in  Company  with  the  Mailer  of 
her,  w  ho  was  d  Lubecker,  and  a  Merchant  of  the  fame  Nation,  de- 
figning  alfo  for  that  Country,  The  Wind  being  fair  the  iid,  we  fee 
out,  and  it  continued  favourable  enough  to  carry  us  [a)  80  Suedijh 
Miles  on  our  Way  to  Stockholm^  when  its  Inconftancy  forc'd  us,  the 
25-th  in  the  Evening,  to  change  our  Courfe,  and  hold  for  irisby,  the 
Capital  of  the  Ifle  oi  Gothland^  where  we  ran  into  Harbour. 
Wisby.  This  City  was  formerly  as  much  noted  for  its  great  and  vafl:  Com- 

merce, as  at  prefent  it  is  little  known  on  that  Account :  Its  Maritime  Laws 
and  Regulations  were  heretofore  foUow'd  all  over  and  beyond  the  Bal- 
tick,  as  they  are  faid  to  be  adually  in  S'-Jieden  to  this  Day.  It  is  fitua- 
tcu  on  the  Sea-fide,  on  the  Weft  of  the  Illand,  whence  its  rifes,  and  a- 
greeably  extends  itfelf  to  the  Top  of  a  little  Hill.  The  Harbour  is 
J.irge,  and  was  better  in  Times  paft  than  it  is  now,  efpecially  in  Ibme 
Places,  which  the  high  Winds  (after  having  deftroy'd  the  Piers  that 
kept  out  the  Sea)  have  all  choak  d  with  Sands, 

Within  its  Walls  and  Suburbs  were  once  counted  thirteen  large 
Churches,  and  fix  Monafteries  well  fill'd,  and  ftill  better  endow'd  -,  of 
all  which  there  is  none  left  entire  but  that  oi  Si.Mary^  which  has  re- 
tain'd  the  Name,  but  not  its  Revenues,  nor  the  Vefiels,  Candlcfticks, 
Lamps,  Branches  of  Gold  and  Silver,  and  other  rich  Utenfils  it  had' 
when  the  Roman  Catholick  Religion  (which  has  fince  given  Place  to 
the  Lutheran)  rcign'd  there,  no  more  than  its  two  ineflimable  Car- 
buncles, recorded  in  the  Gothick  Annals. 

The  fame  City  has  fcveral  fine  Springs  and/Fountains  of  very  good 
Water,  that  ran  through  as  many  Canals,  ^nd  divers  large  Cilterns 
yet  to  be  feen,  cither  entire  or  half  deftroy'd :  From  all  which  it  is 
evident,  that  Nature  has  contributed  no  Icfs  to  its  Beauty  and  Con- 
venience than  Aft.  Its  Caftle  was  ruin'd  by  the  T>anes  in  y6-j<).  The 
Jfiand  is  about  18  Miles  in  Length  from  South  to  North,  and  fix  in 
Breadth,  more  or  Icfs  in  fome  Phces. 

Some  Hiftorians  do  it  the  Honour  of  calling  it  the  firfl:  Colony  of  the 
Goths,  and  other  People  ol Scandinavia^  that  fpread  themfelves  in  greater 
and  IcfTer  Swarms,  and  formerly  wander'd  up  and  down  the  finell  Parts  of 
the  World.     This  was  at  the  Time  when  Plundering  was  an  Heroic

The  i:.'^^y^Hiftory  tells  us,  that  in  z^o  Years  time  there  were  above 
a  nundred  Churches  bu.lt  ,n  this  Ifland  ,  no  doubt  but  their  Number 
as  well  as  tliat  of  the  Priefts,  enpreasd  with  their  Richerat  the  Sc 
when  the  r...^.r./  Power  made  it  a  religious  Duty  co\LT,oZ 
Spmtmh  and  the  Sovereigns  of  the  JVarld  p.oufty  believed  -"-  nan v 
Ihll  do  m  other  Places,  that  they  held  their  Sceptres  and  rheS 
of  Governing,  from  xX^c  Roman  Pontiff;  and  that  the  fureft  Means  of 
gaining  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  were  extraordinary  Donations  fofo 
much  as  to  tak.  out  of  their  Crowns  the  moft  precfous  }ewd  for 
tne  Ortjamcnt  of  Churches.  "^  j^w«,ii  lor 

The  Religion  profeiVd  there  now,  as  well  as  throughout  Scandma- 
.7.  wn.ch  It  belongs  to,  ^.r\^^  Uithcran,  which,  as  to  outward  R^^es 
and  Ceremonies,  has  kept  a  great  deal  of  the  Roman;  but  its  Dodrine 
differs  l.tcle  from  that  ol  the  Church  oi England,  except  in  thfAmdc 
of  Confithftantiation.  It  is  true,  that  this  Dodnne  changes  not  (as  does 
rranfubfiantiation)  tlie  Bread  and  Wine  into  the  Body  tf  S  cS 
by  annihilating  the  Elements ;  but  unumg  them,  m:^l  r.  cL^a^Zr 
with  them  in  as  many  dUferent  Places  as  they  arc  confecratcd  in.  Tl  e'e 
are  ftiH  6,-  Churches  in  Being,  which  are  abundantly  too  many  f or  1 1  e 
mall  Number  of  the  prelent  Inhabitants,  wuh  z3  M.nifters,  more  th  ,'

The  Wind,  having  given  me  leave  to  fee  what  was  remarkable  in 
and  aoout  this  City  turnd  to  the  South  the  x^th  before  Break  of  Day 
and  carry  d  us  by  Night  as  far  as  the  Entrance  of  a  Labyrinth  of  Rocks 
and^creights  twenty  Miles  over,  through  which  theZ^,.//.r^  Sea  goes 
up  to  Stockholm,  before  it  mixes  its  Water  with  the  Mel/ern,  and  by  the 
^^^:1?  of  that  Lai^c  makes  an  Illc  of  the  Land  upon  which  that  Capi- 
pl  I.  built.  The  Caftles  Tfalarna  and  iraxijolMi,  that  he  before  it.

and  rl.  r"'"^w'^'r'^'  T'V''  ^'5  ^'"^"^  '^''"  ''  "^"^'^   bccaufo'onc 
and  the  lame  Wind  is  hardly  lufficient  to  carry  one  tiuough  thofo 
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as  well  as  augmenting  the  Fortifications  of  the  City.    It  was  faid,  than 
his  Highnefss  intent  was  to  difputc  or  defend  the  Entrance  againft  the 
King  of  'Denmark,  who  dcfign'd  it  for  a  Place  of  Arms  or  a  Magazine 
for  his  Army,  which  was  on  full  March,  to  invell  Stralfund  in  Conjun- 
dlion  with  the  Troops  of  the  Allies.     His  Highncfs  not  only  exerciled 
an  Abfolute  Authority  over  this  City  ;  but  imprilbn'd  the  Magillrates 
and  Members  of  the  Council  of  One  Hundred,  (who  governed  it  after 
the  manner  of  a  Commonwealth,  according  to  their  Statutes)  for  not 
receiving  a  Prefident  of  his  Creation,  who  might  give  what  weight  he 
ple;ircd  to  their  Deliberations,  and  eftabliftied  a  new  Tribunal  depend- 
ing upon  his  own  Will.    He  alio  opprefs'd   the  Nobility  to  that  de- 
gree, which  gave  place  to  the  Noife  and  Complaints  which  fiU'd  the 
whole  Chriftian  Europe,  cfpccially  the  Court  of  Vienna  and  the  Diet 
of  Ratisbon  j  and  the  redrelFuig  of  which  has  reduced  his  Highnefs  to 
his  prelcnt  wandring  Condition,  as  I'll  obfervc  elfewhere.     Bat  to  re- 
turn to  Roftock  i  his  Highnefs  continued  to  put  Roftock  in  a  State  of  De- 
fence, till  the  King  of  1L>f««?4r)&,  advancing  with  his  Army,  lent  an  Offi- 
cer, to  demand  if  his  Intention  was  to  oppofe  his  coming  ;  and  to  de- 
clare, that  he  was  refolved  to  enter  either  as  a  Friend  or  Enemy,  not 
as  an  Enemy  to  the  Town,  but  to  his  Highnefs.     The  Officer  having 
deliver  d  his  Meffage,  and  informed  the  Duke  at  the  fame  time  that  the 
King  wou'd  be  before  the  City  Gates  in  a  Couple  of  Hours,  with 
means  to  force  an  Entrance  if  it  was  denied  him ;  his  Highnefs  went 
friendly  to  meet  his  Majefty,  quitted  the  City  and  Palace  to  him,  and 
retir'd  to  *  Gujlrow. 

This  Shew  of  making  a  Defence,  and  oppofing  the 'D^w/fj,  was  irtter- 
preted  as  a  Compliment  made  to  the  King  of  Sweden,  or  a  defign  to 
efpoufe  his  Caufc,  if  his  Highnefs  law  any  likelihood  of  his  getting  the 
better,-  but  having  no  hopes  of  it,  he  aker'd  his  Mind.  About  that  Time 
we  heard  the  Fort  oVPennamuder  was  taken  by  the  -Damjh  and  TruJJian 
Troops  from  the  Siz-edes.  I  went  to  the  King  of  Tienmark^  Courc 
at  Roftock,  to  defire  a  Pafsport  for  entring  Stralfund,  which  was  al- 
ready inverted  by  the  Northern  Allies.  The  Perfon  cmploy'd  by  me 
to  ask  it  was  a  'Dantjh  Officer,  who  lodged  in  the  fame  Inn  with  mci 
bur,  inftead  of  its  being  granted,  they  told  me  it  was  not  cuftomary 
to  let  any  one  into  a  City  that  wasbefieged:  I  antwer'd,  that  if  his 
Majefty  wou'd  only  grant  me  a  Pals  thro'  the  Bcfiegers  Army,  I  wou'd 
find  a  way  to  get  in,  but  this  was  refufcd  me  alfo.  Some  Foreign 
Officers,  who  had  left  the  S-j:.ediJh  Service,  coming  to  this  City,  in- 
form'd  me  that  the  King  of  Sijveden  was  almofl:  always  in  Motion,  and 
generally  on  Horfeback  on  the  Ifle  of  Rugen,  whence  he  wou'd  let  none 
ftir,  not  even  Women  or  Strangers.  Yet  as  Mr.  Jefferies,  the  Brkip 
Minifter,  was  preparing  to  go  into  theChampian  Country,  where  he  had 
hired  a  Houfe,  and  fentmoft  of  his  Baggage  and  Servants,  he  had  taken 
Leave  of  his  Majefty,  and  got  to  the  Gates  of  the  City ,  in  order  to  depart. 
Word  was  brought  him  from  the  King,  that  if  he  quitted  the  City  or  Ifland, 
he  might  ftay  without  for  ever,  or  at  leaft  Ihou'd  be  no  more  receiv'd  in 
them.  I  left  Roftock  about  the  middle  of  Auguft,  in  order  to  return  to 
Hamburgh,  and  diredcdmy  Courfe  by  G»//r<rce',  S-Joenmn^  liarburgh;  I 
heard  there  on  my  Arrival,  that  the  King  oU-rance  was  dangcroufly  fick, 
and  about  Twenty  Days  after,  that  he  died  on  the  ift  oi  September , 
that  on  the  zd  his  Will  was  read  before  the  Alfembly  of  the  Patha- 
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mciir,  all  the  Princes  of  the  Blood  being  prcfcnt;  that  by  this  Will  th. 
Duke  of  Orleans  was  conftituccd  Regent,  and  Head  of  the  Council  of 
Regemy;  for  Members  of  which  were  appointed  th.  Duke  dti  Maine, 
the  Count  de  Thoulonfe,  tiie  xVIareflials  of  Villeroy,  I'tllars,  Uxelles 
TalUrd,  Har court,  the  Great  Chancellor,  the  ioMt" Secretarie]  of  State, 
and  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  Finances  ;  that  the  young  King  was 
to  be  under  the  Guardianihip  of  this  Council  during  his  Minority 
which  Ihould  be  over  at  the  r4th  Tear  of  his  Age  :  That  the  Duke  /m. 
j^lanie  and  the  Marclhal  of  Villeroy  were  his  Governors ;  and  in  Calc  of 
their  Death,  they  fliouid  be  lucceeded  in  their  Authority  and  Care,  the 
firll  by  Count  de  Thoulouf,  and  the  Iccond  by  the  Marelhal  d'Harcuwt, 
and  that  (which  was  not  publiihed  as  an  Article  written  on  the  Will' 
but  as  the  King's  verbal  Declaration  during  his  Sicknels)  in  CalL-  of 
the  young  King's  Death  without  IlTue,  the  Crown  Ihould  fail  to"* his 
Highnefs  the  Regent.  'Tis  remark'd,  that  the  late  King  of  France,  the 
Emperor  Leopoldus  Ignatius^  and  Sultan  Mtkerntd  IV.  rcign'd  the  longcfl 
Time  of  any  Princes  in  their  refpedive  Dominions,  and  were  Cotcm- 
porarics,  tho'  the  latter  did  not  reign  fo  long  by  a  great  deal. 

I  departed  from  Hamburgh  for  Lubeck  on  the  latter  end  of  Sep-  Lubcck 
tembcr,  with  Intent  to  pafs  into  S-jieden.  This  City  is  but  five  Gcr- 
',nan  Miles  dillant  from  Hamburgh :  I  found  it  very  agreeable,  as  well 
built  as  Hamburgh,  and  its  Houfjs  even  finer  for  'the  Generality,  the' 
'tis  not  lb  large  nor  lb  populous.  Irs  Churches  arc  not  at  all  inferior 
to  thofe  of  that  City,  and  the  Streets  are  broader  and  more  ftrait. 
The  Cathedral  is  a  vaH:,  and  one  of  the  noblcfl:  Pieces  of  Architedure 
of  its  Time;  it  is  ftill  adorned  with  the  moll  pare  of  the  Statues 
and  Images  of  the  Roma-a  Catliohcks,  6-c.  as  well  as  the  other 
Churches.  The  Inhabitants  of  this  City  embraced  the  Confclfion  of 
Ansburgh  in  1530,  and  it  is  the  firlt //,s;«j  Town.  Ic  has  a  Bifhop 
who  is  a  Lay-man,  and  refides  where  he  plcales,  formerly  and  molt 
commonly  at  Outeyn,  a  little  Town  between  Lubeck  and  Kiel.  The 
Chapter  of  Cannons,  whofe  Place  of  Refidence  is  at  Lubeck,  always 
chooic  one  of  the  Houfe  of  Gottorp,  and  the  Duke  Adminiftrator  of 
Holftein  was  then  iw  Perfon,  as  he  ftill  is  ;  and  his  annual  Revenue  is 
between  ^o  and  60,000  Crowns.  'Tis  the  only  Lutheran  Biilioprick, 
except  Ofnabtug,  that  has  prefcrv'd  its  Diocefan  Rights  and  Ecciefiafti- 
cal  Junfdidion  entire.  The  greateft  Commerce  of  the  City  is  on  the 
Side  Q^.  z\iQ:  Baltick  Sea,  and  its  little  Velfels  are  ranged  along  Side  each 
other  the  whole  Length  of  a  fine  Key ;  1  fay  little,  for  the  great  ones 
cannot  come  nearer  than  to  a  little  Town  call'd  Travemund,  within  two 
xMiles  of  It:  It  has  a  good  Harbour,  formd  by  the  Confluence  of  two 
fmall  Rivers,  otekmz,,  and  fValkenitz,  into  the  Trave,  which  uniting 
their  Waters  there,  dividing  the  City  into  two  Parts,  and  filling  i:s 
Ditches,  dilbmbogue  thcmfclves  together  into  the  Ealtkk  Sea,  at  the 
Foot  of  the  laid  Town.  They  might  have  had  at  Lubeck  the  Company 
ofBntifJj  Merchants  which  is  fettled  at  Hambrngh  i  for  Propoliils  o'f 
fettling  here  (on  Condition  they  fliould  have  a  Chappcl,  with  the  free 
Exercile  of  their  Religion  within  its  Walls)  were  firll  made  to  its  Ma- 
giftrates  -,  but  they  being  mflucnced  by  the  too  great  Rigidncfs  of  their 
^^"gy>  (as  I  have  heard  Ibme  Lubuktrs  complain)  rejccil-cd  that  fpi~ 
ritual  Condition  ;  which,  added  they,  the  Hamhurghcrs  made  no  Scru- 
ple to  grant,  as  Ibon  as  they  were  a.skd,  and  rcapd  ih^:  temporal  Ad- 
vantages of  their  Rcful'al. 
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King  of  S-J)eden\)  and  fo  the  War  was  remov'd  from  Germany  hy  thefe 
means,  according  to  the  Intent  of  the  Treaty  of  Neutrality!  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Emperor  continued  his  Exhortations  to  the  King  of 
Sweden,  to  induce  him  to  revoke  his  Protcltacion  againll  this  Treaty, 
and  to  prevail  with  him  to  lend  Plenipotentiaries  to  Brunf-jjick,  (where 
thofc  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  had  been  lb  long)  a?  being  a  more  certain 
way  than  that  of  Arms  to  prelbrve  his  German  Tcrrsrones.  The  Land- 
grave of  Hejfe  Cajfel  hkewife  made  ule  of  his  boft  Argumeiits  for  the 
lame  purpofe,  and  to  prevent  the  Encreafc  of  Enemies  to  S'.veden,  who 
had  already  too  many  of  them;  but  hts  S's^edifh  Majclty,  shvays  inca- 
pable of  Fear,  and  unwiilmg  to  receive  Laws  or  Condition?,  did  not 
give  to  thefe  Exhortations  and  Arguments  the  Attention  vviih'd  for, 
lent  no  Plenipotentiaries  to  Bnmfu;ick,  denied  his  Royal  Afl' m.  ro  both 
Sequeftrations,  and  the  Fire  of  War  broke  out  with  more  Violence. 
In  the  mean  while  the  Czar's  Troops,  who  had  retired  out  of  'P.imera- 
ntay  by  virtue  of  the  Agreement  concluded  between  the  King  of  •/>///! 
Jia  and  the  Duke  Adminiftrator,  o-c.  before  his  Sz^'edijh  Mr.jeily's  re- 
turn, having  receiv'd  a  Sum  of  Money  from  his  Tru/Jran  Majelly  for  it, 
were  wafting  with  Sword  and  Fire  the  Coafis  of  Finland,  and  the  Iflcs 
of  Aland.  The  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hejfe  CaJJel,  who  having  married 
the  Princefs  Ulrica  of  S'^edcn,  was  cunftitutcd  there  GencraltJJimo, 
had  his  F^ands  more  than  full,  with  the  linall  Number  of  Forces  he 
commanded,  to  hinder  their  penetrating  farther  into  the  Country. 
Moreover,  his  Svjedtjh  Majefty  gave  Orders  to  one  of  his  Stjuadrons 
to  go  and  attack  the  Tianijh  Fleet  whcre-ever  they  could  be  found, 
even  tho'  ouc-number'd.  Count  JFelling  being  then  at  dtraljknd,  in 
vain  endeavour'd  lo  perfuade  him  to  revoke  it,  by  his  Remon- 
(trances  of  the  State  of  Affairs  in  y^-edcn,  which  did  not  allow  of 
running  fuch  a  rifque^  but  the  King  remain'd  immoveable.  This 
Squadron  faild,  and  met  the  "Danes  between  the  Ifles  of  Ftmern 
and  Laland,  and  was  defeated  by  themj  at  leafl:  fix  VelTels  dif- 
abled  from  fighting,  and  taken  with  all  their  Men,  and  anotlier  was 
funk.  This  News  made  thole  (who  knew  what  had  expofed  the  Com- 
mander to  this  fatal  Blow)  fay,  that  his  Majefty  had  loft  feven  Men 
of  War  by  his  own  Orders  -,  and  Count  JVell:ng^  who  had  the  chief 
Hand  m  the  Treaty  of  Sequeftration,  having  not  been  able  to  engage  his 
Majefty  to  content  to  it,  and  feeing  that  his  Advice  was  both  ulelefs 
and  diiagreeable,  ask'd  leave  of  the  King  to  retire  from  Stralfund, 
(under  pretence  that  the  Air  did  not  agree  with  his  Conftirution,  which 
was  otherwife  but  very  weakly,)  and  obtain'd  ir.  Not  long  after,  his 
Majefty,  who  had  been  entirely  and  indefatigably  taken  up  ever  fince 
his  Arrival,  in  having  all  the  Paflages  fortify 'd  that  might  facilicatc 
the  Approaches  of  the  Enemy,  crder'd  the  Iflc  of  Vfdom  to  be  attack'd, 
which  the  TrtiJJians\fttQ  polTefs'd  of  by  virtue  of  the  Treaty  of  Seque- 
ftration, and  they  were  diflodgcd,  as  not  expccf^ing  any  fuch  thing. 
Hereupon  his  !Pn/^<2«  Majefty  formally  declared  War  aganift  the  King 
of  Sii.eden ;  who,  on  the  other  hand,  foUicited  the  King  of  France, 
(who  had  juft  concluded  the  Peace,  and  had  his  Arms  at  liberty 
on  all  Sides)  to  join  him  with  60,000  Men,  and  thereby  reduce  ?11  his 
Enemies  to  reafon  in  one  Campaign :  But  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
made  him  almoft  the  fame  Anivvcr  to  this  Demand,  that  he  bad  done 
to  the  Chevalier  de  Si.  George  ;  who,  upon  Advice  of  l!ic  Death  of 
Queen  Anne,  came  Poft  Incognito  from  Lorrain,  to  rcprefent  ro  him  the 
favourable  Difpofitions  of  the  Scotch,  Irijh,  and  even  great  Numbers 
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6t Engltjh,  who  (as  he  faid)  only  wanted  to  be  fupportcd  by  fome 
Power  like  that  of  France,  and  defired  fome  of  his  Men  of  War  and 
Troops  for  that  purpofe.  This  Aniwer  (according  to  fome  difinterefted 
Frenchmen,  who  pretended  to  be  well  inform'd  of  the  Truth)  was  this, 
F-^-on't  fupply  you  with  fo  much  as  one  Boat,  I  will  die  in  'Peace  if  I 
can.  flowever,  his  Majefty  did  more  for  the  King  of  S'-jjeden,  ofier  d 
him  his  Mediation  to  accommodate  Matters,  which  was  accepted  ;  and 
the  Count  de  Croijfy  came  to  Stralfund,  and  went  backwards  and  for- 
wards to  this  end  from  the  Court  oiFruJJia  to  that  oS.  Sweden,  there  fpa- 
ringno  Pains,  but  'twas  all  in  vain  ;  as  were  aUb  the  Endcavours^of 
the  Landgrave  of  HefJ'e  Caffel.  War  being  rclblv'd  on  all  Sides,  the 
King  of  'PruJJt:i  attack'd  tjfdom  with  a  Force  lufficient  to  carry  it  i 
vvhiUt  the 'Z)tf«//&  Vice- Admiral  took  or  dcftroy'd  above  5-oVeflcls,  moft 
of  them  Privateers,  who  were  in  tht  Swine.  Thefe  Privateers  were  par- 
ticularly encourag'd  in  the  Exercife  of  that  Profeftion,  by  the  Advantages 
granted  them  by  the  famous  Placaert  publifli'd  in  their  Favour,  which 
ruin'd  fo  many  Merchants,  who  were  at  Amity  and  Correfpondcnts 
with  the  Swedes,  and  even  the  Swedes  t\\Z'm^Q\yt^,  to  whom  the  Condi- 
tions fcem'd  impradficable ;  which  particularly  obliged  the  Encjifli  to 
conrinue  fending  a  Fleet  into  the  BaltickSea,  to  protect  their  Conrimerce. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain,  as  Eledor  of  Hanover,  followed  foon 
the  Example  of  the  King  of -Frf/^^z,  his  Co-Diredtor  in  the  Circle  of 
Lower  Saxony,  declaring  alfcr  War  againft  the  King  of  Sweden.,  for  al- 
moft the  like  Reafons  i  and  he  began  it  by  joining  Ibmc  Hanoverian 
Troops  to  thofe  of  the  Danes,  for  the  Blockade  of  *  IVifmar.  Wifmar. 

About  the  middle  of  July  I  fet  out  from  Hamburgh,  with  deflgn  to 
go  to  Stralfund;  butcou'd  not  put  it  it  Execution  for  Reafons  that  I 
am  going  to  mention.  I  purfued  my  Journey  by  Tr'tttow,  Simla  and 
Qradebufch,  none  of  which  are  better  than  Villages,  and  hardly  known  in 
Geography,  till  the  latter  was  rendcr'd  famous  by  the  Battle  fought  near 
it  in  1 7 13,  and  the  firft  fpoken  of  for  the  King  of  Denmark  =,  having 
revicw'd  his  Army  in  its  Neighbourhood.  From  hence  I  palled  by 
IVifmar,  which  I  had  a  Sight  of  on  my  Left,  at  the  Diftancc  prefcnb  d 
by  the  Blockade,  confifting  of  a  flying  Camp  of  the  Troops  beforc- 
mcntion'd,  which  guarded  a  Line  of  Circumvallation  drawn  round  the 
City.  Two  Subalterns  demanded  my  Pafsport ;  I  had  two,  one  from 
the  Magiftratcs  of  Hamburgh,  and  another  from  Mr.  IVtch,  the  Bri- 
ttfo  Refident  at  that  City,  which  I  Ihew'd  them  ;  and  they  let  me  pais 
with  my  Poft- Boy,  who  carried  me  to  lodge  ^i  Altzearin,  from  whence 
I  went  next  Morning  to  Roftock. 

Roftock  is  a  large  City,  pretty  well  peopled,  and  fituated  upon  the  Roftcck. 
River  IVarne,  which  dilembogues  itfclf  into  the  Baltick  Sea  about  a 
Mile  and  a  half  below  it.  It  was  formerly  one  of  the  moft  confidera- 
ble  Hans  Towns  for  its  Commerce ;  but  has  begun  to  lofe  that  Ad- 
vantage fince  the  Swedes,  having  rendred  themleivcs  Maftcrs  of  the 
Fort  iVarnemude,  during  the  firft  Career  of  their  Succefs,  impofed  arbi- 
trarily a  Duty  upon  all  Goods  exported  or  imported  ;  and  the  Dukes 
of  Mecklenburg  (according  to  the  Inhabitants  Complaints)  have  treat- 
ed them  rather  like  Tyrants  than  Sovereigns  andProted:ors,  which  they 
ought  to  be.  The  Duke  then  reigning,  was  there  at  that  Time  in 
an  old  Palace,  which  he  was  repairing  to  render  it  more  convenient. 
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*  Wifmar,  4  City  of  Lower  Saxony,  fituated  u^on  a  little  Gulph  of  the  Baldclc  Sea. 
'•'"J  formerly  Imperial,  afterwArdi  fiibjeS  to  Mccklemborgb,  »»(i  then  to  Sweden. 
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Holftein  ;  Experience  fas  they  faid)  having  already  (licwn,  that  the  ton 
was  not  only  intended  for  this  End,  but  to  facilitate  the  Rcdudtion  of 
Kiel,  which  obeys  the  Dukes  oi  Holjletn  independently  of  the  Kings  cf 
'T>cnmark :  For  Hollhtn,  being  both  Royal  and  Ducal,  contains  a  Number 
of  Places  and  Diflridts,  that  belong  wholly  to  the  Duko  o^  Holjlein, 
as  others  do  to  the  King  oi  T)en7nark ;  for  Inflance,  Kiel  and  AV^-- 
mnnfier.  There  are  alfo  fcveral  that  arc  dependent  on  both,  wl-.erc  they 
equally  tax  the  Nobles,  whenever  the  Affairs  of  the  State  demand  it; 
and  thcfc  Nobles,  being  like  petty  Sovereigns  over  the  common  Peo- 
ple, difcharge  and  cafe  thcmielves  of  the  burden,  by  laying  it  upon 
and  taxing  them  in  their  Turn,  and  that  fometimcs  to  a  great  Hard 
Ihip  ;  infomuch  that  if  his  'Damp  Majefty  impofcs  the  Sum  of  fo.coo 
Crowns  upon  a  City,  dependent  in  common  upon  them  both,  the  Duk? 
does  the  fame,  according  to  the  mutual  Agreement  founded  upon  their 
Power.  Kiel  at  that  time,  with  all  the  reft  of  the  Ducal  Holjlein, 
was  fubjedl  to  the  King  oi  "Denmark;  to  whom  Tonntnghen ,  by 
opening  (as  I  have  already  hinted)  its  Gates  to  the  S-ji-edifi  Gene- 
ral, gave  Ground  to  poflefs  himfelf  of  it,  as  well  as  of  the  reft.  It 
is  reftor'd,  with  its  Dependencies,  to  the  prcfent  Duke,  by  the  laft 
Treaty  between  S\:;eden  and  Denmark ;  but  Gothorp  and  iilef:zick  re- 
mains in  the  Hands  of  his  Danifi  Majefty  by  the  1^imc 

Kiel,  Kiel  is  a  very  handfome  City,  and  ftands  as  well  as  can  be  dcfircJ 
for  Commerce,  in  a  Gulph  of  the  Balttck  Sea,  and  upon  a  Tenmfida, 
which  may  be  call'd  an  Ifland,  in  regard  of  the  Ditch  that  belongs  to 
the  Caftle,  which  feparates  it  entirely  from  the  Continent.  Its 
advantagious  Situation,  and  the  frequenting  of  its  Harbour  by  Mer- 

^  chants  from  the  greateft  Part  of  Europe,  were  the  Occafion  of  Duke 
Frederick  the  Firft's  fending  in  1663  that  famous  Embafty  into  Terjia^ 
which  paffing  through  Mufcovv,  coafted  along  the  Weft  of  the  Cafpian 
Sea,  and  fo  went  by  Land  to  Ifpahan,  in  order  to  fettle:  a  Trade  between 
that  Country  and  Holjiein.  Having  finiih'd  fomc  Afiairs  which  we  had 
in  this  City,  we  return'd  to  Hamburgh,  where  a  little  after  we  faw  a  printed 
Manifejio,  or  Declaration,  of  the  Che-valier  de  St.  Georges,  who  ftilcd  him- 
felf therein  James  III.  Yiing  o{  England,  Sec.  and  dated  it  in  the  14th  Year 
of  his  Reign.  In  this  Declaration,  he  exhorted  thole  whom  he  term  J 
his  faithful  Subjeds,  "  to  re-unitc  themfelves  together,  to  receive  and 
"  acknowledge  their  lawful  King  ;  telling  them,  that  the  well-known 
*'  good  Intentions  of  his  Sifter  Queen  Anne,  had  been  the  Caufe  of  his 
*'  keeping  Silence,  and  remaining  unadtive  during  her  Reign. 

On  the  other  Hand,  all  the  Potentates  who  were  at  War  with  tie 
King  of  Sweden,  were  preparing  to  go  and  attack  him  in  Straelfund; 
and  lome  Differences  that  had  happen'd  between  the  King  oVPruJJia  and 
that  Prince,  which  111  mention  hereafter,  had  made  him  likewife  his  E- 
nemy.  The  News  from  Straelfund,  were  full  of  nothing  but  the  contitiusi 
Motions  of  his  S-ocediJh  Majefty  from  Place  to  Place,  and  the  Fatig-xs 
he  underwent,  (even  lb  far  as  to  forget  eating  und  drinking,)  together^ 
with  the  extraordinary  Care  he  took  to  put  the  City,  and  the  Ifle  of 
Rngen,  in  the  beft  State  of  Defence  that  was  pcfliblc.  Some  time  af- 
terwards, high  Words  having  pafs'd  between  Raron  GoertZy  and  one 
of  the  Minifters  of  the  'PniJJian  Court,  it  went  ib  far,  that  they  ch:i!- 
Icns'd  each  other  to  a  Duel,  and  the  Place  of  Rmdez-^ons  was  agrc.d 
they  both  came  thither,    but  not  upon  the  lame   Day, 
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'twas  related  publickly  in  Ham'hir^h)  by  tcalon  of  the  Difference  ot 

tiie 


the  Stilc,  one  following  the  Old  and  the  other  the  New;  the'  (which 
was  more  probable)  Tome  lay,  that  his  'BruJJian  Majefty  interpolcd, 
by  commanding  his  Minifter  not  to  fight. 

Towards  the  End  of  May,  the  Danifi  Army,  dcftin'd  to  ad  againft 
the  S-Ji-edifi  'Pomerania,  being  drawn  up  in  the  Plain  of  *  Tnttoxz.',  Tiittow, 
where  his  Danifi  Majefty  was  to  review  them,  I  had  the  Curiofity  to 
fee  his  Troops,  who  were  fome  of  the  fineft  I  had  ever  ieen.  They 
were  40,000  Men,  Horlc  and  Foot,  and  might  all  be  call'd  chofcn,  well 
made,  and  well  cloathed.  The  firft  were  finely  mounted,  and  the  fe- 
cond  were  inferiour  to  them  in  nothing  but  in  being  on  Foot,  and  made 
as  fine  a  Figure  as  any  Infantry  cou'd  do.  The  Grenadiers  did  not 
feem  to  give  place  even  to  the  Englifi}  ;  of  whom  the  Marcl'chal  de 
Luxembourg  laid,  that  ;if  he  had  30,000,  he  wou'd  take  the  moft  im- 
pregnable Towns  in  the  World,  and  (to  make  ufc  of  his  own  Terms) 
dethrone  even  Luctfer  himfelf.  All  this  Army  leemd  excellently  difci- 
plined,  and  had  I'erv'd  for  the  moft  part  in  hlanders,  with  a  Reputation 
fufficiently  known.  The  King  was  on  Horleback,  in  a  Suit  of  Red 
Velvet  laced,  upon  a  fine  Spantjh  Genet,  with  a  Plume  of  Feathers  in 
his  Hat :  His  Officers  alfo  had  Scarlet  ones,  with  a  Silk  Scarf  of  the 
fame  Colour.  My  Eyes  having  been  entertained  for  Five  or  Six  Hours 
with  this  fine  Mihtary  Sight,  I  went  to  a  Country  Seat  a  little  diftanc 
thence,  that  was  hired  by  Mr.Ch.  Gore,  to  whom,  and  to  die  reft  of  the 
BntifJj  Company,  his  Danifi  Majefty  had  been  graciouHy  picaJed  to 
grant  the  Liberty  of  Hunting  all  about  that  Country.  I  found  there 
the  Deputies  of  Hamburgh,  to  whom  that  Gentleman  had  lent  it,  to 
carry  thither  the  Prefencs  of  Wine,  Provifion,  and  other  Refrelhments 
dcfign'd  for  his  Majefty  -,  (this  being  a  little  Tributary  Acknowledgment 
which  they  pay  him  from  time  to  time,  for  the  quiet  PolTeffion  of  the 
City.)  They  were  then  preparing  to  return  to  Hamburgh,  having  al- 
ready olFer'd  thole  Prefents.  As  for  mylclf,  I  had  a  good  bed  and 
plentiful  Table;  (Mr.  Gtfr,?,  who  was  not  there  him feif,  having  fcnc 
Orders  for  that  purpofe:)  The  Houlb  is  handlbme,  and  accompanied 
widi  a  plcalant  Garden.  I  ftaid  there  three  Days  very  agreeably  with 
one  of  his  Friends,  and  return'd  to  Hamburgh. 

In  the  mean  while,  what  (one  wou'd  have  thought)  Ihou'd  have  puc 
a  ftop  to  the  War,  and  faved  the  King  of  Sweden  his  German  Pro- 
vinces, was  what  haften'd  the  Lofs  of  them,  by  reafon  of  the  little 
Confidence  this  Prince  placed  in  thofe  who  were  yet  his  Friends,  the 
Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  •Prujjla.  His  Truffian  Majefty  had,  for 
the  lake  of  400,000  Crowns,  rcdeem'd  Stettin  and  the  Swedifi  Pome- 
rania,  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Northern  AUies,  with  a  defign  to  keep 
it  in  Sequeftration  till  the  Peace  (hou'd  be  concluded,  and  that  Sum  re- 
ftored  to  him  ;  and  what  feem'd  to  evince  the  fincere  Intentions  of  his 
Pruljian  Majefty,  was,  that  he  admitted  the  Troops  of  Holltein,  who 
were  in  a  manner  the  Allies  o^ Sweden,  jointly  with  hisown,  after  having 
concluded  the  Treaty  of  Sequeftration  with  the  Duke  Adminiftrator, 
and  Count  IVellmg,  Senator  of  Sweden  and  Governor  of  Bremen  and 
Verden.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  had  done  almoft  the  like  in  relpedl 
o^  Bremen,  which  was  refign'd  to  his  Majefty  by  the  King  of  Denmark^ 
for  between  7  or  8qo,ooo  Crowns.  For  Verden  was  alreacy  pawned 
to  his  Britifi  Majefty   for  a  great  Sum  of  Money  advanced  to  the 

Trittow  is  d  little  Village  between  Hamburgh  and  Lubcck,  in  the  Dutchx  of  Holftein, 
vbich  either  gives  Name  to,  or  derives  its  own  from  that  Plain, 
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afccr  the  Victory  of  Gradbitfch,  but  they  were  rebuilding  it.  The  In- 
habitants were  to  the  lafl  deeply  incenfed  againfl:  them,  they  having 
hardly  Iparcd  the  Reformed  Churches  of  the  French  and  '■Dutch,  where 
Divine  Service  is  pcrformd  for  thole  of  thcfc  two  Nations  after  their 
own  Manner.  (jC)  The  "/fci'J,  not  being  able  to  obtain  the  lame  Favour 
of  their  Synagogue,  were  then  rebuilding  it  after  a  handlomer  Model 
(as  was  faid)  than  before,  and  it  was  almoil  finilhed,  and  was  the  fineft 
Edifice  of  the  Tort  that  I  have  Iccn  in  Lhrtjitndorn  -,  for  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholick  Churcii  was  burnt  rather  accidentally,  by  its  being  too  con- 
tiguous to  the  Houfcs  which  the  S'sjedes  fet  fire  to ,  than  by  any 
Dcfign,  they  not  being  willing  for  its  lake  to  Ipare  thole  Buildings. 
My  Landlady,  a  Widow,  was  one  of  the  moll  exafperated  againll 
them,  and  greatcfl  Sufferer,  as  fhc  told  me,  with  the  utmoll  Rclcnt- 
ment  -,   and  here  is  the  Subllance  of  her  melancholy  Account. 

"  Count  Steinbock  left  here,  whilft  he  was  purluing  his  Vidory  into 
"  Holjiem,  a  Lieutenant-Gencral  to  burn  and  plunder  usi  having  been 
"  offcr'd  300,000  Crowns  to  fave  cur  Houfes  from  the  Flames,  he  or- 
''  der'd  a  Candle  to  be  lighted,  and  laid  to  the  Bearers  of  the  Prcpolal, 
*'  The  300,000  Cr&-^ns  tmift  Le  brought  me  before  this  Candle  ts  burnt  out^ 
"  cr  the  To'nn  fet  on  FireT  In  vain  they  rcprcfenrcd  to  him,  "  Thac 
"  the  Gates  of  Hamburgh  being  iliut,  where  every  one  kept  his  princi- 
"  pal  Stock,  and  Night  coming  on,  it  was  impoflible  to  lay  down  the 
"  whole  Sum  before  they  were  opened  -,  but  that  they  would  pay 
"  ICO, coo  Crowns  upon  the  Spot,  give  Hoft-iges,  and  the  reil  next  Day 
"  before  Noon.  All  thele  Remonflrances  were  of  no  Elieift,  (added  Ihe)  for 
"  he  immediately  lent  Soldiers,  with  Officers  at  the  Head  of  them,  ancj 
"  Torches  in  their  Hands,  into  every  Houle  ;  and  I  my  lelf,  laid  flic, 
"  had  then  juft  been  delivered  of  a  Child,  and  loll  my  Husband  about 
*'  three  Months,  in  vain  implored  and  conjured  the  Incendiaries  to  have 
"  Tome  Regard  to  my  Condition ;  but  all  Supplications  and  Tears  on- 
"  ly  mov'd  them  fo  far,  as  to  take  my  Bed  and  my  Quilt,  and  carry 
"  them  into  the  middle  of  a  neighbouring  Garden,  whilft  my  Maid, 
"  who  had  iavd  what  flic  could  of  my  beft  Things,  help'd  me  to  crawl 
"  thither  with  my  new-born  Infant,  more  likely  to  have  been  both 
•'  kill'd  by  the  Cold  than  to  have  elcapd  with  Life.  I  lay  thus  in  the 
*'  open  Air,  and  faw,  with  a  Terror  eafier  to  be  imagin'd  than  defcribd, 
"  the  Town  all  in  one  continued  Flame. 

The  Inhabitants  faid  generally  th'ac  the  Hantburghers,  being  jealous 
of  their  Neighbourhood  in  relpedt  of  Commerce,  had  given  under- 
hand a  great  Sum  of  Money  for  this  tragical  Expedition;  which  fecms 
to  have  been  founded  more  upon  Conjeifture  than  Truth.  Bu:  tho  rhcv 
did  think  by  this  Means  to  deftroy  Altena  for  ever,  they  were  very 
much  deccivd,  and  bought  very  dear  the  Pleal'ure  of  Revenge,  and  the 
fhort  Advantages  they  reap'd  in  the  Interim,  by  the  Sul'penfion  of  ks 
Commerce  ;  fmce  the  Town  began  to  be  rebuilt  more  handromcly  than 
before,  as  foon  as  the  Inhabitants  faw  thcmfelves  out  of  Danger  of 
their  Enemies,  whofe  Vidory  provd  mod  fatal  to  themlelves  ;  for  it 
feem'd  to  be  an  tgnis  fatuuSy  which  led  them  in  this  Precipice.  Ton- 
mnghcn^  by  its  Complaifance  in  opening  them  its  Gates,  became  their 
Prifon,  andlaft  hisMafter.    Fortune,  which  began  to  declare  againd

he  imprifons  the  Council  of  Roftock.  Some  dc- 
count  of  that  City,  Lubeck,  6^r. 

Hamburgh.!  A  S  I  can  make  no  new  Obfervations  upon  Hamburs^h,  I  (hall  lay 
£\_  little  of  it,  but  only  for  the  Connexion  of  my  Travels.  Tis 
a  handfome  large  i/-«wj  Town,  fituated  30  or  40  £«^///^  Miles  from  the 
Mouth  Qix.\\cEloe,  on  its  Northern  Side;  and  divided  into  the  new  and 
old  Cities,  as  Drejden.  It  is  ftrongly  walled  in,  and  us  Fortifications 
are  regularly  and  agreeably  lined  with  Turf.  Its  Churches  are  gene- 
rally large  and  fine,  or  at  leafl:  have  all  the  Beauties  of  their  Times ; 
the  Statues  and  Images  of  Saints,  ^c.  which  were  revcrencd  in  them 
by  the  Roman  Cathoiicks,  are  (lill  for  the  moll  part  prclcrvcd  therein, 
as  Ornaments,  by  the  Lutheran  Reformation.  Ill  name  the  'Domo 
firfl:,  as  the  former  Cathedral,  the'  not  the  fincil  ;  its  Biflioprick  was 
reunited  to  that  of  Bremen  in  85-0,  whofe  Bilhops  alfo  continu'd  to 
be  ftil'd  lb  oilHambuTgh  :  And  when  even  the  Archbilhoprick  of  Bre- 
men was  fcculariz'd  in  1678  to  the  S'^'edijh  Crown,  the  Su'edijh  Kings 
and  Queens  were  acknowledged  Titular  Archbifliops  of  the  firft,  as 
well  as  of  the  fecond;  till  that  in  17x0,  by  a  Treaty  concluded  be- 
tween the  King  of  England  and  the  Queen  of  S-jveden,  the  Dukedom 
of  Bremtn  was  yielded  to  his  Brtttjh  Majefly  with  ail  its  Revenues, 
and  confequencly  the  fame  Titles  and  Rights.  St.  Nicholas  and  Si.Ca- 
thermes  may  claim  the  firft  Rank  of  Beauty,  and  St.  "Peter's  take  place 
after  them.  St.  James's  is  pretty  well,  and  is  efpccially  recorded  in  Hi- 
ftory,  and  diflinguifh'd  by  the  Sirname  of  Meyers  Church  ;  from  the 
Dodor's  Seditious  Sermons,  as  they  arc  call'd  to  this  Day,  preach'd  in 
it  i  or  the  Troubles  and  Divifions  alcribd  to  him.  The  Government, 
who  allow  and  grant  all  manner  of  Privileges  and  Liberties  in  Tempo- 
rals to  Strangers,  of  whatibever  Nation  and  Religion  for  Encourage- 
ment of  Commerce,  is  not  fo  generous  in  rcfped:  of  Spirituals  -,  for 
only  the  Courts  of  Ftenna  and  of  England  have  Chappcls  within  the 
Walls  of  the  City,  fcr  the  free  Exercite  of  their  rclpcdlive  Religions  ; 
nay,  even  this  Liberty  has  been  violated  of  late  in  the  Houle  and 
Chappel  of  the  Emperors  Miniftcr,  which  have  been  pull'd  Jown  or 
abuled,  at  the  rate  lufficiencly  known,  by  the  Populace,  who  have  been 
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fet  at  work  (as  fcvcral  Pcrfons  would  have  it)  by  {bmc  new  Meyers 
(zo  ule  their  ExprelTlonsJ  His  Imperial  Majclly  "has  refcntcd  this  fa 
much  the  higher,  that  this  Commonwealth  enjoys  his  Protcd^ion  •  and 
his  Imperial  Majefty  left  but  two  Ways  open  to  Pardon  for  ibch  a 
rebellious  and  audacious  Attempt ;  the  firft,  That  f^o  or  more  Scm'tor- 
jhoiildgo  to  beg  that  Tar  don  at  the  Foot  of  his  Throne  at  Vicnan  •  and 
the  fecond,  That  another  more  magnificent  Hon fe,  ^ith  a  Chappel,  ^ flwnld 
be  rebuilt  tn  Hamburgh  for  hts  Mnvfle;;  at  the  Expence  of  the  City 
Others,  tho'  they  difapprovc  indeed  the  Aclion,  fay  that  it  has  been 
chiefly  occafion  d  by  the  Jefnts  and  other  Catholick  Pricfts,  who  cannot 
be  qinet  where  they  find  the  lels  Protcdlicn,  bur  will  meddle  not  only 
with  other  People  s  Religion,  even  m  their  own  Homes,  to  make  Pro- 
felites,  but  too  much  with  State  Affairs;  it  is  the  general  Complai"C 
of  the  Proteftants  againft  the  Zeal  of  thofe  Fathers  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Catholick  Faith,  &c.  Thotc  wlio  accufc  them  with  having  'h- 
ven  Occafion  to  that  Tumult,  add,  for  Inftancc  of  their  Charge,  that 
the  Engltp  have  never  been  molelted  nor  difturb'd  in  their  Chappel  or 
in  the  Exercife  of  their  Religion,  (tho' not  lookd  better  upon  than  the 
Roman  Cathohcks)  becaufe  their  Pricfts  difturb  no  Body  abroad  in  this 
nor  any  other  Relped:;  which  puts  me  in  mind  of  a'Mc-fugc  which 
f'^ijier  Ah  Bapa-^'  Chiorlouly  lent  to  y{t.Fc'rriol  by  the  French  Interpreter 
Mr.  Brue,  upon  the  repeated  Complaints  of  icveral  Ant i- catholick  Ar- 
memans  againft  thefe  Fathers,  on  Account  of  their  Converfions.  "  Tell 
"  your  EmbalTador,  that  if  his  Cara  'Papas,  or  Black  Pricfts,  wont 
"  imitate  our  Immams,  or  the  EngliJJj  and  'Dutch  Pricfts  who  live  a- 
"  mong  us,  viz.  to  let  every  Body  enjoy  in  Peace  the  Liberty  of  his 
"  Belief,  but  will  excite  further  Troubles  and  Divifions  among  our 
"  Chnftian  Subjedts,  they  ihall  be  all  put  on  Board  of  your  Vcllels, 
"  and  fent  out  of  the  Ottoman  Territories. 

The  Bntifij  Merchants  in  Hamburgh  make  a  very  handlbmc  Figure, 
and  live  up  to  theCharaaer  of  Pcrfons  of  Condition,  no  way  deroga- 
ting by  their  Adlions,  any  more  than  by  their  trading  Profellion,  from 
the  genteel  Blood  that  runs  in  the  Veins  of  the  moft  part.  I  v/as  re- 
commended particularly  to  MefTiCurs  Charles  Core  and  John  HanLnry, 
who,  with  their  Friends,  loaded  mc  with  Civilities  :  They  kept  a  fine 
Stable  well  ftor'd  with  Englifiy  Horfcs,  and  a  Pack  of  Hounds  of  th-  fame 
Nation ;  they  gave  mc  the  Plcafurc  of  hunting  the  Hare,  as  well  as  that 
of  Bowling,  for  the  Company  has  a  fine  Bowling-Grcen  in  the  new  Ci- 
ty, which  is  a  fpacious  Spot  of  Ground  picaianrly  lUrroundcd  with 
Walls  and  Trees,  and  accompany  "d  with  a  pretty  Houlc  for  eating  and 
drinking,  &c.  The  Floufcs,  both  in  the  new  and  old  City,  are  for  the 
Generality  after  the  old  Falliion  ;  but  there  are  a  pretty  many  others 
after  the  modern  ones,  which  plcafc  very  much  :  That  of  Baron  O/r^: 
is  of  Free-ftone,  and  one  of  the  nneft;  nuy,  feme  give  it  the  Precedence 
over  all,  for  the  Order  and  Magnificence  of  its  Strudurc.  The  Town 
Cellar  is  famous  for  its  old  Rhenifli  Wine,  prclcrv'd  in  it,  as  they  lay, 
for  above  an  Age,  as  alio  that  of  the  Nckar  and  Mof'ell. 

Some  time  after  my  Arrival  at  Hamburgh,  I  went  to  ^a)  Altena,  di- 
ftant  but  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  thence  upon  the  Southern  Side  of  the 
i^lbe,  where  I  took  up  my  Lodging.  It  had  not  as  yet  recovered  the 
Damages  done  it  by  the  Si^edes,  who  let  fire  to  and  burn:  it  to  Alhes, 
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that  this  Library  was  built  by  AdolpJjv.s  Augiijlus,  Duke  of  Brnnfiikk, 
a  Prince,  who  (to  all  his  other  i'mc  Qrialitics  worthy  of  the  Lullrc  of 
his  Family,)  join'd  the  Love  of  Literature.  Amongft  the  Maiiulcnpcs 
there  are  all  Luther's  Wndngs  from  i^iy  to  hts  Death,  with  divers 
Additions  and  Corredions  added  by  that  Dr.  in  reviewing  his  Works. 
The  Ducal  Palace  (of  which  I  only  faw  the  Ourfide,  and  two  of  it3 
Aparcmcncs)  is  a  tolerable  Piece  of  Architcdure,  and  makes  a  fine 
Figure.  The  Furniture  uf  one  may  judge  by  what  I  had  a  View  of) 
is  rich  ;  and  I  was  inform  d,  that  'tis  adorn  d  wich  a  Number  of  fine 
Paintings,  and  indeed,  fomc  of  thole  in  the  Chappcl  belonging  to  u 
are  excellent ;  nor  is  the  Chappcl  itfclf  vvicliout  its  Tingular  Beauties. 
As  to  the  City,  it  is  not  large,  but  well  fortify  d. 

Leaving  this  Place  betwixt  Two  and  Three,  we  arriv'd  before  Four 
at  1  Brtmf-jsick,  ^nd diimo\xntQ.d  ^tyit.AuguJhis  Fabrtce's^  Privy-Coun- 
celior  and  i'lcnipotenciary  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain^  at  the  Con- 
grcfs  for  the  Affairs  of  the  Elcdorate.  The  Reception  he  gave  a  Bro- 
ther he  dearly  loved,  af:er  an  Abfencc  of  Five  Years,  may  be  eafily 
imagin'd,  and  we  ftaid  here  five  Days.  This  City  is  pretty  large,  and 
its  Fortifications  arc  good,  tho'  neglcded  and  antique  :  It  is  fituated 
on  the  Obr  as  well  as  IFolfemuttel,  whence  it  is  diftant  but  a  German 
Mile,  lis  divided  into  Five  Parts,  whence  iz  has  beenfirnamd  ''Pen- 
tapoiis,  or  the  hive  Cities  -,  ics  Government  is  wholly  Lutheran,  and 
at  fuch  Enmity  with  the  Jevi's,  that  none  of  that  Nation  may  pals  one 
Night  there  without  paying  a  Ducat  Fine.  No  other  Religion  was  al- 
low'd  to  be  freely  profefs'd  within  its  Jurifdidion,  till  the  late  Duke 
Anthony  (who  turn'd  Roman  Catholick  feme  few  Years  before  bis 
Death)  built  a  very  pretty  Church  there,  and  had  Mats  faid  in  it ,-  but 
fmce  his  Deceale  it  has  been  converted  by  the  Lutherans  to  their  own 
Ute.  The  Plenipotentiaries  of  the  Congrefs  at  Bntnf-Jiick^  for  fertling 
the  Affairs  in  the  North,  palled  their  Time  m  this  City,  much  after  the 
lame  manner  as  thole  now  at  Cambray  have  Tincc  done  for  about  Two 
Years,  andhad  aslittle  Bufinefsas  the  latter  leem  to  have  as  yet.  Their 
moH  agreeable  Hours  were  I'pent  in  Aflemblies,  Balls,  (t-c  and  one 
Night,  when  there  was  one  at  the  Duke  of  Wolf enbutt els,  where  Mr. 
Fabrice  happen  d  to  be,  with  thole  Gentlemen,  playing  at  Cards  with 
Ibme  Ladies,  Word  was  brought  to  his  Highncls,  chat  two  S-jvedtJh 
Officers,  (who  faid  they  had  Palsports  and  Letters  from  the  King  of 
Siz-eaen)  were  at  the  Gates  in  great  hade,  and  begg'd  that  they  might 
be  open'd,  in  order  to  their  changing  Horlcs,  and  purfuing  their  Jour- 
ney ;  and  his  Highnefs  commanded  they  fliou  d  luffcr  them  to  go 
on .  An  Hour  after,  Cards  being  over,  a  fplendid  Supper  was  fervcd 
up,  and  all  the  Company  fat  down  to  Table  :  His  Highnefs  told  Mr. 
fabrice,  that  he  had  order'd  the  Gates  to  be  open'd  for  two  S-u:edifh 
Officers,  who  feem'd  very  impatient  of  going  forwards.  Mr.  Fabrice 
faid,  "  I  am  forry  that  I  was  not  told  of  it  then ;  I  know  all  the  Su'edifo 
"  Officers  perfonally,  or  by  Name,  I  would  have  enquired  of  them 
"  where  they  had  left  the  King  :"  Upon  which,  his  Highnefs  fent  to 
the  Poft-houfe,  to  fee  whether  they  pcrfevered  m  their  haliy  Refoiutioa 
of  going  further  that  Night,  or  at  lead  what  Names  they  had  given  in 
at  the  Gates  -,  but  Word  was  brought  back,  that  they  only  (laid  to 
have  frelh  Horfes  bridled  and  faddled  ;  and  by  the  Defcnption  which 

*  Brunfwick,  Brunopolis  or  Brunonis  Vicus,  ^  call'd  from  kavtng  teen  bull:  hj  Brano 
Son  of  Adolphus  Duks  of  Saxonv. 
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v/as  made  of  them,  and  the  ftrange  Names  they  had  affiimd,  quite  un- 
known to  Mr.  FdbrKe,  as  well  as  to  any  body  elfe,  he  concluded  in  his 
Mind  that  one  might  be  the  King  of  Svjeden  /  and  in  cUcd:  it  was  fo,  as 
we  heard  it  Four  or  Five  Days  afterwards,  and  his  Majefty  own'd 
himfclf  at  Stralfiind,  with  thelb  Circumlbnces,  that,  hearing  at  the 
Poll-Houle,  that  he,  Mr.  Fabrice,  had  been  Ibmc  Days  at  Brmif^ick, 
his  Majelly  was  afraid  left  the  Duke  flioud  defire  him  to  examine  the 
Swedes  wlio  happen  J  to  pals  that  way  i  aivd  m  that  cafe  he  had  or- 
dered Colonel  'During,  who  actcnucd  him,  to  fiand  all  the  Time  upon 
the  Thrcihold  of  the  Door,  to  make  a  Sign  to  him  not  to  diicovcc 
them  i  but  to  make  as  if  he  only  reracrabrcd  them  as  Officers  whom 
he  had  Iben,  without  fpcaking  to,  or  taking  any  farther  Notice  of  them. 

The  next  Morning  Mr.  Fabrtce  told  me  his  Thoughts,  and  refolved 
to  let  out  the  very  fame  Day  for  Zell -,  where  we  arrived  ta  the  Evening, 
and  took  our  Lodging  at  the  Prelident  his  Father's  Houfe,  who  received' 
hun  With  all  the  Marks  of  Tcadeinefs  and  Aftedion  imaginable ;  and 
hardly  two  Days  were  clapled  fincc  our  Arrival,  that  we  heard  that  of 
the  Kiag  of  S'^'edeu  at  Stralfnnd  -,  and  the  fame  was  confirmed  in  lefs 
than  two  more  with  the  following  Circumftanccs,  That  his  Majclly 
difguifcd  himfelf  by  putting  on  a  black  Wig,  an  old  heed  Hat,  and  a 
brown  Coat  with  a  blue  Cloak,  left  in  the  Night  of  the  7th  'Veddejiy, 
a  fnall  Place  in  IValachia,  paffed  on  that  of  the  nft  thro'  Bninfiz-tck, 
and  arrived  next  Morning  at  the  Gates  of  Straljtmd,  having  rode  about 
*  150  German  Miles  in  14  Dtays  ;  (and  had  not  Col.  'Dunri^,  who 
accompany  d  his  Majefty,  fallen  Sick  by  hard  Riding,  would  have 
been  there  a  Day  at  leaft  fooncr ; )  Tliac  the  ufual  Qucftion  at  the  Gates 
ci Stralfund,  Who  they  were,  what  their  Names  and  Charaders,  and 
whence  they  came,  being  put  to  thera  ;  Mr.  'During  anfwer'd,  that  they 
wereCaprains  in  the  King  of  Jicf-si'fws  Service,  who  had  Difpatches  foe 
General  'D'.ic'<er ;  chat  their  Palsports  beuig  demanded  confirm'd  the  fame. 
Hereupon  they  were  conduded  to  the  General  by  a  Centinel ;  to  wfaom 
the  King,  when  he  came  to  the  Palace  Gates,  threw  his  Cloak,  fay- 
ing, Here,  take  that  for  your  fdf :  That  having  made  himfelf  known,  on 
his  Arrival  thither,  his  ExccUeacy  receivd  him  with  the  Refpcd  and 
Submidiondue  from  aSubjed  to  his  Sovereign,  andcxculed  his  not  ha- 
ving waited  on  his  Majefty  without  the  City,  to  give  him  a  Reception 
fuirable  to  his  Roval  Dignity,  and  the  Duty  of  his  SubjedS;  by  his 
Majefty  s  coming  thus  Incogntlo  :  That  tlie  King  anfwer'd,  Tis  better 
a';  it  IS,  1  had  a  mind  to  be  Incognao  til/  mu,  andamfatisf'fd:  That  his 
Majefly  was  afterwards  complimented  by  the  Nobility  and  Clergy,  &c. 
snU  tho'  he  had  ridden  the  laid  I50  Germanhcagucs  info  Ihort  a  time, 
was  continually  on  Horfeback,  either  reviewing  his  Troops,  or  vifiting 
the  Fortifications,  and  look  d  as  frelh  and  as  well  as  if  he  had  indulged 
himfelf,  and  I'ufTer'd  no  Fatigue  at  all. 

We  no  fooner  heard  this  Account  of  the  King  of  S'-Joeden,  but  we 
prepard  to  let  out  for  Hamburgh,  [Mt.  Fahrice  to  have  a  Conference 
wi  ;■(  rhe  Duke  Adminiftrator  of  Holjiein,  and  afterwards  join  his  Ma- 
je.'^y)  and  my  fclf  for  ibme  private  Affairs  that  required  my  Pretence 
in  "hat  City.  When  we  came  to  Marburg,  we  were  there  inform'd  that 
his  Highnefs  had  paffed  by,  and  defign'd,  as  was  believd,  for  Stral- 
fiird i  whereupon  Mr.  F^Zr/^i-fe nc  to  the  Poft-houfc,  in  order  to  follow 
by  the  fame  Rout ;  and  I  took  leave  of  him  to  fee  out  for  Hamburgh, 
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a  Plcarurc-Houfc  than  a  Palace,  being  accompanied  with  a  beautiful 
Garden,  by  the  happy  Diftribution  of  and  Order  that  reigns  through- 
out its  I'arccrrcs,  Labyriiuiis,  Grottos,  Founiaiiis,  c^r.  To  return  ro 
the  City  J  Ibmc  Officers  told  mc  at  Binder,  that  his  S\j:::d:jl}  Mnjclly, 
after  having  reduced  the  prefent  King  of  'Poland  to  fign  the  Trcacv  &f 
Travcndal,  by  which  he  was  only  pornncted  to  keep  the  Title  of  Kin;/, 
Baron  Stralheim,  a  Gentleman  known  by  his  witty  ExprCirions,  think- 
ing this  Vint  both  dangerous  and  rafli,  and  having  in  \  ain  endeavour  d 
to  dilTuade  his  Mailer  from  ir,  told  him  at  hts  Return,  that  a  great 
Council  of  War  was  held  in  the  City:  His  Majedy  ask'd  if  ho  kncv/ 
upon  what  Account .-'  He  anfwer  d,  I  am  not  certain  of  it^  but  I  odieze 
it  is  7ipcn  ^^hnt  they  Jlwtdd  do  -nljen  xc-ur  Majejiy  izas  there.  And i:.hat 
JfwvJd  tkey  have  done^  rcjoin'd  the  King  ?  hiaie  kept  your  Majejiy  there 
till  you  had  broken  cjf  the  Treaty  of  Revv.nciation  of  the  Crojin  of  Po- 
land. Ah^  King  Auguflus  diirfl  not  do  that^  laid  his  Majcity.  He 
never  fo  'much  as  thought  of  it,  added  Mr.  Stralhmn,  as  your  Maiefty  s 
good  Luck  v:ou'd  have  tt.  The  Arfenal  is  abundantly  ftored  wirh  Arms 
of  all  Kinds,  the  mofl:  part  taken  from  their  Enemies,  efpecially  the 
Turks,  at  the  Siege  of  Buddy  not  to  mention  feveral  other  forts  cf 
Spoi's,  as  Coats  of  Mail,  Saddles,  Bridles,  Toponz^  ice. 

Having  (laid  two  Days  in  this  City,  we  again  took  Pofl  the  i-^tli 
to  continue  our  Tourney  towards //<z;«fcr^^,  whither  we  defignd  to 
go,  cxpc(5ling  there  to  hear  News  of  the  King  of  Szi'eden.  VVc  took 
up  our  Lodging  that  Night  at  (a)  Leipfick,  where  we  arrivd  time  enough 
in  the  Afternoon  to  fee  it  before  we  departed,  which  we  did  the  next 
Day  in  the  Morning.  This  City  i*^  advantagioufly  fituated  upon  tha 
'Pleifs,  and  is  large,  populous,  and  defended  by  a  (trong  Citadel.  Be- 
ing lb  near  Lntzen,  my  Curiofity  would  have  carried  me  to  view 
in  a  Plain  adjacent  to  this  Httle  City,  the  Bed  of  Honour,  where 
the  great  Ga/lavus  Adolphus  breath'd  his  laft,  it  being  markd  (as 
they  told  me)  by  a  Stone  fet  up  on  the  very  Spot,  where  he  was  found 
lifclefs  ;  bur,  Mr.  Fabrice  being  defirous  of  departing  the  next  Morn- 
ing before  Day,  I  was  obliged  to  curb  my  Inclinations.  Whilrt  Itn 
upon  this  Subjed,  we  were  inform'd  that  the  Northern  Hero  Charles 
Xn,  after  his  Vifit  to  King  Angujhis,  made  another  to  the  faid  Stone 
thus  immortalized,  and  that  he  found  that  glorious  Bed  fo  much  to  his 
liking,  that  he  exprefs'd  a  fortof  Defirc  of  having  ashandlbmc  aa  Oc- 
cafion  of  lying  there. 

Leaving  Letpfck  at  the  Time  before-mentioned,  we  got  about  Nine 
a  Clock  to  (/J)  Hall,  which  is  but  two  ordinary  Stages  from  thence  ; 
but  wc  only  (laid  ro  change  Horfcs,  and  had  but  jult  Time  to  ice  it 
very  fupcrficially.  This  City  is  very  populous,  and  defended  by  a  good 
Calllc  ;  it  has  from  Time  to  Time  furniflied  the  Common-wealth  of 
Letters  with  able  Men,  and  annually  trades  in  a  good  Quantity  of  Salt, 
made  of  the  Water  of  the  four  Fountains,  that  are  by  Nature  lalt,  and 
lie  within  its  Walls. 

(<i)  Leipfick,  the  Capital  of  the  Circle  of  the  fame  \'*my,  comprthettiiing  the  Dutchy  of  Hall 
and  the  Earldom  c/ Wectin  j  it  is  famous  for  its  t'niverjity,  the  i'urity  of  the  German  T.;»^af< 
tthich  is  there  fpol^en,  and  taught,  and  its  Strength. 

{h)  Hall,  HaHa  Saxonum,  fituated  on  the  t^iver  Sala. 
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We  dined  three  Miles  from  thence,  and  towards  Evening  arriv  d  at 
f^iedltngbargh,  chiefly  famous  for  an  old  Abby  of  the  fame  Name, 
which  embraced  che  Confcliion  of  Amburg  in  1539.  The  Nuns  of 
this  Place  (who  are  call'd  Canonelfes)  arsobligd  to  prove  their  No- 
bility for  eight  Defcents.  The  King  of  -polund  had  jutl  then  procured 
a  Canonlhip  for  the  Countefs  of  Komngfrnark,  for  whom  his  Majcfiy  was 
known  to  have  Elleem  enough.  Hillory  obiervcs,  that  in  Lni'cation  of 
an  old  Cullom  of  x)mT)nnds,  (who  were  Judges  both  in  Spirituals  and 
Temporals,  and  utcd  to  determine  Caules  under  high  Trees,  gene- 
rally Oaks)  the  *  Abbels  of  ^/^^%/i^?/r^/j  had  decided  Caufes  in  Ci- 
vil Matters,  and  proncuiiced  Sentence  under  a  very  high  One,  which 
was  between  this  City  and  Halber'iadt  m  the  Year  165-1.  We  lay  that 
Night  at  f  Halberftadt,  which  is  only  remarkable  in  Hiilory  for  being 
built  by  the  Cherufet,  and  for  having  a  Column  of  one  {ingle  Stone, 
which  I  believe  is  Granite  Marble,  and  call'd  **  Rolands  s  Pillar  ;  Ihcli 
a  Monument  was,  they  fay,  formerly  a  Sign  of  Liberty  in  divers  Gtrw^w 
Cities.  If  Curiofity  had  been  the  Motive  of  my  Journey,  or  I  had  tra- 
vell'd  alone,  I  had  not  faild  going  to  fee  Baumanhol,  which  is  at  moft 
but  a  Mile  diltant  from  thence  ;  but  as  ic  was,  I  was  forced  to  be  con- 
tented with  hearing  a  Defcnpnon  of  it  from  my  Landlord,  or  rather 
from  his  Son,  a  Student,  who  told  mc  that  the  Entrance  is  fo  narrow, 
that  only  one  Peribn  can  go  m  at  a  time  -,  and  that  'tis  a  real  Laby- 
rinth, where  fome  People  were  lofl:  for  want  of  a  good  Guide,  or  bu- 
ried ahve,  by  the  falling  in  of  the  Earth  ;  for,  added  he,  entire  Skele- 
tons were  found  there  of  Perfons,  who  were  believ'd  to  have  wander'd 
without  being  able  to  find  their  way  back,  or  to  have  been  over- 
whelm'd  by  the  finking  m  of  the  Ground  ;  but  I  rather  concluded  by 
this  Picture  of  it,  that  it  was  nothing  elie  but  Cafatombs  like  thofe  at 
Rome,  Maltha,  O'c. 

Setting  out  from  Halberftadt,  at  Break  of  Day,  wc  reach  d  on  the 
15th  t-i-  hholftnbuttelhQZwcen  10  and  ir  a-Clock,  where  Mv.  Fabrice 
wentdiredly  to  the  Ducal  Palace,  to  pay  his  Refpedls  to  the  Duke  ; 
but  he  was  difappointed,  for  his  Highnefs  was  at  ^Brunfjjuk.  I  took 
the  Opportunity  to  go  and  lee  the  Library,  which  I  had  before  heard 
extoll'd  as  one  of  the  fined  in  Germany  ;  and  had  not  been  long  there, 
e'er  one  of  Mr.  Fabrice's  Servants  came  to  tell  me,  that  vv^e  mud^icparc 
for  Brtmfujick  immediately  after  Dinner.  Hereupon  I  made  the  bed 
ufe  I  cou'd  of  the  little  Time  allow  d  me,  to  take  a  View  of  the  mod 
confiderable  Rarities  in  it;  and  the  L'nd.T  Library  Keener,  who  was 
then  there,  Ihew'd  me  a  great  deal  of  Complaifance.  The  Apartment 
which  contains  them  is  finely  contrived  and  illuminated,  the  Books 
well  chofen  and  taken  care  of,  and  the  Manufcripts  very  uncommon, 
in  great  Number,  and  ranged  in  excellent  Order.     Tis  enough  to  fay,

^  tl  Wolfenbuctel,  Capital  of  the  PruKipaHty  of  the  ft^:  \'.ime,  fituat,-!  upon  the  Oker, 
ti.-e  ufual  R^fidence  of  the  Princes  to  tvho:n  it  b.-Io/i's     It  rvas  formerly  caii'.i  in  Latin  Gui- 
phorbyhum.  ~^ 
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foreign  Mcrcliants,  and  almoft  as  loon  exported  as  made ;  fo  that 
there  IS  none,  even  of  that  fort,  or  but  very  little  good  to  be  found  in 
the  whole  Country. 

We  pal's  d  through  Tre^-:ardt,  ll'rj;ary,  Hordoua^    little  Villages  fi- 
tuatcd  upon  continued  Paflurc  Lands,  where  I  oblcrved  as  fine  and  as 
large  Cattle  grazing,  as  iw  England.     Afterwards,  leaving  behind  us 
Borojlo,  Tcketga,  Arogolatz,  Haduart^  Arrad,  and  Ker^oa,  large  Villa- 
ges, lying  in  a  very  rich  and  fat  Soil,    we  arriv'd   at  Buda  the  xjth, 
where  \vc  lay,  and  I  found  nothing  new  to  add  to  my  former  Remarks 
upon  it.     Setting  out  from  hence,  we  reach'd  I'iemm  the  lyth,  after 
having  pals'd  by  lVarefs:ar,  'Uoraek,  Neydorff,  Ketfmall,  Congo,  Raab 
Altemburg.   HochJIrafen,   Jarendorji,   Altembitrg,  and  Fifchia,   moft   of  them  Vil! 
Jages ;   of  which  I  Ihall  fay,  as  of  Buda,  having  feen  them  all  in  my 
former  Journey  this  V>'ay,   except  [a)  Altemburg,    which  I  had  left  on 
one  fide  to  fee  Tresbiirgh  -,  nor  did  I  lofe  any  thing  by  the  Change,  ic 
not  being  near  lb  handfome  nor  fo  confiderable. 

Mr.  Fabrice  went  to  the  Imperial  Court  of  Fienna  to  make  an  Excufc 
for  the  King  of  S'-J^eden's  Refolution  of  travelling  incognito,  and  return 
Thanks  for  the  Honours  dcfign'd  him  ;  and  Baron  Golrt::,  having  fome 
Reafons  for  taking  BreJIa-jj  and  Berlin  in  his  Way,  fer  out  on  the  id 
of  November  with  the  Secretary  before-mention'd,  whom  I  found  to 
be  properly  one  of  the  Duke-Adminiftrator  of  Holjlein's.      Mr.  Fa- 
brice  and  my  fclf  alio  left  this  City  the  next  Morning,  in  order  to  crofs 
Bohemia  and  Saxony,  in  our  Road  to  Hamburgh,  where  we  hoped  to 
hear  News  of  the  King.     On  the  7th  we  reach'd  Trague,  a  City  well 
enough  known  by  the  feveral  Sieges  it  has  fuftained,  the  different  Ma- 
ilers It  has  had,  its  Beauty,  and  its  Extent.     It  may  be  calld  Tnpotis, 
being  divided  into  the  Old,  the  Ne-ju,  and  the  Little  C'lzics.    The  firft  is 
fituated  on  the  River  iMoldau,  and  is  joind  (together  with  Little  Trague, 
which  is  on  the  Weftern  Side  of  it)  to  the  New  One  (which  is  on  the 
Eaftcrn  Side  of  the  River)  by  a  magnificent  Stone-Bridge  with  twenty 
four  Arches,  adorned  with  divers  fine  Statues.    Among  thefe  they  de- 
fire  one  to  oblerve  that  of  St.  Nicepovicenus,  like  that  of  which  I  took 
Notice  at  Vienna,  near  Leopoldftadt,  which  (as  they  fay)  is  but  a  Co- 
py of  this  at  Trague.     They  pretend,  that  it  is  fet  up  on  the  fame 
Spot  whence  that  Saint,    by  Order  of  a  King  of  that  Country,  was 
formerly  thrown  off  and  drowned  in  the  River,  for  having  preach 'd  too 
boldly  againft  his  Amours.    The  Things  mod  worthy  Oblervation  at 
'Fragile,  are  in  this  Part  of  it ;    there  is  the  Cathedral,  a  fine  and  bold 
Strudure ;   and  the  old  Palace  Royal,  become  Imperial  fince  by  the 
dcpofing  the  laft  King  of  Bohemia.     This  Palace  is  fet  off  with  all  the 
Beauties  of  the  Time  in  which  'twas  built,  and  of  the  Gothick  Order, 
which  principally  reigns  therein.    There  is  likewife  a  Citadel,  which 
palles  for  one  of  the  beft  in  Germany ;   as  docs  alfo  another,  fituared 
on  an  Eminence  without  the  City,  whence  it  almoft  entirely  commands 
it.     Nor  IS  the  Univerfity  to  be  omitted,  where  John  Hufs  and  Jerom 
of  Frague  taught,  tho'  it  is  little  frequented  now  to  what  it  was  for- 
merly.    Our  Stay  in  this  City  was  but  three  or  four  Hours,  one  at 
leaft  of  which  was  fpent  at  Dinner,    and  the  reft  I  made  ufe  of  to 
fee  the  Place  as  fupcrficially  as  I  defcribc  it.     Wc  met  there  at  our 


{a)  Altemburg,  the  ancient  Flexurrij  fituated  on  the  Sgutheyn  ,S»«V 
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Inn  General  Ttaldorjf;  or  rather  he,  hearing  that  wc  were  there,  came 
to  find  us,  and  gavcMr  /v/^r,.vall  manner  of  grateful  Demonftracions 
of  that  tnendOiip  which  had  lucceedcd  his  former  ^vcrfion  alrendv 
mentiond.  He  was  waiting  for  a  Palfport  from  the  Court  at  -Dr.fd.n 
which  he  had  defircd  his  Friends  in  Saxony  to  follicit  for  him,  in  order 
to  go  through  that  Country  to  Hamburgh. 

Having  \ckFragiie,  we  met  at  the  lorond  or  third  Stage  fif  I  re 
member  right)   the  Princcfs  of  Tnfca7iy ,    or  at  leaft  the  Lady  that 
was  married  to  Prince  Gajhn,  of  that  Name.    Our  Poft  Boy  told  u^ 
it  was  her,    for  otherwife  we  fliould  not  have  taken  her  for  a  Prin 
eels,    nor   even    a  VVoman     by  her   Equipage,    which    was    pa^dv 
that  of  a  Hunter.    She  had  a  Coat  very  dole,   with  Boots     a  Fir 
Cap,   and  wide  Breeches  like  a  T>utch  Sailor,  walking  in  a  Fcnnv 
Ground  with  one  of  her  Attendants,  who  held  a  Piece  loaded     readv 
to    prclent    her   on   the    firft    Occafion   that   ihould   offer-    the    relt 
were  waiting  near  her  Calafli,    which  was  but  three  or  four  Paces 
from  the  Road  by  which  wc   pafs'd,    nor  the  Miftrefs  above  twen- 
ty.    I  remember  that  my  Fcllow-Travellcr  in  1710,   (torn  Florence  10 
Rome,   told  me,    (m  fpcaking  of  Prince  Ga/io'u\  Marriage  with  this 
Princefs)  of  their  fudden  Separation  ;   that  this  Prince  was  hardly  two 
Hours  a  Bed  with  her  (lome  others  lay  net  at  all)  ecr  he  took  Poft 
to  fly  away,  and  has  never  feen  her  fuice.     I  don't  know  whether 
ever  their  Highnelfes  gave  any  Realbns  for  it,  at  leaft  I  never  heard 
them,-   or  whether  it  be  one  of  the  Etfcds  of  human  Antipathy    for 
which  none  can  account.     The  People  of  the  Country  laid,  chat'  her 
Highnels  made  her  chief  Delight  in  Sporting  and  Filhing  ,-    the  Coun- 
try IS  moft  inviting  to  both,    by  the  vaft  Plenty  of  Game  of  all  ibrcs 
wherewith  it  Iwarms,  as  well  as  by  the  great  Quantities  of  Fifh  with 
which  Rivers,  Lakes,  Ponds,  a-c.  are  ftored ;   which,  with  the  arable 
Fields,  Meadows,  Fens,  Woods,  6-^.  make  a  rich  and  beautiful  Variety 
^Ve  pafs'd  by  no  other  Town  till  the  yth,  when  wc  came  toAufJlich,  only 
confiderable  for  its  Situation  on  the  Eaftcrn  Side  of  the  Elbe ;    and  at 
Feterf-^'alda  we  enter'd  into  the  Upper  Saxony,   which  I  found  to  be 
luch  as  the  S-j:edes,  who  had  made  there  a  Golden  Campaign,  (to  ufe 
their  own  Terms,)  defcribed  ic,  that  is  to  fay,  a  delicious  Country,  m- 
habited  by  a  People  generally  worthy  of  it,  by  their  natural  Bcaury. 
As  wc  approach'd  {a)  F)refden,  or  at  leaft  within  a  Mile  or  more  of  it 
I  counted  to  the  Number  of  forty  four  fine  Villages,  and  never  Ids' 
taan  fifteen  or  fixteen  at  a  time  within  Sight.     Wc  arriv'd  at  the  Cicy 
on  the  I  ith,  which  is  worthy  of  that  rich  Neighbourhood  ;  it  is  ftron/- 
L  ^nl^  °'  fortify 'd,  and  defended  by  a  good  Citadd,  and  divided  by 
the  Elbe  into  two  Parts,  under  the  Names  of  AV^.  and  Old  Cities-,  ks 
Churches,  Palaces,  Houfcs,  /j-c  arc  fine,  and  regularly  built;   the  E- 
ledtora  Palace  is  a  well  defign'd  and  magnificent  Strudure,  fumptuoufly 
adorn d  with  rich  Furniture,  and  good  Paintings.     The  fame  may  be 
laid  of  the  Stables,  whofc  Stalls  are  divided  by  fine  Pillars,  and  fill  d 
eac  leaft  were  then  fo)  with  a  curious  Choice  of  Horfes  of  a  foreign 
creed.     There  is  another  Palace,   a  good  Walk  from  the  City     not 
nearlo  large  as  this,  but  built  more  after  the  modern,  and  adorned 
With  hnc  Paintings,  befides  a  Number  of  Curiofiries,  that  are  Amufe- 
ments  worthy  of  Virtuofos.    However,  this  may  more  iuftly  be  ftiled 
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appcar'd  at  tlic  Windows,  or  went  our.  This  City  is  large,  well 
built,  and  ftrongly  walled  in,  and  is  fituatcd  upon  the  Rivet  Ztben, 
whence  It  dcriv  d  its  Name  Zebinum-,  which  it  iuil  retains  amongfl.  the 
Tranfylvanians.  It  is  a  fort  of  Colony  of  Saxons.  VVc  I'pcnt  the  Nighc 
there,  and  next  Morning  Mr.  Fabnce  went  to  make  a  Vifit  to  the  Head 
Burgomaftcr,  and  carried  me  with  him,  and  were  receiv'd  with  all  the 
Civility  imaginable.  A  "Jefuit  dropp'd  in  whilfi;  wc  were  tlicrc,  and 
we  foon  dilbover'd  by  hisQiicftions,  that  hisCuriofity  to  enquire  con- 
cerning the  King  of  S-jjcde7i  had  the  grcarell  Share  in  his  coming.  He 
made  but  a  fiiort  Vifit,  and  left  us  with  the  Burgomaftcr,  who  told 
us,  that  the  Roman  Catholicks,  and  even  the  Jefutts,  lived  in  better 
Intelligence  with  the  Proteftants  there,  than  in  any  other  part  of 
Tranfylvania  and  [Itmgarj  ;  and  that  they  conversed  with  one  another, 
and  their  Clergy  abftained  from  inveighing  in  their  Pulpits,  and  wri- 
ting againft  each  other.  His  Imperial  Majcfty,  far  from  difturbing  the 
Protellant  Inhabitants  on  Account  of  their  Religion,  not  only  aliou's 
them  freely  to  profefs  it,  but  alfo  leaves  the  Civil  Government  of  the 
City  to  them,  being  fatisfy'd  with  having  there  anUnder-Governour, 
w-ho  is  a  Roman  Catholick,  and  has  but  the  Shadow  of  Authority. 
One  mufl:  alfo  do  them  the  Jufticc  to  own,  that  they  are  very  Loyal 
Subjedts  to  the  Emperor ;  and  don  t,  like  feveral  ethers  of  the  fame 
Religion,  intermeddle  or  join  with  the  Malecontcnts  of  that  Coun- 

ti-y. 

We    were    fcarcely  got    to  our  Inn,   when   wc  faw  a  MefTcnger 

enter,   who  had  been  difpatchcd  by   Baron  Golrtz,^    to  enquire  what 

Rout  his  S'^eciiJJj   Majcfly  wou'd  take,  and   was  to  carry  back  an 

Anfwer  to  his  Excellency,  who  was  d.firous  of  meeting  him :  But  Mr. 

Fahricc,  who  knew  him,  having  informd  him  of  the  King's  Relblucion 

to  pafs  Incognito,  and  not  give  Audience  to  any  one  upon  the  Road, 

not  even  the  firll  of   his  Subjects,  this  Courier  returned  to  his  Mailer, 

who  was  but  three  Stages  from  Hermanjladt,  whither  we  followed  and 

overtook  him.     As  foon  as  we  arrived  the  Baron  cmbrac'd  Mr.  Fahnce^ 

and   was  locked  up  with  him  for  almoft  two  Hours  and  a  half,  during 

which  a   good  Dinner  was  drefs'd  for  them ;  and  when  'twas  ready 

they  were  call'd,  came  out,  and  we  fat  down  to  it.    The  whole  Dif- 

courfe  was  upon  T/.T/iy,  and  cfpccially  of  the  King,  till  the  Cloth  was 

taken  away;  and   his  Excellency,  contrary  to  his   natural  Tc.Tipcr, 

laugh'd  heartily  at  the  Counfel  Mr.  Fabnce  had  given  his  Majefly,  that 

he  might  not  be  known  whilft  on  the  Way  to  S'-.sjedm  ;  and  ordered  his 

Servants,  who  had  dined  before,  not  to  lofeTime,  but  to  get  all  things 

in  Readinefs  for  departing  immediately.     A  Quartet  of  an  Hour  after 

the  Horfes  were  put  to  his  Chaife  -,  which  done,  he  took  Mr.  Fabnce 

in  it  with  him,  and  his  Secretary  and  I  went  in  a  Pcft  Waggon ;  and 

we  reached  *  U/eljJ'emburgb  the  Beginning  of  next  Night,  being  the 

19th.    This  City  flands  very  agreeably  upon  a  little  rifing  Ground,  is 

watcr'd  by   the  River  Ompay,  and  looks   upon  a  vafl:  and  charming 

Plain,  diverfify'd  by  plough'd  Fields  and  Meadows.    Its  Fortifications 

are  good,  and  they  were  then  at  Wot k  to  enlarge  and  make  them  more 

regular  ;  its  Extent  it  not  fo  great  as  Hermanjiadt^  nor  is  it  fo  hand- 

fom,  but  it  is  ftrongcr:  It  was  before  that  theRcfidenec  of  the  Princes 

of  the  Country,  as  it  is  now  of  the  Govcrnours.     '^Vc  only  ilaid  here 

*  WeifTemburgh, /;  m//V  i>  f/;-!?  Germans,  tr  Gulafeirwar  h  the  t^Ativm,  formtrl/ k\hx 
Julia  and  Zernighetufa. 
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to  change  Horfes,  and  went  to  lie,  or  rachcr  reft  fome  Hours,  at  the 
iirft  Poll  beyond  it^    afrcr  which  we  again  let  forwards  and  travcll'd 
as  fafl  as  the  Horfes  would  go,   without   ovcr-ftraininp  them      W'» 
din  d  the  it  ft  at  ^^a]  Ucmfemhurgb -,  win  Ji  Place  is  large  cn^ouph,  but  ir^- aauicr 
differently  peopled,  and  its  Houfes  arc  very  old-faihioncd,  a"nd  for  th- ^"'8^- 
moll  part  kept  but  in  ill  Repair.     There  are  four  Churches  bui't  in 
the  Form  of  a  Ldtin  Crols,  and  the  greateil  is  Aruin,  one  Lutheran 
one  Reformed,  and  the  leall  for  the  lioman  Catholicks ;    by  which' it 
appears  that  the  Liberty  of  Confcience  is  not  fo  much  diilurbcd  by  the 
Emperor,   as  is  complained  of  by  the  tlimganan  and  Tranrylvama'^ 
Maleconrents.     Thele  Churches  are  not  at  a;i  remarkable.    That'be^ 
longing  to  the  R:nnan  Catholicks  having  been  the  lafl  built,'  is  the  mof* 
regular;   it  w^iU  ealliy  be  judged  that  the  others  were  alfo  oriPinally 
in  their  Policlfion,  but  have  changed  Mailers  by  the  Prevalence" oftV- 
Reformation.    The  Country  is  every  where  fruitful  and  phafant    a-'ul 
(if  one  excepts  fome  Towns  and  Villages  here  and  there  dertrov'-'d  m 
the  Heat  of  Wars)  entertains  the  Sight  with  an  agreeable  LanJskip  of 
Plains,  Meadows,  little  Hiils,  arable  Fields  and  Woods. 

Purfuing  our  Journey  by  Conod,  'Perund,  Sonocr,  Mair  Kani  Rred 
o:Uv,  Ki-rmUy  ueaj,  dboMoro^  ot:zale,  lyxurgua,  and  LethaDally.  vve 
reach'd  on  the  a  3d  in  the  Evening  [b)  •Bebrt'^zm,  a  Ciry  o't  'I'aQ  Cpuer 
Hun'^arv,  m  the  harldom  of  Kaio,  more  populous  and  not  fo  ill  builc 


as  Uailpmburzb. 


popu 
Its  Civil  Government  is  in  the  Hands  of  the  Cal- 
vinifis,  who  very  prudently  held  neuter  during  the  Revolutions  i.i 
Times  pall ;  but  after  the  reducing  of  Zolmac  and  Cafwjj  or  Cafjovia 
put  itlelf  under  his  Imperial  M.ijeiiys  Proccdhon.  We  fpent  the'whole 
Night  here,  and  the  next  Day  we  purfued  our  Road  on' the  S.  W.  and 
withm  few  Miles  from  the  Dependences  of  Tokay.  This  is  a  pretty  (Iron^ 
Place,  moil  pIcalanLly  fituatcd  on  the  Confluence  of  the  Teilje  and 
Bodroch,  according  to  all  the  Accounts  I  heard  of  it ;  for  I  never  went 
to  fee  it,  tho'  I  pafsd  twice  'io  near  -,  and  I  have  been  rcproachd  with 
my  Negligence  by  feveral  Travellers,  who  laid,  that  had  they  been  in 
my  room,  they  would  at  lead  have  gone  and  tatted  the  famous  Kccfar 
of  that  Nam.e  on  the  very  Spot :  To  which  I  anlvverd,  that  thev  might  be 
dilappointed  in  this  Refpecl:,  if  what  I  have  been  told  by  credible  Per- 
fons,  that  there  is  none  of  the  right  Tokay  ll'ine  to  be  got  for  Money, 
is  lliU  fad: ,-  for  I  remember  Prince  Tekeh\  who  had  once  the  Place' 
and  the  Country  in  his  Poirellion,  aifur  d  mc,  that  the  Soil  which  pro- 
duces It  is  of  fo  fmail  aCompai?,  that  the  whole  Produd  wns  refcrved 
for  the  Ufe  of  its  Sovereigns,  and  cliccma  a  Prcfent  worthy  of  crown'd 
Heads.  The  fame  has  been  confirm'd  to  me  by  others,  who  added, 
that  that  fmall  Spot  of  Ground  encloies  feveral' rich  Veins  of  Gold'; 
that  the  Bunch  of  Grapes,  with  fome  Particles  of  this  precious  Metal 
which  is  \x\  the  Imperial  Treafury,  was  found  there ;  and  that  it  was 
propos'd  to  the  Court  oi  Vienna,  to  open  thofe  Veins  -,  but  the  Propo- 
fals  were  reiedfed,  not  to  lolc  fo  delicious  and  certain  a  Prefent  of  Na- 
ture as  that  Wine,  for  an  unccitain  one.  And  that,  as  for  the  other 
jort  of  Wine,  which  grows  in  the  neighbouring  Parts,  under  the  fame 
Name,  and  is  alfo  very  much  cHeemd,  it  was  fold  olf  before-hand  to

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like  that  of  the  Figure  N.  (6)  in  the  Print  XIX.     Thole  of  the  firftRank; 
as  the  Wives  and  Daughters  of  the  Prince  and  Bovars,  wear  long  Furs 
after  the  manner  of  the  Turks^  and  a  Calpa  or  Cap  of  Sables.  The  Mclr/a- 
fians  of  Condition  do  the  fame  ;  and  the  Habits  of  the  meaner  fort  a- 
mong  the  latter  are  alio  like  that  of  the  fixth  Figure  in  the  lame  Print, 
only  that  their  Ficaddrcls  rcfembles  that  which  the  ancient  Painters  and 
ChriRians  in  the  Eaft  give  to  the  Virgin  Marv.     We  left  this  Cicy  about 
Five  in  the  Evening,  and  at  Seven  paued  by  a  pretty  Ipactou:^,  and  mag- 
nificent Edifice  ;    whereupon  we  askd  our  Guide  what  it  was ;  'A'ho 
inform'd  us,  that  'twas  a  Palace  call'd  Mogockon^  founded  by  tlie  lad 
Prince  of  JFalachia,  and  we  had  the  Curiofiry  to  take  a  \  icw  of  it. 
Twas  a  large  Pile  of  Building  very  regularly  and  handlbmely  cor.- 
triv'd  dikzti\\Q  European  manner,  adorn  d  with  good  Paintings  and  well 
fancied  Ciclings  ;  but  the  Furniture  had  been  taken  away  by  the  Offi- 
cers of  the  Torte,  at  the  dcpofing  of  its  unfortunate  Mailer.     It  has  a 
fine  Garden  belonging  to  it,  and  lies  near  a  little  Rivulet,  and  a  Pond 
that  abounds  with  Filh.     Twas  then  converted  into  a  Han  for  the  En- 
tertainment of  Travellers  ;  and  Mr.  Fabrice  having  taken  a  Cook  along 
with  him,  who  had  bouglit   fome  wild  Fowl,  of  which  the  Country 
has  great  Plenty  every  where,  we  ftaid  to  fup  and  refl:  our  felves  fome 
Hours  ;  after  which  we  got  again  on  Horfeback,  and  traveli'd  all  the 
Night,  which  was  very  lerene.     We  went  thro'  leveral  Villages  re- 
markable for  nothing  but  their  Pop uloulhefs  ;  the  Houles  being  only 
miferable  Huts,  made  of  Branches  interwoven  one  within  the  other, 
and  plailler'd  over  with  Mortar  and  Cow-dung  intermixt ;  and  without 
flopping  but  to  change  Horfes,  which  were  very  good  every  where; 
and  palling  over  a  fertile  Country  agreeably  diverfify'd  with  Fruits  and 
other  Trees,  we  reached  Tergovitz  the  next  Day  early  in  the  After- 
noon, where  we  dined.      Tis  a  very  ancient  Town,  and  was,  as  may 
be  leen  by  its  old  Walls,  formerly  larger  than  at  prefent :  its  Houles 
are  generally  fmall  and  ill  built.     The  Strudlure  of  this  Caftle  is  an- 
tique, but  not  fo  large  as  the  Palace  before  mention'd,  and  is  very  ir- 
regular, having  been  repair  d  at  different  times,  and  fome  Apartments 
added  to  it  for  the  Convenience  of  the  late  Prince's  Family  ;  who,  as  I 
before  hinted,  refided  there   for  the  moil  part.     The  Town's  greatetl 
Ornament  is  a  Church,  whole  Paintings  (contrary  to  the  ufual  Cuftom 
of  the  Greeks)  are  pretty  good.     As  we  only  ftaid  to  take  frelh  Horlcs, 
and  have  a  tranfient  View   of  thefe  Things,  v^e  mounted  again,  and 
immediately  began  to  enter  amongft  Mountains,  where   we  only  met 
with  four  large  Villages,  -vrz.  Crtfouhtz,  Scala,  Rofnau  and  Rotica,  ^  ac 
the  laft  of  which  we  lay,  and  lent  back  the  Prince's  Servant,  Mr.  Fa- 
brice having  firft  made  him  a  Prefent,  according  to  his  ufual  Generolity, 
after  he  had  procured  us  Horfes  to  carry  us  as  far  as  Cronfiat,  the  firil 
Town  in  Trajifylvania  on  that  fide.     Before  our  Arrival  there,  we  palled 
over  a  Chain  of  prodigious  deep  Mountains,  call'd  in  the  lurkiPi'Demir 
Capi,  the  Iron  Gate^  f  which  may  leem  to  them  the  fame  that  is  be- 
tween 'Philopopoli^n^Niffa,  and  is  divided  into  two  Parts  by  the  "D-a- 
nube.     We  met  only  with  a  Roman  Cacholick  Hermit,  in  a  little  Hut, 
upon  the  Top  of  the  higheft  of  them,  which  ftartles  thofc  who  look 
down  from  it,  with  its  dreadful  Precipice  :  Nevcrthelcfs,  one  mull  go

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over  the  very  Summit  of  it,  there  being  no  other  beaten  Road.     We 
alio  paired  by  a  l.ttlo  Fort  garrifon'd  by  Germans,  which  feparates  the 
Principalities  of  fPalachia  and  Tranfyhama,  where  we  fiiewed  our  Pal<' 
ports     Thence  we  entered  into  an  agreeable  Plain,  which  led  to  ~^*  Cronftaf 
Cr.«/?.r  where  we  arriv  d  the  1 7th  in  the  Morning,  after  having  taken 
up  our  Lodging  in  a  Village  lome  Leagues  from  it.     This  City  is  well 
fortify  d,  and  inhabited  partly  by  fome  of  ^^x.«  Original,  partly  by 
Germans    :^n6.  partly  by  Hungarians,  and  a  few  JValafhian  ^yd.  bUZ 
m«  Families.     The  Governour  and  Magiftrates,  who  had  Orders  from 
Vienna  to  pay  his  Majefty  Imperial  Honours,  (to  ufe  their  own  Tcrms^ 
that  is  to  lay,  to  receive  him  with  as  much  Refped  as  if  the  EmDeror 
were  to  come  that  way  in  Pertbn,  were  much  furprisd  to  hear  that  he 
intended   to  pals  Incognito,  and  woud  difpenfe  vvich  it      Mr  FaLm- 
had  a  Number  of  Vifitants  of  the  bell  Falliion  on  that'account  •  and 
as  we  went  thro  the  Streets  we  were  furrounded  with  Multitudes  of 
the  Common  People,  to  which  a  young  Greek,  who  fcrv'd  that  Gen-"]- 
man  as  Valet  de  Chamhre,  and   was  drels'd  after  the  Eail-rn  Fashion 
t^  "°n^  ,         ^°"tribute.     We  left  the  Town   dilTatisfyd  at  '  the 
Kings  Refolution,  and  took  the  Road  for  Hen^iaiiji.idt  next  Morning 

At  the  fecond  Poft-Houfe  we  met  an  Officer  difpatched  hv  C-ncral 
Stem'viUe,  Governour  of  the  Country,  to  enquire  about  the  Kii^a's 
March,  and  what  time  his  Majelly  woud  arrive  at  the  Imperial  Fron- 
tiers. This  Officer,  taking  us  for  Swedes,  ask'd  us  Quedions  fuitable 
to  his  Orders;  and  Mr.  Fabnce  to\A  him,  that  he  might  fpare  himlclf 
the  Trouble  of  going  farther,  fince  no  one  woud  know  when,  nor 
which  V^ ay  the  King  woud  pafs  :  He  bid  him  alfo  inform  his  Excel- 
lency, that  twas  his  Majefty's  Defire  they  fliou'd  not  rake  the  Icafl 
Notice  of  him,  even  if  they  (hou'd  difcover  him.  He  anfwerd,  with 
Surprize,  that  Orders  were  every  where  diftributed,  and  Difpofiaons 
made  for  his  Reception,  and  for  bearing  the  Expences  of  him  and  his 
Retinue,  thro  all  the  Emperor's  Dominions.  Mr. /.^/Jr.^.replyd  that

He  receiv'd  alfo  Icvcral  other  Viuts  from 
fome  of  the  Heads  of  the  City,  who  expreft'd  a  great  deal  of  D.iTa- 
tisfa<aion    to   fee  themfelves  depriv'd  of  an  Opportunity  of  flieumo-

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ing  for  us,  and  where  ir  was;  I  aiifwer'd,  yes,  and  that  it  was  undcT 
Gjncral  Hordh%  Waggon,  or  in  the  open  Air  ;  that  the  Gcp.crai  wou'd 
take  the  flril  Pair  of  Stairs  as  his  Right,  and  he  in  the  Waggon,  and 
favour  us  with  the  inferior  Apartments,  which  the  Quartcr-Maftcr  had 
taken  upon  himlelf  to  obtain  for  us.  The  King  laughed  very  lieartily ; 
however  we  got  Tents  from  the  Turks.  Afterwards  ins  Maiclly  mount- 
ed on  Fiorfeback,  and  rode  about  Ibmc  time ;  then  went  home  to  Sup- 
per, and  fo  to  Reit  for  four  or  five  Hours. 

0{\  the  6ch,  the  King,  always  extraordinary,  fcem'd  to  take  Plcafure 
in  putting  the  Turkifh  Gravity  intoConfufion  ;  for  at  One  m  the  Morn- 
ing he  ordcr'd  the  Trumpcrs  to  found  to  Horlb,  as  a  Signal  for  March- 
ing. The  Lapigi  Bajhan',  the  ChiaottZj  and  other  Tmks  awaking,  were 
furpriz'd  to  hear  that  his  Majefty  would  get  on  Horfeback  at  that 
Time,  but  durfl.  not  contradid:  it,  as  knowing  generally  that  they  wou  d 
get  nothing  by  ir.  The  Night  was  very  dark,  every  one  mounted, 
and  they  began  their  March  by  Torch-light,  to  find  out  the  right  Road, 
among  fjveral  Defiles  form'd  by  Mountains  and  Woods ,  wherewith 
Bulgaria  abounds,  which  made  Travelling,  cfpecially  in  the  dark,  very 
difficult.  We  arriv'd  at  Commorava,  the  Village  defign  d  for  the  next 
Conack,  before  Day;  which  his  M;ij-fly,  always  an  Enemy  to  Repolc, 
and  dclpifing  Fatig'ies,  no  fooner  law  break,  than  he  got  again  on 
Horfeback  to  takf'^thc  Air,  in  which  he  fpent  five  or  fix  Hours  with 
the  voluntary  Compa'nions  of  his  Toils,  who  chofe  to  accompany  him,  for 
he  never  commanded  any  one  to  do  it,  as  I  have  faid  fomewherc  clfe. 
At  his  Return,  Mr.  Fabncc,  who  hjd  heard  what  had  happen'd  in  the 
Nodturnal  March,  iaformd  the  King,  in  his  merry  Way,  that  leveral 
Waggons  were  broken  in  the  Defiles,  and  the  rell  not  yet  come  up  j 
and  that  the  'Turks,  who  were  but  little  uled  to  this  Metamorphofa,  or 
Tranlpofition  of  Night  into  Day,  look  d  very  grave  and  lleepy.  Ah, 
fays  his  Majefly,  'tis  good  to  roiifc  them,  and  teucb  them  to  be  vjatchful 
fornetiines.  The  King  being  told  that  Dinner  was  ready,  fat  down  to 
Table  with  Mellieurs  Grothufhi,  Mullern,  General  Hordh,  Mx.Fabnce,  and 
fome  other  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank.  Dinner  being  over,  the  King 
vvalk'd  out  for  an  Hour,  and  rode  for  five  more  with  a  greater  Reti- 
nue than  in  the  Morning,  all  thole  who  had  eaten  with  his  Majefty 
accompanying  him,  befides  fevcral  others.  His  Majefly  eat  a  light 
Supper,  and  went  to  Bed  pretty  early;  and  at  Two  in  the  Morning, 
being  pleafed  with  his  Journey  of  the  Night  before,  order'd  the  fame 
Signal  to  be  given  for  Marching,  and  fo  continued  Travelling  fometimcs 
earlier,  fomctimcs  later  in  the  Night,  as  far  as  Ru/Jick^  where  we  got 
on  the  nth;  and  the  Number  of  Waggons  broken,  and  left  behind, 
amounted  to  upwards  of  twenty  ;  which  being  told  the  King,  he 
laugh'd  and  faid,  ITe  have  more  than  rjie  r^'ant.  I  found  nothing  re- 
markable upon  the  Road  from  Adnanople  to  Riijjick,  but  the  Rums  or 
an  ancient  Town,  call'd  by  the  Turks  (who  knew  not  its  right  Name 
Esh  Stamliol,  which  (as  1  have  oblcrv'd  clfewhcrc)  fignifies  an  old  Ci- 
ty; neither  are  the  Greeks  a  jot  Icls  ignorant.  Thcfc  Ruins  are  beyond 
Tchalickava  :xnJi  Rufcarat i  the  firfi:  a  very  fmall  Village,  where  v.e 
lodg'd  after  leaving  Commora%'a ;  and  the  lecond  a  little,  but  very  a- 
greeablc  Town,  with  two  fine  Mofques,  and  a  har.dlbme  Han,  inhabi- 
ted partly  by  Turks,    partly  by  *  Bulgarians.     They  arc  above  four

with  the  Merchants  for  any  Sums,  nor  would  the  Er.'rrM,  Treafurer  en 
ter  into  any  Negonat.on  with  him  upon  that  Head,  but  diredly  wit"i' 
the  Cnancery  ^,T>emot^ca,  who  gave  him  Obligations,  figned  with 
the  Kings  own  Hand,  or  what  he  then  advanced,  and  ^ha?  was  noc 
yet  paid,  with  two  Bailywicks  in  Bremen  as  a  Security  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  It.  I  lent  Mr.  Faience  aa  Account  of  his  Excellency's  Magni- 
cence,  ^c  he  lliew  d  my  Letter  to  his  Majefty,  and  wrote  me  the  An- 
fwcr  in  the  Appendix.

CHAP.     V. 

The  King  of  Sweden  refolves  to  leave  Turky; 
Sends  an  ^mhaffador  from  Demotica  to  the 
Grand  Seignior.  His  Departure  and  Journey, 
With  Curfory  Remarks  on  Walachia,  Tranfyl- 
vania,  Hungary,  Germany,  ^c. 

MR.  Fabrtce  being  at  Tartar koi,  a  Village  about  nine  Miles  diftanc 
from  T>emotica,  I  inform'd  him  of  my  Arrival  and  Recovery  • 
and  heard  for  S-^-ediJh  News,  that  the  Generals  Leven  and  Rank  were 
come  to  'Demotica  ;  the  firfl  with  Letters  from  the  Princefs  Ulrxa  the 
Kings  Sifter,  and  the  States  of  S^zeden,  to  invite  his  Majefty  to  return 
to  his  Dominions,  who  had  already  taken  that  Refolution  ;  and  the 
fecond,  to  demand  her  Royal  Highnels  in  Marriage  for  the  Hereditary 
Prince  of  HeJJ'e  Caffel,  unto  which  his  Majefty  had  given  his  Confent. 

The  Reafons  of  the  King  s  being  mov'd  to  depart,  and  the  S^edi'fh^ 
01  x:il\\tt French,  Tranfadions  2Xt\\zTorte,  for  the  Court  at  T>emottca 
were  related  thus  :  His  Majefty  feeing  no  farther  Profped",  and  being 
weary  of  depending^  on  the  Turks  for  the  Re-eftabUflimcnt  of  his 
Affairs  with  the  Mufcovttes,  lent  word  to  Mr.  'Defallenres,  the  French 
Ambaftador,  who  (mcc  Mr.  Funk's  being  difmiiVd  took 'care  of  his 
Intercft  at  the  Torte,  to  let  the  Grand  Setgnwr  know  that  he  intended 
to  fet  out  for  his  own  Dominions,  and  was  dciirous  of  returning  Thanks 
to  his  Highnefs,  by  a  Miniftcr  for  that  purpofe,  for  all  the  Favours  he 
had  receiv'd  from  him  during  his  Stay  in  the  Ottoman  Empire.  His 
Excellency,  in  Compliance  with  the  KingsDcfire,  wenr  with  Mr.  Brue, 
who  was  become  more  a  SiJ^edtjh  than  a  French  Interpreter,  to  ac- 
quaint the  Vifier^  then  Alt  Bajha'-jj  Cumurgt,  with  it.  The  ^^t'r  made 
no  Objedion  ;  but  only  ask'd  Mr.  Brue,  how  long  it  Was  fince  his  Ma- 
jefty had  been  rcmov'd  from  T>emirtajh  to  'Demotica  -,  to  which  he 
(after  recolleding  himlelf  a  little)  anfwer'd,  About  Eleven  Months. 
"  Well  then,  return'd  the  yifter,  I  guefs'd  pretty  well  in  advifing  Soli- 
•'  man  Bafloaw  to  invite  his  Majefty  to  ftay ;  and  telling  him  that  if  he 
'^'^  did,  he  wou'd  go  away  before  a  Year  was  expir'd.  Well,  well,  added 
"  he,  the  King  is  at  Liberty  to  ftay  or  depart;  but  I  muft  know  for 
^^  certain  and  pofitivcly  which,  that  he  may  not  difappoint  us  in  our 

Preparations,  as  at  Bender  j  and  I  will  acquaint  the  Grand  Setvmor 
"  with  it."  '^ 

All  which  Circumftances,  with  what  follows,  I  had  from  Mr.  Brue^ 

own  Mouth.    Two  Days  after  this  Interpreter  went  to  defirc  an  An- 

fvvcr, 
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higlicfl  Bidder ;  and  that  C^pigi  BaJ^aiv  carry'd  off  the  Prince,  with 
the  Princcfs  his  Spoiilb,  and  the  reft  of  his  Family,  under  the  Guard 
of  the  I'iid  Compzny  o^ yarjzar:es,  without  meeting  with  any  other 
Rcfillancc  than  Tears.  Whatever  Cr.rc  was  taken  chat  none  of  the 
Prince's  Domcilicks  Ihou'd  cfcape,  two  of  them  got  off  with  fomc 
Jewels,  one  of  which  made  the  bcli  of  his  Way  to  ^idrianople,  and  lay 
hid  at  an  Englifi  Merchant's,  with  his  light  but  valuable  lic^ry  ;  but 
being  difcovercJ,  the  Merchrnt  was  ieiz'd  as  well  as  him,  and  call:  in- 
to Pnlbn  by  the  Ecliang:  Bajhai::  of  that  City,  where  he  pafi'd  a  Night 
very  unplealantly,  and  perhaps  wou'd  have  fpent  Ibme  ochcrs  woric,  if 
fomc  Friends  had  no:  clfcdtually  interceded  for  him  with  the  Bojiangi 
BaJIja-jj^  rcprelcnting  to  him,  that  this  Merchant  did  not  lb  much  as 
know  that  there  was  luch  a  Man  in  his  Houlc,  as  the  fugitive  Dome- 
flick,  who  had  infinuated  hinifcif  with  his  Crcjl^  Servants ;  which  the 
faid  Domoftick  having  confcfsa  himlelt,  tlve  Merchant  was  rcleas'd. 

The  Prince  and  Princefs,  c/c.  were  no  Iboncr  arriv'd  at  Conjhintir.o- 
fle,  where  the  Capigi  Bafia-jj  condudicd  them,  than  tlicy  were  put  un- 
der the  Boflnngt  Bafia-jj  of  that  Place's Cuftody,  to  fquceze  them.  Ill 
leave  them  there  to  their  tragical  End  ;  which  111  mention  in  its  proper 
Time. 

We  lay  at  luraeli,  and  left  it  the  zid  by  Break  of  Day  to  continue 
our  Journey  through  as  rich  Variety  of  Objedis  as  before  ;  and  pafling 
a  little  rapid  River,  three  Leagues  from  thence,  called  by  the  People 
C.tlatz.  of  that  Country  Argniez,  we  went  ro  lie  at  Galat;z,  a  great  open  Town 
in  Moldiiz:a,  without  any  Caftle,  having  five  large  Monafteries  ;  that 
of  St.  George,  called  by  the  Creeks,  i.  Mr^a/w  Msyatr^c*  ;  2,-  A>/1?-  Nixs- 

wherein  there  are  but  five  or  {mColowros,  or  Monks,  who  fubfifi;  by  the 
Charity  of  foreign  Merchants,  who  generally  lodge  and  put  their 
^Terchandize  there.  The  15th  we  pafs'd  the  'Fruth,  at  a  little  Village 
calld  Gurgnliz,,  and  at  Night  reach'd  Ttmoru:n.,  a  large  one  of  6coFIou- 
fcs,  furrounded  with  great  Gardens,  abounding  with  all  forts  of  Fruic 
Trees,  and  Vineyards.  Happening  to  lodge  at  a  Priefts,  who  treated 
us  very  civilly,  I  askd  him  if  he  did  not  know  any  one  who  had  old 
Coins  i  he  carry'd  me  to  a  Vinc-DrcfTcr's,  who  Ibid  me  five  Latin  ones 
of  Gordia:-i:is  'Pi:is,  and  three  Greek  ones,  as  N.  (i8.}  in  the  Print  XXIX. 
and  two  like  (jc)  in  the  Print  XIV.  which  he  found  (as  he  laid)  in 
digging  his  Garden  ;  they  were  fo  black  and  dirty,  that  he  did  net  fo 
much  as  knovv'  they  were  Silver.  As  he  left  the  Price  to  my  Gencro- 
ficy,  I  gave  him  more  than  the  Value  of  the  Silver;  and  made  a  fmall 
Prcfent  to  the  Pricfl,  as  an  Acknowledgment  for  his  Hofpitality.  Af- 
ter which,  hearing  of  another  Greek,  that  there  were  levcral  Veff.Is 
at  Knjiangi,  bound  for  C onj  cant  imp  le,  I  left  my  Fcllow-Travcller,  and 
crofs'd  the  Tianiibc,  ibmc  Miles  lower,  at  Saccia,  in  order  to  take  the 
Babi.  Advantage  of  them.     From  hence  I  went  on  to  Baba,  where  I  made 

no  Stay,  nor  farther  Remarks  worth  adding  to  my  firll  PalFage  tiiro' 
this  Place. 

A  Greek  Merchant,  who  was  come  from  Knftarig;,  happening  to  call 
at  a  Fioule  where  we  ftopt,  inform'd  me,  that  all  the  Ships  were  laild 
for  Conftant'mople  the  Day  before,  with  a  fairVVindi  ond  added,  that 
I  could  not  find  any  others  but  at  Ifrnael  and  Ktllui.  My  Ague  continu- 
ing its^^ifits  by  Fits,  tho'  pretty  moderate..  I  rclolv  d  for  one  of  thofe 
Places,  in  order  to  go  thence  by  Sea  to  Conjian! niopU\  left  the  Fa- 
tigues 


Pruth,  the 
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tigucs  I  Hiou  d  meet  with  by  Land  (hou'd  cccafion  a  Relapfe  ;  uoo.t 
which  I  went  on  to  Tidaa,  and  thence  to  ICwae!,  where  finding  no 
VefTel  ready,  I  fell  down  the  River  to  A'///V,;,  diilanc  from  thence  about 
Eight  Leagues,  whitlier  I  order  d  my  Things  to  be  carried  to  a  Greek 
Prieft's,  with  whom  I  had  lodged  Three  Years  before. 

I  begg'd  of  him  to  enquire  if  there  was  any  Saume  ready  to  fail  for 
Conjlantinople,  and  he  brought  me  to  a  Twr^??  Captain  who  was  to 
fetout  for  that  Place  as  foon  as  the  Weather^voad  permit,  and  pro- 
mifed  me  a  Cabbin  in  his  Veffel,  and  ro  lend  me  word  what  time  I 
ihou'd  be  ready,  as  he  did  at  Break  of  Day  on  the  5cth  ;  the  Wind 
and  the  Current  favouring  us,  we  found  our  Iclvcs  before  Noon  be- 
yond the  Mouth  of  the  "Danube,  which  was  Ten  or  Twelves 
Leagues  lower,  having  firfl:  pafs'd  by  feverai  Illands  abounding  „•, 
Fruit  and  Wine,  which  it  walhcs  with  its  Waters,  before  its  difem- 
boguing  itfelf  into  the  Black  Sea  -,  but  it  falling  towards  Evcnin-:r, 
and  even  changing  for  one  that  was  contrary,  then  blowing  hard' 
we  made  for  KuJUngi.  the  ancient  Conftantta,  about  Fifty  Miles  be- 
low the  Danube's  Mourh,  where  wc  call:  Anchor  before  Midni'^ht ; 
and  the  Wind  continuing  againfl  us,  I  went  alhore  the  next  Day  to 
view  It.  It  is  very  little,  and  the  Houfes  are  generally  low,  and  wor- 
thier  of  a  Village  than  of  a  Town,  if  one  excepts  thole  of  a  few  Turks  ■ 
neither  are  there  any  Trees,  nor  hardly  any  Verdure,  and  confequently 
'cis  not  very  agreeable.  It  is  built  upon  the  Ruins  of  the  ancient  Gj7z- 
fiantu,  as  is  apparent  from  Ibme  P.emains  of  its  Walls  and  Corruption 
of  its  Name,  but  is  not  at  prcfent  above  a  Mile  m  Circumference  • 
whereas,  by  what  is  ftill  vifible  of  the  former,  it  mull  have  been  four 
Miles  round.  I  found  amongll  thefe  Ruins  divers  Pieces  of  Marble  ,- 
fome  of  them  with  Greek  Inlcriptions,  but  lb  much  defaced,  that  I 
cou'd  not  make  any  Senfe  of  them.  I  bought  there  of  a  Gre'ek  Gold- 
fmith  Thirteen  Silver  and  Fifteen  Brafs  Medals,  moft  part  of  Conjians, 
Conjianttus,  Conftantine,  and  others  as  common,  except  three  of  Tori t 
IikeN.  (4)  in  the  Print  XIV.  and  that  of  the  Kallatians  N.  (i^  in  the 
Print  XXVIII.  The  Wind  being  ftill  contrary,  fearing  ix.  wou'd  con- 
tinue lo  too  long,  and  my  Ague  being  pretty  much  abated,  Irefolv'd 
upon  going  by  Land  ;  and  was  the  more  i.ncited  to  it  bv  the  DeHre  of 
leeing  the  Remains  of  Ibme  of  the  formerly  famous  Cit'ics,  fituated  on 
theCoailsofthe  Black  Sea,  as  they  are  reprefcnced  m  mvMap  {B\viz. 
Tonus,  ^  Kallati,  Brzone,  Titomf\opolts,  Apolloma,  Maraanopolts,  Me!Te77i- 
bna,  a-c.  Accordingly  I  took  a  Horfe  with  a  Guide  the  id  of  ">»6' 
early  in  the  Morning,  and  reach'd  Tomi,  call'd  by  the  Turks  BarK^uU, 
and  Tomtf'^'aro  by  the  Greeks,  about  Nine  in  the  Evening  ;  and  having 
often  experienced  the  Hofpitality  of  the  Greek  Priells,  went  to  lodge 
With  one  of  them,  who  by  his  Reception  did  well  anfwer  the  Experi- 
ence. I  ask'd  him  many  Q^ietlions  about  the  Place  and  Ruins,  which 
he  caU  d  Bagli  Cora,  the  Old  Town  ;  but  the  Anlwers  he  gave  me  were 
not  at  all  latisfadtory,  whatever  he  might  himfelf  think  them.  Hap- 
pening to  name  Q-jui,  the  famous  Z,^/wPoef,  who,  according  to  Hiflory, 
vvas  baniOi'd  hither  by  the  Emperor  Amntlhts ;  he  replv'd,  with  'a 
fmilmg  Aire,  as  if  well  apprised  of  his  Misfortunes,  "  I  know  what  you

^^  Religion  :   III  iliew  you  to  Morrow  ibme  Remains  of  the  Tower 

where  he  was  confin'd. "     In  a  word,  he  ieem'd  to  pity  my  Ii:no- 
rancc,  a.id  I  did  not  care  to  be  at  the  Trouble  of  curing  him  of  "his, 
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Ibracii.  rcacli'tl  lur.tdt  in  the  F.vcning,  afccr  having  pafsd  over  a  rich  and  agree- 
able Variety  of  Fields  ripe  for  Harvcft,  Meadows,  Vineyards,  Woods, 
Crc.  Ihraeit  is  a  htele  Town  in  JVdachia,  ficuated  on  the  "Dannhe^  the 
fame  that  I  mentiond  in  my  Account  of  the  Trnth^  to  have  been  burnt 
by  the  Mnfcovites  in  1711;  but  it  Vi'as  already  half  rebuilr.  It  has  a 
little  Caftle,  with  leven  Towers,  which  (as  they  told  me)  was  gar- 
rifon'd  only  by  loo  'Janizaries  when  General  Rhev.v.e  took  PoiTelfion 
of  it,  and  the  hke  Number  had  rc-enter'd  it  fmce.  There  was  then  a 
new  HoCpedar,  or  Prince  oi  IValachta^  called  Stephen  Cantaatzcnes,  in 
the  room  of  Conjiantine  Balferaba  i  who  being  acculcd  of  having  lent 
the  Alnfco-vites  thither,  was,  upon  the  Complaints  of  the  Inhabitants, 
condemned  by  the  -Porte  to  rebuild  the  Town,  or  at  lead  fined  a  Sum  of 
Money  more  than  fufficicnt  for  that  Purpoie.  The  'Porte  not  fatisFied  with 
this,  had  him  arreded  and  depofed,  and  he  was  at  that  time  adually  a 
Prifoner,  with  his  whole  Family,  at  the  Bojlavgi  Bafia-Js,  at  Co?2jtan- 
tinople :  His  Enemies  had  a  long  time  render  d  him  fufpeded  to  the 
yifitrr,  reprelenting  him  as  intending  to  withdraw  himfclF  from  any  De- 
pendence on  it ;  adding,  that  he  had  depofited  moll  Part  of  the  ready- 
Money  he  had  hoarded  up  in  Turky,  in  the  Bank  of  Venice,  where  he 
rcferv'd  it  for  a  favourable  Opportunity ;  that  he  had  bought  Land  m 
Tranfylvania,  and  only  waited  for  a  Rupture  with  the  Emperor  to  go 
over  to  him,  or  better  Succefs  on  the  Shfcovites  Side  to  declare  him- 
felf  openly  for  them,  provided  they  would  fupport  him  in  an  abfoluts 
Independency  of  the  Gr.  Seignior  .,2.%  ;they  pretended)  he  had  been  promi- 
Icd  i  but  that  their  Defeat  at  Truth,  and  the  Example  of  Cnntsvur, 
former  \'aivod  ol  Moldavia,  who  had  del'crted  the  Tnrkifi  Party,  and 
was  forced  to  ihare  in  the  Czais  ill  Fortune,  had  retain'd  him  in  a  Teem- 
ing Fidelity  ;  in  a  word,  that  he  was  reckon'd  only  loyal  for  want  of  a 
favourable  and  llirc  Opportunity  of  being  otherwife.  The  Circum- 
ftances  of  his  being  arreted  and  clap'd  into  Prilbn,  were  told  me  thus 
by  my  Fellow-Travellcr,  and  many  other  Perfons :  Ali  Bajha-s:  Cu- 
vmrgi,  the  Grand  Seignior  %  Son  in-Law,  having  at  laft  accepted  of  the 
Office  o^  Prime  Vijicr,  fecm'd  to  have  referv'd  to  himfelf  the  Advantage 
of  ruining  him  to  all  Intents  and  Purpoles,  in  order  to  make  the  Sul- 
tan amends,  by  his  Spoils,  for  the  Charges  of  the  War  Jufi;  finifii'd  ;  buc 
having  firfl:  drawn  a  good  Number  of  Prefents  from  him,  for  prcfcrving 
him  in  his  Principality,  by  his  Credit  with  his  Highncfs ;  for  at  the 
fame  time  that  he  was  giving  him  the  moH  authencick  Proofs  of  his 
Favour,  he  fcnt  a  Capigi,  \\\  the  Grand  Seignior  s  Name,  to  make  him 
Prifoner ;  but  whether  or  no  the  Prince  faw  clear  enough  through  the 
Dilfmiulation  of  this  Miniftcr,  to  look  upon  all  his  Carcfles  ns  Prefa- 
gcs  of  Danger,  I  can't  tell,  but  he  retir'd  to  TergfKiitz,  (a  little  Town 
the  nearcft  to  the  Chrtftian  Frontiers,  and  the  ftrongefl:  in  Jl'alachia.) 
with  his  Guard  of  choicn  trufly  Men,  in  order  to  be  ready  to  make  his 
Elcape  into  'Tranfyhania,  as  foon  as  he  fiiould  hear,  from  fomc  faith- 
ful EmifTaries  whom  he  kept  in  Pay,  the  dangerous  News  of  a  Capigi 
Bafha-^'s  being  difpach'd  for  him  -,  tho'feveral  were  of  Opinion,  that  this 
Precaution,  and  the  Fear  he  flicw'd,  wou  d  haften  his  Ruin,  out  of  an 
Apprchcnfion  the  Porte  wou'd  be  in  of  his  efcaping,  with  all  his  Mo- 
ney and  Jewels.  However  it  was,  a  Capigi  Ba [J.-^a-u;  was  lent  fo  fecretly, 
and  difguis'd,  into  IValackui,  that  he  was  there  three  '\Veeks  without

RicopoUs  is  one  of  the  largcll  Towns  upon  the  Tnrbjh  Part  of  the 
'Danube,  and  is  well  peopled  wich  Turks  and  Creeks,  with  fome  Armeni- 
ans ar.d  ''Je-j:s.     The  firlt  have  divers  Mofques  there,  the  fccond  three 
Ch'-irchcs,  and  the  others  each  of  thefn  a  Place  of  Rcfigious  VVorlhip  ; 
but  neither  the  one  defcrves  the  Name  of  a  Church,  nor  the  other  of  a 
Synagogue.     There  is  alio  a  niiierableCalile  garrifon'd  by  a  Company 
of  y^ntzar:es.     My  Ague,  which  prov'd  a  Tertian,  not  being  fo  icvere 
but  chat  it  gave  me  leave  to  walk  and  take  a  View  of  the  Places  I  pafs'd 
thro",  I  had   defir'd  the  Reys,  when  his  Affairs  were  finiflVd,  to  fend  for 
me  into  the  Marker,  having  told  him  I  ihou'd  be  amongil  the  Gold- 
Imiths,  which  he  did  ;  and  a  Imall  Wind,  together  with  the  Current  of 
the  T>anuke,  carried  us  in  lefs  than  Twenty-four  Hours  to  RuJJick. 
This  City  IS  much  larger  than  Kicopolis^  and  more  populous,  having 
a  CaO.lc  vvich  two  Companies  of  Janizaries  for  its  Gairifon.     There 
are,    bcfidcs   twenty  handfome  Mofques,    three  Churches,    two   of 
Creeks,  v.  J.  cnzo^  Armenians,  and  a  Synagogue  for  the y^ -U/J  ;  it  has 
ailb  fcveral  large  Hans  -,  and  the  Country  round  about  is  agreeably  di- 
verfify  d  with  Gardens,  Fruit  Trees  and  Vines.     One  wou'd  think  by 
romeRuins,   or  Remains  of  old  Walls  that  arc  to  be  fccn  there,  that 
fornicrly  another  City   had   been  thereabouts ;  but  I  cou'd  not  meet 
wi:h  any  Ir.fcriptions  to  give  me  an  Infight  into  the  Name  of  it.     Some 
will  have  it  to  have  been  Axiopoiis.     I  bought  from  the  Goldfmiths 
and  Braficrs  the  following  Medals ;  that  of  'Dtvus  Auguflns,  with  an 
Eagle,  and  the  Words  %«/j  Receptis   on  the  Rcverfe  ;  that  of  Rome^ 
wich   a  Triumphal  Chariot  driven  by  I'lclory  on  the  Reverie,  and  the 
Word  Cecflir  in  the  Exergue  -,  that  of  Concordia,  with  a  Temple  on  the 
Rcverfe  i  wich    a  Number   of  other   Latin  ones  of  Nero,  Vefpajian^ 
Maxnnus,  and  the  Emperor  'Philip,  and  Julius  C^far  with  a  Veil  upon 
his  Head,  under  which  one   may  lee  a  Crown  of  Laurels,  with  this 
Legend,  l^rJus  Cafar,  on  the  Revcrfe,  and  the  lame  fitting  on  a  tri- 
umphal Chariot    drawn   by    four   Elephants,    with   this   Inlcription, 
TRIUMPH.  CALL,    that  of  Oclavtanus  Cafar  Augnjlus  -,  his  Buft 
is  rcprclcnted  upon  this  Medal  crown'd  with  Laurels,  with  this  Legend, 
'1)LVS  AUGUSTUS,  and  a  Temple  on  the  Rcverfe.     Thele  Medals, 
with  a   great   many   of  the   latter  Roman  Emperors,    as  ConJiantiuSy 
Tjioclipm,  Thecdofius,  fix   (like  the  Gold  one  mark'd  [b]  in  the  Print 
XIII.    found    at  'Cajfa')   of  Conflantme,   Julianus,    'Probus,   of  Julia 
and  Flaccilla,  which  were  mingled  with  thole  abovc-mcntion'd,  v/?re 
fold  me  for  about  a  third  more  than  the  Value  of  their  VVeight  by  the 
Owners.     Altho'  that  of    Conftantine  {a),  d-c.   in  the   lame    Print,  is 
among  the  mod  common  Ones,  I  have  had  it  engrav'd  on  account 
of  its   Revcrfe,  and  of  wliat  Hiftory   remarks    of  the  Creek  X  that 
crofles  or  is  interwoven  with   the  Creek  P,  and  forms  a  Monogram  of 
JclbsChnft,  upon  the  Labariim  or  Banner-,  which  Monogram  the  Pa- 
triarch's BkJJing,  in  the  Print  XXIL  forms   pretty  dillindlly  with   his 
Fingers.     Some  will  have  it,  that  thefe  Characters  wherein  the  X  makes 
a  pcrfed  Creek  Crols,  were  firfl:  brought  in  Ule  at  the  time  of  the  Ori- 
fiarne,  or  Vifion  of  Conflantme,  between  the  Rhine  and  i\\zrDaniibe,  as 
tiicy  pretend.     Others  aver,  that  the  Crofs  was  made  ule   of  by   the 
''Pagans  ;  and  to  prove  it,  do  cite  fevcral  Sepulchral  Lamps,  die  Tomb- 
ftones  of  the  ancient  Coths.,    fome  of  which  arc  reprefcntedon  the 
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Print  XXXII,  and  fcem  to  countenance  and  fupport  this  Opinion  ;  and 
they  anfwer  to  the  firft,  who  aliedgc  as  a  Proof  of  their  Allcrtion, 
that  Julian  the  Apoflatc  had  them  taken  out  of  the  Roman  Enfigns, 
and  rertored  to  their  Places,  S.  P.  (:>.  R,  as  reprefcnted  in  his  Labarum^ 
mark'd  {f)  or  the  Roman  Eagles  ;  that  this  Emperor  did  ic  in  Oppo- 
(ition  to  Conftantine,  who  had  landificd  or  chriftianizcd  them  ;  and 
that  ic  was  not  a  Conlequencc  of  their  having  not  been  in  Lie  before 
the  Time  of  Conftantine,  but  was  rather  a  Sign  of  Juliana  inveterace 
Hatred  for  a  thing  which  Conftantine  had  rcndcr'd  Ckrifttan,  and  deem'd 
miraculous,  and  which  he  did  not  think  lb.  That  oiMaxentius,  markd 
(C),  which  I  have  join'd  to  that  oi  Conftantine  in  Memory  of  his  Ro'ut,  mull 
not  be  very  common,  fince  ic  is  the  only  one  which  I  found  in  all  my  Tra- 
vels. I  found  there  alio  Medals  olAdrunople,  with  the  Crefcent  likeT^tQ 
in  the  Print  XII,  and  like  (15-;  in  XXIX.  Thole  who  pretend  to  the  bell 
.Knowledge  of  -Pagan  Antiquicies  fay,  chat  the  Creftent,  or  New  Moon, 
was  a  Deity  of  Bizantmes,  whole  Worihip  Conjimtine  extirpated,  in 
changing  the  Name  olBizantiimi  into  that  of  Ne-ju  Rome,  and  Conftunti- 
nople,  now  call'd  Stambolihy  the  Turks,  to  whole  Crefcent  it  obeys;  tho" 
there  is  not,  that  I  know  of,  any  fuch  thing  rcprclcnted  on  the  Medals 
ftruck  by  its  ancicnt  Inhabitants,  (not  even  on  my  fine  Medallion  of  that 
City,  N.  (i  6;  in  the  Print  XXVIII)  as  there  is  on  the  aforelaid  ones,  and 
many  more.  However,  it  is  a  pretty  common  Opinion  among  the  Mo- 
dallills,  that  the  Moon  was  a  He-God,  call'd  Lunus,  not  a  She-one,  Luna; 
and  Mr.  Spanhem,  with  others,  alTerts  (if  I  remember  well,;  that  he  was 
chiefly  worlhip'd  in  Syria  or  Mefopotamia,  and  is  reprelentcd  in  the  Me- 
dals of  the  Mugnejians,  Nyfxens,  &c.  with  an  Armenian  Cap  on  his  Head. 
I  dare  not  affirm  this,  tho'  the  Rcverfe  of  my  Calba,  N.  ''i ,-;  in  the  lall 
Print,  anfwers  to  the  Defcnption.  But,  without  a  further  Digrciiion  a- 
bout  thefe  Antiquities,  111  proceed  on  my  Voyage. 

There  being  at  that  Time  no  Boat  nor  VelFcl  at  Ruljkk,  that  was  going 
farther  than  ^uliftna,  I  hired  one  for  that  Place  at  a  lit'tleTown  on  the  op- 
pofice  Side  of  the  River,  in  Jl'dachia,  call'd  Torgou,  with  a  Cadle  tiank'd 
with  leven  Towers,  and  garrifon'd  by  three  Companies  oi  Janizaries.  I 
arrived  ^^Siliftna  nexcMorning,x7.c.  the  icch,  and  ftaid  chere  till  Evening  - 
It  IS  lomcching  lelfer  than  Rujfick,  but  as  populous  in  Proportion  ;  its 
Inhabitants  arc  like  thofe  of  the  Towns  before-mentioned :  Its  Caftle  is 
as  defencelefs  and  as  poorly  garrilbn'd  as  RnlJ'.ck,  with  fix  handfome 
Mofques,  two  good  Hans,  thiec  Creek  Churches,  and  one  for  l\^z  Ar- 
menians. The  Je-sjs  have  their  AlTemblies  m  the  Cacans  Houfe,  not 
having  any  fix'd  Synagogue,  no  more  than  at  Kicopolis.  I  found  here 
the  Silver  Medals  of  C.  Llodius,  with  a  Woman  fitting,  and  holding  in 
one  Hand  a  Lamp,  and  carrying  the  other  in  the  End  of  her  Veil,  as 
It  were  in  a  Scarf,  with  this  Legend,  Veilalis ;  that  of  Adrian,  with 
Romulus  on  the  Reverie,  and  this  Legend,  Romulo  Conditor: ;  that  of 
Vefpafian,  with  a  naked  Woman  fitting,  and  the  Word  J'efta;  that  of 
T>iva  Fauftma,  with  a  reftal'sVcil,  with  fcveral  others  of  Rowe  i 
thole  of  the  Latin  Emperors  Antoninus  'Pius,  Domitiayi,  Traiun,  the 
Emperor  Alexander  Severus,  and  of  Con/lans.  Finding  no  Boats  at  Si- 
liftrta  ready,  and  fit  to  go  farther,  the  Wind  being  too  high  for  fmaii 
ones,  I  accepted  of  a  Walachian  Merchant's  Companv,  who  propos'd 
to  me  the  Conveniency  of  Horfes  to  be  hir  d  on  the  other  Side  of 
the  River,  to  go  by  Land  to  Ifmael:  We  crofs d  x.^^z-Danube,  and  the  next 
Day,   -J.^.  the  a  ill,   very  early  in  the  Morning,  we  mounted,    and 
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Fortifications  (which  had  fufTcrcd  a  great  deal  of  Damage  by  the  Ger- 
mans, in  retaking  it  from  the  'Turks)  were  no  better  rcpair'd  than  thofe 
•  of  the  Places  before  mcntion'd  ;  and  they  work'd  as  llowiy  at  them, 
and  with  as  few  Hands.  Its  principal  Inhabitants  (excepting  the 
German  Garrifon)  were  Rafctans,  with  feme  Huns^ariun  Catholicks, 
generally  poorly  lodged.  The  Rafcians  have  great  Encouragement  to 
lettle  there,  by  the  particular  Privileges  granted  them  by  the  Emperor, 
on  account  of  the  Services  they  have  done  him  in  his  Hungarian  Wars, 
againft  the  Ma'econtents,  join"d  with  Tome  French  Auxiliary  Forces, 
whom  they  harralV d  very  fortunately  ;  being  not  at  all  inferior  to  the 
firfl:  for  Parties  and  Incurfions,  and  furpafTiiig  them  in  Cunning  and 
Activity  in  ravaging  a  Count*ry  ;  fo  that  one  may  in  a  manner  call 
them  the  Emperor's  Tartars.  I  crofs'd  the  TeiJJe,  and  found  on  the 
otherSideof  this  River,  in  a  milcrable  Houfe,  an  *  Eniin.,  who  col- 
leftcd  the  Cuflom-Houfc  Duties  for  the  Grand  Seij^nior,  of  the  Mer- 
chants, coming  from  his  Imperial  Majefty's  Dominions  into  thofe  of  his 
Ottoman  Highnefs,  whofe  reciprocal  Limits  met  then  at  that  Place. 
This  Officer,  contrary  to  the  manner  of  the  Turks,  who  never  fearch  a 
Traveller  s  Baggage,  (or  at  leafi:  who  had  never  done  it  before  to  me  j 
had  mine  fearched  by  one  of  his  Servants  after  the  Chriftian  Exam- 
ple i  and  finding  therein  fome  EngUjh  Gold  Watches,  exadted  of  me  ac 
the  Rate  of  3  per  Cent,  ad  Valorem.  After  which  I  went  to  a  Village, 
Tributary  to  the  Rorte,  about  two  Miles  lower,  where  I  hired  a  Wag- 
gon with  two  Horfes  for  Temef-^acr,  there  being  (as  they  told  me) 
no  n-.crc  to  be  got  between  this  Village  and  that  Cicy ;  and  accord- 
ingly I  met  with  a  continual  marfliy  Defart  above  20  Leagues  over, 
between  this  Place,  the  Teiffe,  and  two  old  Stone  Churches,  half  rui- 
nated, without  any  Houfcs  to  accompany  them.  I  ask'd  thcMafter 
of  the  Horfes,  who  ferv'd  me  for  both  Guide  and  Pod  Boy,  andunder- 
flood  a  little  Tiirkijh,  what  was  the  reafon  of  it  ;  but  he  cou'd  inform 
me  no  more  than  what  I  cafiiy  perceiv'd  at  firft  View,  i-iz.  That  there 
had  formerly  been  Villages,  but  he  cou'd  neither  tcil  me  when,  not 
their  Names. 
Temcfv.aer.  I  arriv'd  onthc  i^ciAIay  at  Temefn'aer,  which  derives  its  Name  from 
the  little  Rivet  Temes  whereon  it  lies.  Its  Fortifications  are  a  Medley 
of  the  Modern  and  the  Antique ;  but  the  vaft  Quantity  of  Water, 
wherewith  'tis  fupply'd  by  its  Situation  in  a  fort  of  Morals,  and  which 
fills  its  Ditches  that  are  pretty  deep,  makes  all  Approaches  diiEcuk, 
and  irs  Streets  very  dirty.  Its  Houfes  are  all  wooden,  and  the  pub- 
lick  Market,  where  the  Shops  are,  is  very  large  ;  but  that  altogether 
does  not  make  it  a  fine  City,  at  lead  it  was  not  then,  for  I  have  not 
feen  it  fincc  'twas  taken  by  the  Germans,  to  whom  the  Turks  yielded  ic 
up  lately  by  the  Treaty  oWalJaro-j:itz,  after  having  kept  it  above  One 
hundred  and  fixty  Years.  One  of  the  'yani-z,aries  of  the  Garrilbn  con- 
dudled  me  before  the  Bafha\v,  who,  being  inform'd  who  I  was,  and 
whither  I  was  going,  receiv'd  me  very  civilly  j  and  I  was  atrack'd  with 
an  Ague  next  Day  after  my  Arrival,  almoll  like  that  which  feiz'd  me  be- 
tween Cyprus  and  Jaffa,  bur  indeed  not  to  violent ;  I  told  his  Kiata  of  it, 
and  that  I  was  refolved  ncverthclefs  to  il-t  out  forthwuh  ^.otConfianttuo- 
pie  ;  he  advifcd  me  to  go  down  the  T)amibe  for  Killai,  where  T  fliou'd  not 
fail  of  a  Saique  for  that  City,  as  being  the  eafiell  way  of  travelling  in  my 
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Condition  ;  and  added,  that  the  Bajha'-j:  was  to  fend  fevcral  things  to 
mddin    in  order  to  their  going  by  Water  to  Ifmael.     I  anfwer'd  that  I  widdin  VL. 
woud  follow  his  Counlel,  and  take  this  Opporruniry.   The  9th  I  fee' out  m.nacum. 
with  the  Man,  who  went  upon  a  W^aggon  loaden  with  Bales,  upon  which 
he  ofFer'd  me  a  Place  ;  but  I  chofe  rather  to  hire  another  for  my  own 
Conveniency ;  and   in  a  little  more   than  a  Day  and  half  we  arrived 
there,  having  only  feen  two  poor  Villages  by  the  Way,  that  had  no- 
thing remarkable  in   them.     [Ftddm  is   a  very  large  and   populous 
Town,  with  nine  pretty  handfome  Mofques,   two    good    Ham     and 
a  Caftle  not   very  ftrong,  garrifon'd    by  Companies  of  Jant^anes  ■ 
but  the  Houles,  like  molt  of  the  others  in  Turkv,  arc  almoft  all  of 
Wood.     I  took  a  Walk  into  the  Market-place,  to  look  (according  to 
my  ufual  Cuftom)  amongft  the  Goldlmiths  and  Brafiers   for  Medals  • 
and  bought  of  the   firft   two  large   and  thick   ones  o^  Alex  and r-r  the 
Great,  one  thicker  of  ^/'^fwj,  with  the  Owl  on  its  Reverie;  three  fmalJ 
of  Sept m.  Getd;  and  of  the  fecond,    fix  itruck   for  the  Colony  known 
under  the  Lattn  Name  of  that  City,  liz.  four  like  N.  40   in  the  Print 
XII.  and  two  other  with  alike  Revcrfe,  but  with  the  Head  of  Gnrdta- 
nus  and  A  N.  III.  in  the  Exergue;  three  like  (  30)  in  the  Print  XXlv 
with  aboye  twenty  of  Trajan,  AntomnnsTms  and  Adr:an,  all  in  middle- 
liz'd  Brals,the  moll  part  Latin;  thofe  oVTrajan  have  for  Reverfe  a  Gaily 
or  the  Goddefs  of  Rlcntv  ;  a  Hercules  leaning  upon  his  Club  ;  a  JimtJr 
fitting  and  holding  in  his  Right  Hand  a  little  l/iaory,  and  in  his  Left 
a  Spear;  a  T>tana  in  the  Habit  of  a  Huncreis,  with  a  Quiver  of  Ar- 
rows, and   a  Dog  at   her  Feet ;  an   Efcidapius  ftanding  with  a  Staff! 
round  which  a  Serpent  is  twined;  a  R alias  with  a  Rudder,  and  Rome 
in  a  Helmet. 

As  the  Vefiel  for  Ifmael vj^s  not  yet  ready  to  go  off,  not  being  wil- 
ling to  be  long  upon  the  Way  with  fo  bad  aCompamon  as  my  Ague, 
1  agreed  with  the  Mafter  of  another,  who  was  to  fail  the  next  Day  for 
Rujiick  ;  where  he  gave  me  hopes  of  finding  fcveral  Opportunities  of 
going  for  Confianttnople,  or  ar  lead  to  Ktllia,  and  we  departed  the  14th 
in   the  Evening.     I  was  too  near  the  Place  where  they  pretend  that 
the  famous  Bridge  of  Trajan  formerly  was,  not  to  take  a  V\q\v  of  it ;  Pons  Tra. 
wherefore  I  hired  a  fmall  Boat   for  that  purpofe,  during  an  Intcrmif-  )am. 
lion  of  my  Ague,  but  cou'd  onlv  lee  fome  little  Remnants  of  well 
cemented  Walls  upon  the  Southern  Side  of  the 'D^w/^-^^  which  may 
as  probably  be  the  Ruins  of  fome  Fort  built  there,  as  of  Arches,  the 
Stones  not  being  of  that  iJignefs  which  they  generally  make  ufe  of 
in  building  of  Bridges.     As  there   were  no'lnfcriptions  to   give  me 
any  Informations  what   it  was,   I  remain'd  in    the  fame   Incertitude 
as  before  about  ir.     As  for  what  the  Turks  call  T)er'-cent  Cap,,  or  Iron  Dcrvenc 
Gate,  which  IS  not  far  from  thcle  Ruins,  'tisaPalTagc  where  the  Channel  *-X". 
t>\i\\z'Danube,  being confin'd  between  high  Rocks,  flows  with  Precipi- 
tation and  a  great  Nolle  ;  and  thefe  Rocks  mav  very  likely  belong  to 
tae  Cham  of  Mountains  of  the  fame  Name,  between  Rhilippolis  and  Xiffa, 
where  is  their  other  T>er'vent  Capt.     We  arriv'd  at  KicomIis  the  i  -"th  ;  xtcocc-sad 
the  Mafter  of  the  VclTel  having  fomcthing  to  take  in'  in  that  City,  Iftrum  " 
Itopt  there  long  enough  to  give  me  Time  to  fee  it,  and  look  amongft 
the  Goldfmi-hs  and  Brafiers  after  Medals  ;  and  I  found  a  good  Num- 
ber both  of    Silver  and  Brafs  ;  among  the  firft  were  thofe  of  Trajan, 
Antoninus,    Adrian,    Rome,    Lepidus,  Septimius  Geta,  Alexander  Seve- 
rus^  Subina,  Julia  Aiignjhi,  all  Lutm  and  common  ;  among  the  feccnd 
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rent  Names  J  that  which  is  above  the  Connuencc  of  the  Inn,  is  cali'd 
^afla-u; }  and  that  which  is  below,  Innjladt,  which  is  beheved  to  be 
fhe  nncicnt  Ba]odurum ;  that  above  the  Influx  of  the  ///,  is  Oberhan- 
fen;  and  that  below  it,  Illftadt.  It  is  famous  in  the  Trotejiant  Hifio- 
ry  for  the  Peace  in  15^1,  which  reftored  their  Freedom  to  the  Duke 
oi  Saxonv  and  the  Landfgra-je  oilieffe,  and  gave  Liberty  of  Conlci- 
cnce  to  Germayiy.  The  Ka)  fourth  is  lefTer,  but  more  regularly  builr, 
moft  of  its  Houfcs  being  of  Free-Stone,  and  flat-roof'J,  after  the  Ita- 
Itan  Manner.  It  has  a  fine  Imperial  Caftle,  where  the  Court  of  Henna 
took  Refuge,  when  that  City  was  beficged.  The  fifth  is  agreeably 
fituatcd  upon  the  Brow  of  a  Hill,  the  Roof  of  which  is  waflied  by  the 
'Danube ;   it  is  well  walled  in  with  good  Trenches. 

I  arrived  at  Vienna  the  1 5th,  where  I  (laid  but  four  Days,  which  I  Ipent 
with  a  great  deal  of  Pleafurc  by  the  Means  of  Mr.  Morhojf  and  Mr.  ¥ury, 
and  purlucd  my  Coutfe  down  the  "Danube,  for  Buda  -,  and  law  on  my  Way 
thither  the  Cities  of  [b)  Tresbourgh,  Ja-uarin,  [c]  Komoron^  and  {d)  Stngo- 
nmm.  The  firft  is  in  Upper  Hungary,  and  is  a  large  and  pretty  handfome 
City ;  'tis  the  Place  where  the  Emperor  is  crown'd  King  of  Hungary, 
and  where  the  States  of  that  Kingdom,  allemble.     The  I'econd  is  in  the 


•^    ; 
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Lower  Hungary,  and  fituated  upon  the  Confluence  of  the  Raab,  with 
the  Danube,  where  it  forms  c'n  Oval  Ille,  cali'd  Shut,  as  reprefentcd 
upon  my  Map  A.     It  is  only  remarkable  for  being  equally  ftrong  by 

Komoron.  Art  and  Nature  i  the  Country  People  call  it  alio  Raab.  The  third 
Hands  upon  the  Eaftern  Point  of  Shut,  and  is  calld  the  Virgin,  for  ha- 
ving (as  they  fay^  never  been  taken  ;  it  has  a  good  Citadel,  with  all 
the  Advantages  both  of  Art  and  Nature  for  its  Defence.  The  Caht- 
nifi  and  Lutheran  Religion  bear  equally  the  fame  Sway  there,  and  it 
is  very  well  peopled,  but  its  Houl'es  are  but  ordinarily  built.     The 

Strigonium,  fourth  is  a  finer  City,  and  as  well  fortify "d  by  Art,  tho'  not  lb  ftrong 
by  Nature  -,  it  has  been  leveral  times  taken,  and  re- taken,  by  the 
Turks  and  Imperialifts  ;  but  the  latter  have  kept  it  ever  fince  the  Year 
1683.  Tis  the  Refidcnce  of  the  Archbifliop,  Primate,  Chancellor, 
and  Prefident  of  the  Council  of  State  of  the  Kingdom  oi  Hungary. 

Buda.  Being  come  to  the  City  of  i^e)  Btida,  I  ftaid  there  a  whole  Day,  in 

order  to  take  a  more  exad  View  of  it,  than  I  had  of  the  others  afore- 
going, which  I  only  faw  enpaJJ'ant,  and  very  luperficially.  It  has  been 
very  ill  uled  by  the  Arms  of  the  Turks,  Germans,  and  Hungarians ; 
and  'twas  the  Refidence  of  the  ancient  Sovereigns  of  that  Kingdom, 
from  whom  'twas  taken  by  the  Turks  in  1541,  and  made  the  Seat  of  a 
Ba(haij,  or  Beglerbeg,  who  had  under  his  Government  all  the  Country 
between  the  TeiJJe  and  theDanube,  inclufive  of^gria  and  Novigrad,  with 
all  the  Lo-^er  Hungary,  from  Gran  Kanifca,  and  the  Eaftern  Part  oiSclavo- 
nia,  with  a  great  Part  of  Seri'ia.  The  Imperial  Troops,  commanded  by 
Duke  Charles  of  Lorrain,  re-took  it  from  them  by  Storm  in  1686,  and 
it  remain'd  and  was  yielded  to  the  Emperor  by  the  Treaty  oi  Cario'-jiitzi. 
The  Breaches  were  not  quite  repaired  when  I  pais'd  through  it,  and

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they  were  then  at  work  about  them,  tho'  but  (lowly.  It  i<;  very  large, 
and  divided  into  the  Hi;^h.er  and  Lower  Town  :  T!;c  Low  T(  w,i  is  e;i- 
rirely  open,  and  well  peopled,  cfpccially  to  die  Eill,  by  Rafcians  and 
Servians  ;  the  firlt  Carholicks,  and  the  I'econd  Greeks  j  with  (bme  Ar- 
m:'nutns,  and  five  or  fix  TurkijJj  Families  that  have  tuni'd  Ghrijiians. 
There  are  Hill  on  che  Wcfl:  Side  of  it  divers  Mofquc;  ihnding,  with 
Turkijh  Tombs,  part  of  which  have  been  converted  into  (Jriflian 
Churches  and  Chappels  :  There  are  alio  on  that  Side  fomc  fine  Cachs, 
\vi:h  Waters  naturally  hot,  which  are  reckon'd  very  wholelbme. 

Not  iinding  at  Buda  any  Boat  ready  for  Teter-^aradm,  or  rather  ha- 
ving the  Curiofiry  to  fee  Seghedm  and  Temefb^aer,  I  rctblv'd  to  purlue 
my  Journey  by  thofo  Places.  In  oidcr»to  which  I  crofs  d  the  iDrfw//;^ 
on  the  ijch  to  *  'Pejh  another  prcrty  great  Cicy  on  the  oppofiteSidc 
of  cliis  River,  which  has  had  che  lame  Fate  as  Buda  ;  but  is  not  lb  po- 
pulous, has  never  been  fo  itrong,  and  is  more  ncgleded.  The  Inhabi- 
tanrs  are,  as  at  Buda,  a  Medley  of  Germans  and  Servians,  with  a  few 
Hungarians  and  Greeks.  The  lall  have  a  very  pretty  Church  here  ; 
the  Prieft  of  which  was  very  obliging,  and  procured  mc  two  good 
Florfes,  with  a  Guide  of  his  own  Nation  for  Poft-Boy  ^  with  whom  I 
continued  my  Journey,  and  took  up  my  Lodging  that  Night  at  a  large 
Village  caird  Oftcha,  whole  Inhabitants  were  all  Calvinifts  -,  and,  as 
luch,  very  much  alarm'd  with  a  falfe  Report,  that  Ibme  Imperial 
Troops  were  adhually  filing  olF,  and  on  their  Marcli  to  take  up  their 
Quarters  in  Hungary,  and  force  all  the  Troceflants  in  that  Kingdom  to 
turn  Roman  Catholicks.  The  Judge  of  the  Place  ask'd  me,  if  I  had 
heard  any  fuch  News,  or  leen  any  Appearance  of  it  ?  I  told  him  No, 
and  that  I  did  not  believe  the  Emperor  (however  zealous  he  might  be 
ocherwife  for  the  Propagation  of  his  Faith)  lb  bad  a  Politician  to  ili- 
fturb  his  Hungarian  Subjects  upon  that  Head.  But  (anl'.ver'd  the  Prieft 
who  was  prelent)  the  Jefuits  have  lb  much  Influence  over  him  and  his 
Miniftry,  and  are  lb  much  our  Enemies,  that  'tis  in  their  Power  co 
make  him  alter  his  moll  merciful  Relblutions.  However,  at  laft  I 
faid  enough  to  dil'pel  their  Fears;  and  the  firft  provided  me  two  good 
frcili  Horfcs  With  another  PoftBoy,  for  I  then  rode,  there  being  no 
regular  Poft  Waggons  in  that  Part  of  the  Country.  Next  Day  I  went 
thro'  a  pretty  large  Town,  but  forrily  built,  cali'd  Keskemetz,  with 
three  Churches,  t-ao  Lutheran,  and  one  i?w/w?/ Catholick.  Twasthis 
Place  (as  I  have  obferved  ellewhere)  that  feme  Rafciuns,  who  arc  nz- 
tntdiWy  Anti-LInngarians,  plunder'd  fome  Years  before,  during  the  Time 
of  a  Fair  that  is  held  there  every  Year  ;  and  fome  Mercha»nrs,  who 
were  Subjcdls  to  the  forte,  having  fulfer'd  in  the  Pillage,  o  ccafion'd 
theComplainrs  that  were  made  thereupon  to  the  Vilier.  Th  e  Hortes 
being  good,  I  ask'd  the  Poft-Boy  if  he  wou'd  go  any  further;  and  he 
confented  to  carry  me  as  far  TxsSeghedin,  f  where  we  arrived  on  the  x^th, 
meeting  only  with  ibrne  Villages  miferably  built  in  a  very  fertile  Coun- 
try. It  is  an  old  City  of  Dacia,  fituated  on  the  Tei([e  or  Tibifciis,  and 
the  Tebifes  of  the  Ancients,  where  the  little  Kiszi Maros  dilembcgucs 
in  it. 

Segbediftwa'i  then  fo  inconfiderablCjand  in  fuch  a  wretched  Condition, 
that  it  did  not  f'eem  to  me  worth  the  Pains  I  had  taken  to  lee  it.     Irs

Francfort.  Having  crolVd  the  broadcfl:  Part  of  the  Rhine^  we  went  to  *  Franc- 
fort,  upon  the  Mein,  where  wc  arriv'd  the  4th;  'tis  a  City  pretty  well 
fortify  d,  tho'  after  an  antique  Manner,  and  divided  in  two  Parts  by  the 
MieUt  which  we  crofs'd  over  upon  a  very  handlbmc  Stone-Bridge. 
'Tis  a  Place  of  very  great  Commerce,  where  the  Gcldai  EttU  of  the 
Emperor  Charles  V.  is  kept,  which  regulates  the  Elcdlions  of  the  Em- 
perors and  Kings  of  the  Rr,:ntins.  The  Lutheran  Religion  is  there 
predominant,  and  the  Roman  Cachoiicks  have  two  Churches,  with  two 
Convents  of  Men  and  Women;  but  the  Calvimjl  s  are  not  allcw'd  any 
Place  of  Worfliip  no  more  than  at  Coloni,  and  arc  oblig'd  to  be  mar- 
ry'd  and  !iave  their  Children  bapriz'd  by  the  Lnthcrun  Minifters,  as 
they  are  in  all  Places  where  this  Religion  has  the  Sway  ,-  upon  which 
Account  'tis  obfervable,  that  it  docs  not  grant  them  lb  much  Liberty 
even  as  to  the  Reman  Cathohcks,  as  I  fr-all  remark  ciicwhere.  There 
are  a  Number  of  y^cc'j  in  Francfort,  but  very  few  of  them  rich  :  Some 
fay,  the  Reafon  is,  becaufc  the  Chnjiians  that  are  Natives  are  too 
cunning  for  them,  or  arc  thcmfelvcs  Jc-jus  in  rcfpecfl  to  I'radc. 

Setting  out  from  this  City,  we  purlucd  our  Journey  towards  Ratts- 

Hainaulc  bonne,  by  [a)  Hatnault,  {b)  JVurtzburgb,  and  {o  Nurcmbergh.  The  firll 
is  the  Capital  of  the  County  o*^  that  Name,  where  the  Counts  ufually 
have  their  Rcfidence  ;    it  is  handfome,  and  its  Fortifications  are  good. 

Wurtzburg.  The  fecond  is  the  Metropolis  of  the  Archbifhopnck  of  the  fame  Name 
in  Franconia  ;  its  Churches  are  fine,  and  there  is  one  of  the  mofl:  mag- 
nificent Hofpitals  in  Europe.  The  Callle  wherein  the  Archbifliop  re- 
fides  is  petfedlly  well  fortify  d,  and  its  Bridge  over  the  J^>Iein,  may  be 
rank'd  among  the  finefl  that  arc  laid  over  that  River  j  the  Country  be- 

Nuren-.bcrg.  twcen  this  City  and  Frankfort  is  delightful  and  very  fertile.  The  third 
is  a  very  large  and  fine  City,  of  the  Circle  of  Franccfiia,  upon  the 
Banks  of  the  Tregnitz,,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  it,  and  di- 
vides it  almod  into  two  equal  Parts,  which  have  a  Communication 
with  each  other  by  the  Means  of  feverai  beautiful  Stone  Bridges.  Its 
Churches  and  Houfes  arc  generally  magnificent,  the  Streets  broad, 
and  publick  Places  Ipacious,  with  handfome  Fountains,  mofl  Part  of 
whole  Ornaments  are  Figures  in  Brafs ;  it  is  furroundcd  with  three 
good  Walls,  and  as  many  Ditches.  It  is  the  Place  where  the  Emperors 
of  Germanv  arc  crovvn'd,  and  Charlematgri!%  rich  T)indcm,  his  pre- 
tious  {(l)  'Dalmatick,  cmbellifh'd  with  a  fine  Embroidery  intermix'd  with 
Pearls,  with  his  Gloves,  Belt,  and  Buskins  covcr'd  with  Plates  of  Gold, 
are  kept  there.  The  Lutheran  Religion  bears  the  Sway  there  as  well 
as  at  Francfort,  and  the  Roman  Catholicks  are  allow'd  the  Vi'-^  of  one

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LutherariChmch;  but  the  C.;/.y/«///j  have  none,  and  are  obliged  to  -^o 
into  the  Marquiiatc  o{  Anfpach  to  celebrate  Divine  Service  after  their 
Manner,  a-id  muR  make  \}^^  oi  Lutheran  Min.liers  to  marry  them 
and  baptize  their  ChUdren.  As  for  the  Je'^s,  they  mull  tranfad  their 
Affairs  therein  the  Day-time,  not  being  permitted  to  pals  the  Night 
there.  The  [a)  Chrirches  Cas  I  before  oblervd)  are  handlome,  a.?d 
never  yec  found  any  Place  where  Z.,7r^.r.;.y?;,  has  retain  d  more  of  the 
Ceremonies  and  Ecclehaaical  Veftments  of  the  Roman  Catholicks 

From  hence  we  continued  our  Journey  with  the  publick  Melfenffer 
agreeing  with  him  to  carry  us  as  far  as  l^'icnna,  -vtz,.  in  a  Waagon  to' 
Rattsbonne,  and  the  reft  of  the  Way  by  Water 

This  City  is  fanious  for  the  Diet  of  the  Empire  s  being  held  there  • 
.c  IS  comprehended  ,n  the  Circle  of  Ba^^ta,  and  fituafed  upon     he 
^anuoe,  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Regen,  which  dilcharges  itfelf  into  tha^ 
River,  and  from  whence  it  derives  half  its  German  Name  of  :^^  RerrenC 
burgh.     Tis  an  Imperial  City,  and  the  Government  both  temporafand 
fpiritual  is  Lutrjeran-  but  the  Roman  Catholicks  have  feverai  Churches 
there,  and  among  the  reft  the  Cathedral,  with  three  Abbeys,  one  o' 
Men.  the  Abbot  whereof  takes  Place  amongft  the  Prelates  of  the  Em 
pire,  and  two  of  Women  ;    the  B.fliop  is  Prince  of  the  Empire.     It7s 
a  large  City,  well  built  and  fort.fyd  ;   its  Houfes  are  for  the  mod  pa  ? 
of  kee-Stone  intcrmixd,  (befides  the  Churches;  with  a  great  many 
^oblemens  Palaces.     It  was  then  very  much  difpcopled,  by  Rcalba 
of  the  Plagues  having  rag  d  therein  a  Year  before,  and  carryd  off  Z 
bundance  of  its  Inhabitants.     The  MeiFenger  of  iV//m//^.r/ procured 
us  hejre,  according  to  our  Agreement,  a  Boat  to  go  down  the  D.^w/^^ 
for/'/.;^«^,   and  we  went  on  Board  the   loth;    we  Iny  every  N.=^hc 
alhore      and    had  the  Satisfaction  in  our  Pailige  of  ibeing   the  Ci 
ties  of  ^/..^.«,    mt.^en,  -PaJJa:.,  L:nt.,  J  Cre:.s,  w^h  feve^  I 
fine  \  illagcs    plealant  Country-Houies,  delicious  Gardens,  and  fumn- 
tuousMonakenes,   as  agreeably  as  commodioully  fuuated  upon  the 
Dannue,    wnich  is  a  ftaunch  Catholick  all  thereabouts.     We  wer^ 
met  here  and  there  by  Hermits,  and  other  Fryars,  who  came  in  Boat.^ 
with  Images  and  Statues  of  Saints,  on  Board  of  ours,  Ihowirtj  thcni 
to  us  with  one  Hand     and  crying  them  up  for  the  Guardian   An- 
gc  s  and  Prelervers  of  thofe  who  travel  by  Sea;  and  with  the  oth-r 
holuing  out  aBoK,  into  which  they  begg'd  us  to  put  fomething  for  the 
Maintenance  of  their  Chappels ;  which  wc  did,  and  rccciv'd  in  Return  a 
thouland  Blellings. 

The  {c)  firll  of  the  Places  before-mentioned,  is  a  handibme  Town,  < 
well  wailed  in,  and  dependent  on  the  Dutchy  of  i^^iv/r/,.-     The  *  fe    ' 
cond  IS  not  lo  large,    nor  lo  ftrong,   and   dependent  on  the  fame 
Uutchy.     Tne  ^  third  is  a  fine  large  Imperial  Citv,  m  the  Circle  of  [ 
havaria,  and  under  the  Prorcdion  of  its  Biihop.     It  is  divided   into 
four  Parts  by  tne  ^Danube,  the /««  and  the  ///,  which  meet  there,  and 
are  iwadowed  up  in  the  fird.     Thefc  Parts  arc  diilinguilhcd  by  diili-

only  the  Kingdomis  able  to  buy  it  ;  but  that  her  JS'LijeJIy  has  Sti'ujecls'-jjho 
can  ajjord  to  drink  Ur  Health  zjith  tt. 

Having  fiaifli'd  tlic  Affairs  which  detain  d  mc  at  London^  I  let  out 
1714.     from  thence  the  Middle  of  March  1714,  in   order  to  return  to  'Tiirky 
Rotrerdam,  t'lc  fnortcll  way.     To  this  Intent  I  went  again  to  Rotierdani^  where  1 
Leyden.        ^^id  but  onc  Day  j  from   thence  to  Ley  den,  where  I  was  three  with 
Mr.  He)>ihin,  who  would  have  me  lodge  at  his  Houfc,  aad  cn:crrnind 
me  handlbmcly  as  before.     He  had  the  Complaitance  to  go  with  mc, 
to  flicw  mc  the  Cunoficics  which  I  had  not  time  to  Ice  when  I  palsd 
this  Way  before  ;  as,  amongft  others,  the  Simple  or  Phyfick  Garden, 
which  is  abundantly  flock'd  with  medicinal  Plants,  a.nd  the  fine  Gal- 
lery which  looks  upon  it  ;  where  I  was  agreeably  amulcd  with  the  V  a- 
riecy  of  Rarities  that  are  kept  therein,  llich  as  the  ^[-e  and   the  Cat 
born  with  Wings,  the  Triapus  P'egctabilis-,  the  "Pajiebcard  Money  coin'd 
during  the  Time  that  the  City  was  befieg'd,  the  Serpc::t  upon  whole 
Skin  they  pretend  to   find  Hicrogl)  phicks  ;  with  divers  Moniters  and 
Infcds  embalm'd,    or  prcfcrv'd  from  Corruption  in    Dottles,    by  the 
means  of  Oils  and  Spirits. In  the  Phyfick  School,  and  in  the  Ana- 
tomy Chamber,  a  Number  of  Skeletons  of  Men  and  iicalls,  with  Mum- 
mies, Urns,  Idols,  and  other  Things  well  enough  known  by  Travellers. 
Art-fterdam.  From    thcncc  I  went   to  Amflerdam,  where  1  remain'd  buc  one  Day, 
Amcrsforr.     ^^^^  then  took  a  *  Poft  Waggoa^to  Amersfort  on  the  z7th  ;  then  Rn- 
Arnheim.      ^-ing  o^to  the  South  Eaft,  I  purfu'd  my  Journey  by  Arnheim,  a  little 
Town  in  Gncldcrland,  upon  a  Branch  of  the  Rhine  ;  and  fo  on  to  Nime- 
Ki::ic<'ucn.^'''^^)   a  pretty  Well  fortify  d  Town  fomeching  larger,  and  firuated  on 
the  greatefl;  Branch  of  the  fame  River,  and  in  the  lame  Province.     Ic 
was  taken  by  the  French  in  i67z,  who  were  obliged   to  abandon  ic 
two  Years  after  ;  It  is   famous  for  the  Treaty  begun  there  in  167S 
between  France,  Holland  ^nii  Germany,  which  was  concluded  in  1679. 
CIcves.         From  hence  I  went  on  to Cleves,  which  I  reachd  on  the  x8th  ;  it  is  the 
Capital  of  the  Dutchy  of  that  Name  belonging  to  the  King  of  TruJ- 
Jia.     This  City  is  very  agreeable,  being  upon  an  Eminence,  accom- 
panied with  a  fine  Caftlc  and  a  Wood,  thro'  which  are  cut  feveral  long 
and  regular  Allies  leading  to  divers  Villages.     I  made  no  longer  Stay 
here  buc  to  dine  and  take  a  frefh  Waggon  ;  and  whild  both  were  get- 
ting ready,  I  walk'd  in  the  City  with  a  German  Lutheran,  whom  I 
found  at  the  Pofl-Houfc,  and  who  was  going  to  Vienna  by  the  fame 
Way  as  mc.     Dinner  being  over,  wc  got  into  the  Waggon,  and  arrived 
at  Cologn  the  next  Day  in  the  Evening.     It  is  a  very  handlbmc  and 
large  City   in  the  Elcdoral  Circle,  to  which   it  gives  Name  -,    it  is 
well  peopled,  efpccially  by  Ecclefiafticks,  and  has  19  Parifhcs  and  37 
Monaftcries  both  of  Men  and  Women,  and  in  all  above  370  Churches. 
Its  Fortifications  are  after  the  antique  manner,  but  very  good  in  their 
Kind  i  and  it  is  llirrounded  with  a  triple  Ditch. 

The  German^  whom  I  had  met  at  Ck-ves,  was  fo  complaifant  as  to 
Cologn.       gratify  my  Curioficy,  by  accompanying  me  about  the  f  City,  (which

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he  was  acquainted  with,  as  having  been  there  before)  and  fhowing  me 
what  was  molt  rare  in  ic.  f  was  lurpris  d  at  lUch  a  Number  of  Churches 
in  one  City,  and  lo  many  Convents  of  both  Sexes  ;  and  thefe  Churches 
are  very  handlome,  and  well  ftored  with  lacred  Ornaments  and 
Ucenfils.  The  Streets  indeed  fwarm  with  Ecclefialticks,  and  the 
Roman  Catholick  Religion  makes  a  Figure  even  in  the  publick  Places 
and  Crofs  ways  where  there  arc  Chappels  and  Oratories  adorned 
with  Statues  and  Images  of  Saints,  a:id  Crowds  of  Suppliants  on  their 
Knees  before  them  ;  with  Prtcfts  in  their  Surplices  and  Scoles  holding 
in  one  Hand  a  Book  in  which  they  read,  and  in  the  other  a  Iquare 
Cap  to  receive  the  Charity  of  devout  People.  Several  little  Children 
at  the  Doors  of  the  Houfes  where  they  lodge,  have  Imitations  of  thefe 
Oratories,  made  for  the  mod  part  by  themlblves,  with  Statues,  Images 
Candlefticks,  CrofTcs,  Lamps,  and  other  Ornaments  in  Miniature  and 
proportionable  i  and  they  ling  the  Litanies,  and  other  Latm  Prayers 
like  the  Prieas,  and  hold  out  little  Boxes  to  the  PalTengers  asking 
them  to  give  lomething  to  the  Maintenance  of  the  Chaopel  of  fuch  a 
He  or  She  Saint.  I  might  alfo  add,  that  I  never  law  lb  many  Relicks 
m  one  Place  as  they  llicw  there,  a  large  Chappei  being  entirely  hung 
and  cover  d  with  human  Bones,  which  they  rhere  give  oat  to  be  tholb 
of  iioQO  Virgins,  who  were  (as  they  lay)  formerly  Natives  of  Gr^^? 
Brttam,  and  who  accompanying  St.  Urfkla  to  Rome,  luffbrd  all  of 
them  Martyrdom  on  their  Return,  upon  the  very  Spot  where  this 
Church  now  ftands.  I  have  heard,  however,  the  Reality  of  the  Num- 
ber of  thefe  Virgins  conrradidted  even  by  Ibme  good  Catholicks  evn 
to  the  reducing  them  to  only  One  call'd  Vndecimtlla ;  which  Name 
founding  (as  they  laid)  lb  very  much  like  Undectm  Millta  1 1  coo 
may  have  caufed  the  Miftake.  They  wou'd  not,  however,  condemn 
all  the  Rehcks  in  the  aforementiond  Chappei  on  account  of  this  Error 
as  believing  them  to  belong  to  Ibme  of  thofc  Numbers  of  Marcyrs  -hac 
have  been  perlecured  for  profiling Chriaianicy,  without  knowing  their 
Names. 

The  fine  Figure  which  Religion  makes  here,  the  Number  of  Priefts,  Dc- 
votecs,  Rehcks,  &c.  may  polfibly  have  acquir'd  chisCicy  che  Name  of 
a.jgn  the  Holy,  as  it  is  now  call'd.  The  Civil  Government  is  in  the 
Hands  of  fix  Burgo- Mailers  j  and  extends  che  Liberty  of  Conlcience  fo 
far,  as  even  to  allow  the  Lutherans  ^  Church  within  the  Walls,  which  is 
refuled  the  Cakinifts,  who  are  obliged  to  crofs  the  Rhine  to  ferve  God. 
after  their  manner  about  a  Mile  from  the  City.  The  Authority  of  the 
Archbiihop  there  is  very  great,  but  he  is  not  Abfolute. 

Leaving  Ctf/^^w  the  ill  oi  April,  early  in  the  Morning,  wc  dined 
at  *  Bonne,  the  Capital  of  the  Electorate  of  Colot;^n,  and  the  Place 
where  the  Eledor  ufually  refides,  who  is  allb  Archbiiliop  of  Coloci 
In  the  Beginning  of  the  Night  we  reached  f  Coblentz,  where  we  lav  • 
and  I  arole  early  the  next  Morning,  in  order  to  take  a  View  of'ir 
whilft  the  Horfes  were  getting  ready ;  and  my  Fellow  Traveller  wcu  a 
alio  keep  me  Company  in  my  Curiofity.  This  City  is  fituated  at  the 
Confluence  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle;  for  which  realbn  t\\c  Latins 
gave  ic  the  Name  oiConfluentes  or  Confluent la.  It  is  a  pretty  handfome 
and  Itrong  Place  belonging  to  the  Eledor  of  Treves,  who  has  a  magtn-

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ning  away  with  liim.  A  fingular  Itiftance  of  which  (as  in  was  credibly 
related  to  me}  is  this  :  "  A  certain  eminent  Praditioner  ixx  the  Law, 
"  had  an  only  Daughter,  Hcircfs  to  a  vaft  Fortune,  who  was  lecrctly 
"  courted  by  and  in  Love  with  a  Gcnileman  much  below  her  in  thac 
*'  Refped  :  But  as  the  Danger  of  marrying  her  was  very  great,  he  was 
"  advifcd  by  her  to  conlulc  her  Father  about  it,  as  of  an  indilfcrcnr 
*'  Pcrfon.  The  "^  Scrieant  (for  flich  he  was)  told  him,  that  if  the 
"  young  Lady  loved  him  well  enough  to  get  firfl  on  Horle-back,  and 
*'  take  him  behind  her,  he  wou'd  be  lafe;  for  then  ihe  llole  him,  and 
"  not  he  her.  He  dcfir'd  this  Opinion  under  his  fiand  in  Writing, 
*'  which  he  gave  him,  and  recciv'd  his  Fee  :  The  Gentleman  accord- 
*'  ingly  put  It  in  pradice ;  and  the  Serjeant  finding  himlcif  ib  fairly 
"  out-witted,  was  forced  to  be  contented  with  what  he  cou'd  not  help; ' 
and  this  is  daily  pradis'd  to  the  great  Diilurbance  of  Families,  and 
Grief  of  Fathers  and  Mothers. 

Some  time  after  my  Arrival,  I  rcceiv'd  divers  Letters  from  Ttirky, 
acquainting  me  amonglT:  other  things,  that  the  S'u.edtjh  Cowtz  was  fenc 
back  to  'Demolica,  and  having  found  Credit  with  feme  Franks  at  Con- 
ftanttnople,  and  borrow'd  a  pretty  good  Sum  of  Mony,  had  bought  (or 
rather  redeem'd  from  ^\\Qyani'zartes  2Xi<i  Tartars,  who  had  plundered 
them  at  iVar7iitz,a)  Horlbs,  Furniture,  with  Table -Cloths,  Knives,  . 
C^f.  a  la  Franca;  and  that  the  King  rode  out  every  Day,  and  din'd  ia 
publick  as  at  Benda,  and  Mr.  Grothufen  and  Martlial  'Dubcns  kept 
open  Tabic  as  formerly.  That  the  Sublime  Torte  had  intimated  to 
Mr.  Funck,  the  S-^edtJh  Envoy,  that  his  Maiefty  had  no  need  of  fuch 
a  Minifter,  being  himfclf  fo  near  -,  and  had  taken  from  him  his  Tha'tm 
of  Sixteen  Rix-doUars  a  Day,  and  that  he  died  foon  after  of  a  Fever. 
That  the  Views  of  King  StantJIaus  were  not  iecondcd  by  either  the 
Turks,  Tartars  or  Toks,  the  one  looking  at  the  other  who  ihou'd  be- 
gin, feeming  all  afraid  to  be  firft,  and  not  agreeing  to  concur  in  thac 
Undertaking.  That  they  had  contented  themfelves  with  appearing 
upon  the  Frontiers,  and  were  returning  back,  the  firft  to  their  Oddas, 
and  the  fecond  to  their  Keddts  i  King  Auguftus,  nor  the  Republick, 
not  being  fo  much  terrify "d  at  the  Sight  of  them,  as  to  deliver  Cami- 
nieck  as  they  expeded.  That  the  Clemency  and  Moderation  of  the 
Subltiiic  Torte  taking  place  of  her  Refentments,  the  Palatin  of  MaJJb- 
%-ia  and  Baron  Galtz  were  more  civilly  ufcd,  and  had  receiv'd  a  fa- 
vourable Audience  of  the  Grand  Seigmor,  and  chief  Minifters,  who 
carefs'd  them  i  fo  that  all  DifTerences  between  the  Turks  and  Mufcovttes 
were  accommodated,  and  the  Peace  which  was  concluded  before  my 
Departure,  was  confirmed  and  made  publick. 

I  pal's'd  the  whole  Winter  and  part  of  the  Spring  in  London,  where 
a  Month  after  my  Arrival,  'viz.  on  the  5th  of  November,  (a  Day  of 
Thankfgiving  for  the  Difcovery  of  a  Plot  in  the  Reign  of  King  7^w^^ 
the  Firlt,  to  blow  up  the  King  and  Parliament,  by  Gun-powder  laid 
under  both  Houfes,)  I  was  f'urpris'd  with  a  Procclfion  wholly  new, 
at  Icafl  'twas  fo  to  me.  The  fy%gs,  to  fignalize  their  Zeal  ifor  the 
Proteftant  Religion,  and  their  Averfion  to  a  Roman  Catholick  King, 
and  to  the  Head  and  Priefls  of  that  Religion,  whom  they  accufed  of 
having  been  the  Contrivers  of  that  execrable  Defign,  (for  which  fevc- 
ral  Jefuits  were  executed  at  London,  and  lookd  upon  as  Martyrs  ac 
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Rome')  drefs  d  three  Paii-board  Figures  as  large  as  the  Life,  one  to  rc- 
prefent  the  Pope,  a  Iccond  the  Pretender,  and  the  third  the  DeviL 
Thcle  three,  lb  drefs  d  at  a  great  Expencc  by  Pcrlbns  of  Diftindion, 
were  put  on  a  triumphal  Car,  and  carried  thro'  all  the  chief  Streets 
of  London,  preceded  by  a  Mob  beating  of  two  Warming-Pans,  and 
Butchers  with  Marrow  Bones  and  Cleavers  ;  and  having  thus  made  a 
Tour  thro'  the  City,  the  Pope  fitting  on  a  Throne  under  a  Canopy, 
with  the  Devil  on  his  Right,  and  the  Pretender  on  his  Left,  were 
thrown  into  a  great  Bonfire  prepared  for  that  purpole  at  Chamig-crofs, 
and  burnt,  accompanied  with  the  Acclamations  of  the  Mob,  who  cry'd 
No  'Popery,  no  'Pretender,  and  beat  the  fcnlelers  Figures  'till  they  were 
condimd  to  Afhes.  The  Queen  in  vain  endeavour'd  to  aboliih  this 
Cullom,  which  the  Tories  never  approv'd  of,  as  thinking  it  indecent  in 
a  Proteflant  Country,  where  Liberty  of  Confcience  is  ailow'd,  to  burn 
any  Body's  Effigies,  efpecially  a  Sovereign  Prince's,  as  the  Pope  is  ■ 
and  that  it  looks  Ibmething  like  the  Inquifition's  condemning  People  to 
the  Flames  for  Difference  of  Religion.  But  the  Whigs,  interpreting 
thefc  Sentiments  of  her  Majefly  and  her  Miniltry  as  favouring  a  Po- 
piai  SiiccefFor  ;  and  being  made  fenfiblc  by  the  Englijiyman,  that  the 
Proteflant  Religion  was  in  Danger,  were  the  more  earnefl  for  the  Exe- 
cution. However,  it  is  left  oti"  fincc  King  Georges  AccefTion  to  the 
Throne,  his  Majefty  having,  tis  faid,  cxprefTcd  hisDiflike  to  it  in  the 
fame  manner  i  and  the  Whtgs  not  thinking  the  Proteflant  Religion  in 
any  Danger  under  his  Reign. 

Mr.  Pitt,  who  was  fome  time  before  'come  back  to  London,  from 
his  Government  of  fort  St.  George  in  the  Eaji  Indies,  had  brought 
from  thence  the  Diamond  reprelented  in  the  Print  IV.  N.  f.  ^.  being 
the  moll  pcrfed:,  and  at  the  fame  time  the  largefl  that  was  ever  lufFer'd 
to  come  out  of  the  Great  Mogul's  E.mpire  ;  where  the  Armenian,  who 
gave  me  the  Size  of  that  of  the  Grand  Seigniors,  N.  7.  in  the  fame 
Print,  told  me  that  he  had  feen  the  Hole  or  lawful  Meafnre  of 
thole  which  are  permitted  to  be  exported,  which  hardly  exceeds  the 
Size  oF  N.  7.  However,  by  what  means  N.  5-.  came  into  Mr.  Pitt's 
Hands  is  no  Matter  here,  and  he  would  not  let  it  be  fecn  under  the 
Price  of  ^00  /.  I  heard  that  the  Parliament  talk'd  of  buying  it  in  the 
rime  of  the  Whiggtjh  Miniftry,  in  order  to  be  made  a  Prefent  to  the 
Qtieen  ;  but  the  Tide  turning,  it  was  fiiice  fold  to  the  Regent  of  France, 
whofc  Name  it  now  bears.  The  Pieces  that  were  cut  off  to  reduce  it 
to  its  prefent  Form,  were  worth  fbmc  Thcufand  Pounds  ;  and  one  may 
fay,  that  the  fined  and  largeft  'Diamond  m  the  Chrijiian  World  is  now 
in  France,  as  the  greatefl  Emerald  is  at  Genoa,  and  the  largeft  Grenate 
and  the  Turqiioife  of  the  nioft  extraordinary  Size  at  Venice.  Whilft  I'm 
upon  this  Head  of  large  Jewels,  I'll  relate  what  I  was  told  of  another, 
as  a  thing  not  to  be  doubted,  and  generally  believ'd  by  the  Publick, 
liz.  that  a  Je'^jj'xn.  Queen  Elizabeth's  Time  having  ofTer'd  a  Pearl  of  ex- 
quifite  Beauty  and  Largcnefs  to  Sale  to  that  Princefs,  for  the  Price  of 
aOjCoo/.  a  vaft  Sum  in  rhofe  Days  j  Her  Majefty  being  a  good  Occo- 
mift-,  and  thinking  it  too  much  Money  to  beftow  upon  a  thing  of  no 
real  Uie,  refus'd  to  buy  it  ;  whereupon  the  Je'jj  was  preparing  to 
look  for  a  Chapman  clfewherc,  faying,  the  Kingdom  was  not  able  to 
purchafe  his  Jewel  :  This  coming  to  the  Ears  of  Sir  Thomas  Grepam^ 
then  a  Merchant  in  the  City,  he  fent  to  invite  the  Jevj  to  Breakfaft, 
ordering  him  to  bring  his  Pearl  with  him,  which  he  did  accordingly  ,•

'^TlSSo  CoTmtry  in  the  World  where  the  Liberty  of  Writing  and 
Talldng  is  preater,  and  the  Danger  lets,  than  m  Great  Brttatn,  provided 
die  Manner  IS  not  too  open  and  barefaced.    As  that  of  a  Layman,  in  re- 
foed  of  the  TnnKy,  which  he  attempted  to  ridicule  ufing  this  Compan- 
[bn  among  others  as  infipid  ;  he  reprelented  a  Perlon  taking  three  Pip- 
pin's of^an  old  Apple-Woman,  and  offering  to  pay  but  for  one,  telling  her 
?hat°  flie  were  aChnftian,  ihe  ought  to  be  contaited  ;  fmce,  according 
J^  rVJ  rhriftian  ReUeion,Three  were  but  One :  But  his  Pippin  coft  hini 
very  dSr    f"r  he  lof^ "P^^^^  of  6  or  8oo/.  per  Annum    and  his  Libel 
u^s^urnt  by  the  Hangman.    So  had  been  that  of  another  before,  wl^ 
avina  gTven  too  great  Loofe  to  his  Imagination  on  a  Paflage  of  tnc 
Hoi V  Scripture    which  lays,  that  they  izho  ha've  true  Fatth  fiant  d:e 
ZltrSed  .!  Enoch  .;^  Elijah  mto  the  Heavens.     He  pretended 
fhat  he  had  that  true  Faith,  and  confequently  Ihould  never  die    but  be 
thus  tanflated     and  infinuating.  that  if  the  contrary  lliould  happen 
tvvas  a  S icm  th^t  the  Promiie  w  as  not  divide,  or  true    fince  he  had  all 
Te  Faith  fequ'rd  for  the  Tranflation  ;    he  was  expell'd  the  Houle  of 
Commons,  of  which  he  was  a  Member,  for  his  I';.[-"^"°"- 

Thcv  write  againfl  the  Government  with  yet  lefs  Hazard^  A  Parlia 
men  Ts^no  ibone'^r  dilTolVd,  than  Hundreds  of  the  moft  biting  Ballads  and 
Sad  cs  are  made  upon  it  and  the  Miniftry ;   and  the  Licence  tha    is 
nken  betvveen  the  DifTolution  of  the  Old  and  choofing  aNew  Parlia- 
ment   re  Sles  that  which  is  ufual  in  Boats  upon  the  r^^;«..,  where 
Si  manner  of  Scurrilities  and  Invedives  go  for  nothing,    and  even 
King    h"v^  heard  themfelves  calld  Rogues  and  Whore-mafters,  and 
Oueens  Strumpets,  &c.  But  one  may  fay,  that  the  Liberty  isinlomc  Re- 
S  oo  gS  for  the  Common  People,  who,  not  having  good  Senfe 
nor  Education  to  make  a  right  Ule  of  it,  commit  a  thouland  Dilor- 
d?  s  and  Infolencies.     About  which  I  have  heard  m^ny  Enghfi  Gen- 
demen  abroad    upon  obferving  the  different  Behaviour  of  foreign  Ser- 
TZs     and  thilc  of  their  own  Country,  complain,  that  no  People  m 
he  World  were  fo  unhappy  in  that  Refpccft,  for  that  none  paid  greater 
Wal     or  werrworfe^&rvd.     Befides,  added  they,   (which  is  very 
Seful    and  not  pradtisd  even  m  the  pooreft  Nation  that  isj  The 
fa^eContriin^tions  !pon  thofe  ^ho  come  to  eat  at  ourTaUes   and  ha^ 
made  tt  cuflomary  to  ftand  ready  at  the  ^Door    ^gatnft  the  G^fj^<>J^' 
Zt  to  tec  we  Come  Gratmty ;  '■ajhtch  they  expeEi  as  thetr  ^Due,  or  elfe  ^^tU 
tlvenlpudLt  enough  to  infult  them :   And  that  Things  were  come  to 
that  pais,\hat  a  Servant  looking  for  a  Mafter,  did  not  ie"d  to  his  o  d 
one  for  a  Character ;  but  that  if  a  Gentleman  wanted  to  hire  one    bs 
own  Servants  mull  give  him  aCharadcr  before  he  coud  get  one:  All 
iihich  (iaid  he)  ts  owing  to  our  dear  Liberty. 

Whiia  I'm  upon  this  Head,  I  cant  forbear  mentioning  what  has  hap- 
pend  to  my  feff,  as  I  was  preparing  this  for  the  P-^  ^^/"^^  is^  f^^^' 
\  bought  on  the  Frontiers  of  Tartary  a  She-Slave,  a  Lojfack  by  Natio^i, 
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and  confequently  a  Greek  by  Religion  ;  and  upon  her  promifing  Moun  - 
ta.ns  of  Gratitude  and  Fidchcy,    (to  avo:d  being  fold  agiin  in  7>/r/J,) 
had  her  brought  at   a  conf.derablc  Charge  to  England,  where  fh.  be' 
haved  herlelf  for  lomc  Years  pretty  well  :    But  falling  „uo  bad  Com- 
pany   (which  I  exprcfly  forbid  her  to  keep)  flic  was  feduccd  awiv  m 
myAbfcnce      As  I  milsd   Icvcral   thing;  of  Value,    efpecially  fome 
Silver  Medals,  not  to  be  had  again   for  Mony,  which  cou  d  not  have 
been  taken    but  by  hcrlcif,  or  thofe   ihc  admitted,     [   adv-rcis'd   her 
three  times  in  the  News,  w.thout  hearing  at  all  of  her;  hut  lometimc 
after,  Ihe,  by  her  Seducers  Advice,  havnig  been  Chnftond  ar^ain    that 
I  might  not  lay  any  Claim  to  her,  appeard  oubhckly,  and  fa,d  to  r,ic 
of  my  Acquaintance,   /  no-^  dont  f}^ar  mv  Maffer ;  I've  been  hapttzJd  b^ 
toe  Btlbop  of  London,  and  am  Servant  to  a  Knn'ht,  ^ho  ts  a  Member  of 
rarltament.     Upon  Enquiry,  I  found  the  whole;  except  her  hcin.-rhri- 
flcnd  again,  falk  ,•  the  Bifhop  being  atrack'd  with  aFit  of  SickncVs    of 
which  he  never  rccovcr'd,  and  Hie  being  Servant  to  a  llnple  Woman  .„ 
ajoyners  Houte,  whole  S.rname  was"  Kmght,   and  the"  Parfon'who 
bapciz  d  her  being  only  a  flmplc  Priefl  of  the  Church  of  Emland     I 
had  ncr  earned  before  a  Juince  of  the  Peace,  whither  Ihc  was  iccotn- 
panyd  by   her  new  Miitrefs,  (wholi Character  I  w,!l  not  enter  into) 
and  a  Gang   of  (Ix  other  Pcrfons,  headed  by  an  Arrorney.  wim  not 
only  told  me  that  fhc  was  as  free  as  my  fclf,  and  that  I  had  no  K-M  to 
claim  her,  but  threaten  d  me  with  a  Law-Suit  for  accnfm.'  her  of  Theft 
and  fome  of  the  Gang  then  prelcnt  of  inveigling  her  From  mv  Service 
^lie   being  thus  countenanced,   whatever  I  coud  fay  to  iJllify   mv 
Charge    avai  d  nothing;  three  of  them  Rvearin^  voluntarily,  that  I 
had  declared  her  Honca.  and  own'd  to  them  that  T  had  lotl  norhir;; 
I   in  vain  reply  d,  that  I  had  not  before  fhc  kept  them  Company     I 
was  fingle  againll  a  Multitude,  and  a  Stranger  in  the  Country  ,'  but 'tKe 
juUice  not  being  lo  to  the  Wench  or  her  Millrefs,  looking  companion  ire- 
iy   0.%    undervalud  my  Medals,  as  not  being  a  Jud«e  of  Antiquities, 
la.a.  This  G^l  does  not  look  as  tf  (he  -^as  capable  of  fnch  Athons  ;  and 
askd  her  if  ihe  cou  d  iwear  to  her  Innocence,  which  flie  did,  and  :.  great 
deal  more  ;  whereupon  he  ditc'iargcd  her.    Finding  fuch  Ufige,  of  4ich 
Ihad.ecn  no  Example  in  all  my  Twenty  five  Years  Travels,  I  coud 
noyieip  laying  aloud,  with  IbmeRelentment,  "  I'm  forry  the  Church  of 
..  ^/^.?/'«»^  is  thus  made  a  Cloak  for  Villainy  ;  and  that  the  bapr.lmal 
^^   Water  is  apply  d  to  the  fame  Ufe  as  A/.w/r/s  Fountain  in  theDavs 
of  I  agciHijm,  to  waHi  away  Theft   and  Perjury.  '     For,  I  muft  con- 
tels,  I  was  lurprized  (the  Anglican  Church  not  re-ordaining  the  Ronn'Ji 
Pnelb  who  become  Converts  to  her)  to  Hnd  that  one  of  her  Clergy 
ilioud  lo  readily  proftitute   the  Sacrament,  without  enquiring  in  the 
Icaft  of  her  Mailer,  whether  the  Wench  was  Chnflcn'd  or  not;  as  he 
might  cafily  imagine  (lie  was,  if  he  underftood  any  thing  of  Geography, 
by  asking  her  Country.     Some  Perfons,  to  whom  T  complain'd   of  \r 
inform  d  me  of  another  Abufe,  of  yet  worle  Confequence,  ^7i.  their 
I'.alincis  in  marrying  young  Couples  without  making  any  Enquirv.  or 
asking  their  Relations  Conlenr,  or  whether  they  are  before  married  or 
cngagdj  whence  'tis  not  uncommon  for  a  Man  to  have  two  Wives, 
and  a  Woman  as  many  Husbands,  which   caufes  great  Confullon  in 
tamuies.     Another  Cuftom  of  this  Country  which  feems  unaccountable, 
IS,  that  It  being  Death  for  a  Perfon  of  an  inferiour  Fortune  to  acal  an 
Mcirets,  It  yet  Ihou'd  be  lawful  to  evade  that  Pumlhment  by  her  run- 
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ter  had  been  very  free  with  ;  and  he  afiTifls  loveral  Xoblemen,  in  dd- 
vinp  away  his  Bulls.  Amoitgll  the  reft,  Qh  ori<t  of  them,  who  was 
not  fatisfy  d  with  but  oncWitc,  and  had  an  Inclination  to  marry  ano- 
ther, without  paying  the  exorbitant  (f)  Price  demanded  by 'Pt^^r,  made 
a  Bargiii  with  Martin,  who  pretended  to  have  the  fame  Power  of 
granting  Difpenfations  as  Lord  'Petrr ;  who  huppenirg  about  that  time 
to  fend  to  Albion  feme  of  his  Drugs,  which  were  Remedies  Qd)  agamfl; 
Jeter's  Remedies,  who  had  fevcral  fumptuous  Offices  crcdcd  there  to 
his  great  Profit,  Hcrriqnez,,  [e)  the  Lord  of  the  Parifh,  a  great  Champion 
in  thole  Days,  being  inform'd  of  it,  did  not  only  forbid  the  Pariihio- 
ners  to  ufe  any  of  Martms  Drugs,  under  Pain  of  Death,  but  fcnc  him 
a  Challenge  to  fight  in  a  finglc  Ccmbare,  which  he  accepted  i  they 
fought,  to  the  great  Diverficn  of  the  Spcdtators,  and  came  off  bodi 
victorious,  at  lead,  each  Party  alcribing  the  Conqueft  to  their  own 
Champion  ;  the  Partisans  o^  Martin  congratulating  him  upon  the  Ad- 
vantage he  had  gain'd,  in  their  Opinion,  as  thofe  of  Teter  did  Her- 
riquez,,  cfpecially  my  Lord  himfcif,  who  fent  him  a  fine  (/)  TlLv:e  of 
Feathers,  for  him  and  his  Succellors  to  wear  in  their  Caps  in  Memory 
of  this  Combat,  which  they  do  to  to  this  Day,  tho'  Enemies  to  Teter. 
He  adds,  that  Herriquez,  afterwards  fell  out  with  Teter  qn  Account  of  a 
(^g)  Damfe!,  whom  he  marry'd  againft  his  Conlenr.  Teter  found  him- 
fcif fo  much  offended,  that  he  fent  all  his  moll  furious  Bulls  to  roar,  fpic 
and  fnivel  Fire  ("/'^  ^c.  ngainit  him  ;  but  Herriquez,  oppofed  them  with 
a  Parcel  of  right  Englijh  Dogs,  who  baited  them  fo  terribly,  that  they 
felt  it  ever  after,  and  dcpriv'd  him  of  his  Revenues  in  Albion.  He  dying, 
his  ('/)  Succeflor  gave  Martin  free  Liberty  to  Icttle  in  the  Parilli,  and  Icll 
his  Drugs  i  but  he  not  being  long-hv'd,  and  the  Parifh  falling  into  the 
Hands  of  a  {k)  Lady,  who  was  palhonately  in  Love  with  Teter,  '^z  re- 
caird  him,  and  joining  her  Archers  and  Dragoons  to  his  Bulls,  fent  them 
into  the  Country  to  look  for  Martin  and  his  Adherents,  in  order  to 
exterminate  them  ;  fome  of  whom  were  taken,  and  hang'd  or  burnt, 
and  the  reft  ow'd  their  Safety  to  their  Flight.  However,  this  Lady  be- 
ing alio  mortal,  and  the  Parilh  falling  by  her  Death  into  the  Hands 
of  another  (/)  Lady,  a  fworn  Enemy  to  Teter,  Ihe  again  degraded  him, 
and  expelled  his  Bulls,  as  Herriquez  had  before  done,  and  allow'd  AWr;w 
again  to  open  Shop.  A  little  (jn"^  Laird  of  the  North  came  afterwards 
to  be  Lord  of  the  Parilh,  and  pretended  to  do  great  Feats,  but  was 
hardly  capable  of  governing  one  finglc  Villjge.  During  his  Time, 
Teter,  being  enrag'd  to  fee  Martin  fo  well  fix'd,  had  rccourfe  to  Art  Ma- 
gick,  and  had  contriv'd  an  *  Earthquake,  which  was  to  have  vomited 
Flames,  and  bury  the  Laird,  with  his  Senate,  in  the  Ruins ;  but  was 
difcover'd  by  a  White  Witch,  and  the  Conjurers  burnt.  The  Laird  e- 
ver  after  that  was  troubled  with  a  continual  Loofcnefs,  causd  by 
Fear,  fpokc  («)  Latin  grammatically,  and  dy'd.     His  {fi)  Succeflor

However  extraordinary  and   dilirefpedlful    the  Manner   may '  Iccm 
wherewith  the  Examiner  has  treated  a  Subjed:  fo  Icrious  as  ReiiPion' 
It  was  thought    by  the  Partifans  of  the  Church  of  ^W.,„.-/,  ib  niPcni- 
oufly  and  wittily  invented,  and  fo  proper  to  inlpire  an  Avcrfion  to  the 
Roman  Cachohck  Religion,  and  the  ucmoft  Contempt  of  Caking  Rc- 
rormacion,  by  rcprelenting  the  one  as  Impodure  and  Cheat,  and  the  o- 
thcr  as  a  School  of  Fanaticifm  and  Divifions,  that  ic  gain'd  many  Ad- 
mirers amongft  Perfons  of  the  firil  Rank.     This,  join'd  with  the  Mo- 
deration and  Wiluom  he  alcribes  co  the  Englifi  Reformation,  which 
he  every  where  extols  under  the  Name  of  Martm,   and  his  wntniP 
for  the  Government,  got  him  (as  is  faid^  recommended  to  the  Oueen 
tor  a  Bilnoprick ;   and  'twas  affirm'd  that  he  woud  have  had  one    if  a

The  Matter  was  yet  infinitely 
worlc  when  he  came  to  the  Embroidery  ;  for  being  clumly  by  Nature> 
and  fo  impatient,  without  ccnfidcring  MilHoas  of  Stitches  that  required 
the  niccft  Hand  to  extricate,  in  a  great  Rage  he  tore  of!  the  whole  Piece 
Cloth  and  all,  and  flung  it  into  the  Kennel,  laying,  Ah  good  Brother 
Martin,  do  as  1  do  for  the  Love  of  God;  ftrtp,  tear,  pull,  rent,  fay  off  ally 
that  'uje  may  appear  as  unlike  that  Rogue  Peter  as  it  is  pofible,  and  car rf 
not  about  us  the  leaf  Mark  that  may  giie  occafon  to  the  Neighbours  offuf- 
petting  -^e  'sjere  related  to  ftich  a  Rafcal;  and  accompanying  his  Words 
with  Adlions,  he  made  more  dilpatch  in  four  Minutes,  than  Martin  had 
done  in  as  many  Hours  j  for  fcourtecus  Reader)  you  are  given  to  un- 
derftand,  that  Zeal  is  never  lb  highly  obliged,  as  when  you  fee  it  a 
tearing.     Continuing  his  Career  thus  furiouHy,  he  rent  ibon  his  whole 
Coat  to   his  Shirt,  when  that  of  his  Brother  was  only  reduced  to  its 
primitive  State  of  Innocence.     In  the  mean  while,  Martin,  who  was  ac 
that  time  as  fedatc  and  flcgmatick,  as  his  Brother  was  violent,  pray  d 
and  begg'd  him  of  all  Love,  not  to  damage  his  Coat  by  any  means,  for  he 
-■jjotid  never  get  fuch  another ;  defired  him,  in  vain,"  to  con/ider,  it  xzas 
not  their  Bufnefs  to  form  their  Adions  by  any  Reflexions  upon  Peter,  {a) 
but  by  obfervmg  the  Rules prefcrib'd  in  their  Fathers IVill,  -j:;ho  -ji-as  ftU 
their  Brother  vihatever  Faults  he  had  committed;  but  zihich,  as  it  ijias 
'very  exa[i  in  what  related  to  vL'earing  their  Coats,  vi-as  not  lefs  fo  in  pre- 
fcribing  Agreement  and  Frtendfhip  betVL'een  them.     He  had  llill  proceed- 
ed as  gravely,  and  doubtlefs    had  delivered  an  admirable  Ledure  of 
Morality  ;  but  (as  in  Scholaftick  Difputes,  nothing  Icrves  to  roufe  the 
Spleen  of  him  that  oppofes,  lb  much  as  a  kind  of  pcdantick  affedlcd 
Calmnefs    Jack  fly'd  out  immediately  againft  his  Moderation,  and  Gra- 
vity of  his  Reraonflraces,  ran  mad  with  the  Spleen,  Spite  and  Con- 
tradition,  went  to  a  new  Lodging  in  his  ragged  Condition,  reproach- 
ing Martin  with   keeping  in  Teter's  Livery,  and  in  a  izw  Days  'twas 
reported  for  certain  that  he  was  quite  out  of  his  Wits  ;  which   he  con- 
firm'd,  by  appearing  Abroad,  and  falling  into  the  oddoft  Whimfies  that 
ever  a  fick  Brain  conceived. 

And  now  the  little  Boys  in  the  Streets  began  to  ulute  him  with 
feveral  Names  ;  Ibmetimes  they  wou'd  call  him  Jack  the  (^) 
Bald  J  fometimes  (0  "Dutch  Jack,  fometimes  {d)  French  Hu^pj,  lome- 
times  (^0  Tom  the  Beggar,  and  fometimes  Knocking  Juck  of  the 
North.  And  it  was  under  one,  or  fome,  or  all  of  thele  Appellations, 
that  he  gave  rife  to  the  molt  Illuarious  and  Epidcmick  Sed"  of  the 
(./)  <Ly£.olifls,  who  maintain  the  Original  of  all  things  to  be  Wind,  and 
that  Man  brings  with  him  into  the  World  a  Grain  of  ff'md,  which  may 
be  calld  a  ^tnta  Effentta,  extraded  from  the  other  four. 

From  thele  Reafons  they  affirm  the  Gift  of  Belching  to  be  the  no- 
blell  Ad  of  a  Rational  Creature  ;  to  cultivate  which  Art,  they  made 
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{a)  l.nthev  prefervcs  the  Ceremonies  which  Calvin  ehoUlhed  entirely.  {b)  Calvii

whom  hefeems  to  pretend  that  Calvin  gave  rife 


ufc  of  feveral  Methods.  At  certain  Seaibns  of  the  Year  you  might 
behold  the  Pnefts  amongfl;  them  in  vail  Numbers,  with  their  {^a) 
Months  gapmg  \vide  againft  a  Storm ;  and  at  other  times  were  to  be 
fcen  feveral  Hundreds  iinkd  together  in  a  Circular  Chain,  with  every 
Man  a  Pair  of  Bellows  apply'd  to  his  Neighbour's  Breech,  by  which 
they  blew  up  each  other  to  the  Shape  and  Size  of  a  Tun,  and  for  that 
Reafon  did  ulually  call  their  Bodies  their  l^cjfels. 

The  Author,  after  defcribing  more  fully  the  Sed  of  the  JEolifs, 
re  fumes  y^f^s  Charadcr,  which  he  rcprefents  as  the  moil  extravagant 
imaginable,  giving  the  following  Account  of  lb  me  of  his  pretended 
Adions. 

He  wou'd  flmt  his  Eyes  as  he  walkd  the  Streets  ;  and  if  he  happen'd 
to  bounce  his  Head  againft  a  Poft,  or  fall  into  the  Kennel,  as  he  feldom

He  was  troubled  with  a  Difeafe  reverie  to  that  caufcd  by  the  Stinging 
of  a  Tarantula,  and  wou'd  run  {c)  Dog-mad  at  the  Sound  of  Mufick, 
efpccially  a  Pair  of  Bag-Tipes.  He  was  a  Pcrlbn  that  feared  no  Co- 
lours, but  mortally  hated  all,  and  upon  that  account  bore  a  cruel 
Averfion  to  Tainters ;  infomuch,  that  in  his  Paroxylins,  as  he  walkd 
the  Streets,  he  wou'd  have  his  Pockets  loaded  with  Stones  to  pelt  the 
id)  Signs.  He  wou'di  ftand  in  the  Turning  of  a  Street,  and  calling  to 
thofe  who  pafs'd  by,  wou'd  cry  to  one,  fVorthy  Sir,  do  me  the  Honour 
of  a  good  Slap  in  the  Chops,  {e)  To  another,  Honefl  Frund,  pray  fa- 
'vour  me  with  a  handfome  Kick  on  the  Arfe.  Madam,  fiall  1  intreat  a 
f mall  Box  on  the  Ear  from  your  Ladyjhips  fair  Hands  ?  Noble  Captain, 
lend  areafonable  Thwack,  for  the  Love  of  Cod,  with  that  Cane  of  yours, 
over  thefe  poor  Shoulders.  And  when  he  had  procured  a  fufficient  ba- 
ling, wou'd  return  home  full  of  terrible  Accounts  of  what  he  had  un- 
dergone for  the  Tublick  Good.  Obferve  this  Stroke,  (faid  he,  fliewing 
his  bare  Shoulders)  a  plaguy  Janizary  ^«r^  it  me,  as  I  was  driving  of 
tJoe  great  Turk.  (/)  Neighbours,  mind,  this  broken  fiead  deferves  a 
Tlatfier  ;  had  poor  ^-^z^f.  been  tender  of  his  Noddle,  you  wou'd  ere  now  bavj 
feen  the  Pope  and  the  French  King  among  your  Wives  and  your  JVarc- 
hoiifes. 

From  this  Account  of  the  Breach  between  Jack  and  Martin,  the  Au- 
thor proceeds  to  their  Travels  or  Atchievcments  in  foreign  Countries, 
where  he  makes  them  open  Shop  and  fell  their  Drugs,  and  cry  down 
thofe  of  Teter,  which  he  had  fold  at  an  extravagant  Rate,  without 
giving  them  any  Share  of  the  Profit ;  tho  they,  cfpeciaily  [g)  Islartm^ 
had  been  employ'd  by  him  cften  in  vending  them.  Firft,  he  makes  the

Wives.  During  which,  Peter  coming  in  with  a  File  of  Dragoons,  af- 
ter levcral  Millions  of  Scurrilities  and  Curfes,  very  fairly  kicks  thent 
both  out  of  Doors  by  main  Force;,  and  wou'd  never  let  them  come 
under  his  Roof  from  that  Day  to  this. 

The  two  Exiles  took  a  Lodging  together,  where  reflcding  upon  their 
numberlefs  Misfortunes,  they  cou  d  not  at  tiril  tell  to  wh:ic  ro  impute

Martin  laid  the  firft  Hand,  aii^  at  one  Twitch 
brought  off  a  large  handful  of  Fringe,  and  with  a  fccond  llript  away 
ten  Dozen  Yards  of  Gold  Lace  ;  but  having  in  his  firft  Heat  fcap'd  a 
fwinging  Rent  in  pulling  o(F  the  Points,  which  being  tagg'd  with  Silver, 
the  judicious  Workman   had  with  much  Sagacity    double    fown,    he 
dcmurr'd  awhile,  his  Violence  began  to  cool,  and  he  refolv'd  to  pro- 
ceed with  Moderation  in  the  reft  of  the  Work,  cfpecially  {d")  on  the 
embroidcr'd   Indian  Figures  of  Men,   Women,    Children   and  Bcafts. 
Thcfe,    with  much  Dexrerity  and  Application,  were  eradicated  or  de- 
faced ,-  but  where  the  Embroidery  was  work'd  fo  clofe,  as  not  to  be 
got  away  without  damaging  the  Cloth,  or  where  ic  ferv'd  to  hide  or 
ftrcngthen  any  Flaw   in  the  Body  of  the  Coat,  contradcd   by  the 
tampering  of  Workmen   upon  it,  he  concluded  the  wifcft  Courlo  was 
ro  !''i:  'C  remain  :  But  his  Brother  y^^-yfe  entcr'd  upon  the  m-itcer  with 
a  quite  different  Spirit  i  the  Memory   of  Lord  •/'i'/^rs  Tyranny  pro- 
duced  a  great  Degree   of  Hatred  and  Spite,  which  fcem'd  to  have  a 
much  greater  Share  in  inciting  him  to  fct  Hands  at  work,  than  his  Fa- 
ther's Commands  ;  he  found  a  very  plaufiblc  Name  for  th'S  Medley  of 
Humour,  honouring  it  with  the  Title  of  Zeal.   Brim-full  of  this  miracu- 
lous Compound,  he  prefaced  his  Refolution  to  this  purpofe  :   Whaty  laid 
he,  a  Rogue  that  locked  up  his 'Drink,  turn'davjay  our  Wives,  cheated  us 
of  our  Fortunes,  paumd  his  dry  Crufs  upon  us  for  Mutton  and  Wine,  and 
at  laft  kickd  us  out  of  Doors  :  Mufl  -jje  be  in  his  FaJJnons  and  Liveries  ! 
Having  thus  enOam'd  himfelf  as  high  as  pollible,  and  conlcquencly  in 
a  delicate  Temper  for  Reformation,  he  let  about  the  Work  immedi- 
ately, and  ftripping  down  a  parcel  of  Gold  (t')Lacc,  he  rent  the  main 
Body  of  the  Coat  from  Top  to  Bottom;  and  his  Talent  was  not  the 
happieft  at  taking  up  a  Stitch,  he  knew  no  better  way  than  to  dern  it

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Bv  this  time,  Tdrr.  having  acquired  a  great  deal  of  Reputation  hy 
UW  I  r-irnine  Was  recommended  to  a  Lord,  who  received  huii  into  his 
Houfe  and  allow  d  him  a  good  Salary  for  teaching  his  Children  A 
Httle  after  the  Lord  dy  d,  and  he,  by  long  Pradtice  upon  his  Fathers 
Will  found  the  way  to  contrive  a  *  Deed  of  Conveyance  of  that  Houle 
to  himlelf  and  his  Heirs  for  ever.  Upon  which  he  took  Policirion, 
turn'd  his  Pupils  out,  and  receiv'd  his  Brothers  in  their  Room. 

No  fooner  had  Teter  taken  FofTeirion  of  the  Lord  s  Houle,  but  he 
tells  his  Brothers  he  is  their  Elder,  and  that  he  expedts  to  be 
calld  My  I  ord  "Peter;  and,  to  lupport  his  new  Dignity  with  the 
greater  Luftrc,  he  turns  Fertuofo,  and  Projedlor.  His  firft  Underta- 
king of  this  Nature,  was  to  purchafc  a  large  Continent,  fituated  in  a 
Country  calld  "^Tcrra  Anftralis  Incognita,  which  he  bought  for  little  or 
nothing  of  the  Difcovcrers  themlclves,  tho'  there  is  rcalon  to  believe 
that  they  were  never  there.  This  he  canton'd  out  into  feveral  Shares 
to  divers  Merchants,  who  carry  d  over  Colonies,  who  were  all  ihip- 
wreck'd  in  the  Voyage.  Upon  which  he  fold  it  over  again  to  others, 
and  aeiin  and  again  and  again,  and  always  with  the  lame  Succeis. 

His  fccond  Proiea  was  a  JVhifpertng  Office  4-  to  lell  a  lovcreign  Re- 
medy **  for  Worms  f^,  efpecially  thole  in  the  Spleen,  by  the  Means 
whereof  they  petfpircd  inlenfibly  through  the  Brain  ;  for  this  End  an 
Afss  Head.\.\.  was  placed  in  that  Office  fo  conveniently,  that  the  Pa- 
tient might  eafily  apply  his  Mouth  to  either  of  the  Animal's  Ears,  and 
by  a  fugitive  Faculty,  peculiar  to  them,  receive  immediate  Benefit,  ei- 
ther by  Erudlation  or  Evomition. 

\  third  was  another  Office  of  (*)  Fire-Infiirance  for  prelerying  To- 
bacco Pipes,  Martyrs  of  modern  Zeal,  Shadows,  Rivers,  a-c  from 

the  Element.  ,  ,-  ,       > 

"A  fourth  of  the  univerfal  (f)  Tickle  ;  for  upon  obferving  that  the 
common  Pickle  was  only  ufed  by  Houfewives  to  prcferve  dead  Flclh 
nnd  certain  Kind  of  (|)  Vegetables,  he  invented  one  proper  for  Houfes, 
Gardens  Towns,  Men,  Women,  and  Children.  The  Operation  was 
re-perform'd  by  Sprinkling  in  a  proper  Time  of  the  Moon ;  which 
done,  the  Patient,  if  a  Houfe,  wou  d  be  infallibly  prcfervcd  from  Spi- 
ders and  Rats;  if  a  Dog,  from  Mange  and  Hunger;  and  if  a  Child, 
from  the  Itch  or  Lice.  He  was  alfo  held  the  original  Author  ot  Pup- 
pet-Raree  Shows,  the  Ufefulnefs  whereof  is  well  known. 

But  of  all  Lord  Teter's  Rarities,  the  moft  valuable  were  a  certain 
Set  of  (**)  Bulls,  defcended  in  a  diredt  Line  from  thofe  of  Jajon  at 
Chalchos,  famous  for  their  Brazen  Feet.  Tis  true,  thefe  had  degene- 
rated in  that  Particular,  for  that  Metal  was  now  changed  into  com- 
mon [**\  Lead.  However,  they  prelerv'd  the  Roaring  peculiar  to  their 
Lineage,  and  the  Faculty  of  breathing  Fire  (l-l-)  from  their  Noftnls.

For  thev  had  Ftjhes  Tails,  yet  upon  occafion  cou'd  out-fly  any  Bird  in 
the  Air  'Peter  employ'd  theic  Bulls  with  Succefs  feveral  ways  ;  lome- 
times  lie  wou'd  make  them  roar  to  fright  naughty  Boys,  and  make  them 
nuict  •  and  fometimcs  he  wou'd  fend  them  upon  Errands  of  great  Im- 
portance. They  always  Hiew'd  an  infatiable  Grecdinels  of  Gold,  which 
Undoubtedly  they  derived  by  Inaind  from  their  noble  Anceftors,  the 
Guardians  of  the  Golden  Fleece  ;  for  if  'Peter  only  lent  them  upon  a 
Compliment,  they  wou'd  roar  and  fpit  and  fnivle  out  Fire  till  you  fiung

been  call'd  a  Salute.     Mean  while  his  two  Brothers  at  Home  had  a  fad 
Time  on't,  where  the  firft  of  his  exerting  his  Authority  over  them, 
was  his  kicking,  both  r/^./r^r/^-.J  (0  out  of  Doors  one  Morning,  and 
his  own  too;  and  giving  Orders  to  pick  up  the  firR  ^hf'^'^Strolers  that 
coud  be  met  with.     The  fecond  was  his  nailing  up  the  Cellar  Door 
and  (n   reducing  them   to  dry  Bread,  inftcad  of  Flefli  and  Wine. 
For  happemng  to  dine  one  Day  at  an  Alderman's,  and  hearing  him 
expatiate  in  praife  of  a  Sir-loin  of  Beef,  faying  it  comprehended  th. 
Oiintellbnce  of  Partridge,  Qiiail,  Venifon,  &c    Peter    f^^"'^?"!^;" 
hime,  took  a  Fancy  to  feed  his  Brother  on  a  brown  Loaf,  by  the  Ap- 
plication of  this  Dodrine  ;  and  began  thus,  5m/./,  lays  he    dear  Bro^ 
ihas,  is  the  Staf  oj  Life  ;  it  contains  the  ^nnteljcnce  of  Beef    M- 
ion.  Veal,  Venifon,  Partridge  -,  and  to  render  all  cornpleat    ^ht,eism- 
terminirled  a  due  ^uintity  of  IVater,  ^^hofe  Crudities  are  aljo  correclea  by 
Teali,  or  Barm  ;  thro  which  means  tt  becomes  a  Mfome  fermented  Li~ 
quor,  difasdthro  the  Mafs  of  the  Bread.     Upon  the  Strength  o    the  e 
Concluilons,  the  brown  Loaf  was  ferved  on  the  Table;  then  ^fj^onte 
Brothers,  faU  too  and  fpare  not,  here  is  excellent  good  Mutton  ;  or  hold,  m^ 
my  Hand  is  in  III  help   you;   at  which  Word,  in  much  ^<^^7""y^^^ '^ 
Fork  and  Knife,  he  carves  out  two  good  Slices  of  the  Loaf  to  them. 
Martin,  not  entring  into  the  Conceit  of  Lord  Pettr    began   very  ci- 
villy to  examine  the  Myftery.     My  Lord,  anhverd  he,  /  ^onbt    sit/j 
great  Submiljion,  there  may  be  fome  Mifake  ;   for,  "ff'^'''y'2Jd 
jour  Lordfhip  was  pleas  d  to  let  fall  a  IVord  about  Mutton,  and  I  Jhoud

ticks.  I'll  inferc  here  an  Abfttad  of  that  Part,  which  gives  Title  to 
the  Work,  which  palTcs  among  many  Perfons  of  Senfe  for  a  fine  Irony, 
and  Raillery  on  Supcrftition  and  Fanaticifm,  but  among  the  greater 
Number  for  a  too  licentious  and  prophane  Raillery  on  all  manner  of 
Chr'tflian  Worfliip  5  they  alledging,  that  the  Author,  by  affedmg  to  ap- 
pear not  fcrupulous  nor  fupcrltitious,  lecms  hardly  to  have  any  Reli- 
gion at  all.  However,  I  refer  the  P».cadcr  to  the  Abflradt,  and  leave 
him  to  guefs  who  is  in  the  right. 

A  *  Man  had  three  Sons  by  one  Wife,   and  ail  at  a  Birth,  fo  that 
the  Midwife  cou'd  not  certainly  tell  which  was  the  eldelt  -,   their  Names 
were (*)  Teter, {f)Martin, and {\.)'yohn. The  Faiher  before  his  Death  nuuc 
his  -f  Will,  wherein  he  gave  each  of  them  a  |  new  Coar,  of  very  good 
Cloth,  and  fo  neatly  few'd,  that  one  wou'd  think  they  had  been  all 
of  a  Piece,  but  very  plain,  and  with  httk  or  no  Ornament;  to  make 
amends  for  which,  they  had  thele  two  good  Qiialiti:s,  that  with  good 
wearing  they  wou'd  lafl:  frelh  as  long  as  they  liv'd ,   and  that  they 
wou'd  grow  in  Proportion  with  their  Bodies,  fo  as  :o  be  alv\'ays  fir. 
He  made  them  put  them  on  in  his  Prefence,  warn'd  the.ii  to  wear  them 
clean,  and  bruih  them  often,  and  inform'd  them  that  they  wou'd  find 
m  his  Will  all  the  necedary  Inftrudions  concerning  them,  which  they 
were  to  follow  cxadiv,  under  great  Penalties  ;   then  ordering  them  to 
live  in  Union  in  the  Vime  Houl-,  he  died.     They  obierv'd  thcfe  Di- 
Teclions  very  pundualiy  for  the  rirfl:  fcvcn  Years  ;  when  being  arriv'd 
at  the  proper  Age  for  making  their  Appearance  in  the  World,    they 
fell  in  Love  with  three  celebrated  ^ Ladies,  the  Dutchefs  d' Argent,  Ma- 
dam de  Grands  Titres,  and  the  Countefs  d'Orgueilt,    from  whom  they 
met  with  a  thoulbnd  Indignities  and  Mortifications,  for  want  of  con- 
forming to  the  Mode  of  Worfliip  at  that  time  paid  to  a  fort  of  Divi- 
nity, who  daily  created  and  changed  the  Sons  of  Men  by  a  kind  of 
rhechanical  Operation.     This  **  Deity  fat  upon  an  Altar  after  the  Ea- 
flern  Manner,  with  his  Legs  a  crofs;  and  his  Orders  v/ere  entirely  con- 
trary to  the  Rules  of  theu  Father,   but  follow'd  mcft  religicufly  by 
the  Court  and  Town,  whilft  this  Brotherly  Triumvirate  were  every  Day 
hooted  at  by  the  little  Boys  and  Mob,  and  pointed  at  for  the  Singu- 
larity of  their  Dreis.    About  this  Time  the  -ft  Shoulder  Knots  came  ia 
Fathion,  and  every  Body  wore  them  except  oiir  three  Brothers,  who 
loon  found,  by  woful  Experience,  how  necefTary  they  v.-ere.     If  they 
went  to  the  Play-Houfe,  the  Door-Keeper,  feeing  their  Plainnefs,  wou'd 
fay  with  a  Sneer,  Friends,  you  -juould  go  into  the  Upper-Calhrj,  it  zii'J 
coft  yon  T'-^-ehe- fence.     If  they  ftepp'd  to  the  Tavern  to  drink  a  Bottle, 
the  Drawer  wou'd  cry.   Ton  re  mijiaken,   i^'e  Jell  no  Ale  here.     In  this 
mortifying  Jandlure  they  had  recourfe  to  their  Fathers  Will ;   but  they 
cou'd  not'ib  much  as  find  the  Words  Shoulder  and  Knots  feparately, 
nor  even  in  the  Syllables;    but  Teter,  being  more  learned  and   pene- 
trating than  the  other  two,   faid,  'Tis  true  that  our  Fathers  Will  does 
not  mention  Shoulder-Knots,  totidem  Verbis,  nor  totidem  Syllabii,  but  ic 
IS  enough  if  it  contains  them,  totidem  Ltttens.   This  Dilbndion  feem'd 
admirable  to  them,  and  they  fell  to  examining  it  again,  and  loon  found 
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all  they  wanted,  but  the  Letter,  which  Teter  faid  was  a  modern  one 
unknown  to  the  learned  World,  and  quite  mfignificant ;  and  accord- 
ingly they  bcipokc  them  as  large  and  flanting  as  the  bell.  FJuman  In- 
conlbncy,  and  the  Love  of  Novelty,  having  introduced  the  Falhioii 
of  Gold  Lace,  they  again  conluked  the  Will ;  but  all  was  filcnt  and 
*Gold  Lace  iecm'd  an  Alteration  of  coo  great  Confcquencc,  without  t 
pofuive  Precept,  becaule  it  m  ibmc  mealure  adheres  to  the  Suhilance 
of  the  Cloth.  But  Teter  fortunately  had  juft  read  Ari/lotelis  'Dia- 
knicu  elpecially  that  wonoerful  Piece  de  Inter pret at lone,  which  teacho?: 
(adds  tiie  Author)  its  Readers  to  find  a  Meaning  in  every  thing  but  it 
fclfi  and  he  told  them.  Brothers,  dcn'c  trouble  your  felves  •  you  ar- 
to  know  that  there  are  two  forts  of  Wills,  f  Nuncupatory,  and  Scrip, 
tory.  Our  Father  s  bcnptory  Will  docs  not  indeed  mention  Gold  Lac^- 
Conccditur ;  but  that  the  lame  may  be  faid  of  his  lall  Nuncupatory 
Will,  Megatiir:  For,  if  you  remember,  when  wc  were  Boys,  wc  heard 
a  Fellow  lay,  that  he  heard  my  Father  fay,  chat  he  woud  ad- 
vife  his  Sons  to  get  Gold  Late  on  their  Coats,  as  foon  as  '^v-  -hey 
cou'd  get  Money  to  buy  1:.  That  is  very  true  indeed,  cry'd  Martr/- 
1  remember  it  pcrtedly  well,  faid  Jack.  Then,  without  lofinfx  any 
more  Time,  they  got  the  largcll  Gold  Lace  in  the  Parilh.  A  wlnle  af- 
ter came  up  another  Falhioa  of  Hame-colour'd  Sattin  for  Linings  - 
and  upon  examining  the  Will,  they  cou'd  only  find  a  little  Advice 
of  tncir  I  Fathers  to  take  care  of  Fire,  and  put  out  their  Candies  be- 
fore tuoy  went  to  lleep ;  but  Teter,  ever  fertile  in  Expedients  faid  I 
have  read  levcral  Wills  which  mention'd  a  **  Codicil  anncxd,  which' is 
reckon  d  Part  of  the  Will,  and  has  the  fame  Force  and  Authority.  This 
of  cur  Father's  not  having  one,  I  think  it  deficient  in  that  Point  - 
wherefore  I  think  it  very  proper  to  add  one,  which  was  written  by 
a  Servant  of  our  Grandfather's,  and  talks  of  this  flame  colour'd  Sat- 
tin. He  had  no  fooner  done  fpcaking,  than  the  Codicil  was  annexd 
Keviine  Contradicente,  and  the  Lining  bought  and  worn. 

Some  time  after  was  reviv'd  the  old  Fafliion  of  Embroidery    with 
Indian  Figures  of  ff  Men,   Women,  Children   and  Bcafts  :    And  af- 
terwards It  grew  a  Mode  to  wear  \^  Points,  tagg'd  with  Silver  •   and 
Teter,  with  his  Subtlety  at  expounding,  remov'd  all  Diificulcies  that 
lay  in  the  Way  and  oppofed  their  Defires  of  following  whatever  Fa- 
fluons  came  in  vogue,  to  be  efteem  d  in  the  World  ;  but  this  Scholafiick 
Brother,  weary  of  featching  newEvafions,  bethought  himfblf  of  a  fliorter 
Way,  which  was  to  call  thofe  Articles,  that  were  mod  difficult  to  ex- 
plain and  accommodate  to  their  Father's  Intention,  Myflenes,  which 
ought  not  to  be  over  cunoufly  pry'd  into  by  human  Rcalbn.   At  length 
for  the  Eafe  of  his  Head  for  the  future,  he  thought  fit  to  lock  up  his 
Father's  Will  in  a  f*  fcrong  Box,  brought  out  of  Greece  or  Italy,  and  not 
ccnlulc  or  refer  to  it,  but  when 'twas  for  their  Interell.  ThisRefoiution 
was  no  Iboncr  taken  than  executed,   and  unanimoully  agreed  to  by 
Martin  and  'Jack.

that  the  bri^jhtcfl:  Part  of  her  Hiftory,  or  they  would  not  praiic  her 
other  glorious  Adions,  for  the  Share  the  difgraced  General  had  m 
them,  there  is  none  till  this  Day,  nor  fcems  any  to  be  inccndcd  :  Tis 
pity;  for(bcfidcs  that  the  many  auguft  Qiialities  of  that  great  Princcfs 
dclcrved  Ibmcthing  more  than  luch  a  Silence  from  her  bubjeds)  it  is 
an  ufual  Ornament  for  luch  Pieces  of  Sculpture.  The  AmbalTaJor  of 
France  beforc-nam'd  made  a  finer  Figure  in  London  than  any  other  of 
that  Court  had  done  before,  which  did  not  lliow  the  low  Condition 
in  which  the  Finances  of  that  Country  were  given  out  to  be.  The 
Palace  of  my  LotdTo^zis,  wherein  his  Excellency  at  firft  lodged,  being 
burnt  down,  his  moft  Chrijimn  Majefty  had  it  rebuilt  at  his^own  Ex- 
pence,  and  that  incomparably  more  magnificently  than  it  was  before, 
and  after  the  bed  manner  of  Architedturc,  fparing  no  Coil  to  render  it 
what  it  is  at  prefent,  (that  is  to  fay)  one  of  the  fineft  in  England. 

Ten  or  twelve  printed  Papers,  which  were  publillicd  Weekly  in  Lo7i^ 
don  for  and   againfl:  the  Peace,  fccni'd   to  continue  at  Home  a  War, 
which  was  carried  on  with  the  Pen  inftead  of  the  Sword.     The  Jea- 
Joufy  and  Animofity  of  both  Parties  was  greater  than  on  my  firft  Arri- 
val in  England  in  1698.  (which  was  now  and  then  not  a  little  perplex- 
ing to  me.)  Several  Companies  would  not  enter  into  any  Difcourle  with 
me,  before  they  knew  of  what  fide  I  wasj  it  fignify'd  butlittie  among 
the  moft  Violent,  laying  that  I  was  entirely  neutral  in  refpcd  of  both  ,• 
that  I   always  cfteem'd  Perfons  of  Honour  and  Merit  of  whatfoever 
Party,  Religion  or  Nation.     I  in  vain  alledged  for  Example,  the  good 
Intelligence  and  Union  which  reign'd  among  the  Evglifi  in  Turky, 
where  they  never  put  fuch  Qiieftions  to  each  other.     Among  the  moft 
celebrated  Papers,  were  the  Eiiglifiman  for  the  U'htgs,  and  the  Exami- 
ner for  the  Tones  :  The  firft  was  continually  crying  our  againft  the  fe- 
parate  Peace ;  the  Publick  Faith  violated  s  the  Allies  facrificed  to  France, 
and  the  Catalans  zo  Spain  j  the  Pretender  at  the  Gates  ;  the  Proteftanc 
Religion,  Liberty  and  Property  in  Danger,  d-c.     On  the  other  hand, 
t\\z  Examtner,  or  other  Tory  Writers,  who  during  the //&^  Miniftry 
had  cry  d  the  Church  and  Monarchy  in  Danger;  or  a  Foundation  laid 
by  the  IFhigsiot  a  Commonwealth,  on  the  Ruins  of  the  Church  and  of 
Monarchy,  o^c.  endeavour'd  to  prove  ir,    and  juftify  the  Change,  or 
Turning  out  of  the  IVhiggiJJj  Gcneraliiiimo  and  Miniftry,  by  faying, 
that  they  had  already  Ihook  off"  the  due  Refped:  to  her  Majefty,  by 
ufing  her  impcrioufly,  and  were  for  continuing  the  War  to  plunder  the 
Nation  ;  and  that  the  firft  had  aimed  at  a  ProtedorHiip  over  it,  ^-c. 
He  hkewifc  ridiculed  the  Alarms  and  Fears  of  the  IVhie^s,  in  alledging, 
that  his  Antagonift  was  painting  the  King  of  France  like  a  Gianr, 
with  a  Quiver  full  of  Pretenders,  always  ready  at  hand  to  let  fly  a- 
gainft  England  on  any  Occafion :  And  the  Enc^iilJman,  and  other  IVhis^ 
Pens  of  the  lame  Principles,  hinted  that  there  was  a  fecrct  Scheme  laid 
for  fettingafidc  the  //-^wwrn'^wSucccfiioni  that  a  Prelate,  who  had  a 
great  deal  of  Influence  over  the  Queen,  had  made  it  a  Point  of  Con- 
Icicnce  to  her  Majefty,  to  reftore  the  Perlbn  (who  ftil'd  Um'icVl  James 
the  Third  fince  King  James  the  Second  s  Death)  to  his  Hereditary 
Right-  that  a  Sermon  preach d  on  Pafiive  Obedience,  for  which  the 
1  readier  had  been  impcachd  by  the  Parliament,  was  defignd  to  pave 
the  Way  for  his  afcending  the  Throne,  and  dilpofe  the  People  to  re- 
ceive him  palfively  as  their  lawful  andirrefiftible  Sovereign  ;  that  as  a 
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Mark  that  this  Dodrinc  did  not  d.fpleafe  the  Court,  notwithftanuins 
their  Impeachment  and  Remonftrances,  the  faid  Preacher   war^? 
warded  with  one  of  the  bcft  Livings  in  London  ;  his  Lay  CouS  fe 
defending  it,  advanced  to  the  Chancellorfliip  oUrelandJ  z^^r^^nolhlr 
a  Divine    a  great  AfTertor  of  it,  who  affifted  in  pennn  g  his  ieecl ' 
was  invefted  with  Two  of  the  chief  Ecclefiaftical  Dignities  iTctat 
Bntam  ;    that  the  Tones  endeavoured   to  lull  the  Pconlc  afcVn   11 
ridiculing  thelejuft  Fears,  that  they  might  not  bri^cadindfto  op^ 
pole  him  whenever  he  (Iiou'd  come.  '♦'-'"i-i^  to  op- 

However   both  Parties  prctcfted 'againft  the  Afpcrfions  caft  on  them 
felves  by  their  Antagonift  Pens,    as  unjuft  and  maliaoully  °o„t    -T 
and  cry  d  out  equally  againft  all  Anttmonarchical  Principles,  Jhyin' 
that,  on  the  contrary,  their  chief  Ami  and  Prolpcd,  in  regard  tVwfi- 
or  Peace,  was  the  Good  of  their  Country,   the  Prefervatfon  o^.he: 
Religion    Property  and  Liberty,  at  Home,   and  the  Tranquil  ity  of 
Europe  Abroad  by  the  ballancing  of  Powers  :  And  indeed,  b?  the  Con 
verlanon  I  had  with  a  creat  manv  Perfons  of  bor'i  Pn-,-    t 
dined  to  thmk  lb ;  and^the  leaft  noient'Sd  thardii'^;;  y^bluofition 
kept  each  of  them  ,n  awe,  and  prevented  the  Execution  of  aHiHr^^ 
tions,  which  fome  of  them  might  have.     In  fhort,  the  Animol'ty  be- 
tween the  two  Parties  grew  fo  great,  th.at  nothing  cou'd  ex  S'r^  Ina 
Rencounters  between  tne  High  and  Low-Church  Mobs  were  common 
as  alio  fatal  Duels  between  Gentlemen,  on  the  fame  Account :    And  nva,' 
owing  to  thele  Differences  that  the  far:.ous  Duke  Hamhon  and  Lord  S 
htm  thofe  brave  and  noble  Peers,  loft  their  Lives.  The  former  of  S^  a 
bold  enterprizing  IVTan,  and  great  Oppofer  of  the  Union  of  V./ W  was 
appointed  Ambaffador  Extraordinary  to  the  Court  of  Franc     To  ^^l 
(laid  the  rmgslzh,  finilhlng  Stroke  to  the  Succcffion  in  the  Houle  of 
Hanover,   by  eftedtully  concerting  the  Scheme  for  transferring  1    on 
the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  ;  when  his  Grace  happening  to  have  a  Law- 
Suit  with  the  Lord  AM,n,  which  occafiond  fome  Words  between  them

The  Defi,^n  of  one  Part  of 
US  Book  IS  not  only  to  aiTl-rt  th.e  Preheminency  of  the  Antients  over 
Che  Moderns,  but  to  turn  the  Productions  of  tnJlacter  into  aU  [he  rI 
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when  he  was  abfenr,  to  ask  the  Marquis  his  Origin,  and  what  Ptincfr 
he   was  ?   He  anfwcr'd,  chat  'twas  a  Coufin  or  Brother  of  the  Granfl 
Seigniors.     I  cou'd  not  help  Imihng  at  his  Credulity,  and  telling  him 
that  it  was  impofTibic  ;  upon  which,  without  hearing  my  Rcalons,  he 
put  on  a  fcnous  Air,  and  added,  that  he  had  been  taken  by  the  Mai- 
tefe,  with  tlic  Sultanefs  his  Mother,  as  they  were  going  to  Mecca,  and 
that  he  had  been  acknowledged  in  Italy  and  France  as  fuch  ;  in  (hort, 
he  told  jufl;  fuch  another  Story  as  that  of  the  Prir.ee  at  Morocco,  of 
whom  I've  fpoken  before  cH'ewhece.     I  reply'd,  that  they  might  have 
been   impos'd  upon   in  France,  and  that  even  he  himfelf  might  have 
been  deceiv'd  in   his  Birth,  if  he  was  young  when  taken ;  and  that  \ 
was  io  well   inform'd  of  the  Turktjh  Cuftoms,   with  regard  to  the 
Princes  of  the  Ottoman  Blood,  that  I  cou'd  aflure  him  they  were  al- 
ways kept  as  Prifoners  by  the  Reigning  Sultan,  near  his  Perfort,  and  in 
his  Power  -,  and  that  if  they  were  come  to  the  Age  of  Difcretion,  and 
Avere  capable  of  Ruling,  he  did  not  fo  much  as  leave  them  at  Conjian- 
tmople  or  Adrianople  in  his  Ablence,  when  he  went  into  the  Field,  for 
fear  of  fome  Revolution  to  fupplant  him  ;  but  that  they  were  carried 
to    Ibme  ftrong  Place  on  the  Frontiers,  where  they  were  neither  in 
Danger  of  faUing  into  the  Enemies  Hands,  nor  in  a  Condition  to  take 
Advantage  of  the  Emperor's  Abfence,  or  of  the  Dilcontents  of  the  Peo- 
ple i  tho'  it  feldom  happen'd  that  they  went  any  farther  than  Adriano- 
ple   where  the  Grand  Seigniors  generally  leave  the  Snlta7iefs  Mothers, 
and  the  bed  part  of  their  Harem,  as  well  as  thefe  Princes,  under  the 
uncorruptible  Guard   of  Eunuchs  within,   and  a  certain  Number  of 
Bojlangts  and  Janizaries  without.     Whatever  I  cou'd  fay  to  him,  not 
being  able  to  make  him  alter  his  Opinion,  I  fpoke  no  more  about  it ; 
and  he  continued  to  give  this  Stranger  the  Title  of  Prince,  who  may 
have  afTifted  him  to  form  the  Projedl  of  a  Vifionary  Alliance  with  the 
Grand  Seignior,  of  which  there  has  been  lb  much  Talk  in  Chrijlendom, 
and  never  a  Word  (as  I  believe}  heard  at  the  Torte. 

From  Amfterdam  I  fet  out  for  Rotterdam  paffing  thro'  Haerlem,  Ley- 
den,  the  Hague  and  T>elf.  The  firft  and  lecond  of  thefe  Towns  are 
very  well  fortify 'd,  and  famous  in  Eiiftory  for  their  vigorous  holding 
out  againft  the  Spaniards,  who  befieged  them,  and  were  forced  to  raile 
the  Siege,  and  for  their  Commerce  and  Manufaduries  of  Cloth  and 
Linnen;  tho'  there  is  great  difference  in  their  Extent,  Leyden  being  fe- 
veral  times  as  large  as  the  other,  its  Univerfity  rendringit  very  confi- 
derable  and  populous.  I  paid  a  Vifit  here  to  Mr.  Heyman,  Profeflbr  of 
the  Oriental  Languages,  whom  I  was  acquainted  with  in  Tnrky,  and 
who  detained  me  to  fup  and  lie  at  his  Houfe ;  and  the  next  Day  I  went 
to  the/%«^,  which  they  call  a  Village;  but  if 'tis  fo,  'tis  the  largell 
andfinea  perhaps  in  the  World,  and  lurpaflcs  both  in  Extent,  Magnifi- 
cence, and  the  Regularity  of  its  Buildings,  a  number  of  Cities  even  in 
Holland,  and  is  the  moll  agreeable  Place  of  Refidence,  and  (as  thcv 
lay;  the  bett  Air  in  all  the  Country ;  and  it  very  well  iuilifies  the 
Choice  that  the  Ancient  Counts  o^  Holland  m^^Q  of  it  for  their  Abode, 
Delf.  as  do  the  States  at  this  time  for  their  Allcmblies.  T>elf  is  a  prettv- 
littc  neat  Town,  with  two  handfome  Churches  ;  in  one  of  which  is 
to  be  lecn  the  fumptuous  Tomb  of  mUiam.  firnam  d  the  Great  Prince 
ot  Orange,  who  was  alTafllnatcd  by  one  of  Francbe  Comtem  1^84;  and 
in  the  other  thofe  of  the  Admirals  Tromp  and  Teter  Hem,  the  firft  for 
Holland,  and  the  lecond  for  Brafd:  It  has  befidcs  a  very  fine  Arlbnal, 
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and  is  famous  for  its  Earthen  Ware  ;  of  which  there  is  fuch  a  prod.P,- 
ous  Quantity  made  there,  and  that  fo  good,  that  it  comes  nearer 
the  Nature  of  Cljina  than  any  other  Compofition  of  this  fort  in  Eu. 
rope. 

I  arrived  at  Rotterdam  on  the  zzd,  which  is  the  mod  confiderable  Rotterdam. 
City  next  to  Am/lerdam  in  the  Seven  Provinces,  both  for  its  Extent 
the  Beauty  of  us  Buildings,  and  the  Greatnefs  of  its  Commerce :  and 
It  IS  too  well  known  for  me  to  enlarge  any  more  upon  it :  I  (laid  there 
■  n  v^'  ,,  ^P^""^  ^^'y  agreeably.  From  Rotterdam  I  went  to 
the  Bril/,  a  little  Town  very  well  fortify  d,  with  a  good  Harbour  It 
IS  famous  in  Hiftory  for  the  firft  Foundations  of  the  Liberty  of  the 
Umted  Provinces  being  laid  there  in  i^yz,  by  Ibme  of  the  Confede- 
rates j  who,  being  headed  by  miltamde  Lumay,  and  driven  thither  by 
a  Tempeft,  by  the  means  of  which  they  cfcaped  the  Purfuit  of  the 
?"  f/^/^  '  lurpris'd  it.  I  found  here  a  Veifcl  for  PalTcngers,  call'd 
the  i^/^r^m/^//j Sloop,  which  waited  only  for  a  Wind,  en  board  which 
I  embark  d ;  and  it  blowing  fair  the  next  Day  after  my  Arrival  thi- 
ther, we  reached  London  in  two  Days  and  a  half.  London 

I  found  the  Nation  very  much  divided  on  account  of  the  Peace  newly 
madci  and  the  Duke  of  MarWorongh,  who  never  fled  from  above  One 
Hundred  Tlroufand  armed  Men,  now  forced  to  do  it  by  Ibme  few  well 
potted  ones  without  any  Arms.     As  for  the  JVhtgs,  they  feemd  as  dif- 
latisfyd  at  this  Peace,  as  the  Tones  were  pleafed  with  it.     I  went  the 
next  Wrfy  after   my  Arrival,    to   fee   Divine  Service  perform'd  in 
6t.  TaulsQ\\mc\  which  was  almoft  finilhed  -,  and  when  I  was  paffing 
tiro  the  Nave,  I  law  two  French  Gentlemen  of  the  Duke  dAumont's 
then  Extraordinary  AmbaUador  from  France,  walking  in  it  after   the' 
Example  of  a  great  many  Englifh,  who  call  it  the  Sunday  Walk  or  Ex- 
change ',  and  indeed  feldom  ufed  it  otherwife  but  as  fuch.     One  was 
faying  to  the  other  loud  enough  to  be  heard,  M^hat  an  indecent  Confiifion 
u  here  of  Men,  Women  and  Children,  mixt 'uvith  the  Triefls  and  Chanters 
tn  the  Choir?  The  other  anfwer'd,  'Tis  yet  ^ji'orfe  at\NQQ.min[iQr,  I  ha-ve 
feen  Beggars,  and  Gtrls  that  fell  Apples,  and  clean  Shoes,  Jlttm?  pro- 
rmfcmufly  with  the  Cho'trifters.     Going  out  of  the  Church  at  the  We- 
ftcrn  Gate,  I  was  agreeably  detain'd  by  the  Sight  of  the  fine  Marble 
Statue,  in   the  midft   of  the  Church-yard,  eredted  for  Queen  Anne 
who  is  ftanding  on  a  Pedeftal  of  the  fame,  fupported  by  the  Figures 
of  four  Women,  reprefenting  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  Newfoundland  znA 
France;  the  Three  firft  with  a  brisk   and  chearful,  the  Fourth  with  a 
downcart  melancholly  Look  ;    in  a  word,  reprefenting   the  humble 
Condition  to  which  the  IVhigs,  who  were  at  the  Charge  of  it,  wou'd 
have  had  the  Original  reduced.     Nothing  feem'd  to  be  wanting  but  an 
Infcription  anlwerable  to  the  Subjedt.     Upon  asking  the  reafon  of  fuch 
an  Omiffion,  I  was  told  that  the  JVhigs  defign'd  one  for  it ;   that  it 
was  already  compos'd,   extolhng  her^Mafefty  even  above  Lewis  le 
Grand,  for  the  continual  Succeis  of  her  Arms,  and  comparing  her  glo- 
rious Reign  to  that  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  &c.  when  the  Miniftry  liap- 
pcndto  be  chang'd,  and  the  new  Generaliffimo  fa v'd  Fr^m',  laccord- 
ing  to  the  common  Talk)  by  her  Orders  for  not  fightinc,  as  the  Old 
one  had  the  Empire  by  a  contrary  Condudt.     However,  'twas  thought 
the  Tor.es  would  have  one  of  their  own  cngrav'd  upon  it,  on  account 
of  the  Peace,  which  eafed  the  Nation  of  its  Taxes,  made  TwoKin'^-s  in- 
Itead  of  the  One  the  (Vhigs  intended  by  the  War,  viz.  one  of  Spain. 
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tediurc  ;  it  is  famous  for  the  Treaty  made  there  between  S'-Juedm: 
the  Protcfiant  Princes  of  Germany,  and  the  Empire,  at  the  Time  of  ne- 
gotiating a  general  Peace  at  Munfter.  By  this  Treaty  the  Buhopricis. 
of  Ofnabuigh  was  rendcr'd  alternative  between  the  Roman  Catholicks 
and  the  Lutherans,  as  it  is  at  this  Day,  and  his  Highnels  the  Duke  of 
Tork  is  now  actually  in  PofTenion  of  it  for  the  latter  ■,  and  whenever 
it  is  in  their  Turn,  the  Chapters,  who  have  the  Right  of  Election,  muft 
choofc  one  of  the  Houfc  o^ Brunfxick,  as  long  as  that  Line  endures. 


CHAP.     IV. 

c/f  fei^  Curfory  Remarks  on  Holland ;  more  on 
England,  its  Liberty,  Tarty-Divijions ,  and 
Writings  ;  Germany  and  Turky,  ejpecially  on 
the  Parts  bordering  the  Danubius  and  the  Black 
Sea,  from  that  River's  CMouth  to  Conftanti- 
nople  ;    on  Demotica,  ^c, 

TH  E  firfl:  Town  that  T  reach'd  in  Holland  was  'De-center,  which  is 
large  and  populous,  but  fortify 'd  after  the  old  Manner  -,  it  is  fitua- 
tcd  on  the  River  TJfel,  and  was  taken  in  1672  by  the  French,  who  quit- 
red  it  two  Years  afterwards.    The  fecond  was  Amersfort,  which  ftands 
on  the  River  Ems  j   and  the  third  was  Utrecht,  where  was  his  Excel- 
lency Dr.  Robmfon,  then  Bifliop  of  Brtftol,  late  o^  London,   in  Quality 
of  Plenipotentiary  from  the  Queen  of  England.    I  had  a  Letter  for  him 
from  Mr.  Jefferies,  the  Britijh  Minifter  to  his  S-JLediJh  Majefty,  which 
I  dehvcr'd  into  that  Prelate's  own  Hands,  who  receiv'd  me  with  a  great 
deal  of  Kindnefs,   and  did  me  the  Honour  to  keep  me  to  dine  with 
him,  asking  me  Abundance  of  Queftions  concerning  the  King  oiS^ze- 
den;  as  indeed  they  did  every  where  when  they  knew  whence  I  came 
After  this  I  took  a  Turn  into  the  City,  which  is  not  ftrong,  having 
but  a  fingle  Rampart,  with  a  pretty  deep  Ditch,   fill  d  by  the  Rhme-, 
but  Its  Houfes  are  well  built,  its  Avenues  handfome,   and  its  adja- 
cent Parts  full  of  pleafant  Gardens.    Ic  is  very  populous,   and  was 
then  extraordinarily  fo,  by  the  vail  Concourfe  of  Strangers  that  were 
drawn  there  by  the  Congrefs  :  Its  Churches  are  handlbme,  and  the 
Steeple  of  the  Cathedral  is  diainguifiiable  for  its  Height,  which  Ibr- 
P?"-s  all  thofe  in  the  United  Trovtnces,  as  it  does  likewife  in  Beauty, 
They  (hew  there  to  Foreigners  the  Tmfchenhms,  or  theHoulb  wherein 
the  Knights  of  the  Teiitomck  Order  lived  when  it  belong  d  to  the  Em- 
peror, and  that  of  Pope  Adrian  VI.  a  Native  of  this  Place,  which  has 
notning  elfe  remarkable  in  it. 

From  Utrecht  I  went  to  Amfterdam,  which  may  be  call'd  the  Capital 
of  all  the  Lo^s;  Coumrtes;  it  is  lo  well  known,  as  well  as  all  the  o- 
thcrs,  and  there  are  lb  many  Accounts  cf  it,  that  whatever  one  cou  d  lay

of  ic  wou'd  be  but  Repetition  ;  wherefore,  without  attempting  to  dc- 
Icribc  it,  I  Ihall  only  lay,  that  Art  triumphs  there  over  Nature  -,  that  'tis 
admirably  built,  for  a  great  Part  upon  Piles,  elpecially  x.\\c  Stadt-Houfe 
which  is  the  moft  remarkable  Building,  with  xhc  Ea/f- India  Houfeand  the 
Arfenals.  The  firll  wou'd  be  an  accompHavd  Mailer  piece  of  Archited:urc 
if  its  Front  were  more  worthy  of  and  anfwerable  to  the  Magnificence 
and  Splendour  of  its  Apartments.  It  contains  befides  the  publick  Trea- 
lure,  a  lurprifing  Variety  of  valuable,  uncommon  and  curious  Rarities  • 
nnd  the  Carvers  and  Painters  have  dilplay  d  their  utmott  Art  in  contri-' 
buting  to  adorn  ic  within.  The  fecond  is  entirely  worthy  of  the  Riches 
which  arc  brought  by  Commerce  out  of  thole  Countries,  as  well  as  the 
Arfenal,  which  depends  upon  it,-  and  chac  of  the  Admiralty  is  alio  very 
fine.  The  Churches  are  very  handlbme,  tho'  without  the  interior  Orna- 
ments of  Sculpture  and  Painting,  which  were  baniOi'd  by  the  Reforma- 
ttom  the  Cahmift  Religion  being  predominant  in  chat  Country.  Their 
Civil  Government  is  fuch  throughout  the  Seven  Provinces,  that  tho'  all 
forts  of  Religions  are  tolerated  there,  even  Numbers  the  Names  where- 
of are  not  known  elfewhere,  yet  one  never  hears  of  any  Fadion  or 
Diforder;  and  (which  is  very  uncommon  amongfl:  other  Nations,  if 
we  except  the  Turks)  they  never  perfecute  each  other,  or  Ihow  any 
manner  of  Hatred,  on  account  of  the  Difference  of  Faith  or  Opinions  : 
But  the  Clergy  are  not  allow'dto  meddle  with  Temporal  Affairs  which 
concern  the  State  ;  and  if  any  one  ventures  to  do  it,  he  is  obiit^cd  lo 
leave  the  Country  inlefs  than  Twenty  four  Hours  i  and  there  have  been 
Examples  of  Minillers,  who,  having  digrefled  from  their  Text  to  make 
fome  Reflecaions  on  that  Head,  have  not  had  the  Liberty  on  coming 
out  of  the  Church  to  go  home  again  to  their  own  Houfes. 

I  Itaid  but  three  Days  ztAmJierdam,  which  I  fpcnc  with  a  great  deal 
of  SacisfacStion  in  viewing  ic ;  I  lodg'd  at  the  City  of  Lyon,  where  I 
fcund  a  number  of  Foreigners,  moft  part  French ;  and  amongft  the  reft 
the  Marquis  de  Langallerte,  who  was  continually  difputing  with  them 
about  the  Times,  efpecially  the  Peace  which  was  negotiating  ac 
Utrecht.  He  was  very  much  inflam'd  againft  the  King  of  France, 
whofc  Service  and  Religion  he  had  quitted  -,  and  he  endeavoured  to 
fully  his  Glory  in  making  lb  fortunate  a  Peace,  after  the  moft  unfuc- 
cefsful  War  that  ever  Fr^aTzr^  had  carried  on:  He  laid,  that  his  Maje- 
Ity  had  lately  taken  the  fame  Meafurcs  for  che  obtaining  fuch  Terms, 
as  formerly  for  the  Acquifition  of  fo  many  Places,  -viz.  (to  make 
Ule  of  his  own  Words)  by  metamorphofing  himfelf  into  a  Golden 
Shower  like  another  Jupiter,  in  order  to  gain  the  Englifi  Miniftry 
by  Prelents ;  which  he  averr'd  as  pofitively  as  if  he  himfelf  had 
leen  them  given.  A  Fr^wr/^  Gentleman  anfwer'd,  that  fuch  Reflexi- 
ons became  him  much  lefs  than  any  body  elfe,  being  himfelf  a  Sub- 
jec^  of  that  Prince's ;  adding,  that  ic  was  true  that  the  Peace  muft 
coft  lomewhat,  but  chac  the  Terms  were  fo  good,  and  fo  much  be- 
yond whatever  they  had  dared  hoped  for  in  France,  that  they  cou  d  not 
but  look  upon  ic  as  a  Miracle  of  Politicks  of  that  great  Prince  s  work- 
ing, which  wou'd  eternize  his  Wifdom,  and  increafe  his  Glory,  for  be- 
ing thus  fuperior  to  his  Enemies  in  the  Cabinet,  after  having  been 
conquer'd  by  them  in  the  Field  of  Battle.  There  was  in  the  fame  Or- 
dinary a  great  tawny  Man,  with  Black  Hair  a  little  curl'd,  whom  Mr. 
de  LangaUerte  call'd  Vtince  Mujlapha  in  fpeaking  of  him,  and  My  •Prinee 
or  Jotir  Highnefs,  when  talking  with  him  :  I  had  the  Curiofity  one  Day, 
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next  Morning  to  come  and  fee  me  in  my  little  Hut,  where  i\\z  Gaard 
had  aiven  mc  feme  Straw  to  lie  on.  They  ask'd  me  fcvcral  QncRions 
about  tlic  King  oi  S\Z!eden,  whom  the  News  of  his  Sickncfs  (^which  was 
already  fprcad  all  over  Germany^  had  kiU'd,  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Pub- 
lick  j  I  alfurcd  them  his  Life  had  been  in  no  manner  of  Danger,  and 
that  I  had  even  received  a  Letter  at  Vitima-,  which  aflured  mc  of  his 
being  pcrfcdly  well  recovered.  I  obcain'd  by  their  Means  an  Extra- 
Poft,  u'ich  which  I  fee  cue  from  hence  towards  the  Evening,  arid  reach- 
ed *  Lnnenburgh  on  the  ^7th,  wherein  I  was  fufFer'd  to  enter.  An  Of- 
ficer taking  my  Palfport,  and  fending  it  without  Examinacion  to  the 
Governor,  who  not  finding  thereon  the  Name  oi Berlin,  as  ufual,  to  te- 
flify  that  I  had  Admittance  there,  reprimanded  him  for  giving  me  En- 
trance ;  whereupon  he  came  to  me,  and  defircd  mc  not  to  divulge  ic  in 
the  City  -,    I  promilcd,  and  did  accordingly. 

The  ncxx.  Day  I  went  to  pay  my  Rcfpedfs  to  the  Dutchcfs  Dowager 
off  Zl'H^  who  had  a  very  pretty  Court  there  handlbmcly  lodg'd  and' 
maintain'd :  She  did  me  the  Honour  to  keep  me  at  Dinner,  and  ask'd 
mc  a  great  many  Qiiellions  about  Turky,  efpcciaily  concerning  the  King 
oi  S-^edtu,  (as  did  almoft  every  Body  that  I  fpokc  with.)  1  had  here, 
as  in  all  Places  I  pafs'd  through,  abundance  of  \'ifiters,  and  Invitati- 
ons on  his  Majefty's  Account,  and  was  even  pointed  at  in  the  Streets 
r.s  a  Man  that  came  from  him,  and  had  much  ado  to  pcrfuade  them 
that  his  Majefly  was  in  the  Number  of  the  Living,  notwithflanding  all 
I  cou'd  fay.  After  Dinner  I  went  to  make  a  Vilit  to  Mr.  Fakice's  Si- 
llers, at  a  Convent  caifd  **  Lime,  a  fmall  quarter  of  a  -f-f  German  Mile 
from  the  City  ;  they  enquir'd  of  me  very  much,  not  only  about  the 
King  of  S-^eden,  whom  they  believ'd  dead,  according  to  the  Accounts 
of  the  publick  News  Papers,  but  alfo  about  their  Brother,  whom  the 
fame  Papers  had  made  turn  Turk,  on  Account  of  being  catch'd  with 
fomc  Turktp  Women.  'Twas  with  much  ado  that  I  undeceiv'd  them 
upon  either  of  thofe  Articles,  by  afTuring  them  that  his  Majefty  was 
adually  well,  as  was  evident  by  the  Letters  which  I  had  recciv'd  ac 
Vienna,  and  which  were  the  frcfliefl.  that  could  be  had  from  his  Court, 
and  that  he  had  been  in  no  more  Danger  of  his  Life,  than  Mr.  Fabrtce 
of  bcirig  a  Turk:  And  as  they  were  defirous  of  knowing  what  had  gi- 
ven Rife  to  fuch  a  Report  concerning  their  Brother,  I  told  them,  that 
an  inrimate  Friend  of  his,  who  was  named  in  the  News,  happening  to 
be  one  Day  defigncdly,  or  by  Chance,  at  a  Crt'a.jw  Woman's,  whither 
two  your.g  Ttirktfi  Women  came,  the  Turkijh  Guard  had  fciz'd  them  as 
loofe  Women,  and  that  he  had  made  his  Efcape  very  apropos  by  a  Back- 
door, for  that  otherwife  they  wou'd  not  have  fpar'd  himj  and  that  Mr. 
FaLv'ice  had  no  other  Share  of  the  Adventure,  than  in  the  Letters  of 

*  Lunenburgh  is  a  large  City,  frettj  veil  fortify'J,  the  Capital  of  the  Dutchy  of  the  fame 
Stime  ;  the  Hirer  Ilmow  ruvs  into  its  Ditches,  and  by  its  Communication  vpith  the  Elbe,  fa- 
vours its  Ccri.merce,  which  conjifts  chiefly  in  Salt,  having  Salt-Pits  even  mithin  the  Tovon.

**  Lune  ;  this  Convent  remains  in  the  fnme  State  wherein  it  was  before  the  Reformation  of 
I.u'hfr,  with  Part  of  its  Revenues,  for  the  Maintenance  (fa  certain  Number  of  Maidens  of  good 
Faifnty  ;  excepting  that  they  make  no  Vows,  and  may  come  out  to  marry  if  they  fleafe.  They  fing 
tXivine  Service  according  to  the  Lutheran  Rites  ;  the  Church  is  pretty  well  lighted,  and  adorn- 
ed with  t!  c  Statues  and  Images  of  Saints,  like  all  the  others  of  the  fame  fort. 
ti  A  German  Mile  is  above  five  En''lifii  ones. 
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fome  malicious  Pens  gave  him.  They  feem'd  fomething  quieted  by  my 
Teftimony,  tho'  not  entirely  fatisfy'd ;  and  they  detain'd  mc  to  flip 
with  them,  making  me  promilc  likewile  to  come  again  the  ncxz  Day 
to  Dinner,  as  I  did.  and  almoft  all  the  Time  during  my  Abode  at  Lu- 
nenburgh,  which  was  feven  or  eight  Days.  Their  Q-ieiLions  upon  this 
Head,  with  thole  of  the  Pubhck  concerning  tho  Kmg  of  S-^eden 
whom  they  generally  believed  dead,  gave  mc  Occafion  to  wr7t «  ro 
Mr.  Fabrics,  amongft  other  Things,  that  I  had  made  great  "Bebauche 
de  Langne,  by  which  I  meant  to  expreli  the  many  long  Converfarions 
I  had  ^'\i\\  the  young  Ladies  his  Sillers,  and  that  'twas  with  a  grea-- 
deal  of  Difficulty  I  had  Un  Turkd  him  in  their  Belief,  and  rais'  d  his 
M.ijelly  again  to  Life,  in  that  of  the  Pubhck;  and  he  lent  mc  Word 
m  his  Anlwer,  in  the  Jppeijdix,  two  Months  after,  when  I  was  in 
England,  that  he  had  flicwn  my  Letter  to  that  Prince,  who  had' put 
or  feem'd  to  put,  a  piealant  Conflrudion  upon  my  French  £55! 
predion. 

Being  thus  purified,  or  exempt  from  Qyarantain,  by  having  entcr'd 
tiinen  urgh,  as  I  cou'd  tranfad  Part  of  my  Bulinels  at  Hamburgh  by 
Letters,  J  did  not  think  it  proper  to  expole  my  felf  ro  the  Performance 
of  one,  by  offering  to  enter  that  Place,  where  rhe  Plague  was  llil],  cho' 
almoft  ceas'd  :  Accordingly  I  wrote  thither,  and  waited  for  an  Anfwer  • 
which  was,  that  I  ihoud  be  at  the  Gates  of  that  City  on  fuch  a  Day 
with  Baron  Gortz,,  whom  I  fliou'd  find  ^t"^  Har  burgh ;   whereupon  I  fee 
out  from  Lunenburgh  in  the  beginning  of  September,  and  v;q\\z  to  lie  at 
Harburgh,  where  I  met  the  Baron.    He  took  me  along  wich  him  the  nexu 
Day  in  a  Boar,  which  he  hired  on  purpofe  for  Grajfenburgh,  a  very  agree- 
able Spot  of  Ground  between  the  Ramparts  of  Hamburgh  and  tne  Elbe 
where  his  Highnels  the  Duke  Adminiftrator  of  Holjlein,  Count  IFclling 
and  lomc  other  Perlbns  with  w  horn  we  had  Bufinefs,  arriv'd  in  a  Minute' 
afterwards.    After  an  Interview  of  about  an  Hour,  we  return  d  to  Har- 
burgh   whence  I  took  Poft  next  Day  for  Zell,   which  is  larger  than  Zell  Celh 
Harburgh,  well  built,  populous,  and  has  a  fine  Caftle,  where  the  late 
Duke  kept  his  Court.     I  alighted  at  my  Arrival  thither  at  Mr.  Fabrue's 
Fathers,   who  recciv'd  mc  very  obligingly;    and  from  thence  went  for 
Hanover     a  pretty  large  City,  formerly  Imperial,  on  the  Rivcr  Leyne,  Hanovc- 
which  divides  it  in  two.    Ls  Fortifications  are  very  regular,  its  Streets 
large  and  neat,  and  the  Palace  where  the  Eledloral  Court  refidcs  is  no- 
ble :    Its  Furniture  in  general  is  very  rich,  and  its  Tapifiry  and  Paint- 
ing by  the  bcft  Hand^.    I  paid  a  Vifit  to  the  Countcfs  of  La  Uppe 
Baronncl?  oUOlmanfeck,  now  L^dy 'Darlington,  for  whom  I  had  a  Let- 
ter of  Mr.  Fabrtce  s.    She  is  a  Perfon  of  the  firft  Merit,  and  of  the  beft 
Manners ;    (lie  writes  an  extraordinary  fine  Style,    and  is  pcrfed  Mi- 
llrcfs  of  Icveral  Languages.    I  never  law  a  People  love  their  Sovereign 
better,  and  who  give  greater  Praifes  to  the  Moderation  and  Tender- 
nefs  of   his    Government,    than   thofe  in  the   Hanoverian  Domini- 
ons.    I  ftaid  but  one  Day  at  Hanover,    and  fer  out  the  next  Morn- 
ing with  the  common  Poft  for  Holland,  where  I  arrived  in  five  or  fix 
Days,   without  patiing  thro'  arv  Place  more  confiderable  than  Ofna-  Ofnabrngb: 
brugh,  the  Capital  City  of  the  Bilhoprick  of  that  Name.     This  Place 
IS  very  handibme,  its  Cathedral  is  auguft,  tho'  after  the  Gothtck  Archi- 

•  Harburgh  is  »  little  Town  upon  the  Elbe,    well  built  and  fortify  d,   «n4  defended  by  » 
Jlrong  Citadel

have  publidid  this  Relation  m  a  Book  printed  at  Vienna  -,  that  after 
the  Reformation  of  Saxon),  the  Dake  of  that  Country  having  ordered 
iomc  Lutheran  Minifters  to  lock  up  in  a  Chcft  the  Rclicks  chat  were 
in  the  Churches  of  Count  Harrach,  they  cut  ort'  (out  of  Malice,  as 
£vvas  fuppos  d)  a  Piece  of  one  of  Luther  s  Buskins,  fallcning  to  it  a 
Paper  witli  thcfc  Words,  Ex  Caiigis  'Divi  Lutheri,  as  they  do  to  the 
Rclicks  to  dirtinguifli  them,  then  cnclos'd  it  in  one  of  the  Shrines  : 
This  done,  they  carried  it  to  his  Highnefs,  who  (as  the  Hiftorygoes) 
was  vi'holiy  ignorant  of  the  Impofture,  and  he  fcaid  it  with  his  own 
Signet,  and  lent  it  thus  to  the  Bi(hop  of  Vienna,  who  being  a  Branch 
of  the  Family  of  the  Count  of  Harrach,  had  defircd  thcfe  Reiicks, 
which  the  Duke  in  Civility  granted.  The  Cheft  being  come,  he  had  ic 
placed  in  the  Chappel ;  where  they  had  no  Iboner  been,  than  they  caft 
forth  (as  the  Hiftory  adds)  an  intoUerable  Stench,  and  each  Piece  be- 
ing thereupon  examined  by  the  Biihop,  in  Prefcncc  of  his  Clergy, 
and  the  Fraud  difcover'd  by  the  Infcription,  they  threw  the  Piece  of 
Buskin  into  the  Fire,  on  which  the  Stink  ceai'cd,  and  a  moft  agreeable 
Smell  llicceeded  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  Suburbs  (between  which  and  the  City  is  a  great  empty  Space 
forming  a  very  large  Crcfcent)  arc  perfcdlly  handlome,  being  advan- 
tageouHy  izt  off  and  divcrfify'd  by  a  Number  of  fine  Palaces  and  Mo- 
iiallcrics  for  both  Sexes,  with  delicious  Gardens  -,  and  they  fecm  to 
make  various  little  fubotdinate  Cities,  among  which  that  call'd  Lco- 
folcljtat  delcrvcs  more  than  the  Name  of  a  little  City,  being  of  a  great 
Extent,  and  having  a  great  Number  of  fine  Houfes. 

In  the  mean  while,  continual  Proceflions  were  made,  and  publick 
Prayers  put  up,  for  the  entire  cxtinguilhing  of  the  Tlague,  which  ac 
that  time  had  almofl:  loft  its  malignant  Force ;  and  each  Company  of 
Tradefmcn  walk'd  devoutly  under  the  Standard  of  the  He  or  She-Sainr, 
whom  they  acknowledg'd  as  their  Patron  or  Patronefs.  One  might  fee 
here  in  one  Place  a  perpetual  Crowd  kneeling  at  the  Foot  of  a  Pillar, 
whereon  there  is  a  fine  Brazen  Statue  of  the  Virgin  Mary ;  and  in  ano- 
ther, an  uninterrupted  and  fucccffivc  Throng  of  People  of  both  Sexes 
from  Morning  'till  late  at  Night  kneeling  down  before,  and  invoking 
of,  the  Statue  of  a  new  Saint  calfd  Nicopo-vicenus,  (for  whole  Cano- 
nization there  was  then,  as  was  faid,  only  i,ioo,coo  Florins  want- 
ing,) and  beating  their  Breafts  like  the  Greek  or  Armenian  Women  at 
their  Funerals  ;  and  in  a  word,  excepting  the  Spaniards  and  Italians,  I 
never  in  all  my  Travels  law  greater  Zealots  for  the  Roman  Catholick 
Religion,  than  the  People  oi  Auftria. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  were  all  generally  Very  much  dilTatisfy'd 
with  the  Engltjh  Miniftry,  who  facrific'd  (as  they  laid)  all  the  Glory 
and  Advantages  of  a  Ten  Years  War,  the  moll  fuccefsful  that  had  ever 
been  known,  (and  which  had  acquir'd  to  the  Queen  the  Name  of 
Anna  the  Great  throughout  Europe')  to  a  Party  Refentment.  Ought  noc 
they,  faid  the  Politicians,  after  having  periwaded  her  Majefty  to  dif- 
mils  the  Duke  o^  Marlborough,  by  reprefenting  him  as  a  Man  who  only 
endeavoured  to  prolong  the  War,  which  lay  too  heavy  upon  England, 
to  have  fhown  the  Truth  of  thofe  Pretences,  by  ordering  his  Succelfor 
to  reduce  at  one  Blow  France  (which  had  already  ofFerd  fuch  Honoura- 
ble Terms^  within  its  iuft  Limits,  and  prevent  her  difturbing  the  Tran- 
iiuility  oi  Europe  for  the  future  ?  It  might  have  been  done,  added  they, 
*'  By  the  Continuance  of  agooJUndcrftanding  amongft  the  Allies,  and 
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•'  the  Conjundion  of  their  Forces,  in  one  fmglc  Campaign,  the  Suppiic? 
•'  for  it  being  already  granted,  and  which  wou'd  have  acquired  her  M.i- 
"  jcfty  the  Honour  of  making  a  Peace  worthy  of  fo  glorious  a  VVar,  the 
"  Succefs  of  which  the  Emperor  afcribed  to  her  entirely,  drinking  her 
"  Health  under  the  Tirlc  oi  Anne  the  Great,  even  after  being  forlakcn 
"  by  her.  By  fuch  a  Condud  her  Mnjcfty  wou'd  juftly  have  defcrv  d 
♦'■  the  Devices  which  the  French  had  given  to  their  King,  on  Account 
*'  of  the  fortunate  Peace  he  had  concluded,  which  pals'd  for  a  Mir'a- 
"  cle  in  Politicks,  after  fo  unfortunate  a  War;  as  Bella  Tacime  para- 
"  ttis,  "  'Trepar'd  cither  for 'Peace  or  JVar  i'  Orbein  Tacare  labor  at,  ''  "hc 
I'  labours  to  give  Teace  to  the  IVorld :"  And  indeed  this  Prince's  Sub- 
jeds,  being  full  of  Gratitude,  and  furprized  the  moll  agreeably  imagi- 
nable, look'd  upon  him  as  a  God,  after  that  he  had  the  Addrcis  to  cx- 
tiricate  himfelf  fo  happily  from  his  Misfortunes,  and  reap  almofl  the 
fame  Fruits  as  if  he  had  been  always  fuccefsful.  The  Dilcourlcs  o"f 
the  French  Academy  of  FJnqnence  were  full  of  Admiration,  Aftonidimcnt 
and  Praifes,  upon  this  Subjcd:;  and  that  oi'Be-ctces  flruck  the  Medals j 
with  the  Infcription  before  mentioned  upon  ir,  wi:h  fevcral  others  no' 
lefs  honourable ;  as  Idem  poft  jnille  Lahore  s,  "  The  fame  after  a  thou  fund 
Toils  i  and  after  the  Defeat  of  the  Earl  oi  Albemarle,  Arte  a-  Marie, 
"  By  Tolicy  and  Force  i"  and  after  the  figning  of  the  Peace,  "-Dcus  no- 
bis hac  Otia  fecit,  •'  A  God  has  procured  us  this  Repo/e." 

Having  obtain'd  the  Imperial  PafTporc,  I  took  Pofl-Horfcs  on  the 
aoth  oi  Augufl  iot*  Brcjlaii;  where  I  arriv'd  the  izd,  but  did  not  enter  Brcflivr. 
it,  the  Magiftrates  fcrupling  to  receive  me,  and  net  refpeding  the  E:r.- 
peror's  Paffport  fo  much  as  they  fear'd  the  Contagion  ;  however,  they 
allow'd  me  to  lodge  in  a  fort  of  a  Suburb  adjoining  to  it,  where  I  lay 
that  Night,  and  purfucd  my  Journey  the  next  Day  very  fcrtunarely, 
till  I  came  to  **  Croffen,  at  the  Gates  of  which  I  was  flopped  till  they  Croffcn' 
went  to  fhew  my  Paifport  to  the  Magiftrate,  who  returned  me  a  very 
ill-natured  McfTagc,  even  to  the  telling  me,  that  if  I  did  not  retire 
thence,  he  would  order  them  to  fire  upon  me.  I  fenc  a  French  Refu- 
gee, who  happen'd  to  be  there,  to  beg  him  at  leafl  to  give  me  an  Ex- 
tra-Pofl,  which  he  alfo  refuted  me;  and  the  Pofl-Boy  being  good-hu- 
moured, agreed,  for  a  fmall  Prefent  above  the  regulated  Price,  to  car- 
ry me,  with  the  fame  Horfes,  by  a  round-about  Way,  as  far  as  4.  Gu-  Caben 
hen,  where  he  procured  me  frelh  ones,  without  meeting  with  any  Ca- 
vils about  my  Paffport,  as  far  as  i  Berlin,  where  I  arrivd  on  the  aith  B'^''K 
in  the  beginning  of  the  Night.  They  ftopp'd  me  at  the  firil  Corps  dl 
Guard,  fome  hundred  Paces  diftant  from  the  City :  His  RrrVfian  Ma- 
jelly  was  then  at  one  of  his  Country-Houfes,  and  the  xMagillratcs  ha- 
ving read  the  Imperial  Paffport,  fent  to  tell  me  that  I  could  not  enter 
the  City ;  whereupon  I  wrote  a  little  Letter  to  the  Baron  Gortz,  who 
happen'd  to  be  then  there,  and  for  whom  I  had  a  Packet  from  Mr. 
Fabrice,  and  another  to  Mr.  Beton,  the  Britifh  Minifter,  who  in  vain 
endeavoured  to  procure  me  Entrance,   and  did  me  the  Honour  the

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which  is  a  Saphir  exceeding  the  Bignels  of  a  Partridge's  Egg.    IT.  A- 
nother  Imperial  Crown,  likcwilc  enriched  with  Diamonds   and    other 
Gems,  on  the  Topof  wh^ch  is  a  Crofs.     III.  Another  with  a  Golden 
Sceptre  and  Globe,  not  ib  rich  in  Jewels  as  the  foregoing  ones,  which 
("they  fay)  belong'd  to   the  King  of  Bohemia.     IV.  Another   Regal 
Crown.     An  Imperial  Globe  fet  with  pretious  Stones.     Several  Dia- 
monds, and  other  valuable  Gems  above  the  common  Size,  which  are 
very  much  cfleem'd.     Divers  Bucklers,  Sabres,  Bridles,  Caparifons, 
(^e.  after  the  Turkijh  manner,  adorn'd  with  Diamonds  and  other  pre- 
tious Stones.     A  Number  of  excellent  PicSurea  by  the  mod  en^inenc 
Hands.     The  Statues  of  Charles  the  Hardy  the  lalt  Duke  of  Bnrgttndj, 
and  Thtlip  the  Fair  King  of  Spain,  in  Silver,  almoft  as  large  as  the  Life. 
A  little  Ship  of  the  fame  Metal  gilt,  which  is  made  to  move  very  cu- 
rioufly  with  its  Sails,  by  Springs  and  little  Wheels.     They  fhew  there 
likewifc  aNumber  of  pretious  Vcflels  of  different  Figures,  of  Gold,  Sil- 
ver, Onyx.  Agate,  Lapis  Lazuli,  Rock  Chryftal,  with  Vials  of  Ame- 
thyfts  and  Turquoifes.     There  arc  alfo  Medals  of  fevcral  Emperors, 
moft  part  of  them  of  Gold.   One  may  f^e  there  the  Figures  and  Heads  of 
divers /?i?»/tfw  Emperors  cut  upon  Amethyfts,  Emeralds,  Cornelians,  ire. 
all  antique,  and  an  antique  Head  of  Alexander  the  Great,  perfectly  well 
cut  upon  an  Onyx.     The  Alchymiftsmay  behold  in  it  with  Emulation 
two  Miracles  of  their  great  Work,  if  true  ones,  'viz.  two  Golden  Blades  ; 
one  whereof  they  fay  was  of  Brafs,  and  the  other  which  they  affirm  was 
Lead,  and  have  been  Tranfubftantiated  into  this  Metal  j    after  which  Arc 
fo  many  have  been  lb  long  ftudying.     A  Bunch  of  Grapes,  with  fomc 
Gold,  which  (as  they  lay)  was   found   in  the  Vineyard  of  'Tokay.     A 
Plate  of  Agate,  whereon  are  the  Words  Chrifto  Nato,  which  (they  fay) 
were  written  by  the  Fland  of  Nature  it  lelf.     The  Arms  of  the  pious 
Houfe  of  ^w/^rw,  done  by  the  fame  Hand  upon  a  Hyacinth,  with  a  Ca- 
pital L.     A  Roman  Buckler,  whereon  is  the  Figure  of  a  Peacock  repre- 
fented,  by  Emeralds  inlaid  in  it.     In  another  Place,  which  they  call  the 
lacred  TrealUry  of  the  Imperial  Family,  they  fhew  a  Rag  of  the  Lin- 
nen  in  which  they  fay  that  Jefus  Chrift  was  wrapp'd  at  his  Birth, 
and  another  of  his    Robe  without  Seam,  with  a  Piece  of  the  Cloth 
wherein   he  was  butied  -,  as  alfo  a  Nail,  which  they  affirm  to  be  that 
wherewith  his  Right  Hand  was  faftend  to  the  Crofs,  and  three  large 
Pieces  of  the  Crofs  itfelf.     They  (hew  likewife  a  little  Casket  fliaped 
like  an  Altar,  and  enrich'd  with  Diamonds,  Rubies,  and  other  pretious 
Stones,  wherein  they  religioufly  preferve  feveral  Drops  of  his  Blood, 
fome  Hairs  of  his  Beard,  IbmeThorns  of  his  Crown,  with  little  Pieces 
of  the  Spear  with  which  his  Side  was  pierced,  and  others  of  the  Pillar 
to  which  he  was  faftened,  and  of  the  Rods  wherewith  he  was  fcourged. 
They  make  One  likewife  take  Notice  there  of  three  Statues  of  the 
Same  crucify 'd,  which  they  ffiew  as  the  Produdtions  of  Nature  alone, 
and  which  Art  cou'd  hardly  have  reprefented  better,   being  upon  the 
Trunks  or  Roots  of  the  Trees,  or  at  leaft  they  feem'd  fuch.     They  fay, 
that  one  of  thefe  Statues,  which  the  mofl  refembles  a  Crucifix,  I'poke 
formerly  to  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  in  thefc  Terms,  Courage  Ferdinand, 
/  li-on't  for  fake  you.     There  is  alfo  a  Statue  of  the  l^trgm  Mary,  which 
las   they  pretend)  was   made  by  an  Ethiopian,  and  is  much  extoH'd, 
with  divers  Silver  ones  of  the  Apoftles  as  large  as  the  Life,  in  which  fe- 
veral Parts  of  their  Bodies  are  inclos'd  ;  with  a  number  of  other  Re- 
licks  in.  Urns  of  different  Forms,  all  glittering  with  pretious  Stones, 
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with  Candlefiicks,  Lamps  and  Branches  of  Gold  and  Silver.  They 
{hew  alfo  two  Stones,  which  (they  fay)  were  two  Loaves,  which  a 
Woman  was  going  to  bake  on  the  Fellival  of  St.  Anne;  and  which,  by 
a  Miracle,  contrary  to  that  which  Satan  propofcd  to  Jefus  Chrift  in 
the  Defarr,  were  petrify  d  ;  as  aifo  one  of  the  Stones  with  which  Sc. 
Stephen  was  Martyrizd.  After  having  feen  the  Things  before  men- 
tion'd,  and  this  lalt  Stone,  which  is  only  remarkable  for  having  (ac- 
cording to  their  Account  of  it)  given  the  fatal  Blow  to  this  Patron  and 
Protestor  of  I'tenna,  there  is  nothing  better  dcierves  a  Traveller's  Ad- 
miration than  the  Order  and  Symmetry  of  his  Church  ;  'tis  a  bold 
Pile  of  Building,  after  the  manner  of  the  Holy  Chappel  at  'Pans,  hue 
incomparably  larger.  The  Steeple  of  this  vail  Edifice  is  of  an  extra- 
ordinary height,  and  is  all  of  hard  Stone  ;  and  the  Ornaments  and  Fi- 
gures of  it  arc  cut  out  with  fuch  Delicacy,  as  if  they  were  wrought 
upon  Wax. 

Upon  cntring  this  Church,  ones  Eyes  arc  entertain  d  by  Thirty  three 
fumptuouS  Altars,  in  as  many  noble  Chappels,  that  are  worthy  of  and 
entirely  anfwerable  to  them  for  their  Architcd-ure  and  the  Painting 
wherewith  they  ate  embellifh'd.  The  Head  Altar  and  the  Tabernacle 
which  is  above  it,  and  which  (they  fay)  came  from  'Talermo,  are  two 
Mailer- pieces,  and  were  not  brought  to  the  Pcrfedtion  wherein  they 
are  now  fcen,  at  a  lefs  Expcnce  than  above  Three  Hundred  Thoufand 
Florins.  In  the  Church-yard,  one  is  invited  to  obfcrve  a  Pulpit  of 
Stone,  very  plain  -,  whence  they  pretend,  that  St.  Capijiran,  of  the 
Franafian  Order,  preached  in  Latm  to  the  People,  and  that  he 
was  underftood  even  by  thole  who  were  entirely  Strangers  to  that 
Language.  The  other  Churches,  as  well  without  as  within  the  City, 
are  not  deffitute  of  their  refpcdive  Beauties,  neither  in  Archrecture, 
Sculpture,  nor  Painting,  not  to  mention  the  Richnefs  of  their  Sacred 
Utcnfils  or  Sacerdotal  Ornaments.  The  Monafteries,  or  Religious 
Houfes,  are  lb  miny  ftately  and  large  Palaces ;  among  which  they 
give  the  Preference  to  thofc  of  the  Jefuits,  the  one  confecrared  to 
Si.  In'riacius  and  St.  Francis  Xavur,  accompanied  with  a  fine  College, 
and  the  other  the  proftfsd  Hotife  ;  and  after  to  thole  of  the  Augujhnes, 
tha'-DommtcanSy  t\\Q  Carmelites,  ihc  Francifcans,  and  the  Fathers  of  the 
Trinity,  for  their  Riches  and  the  Quantify  of  fuch  Ornaments  as  before- 
mcntion'd  ,•  and  to  thofe  of  the  Francifcans  on  the  new  Market  Place, 
the  Capuchins,  the  Parifli  Church  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  that  of  the  An- 
guftine  Nuns,  and  the  Chappel  of  the  Psihca  of  Trautfon,  for  the  Num- 
ber and  miraculous  Holinels  of  their  Images  and  Relicks.  The  Empe- 
ror Matthias,  and  the  Emprefs  his  Confort,  fignaliz'd  their  Liberality 
and  Piety,  in  giving  to  the  Francifcans  feveral  pretious  Shrines  all 
crufted  over  with  Jewels ;  amongft  others,  the  Crown  of  Jefus  Chrift, 
With  fome  Drops  of  his  Blood,  and  the  entire  Heads  of  divers  Saints. 
In  that  of  the  Capuchins,  or  Minorites,  they  particularly  reverence  a 
Crucifix,  wherein  (they  fay)  are  enclosd  fevcral  Pieces  of  the  Wood  of 
the  Spear,  wherewith  the  Side  of  Jefus  Chrifl;  was  pierced,  his  Crown 
of  Thorns,  and  Aaron's  Rod.  In  that  of  the  Virgin  Alary,  one  of  her 
Images,  famous  for  various  Miracles  that  are  attributed  to  it ;  and  in 
the  Chappel  of  the  Palace  of  Trautfon,is  all  that  one  can  defirc  as  to  Re- 
licks  of  Jofus  Chrift,  the  Madona,  the  Saints  and  Innocents  ;  and  they 
aver  their  being  genuine  to  have  been  confirm'd  by  a  Number  of  Mira- 
cies.     Amongfl:   other  Accounts  of  this  Collcd;on  of  Relicks,  they

niik  o^  Tertntius  Keocore  for  the  third  time,  with  the  Head  o^  Merci'- 
rr  and  tho(c  o^  t\\c  Serdians,  Mdejians,  MarorJtatis,  with  the  Head  of 
a  Woman,  and  a  Nudiry  for  the  Reverfc,  being  a  very  fcarcc  one  a- 
niongft  a  Number  of  common  ones,  moft  Pare  of  the  latter  Ro7?ian  Em- 
perors, for  which  I  paid  fomeching  more  than  double  their  Value. 

We  crofs'd  the  River  towards  the  Evening,  and  hiring  Horfcs  and  a 
Waggon  at  a  forry  Village  which  is  on  the  Northern  Side  of  it,  we 
next  Evening,  after  having  pals'd  thro'  Carlomtz.  *  without  flopping, 
reach'd  Ttter-jvaradm,  a  little  fortify 'd  Town,  where  we  lay,  and  found 
the  firft  regular  German  Port.     This  expeditious  Manner  of  Travelling 
allow'd  me  but  to  make  fuperficial  Remarks  on  the  Places  thro'  which 
we  pafs'd,  the  Principal  whereof  were  F/w/^/r/Cvw,  or  the  five  Churches, 
Ztgeth,  KanifchUy  IVeiJfembiirgh,  Oldenburgh,  and  Neuftadt.     The  firft 
(accord'ing  to  the  moft  general  Opinion  of  Geographers)  is  fituated  up- 
on the  Ruins  of  the  ancient  Murfa,  and  is  very  flrong  both  by  Art  and 
Nature  ;   its  wooden  Bridge  is  one  of  the  longeft  that  ever  1  faw,  be- 
ing above  8000  Geometrical  Paces  in  length,  and  about  7  broad,  ex- 
tending it  felf  over  the  ^rave,  and  ^Morajs  adjacent  from  this  Town, 
to  Fort  'Darda.    The  fecond  derives  its  Name  from  its  five  Churches, 
has  a  pretty  good  Fortrcls,  and  is  famous  in  Eliflory  for  the  Defeat  of 
tht  Turks  in  1687.     The  third  is  the  ftrongeft  Place  in  aW  Hungary ^ 
being  furrounded  with  three  Walls,  and  is  the  fame  before:  which  So- 
liman  the  Magnificeyit  dy'd  in  1566,  and  the  Turks  fay  that  it  was  ta- 
ken by  Storm  twenty  four  Hours  after  his  Death ;   they  loft  it  again 
in  1687.  The  fourth  was  advantagioufly  fituated  upon  a  fort  of  an  Ifland, 
which  is  formed  by  an  Eminence  in  the  middle  of  a  large  Morafs, 
which  renders  it  almoft  inacccfilble  -,  bcfidcs  which,  it  has  good  Walls: 
However,  the  Turks  took  it  in  1600,  and  lofl  it  in  the  fame  Year,  as 
Zvgeth,  but  by  Famine  ;  as  if  a  Place  which  is  fortify'd  by  Nature,  ccu'd 
not  be  conquer'd  but  by  overcoming  Nature  itfclf.    There  are  flill  ibme 
of  their  Mofques  remaining,  with  their  Turrets.     The  fifth  at  prefenc 
is  but  a  Village,  where  (according  to  fome  Geographers)  the  Lymufa., 
(according  to  others)  the  ^adrata  of  the  Ancients  (two  little  Towns 
in  Tannonia)  formerly  ftood.     The  fixth  is  tolerably  pretty,  and  has 
handlbme  Churches ;   and  the  leventh  is  lefTer,  but  very  agreeable  and 
ftrong,  being  the  ufual  Prifon  wherein  Prifoners  of  State  are  confined. 
In  travelling  thus  thro'  the  Lorji:er  Hungary,  I  faw  here  and  there  Vil- 
lages, fome  of  which  had  been  burnt  by  the  Malecontents,    and  (as 
was  faid)  great  Part  of  them  by  the  Germans  themfelves.     As  for  the 
reft,   the  Country,  tho'  not  well  cultivated  on  Account  of  the  War, 
feemed  to  me  to  be  extraordinary  fertile.     Between  Oldenburgh  and 
Vienna^  which  we  reach'd  the  26th,  I  remark'd  feveral  Places  that  were 
admirable,  both  for  the  Pleafantnefs  of  their  Situation,  and  the  Beauty  o£ 
their  Profpeds,  being  diverfify'd  with  Woods,  Meadows,  delicious  Gar- 
dens, and  fine  Houfes,  which  I  took  at  a  Diftance  for  Palaces,  and  which 
were  (as  I  was  inform'd)  fomeofthem  religious  Communities,  and  others 
the  Country-Seats  of  fome  Minifters  of  the  Imperial  Court. 

The  Plague  being  at  that  Time  at  Vienna^  I  underftood  that  I  could 
not  pafs  through  Brejlwj^;  nor  the  Dominions  of  thofe  Princes  of  the 
Empire  through  which  I  had  propofcd  to  continue  my  Journey,  with- 
out performing  Quarantain,  or  at  leaft  an  Imperial  PafTport  to  exempt

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me  from  It;  whereupon  Mr.  Morhoff,  the  IMflan  Minifter,  for  whom 
I  had  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  from  M.i.  Fabrice,  as  well  as  a 
Packet  for  his  Court,  follicitcd  one  for  me;  but  as  all  Proceedings  go 
on  very  fiowly  at  the  Court  of  Henm,  it  was  above  Twenty  Days  be 
fore  he  coud  obtain  it,  which  was  time  more  than  fufficient  to  view 
the  City  and  the  Parrs  adjacent. 

In  the  mean  while  the  News  of  the  Kings  Diflcmper,  and  of  his  not 
appearing  m  Publick,  having  quickly  reach  d  Chrt/iendom,  it  was  reported 
he  was  dead  ,•  and  whatever  I  cou'd  fay  to  the  contrary,  and  of  my  ha- 
ving left  him  m  little  or  no  Danger,  avaii'd  nothing:  Nay,  many  wou'd 
even  have  me  to  be  a  Courier  carrying  the  News  of  his  Death  to  S'j;e. 
den,  till  I  received  fome  Letters  from  Tt^niotica,  (whither  his  Majefty 
had  been  again  remov'd)  informing  me  of  his  Recovery,  which  I  fhcw  d 
to  the  moft  Incredulous  ;  adding,  that  the  reaibn  of  his  Majefty  s  li- 
ving fo  retired  was,  his  having  been  plunderd  of  all  his  Horles,  and 
Furniture  for  his  Table,  even  to  a  Knife  and  a  Chair,  at  fVarmtza, 
To  return  to  l^^tenna;  it  is  a  perfect  Paradife,  being  agreeably  fituated 
upon  a  Branch  of  ihc<-Banube  :  k  was  (as  they  fay)  firft  wali'd  in  by 
Leopold  the  Fifth,  who  expended  therein  50000  Gold  Marks,  which  he 
exaded  from  Richard  Y^ing  of  England,  as  a  Satisfadtion  for  fome  In- 
juries rcceiv'd  during  the  Holy  War.  There  are  fome  Part  of  thefe  Walls 
ftill  to  be  feen  in  their  primitive  State,  with  their  Towers  at  the  Red 
Gate  i  but  the  reft  have  been  repaired  and  enlarged  to  great  Advan- 
tage, and  rendred  more  conformable  to  the  manner  of  the  prefenc 
Times.  They  are  at  prefent  fiank'd  with  twelve  large  Baftions,  and 
accompanied  with  Ravelins  and  Cover'd-ways  -,  in  a  word,  it  is  in  a 
Condition  to  fuftain  a  vigorous  Siege,  as  it  is  well  known  it  did  very 
fortunately  againft  the  Turks.  It  has  two  Imperial  Arfenals,  very  well 
furniflid  with  all  forts  of  Arms,  Inftrumentsand  Military  Machines  ;  111 
the  firft  are  Muskets,  Sabres,  Swords,  &c.  for  above  30000  Men,  and 
m  the  Iccond  are  Cannons,  Mortar- Pieces,  Culverins,  ^c.  The  City  does 
not  contain  much  above  1000 Houfes;  but  thefc  Houfes  arc  generally 
lo  large,  and  fo  handlbme,  that  four  of  them  often  fill  up  both  fides  of 
a  Ipacious  Street  ;  its  Churches,  Convents  and  Hofpitals  are  magni- 
ficent, as  well  as  feveral  Palaces  ;  among  the  reft  that  of  Prince  Eugene, 
that  of  Ltchtenftein,  Montecucult,  Sundacar,  T)ietnchtem  and  EfterhaJL 
The  Imperial  Palace  is  a  large  irregular  confus'd  Body  of  Buildings, 
confifting  of  divers  fpacious  Apartments,  built  at  different  Times,  un- 
der various  Emperors,  who  have  made  Additions  according  to  their 
Fancy  and  Convenience.  What  beft  deferves  viewing  in  in  is  the  Trea- 
lury,  which  contains  divers  valuable  Curiofitics,  that  are  not  to  be  feen 
but  for  15-  or  zo  *  Florins  ;  and  Travellers,  who  have  fu/Ecienc  ways 
for  their  Money,  and  are  as  good  Oeconomifts  as  they  arc  curious, 
generally  go  four  or  five  together,  or  more,  if  they  can,  in  order  to 
iee  them.  'Tis  a  fort  of  a  Magazine,  where  one  may  find  all  that  is 
Icarce,  uncommon  or  valuable  in  Jewels,  Gold,  Silver  or  Painting  -,  in 
Ihort,  all  manner  of  Antique  and  Foreign  Rarities,  of  which  I  ihail 
only  mention  a  few.  Among  the  reft,  one  may  fee  there  a  Golden  Im- 
perial Crown,  cmbellifh'd  with  Diamonds,  Saphirs,  and  other  precious 
Srones,  with  a  Sceptre,  which,  they  fay,  is  of  an  Unicorns  Horn,  (if 
ever  there  were  any  fuch  Creature  but  in  Heraldry)  on  the  Top  of

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in  thcmfclvcs  nor  their  OfialicLs,  for  they  don't  cake  any  by  Contrac^r, 
no  Tnrkifh\\omtn  being  willing  to  have  luch  titular  Husbands  ;  where- 
fore they  buy  Slaves,  who  arc  forced  by  their  Condition  to  a  loathed 
Complailancc  for  their  monftrous  Mafters.  The  Ktjlar  Aga^  leaving 
them  there  under  the  Guard  of  Ibmc  Eunuchs  of  his  own  Colour,  wenc 
on  that  Night  for  Confiantinople,  where  I  arnv  d  next  Day. 

After  a  Stay  of  about  fix  Weeks,  I  fct  out  again  iox  Aa'rmiopic,  inor- 
dcr  to  proceed  on  my  intended  Journey.  On  my  Road  thither,,  between 
'Ponte  'Piccch  and  'Ponte  Grande,  I  overtook  feme  Tcborhadgts^  or  T:ir- 
k/JJj  Captains,  whom  I  had  known  at  Bender ;  they  wcr#  going  (as 
they  faid)  with  their  Companies  to  Cotcbtn,  which  the  '■Portd  was  for- 
tifying. I  to!d  them  that  a  great  many  Troops  were  already  march'd 
that  Way ;  to  which  they  anfvver'd,  "  That  s  true,  but  we  have  Or- 
"  ders  to  form  a  Body  upon  the  Frontiers  of  Toland.  What  (faid  I) 
"  to  wage  War  with  the  Tales  ?  No  (reply'd  they)  but  to  take  Pof- 
*'  fefTion  of  Caminick,  which  is  ofFer'd  us  by  King  5tamJIans,  who  has 
"  mofl:  Part  of  Toland  in  his  Intercft.  But  (added  I)  if  the  'PoleSy 
*'  who  favour  him,  ftould  not  declare  thcmfclves,  what  will  you  do 
"  then  ?  If  they  flicu'd  not  (rejoin'd  one  of  them)  King  Jlngtifius 
"  will  be  apprehenfive  of  our  cntring  Tolcind,  and  declaring  War,  and 
"  therefore  will  himfelf  offer  it  j  and  'tis  no  Matter  from  whom  we 
"  receive  it,  provided  'tis  delive-'d  up.  But  ^continued  I)  if  neither 
"  the  one  nor  the  other  fliould  happen,  what  then  .>  Then  (faid  they) 
"  we  (hall  return  ;  the  Grand  Seignior  pays  us  for  both  going  and  co- 
"  ming."  I  arriv'd  at  Adrianople  the  loth  oi  July,  and  went  next  Day 
to  T>emirtajh  to  follicit  my  Difpatches,  which  were  promis'd  and  gcc 
ready  the  ixth,  but  not  prefentcd  to  the  King  to  fign,  on  Account 
of  his  having  a  pretty  violent  Fit  of  an  Ague.  Ncverrhelcfs,  his  Ma- 
jefty  look'd  as  chearful  as  if  nothing  aild  him,  and  never  m.ade  any 
Complaint,  being  no  more  afraid  of  the  Shocks  of  a  Diftcmpcr,  tha.T 
the  Dangers  of  War.  Having  got  my  Difpatches,  I  fct  forward  on 
my  Journey  with  a  L/V7.7/.-z?.7a«  Servant,  hiring  Hcrfes  at  Adrtanople  for 
Hcrrfianly,  there  being  no  Menzil  hane,  or  Pofl-FIouio  for  Horfos,  ar 
Mufiapha  Tacha  Cuprtil^OT  the  Bridge  o^ Mujiapha Bafia-j;  -,  where  I  ftaid 
fomc  Hours  to  take  a  View  of  the  Bridge,  which  is  both  Icng,  large, 
and  of  Stone  ;  and  another  Packet  was  fcnt  me  there  from  tho  S-^ed:jh 
Chancery,  by  one  of  his  Majcfty's  Interpreters.  I  was  no  longer  a: 
Hermanly  than  whilfl:  I  cou'd  get  two  Horfcs  for  my  felf  and  my  Se;- 
vant  5  'tis  a  pretty  large  Town,  and  very  populous,  having  two  hand- 
fome  Mofqucs,  a  fine  Han,  and  another  Stone  Bridge  much  leffcr,  and 
built  by  the  fame. 

From  hence  I  purfued  my  Journey  by  Ghenge  Maham,   a  little  Vil- 
lage,  but   inconfiderablc ;    Tapafji,    another  fomething  larger,    with 
a  ILm  and  a  little  Mofqtte ;  and  at  Night  I  rcach'd  ^Pinltppol:,  where  I 
lay  at  MerrzH-bane,   or  Poft-Houfe.     The   next  Morning,  before  my 
fetting  t  ur,  I  had  a  Curiofity  to  fee  this  Town,  but  I  could  no:  difco- 
ver  any  Infcri|itions  in  it;   it  is  very  long,  but  not  broad,  and  has  fc- 
vcral  good  Stonc-Houfcs,  amongft  a  greater  Number  of  Wooden  Ones, 
with  four  or  five  handfomc  Molljues.     I  bought  here  of  a  Goldfmith 
the  Silver  Medal,    which  was  formerly  ftruck  of  Drafs  for  this  City, 
with  this  Infcription,   MAKt-AONnN    nPOTH,   with  two  others  like 
(17)  in  the  Print  XXIX,  and  one  alio  of  Brafs  like  the  fird,  which  I 
bought  of  a  Brafier.    After  which  I  fee  forwards  about  nine  a  Clock, 
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taking  freHi  Horfes  at  Tartar-Bajfargu;  I  arrived  at  Night  at  Kezifip- 
far,  a  Caaie,  which  defends  the  Paliagc  of  the  Torta  Trajam,  call'd  by 
the  Turks,  Derjjcnt  Capi,  a  narrow  Pailage  fix  or  fevcn  Miles  lon'^  be 
twecn  Mountains;    at  the  bottom  of  one  of  which  is  Jecn'  Krf   or 
the   new  Village,   where  I  arriv'd  the   i,-rh,    and   fpcnc  good  Parr 
of  the  Nignt.     On  the  left,  between  Thtlippoh  and  this  Villa?-    there 
is  a  large  Plain,  bounded  on  the  North  by  x  R,dge  of  MounLilns    m 
the  Shape  of  a  Creicent,  where  they  fow  ^  Rice,  which  they  Ihy  thrives 
there  tolerably  well,  and  'tis  the  only  Place  in  Europe  where  lever  faw 
it.     Having  pais'd  the  Defile  of  T:)er-j,ent  Cap:,  I  reach  d  lirljternun  be- 
fore Noon,  and  Sophta,  the  ancient  Sardtca,  or  Triadiza,  towards  the  ^crw^- 
beginmng  of  the  Night.  'Tis  a  large  City,  indifferently  well  built  for  "  '  ' 
the  Country  wherein  it  is,  with  eighteen  or  twenty  iM.fqnes,  that  yield 
a  fine  Profped:  at  a  Diftance.     I  cnquir'd  amonglt  the  Goldfmiths  and 
Brafiers  for  lome  Medals,  and  I  found  thofe  in  the  Print  XXIX    r/- 
two  Silver  ones  like  N.{is.)  three  o',  Agat bodes  the  Son  oi LyfimachHs 
N.  (f.)  in  the  Prinr  XII.  two  of  Tktlip  the  younger  with  Scrapts,  twJ 
o^Macrmtts,  as  N.  (11.)  Print  XXVIII.  four  oi  Co; ['area  in  Car>Padocia 
orTranqmlhna,  and  Fauftina,  in  Brafs  i   with  fcvsral  Silver  ones  o{  Po- 
man  Emperors  and  Emprefi^es,  d-c.  that  are  very  common,  as  thofc'of 
Geta,T>ioclefian, Trajan,  Vefpafuin,  Julia,  Leptdns,  Rome,  Alexandrta, &c. 

A  Courier  of  the  Court  of  Vienna,  whom  Mr.  Tulm^u  the  Rcfidcnc 
had  fent  back  from  Conftantimple,  join'd  me  here  at  the  Pod  Houfe    and 
we  fet  out  in  Company  for  Belgrade,   and  thence  to  Vienna,    ha-dly 
Hopping  any  where  but  to  change  Horfes,  which  we  did  as  follows;  the 
firft  Time  at  Halkhaly,  a  mifcrable  little  Village  ;  the  fccond  at  Sartbrocfd- 
the  third  at  Zardekov,  a  large  Town,  with  three  good  Mofques,  and  aa 
old  Caaie  ;  the  fourth  at  Mnftapha  "Pacha  'Palanka,  an  ancient  Cafile 
with  eight  Towers  half  ruin'd,  and  fome  Hurts,  ormiferable  Houfcs - 
the  fifth  at  Bagno -,   the  fixth  at  Kijfa,  an  old  City  ol  Servia,  but  kept 
in  ill  Repair,  and  call'd  formerly  Kaiifus ;   the  feventh  at  Kioupmkkoy  •    . 
the  eighth  ^t  Hamamgtkoi -,    the  ninth  at  Baracken;    and  the  tenth  ac 
Zentrctzza :   After  which  he  crofs'd  a  Forrcft  about  fifteen  Miles  in 
Length,  in  the  midft  of  which  wc  chang'd  Horfes,  and  then  ac  Hyf- 
fargtck  for  the  laft  Time,  till  wc  came  to  Belgrade,  the  Alba  Cr^W  of  Bd-raJe' 
the  Ancients,  which  we  reach  d  on  the  20th.  ° 

This  City  is  advantagioully  fituared,  upon  an  Eminence  ac  the  Con- 
fluence of  the  Sa've,  and  is  defended  by  a  good  Caflle.  Sol'man  II. 
made  himfelf  ^Mafter  of  it  in  1^21,  and  the  Imperialifls  retook  i\.  in 
1687,  the  Turks  recover'd  it  from  them  in  1689,  and  loft  ic  JaftJy  in 
1 716,  together  with  a  Battle,  wherein  the  Vifier  was  kill'd  ;  and  ic  re- 
mains \n  the  Imperalifts  Hands  by  the  Treaty  of  Ta(faro^i-itz.  On  our 
Arrival  hither,  we  were  conduded  before  the  Janijfair  Aga  to  be  exa- 
mined, according  to  Cuftom,  and  afterwards  before  the  Bapai;:;,  who 
had  our  PalTports  from  the  Torte  read  to  him,  and  then  gave  us  Pcr- 
mifiion  to  purfue  our  Journey.  Our  Examination  being  over,  I  took 
a  Turn  in  the  Oarchis,  or  publick  Market,  and  went  to  the  Greek  Gold- 
Imiths  and  Brafiers,  ofthc  firft  of  which  I  bought  cwo  Silver  Medals  like 
(i  3.)  in  the  Print  XXVIII.  and  of  the  fecond  tliofe  oiNicopolis  on  thc©<2-

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ble.  The  Han,  inflead  of  being  fatisfy'd  with  their  Reafons,  was  tzovi- 
tinually  threatening  and  making  as  if  he  had  Orders  from  the  Grii?id 
Seignior  to  depart  and  repair  to  his  Troops,  with  which  he  gave  out 
he  was  to  begin  Hoftilicies,  as  in  plundering,  taking  Slaves,  S'C- 

Mr.  "Defalieures  reach'd  Jdnanopk  fomc  Days  after  the  Hans  Arri- 
val, and  this  AmbalTador  with  Mv.Brtic  tranlacaed  all  AiTairs  at  the  Torte 
for  the  S'u;edes,  which  they  cou'd  not  do  for  themfelves  in  Perfon  5  en- 
deavouring to  induce  the  Han  and  the  Turks  to  perfift  in  their  Demands 
on  the  Czar,  and  their  Thoughts  of  War,  and  that  with  as  much  Zeal 
as  Mr.  Thelts  ufed  his  utmoft  Efforts  to  the  contrary  i  and  the  Kiny  s 
Departure  was  no  longer  talked  on.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Palatiiie 
of  Majfovia  and  Baron  Goltz,  with  their  Retinue,  were  almofl:  as 
clofely  confined  at  Adrtanople  as  the  Miifcovites,  and  were  in  a  Ibrt  ol 
Inquifition,  for  they  indeed  ask'd  nothing  of  them,  but  fecm'd  defiroL;s- 
of  their  offering  fomething  of  their  own  accord,  fo  that  they  (liou'd  not 
complain  of  their  Defigns,  neither  wou'd  they  diredlly  infringe  the 
Treaty  of  Carloii;itz. 

The  new  ^^dT  made  divers  Alterations,  one  of  which  was  the  recal- 
ling his  Swedijh  Majefty  from  "Demotica  to  Demirtajh,  a  Village  three 
Quarters  of  a  Mile  from  Adrtanople,  where  his  Majefty  had  his  Lodging 
affign'd  him,  with  feveral  of  his  Court,  in  the  old  Palace  of  Cara  ^Mn- 
Jlapha's,  already  named,  theF^^rwho  bcficg'd  ^7«2«4  in  i68j,  and  the 
reft  of  his  Attendants  in  Houlcs  prepared  for  them  in  the  Neighbour- 
hood. Some  Days  afterwards  he  order  d  a  magnificent  Tent  to  be  fet 
up  near  it,  and  came  thither  himfelf  with  thtTartar  Han,  and  he  de- 
fired  Mr.  Tiefalleures  to  invite  the  King  to  affift  at  a  Conference  that 
was  to  be  there  held  concerning  his  Affairs.  His  Majefty  cxcufed 
himfelf  from  going,  but  fent  Mr.  Mtdlern,  who  did  not  tell  the  real 
Reafon,  (which  was  plain  enough  to  be  feen,  viz.  that  his  Majefty 
thought  it  below  his  Dignity  to  wait  upon  them,)  but  faid  that  ha 
was  indifpofed  ;  and  that  as  for  the  reft,  he  had  Confidence  enough  in 
Mr.  T>efalleures  and  himfelf,  to  give  them  full  Power  to  adt,  and  have  a 
Share  in  all  that  regarded  him.  The  Vijier  anfwer'd,  Well  then.  III 
maketbe¥rench  Ambaffador  come  to  me  -,  and  immediately  the  Han  and 
he  ordering  their  Horfes  to  be  brought,  return'd  to  Adrtanople,  and 
Mr.  Mtdlern  to  'Demirtajh. 

If  his  Majefty  was  not  then  out  of  Order,  the  great  Reft  that  had 
immediately  fucceeded  the  violent  Motion  he  had  accuftomd  himfelf 
to  before  the  Acflion  at  fVarnitza,  and  that  yet  more  violent  on  that 
Day,  was  enough  to  make  him  fo  ;  for  this  Prince  had  lain  down  or 
fat  ever  fince,  either  in  a  Waggon  or  on  a  Sopha,  with  a  Covering  over 
his  Legs,  without  going  out  of  his  Chamber,  or  even  walking  \n  ir, 
as  another  wou'd  have  done ;  and  in  a  word,  without  the  leaft  Exer- 
cife,  for  want  of  Horfes  to  take  that  he  lik'd  beft.  He  neither  Ihcw'd 
himfelf,  nor  dined  in  publick,  not  having  Conveniences  for  his  Kitchen 
or  Tabic,  as  Knives,  Chairs,  &c.  which  had  been  all  loft  at  IVarmtza ; 
but  he  eat  in  his  Chamber  upon  a  little  Turktjb  Sophra,  and  made  gene- 
rally Meffieurs  Grothufen  and  T>ubens,  and  Chancellor  Mtdlern  keep 
him  Company;  this  latter  ading  the  Cook,  and  taking  Care  to  provide 
a  Fire  and  neceffary  Utenfils  in  his  own  Apartment  for  that  purpofe. 

Whether  the  Vtfier  did  not  rightly  underftand  the  Refpedl  due  to 
Crown'd  Heads,  or  the  Civility  to  be  obfcrv'd  by  an  Inferior  to  a  Su- 
perior, which,  fetting  afide  the  Haughtincfs  ufually  infeparablc  from 
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Prime  Ft/ier,  ought  to  oblige  him  to  wait  upon  the  King,  inftcad  of  pre- 
tending CO  expect  his  Majefty 's  coming  to  him,  or  whether  he  really  belie- 
ved that  he  was  indiipofed,  or  both,  he  never  ex prefs'd  any  Refcncment  a- 
gainll  the  S'Ji-edes  for  it.  His  Inclinations  feem  d  to  be  more  turn  d  ro  War 
than  Peace,  and  he  appcar'ddcfirows  of  fignaiizing  himfelf  by  Land,  as  he 
had  already  done  by  Sea  ;  and  when  the  Mufcovttes,  whom  he  always 
kept  confined,  demanded,  by  the  Interpreter  before-mentioned,  to  have 
the  Conferences  open'd,  for  which  chey  had  been  brought  from  Confiantt- 
nople,  he  made  Anfwer,  that  he  would  carry  them  into  the  Field  with 
him,  and  t4k  of  Peace  upon  the  Frontiers.  This  amphibious  Hero 
not  only  threacen'd  the  Lzar,  but  the  Tales ;  and  he  feem'd,  by  the 
warlike  Preparations  for  which  he  had  given  Orders,  to  be  wholly 
intent  upon  renewing  the  War,  when  he  was  feizd  as  he  came  out  01 
the  Serui^lio,  and  ftrangled,  and  his  Body  thrown  into  the  River. 

Mr.  Fabrtce,  who  was  always  welcome  to  the  King,  as  contribu- 
ting to  his  paffing  his  moft  agreeable  Moments,  by  the  Spncrhtli- 
nefs  of  his  Wit,  had  taken  a  Lodging  in  a  neighbouring  Village, 
call'd  Caragatz,  in  order  to  be  nearer  the  Court,  and  affift  his  Majefty 
to  laugh  at  the  Caprices  of  the  'Porte,  inftcad  of  being  chagrin'd  at 
them.  All  Bafiam  Cimiurg:,  after  this,  began  to  excrcifc  the  Autho- 
rity oiVifier,  but  without  affuming  the  Title,  till  Ibme  Months  after- 
wards. He  treated  the  King  of  Sizeden  after  the  lame  Manner  he 
had  advis'd  Soltman  Bajhwj.',  without  ever  mencioning  his  Departure  • 
and  he  even  fent  WitJDefallenres  back  to  Conflantinople  for  having  done  ir' 
or  demanded  fomewhat  in  his  Favour.  However,  the  Mufcovites  and' 
Toles  did  not  immediately  find  their  Account  in  this  Change,  as  they 
had  flattered  themfelves;  the  Han  was  inflexible  upon  che^ArticIe  be- 
fore-mentioned, and  they  continued  to  keep  them  in  a  Cage  (co  ufc 
that  Exprcftion)  to  force  them  to  fing,  that  is,  to  bring  them  to  their 
own  Terms ;  and  the  firft  were  not  releafed  but  upon  the  Promife  of 
ixo,oco  Crowns,  once  for  all,  for  the  Han,  and  a  great  deal  more 
for  the  Sublime  Torte. 

The  Change  of  Air  began  at  this  Time  viftbly  to  be  detrimental  to 
his  S-^-ediJh  Majefty,  and  in  fpice  of  his  happy  and  ftrong  Conftitucion, 
he  was  actack'd  by  a  "Zm/^ra  Ague,and  chat  pretty  violent.  Juft  at  this 
Junclure,  Ibme  Affairs  calling  me  to  Qljrijiendom,  partly  for  his  Ma- 
jeftys  Service,  partly  for  my  own  Bufmels,  I  relblv'd  "firft  to  make  a 
Tour  to  ConJUntinople,  and  lit  out  for  that  Place  the  middle  of  May. 
On  the  Road  I  was  overtaken  by  the  Ktjlar  Aga,  who  was  depos'd, 
accompanied  by  fix  Men  Servants,  all  better  mounted  than  my  felf' 
efpecially  the  Aga  himfelf.  A  little  after  I  cane  up  with  his  Harem, 
confifting  of  two  cover'd  Waggons  ;  and  as  I  lay  at  Tonte  Ttccolo,  in 
a  Han  where  they  took  up  their  Lodging,  I  had  a  View  of  his  Wo- 
men :  There  were  four  of  them,  young,  pretty  free  with  their  Veils, 
and  not  at  all  fcrupulous  of  ftiowing  their  Faces,  in  going  in  and 
out  of  their  Room,  which  was  near  mine,  to  take  the  Air.  Tis  noc 
caly  to  imagine  what  Ulc  fuch  mutilated  Creatures,  as  I  have  repre- 
knted  thofc  of  his  Colour  to  be,  can  make  of  Women,  *  having  noc 
lb  much  as  the  leaft  Mark  to  diftinguilli  of  what  Sex  they  are  j  and 
'twould  be  incredible,  if  Experience  did  noc  daily  (hew  it.  Tis  odd 
ihey  fliould  take  a  Pleaiure  in  raifing  Defires  they  cane  fatisfy,  neither 

*  The  Turks  give  for  Reafon  of  this,  th.it  any  Muiruar.an,  -Kho  h/ts  .1  J:i§cient  EJiitts,  u 
"I'liged  Ly  thiir  Lrnis  to  maintain  fow  Vtamim. 
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defeated  in  CircaJJia,  fuccccdcd  in  his  Room  ;  the  Torte  believing  that 
jt  ought  always  to  be  infallible  and  invincible,  when  the  contraryhip- 
pens,  impute  it  to  the  Fault  of  its  Generals  and  Officers,  and  lb  pimitlics 
them  as  if  guilty  of  Trcafon  or  Cowardice,  as  I  have  already  ixnccd. 
However  it  was,  the  fame  Galley  that  was  fent  to  fetch  hun  from 
Rhodes,  to  fet  him  again  at  the  Head  of  the  Tartars^  tranfportcd  '■'Del- 
vet  Gherai  to  that  Place  of  Exile.  The  Cbtaous  Bafia-^  was  ftrangled, 
thcSeraskier  oi  Bender  banifli'd  toSinope,  and  the  Muphty  only  dcpciv'd 
of  that  Dignity. 

The  HanTDehet  Gherai  ^nAIfrfiaelBaJhaxjDtx^t^ci^  na  better  Treat- 
ment, as  foon  as  they  had  delivered  the  looo  Purfes  above  mencion'd 
to  the  King  of  S-ujeden,  and  found  that  his  Majcfty  wou  d  not  depart 
without  as  much  more  ;  as  for  the  reft,  their  Fall  muft  be  attributed  to 
the  Inconftancyof  the  y^r/^.  Ibrahim  Ba fa a-s;,  formerly  a  Waterman, 
who  had  ingratiated  himfelf  with  the  Grand  Seignior,  by  an  Accidcnc 
which  Ifhall  relate  immediately,  communicated  hit.'Defalletires'sVio^o- 
fal,  concerning  his  Majefty's  Return,  to  t\\cT)ivani  tho'  this  was  what 
at  that  time  leaft  difturb'd  thzTorte,  which  only  made  it  ferve  as  a  Pre- 
tence for  obtaining  its  Ends  of  xhcMufcavites  and  Toles.  After  Icvcral 
fecret  Audiences,  which  ('twas  reported)  he  had  of  his  Highncls,  not  lb 
much  upon  that  Head,  as  the  Differences  with  the  Potentates  afore-men- 
tioned, he  was  on  the  zpth  of  March  advanced  to  the  Dignity  of  Prime 
Vtfier,  and  complimented  generally  as  fuch.  Hereupon  he  ordered 
Mr.  Briie,  who  was  then  become  more  the  Interpreter  of  S-jjeden  than 
France,  to  write  to  the  Ambaflador  to  come  to  Adrianople.  The  Court 
oi'Demotica  exprefled  a  great  deal  of  Joy  at  that  Change,  for  they 
perceived  that  this  Vifier  was  as  good  a  S'-Juede  as  Frenchmayii  but  with- 
al, he  was  of  a  violent  Temper,  without  any  Politencls,  and  in  a 
word  a  downright  Tarpawlin,  underftanding  nothing  but  the  5c3. 
The  manner  of  his  leaving  his  P'^at  to  be  the  Head  of  the  Ottoman 
Fleet,  is  fmgular  enough  to  defervc  relating,  and  was  thus  : 

The  prefent  Grand  Seignior  at  the  Beginning  of  his  Reign  ufcd  tr» 
walk  about  the  City  o^ Conjiantinopk  ?ind  the  aajacent  Villages,  Ibme- 
times  in  the  Habit  of  a  'Dervijh,  Ibmetimes  in  another  Dilguile,  with 
two  or  three  of  his  moft  faithful  Creatures  differently  drelFed,  lo  as 
not  to  be  known.     At  one  time  he  wou'd  thruft  himfelf  among   the 
Jamzaries  to  hear  what  was  faid  of  him,   or  his  Government,  and 
fend   in  the  Night  to  ftrangle,  and  fling  into  the  Sea,  thofc  whom 
he  found  by  their  own  Difcourfe  to   have  had  the  greateft  Share  in 
the   depofing  his  Brother,    or  who  fcem'd  the  moft  difalfeded  and 
likely  to  ferve  him  after  ihe  fame  manner.     At  another  time  he  wou'd 
go  into  fome  of  the  large  Boats,  that  carry  Twenty,  Thirty  or  Fifty 
Perfons  from  Europe  to  A/ia,  or  from  Village  to  Village  j  and  being  in 
one  of  thefe,  as  his  Men  of  War  and  Gallies  were  returning  from  crui- 
fing  againft  the  Spaniards,  Italians  and  Maltefe,  our  Ibrahim,  then  one 
of  the  Watermen,  faid  to  his  Comrades,  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by 
all  the  FalTcngers,  "  D'ye  fee  thefe  Veflels,  how  they  return  as  they 
"  went  out  ?  They  ftrive  to  avoid  meeting  the  Infidels  as  much  as 
they  can,  fheltering  thcmfelves  fometimes  in  one  Harbour,  ibme- 
times in  another,  and  eat  the  Grand  Seigniors  Bread  withouc  doing 
any  thing  for  it  ;  I  know  their  Ways,  I^'have  been  Sailor  and  Pilot 
on  Board  fome  of  them,  and  when  I  propofed  to  go  in  fesrch  of 
the  Infidels  in  Places  where  I  was  furc  thcv  were,  they  calld  mc 

'■  Fool: 
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-  Fool  ;  but  if  I  had  been  Commander  of  one  of  them,  I  wou'd  rt-: 
'  ver  have  returned  into  Ccnftantmople  Harbour,  u  ithcut  Ibm.  Prizc^  ' 
The  Grand  Seignior  hearing  this,  had  a  Curiohcy  to  make  Trval  of 
his  Bravery  ac  Sea  ;  and  fome  Days  afccrwar^s  ordered  che  cL.v« 
Bafaau;zo  taKe  him  as  Uncer-Captain,  and  give  him  the  Commandof 
one  of  his  Men  of  War  as  icon  as  he  fiioud  put  to  Sea  a^ain  •  this 
was  done  according  y,  and  Idrahim  die  firll  cime  brought  ,n  two  Pdzes 
a  Genoefe  Vellel,  :xndz £/a/te/e  Bark ;  and  no  Year  paffed  whiUl  he  was 
in  that  Poft  but  he  diftinguilhed  himlelf  by  fome  fuch  Adion,  which 
fo  pleafcd  the  Su/tan,  that  he  created  him  his  High  Admiral  This 
Account  of  his  Advancement  he  gave  himfclf  to  Mr.  T>efalleiires,  and 
feveral  others,  but  we  fhall  foon  lee  how  he  was  tumbled  down  when 
arrived  at  the  higheft  Poft  in  the  Ottoman  Empire. 

On  th=   30th,  the   new  i/««  Carplan  Ghera:  arriving  at  Adrianople, 
had  a  publ.ck  and  very  favourable  Audience  of  ^.  Grand  SeiJio/ 
befides  divers  fecret  ones,  which  made  it  judged  that  his  Hi4nef9 
put  a  great  deal  of  Confidence  in  his  Counfcls  and  CondudV.     He  was 
very  much  carefs^d  by  the  Vifier,  and  complimented  as  well  by  all  the 
Minifters  of  the  Torte,  as  thofe  of  Foreign  Courts.     Meineurs  Gra. 
thufen  :ind  Pomator^-sky,  among    the  reft,  went   to  wifh  him  Joy  in 
tne  King  of  S-j;edens  Name,    and  off^er  him  his  Majcftys  Fnondlhip 
V;-^-7,    them  very  gracioully,  promis'd  his  in  return  to  the  Kin^' 
aiid  laid  he  woud  do  him  all  the  Service  that  lay  in  his  Power     In 
Ihorr,  he  gave  a   favourable  Reception  to  all  the  Compliments  that 
were  made  him  upon  his  Reftoration,  excepting  thofc  of  the  Mufco. 
'vite  Minifters,  who  not  being  allow'd  to  ftir  out  of  their  Houfes,  fen^ 
to  congratulate  him  by  Mr.  Thelis,  the  Tfutch  Interpreter.     He  pretend". 
ed  that  they  fhou'd  engage  themfelves  to  induce  the  Czar  to  pa  v  the  An- 
nual  Penfion  of  80000  Crowns,  from  which  his  C;s^r/^«Maicfty  had 
got  himlclf  exempted  by  the  Treaty  oiCarlo^itz ;  and  that  an  Article  to 
that  purpole  Ihou  d  be  inferred  exprefly  in  that  which  they  were  endea- 
vouring to  let  again  on  foot  with  the  Sublme  Torte.    For  this  End  thev 
had  obtain'd  Liberty  of  the  depofed  Vifier  Soliman  Bafaazi',  to  come  ou- 
ot  the  Seven  Towers  and  be  at  Adrianople,  where  the  new  Plner  Ibra- 
him Bafaaw  ftill  kept  them  Prifoners  in  their  own  Houfe,  (bein^  the 
lame  wherein  himfelf  had  liv'd  before  his  Promotion  to  the  Dignky  of 
Vifier)  giving  them  more  realbn  to  apprehend  a  War  than  hope  for 
t^eace.     The  Han  returned  the  Prefents  with  which  they  accompanied 
their  Comphments  of  Congratulation,  ordering  them  to  be  told,  that 
When  the  Article  of  the  Penfion  Ihoud  be  fettled  and  fignd,  he  wou'd 
accept  them.    Upon  this  thefe  Gentlemen  fent  him  Anfwer,  that  it 
Ihoud  not  be  their  Faults,  if  he  did  not  obtain  his  Demand;  that  thev 
woud  write  about  it  to  their  Mafter,  without  whole  Permiffion  thev 
Beggd  his  Highnefs  to  confider  'twas  not  in  their  Power  to  regulate 

u  V^?/  "  '  '^^"'  ^^  ^°^  ^"^^  '■^^'  fhey  had  not  yet  had  liberty  of 
the  :iublme  Torte,  to  enter  into  Conferences  with  her  Minifters  about 
renewing  the  Treaty,  nor  even  to  fend  their  own  Interpreters  :  Xnd, 
indeed  (as  I  ve  before  obfervd)  'twas  the  firft  Interpreter  for  the  T)utch 
x>iation  ;  who  being  entirely  devoted  to  their  Service,  took  Care  of  their 
Attairs,  and  foUicited,  mtreated,  promifed  and  made  Prefents  for  them 
to  the  forte,  meeting  with  Affronts,  Injuries,  Reproaches,  Complaints, 
Menaces,  but  fcldom  with  good  Words  ;  but  was  faid  to  be  very  wel? 
paid,  and  promifed  much  more  by  the  Mufcovites  in  return  for  his  Trou- 
ble, 
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Tr^rr-  »I  Semo"'ish's  Lady's  making,  which  (lie  wou'd  relate  tvalicioufly 
cliough  to  ihc^S-^edes,  when  (he  happcn'd  in  their  Company,  and  which 
fhe  apply'd  to  them.     It  was  this : 

"  /VVVcman,  of  a  pretty  good  Temper,  tho  naturally  a  httic  vn- 
u  cafv  inconftanr,  and  impatient,  had  fome  Hares,  *  which  were  lent 
«  her  out  of  a  foreign  Country  :  She  took  a  Pleafure  in  feeaing  them 
''  in  her  Houfe,  with  the  Leaves  of  Cabbages,  or  feme  other  Greens, 
"  to  their  Taac;  and,  excepting  fome  Quarrels  which  they  nad  wiui 
"  Rabbits  bred  up  in  the  Houfe,  they  were  peaceable  enough.  But 
"  one  Day  the  Door  being  left  open  of  a  great  Garden,  where  flie 
"  had  taken  care  to  mix  the  agreeable  with  the  ufeful ,  they 
♦'  ran  in  and  hk'd  their  Quarters  lb  well,  that,  forgetting  all  their 
"  MiftrcVs's  good  Ufage,  they  ftiid  there,  without  however  making 
"  any  other  Havock,  than  eating  fome  Cabbage  Leaves,  and  of 
"  Roots  She  in  vain  made  feveral  Attempts  to  get  them  to  come 
"  out  and  return  to  her,  till  her  Impatience  growing  too  flrong,  flie 
"  went  to  her  Neighbour,  a  great  Sportfman  f  by  Inclination  and 
"  Profefllon  and  begg'd  him  to  come  into  her  Garden  with  his  Hounds, 
"  and  deliver  her  from  thcfe  ungrateful  and  mifchievous  Hares;  the 
"  Doss  did  indeed  rid  her  of  them,  but  in  an  Inftanc  did  her  more 
"  Damage  and  made  more  Walle,  than  the  Hares  could  have  done 
"  during  their  whole  Lives,  fpoiling  her  Lillies,  and  other  Flowers 
"  in  her  Parterres,  and  her  Grafs  and  young  Trees  in  her  Orcharu. 
Whilft  I  am  fpeaking  of  this  Lady,  it  may  not  be  amiis  to  oblervc, 
that  the  Czar,  after  his  fortunate  Efcape  at  Truth,  on  his  Return  into 
his  Dominions,  with  his  Army  refrelh'd  by  the  Turks  Provifions,  and  the 
Peace  in  his  Pocket,  \\^r^gTe^Demn,  as  if  for  a  Vidory  (as  twas  report- 
ed  ■)  which  coriinq  to  the  Ears  of  this  Lady,  flie  knowing  the  whole  Cir- 
cum{>ance  of  the  Affair,  faid,  the  Czar  fings  J^mona,  I  'ittma  I  like  Her- 
leqtnn  in  the  Play,  becaufe  he  had  come  off  for  ico  Stripes  when  he 

expcdled  200.  .   ,     ^      .     .       ^  •  i     r.    t    - 

The  -  Qth  Mr.  Fabrice  difpatch'd  a  Courier  into  Germany,  with  a  Packet 
olY^xn^^tantilaus,  and  among  other  Letters  the  Relation  in  the^//f?7^;.v. 
To    return    to   the  King   of  S-^eden  :    He    was   conduced  a  Pn- 
foner  to  T>emirta(h,  by  little  Journeys  of  three  or  four  Leagues  a  Day  ; 
and   different    Reports   were    fpread   concerning   the   Torte^   Inten- 
tions   as  ro  its  Treatment  of  him.     At  one  time  'twas  faid,  that  twas 
refolv'd  to  confine  him  in  theCaftle  oiCandta;    at  another  'twas  given 
our    that  he  wou'd  be  fent  to  fupply  the  late  Count  Tekely^  Place  at 
Ntcomedta;  at  lead  this  laft  I  was  pofitively  aftured  of  by  the  !^eraskieT 
of  Benders  Kiaia.    Thefe  Reports,  whether  with  or  without  Grounds, 
had  this  Effed:,  that  the  French  Embaffador  went  to  beg  the  i.atma- 
can  of  Conftantmople,  and  the  High-Admiral  Ibrahim  Bajha-s:,  to  intcr- 
polc  their  Credit  and  good  Offices  with  the  Grand  Se:gnior,  to  prevent 
any  fuch  Indignity's  being  done  to  a  crown'd  Head  -,    propofing  at  the 
fame  time  to  procure  a  Squadron  of  Men  of  War  from  the  King  his 
Mailer    to  recondud  that  Prince  into  his  own  Dominions,  and  deliver 
the  'Porte  from  the  Expenccs  and  Trouble  that  might  be  caus'd  by  his 
Scay  there.  'Twas  faid,  the  En^JilJj  Embaffador,  having  >as  was  given  out; 
receiv'd  Orders  from  his  Court  no  more  to  intermeddle  with  the  Czar^ 
Adairs,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  King  of  S-^'eden,  made  the  lame  O.- 
fer  •    Tins,  at  leat\,  is  certain,  that  his  Excellency  did  not  appear  any- 
more in  the  Accommodation  of  the  Miifcovites  andTi;rb,  as  the  'Dutch 
Embaffador  continued  to  do,  on  the  contrary,  and  that  publickly,  even  to 
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the  lafl.  The  Caimacati  wrote  about  it  to  the  f-^/icr,  and  the  Captain 
Bafia-JiJ  went  in  Perfon  to  Adnanop!e  x  and  whether  ir  was  through 
their  Interceffion,  or  the  Grand  Sejj^7:?or's  altering  the  Rcfolurion  be- 
fore-mention'd,  his  Majefly  was  carried  to  'T>emotica,  a  litrle  City  on 
the  Wcftern  Side  of  a  imall  River  without  Name,  which  difembogues 
it  felf  into  a  larger,  call'd  Marijja,  fix  ihort  Leagues  from  Adrtanople^ 
noted  in  my  Map  B.  This  Place,  which  I  faw  afterwards,  fecms  to 
be  fituated  where  the  Ancients  placed  -Flottnopolis,  for  which  I  be- 
lieve the  Medal  (19)  in  the  Print  XXIX.  was  ftruck.  However,  I 
bought  it  there  of  a  Greek,  with  the  U  /3)  and  two  like  (/.e)  in  the  Print 
XII.  There  is  now  no  other  Infcription  remaining,  but  the  Word  AHMa 
(on  the  Walls  of  an  old  Caftle)  which  fignifying  To  the  'People,  gives 
ground  to  believe  it  may  have  been  a  Free  City,  and  from  Whence  it 
probably  derives  its  Name.  I  bought  here  likewife  the  Medal  of  Jb- 
dera,  N*^  13.  Print  XXVIII.  and  that  of  Trajanopolis,  Print  XXIX. 
N=  (10)  with  (r6)  (xo).  It  is  a  pretty  neat  Place,  tho'  it  has  but  few 
good  Houfes ;  that  wherein  the  King  lodg  d  belong  d  to  an  A^^a,  and  was 
pretty  convenient.  The  Greeks  live  feparately  in  the  Old' Caftle,  fur- 
rounded  with  miferable  decaying  Walls,  kept  in  ill  Repair,  where  they 
have  a  Church,  fell  Wine,  get  drunk,  dance  and  quarrel  at  liberty. 

The  Houfes  without  are  all  Turkijh  -,  his  Majelty  was  iodg'd  in  the 
beft,  which  was  entirely  furnilhed  after  their  manner.  The  SeliHar 
Aga  All  Bafha-w,  Son-in-Law  and  Favourite  to  the  Sultan,  and  Vtfier 
in-Pettoi  or  to  explain  myfelf  more  intelligibly,  the  Governor  both  of 
his  Highnefs  and  the  then  f-"ifier  Salman  Bajhaiz;  faid  to  the  latter, 
"  Send  Word  to  the  King  of  S'weden  that  he  is  welcome  thither,  and 
"  that  if  he  pleafes  he  may  (lay  there  all  his  Life  -,  that  the  Porte 
*'  will  fupply  him  with  all  manner  of  Neceffaries  for  his  Subfiftance  ; 
*'  and  I  believe,  added  he,  that  by  what  I  have  heard  of  him,  I  know 
*'  him  well  enough  to  affure  you,  that  he  won't  remain  there  above  a 
"  Year,  without  asking  Permiffion  to  be  gone  ;  but  above  all,  give  him 
"  no  ready  Money. '  Soliman  Bajha-jj  indeed  fent  this  Meffage,  but 
gave  it  a  more  civil  Turn,  and  accompanied  it  with  a  pretty  fine 
Horfe,  ordering  a  Thaim  to  be  allowed  him  accordingly,  confifting  of 
Bread,  Meat,  Oil,  Spice,  Butter,  (^c.  and  this  Thatm,  which  was  re- 
gularly  given  every  Day  to  the  King  and  his  Retinue,  was  fo  ample, 
that  feveral  Sijcedes  fold  the  Overplus  to  the  Greeks.  The  Vtfier  how- 
ever went  beyond  the  Counfel  oi  Alt  Bajhavj,  in  granting  him  alfo  a 
fmall  Sum  of  Twenty-five  Crowns  a  Day  for  Wine,  which  the  Turkijh 
Law  does  not  only  forbid  them  drinking,  but  even  to  give  it  in  Kind 
to  their  Guefts  whofe  Religion  allows  it  them  ;  and  that  alfo  for  Pork, 
on  which  the  fame  Injundlion  or  Prohibition  is  laid.  Orders  were  alfo 
fent  to  the  Seraskter  of  Bender,  to  furnilh  the  S'JDedes  who  were  ftill 
there  with  the  like,  tho'  'twas  nor  in  fo  great  a  Quantity.  In  the  mean 
while,  Mr.  Fahice,  with  whom  I  had  ftaid  behind,  having  done  all  the 
Service  that  lay  in  his  Power  to  the  S'-^edes,  (befides  procuring  them 
their  Liberty  who  were  not  freed  before  his  Majefty's  Deparrure"!  we 
fet  out  from  thence  the  Beginning  of  March,  and  reach  d  yldnanople 
about  the  Middle  of  the  fame. 

During  thefe  Tranfadions  the  Seraskter  of  Bender  Ifmael  BaJhwjL'., 
the  Chtaous  Bafha'w,  the  Muphty,  and  the  Tartar  Han,  were  almoft 
all  depofed  at  the  fame  rime.  Carplan  Cherai,  Brother  to  the  laft,  the 
fame  who  had  met  with  the  like  Fate  Five  Years  before,  for  being 
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to  have  an  Interview  incognito  with  the  King  oi  S--j:edcn,  to  defire  him 
to  give  his  Allcnc  to  an  Agreement  with  King  Aiigulhn.  Mr.  Fahnce  got 
on  Horfcback  the  ijth,  and  took  me  with  him,  in  order  to  go  and 
meet  him,  which  we  did  about  lo  Miles  diftant,  wkh  only  a  6'ccrc- 
tary,  a  I'altt  de  Ckambre,  and  a  Fcctman,  for  his  v\  hole  Retinue.  H<" 
was  \n  the  middle  of  the  Ltpkas,  lent  by  the  Bajha\z\  very  plainly 
drefs'd  after  the  frcnch  Mode,  and  fmoaking  his  Pipe  on  Horic-back  i 
and  tho'  Mr.  Fabnce  had  been  laciniacely  and  Jong  acquainted  wuii 
him,  and  had  even  kept  a  CorrefpondencL*  with  him  by  Letters, 
(whether  it  was  the  Fault  of  his  Eyes,  which,  tho'  very  Itrong,  arc 
but  ihort-fighted,  or  the  Eff'cd:  of  his  Djiguife,)  he  enquired  of  hira- 
I'elf,  fFbere  ts  King  .Staniflaus  i  His  Majelty  anlwcrcd,  Hgh^  !  my  dear 
Fabrice,  d^nt  you  remember  me  ?  And  at  the  fame  time  embraced  him, 
without  futTering  himfelf  to  difmounr.  Returning  back,  we  approach'd 
within  half  a  Mile  oi  Bender,  where  the  Bafja--uV  fcnt  hi:-',  a  Horfs 
richly  caparifon'd  ;  whereupon  he  quitted  his  own,  which  was  re- 
markably bad,  as  was  all  its  Furniture,  and  threw  away  his  Pipe, 
which  he  had  not  ccas'd  fmoaking  all  the  Way,  excepting  to  drink 
a  Tolijh  Bumper,  and  make  U3  pledge  him  in  another.  As  he  advanc'd 
a  little  farther,  the  FoLs  coming  out  lo  meet,  and  furrounding  him, 
we  retired,  that  they  might  not  take  any  Umbrage  at  the  Liberty 
granted  Mr.  Fabnce  by  the  Bajhazn.  He  was  falutcd  on  his  Encrancc 
into  the  Town  \*ith  fevcral  Cannons,  and  a  Lodging  alligncd  him  in  a 
Houfc,  wliich,  tho'  very  little,  was  more  than  large  enough  for  him, 
at  Icaft  with  the  Retinue  that  then  attended  him. 

All  the  Noble  Foles  went  to  renew  their  Homage  and  Proteftations 
of  Fidelity  to  him,  excepting  Count  Sapieka,  who  had  quirted  his 
Party  and  that  of  the  King  of  S-jieden,  becaufe  his  Majcfty  had 
depriv'd  him  (at  leall  Titulary)  of  the  Poll  of  Great  General  of 
'Lithuania,  which  had  always  been  both  (faid  he)  dejure  o^  deFn&oin 
his  Family,  to  give  it  to  Prince  JViJna'^iskv^  the  Capital  Enemy  both 
of  him  and  his  Houfc,  at  leall  as  he  pretended.  This  Count  had 
declared  lb  vifibly  for  King  Aiigtijius,  that  he  left  no  body  any 
room  to  doubt  ox  it,  and  conlcquently  had  drawn  upon  himlclf  tl/c 
Hatred  of  all  the  S-nedes,  and  all  the  To/es  of  their  Partv  ;  and 
though  they  had  made  their  utmoft  Etibrtsto  retain  him  on  their  Side, 
by  offering  him  the  Poll  of  Grear-Treafurer  cf  the  Crown,  in  lieu  of 
that  which  had  been  taken  from  him,  he  had  refulbd  it,  prot^iting  rhat 
he  would  not  hold  his  Charge,  but  of  the  Republick  i  and  that  he 
neither  expelled  it  from  Kxng  Stanrjlaus,  the  King  Q{!Sii.edcn,  nor  even 
King  Auguftus  himfelf,  who  (as  he  laid)  had  no  Power  authorized  by 
the  Laws  to  give  the  Employment  belonging  to  the  Family  of  one 
Noble  Tole,  to  that  of  another. 

On  the  z6th  King  Stanijlaus  fcnt  a  Memorial  to  the  Torte,  contain- 
ing his  Intentions  and  Propolals,  which  were  then  a  Myllcry  to  me, 
though  'twas  whifpcr'd  that  'twas  upon  his  Sizedtjh  Majoify's  obli- 
ging him  to  lay  afidc  all  Thoughts  of  Agreement  with  King  Augujlus, 
or  of  renouncing  the  Crown  of  '•Poland;  and  at  the  fame  timc'reprc- 
I'cnting  how  favourably  the  Foles  were  difpos'd  to  him,  and  promiling 
Caniiniek  to  the  Forte,  on  Condition  they  wou'd  lend  an  Army  upon 
the  Frontiers  to  encourage  them  by  their  appearing  to  fupport  tliem. 
On  the  z7x\\Co\.\nt  Sapttha  having  been  advifed,  eitlier  with  or  aichouc 
Grounds,  that  Prince  yV/fno—isk)  harbour'd  in  his  Mind  \cty  c\ii  De- 
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fign  againft  him,  ran  away,  which  he  was  the  more  eafily  perfwaded  to  in 
that  that  Prince  had  cauad  one  of  his  moft  faithful  Domeilicks  to  be  Iciz  d 
who  elcaping,  inform'd  him  in  the  Evening,  that  one  of  his  Hiehncfs's 
Servants  told  him,  in  a  threatning  manner,  ana  fwearinp,  "  That  the 
"  Count  SapJeLa,  iboner  or  later,  mull  expect  no  other  TrcVmcnt  cha.i 
"  his  Coufm  met  with:'  This  Coufm  was  (as  the  Count  hirnlclf  faid) 
poniarued  lome\  ears  before  m  the  Prmce's  Chamber ;  befides  that  the 
BaPa-^^o.  Bender  (rowhom  (it  not  being  in  his  Power;  he  had  not  made 
his  Court  after  the  Tur/aj/y  Manner,  as  his  Enemies  Prince  mfno-j.'sky  and 
the  Tauttme  oi Kwm,  had  always  taken  care  to  do,  by  Pref-nts  which 
is  the  Wcdding-Garmenr,  without  which  a  Chrifiian  ought  not  to'app.^ar 
before  a  Turk,  and  clpecially  before  Ifmael Bafia-s;')  had  declared  himlcif 
his  Enemy;  however  it  was,  he  tookrthc  Alarm,  dilbppcard  very  inconfi- 
de:-ately,:n  theNighr-time,without  being  provided  even  with  the  PafTporc 
of  tiic  Tc^tar  Han,  who  had  always  Ihown  him  abundance  of  Good- 
will, and  (as  he  owa'd  himlclf)  woud  not  luve  rcfulcd  him  that  ioc 
nis  Security  in  his  Palfage  to  Foland,  if  he  had  ccmmantcated  to'hi.-n 
ms  Deiigti,  and  his  Apprehenfions.  His  Gentleman  of  the  Horfe,  whom 
he  had  not  taken  with  him,  perceiving  that  hisMafler  was  gone,  pur- 
lucd  him  not  to  join,  but  betray  him,  and  give  Notice  of  his  Flight 
to  fome  S-^edcs,  who  were  in  Qiiarters  Ibme  Leagues  from  Bender,  up- 
on  the  Road  he  had  taken,  and  had  no  hand  in  the  CaUbalik.  *  Thcle 
loll  no  Time,  but  overtook  him  the  next  Morning  near  a  Fountain  whce 
he  was  fitting  to  let  his  Horfe  feed,  and  reft  a  little.  They  Ibiz'd 
and  made  him  Prifoner,  taking  from  him  all  his  Papers,  which  they 
put  into  the  Hands  of  King  Staniflaus.  Among  the  reft,  there  was  a 
Copy  of  a  Letter  to  King  Augujius,  wherein  he  made  him  Proteftati- 
ons  of  an  inviolable  Fidelity,  and  hinted  to  him  to  '[Qn<l  fomc  Prelents 
xo  iCicTartar  Han,  who  fcem'd  very  much  dilpos'd  to  Icrve  him  if  he 
woula  diiengage  himfelf  from  the  Mufcovttes,  the  Alliance  with  whom 
gave  Umbrage  to  the  Tone.  He  added,  tha:  the  BaCm^jj,  beins  a 
very  Iclf  intcrcflcd  Man,  his  Majefty  muftnot  cxoed  any  good  Offices 
-rcni  hwri,  wkhout  he  gained  him  over  by  his  Liberality  j  with  ct'-.er 
Exp^reuions  as  little  advantagious.  This  Letter  was  carried  to  the 
Bajioa-j;  by  Prince  F/isnooiisk/ ,  accompanied  by  the  Falatine  of 
Kio-^;  it  was  interpreted  to  him  after  the  moft  proper  manner,  to  in- 
create  his  Coolnels,  cr  rather  Hatred  to  the  Count,"  telling  him,  that 
he  reprelcnted  him  as  one  of  the  r.\oiX  untradable  je-s,  who  wou'd 
do  any  thing  for  Intere.^,  and  from  whom  nocJung  was  to  be  hoped 
for  Without  It.  Mr.  Fabnce  happening  to  enter  ibme  time  after,  the 
bajaa-sj  turning  the  Convcrfation  upon  the  Count,  asked  why  they 
had  not  already  beheaded  him  ■  He  aniwcred,  chat  cuas  not  ullial  a- 
mong  Chrifiians,  without  j^reat  Realon,  and  many  Formalities  of  Ju. 
itiee.  IVhy  Jo,  (added  he)  'tsjould  only  be  a  Mulcovitc  Spy  lefs.  By 
which  one  may  judge  how  much  the  Bajha^jj  was  prcpotlelled  againft 
t.ie  Count;  for  the  latter  had  always  Ihewn  himfelf  very  much  againft 
the  Miilco-iites,  botli  by  his  Words  and  Adions.  and  1  have  ofren 
heard  him  mveigh  againft  them,  and  cry  out,  in  deploring  the  mifora- 
t-^"  i"°"  °^  '^'>/.^«^,  JVhen  zvtllit  pleafe  Heaven  to  deliver  us  from 
oiirbr tends  ^  Tis  true,  that  to  give  his  Wilh  all  the  Senfe  it  wd]  bear. 
It  may  be  laid,  that  perhaps  ho  underftood  the  S-j:jedes  as  well  as  the 
Alufcovites.    He  told  me  one  Day  upon  this  Head,  a  Talc  oi  the  Great 

Calabalik    a  Tumult ;  fo  wat  cnlU  th.  Difference  thnt  the  KJn^  bad  rvUb  the  Turks,   hi 
nl:id,^  ihtjc  ivvedcs  having  no  Share,  n>m-  not  nvubU.l  or  m^Je  Prijoncr,, 
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Went  with  him.  Mcdlcurs  Mnllern  and  Fief  had  alfo  one  for  them  two,' 
and  Hodbs  were  given  to  ^'vfx^  S-jjedes-,  who  wcreallow'd  to  follow  his 
Majefly  to  Adrtanople ;  where,  they  laid,  he  was  to  be  carried.  He 
fct  out  on  his  Journey  with  Two  hundred  ■Z?ir/&;;v!;  Horfemen  round  him ; 
and  the  Bnfha\L\  with  his  Retinue,  accompanied  his  Majefty  with 
Drums  and  Kettle-Drums  beating,  and  other  Inftrumcnts  of  War 
Ibunding,  for  Eight  or  Ten  Miles.  MclTicurs  Fabrice,  Jefferies  and 
myfelf  allifted  at  this  mournful  Convoy,  which  leant  help  calling  fo, 
fpight  of  the  Bajhavj^  Mufick,  when  I  reprefcnt  to  my  Iclf  this  great 
Hero,  who  ibmc  Years  before  had  made  great  Potentates  tremble  ac 
the  Head  of  but  400C0  Men,  reduced  now  to  Sixty  diiarm'd  and  ill 
mounted,  and  carried  Frifoner  in  a  Waggon  -,  not  to  mention  that  I 
law  feveral  of  them  flied  Tears,  efpecially  thofe  who  belong'd  to  the 
Pen,  among  the  reft  the  Secretaries  Cederkolm  and  Celfing.  Neverthe- 
Icfs,  this  Prince  ftill  prcfcrvcd  his  ufual  Grcatnels  of  Soul,  and  Sere- 
nity of  Countenance  i  as  an  Inftance  of  which,  when  in  the  Waggon  he 
was  inform'd  that  King  Stamjlans  was  arreted  at  Taffi^  in  his  way  to 
Bender,  and  defired  his  S'^edijh  Majefty  to  abandon  his  Intereft, 
and  let  him  make  his  Peace  with  King  Aiignfttis^  and  not  lay  his  Terri- 
tories defolate  by  warring  on  his  .Account,  he  laid  with  Ibme  Heat, 
Tell  him  if  he  i;:ont  be  King,  I'll  make  another  :  And  in  the  Converfa- 
tion  Mr.  Fabrice  had  with  him  from  time  to  time,  he  exprefs'd  no  Care 
nor  Difquiet  but  for  the  Prifonero  that  remain'd  at  Bender;  whom 
he  recommended  again  to  him,  when  we  feparated  at  Cauchan,  a 
little  Town  afore- mentioned,  where  he  was  deftincd  to  lie.  After  our 
Return  to  Bender^  Mr.Fabnce  went  to  find  the  Bafhaz:.;  and  dcfire  his 
Interells  with  regard  to  procuring  the  Captives  Liberty  ;  he  not  only 
promis'd  it,  but  olFer'd  him  his  Purfe,  where  his  Authority  was  not 
fufficient  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  one  cou'd  not  be  more  in  his  Favour 
than  Mr.  Fabrice  was,  and  with  his  Affiftance  he  delivered  above  Two 
Hundred  in  Icis  than  one  Week.  On  our  coming  from  the  Bapaz:;'s,  we 
met  General  'Daldorf,  who  was  indeed  fet  at  Liberty,  but  without 
Money.  He  complained  very  much  of  his  Ufagc  from  his  Mailer,  who 
was  a  Jamzary,  and  had  been  (as  he  faid)  very  rude  ;  but,  according 
to  the  Jamzary's  Report,  'twas  his  own  Fault,  he  having  been  very 
abufivc,  and  given  him  bad  Language.  Mr.  Kww^  accofted  him  firll, 
and  offered  him  his  Service  and  his  Purfe,  pulling  it  out  at  the  fame 
time  i  the  General  accepting  his  Proffer,  ask'd  Pardon  for  whatfoevec 
was  pad,  aflured  him  of  his  Friendfhip  for  the  future,  and  took  50 
Ducats  i  and  afterwards  cxtoll'd  Mr.  Fabrice  all  over  Germany  for  his 
Gcnerofity  and  Greatneis  of  Soul.  The //^«  alio  on  his  part  ordered 
that  all  the  Prifoners  in  the  TartarsHd^nds  fhould  be  delivered  into  his, 
even  without  Ranlbm  -,  which,  however,  did  not  hinder  fome  Money 
being  given  them  underhand,  for  fear  they  lliou'd  hide  or  carry  far 
diftant  into  the  Country  thofe  they  had  taken.  Mr.  Jejfertes  alio 
redeem'd  feveral  Prifoners  of  his  Friends.  Neverthelefs,  by  this  Help 
of  Order,  together  with  the  Report  above-mention'd,  I  dehvered  Baron 
Ribbing,  Mr.  Faljtrom,  and  Ibme  SivedifJj  Women  out  of  the  Hands  of 
the  Tartars  for  only  Fifty  Ducats,  which  the  firll  alone  rcimburled  me 
afterwards  very  generoully.  I  alio  redeem'd  Mr.  Erevprens  ;  but  he 
coil  mc  the  more  by  reilbn  of  his  Impatience,  which  he  likcwilc  re- 
paid me  very  handlbmely. 

When  I  was  enquiring  after  the  Siijedei,  m  order  to  deliver  them 
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according  to  the  Kings  Defire,    I  heard  in  the  Publick  Places,    or 
Coffec-houfcs,    Ibme  llrangc  Rcfledtions  on  his  Majelly's  Condudi, 
but  nothing  mucn  difreipedlful  or  abufivc  againll  his  Pcrfon      One 
would  addrefs   himlelf  to    me   in  thel'e  Terms  i    "    I   am  a  Mujful- 
"  man,  or  faithful  Obfervcr  of  the  Law  which  God  has  lent  us  by  his 
*'  Prophet  Mahomet;    1  am  caCt  by  fome  Tempell  upon  the  Chrtfiian 
"  Coall,  where  you  gcneroufiy  receive  me,  out  of  the  pure  Motive  of 
*'  Hoipitality,  without  having  Regard  to  either  my  Country,  or  my 
"  Religion  ;  and  after  I  have  Itaid  Ibme  Months,  nay  even  fome  Y'ears, ' 
*■'  with  you,  and  been  maintain'd  as  well  as  I  can  wifii  for,   I  tcllify 
*'  a  Defire  of  returning  into  my  own  Country,  and  ask  fome  Money 
*'  for  that  Purpofe  ;  you  grant  it  me,  and  even  more  than  I  demanded, 
"  and  after  having  received  it,  I  tell  you  I  wont  go  without  you  give 
•'  me  as  much  more  ,•   fliou'd  not  1  deferve  to  be  driven  away  like  an 
"  ungrateful  Wretch?"   I  begg'd  I  might  be  dil'penied  with  anfwering 
fuch  Quellions,  and  added,  that  fome  might  have  infpired  his  Ma- 
jefty with  nccdlefs  Diftruft  of  the  T'ortes,  good  Intentions.     Others 
laid,  that  all  things  rightly  confidered,  it  was  a  Sin  to  fight  againft  the 
King  of  S'^edt-n,  their  Law  forbidding  them  to  ufe  a  Perfon  ill,  who 
is  deprived  of  his  Realon ;    but,  on  the  contrary,  commanding  them 
to  fupporn  and  alfift  him,  and  Ibpply  with  that  good  Senfe  which  them- 
felvcs  have  received  from  Providence,  the  Defedts  of  his.     I  heard  a 
hundred  fuch  Refledtions,  which  I  eluded  as  well  as  I  could  -,    for,  as 
I  have  already  oblerved  concerning  Mr.  de  Fernol,  tho'  on  a  quite  dif- 
ferent Occafion,  as  the  Bafhwju  Ihewed  lufficiently  by  his  Exprellions, 
the  Turks  have  no  Notion  of  that  Glory  to  which  the  Lhrijtians  every 
Day  facrifice  their  Lives  fo  couragioufty,  and  they  take  that  for  Mad- 
nefs  which  paffes  in  Cknflendom  for  Bravery.     The  King  himlelf  was 
not  at  all  concerned  at  what  they  thought  of  him  -,   an  Inftance  of  it 
is,  that  the  next  Day  after  the  Ad;ion,  Mr.  'Dugh'-jvall,  one  of  his  At- 
tendr>nrs,  being  deliver'd  by  the  Bapa-j:'s  People,  and  call  d  for  by  his 
Majt-ily,   cou'd  not  reftrain  ihedding  Tears  on  feeing  him.     The  King 
ask  d  him,  why  he  wept ;  and  he  being  unwilling  to  inform  him,  his  Ma- 
jefty commanded  him  abfblutely  to  tell  him,  whatever  it  was.     Upon 
that,  Mr.  Tiugh'-jvall  laid,  'twas  on  account  of  the  Fnrks  laying  that 
his  Majefty  was  Mad;    to  which  that  Prince  anlwerd  immediately, 
^Pbo  !  von  need  not  cry  for  that ;    tell  them,  I  had  rather  be    thought  a 
Madman,  than  a  Co-jnard.     Tho'  the  Jantzaries  had  loll:  at  ieaft  loo 
Men,  and  levcral  of  che'n   were  wounded,    they  were  never  heard  to 
call  his  Majefty,  even  in  the  greateft  Heat  of  Ad:ion,  any  Name,  but 
what  had  been  before  given  them  by  their  Deputies,  who  went  en  the 
Day  of  Bartle  to  propolc  to  his  Majefty  to  truft  himlelf  in  their  Hands, 
-VIZ.  '"Demirbaflj,  Iron  Head;    and  on  the  Arrival  of  this  Prince  at  T)e- 
tmrtafh,  *  a  Palace  built  by  the  Vifter  Cara  Mehemed,  kill'd  before  P^ien- 
na,   one  of  the  wounded  laid  to  an  old  Turk  there,  Sfietz  'Demirbajb, 
gneldi  TiemirtafJj,  i.e.  the  Swedilh  Iron- head  is  come  to  the  Ironfione. 

The  6ch  Mr.  Fabrice  lent  Difpatches  to  Germany,  and  with  them  the 
Relation  in  t\\Q  Appendix -,  he  having  defired  at  firft  zheBaJhan'  to  write 
to  zhe'Porte  in  favour  of  King  Stanijlaus,  and  difpos  d  him  to  ule  him  ho- 
nourably i  and  hearing  the  14th  that  he  had  an  Anfwer,  he  waited  on 
him;  and  the  Bafha-Ji-  told  him,  in  Confidence,  that  he  having  lent  100 
Lapkas  for  him  to  TaJ/i,  where  he  was  detain'd,  this  Prince  was  come 

*  Dcmirtafli,  /.  *.  Iron-ftone,  a  Pulnce  wher;  his  M/tjefly  rvai  carried  «nd  lodg'd. 
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whclm'ci  by  the  Mukirudc,  who  waiccd  for  them  at  all  the  Avcr.ucp, 
without  giving  Ground,  not  doubting  but  the  Fsrc  wou'd  drive  them 
our.     The  King  fell,  and  one  of  his  Party  who  took  him  by  the  Belt 
fell  wnth  him  :  Hereupon  the  ytf«/;r<3r/^j,  to  the  Number  of  21,  leiz'd 
his  Majcfty,  and  ftrovc  Ibme  to  hold,  Ibmc   to  touch  him,  and  fomc 
to  tear   a  little  Piece  of  his  Cloaths,  to  entitle   them  to  the  Eight 
Ducats  promil'cd  by  the  Bajha's.;  to  whom    they  condudied   him  on 
Foot.    As  they  were  on  the  Way  thither,  the  Ttirtars  wou  d  have  come 
in  for  a  Share  ;  upon  which  a  Quarrel  arofe,  and  the 'Janizaries  drove 
them  away,  calling  them  Cuiaours,  or  Infidels.     The  Bajhw^'-,  accom- 
panied by  his  Gcnaan  Interpreter,  receiv'd  the  King  very  refpedmlly, 
inviting  him  to  enter  into  his  Tent,  and  red  himlclf  upon  his  Scpha-, 
but  his  Majefty  Icem'd  not  to  give  any  Attention  to  what  he  faid,  and 
rcmain'd  Handing,  only  contenting  himl'elf  with  going  in.     Then  the 
Bafiazi;  who  alio  ftocd  cut  of  Rcfped:,  laid,   God  be  thankd  that 
jour   Majejly  is  living  ;    and  I  am  forrv    yon    have  reduced  us  to  ufe 
yon  after  that  manner.     Flereupon  the  King,  looking  upon  him  ibme- 
thing   haughtily,  anlwer'd,    /  never  yet  f'card  Tieaib  -,  and  tf  ali  my 
'People  had  done  their  Duty,  yonpould  not  have  had  us  in  your  Tov-er 
in  Ten  "Days.     The  BafiavD  reply 'd,  H'e  (hotid  have  had  you  in  Tvienty 
or  more  :  The  King  rejoin'd,  'That  vjon'd  have  been  a  longer  time  ;  and 
I  wijh  it  vjas  to  do  over  again.     To  which,  the  Bafiava  faid,  lighing, 
Alafs,  "'tis  but  too  much  Courage  very  ill  eniploy'd,  -vsou'd  to  God  n   had 
never  happend. 

His  MajcUy  had  nothing  dejedled  nor  melancholly  in  his  Face,  and 
excepting  the  End  of  his  Nofe  and  Tip  of  his  Ears  b^ing  mark'd  with 
the  Ball  afore-mentioned,  one  Eye-brow  being  tinged,  the  Top  of  his 
Cap  cloven,  a  llight  Wound  in  his  Left  Hand,  and,  in  ihort,  his 
Cloaths  being  bloody  and  torn  in  Icveral  Places,  his  Complexion  and 
Look  v%'as  rather  more  than  lefs  becoming  than  at  another  Time  ;  in 
regard  to  which  I  have  been  alfured,  that  one  cant  have  a  better  Air 
than  this  Prince  had  always  on  the  Day  of  Adion  ;  and  I  never  faw 
any  one  whole  Seat  on  Horle-back  pleafed  me  better,  or  was  more 
graceful. 

ThzBapavj  feeing  that  his  Majefly  woud  not  fit,  and  not  thinking  ic 
proper  to  engage  him  in  a  longer  Converfation,  ordcrd  one  of  his  Horlcs 
to  be  ferchd  richly  caparilbn'd,  and  begg  d  his  Majefly  to  mount  him, 
which  he  did  inftantly  without  fpeaking  a  Word,  was  conduded  to  Ben- 
der dircdly  to  the  Bajhav/s  Palace,  and  lodged  in  one  of  the  hand- 
fomcit  Chambers;  where  he  had  no  Iboner  entered  than  he  flung  himl'elf 
upon  the  Sopha,  puU'd  off  his  Cap,  ask'd  for  Ibmc  Water,  which  was 
brought  with  Ibme  Sherbet;  having  drank  the  firft,  he  fell  aflecp  -,  and 
a  Tchoadar  who  had  made  a  Bed  for  his  Majefly,  not  daring  to  wake 
him,  for  it  contented  him  to  cover  him  with  a  Qiiilt  of  pinkd  Sarrin, 
to  which  a  Sheet  was  faflened  underneath,  after  the  'Turkijh  Faihion. 
Then  keeping  a  Lamp  Hghted  in  the  Chimney,  with  a  Wax  Taper 

*  I  gave  feme  Perfons  cf  \cte  at  Stockholm  an  Account  of  this  Attiov,  as  mell  as  of  that  at 
Pruih,  in  the  Form  if  i  Letter,  net  hnvingmy  Memorr.iidumt  with  me,  and  it  rvai  ii'icd  preriy 
■ttell  :  At  the  feme  time  I  Legg'd  they  vicud  not  let  nuy  Copies  be  taken  cf  it,  nor  cfrr.mumcf.te 
it  by  halves,  not  being  teilling  it  jhou'd  appear  in  n.'C  H'ntd  bcfor.:  1  puhlifoed  the  xvho'e  mi 
felf.  Iloitfver,  1  xvai  not  [cTv'dfaithfidty,  jor  Jutne  ignorant  thu  curiaus  Servants  have  trnn. 
fcribed  it,  and  I  hnvsjeen  it  at  London,  with  almoji  every  Pi'urd  mi fj pelt  in  it,  even  to  tny 
Kame  ;  and  there  is  but  one  Additivn,  vphich  is,  that  thej  have  made  rnef«y,  the  Kuig  my 
Matter,  in  (peaking  cf  hit  Swedllh  Majeftj. 
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in  a  Candlcftick,  he  (laid  there,  and  watched  according  to  the  Civi- 
lity, or  rather  the  Duty  of  the  Mahometan  Holpitaliry,  to  iiipply  him 
with  what  he  might  want,  pull  off  his  Boots  when  he  waked,  and  un- 
drels  him  in  order  to  his  going  into  Bed :  So  that  he  did  not  think  fit  to 
touch  him  any  more.  His  Majefty  flept  till  Three  in  the  Morning,  and 
wou'd  not  then  change  his  Place ;  but  threw  away  a  Night-Cap,  w'hich 
the  Tchoadar  had  put  upon  his  Head  whilll  he  was  lleeping. 

In  the  mean  while  the  BaJJoavj  commanded  the  Eight  Ducats  to  be 
given  to  the  Twenty  one  Janizaries,  who  had  taken  his  Majelly,  as 
promifed  -,  and  gave  Orders  to  Ibme  of  his  Men  to  leek  Mr.  Grothnfen 
and  Major  Ribmg,  whom  he  knew  the  King  particularly  loved,  to 
keep  him  Company  ;  as  alfo  Mr.  Mullern  and  Mr.  Fief,  his  Minifters, 
The  firft  was  found  that  very  Night,  redeem'd  at  the  BafJoavjs  Expence, 
conduded  to  his  Majefty,  as  loon  as  he  was  awake,  and  he  ftay'd 
with  him  m  the  lame  Chamber.  Next  Morning  his  Maiefty  was 
llightly  indifpofed  with  a  Fever,  caufed  by  his  violent  Motion  the 
Day  before,  and  was  lee  Blood.  Mr.  Fabrice  waiccd  upon  him,  and 
was  received  as  ulual,  that  is  to  fay  very  well ;  for  no  body  was  more 
welcome  to  this  Prince,  who  had  already  ask'd  twice  or  thrice  v:here 
:s  Fabrice  ?  When  he  appeared.  The  violent  Exercile  of  the  foregoing 
Day,  which  caufed  his  Fever,  had  made  no  Alteration  in  his  Face,  his 
Aire,  nor  his  Manners  ;  he  ask'd  him  divers  Queftions  about  the 
Adion  at  JVarnitza,  and  the  Difcourfe  of  the  'Turks  thereupon  ;  and 
begged  him  when  he  went  away  to  enquire  after  fome  Pnfoners  whom 
he  named  to  him,  amongft  the  reft  the  Chancellor  Mr.  Midlern  ;  but 
above  all  Meffieurs  Clifendorff,  Rofe,  and  Erenprens,  the  laid  Secre- 
tary, c-c.  who  had  ftaid  with  him  to  the  laft  Extremity.  Mr.  Fabrics 
having  recommended  to  me,  in  his  Majefty's  Name,  the  Care  offearch- 
ing  for  thelb,  I  went  about  the  Country  for  that  purpofe  -,  and  in 
looking  for  them,  I  found  Mr.  Mullern,  whom  the  Bajhavj  had 
ordered  alio  to  be  fought  for.  He  was  Pnlbner  to  a  'Janizary, 
who,  he  faid,  had  ufed  him  with  Humanity  enough  ;  he  was  fit- 
ting upon  a  little  Sopha  eating  Ibme  Figs  and  Raifins  when  I  enter'd. 
1  told  him,  that  the  Bajloavj  had  lent  his  Men  to  enquire  after  him, 
but  he  anllvered  that  he  had  feen  no  body;  upon  which  I  immediately 
earned  the  News  to  the  Palace,  and  he  was  delivered  a  few  Hours 
after. 

I  rook  all  the  Pa-ns  imaginable  to  difcovcr  chofe  I  fought  at  the 
Kings  Defire;  but  no  body  cou'd  give  me  any  Information  con- 
cerning Mr.  Clijfendorjf,  nor  was  he  ever  found  ;  he  muft  have  been 
burnt  in  the  King's  Palace;  he  was  already  advanced  in  Years  and 
Ibmewhat  infirm,  and  perhaps  might  have  laid  himfclf  down  to 
reft  in  Ibme  Chamber,  which  fcrv'd  as  his  Funeral  Pile.  I  heard 
on  the  3d,  that  Mr.  Ercnpreus  was  Prilbner  to  Ten  'Jamz^aries,  who 
had  earned  him  to  Cauchan,  a  little  Town  about  three  Leagues  from 
Bender  ;  I  went  thither  immediately,  but  his  Mailers  were  not  then 
tradable,  they  demanded  Five  hundred  Ducats  for  his  Ranlbm. 
Upon  this  I  bethought  my  felf  of  having  it  given  out,  that  there  was 
an  Order  upon  the  Road  from  the  Grand  Sagnior  to  relealo  all  the  Pn- 
foners without  Ranlbm  ;  this  Report  being  Ipread,  had  the  defired  EF- 
fcd,  as  I  ihall  obferve  in  the  Sequel. 

On  the  tyV^,  the  King  being  recoverd  of  his  Fever,  was  pur 
iinto   a  Waggon  covcr'd   with  Red  Cloth,   into   which   Mr.  Grothujcn 
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granted  him  Quarter,  on  Condition  that  he  would  go  tell  the 
Bajka-j;  what  he  had  fecn  i  he  promis'd  ir,  and  Iworc  by  i.is  Head 
that  he  would  perform  it. 

His  Majefty,  with  his  brave  Troop,  of  which  he  had  ioU:  but  c;ght 
or  nine,  clear'd  in  the  fame  Manner  ail  the  other  Apartments  oi  Turks 
and  Tartars,  who  fav'd  themfelvcs,  fomc  by  Doors,  fome  by  Windows, 
with  a  Speed  and  Agility  not  natural  to  the  Turks,  leaving  at  Icaft  zo 
upon  the  Spot.    This  done,  the  King  had  all  the  Doors  and  Calcmenrs 
made  fafl,  and  diftnbured  every  one  to  his  Vo'X,  placing  at  each  Win- 
dow Barricades,  as  many  as  his  httlc  Number  wou'd  permit,  with  Mus- 
kets, of  which  there  was  no  want,  to  fire  on  the  Bcfiegers  ;  they  ha- 
ving even  to  fpare,  which  bclong'd  to  thole  who  were  killd,  and  Pow- 
der and  Ball  in  the  Loft,  where  neither  the  Jamzartes  or  Tartars  had 
been.     The  Scene  being  thus  changed,  they  fired  through  the  Barri- 
cades  of  the  Cafcments  upon  the  Enemy,    who  were  alLmMcd    m 
greater  Numbers,    and  which  encreafed  continually  upon  the  News 
which  was  foon  fpread  of  the  Advantage  gaind  by  the  King,  the  y.?- 
nizary,  who  had  obtain'd  Quarter,  being  as  good  as  his  Word.     The 
Cannon  not  doing  the  Execution  that  was  hoped  for,  both  for  want  of 
being  well  pointed,  and  the  Stones  being  too  foft,   (the  Holes  they 
made  being  no  larger  than  the  Size  of  the  Balls,  there  were  hardly  20 
in  the  Walls  that  were  ftav'd,  tho' above  200  Shot  were  fired,)  the  Be- 
fiegers  had  not  the  Courage  to  affault,  and  make  themfelves  Mailers 
of  3z  or  33  Men,  fliut  up  in  an  ordinary  Koufe,  with  weak  Walls,  tho' 
there  were  above  3000  Turks  and  iccoo  Tartars,  and  they  had  alrea- 
dy loft  more  than  lOo  Men,  which  were  killed  by  the  Befieged  firom 
the  Windows,  inclufive  of  thofe  flain  in  the  Palace.    In  the  mean  while 
they  were  refolv'd  to  take  the  King  alive;    above  three  Hours  were 
already  fpent  in  vain  in  endeavouring  it,    and  they  had  but  loll  their 
Men  and  their  Time  ;   which  the  Han  and  the  BajJoa-jD,  with  the  Bear- 
ers of  the  J«//<«»"s  Orders,  feeing,  and  being  afhamcd  of  it,  thought  of 
a  Stratagem  to  force  them  out,  which  was  to  iet   the  Houfc  on  Fire, 
which  (ibid  they)  muft  oblige  the  King  to  come  out,  to  avoid  being 
burn:,    and  the  Multitude  will  be  ready  at    all  the  Avenues  to  ibr- 
round  him  and  his  People.     Orders  being   given  between  Four  and 
Five  a  Clock,  the  Tartars,  fattening  Matches  and  other  lighted  Things 
to  their  Arrows,  pour'd  them  down  upon  the  wooden  Roof,  fo  that 
it  lecm'd  to  rain  Fire  upon  iti  and  the  Janizfjncs  gathering  Straw  and 
Wood,  and  whatever  they  cou'd  find  m.oft  combultible,  laid  it  to  the 
largcft  Door,  and  in  let's  than  a  quarter  of  an  Hour  the  Houfe  fccm'd 
all  in  Flames.     Notwithftanding  which,  the  Befieged  did  not   ceale 
firing,  and  the  King  fent  MefiTiciirs  IVallbcrg  ard  Rofe,  with   five  Men, 
to  try  to  cxtinguifli  the  Fire,  and  himfelf  got  upon  the  Roof,  which  be- 
gan to  fink  in,  in  lome  Places ;    but  after  ibmc  ulclcfs  Artcmprs  10 
break  k  down  with  Turkijlj  Hatches,  and  Sabres,  vPrelcnts  of  the  Grand 
Seignior  and  Tartar  Han,)    that   happcnd    very   opportunely   to   be 
there,    the  Flames  getting  too  great  a  Head,  his  Miijcfiy  went  down 
only  with  two  Men  to  leek  for  Wa:er,    in  Marfhal  '■Bubtris  Ap:ir!:- 
mcnt;    and   finding    only    Brandy   and   Wine,     they  fiDd   their  Hats 
with   it,    and  held  them  to  others   above    to  throw  upon  the  Fir.\ 
and  perceiv'd  but  too  late  that  twas  making  it  rage,    inllcad   of  cx- 
tinguilhing  it,    cfpecially  the  Brandy    'a  MilLike  or  TnaJverfion  ra- 
ther to  be  attributed  to  the  Confufion  in  which,  one  may  well  ima- 
gine he  and  his  People  then  were,  than  ro  the  If.Miorat;cc  of  i:s  Na- 
ture. 
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cure,  unlefs  any  one  will  fay  that  his  Majefty  never  drinking  any 
thing  but  Water,  might  not  know  the  Effedts  Brandy  woud  produce, 
which  IS  not  at  all  likely  in  lb  diftinguilhing  a  Prince.  However,  the 
Scarcity  of  Water  was  lo  great,  that  the  King  finding  himlcifexcefllvcly 
thirfty,  as  well  by  the  Heat  of  the  Fight,  as  the  Flames,  and  not 
being  able  to  meet  with  a  Drop,  drank  a  large  Bumper  of  Wine,  the 
only  one  he  had  ever  tafted  fince  his  leaving  Stockholm.  The  Fire  be- 
ing now  Mafter,  burnt  and  confumed  the  whole  Roof  in  lefs  than 
three  Quarters  of  an  Hour,  with  all  the  Grand  Seignior  and  Han's  Pre- 
fents  that  were  in  the  Loft,  which  confifted  oiTurkifi  Bridles  and  Sad- 
dles embelliflVd  with  Jewels,  Houfings  embroiderd  with  Gold  or  Sil- 
ver, and  Tents  ;  bcfides  the  faid  Sabres,  a  Number  of  other  Goods 
which  a  Woman  wh.o  had  hid  herfelf  in  a  Corner  of  ir,  had  faved  and 
concealed  there  from  the  Sight  of  the  Plunderers. 

The  King,  feeing  no  Probability  nor  Hopes  of  extinguifliing  the 
Flames,  took  himlelf  a  Musket,  and  was  (hooting  through  the  Barri- 
cades, when  the  Element  having  feizd  the  Cichng,  made  it  fplit  and 
fink  ia  like  the  Roof,  without  his  Majefty  being  alarm'd,  or  at  leaft 
feeming  lb  :  On  the  contrary,  as  if  he  was  the  more  animated  by  his 
Danger,  he  braved  it,  and  continued  firing,  and  ordered  his  People  to 
make  a  hotter  Fire  than  ever  upon  the  Befiegers ;  inlbmuch,  that  thefe 
cried  our,  with  the  greateft  Aftonilhment  in  the  World,  Alia,  Alla^ 
God,  God',  and  after  their  manner,  Will  the  Kinglet  himfelf  be  burnt  ^ 
or  IS  he,  and  all  his  Men,  naturalizd  to  the  Flames  like  Salamanders  ? 
In  fine,  the  whole  Palace  was  but  ens  burning  Pile,  in  the  midft 
whereof  this  Hero,  this  Northern  Hercules,  feem'd  refolv'd  to  conliimc 
himfelf,  as  is  related  of  the  fabulous  one  ;  when  his  Partifans,  two  of 
which  had  already  been  buried  under  the  flaming  Ruins,  exprefs  d  a 
Defire  either  to  preferve  themfelves,  or  perilh  more  glorioully,  the 
'Drabant  U^allberg  was  the  firft  who  faid  to  the  King,  Let  us  be  gone, 
Sirr,  the  Tlace  is  no  longer  Tenable,  li'e  muft  not  be  fo  cruel  nor  unjuft  to 
mir  fclves,  to  flay  to  be  burnt  alive,  let  us  go  out.  His  Majefty,  who 
did  not  then  difcover  how  difpleafing  this  Compliment  was  to  him, 
but  has  {\ncQ.  made  the  Speech-maker  fenfible  of  it,  anfwcr'd,  Oh  no, 
'tis  better  to  die  here  like  brave  Men,  defending  our  fives  to  the  laji 
Gafj),  and  fo  immortalize  our  Courage  and  Refijtance,  than  to  furrender 
our  fives  to  OUT  Enemies,  the  Han  /?«^Balhaw,  for  the  fake  of  a  fjort 
Life.  The  others,  elpecially  Col.  Chambers  and  the  'Drabant  Rofe, 
whom  his  Majefty  created  a  Colonel  at  that  Inftant  for  his  Bravery, 
perl  waded  him  to  it  after  a  manner  that  flatter'd  the  King's  Temper,  and 
deceiv'd  him  without  his  perceiving  it.  They  told  him  that  Mr.  Mul- 
lerris  new  Houle,  mark'd  (F)  being  without  Roof  or  Cieling,  but  all  of 
Stone,  had  nothing  to  feat  from  Fire,  the  moft  terrible  Enemy  they  had 
to  deal  with  ;  that  each  of  them  taking  a  Sword  in  one  Hand  and  a 
Piftol  in  the  other,  with  Powder  and  Ball  in  their  Pouches,  they  might 
make  a  brave  Sally,  which  wou'd  aftonilh  the  Turks  more  than  ever, 
and  gain  that  Houfe,  where  they  might  again  fignahze  and  prolong 
their  Valour  by  anew  and  vigorous  Defence. 

This  Proicdi  was  approv'd  of  by  the  King,  who  made  them  all  fwear 
rather  ro  fight  it  out  to  the  laft  Man,  than  furrender  themfelves  ; 
upon  this  ihey  fallied  out,  with  his  Majefty  at  their  Head,  as 
well  armd  as  they  cou'd  be,  after  the  manner  that  had  been  defigned, 
but  not  With  the  wiih'd  for  Succcfs  ;   they  were   immediately  over- 
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that ;  above  all,  taking  Care  to  hide  from  them  the  Article  relating 
to  their  Beards,  which  is  t'nc  greatcft  Affront  that  can  be  otfcr'd  to  a 
Turk,  as  I  have  already  laid  in  the  Article  oi  Ajhacan. 

The  Deputies,  nettled  at  the  Refufal,  returned  immediately  to  ths 
Town,  murmuring,  and  calling  the  King  'Deniirbafi,  or  Iron  head,  (a 
Name  given  him  by,  and  winch  has  ftuck  by  him  amongil:  the  Turks, 
who  were  no  Admirers  of  his  Relciution,  as  that  qI  'Dem'tr  helhe,  or 
Iron-hand,  by  King  AagnPiits^)  th.cy  callir.g  him  commonly  lb,  becaufc 
of  his  Strength,  that  Prince  \ji.%  is  well  known)  being  able  to  bend  a 
Silver  Plate  as  if  'twere  Wax,  and  break  a  Horle-Shoe  as  eafily  as  an 
ordinary  Man  cou  d  a  Jitcie  dry  Stick  ;  th.e}'  inform'd  the  Bafia-^', 
'yantz,air-Agn,  all  iUq  Janizarits.,  and,  in  fl-crt,  anyone  that  wou'd 
"hear,  what  had  pafs'd.  Upon  this,  they  all  laid,  the  Cafe  being  lb, 
they  would  not  rebel  againit  the  Emperor's  Orders,  but  wou'd  make 
rhcmfelvcs  ready  to  put  them  in  Execution  inlLnntly,  as  they  did.  All 
drew  up,  took  their  Arms,  and  march  d  out  of  Town,  in  the  fame  Or- 
der and  Number,  as  the  Day  before,  except  the  liari,  who  had  re- 
main'd  cncamp'd  at  (I;  with  his  Seymens,  at  (x)  (i.)  They  began  with 
firing  CannonHiots  from  AA,*  which  did  no  more  Damage  to  the  King's 
Palace  than  rhofe  the  Day  before  from  BB  :  This  was  accompanied  h  ich 
the  Noilc  of  Drums,  and  Sounding  of  their  TiirkiJJo  InHruments  of  War  ; 
after  which  xh^  Janizaries  crying  Alia,  Alia,  as  before,  advancing  with 
little  Order,  and  much  Precipitation,  forced  the  Intrench mont  at  V, 
\T,  fell  upon  the  S-u;edes  polled  at  VII,  and  found  no  Refillance,  ex- 
cepting from  about  60  out  of  5  or  600  at  the  utmofl,  of  which  13  or 
14  were  kill'd  in  fighting,  above  400  lurrender'd  themfelves  Prilbners 
in  Jcfs  than  half  an  Hour,  without  even  offering  to  prelent  the  Point 
of  their  Swords,  fire  a  Musket  or  Piftol,  or  even  fur  out  of  their  Pofts. 
His  Majefiy,  who  was  on  Horleback  with  fome  Generals,  as  Mcflieurs 
Hordh  and  'Daldorff',  giving  Orders,  and  had  in  vain  vilited  aimed 
every  Pofr,  feeing  that  they  had  not  made  the  Refiftance  he  expcded, 
laid,  Let  thofe  '-juho  have  jiill any  Conrao^e  left,  and  are  faithful  to  me, 
follo-j:  me.  Til  promote  them.  His  Majefty  being  loon  join'd  by  a- 
bout  26  common  Foot-men,  among  which  was  a  Falet  de  Charnbre  of 
Vi.x.Crothufai'i,  two  of  his  Cooks,  one  of  General  liparres,  with  fcveral 
Kitchin  Servants  arm'd  with  Spitts,  &c.  dilmounted,  leaving  his  Horle 
to  himfclf,  and  made  his  Retreat  Sword  in  Hand  tovv-ards  his  Palace 
CC,  which  the  Turks  were  plundering,  after  having  forced  the  Guards 
polled  at  DD,  and  made  themfelves  Mailers  of  all  the  Apartments  ex- 
cepting that  of  Marflial'Dr/^t^^w's,  x\\zCo\oi\c\Cha}nbers,  and  Mt.Talmberg 
a  Corporal  of  the  T>rabants  or  King's  Guard  du  Corps;  the  T)rabants 
JVallberg  and  Rofe;  the  Chamberlain  ClyJJt7idorjf,  and  Secretary  Eren- 
preiis,  with  ii  other  Men,  had  thrown  themfelves  into  this  Apartment, 
and  Hill  defended  it,  after  having  long  difputcd  the  Great  Hall,  and  o- 
thcr  Rooms,  till  being  overpowered  with  Numbers,  they  had  been 
forced  to  retreat  thither,  being  lliU  twenty  three  Men  remaining  out  of 
twenty  eight.  The  King  having  gaind  the  Weilern  Door  of  it,  (his 
Followers  clearing  the  Way,  with  a  great  deal  of  Bravery)  difputed 
the  Enemy  to  the  utmoft  of  his  Power,  and  driving  to  bre:'k  thro'  the 
Crowd,  fell  down  ;   at  which  Inllant  a  Janizary  dilcharg  d  a  Piftol  fo 

*  The  Bafliaw  veas  advifed  to  have  the  Bf.r: cries  ereHcd  that  Dnr  4,*  AA,  <?;  4  more  advan- 
ttgioui  Plme  to  fire  frcm  thnn  BB, 
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near  him,  that  it  fing'd  his  left  Eye  brow,  and  without  doing  him  any 
other  Harm,  thin  glancing  upon,  and  a  lictle  fcratching  the  Tip  of 
his  Ear,  and  llighcly  marking  hisNofe,  wounded  Gznzt  A  Hordh  m  the 
Arm,  fo  that  he  was  taken  by  the  Jariizarics.  The  King  recovering 
himfell  almoll  as  loon  as  he  was  djvvn,  and  being  I'upportcd  wicho'J- 
by  his  little  Guard,  and  within  by  the  Befiegers,  who  held  the  Dooc 
open,  enter'd  ;  and  having  failen'd  it,  and  review'd  !iis  little  Garrilbn, 
which,  with  his  Reinforcement,  made  4:  or  41  iightin"  Men,  he  creatjd 
Officers,  making,  among  others,  the  Secretary  £rt?2/>rfw  a  Swords  man, 
under  thcTitle  of  Captain.  This  done,  encouraging  them  both  by  Pro- 
mifes  and  Example,  tho'  more  by  the  latter  tl>an  the  formiCr,  he  had  the 
Door  opened  that  lead  into  the  Great  Hall,  and  made  aSally  cut  upon  the 
Turks,  with  all  his  People,  fome  arm'd  with  Swords,  Ibme  with  Piilols, 
and  fome  with  both.  At  firll  they  met  with  a  vigorous  Refillance,  e- 
fpccially  from  x\\z  Janizaries,  who  relying  on  their  lupcnor  Number,  * 
endeavoured  to  break  and  divide  the  Royal  Battalion  i  and  they  had  al- 
moll gain'd  their  Ends,  with  the  Lofs  of  twelve  of  their  Comrades,  fo 
far  that  fevcral  had  furrounded  the  King,  vvhiltl  a  greater  Number  kept 
the  reft  m  play,  till  his  Majefty,  having  kill'd  two,  and  wounded  a 
third,  this,  being  exafperated  at  the  Sight  of  his  Blood,  fell  upon  him, 
and  clove  the  Top  of  a  Cip  made  of  S.ibles,  which  he  then  wore,  al- 
moft  like  a  Grenadier's,  with  a  Cut  of  his  Sabre,  and  had  Ufted  his  Arm 
in  order  to  give  him  a  fecond  more  fatal  Blow,  but  the  King  pu:  it  by 
with  hisSword,  and  his  left  Hand,  by  gralbing  the  Blade  of  the  Cyme- 
cre  in  the  middle,  which  hurt  him  Hightiy  :  In  the  mean  while  a  Janiza- 
ry, who  was  defirous  only  of  taking  him  Prilbner,  to  obtain  the  Ba- 
fJoa-sj's  Prelent,  rulh'd  upon  that  Hero,  and  pulhing  him  violently  agaiall 
the  Wail,  which  was  near  him,  feizd  him  by  the  Collar,  and  call'd  to 
his  Companions  to  help  to  diiarm  and  carry  him  otf;  but  his  Majelty 
difcovering  in  \.\\z  Crowd  General  Sparrt^  Cook,  who  had  a  Piflol  in 
his  Hand,  wink'd  at  him  to  fire,  which  he  did,  and  Ihoc  the  Janizary, 
who  had  hold  ot  the  King,  dead  upon  the  Spot;  whereupon  he  who 
would  have  cloven  his  Majelly's  Scull  witii  his  Sabro,  purllied  the 
Cook,  and  another  with  a  Piftol-fhot  put  out  one  of  his  Eyes.  This 
Cook  afterwards  got  as  a  Rccompence  a  Captain's  Commillion,  and  he 
Iwore  (as  I  was  told)  he  would  kill  .10  more  Chickens  for  the  fu- 
ture, but  renounce  Cookery.  His  Majefty's  Arms  being  thus  ::t  Li- 
berty, he  fenc  another  7'«"''^'-^''V  that  was  near  him  dead  to  the  Ground, 
and  put  himfelf  again  at  the  Head  of  his  People,  whom  he  rallied,  re- 
new'd  the  Fight,  and  made  himlelf  IVIaller  of  the  Field,  or  rather  Hall 
of  Bartie,  in  lels  than  an  Hour.  From  thence  palling  into  his  own 
Chamber,  he  found  it  full  oi  Turks  and  Tartars,  who  were  plundering, 
and  who,  for  the  moll  part,  at  his  Approach  opening  (with  the  Strength 
that  Fear  and  their  prelent  Danger  [cnz  them)  two  Windows  tnat 
\vere  barricaded,  efcapd  by  leaping  thence  j  but  his  Majelly  feeing 
two  that  were  tquatted  in  the  Corner,  and  hid  one  under  the  other, 
holding  their  Pillols  cock'd,  rather  to  defend  themlelves  than  attack 
him,  ran  them  both  through  at  the  fame  time  with  his  long  Sword, 
aid  was  going  to  do  the  la.mo  by  a  third,  who  lay  skulking  under  a 
Ii:t!e  Ficld-Bcdftead,  which  was  rh?  only  thing  ,1  mean  tho  Wood- 
work) that  was  left  of  it  unpillagcd;  but  lie  flinging  down  hisCymeter, 
embracing  his  Majelly's  Boots,  and  crying,  Amman,  Tardon,  the  King 
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lad  etcher  fink  under  the  Multitude,  or  yield  to  Time  and  the  Watu 
of  Neceflaries  ;  that  if  (contrary  to  all  Appearance;  they  fliou'd  bcac 
the  Tttrks,  they  cou'd  not  long  enjoy  their  Vidory,  but  Ihou  d  bring  a 
vaft  Empire  upon  their  Backs  j  befides,  that  it  wou'd  be  an  indelible 
Blot  upon  the  S-jjedtJh  Name,  to  have  beat  not  Enemies  (agair.il  whom 
they  had  always  been  ready,  for  their  Country's  Good,  to  fpend  the 
lafl.  Drop  of  their  Blood)  but  their  Friends,  their  Landlords  and  Be- 
ncfadlors  ;  at  the  fame  time  General 'D^/^s/ijr/',  uncovering  his  Breall,all 
fcar'd  and  mangled  with  Wounds  he  had  receiv'd  on  different  Occa- 
fions,  added.  If ^^ our  Maj eft y  doubts  it ^  here  are  Ji ill  T roofs  of  it.  All 
the  Anfwer  they  cou  d  obtain  was  this,  "  You  have  ad:ed  formerly 
"  like  brave  Men,  but  you  talk  now  like  Poltroons.  Obey  fince  yoU 
"  know  'tis  your  Duty,  and  Ihow  yourfelves  ftill  to  be  fuch  as  you 
"  ufed  to  be."  Upon  this  Mr.  Grothufen,  who  knew  the  King's  Hu- 
mour better  than  anyone,  (without  amufing  himfcif to  employ  Argu- 
ments which  he  judged  unfealbnable)  gave  his  own  Turn  to  the  King's 
Reply,  in  telling  the  Aga  that  his  Majefty  cou'd  not  depart  without 
they  wou'd  grant  him  fome  longer  Time. 

The  Aga  had  hardly  deliver'd  this  Anfwer,  when  the  Drums  began 
to  beat,  the  Fifes  to  play,  and  the  Clarions  and  other  Turktjh  Inllru- 
ments  of  War  to  found,  and  the  King  anfwer'd  with  his  Drums  and 
Trumpets  ;  and  feveral  Cannon  Shot  were  fired  from  a  Battery  raifed 
upon  an  Eminence  at  B  B,  which  did  no  other  Damage  but  taking  olf 
the  Arm  of  a  S'Ji'ediJh  Dragoon.  After  which  Mr.  Grothufen  went  of 
his  own  Accord  to  the  Bafha^jo  to  ask  Ibme  Relpite,  but  he  faid  that 
the  Emperor's  Orders  did  not  allow  of  any  ;  and  fent  to  the  Aga  of 
the  Janizaries  to  begin  the  Attack,  andpromife  Eight  Duccats  a  Man, 
in  his  Name,  to  each  of  them  who  fliould  have  a  hand  in  feizing  the 
King's  Perfon,  and  bringing  him  Prifoner,  without  making  an  Attempt 
upon  his  Life :  As  a  Sign  of  which  they  were  to  hold  a  part  of  his 
Cioaths.  The  Janizaries  who  were  pofted  at  N".  IIIL  having  re- 
ceived the  Orders  and  Promife,  marched  dirccfJly  to  N®  V.  where 
Mr.  Grothufen.,  (who  underftood  'TurktJJy  pafFably  well)  met  them  and 
demanded  Audience,  which  they  granted  him  ;  and  after  having  flat- 
tered them,  upon  their  glorious  Name  and  Power  in  the  Ottoman  Em- 
pire, he  harangued  them  to  this  effedl  in  broken  Turkifh^  ''  Cardafhlcr, 
"  or  Brethren,  (foft  Name  by  which  you  have  always  call'd  us)  you 
"  have  given  Quarter  to  the  Mufcovttes  your  Enemies,  upon  their 
"  asking  it  -,  and  will  you  treat  us  worfc  whom  you  have  ftii'd  Brc- 
*'  thren?  We  only  defireTime,  andwe  aredeny'djO"*:. '  Upon  which, 
moft  part  of  them  who  had  been  loaded  with  Favours,  cry'd  out  im- 
mediately, Tou  Jhall  haiie  Time,  ive  'ivill  do  nothing  againft  yon.  The 
moft  mutinous  amongft  them  turning  back,  threaten'd  to  fire  upon  the 
Bajha-j!j,  if  he  obliged  them  to  attack  the  S\i:edes  -,  the  others  laid, 
that  his  Orders  were  forged  ;  upon  which  the  Jantzar  Aga  afTuring 
them  that  they  were  genuine,  IVell  then  (laid  they)  let  p.s  examine 
them,  and  ^I've  the  Swedes  Time.  The  Bajha-;  on  this  Occaiion  chofe 
to  bid  the  Jantzar  Aga  lead  them  back  into  the  Town  in  the  beft  Or- 
der he  could,  which  he  did  ;  and  repafiing  by  Lipkaniahannc,  they  dil- 
chargcd  their  Muskets  in  the  Air.  The  Baftuz-j.-  dccamp'd  immediately 
after  him,  and  the  Han  remained  in  the  Field  all  Night  with  the  T'^r- 
tars  ;  and  fent  to  tell  the  Baf^az:-,  that  in  cafe  the  Janizaries  wou'd 
not  obey  the  Orders  of  their  Aga,  he  wou'd  fend  his  Sevniens  or  Guards, 

who 
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who  are  feledt  Men,  and  reckond  well  skill'd  in  wielding  the  Sabre, 
and  tolerably  in  managing  Fire  Arms.  The  BuJIjuij  anfwer'd,  that  he 
wou'd  call  for  the  Aga  of  the  Jamzartes  to  concert  with  him  what 
ihou'd  be  done  to  prevent  their  mutinying,  which  he  did  accordingly, 
and  this  was  their  Refolurion.  They  fummon  d  all  the  old  Tchorbadgisy 
or  Capcaip.s  and  OfHccrs  of  the  Ja^nzaries,  and  having  convincd 
them  that  the  forefaid  Orders  were,  without  Equivocation,  directly 
from  the  Grand  betgjuor,  and  chat  he  would  not  allow  any  Refpice  to 
be  granted  to  the  i-jjcdes,  he  propofed  to  them  to  convince,  if  poffi- 
blc,  all  the  Jantzaries  of  it,  by  going  the  next  Day  themfelves  to 
IVarnitza,  and  dcfinng  the  King  to  trull  himfclf  in  their  Hands,  as 
being  Friends  to  his  Majclly,  and  to  break  up  thence,  and  only  en- 
camp a  Mile  from  i/'arnitza,  to  the  End  that  chey  might  write  to  A- 
driuaopL',  that  th:  Orders  were  executed,  and  the  King  was  on  his 
March.  This  Propofal  was  approv'd  of  by  all  the  Janizaries.,  as  flat- 
tering them  ;  and  they  found  iz  i'o  rcafonable,  that  they  declared,  if 
the  King  would  not  agi-cc  to  it,  they  woulJ  not  defer  attacking  him 
one  Minute. 

On  the  ill  of  February  all  che  Tchorbadg:s^  or  Captains  and  old  Of- 
ficers, taking  his  Majeuy's  favourite  Inrorprecer  Marcj,  and  che  Sel/arn 
Agaji,  a  great  Friend  of  the  S-s:edds,  with  them,  pafs  d  thro  the  Vil- 
lage before-mentioned,  in  order  to  go  to  the  King's  Qiiarccrs  ;  where 
bjing  arrived ,  they  addrcts'd  themfelves  to  Mr.  Grothnftn  and  Mr. 
2ilHikr7i,  conjuring  them  to  implore  his  Majctly  not  to  reduce  them  to 
the  Necedicy  of  ufing  che  Violence  they  were  obliged  to  by  the  Grand 
Sd!gn:or's  Orders,  unlcfs  tliey  would  render  themfelves  guilty  of  Re- 
bcUiou ;  they  added,  chat  they  were  his  Majelly's  Friends,  and  begg  d 
that  he  wou'd  truil  himfclf  in  their  Hands,  and  they  wou'd  condudl 
him  where  and  which  Way  he  pleas'd,  even  at  the  Hazard  of  their 
Lives;  that  they  wou'd  guard  him  as  aTreafure,  with  che  R.efoIurion 
fooncr  to  lofe  rheir  Heads,  than  fuifer  his  Enemies  to  touch  a  Hair  of  his. 
What  fcem'd  moil  likely  to  convince  the  King  of  the  Sultans  Orders 
being  j^enuine,  was,  chat  Mr.  Fabrice  took  Care  to  have  a  Letter  de- 
liver'd CO  hi.-a  from  Mr.  Funk,  his  Envoy,  who  was  arrellcd  at  Adria- 
naple,  wherein  he  confirm  d  che  Whole  ;  and  chat  the  Bearer  of  it,  John 
Baptiji  Savarv,  ftrengthncd  it  by  Word  of  Mouch,  as  having  been  an 
ocular  Vv'itnefs  of  what  had  pafsd  there;  averring,  that  ic  had  been 
relblved  in  chree  'Diz-ans,  at  which  the  Grand  Setgmor  aifiiled  in  Per- 
fon, to  drive  che  King  of  ii~jjcden  thence,  as  .:n  ungraceful  Quell,  un- 
worthy of  his  Highncfs's  good  Ufage,  (as  I've  already  hinced  j)  and 
that  the  Sultan  had  even  demanded  the  Mnptts  Fetfu  in  che  laccer,  to 
malLicrc  him,  with  his  People,  if  chey  made  the  lealt  RcfUlance. 
Neither  vv'hacevcr  che  old  'Tchorbadgts  cou'd  fay,  nor  the  Envoy's  Let- 
ter, nor  the  reiterated  Prayers  of  his  Generals  and  Chaplains,  cou'd 
Droduce  any  Change  in  his  iirll  Royal  and  firm  Rcfolution  •  his  Ma- 
jefty bid  them  tell  the  firll  to  retire,  or  otherwifc  he  would  give  Or- 
ders to  hre  upon  their  Beards,  and  burn  them  -,  commanded  the  fecond 
to  obey ;  and  repeated  it  to  the  lall,  that  the  Bufinefs  then  was  to 
fight,  not  zo  preach.  Mr.  MuUern,  and  Mr.  Grothufen,  feeing  they 
ooud  neither  prevail  upon  the  King  to  accept  of  all  thefe  Propofals, 
nor  even  to  admit  the  Bearers  of  chem  into  his  Prefence ;  told  them, 
that  his  Majclly  was  unaltcfable  in  his  firft  Defign,  of  not  departing 
till  he  was  re.idv,  and  that  he  only  dcfired  the  Time  necelTary  for 
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Dcbc=:    the  Han  and  Bafha'jv  thinking  that  the  Defign  of  paying  them 
bcfotc  his  Departure   might  detain  his  Majcfty,  whole  Tenderncls  ot 
Honour  they  knew  well,  propolcd  not  only  to  oblige  his  Creditors  to 
have  Patunce  till  he  Ihould  be  in  his  own  Dominions,  and  in  a  Capa- 
city to  lacisfy  them,  but  knowing  they  had  taken  Advantage  of  the 
Nccelucy  ofhis  Oilicers,  who  (as  thev  were  well  inform d)  had  enter  d 
into  Engagcmems  for  One  hundred  Crowns,  when  they  had  not  re- 
ceived the  two  Thirds  of  it,  they  offered  to  make  them  Iwcar  both  the 
Debtors  and  Creditors  upon  the  moft  Sacred  Books  of  their  relpedive 
Religions,  how  much  they  had  lent  and  borrow'd  ;  lo  that  they  Ihoud 
not  fcturn  more  thaa.they  had  rcceiv'd,  the  Akhoran  not  allowing  to 
lend  upon  Ufury  :  but  his  Majefty  made  Anlwer,  that  if  any  Officer 
had  received  but  Ten  Crowns,  and  had  given  his  Note  for  One  Hun- 
drcd,  he  iliou'd  pay  them.     They  reprefented  befides,  that  they  Ihould 
be  fupplied  with  all  Ncceffanes  for  his  whole  Journey,  as  Provihons, 

Waggons,  Horfcs  ;  but  that  Prince  was  lliil  immoveable. 

During thefe  Tranfadions,  Things  continued  in  the  lame  Pofture  and 

the  King  continued  working  himfelf  at  thelntrenchments  and  Palliiades 
of  his  Palace.  On  the  i  ,-ch,  the  Swedes  flattering  themfelves  by  [caion  the 
Turks  made  no  fi.rthcr  Motions,  publilhed  in  the  Camp  that  the  Orders 
afore  mentioned  were  feigned,  and  that  what  had  palfed  was  the  effedt 
of  a  Fadion  of  King  Auztiihis  and  rhe  Mufco'-cttes,  who  had  gain  d  over 
the  r^r^ir  Han  and  i\xc'Balha^s;  by  Preients.     On  the  xoth,  the  Chiet 
U^oles  having  heard  this  Report,  it  had  fo  much  Influence  over  them, 
as  to  induce  them  by  Night  to  quit  the  Suburbs,  where  they  were  quar- 
tered by  the  Orders  of  the  Han  and  Bafia-^^,  with  an  Intent  to  return 
to  his  S-^edtJh  Maierty  ;  but  they  cou  d  not  do  it  io  fubtiUy,  but  thac 
the  Jamzanes  and' Lipkas,  or  Uthuaman  Turks  of  that  Qyartcr,  teizd 
part  of  their  Attendants  and  Horfes,  efpccially  thofe  of  Count  Tar.o 
who  in  this  Rencounter  loft  all  his  Ctrcafflan  and  Jrabtan  Hories,  Cot 
which  he  was  very  curious,)  excepting  two  or  three,  with  which  he 
had  efcaped  wich  Ibmc  of  his  Officers.     On  the  xift,  iome  Hories  tor 
General  Tomato-^skt  and  Mr.  Gr^r-6^//2^»  being  come  from  Lmjiantmop.e 
were  leizd  and  made  Prizes  by  the  Ba(ha:z^.     On  the  z5d,  a  Inaall 
Party  of  S-J::edes  retook  from  the  Tartars  ibme  Provifions  and  the  Men 
that  were  bringing  them,  whom  they  had  leizd.     On  the  24th,  the 
two  Tchoadars  of    the  Han   and  Bafia-JL-  returnd   from  Adrtan^ph', 
with  the  News,  that 'twas  rcfolved  m  iu\\T>tvan,  at  which  ^^^^  Grand 
Setinior  had  prefided  in  Perlbn,  that  not  only  the  firft  Orders  Ilioud  be 
pufin  Execution,  but  that  if  the  King  of  JxW^w  coud  be  taken  ahvc. 
he  Ihou'd  be  conduded  in  a  Waggon  to  Salonicky,  or  fome  otner  Place; 
and  that  if  he  happend  to  be  killd,  his  Death  llioud  not  be  laid  to 
the  Charge  of  any  Mujful»mn  as  a  Crime,  but   as  a  Puniiliment  tor 
his  Ingratitude  and   Rebellion  againll  the  ^'«/r^w  his  Benefador ;  and 
that  the  Mupbty  had  given  h.s  letfa  even  for  the  Mairacring  him  and 
all  his  People,  if  thev  Ihoud  be  obllinately  bent  upon  Refiftance,  and 
defending  rhcmlelves';  and  that   a  Capip  Bafiaj:  was  to  bring  thele 
Orders   in   Wnnng   with    the   fetfa.     This    News  was   carried    to 
Count  Tarlo,  by  ti  Tartar  who  was  his  Friend,  calld  Lepttr^a  Myr/a, 
and  he  communicated  it  to  his  Majefty,  who  was  not  at  all  moved  at  it 
The  z6rh  Mr.  I'ai^rue  lent  the  letter  in  the  Append^v  concerning  all 
t\xh  to  Hamour!i/j.  Onthe^,irt,  the  C^/'/^^i^^/?^^^  being  arrived,  a  iVi^r> 
and  A^a  was  Tent  to  the  Krng,to  give  h.m  Notice  ot  thele  new  Orders  and 
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know  his  lalt  Refolution ;  his  Majeay  anfwered,  that  'twas  the  lame  as  tne 
firft:  Upon  which  thev  returnd  with  this  Reply  ;  the  Orders  were  im- 
mediately made  Publ.ck.  and  the  King  gave  out  his  for  his  Defence. 
Hereupon  lomc  of  his  Chaplains  threw  themfelves  at  his   Feet,  and 
conjur  d  .him  not  to  expofe   the  lliattcr'd  Remains  of  -PnM,  to  the 
me  ancholly  Confequenccs  of  the  Violenee  oVTurks  and  TarUzrs  ;  tliey 
told  his  Maiefty,  chat  every  one  being  Mailer  in  his  own  Dominion?- 
ir  was  no  Iniuft.ce  in  the  T::rks  to  bid  Strangers,  whom  they  had  given 
Lodging  to  and  maintain  d,  to  return  home,   a.d  even  to  force  them  to 
it    if  they  refufed  to  do  ir  of  their  o.vn  accord  ;  but  that  on  the  con- 
trary it  was  both  Uniuft.ce  and  Ingratuude,  w-hich  was  a  great  Sin 
,n  thele  Strangers  to  fight  againft  their  Bene  adors,  in  order  to  ftay 
amongft  them^hcther  daey  wou'd  or  no.     The  King    ^o  wnom  th.s 
Harangue  was  very  difplealing,  interrupted  them,  and  laid.       Jtyou 
-  have  a  mind   to  Preach,  chafe  another  Place,  and  o^her  Audito  s  ; 
-•  our  Bufmefs  here  is   to  Fight ;"  at  the  fame  time  turned  his  Back 
upon  them.     All  thele  Attempts  were  to  no  purpole,  and  he  remain  d 
immoveable  ,  and  the   -P.les   quitted  his  Majefty  ^  ^<^°"'i  ;^'"^'  ^"^ 
retired  to  the  Town,  from  whence  ^^^  •>^---- ^'^^  ^%^^^^^^ 
to  march   out  to  the  Number  of  3000,    crying   out  AUa,  Alia,  &c. 
and  the   ToLs,    to  the   Number'  of  zoo,  follow  d,   with   ten  little 
Brafs  Cannonf  t^o  middling  Mortar-Pieces,  and  three  Waggons  oaden 
^th  Ammumrion.     The  Han  and  the  Bajha:.,  with  dae  B.ukl^ 
our  and  the  Chtaons  Bafha^..',  and  their  Retinue    pals  d  all  in  good  Or- 
der by  Upkamahanne  in  Print  XXS.  N-IIL  where  we  had  our  Houfes 
about  zooo  Upkas,  or  Uthuaman  Horfe,  coafting  the  Nyefter,  ported 
Imfelves  at  ^'^ .  II.  and  the  Tartars  at  N^  III.  the  7---- ^  ^„^ 
nil.  the  Han  encamp  d  at  I.  with  the  Seymens  ^^  ;- x,  rhc  ff^'^-^  ^"'^ 
the  Bearers  of  the  Suit  arts  Orders   at  A  in  the  Plan  XXAl     . 

All  Th  nss  being  difpofed  for  the  Attack,  and  the  Artillery  ready 
to  p  ay,  h?;  fentlnce'more  to  ask  the  King  if  he  pleated  to  depart 
as  a  Fr  end,  and  immediately.  The  Meflenger  was  a  Colonel  of  the 
te 'Im'  who  addrels  d  himlelf  to  Mr.  Grothufcn  ^^•^^\^  whom  ha  was 
/ca  Tm  d  ;  and  he  having  informd  his  Majefty  of  it,  iwho  was  then 
on  HoXback  vifiting  the  Ports,  and  commanding  every  one  to  defend 
them  weli)  he  knowing  the  Subied  of  the  Mellage,  woud  not  fee 
lit  ;  buVbid  them  tell  him,  that  he  was  only  ready  to  defend  himlelf 

''  S^m'^o'f  dyroetrals  and  principal  Officers,  (who  had  all  declared 
agarft^Rertftaace,  except  Ge.reral  Hordh  ^^^^tv  7,1"^ 
hts  Miieftv  tlom  it)  being  prelent  at  the  Delivery  of  this  Mellage, 
mad^one  laft  FiFort  to  prevail  on  him  .  they  told  him,  that  indeed 
Tey  were  obi  gd  and  ready  to  obey  ;  but  that  they  >mplord  hin. 
fnceTuie  vet  permitted)  to  have  a  little  more  regard  to  the  Glory 
^'^S«  £.^  expoic  It  after  ftich  a  manner ;  that  tey  cou d  na- 
ther  Dtomife  themfelves  Honour  nor  Succels  m  this  Adventure  ,  diat 
howem   vigorous  and   long  theit  Refiftance  might  be,  they  muft  at 

ct  General  i,parre  ;    P.   r/^r  of  Gcn^rM  Daldorrt  ;  Q.  th.t  of  Cnp.,n  Uugtiwau  , 

r^ck^  of  the  S.ld.ns  ;    VIH,   •■;..  Swedilil  arps  ^^   -•"''^'^-  j^ 
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twecnthac  and  the  Town,  to  demand  Safeguards  of  the  Han  znd  Bajhavj 
for  Mr.  tabnce,  Mt-J^Jferies,  and  my  lelf,  was  alio  arrcftcd  on  the  Way  by 
feme  Tartars.  1  told  them  that  I  was  an  Bnglifi  Subjcd,  and  in  Amity  with 
thc'Torte,  and  that  they  ought  not  to  confound  mc  with  the  Ji^'-^-^^fj,  on 
Account  of  their  Ditlerenccs  with  them,  in  which  1  had  no  Hand,  and  de- 
manded to  be  conduced  to  the  Han,  to  whom  I  was  going,w  hich  they  did ; 
and  that  Prince  (whom  1  had  before  waited  on  fevcral  Times,  and  v/ho 
the  Year  before  had  given  me  his  PalTporr  for  my  Journey  into  Tar- 
tary)  recollected  me  immediately,  and  received  me  very  gracioufly.    I 
informed  him  of  the  Reafon  of  my  coming,   and  he  granted  my  Re- 
queft,  on  Condition  that  we  fliould  not  procure  any  Provifions  for  the 
S-^edes;    and  gave  Orders  to  two  Tartars  to  go  inllantly  to  Mr.  Jef- 
feries  and  Fabnces  Quarters  at  Lipkamahanns,  the  lame  Village  where 
I  lodged,  and  to  a  third  to  accompany  mc  wherever  I  would.    As  foon 
as  thele  Gentlemen  had  their  Safeguards,    they  came  to  the  Hans, 
where  they  found  me  Tall  drinking  Coffee  with  a  Myrfa,  or  noble  Tar- 
tar, call'd  Cefherza  Myrfa,  the  fame  whom  I  was  acqu?jin:cd  with  in 
Crim  Tartary,  and  ihz  Han  gave  them  the  fame  Charge  as  he  had  me, 
and  pray'd  them  to  ufe  their  utmoft  Credit  and  Eloquence  to    per- 
fwade  the  King  not  to  drive  Things  to  Extremities,  which  muft  be  fa- 
tal to  him;  and  they  promifed  they  would  do  their  Endeavours.    From 
thence  we  went  to  vifit  the  BaJha-^\  who  granted  us  three  '']ani;:,aries 
as  other  Safeguards,  and  gave  us  tne  fame  Charge  as  the  Han. 

The  next  Dav  we  made  a  Vifit  to  the  Biiink  Immraottr,  and  Chiaous 
BalJjau.',  who  had  brought  his  Highnefs's  Orders,  and  were  (as  was 
vvhifpered)  commanded  to  have  an  Eye  upon  the  Conduct  of  the  Han 
and  Bafia-j:,  who  ('twas  laid)  were  llii'pedicd  at  Adrumople  ol  being 
won  over  by  the  S'^sdes,  and  of  having  too  much  Complailancc,  and 
being  too  cafy  with  them.     They  received  us  very  civilly,  and  beggd 
Mv.Jefftries  and  fabrice  alfo,  to  try  to  ditpofe  his  Majefty  to  depart 
as  a  Friend,  and  as  foon  as  poiTible  :    Mr.  Jejfuries  made  no  Anivvet ; 
but  'M.i.  Fabrice  reply 'd,  that  he  had  already  attempted  it,  but  had  Rea- 
Ibn  to  believe  that  his  Majefty  had  fome  Diftruft  upon  his  Spirits,  and 
had  taken  it  into  his  Fiead,  that  their  D^fign  in  prelllng  him  lb  to  de- 
part, was  to  deliver  him  up  into  his  Enemy  s  t^ands.     Upon  hearing 
this,  both  of  them  laid  one  Hand  upon  their  Heads,  and  the  other  on 
their  Beards,  and  Iwore  by  each  of  them,  (which  is  one  of  the  mofl 
Iblemn  Ways  of  Alfcveration  among  the  Turks)  that  they  were  ready 
to  give  both  to  the  King,  and  them  who  were  roreign  Muiiftcrs,  a  iVd- 
mfefto,  or  Declaration  in  Writing,  fign'd  by  themfelves,  a.nd  to  which 
they  would  get  the  Han  and  Bajhars:  to  fet  their  Hands,  or  any  one  clle 
if  defircd,  that  in  Cafe  the  King  would  let  our,  and  pals  (according  to  his 
Highnefs's  Intention;  as  a  Friend  through  'Poland,  they  would  be  lock  d 
upon  and  treated  by  all  the  Potentates  at  Amity  m  common  wuh  the 
Torte  and  his  6-^-ediJh  Majefty,    as  the  tpoll  pcrSdious  Wretches  and 
Traitors,  defcrving  all  manner  of  Refentment  and  Punifhment,  jfthey 
fuffer'd  his  Enemies  to  touch  a  Hair  of  his  Head  ;  and  that  they  would 
put  this  Declaration  into  their  Hands  to  be  made  publick,  and  lent 
to  all  the  Chnjtian  Princes  who  were  capable  of  revenging  the  King, 
iliould  they  break  their  Words.     "  As  for  the  reft,  (added  they)  we 
"  have  brought  our  Emperor's  Orders,  and  we  have  delivered  them 
-'  into  the  Hands  of  the  Han  and  Ba(haw,  to  whom  they  were  dire^- 
ed  ;  our  Commiflion  is  at  an  end,  'tis  their  Builneis  to  execute  them : 

♦'  Repre- 
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"  Rcprefent  continued  they)  all  this  to  the  King,  and  tell  him  that 
"  both  the  Hm  and  the  Bafiaw  will  lofc  their  Heads,  if  they  don  c 
"  ice  their  Orders  executed."  Being  my  fclf  prefent  at  all  thefc  Vifits, 
I  add  nothing  by  Hearlay,  or  from  the  Accounts  of  others. 

Mr.  tabrice  and  Mr.  jejfertes  did  not  fail  to  rcprefent  the  whole  of 
this  Converfation  to  his  Majelly,  excepting  the  Article  of  Toland,  but 
they  cou'd  make  no  Imprelfion  upon  him;  on  the  contrary,  he  only 
laugh'd,  and  ask'd  them  who  gave  them  their  full  Powers,  and  added, 
that  they  fee  up  for  voluntary  Mediators,  as  had  done  the  Engltjh 
and  Tfiitch  AmbalTadors. 

The  7th,  they  return'dto  the  Butuk  Immraour  and  t\]Q  Chiaous  Bapa'-^; 
who  were  always  together,  and  told  them  that  they  cou'd  not  yet  in- 
duce the  King  to  refolve  upon  giving  the  defired  Anfwer ;  and  Mr. 
Fabr:ce  added,  that  his  Majefty  naturally  loving   to  be  flatter'd,  and 
have  Advances  made  him,   and  knowing  them  to  be  his  old  Friends, 
he  believ'd  that  if  they  wou'd  go  themfelves  to  his  firft  Minifter,  and 
let  his  Maiefty  know  by  him  whatever  they  thought  proper,  to  con- 
vince him  of  the  Tories  good  Intentions,  he  did  not  at  all  doubt  but 
that  (if  any  thing  was  to  be  done)  they  might  do  it.    Theyfaid,  that 
they  were  willing  to  take  all  poftible  Steps  for  that  purpofe;  and  that 
he  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  appoint  a  Day  with  the  5^7^wM  otFtrJf 
P-Icar    the  Name  they  gave  to  Baron  MuUern,  fitd  Swedijh  Mimfter  ac 
Bender.    The  9th  was  the  Day  appointed  for  this  Interview,  to  the 
no  fmall  Joy  of  Mr.  Mul/ern,  and  the  Place  was  the  Houfe  of  Mt.Gro- 
thufen,  mark'd  F,  which  they  were  palifading  and  barricading,  as  they 
had  done  the  King's  Palace.     After  three  a^arters  of  an  Hours  Con- 
ference, Mr.  MuUern  left  Mr.  Grothufen  to  keep  Company  with  the  Bmuk 
Immraour  and  the  Chiaous  Bafha'w,  and  went  to  inform  his  Majefty  of 
what  had  pafTed  in  their  Converfation.     He  was  then  playing  at  Chels 
with  one  of  his  Generals,  and  made  an  end  of  the  Game  which  was 
not  much  advanced  ;  and  tho'  Mr.  Mullcrn,  who  was  naturally  very 
fleematick,  expreired  a  great  Dcfire  of  acquainting  him  with  what  the 
Turks  had  propofed,    he  contented  himfelf  with  looking  at  him,  with- 
out laying  any  thing,  and  leaving  him  to  his  Patience,  began  another 
Game,  and  having  finished  it.  ask'd  him.  fVell,  izhat  fay  the  Turks  ^ 
Upon  which  Mr.  MuUern  explained  it  to  him  Point  by  Point ,-  to  which 
the  King  rcplyd,  in  Subftance,  that  he  was  not  rsady,  and  that   he 
wou'd  not   depart  till  he  was,  and  had  receivd  ^VAnfwer  from  the 
Torte  concerning  his  Demands.     Mr.  Mu/krn  gave  the  bcft  Turn  that 
he  cou'd  to  this  Anfwer,  but   he  cou'd  not  let  it  off  in  luch  plaufible 
Terms,  as  to  fend  ther«r^^  away  fatisfied  ;  and  they  had  proceeded 
to  put  the  Ja/?^r/'s  Orders  in  Execution,  if  a  Scruple   had  not  made 
them  defer  it.     The  Tartar  Han  and  the  Bajhar^  judging  by  the  King  s 
Relolution,  and  the  Preparations  which  he  made  for  his  Defence,  that 
he  wou'd  Iboner  run  the  utmoft  Hazard  of  his  Life,  than  go  contrary  to 
his  Inclinations,  were  apprehenfive  leaft  in  "'aiding  ule  of  open  Force 
to  oblige  his  Majefty  to  depart,  according  to  their  Orders,  the  Grand 
S.,nJ(i^oud  impncc  his  Death  to  them  as  a  Crime,  if  ^e  chanced  to 

bekilld;  whereupon  each  of  them  lent  ,^  ^^^f  ^''^  °"  ^J'^^^  1, ^ 
Adrtanople  to  juftily  themfelves  before-hand,  and  receive  "^  O"*^"' 
In  the  mean  while,  Melheurs  Fabrue  and  M^r;..  continued  their  vo- 
luntary  Mediation  feveral  Days,  without  being  able  co  obcam  =1  more 
favourable  Anfwer  -,  and  as  the  King  had  contraded  a  great  many

"  If  rafter  having  notify "d  to  him  that  tis  my  Imperial  P  eafure  he 

-  iliould  depart  inftantly,  according  to  his  Word  given)  he  jhould  re- 
»  fufe  can  any  of  the  Chufttan  Potentates,  the  common  Friends  both 
«  oiS—den  and  my  SublmeTorte,  think  it  ftrange  or  unjuft  m  me  to 
«  compel  him  by  Force  ?  The  whole  'Drjan  unanimoully  anfwered, 
«  No,  unlefs  they  arc  themfelves  unjuft. 

-  But  (continued  his  Highnefs)  if  he  ftiould  happen  to  perfift  in 
"  his  Refufal,  even  to  oppofing  Force  to  Force,  and  Ihould  chance  to 
"  be  kill'd,  can  thefe  fame  Chnjlian  Princes,  with  any  Rcaion,  accule 

-  my  Sublime  Torte,  of  having  violated  the  Laws  of  Hofpitality,  or 
«'  doin^  any  thing  but  what  the  Ingratitude  cf  this  Prince  forced  me  to  ? 

The  whole  T>:van  again  anfwered.  No.  Upon  which  the  Grand iegrmr 
demanded  the  Muphtis  *Fetfa,  which  he  gave ;  and  on  the  13d  his  High- 
nefs diibatch'd  Orders  to  the  Han  and  Bajha:z',  the  Subftance  of  which 
confiftcd  only  in  fome  Threats  and  Inftrudions  to  take  luch  Meafures 
as  were  moderate  enough,  and  yet  might  oblige  the  King  to  depart  m 

Fricndfliip  :  As  firft,  to  notify  to  him  in  ^^e  ^"f ''''1^^^/.?  ro  ift 
his  Pleafure  he  Ihould  go;  and,  if  he  perfifted  m  his  Refufal,  to  lee 
him  know,  that  they  would  proceed  trom  Entreaty  to  Force ;  then 
immediately  to  take  away  his  Thamn  and  laftly,  to  deprive  him  of 
heGuard  of  7^«/^-*n..,  which  were  allow'd  to  attend  him  for  his 
Honour,  and  the  Safety  of  his  Perfon^  and  furround  and  inclofc  his 
Oaarters  with  Troops  to  hinder  any  Provifions  from  being  brought  in. 
DXthen^^  the  Chancellor  Mr.  iV/«^m;   receiVd  the

The  two  Expfefl-es  return'd  to  Cauchan  the  z8th  of 'D.rm^.r,  but 
we  did  not  immediately  know  upon  what  Errand  they  had  been  fcnt. 
On  the  xQth  the  Buiuk  Immraour,  or  Mafter  of  the  Horfe  to  the  Otto- 
^.«  Emperor,    arrived  in  the  Neighbourhood  oi  Bender     where  the 
Tartar  Han  ^as  encamped,   to  whom  he  brought  the  Orders  afore- 
mentioned  from  his  Mafter,  concermng  the  Departure  of  the  King  of 
Sweden,  and  fpent  the  Night  with  him.    The  30th  he  came  to  5.W.r 
to  the  Balha^,   for  whom  he  had  likewile  Inftrudtions  to  the  lame 
E(rc<a     On  the  ift  of  January  the  Han  took  up  his  Lodging  in  the 
Houl^'s  of  the  Town  of  Bender,  and  held  a  fort  of  '■T>r,an,  at  which 
the  Bumk  Immraour  and  the  Chiaous  Bajha^u;  affifted.     The  latter  had 
fome  Days  before  brought  Orders  of  the  like  Nature,  but  (as  they 
faid)  not  fo  urgent  as  thofe  above-mentioned-     Having  consulted  to- 
gether. It  was  rcfolved  that  the  5.^^^^' (hould  wait  upon  his  Ma,eft> 
and  let  h.m  fee  the  Grand Seij^niors Orders,  in  which  there  was  a  loft- 
icripr  addrefs'd  to  the  King  himfelf ;  importing,  that,  without  Icek.ng 
any  more  Delays,  he  ftiouTd  take  the  Advantage  of  the  Se  .fon.  and  ice 
out  freely,  and  in  Safety,  and  the  Convoy  oVTartars  was  ^ca'^yvCwhich 
had  been  agreed  on  to  guard  him  home,)  unlets  he  had  a  Mind,  by 
inventing  Pretences  for  his  Stay,  to  have  other  Meafures  taken.    On 

he  jiiji,  or  tcordifg  to  the  Law,

*   Fetfa,    rhe  MuphtM  Sentence,    declaring  4  Tbhii  to 
rrhich  I  have  explained  in  the  Firjl  Votu'ri:: 
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the  id  of  -famum;  r  - 1 1  1 3 ,  the  Bafia^Ji',  without  any  Attendants,  went  to 
hisMaielly,  and  rcprefcntcd  to  him,  that  the  Sealbn  which  vyas  moft  con- 
venient for  Che  ■r^r^.r^,  being  now  come,  it  was  i\^cGrand  Seignior  an- 
tention  that  he  ihould  net  let  it  flip ;  adding  wicha!,  that  his  Highnch  had 
been  lb  llirpnz'd  at  hearing  that  his  Majefty  would  not  go  according  to  his 
Promiie,  after  having  received  ico  Purfes  more  than  had  at  firft  been 
asked  for  his  Jonrnev,  and  at  his  defiring  looo  Purles  more  of  the  'P^rr^, 
that  he  had  ordered  his  Envoy  to  be  arreftcd,  who  had  made  the  De- 
mand i    he  conjured  therefore  his  Majefty,  that  he  would  go  peacea- 
bly, and  not  reduce  the  Sublime  Torte  to  the  Neccffity  of  uling  open 
Violence.     At  the  Word  Violence,  the  King  turn  d  his  Back  upon  him, 
laying  ;  "  I  am  not  yet  ready,  I  neither  fear  your  Menaces,  nor  their 
-  Effeds;  and  if  I  am  attacked,  I  will  defend  my  fclf.'     The  Bafia^^' 
did  not  know  what  to  anfwer,  but  retired  very  much  confounded.     An 
Hour  (at  moll)  after  this,  the  Guard  of  Janizanes  were  taken  from 
him,  whereupon  his  Majefty  gave  Orders  to  his  People  to  be  under 
Arms,  barricade  his  Palace,  and  make  a  fort  of  a  Parapet   at\,\L 
fn  the  Plan  XXXI.  at  which  he  work'd  himfelf,  and  (^he  Froft  not  al- 
lowing them  to  dig  the  Earth,  and  raife  it  in  due  Form)  they  niade 
it  of  Waggons,  Tables,  Chairs,    and  the  Dung  and  Rums  ot  Stables, 
which  thty  puird  down    for   that  Purpofe.     Next  Day,    his  Maje- 
fty being  informed  that  the  Thaim  was  with-held    and  tliat  the  Ba- 
(ha^  had  refuted  to  give  the  cuftomary  Money  and  Provifions  to  any 
of  the  Swedes,   (but  that  he  com.nucd  to  allow  it  t\yc  Coficks     and 
moft  Part  of  the  Tole,,  who  had  ranged  themfelves  under  the  Protec- 
don  of  the  Torte,  and  the  Hari^  had  19  t^ne  Steeds  fetch  d  out  of  h>s 
Stable,  which  had  been  laft  prefcnted  him,  and  commanded  them  to 
be  flio   near  a  little  Wood,  diftant  a  little  more  than  a  Cannons  Shot 
from  the  Royal  Camp,  faying,  I  ^s:tll  neither  ha^ce  tkeir  ■Provifions  nor 
their  Horfei.    Thole  which  were  defign'd  for  his  Majefty  s  Journey  were 
kept  in  the  neighbouring  Villages  at  the  SVWsExpence.   Lieutenant- 
General  Hordh,(yVo  declared  for  Refiftance  with  a  View  las  was  faid; 
of  fupplanring  the  Royal  Favourite  m.Grothufen,  who  was  ngainft  it. 
o   at  leaft  did^iot  encourage  it)  killd  alfo  all  his,  except  two  or  three 
His  Example  was  neither  follow'd  in  this  Relpedl,  nor  the  other,  there 
bem^  Provifton  ftill  left  in  the  Kings  a^arters  to  keen  wnat  they  had 
fo  etc^ht  Days.     The  Day  after  the  King  of  S^^-eden,  who  before  this 
Threatm"g  would  never  enter  Bender,  rode  through  that  Town,  as  tt 
were  in  Defiance  to  the  Bajha^s:,  and  againft  the  Remonftrances  of 

'T  d'e'me'r'ihile  the  Tartars,  who  advanced  by  Flotcons,   and 
hem'd  in  the  little  Royal  Camp,  were  not  lorry  to  lee  theft  Hories  (hot, 
but  made  very  goodCheer  of  them,  they  not  being  ufually  any  bet- 
ter p^ovid  d  tL^n  Knights  Errants.    The  Han  and  Bafl,^,  the  tooner 
to  reduce  his  Maiefty  to  confent  to  go,  forbid  the  Inhabitants  ot  5.«- 
r.  or  the  Parts  adjacent,  furnifiiing  the  Swedes  with  any  Provifjons, 
even  for  their  Money  ,  but  this  Prohibition  did  not  hinder  levcral  >- 
j:".L;and  Tartarh.X..  were  well  paid  for  ^J^^^^l^^^ 
they  were  the  Perfons  orderd  to  prevent  it.     Any  S^^edes  that  were 
found  ftravng,  were  feizd  nnd  clap'd  into  the  Priions  at  Bender,  about 
an  W  >'Mh:  and  an  half  from  the  little  Village  H  arnit:,a,  on  the 
ameld{  of  the  Uufler,  where  they  had  their  ^V^^^J^- 
ing  out  on  the  ^rh  from  mine,  whic^i  were  in  another  little  Village  be^

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rcdiy  atteinpc  to   take  AJvancagc  of  the  favourable  DifpofirioMS  ihat 
fcvcral  -Poles  might  retain  for  hiin,  by  Ibllicicing  cheni  himlclf,  or  ha- 
ving them  lolliciccd,  to  any  Tumult  or  Rcvolunon  during  his  w  ho!  j  Rai- 
lage i  in  a  uord,  that   he  ihou  d  pals  as  a  Fncnd.     ^.   That,  wichour 
pretending  to  fupporc  King  Sccntflaus,  he  iliou'd  leave  thcRepublick  at 
liberty  to  chul'e   their  Sovereign,  if  they  were  not  facished  with  him 
then  reigning,  without  attempting  to  intluence  their  Eledrion  by  Force 
of  Arms.     I  am  uncertain  whether  Mr.  Grothufm   propounded    thelc 
Points  to  his  Majefiy  in  the  fame  manner  they  were  exprels  d  to  him  ; 
but  I  know  that  Sultan  Galga^  in  a  lecoiid  Vific  I  made  liim,  declared  (by 
way  of  complaining  of  Mr.  Grolhufcn,  as  having  deceiv'd  his  Father,) 
that  he  had  fworn,  and  even  brought  Allurances   in  Writing  from  the 
King,  (which  I  hardly  believed)   that  he  wou'd  begin  his  Journey  at  the 
appointed  Time,  and  not  excite  any  Commotion  in  -Foland;  which  U- 
tisfying  the  Han,  his  Father,  the  Money  was  deliver'd.    However  it  was, 
the    Money  was  put  into   the  Hands  of  the  S-Jvedes,  and  was  foon 
gone,  greateft  Part  of  it  being  given  to  the  'Poks ;  and  the  King  lent 
Orders  to  Mr.  Funk,  his  Envoy,  to  demand  looo  Purfes  more  of  the 
Torte.     In  the  mean  while,  it  beginning  to  freeze  pretty  hard,  the  Ba- 
foa'VJ  waited  on  his  Majefty  the  7th  of  -December,  to  reprefent  to   him 
that  the  Froft  being  come,  it  wa?  time  to  think  of  his  Journey,  and  de- 
fired  him  to  prepare  for  it ;  and  Mr.  Grothujen  anfwer'd  for  the  King, 
T>ont   you  trouble  your  felf,   -ji-e  fiall  be  ready  as  foon  as  is  necejjary. 
Some  Days    after,  the  Froll  increafmg  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  'twas 
believed  to  fet  in  for  Winter  ;  and   the  'Tartars,  who    don't   love  to 
belong  in  one  Place,  (cipccially  where  there  is  no  Plunder)  beginning 
to  grow  impatient  at  their  Stay  near  Bender;  Sultan  Galga  went  on  the 
lOth,  in  his  Father's  Name,  to  tell  the  King  that  he  mull  fct  out  on  the 
15th  ;  but  his  Majeity  gave  him  no  other  Reply,  but  that  he  wou'd 
fend  to  the  Han  about  it  j  whereupon  the  Prince  contenting  Iiimlelf 
with  begging  him  not  to  defer  it,  retir'd  after  having  made  a  very  fiiorc 
Vifit.     The  nth,  Mr.  Grothuftn  wrote  a  Letter  to  the  Han  in  his  Ma- 
fters  Name,  which  I  never  had  ;  but  the  Contents  of  it  leem  to  have 
been  not  at  all  latisfadory  by  the  Han's  Anfwer,  and  a  Letter  to  Mr. 
Mullern  m  the  Appendix,  which  import,  that  if  the  King  did  not  depart 
as  a  Friend,  according  to  his  Word  given  to  the  Grand  Seignior,  that 
he  was   apprehenfive  left  he  fliou'd  be  obliged  to  it  Nolens  Volens  ; 
and  his  Majefty  (as  appears  by  his  Letter  to  the  Han  of  the  13th)  an- 
fwer'd it  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  gave  him  to  underftand  that  if  they  at- 
tempted it,  he  was  relblv'd  to  repel  Force  by  Force.     The  Han  having 
'  inform'd  the  Bafiaiv  of  thele  his  Sentiments  and   Difpofitions,  and 
conlequcntly  of  the  Danger  which  they  had  incurred  by  delivering  the 
Money  before  the  Time  ,•  the  Bafia-w  alarm'd,  as  may  bo  well  im-igm  d, 
went  to  his  Majefty  to  reiterate   his  Prayers  and  Inftanccs   for   his 
Departure;  but  he  cxprcfty  told  him  that  he  was  not  ready,  but  that 
he  wanted  another  Supply,  and  had  given  Orders  to  his  Envoy  to  de- 
mand it,  and  waited  for  it  in  order  to  his  letting  out  for  S'^edcn.    The 
BafJoa'-dU  judging  himfelf  loft  at  this  Declaration,  figh  d  and  cry'd   out 
with   a  "loud  Voice,  "  It  will  coft  me  my  Head  toi  having  delivcr'd 
"  the  Twelve  Hundred  Purfes  contrary  to  the  Orders  of  the  Emperor 
'*  my  Matter  ;  and  I  fear  your  Majefty  will  meet  with  fame  Violence 
"  if  you  don't  depart.     Be  in  no  Apprchenfion  on  my  Account,  fays 
"  the  King,  nor  on  your  own  ;  I'll  take  care  to  jiiftify  your  Ccndut^- 
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**  in  this  Refpcd  to  his  Highncfs.    But  (reply'd  the  B^jh.i-j::)  "tis  not 
*'  the  S:dt::ris  Cuftom  to  hear  Faults  juftify'J,    but  to   punilh  them, 
*'  even  if  o;ic  i".  only  accufed  or  fufpeded  :  the  beft  Juftification  (which 
"  I  bef  your  Majefty  to  grant  mc)  is  to  depart,  as  the  only  thing  than 
"  can  lave  my  Head.'     The  King  repeating  i:  again,  that  he  would 
not  go  till  he  was  ready,  and  had  rccciv'd  rhc  1000  Purfes,  which  he 
wanted  for  that  Purpole  j   and  that  if  the  -Port:;  would  nor  grant  them, 
he  m'jfl  borro  vv  them  of  feme  foreign  Merchants,  or  wait  their  coming 
from  his  own  Territories  -,   the  Biijhu-j:  retir'd,  and  went  to  Cauchan, 
where  the  Han  then  was,  to  give  him  Notice  of  this  terrible  and  uii- 
expeded  Dcchration,  and  (which  was  ftill  worfe^^  of  the  farther  De- 
mand of  I  coo  Purfes  J  by  which,  their  Diibbcdiencc  of  their  Maftcrs 
Orders  would  be  difcovered,  in  having  delivered  the  others.    The  Han 
believ'd  himf-'lf  in  no  Icfs  Danger  than  the  Bajha-j:,  at  leaft  as  to  his 
Dignitv  and  Liberty  ;   for  (as  I  have  already  obferv'd;  the  Grand  Seig- 
nior fciJom  or  never  puts  the  Huns  to  Death.     After  feme  Reproaches 
caft  bv  the  Han  on  the  Bafia\Z',  for  his  Eaftncls  in  faffering  himfelf  to 
be  perVwadcd,  and  t!vc  Pains  he  took  to  induce  him  to  deliver  the  Mo- 
ney, contrary  to  the  Grand  Seignior's  Order,  feeing' that  what  was  done 
could  not  be  undone,  they  agreed  to  write  to  his  Highnefs  to  accufe 
rhcmf-ives,  and  at  the  fame  time  endeavour  to  excufe  their  Impru- 
dence as  much  as  poiTiblc,  by  their  good  Intentions;    allcdging  the 
fjmc  P,eafons  that  Mr.  Grothiifcn  had  given  them,  and  his  pofitivcly 
afliiriiig  them,  in  the  King's  Name,  of  his  fpeedy  Departure.     Here- 
upon  each  of  them  difpatch'd  an  Exprefs,  which  rcach'd  Adrianople, 
where  the  Grand  Seignior  then  was,  in  five  Days,  tho'  it  is  diftanc 
thence  ?.lmoft  150  Leagues. 

Di^ring  thefe  Tranfadtions  at  Bender,  the  S-Ji-edip  Minifter  was  ar- 
retted ^t' Adrianople,  whither  he  had  follow'd  the  Sultan,  for  having  de- 
manded loco  Purfes  more  of  the  'Porte  -,  and  his  Highnefs  having  rc- 
ceiv'd  the  Letters  from  the  Han  and  Bajha-jj,  did  not  feem  to  take  any 
Notice  of  th:ir  Faults,  nor  their  Excufes  ;  but,  ordering  a  fail  'Drjan 
to  be  alTembled,  he  fpoke  to  them  almoft  in  thefe  Terms : 

"  I  have  hardly  had  any  Knowledge  of  the  King  of  S^ed^n,  buc 
"  by  his  Misfortune  at  Pulto'^'a,  which  threw  him  upon  my  Territo- 
"  ri'es :  I  never  behevcd,  nor  do  I  yet  think,  that  I  ftand  in  need  of 
"  him,  or  have  any  PvCafon  to  love  or  fear  him  -,  bur,  without  co;i- 
"  faking  any  thing  but  the  Hofpitaliry  of  a  Mufjnlman,  and  my  Im- 
"  perial^Generofiry,  (accuftom'd  to  fliowcr  down  an  abundant  and  prc- 
"  cious  Dew  of  Favours  both  upon  great  and  fmall,  whether  my  own 
"  Subjects  or  Strangers,)  I  have  receiv'd,  entcrtai.i'd,  and  mai.'irain'd 
"  'him  ah'ioft  three  Year's  and  a  half,  with  about  6oco  Perfons,  as  well 
"  SzjeJ^S-ZS^Coil'acks  and  Poles,  who  have  follow'd  his  Fortune.  I  have 
"  load-'d  him  with  Favours  and  Benefits ;  I  gave  him  a  little  after  his 
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Arrival  400  Purfes  for  particular  Occafions,  v,hich  he  made  known 
'  ■        "     ■";  of  Money  *  per  '■Viem,  which  I  order'd  my  Se- 


allowii-ig  his  OHicers, 


in 


to  nic,  befides  a  Purfe  of  Money  *  per ' 
rus'aer  ztBend.r  to  furnifh  him,  for  his  Table 
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cd  by  his  Mmiftcr  icoo  Purfes,  to  defray  the  Chr/gcs  of  his  re- 
turning t)  his  own  Dominions  i  I  granted  him  izoo,  with 
a   nurncrous  Convoy,    which  is   ready    at  Be;uLr ,    with   all   o- 
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vtini'^crs,  and  Interpreters,  Sums  proportionable  to  their  Rank  and 
^n.,l;:v,  for  their  Subfiftence  ;  with  a  good  Qiuntity  of  Provifions 
^FiVd  fr.r  them  and  their  Korfes.    Some  Weeks  ':vc.cz  he  demand- 
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Spring  of  her  moft  confidcrablc  iMorions.  Tho'  Baltagi  Mehernet  was 
not  Mafter  enough  of  that  profound  Diirimularion  that  pcnerally  co- 
vers all  their  Deligns,  to  hide  from  the  King  or  the  Publick  that  they 
did  not  undertake  the  War,  or  conclude  the  Peace  for  his  Interefl: 
leaving  him  only  the  Liberty  by  an  Article  of  the  Treaty  at  Truth,  to 
make  one  for  himlelf,  {for,  as  the  Or^r/^  <7///;^  Muilulmans  -j: as  then 
made  to  (ay,  the  La.v  neither  aUo-jis  them  to  make  Teace  cr  ll^'arfor  In- 
jidels;)  Tho'  they  might  judge  of  the  Indifference  of  the  fecond Peace- 
makers, (or  the  Conrtrmers  of  the  fame  Treaty)  with  refpcdl  to  gain- 
ing Conquefts  over  the  Mufcovttes,  when  they  were  advifed  to  de- 
mand Kto-jj,  by  their  Arifwcr,  Prhat  Jhoiid -^e  do  :j:ith  tt  ?  It  '■u;oud  be 
a  great  Expence  to  the  Sublime  Porte  -^itLont  any  Advanta're  :  Tho'  I 
fay,  they  faw  and  heard  aU  this,  yet  their  Eyes  were  not  open'd  •  and 
itfeem'das  if  they  had  been  enchanted  by  the  r«r/6j,  and  were  in 
love  with  their  Enchantment.  They  had  been  deceived  twice  on  the 
fame  Head,  and  yet  wou  d  not  fulpedt  it  a  third  time,  not  even  the' 
they  were  caution  d  -,  and  I  received  the  Letter  in  xhz  Appendix  to  thac 
ctfed:  from  a  Perfon  who  knew  the  Torte  well. 

On  the  loth  of  November,  the  Buiuk  Immraour  arriv'd  with  the  Sup- 
ply granted  to  the  King  ;  and  on  the  1 5th  the  Han  received  the  Letter 
in  the  Appendix  from  the  Grcmd  Seignior  concerning  his  Majeftys  De- 
parture with  Prcfents  ;  and  the  Bafha^^  another  on  the  fame  Subjedl 
Without  Prefents.    On  the  fame  Day  Count  John  Sapieha,  who  had 
r    u  n-^°  ^"  ^^^  Proteftation  of  the  Tolifi  Noblemen  againft  the 
Embafly  of  the  "Palatine  oi  Majjb'via,  was  accufed  in  the  Tolijh  Coun- 
cil of  War  of  abandoning  King  Staniflaus,  and  difobeying  his  Orders, 
(which  were  to  join  his  Troops  with'  thofe  of  the  Talatme  of  Ktow, 
in  order  to  enter  into  Saxony,  when  his  Tolijh  Majefty  was  on  his 
March  with  General  Crajfaw  for  Tomerania)  and  of  delivering  up  his 
Men  to  che  Enemy.    He  excufed  himfelf  upon  the  Impoffibility,  as 
things  flood,   of  doing  otherwife.     This  Count  being  as  much  diffa- 
tisfied  with  the  Court  of  Bender,  as  they  were  with  him,  demanded 
Audience  next  Day  of  his  Majefty,  who  granted  it  him  at  Mr.  Mui- 
/■■rns.     He  complain'd  there,  that  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  Toland,  and 
the  Right  of  his  Family,  K\n^  Staniflaits,  at  his  Swedijh  Majefty's  Re- 
quelt,  had  taken  from  him  the  Poft  of  Great  General  of  Lithuania, 
and  given  it  to  the  mortal  Enemy  of  his  Family  Prince  WiCno'-juisky. 
The  King,  or  rather  Mr.  MuUern  anfwer'd.  That  he  muft  only  thank 
liimielf  for  it,  for  having  quitted  thff  fide  of  King  A'^w/Z^aj ;  which  he 
denying,  or  giving  the  fame  Realbn  as  the  Day  before,  his  Majefty 
very  gracioufly  promifed  to  make  him  amends  for  it  the  firft  Oppor- 
tunity that  fhould  offer,  provided   he  remain'd  faithful  to  King  St0- 
jvjlaus ;  but  he  net  bang  contented  with  this  Proraifc,  demanded  a 
Pafsport,  which  was  rcfufed  him. 

The  next  Day  the  Han  and  the  Bajha-^,  having  conferr'd  together 
upon  the  Contents  of  their  Letters,  went  together  to  the  King,  to 
communicate  the  purport  of  them  to  him  ;  and  his  Majefty  fcem'd  fa- 
tisfrcd  therewith,  and  promifed  to  give  Orders  to  prepare  for  his 
Journey.  On  the  fame  Day,  a  Janizary  having  kill'd  a  Ahlda- 
■^f  V^  ^^^^'"^^  *  ^'^  Widow  complain  d  of  it  with  Tears  to  the  Bajhaw 
d,efs-dn!the^^  Bender,  who  ordcr'd  him  tobe-leizd,  and  condemn d  him  to  be 
Fig.  (6)  in  poniarded  by  herfelf,  which  Ibc  executed  with  a  great  deal  of  Refolution. 
the  Punt         On  the  1 7th,  a  young  Son  of  the  Ham,  about  Five  Years  old,  was 
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brought  to  the  King,  and  prefented  him  wit!-,  a  young  Circa(pan  Horfe  ; 
and  both  his  Majcity,  and  his  Attendants  by  his  Orders,  carclVd  him 
very  much,  and  he  was  waited  on  back  by  fcvcral  S-zediJIj  Oi?icers.  On 
the  i8rh,  Mr.  Grothufen  went  to  vifithim  from  the  King,  and  prefented 
him  with  a  Gold  VVatch  let  with  precious  Stones. 

On  the  XI ft,  I  went  to  pay  my  Rclpcdts  to  Sultan  Gdg.t.,  who  re- 
ceiv'd  me  very  affably  ,-  and  more  familiarly  tha;i  I  durft  have 
hoped  for  from  a  Peribn  of  his  R.ank,  if  I  had  not  known  him  be- 
fore. He  ask'd  me  feveral  Queftions,  not  of  Things  f"o  remote  as 
the  Han  his  Father  had  done,  but  only  concerning  the  Places  I  had 
palled  through  fince  my  laft  waiting  on  him.  He  enquir'd  whether  the 
King  of  Sweden  was  preparing  to  depart  ?  I  anfwer'd,  that  I  believ'd 
he  was,  at  leaft  that  his  People  talk'd  of  it  every  Day.  He  ask'd,  if 
they  were  fatisfied  with  leaving  Turkey  ?  I  laid,  that  I  did  net  doubt 
but  their  ftrft  Departure  from  a  Place  wherein  they  had  receiv'd  fo 
many  Civilities,  wou'd  coft  them  fome  Sighs  ;  but  that  the  Love  of 
their  Country,  which  moft  of  them  had  not  feen  in  14  or  ij  Years, 
wou'd  comfort  them  for  it. 

The  Money  promifed  for  the  King's  Departure  being  arrived  :it  Be?i' 
der,  (as  I  have  faid)  and  feveral  Days  elapfed  without  any  mention 
made  to  the  Court  of  delivering  it,  and  their  preient  Occafions  being 
very  urgent,  befides  confiderable  Debts  which  had  been  contraded, 
Mr.  MuUern  and  Mr.   Grothufen  waited  on   the  Bapa'-j;,    in   whofc 
keeping  they  were  inform'd  it  was,  and  demanded  it  in  the  King's 
Name.     The  Bafha^jj  refufed  it,  alledging  that  he  had  pofitive  Or- 
ders from  the  Grand  Seignior  not  to  deliver  it  'till  the  Moment  of 
his  Majefty's   Departure  i   but   Mr.  Grothufen,   who    had  an    extra- 
ordinary Afcendant  over  him,  was  not  diiheartend  ;    told  him,  that 
the  Money  was  abfolutely  requifite  to  prepare  for  his  Departure  : 
The  Bafiaisj  anfwer'd,  that  the  Grand  Seignior  furnilhcd  every  thing 
that  was  neceffary  for  that,  as  Waggons,   Provifions,    ire.   together 
with  the  Convoy.     Mr.  Grothufen  reply'd,  that  there  were  a  thoufand 
things  belonging    to  the  Franks  Equipage,    which  the  Tmks   cou'd 
not  make,  and  which  muft  be  bought  and  made  by  the  S-Ji'edes  them- 
felves  i  and  that  he  might  obfcrve  that  his  Highnefs's  Orders  proceed- 
ed only  from  a  fear  that  the  King  wou'd  nor  go,  and  wou'd  ftay  at 
Bender  as  long  as  it  lafted  ;  but  that  on  the  contrary,  the  giving  it  was 
the  way  to  put  him  in  a  Condition  to  go  fooner  :  That,  as  for  the  reft, 
it  fignified  nothing  to  his  Highnefs,  what  Ufe  his  Majefty  made  of 
the  Money  defign'd  for  his  Departure,  provided  he  went  at  the  time 
agreed  on,  which  was  the  firft  hard  Froft.  The  Bafia'-ji;  being  perlwaded 
by  fuch  Arguments,  and   the  Hopes  of  being   paid   3  7000V  Crowns 
which  he  had   lent  to  Mr.  Grothufen,  faid,  that  tho'  ha  was  fatisfied 
with  delivering  the  Money  upon  thefe  .'VfTurnnc's,  he  cou'd  not  do  it 
without  the  //(««'sConfent,  and  promifed  ro  do  his  utmoft  Endeavours 
to  obtain  it,  and  to  wait  upon  him  the   next  Day  for   that  purpoie  -, 
advifing  Mr.  Grothufen  t6  meet,  or  rather  to  be  there  before-hand,  and 
make  the  firft  Overture  of  it  to  his  Tart.trtan  Highnefs.     Mr.  Grothu- 
fen accordingly  went  thither  alone  -,  and  the  Bafhars:  dropping  in,  as 
if  by  Chance,  help'd  to  induce  him  to  it  ;  whereupon  the  Han  agreed 
to  it,  having  firft  required  the  following  Points,  1.  That  his  Majefty 
fliou'd  fet  out  for  Sweden  with  all  his  People,  as  foon  as  his  Highnefs 
ftiou'd  fix  the  Time  and  Day  ;  that  he  ihou'd  neither  dircd:ly  nor  indi- 
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wanted  one  )  were  allow'd  to  follow  him  as  two  of  the  principal  Of- 
ficers of  h.s'Retmuc,  in  Tehnadar^  Habirs,  in  order  to  give  hini  the  nc- 
ccfTary  Dircf.ions  in  the  Iincjuiry  he  was  to  make  in  Poland,  whic.i 
Couivrv  they  both  knew  very  well,  having  been  there  a  good  while 
before/  \  noble  Tartra,  call  d  Cepkerza  Alyrfa,  of  whom  I  have  fpo- 
kcn  in  :ry  PafTige  thro'  his  Country,  was  alfo  len:  by  the  Han  on  the 
faT>e  Account,  but  kept  Icparate,  with  his  Train. 

Ill  the  mean  while,  Mt.Eofandtr  fee  out  from  Demler,  better  latishcd 
\vith  the  Civilities  he  had  received,  and  the  Rcfped  &own  him,  than 
with  the  Succe'.s  of  his  Negotiations ;    and  the  S'jjedifo  Chancery  re- 
ceiv'd  Letters  fi-oni  Count  GyllcmborZy  confirming  the  Promife  that  had 
been  made  him  (as  he  laid)"  of  recalling  .Sir  RcLcrt  Sv.tton,  and  the  fa- 
vourable Dilpofitions  of  the  Tory  Mimftry  to   his  S-^edijJ}  Majefly. 
They  gave  alio  an  Account  of  the  Scene's  being  changed  with  refpect 
to  the  War  in  Flanders,  and  of  the  new  Generalillimo  the  Duke  of  Or- 
inond's  having  received  Orders  from  the  Qaeen  his  Miilrefs,  to  avoid 
any  Engagement  with  the  French,  and  of  the  fatal  Blow  given  to  the 
Allies,  by  his  fcparating  from  them,  whereby  France  would  ftortly  be 
in  a  Condition  to  give  real  Dcmonftrations  of  her  Friendfliip  to  ^-v- 
den.     Thev  added,  that  a  Peace  was  under-hand  refolv'd  en  between 
the' two  Courts  i  that  my  Lord  Bolingbroke  was  adually  at  Taris -,  and 
that  the  irreparable  Lofs  of  the  Hollanders,  who  had  lufferd  the  mod, 
would  oblige  them  to  do  the  fame  :   That  Conferences  were  already 
held  at  Utrecht,    and  that  the  Earl  of  Strafford  and  Biihop  of  Brijiol 
were  Plenipotentiaries  from  the  Brttifi  Court :  That  the  Views  of  the 
Tory  Miniilry  were  the  fame  as  the  Whigs  pretended  to  have,  "^iz.  to 
hold  the  Balance  o{ Europe,  tho'  they  endeavourd  to  compafs  them  by 
a  quite  different,  and  much  Hiortet '.Vay,  that  is,  by  a  Peace,-  aUcdging 
that  CharleslW.  King  of  ^>^/w,  fuccecding  to  the  Empire,  made  it  lean 
too  much  on  his  Side.     The  Names,  Tory  and  Whig,  lo  often  quoted 
in  thcle  Letters,  created  a  Defire  in  the  King  of  knowing  their  On- 
sn  ;  to  which  Intent  he  asked  it  of  Mr.  Fabrice,  who  not  being  able 
fully  to  inform  him,  had  rccourle  to  me ;  and  I,  being  as  little  able, 
wrote   about    it    to  an  Englifi    Gentleman    at  Omflantmopk ,    who 
lent  me  the  Account  in  the  Appendix,  which  having  received  and  trani- 
lated,  his  Majcfty  lecm'd  very  well  plealed  wirh. 

The  J^a,\i\t\\  Meffieurs  Arjvidfon  and  Clmkovfirom  being  returned,  and 
hiving  confirmed  the  Report  above-mentioned,  that  there  adually  vycre 
Troons  remaining  xn'Poland,  the  ^/V/^  declared  War  anew,  for  the  third 
Time,  againft  the  Mufcovites,  or  at  leaft  made  a  great  deal  of  Noilc  about 
it,  and  pretended  as  if  they  wou'd.  The  VtfarJufuff  Bajhazvvi-^s  dcpos  d, 
and  Soliman  Az^a,  a  Man  without  Judgment  or  Experience,  was  put  m 
his  Place,  or,  \o  Ipeak  properly,  was  the  Cloak  under  which  Ah  Ba- 
Jha-Ji;  the  Grand  Seknior's  Favourite  and  Son  in  Law,  began  to  go- 
vern openly,  the  Sultan  and  new  f-^i/ier  fetting  their  Names  to  wnat- 
cver  he  thought  fit. 

The  M/fcovites  were  forced  to  make  another  Retreat  to  the  Seven 
Towers,  even  to  an  Exprels  of  the  Czar's  -,  ■:s\\'^  Baron  Goltz-,  w  ho  wa.; 
at  Confiantinople,  was  lent  to  Adrianople  to  keep  Company  with  toe 
Palatine  of  Malfcvia,  the  new  Emballador  from  the  Rcpublick,  who 
was  but  iuft  arrived  there,  and  was  arrefted,  with  his  numerous  Reti- 
nue of  360  Men.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Grand  Seignior,  who  pcrhll:- 
cd  in  his  Rclblution  uf  lending  the  King  of  Sivcden  away  in  the  W in- 
ter.

Peace  being  conhrm'd,  than  any  thing  cifc  -,  and  that  if  the  Czar  had 
furrcndcr'd  Azoph  by  the  Time  promifed,  thofe  Conferences  had  ne- 
ver been  held  :  That  altho  they  form'd  new  Prctcnfions  on  that  Ac- 
count, as  on  Kio-ji'^  Daren  Sljafjtrof  h^d  no  Iboner  engaged  for  the  punc- 
tual Peiformance  of  the  Articles  ftipulated  at  the  'Truth,  than  they 
receded  from  them,  Teeming  pcrlvvaded  by  the  Reafons  he  gave  them, 
liz.  that  'twas  not  a  thing  to  be  propofed  to  his  Czarian  Majefty,  to 
deliver  up  a  Place  as  dear  to  the  Mujcovites,  on  Account  of  Numbers 
of  their  Saints  buried  there,  and  reverd  there,  as  Mecca  is  to  the  Ma- 
hometans;  and  that  for  'Poland,  i^^  or  no  Riijjians  remain'd  there  that 
were  in  the  C;::.-?rs  Service. 

I  went  to  pay  a  Villt  to  Dr.  Ttnone,  a  very  good  Friend  of  mine, 
and  a  Gentleman  of  Merit  and  Learning,  vi'ho  had  ftudy'd  Ibme  time 
at  the  Univcrfity  of  Oxford.  As  b.e  was  reviving  the  Pradice  of  ino- 
culating the  Small-Pox,  which  had  formerly  been  in  Vogue  in  Greece^ 
and  was  then  almoll  diluted  there,  he  heard  with  Satisfadion  an  Ac- 
count of  what  I  had  oblcrv'd  in  Lircaljia,  in  that  Refpedt ;  and  a  few 
Days  afterwards  he  ptelenied  me  with  tho  Dilcourfe  upon  that  Head 
in  the  Appendix.  Having  finifli'd  Ibme  little  Bullncls  at  Conjianttnople, 
I  returned  to  Bender.,  towards  the  latter  End  ol  September,  and  found 
there  the  Brigadier  £'^y!^«<:/^r,  who  was  come  with  Difpatches  from  the 
King  of  •FriiJJid  to  his  Siz-edifi  Mnjclty,  who  receiv'd  him  very  graci- 
oufly.  "Twas  whilpcr'd,  that  he  was  not  only  intruded  with  Initruc- 
tions  from  the  former,  but  alio  from  King  Aiigiiliiis,  who  courted  the 
Friendiliip  of  the  Sii'edijh  Monarch  upon  any  Terms  but  renouncing 
the  Crown  of  'Poland  -,  and  that  his  Orders  were  to  enter  upon 
the  Negotiation  of  a  Triple  Alliance  between  thofe  three  Potentates, 
by  Virtue  of  which  King  Anguftus  fhould  remain  upon  the  Throne, 
and  the  King  of  PrtiJJici  Ihould  have  Stettn  lequefter'd  into  his  Hands, 
with  Ibme  other  Conditions  not  publilh'd ;  which  being  agreed  on, 
thefe  two  Princes  engaged  thcmlelves  to  prelerve  to  his  Swedifi  Ma- 
jefty  his  German  Territories,  and  to  enable  him,  by  their  AlFiftance,  to 
recover  Ingrta  and  Narxa:  There  is  in  the  Appendix  an  Extra(St  of  a 
Letter  of  Count  IVelling'i  to  the  Chancellor  Mr.  Mullern  thereupon. 

As  the  Svjedifh  Court  continued  their  Exclamations  and  Invedlives 
againfl:  Sir  Robert  Sutton,  I  found  them  fo  full  of  PrepofTeffion,  that 
I  could  not  forbear  telling  them  what  I  had  heard  from  his  Excellen- 
cy's own  Mouth,  viz-  that  he  had  rather  been  aWitnels  of  the  Con- 
ferences between  the  Turks  and  Mufcovttes,  than  any  thing  elfe  ;  they 
anfwerd  me,  that  I  might  fay  ib  indeed  of  the  '■'Dutch  Embaflador, 
tho'  he  had  been  well  paid  for  the  ftnall  Share  he  had  in  the  Ratifica- 
tion of  it,  as  witnel's  *  Taganrok.  I  reply'd,  that  'twas  then  S'-j::eden% 
Misfortune  that  the  Interefts  of  Chrijtian  Potentates  were  lb  contrary, 
that  to  Terve  one  was  to  dilTcrve  another ;  and  that  the  Engltjh  Embaf- 
lador might  think  it  for  the  common  Intereft  of  the  Allies,  to  have  an 
End  put  to  the  War  between  the  Czar  and  the  Torte,  which  the  French 

*  A  Palace  of  the  Dutch  Embaffador  burnt  down  in  17 oo,  which  hit  ExctBency  rvas  then 
building,  and  whifh  the  Erench  and  Swedes  caS'd  Taganrok,  giving  out  it  wai  at  the  Czar'i 
Exfence. 
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Mimfter  had  been  at  fo  much  Pains  to  kindle;  and  I  quoted,  to  prove 
"this  one  of  his  Letters,  before-mentioned,  to  the  Marquis  deTorcy 
which  had  been  intercepted  in  a  French  Vellel,  taken  by  an  Englijh 
Caotain  who  be^gd  me  to  interpret  it  to  him  in  Lanea.  I  added, 
tha?  the'£«^/^^  Embaflador  might  have  had  Orders  from  his  Court  for 
what  he  had  done^  as  I  fuppoled  that  of  Prance  had  from  his,  for  ad-. 

'"  Mr  SL,  to  let  me  fee  that  the  Court  oi  London  did  not  approve 
of  his'Excellencys  Proceedings,  carry'd  me  one  Day  into  his  Cabinet 
to  Lw  me  a  Letter  from  Count  GyUemborg,   the  ix-r^/.  Mimfter  at 
that  Court,  wherein  he  inform'd  him,  that  they  were  fo  diipleafcd  ac 
hearinG  that  he  had  given  the  King  his  Mailer  fuch  Grounds  of  Com- 
nlaYn     that    hey  would  give  his  Majefty  the  Satisfadion  he  defired, 
?id  that  h    wodd  be  infallibly  recalled.    Count  miUng    being  intent 
upon  Artb  rs  of  more  Importance  to  the  Crown  of  S^^eden   than  that 
of  obtaining  the  Satisfaction  which  was  ablo  ute  y  mfifted  upon     o£ 
thatEmbaflldor,   an  Occafion  offering,   exculed  the  Crime  wherewith 
hey  at  Bender  charged  him,  viz.  the  receiving  Prefents  of  the  C^.r, 
as  may  be  fcen  by  the  Extrad  in  the  Appendix,  of  his  Anfwer  to  Mr. 
Mullern  about  a  Royal  Commiffion  for  that  Court. 

In     e  mean  while,  the  Time  granted  the  Czar  for  evacuating  ^.- 
/Ji^  being  expired,  different  Reports  were  made  to  the //^«  and  the 
^.r^rdfat  fome  MufcoviteHroo^^  ftill  remained  d.ere    and  the  others 
were  adually  on  their  March  for  ^omerama.     The  F>oles  at  Bendr 
who  pretended  to  have  very  good  Intelligence    ^^^ ^Jj  .^J^.^e 
to^./^  Court  there  did  not  fail  to  reprelent    that  the  C^^rs  Def.gn 
w^sT  oppofe  the  Kings  Paffage;  and  to  add,  in  ^Memorial  which 
dievdrew  up  thereupon,  that  all  the  Treaties  made  and  confirmed 
were  only  fworn  to  on  the  C^^r's  Side,  with  an  Intent  to  amufe  the 
SL    and  gain  Time  to  deceive  them  the  niore  fecurely  :  That  King 
yCV.    who  encouraged  him  to  it,  and  fympathized  with  him  in 
Sing  hi^ Word- no  longer  than  'twas  for  his  Intereft    had  long  en- 
terta    'da  Thought  of  rendring  not  only  the  Crown  of  ^.W  heredi- 
tary in  his  Family,  but  had  yet  more  diftant  Views  upon  che  Empire  of 
S 1    mCal/^he  Emperor  fl.ould  die  without  Heirs ;  |^?d  that  the^ 
View.,    vluch  were  concerted  with  the  C^'^f,  who  had  alfo  Defign^  ^J^ 
his  own  upon  the  Eaftern  Empire,  renderd  him  his  ^nf^P^^^le  Ally, 
and  confequently  an  Enemy  to  the  Porte    whatever  goo'l Jj^^^  ^^ 
,m'..i  it  •  That  his  Envoy  at  Conftantinople  was  a  Saxon,   and  that  Mr. 
Zi«f.--  X  *  who  was  upon  the  Road'^to  the  Sublime  Porte  as  Embai- 
Sof  iSepubli  k,  wfs  one  of  his  Creatures;  thereupon  the  MT^ 
NobLmen  both'gave  the  Han,  and  fent  to  C-Z-f^^^f^'^J  ^^ 
fipn'd  bv  their  own  Hands,  againft  this  pretended  Embally,  ^as  tney 
c?nd  It)  not  havlg  given' th'eir  Confent  to  it,  tho'  they  were  iome  of 
the  principal  Members  of  the  Diet. 

Upon  thefe  Reports  and  Reprefentations,  the  'P'^'^' ''f  Zf/VL 
to  'Poland,  to  fee  if  thefe  Informations  were  '^^':. X:\'L^Z\^ll 
really  ibme  Mujcovitc  Troops  yet  in  that  R^.^^^'^"^' J°""fjy  °m,^ 
firft  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Truth.  The  Lieucenant.Colone  Mr^ 
Arf.idlon    who  had  1-rnt  thej«.../.  Tc^,  ^^^^^ 

Ottoman  Territories,  and  Ipoke  it  pretty  ^c"'/""  .  nerfedlv  Tfo 
one  of  his  Majefty 's  Secretaries,  who  underftood  W^  pertcdiy,  ^lo 
as  they  cou'd   ogecher  make  a  good  Interpreter  for  the  Aga,  it  he  bad 
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out  his  Order,  alcho'  the  Wcachcr  wns  very  fcverc  ;  rhc  Houfe  which 
his  Majcfly  had  confciiccd  ihould  be  builc  for  him  of  .Scone,  not  beinp- 
yet  finilhcd.  'Twas  a  long  Pile  of  Buildings  mark'd  CC.  Print  XXXI,  o'r 
rather  of  Halls  and  Chambers  but  one  Story  high,  with  a  boarded  Roof  en- 
tirely plain,  having  only  its  Largcncls  and  Convenience  to  recommend  it 
and  being  more  hke  a  Place  of  Conference  for  a  Treaty  of  Peace  than  a 
Palace:  However,  I  fliall  call  it  fo  on  account  of  the  Royal  Gucft  for 
whom  'twas  defign'd,  and  whom  ic  coll  Seven  Thoufand  Crowns  of  the 
Money  I  had  brought  komConlUntinople  before  my  Departurefor  Circaf/?a. 

Being  one  Afternoon,  juft  after  my  Arrival,  at  Mr. Grothufens,  where 
I  had  din'd,  the  King  came  in,  and  feeing  mc  there  yet  in  my  Tartar 
Gloaths,  fmiled;  whereupon  I  made  a  very  low  Bow,  and  offer'd  to 
withdraw,  out  of  Refpedi  -,  but  his  Majefty  very  gracioufly  ordcr'd 
me  to  {lay,  and  asked  me  feveral  Qiieftions  concerning  Tartary^  to 
which  I  gave  luch  Anfwcrs  as  feem'd  not  to  difpfcafe  his  Majefty;'  till 
Mr.  MuUern  coming  in  with  fome  Papers,  I  retired. 

I  lodged,  as  before  my  letting  out,  at  Mr.  Fabrice's,  who  has  always 
fhown  me  agreat  deal  of  Favour ;  and  I  found  there  a  good  Table 
and  foft  Bed,  as  ufual.  As  I  had  almoft:  during  my  whole  Journey 
lain  upon  the  Ground,  except  zt  Bacchifarai,  Cepherza  Myrfds,  Kaffa 
'Je^nikale,  &c.  even  on  board  the  Saick,  where  my  Carpet  Icrv'd  me  for 
a  Bed,  this  at  Mr.  F^i-r/r^'s  being  upon  a  Sopha,  (for  his  Houfe  was  fur- 
nifh'd  parily  after  the  Turkijh,  and  partly  after  the  Chnjtian  Fafiiion) 
I  could  not  fleep  upon  it  for  feveral  Nights,  and  was  obliged  to  lie  up- 
on the  Floor  on  a  Mat  or  Carpet ;  and  it  was  but  by  degrees,  and  af- 
ter a  Week  that  I  could  reconcile  ny  felf  to  Softncls,  or  bring  my  felf 
to  fleep  upon  a  Feather  Bed. 

I  enquir'd  concerning  the  State  of  the  War  agatoft  the  Mufiovites 
and  I  heard  that  the  Turks  had  made  a  great  deal  of  jsoife  (as  ufualj 
about  Az^oph  not  being  dehvcrcd  to  them  at  the  Time  agreed  upon  ,- 
that  the  Grand  Seignior  had  even  fent,  or  pretended  to  fend.  Circular 
Letters  to  the  Generals  of  his  Troops,  commanding  them  to  hold 
thcmfelves  in  Readinefs  to  march  in  the  Spring ;  fuch  Orders  at  lead 
were  publilh'd,  and  the  firft  Interpreter  of  his  Siz-edijh  Majefty  gave 
me  a  Copy  of  them,  the  Tranflation  whereof  is  in  the  Appendix.  But 
the  Mufcovtte  Hoftages  had  conjured  the  Sublime  Torte  to  pardon  their 
Mafter's  Delay  in  executing  the  Articles  of  the  Treaty,  fwearing  that 
his  Intentions  were  fincere,  and  promifmg  immediate  Sacisfadlion ; 
whereupon  the  Imperial  Clemency  took  Place  of  Refcntmcnt,  and  Con- 
ferences of  an  Agreement  were  already  enter'd  upon,  at  which  the 
Englijh  and  'T>ntch  Embafladors  affifted. 

The  Han  was  at  Cauchany  whither  I  went  to  pay  my  RefpecSts,  and 
return  him  Thanks  for  the  good  Ufage  and  Civility  I  had  receiv'd,  by 
the  Means  of  his  Paffport.  He  gave  me  a  very  gracious  Reception ; 
and  feemd,  by  the  Qiieftions  he  ask'd  me,  to  hear  with  fome  Satis- 
fadion  the  Ihort  Account  I  gave  him  of  my  Journey,  and  the  Coun- 
tries thro'  which  I  pafs'd,  efpecially  Qireaffia. 

On  the  X7th  o^ April SiCapigt Bajhaw,  \tomConftantinople,  demanded 
Audience  of  the  King,  and  was  admitted  with  a  pretty  deal  of  Cere- 
mony ;  leveral  S-^ediJh  Officers,  who  had  been  to  receive  him  at  his 
Lodgings,  accompanying  him  thither,  befides  divers  Zchoadars  of  the 
Bajhav:s,  and  his  own  Servants.  He  prefented  his  Majelly  with  the 
Grand  Setgmori  Letter,  concerning  the  Peaceconcluded  with  cheCs^r,- 
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which,  with  his  Majcfty's  Anfwer,  is  in  the  Appendix.     In  the  mean 
while,  the  S-s)edifi  Miniftcrs  had  prcpollcfs'd  the  King  widi  the  Opi- 
nion, tluc  this  Peace  was  confirm'd  with  the  good  OlHccs  and  Intcr- 
pofit'ion  of  the  Britijh  and  "■Dutch  EmbafTadors,  Sir  Robert  button  and 
Count  Colyear;    whereupon  his  Majefty  call'd  them  Voluntary  Media- 
tors :    And  fome  having   added,  that  it  was  chiefly,  if  not  wholly, 
owing  to  the  Credit  and  Influence  the  firft  had  over  the  Minds  of 
the  Turks,    this   Prince  declared  War   in   good  carneft  againil   hiraj 
highly  rcfcnting  that  a  Miniftcr  of  a  Qiiccn,  who  was  a  Relation,  and 
in  Amity  with  his  Majefty,  Hiould  prcfume  to  adl  fo  contrary  to  his 
Intereft,  without  any  Permiflion,  or  Orders  from  his  Miftrcfs.     This 
War  was  carry  d  on  againft  his  Excellency,   both  with  the  Tongue 
and  Pen,    complaining  that  he    had  been  adling  under-hand,    and 
concerned  himfelf  with  excufing  the  Mtifcovites  ftaying  in  Toland;  nay, 
they  pretended  to  have  fome  *  Extrads  of  his  Letters  to  Vienna,  as 
Proofs  of  it ;  and  wrote  to  England,  that  he  had  not  only  travers'd,  by 
all  imaginable  Means,   the  Meafures  which  his  S-^ediJh  Majcfly  had 
enter'd  into  with  the   Porte,  fince  his  Arrival  at  Bender,    in  order  to 
retrieve  and  re-cftabliili  his  Affairs,  but  had  thrown  olf  the  Mask,  and 
openly  efpous'd  his  Enemies  Interefts.  They  added,  that  Baron  Goltz, 
an  Envoy  and  Creature  of  King  Auguffus,    was  continuilly  with  his 
Excellency,    and  that  he  was  entirely  intiucnccd  by  the  Saxon  and 
Mnfcovite  Money  i  in  ihort,  no  lefs  Satisfadion  v.'as  iniilled  on  by  his 
Majefty,  than  his  being  recalled  and  difgraccd.     Mr.  Fabnce,  having 
in  vain  endeavoured  to  dcilroy  thcfc  Impreirions,  fent  word  to  his  Ex- 
cellency what  was  laid  to  his  Charge  :    I  took  the  Liberty  to  do  the 
lame  ;    and  he  anfwercd  mc,  that  he  was  pre  acquainted  with  it,  and 
that  Mr.  Fmck  abftain'd  even  from  the  common  Civility  ufual  among 
Minifters  of  Potentates  in  Amity  together;    and  that  feveral  S-^edijh 
Officers  had  left  Confiantinople  without  taking  Notice  of  him,  '■jjhichy 
his  Excellency  added,  is  the  only  Wrong  they  can  do  me.    As  for  the  Ex- 
tradls,  thefe  are  his  very  Terms;  "  Mr.  Fabrtce  writes  me  word,  than 
"  \\\z  S'-di^edes  pretend  to  have  fome  Extrads  of  my  Letters,    as  Proofs 
"  of  what  they  charge  to  my  Acconnt :  I  cannot  believe  they  have  any 
"  true  Extrads  of  my  Letters  -,  but,  granting  it  to  be  lo,  they  muft 
"  have  a  wonderful  chymical  Art,  to  extrad  Matters  of  that  Confe- 
«  quence  out  of  nothing ;   for  I  am  fure  I  never  wrote  any  thing 

*'  tending  that  Way."  r  ^      j       t-^ 

Tbe  Troops  waiting  at  Bender  for  the  King  of  Siaeden  s  Departure, 
having  defired,  by  Mr.  Grothufen,  his  Majefty  to  let  them  know  whe- 
ther his  Royal  Intention  was  to  ftay  longer,  or  be  going,  that  they 
might  take  their  Meafures  accordingly  ;  his  Majefty  returned  them  no 
Anfwer,  but  order'd  his  Minifter  at  the  Torte  to  Ibllicit  looo  Purfes, 
or  500,000  Dollars  to  defray  the  Expences  of  his  Journey,  and  a  nu- 
merous Convoy,  which  was  promis'd,  and  he  obtain'd  iioo  Purfes,  as 
I  fliall  obferve  in  its  Place.  In  the  mean  while,  I  made  a  Tour  to 
Confiantinople,  and  was  infotm'd  from  Sir  Robert  Sutton's  own  Mouth, 

*  They  did  not  Jhetv  thefe  ExtraSs,  but  I  found  them  afterwards  among  fome  Papers  I  re- 
deem'dfom  the  Tartars  after  the  AtUon  at  Warnitza,  and  there  was  nothing  of  that  Natwt 
in  them  1  found  alfi,  among Jl  the  fame,  a  Letter  from  Dr.  Robinfon,  late  Bijfiof  of  L<,ndon, 
excufing  Sir  Robert  Sutton'^  Proceedings,  fo  far  as  faying,  that  he  had  Orders  from  the  old  Mt- 
niflry  to  prevent  the  War  with  the  Czar,  and  that  he  had  none  contrary  from  the  new  one,  but 
■mould  have  fome  ;    and  I  ht'.ieve  his  Excellency  never  had  any  {Reproaches  from  etthtr. 
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quir'd  if  they  were  all  made  fo,  he  Paid  Yes  i  and  added,  that  wlicu, 
they  were  running,  this  Pouch  was  fill'd  with  Wind,  and  Iccm'd  by  us 
Bigncfs  to  be  a  Ibcond  Head.  He  uncaled  it  himi'elf,  whiift  another 
did  the  fame  by  the  Hare  i  and  having  drawn  them,  they  cut  them 
both  in  pieces,  and  made  a  Ibcond  triangular  SpicfuU.  The  firllRoaft 
being  ready,  all  the  Keepers  fat  down  upon  the  Ground  upon  a  large 
piece  cf'  Felc,  inftead  of  a  Carpet,  and  whereupon  was  the  Head  of 
the  Company,  who  placed  my  Guide  and  me  on  each  fide  him.  Wc 
had  pieces  of  Board,  which  lerved  each  both  for  a  Table,  Difti  and 
Plates  for  three  Perlbns ;  whereupon  our  Hoft  diftributed  the  Meac 
as  he  thought  fit  -,  which  done  we  began  to  eat  without  fpeaking  a 
Word ;  and  the  Mafter,  my  Guide  and  I  concluded  the  Repaft  by  each 
of  us  Imoaking  a  Pipe  of  Tobacco,  and  the  recital  of  our  Misfortunes 
which  my  old  Tartar  made  to  our  Landlord,  and  to  which  I  added 
what  happcn'd  to  me  upon  coming  from  Kejleve.  My  Eyes  begin- 
ning to  grow  heavy,  and  he  perceiving  it,  had  a  Piece  of  Felt  fpread 
upon  the  Ground,  on  which  I  laid  my  Carpet  and  my  Portmanteau, 
and  flept  as  if  I  had  been  dead  firom  Eight  a-Clock  at  Night  till  Nine 
next  Morning  ;  infomuch,  that  I  don't  know  chat  ever  I  eat  or  drank 
with  To  good  an  Appetite,  or  flept  fo  foundly. 

Having  treated  with  the  Landlord  for  frclh  Horfes,  I  thank  d  him 
for  his  Civilities,  and  fee  out  with  a  young  Tartar^  whom  he  fent 
with  me  to  condud:  me  10  Bender  and  bring  them  back.  The  old 
Man  being  fatigued  (laid  there,  and  went  to  look  for  his  Steed,  which 
had  been  condemned  to  be  eaten,  but  laved  his  Life  byour  lucky  meet- 
ing with  this  Keddi.  We  reach'd  Calbournout  before  Ten  at  Night,  tho' 
diftant  Twenty  Leagues  from  the  Place  of  our  Departure,  as  my  new 
Guide  inform'd  me,  and  which  I  the  eafier  believ'd,  in  that  our  Cour- 
fers  fcem'd  rather  to  fiy  than  run ;  and  pafling  the  Nyejier  early  in  the 
Morning,  we  only  flopt  at  Ozakow  zz  long  as  was  neceflary  for  me 
to  make  my  Appearance  before  the  Bajhaw,  and  take  Provifion  ;  and 
we  continued  our  Journey  thro"  the  Dcfarts  without  Interruption,  but 
to  reft  our  lelves  fome  Hours,  which  carried  us  in  two  Days  more  as 
far  as  Bender,  being  above  Eighty  Leagues  from  the  Place  of  our  fec- 
ting  out. 

At  my  Arrival,  which  was  on  the  iift  in  the  Morning,  I  alighted 
at  Monfieur  Fabrice'Sy  who  exprefs'd  himfclf  glad  to  fee  me,  after  a 
longer  Journey  than  I  had  mention'd  to  him,  or  indeed  at  firft  propofed 
to  my  felf ;  and  my  Friends  at  Conflanttnople,  to  whom  I  had  not 
given  the  lead  Intimation  of  my  Dcfign  before  it  was  put  in  Execu- 
tion, no  fooner  heard  that  I  was  gone  into  Crim  Tartary,  and  tarried 
fo  long  without  giving  any  Account  of  my  fclf,  than  they  gave  me 
over  for  loft  or  fold.  What  wou'd  they  have  thought  had  they  known 
the  whole  ?  For  People  have  fuch  ftrange  Ideas  of  thefe  Nations,  fo 
little  Knowledge  of  the  Difference  that  Hofpitality  makes  them  put 
between  thofc  whom  they  look  upon  as  Enemies,  and  carry  off  from 
their  own  Houfcs  and  lell,  and  thofe  who  commit  themfelves  into 
their  Hands,  and  truft  to  their  Honefty  as  I  did,  that  no  body  dares 
undertake  to  travel  thither,  but  only  upon  the  'Pegafus  of  the  Poets, 
,  or  in  Imagination  ;  which  is  the  Reafon  chat  we  have  fo  many  fabu- 

Book  isThe  ^°^^  Accounts  cven  of  Crim  Tartar)',  which  is  fo  little  diftanc  from 
pr'efent  StL  ConftantmopU.  Whiift  I'm  upon  this  Topick,  ic  may  not  be  amifs  to 
cf  thtVni-  obferve,  chat  I've  read  a  Book,  printed  at  London\i\  1704,*  which 
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pPaces  the  City  o(Crim  *  in  the  middle  of  thc'Peninffda,  to  which  it  gives     *  ^'"'/e 
Name  }  and   lays,  ciiat  it  is   thought  impregnable  by  reafon  of  rhe  ^^T^,""^' 
Strength  and  Height  of  its  Walls  and   Caftle,  and  the  Depth  of  its  ^i^d  lli,thc 
Ditches  ;  adding,  chat  ic  may  be  the  lame  which  a  French  Wrircr  ftilcs  /ounb  Edi- 
Bacchtfaraitinu  where  he  refidcs  :  Whereas,  firft,  the  City  now  call'd  Crim  "»"• 
is  a  goodDiltance  from  the  middle  of  the  Country,  and  has  no  manner 
of  Marks  or  Remains  of  fuch  a  Caftle,  or  fuch  a  Force  as  'tis  rcprc- 
fented  to  have,  no  more  than  Bacchtfarai^  which  is  about  Twenty-five 
Leagues  from  it,  as  well  as  I  cou'd  judge  by  my  Riding.   Another  Rea- 
fon of  fo  many  Miftakes  is,  that  feveral  Travellers  write  coo  much  upon 
Hear-fay,  and  the  Anfwers  of  the  Natives  to  the  Queftions  they  ask 
them,  thereby  to  avoid  the  Trouble  of  viewing  themfelves  what  they 
write  i   and  thefe  Inhabitants  are  generally  coo  ignorant  co  give  any 
faithful   and  juft  Account  of  what  they  fee  every  Day,  i.  e.   If  one 
fliou'd  enquire  of  a  CrimTartar,  if  Bacchtfarai  is  well  forcify'd ;  he  wou'd 
anfwer  Yes,  cho'  chis  Town  is  not  fo  much  as  walled  in,  without 
knowing  what  Forcificacions  are.     Tis  from  fuch  Hands  as  chefe  chat 
Mr.  Tavermer  (amongft  ochers)  has  relaced  fo  many  groundlefs  Scories.

CHAP.     III. 

Of  the  Peace  confirmed  on  Azoph  being  delivered  to  the 
Forte.  Complaints  of  the  King  of  Sweden  againjl 
the  Englilh  and  Dutch  ^mbajfador.  His 
Swedilh  ^jMajeJiy  ask'd,  whether  he  intended  to 
ftay  or  go  Home  ?  Gives  no  Anfwer,  but  de- 
mands One  Thou/and  Purfes  for  that  Purpofe. 
Twelve  Hundred  granted,  but  not  to  be  delivered 
till  his  fetting  out.  Got  from  the  Hands  of  the 
Bafliaw  ^«^ Han.  OneThoufand  more  demanded 
hy  his  Majefiys  Order.  His  Envoy  arrejiedon 
that  Account.  A 'Divan  held  thereupon.  The 
Grand  Seignior 'x  Speech.  Orders  fent  to  Bender 
to  prefs  the  Kin^s  Departure,  the  Convoy,  IV ag- 
gons,  &c.  being  ready.  His  Majejiy's  Refufal. 
Attacked  thereupon.  His  unparalleVd  Defence, 
taken  Prifoner,  and  fent  ^o  Demotica,  &c. 

I  Found  chc  King  was  ftill  cncamp'd  on  chc  fameSpoc  where  I  had      1711. 
left  him,  under  a  chin  cold  Tenc,  where  he  contented  himfclf  with, 
or  rather  wou'd  hardly  lufFer  a  little  Fire,  that  was  put  therein  with- 
out 
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the  Fear  of  being  made  Prifoncrs  ;  and  that  when  Ah  Bafia-u:,  whom 
the  ^Porte  had  lent  thither  as  Governor,  thought  of  taking  Poljcliion, 
and  a  great  Part  of  the  new  Fortifications  were  already  demolifhed,  the 
Mufco'vtte  Governor  came  to  tell  him,  he  had  Orders  to  fulpend  the 
Demolition  of  the  reft,  upon  the  News  of  the  Dcpoficion  of  the  lifter 
Baltagi  Mekemet,  his  Czanan  Majcfty  fearing  that  his  Succeflbr  would 
perfwade  the  Grand  Setgnior  to  renew  the  War  ;  however,  he  offer'd 
to  continue  the  'Thatm  to  him  and  all  his  Retinue,  in  FJopes  that  the 
new  Vtfier  would  be  for  Peace ;  but  that  they  would  not  depend  uo- 
on  Uncertainties,  and  thought  it  was  the  lureft  Way  to  return. 

Having  dined  at  Trecop,  we  tec  forwards  on  our  Journey,  without 
taking  any  Provifions  along  with  us,  but  a  Loaf  of  about  z  Pounds 
which  I  bought  of  a  Janizary ;  my  new  Guide  afTuring  me,  that  there 
was  Flefh  enough  at  the  Keddi  whither  we  were  going,  and  might 
reach  Calboumont  next  Evening  before  nine  a  Clock.  But  having  enter'd 
into  the  Defarcs  in  Search  of  the /iT^ia'^/,  we  could  not  find  it,  and  he  laid 
he  feared  it  had  removed ;  and  a  thick  Fog  falling  in  the  Night,  which 
made  it  too  dark  to  travel,  we  fat  down  and  eac  moft  of  our  Bread 
and  flcpc  three  or  four  Hours,  (he  upon  a  Piece  of  Felt,  and  f  upon  my 
Carpet,)  leaving  our  Horfes  to  feed  upon  what  Grafs  they  could  come 
at.  The  Fog  continuing  next  Day,  we  pals  d  that,  and  great  part  of 
the  Night  following,  in  wandering  lb  unfortunately,  that  we  could  not  lb 
much  as  lee  the  leaft  Mark  where  the  Keddi,  we  were  looking  for, 
had  been,  nor  of  any  others.  In  vain  he  cail'd  as  loud  as  he  could, 
fometimes  upon  one,  fometimes  another;  not  fo  much  as  the  Eccho 
of  an  Anlwer  was  heard  :  Whereupon  we  dii'mounted  about  Midnight, 
eat  the  Remainder  of  our  Bread,  and  lay  down,  as  before,  till  Day- 
light;  when  we  continued  our  Journey,  or  rather  Rambling:  The  Fog 
growing  thicker,  confounded  us  entirely,  fo  that  we  rode  up  and  down 
•without  feeing  any  Brack  -,  and  the  third  Night  coming  on,  and  being 
extremely  dark  by  reafon  of  the  Fog,  we  refted  our  lelves,  and  re- 
frelh'd  our  tired  Horfes,  in  a  Place  where  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  Grafs,  but  moft  Part  withered,  having  our  felves  only  fome  To- 
bacco to  divert  our  Hunger  and  Thirft,  which  began  to  be  violent, 
efpecially  mine.  The  next  Day  (the  Fog  continuing)  we  refign'd  our 
felves  up  to  Chance,  going  fometimes  to  the  right,  fometimes  to  the 
left,  meeting  only  with  fome  Wild  Goats  that  ran  up  and  down  by 
Thoufands,  which  I  thought  at  firft  a  good  Omen,  expedling  that  we 
fliould  foon  meet  the  Keepers ;  but  my  Guide  quickly  drew  me  out  of 
this  pleafing  Error,  by  informing  me  that  they  were  all  wild,  and  fo 
fwift  that  they  would  outftrip  any  Horfe  or  Grey-hound.  In  the 
mean  while,  he  was  fo  much  concerned,  and  lamented  \n  fuch  mo- 
ving Terms  his  having  plunged  me  (tho'  unwillingly)  into  this  Mis- 
fortune, that  he  prevented  all  the  Reproaches  I  might  otherwife  have 
caft  upon  him ;  asking  a  thoufand  Pardons,  and  alTuring  me  that  a  like 
Accident  had  never  happen'd  to  him  before,  and  ihowing  his  Sorrow 
for  it,  even  fo  far  as  to  Ihed  Tears.  The  fourth  Night  being  at  laft  come, 
we  pafs'd  it  as  we  had  done  the  preceding  ones  ;  what  moft  incom- 
moded me,  was  Thirft,  not  having  been  able  to  find  any  Water  be- 
tween that  Place  and  Trecop :  As  for  the  Tartar,  he  neither  complain'd 
of  that  nor  Hunger,  having  been  ufed  to  frequent  Fafting  when  up- 
on his  Incurfions.  The  fourth  Day,  which  we  might  the  better  call  fo 
as  deferving  only  that  Name,  the  others  having  been  made  real  Nights 
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by  the  Fogs  and  Mills,  the  Sun  (hone  out,  and  flicwcd  us  at  the  fame 
time  our  Error,  in  having  turned  our  Backs  upon  the  B/ack  Sea,  where- 
as we  fliould  have  kept  along  the  Side  of  it  as   much  as  we  could ; 
hereupon  facing  about,  we  diredcd  our  Couri'c  by  this  aufpicious  Pla- 
net:    But  my  Guide's  Jade  at  laft  funk  under  the  Fatigue,  without  its 
being  in  his  Power  to  make  him  llir,  vviiatever  Blows  he  llruck  him  ; 
upon  which   he  cook  a  Iharp-poinccd  Knife,   and  open'd  one  of  his 
Veins,    and  making  the  Law  yield  to  Neccliiry,    drank  the  Blood 
which  came  from  it,  and  invited  me  to  do  the  fame;    but  how  vio- 
lent foever  my  Third  might  be,  I  found  that  my  Averfion  to  that  was 
yet  ftronger.     In  the  mean  while,  we  held  a  Council  about  the  Dan- 
ger we  were  in  of  dying  with  Hunger,  and  it  was  refolved  to  kill  the 
Horfe  and  eat  him  i  and  we  were  juft  going  to  pat  it  in  Execution, 
when  I  difcover'd  a  Man  riding  about   a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  from  us, 
whom  I  ihow'd  to  my  Tartar,  and  bid  him  haflen  as  faft  as  my  Steed 
wou'd  carry  him  to  overtake  him,  whilft  I  wou'd  wait  for  him  fitting 
upon   my  Portmanteau,  which  1  took  off  to  eafe  the  Creature.     He 
did  as  I  defired  him,  and  returned  in  about  half  an  Hour  to  tell  mc, 
with  a  Joy  that  fccm'd  to  have  made  him  already  forget  his  paft  Hun- 
ger, Thirft  and  Fatigues,  that  this  Man  belonged  to  a  Keddi  of  2000 
Horfes,  which  had  been  at  Grafs  five  Months,  and  were  about  half  a 
League  from  thence,  and  that  he  wou'd  come  in  a  Minute  to  condudt 
\\s  thither  ;  he  did  io  accordingly,  and  mounting  my  Guide  behind 
him,  1  placed  my  Portmanteau  upon  my  Steed,  and  we  rode  diredliy 
to  the  Keddi,  where  the  Mafter,  or  Chief  of  the  Keepers,  received  us 
very  civilly,  and  made  us  fit  down  by  the  Fire  in  his  Obba.     As  my 
Thirft  was  exceflive,  and  very  troubklbme,  I  begg'd  him  to  give  me 
fome  Water  ;  he  anfwcr'd,  that  they  had  none  but  that  of  a  Well  his 
Men  had  dug,  which  was  fo  bitter  that  it  was  not  drinkable  even  for 
Horfes.    I   ask  d   him  what  ufe  they  made  of  it ;  and  he  laid  they 
wafli'd  themfclvcs  and  b'^il'd  their  Viduals  with  it ;  and  that  chey  car- 
ried their  Horfes  every  five,  fix  or  eight  Days  to  fome  River  or  Pond, 
which  was  fufficient  in  the  Winter ;  at  the  fame  time  he  brought  me  a 
large  Porringer  full  of  Mares  Milk  fermented,  fuch  as  I  had  fo  often 
drank  amongft  the  Noghaians,  which  I  emptied,  my  Drought  making 
me  think  it  the  beft  Liquor  that  ever  I  had  tafted  in  my  Life  ;  and  my 
old  Man,  to  whom  they  gave  fuch  another,  acquitted  himfelf  of  ic  as 
well.  After  this  (that  we  might  wait  for  Supper  the  more  patiently) 
they  brought  us  a  great  Piece  of  cold  roafted  Horfc-Flefli,  which  we 
eac  with  all  the  Appetite  that  one  may  reafonably  be  fuppofed  to  have 
after  fafting  above  three  Days.     Night  approaching,  we  faw  the  Horfes 
brought  home  to  the  Keddi  by  ix   Keepers;  after  which  we  went 
into  the  largeft  of  their  Obbas,  where  was  a  great  Fire,  and  round  a- 
bout  it  three  wooden  Spits,  with  feveral  large  Pieces  of  Flefli,  which 
were  turned  by  three  Men,  and  made  a  Triangle.     One  of  the  Keepers 
having  taken    a  wild  Goat  with  a  Hare,  I  ask'd  him  how  he  did  to 
catch   it,  my  Guide  having  told  me  that  no  Courfer  or  Grey-hound 
cou'd  run  fo  fwift  or  fo  long  ;  he  anfwer'd,  that  they  took  a  Grey- 
hound upon  a  Horfe,  and   that  when  the  Steed  was  weary  with  gal- 
loping, they  let  the  Hound  flip.     Hereupon  I  began  to  examine  this 
Creature,  whofe  Hair  was  (hort  and  harfti  ;  I  found  that  it  had  over  the 
Upper  Jaw  a  fort  of  Pouch,  in  which  one  might  put  at  leaft  both  ones 
Hands,  and  wherein  Were  two  Holes  which  ferved  as  Noftrils.     I  en- 
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join'd  by  the  Alahometanl^^^,)  fuffer'd  mc  to  put  on  board  his  Veflcl. 
As  for  the  reft,  the  Houles  of  this  Cicy  arc  but  ordinary,  and  iadly 
built;  but  'tis  very  populous,  and  there  is  a  iV/m^rcZ/rfw  Church  very 
plain,  wherein   Divine  Service  is  celebrated   in  that  Language,   ac- 
cording to  the  Rites  of  the  Greek  Church.     There   are  befides  two 
Mofques,  one  of  which  is  tolerably  handfome,  and  may  have  been 
built  of  the  beft  Materials  of  the    ancient  City,  there   being   fome 
Granite  Columns  finely  poliflVd.     The  Keys  took  in  here  feveral  Min- 
gre/ian  Sieves ;  great  part  of  which  were  fold  by  their  Mothers  like 
the  CircaJJIans,  but  were  incomparably  lefs  beautiful.     He  alfo  took  in 
fome  Honey  and  Wax ;  and  the  Wind  changing  to  the  North  Weft  three 
Days  after  our  Arrival,  we  hoifted  fail  again  j  but  it  did  not  remain 
fo  long  as  the  contrary  one,  which  had  brought  us  to  Sebajiopolts^  for 
giving  place  to  a  tempeftuous  South  Eaft,  it  drove  us  up  two  Days 
afterwards  towards  Crtm  Tartary,  a  great  deal  fafter  than  we  defired. 
Hereupon  the  Captain  repented    his  having  put  to  Sea  in  this  Seafon 
and  fwore  by  his  Beard,  that  if  it  fhou'd  pleafe  Heaven  to  let  hini 
gain  any  fafe  Harbour,  he  wou'd  Winter  there.     As  for  me,  I  chang'd 
my  Defign  of  going  by  Sea  to  Conjtantinople,  into  a  Refolution  of  j^o- 
ing  by  Land  to  Bender^  and  we  had  the  good  Fortune  to  reach  the 
Port  of  Kefleije  on  the  9th.     I  had  no  fooncr  landed,  than  I  made  a 
Prefcnt  to  the  Keys  for  the  Time  I  had  been  on  board,  and  recommended 
the  Care  of  my  Marble  Head  to  one  of  his  Sailors  who  was  a  Greek-, 
giving  him  a  Diredlion  to  fend  it  to  Conjtantinople  by  the  firft  VefTel 
that  he  met  which  was  bound  thither  ;  after  which  I  look'd  our  for 
another  fort  of  Carriage.     Upon  Enquiry,  I  found  a  Tartar  of  Aktr- 
man,  who  had  a  Waggon  with  two  Horfes,  and  was  returning  thither, 
and  I  agreed  with  him  to  carry  me  as  far  as  Trecop,  or  farther,  if  I 
was  fatisfied   with  him  -,  but  in  very  few  Hours  he  gave  me  reafon 
enough  to  the  contrary,  after  the  following  manner:  Happening  in  the 
Night-time  to  pafs  by  a  Meadow,  where  leveral  Horfes  were  feeding 
without  a  Keeper,  he  feeing  that  I  was  laid  down  in  the  Waggon,  and 
believing  me  afleep,  as  I  was  indeed  almoft,  tho'  I  made  fliift  to  keep 
my  Eyes  open  enough  to  obfcrve  him,  leap'd  down,  and  flopping  his 
Horfes  gave  them  fome  Handfuls  of  Hay  to  employ  them ;  than  ta- 
king a  little  Bag  made  of  Hair,  (call'd  by  the  Turks  and  Tartars  Torba) 
wherein  they  ufually  put  fome  Barley,  which  they  give  their  Horfes, 
by  thrufting  their  Heads  in,  and  faftening  it  to  their  Necks,  he  very 
foftly  drew  near  that  which  fcem'd  to  him  to  be  the  beft  -,  the  Crea- 
ture fmeUing  the  Provender,  very   familiarly  put  his  Head  into  the 
Sack,  which  the  Tartar  tied  about  his  Neck,  and  taking  hold  of  bis 
Mane,  led  him  to  the  Waggon  where  he  faften'd  him  with  a  Rope ; 
then  getting  up  into  his  Place,  drove  away  as  hard  as  poflible.     A  lit- 
tle after  meeting  one  of  his  Countrymen,  who  was  going  zo  the  City 
whence  we  came,  and  ask'd  him  where  he  had  gotten  that  Horfe  ;  he 
anfwer'd  confidently,  and  fo  loud  that  I  heard  him.  Alia  verdt,  God 
has  given  tt  me.     Upon  refleding  on  what  I  had  feen  and  heard,  fear- 
ing that  this  Villain   might  play  me  a  Trick,  by  ftiowing  me  ibme 
luch  Piece  of  his  Art,  and  pretend  that  Providence  had  prefented  hhn 
with  fomething  of  mine  which  I  fhou'd  not  be  willing  to  part  with, 
I  refolved  to  dilbharge  him  at  the  firft  Village  that  we  Ihou'd  come  at ; 
but  an  Hour  or  two  afterwards  I  falling  faft  alleep  in  goodearncft,  he 
quitted  his  Waggon  a  lecond  time,  for  fome  Trick  which  I  did  not  fee, 
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perhaps  of  the  fame  Nature  ;  and  ic  happen 'd,  that  his  Horfes  being 
thus  left  to  clicmfclvcs,  began  to  run  full  Speed  a-crols  the  Fields,  and 
the  Night  being  dark,  the  Waggon  was  loon  out  of  the  Tartar's  Sight. 
I  waked  in  a  Surprize,  and  in  vain  calld  upon  him ;  and  the  Horles 
continuing  to  giilop,  fL-iz'd  on  the  Reins  as  well  as  I  could,  and  ftopc 
them,  and  for  tear  they  fhould  take  their  Career  again,  ty'd  two  of 
their  Legs,  after  having  given  them  Ibme  Handfulis  of  Hay,  which 
was  faften  d  behind  the  Waj^gon,  to  amufe  rliem  -,  then  I  began  afrclh  to 
call  Mehemct  (which  was  his  Name)  as  loud  as  ever  I  could,  but  no  Body 
anfwer'd  ;  fo  noc  knowing  what  to  think  of  this  Accident,  the  Caufe 
and  Circumftances  whereof  my  falling  afleep  had  hinder'd  me  from 
finding  our,  and  being  ignorant  where  1  was,  I  refolved  to  wait  for 
Day;  which  hardly  begin  to  break,  before  I  pcrceiv'd  a  Tartar  haften- 
ing  towards  me,  and  crying,  Allah,  Allah.,  whom  my  Guide  had  lent 
one  Way  to  feek  his  Waggon,  whilfl  he  was  looking  for  it  another. 
This  Man  carried  me  to  a  Village  at  a  fmall  Dilfancc  from  the  Place 
where  he  found  me,  and  an  Hour  after  I  law  Mehemet  arrive,  who 
had  (as  he  Paid)  been  running  all  the  Night,  and  was  heartily  tired: 
He  excufed  himleif,  by  pretending  that  he  had  floor  for  a  natural  Oc- 
cafion,  after  having  given  his  Horfes  fome  H.iy.  I  did  not  reproach 
him  with  his  Theft  over  Nighr,  nor  Ice  hiin  know  that  I  fulpedcd  he 
had  left  his  Waggon  for  fuch  another  Job  ;  but  judging  the  Tartar 
whom  he  had  lent  to  feck  me  to  be  of  better  Principles,  1  agreed  with 
him  to  carry  me  as  far  as  Bender.  He  was  an  old  Man  about  60  Years 
of  Age,  and  provd  afterwards  nor  lefs  honcfl  than  I  thouglic  him;  fo 
I  took  my  Baggage  out  of  the  Waggon,  and  paid  Mehemct  for  half 
the  Way  between  Kcjleve  and  'Precop,  tho'  we  had  not  come  near  fo 
far,'  that  I  might  get  rid  of  him.  The  old  Man  had  two  Horfes,  but 
they  were  but  inditferent,  and  heconfefsd  as  much  himfelf  beforehand, 
but  added,  that  they  were  good  enough  to  carry  mc  to  a  Keddi  abonc 
eight  Hours  riding  beyond  T'ecop,  wliere  he  had  frcfli  ones,  with  which 
(as  he  laid}  we  might  reach  Bender  in  four  or  five  Days.  We  faddied 
our  Steeds,  mounted,  and  arrived  at  Trccop  the  next  Day  before  Noon ; 
and  the  Orbev  being  there,  I  went  to  fee  him,  and  told  him  how  uie- 
ful  the  Palfporr  from  the  Han  his  Father  had  been ;  he  rcceiv'd  me 
very  kindly :  He  was  in  the  ordinary  plain  Houfc  beforc-mention'd  in 
fpeaking  of  this  City,  fitting  upon  a  Sopha,  after  the  Turkijh  Manner ; 
among  other  Things,  'ic  enquir'd,  if  I  had  heard  how  the  Governor 
oi  Azoph  had  refufed  to  evacuate  that  Place  ?  I  anfwer'd,  that  the  Ba- 
Jbaw  of  Jegnicale  had  told  me  of  it ;  "  Ah  !  fays  he,  if  the  l^ifierBal- 
"  tagi  Mehemet  would  have  been  advifed  by  the  Han  my  Father,  it 
"  had  not  been  now  in  the  CzMr%  Power  to  give  Orders  to  his  Go- 
*'  vernor  contrary  to  the  Treaty ;  he  ought  to  have  taken  and  carried 
"  him  to  Confiantmople  as  an  Hoftage  and  Security  for  the  Perfor- 
"  mance  of  the  Conditions,  and  have  kept  him  there  till  the  Execu- 
"  tion  of  them. '  He  ask'd  me  divers  other  Queftions  about  my  Tra- 
vels, to  which  I  return'd  fuitable  Rephes  ;  but  feeing  fornix  Body  come 
to  him,  who  laid  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  me,  The  Horfes  are 
ready,  and  concluding,  He  was  going  to  rtde  out,  I  took  my  Leave  i 
he  wiih'd  mc  a  good  Journey,  and  I  went  to  my  Guide,  whom  I  had 
left  in  a  Coffee-Houle  that  was  kept  by  z' Janizary,  where  I  found 
leveral  others,  and  amongft  the  reft,  two  who  were  come  firom  Azoph. 
I  defired  to  know  what  had  induced  them  to  return ;  they  anfwercd, 
Vo  L.  IL  L  the 
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I  bought  here  of  an  Armenian  Goldfmich  three  Silver  Medals  like 
{c)  in  the  Print  XiV.  and  {f)  in  XXVII.  Terttnax  N'^.  (6)  with 
three  others  Hke  (i6^  C43}  (44)  ^"'i  Fauftma  znd  TranquiUina  ail  of 
Brafs  in  the  Print  XII.  which  had  been  all  of  them  condemn'd  to  the 
Flames  by  their  PoflelTors,  who  fold  them  me  for  the  Imall  Lucre  of 
about  as  many.  Pence. 

The  Circa ffian  of  Cepherza  Myrfa's,  who  had  appointed  to  meet  us 
at  a  Slave  Merchants  of  his  Acquaintance,  having  finilh  d  his  Affairs, 
and  luppofmg  by  my  long  delay,  that  I  had  alter'd  my  Refolution 
of  paffing  through  this  City,  and  was  return'd  back  another  way,  had 
been  gone  about  ten  Days.  This  Merchant,  among  five  iMndfome 
Girls,  the  cldefl:  of  which  was  not  thirteen,  had  a  little  Calmuck  about 
eight,  whole  Skin  was  as  white  as  Snow ;  but  ftie  had  in  her  Face  all 
the  Deformity  of  her  Nation,  and  feem'd  to  me  very  proper  to  rcprc- 
fent  the  Devil,  according  to  the  Notion  of  the  Ethiopians^  who  painc 
him  White :  Surpris'd  at  feeing  fo  ugly  a. Creature  among  fo  many 
beautiful  ones,  I  ask'd  what  he  intended  to  do  with  that  little  Mon- 
Iler  ;  he  anfwer'd,  that  ne  had  bought  her  to  ferve  the  Wife  of  one 
of  his  Friends,  who  was  very  handfome  but  very  jealous. 

We  left  Calbata  on  the  x<5th,  and  let  forwards  for  theTalus Maotis; 
and  in  our  Way  on  the  27th  we  pafs'd  by  a  Colony  of  Nogbaians,  a 
little  lefs  deformed  than  the  firfc,  who  entertained  us  very  evilly,  as 
well  as  the  CircaJJlans,  Georgians^  and  Mingrelians  that  we  met  as  we 
cnter'd  the  Champian  Country;  and  we  made  no  flay  any  where  but 
juft  to  reft  and  refrefli  our  felves.  On  the  31ft  we  reached  the  Eaftern 
fide  of  the  ValHS  Maotis,  about  fourty  Leagues  above  Temrok :  and  fee- 
ing feveral  Saicks  in  an  open  Road  without  Town  or  Village,  I 
ask'd  whither  they  were  bound,  and  found  that  the  moft  pare  of  them, 
which  were  defigned  for  Conjiantimple,  had  prudently  relblv'd  to  Win- 
ter at  Jegmkale  or  Cajfa,  and  two  of  them  to  venture  on  to  KilJia 
with  the  firft  favourable  Wind.  As  I  cou'd  not  propofe  to  meet  with 
any  thing  new,  worth  my  Curiofity,  in  returning  to  Bender  thro*  Crim 
Tartary,  I  refolved  to  fpare  my  felf  that  barren  Fatigue,  by  embark- 
ing on  board  one  of  the  latter  j  whereupon  I  agreed  with  the  Reys  foe 
my  Paflfage,  having  firftfatisfied  my  Noghaian  bjyond  even  his  Hopes, 
by  prelenting  him,  befides  five  Piafttes,  with  the  two  Horfes  that  I 
had  bought  for  my  Journey.  He  gave  me  a  thoufand,  Bleflings  and 
Thanks,  and  defired  a  Certificate  of  bis  good  Conduct  to  fhow  the 
Bajhaw  of  Jegnikale,  he  being  (as  he  faid)  to  pafs  thro'  that  Town  * 
and  from  thence  to  Kefleve,  to  fell  his  Horfes  there  to  a  Twrk  of  that 
Place,  who  had  defired  two  or  three  a  long  while.  I  told  him,  that 
the  Reys  being  to  ftop  there  fome  Hours,  I  wou'd  go  and  thank  the 
Bajhaw  in  Pcrlbn,  and  afTure  him  that  I  was  very  well  fatisfy'd  with 
his  Service  ;  fo  conjuring  me  not  to  forget  it,  he  took  his  leave  of  me, 
and  fet  forwards  on  his  Journey. 

Twenty  four  Hours  afterwards^  the  Wind  declaring  in  our  favour, 
we  hoifted  Sail,  and  were  carried  ,very  fwiftJy  down  as  far  as  Jegni- 
kale,  whither  we  got  before  my  JsLoghaian^  who  (as  I  heard  at  tHe 
Bajhaw's,  from  a  Man  who  was  come  from  Taman)  had  ftopt  to  wait 
for  a  large  Boat  to  tranfport  his  Horfes.  I  kepc  my  word  with  him 
in  fatisfying  the  Bafha-^  of  his  good  Behaviour,  which  he  feem'd  very 
glad  to  hear,  iand  ask'd  me  fevcral  Queflions  about  my  Travels ;  and' 
he  cou'd  not  conceive,  that  only  the  Curiofity  of  feeing  a  Country  fo

"    Difficulty,  (after  having  H^own  that  Avctfion  to  Hgurcs  wi 
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i;\'atec  without  any  other  Addition,  and  afcerwatds  drink  it  at  Difcrc- 
tion  indifferently  in  all  Diftempers. 

The  moft  general  Food  of  the  Orcaffians  confills  of  Mutton,  Beef, 
\  Poultry,  wild  Fowl  and  Vcnilbn  ;  they    have  Numbers  of  the   ftrft 

forts  in  the  Champian  Country,  and  being  great  Hunters  they  are  ne- 
ver without  the  others,  eipecially  amonglt  the  Mountains  and  Woods 
that  are  the   moil;  inhabited.     The  Mountaineers  eat  Horle-Flefli  as 
well  as  the  Tartars^  having  but  few  horned  Beaftsi  and  they  pound 
fome  Millet  in  Stone  Mortars,  then  diluting  it  with  Water,  make  it 
into   Dough,  which  they  bake  under  Embers,   and  that    is   ufualiy 
their  Bread.     The  Circaffians  who  are  Mahometans  obey  the  Han^  and 
uponOccafion  furnifli  him  with    15000  Men.     The  Mens  Habit  is 
pretty  like  that  of  the  Tartars,  but  fomewhat  fliorter  ;  that  is  to  fay, 
they  kiKp  a  Medium  between  their  Drcfs  and  that  of  the  Terfians  : 
The  famf  may  be  laid  of  the  Womens,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  Fi- 
gures on  the  Map  C,  where  they  are  all  reprefented.     Letter  (/)  is  a 
Noghaian'Tartar,  (a)  is  the  fame  upon  my  Map  B,  with  his  Waggon 
drawn  by  Dromedaries  j  upon  which  is  an  Oiii^a  or  Tent  after  his  Coun^ 
try  Fafliion.     ig)  Is  a  Ctrca//ian  with  two  young  CtrcaJJtan  Maidens  (<•) 
(/)  which  he  is  offering  to  fell  to  the  'Ferfian  [h).     The  Orcaffians  ar« 
generally    govern'd  by  Myrfas,  like  the'  Tartars  ;    which  Alrrfa  s,  at 
ieafl:  they  who  arc   not  Mahometans,  fell  or  prefent  the  Children  of 
their  Subi'eds,  even  fometimes  their  own,  for  Slaves  ;  arid  they  ufed 
themfelves   to  chufe  thofe  which   they  paid  as  a  Tribuce  to  che  Hart 
before  the  Defeat  of  the  Tartars,  Cuftom  having  rendered  that  eaiy  to 
them,  which  to  us  fecms  contrary  to  Nature.     Their  Marriage  is  but 
a  Civil  Contraxa,  and  their  Elders  ferve  them  inftead  of  Judges,  aa 
well  as  Priefts,     Tho'  Fathers  and  Mothers  offer  their  Children,  as 
I've  obferv'd,  they  teach  them  to  preferve  their  Virginity,  tlieLofs  of 
^  w4iich  takes  away  half  their  Value  ;  and  a  Man,  who  fliou'd  feduco 

*  •  one  of  them,  wou'd  violate  the  Laws  of  Hofpitality,  and  be  con^ 
-  demn'd  to  buy  her  of  her  Parents,  (who  alone  have  the  Right  to  dif- 
pofe  of  lier)  at  the  Price  of  a  Maid,  but  this  happens  but  feldom  :  and 
after  he  has  purchafed  her,  he  may  do  as  he  pleafcs  with  her,  either 
|iieep  and  make  her  his  Bedfellow,  or  fell  her  again  to  another.  Their 
manner  of  adminiftringjuftice,  is  almoft  the  fame  as  among  the  Noghat- 
am,  but  more  fevere  ;  Murther  is  punifti'd  with  Death,  and  the  Exe- 
cution of  it,  as  well  as  the  Choice  of  the  kind  of  it,  is  left  to  tha 
neweft  Relations,  as  in  Crim  Tartary.  The  Thief,  who  cane  returd 
what  he  has  taken,  is  condemn'd  to  be  a  Slave  to  him  whom  he  has 
robbed,  and  if  he  doesreftore  it,  to  fuffer  a  certain  Number  of  Laflie^ 
9<^  his  naked  Body  i  which  either  the  Perfon  wronged,  or  fomebody 
^hira,  lay  oh.  Their  Tongue  is  very  foft,  and  they  feldom  or  nevee 
ufc  the  Letter  (r). 

At  a  little  more  than  two  Days  Journey  from  Tieglfvad,  amd  three 
and  a  half  from  the  Ruins  before- mcntion'd,  we  met  with  oriiets  which 
were  more  advantageoufly  fituated,  but  inferior  in  every  other  refpeiJ. 
They  lie  upon  an  Afcent,  and  are  almoft  entirely  furrounded  by  large 
Plains  ;  the  Sight  is  bounded  towards  the  North  by  a  Forreft  ;  and  a 
fine  River,  which  runs  from  the  North  Eafl  to  the  South  Wefl,  -ivides 
tifaim  into  two  equal  Parts  -,  but  the  Materials  don't  at  all  anfwer  their 
Situation,  being  only  Flint,  and  the  moft  ordinary  Stone,  i.'-fomuch 
tl?£«iiffop»$' Numbers  of  them  were  not  ftill  cemented  together,  they 
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cou'd  never  be  thought  to  have  been  made  ufc  of  by  Art.  There  were, 
however,  here  and  there  fome  reddifli  Stones,  which  for  their  Colour 
and  Hardnefs  refcmbled  thofe  of  the  Emtlian  and  Appian  Ways  ;  and  I 
took  them  at  firft  for  bak'd  Earth,  fome  of  them  were  flat,  and  fome  few 
fquare,  and  for  the  moft  unhew'd  and  wirhout  any  Luftre,  the  largeft 
not  above  three  Foot  in  Diameter.  As  for  the  reft,  I  cou'd  not  find 
either -^^j^  Relievo's,  Columns,  Chapiters  nor  Infcripdons.  Hereupon  I 
refolv'dtolieyetoneNightmore  in  the  two  next  Villages  that  we  (hou'd 
come  ac,  to  fee  what  Informations  I  cou'd  get  from  the  Inhabitants  of 
them  ;  but  they  cou'd  not  give  me  any  infight  into  what  they  had  been, 
no  more  than  the  others  of  thofe  before-mentioned  ;  neither  cou'd 
they  furnifh  me  with  any  Medals  nor  Stones  which  had  been  carv'd, 
not  having  found  the  leaft  Curiofity  themfelves,  nor  heard  of  any  one 
who  had. 

The  Place  where  I  found  thefe  Ruins,  with  the  others  before-men- 
tioned, whofe  Charaders  I'm  wholly  ignorant  of,  feem  d  to  me  ac- 
cording to  the  Metaphyfical  Line  by  which  I  diredled  my  Return,  to 
be  to  the  South  Weft,  where  the  ancient  Geographers  place  the  Pil- 
lars of  Alexander  the  Great.  N.  B.  For  the  moft  part  where  the  Ri- 
vers were  not  frozen,  wc  were  carried  over  by  our  Horfcs,  thofe  of  the 
QrcalJians,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  Tartars,  being  excellent  at  fwim- 
ming  J  only  we  were  ferry 'd  over  the  River,  at  the  Villnge  where  we 
ftop'd  after  having  feen  thefe  Ruins,  in  a  fort  of  a  Canoe  made  out 
of  a  fingle  Trunk  of  a  Tree. 

My  Circaljian  being  now  become  ufclefs  to  me,  and  exprefting  an 
Apprehenfion  of  approaching  C«/^rff<2,  aCity  of  Grc^rf/w,  that  (as  well 
as  the  Calmmks  who  are  to  the  North  Eaft  of  it)  paid  Obedience  to  the 
Hart,  which  he  did  not,  (befides   his   having  been   in  the  Number  of 
thofe  who  had  beaten  his  Brother  in   1708,)  and  feeming  to  have  in- 
herited the  Fear  which  begun  to  leave  my  Noghaian  by  degrees,  as  we 
drew  near   it,  faid    that  he  had  a  Brother   fome  Hours  riding   from 
where  we  were,  whom  he  was  defirous  of  feeing;  whereupon  I  made 
him  feveral  little  Prefents,  as  of  Part  of  what  Tobacco  remain'd,  and 
other  Trifles  which  I  had  in  my  Portmanteau,  with  a  little  Money, 
wherewith   he  was  very  well  contented  ;  and  my  Noghaian  and  my 
felf  continued  our  Journey.     However,  his  Fears  were  not  yet  difpell'd, 
and  he  propofed  to  me  not  to  flop  any  more  at  any  Village  whether 
fix'd  or  moveable,  (for  we  met  with  both  in  our  way)  but  to  buy  Pro- 
vifions  i  and  as  I  cou'd  not  find  any  thing  new  to  remark,  I  did  not 
oppofe  his  continual  SoUicitations,  which  I  was  pretty  well  ufed  to ; 
fo  we  travelld  with  fuch  fpeed  and  good  Fortune,  that  we  arrived  ac 
Calbata  the  Z4th  without  any  ill  Accident. 

Calbata  may  deferve  the  Name  of  a  City  fot  its  Largenefs,  but  noc 
for  its  Handfomenefs,  the  Houfes  being  very  forrily  built,  confifting 
only  of  miferablc  Huts  made  of  great  Pieces  of  Pine,  and  other  Trees 
laid  one  upon  t'other,  ioined  by  Mortifes  and  cover'd  wvthTurt; 
or  elfe  of  Hurdles  platfterd  over  with  Mud  or  Clay.  They  are  gene- 
rally low  without  any  thing  but  the  Ground  Floor,  excepting  a  very 
few  railed  upon  fquare  Walls,  wretchedly  made,  about  the  heighth  of 
a  Man.  Its  Inhabitants  were  Armenians,  Creeks,  fome  Jews,  No- 
ghatans,  Ctrcajpans,  &c.  in  a  word,  I  met  with  all  the  Nations  that  I 
have  mentioned  between  that  Place  and  Bender,  except  Black  Lai- 
mucks.  • 
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which  Account  other  Pcrfons  of  more  Undcrftanding    who  have  fpoke 
of  it  fincc  to  mc,  did  not  contradid,  and  was  in  Subftancc  thus  :  The 
Circallians  of  the  Mountains  are  Ibmething  Hke  the  'Z)rWj,  proftrating 
themielves  before  old  Oaks,   and  other  Trees,  wherein  they  bchcve 
fomc  invifible  Deities  refide,  who  are  capable  of  granting  the  prejenc 
temporal  Blcifwres  they  dcfirc;  for  as  for  any  future  and  Ipiritual  Hap- 
Dinefs   which  all  thofe  who  believe  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  (how- 
ever they  may  differ  in  other  Points  of  Religion)  pray  for,  they  fcem 
not  fo  much  as  to  have  any  Idea  of  it.     They  go  in  Proceffion  round 
thefe  Trees,  with  lighted  Torches,  and  fallen  Wax-Tapers  to  tliem; 
and  at  fome  Times  of  the  Year  they  facriticc  divers  Creatures  unt^er 
them,   as  Oxen,  Sheep,  Lambs,  Goats,  &c.  and  their  Elders,  who 
are  as  it  were  their  Priefts,  and  chofen  from  araongft  tlie  moft  aged, 
diftribute  the  Meat  about  to  the  Affiftants,  and  carry  it  to  the  Sick 
and  Poor    who  are  abfent.     Thcle  Elders  (according  to  the  Accounts 
of  feveral  Greeks  and  Armenians,  etpecially  the  latter,  who  have  been 
converfant  with  them,  anu  have  feen  their  religious  Ceremonies)  don  t 
fo  much  as  know  how  to  read,  and  repeat  a  fort  of  Form  of  Prayer, 
which  they  tranfmit  and  hand  down  to  Poaerity  as  tliey  have  recei- 
ved it  from  their  Anceftors.     Several  Trees,   whofe  Trunks  and  firft 
Branches  were  blacken'd  with  Smoak,  with  Coals,  Alhes,  and  other 
Traces  of  Fires,  which  I  obferv'd  here  and  there  near  them,  were  fuf- 
ficient  Confirmations  to  me  of  this  their  Cuftom.    As  for  the  reft,  no- 
thing is  more  amphibious  than  the  Religion  of  the  CtrcaJJians  m  gene- 
ral   it  being  a  Compofition  of  feveral  others  ;  for  they  who  live  mod 
to  'the  S.  E    and  N.  W.  are  moftly  "Pagans ;   they  who  arc  neareft  the 
Tartars  and  TerJ?ans,  are  for  the  moft  Part  Mahometans,  or  at  leaft  arc 
circumcis'd.  and  have  a  great  deal  o^  Mahomet tfm  mix'd  with  their  Su- 
perftition  •  and  they  who  have  moft  Commerce  with  the  Mufconjttes, 
Geormnsl  Mingrettans,  and  Armenians,  have  adopted  many  Gr^f-fe  and 
Armenian  Ceremonies,  and  fome  of  them  are  even  baptized ;    in  a 
Word   both  their  Knowledge  and  Pradice  in  Matters  of  Religion,  is 
a  meer  Chaos.    Our  Landlord  (as  I  found)  was  circumcis'd,  without 
being  either  Mahometan  or  Jew,  and  he  eat  Swine's  Flelh,  contrary  to 
the  Law   which   prefcribes  Circumcifion,    as  perhaps  my  CtrcaJJjon 
would  have  done  likewife,  if  he  had  not  been  reftrain'd  by  the  Exam- 
ple of  the  Noghaian.    They  made  me  here  the  fame  Propofal  with  re- 
fped  to  She-Slaves  and  Horfes,  as  they  had  done  elfewhcrc,  which  I 
declined  after  the  like  manner.  ,  .      .,-  •    n    „«, 

As  I  found  thefe  People  ftill  handforaer  and  handlomcr,  in  Propor- 
tion as  I  advanced  amongft  the  Mountains,  and  faw  no  Body  who 
was'fcar'd  with  the  Small- Pox,  I  bethought  my  fclf  to  ask  them,  it 
they  had  any  Secret  to  preferve  themfelves  from  the  Havock  which 
that  Diftcmper  makes  among  fo  many  other  Nations  :  They  inform  d 
me,  that  'twas  owing  in  a  great  meafure  to  their  inoculating  them ; 
whereupon  I  defird  to  be  told  their  manner  of  doing  it,  which  they 
cxplain'd  to  me  exadly  enough  for  me  to  comprehend  it  xyithout  feeing 
the  Operation ;  tho' by  my  diligent  Enquiry  in  all  the  Villages  thro 
which  we  pafs'd,  I  found  an  Opportunity  of  being  prdcnt  when  it  was 
put  in  Pradice :  It  was  in  a  ViUage  c^WWB^gh-vad,  upon  a  *  young  Girl 

*  rh»  oftncr  inoculate  the  SmaB-Pox  upcn  Girls  than  Boys  ;  however  even  they  are  not  n,uch 
marKd,  ihich  may  be  the  EffeFf  of  the  Benignity  of  thr  Climate,  ando$  the  Precaution  .«  treat- 
,ng  aS  Children,  x,hen  fink  before  they  have  it,  a  if  twere  that  D>Jiempcr. 
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of  between  Four  and  Five  Years  old  ;  they  had  (as  they  laid)  purged 
her  before  hand  >  and  on  my  asking  with  what,  I  undcrftood  that  ic 
was  with  the  dry'd  Fruit,  and  the  Leaves  and  Roots  of  Biig/ofs  boiled 
together    at  leaft  the  Leaves  which  they  Ihcw'd  me  made  mc  judge  it 
to  be  that  Plant.    The  Girl  was  carried  to  a  young  Boy  of  tluce  Years 
old  who  had  this  Diftcmper  naturally,  and  whofe  Pocks  began  to  fup- 
pur'ate  or  were  ripe,  and  an  old  Woman  perform'd  the  Operation ;  for 
thofe  of  this  Sex,  who  are  the  moft  advanced  in  Age,  are  behcv  d  to 
bealfo  fo  in  Wifdom  and  Knowledge,  as  well  as  the  Oldeft  of  the 
other  •  and  they  exercifc  generally  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick,  as  thefe 
latter  do  of  Priefthood.    The  Manner  of  her  inoculating  the  Pock  was 
thus  :  She  took  three  Needles  faftened  together,  and  prick  d  firft  the 
Pit  of  the  Stomach ;  fecondly,  diredly  over  the  Heart  ;  thirdly,  the 
Navel ;  fourthly,  the  Right  Wrift;  and  fifthly,  the  Ankle  of^e  Left 
Foot  till  the  Blood  came  ;  at  the  fame  time  (he  took  fome  Matter  from 
the  Pocks  of  the  fick  Perfon,  and  apply'd  it  to  the  bleeding  Parts, 
which  ftie  cover'd  firft  with  Angelica  Leaves  dry  d,  and  after  with 
fomc  of  the  youngeft  Lamb  Skins;  and  having  bound  them  all  well 
on,  the  Mother  wrapp'd  her  Daughter  up  in  one  of  the  Skin  Cover- 
ings   which,  as  I  have  obferved,  compofe  the  Circajfian  Beds,  and  car- 
ried'her  thus  pack'd  up  in  her  Arms  to  her  own  Home  ;  where  (as 
they  told  me)  Ihc  was  to  continue  to  be  kept  warm,  eat  only  a  lort  ot 
Pap  made  of  Cummin  Flower,  with  two  thirds  Water,  and  one  third 
Sheep's  Milk,  without  either  Flefh  or  Filh,  and  drink  a  lort  of  Tilan 
made  with  Angelica,  Buglofs  Roots  and  L/f»n>,  which  are  all  very 
common  throughout  the  Country  i   and  they  affured   me,  that  with 
this  Precaution  and  Regimen,  the  Small  Pox  generally  came  out  very 
favourably  in  five  or  fix  Days  ;  about  which  I  took  the  old  Woman  s 
Word,  not  ftaying  to  fee  the  Effed  of  it.     They  told  me  alfo  ano- 
thei  Precaution  which  they  take  ;  and  that  is,  they  treat  all  young 
Folks,  who  arc  at  all  indifpofed  before  they  have  had  this  Diftcm- 
per, as  if  it  were  a  Symptom  or  Indication  of  it,  as  fome  muft  natu- 
rally have  it  before  it  can  be  given  artificially  to  others  ;  and  to  this 
Precaution  or  Regtmen,  they  attribute  their  having  fuch  a  fmall  num- 
ber of  Pocks,  and  fo  few  Marks  of  them.    To  this  hrft  manner  of 
communicating  the  Small-Pox  they  have  added  a  fecond  more  gene- 
ral and  more  eafy,  which  is,  that  after  purging  the  Perlons  to  whom 
they  defign  to  give  them,  they  put  them  naked  to  Bed  to  one  who 
has  them  before  the  Pocks  are  ripe  ;  and  they  communicate  them  both 
thefe  ways  (the  firft  of  which  is  the  moft  certain  and  infallible)  to 
Children  under  Seven  Years  of  Age  ;  and  thofe  Parents  who  have 
handfome  Daughters,  will  fometimes  ride  for  that  purpofe  a  Days 
Journey  round  about,  to  find  fome  young  Child  who  has  them.     No 
body  cou'dgive  me  any  Information,  of  how  ancient  ftanding  the  Pra- 
dice of  this  Operation  had  been  amongft  them. 

Angelica  a^^d  Buglofs  arc  (as  I  before  hinted)  very  common  in  this 
Counfry,  and  the  two  favourite  Herbs  of  their  own  old  She  Phyfioans. 
The  Name  of  the  firft  is  in  their  TongntAlbahel,  and  the  fecond  ff- 
hmne  i  I  havefeen  feveral  Roots  of  the  firft  almoft  as  '^rge  as  ones  Arn>, 
hanging  at  thcTop  of  their  Huts.  Amuranth,  which  they  call  ^J^f^^^ 
has  the  third  place  in  their  Eftecm  ;  and  the  Heldet,o,Cardms  Bene- 
dzcius,  the  fourth,  which  arc  likewife  in  great  Plenry  every  where: 
They  dry  the  Root3  and  Leaves  of  all  the  four,  and. boil  them  m 
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this  was  all  that  was  worth  feeing  in  it  Ca;iIhcard)theHoufcs  Leing  gene- 
rally of  Wood  and  ill  built,  and  Its  Streets  narrow  and  Ibrnly  paved;  in  a 
Word,  that  it  was  as  ugly  within  as  handlbme  without,  if  one  excepts 
ibme  new  Houles  of  the  Governors  and  Officers,  and  the  Churches- 
Defpairing  to  ice  Afoph,  on  the  fame  Account,  I  told  my  two  Guides 
that  I  gave  my  felf  up  entirely  to  their  Management,  as  to  what  Rout 
they  would  take  back  again,  only  that  I  muft  pafs  by  Caluath,  ana 
fo  on  to  -Talus  Mdotis  :  Wherefore,  that  we  might  get  at  a  Dilbncvr 
from  the  Calmucks  and  Coffacks  as  foon  as  poffible,  we  made  the  belt 
of  our  Way  to  the  S.  W.  my  Noghamn  and  I  having  refolved  withm 
our  felves  to  (lop  no  more  than  was  nccclfary,  even  in  the  Way  of 
the  OrcaJJian  Villages,  for  he  was  dillruftful  of  every  thing  j  howe- 
ver, we  took  care  to  hide  the  Reafons  of  our  Apprehenfions  from  our 
Fellow-Traveller,  that  he  might  not  be  tempted  to  take  the  Advantage 

of  them. 

In  the  mean  while,  as  we  were  upon  the  Road,  I  revolved  in  my 
Mind  with  Admiration,  how  Nature  had  placed  almoft  under  the  fame 
Air  and  Climate,  the  handfomeft  People  in  the  World,  betweeen  two 
the  moft  ugly  and  hideous  ;  I  mean  the  CtrcaJJians^  between  the  Nog- 
haians  and  Calmucks  ;  from  each  of  which  they  are  only  feparated  by 
fome  Mountains  and  Rivers.     The  free,  eafy,   and  well-proportion'd 
Shape  both  of  the  Men  and  Women,  recall'd  into  my  Mind  the  Idea 
of  the  fine  Antique  Statues  which  I  had  feen  in  Italy  i  and  not  finding 
any  Crooked,  or  Cripples  amongft  theie  Nations,  no  more  than  among 
the  Turks,  I  concluded,  that  the  Prifon  in  which  our  Women  confine 
their  Shapes,  in  order  to  make  themfeem  fmall  and  (lender,  and  which 
fome  of  them  don't  let  out  even  when  big  with  Child,  was  the  prin- 
cipal Caufe  of  lb  many  of  their  Children  being  lame  and  deformed  j 
as  the  Liberty  which  all  the  Eaftern  Nations  give  to  theirs  was,  on 
the  contrary,  the  Reafon  of  that  natural  Beauty,  of  which  thefe  Sta- 
tues are  fuch  finilh'd  Copies.    The  fine  Make  of  their  Horfes  in  gene- 
ral, (Iruck  me  allb  with  an  Aftonilhment  little  inferior.    We  continu'd 
our  Journey  Night  and  Day  almoft  without  flopping,  but  only  to  eat, 
reft  our  felves  a  few  Hours,  and  feed  our  Beafts,  and  that  in  the  open 
Air,  excepting  in  four  Villages,  where  we  lay,  for  the  Reafons  which 
I  ftiall  relate  in  the  Sequel ;   in  the  others  which  we  palsd  through, 
we  only  took  Ibme  Provifion  for  our  felves,  and  Barley  or  Oars  for 
our  Couriers,  halting  afterwards  near  fome  River  or  Wood,  elpecially 
where  we  found  any  that  was  dry  and  fit  to  make  a  Fire.     The  firlt 
Village  where  I  took  up  my  Lodging,  was  about  feven  Days  Journey 
from  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Strellt,  as  near  as  I  could  judge  by  the 
bending  of  our  Courfe.     We   lay  here  on  Account  of  ibme  Rums, 
which  we  met  about  two  Hours  and  a  half  before  we  came  at  it, 
which  I  had  a  Mind  to  get  fome  Information  of.    Thefe  confifted  of 
divers  Heaps  of  Stones  amongft  fome  Briars,  with  feveral  Fragments 
of  Walls,  ftill  cemented  together  with  a  Mortar,  which  Time  nor  the 
Injuries  of  Weather  had  not  been  able  to  dilTolve  or  feparate.     A- 
mongft  the  fineft  of  the  Materials  that  remaind,  were  divers  fquare 
Stones  of  ditferent  Sizes,  as  hard  as  Marble,  and  of  an  Alh-Colour  ; 
and  after  having  hunted  up  and  down  all  over  the  Place,  for  about 
two  Hours,  I  found  a  long  flat  Stone  alfo  of  an  Alh  Colour,  and  on- 
ly cut  into  a  plain  Square,  about  a  Span  and  a  half  in  Thicknefs,  and 
three  broad,  and  it  was  formerly  longer,  as  I  judged  by  fome  little 
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broken  Pieces  of  the  fame  Colour,  which  I  believe  had  been  Part  of  it. 
I  copied  from  it  the  Charadfers  of  the  Print  XXVII.  N.  (6.)  which  are 
unknown  to  me,  and  no  Body  could  as  yet  explain  them  ;  however, 
I  have  reprelcntcd  them  as  well  as  the  Injuries  they  have  fufFer'd  from 
Time  would  permit  me  :  Probably  they  may  be  the  lame  Age  with  thole 
in  the  Books  found  by  the  Mathematicians  employ'd  by  the  C:zar  fome 
Time  fince,  in  taking  a  Survey  of  all  the  Coafts  on  the  Cafptan  Sea  ; 
the  rather,  becaul'e  they,  for  the  moft  part,  relemblc  them,  (as  I  have 
been  inform'd  by  thole  who  have  feen  both  i)  they  are  in  the  laid 
Print  fomething  lei's  than  in  the  Original. 

Neat   this  Stone  I   obferved   a   hollow  Place,  which    feem'd  to 
me  to  have  been  the  Entrance  into  fome  fubtcrraneous  Cave,  though 
now  choak'd  up  with  Earth  i   and  two  fquare  Confolcs  alio  of  Stone 
entirely  plain,  without  any  thing  to  fet  them  off,  which  were  on  each 
Side  of  it,  confirm'd  me  in  my  Opinion,  and  that  the  Stone,  with  the 
Inlcription  upon  it,  had  been  the  Architrave.   I  could  not  meet  amongft 
thefe  Ruins  with  any  Ornaments  of  Architedrure,  nor  any  other  In- 
icriptions,  or  ought  elfe  that  was  worth  remarking.    They  are  but  of 
fmall  Compafs,  elpecially  on  the  N.  and  S.  E.  where  they  are  bounded 
by  Woods  and  Mountains,  at  the  Foot  of  one  of  which  they  arc  fi- 
tuated,  and  have  on  their  S.  E.  a  little  rapid  and  clear  River,  admira- 
ble for  the  Softnefs  of  its  Water,  a  Quality  it  has  in  common  with  moft 
part  of  the  Rivers  in  this  Country.     I  enquired  in  the  Village  that 
was  neareft  to  them  upon  our  Road,  if  they  could  inform  me  any  thing 
about  them ;    but  could  not  fo  much  as  hear  any  Name  they  had,  be- 
fides  that  of  the  Old  City,  a  Name  ufually  given  by  the  Eaftern  Peo- 
ple to  all  thofc  of  whole  real  ones  they  are  ignorant.     I  ask  d,  if  no 
Body  had  found  any  old  Coins  thereabouts  -,  and  they  told  me  that  a 
young  Man  in  the  Village  had  fome  Pieces  of  Silver,  with  two  carv'd 
Stones  that  he  had  brought  from  thence.     I  defir'd  to  be  conducted 
thither,  and  he  ihow'd  me  Ms  whole  Stock,  which  was  the  Silver  Me- 
dal in  the  Print  XlL  N.  (31.)  and  one  of  Brafs  mark'd  (c)  in  the  Print 
XIV.  and  the  3  Cornelians  14.  and  16.  in  the  XXI Vth,  and  (h)  in  the 
XXVIIth  ones.    He  faid  he  had  exchangd  fix  of  the  firft  fort  for  three 
Knives  with  a  Cutler,  who  had  melted  them  down  to  make  the  Han- 
dle of  a  Myrfds  Sabre.     This  Village  was  very  ordinary,  and  confift- 
ed only  of  fuch  Huts,  as  thofe  I  have  reprefented  in  the  firft ;  and  the 
Inhabitants  ufed  us  with  fo  much  Humanity,   that  I  fufFer'd  my  felf 
to  be  over-perfwaded  to  pafs  the  Night  there,  and  they  almoft  fought 
who  fliould  entertain  us  -,   but  the  Proprietor  of  the  Medals  and  Stones 
carry  d  it,  by  our  Choice.    Being  enter'd,  a  young  Boy  pull'd  ofF  my 
Boots,   and  a  Girl  brought  me  ibme  warm  Water  in  a  Bowl  to  walh 
my  Feet,   whilft  others  took  Care  of  our  Horfes  ;    in  a  Word,  wc 
were  treated  every  where  as  in  the  firft  Village,   at  Icaft  with  very 
little  Difference.     They  drefTed  here  for  us  half  a  young  Wild  Boar, 
and  a  quarter  of  a  Kid,  which  they  cut  in  fmall  Pieces,   and  roafted 
fcparately,  after  the  Manner  of  that  Country.     My  Urcaffian  would 
not  touch  the  firft  no  more  than  the  Noghatan,  being  both  Mahnme' 
tans;    whereupon  I  made  them  ask  my  Landlord,    of  what  Reli- 
gion he  was ;  and  he  gave  me  to  underftand  that  he  was  of  the  fame 
as  the  other  Circaffians  of  the  Mountains,  'viz.  that  which  had  been 
left  them  by  their  Aiiccftors,  and  was  taught  by  their  Elders  ;  and  my 
CircaJJian,  who  had  been  of  the  fame,  gave  me  an  Account  of  it,  by  th^; 
Mouth  of  my  Noghaian,    tho'  a  very  confulcd  and  impcrfcd  one,

at  thcit  own  Expences,   and  even  give  the  Han  the  Tithes  of  theft 
Slaves,  bcfides  what  they  pay  to  the  Myrfas  their  Chiefs. 

As  we  were  preparing  to  depart  from  thefe  Filhermen,  the  old  Man 
happening  to  have  the  Curiofity  to  ask  whicher  wc  were  going  ;  my 
Circajjian  anfwering,  to  Ajlracan :  He  laid  ;  "  Take  Care  how  you  ap- 
"  pear  before  the  Gates  of  it,  for  fear  of  being  feizd  and  fufpe<f^ed 
*'  of  being  Turks,  the  Governor  having  received  Orders  from  theCs^r 

not  to  lufTer  any  Strangers  to  enter. '    "  How!  reply'd  the  N.oghaian^ 
"  if  we  were  Turks,  as  we  are  nor,  is  not  a  Peace  concluded  between 
"  the  Czar  and  the  Grand  Seignior?"    I  don't  knew  (rcjom'd  he} 
"  but  the  fame  Precautions  and  Prohibitions  arc  obferv'd,  as  in  War- 
"  lime."     Another  Fiflicrman  alTured  us,  he  was  inform'd  in  that  City, 
that  Hoftilities  were  again  begun,  and  that  the  Calmv.cks  were  making 
ready  for  their  Incurfions.  I  heard  befides  afterwards  that  the  Mufcovites 
had  kept  themfelvcs  very  much  upon  their  Guard,  and  were  very  jealous 
of  Strangers  ever  fince  the  lail  Rebellion,    which  happen'd  (as  was 
faid)   on  Acccount  of  his  Cz,arian  Majcfty's  Orders  for  every   one 
throughout  his  Dominions  to  cut  off  their  Beards,  and  drefs  themfelves 
after  the  Manner  of  the  Franks;  at  lead  the  Heads  of  the  Infurrediion 
made  this  their  Pretence.    However  it  was,  this  Command  would  have 
caufed  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  to  a  Prince  who  had  not  been  lb  abfo- 
lute,   lb  powerful,   and  fo  fuccetsful  in  furmounting  his  Misfortunes, 
as  the  Czar.  I  remember  that  when  the  News  of  this  Injundion  rcach'J 
Conjiantinopley  they  look'd  upon  his  Majefly  as  the  greatert  Tyrant  in 
the  World  >  and  'tis  hardly  to  be  beUcv'd  how  much  the  Minds  of  fome 
Creeks,  who  were  before  well  alleded  to  his  Interefls,  as  being  of  the 
fame  Religion,  were  alienated  from  him;  infoniuchthat  they  faid,  thac 
if,  according  to  certain  Projcdls  which  he  had  formed,  he  (hould  one 
Day  render  himfelf  Mailer  oi  Conjiantmople ,   they  would  fooner  fol- 
low the  Turks,  and  fettle  in  AJia,  than  fubmit  to  luch  a  Sovereign. 
The  Beard  is  the  moft  facrcd  thing  imaginable  among  the  Eaftern  Na- 
tions,  who  would  rather  TutTer  almoft  any  Part  of  their  Body  to  be 
cut  off  than  it,  they  look  upon  it  as  a  Mark  of  Liberty,  and  confc- 
quently  the  Lofs  of  it,  as  a  Badge  of  Slavery;   for  inftance,  the  Tur- 
ktjh  Servants  mufl:  not  wear  one,  no  more  than  the  Slaves,  but  only 
Whiskers  j   nor  the  private  Soldiers,  or  any  other  Perfon  in  the  iA.rmy, 
who  have  not  fome  Command  of  themfelves  j    and  both  among  the 
Turks,  and  other  Eaftern  Nations,  there  can  no  greater,  or  more  fenfible 
Affronts  be  offer'd,  than  to  the  Beard  -,  and  to  curie  any  Man's,  or  threa- 
ten to  cut  it  off,  is  more  than  to  beat  him,  or  either  to  call  or  make 
his  Wife  or  Daughter  a  Whore.    This  Supcrftition  extends  even  to 
their  Horfes  Tails,  of  which  I  law  an  Example  in  an  Armenian;  who 
happening  to  ride  by  where  a  Company  of  Engltjh  Gentlemen  were 
diverting  themfelves  in  the  Country,  was  invited  to  drink  by  one  of 
them  whofe  Horfes  he  took  Care  of,  being  a  Farrier  by  Trade;    fo  he 
difmounted,  and  fallen'd  his  Steed  to  a  Hedge.    As  they  were  all  very 
gay,   they  endeavour'd  to  make  him  lb  likcwife ;  and  in  the  mean 
while,  one  of  the  merry  Company  cut  off  his  Horfes  lail :  When  the 
Armenian  (who  had  not  obferv'd  it  till  he  was  ready  to  mount)  per- 
ceiv'd  it,  he  broke  out  into  terrible  Exclamations  and  Complaints,  ask- 
ing what  Crime  he  had  committed,  to  have  his  Steed  fo  fpoil'd,  and 
in  Ihort  would  never  get  upon  it  afterwards  -,  and  the  Gentleman,  who 
had  play'd  him  this  Trick,  to  appeai'e  him,  was  forced  to  give  him  his 
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own,  which  was  rather  better  than  worfe,  and  make  his  Servant 
mount  that  which  was  mutilated,  injured,  and  diigraced  in  the  Eyes 
of  his  firll  Mailer;  and  when  we  enter'd  that  Part  of  'Fera  which  is 
calld  Beogloa,  all  the  little  Boys  furrounded  the  Horfc  to  flare  and 
laugh  at  ic ;  and  t\\QTurks  fitting  in  their  Shops,  being  furprized  with 
the  Novelty  of  the  Sight,  laid  to  one  another,  Back  back  ne  delt  gitia- 
curler.  Look,  look  at  thcle  Fools  of  Infidels. 

After  the  Filherman's  informing  us  of  the  new  Rupture  between  the 
Turks  and  Mufcovites,  my  Noghatan  wifli'd  himlblf  any  where  rather 
than  where  we  were  j  and  his  Fear  was  (Ironger  than  ever,  and  fuggcflcd 
to  him,  chat  the  Calmucks  aforefaid  might  be  gone  to  wait  for  us  ui  the 
Country,  to  make  us  Slaves,  and  that  the  dry  Provifion  they  had  ta- 
ken were  a  Sign  they  were  going  upon  their  Inroads.     Upon  his  ac- 
quainting me  with  thefe  his  Apprehenfions,  I  ask'd  the  Filhermen  what 
thcle  Cahnucks  did  with  their  Filh,  they  who  were  not  reckon'd  great  Filh- 
Eaters?  They  anfwcr  d,  that  they  eat  part  of  it,  and  exchanged  the  reft, 
iot  Cummin  to  make  their  halcan,  with  the  Circa/Jians  and  Cajfacks,  who 
prefer'd  it  to  their  Venifon,  bccaufe  it  was  lighter,   and  would  keep 
without  fpoiiing.     I  own,  confidering  within  my  felf  that  I  was  in  an 
Enemy's  Country,  with  the  Paffports  of  rhe  Han  of  Tartars,   and  the 
Bajha^si!  of  Bender,  I  found  that  the  Fears  of  the  Noghatan  were  conta- 
gious, and  had  made  an  Imprclfion  on  my  Mind  ;   and  I  law  but  too 
well  that  the  Courage  of  the  Tartars  con(\iiQd  in  having  a  Multitude  of 
Men  and  good  Horfes,  to  plunder  and  efcape  from  Purfuits :    How- 
ever, without  declaring  my  Thoughts  to  him,  I  gave  over  my  Defign 
of  vifiting  Ajlracan  and  Azoph.     Having  fatisfy'd  cur  Landlords  for 
what  we  had  eaten,  and  for  the  Caviac,  fmoak'd  Salmon,  Carp,  and 
other  Filh,  wherewith  the  Noghaian  furnilhd  his  Sophra,  and  the  Cir- 
cajjian a  Leather  Sack,  we  departed :   Neverthelels,  I  had  a  fancy  to 
fee  Ajlracan,  at  leall  at  a  Dillance,  and  outwardly,  fincel  had  loft  the 
Hopes  of  viewing  ic  within  ;   and  Night  coming  on  within  two  Hours 
after  leaving  the  Filhermen,  we  halted  upon  the  Sea-lliorc,  to  hold  a 
Couut.il  upon  what  Road  we  fliould  take,    and  how  I  Ihould  fatisfy 
my  Curiofity.    Whilll  we  were  fmoaking  our  Pipes,  we  fixd  upon  this 
Relblution,  to  ride  briskly  all  Night,  to  the  end  that  at  Break  of  Day 
we  might  find  our  felves  near  enough  this  City  to  have  a  Sight  of  it ; 
fo  I  took  Care  to  hide  my  Turkijh  and  Tartarean  Paffports,  and  wc  let 
forwards  about  Six  at  Night,  in  order  to  put  our  Defign  in  Execution  ; 
which  wc  did  very  luccefsfully,  without  any  other  Accident,  but  meet- 
ing with  fome  Calmuck  and  CoJJack  Horfemen,  who,  in  all  Probabihty, 
taking  us  to  be  fome  of  their  own  Party,  pafs'd  pretty  near  without 
fpeaking  to  us.     Having  advanced  within  a  few  Miles  of  y///r<2f/7W,* 
and  not  daring  to  approach  any  nearer,  as  not  being  lure  of  elcaping 
an  Examination  by  the  Mufcovites,  I  look'd  about  for  a  rifing  Ground, 
in  order  to  confider  it  to  Advantage,  in  which  an  excellent  Roman  Te- 
Icfcope  of  Campana's  affifted  me  very  much  ;  and  its  Walls  regularly 
terrafs'd  with  the  Spires  of  its  Churches,  and  the  Roofs  of  its  Houfes, 
yielded  an  agreeable  ProfpeCt;   and  I  have  been  informed  fince,  that

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been  kept  and  rcfted  in  this  Dcfarc  two  or  three  Months.     Thcfe 
wild  Oats  (which  are  very  common  in  Icvcral  )^-2insoi  Noghaian  Tar^ 
tary,  and  in   the  Mountains  of  Circaffia,'')  lervc  ^as   they  lay)  thelb 
Calmucksy  as  Millet  does  the  Ncghaian  'Tartars  for  making  their  Talcan 
:indTchorba.  They  gather  the  Grain  whcii  it  is  ripe,  and  ihake  or  beat 
the  Stalks  upon  large  pieces  of  Felt,  which  they  Iprcad  for  that  pur- 
pofe  ;  then  cleanfing  ic  of  all  the  Straw  and  Beards,  they  peel  and 
boil  it  with  Horfe-Flelh,  which  they  eat  as  willingly,  and  Icem  to 
cftcem  as  much  as  the  Tartars  -,  but  they  have  this  Advantage  over 
them,  that  they  have  a  great  many  wild  ones,  as  w-ell  as  Goats  and 
Sheep   in  the  Defarts  to  the  Eafl:  of  Stralfcoe,  befides  a  Number  of 
Deer.     This  Lake  feems  to  have  been  not  at  all  or  very  little  known 
by  the  Ancient  Geographers,  as  well  as  the  Form  of  the  Cafitan  Sea^ 
if  we  may  judge  by  comparing  their  Maps  with  that  which  the  C^ar 
had  made.     This  Prince,  among  the  vail  Views  afcribcd  to  him  both 
upon  this  and  the  Black  Sea,  which  his  Fleet  at  A^oph,  before  the  Battle 
ofpruth,  feem'dto  confirm  ;  lent  Ibme  Years  fincc  Tome  Mathematici- 
ans to  draw  the  MapC.  vhich  I  obcain'd  by  the  favour  of  Admiral  AV- 
ris,  to  whom  it  was  communicated  by  Dr.  Areskme  one  of  the  Czar's 
Favourites,  at  a  time  when  it  was  not  to  be  otherwife  obtain'd.     His 
Czarian  Majefly  was  at  that  time,  (tho'  he  has  fince  altcr'd  his  Mind) 
io  jealous  of  this  Chart's  bcinp  too  publickly  known,  that  Dr.  Aref- 
ktne,  on  his  prefenting  it  to  Sir  John,  required  it  fhou  d  not  be  made 
common,  no  body  but   the  Czar  and   himl'elf  then  having  it.     It  is 
reckoned  very    cxad',    no  Care  having  been  fpared   by    them  who 
drew  it  to  render  it  lb.    However,  I  can  fpeak  more  affirmatively  of 
that  of  the  Black  Sea,  having  Icen  incomparably  more  of  it,  at  leaft 
enough  to  know  that  the  moll  principal  Rivers  arc  in  their  right  Situa- 
tion.    A  German,  who  defign'd  the  Sketches  which  I  had  reduced  into 
the  Form  in  my  MapB,  was  always  lufpedted  at  Conjlantinople  to  have 
been  lent  by  his  Czarian  Majelly,  on  purpofe  to  draw  the  Plans  of  the 
Turkijh  FortrelTes  on  the  Black  Sea.     The  firfl:  time  tliac  1  knew  him 
was  at  the  T>iitch  Ambajfador's,  by  whom  he  was  protected.     He  had 
already  taken  a  long  Journey  round  this  Sea  with  his  Excellency's 
Palsport,  (if  I  miftake  not)  and  had  defign'd,  meafured  and  made  his 
Oblervations  without  being  difturb'd,  or  fufpedled  (as  I  heard  him 
fay  at  his  Return)  of  any  thing  but  being  a  Magician  or  Conjurer,  by 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Eaftcrn  Coafts  between  'Trebtzond  and  'Tripoli  j 
which  the  Singularity  of  his  Mathematical  Inllruments,  which  were 
entirely  new  to  them,  as  well  as  the  Ufe  of  them,  might  occafion  j 
befides,  they  that  are  ignorant  or  fuperllitious  believe  every  thing 
either  a  Miracle  of  Heaven,  or  the  Wotk  of  the  Devil,  which  tliey 
don't  comprehend.     Having  been  fo  lucky  this  firll  Journey,  and  ha- 
.    ving  without  doubt  fome  new  Obfervations  to  make,  he  took  a  fc- 
cond  ;  and  (as  his  Protedlor  told  me)  without  his  Knowledge,  or  de- 
firing  his  Palsport ;  and  he  was  taken  with  the  Pencil   in  his  Hand, 
drawing  the  Plan  of  Jegmhale,  and  fent  by  the  Bajhaw's  Order  fct- 
ter'd  to  Conflantinople,  and  put  in  Prilbn,  without  its  being  poffible  for 
his  Excellency,  who  reclaimd  him,  to  deliver  him.    However,  the  Vi- 
y/>r  being  willing  to  prelerve  at  leaft  the  Appearance  of  that  Friendfliip 
and  good  Intelligence  with  this  Ambaffador,  which  he  was  engaged  to 
by  the  Capitulations  between  the  'Forte  and  the  States,  rpfuled  him  lb 
as  to  leave  hint  room  to  hope  he  wou'd  deliver  him ;  but  'twas  be- 
liev'd,  to  avoid  furrcndring  him  alive,  he  had  him  ftifled  or  poifon  d", 

for 
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for  he  fcntWord  a  few  Days  after  to  his  Excellency,  that  this  Man  was 
dead,  and  he  might  take  the  Body  and  have  ic  bari::d,  which  he  did.  The 
Papers  and  Plans  were  detained  by  the  f^/f/er ;  and  I  obtained  the  Map 
afterwards  of  a  Renegado,  who  had  them  from  the  Vifier,  with  a  Com- 
miffion  to  examine  thein,  being  a  great  Projedlor,  and  in  favour  of 
the  'Porte  for  fome  time,  for  having  commtmicated  to  the  Turks  the 
Scheme  for  making  Cloth  of  their  Wool,  and  prohibiting  the  great 
Exportation  of  it  to  Marfeilies,  where 'twas  manufadtured  and  brought 
almoft  all  back  in  Cloth.  This  Undertaking  fail'd  on  account  of  the 
frequent  changing  of  the  Vijiers,  and  the  Difficulties  and  Expcnces 
that  luch  fort  of  Enterprizes  generally  require  at  the  Beginning. 

To  return  again  to  the  *  Calmncks ;  according  to  the  Account  I  had 
from  the  Fiihcrmen,  the  H^hite  Ones,  who  are  no  ways  lefs  deform'd  than 
the  Black,  but  in  Colour,  have  their  Tents  or  Huts  on  the  North  of 
Circajjia,  and  lie  between  the  Volga  and  the  Tanak.    I  enquired  about 
the  Lake  Stralfcoe,  which  thcfe  Filhermen  calPd  the  little  Sea  of  Stralf- 
coe,  and  ask'd  whether  there  were  no  Filh  in  it  ?  They  anfwered,  they 
had  never  been  there,  but  that  the  Calmucks  had  often  told  them  there 
was  a  prodigious  Quantity;  but  that  befides,  the  Country  round  about 
it  being  Delart,  and  only  inhabited  by  the  black  Calmucks,  ic  was  too 
much  out  of  the  way  of  Commerce,  and  dangerous  by   reafon  of  the 
Vagabonds  call'd  Caracolvachzy,  who  Hved  only  upon  Rapine  i  and 
that  the  Cafpian  Sea  fupplied  them  with  as  much  as  they  cou'd  dcfire. 
I  asked  if  the  Waters  of  this  Sea,  or  that  oi  Karabtitask,  were  laki  but 
they  knew  no   more  of  them  than  their  Names.     A  good  old  Man, 
who  was  born  upon  the  Spot  where  we  then  were,  added,  than  all 
the  People   who    lived   about  thole  Seas  were  Savages   and  Vaga- 
bonds, who  only  obey'd  Chiefs  of  their  own  chufing  from    among 
themfelves :  I  faid,  that  I  thought  they  had  been  fubjcd:  to  the  Czar  ; 
he  anfwered,  that  only  thnih  of  the  Defarts  of  Ruftava,  between  the 
Lafpian  Sea  and  the  North  of  Stralfcoe,  ufed  Ibmetimes  to  Icrve  him 
voluntarily  in  hopes  of  Plunder,  and  other  Encouragement  which  his 
Czarian  Majefty  granted  them,  as  well  as  the  White  Calmucks,  to  bind 
them  to  his  Intereft.    In  a  word,  he  gave  me  to  underftamd,  that  the 
Czar  made  the  fame  Ufe  of  the  Calmucks  in  general,  that  the  Han  of 
Tartarv  does  of  the  Noghaians ;  with   this  Difference,  that  the  firll, 
efpecially  the  White  ones,  made  incomparably  lefs  Advantage  of  their 
Incurfions,  than  the  others  by  the  Sale  of  their  Slaves  -,  for,  befides 
that  they  live  in  a  pretty  good  Intelligence  with  the  CircaJJlans  of  the 
Mountains,  theirneareft  Neighbours,  who  have  put  them<elvcs  un- 
der the  Protedtion  of  his  Czarian  Majelly,  ever  fince  the  Adion  of 
1708.  the  keeping  of  Concubines  being  contrary  to  x^zChrtjlian  Re- 
ligion, which  the  Mufcovttes  profefs,  thcTerJians  are  the  only  ones  to 
whom  they  can  felf  what  handfomc  Women   they  happen  to  take, 
which  they  muft  go  a  great  way  to  fcek  amongft  the  ClrcalJLms  that 
inhabit  the  Plains,  and  that  but  in  War  time,  and  thofc  only  the  ^.i- 
gansG'^  Cbriftians  of  the  Colonies  who  are  fettled  there  ;  x\\q  Mahomc- 
'tan  Religion  no  more  allowing  the  Profclfors  of  it  to  fell  thole  of  their 
own  Faith,  than  it  does  the  'Ferjians  to  buy  them.     For  this  reafon  the 
Czar,  to  make  them  amends  for  this  Diladvantage,  gives  them  Clo.iths, 
Arms,  and  other  Yearly  Prefents,  which  the  Grand  Seignior   nor  the 
Han  do  not  to  the  Tartars  ;  who,  as  I've  already  cbfcrved,  march  all 
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On  the  oclier  hand,  \^  Alexandria  was  built  on  the  Banks  or  the  Ta- 
vms,  how  then  coud  Alexander  mM<.[\\\\s  Army  immediaccly  rhichcr, 
after  the  taking  oiCyropoLs,  which  incontclbbly  llood  on  the  lidcoftha 
River  Cyrits,  and  might  very  probably  be  the  prcfent v5r/.w«<zf/j.'tf,  and 
is  above  i  zoo  Miles  diftant  from  it.  Upon  the  whole,  Chinntus  Curtms 
inuft  have  mitlaken  the  Name  of  the  Kivcr  whereon  Alexandria  was  fi- 
tuatcd  i  as  poliibly  the  others  have  the  Place  where  ic  ftood,  in  taking 
it  for  T)erMnt.  To  return  to  the  City  itlclf,  whence  this  Digreifion  has 
inlenfibly  led  me,  according  to  the  Accounts  of  fome  Armenians  of 
(Jaffa,  who  had  been  there,  and  of  whom  I  enquired  :  It  is  defended  by 
a  itrong  Gallic,  with  a  good  Harbour,  about  400  Paces  from  the  Caf- 
j-ianSea;  and  two  Walls  extending  themfclves  from  the  Town  to  the 
iiea  fide,  entirely  Ihut  up  the  Pailage,  whence  it  is  call'd  the /ro«- 
Gate,  from  the  Difficulty  of  taking  it.  Having  mention'd  the  River 
'Dnria,  and  its  Golden  Sands,  as  one  of  the  Inducements  of  the  Czars 
Undertaking,  ic  may  perhaps  be  expecfted  I  (hou'd  fay  iomethin^  of 
that  likewile  j  but  here  again  I  confcis  my  lelf  at  a  lofs,  for,  upon 
the  (Irideil  Enquiry,  I  can't  find  any  AJiatick  River,  except  t\\c'Pa£io- 
hs,  either  amonglf  the  Ancient  or  Modern  Geographers  or  Hiftorians, 
endued  with  that  Q,ial»ty  ;  and  as  for  ihofe  near  Terky,  Taku,  T>erbent, 
Hchamachia,  d-c  the  only  famous  ones  are  the  Kurr  or  Cyrus,  and  the 
Araxesy  neither  of  which  hu-e  ever  been  laid  to  have  that  Property. 
Such  as  it  is,  there  is  a  little  River  of  that  Name  below  Tierbent, 
but  I  believe  his  Czarian  Majcfty's  Engineers  were  the  firft  who  found 
the  Secret  of  its  abounding  with  Golden  Sands.  Some  will  have  this 
Tardus,  the'  unknown  to  i^  Curtms,  and  the  ancient  Geographers, 
to  have  given  rife  to  the  Fable  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  Others  pretend^ 
that  it  was  founded  upon  an  ancient  Commerce  eftabiiflied  between 
Colchis,  now  Mingrelia,  and  Siberia,  for  Sables,  black  Fox  Skins, 
Ermin,  and  other  valuable  Furs,  which  turning  to  vafl:  Account  to  the 
Merchants  who  dealt  in  them,  gave  Birth  to  the  Story  of  the  Argo- 
nauts, who  were  only  Traders  to  thole  Parts.  As  to  Mir'ti^eis,  all  the 
Account  that  can  be  given  of  him  muft  be  extraded  either  from  Letters 
we  receive  now  and  then  from  Correlpondents  in  Turky,  or  from  the 
News  Pjpcrs,  which  are  lo  variable,  as  to  be  little  to  be  depended 
upon.  A:coruing  to  thefe,  he  is  one  Day  marching  at  the  Head  of  a 
confidcrable  Army  to  befiege  T)erbent,  having  made  himfelf  abfolurc 
Maficr  of  the  -perjian  Monarchy;  another,  he  is  demanding  the  Prote- 
dion  oJt\v:Torte,  and  offering  her  Homage  ;  and  a  third,  ihtTerfians 
are  diffident  of  him,  and  implore  Affiftance  of  the  Grand  Seignior,  for 
which  they  will  pay  him  a  yearly  Tribute.  However,  all  agree  'that 
he  is  by  Extradion  an  Usbeck  Tartar,  and  of  Princely  Blood,  in  which 
alone  he  diifers  from  that  fortunate  Ufurper  Oliver  Crom-^'ell,  from 
whom  he  teems  to  have  copied,  having  like  him  cover'd  his  Rebellion 
With  the  Veil  of  Religion,  the  Publick  Good,  and  relieving  the  Peo- 
ple from  Tyranny  and  Oppreflion,  rill  he  found  himfelf  ftrong  enough 
to  throw  off  the  Mask,  and  avow  bis  real  DeHgns.  And  this  his  bold  At- 
tempt, like  Oliver's,  met  with  its  Succcls  ;  and  from  a  petty  Prince  of  an 
liiconfidcrable  Province,  he  now  fees  himfelf  Sovereign  of  a  potent  Mo- 
narchy ,•  and  if  Report  be  true,  has  form'd  Views  M^oa  Aftracan,  and 
c\cnCafau,  of  which  probably  the  Turks  wou'd  rather  lee  him  Mailer 
than  the  Czar;  who,  if  the  Mantfejio  publilhcd  in  lome  Papers  be  genuine, 
is  like  to  have  full  Employment  to  maintain  his  Conquefts  both  againrf 
him  and  the  'Porte,  which  lecms  refolved  todifpuce  them  with  him:  But 
I  Ihall  now  rcfume  the  Thread  of  my  Dilcourle.  Whilll 
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Whilfl  I  was  asking  divers  QucHions  of  three  of  thcle  Filhcrmen, 
others  were  drefling  for  us  a  Piece  of  Sword-Fiih,  Ibme  white  pickled. 
Salmon,  and  a  coup\p  of  Lacujfa's  ;  and  we  had  hardly  begun  to  eac 
them    when  five  black  and  two  white  Calmucks  appeared  on  Horfe- 
back'  more  monftroufly  ugly  in  their  Faces  even  than  the  Nnghatansy 
being  both  flat  and  tawny,  except   the  two  laft ;  who,  to  make  a- 
mends  for  the  want  of  Deformity,  had  fcarcely  any  Nofe  to  be  leen. 
Their  Eyes  were  all  of  them  very  Imall,  and  lunk  in  their  Heads, 
and  as  for  their  Bodies  they  were  not  lb  well  made  as  the  Noghaians ; 
their  Cloaths  were  much  the  lame  as  of  thole  Tartars,  being  of  the 
Circajjtan  Stuff  before-mentioned,  only  their  Veils  and  their  Furs  were 
fliorter.   The  Horles  of  four  of  them  were  not  lb  milhapen,  and  lels  than 
thofe  of  the  Noghaians  ;  and  the  three  others  were  very  fine  ones,  they 
having  either  bought  or  dole  them  in  CircaJJia,  they  not  being  (as  I 
wasinform'd)  of  the  Calmnck  Breed,  as  were  the  four  others.     Thele 
Calmucks  defircd  fome  fmoak'd  or  dry'd  Filh,  in  exchange   for  a  Deer 
which  one  of  them  had  kill'd,  and  carried  behind  his  Saddle.     The 
Filhermen   Ihcw'd  them  fcvcral  forts,  of  which   they   chole  as  many 
and  what  kind  they  pleafed  ;  for  he  who  had  the  Deer  fill  d  a  Leathern 
Wallet,  each  Pouch  of  which  might  hold  about  Thirty  Pound,  which 
he  faftened  in  its  Place,  without   making  any   Bargain,    and  almotl 
without  Ipcaking,  or   having  any  Conteft   with  the   Filhermen,  who 
only  handled  the  Venilbn,   to  lee   if  it  was  fat.     In  the  mean  while, 
the  other  fix  Calmucks  call  feveral  Glances  upon  us,  whereon  my  No- 
ghatan  put  a  dilmal  Conllrudion   in  his  own  Mind,  as  he  gave  mc 
\o  underlland  afterwards  ;    but  their  Pretence  did  not  at  all  incom- 
mode us,    for  the   Exchange   was  no  Iboner  made  and  the  Wallet 
faftened,  but    they  whipp'd  their  Horles,   and  dilappcard  like  Light- 
ning. 

After  their  Departure,  I  ask'd  if  all  the  Calmuciis  were  fo  made,  I 
wou'd  not  fay  ugly,  not  to  fliock  my  Noghaian  ;  and  they  anlwcr'd 
me  bv  his  Mr>uth,  that  they  were,  or  within  a  little.    I  did  not  per- 
ceive' any  Veflels  upon  the  Sea  ;  and  was  informed,  that  they  very 
leldom  did  venture  out  in  thisScafon,  on  account  of  its  frequent  Tem- 
pells.     I  won't  enter  here  into  an  Examination  or  Dilcullion,  whether 
its  pretended  fubterraneous  Communication  with  any  other  Sea,  be  Fad: 
or  not ;  and  I  will  confefs,  that  I  can  no  more  conceive  how  it  Ihoud 
be  poflible,  than  how  the  Sun,  by  exhaling  a  lufficient  Quantity  of  its 
Waters,  can  hinder  it  from  overflowing  by  the  prodigious  Addition 
and  Confluence   of  lo  many  large  Rivers  as  difembogue  thcmfelves 
into  it  i  wherefore   leaving  llich  Difquifitions  to  nicer  Heads,  I  Ihall 
return  to  the  Calmucks  in  general.    1  found  by  the  Anfwers  of  the 
Fifliermen  to  divers  of  my  Queflions  concerning  them,  as  well  as  by 
the  Account  of  my  CtrcaJJlan,  and  others  whom  I  enquired  of  after- 
wards,   that   they   who  are  call'd   the  Black   one's  extend  from   the 
North  of  the  CafpianSea  to  the  North  Eaft  of  the  great  Lake  Stralfioe  ; 
and  that  they  all  live  and  camp  and  decamp  almoU  after  the  manner 
of  the  Noghaians  -,  but  that  they  have  more  forts  of  Cattle,  and  keep 
them  generally  in  the  Winter  in  the  Delart  of  Rujiava,  which  is  be- 
tween that  Lake  and  the  Sea,  where  the  Grafs  is  in  fuch  abundance, 
that  (as  they  fay)  it  is  never  exhauftcd ;  and  a  tort  of  wild  Oats 
grow   there  without  lowing,  which   are   very  proper  to  refrelh  their 
Horles,  and  give   them   fo  much  Vigour,  that  they -can   fall  feveral 
Days  like  thofe  of  the  Noghaians,  and  arc  indefatigable  after  having

Za  '  the  one  very  large,  and  the  other  very  fmall,  each  very  common 
frbmh  Seas  ;  it  has  a  fort  of  Cod  call'd  T.auda,  lomech.ng  left  t ha „ 
ours.  The  'Fa/amides  are  caught  m  Summer,  zhcScomJ>riain  Winter, 
and  the  Ts^atM  all  the  Year  round.  The  F:el/u^ha  the  Zatera  and 
Tziter/et  are  moll  m  Sealon  from  the  middle  oi  fei>rmry  to  the  latter 
End  of  Jpnh  and  after  them  the  red  and  white  Salmon,  and  the 
Carps  and  Tenches  all  the  tell  of  the  Year.  .      .-    r 

Whilft  I  am  preparing  this  for  the  Prefs,  the  C^^r  by  h.s  Expc- 
dition  to  the  Cafptan  Sea  ;  and  Mtn^eis,  a  Hero  before  unheard  of; 
rifine  like  a  Comet  from  the  Eaft,  with  an  unpara Held  Succefs  de- 
throning the  Sophy,  lubverting  the  Terftan  Monarchy,  and  making 
himfelf  formidable  to  the  Ottoman  Empire,  have  render  d  thele  Parts 
lately  lb  famous,  that  the  curious  Reader  may  perhaps  think  it  an  un- 
pardonable Omitlion  in  me,  being  almoll  upon  the  very  Ipot  of  io 
fruitful  of  great  Events,  ihou'd  I  altogether  pals  them  over  in  Silence. 

The  Motive  that  induced  h^s  C^artan  Majelly  to  the  undertaking 
fuch  an  Expedition  are  varicufly  reported  ;  fome  alcribing  it  to  his  De- 
fire  of  making  hunlelf  Mailer  of  the  River  'Barta    which  had  been 
rcprefenced  to  him  as  abounding  with  Golden  Sand  ;  others  to  an  In- 
vitation from  thePri-Ke  of  Teflu,  and  anodier  Prince  in  Georgm    to 
take  Advantage  of  the  Divifions  of  the  Terfians,  to  free  them  and 
others  of  the  Greek  Church,  from  their  Subjedlion  to  the  Sophj  ,Jome 
to  a  Defirc  of  enlarging  his  Dominions,  and  making  himleJ  Mailer 
oi  th.  Cafptan  Sea.     H-fwever  it  be,  certain  it  is  his  Pretence  was  to 
revenge  himfelf  on  lome  Rebels  ir^TDagueftanTartary    ^hoh^dzt  le- 
vcral  times  committed  barbarous   Ravages    upon    his   Subjedis    and 
malTacrcd  divers /?«//^w«x;  and  if  the  iV«A^x7r^  Accounts  may  be  re- 
lied on    his  Mnjeayhas  no  Realon  to  repent  his  Enrerprize,  having 
alre->dv'eotPoirelIion  of  the  whole  Province  o^T>  ague  [tan,**  and  made 
himfelf  Mailer  of  all  the  Country  as  far  z.^Verbent,  ,n  extent  about 
coo  Miles,  as  may  be  [c.r^  by  my  Map  of  the  C./;./^«  Sea.     W  hat  the 
kc  of  this  Attempt  may  be,  if  the  Czar  Ihoud  think  fit  to  purfueh.s 
Conqueas  next  Campaign,  is  not  ealy  to  determine,  .e^pe^jHy  if  he 
fhoudbe  oppofcd  hyM>rrJiets,vi\xo  feems  as  fortunate  in  all  his  Enter- 
prizes  as  l!c.arJn  Majefty  ;  and,by  his  laying  Siege  to^T>erbent,  (  ar 
from  fearing  his  Power)  appears  reiolved  to  put  a  Hop  ^o  h.s  Progrels, 
if  not  return  the  Invaf.on  by  another  upon  his  C^^r;^«  Ma,efty  s  Do- 
minions  •  and   he  wou'd   meet  with  more  infuperable  Difficulties  .in 
maintning  his  Footing,   .U^.

uood  Fijlo  Market,  pretty  much  fr,']ucntcd   by  the  Georgian    , 

and  H^ais,  which  nre  very  bud.  _  Qn 
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rhrives  as  well  as  one  cou  d  wifh,  r.fccr  only  once  fligr.cly  turning  up 
the  Eartii,  wluch  they  do  but  Juil  open  as  it  were  to  put  in  the 
Grain.  As  we  approached  the  Cafpian  Sea,  T  obfcrvd  fcveral  Salt  Pics, 
ionic  of  them  entirely  Natural,  with  Rock  Salt  i  and  the  others  of  Co 
rich  a  loit,  that  there  was  very  little  left  for  Art  to  pcrfcd".  I  was 
informed  that  there  was  a  Number  of  the  like  all  over  the  Country, 
cipecially  upon  the  Borders  of  this  Sea.  This  Salt  cofts  almofl:  no- 
thing, but  the  Charge  of  tranlpcrtjng  it  from  one  Place  to  another, 
and  IS  particularly  uleful  for  lalting  and  pickling  Filh  ;  and  as  for  the 
Carriage  it  coils  but  a  TriHe,  being  either  upon  dromedaries  or  Ca- 
mels, which  are  both  very  common  there,  and  very  little  Expence  to 
their  Owners,  living  upon  great  dry  Herbs,  which  are  to  be  found  up 
and  down  in  great  abundance,  and  which  other  Animals  won't  touch. 
On  the  13th  in  the  Morning,  we  arrived  on  the  Side  of  the  Cafpian  Sea, 
between  the  Northern  Moudi  of  the  K'wtt  Strcllt,  and  the  Southern  one 
of  the  I'olj/a,  without  any  other  ill  Accident,  than  fome  of  the  above- 
mcntion'd  Glances  darted  at  my  Koghaian,  which  did  him  no  harm ; 
the C/rf(2^/rfw  taking  care  to  anrwer  thole  who  were  dangeroufly curious 
to  know  what  he  did  in  that  Country,  that  he  belonged  to  him.  As 
for  me,  I  law  nothing  offenfive  in  their  Looks,  not  being  fo  much  a- 
fraid  as  the  Tartar,  tho' perhaps  Imig'nt  have  as  muchRealbn  ;  on  the 
contrary,  I  thought  them  very  agreeable,  as  coming  from  handfome 
large  Eyes  for  the  moll  part  Black,  as  I've  obferved  before.  A  ftrong 
South  Wind  had  blown  for  three  Days,  and  had  railed  the  Waves  to 
an  extraordinary  degree;  infomuch  that  the  Sea  was  in  a  perfect 
Storm,  and  I  had  the  Curiolity  to  tarte  its  Water,  and  found  them 
as  fait  as  thole  of  the  Black  Sea,  altho'  a  greater  Number  of  Rivers 
diiembogue  thcmfelvcs  into  it. 

The  Shore  of  this  Sea  is  very  fandy,  and  that  for  a  good.diftancc  ; 
and  tho'  it  had  Ihowd  and  frozen  for  tome  Days  before,  we  found  no 
Snow  within  half  a  Cannon  Shot  of  the  Water,  and  more  in  fome 
Places  ;  which  might  perhaps  be  the  Effect  of  the  Warmth  of  the  Sand, 
if  it  did  not  proceed  from  the  hot  Vapours  of  the  Sea,  or  from  both 
thefe  Caules  together.  Coafting  along  the  Shore,  in  order  to  advance 
towards  ^I//racan,  we  met  with  divers  Huts  belonging  to  fome  Fiflicr- 
mcn,  who  were  Mu/io-vUes,  or  Coffacks,  or  a;  lead  Subje(5ts  to  the Cz^r, 
where  we  flopt  to  eat.  We  askd  them  for  fome  Fi(h,  but  they  had 
none  freih,  excepting  a  fort  of  Loblters,  very  common  there  as  well 
as  in  the  B/ack  6ea,  which  they  call  *  Lacuffa.  They  had  not  been 
able  to  filh  fince  the  flormy  Weather;  but  inflead  of  frclh  they  gave 
us  our  Choice  of  divers  forts  of  pickled,  dry'd  and  fmoak'd  Filli,  and 
we  pitched  upon  that  which  they  call  in  Turkijh  f  Ktlijhbalouk,  and 
in  Italian  "Ftfce  Spada,  or  Sword  Filh,  as  common  there  as  in  the 
Black  Sea.  I  asked  t\\Q\'Q  Fifiiermen  leveralQueftions  about  the  Qua- 
lity and  Variety  of  the  Fiih,  which  they  caught  both  in  the  Cafpian 
Sea  and  the  Vol^a;  and  they  gave  me  to  underfland,  that  there  was  as 
much  as  they  could  dcfircor  wilh  for,  both  in  one  and  the  other  ;  and 
the  Overplus,  which  is  fmoak'd,  pickled,  and  exported  from  thence 
into  Mufcovy.,   and  fevcral  other  States,    together  with  the  excellent

Cav:ar  that  is  made  at  the  iMouchs  of  the  Volga,  is  a  real  and  authen- 
nck  Proof  of  ic,  and  may  entitle  Ajiracan  to  the  Name  of  being  the 
moll  famous  Market  for  Filh  in  the  Univcrfe.  They  catchy  (as  I^  was 
inform  d;  in  the  I'olga  three  forts  of  Sturgeon,  the  *  l  lellugha,  f 
Zittera  and  ^^  Tz^iterkt.  Of  the  Eggs  of  the  firft  they  make  the  befc 
Ca-cuir,  and  of  the  lecond  the  moft  exquifitc  'Votarga,  and  another  fore 
of  Caviar  more  ordinary  than  the  firil. 

I  did  not  fee  them  make   this  Ca-ciar,  but  they  told  me  that  they 
pickled  i:  almoll  as  they  do  Oyftcrs,  and  rhrufl;  it  down  hard  into  a 
Barrel  orCig;  andth;it  when  they  did  not  Jcfign  to  export,  or  keep 
i-u  any  time,  they  only  faked  it  lightly,  and  that  when  it  was  thus 
cook'd  it  was  moll  delicious  to  the  Palace.    Thefe  Fiihcrmen  had  fome 
of  this  fort,  which  they  gave  me  to  talle  -,  and  I  bought  three  little 
Cags  for  our  Ulo  upon  the  Road.     Some  mix  the  Rows  of  the  Zittera 
with  thofe  of  the  Viellugha,  to  make   a  third  fort  of  Caviar-,  which 
dilFers  more  from  the  firft  in  Colour  tiian  GouJnefs,  being  green,  nXii 
nor  fo  ihining  as  that  which  is  as  black  as  Jot.     Thefe  three  forts  ot 
Caviar  arc  the  delicate  /■-;.'?.••» Fare,  not  only  of  tho  Greeks  of  Mufcovy^ 
bat  of  all  the  Eall,  as  well  as  of  the  Arrner.ians,  who  eat  incompara- 
blv  more  Fiih  than  Flclh.     When  I  fay  the  Gra'^J  of  Mnjcovy,  I  fup- 
pjfe  ic  will  eifilv  be  underdood,  that  I  mjan  thole  of  the  Creek  Reli- 
gion, which  enjoins  the  Obfervation  of  lb  many  Lents  and  Days  of 
Abllinencc  from  Flelh  and  Falls,  that  one  wou'd  imagine  the  Profellors 
of  ic  dcfign'd  to  take  Heaven  by  Famine.     The  Sea,  the  fVkite  or 
Northern  'Ocean,  and  a  good  Part  of  the  BuUick,  which  the  Cz.ar  has 
added  to  his  Conqucils,  with  a  number  of  Lakes  and  Rivers  where- 
with his  Dominions  are  divernfy'd,  is  very  favourable  to  the  Obfervers 
of  this  Religion  -,  I  may  fay  the  fame  of  the  Talus  iM^otis,  t\\c  Black 
Sea,  x.\\Q^  Tropontis,  x.hc  Archipelago,  znA  ^^itx.  oit\\Q  AdriatickGulph,m 
favour  of  the  other  Greeks  and  Armenians.     Befidcs  the  Salt  Pits  be- 
fore-mcncioned,  there  are  fevcral  others  upon  the  Iflands  which  the 
Volii^a  fortis,  before  its  dilemboguing  itfelf  into   the   Sea,  as  much 
within  reach  as  can  be  defircd  for  the  falting  of  their  Filh  ;  and  that 
almol'i.  without  any  other  Expc'iee  or  Trouble,  than  (looping  and  ta- 
king it  up.     The  Volga  (according  to  the  Tellimony   both  of  thefe 
Fiiht'rmcn  and  others,'  of  whom  1  have  enquired  fince)  does  not  only 
furniih    a  vaft  Qirantity  of  the  Filh  above  mentioned,  but  abounds 
with  all  the  other  forts  that  the  Rivers  that  are  the  moll  famous  ia 
Europe  for   yic'ding  great  Numbers  and  Variety  of  Filh  can  produce, 
and  even  more ;  as'two  forts  of  Salmon,  the  one  white  and  the  other 
red  ;  the  firft  fo  call'd,  becaufe  their  Fleih  is  white  and  more  delicate; 
and  the  lecond,  becaufe  theirs  is  red  like  the  generaUcy  of  Salmons 
clfewhere.     The  krgcft  of  both  thefe  weigh  about  Forty  Pound  ;  and 
there  are  Carps  not  lefs  heavy,  befides  Tenches,  i^c.     Thefe  Salmons 
and  Carps  coll  but  between  fix  and  eight  Cwi/;;^^^^  when  frelh;  they 
dry  them   in  the  Air,  and  fmoak  them  after  having  cured   them  by 
fijfitcing  them  in  two,  and  plunging  them  in  very  fait  boiling  Water. 

*  VleHugha,  the  largrjl  of  them  arc  between  13  <»»</  14  Fo.t  lung,  and  6  or  7  broad,  and 
more  towards  tin  Head,  In  which  it  differs  from  Sturgeon,  as  well  as  in  its  Mouth,  which  it 
■alie'  ;  and  the  Fl.-fk,  which  is  whiter  than  the  common  Sturga-n. 

\   Zittera  j'j  wwrff  like  Sturgeon  in  its  Sljiipe,  but  is  fmaller. 

**  Tzi  erlet  is  the  Jmalicji  cf  the  three,  and  does  not  exceed  the  Bignefs  of  a  Urge  Salmon  ; 
the  Huad  of  it  is  fharper  than  thnfe  of  th-;  two  others,  and  the  Flcjl:  is  yslloW  and  white,  lil{e  that 
ef  the  youn^  Sturgeons  that  are  caught  in  1 '.'?  Danube. 
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fhoc  with  Arrows  as  dextrouOy,  which  was  whac  the  Tarturuins  of 
the  lame  Sex  could  not  do.  This  Account  leem  d  to  mc  very  proper 
to  ferve  as  a  Foundation  for  the  Hiftory  (whether  true  or  fjllb;  of  the 
Amazons^  which  fome  have  placed  in  this  Country  i  and,  111  etted,  1 
faw  afterwards  divers  of  them  on  Horfcback,  with  their  Bows  and 
Quivers  faftned  behind  them,  and  riding  hkc  the  Men,  wuh  Hawks 
upon  their  Fift.  This  Myrfa  was  young,  and  but  newly  cholcn,  and 
not  married ;  but  he  had  leveral  young  Maidens,  which  he  had  re- 
ceived in  Tribute,  who  fcrvcd  him,  and  he  expcdled  Merchants  to  buy 
the  handfomeft.  The  Women  drefs  the  Victuals  in  this  Country,  and 
Ao  all  other  Houihold  Affairs. 

Having  given  him  to  underftand,  that  I  intended  to  proceed  on  my 
Journey  the  next  Day,  he  ask'd,  which  Way  I  defign'd  to  fleer  my 
Courfe  >.  I  faid,  I  had  a  Mind  to  view  Jfiracan,  and  from  thence  to 
go  as  far  z%y]Jopb,  if  it  was  feafible:  He  anfiver'd,  He  did  not  fee  any 
Impollibihty  in  it;  and  that  the  Peace  being  concluded  between  the 
Turks  and  Mufcovites,  I  (hould  meet  with  free  Entrance  every  where. 
Hereupon  I  took  my  Leave  of  him  that  Day,  and  we  let  forwards  the 
next,  as  had  been  agreed  on  in  the  Company  before,  after  having  made 
fome  little  Prelents  to  the  Family  where  I  lodged.  If  I  would  have 
followed  the  Advice  of  my  'lartnr,  after  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Horfe,  I 
fhould  have  turn'd  back  i  for  he  was  afraid  of  meeting  with  a  Mafter 
for  the  other,  who  might,  as  he  faid,  as  well  accule  me  of  being  the 
Thief,  as  himfelf ;  and  he  doubted  whether,  in  that  Cafe,  we  fliould 
find  another  Myrfa  fo  honcO:  to  clear  us  fo  eafily  of  it.  'Tis  true,  he 
knew  that  the  CircaJJians  were  more  levere  upon  Robbers  than  the 
Noghaians,  and  that  they  don't  entirely  efcapc  upon  reftoring  what 
they  have  ftolen:  However,  his  Fear  did  not  flop  here;  for  he  wasap- 
prehenfivc,  that  when  we  were  advanced  a  good  Way  into  the  Country, 
his  pretended  firft  Mafler  fliould  make  as  if  he  was  the  real  Owner  of 
both  of  us,  and  Ihould  fell  or  truck  us  as  actual  Slaves,  either  belong- 
ing to  himfeif  or  the  Myrfa,  to  cultivate  the  Earth,  according  to  the 
Cuftom  of  their  Country  ;  and  the  evil  Glances  which  the  Ctrcaffians, 
in  Ibmc  Villages  thro'  which  we  pafied,  darted  on  him  from  their  fine 
Eyes,  confirmed  him  the  more  in  his  unealy  Apprchenfions ;  however, 
he  rook  great  Care  to  hide  them  from  the  Mjrfas  Servant,  who  rode 
before  us  at  fuch  a  Diftance,  that  he  could  not  have  heard  us,  had  he 
underftood  the  Tongue  in  which  we  talked.  Neverthelefs,  my  Cu- 
riofity  to  go  as  far  as  the  Cafpian  Sea,  and  have  a  View  olAftracan,  goc 
the  better  of  all  the  Diffidence  which  he  could  have  infufed  into  mc : 
So  I  told  him,  that  as  for  the  Circaffian,  I  had  no  manner  of  Fear  of 
him  ;  but  that,  to  avoid  finding  another  Owner  for  my  Horfe,  we  would 
only  flop  in  the  Villages  to  furnifli  our  Sophra  and  our  *Hebbey,  and  buy- 
Barley  and  Oats  for  our  Horfes  f.  This  pacify'd  him  a  little,  or  at 
lead  made  him  filcnt ;  and  the  next  Day,  after  taking  that  Rcfolution, 
happening  to  come  to  a  Village  towards  the  Evening,  and  the  Cmv?/^ 
//^«  propofing  to  pais  the  Night  there,  he  anfwcr'd  for  mc,  that  I  de- 
fign'd to  make  as  much  Haflc  as  I  could,  and  had  rather  reft  two  or 
three  Hours  near  fome  little  Wood,  according  to  our  ufual  Cuftom.

.a«an$,  tj  the  Smftnefs  of  their  Travelling.

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Tho'  we  had  a  wild  Goofc  ready  n-.ck'd  and  raw  111  our  Sopkra,  with 
Bread   and  Cummin,  I  made  him  ask  a  Ctrciilfjn^    at  whofe  Hat  wo 
ftopp'd,  (and  who  ufed  the  utmoft  Etforts,  that  the  Civility  and  RoCpi- 
tality  of  his  Country  could  didarc,  to  detain  us,i  if  he  had  no  Meat; 
he  anfwer'd,  that  he  had  a  Piece  of  V'enifon,  huctliat  it  was  notdrel's'd  ; 
the  Noghaian  anfwerd,  that  was  no  matter,  and  cn4Liired  whether  he 
fmoak'd,  and  if  he  chole  to  have  fome  Tobacco,  or  Co/tphj^iw,  in  ex- 
change i  he  defired  the  firft  ;  whereupon  he  g:xve  him  his  Hands  twice 
full  out  of  his  own  Bag:  I  thought  it  too  lirttc,  and  would  have  gi- 
ven him  as  much  more  of  mine  ;   but  he  infotni'd  me,  that  the  Man 
was  more  than  fatisfy'd.      Tis  hardly  credible  what  v.ift  Plenty  there 
isof  Venifon,  and  all  forts  of  Game,  in  this  Country,  in  Ipito  of  the 
great  Quantities  that  are  killed,  all  the  World  being  Hunters  -,    and 
tho' they  have  Numbers  of  Sheep   and  Oxen,    they  live   almoft  en- 
tirely upon  Venifon  and  Wild- Fowl,  during  the  Winter.    Their  Sheep 
are  good  and  very  large;  and  the  Wool  is  fo  loft  and  {'o  long,  that  £ 
believe  it  would  make  excellent  Cioath,   if  they  had  the  Art  of  wea- 
ving it.     Neverthelefs,  they  do  make  a  fort  of  greyilh  StutF,   being  a 
Mixture  of  the  natural  Colours  of  Camel's  and  Dromedary's  Hair,  and 
Wool,  very  clumfily  and  ill  wrought  together:    The  CircafJJans,  Ca!- 
miicks,  Noghaians,  and  fome  Cofacks,  cioath  themfelves  with  it.     As 
for  their  Furrs,  they  arc  generally  of  Lamb  Skins,   ftitch'd  together, 
which  they  ibmetimes  wear  with  the  Skins  outward,   like  the  Lap- 
landers.    Having  got  the  Venifon,  we  continued  oar  March,  and  halt- 
ed near  a  Wood  a  little  before  Three  in  the  Morning  by  my  Watch : 
In  fpeaking  of  which,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that  both  the 
Circafjians  and  Noghaians,  who  had  fcen  mc  pull  it,  to  look  what  a 
Clock  it  was,    imagin'd  it  to  be  an  animated  and  fupcrnatural  Ma- 
chine,   and  furrounded  me  in  Throngs  to  examine  it,  without  being 
able  to  comprehend  the  Nature  of  it,   there  being  very  few,  if  any, 
that  knew  what  it  was,  except  the  Myrfas  -,    wherefore  I  would  not 
draw  it  out  any  more  in  publick,   to  avoid  their  troubleibme  and  ig- 
norant Admiration.     We  obferv'd  pretty  conftantly  this  Method  of 
Travelling,  to  flop  and  reft  our  felves  under  a  Tree  near  feme  River 
or  Fountain,    buying  our  Provifions  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Villages 
through  which  we  palVd,  or  elfe  of  fome  Hunters  that  we  met  in  the 
Fields.    The  Ctrcafian  cut  the  Goofe  in  Pieces,  in  order  to  roaft  it  af- 
ter his  Country  Falhion,  which  was  to  fplit  it  upon  a  Stick  made  iharp 
at  both  Ends,  the  firft  to  Ipit  it,  and  the  fecond  to  fiden  in  the  Ground, 
and  turn  it  to  the  Fire,  fometimes  one  Side,  icmetim'^-s  the  other,  till 
it  was  quite  ready ;    but  as  the  Earth  was  too  hard,  by  reafon  of  its 
being  frozen,  to  thruft  it  in  immediately,  he  held  it  in  his  Hand  be- 
fore the  Fire,  which  the  Tartar  had  kindled  whilft  he  was  preparing 
the  Spit  and  the  Meat,  till  the  Ground  was  thaw'd  enough  round  a- 
bout,    by  the  Heat,    for  him  to  fix  it  in.     Nature   alone  leems  to 
have  taught  thel'e  People  this  Manner  of  drclTing  their  Vidluals,  with- 
out any  Trouble,    as  well  as  the  LapLvncUrs,    who  arc  at  anorhcr 
End  of  the  World,  and  who  do  the  fame,    as  I  iliall  obferve  in  the 
Sequel. 

The  Country  of  Circaffta  is  very  agreeable,  on  Account  of  the  Va- 
riety of  Plains,  Mountains,  Woods,  little  Lakes,  Springs,  and  Rivers, 
with  which  it  is  every  where  divcrfify'd  -,  it  is  fertile  beyond  Imagi- 
nation j  every  thing  grows  there  almoft  without  fowing,  at  leaft  what- 
ever they  low,  which  is  commonly  Barley,  Oats,  and  Cummin,  and 
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Having'cxrricatcdmyieif  from  this  Trouble,  Trccurn'd  corhc>/;r/^'s 
to  give  him  Thanks  for  hi, Civility,  and  made  him  a  Prelenc  of  a  httle 
Tclefcopc,  uith  which  he  fecmd  mightily  plcalld,  and  invited  me  to 
dine  with  him  the  next  Day  ;  and  as  it  was  late,  I  rook  my  leave  ot  him 
in  order  to  go  to  my  Lodging,  where  1  found  a  Bed  prcpar  d  for  me,  com- 
nofed  of  divers  Sh-ep  Skins  lowed  together,  and  laid  one  upon  t  other, 
fomeferving  for  the  Mat^rels,  and  others  for  theCovcnng  ;  tnc  Pillow 
was  of  Cotton  ftuiTcd  with  Wool,  and  had  a  Iquare  Piece  of  Linncn 
faftened  to  it  on  that  fide  which  I  was  to  lay  my  Head  upon,  as  there 
was  another  on  that  part  of  the  Covering  which  was  next  to  my  Face. 
Thefe  Skins  arc  hung  out  to  air  as  foon  as  one  riles,  upon  Poies  like 
the  Cloths  of  our  Dyers.     By  the  Bed-fidc  they  put  a  great  Porringer 
of  Milk,  which  I  did  not  oppofc,  tho'I  had  no  need  ot  it,  as  judging 
it  another  Cuftom  of  the  Country.     Next  Morning,  as^toon  as  I  vvas 
up   1  had  fcvcrai  Vifits  from  Pcribns  of  both  S-xcs  v»-ho  were  :rid.il- 
pofed,  r.'7.  two  with  intermitting  Fevers,  and  four  oihers  witnCoids  i 
upon  which  I  gave  the  firil  gcnrle  Cathartives.  with  a  very  little  ot 
my  Drugs,  to  the  end  that  it   the  a^alicy  of  them  did  no  good,  tne 
Quantity  at  leaft  might  not  do  any  harm  ;  and  I  Made  the  lecond  take 
Ibme  Drops  of  my  Balm  oi  Ahcca,  and  lent  them  home,  ordering  them 
to  keep  themfclves  warm  m  cider  to  fweat ;  for  f.nce  I  had  given  out 
that  I  was  aPhvfician,  I  was  obliged  to  lullain  that  Charadter,  that 
J  might  not  be  lulpcded  of  being  an  Tmpoaor.     My  Landlord  wou  d 
fain  have  had  me  allb  to  have  been  a  Merchant,  acleaft  he  was  con- 
vinc'd  in  his  own  Imagination  that  I  was  fo,  after  the  Bargain  whicti 
he  had  feen  me  make  with  the  Cutler  for  the  Hcrlc,  and  he  askd  mc, 
if  I  wcu'd  not  buy  any  voung  Maidens  ?  I  anlwer'd,  no,  I   not  being 
able  toftay  long  enough  upon  the  Road  to  carry  them  with  me  to  lar  ; 
my  Intention  being  only  to  gather  fome  medicinal  Plants  in  the  Coun- 
try, and  then  return  as  feft  as  poffiblc  by  the  favour  of  theFroft     But. 
reply'd  he,  the  Plants  arc  dry,  and  co-cercd  ^lih  ^no^  at  this  ieajon. 
I  laid  that  was  very  true,  but  that  fome  were  lb  tall  that  their  Stalks 
appeared  above  the  Snow  ;  and  that  they  did  not  lole  their \  irtuc  by 
being  dry,  becaule  the  only  Parts  which   had  any  were  their  Roots  ; 
and  (added  my  Interpreter  of  his  own  accord;  he  makes  life  of  an  Axe 
t9  dh  them  out,  he  having  wirhout  doubt  imagined  that  my  Search  af- 
ter Antiquities  in  the  Ruins  above  mentioned,  where  1  uled  this  Axe, 
had  b'^en  after  Plants.     He  told  mc  afterwards,  that  the  Landlord  had 
only  asked  the  Qiieftion,  in  order  to  offer  one   of  his  Daughters  to 
ffie  •  for  It  IS  common  there  for  Fathers  and  Mothers  to  traftck  with 
their  Children,  as  being  taught  cither  by  their  own  Education,  or  the 
Merchants  to  think  that  at  leaft  the  Girls  will  be  hnppilv  provided  for, 
by  being  advanced  into  the  Harem  of  the  Grand  Sei^ntor,  where  they 
may  become  EmprclTes  j  crelfe  into  thole  of  xh<^  Bafiw^-s    and   othct 
rich  Pcrlons,  where  they  will  have  fine  Cloaths  and  rich  Jewels,  and 
have  every  thing  that  is  moft  delicious  in  Life.     This  Prcpofleflion, 
which  is  generally  received,  makes  the  Daughter,  when  lold  part  with 
her  Mother  without  Regret ;  and  the  Mother,  on  the  other  hand,  wilh 
her  good  Fortune  and  a  prolperous  Journey  ;  and  it  was  not  out  o 
Avernon  to  Slavery,  that  the   Orcaffians  refufed  to  pay  the  annual 
Tribute   before  fpoken   to   the  Ham,  but  becaufc  they  had  nothing 
yjvcn  them  in  return  ;  and  their  Beys  and  Myrfdstccwc  theirs  partly 
in  Slaves,  partly  in  Boric^,  which  they  bring  them  without  Compul- 
fion:  and  much  more  fresly,  fmcechey  have  contributed  by  their  good 
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Cnadud  to  the  delivering  them  from  the  other  ;  and  thele  MyrfuskM 
rii-^m  to  the  Merchants  of  Temrok,  Taman  and  Caffa,  and  to  the  Fer- 
lions,  or  any  others  that  will  buy  them  ;  and  preferve  them  from  bc- 
ig  Earned  crT  by  force  by  the  Noghautr^s,  who  are  very  unwelcome 
Guetls  amonga  them,  fince  the  ialt  Expedition  io  unfortunate  to 
u-.emrelvcs  j  and  I  obfcrv'd  immediately,  that  my  Guide  was  lookd 
iinon  with  an  evil  Eye.  i       i/-       i 

^I  went   to  dine  at  the  Myrfd%,  who  treated  mc  very  handfomely 
with  twoDiilies,  drcfs'd  according  to  his  Country  rr.anner  ;  the  firft 
was  roafted,  the  llcond  and  the  principal  boiled,  and  the  bed  of  the 
fort  that  I  had  ever  eaten,  being  compofed  of  Mutton  and  Fowls  cut 
'in  pieces,  with  Cummin,  Prunes,  Raifins  and  Onions,  which  gave  it  a 
PoodRehlh.     I  ask'd  whence  they  had  their  Raifins?  they  aniwered 
lom  Aiiracan,  and  fcveral  Parts  of  the  Country,  W'here  they  grow  na- 
turTllv      The  roafted  Diih  was  a  a^iarter  of  a  Buck,  which  the  Myrfa 
faid  he  had  himielf  killd  with  an  Arrow  ;  this  was  too  dry  for  wane 
of  beina  bafted  with  Butter,  as  with  us.     There  were  ten  ot  us  at  Din- 
ner roul^dTbare  Table  wi'thout  any  Cloth,  but  well  walked  and  very 
dean,  which  ferved  us  alio  inftead  of  Places    every  one  eurting  die 
Piece  which  he  took  out  of  the  Dilh    into  Mouthtuls  upon  it  ;  our 
S-ats  were  little  joint  Stools,  or  pieces  of  the  Trunks  of  Trees  clum- 
?.i;  mid     into  this  Shape,  after'a  manner  that  IhoWd  that  Sculpture 
was  not  much  in  vogue  in  this  Country.     Moll  part  of  the  Ten  a   the 
Tab"c  were  Strangers,  who  were  come  to  dine  with  the  Myrfa  without 
Invi  ation,  by  the  Privilege  of  Holpitality  ;  and  as  foon  as  it  was  over 
thev  retired  without  laying  any  thing,  the  others  were  his  chief  Do- 
m  Ihckr  The  Myrfa  having  a  Pipe  brought  ot  Wood,  and  only  one 
fo.nt,  with  a  Head  after  the  Turbfi  Faihion    began  to  Imoak,  and  I 
drew  cut  one  of  Ibvetal  Joints  with  my  Bag  of  Tobacco,  and  kept  him 
Company      After  he   had  fimlhd  his   firll  Pipe    I  prele,ited  him   with 
my  Bag  to  try  my  Tobacco  ,  he  did,  and  prais'd  it  ;  whereupon  I  laid 
thlt  I  had  at  my  Lodging  fome  more  of  the  lame,  with  a  Bag  entirely 
„  w  at  hhSct'L  ;  and  accordingly  I  went  and  fctch'd  it  him,  and 
he  accepted  it  with  a  great  deal  of  Satisfadion.     He  askd  me  divers 
CVicftions  about  the  Motive  of  my  Journey    as  well  as  another  to  the 
ftme  purpofe  as  that  of  my  Landlord's,  with  regard  to  "^Y  buyjng  Ihe 
Shves    to  which  I  gave  a  like  Anfwcr  ;  and  he  Ihew'd  himlelf  very 
honeft,  m  tel  ng  my   Guide  that    he    ran    a    great  Rifque   in    that 
Coun    y,  and   that   he   had  been  already  lollicited   to  detain  him  a 
a  Slave     and  make   him  till   the   Ground,    and   do  other  laborious 
Work  contrary  to  his  natural  Profeflion,  as  did  leveral  of  his  Coun- 
try men    who   had   been  furprisd  in    their  Incurf.ons  into  Ctrca^.a  : 
bJt^l  a     he  was  willing  to^  favour  him  ;    and  if  he    continued   to 
accompany  me,   he  mulf  pafs  as  a  Slave  bought  by  "^=  J^'^^f-^f^' 
and  that  he  wou'd  fend  one  of  his  Servants  with  us,  who  vas  about 
o  return  home,  as  being  ufelefs  to  him,  to   atteft  it,  a.  his  Matter 
that  fold  him  to  me,  and  who  might  travel  with  us  through  th.C.un^ 
try    and  fee  us  out  of  Danger.     This  Compliment  ^as  may  eahly  be 
m'agm  d,     difturb'd   the  K^haiar.  very  much,  but  fHc  Expedient  the 
MrrCa  found  comforted  him  a  little  ;  he  explained  the  Subftance  ot  i 
^me,  and  I  bid  him  tha.k  the  Myrfa  for  '-^  Generofity    and  orf^rd 
ro  buy  a  Horfe  for  his  M'.n,  if  he  had  none  of  h,s  ^^'•y^^'^^^^^^'jf^'^ 
that  he  had  one  at  leaft  as  good  as  ours,  and  th.t  the  p'-f-^/^'  f  ^f;/ 
all  as  well  fuminvd  with  them  as  t\.cTartars  ;  and  which  ^^'.a^  m^^-^ 
that  the  Women  rode  as  well  as  the  Men,  and  wen£  a  hunting,  and 
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tiers  o^  Miifiovy,  Greeks  i  and  thofe  in  the  miiidle  of  the  Country,  Ta- 
gans  ;  to  ipcak  more  properly  they  arc  all  -Pagans,  only  thole  who 
arc  upon  the  Confines  of  other  Nations  borrow  Ibmo  of  their  Ceremo- 
nies, but  ib  little  of  their  Faith,  that  they  don  t  dclerve  to  becall'dof 
their  Religion. 

In  the  mean  while,  I  beheld  thefc  Inhabitants  with  an  extraordinary 
Admiration,  for  I  found  them  as  univerlally  handfome  and  well  made, 
as  I  had  the  Ko^hatans  on  the  contrary ;  and  I  don't  believe  out  of 
above  300  Per  Ions  who  vi  ere  round  about  me,  there  was  one  that 
cou  d  be  call'd  Ugly  ;  or  at  lead  I  did  not  fee  one,  tho'  there  were  De- 
grees of  Beauty  amongllthcm.  Two  of  the  young  Men  that  difputed 
which  fhou  d  entertain  us,  taking  hold  of  the  Bridles  of  our  Hories, 
were  leading  us  each  feparatcly  to  their  own  Houfcs  ;  and  my  Tartar 
cou  d  not  avoid  going  whither  he  was  conducted,  but  by  telling  them 
that  he  was  my  Guide  and  Interpreter,  and  that  I  cou'd  not  be  with- 
out him,  unlcfs  Ibme  body  of  the  Family  whither  they  were  carrying 
me  undcitiood  Qretk  oiTurktJh,  promifing  that  he  woud  periwademe 
the  next  Day  to  come  and  lodge  with  him  that  held  the  Bridle  of  his 
Horrc:  Ncverthclets,  we  both  difmounted  at  the  fame  Houfe,  where 
the  young  Man  that  had  led  me  thither  took  our  Horfcs.  Being  en- 
tred,  theLandlord  and  Landlady,  with  two  young  Daughters,  gave 
me  their  Fiands,  and  then  put  their  own,  the  firll  to  his  Beard,  and 
the  other  to  their  Foreheads.  The  Garments  of  the  Men  and  Women 
were  of  Furrs,  the  one  of  a  white  Sheep,  and  the  other  of  black  Lambs, 
the  Wool!  of  which  was  very  fine  ;  thefe  Furrs  were  made  as  repre- 
lented  in  the  Figures  ie)  (/)  ig)  of  my  Map  C. 

Thetdead-Drclsof  the  Daughters,  when  in  the  Houfe,  confifted  only 
of  a  little  Stuff  Cap  ;  which  (as  they  laid)  the  Men  likewife  wear  in  Sum- 
mer, iiiRead  of  one  like  the  Figure  [g).  Their  Fiair  was  divided  into  two 
Trelfes,  and  of  the  fame  Colour  with  their  Eyes,which  are  generally  black ; 
thofe  of  thcie  Maidens  were  large  and  fliining,  like  the  Stars  at  that  time 
in  the  Firmament,  (for  it  Froze  hard;  as  are  almofl  all  thofe  of  the  Fair 
Sex  in  this  Country.     Their  Shape  was  not,  as  in  moft  Parts  oi  Europe^ 
a  Slave  to  Art,  but  free  and  eafy,  like  that  of  the  fine  Statues  which 
the  Antients  have  left  us  of  Venus,    or  of  thofe  celebrated  Beauties 
who  have  really  exirtcd  formerly.     The  youngeft  of  the  Daughters 
was  1 1  Year§  old,  and  was  what  they  call  a  perfcd:  Beauty.     Thele 
two  Maidens  ftrovc  which  lliou'd  ferve  me  mort  ;  and  took,  the  one 
my  Cymeter,  and  the  other  my  Quiver   and  Bow,  to  hang  upon   a 
Hook.    Then  the  Landlord  making  me  fit  by  the  Fire,  one  of  them 
otfer'd  to  pull  off  my  Boots;  which  I  oppos'd,  as  being  a  thing  which 
feemd  to   me  too  much  beneath,  and  unfit  for  her  -,  but  my  Guide, 
who  was  now  become  my  Interpreter,  faid  it  was  the  Cufcom,  and 
that  the  Miftrefs  herfelf  muft  have  done  it  if  fhe  had  no  Daughters  ; 
whereupon  I  let  her.     Then  the  other  pouring  fome  warm  Water  into 
a  wooden  Tub,  the  fame  Interpreter  told  me  I  muft  let  her  walli  my 
Feet ;  which  I  did  not  hinder  as  being  willing  to  conform  to  the  Man- 
ner of  the  Place  I  was  in.     In  the  mean  while  the  Mother,  who  had 
fome  Remains  of  a  good  Face,  which  Fifty  Years  had  not  been  able  to 
dcrtroy,  kill'd  a  Fowl  and  pick'd  it ;  whilftone  of  the  Daughters  skinnd 
a  FLire,  which   her  Brother   had  caught  the  Day  before  :   This  done, 
they  cleans'd  them,  cut  them  both  in  pieces,  and  put  them  into  a  Pot 
half  full  of  Water,  which  drew  my  F.yes  by  its  Singularity  :  It  was  of 
a  grey  Stone  with  red  Veins,  not  lb  hard,  but  as  heavy  as  Marble ; 
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they  told  me  that  it  was  found  in  the  Heart  of  one  of  the  Mountains 
which  we  had  paffed  ;  and  that  when  'twas  dug  it  was  fo  foft,  that 
they  had  no  Trouble  to  cut  or  hollow  it  to  make  a  Pot,  or  any  other 
Veffel ;  and  indeed  I  faw  fevcral  other  of  the  fame  fort,  which  wou'd 
rsfift  the  Hear,  and  harden  without  fplitting  or  breaking. 

After  the  Meat  had  been  upon  the  Fire  about  half  an  Hour,  they 

added  to  it   fome  Prunes,  dry'd  Cherries,    and    Rock  Salt,  which  is 

very  common  in  Lircujjia, ;  and  a   little  before  it   was  enough  done, 

they  pour'd  in  fome  Miik:  Whilft  they  were  boiling,  the  Landlady  had 

kneaded  a  lort  of  Cake  of  Cummin,  which  ihe  had  flatted  like  Oac 

Bread,  and  fet  to  bake  upon  the  Adies.     Supper  being  ready  (I  fay 

Supper,    becaufe  it  was  fix  Hours  before  all  was  drefs'd)  it  was  ferved 

up  in  a  great  Bafon  of  the  lame  fort  as  the  Pot,  with  the  Cake  ;  and 

how  odd  foever  this  Medley  of  Victuals,  and  this  Sauce,  appeared  to 

me,  the  Talcan  had  left  ib  great  a  Vacuum  in  my  Stomach,  that  I 

found  it  very   palatable,  or  at  leaft  eat  enough  to  make  them  think. 

fo  ;  as  for  my  Koghaian,  he  liked  it  as  well  as  the   beft  Horfe  Flelh 

that  could  be   got.     The  Landlord  was  the  only  one   of  the  Family 

that  fupped  with  us  ;  and  the  Landlady  and  her  Daughters  brought 

us  fome  very  good  Apples,  Virgin  Floncy,  and   a  fore   of  preferved 

Rasberries,  and  ferv'd  us  round  with  Drink  from  time  to  time.     Our 

Liquor  was  Boz,a  and  fewer  Cows  Milk,  which  they  keep  in  Skins,  as 

they  do  that  of  Horfcs  in  Tartary.     In  a  word,  we  were  pcrfcdly  well 

treated  after  the  manner  of  the  Country. 

We  had  fcarce  finidi'd  our  Rcpaft,  and  my  Landlord  was  asking  me 
divers  Q^ieftions  about  the  Motive  of  my  Journey,  when  iCtrcaJJian 
entring  with  the  Youth  who  had  taken  our  Horfcs,  faid.  That  there 
was  one  ot  them  which  had  been  ftolen  from   him  about  four  or  five 
Months   before,  and  accufcd  my  Xoghaian  of  being  the  Thief.     He 
fwore   by  his  Beard  and  his  Head,  that  nothing  could  be  more  falfe^ 
but,  as  I  cou'd  only   witnefs  for  him  out  of  las  own  Mouth,  which 
was  a  Tellimony  not   much  regarded,  we    went    before  the  Myrfa, 
who  receiv  d   me  very  ci\illy,    but   lookd    with  an   evil   Eye  upon 
him,  as  thinking  him  undoubtedly  the   Robber  :  However,  he  heard 
his  Reafons,  and   believd  what  we  faid  to  hiin,    which  was,  that  I 
had  bought  it  of  a  Tartar }  and  that  the  Xoghaian,  who  was  fpeak- 
ing'  to  him,  was  as  innocent  of  the  Robbery  as  the  Child  unborn,  if 
the  Beaft  was  ftolen  :  But  the  Man  fwearing  that  he  knew  it    to  be 
his  Horfe,  and  wou'd  have  it,    I  cou'd  find  no  other  Expedient,  than 
to  have  him  told   that  I  wou'd  pay  for  it,  if  he  wou'd  let  me  have  ic 
for  a   moderate   Price,  or   clfc   it  fhou'd   be  rcftored  to  him.     The 
Myrfa  thought  this  juft,  and  the  Proprietor  was  latisfied  with  it,  and 
asked  me  if  I  had  any  thing  to  exchange  for  it  -,  upon   which  I  carried 
him  to  my  Lodgings,  (after  having  promifed  the  Myrfa  to  return  to 
him,)  and  he  chofe  fome  of  my  Toys  ;  to  which  I  added  a  Couple  of 
Crowns  in  *  Couptques,  of  which  I  had  taken  a  fmall  Qiiantity  zzCaffa^ 
which  finifh'd  the  Bargain.     Their  manner  of  Trading  confifts  (as  I  be- 
lieve Ive  already  hinted)  in  exchanging  one  Commodity  for  another  i 
for  the  moft  Part  of  the  Circajjians  not  underftandtng  the  Value  of  minc- 
ed Silver,  which  they  often   melt  down  to  adorn  the  Hilts    of  their 
Snbres  and  Hafts  of  their  Knives,  which  are  excellent;  and  the  right 
Owner  of  the  Horfe  being  a  Cutler,  I  bought  three  Knives  of  him  out 
of  feveral  that  he  went  to  fetch  me. 

•  Coupique,  a  tittle  Mofcovite  Coin  about  the  Valut  oj  Two  third)  of  »  Penny. 
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with  what  he  cou'd  get,  and  lay  in  a  larger  Stock  of  Taican,  in  order 
to  make  the  beft  of  our  Way,  and  enter  Lircajfta.    He  did  as  I  ordered 
him ;  whereupon  I  gave  the  People  of  the  Hord  fome  little  Prcfcnts, 
and  we  got  on  Horfeback,  and  travell'd  all  the  Night  without  (lopping 
till  the  next  Day  about  Eleven,  to  refrcfh  our  felves,  and  let  our  Beafts 
feed  near  a  large  River,  which  podibly  was  that  of  Kara  Kuban^  but 
which  my  Guide  call'd  as  ufual  BmuHoii.     Being  mounted  again,  wc 
continued  our  Journey  without  (laying  till  the  3d,  at  Four  in  the  Af- 
ternoon, when  wc  halted  at  the  Foot  of  a  large  Oak,  near  which  was  a 
Pond  frozen  over  j  of  which  we  broke  the  Ice  with  my  Axe,  which 
was  the  principal  Ufe  I  made  of  it,  and  drank  fome  Talcan  ;  which, 
with  fome  Pieces  of  roafted  Horfe-Flefh  that  my  Noghaian  had  taken 
care  to  provide,  was  then  our  only  Suftenance.     We  tied  one  of  our 
Steeds  fore  and  hind  Legs  with  their  Bridles,  and  fo  left  them  at  li- 
berty to  fcratch  up  the  Snow,  and  feed  if  they  were  hungry  -,  then 
ftriking    a   Light,   wc   made   a  Fire  with  fome   Bu(hes,    and  dryd 
Branches  of  Trees,  which  we  found  here  and  there,  fraoak'd  our  Pipes, 
and  fo  went  to  (leep  for  fix  or  ^z^trs.  Hours,  I  upon  my  Carpet,  and 
my  Guide  upon  a  Piece  of  Felt  that  ferved  him  for  the  fame  Ufe ; 
then  having  reded,  we  mounted  again  about  Two  in  the  Morning. 
Our  Courfers  went  fo  fwift,  they  feem'd  to  have  Wings  j  upon  which 
I  exprefTed  my  Satisfaction  to  my  Guide,  and  he  anfwer'd  he  was  a 
Judge  of  them,  and  knew  that  thefe  were  frefti,  and  fuch  as  he  had  rc- 
prefcntcd  them.     As  we  rode  along,  he  related  to  me  feveral  Exploits 
againd,  and  Incurfions  into,  the  Country  of  thQCoJfacks,  in  which  he 
had  had  a  (hare  ;  the  Manner  and  Subftance  of  which  was  as  follows  : 
That  he,  with  his  Countrymen,  having  frelh  Horfes  that  had  refled 
for  feveral  Months,  (and  of  which  they  carried  each  of  them  three  or 
four,  at  lead  as  good  as  thofe  they  rode  on)  had  often  furpris'd  whole 
Villages  of  Coffacks,  which  they  plundered,  and  laid  the  Booty  that 
was  tranfportable  upon  the  led  Horfes ;  then  having  bound  the  Inha- 
bitants Hand  and  Foot,  they  tied  the  youngedBoys  and  Girls  to  them- 
felves,  one  before,  and  the  other  behind,  upon  the  Buttocks  of  their 
Horfes,  the  larged  two  to  two  on  led  Horfes,    when  there  were  a 
fufficicnt  Number,  driving  them  before,  and  leaving  the  old  Folks 
bound  in  the  Houfes ;  after  which  they  whip'd  their  Steeds,  and  were 
out  of  Sight,  and  often  at  a  good  Didance,  before  the  Mufcovites  that 
guarded  the  Cadles  and  Valancas  had  the  News  of  it,  or  were  mount- 
ed to  purfue  them.    He  told  me  moreover,  that  if  they  were  even 
within  Musket-Shot   of  thefe  Guards,    their  Horfes  furpafs'd   thofe 
of  the  Mufcovites  io  much  in  Swiftnefs,  that  they  did  not  fear  thcm^ 
and  that  'twas  enough  for  them  to  be  mounted  when  they  were  difco- 
vered.     He  often  entertained  me  with  the  Relations  of  fuch  Adven- 
tures, which  he  wou'd  defcribe  with  all  their  Circumdances,  with  a 
Pleafure,  and  an  agreeable  Remembrance  of  them,  that  was  vifible  in 
his  Face,  the  Tone  of  his  Voice,  and  all  his  Motions,  whild  he  was 
fpeaking  of  them.    Wc  faw  nothing  more  on  the  4th  than  we  had 
done  on  the  3d,  but  only  three  Bucks,  one  Stag,  and  more  Woods 
and  Mountains ;  halting  twice  in  the  Day,  and  at  lead  four  times  in 
the  twenty  four  Hours,  as  well  to  refrelh  and  red  our  felves,  as  to  let 
our  Beads  feed,  we  arrived  the  7th  about  fix  in  the  Evening  at  the  Foot 
of  a  long  Barrier  or  Chain  of  Mountains,  which  extended  out  of  Sight 
from  Ead  to  Wed,  and  which  my  Guide  call'd  the  Mountains  of  Cir- 
caffia.    We  palfed  between  them,  and  found  here  and  there  fome  Spots 
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of  Champian  Ground,  which  mud  have  been  very  agreeable  in  the 
Spring  ;  but  they  were  fo  full  of  narrow  PalTages  and  Defiles,  turning 
and  winding  from  one  fide  to  the  other,  that  I  thoughc  them  real  na- 
tural Labyrinths,  in  which  we  ihou'd  be  in  danger  of  lofing  our  Way. 
I  inform'd  my  Guide  of  my  Apprehenfions,  and  he  told  mc  that  he  was 
perfediy  acquainted  with  them  all,  and  that  he  had  pal's  d  backwards 
and  forwards  thro'  them  feveral  times  ;  he  added,  that  'twas  amongd 
thefe  Mountains  to  the  Wedward,  that  the  Han  was  encamp'd  when  the 
Onaffians  attack'd  him  unwarcs;  and  gave  me  to  underdand  by  the 
manner  of  his  relating  it,  that  not  only  the  Account  which  I  had  from 
others  was  true,  as  to  all  the  mod  confiderable  Circumdances  of  ir, 
but  that  they  had  taken  fuch  fubtle  Meafures  for  the  entire  Defeat  of 
the  whole  Army  of  Tartars,  that  they  had  only  left  them  fuch  Defiles 
as  we  had  pad  thro',  to  efcape  by  ;  which  were  more  likely  to  ruin 
and  break  the  Neck  of  the  Cavalry,  when  flying  in  fuch  Numbers  and 
Diforder,  than  any  thing  cllc.     He  added,  that  he  was  himfcif  there, 
and  had  been  one  of  the  httle  and  fortunate  Number  which  efcaped. 
I  ask'd  him  which  Way  the  Han  had  entred  into  CircaJJia  <*  and  he  in- 
form'd me,  without  naming  the  Places,  that  'twas  to  the  S.  W.  of  the 
'Palus  Mieotis,  after  having  pafs'd  thro'  the  Champian  Part  of  Ctrcajfia^ 
which  he  faidfwas  inhabited  hy  Muffitlmen  faithful  to  the  Han,  and  are 
Colonies  like  thofe  beforemention  d,  which  live  between  the  S.  W.  of 
Kara  Kuban,  and  the  N.  W.  of  Trtmelt  and  Coppa.    We  dopt  about  Ten 
at  Night  for  fome  Hours,  as  we  had  done  the  Nights  before,  near  a 
little  River,  and  fupp'd  after  the  fame  manner  i  and  on  the  9th,  about 
half  an  Hour  pad  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  we  difcovered  a  great  fixed 
Village,  or  Town,  as  my  Guide  call'd  it,  (if  one  may  term  a  great  Heap 
of  Huts  fo)  made  of  Branches  of  Trees,    twilled    between  Stakes 
driven  into  the  Ground   and  Poles  ;  the  fird  of  which  ferved  for  the 
Walls,  and  the  other  the  Timber  Work;  the  Whole  plaider'd  over  with 
Dung  and  Mud,    and  mod  part  of  them  having  no  other  Chimneys 
than  Holes  in  the  middle,  like  the  moveable  Obbas  of  the  Noghaians, 
to  let   the  Smoke  thro'  j  infomuch,  that  one  mud  have   had  T>on 
^uixofs  Eyes  to  have  imagined  it  a  Town.     This  Village   however, 
or  Town,which-evcr  you'll  call  it,  was  govern'd  by  a  Ctrca(Jlan^oh\c- 
man,  with  the  Title  of  A/yr/d  ;  hisHoufe  had  a  Stone  Chimney,  and 
was  plaider'd  over  witha  whitilh  Earth  ;  which,  with  i«  Bigncls,  di- 
ftinguifh'd  it  from  Ten  or  Twelve  others  Ibmething  like  it,  and  all  but 
one  Story  high,  tho'  they  made  all  the  Palaces  of  this  pretended  Town, 
which  might  have  between   3  and  400  Huts,  with  a  dry  Hedge  that 
furrounded  it  indead  of  a  Wall,  and  was  call'd  Hellehtpfa  in  the  Coun- 
try Language  ;  which  is  very  fweet  in  its  Pronunciation,  and  peculiar 
to  the  Circajfians,  tho'  it  has  borrow'd  many  Terms  from  the  Mufco- 
vites, Terfians  and  'Tartars 

My  Guide,  who  underdood  it,  gave  out  on  my  cntring  HeUehtpfay 
that  I  was  a  Phyfician  of  Cafa  -,  and  'twas  very  prudently  done,  the 
principal  Dealers  in  Slaves,  and  the  other  Merchandife  of  Circajfta, 
being  of  that  Place,  and  known  in  the  Country.     Immediately  I(aw 
mylelf  encompafs'd  with  a  Concourfe  of  People  of  both  Sexes  ;  (omc 
of  which  lookd  at  me,  others  puflfd  one  another,  and  almod  fought 
who  (hould  give  us  Lodging  ;  Hofpitality  being  the  Article  beft  ob- 
ferv'd  of  any  of  the  Religion,  or  rather  Religions  of  the  Ctr^cajfans, 
for  they   have   many  forts.     Thofe  who  border  upon  the  Koghatans 
and  Terjians  arc  generally  Mahometans  -,  thev  thai  are  upon  the  Fron- 
tiers 
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Creature  that  a  Tartar  can  no  more  be  without,  than  eating  or  Cloaths; 
and  the  Penalty  is  lb  eafy,  that  the  Thief,  if  found  out,  is  dilcharged 
•jpon  rcftoring  it.  As  for  Murther,  it  is  punifh'd  with  Death  -,  and  the 
Criminal,  wl^n  taken,  is  delivered  up  into  the  Hands  of  the  nearelt 
Relations,  to  be  tortured  by  them  at  their  Difcretion,  and  be  thcm- 
felves  the  Exccutionersof  whatever  Vengeance  their  Relentmcnts  (hall 
diiSate  to  them,  which  is  ordinarily  tying  him  to  a  Stake,  and  ihoot- 
ing  him  to  Death  with  Arrows,  or  dabbing  -,  but  this  Crime  is  very 
uncommon  amongft  them,  therefore  let  us  return  to  Theft,  which  is 
lefs  lb.  Tl>e  Robberies  committed  by  them  upon  one  another,  con- 
fifts  generally  of  Horfes  ;  and  the  guilty  Perfons  are  difmountcd 
Knight  Errants,  who  have  loft  their  own  in  fome  Incurfions,  and  have 
no  «ivore,  nor  any  Money  to  buy  one,  and  are  therefore  obliged,  by 
extreme  Necelfity,  to  lupply  themfelves^r/??/j  from  their  Neighbours; 
biit  they  always  Ipare  thofe  who  are  neareft  to  them,  to  preferve  a 
good  Reputation,  and  rob  only  thofe  who  are  fartheft  diftantj  efpcci- 
Jy  thofe  of  Crun  Tartary,  or  Akerman^  when  they  happen  to  travel 
that  Way. 

Having  fatisfy'd  my  Curiofity  in  viewing  thefe  Remains,  we  mount- 
ed our  Steeds  again,  and  the  next  Day  met  with  another  Ked- 
^ty  near  a  little  River,  which  my  Guide  called,  as  ufual,  Cuauk- 
fou:  He  went  before  me  to  the  firft  Tenc,  to  give  Notice  of  my  com- 
ing 5  whereupon  one  of  the  Monfters,  who  was  the  Mafter  of  it,  came 
forth,  and  bid  the  Man  who  took  our  Horfes  carry  tliem  to  the  Place 
where  his  own  were,  which  he  fliow'd  him  with  his  Finger,  it  not  be- 
ing far  diftant  ;  and  they  Icratchd  up  the  Snow  with  theit  Feet,  ac- 
cording to  their  natural  Cuftom,  to  get  at  the  Grafs,  which  generally 
grew  in  great  Plenty  along  the  River  Sides.  It  was  but  fix  in  tlie 
Morning  when  we  arrived  here;  and  as  in  travelling  thefe  Dcfarts, 
■where  there  are  neither  beaten  Roads,  Towns,  nor  Villag<;s,  one 
can't  be  regular  in  one's  Account,  tlieir  Whips  and  their  Horfes  be- 
ing the  Tartars  Watches  and  Miles,  I  can't  fix  any  certain  Diftance  of 
Places;  but  to  judge  wich  the  Speed  with  which  our  Couriers  carried 
us,  the  little  Time  we  flept,  or  ftop'd  at  any  Keddi,  we  might  ride  a- 
bove  30  Leagues  in  24  Hours,  including  the  Time  allotted  for  Reft. 

We  were  treated  here  after  the  ufual  Manner  of  thofe  Mountaineers, 
that  is  to  lay,  lefs  courtcoudy  than  among  the  other  Tartars;  and  our 
Cheer  was  but  very  indifferent,  having  nothing  but  wild  Goats-Flefh, 
whole  Toughnefs  and  Colour,  which  was  between  red   and  black, 
fliowed  at  leaft  that  the  Bcaft  was  old  when  k  was  kill'd.     We  had 
but  one  Diffi  oi  Sherba,  the  Meat  of  which  I  did  not  touch  ;  but  con- 
tented my  felf  with  the  Millet  and  Broth,  which  were  the  leaft  difa- 
grecablc  Parts  of  it.  I  askd  feveral  Qiieftions  about  the  Ruins  above- 
mention  d  of  the  Landlord  and  Landlady,  who  were  both  very  old,  and 
had  only  two  Sons,  then  abfent ;  and  they  returned  me  fuch  Anfwers 
as  Ihewed  both  a  great  deal  of  Indifference  and  Ignorance  ;  only  the 
Woman  laid,  that  one  of  her  Neighbours  wore  fomctimes  a  Gold  Ring 
upon  her  Finger,  which  her  Husband  had  found  there  whilft  they  had 
been  incamped  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  them.  I  beg'd  her  to  procure  me 
a  Sight  of  it  i  and  (he  gave  me  to  underftand  that  I  might  not  only 
fee  it,  but  buy  it  if  I  would,  there  being  a  Figure  engrav'd  upon  it, 
which  was  contrary  to  their  Law.     She  went  immediately  to  acquaint 
her  Neighbour  with  my  Defirc,  and  Ihe  brought  it  me  her  felf;  ftie 
was  a  young  Woman,  and  veil'd  more  out  of  Cuftom  than  Religion, 
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to  preferve  the  Whitenefs  of  her  Skin,  for  which  Realbn  the  Young 
Women  feldom  appear  in  the  open  Air  without  -,  but  it  was  not  io 
dole  nor  lb  thick,  but  that  I  could  perceive  little  Eyes,  and  a  Iquare 
Face,  by  which  I  judged  that  Ihe  was  not  lefs  ugly  than  the  others 
whom  i  had  fecn  before.  I  found  this  Ring  very  curious;  and  valuing 
die  Figure  as  much  as  flic  defpis'd  it,  I  otfered  her  fomc  Bracelets  of 
Brafs  gilt,  and  a  fine  White  Cotton  Handkerchief  for  it,  which  Ihe 
accepted,  and  left  it  me,  leeming  full  as  well  contented  as  I  was  my 
felf;  the  Figure  engravd  upon  it  is  mark'd  5  in  the  Print,  N.  XXIV, 
and  I  believe  the  Head  to  be  Juptter'%,  as  well  as  I  can  judge  by  the 
Refemblance  it  has  to  the  Medals  which  I  have  of  that  Heathen  Deity. 
The  other  Tartars,  hearing  of  this  Bargain,  camealfo,  and  brought  me 
the  Figure  N.  ix,  on  a  fine  Onyx,  in  the  fame  Print,  the  Bral's  Medal 
if)  in  the  Print  XXVI,  with  the  Silver  one,   which  they  laid  they 
had  found  in  the  fame  Ruins,  and  I  bought  them  for  a  Trifle.     In  the 
mean  while,  my  Guide,  whom  I  had  fent  to  hire  Horfes,  came  back 
to  tell  me  that  we  were  three  or  four  Days  Journey  from  Circaffia, 
and  fliould  meet  with  but  few  Keddis ;  therefore  if  I  intended  to  go 
ftrait  on  thither,  my  belli  Way  would  be  to  bay  Horfes,  and  that  there 
were  excellent  frcQi  indefatigable  ones  in  the  Keddi,  that  had  been  ac 
Pafture  ever  fince  the  Beginning  of  September,  and  that  two  of  thera 
were  drcajfians,  and  not  at  all  inferior  to  the  others :  To  encourage 
uie  the  more  to  buy  them,  he  gave  me  to  underftand  that  they  would 
carry  us  full  as  faft  as  thofe  we  chang'd   from  Kedui  to  Kcddi  for  a- 
bove  fix  Weeks,  having  been  at  Grafs  and  rcfted  four  Months,  as  be- 
ing defigned  for  Incurfions.     I  bid  him  agree  for  one  of  the  Ctrca/Jians 
for  me,  and  another  for  himlelf,  provided  they  were  young,  and  as 
capable  of  enduring  Fatigues  as  the  others ;  contldering  within  my 
felf,  that  it  wou'd   be  eafier,  and  lefs  difadvancageous,  for  me  to  ex- 
change them  for  others  in  CircaJJia,  in  caie  they  were  not  fuch  as  he 
reprefented  them  to  be,  than  if  they  were  Tartarians.    He  fwore  to 
me,  that  there  was  np  Difference  i  whereupon  I  went  to  view  them, 
and  I  liked  them  incomparably  better,  they  being  as  handlbme  and 
well  Ihapd  as  the  others  wece  ugly  ;  wherefore  judging  them  to  be  as 
good,  the  Bargain  was  made  for  the  V^alue  of  fix  Duccats ;  they  were 
worth  above  fixty,  but  he  that  fold  them  had  thera  for  nothing,  as 
will  be  feen  by  the  Sequel. 

Our  Couriers  being  faddled,  we  mounted  and  purfued  our  Journey, 
partly  over  Plains,  and  partly  over  Mountains  ;  but  the  latter  began 
to  be  thicker  and  thicker ;  neverthelefs  we  met  one  Hord  more  towards 
the  Evening,  where  we  reftcd  cur  felves  fome  Hours,  and  found  fome 
Horfe-Flelh,  not  fo  bad  as  what  we  had  eaten  at  the  Hord  we  were 
come  from,  which  we  eat  with  a  pretty  good  Appetite.  As  this  Coun- 
try of  the  Noghaians  was  barren  of  Curiofitics,  or  remarkable  Things, 
(as  may  be  judged  by  what  I've  faid  of  it)  having  neither  Towns  nor 
Villages,  Variety  of  Inhabitants,  or  Diverficy  of  Manners,  or  any 
other  Ruins  than  thofe  before- mentioned,  of  which  I  cou'd  not  fo 
much  as  learn  the  Name,  in  lb  vaft  a  Tt;a<S  of  Land  as  I  had  tra- 
vers  d  :  In  fhort,  not  having  any  Hopes  of  meeting  any  thing  new 
to  fee,  and  thefe  laft  Tartars  leeming  to  me  lefs  human  even  than 
the  others,  I  was  violently  impatient  to  get  from  amongft  them ; 
and  told  my  Guide  that  I  was  tefolv'd  to  travel,  as  well  by  Night  as 
by  Day,  without  flopping  at  any  Keddis,  even  if  we  Ihou'd  meet  with 
feveral ;    therefore  he  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  furnilh  our  Sophra. 
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Goats  were  browzing,  which  fled  as  fafl:  r.s  ever  they  could  lay  Legs 
to  Ground,  as  foon  as  they  perceiv'd  us.  There  feem'd  to  have  been 
upon  the  Summit  of  the  Hill  a  Temple,  as  well  as  I  could  judge  by 
feme  Foundations  ftill  remaining  at  that  Time,  which  were  vifible  c- 
nough  for  mc  to  difcover  a  round  Plan  like  thofc  of  the  antient  ones, 
or  at  icaft  I  rendrcd  them  lb  by  the  Means  of  an  Inftrument,  half  Axe 
half  Hammer,  (haped  as  lo  in  the  Print,  N.  XXVL  which  moft  of  the 
Tartars  carry  fallened  to  their  Saddles,  as  the  Turks  do  their  Topmt^. 
This  I  made  ufe  of  to  dig  up  the  Ground ;  in  doing  which  I  found  both 
the  Brafs  Figures  N.  4.  and  the  Bajfo  Relte'vos  6  and  7,  with  their 
Greek  Inlcriptions,  1 1  and  ii  in  the  lame  Print. 

Thefe  Remains  of  Foundations  were  of  fine  fquare  Free-ftone,  having 
the  Colour  but  not  the  Luftrc  of  Granite  Marble  ;  and  are  Proofs  fuffi- 
ciently  authentick,  of  the  former  Magnificence  of  the  Building  to  which 
they  belong'd,  whatever  it  was.    The   Ruins  of  the  City  are  more 
apparent,  and  about  a  Mile  and  half  in  Circumference;  the  Pieces  of 
Marble  (if  one  may  call  grey  Stones  that  are  as  hard,  but  not  fo  well 
polilh'd,  fo)  were  prodigioufly  large,  and  in  great  Quantity.  I  difcover- 
ed  there  three  great  Chells  of  the  fame  Stone,  Ihaped  like  the  Wa- 
tering Trough  1  had  feen  between  Taman  and  Temrok.    I  law  likewife 
amongft  thele  Ruins  the  Myrfds  Fountain,  which  I  found  to  be  an  an- 
tique Ciftern,  ^and  well  pav'd,  as  I  judged  by  the  Stones  with  which 
the  Infide  was  lined  at  the  Top;  for  the  Water  being  frozen,  hindred  me 
from  feeing  the  reft.     I  broke  the  Ice,  and  touch'd  the  Bottom  with  a 
long  Pole,  which  I  cut  in  a  Neighbouring  Wood,  and  I  found  it  above  12 
Spans  deep  ;  it  is  about  31  Foot  in  Circumference,  and  is  at  the  Foot 
of  the  Hill,  towards  the  Eaft,  but  I  could  not  find  out  whether  fome  Na- 
tural Spring  runs  into  it,  or  if 'tis  fill'd  by  the  Thaw  and  the  Rain,  for 
,    ,      .  it  did  not  want  much  of  *  10  Spans  of  its  being  full.  The  arch'd  Roof, 
jhrninthl  With  which  'twas  formerly  vaulted,  is  almoft  entirely  deftroy'd,  info- 
moU,  x,a,  much  that  the  Opening  in  the  Top  is  very  near  as  large  as  the  Body 
of  the  Ciftern  -,  as  the  Ruins  of  the  Vault  are  certainly  fallen  into  it, 
that  may  perhaps  be  the  Reafon  of  the  little  Depth  I   found  in  it. 
What  remains  of  this  Vault,  is  about  three  Fingers  thick,  and  of  Brick, 
cemented  together,  as  well  as  fome  other  Parts  of  the  City  Walls, 
'^/"^  "''^^  which  one  meets  in  great  Pieces  or  Fragments  here  and  there,  and 
thcniri      which  are  lb  ftrongly  joined  by  the  Cement,   that  above  x  or  300 
meafured  the  Bticks  make  but  one  and  the  fame  Mafs,  which  neither  Time  nor  the 
Depth  9  full  Rain  iiad   then  been  capable  of  diftblving  or  feparating.     I  did  not 
& ""''  "  meet  with  any  entire  Columns,  but  I  faw  feveral  Pieces,  between  five 
and  fix  Foot  in  Diameter,  with  fome  Chapiters  of  the  Cortnthian  Or- 
der, pretty  well  preferv'd,  and  of  white  Marble,  amongft  the  Briars 
that  covered  almoft  all  thefe  Ruins,  as  I  was  fcraping  up  the  Earth 
to  try  if  I  could  difcover  any  more  Bafo  Relievos.     The  Figures  of 
thofe  mark'd  in  the  laid  Print  are  five  Spans  in  Height,  and  fix  and 
three  fourths  in  Breadth,   upon  two  large  Pieces  of  Marble,    half 
buried  ;  there  arc  likewife  fome  Heads,  Groups  of  Children,  Garlands, 
and  other  Ornaments  of  Architedure  and  Sculpture  upon  other  Stones; 
but  they  muft  have  fallen  from  a  great  Height,  being  moft  of  them 
chcjnidprint,  ^^^^^^^  jnjo  ii„ie  pjeccs ;  and  I  was  forced  to  join  feveral  of  thele 
cn'thSuL)  Fragments  together,  to diftinguilh  the  Figures  juft  mention'd.  Amongft 
!,:m  to  b,  c/all  thefe  Ruins,  I  could  only  difcover  the  Infcriptions  in  the  Print  N. 
'th.fc  which    ^^^  which  arc  mutilated,  as  mav  be  feen  by  them.    All  I  could  make  of 
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APN        A[  of  which  only  the  Word  AHATOPO  is  entire.  As  foe 
the  Figures  cc  and  (3,  they  were  in  all  Probability  defigned  for  thofc 
of  Mars  and  ^enus,  who  are  there   immortalized .  upon  the  Mar- 
ble by  the  Carver,  for  the  Injury  they  are  doing  to  Fu/cani  accord- 
iniz  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  Antients,    who  us'd  to  celebrate  the  De- 
bauches of  their  Gods,  as  the  fineft  of  their  Aclions.     This  Piece, 
which  had  been  mightily  impaired  by  Time,  is  by  a  pretty  good  Hand, 
and  the  Charadlers  of  the  Infcription  belonging  to  it  fliew    that  it  is 
of  the  moft  antient ;  for,  according  to  thofe  who  have  made  the  moft 
exa(a  and  curious  Enquiry  into  the  Origin  of  Letters,  and  the  Pro- 
arefs  and  Change  of  Charaders,  the  Greek  0,  that  has  been  m  Ufe 
for  feveral  Ages,  fucceeded  to  that  at  the  Head  of  the  Infcription, 
with  a  Crofs  in  it.     They  fay  the  fame  of  the  y^lpha,  and  the  n,  with 
the  fecond  Foot  longer  than  the  fitft,  as  'tis  here,  and  upon  my  Me- 
dals of  Tanormus  in  the  Print  XXVIII,  as  well  as  of  the  finglc  o  z^- 
xpo.  for  «  and  for  «,  which  are  to  be  feen  alfo  upon  divers  antient  Pieces 
of  Money ;  not  to  mention  the  Greek  Crofs  or  Redlangle  -i-  for  C^/  X, 
(the  P  and  the  M)  the  Form  of  which  is  like  Antiquity.     The  Infcrip- 
tions of  N.  7,  is  in  more  modern  Characters,  as  may  be  judged  by  fee- 
ing them;  but  they  were  fo  much  effaced,  that  I  knew  not  what  to 
make  of  them,  the  moft  entire  Words  being  Ka,^  A<o.u<r.o :  Such  as  they 
were  all,  I  have  given  an  Account  of  them,  with  the  greateft  Exadlnels ; 
and  I  fubmit  them,  as  well  as  the  others,  to  People  of  nicer  Penetra- 
tion than  my  felf.  ...it-       j    •  e  .u 

The  erey  Stones,  like  Granite  Marble,  in  the  Foundations  of  the 
Temple  above-mentioned,  are  dug  out  of  fome  of  the  Neighbouring 
Mountains;  between  which  and  thofe  of  Cirf<#^,  there  is  a  Colony 
fiZTa'ans,  that  extends  very  far  from  Eaft  to  Weft.     Thefe  r.rr  jr., 
efpecially  they  amongft  whom  we  were  to  pafs,  are  much  lefs  hofpi- 
table  than  thofe  which  1  had  feen  in  the  Plains,  and  dont  fo  much 
regard  the  Hans  Orders,  or  the  Treaties  of  Peace  between  the  Czar  and 
the  'Forte;  above  all,  they  who  are  towards  the  Cafpan  Sea:  for  it  is 
not  in  the  Power  (if  it  were  in  the  Will,  as  it  leldom  is)  of  their  Beys, 
to  keep  them  in,  and  reftrain  them  from  making  Incurfions  beyond  the 
Tenaisi  and  the  Calmmh  and  Coffacks  belonging  to  the  Czar    make 
Reprilals  upon  them,  fo  that  Hoftilities  hardly  ever  ccafebetweea 
Them:  Theft  Noghaians,  being  in  this  Refpedt,  like  the  Mahefe  with 
Regard  to  the  Turks;  for  tho'  they  don't  indeed  vow  an  eternal  War 
with  the  Ahfcozites  and  OrcaJ/ians,  yet  they  don  t  ceafe  waging  it  continu- 
ally; and  believe  that  no  Treaty  of  Peace,  made  by  their  Superiors  with 
their  Enemies,  can  deprive  them  of  their  Right  of  plundering,  which 
they  think  is  granted  them  from  Heaven  for  their  Maintenance_How- 
ever,  tho  they  dont  obferve  Hofpitality  as  much  as  the  other  Tartars, 
they  dont  violate  its  Laws,  either  by  abufing  or  pillaging  a  Stranger 
that  lodges  with  them,  or  paffes  by  as  a  Friend  ;  but  they  excrcife 
neither  Humanity,  Pity,  nor  Equity,  when  from  their  own  Homes 
Neverthelefs  1  muft  do  the  Juftice  to  theie  Tartars,  as  well  as  to  all 
the  others  in  general,  and  the  Grcal^ans,  to  fay,  that  I  never,  to  my 
Knowledge,  fuffered  the  Value  of  a  Six-pence  in  "^^elling  thro  their 
Countries,  altho'  I  cant  deny  but  there  are  iome  Examples  of  Theft 
even  amongft  themfelves  ;  their  Hofpitality,  which  renders  almoft  all 
their  Subftancc  common  to  each  other,  at  Icaft  their  Lodging  and  Sub- 
fiftancc,  inducing  a  Tartar  fometimes  to  take  that  from  another  with- 
out asking,  which  he  would  not  give  him  if  he  did,  as  an  Horle,  a 
V  o  L.  n.  O  z  «^rearur. 
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ciglic,  I  took  Leave  of  them,  afccr  having   rccurn'd  many  Tlianks  to 
the  Madcr  and  Miilrcfles  of  the  Fcali,  to  whom    I  mjclc  fame  littie 
Prclents,  (which  they  rccciv'd  as   if  they  had  hczn  coafiucrab'.c)   and 
giving  an  ordinary  ZX^jy/ to  the  Youth    thnt  was  circunicis'J.     Upon 
asking  my  Guide  (to  whom  I  had  given  Inftrudtioas  to  liire  Horfes  for 
us)  whether  they  were  ready  j  he   told  me  the  Myrfa  had  orde^'cd  two 
of  his  own  to  be  laddled,  to  carry  us  at  leaft  as  far  as  the  firil  Keddi  ; 
lb  we  let  out  with  them  about  nine  a-Clock,  and  began  to  enter  the 
Confines  of  the  Noghaians  that  inhabit  the  Mountains.     As  we  were 
riding  along,  I  askd  my  Guide  how  many  Miles  we  mighc  be  from  the 
Ruins  of  the  old  City;  to  which  he  anlwered,  Jfe  Tartars  kwji'  no  o- 
ther  Miles  than  our  JVhips  and gopd  Horfts  ;  bnt  I  belieie  that  i:.tth  tktfe 
or  others  as  good^  '^e  may  be  there  by  ro-morravj  before  Night.     Abouc 
two  in  the  Afternoon,  we  ftop'd  at  the  Bottom  of  a  little  Hill  to  cat 
fome  ready  drefs  d  Provifion  which  my  Fellow  Traveller  had  brought 
from  the  JSIyrfas,  as  he  always  remembred  to  do  where  ever  he  could 
find  any.  He  kept  it  in  a  Piece  oiRuffia  Leather,  fliapcd  like  thole  Bugs 
wherein  Travellers  amongft  us  put  the  Powder  for  their  Wigs,  and  wkich 
fliut  with  Strings,  only  that  it  was  larger;  it  is  call'd  in  Turkijh,  Sophra  ; 
and  they  eat  upon  it  in  the  Country,  as  they  do  when  at  Home,  up- 
on their  Tables  of  Wood  or  Silver,  to  which  they  give  the  fame  Name. 
They  fpread  them  upon  the  Ground  at   the  firil  Place  they  flop  .ir, 
which,  among  the  Turks,  is   generally  near  a    River,  and   Ik  down, 
crofs-leg'd,   after  the  EafLern   Manner,    round   abou":    it  j    and    at.er 
they  have  done,  they  gather  up  what  remains  and  Ihuc  it  in  the  Bag, 
which  tliey  fallen  behind  the  Saddle  with  the  Strings,  and  open  ag:aa 
at  the   next  Time  they  are  hiuigry  for  anocr.cr  Pvepaft ;  fo   that  '(.is 
properly  a  Cupboard  and  Table  both  together.     The  Turks  never  tra- 
vel without  a  dophra,  and  I  got  my  firil  Fellow  Traveller  to  buy  that 
which  I  had,  ^t  Bender.     We  mounted  again  about  half  an  Hour  paft 
three,  and  did  not  meet  with  any  Keddi  till  a  little  after  Midnight; 
they  were  not  gone  to  fleep  at  the  Tent  where  we  alighted,  it  being 
one    of  thofe  appointed  for   the  Guard  -,  and,  to  fay  the  Truth,    the 
Tartars    obferve    no    regular   Time    of  eating,    drinking    or    fleep- 
ing,  but  do  both   one  and  the  other  when  they  have  mod  Inclinati- 
on to  it,  and  when  they  can   lafcly ;  for  Ibmetimcs,  when  they  are 
upon  their  Incurfions,  they  are  five  or  fix  Days  without  eating,  and 
will   live  above  a  Month  only  upon  Talcan,  and  often  can't  flop  to 
lleep  without  being  in  Danger  when  they  are  flying  away  with  their 
Prey;  and  they  retain  very  much  of  this  their  Irregularity  even  when 
at  Home,  tho'  it  be  voluntary.     When  they  are  arrived  cither  amongd 
any   of    their    Countrymen,    or    at    their    own  Tents,   they  cat  to 
fetch  up  their  loft  Time  ;  and  often  when  they  have  made  an  asr-ple 
Meal  after  long  fafting  and  watching,  they  will  fleep  above  two  Days 
without  waking. 

T\izConak  or  Landlord  of  the  Tent  was  not  fo  civil,  after  the  Man- 
ner of  the  Country,  as  thofe  I  met  with  before  ;  he  kept  within,  fit- 
ting upon  his  Breech  like  an  Ape,  with  three  other  Tartars.,  whilft 
another  came  out,  upon  the  Noife  we  made  in  coming,  to  fee  who 
we  were  ;  but  he  did  not  take  our  Horfes,  as  they  had  done  elfewhcre, 
to  put  them  in  the  Fold  for  Security,  or  give  them  fome  Hay,  of  which 
every  Keddi  made  a  Provifion  againft  Night  time,  for  Pafiengers  who 
have  not  Time  to  Hay,  and  fend  their  Horfes  to  Grafs,  but  left  the 
Man  to  whom  they  belong'd  to  take  Care  of  them,  and  went  in  a- 
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gain,  without  lb  much  as  faying  we  were  we'come.     My  Guide  had 
prepared  me  already  for  ilich  a  Reception,  by  telling  me  before-hand 
that  the  Noghaians,  who  inhabited  the  Mountains,  were  not  lb  hol- 
pitable   as  they;  therefore  he  pl.a^'d  the  Mailer  himfelf,  bidding  mc 
firil  go  in,  and  then  defiring  me  to  fit  down  by  the  Fire;  after  which, 
he  demanded  of  the  Comp my  that  were  there  likewiie,  which  was 
the  Landlord ;  and  being  inform'd,  told  him  who  I  was,  and  what 
Recommendations  I  hid  from  the  ILm:  Bur  all  this  did  not  gain  us 
lb  much  as  one  Compliment,  but  only  made  the  rell  of  the  Company 
cad  their  Hawks  Eyes  at  me,  and  Itarc  as  if  they'd  look  me  through. 
Being  fat,  I  drew  out  my  Pipe  and  fill'd  it,  and  made  my  Guide  ask 
him  if  he  fmoak'd,  for  he  did  not  fpeak  Turktjh  ;  to  which  he  anfwer'd, 
in  his  Language,  that  he  did;  whereupon  I  prefented  him  fome  of  my 
Tobacco  to  fill  his,  and  whilft  my  Guide  was  praifmg  the  Goodnefs 
of  it,  he  began  to  ipeak  to  him,  and  enquire  whitiier  we  were  going, 
he  reply'd,  as  he  thought  fit,  and  ask'd  him  for  fome  Victuals,  ',for  the 
Tartars,  as  I  have  already  oblcrv'd,  are  as  free  with  their  Countrymen 
as  if  they  were  at  Home)  whereupon  the  Mailer  laid   fomeching  to 
one  of  his  Companions,  who  role  up,  and  brought  from  behind  aiarge 
Curtain  (which,  without  doubt,  was  his  Harem)  a  great  Wooden  Ba- 
fon,  wherein  were  fome  cold  Pieces  of  broild  Horfe-Fleih,  tliat  look'd 
but  of  an  indifferent  Colour.     I  tailed  them,  and  found  them  fo  tough, 
and  fo  bad,  that  I  thought  the  Beaft,  of  which  they  had  been  part, 
had  dy'd  of  Age;  the   fame   Man  went  back  again  to  fetch  another 
with  Mare's  Milk,  and  a  Wooden  Porringer  to  drink  out  of,  and  my 
Fellow  Travellers  fcem'd  to  find  them  both  very  palatable  by  theQi_ian- 
tity  they  ear  of  the  one,  and  their  emptying  feveral  Times  the  o- 
ther;  of  which  I  alfo  drank  a  little,  and  then  retook  my  Pipe,  which, 
with  my  Thoughts,  were  then  my  only  Company  ;  and  I  never  found  \t 
fo  feafonable  any  where  as  in  fuch  Defarts,  and  amongil  fuch  igno- 
rant  People,  where   ones  Curiofity  finds  lb  Uttle  to  exercife  it  felf 
upon. 

Being  thus  without  Converfation,  I  began  to  have   a  great  many 
dilTercnt  Thoughts  about  thefe  People  ;  as  of  their  little  Attention  to 
my  Guide  when  he  told  them  I  had  the  Harts  Palfport,  and  their  ear- 
ned fixing  their  Eyes  on  mc.     Upon  revolving  all  thefe  Things  in  my 
Mind,  I  doubted  whether  I  was  in  Safety  amongft  them,  and  refolved 
to  traverfc  their  Defigns,  if  they  had  any,  as  ibon  as  pollible:  Here- 
upon I  ordered  my  Guide,  after  he  had  eaten,  to  hire  Horfes,  for  I 
would  proceed  on  my  Journey  immediately;  and  opening  my  Port- 
manteau I  gave  a  little  Tobacco  to  the  Mafter  of  the  Tent,  to  render 
bim  tradtable  upon  that  Article  ;  upon  which  he  let  us  two  of  his  own 
as  far  as  the  firil  Keddt,  for  the  'V^'alue  of  about   i6  Pence.     We  fee 
out  about  three  m  the  Morning,  and  about  two  in  the  Afternoon  we 
arriv'd  at  the  Ruins  before-mention'd.     I   can'c  tell  the  Name  of  the 
City  whereof  thefe  are  the  Remains,  becaufe  no  Body  could  inform 
me  of  any  other  it  had  than  Esky  Sehir,  old  City,  no   mere  than 
of  the  Rivers  that  I  had  pafs'd,  and  which  I  croCi  d  afterwards,  the 
People  (as  I   before  hinted)  only  dillinguifliing  them  into  great  and 
fmail  j  befides  that  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  feem'd  to  mc  to  be  feated 
where  the  Geographers  have  placed  theirs  ;  and  I  don't  love  to  Ipeak 
by  Guefs,  in  order  to  fay  lomething  curious  at  the  Expence  of  Truth. 
However  it  be,  thefe  Ruins  are  upon  the  Side  of  a  little  Hill,  cover'd 
partly  with  a  Thicket,  partlv  with  very  high  Grafs,  where  fome  Wild 
Vol.  IL  G  Goats 
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Tho'  the  Mahometan  Law  prohibits  Womcns  fhowing  their  Faces,  even 
to  thofe  who  are  defign'd  for  their  Husbands,  before  they  enter  into 
the  Nuptial  Bed  ;  ycc  fevcral  were  come  out  of  their  Tents  uncover  d, 
upon  the  Report  that  there  was  a  Stranger  arriv'd,  and  entred  in  that 
where  I  was;  others  more  fcrupulous  ftood  at  the  Door  of  it,  before 
which  hung  a  Piece  of  Felt  call'd  'Perdey,  the  Corners  whereof  they 
lifted  up  to  view  me  without  being  feen. 

My  Guide  was  teaz'd  on  all  fides  with  Queflions  on  my  account, 
and  he  made  me  pafs  for  a  great  Friend  of  the  Hans ;  whereupon  a 
young  Myrfa,  who  was  encamp'd  there,  lent  to  invite  me  to  Dinner 
with  him.  I  went  accordingly,  and  found  that  he  fpoke  better  Turkijh 
than  any  I  had  met  with  fmce  I  had  left  Crim  Tartary,  where  (as  he 
told  mc)  he  was  born  }  and  indeed  his  Features  were  lefs  irregular 
than  thofe  of  the  Noghaians.  He  difcourfcd  me  about  feveral  Things, 
which  fhew'd  a  great  deal  of  Ignorance,  as  well  as  his  Anfwers  to 
what  I  ask'd  him  concerning  his  own  Country;  but  he  entertained 
me  better  than  ever  I  had  been  fmce  I  left  Cepherza  Myrfa's.  He 
had  lately  married  the  Daughter  of  another  Alyrfa,  who  had  kill'd 
a  young  Colt,  of  which  there  was  ftill  a  good  part  left,  and  he  or- 
der'd  to  be  made  into  a  Ragout^  and  fome  to  be  broil'd  ;  which  being 
done,  we  din'd  of  it,  and  he  perfwaded  mc  by  his  Example  to  drink 
fome  Boza^  but  I  did  not  at  all  like  it.  I  faw  not  his  young  SpoufJ, 
who  was  (as  I  was  inform'd)  in  a  neighbouring  Tent ;  but  I  en- 
quir'd  about  their  Nuptial  Ceremonies,  and  found  they  only  difFer'J 
from  thofe  of  the  Turks,  in  the  manner  of  their  Merry-making  before 
and  after.  In  the  mean  while,  having  told  my  Guide  I  wou'd  continue 
my  Journey,  he  had  provided  Horfes  for  that  purpofcj  fo  I  prefented 
a  Telefcope  to  the  Myrfa,  and  thank'd  him  for  his  Civilities,  telling 
him,  I  would  not  fail  at  my  Return  to  acquaint  the  Han  thereof,  and 
even  wrote  down  his  Name,  and  that  of  his  Hord,  with  which  he 
feem'd  agreeably  flatter'd,  and  forced  me  to  take  two  of  liis  Courfcrs, 
inftead  of  thofe  that  were  hired  for  me.  Having  ask'd  my  Guide  which 
Way  I  was  to  travel;  and  being  inform'd,  he  faidto  mc,  Ion  mujt  pafs 
by  my  Father-in- La'-jos^  he  is  going  to  have  one  of  his  Sons  circumcised,  and 
J  am  to  be  at  the  Ceremony^  fo  you  may  bear  me  Company  :  I  anfwcr'd,  I 
wou'd  do  as  he  pleafed ;  whereupon  he  order'd  his  Servants  to  faddle 
his  befl:  Nag,  and  get  themfelves  ready,  and  we  began  our  Journey 
about  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  and  continued,  it  as  ufual,  all  Night  -, 
during  good  Part  of  which,  a  fort  of  Buffoon,  who  was  always  near 
him,  related  feveral  Romantick  Adventures  in  a  loud  Voice,  wherein 
he  feem'd  to  take  a  great  deal  of  Pleafure,  tho'  they  were  the  mod 
foolilh  Trifles  that  I  ever  heard  -,  and  my  Guide,  with  the  other  Tar- 
tars of  his  Retinue,  were  charm'd  with  them,  and  applauded  them  by 
laughing  every  Moment.  From  thefc  he  pafs'd  on  to  real  Exploits  in 
their  Inroads,  as  the  Dangers  he  had  been  in  from  the  Purfuits  of  the 
Cojfacks  and  Ctrcafjtans,  which  he  had  efcap'd  with  his  Booty  ;  and  he 
extolld  the  Goodnefs  and  Speed  of  his  Horfes  on  fuch  Occafions,  and 
it  was  what  I  thought  the  moft  tolerable  in  thefe  Stories. 

The  next  Morning,  about  fixa-Clock,  we  halted  near  a  pretty  con- 
fidcrable  River,  which  they  only  call'd  Buiukfou,  or  the  great  W.iter ; 
for  the  People  of  the  Country  diftinguilh  all  their  Rivers  only  by  the 
Names  of  Butukfou  and  Cucmkfou,  or  the  great  and  little  Rivers,  ac- 
cording to  their  Bignefs  ;  and  this  might  podibly  be  the  Coppa.  Here 
we  refrelhed  our  felves  with  Ibmc  cold  Meat,  and  drank  fome  Talcan^ 
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which  I  thought  very  good ;  and  our  Horfes  fcratch'd  up  the  Snow 
and  fed  on  the  Grafs  under  ir,  during  two  Hours  that  we  fpent  in  eat- 
ing and  fmoaking.     After  this  we  crofs'd  the  River  dry-footed,  it  be- 
ing frozen  over ;  and  in  a  few  Hours  we  pafs'd  by  a  little  Keddi  of 
feven  or  eight  Tents,  where  we  did  not  Hop,  and  arrived  in  the  E- 
vening  at  the  Mvrfas  Father- in-Law's.     He  was  a  good  fort  of  a  Man 
of  between  50  or  60,  but  one  of  the  moft  monftrous  in  my  Eyes  that 
I  had  ever  yet  feen,  at  leaft  as  to  the  Features  of  his  Face  ;  for  as  to 
the  other  Parts  of  his  Body,  they  were  very  regular,  as  are  generally 
all  the  Men  amongft  the  Tartars,  againft  whofe  Shape  there  is  feldom 
any  Objedtion  to  be  made.     He  was  incamp'd  and  diftinguiflid  like 
the  other  Myrfas,  in  the  midft  of  a  large  Fold,  and  had  two  Wives, 
the  Youngeft  about  30,  and  the  Oldeft  between  35-  and  40 ;  both  of 
which,  with  the  Son  who  was  to  be  Circumcis'd,  were  worthy  of  him 
by  their  Uglinefs.     However,  I  won't  determine  whether  what  ap- 
pear'd  to  me  to  be  monftrous  and  deformed  may  not  be  Beauty  a- 
mongft  the  Tartars,  as  the  deepeft  Black  and  the  flattefl  Nofe  is  a- 
mongft  the  Ethiopians,  who  think  they  can't  paint  the  Devil  of  a  more 
frightful  Colour  than  White,  as  fome  Chrtftians  do  Black  from  a  con- 
trary Opinion ;  and  one   may  believe  the  fame  of  the  Tartars,  by 
what  I  have  faid  of  the  Reproaches  caft  by  thofe  of  Critn  on  thofe 
who  are  born  of  Circajfian  Slaves  and  others,  who  have  regular  Features. 
The  Boy  to  be  circumcis'd  was  about  eight  Years  old,  and  there  were 
about  io  other  young  Noghatans,  who  came  thither  to  undergo  the  fame 
Operation  ;  the  Ceremony  was  perform'd  the  next  Day  by  pronouncing 
the  fame  Words  as  in  Turkey,  the  only  Difference  that  I  obfervd  was, 
that  inftead  of  a  Rafor  that  the  Turks  make  ufc  of,  the  Tartars  do  it 
with  a  Circa ffianYini^Q,  as  9  in  the  Print  XXVI,  and  cut  off  lets  of  the 
Prepuce.     All  the  Children  being  circumcis'd   about  11  in  the  Morn- 
ing, all  the  reft  of  the  Day  was  fpent  in  Rejoycing,  and  the  old  Mvr~ 
fa  was  at  the  Expence  of  the  Feaft,  at  which  the  Parents  of  the  other 
Children  were  prefenr,  and  a   young  Colt  made  the  moft  delicious 
Part  of  the  Entertainment.     He  had  fet  me  on  his  Left-hand,  which  is 
the  moft  honourable  Place  amOngft  the  Mahometans,  and  his  Son-in- 
Law  on  his  Right ;  but  'twas  by  Chance  rather  than  any  Defign,  for 
thefe  People  don't  know  what  'tis  to  ufe  Ceremony.     The  four  princi- 
pal Diflies  were  four  prodigious  large  ones  of  Horfe-Flelh,  viz.  one 
Ragout,  one  Shorba,  the  Head  and  the  Intrails,  (and  thefe  two  laft 
are  cfteemed  the  moft  nice  Bits  j)  the  reft  of  the  Entertainment  con- 
fifted  of  Hares,  Goats,  and  Wild-ducks.     They  all  eat  very  heartily, 
nor  did  they  drink  lefs,  (for  the  Tartars  can  both  faft  and  eat  more 
than  any  other  Nation  whatever)  but  their  Liquor  was  not  at  all  a- 
grecable  to  my  Palate;  it  confifted  of  Boza,  Mares-Milk,  and  dry'd 
Chccfc,  fuch  as  I've  before-mention'd,  diluted  in  Milk  or  Water,     The 
Boza  getting  into  the  Heads  of  the  Guefts,  who  drank  to  Excefs,  laid 
them   amongft  the  Number  of  the  Dead  for  fome  Hours,  and   my 
Guide  was  one  of  the  firft  who  got  his  Dofe,  and  went  to  deep  him- 
felf  fober,  whilft  others  began  to  fing  after  an  odd  Manner,  without 
either  Order  or  Time.     Night  coming  on,  and  being  already  fome- 
thing  advanced  ;  the  dead  Men  came  to  Life  again,   or  rather   the 
Sleepers    awaked,    and  the   Singers   being  tired,    gave    them   their 
Places,  and  went  to  take  thofe  they  had  quitted,  and  do  as  they  had 
done.     As  for  mc,  I  lay  down  and  flept  very  well  till  feven  the  next 
Morning,  which  was  the  ift  oi  January  i  and  the  Myrfas  being  up  by 

eight.

to  the  firfl:  Keddi,  whither  one  of  his  Servants  followed  to  brxng 
them  back  again  -,  and  they  were  lb  fwifc,  that  they  did  not  I'ecm  to 
run  but  to  fly.  My  Guide  propofed  to  me  by  the  Way,  to  go  by  his 
Keddt ;  I  aniwer'd  I  was  afraid  it  might  be  remov'd,  to  which  he  re- 
ply'd,  he  knew  where  it  was  to  be  if  ic  was  lb ;  but  that  when  he  came 
from  it  there  was  Failure  enough  till  the  Month  of  February  in  the 
Place  where  it  Hood,  wherefore  we  Ihou'd  infallibly  find  it  there.  As 
I  had  no  Defire  to  fee  any  particular  Part  of  the  Country,  where  there 
was  neither  Road,  Town  nor  Village,  it  did  not  fignify  much  whe- 
ther I  went  to  the  North  or  the  Eaft,  fo  that  I  did  not  turn  too  much 
out  of  the  Way  I  had  propofed  to  my  felf.  This  Keddi  was  like  the 
firft,  at  lead  as  to  the  Tents  j  he  led  me  di redely  to  the  Door  of 
his  Ohba^  where  the  firft  Objedt  that  ptefentcd  itfelf  was  a  young  Tar- 
tar who  call'd  him  Father,  and  was  not  a  whit  lels  dcform'd.  He  was 
as  it  were  pack'd  up  from  the  Neck  to  the  Ankle,  in  a  furr'd  Ganr.cnt 
made  of  Lamb  Skins  fow'd  together,  and  girt  about  the  middle  wsch  a 
Leather  Strap,  with  a  Cap  all  of  Skin,  without  any  other  Covering 
of  Cloth,  or  any  Scuff  whatever.  He  kilVd  his  Father  s  Hand,  and 
took  our  Horfes.  Immediately  after  appear'd  his  Wife,  with  two 
Daughters  between  Thirteen  and  Fifteen  Years  old,  who  exprefs'd  a 
joyful  Eagernels  to  pay  their  Duty  to  him  in  the  fame  maruier.  Their 
Furrs,  which  were  no  richer,  but  foraething  larger  in  the  Sleeves  and 
Body,  and  not  fo  long,  let  me  fee  their  Ihort  under  Petticoats  of 
coarfe  Cotton,  whereupon  were  Girdles  with  Brafs  Buckles ;  under 
thefe  they  had  Drawers  after  the  Turkifb  Falhion,  over  which  their 
Shifts  hung  down,  which  were  abominably  foul,  wherein  they  julli- 
fy'd  the  Name  of  Najiy  given  them  by  the  Turks.  Their  Heads  were 
each  of  them  cover 'd  with  a  Handkerchief  that  had  been  White  in  the 
Days  of  Yore,  which  fympathiz'd  in  Dirtinefs  with  the  Drawers  and 
Shifts  ;  and  thefe  were  fo  ty'd  upon  their  Heads,  that  the  two  Fnds 
form'd  a  iort  of  Tuft.  The  Hair  of  all  of  them  hung  down  in  two 
TreiTes  over  their  Shoulders,  and  their  Eyes  were  not  fo  fmall  as  are 
generally  thole  of  the  Men  j  nor  were  their  Noles  fo  Ihort,  but  their 
Faces  were  flat  and  fquare ;  and  this  is  for  the  moft  part  tlTC  Figure 
.-both  of  the  Noghatan  and  other  Tartarian  Women,  which  renders 
them  fomething  more  fupportable  to  the  Sight,  than  that  other 
Sex. 

After  this  Interview  they  entred  again  into  the  Tent,  and  the  Mi- 
ftrefs  placed  her  Daughters  behind  a  fort  of  Curtain,  like  that  be- 
fore-mention'd,-  from  whence  they  came  no  more  out  without  being 
veil'd,  becaufe  they  faw  Strangers  -,  tho'  they  arc  not  generally  very 
fcrupulous  upon  that  Point  of  the  Mahometan  Law,  no  more  than 
about  their  Ablutions,  and  feveral  other  Articles.  As  for  the  Miflrefs, 
ihe  remain'd  all  the  while  unveifd,  and  I'pread  out  fome  Pieces  of 
Felt  for  us  to  fit  down  on.  We  did  fo,  and  my  Joldach,  or  Fellow 
Traveller,  having  taken  his  Pipe,  ask'd  for  my  Purfe  to  fill  it  with 
Tobacco  ;  then  gave  it  to  the  Myrfas  Man,  who  did  the  fame  ;  and 
having  told  me  that  his  Wife  fmoak'd,  I  prefented  her  with  a  fmall 
quantity,  with  which  Ihe  fcem'd  very  well  pleaied  :  Neverthelefs,  (lie 
did  not  ufe  it  'till  after  flie  had  drefs'd  our  Viduals,  wherein  her 
Daughters  alfifted  her,  and  I  alio  took  my  Pipe  to  bear  them  Company. 
Dinner  being  ready,  one  of  the  Girls  ferv'd  us  up  upon  the  Ground, 
in  a  Wooden  Porringer,  about  twenty  little  Pieces  of  Meat,  roafted, 
or  rather  burnt  fuperficially,  upon  an  Iron  Plate  ;  fo  thsw  they  fcem'd 
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as  many  Coals,  tliey  were  fo  very  black,  and  fprinklcd  over  wich  -a 
little  Butter,  which  ferv'd  them  inftead  of  Sauce  or  Gravcy.     I  made  a.- 
if  I  tailed  of  them,  Ufting  them  firft  up  to  my  Mouch,  and  then  puc- 
i  ting  them  again  in  the  Dilh,  which  neither  the  Myrfa's  Servant  nor  my 

f  Landlord  perceiv'd,  fo  well  they  liked  it,  and  lb  bufy  they  were   m 

feeding  on  it ;  nevertlielefs  I  appealed  my  Stomach,  which  was  nor  grcar, 
with  a  Piece  of  Bread  that  was  left  of  what  we  bought  at  Temrok. 
They  ferved  up  afterwards  two  other  Diflies  fomething  more  tolerarbie, 
'Vi:z.  one  of  Shorba  made  of  Cummin  and  the  Flcih  of  a  wild  Goat, 
;  which  one  of  my  Landlady's  Brothers  had  kill'd,  and  prefenced  to  her; 

'  and  the  other  of  boil'd  Milk,  which  I  eat  of  with  a  better  Appetite, 

crumbing  fome  Bread  into  it.     The  firft  Difli  was  alio  of  the  fans 
^  Goat's  Flefti,  there  being  fcverai  of  them  thut  wander  wild  up  and 

'  down  the  Defarts,  the  Flcih  of  which  is  very  good  when  well  drelsd. 

Whilft  we  were  finilhing  our  Dinner,  my  Guide's  Wife,  leavug  her 
Daughters  to  take  away,  retired  a  little  afide  to  cry  che  Tobacco  that 
I  had  given  her  i  and  after  we  had  done  eating,  the   brouglic  us   a 
large  Bowl  of  Mare's  Milk.  *     Hereupon  I  ask'd  if  they  had  no  good     *  t,';?    , 
Water  ;  and  being  aofwer'd  Yes,  I  laid  I  had  rather  at  that  time  have  ^'7"jtr 
fome  of  that  than  any  thing  elfe  ;  upon  which  they  fetched  me  lume  „„  mo e  than 
that  was  tolerably  good,  but  my  Landlord  and  che  iVyr/a's Servant  loon  thcT<yrV.s, 
drank  up  the  Bowl  of  Milk,  tho'  it  had  been  twice  fiU'd  :  After  which  '^"^  "n^rcat- 
my  Landlady  and  her  Daughters  made  a  ihifc  wich  che  rcll ;  a:id  che  '"^' 
young  Tartar,  to  whom  we  had  given  our   Horfes,    and  who,  with 
two  other  Brothers,  kept   them  with  the  other  Caccle,  as  Oxen  and 
Cows,  under  tire  Shelter  of  Sheds,  came  for  the  ^hori-;a  that  was  de- 
figned  for  them.     We  fmoak'd  again  every  one  our  Pipe,  whilll  che 
Daughters  extended  a  large  Piece  of  Felt  upon  the  Ground,  that  ferv'd 
as  the  general  Bed  of  the  Family,   before   which  was   the  Curtain  : 
She  alfo  fpcead  another  for  me  near  the  Firo,  only  large  enough  for 
one  Perfoa,  upon  which  I. put  my  Carpet  and  my  Portmanteau,  and 
'Jay  down  che  firft  i  and  I  rcfted  fo  well,  that  the  next   Day  when 
I  awaked,  I  found  every  body  up,  and  tlie  Fire  well  lighted.     I  made 
a  Prefent  to  the  Myrfd%  Man,  and  told  my  Guide  that  I  wou'd  conti- 
nue my  Journey  towards  the  Ruins  beforementioned  ;    whereupon  he 
prepared  Horfes,  and  I  gave   fome  Toys  to  his  Wife  and  Children. 
For  tho'  (as  I've  obferv'd)  one  muft  not  offer  to  pay  any  thing  for  ones 
Viduals  or  Lodging,  which  wou'd  be  violating  the  Laws  of  Holpita- 
lity  ;  they,  as  well  as  the  Turks,  wou'd  think  it  want  of  Manners  in 
a  Stranger  not  to  make  them  fome  Prefent. 

In  the  mean  while,  che  other  0^<2'j,  or  tlK  Inhabitants  of  the  other 
Tencs,  hearing  there  was  a  Stranger  at  that  of  my  Guide's,  ran  to 
have  a  Look  of  me;  but  I  foonft-olc  away  from  their  little  Eyes,  and 
efcap'd  feveral  Queftions  which  they  askd  me,  by  mounting  on 
Horfeback,  as  did  my  Guide  alfo.  The  x^rh  in  the  Morning  we  met 
with  another  more  confidcrable  Hord  of  FamiUes,  from  which  wc  ecu  d 
not  get  fo  foon  clear,  every  body  being  already  up  :  My  Guide  being 
very  well  known,  we  were  furroundcd  in  a  Minute  by  above  Thirty 
Perfons ;  and  two  httle  Monfters  taking  our  Horfes,  one  of  his  inti- 
mate Friends  carried  us  into  his  Tent,  which  was  made  like  the  others 
before-mentioned.  It  wasbcfieged  in  a  moment  by  a  greater  Number; 
for  akho'  I  was  cloath'd  almoft  after  their  own  manner,  they  eafily 
diftinguilhed  me  by  the  Difference  of  my  Features.  Several  of  them 
were  on  Horfeback  in  a  Hunting  Drefs,  with  a  Hawk  upon  their  Ftfts. 
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felvcs  from  the  Sun  and  Rain  upon  the  Deck.     Their  mod  tender  Cat- 
tle, as  Calves,  Lambs  and  Colts,  were  fhelcer'd  under  this  from  the  In- 
juries of  the  Weather,  which  was  then  cold,  the  Rivers  being  already 
frozen  over  fo  as  to  bear,  and  the  Earth  covcr'd  with  Snow.     In  the 
middle  and  round  about  this  Fold  were  the  Tents  ran^^ed,  as  in  the 
Map  aforementioned.     Thcfc   Tents  were   Ihapcd,    as  are  the    reft 
throughout  Tartary,  like  little  Cupolas  with  a  Hole  in  the  Top,  to  lee 
out  the  Smoke  of  the  Fire  which  is  made  in  the  middle  :  As  for  their 
Strudture,  which  is  of  Wood,  they  arc  like  our  Coops  for  Turkey 
Powts,  and  coverd   all  round  with  Felt,  having   a  little  Hurdle  Ibme- 
thing  bent,  likewife  lin'd  with  Felt,  and  faftened  to  the  Bottom  of  a 
Stick,  upon  which  it  turns  and  keeps  out  the  Wind,  Snow  and  Rain, 
which  might  difturb  thole  within  by  beating  back  the  Smoak.     There 
are  befides  in  all  the  Keddys,  Waggons  to  tranfport  their  Tents  and  Bag- 
gage, with  their  Wives  and  Children,  from  Place  to  Place,  when  they  de- 
camp.  The  Waggons  are  generally  drawn  by  Dromedaries,  as  reprefent- 
ed  m  the  lame  Map :  Thefe  Animals,  which  are  diftinguilhed  by  their 
natural  Saddles  from  Camels,  are  very  common  in  this  Country,  and 
draw  them  much  more  flowly ;  but  at  the  fame  time  more  furely,  with 
their  grave  and  regular  Pace,  than  the  r^rr^r^w  Steeds,  which  are  only 
train  d  up  to  carry,  and  are  indefatigable,   but  as  ugly  for  Horlcs,  as 
their  Matters  arc  for  Men.     As  foon  as  the  Cattle  of  thefe  Eaftern  No- 
vtades  have  confum'd  the  Grafs  in  one  Place,  they  remove  to  another 
Thefe  Vagabonds  by  Profeffion,  in  whom  the  Race  of  the  ancient 
Scythians  is  reviv'd,  as  to  their  wandring  Life  and  Food,  feem  to  fur- 
pals  them  in  Uglincls  ;  for  Strabo  does  not  take  Notice  that  they  were 
fo  monftrous  and  dcform'd  in  their  Faces  as  thefe,  who  are  not  only 
flat  and  fquare-vifaged,  but  have  fuch  little  Eyes,  fo  far  funk  into  their 
Heads,  and  iuch  Ihort  Nofes,  that  one  wou'd  think  at  a  certain  Di- 
Itance  from  them  they  had  none  at  all;  befides  which,  their  Beards 
are  fo  Itragglmg  and  fo  thin,  that  one  may  count  the  Hairs  in  a  little 
time;  and  thele  Hairs  are  fo  ftifT,  fo  ftrait,  and  fo   large,  that  one 
woud  take  them  for  thofc  of  fome  Horfe,  or  fome  old  Goat,  not  to 
mention  that  molt  part  of  them  grow  in  Places  where  other  Men  have 
none,  as  in  the  midft  of  their  Cheeks.     We  found  every  body  a  "Etcd 
and  afleep,  excepting  in  one  of  the  Tents  which   were  without  the 
Fold  to   keep  Guard  ;  for,  as  they  make  frequent  Inroads  upon  the 
Cojfacks  near  ^foph,  and  the  Ctrcafflans,  taking  away  often   a  whole 
Village  at   a   time  ;  that  is  to  fay,  young  Men,  Women,  Boys  and 
OirJs,  with  all  they  can  find  that  is  portable  ;  thefe  make  Reprifals 
upon  them,  furorifing  them  often  in  the  Night-time,  and  carrying  off 
their  Cattle  with  thofe  that  watch  them.     My  Guide  being  known  for 
ahriendby  his  Face  alone  without  fpeaking,  I  don't  know  for  whom 
they  took  me  i  but  he  having  told  what  Recommendations  I  had,  they 
Ihewd  a  great  deal  of  Refpe<a,  and  made  me  fit  down  upon  a  Piece  of 
telt  in  one  of  the  Tents,  the  Owner  whereof  made  great  haftc  to  get 
lomething  prepar'd   for  our  Supper j  infomuch,  that  he  woud  have 
awaken  d  his  Wife  for  that  purpofe,  (between  whom  and  the  Fire  there 
was  only  a  Separation  of  a  Curtain  of  very  thick  Stuff";)  but  I  op- 
^°1  T  j'r    j^/"S  ^^^^  ^^  ^""^  ^^^""^  ^"'i  Caviar,  which  woud  fuffice, 
^.    xi     5'^'^  '''"^  ^"^  "^'^  P"^ '  *^^  ^'^  ^o.  a"'^  one  of  his  Sons,  a  lit- 
tle Monfter  worthy  of  him,  brought  by  his  Order  fome  Cheefe   or 
Mares  Milk  dry'd,  which  he  diluted   in  a  Wooden  Porringer  foe  our 
t)fmk  ;  befides  a  Piece  of  cold  Horfe-Flelh  that  bad  been  flightly 
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broil'd,  and  to  which  he  gave  a  fecond  Drciung,  whereof  it  fcemed  to 
ftand  in  need  enough,  by  laying  it  again  on  the  Coals.     This  done, 
we  fmoaked  and   went   to  reft,  the  Felt  whereon  I  lay  ierving  for  a 
Quilt,  my  Portmanteau  for  a  Pillow,  and  a  Carpet  which  I  had  for  a 
Covering.     The  next  Day  1  ordered  my  Guide  to  hire  Horfcs  to  con- 
tinue our'journey  ;  I  fay  Horfes,  becaufe  his  own  was  fatigued,  and 
he  told  me  he  would  leave  him  among  his  Friends,  and  added,  that 
we  might  have  them  when  we  woud,  but  that  there  was  a  Myrfa  in- 
camped  in  the  KeM,  whom  I  ought  to  pay  my  Refpcds  to  ;  I  did  lo 
accordingly,  and  was  very  well  received  ;  he  made  me  lit  down  by 
him  upon  a  Quilt  hke  a  Sopha,  and  as  he  was  imoaking,  he  imme^ 
diately  ordered  a  Pipe  to  be  brought  for  me.     The  only  Dderencc 
between  his  Tent  and  the  others  was,  that  it  was  larger  and  diibn- 
guilh'd  by  a  Streamer  faften'd  before  it,  and  a  Sabre  at  the  Entrance 
of  it.     He  made  me  breakfaft  with  him,  having  immediately  given  Or- 
ders for  a  Shorha,  which  they  dreisd  in  another  Tent,    while  we  were     •  -nr„ 
employ'd  in  *  talking  andfmoaking.   As  I  found  his  Tobacco  very  bad,  Noghaians. 
I  drew  a  Turkijb  Tobacco  Purlc  out  of  my  Pocket,  wherem  was  iome  ot  ^;j;'|;;;"' 
the  bed  fort,  and  prefented  it  to  him :  After  he  had  tailed  it,  he  laid  ^,,.5^  y,,,.,^ 
he  had  never  fmoak'd  better  Tobacco  ;  whereupon  T  told  him  that  I  emu-h  of 
had  enough  of  the  fame  in  my  Portmanteau  to  fpare  him  a  Imall  cjuan-  l^J^f\"' 
tity  of  it:  He  faid,  that  I  Ihoud  oblige  him  in  fo  doing  ;  hereupon  I  ^^^^  ^^-;/; 
quitted  him  for  a  Minute  to  go  and  fetch  it,  and  I  till  d  a  new  Purief  penian, 
which  might  hold  about  half  a  Pound,  and  brought  it  to  him,  and  he  Circaimn 
found  the  Purfe  to  his  Fancy,  as  well  as  the  Tobacco.     After  this  the  -"^  '^^^ 
Shorba  was  ferv'd  up,  being  made  ot  Horle-Flelh  and  Cummin,  en-  ^^^,-^^^ 
rich'd  with  Spices,  as  in  Crtm  Tartary,  and  I  thought  it  very  good  ;  To«gu:s,  to 
and  my  Guide  feemd  to  think  it  yet  better  by  the  quantity  he  eat  of  ;-^y'--;, 
it.     It  ought  not  tofurprize  any  one,  that  the  A/yr/^ made  him  fit  ^v^^ 
down  at  his  Table  ;  for  the  Hofpitality,  both  of  the  Turks  and  Tar-     ^  The 
tars,  putting  every  body  upon  a  Level,    nothing  is   more  common  Turks  .„i 
than  to  fee  the  meaneft  of  the  People  at  the  Table  of  thole  of  the  P"'«-^ 
higheft  Rank,  both  in  Turkey  and  Tartary  ;  even  without  any  Invita-  ^„^^^.,„  ,„ 
tion  from  the  Matter  of  the  Houfe  before  the  Repatt,  or  any  Thanks  p«./., 
being  return-d  by  the  Stranger  afterwards,  as  I  have  already  hinted  in  ^^J^'^^'' 
fpeaking  of  the  Turks. 

As  the  Myrfa  was  born  in  this  Country,  I  ask'd  him  divers  Que- 
ftions  about  it;  and  amongft  the  reft,  if  there  were  any  Remains  of 
fome  ancient  Cities  in  it?  He  anfwer'd,  he  had  remarked  only  thole  ot 
one,  before  which  he  had  palfcd  twice  or  thrice  in  going  and  coming 
from  CtrcalJia  ;  and  that  he  had  only  ftopt  to  give  his  Horfcs  tome 
Water,  out  of  an  old  Fountain  that  was  wail'd  in;   twastnus  that  he 
defcrib'd  an  ancient  Cittern.     I  enquired   how  far  d.ttant  they  m.glu 
be  from  us ;  he  faid,  about  three  Days  Journey  and  a  half  wicU  treih 
Horfes.     As  none  of  the  Tartars  that  were  prclent,  or  others  of  whom 
I  enquir'd  afterwards,  cou'd  tell  me  of  any  other  Antiquities,  1  ex- 
prefs'd  a  great  Defire  to  fee  thefe.     I  Ihou  d  have  wondered,  if  he  had 
made  any  Obfervation  upon  thefe  Ruins,  as  knowing  the  Ignorance 
and  Indifference  of  the  People  of  this  Country  about  any  antique  Re- 
mains.   Upon  my  laying,  that  I  (hou'd  be  glad  to  take  a  \  lew  of 
them,  he  offer'd  me  one  of  his  Servants  to  condudt  me  thither^,  but 
my  Guide  told  me  that  he  cou'd  find  the  Place,  having  alto  palicd  by 
if  whereupon  I  took  leave  of  the  Myrfa  about  Nine  in  the  Morning, 
and  he  had  ordered  two  of  his  own  Horfes  to  be  laddlcd,  to  carry  us 
Vol.  II.  t    -  '^^ 
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likely  to  become  Icfs  fo  every  Day  by  their  continual  Diminution, 
occafioned  by  the  Inhabitants  of  thcfc  two  Places  carrying  off 
from  Time  to  Time  part  of  them  to  build  Magazines,  or  lay  the 
Foundations  for  feme  Houfes.  By  their  Situation  they  fcem'd  to  me 
to  have  been  thofe  of  the  'Thanagoria  of  the  Antients,  if  it  was  not  at 
Taman^  but  I  could  not  find  either  Infcriptions  of  Baffo  Relievos  to 
give  me  any  farther  Infighc  into  it.  Hard  by  the  Highway,  near  a 
Well,  there  is  a  fort  of  a  long  and  large  Cheft  of  hard  Stone,  as  valu- 
able as  Marble,  and  without  a  Cover,  almofl,  like  the  Tombs  at  Lamp- 
faco;  it  ferves  for  a  watering  Place  for  Travellers  Horfes,  being  fiUd 
with  Water  by  the  hofpitable  Care  of  the  CircaJJians  and  other  Inha- 
bitants, who  form  Colonies  in  the  Villages  of  the  Country  cill'6.Aday 
which  I  believe  to  be  the  anticnt  Corocondamia.  The  Houfes  of  chele 
Villages  are,  like  thofe  before  mentioned  at  Trecop,  interwoven,  if  I 
may  call  it  fo,  with  Branches  of  Trees  and  Stakes,  and  plaiftered  over 
with  Cow-Dung  and  Mud.  We  met  in  our  Way  divers  little  Eminences, 
which  might  he  call'd  Tombs,  with  as  much  Reafon  as  thofe  at  Ste- 
I'enage  in  England,  or  at  leaft  that  have  the  fame  Appearance  ;  but  the 
Country  People  don't  take  any  Notice  of  them,  only  looking  on  them 
as  the  Work  of  Nature,  or  rather  not  thinking  at  all  about  themi  and 
when  I  have  ask'd  what  they  thought,  they  have  either  anlwered  no- 
thing, or  only  faid  'tis  raisd  Earth.  We  reach'd  Temrok  by  two  in 
the  AFccrnoon,  being  about  ten  Leagues  from  Taman  to  the  North  ; 
'tis  another  Colony  of  the  like  Inhabitants,  and  has  on  the  North  an 
old  Caftle,  with  a  Company  of  Janizaries^  and  fix  Pieces  of  Cannon, 
to  defend  it.  This  Caftle  is  call'd  Ada,  or  the  Jlland,  a  modern  Name 
which  it  takes  from  the  Ifland,  reprefented  in  my  Map  B.  wherein  'tis 
fituated.  It  ftands  where  the  Antients  placed  their  Tatreus,  and  two 
Eminencies  that  relcmble  pretty  much  the  two  Brcafts  of  a  Woman, 
are  named  Adasbotirnout  or  the  Point  of  the  liland,  and  may  proba- 
bly have  been  their  AchiUtemn  Tromontorhtm.  I  could  not  find  ac 
Temrok  any  other  curious  Traces  of  Antiquity,  than  the  Silver  Medal  of 
'Pertinax  N.  7.  in  the  Print  XII,  with  thofe  of  Gordianus,  Antonimts, 
'Dwfletiantts,  defign'd  to  be  melted  down  by  a  Greek  Goldfmith, 
which  I  redcem'd  from  the  Flames  for  a  fmall  Matter  more  than  the 
intrinfick  Worth  of  the  Silver,  as  thofe  at  Caffa^  and  the  Brafs  ones, 
*  Bacal  is  N.  8,  lo,  i  t,  in  the  Print  XXVIIl  oizBacal;  *  N.  8.  was  coin'd  for  the 
.v'itkIjc jeiit  King  Rojcoporedous,  one  of  the  latter  Kings  o^  Bofphorus,  who  is  re- 
'onsas  'Ity  P'^e^enrcd  on  one  fide  of  it,  and  has  Confiantine  the  youngeft  on  the 
n^ujms,Figs,  Revcrfe,  with  theleCharafters,  A  K--  X,  which  defign  the  Year  1079 
Srf  f,  Olive,  of  Rome.  The  two  others  are  Metalchus,  and  the  one  has  on  one 
Oil,  Butter.  f,je  ji,e  H^,3j  olAugtiftus  Cafar,  with  that  of  this  King,  and  the  o- 
ther  the  fame,  accompany'd  with  that  of  a  Woman,  which  may  be 
his  Qiieen,  tlio'  not  named.  Temrok  is  only  confidcrablc  for  its  Com- 
merce in  Hides,  Caviar,  Hony,  and  CircaJJian  Slaves  and  Horfes,  which 
pay  two  and  a  half /fr  Cent.  Cuftom,  according  to  their  Value  to  the 
Grand  Seignior,  and  one  and  a  half  to  the  Tartar  Han;  and  they  rec- 
koned that  the  Duty,  together  with  the  Tribute  which  thefe  Colonics 
pay,  viz.  two  thirds  to  the  firft,  and  one  third  to  the  fecond,  amount- 
ed to  15000  Crowns  per  Ann.  for  the  Grand  Seignior,  and  eight  or 
nine  for  the  Ham.  The  Province  call'd  Ada  extends  a  good  Way, 
cfpecially  to  the  North  and  South,  beyond  the  Ifland  before-menti- 
on'd,  and  pretty  far  into  the  Plain  to  the  Eaftward,  where  the  Nsti- 
tions  juft  fpokcn  of  have  fettled  Villages  bordering  on  the  moveable 
Hords  of  the  Noghaians.  As. 
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As,  to  fee  their  Country  according  to  my  Rcfolution,  I  was  otiig'd 
to   ftrike    off  to  the  Right,  I  wifh'd  Ctpherza-AIrr/^iS  Man  a   good 
Journey,  who   return'd  me  the  fame  Compliment,  and    rccommc.o-cd 
me  earp.eftly  to  my  new  Guide  ;  according  to  whofe  Counfci  I  made  a 
little  Frovifion  of  Bread  and  Caz-iar,  bccaufc  he  inform'd   me  I  Ihoii'd 
not  be  able  to   find  any  a.mongft  the  Tartars  where    we  were  going. 
Thefe  Eaftern  Nrmades,  or  Wanderers,  whom  I  call  Co,  bccaufe  they 
have  no  fix'd  Habitations  no  more  thnn  the  Ancient  Scythtans,  arc  ex- 
tended to  the  Eaftward  bccwcc;i  the  Tains  M£oti<:  and  the  Cafpian  Scci, 
only  keeping  at  the  Diftanco   of  about  Thirty  or  Forty  Hours  'to  ule 
thatCounrry  Term  inftead  of  Leagues)  from  each  of  chcm  ;  tho'  fome- 
times  they  approach  nearer,  and  from  Souch  to  North  they  reach  from 
the  River  Trimelys  to  Kara  Kubam  neverthelefs  it  muft  be  own'J,  thac 
they  have  not  much  more  regard  to  Limits  than  to  Roads  and  Leagues. 
The  N»ghaians,   for  the  gCiicrality,  don't  know  v.'hat  'cis  to  fow  ar.d 
make  Bread,  tho'  they  cat  it  \cry  willingly  when  given  them;  they 
likewife  prefer,  as  well  as  the  Crhn  Tartars,  Horfc-Fledi  to  any  other 
Meat,  even  thofe  who  have  Oxen,  Cows  and  Sheep,  as  thjy  whoarc 
neareft  to  the  -Palns  Mtotis  ;  thcfc  being  properly  fpcaking  Colonies, 
■which  have  retam'd  maayCuftoms  from  the  CrunTartjrs,  as  fowing  of 
Wheat,  Cummin,  and  other  fores  of  Grain  which  theii-  Co.inrry  pro- 
duces in  Plenty,  making  Shorba  of  them  and  of  Flefli  together.     Thq 
Noghaians  in  the  middle  of  the  Country  who  don't  fow,  fin  J  i:  fo  agree- 
able to  their  Palates,  that  they  buy  Cummin  of  thofe  who  low  it;  not 
only  for  their  Talcan,  but  for  this  Ragout  or  Soop,  for  ic  is  a  Mediiun 
between  both.     Thefe   People    arc   al!    govern'd,  either  by   Beys   or 
Myrfas  of  their  own  Nation,  or  clfe  by  fomc  which  the  Han  names, 
and  fends  from  Crim.     The  Turks,  when  fpeaking  of  the  Tartars,  call 
them  impure,  nafty,  and  Infidels,  as  well  as  the  Chnftians  ,  bccaufe  of 
their  Slovenlinefs  and  Negligence,  with  regard  to  the  Ablutions  and 
Prayers  of  the  Mahometans.     I  hired  at  Temrok  a  Courfer   excelicnc 
for  his  Swiftnefs,  for  the  firft  Keddi  or  Hard,  the  Name  of  the  movea- 
ble Villages  of  the  Tartars,  whither  a  Servant  of  the  Man  that  own'd 
him  accompanied  us  to  carry  him  back  again.    'Tis  impolliblc  to    tra- 
vel cheaper  ;  for  I  don't  think  that  I  paid  at  the  Rate  of  Twenty  Five 
Pence  a  Day  for  two  Horfes  during  my  whole  Journey,  and   thac  of 
the  Man  who  goes  to  fetch  them  back  again  cofts  nothing  ;  and  the 
Hofpitality,  even  of  thofe  Tartars  and  CircajJians  thac  are  reckon'd  the 
mod:  favage,  is  fo  great,  that  one  muft  not  offer  to  pay  any  thing  for 
what  one  ehts  at  their  Houfes,  nor  even  for  Forage  ;  and  :hey  receiv  d 
the  Tobacco,  and  other  Trifles  which  I  had  with  me,  only  as   volun- 
tary  and  civil  Prefents  from  the  Perfon  who  gave   them  ;  and  they 
fometimes  return'd  others,  tho'  but  fmall  ones,  in  lieu  of  chcm.     Ic  was 
Ten  in  the  Morning  on  the  xjth,  when  we  left  Temrok,  and  we  rra- 
vell'd  all  the  Night  and  the  Day  following,  and  a  good  part  of  the 
next  Night,  rerting  but  only  Five  Hours  in  above  Forty  Eight  ;  for  ic 
was  pall:  Ten  by  my  Watch  when  we  arrived  at  the  nt^Keddi,  which 
was  of  my  Guide's  Acquaintance,  and  almoft  as  i:  is  reprefented  in  my 
Map  of  the  Black  Sea  ;  as  are  generally  all  the  other  throug.hout  the 
Country.     Ic  was  a  fort  of  large  Fold,  pretty  like  thofe  wherein  our 
Shepherds  enclole  the  Sheep  in  the  Night-time,  only  that  it  was  co- 
ver'd  with  Felt  on    that  fide  where  the  Wind  blew,  with  ibme  Stakes 
railed   higher   thin  the  reft,  to  fuftain  a   fort  of  Awning,  like  chofe 
which  the  Sailors  make  with  their  Sails  in  a  Harbour,  to  Ihield  them- 
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in  tlicTown;  and  the  Bajha-^'  ordered  fomc  Coffee  to  be  brought, 
which  is  the  ufual  Signal  amongft  the  'Turks  that  one  may  retire,  (as  T 
have  already  faid  ;)  but  before  I  did  lb,  he  ask'd  if  I  intended  to  make 
any  Stay  at  Jeirnt  Kale  ?  I  told  him  I  was  defirous  of  pafling  tine 
Streights  the  next  Day  at  farthcft,  in  order  to  fee  the  Country  of  the 
NoghaianSf  before  I  went  on  to  CircaJJia;  and  that  as  I  mull  on  that 
Account  part  with  Cepherza  Myrfas  Man,  who  was  going  Itrait  on  to 
the  latter,  I  fliou'd  be  oblig'd  to  his  Excellency  if  he  wou'd  procure  me 
a  Guide  that  knew  the  Country.  He  granted  my  Requell,  and  gave 
Orders  to  an  Italian  Renegado,  who  lerv'd  him  as  an  Interpreter,  to 
find  out  a  certain  Koghaian  call'd  Mehemet^  who  was  in  the  Town,  and 
bring  him  thither  ;  he  went  accordingly,  and  immediately  aft^^r  xhz 
Tartar  appear'd,  and  in  my  Life  I  had  never  then  Teen  an  uglier  Man. 
The  Bajha-jj  faid  to  him  in  my  Pretence,  "  Will  you  accompany  this 
"  Frank  into  NoghatanTartary^  and  he  will  pay  you  for  your  Pains  > 
*'  Yes,  my  Lord,  anfwered  he,  and  where-ever  he  pleafes:  Well  then, 
"  fays  t\\(^  BaJha'JJ,  I  recommend  him  to  your  Care,  he  has  the  Hans 
*'  Paflport ;  and  if  any  Mifchance  or  Trouble  befalls  him,  we  fliall 
"  know  how  to  find  you  one  Day  or  other,  and  to  punifh  you  for  it." 
The  Tartar  fwore  by  his  Head,  his  Beard,  his  Wife  and  Children, 
that  he  wou'd  ferve  me  honeftly  and  faithfully  :  Whereupon  I  took 
leave  of  the  Bajha^ju^  after  having  thank'd  him  for  his  Goodnels;  and 
agreeing  with  my  Joldack,  or  Fellow  Traveller,  what  I  fliou'd  allow 
him  a  Week,  I  gave  him  fomething  beforehand,  and  bid  him  go  and 
wait  for  me  at  Taman  in  the  firft  Han,  and  take  care  to  hire  two  good 
Horfes  for  our  Journey.  He  faid  he  bad  his  own  for  himfelf,  which 
was  a  very  good  one,  and  which  he  would  ufe  as  long  as  he  could 
hold  ;  then  I  told  him  to  provide  me  a  good  one,  which  he  promis'd 
to  do,  and  went  away.  In  the  mean  while,  the  Italian  Interpreter, 
with  whom  I  entred'into  Converfation,  invited  me  to  lie  at  his  Houfe  ; 
fo  I  had  my  Things  brought  thither,  which  the  CircaJJian  had  put  in  a 
Han  with  his  own.  We  fupped  together,  and  he  let  me  fee  that  if 
he  had  embraced  the  Mahometan  Religion,  he  knew  how  to  expound 
it  in  his  own  Favour,  and  began  to  Moralize  upon  \z,  faying,  as  other 
Otnopiotes^  (if  I  am  allowed  the  Expreflion^  or  fVine-Tir inkers,  whom  I 
heard  before,  that  Nature  had  made  nothing  in  vain^  that  the  delicious 
Wines  of  Sudac  and  Catchick  were  for  the  Ufe  of  Men,  and  not  for 
Beafls,  fuch  as  they  were  who  drank  to  Excefs  like  Swines,  or  at  lead 
too  publickly  -,  and  that  he  duly  abftained  from  them  when  he  cou'd 
not  find  any.  I  ftaid  there  the  next  Day,  which  I  fpent  with  him  in 
viewing  the  Town,  which  is  not  large,  and  we  walk'd  all  over  it:  I 
found  the  Wall  very  thick,  and  of  hard  Stone  ;  but  thofe  that  are 
Judges  think  the  Fortifications  very  irregular,  as  that  Italian  told  me, 
who  pretended  to  be  himfelf  fo.  He  faid  likewife,  that  a  Countryman 
of  his  had  drawn  the  Plan  of  them  ;  but  that  he  had  been  oppofed  in 
the  Execution  of  it  by  a  7«r^//&Ingineer ;  and  in  reality  one  may  Hill 
fee  almoft  every  where  the  Turkijh  manner  internvinglcd,  and  as  it  wer« 
combating  that  of  the  Chrifitans.  The  Caftle  is  fituated  o'pon  an  Ehii- 
nence  to  the  S.  W.  of  the  Town,  and  terminated  by  aPlatfortu  or  Ter- 
rals,  upon  which  are  feveral  large  Brafs  Cannon.  'Tis  a  gteat  mifliapcn 
Mafs,  with  a  Ciftern  in  the  middle,  not  large  enough  to  furnifli  Water  two 
Months  for  a  Garrifon  as  numerous  as  wou'd  be  necefTary  for  its  De- 
fence i  befides  that  it  is  very  often  wanting  in  the  Town  during  SiSrtttier. 
All  the  Advantage  of  this  Caftle  confifts  in  being  fituated  fo,  that  all 
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VefTsls  of  any  Bjrthen  arc  oWigcd  to  pafs  under  its  Shot,  and  expo- 
fed  to  Mortar-pieces  that  command  the  PalTagc,  with  great  Balls  of  a 
grey  Stone,  like  thofe  at  Topaiia,  of  which  I've  fpokcn  eJfewhere  ,• 
and  the  Waters  are  fo  low  towards  Taman,  the  Veflels  would  be  in- 
fallibly dafli'd  in  Pieces  if  they  fliould  attempt  to  pafs  that  Wayj  and 
even  at  '^egni  Kale  they  are  fo  fliallow,  that  this  Italian  told  me  they 
were  obliged  to  take  the  Cannon  out  of  the  Men  of  War,  which  had 
failed  fome  Days  before  to  fee  Tagamok  demolilhcd,  according  to  the 
Treaty  of  Truth.  I  bought  here  the  Silver  Medal  of  Tanttcapaum^ 
N.  zj-.  in  the  Print  XXVIII,  from  an  Armenian  Goldfmith,  to  whom 
he  condudcd  me,  which  was  coin'd  for  that  City,  when  it  bore  this 
Name,  with  the  other  mark'd  B,  alfo  of  Silver,  in  the  Print  XIV. 
.  The  Circaffian  being  come  to  join  me,  we  pafsd  the  Bofphonis  Cim- 
merius,  and  landed  half  a  Mile  above  Taman,  becaufo  'tis  dangerous 
croiling  over  ftraic  to  that  Town,  efpecially  if  the  Wind  be  any  dung 
ftormy,  as  it  was  at  that  Time.  We  were  about  an  Hour  in  our  Paf- 
fage,  and  it  was  about  three  before  we  reach'd  the  Town,  and  as  ic 
is  but  little,  the  reft  of  the  Day  was  fufficient  to  view  it;  we  found 
my  new  Guide  fitting  at  the  Door  of  a  Han.  fmoaking  Tobacco,  and 
he  told  me  that  he  had  hired  a  Horfe  for  Temrok,  where  we  might 
take  another. 

Taman,  tho'  little,  is  well  peopled,  and  may  be  call'd  a  Colony  of 
Armenians,  Georgians,  Mingrelians,  and  Circa/Jians,  theie  making  the 
greateft  Part  of  the  Inhabitants,  as  at  Temrok  and  the  Villages  of  ^- 
dafs.  Its  Caftle  fcems  to  have  been  built  or  repaired  by  the  Cenoefe, 
at  Icaft  fome  Remains  of  the  Arms  of  their  Confuls  tellify  as  much. 
The  Caftle  is  but  inconfiderable,  the  Ditches  are  not  deep,  and  it  is 
Garrilbn'd  only  by  a  Company  oiyanizaru's.  The  Tchorbadgt  or  Captain 
had  me  brought  before  him,  upon  the  News  that  my  Forerunner  had 
already  fpread  in  the  Town  about  my  Journey;  for  which  I  reprehended 
him,  intending  to  pals  as  Incognito  as  poftible,  having  for  that  Reafoa 
drefs'd  my  felf  almoll:  after  the  Manner  of  the  Country,  with  a  lapun- 
gi,  to  keep  off  the  Snow,  which  had  fallen  that  Day  in  great  Quan- 
tity, as  it  had  likewife  feveral  before.  He  ask'd  me  divers  Queftiona 
about  my  Travels,  to  which  I  return'd  fuitabie  Anfwers,  and  order- 
ing two  young  Su^edes,  wlio  had  efcaped  from  Ajoph,  and  were  cir- 
cumcis'd,  to  be  call'd  before  him,  he  defired  me  to  examine  them  a- 
bout  their  Condition  and  ProfeiTion;  but  as  they  only  underftood  theic 
Native  Language,  and  a  little  of  the  Mufioi'tte,  to  which  I  was  ut- 
terly a  Stranger,  I  could  not  fatisfy  his  Curiofity ;  fo  Coffee  being 
brought  as  ufual,  I  took  my  Leave.  I  could  not  learn  whit  had  in- 
duced thefe  two  young  SiJoedes  to  turn  Mahometans,  the  Turks  not  o- 
bliging  any  one  to  it ;  all  I  could  hear  was,  that  upon  their  Arrival 
they  went  diredrly  to  tlie  Tchorbadgt,  and  pronounced  the  Words  that 
mufl  precede  the  embracing  of  that  Religion.  Without  Dit'pure  they 
had  cither  met  fome  Alufcovite  Renegado,  who  had  boafted  of  his 
Temporal  Advancement  fince  his  Profetlion  of  his  new  Faith,  or  elfe 
they  were  encouraged  to  it  by  the  News  of  the  good  Fortune  of  one 
of  their  Countrymen,  call'd  Alt  Bajharjn,  who  commanded  at  that 
Time  one  of  the  Grand  Seignior  %  Men  of  War  adlually  before  Tagan- 
rok,  to  fee  it  dcmolifli'd. 

We  took  up  our  Lodging  that  Night  at  Taman,  and  fee  out  the 
15th  early  in  the  Mocning  ;  and  I  oblcrv'd  nothing  remarkable  between 
this  Town  and  Temrok^  but  foaic  yet  coofidcrable  Ruins,  whkh  were 
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Eaftcrn  ExprcHion,  for  the  Turks  and  Cr^^'/^i- lay  thac  ic  devours  yearly- 
above  JO  or  60  of  their  Veffels,  tho  they  don  t  lend  any  in  the  Win- 
ter Time,  in  thac  imitating  the  Cuftom  of  the  Ancients;   and  if  chefe 
GalHocs  and  Brigantincs,  thac  were  deiigned  for  Taganrok  and  Afopb, 
may  be  call'd  VclTels,  they  might  have  laid  that  ic  had  fwallow'd  thac 
Year  above  160  j  for,  befides  leveral  of  the  latter,  it  was  not  two 
Months  fince  zz  Saiques,  of  as  great  Burthen  as  our  largeft  Merchanc 
Ships,  fet  fail  from  Cafa,   Kejle-ve,  Ktllta  and  other  Places,  and  mif- 
fing the  Mouth  of  the  Stretahts  of  Conjiantinople,  in  a  dark  Night, 
the  Wind  frefhning,  about  9  a-Clock  they  were  ail  dafh'd  in  Pieces  a- 
gainfl  theCoafts,  and  not  above  ifo  Pcrlbns  laved  cue  of  above  looo 
Slaves,  that  were  PalTengers,  and  about  3c  Men,  which  each  of  them  had 
on  Board,  belonging  to  the  Ship;  and  twas  but  few  Years  before  thac 
9  of  the  Grand  Sei£niors  belt  Galleys  perifhed  there  in  the  fineft  Sea- 
fon  of  the  Year,  as  I've  oblcrved  ellewhere.    The  Rcalbn  is,  thac  be- 
fides its  Harbour's  being  generally  foul  and  choak'd  up  in  Icveral 
Places  with  Sand,  which  divers  large  Rivers,  thac  dilemboguc  thcmlelves 
into  that  Sea  with  Precipitation,  bring  down  along  with  them,  rendring 
its  Waters  almofl:  frelh.  Storms  and  Tempefls  happen  lb  frequently 
therein,  that  'twas  not  withoutReafon  the  anciencGr^^'y^j  gave  it  the  Name 
of  ASENOS,  Inhofptabki  and  the  Moderns  do  it  Juftice  in  calling 
it  Hill  A(5tt;po6aAa(7o-<z,  as  the  Turks  do  Cara-'Deguis^  which  llgnifies  the 
Black- Sea,  they  ufing  the  Term  Black  to  figni'fy  Ibmeching  turbulent^ 
difmal  and  fatal.    Here  I  chang'd  Horfes;  and  continuing  our  Journey, 
we  arrived  the  fame  Day,  about  half  an  Hour  after  two  in  the  After- 
noon, at  the  Gates  olJegniKale  or  the  Ne'ii'Caftle,  under  which  Denomi- 
nation they  comprehend  both  the  Town  and  the  Callle,  which  isfituaced 
w-here  the  Antients  placed  their  Bofphortum  or  \PanUcapaum,  the  Capi- 
tal of  the  Cimmerian  Bofphorus,  and  once  Seat  of  its  Kings,  and  the 
Genoefe  their  Tontzco,  form'd  likely  by  Corruption  from  the  latter. 
The  Janizaries  enquired  if  I  had  a  German  or  Tafport?  I  anfwcred 
that  I  had  two ;  whereupon  one  of  them  conduced  me  co  the  Bajha-ji\ 
to  whom  I  prefented  them,  with  the  Letter  ol  Cepherza  Myrfa -,  he 
had  them  all  read  to  him,  told  me  that  I  was  welcome,  and  made  me 
fit   down  upon    his  Sopha  :   Another  Bajhanju,   or   new  Governour, 
dcligned  for  Afoph,  was   already  fet  cue   for    that   Place,    and  the 
Turkijh  Garrifon  was  adually  marching  thither :  Thac  laid  Bafl^a-ji;  of 
Jegni  Kale  ask'd  me  fome  Queftions  concerning  my  Journey,  and  de- 
manded whether  the  King  of  S-Jueden  did  not  think  of  leaving  Bender-, 
his  Abode  there  being  (as  he  faid)  more  advantageous  to  his"  Enemies 
than  himlelf.  I  reply'd,  that  he  being  his  own  Counfellor,  and  making 
but  lome  few  Favourites  the  Confidents  of  his  Relblutions  and  De- 
ligns,  and  that  but  leldom,  I  had  neither  the  Honour  to  be  of  the 
Number,  nor  the   impertinent  Curiofity  to  ask   them  about  it;  but 
that  I  believed  he  only  waited  for  the  Convoy.     "  How,  the  Convoy? 
(fays  he)  when  'tis  fo  long  that  one  has  waited  for  him  at  Be?i^er? 
That  IS  true  Crcjoin'd  I)  but  it  is  not  fo  numerous  as  his  Majefty 
defired  it  fliould  be,  or  as  has  been  promifed  him  ;  "  I  believe,  indeed, 
"  (anfwered  he)  that  it  is  not  fo  numerous  as  that  Prince  could  wilh 


it,  but  I   can't  think  he   was 


"  as  he  demanded, 
the  Bajha'vj  was  a 
met ;  whereupon  I 
Majefty's  Demand, 


ever  put  in  Hopes  of  luch  a  One 


I  immediately  perceiv'd  by  this  Difcourfe,  thac 
Creature  of  the  depofed  Vtfier,  Baltagt  Mehe- 
only  faid  that  I  was  as  little  inform'd  of  his 
as    of   the  Offers  of  the   Torte,    and  thac    ic 
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did  not  become  me  to  penetrate  into  theie  political  Myflerics. 
"  It  is  poliible,  continued  he,  that  there  was  a  Delign  of  allowing  him 
"  as  many  Forces  to  Efcortc  him,  as  were  requificc  during  the  Time 
"  that  the  Alufcovites  over-ran  ail  'Pola?id,  and  took  the  S'-^edes  Prilb- 
"  ners  upon  the  Frontiers  of  our  Empire  j  but  things  have  taken  fuch 
"  a  Turn,  that  what  was  then  ablblucely  neceflary,  wou'd  be  now  en- 
''  rirely  fuperfluous,  the  Cz.aT  being  obliged  by  the  Treaty  at  •Pruth, 
'•  not  to  oppofe  the  King  of  Sneden's  Paffage  diredlly  nor  indiredlly, 
"'  whatever  Road  he  pleales  to  take,  even  tho'  it  be  thro'  Mufcovy.  Bo- 
*'  land,  (^c.  (which  defires  the  Continuance  of  the  Peace  at  Carb-^-itz,y 
"  which  the  Borte  is  refolv'd  to  grant)  offers  an  honourable  and  fecure 
*'  Paffage  co  his  Majefty,  and  the  MuJJulmans  who  are  to  guard  him, 
"  provided  they  pals  as  Friends,  and  without  exciting  either  openly 
"  or  underhand,  any  Commotion  contrary  to  that  Treaty;  and  the 
*'  Court  of  Vienna  makes  the  fame  Offers.  Things  being  in  this  Po- 
*'  fture,  added  he,  one  Capigi  Bafia-j:;  wou'd  fuffice  to  accompany 
*'  him  ;  for  I  don't  fee  what  a  Convoy  can  be  fit  for  in  going  thro'  a 
*'  Country  in  Fricndlhip  with  any  one,  efpccially  a  numerous  one,  or 
"  rather  an  Army,  fuch  as  the  King  of  S-s:eden  defires,  but  to  prolong 
*'  and  incommode  the  Journey  :  Bur,  continued  he,  tis  vifibie  enougii 
*'  why  he  requires,  and  will  ablblutely  pals  with  an  Army  thro  Bo- 
"  laridy  rather  than  Germany  ;  he  imagines  perhaps  that  it  wou  d  be 
*'  Encouragement  co  the  Bolifi  Malecontencs  to  attempt  a  Revolution 
"  in  favour  of  King  Stamjlaus  ,  but,  fays  he,  how  little  does  his  Ma- 
*'  jelly  know  the  Boles,  to  depend  ftill  upon  them,  after  he  has  fcen 
•'  them  remain  quiet,  and  neglect  i'o  favourable  and  inviting  a  Jun- 
"  dture,  as  thac  when  our  victorious  Army  had  reduced  the  C:zar  to 
*'  reftore  whatever  he  had  taken  from  us,  not  to  interfere  any  farther 
"  in  the  Affairs  of  the  Republick  ;  and,  in  (horc,  to  give  us  Satisfa- 
*'  (Stion  for  all  our  SubjeiSs  of  Complaints  in  general  t  If  moll:  part  of 
*'  the  Boles  had  been  aff«£cted  to  King  Stamjlaus,  or  any  other  what- 
*'  ever  than  King  Augujius,  who  cou'd  have  hindred  their  re-advan- 
*'  cinghim  to  that  Dignity,  (co  which  the  Succefs  of  the  S'^edifi  Arms 
*'  had  railed  him,  and  from  whence  their  Misfortunes  had  forced 
*'  him  to  defcend)  or  even  their  eledling  another?  We  had  rather 
*'  have  feen  a  King  upon  the  Throne  of  Boland,  who  wou'd  have  dc- 
•'  manded  our  Protedion,  and  offer'd  to  be  our  Ally,  than  one  who  is 
"  a  Friend  to  the  Mufcovites  ;  this  Change  might  have  been  mads 
*'  without  our  Infringement  of  the  Treaty  oiCarlo-s.Htz,  or  Violation 
*'  of  the  Laws  of  Boland,  which  authorize  them  freely  to  chufc  their 
*'  Monarchs."  I  might  have  added,  if  Time  and  Place  wou'd  have 
allowed  me  to  fpeak  my  Thoughts  plainly,  that  his  Majefty  had  no 
more  Reafon  to  rely  on  the  Ottoman  Arms  than  upon  the  Boles ;  and 
have  confirm'd  it  by  the  Anfwer  of  the  \\{\(it  Baltagi  Mehemet,  to  his 
Majefty  s  Reproaches  on  account  of  the  Peace  at  Brutb.  This  was  the 
Subftance  of  my  Convcrfation  with  the  Baiha^-j:;  and  if  his  Difcourfe 
and  Refledions  fhew'd  thac  he  was  a  Partifan  of  the  faid  Vi(ier,  and 
confequently  no  Friend  to  the  Siz;edes,  they  difcover'd  at  leaft  a  Know- 
ledge, an  Underftanding,  Experience,  o"^.  very  uncommon  amongft  the 
Turks,  who  affedi  che  highell  Contempt  of  whatever  regards  the  Chri- 
ftians  ;  all  their  Merit  confifting  ordinarily  in  a  fevere  and  myfterious 
Gravity,  which  ferves  as  a  Cloak  for  their  Ignorance  and  Dealings. 

In  the  mean  while,  my  Circajjian,  who  had  recommended  me  by 
Word  of  Mouth,  in  his  Mafter's  Name,  was  gone  to  fee  fome  Friends 
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Javelin ;  nor  were  their  Artifans  leis  ingenious  in  making  them  ;  and 
as  for  Fire  Arms  (of  which  all  the  Tartars,  excepting  fome  Seymen  or 
Guards  of  the  Hari^,  are  at  lead  as  fearful  as  the  Je-u:s  in  Spam  of  the 
Inquiiicion)  they  have  learnt  perfedly  how  to  imicare  (if  not  llirpals) 
thofe  ,•  the  Merchants  formerly  brought  them  from  Coriftantinople,  as 
well  as  how  to  make  Gun-powder,  and  to  ufe  ic  with  all  the  Succefs 
imaginable  in  Hunting,  and  on  all  Occafions. 

The  Tartar  Han  perceiving  the  Ctrcajjians  to  be  thus  difpos'd,  re- 
prefented  the  Confequenccs  of  fuch  a  Condud:  to  the  Torte,  and  pro- 
pofed  what  Means  he  thought  proper  to  reduce  them  upon  the  lame 
Foot  as  formerly,  and  even  to  impofe  harder  Conditions  upon  them 
than  before  ;  the  Torte  z^'^oy'd  of  his  Projed",  and  the  Grand  Setunwr 
made  him  a  Prelent  of  800  Purfes,  with  a  Turbant,  a  Tuft  of  Feathers, 
and  a  Sabre  embellilhed  with  Diamonds,  as  is  ulual  when  he  under- 
takes any  Expedition  of  Confequence.  Hereupon  the  Han,  having 
drawn  together  an  Army  of  above  100,000  Tartars  out  of  the  different 
Provinces  before-mencion'd,  march'd  towards  the  Borders  oi  CircaJJia: 
This  was  a  Warning  for  the  Enemy  to  keep  themlelves  in  Readinefs, 
which  they  did,  joining  their  natural  Addrels  and  Policy  to  the  Force 
of  their  Arms. 

The  Tartars  having  penetrated  into  the  Frontiers,  form'd  their  Camp 
at  the  Foot  of  a  high  Mountain,  in  a  pretty  large  Plain  i  and  that 
Part  of  it  that  was  moft  exposd  to  the  Affaults  of  the  Enemy,  was 
defended  by  6  Field-Pieces.  The  Han,  Sultan  Noradin,  and  Ibme  o- 
ther  Sultans,  had  their  Tents  pitch'd  direcSly  againft  the  Mountain, 
and  thought  only  of  holding  a  Counlel  with  the  Chermbeys,  or  prin- 
cipal Mjrfas,  and  refrefliing  themlelves,  fending  out  from  Time  to 
Time  Parties  up  and  down,  who  carry 'd  off  the  Cattle  and  whatever 
they  could  catch,  which  they  brought  to  the  Camp  as  a  general  Ma- 
gazine. In  ihort,  they  had  only  made  War  by  Skirmiflics,  when  the 
Ctrcaffians  gave  out  every  where  that  they  defired  Peace  ;  and  hav- 
ing convinced  fomc  Koghaians  (whom  they  had  taken  Prifoncrs  on 
feveral  Occafions,  and  employed  in  the  moft  laborious  Slavery,  ibcii 
as  Tilling  the  Ground,  carrying  heavy  Burthens,  digging' W^elis^ 
c  eanfing  of  Stables,  ^rc.)  of  the  Sincerity  of  their  Intentions,  thac 
they  might  not  leave  them  the  leaft  Room  to  doubt,  they  freed  chem 
from  this  State,  (^which  was  the  more  deplorable  in  that  they  had  been 
no  ways  ufed  to  fuch  lervile  and  painful  Offices)  and  prefenting  them 
with  their  Liberties,  difpatch'd  them  to  the  Tartar  Han,  with  Letters 
full  of  Submiffion,  figned  by  the  principal  Myrf'as,  wherein  they  pro- 
tefted  that  they  defired  no  better  than  to  live  in  a  good  Intciiigencs 
with  the  Tartars,  and  repair  their  paft  Ominions  by  ample  Satisfacti- 
^"^  After  thefc,  other  Slaves,  who  were  hkevvil^  relealbd,  and  pof- 
felled  with  the  fame  Opinion,  were  lent  with  Preibnts  of  Hories  and 
Provifions,  and  contributed  no  Icls  than  the  firft  to  deceive  the  Han., 
and  make  him  believe  that  they  were  dilpoled  to  buy  Peace  at  any 
Price,-  and  judging  that  their  Preibnts  and  their  Offers  proceeded  from 
a  general  Fear,  he  thought  to  take  the  Advantage  of  it,  and  made  his 
Demands  proportionably  to  the  Condition  in  which  he  imagined  them,- 
which  were  accepted,  afrcr  lome  flight  Objedions  pro  forma,  and  the 
Number  of  the  Slaves  andHorles  agreed  on.  The  Ctrcaffians,  to  impofe 
the  more  agreeably  on  the  Tartar  Han,  pretended  that  they  were  not 
lefs  willing  to  fatisfy  hira  in  Rclpeca  to  rhe  Qiiality,  than  the  Number 
of  the  Slaves,  offering  to  give  him  immediately  tlie  young  Men  who 

were 
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were  not  fo  difficult  to  be  procured  as  the  young  Women,  in  the  Choice 
of  whom  they  are  very  delicate,  they  being  to  be  pickd  out  of  the 
Handlbmcft  that  can  be  found,  and  afterwards  the  others.     In  fine, 
14  Days  was  the  Time  agreed  on  for  the  Delivery  of  the  one,  and 
lo  for  the  others ;  bur   the  9th  Night  being  come,  when  the  Han, 
the  Sultans,  the  Myrfas  and  others,  expedted  only  to  reap  more  ad- 
vantageous Fruits  from  the  Peace  than  they  could  have  hoped  for  from 
the  War,  and  molt  Part  of  the  Tartars  were  difpcrfed  up  and  down  to 
feed  their  Horfes  in  the  Neighbouring  Fields,  a  certain  Number  of 
Ctrcajjians,  who  the  Evening    before    had   convey  d   themlelves   un- 
perccived  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountain,  began  to  roll  down  great 
Stones,  and  pour  a  Storm  of  Flint  and  Fire  upon  the  Tents  that  were 
at  the  Bottom  of  it;  whilft  the  Slaves,  who  appeared  to  be  metamor- 
phos'd  into  Soldiers,  well  arm'd  and  mounted,  fell  in  upon  them  with- 
out giving  them  Time  to  recover  and  take  up  their  Arms  to  defend 
themlelves,  or  their  Horfes  to  fly;  and  the  Moon,  which  fomc  Ctrcaf- 
fians adore,  Ihining  bright  enough  to  lliow  them  their  Enemies,  they 
cue  fo  many  to  Pieces,  that  they  only  efcaped  who  were  the  readied 
to  mount  and  teach  the  Borders  oiTartary,  leaving  the  Field  of  Battle 
to  the  Ctrcajjians  -,  at  the  Head  and  in  the  Number  of  the  Fugitives  was 
the  Han  himlelf,  who  loft  there  a  Brother,  with  his  Field  Pieces,  Tents, 
and  Baggage,  and  was  depofcd  at  his  Return,  and  lent  into  Exile  at 

Rhodes.  ^        ,      ,        , 

The  Harbour  ofC<2j^  is  nothing  like  what  it  is  rcprefcntcd  to  have  been 
Formerly ;  the  Bottom  is  bad  for  want  of  being  cleanfcd  by  the  Turks,  and 
it  will  in  a  little  Time  ftand  in  need  of  a  Mole  to  flicker  the  Ships  from 
the  S.  E.  which  makes  them  roll  terribly,  and  often  run  a  Ground.   Hav- 
ing exercifed  my  Curiofity  there,  and  bought  the  trifling  Purchalbs 
which  I  was  informed  were  the  propereft  for  N.oghatdn  Tartary  and  Ctr- 
caffia,  I  hired  a  Horfc  for  Callatt,  and  let  out  on  the  zift,  early  in  the 
Morning,  with  the  Circajjian  and  the  Owner  of  my  Steed,  who  went 
upon  another  to  bring  ic  back  to  Caffa.     It  was  one  of  the  fevereft 
Winters  that  I  had  yet  felt,  a  cold  N.  E.  had  blown  violently  for  fome 
Days,  and  it  froze  very  hard  -,  the  Air  feem'd  to  me  even  more  fubtil 
and  penetrating  than  at  Conjiantimpk  or  Adrtanople,  and  confequcntly 
as  keen,  tho'  not  fo  far  to  the  North,  as  in  any  Country  I  had  yet 
feen.     I  ftop'd  in  my  Way  at  Thoujla,  about  half  an  Hour,  to  fee  the 
Salt-Pans,  confifting  of  little  Bafons,  made  by  Art,  near  the  Sea  Side, 
and  having  nothing  remarkable  but  the  Quantity  of  Salt  that  is  got 
thence,  and  is  of  a  pretty  good  Quality  i  from  thence  I  went  on  to 
Callatt,"^  where  I  took  up  my  Lodging,  and  where  the  Siraghts, 
calld  commonly  the  Stretghts  of  Caffa,  properly  begia.     Callatt  is  a 
htrle  inconfidcrable  Town,  or  rather  a  miterable  V^'illagc,  having  only 
a  Caftle  almoft  entirely  rum'd  ;  Strabo  has  placed  its  'Port  in  the  Num- 
ber of  good  ones,  but  it  is  at  prcfenc  half  fiU'd  up  by  the  Negligence 
of  the  Turks,  and  only  fit  for  fome  little  VelTcls,   at  leaft  near  the 
Shore,  like  fome  Galliots  that  I  faw  there,  which  the  Turks  had  builc 
at  ConjiantiMople,  for  the  Expedition  at  Jiopl:>,  and  which  the  Peace  at 
"Fruth  had  faved  both  the  Trouble  of  the  Voyage  and  the  Danger  of 
the  Sea. 

I  dined  the  Day  following  at  Guerche,  another  Sea-port  Town,  with 

a  Caftle  nor  fo  ruinated,  and  a  little    better  Harbour  than  Callatt  i 

where  lay  fome  Galleys,  and   a  greater  Number  of  Galliots  and  Bri- 

gantines,  which  had  not  been  devoured  by  the  Black  Sea,  to  ufe  the 
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Mountains,  at  the  Foot  of  which  it  is  both  very  agreeably  and  advan- 
tagcouily  ficuarcd,  extending  idelf  to  the  S.  E.  along  the  Sea  Shore. 
It  has  rctaind  a  great  deal  of  its  priftine  Beauty,  having  flill  the  Walls 
which  were  built,  or  at  leaft  repaired  by  the  Cemeje ;  and  one  may 
yet  read  Latin  Infcriptions  upon  lome  Parts  of  them,  which  confirm 
the  Truth  of  it  ;  as,  amongft  the  relt,  this  without  the  Town  to  the 
North,  Hancce  labentem  muri  partem  rejiituit  Magnif.  T>.  -Petrus  Branca

St.  Peter,  !a  'O  mutilated,  that  I  could  difcern  nothing  more  of  it,  but  that  u  was 

Porta  di  San  Gotkick.    I  muft  have  had  a  Ladder  to  have  copied  it  exadly,  (not 

Pietro.         being  ufed  to  thefe  Characaers)  that  Part  of  the  Wall  whereon'  they 

were  was  fo  high  ;  but  I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  dillinguKh  my  leif 

fo  much  amongft  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Place,  whom  their  Ignorance 

make  fometimes  jealous  of  a  Shadow. 

Whilft  I'm  upon  this  Topick,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that 
Bttsbequms  fays,  the  Natives  of  CrimTartary  retain  many  (jothnk  Ex- 
prcdions  in  their  Language  5  whereupon  I  enquired  as  carefully  as 
poflible  into  iti  but  all  the  Difcoveries  I  cou'd  make  were,  that  the 
German  Wars  having  occafion'd  the  Captivity  of  a  great  many  of  chat 
Nation,  and  the  Tartars  not  being  generous  enough  to  give  their 
Slaves  their  Liberty  as  the  Turks  do,  but  taking  care  to  marry  them 
to  others  of  their  own  Country,  they  perpetuate  their  Bcndug"  foe 
many  Generations,  felling  the  Girls  if  handfome,  and  bringing  ud  the 
Boys  to  fill  the  Ground  and  keep  their  Flocks,-  and  thefe  Children 
retain  a  great  deal  of  their  Fathers  and  Mothers  Language,  which 
they  mix  with  that  of  the  Country ,-  but  I  wou'd  not  conclude  that 
this  was  a  Remnant  of  Gothifm,  which  had  been  prelervd  for  many 
Ages,  as  feveral  do  upon  the  W ord  of  Busi>eqmus.  I  have  heard  fomc 
call  a  little  Ifland,  lying  in  the  Bay  that  walhes  the  IJlkmus  oiTrecop 
Guthe  i  I  don't  know  whether  'tis  the  fame,  to  which  fome  of  the 
Northern  Authors  pretend  their  Anccftors  the  Goths,  when  they  ex- 
tended their  Dominions  as  far  as  thcTanais,  gave  the  Name  olGothia 
which  is  the  fame,  and  mark'd  in  my  Map  B.  But  the  Natives  of  the 
Country  who  call'd  it  Guthe,  cou'd  not  give  me  any  Infight  thereinto 
Leaving  therefore  the  difcufling  of  thefe  Difficulties  to  thofe  who  are 
better  verfed  in  Etymology,  I  (hall  fpeak  a  Word  or  two  more  of 
Caffa.  Its  handfomeft  Chrijiian  Churches  have  been  either  converted 
into  Mofques,  or  dcftroy'd  to  build  them  with  their  Materials  •  and 
the  others  have  been  either  given  or  fold  by  the  Turks  to  the  Greeks 
^nd  Armenians,  the  firft  having  feven,  and  the  others  twenty  ;  but  not 
above  half  of  them  have  Divine  Service  perform'd  in  them,  Ibme  fal- 
Jing  to  rum  as  being  ufelefs,  and  wanting  Repairs.  Moft  part  of  thefe 
have  been  built  by  the  Genoefe  -,  and  one  may  ftiU  fee  their  Arms  up 
and  down  upon  them,  as  well  as  the  Paintings  of  fuch  He  and  She 
Saints  as  are  acknowledged  for  fuch  by  riiefe  latter  PofTelTors  of  them - 
for,  as  for  their  Statues  and  Imbofs'd  Images,  they  have  been  fupprcfs'd 
by  them,  as  well  as  the  Multiplicity  of  Altars  that  were  in  each  of  them 
according  to  theCuftom  of  the  Roman  Catholick  Church;  and  this  foe 
the  Explication  already  mentioned,  given  by  the  Eaftern  Chriftians  to 
the  nm^acies  ttbt  Sculpttlta,  You  (han't  carve  or  make  Imbofs'd  Figures. 
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I  bought  here  of  a  Greek  Goldfmirh  the  Golden  Medal  B  in  the  Print 
XIII.  of  Theodofius,  whofe  Name  the  City  formerly  bore,  *  and  feveral     •  Caffa; 
Silver  ones,  too  common  to  be  inferred  in  my  Prints ;  They  were  all  con-  Z""'"''^'/  c"//- 
demn'd  to  be  melted  down,  as  are  all  thole  of  fuch  Metals  which  fall  f  ^''"'^o- 
into  the  Hands  of  that  fort  of  ignorant  People.     A  Greek  Pricft  hear-  '^' 
ing  me  fpeak  his  Language  to  this  Goldlmith,  invited  me  to  Dinner, 
and   regal'd  me  with  excellent  Wine,  which  was  not  very  different  in 
Colour  from   Burgundy,    and   not  at   all   inferior  to  it  in    Goodnefs. 
Upon  my  asking  him  where  it  grew,  he  told  me  it  was  f  Siidac  Wine  ;     f  Snda: 
and  there  is  a  River  of  that  Name  in  my  Map,  near  which,  as  far  as  c"in.  an  old 
Icou'd  underftand  by  him,  it  grows.  Tokh  r.>,d 

In  the  mean  while  I  had  given  my  Fellow-Traveller  fome  Money  to  nuX^^' f 
buy  me  Handkerchiefs  of  Painted  Linnen,  MuHin  ;  and  feveral  Toys,  w.-JT 
as  Necklaces  of  Chryftal,  Amber,  or  Counterfeit  Pearl,  Ribbons,  ^'- '-^ '^^* 
ScilTars,  and  even  Needles  and  Thread,  which  he  (aid  were  very  pro'  ^,'"''" 
per  for  the  Ufes  I  defign'd  them.  I  had  bcfides  Ibme  liccle  £w^/?,^-  fus?''""^' 
Telefcopes,  which  I  was  inform'd  wou'd  be  very  acceptable  andule- 
ful  to  the  Tartarian  M/rfas,  with  TurkiJhThi-s/jys,  fli.ip'd  like  die  Beads 
made  of  Amber,  fine  Woods,  &c.  which  they  like  as  \Vi."ll  2szh2  T/trksf 
the  Han  himfelf  had  always  one,  as  reprelenccd  in  the  Pri  ic  X Wf.  A  • 
but  as  with  all  thefe  I  Ihould  have  look'd  but  like  a  poor  pcuhng  Mer' 
chant,  I  refolv'd  to  prefer  the  Title  of  Ph\  Hcian  to  ic,  accoiding  to 
the  Advice  of  an  Armenian  of  Cajfa,  who  had  been  if  Times  in  Cir- 
cajfia,  and  told  me  that  I  fliould  be  as  much  efteemeJ  under  that  Cha- 
rader,  as  that  of  a  Merchant,  and  more,  (\\\zq,  I  did  not  intend  to 
Traffick.  Hereupon  I  bought  fome  Rhnbarh,  Senna,  Manna,  and  0- 
ther  innocent  Drugs,  and  had  already  fomc  Balm  of  Mecca,  'wichouc 
which  I  never  travell'd  in  Turky,  it  being  as  ic  were  the  univerfal  Me- 
dicine of  the  Country;  and  the  Ignorance  of  the  People  I  was  goino- 
amongft  was  fo  great  in  that  Relpcrt,  that  1  hoo'd,  uich  the  lucic  a"- 
bove  nothing  I  knew  of  Phyfick,  to  pafs  for  an  able  Dodor ;  neither 
was  I  in  the  End  deceiv'd  in  my  Expectation  a'rcrwards:  The  fame 
Armenian  (with  whom  I  mide  an  Acjuaintancc  on  hearing  Him  fpeak 
of  his  Travels  into  CircaJJia,  with  Dcfign  to  ask  him  fome  Qucn.ions 
about  what  Road  I  Ihould  take,  and  the  Humour  of  the  People,)  told 
me,  that  he  was  in  that  Country,  when  the  Tartars  were  routed 
there,  and  gave  me  an  Account  of  the  Manner  of  their  Defeat,  which 
I  Ihall  relate  here,  as  I  had  it  from  him  and  others  in  Ctrcalfia,  with 
little  Difference  of  Circumftances,  which  made  ic  feem  to  me  the  more 
likely  to  be  true,  as  coming  from  feveral  Perfons  who  did  not  know 
each  other,  and  in  Places  lb  far  diftant.  Their  Accounts  were  thus 
in  Subftance.  The  Circaffians  formerly  pay'd  an  annual  Tribute  of 
6coo  Slaves,  and  as  many  Horfes,  to  the  Han,  and  Sultan  Noradin, 
Prince  of  the  Noghatans,  to  be  prcferved  from  the  Inroads  both  of  the 
Tartars  oi  Ahrman,  Crwi,  and  the  Noghatan  Tartarus i  but  Sultan  Xo- 
radtn  not  keeping  his  Noghaians  in  fuch  good  Order,  but  that  they,  in 
Conjunction  with  Numbers  of  both  the  others,  us'd  to  flock  together, 
and  penetrate  into  the  Heart  of  Circaljia,  plundering  and  carrying  a- 
wav  from  Time  to  Time  whatever  they  could  lay  Hands  on,  the  0>- 
cajjians  not  only  confulted  how  to  prevent  thefe  Robberies,  but  rcfu- 
fed  their  Tribute  as  foon  as  they  thought  themfelves  in  a  Capacity  to 
maintain  their  Refulal  by  Arms,  repel  Force  by  Force,  and  oppofe  Tn- 
curfions  to  Incurfions.  They  were  at  leaft  as  skillful  in  drawing  the 
Bow  as  the  Tartars,  and  more  dexterous  at  wcilding  a  Cymetcr  or  a 
V  o  L.   II.  E  Javelin ; 
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Traveller  was  not  prefenc  at  this  Converl'ition,  and  the  Ahrfa  defired 
me  not  to  tell  him  of  k,  for  fear  he  Ihould  not  take  it  as  I  had  done, 
the  Turks  having  as  great  an  Averfion  to  it,  as  cither  the  Chnjlnms  or 
Jeiz's.  Supper  being  over,  Water  was  brought  for  us  to  walh,  by  One 
of  the  Alyrfds  Sons,  tho'  he  had  fcvcral  Servants  and  Slaves ;  after 
which  we  fmoakcd  each  of  us  our  Pipe,  and  he  went  into  his  Harem, 
faying  that  he  believ'd  me  tired,  and  wilh'd  me  a  good  Night.  I  ob- 
ferv'd  that  the  fame  Son  put  by  my  Bed-fide  a  Pitcher  of  Wine,  with 
a  Pot  full  of  Water,  and  a  Pipe  and  Tobacco,  upon  a  Turkijh  Table, 
and  in  a  Corner  a  Couple  of  Candles,  one  of  which  he  lighted  -,  I 
would  have  oppofed  all  thcl'e  Precautions,  telling  him  that  I  had  no 
Need  of  a  Candle  to  fleep  by,  and  that  I  neither  drank  nor  fmoakd 
in  the  Night-time  -,  but  he  reply'd  that  might  happen  once  which  had 
never  fallen  out  before,  and  that  I  might  have  a  Mind  to  fmoak  if  I 
could  not  fleep,  upon  which  he  retired.  Next  Morning,  upon  my  de- 
claring my  Surprize  to  his  Father,  that  he  having  fo  many  Servants 
and  Slaves,  fhould  command  his  Son  the  fame  Things  as  them,  which 
did  not  I'eem  fuitable  to  his  Birth  ;  he  anfwcred,  that  ycung  Men,  of 
whatfoever  Quality,  fliould  accuftom  themielves  to  all  manner  of 
mean  and  laborious  Work,  as  if  they  were  one  Day  to  be  Servants  or 
Slaves,  which  might  be  their  Fortune,  either  thro'  Poverty  or  the  mif- 
carrying  in  their  Incurfionsj  that  Sultan  Galga  himfelf  was  inured  to 
them,  and  did  not  live  better  in  the  Field  than  the  meaneft  i&rtar i 
and  that  he  bimfeJf  was  the  Son  of  a  Myrfa,  and  yet  his  Father  had 
neither  left  him  nor  his  Brothers  lliflicient  for  the  Honourable  Subfill- 
ance  of  one  of  them  ;  that  he  had  got  what  he  had  with  his  Sabre  and 
Arrows  in  their  Inroads,  as  had  likewife  his  other  Brothers,  and  that 
he  had  two  Sons  who  mud  do  the  fame :  He  added,  that  his  Eldcll  Son 
was  to  let  out  in  a  little  Time  for  CircaJJia,  with  whom  they  were  at  War, 
fince  the  annual  Tribute  of  Slaves  and  Fiorfes,  which  was  formerly  paid 
by  the  CircaJJians  to  the  Han^  in  order  to  maintain  a  Peace  with  the  Tar- 
tars^ and  be  prelerv'd  from  their  Ravages,  had  been  refufed  -,  and  that 
the  Tartar  Han^  now  reigning,  had  been  dcpofed  Tome  Years  before, 
for  having  the  Misfortune  to  lofe  above  400C0  Men,  who  had  been  de- 
feated by  a  Stratagem  of  the  Enemies.  He  faid  moreover,  that  the 
Slaves  and  Horfes  of  that  Country  had  been  dear  ever  fince,  and  that 
he  was  going  to  fend  one  of  his  Slaves,  who  was  a  Circaffian,  and  to 
whom  he  had  given  his  Liberty,  to  buy  fome  there :  I  asked  him  if 
it  could  be  done  without  Danger,  both  from  the  Enemy  and  the  Or- 
cadians, who  might  remain  in  their  own  Country  with  the  Money  ;  he 
anfwered,  yes,  and  gave  me  to  undcrftand  that  the  Commerce  of  the 
Slaves  and  Horfes  was  carried  on  there  as  lafely  as  in  the  Times 
of  the  profoundefl:  Peace,  that  that  Nation  had  a  fingular  RefpecSb 
for  Merchants,  and  his  CircaJJian  pafs'd  for  fuch  ,•  that  being  an  hcneft 
Man,  and  at  his  Eafe,  and  having  a  Houfe,  Wife  and  Children, 
in  Crim  Tartary,  it  was  not  reafonable  to  believe  he  would  abandon 
them.  He  informed  me  farther,  that  this  Traflick  was  wholly  managed 
by  CircaJJians-,  who  were  eftabliihed  in  Crim  Tartary,  and  at  Taman 
Temrok,  and  the  Parts  adjacent,  and  by  fome  Greek  or  rather  Armeni- 
an Merchants;  and  that  the  Turks  durfl:  go  no  farther  than  the  Sea-pore 
Towns  of  the  Cimmerian  Bofphorus,  where  they  waited  for  the  others 
who  went  into  the  Country  to  buy  them,  and  the  other  Merchandize 
that  was  the  Produdl  of  CircaJJian  as  Honey,  Hides,  Lambskins,  Furs, 
Sabres,  Knives,  (^c. 
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This  Relation  created  in  me  an  Inclination  to  proceed  from  Noghaian 
Tiirtary^  whither  I  was  going,  to  that  Country  -,  I  communicated  it  to 
him,  and  he  did  not  oppofe  it,  only  he  adviled  lue  to  pafs  for  a  Mer- 
chant of  Cajfa^  if  they  ihou'd  demand  who  I  was,  without  mentioning 
t\\Q-  Han  or  his  Paflport,  cfpecially  among  the  Mountainer  Grc/«#- 
ans,  if  I  fhould  happen  to  travel  thither.  As  for  the  reft,  he  faid  I 
might  keep  his  Man  Company  as  h^  as  thofe  who  liv'd  in  the  Plains, 
or  if  I  would  not  go  firait  on,  but  defign'd  to  run  over  the  Country 
of  the  Noghatans^  he  fhould  procure  me  a  Guide  at  Jegmkale  or  Taman-, 
befides  this  he  offered  me  a  recommendatory  Letter  to  the  Bajha^a  of 
Jegmkale,  who  would  take  Care  I  fhould  have  one  that  would  anfwec 
for  me.  I  accepted  of  his  Civilities,  and  fix'd  my  Refolution  accord- 
ingly ;  whereupon  he  call'd  tlie  CircaJJian^  to  whom  he  declared  my  In- 
tent in  my  Prefcnce,  charging  him  to  do  me  all  the  Service  he  was  ca- 
pable of,  which  he  promis  d,  and  kept  his  Word  as  long  as  I  was 
with  him. 

We  appointed  the  nth  for  our  Departure,  which  was  two  Days 
afterwards,  when  I  returnd  the  Myrfa  Thanks  for  all  his  Favours,  and 
he  gave  me  a  Letter  for  the  Bafhaw,  ll-ndingone  of  his  Horfes  to  carry 
me  as  far  as  Carafoti,  and  a  Servant  to  bring  him  back  again.  We  took 
the  Road  to  Cafja,  where  the  CircaJJian  was,  as  he  faid,  to  make  fome 
Purchafes,  to  exchange  there  for  other  Merchandife,  and  he  advifed 
me  to  do  the  fame;  as  being  a  thing  abfolutely  neceffary,  cfpecially  if 
I  defign'd  to  travel  into  the  Mountainous  Part  oiCtrcafJia,  where  for  the 
mofl  part  they  know  not  what  is  Money.  I  anfwerd,  that  I  wou'd 
avoid  incumbring  myfelf  as  much  as  polfible,  and  only  take  what  was 
hghtefl,  and  wou'd  lie  in  the  leafl  Compafs,  not  defiring  to  buy  or  fell 
any  thing,  either  amongfl  the  Nogkaians  or  CircaJJians ;  but  only  to  fee 
the  Countries  or  the  People,  and  make  them  fome  little  Prefents  for 
any  Services  which  I  cou'd  not  pay  for,  or  they  did  not  care  to  accept 
Money  ;  wherefore  I  defired  that  he  would  chule  at  Caffa  what  was 
pioperefl  for  that  purpofe. 

We  took  up  our  Lodging  (as  had  been  agreed  on)  that  Night  at 
Karafoii,  a  great  Town  about  two  Leagues  from  the  Seat  of  Ce'pherza 
Myrfa.  Its  Houfes  are  low  and  of  Wood,  but  it  has  fcveral  great 
Hans,  with  publick  Magazines,  the  largefl  of  which  is  of  Stone,  at 
leafl  its  Warchoufes  ;  there  are  befides  four  Mofques,  one  pretty  hand- 
fome,  and  the  three  others  very  ordinary.  The  Inhabitants  are  moflly 
Creeks,  Armenians  and  Jews  ;  the  firfl:  have  but  one  Church,  with 
nine  Pricfls  to  officiate  in  it  -,  the  fecond,  another  larger  with  eleven  ; 
and  the  Je-jis  a  little  Synagogue  ;  but  none  of  thefe  deferve  to  be 
called  fo,  but  on  account  of  Religious  Exercifes  being  pcrfotm'd  in 
them  :  In  fhort,  this  Town  is  only  confidcrable,  for  having  the  greac- 
efl  Horfc-Market  in  Crim  Tartary.  I  hired  one  here  for  Cafa,  and 
my  Fellow  Traveller  had  his  own,  fo  we  purfued  our  Journey,  and 
pafled  the  next  Day  thro'  Cnm,  or  rather  the  Ruins  of  that  ancient 
City,  which  has  now  only  the  Name,  with  ibme  Houfes  that  wou'd 
hardly  make  a  tolerable  Hamlet,  where  we  lay  that  Night.  Some 
will  have  it,  that  it  formerly  gave  Name  to  Crim  Tartary  -,  I  can't  po- 
fitively  gainfay  this  Opinion,  but  I  could  neither  find  Infcriptions, 
Chapiters,  Columns,  nor  Bajjo  Relievo's,  to  fupport,  or  any  ways  at- 
tclT;  its  former  Magnificence  and  Greatnefs.  We  arrived  at  Ca'fa  on 
the  15th  before  Noon,  which  is  the  largefl  City,  and  has  the  greacefl 
Commerce  of  any  in  Crim  Tartary  ;  it  is  covet  d  on  the  N.  W.  jjy  high 
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fupply'd  with  a  Natural  Spring,  which  is  never  dry'd  up-  it  is  arti- 
ficially pavd   with  fine  Stones,  and  Icem  antique.     The' Han  keeps 
fome  young  Colts  there  at  Grafs,  which  are  defign'd  for  fome  greac 
Feafts,  as  when  he  has  any  of  his  Sons  Circumcis'd,  or  Daupfiters 
Marry  d;  there  arc  befides  Ibme  Deer,  to  which  a  little  Thicket!  that 
IS  at  the  louthernmoft  End  of  ir,  ferves  both  for  a  Refuse  and  Shade. 
Having  latisfyd  my  Curiofity  in  this  agreeable  Place,  Mr.  rrran^je^ 
carry  d  me  from   thence  to  a  Pleafure-Houfe  of  the  CJoam,  a  fmall 
Qiiartcr  of  a  League  from  Ka/e ,  it  is  only  proper  to  take  the  Air  in 
during  the  Day-time  m  Summer,  being  pleafantly  fituated,  but  too 
little  to  lodge  a  Court  in,  wherefore  the  Han  never  lies  there :  it  is 
call  dAlmagtck  Serai     Having  taken  a  View  of  the  Neighbourhood  of 
Bacchtferai,  and  alfo  of  Mancop,  which  is  above  two  Leagues  from 
It,  and  may  be  leen  from  Kale,  it  (landing  upon  a  xMountain,  and 
having,  as  well  as  that,  only  Je'-Ji's  for  Inhabitants,  with  alio  a  lar-e 
antient  Ciftern,  like  thofe  the  Romans  have  left  in  fcveral  oth^r  pea- 
ces ;  I  would  have  taken  my  Leave  of  Mr.  manghd  two  DayVaftcr 
my  Arrival    but  he  detained  me  yet  two  or  three  more,  and  introduced 
me  to  the  Hans^^tfler  orfirft  Minifter,  who  receiv'd  me  very  civilly  and 
askd   me  fevcral  Qaeftions  concerning  the  King  o?  S-xeden.  which 
I  anlwered  to  the  beft  of  my  Knowledge.     He  brought  mc  alfo  ac- 
quainted  with  a  French  Jeluit,  called  Father  'Dubban,  from  whom  I 
hoped   for  fome  Affiftance   in  my  Search  after  Antiquities,    he   be- 
ing a  Man  of  Learning  and  Merit,  and  having  liv  d  long  in  that 
Country,-  but  when  I  made  any  Enquiry  upon  this  Subjcdt,  he  gave 
me  to  underrtand,  like  the  Tortugmze  Monks  at  r./W/,  rhat  h.s  Stu- 
dy  and  Apphcation  was  confined  only  to  Spiritual  Affairs.     He  had 
agreed  with  lome  Armenian  Priefts  for  the  Liberty  of  faying  Mafs  in 
their  Churches,  after  the  Z../.«  Manner,  during  their  leifu^e  Hours 
and  of  Preaching  in  them,  in  the  Turktjh  Language,  (which  he  under- 
ftood  very  well)  to  fome  Roman  Catholick  Sla^s^  or '^.„  Pr.fel 
lites,  as  alfo  of  hearing  their  Confeffions,  giving  them  the  Commu- 
nion    and  other  Spiritual  Fun^ions    belonging  to  his   Office      Ac 
111  lir    -,''''  of  Monfieur  frranghel,  rcturnmg  him  Thanks  for 
all  Ills  Civilities,  and  let  out  the  5th  of  T>eceniber,  with  my  Turk 
who  had  waited  for  me    in  order  to  vifit  a  Myrfa,  called  Cyphlrza,  to 
whom  Count  Tarlo  had  recommended  me  in  a  Letter  I  was  to  carry 
him,  together  with  an  Englijh  Watch.     We  lay  zz  AckmeJ<r,ck,  a  little 
Town  between  four  and  five  Leagues  from  Bacchtferai;  it  is  the  ordi-

Hardfliips,  than  the  Heat  of  the  Climate.  The  Palace  is  rather  con 
vement  than  handlome ;  we  went  to  pay  our  Refpecls  to  his  Hieh- 
nefs  and  were  gracioufly  receiv'd  /  he  ask'd  le  a  few  famfiar 
Queftions,  which  ihewed  him  to  be  a  worthy  Son  of  his  Father  J^^ 
a  very  fenfible  Man.  By  the  Side  of  that"  Palace  Wall  runs  ^'cTeS 
Stream,  which  is  not  confiderable  enough  to  be  term'd  a  River  but 
uniting  Its  Waters  with  others,  forms  the  little  Rivulet  C./.^S  a ^d  be' 
be\    onTl.  r  V'^."  ^,'°°^'  ^'^^'^  ^^'"  '"^°  '^'  "^« ^he  Name  of  Bd~ 

oxBelbeck^me,  which  fparkles  in  the  Glafs  like  Burgundy  and  Ch^m^ 
fa^^ne,  and  ,t  is  not  lefs  agreeable  to  the  Tafte,  thS'  it  cofts  bTa 
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^/2/..V«v&. -or  a  Penny  and  two  Thirds  the  Bottle.     Continuing  our 
Journey  thro    Icvcral  inconfiucrable  Villages,  we  arrivu  the   vfh    a 
bout  9  in  the  Morning,  at   O-pher^a  Chfiuk,  the  Seat  of  Cepherza 
Myrja,  to  whom  I  preientcd  the  Letter  and  Watch  ;  he  told  me  I  was 
very  welcome,  and  invited  me  to  fpend  Icveral  Days  with  him;  I  con- 
.  fented  to  (lay  three,  and  he  entertained  me  both  after  the  Manner 
of  the  Turks    Tartars  and  Lhnjtians,  as  will  appear  by  the  Sequel 
He  was  in  a  Charnber,  where  there  was  a  good  Fite,  before  which  he 
made  mc  fit,  as  believing  by    the  Sharpnefs  of  the  Seafon  that  he 
could  not  give  mc  a  better  Place,  and  ordered  Pipes,  Tobacco  and 
Coffee  to  be  brought;  whilft  we  were  warming  our  felves  and  fmoak- 
ing,  a  Dinner  was  prepared  for  us  in  his  Harem,  *  which  was  ferv'd  up     ,  ..    . 
about  Noon,  and  confified  of  three  good  Diflies,  -viz.  one  of  Tillaw  ^'J^J 
another  a  broiled  Pike    and  the  third  a  Ragout,  which  I  took  fof  Veat  '^"5^ 
but  which  was  in  reality  Part  of  a  Colt,  as  I  heard  afterwards.     ^].  ^'-'"'^/-« 
tho  Che  Mnfa  himleif  did  not  drink  any  Wine,  he  had  fent  for  fome  t!''"'"" 

he  ckd   abilain  from  it  only  in  publick,  that  he   migSt  not  ;^ivc   a-  ^'.*'— 
ny  Offence.     I  ear  of  the  Ragout  with  lb  good  an  Appetite,  that  any  ^''/''^  ,«-= 
one  might  eafily  judge  I  lik'd  it,  neverthelcfs  he  did  not  recommend  i^  Sfe" 
to  me  but  by  his  own  Example,  in  feeding  heartily  upon  it  himfelf ;  for  iX'S 
befides  that,  it  is  not  ulual  for  the  Mahometans  to  praile  any  Diih    or  "?  ''  •-" 
prelstncirGuellstotafleofthis  or  that  Plate,  leaving  the  Choice  of""'"  '"■■ 
what  they  like  to  their  own  Palate  ;  the  Re^ugnancl  he  knew  u^  ^^"''• 
have  to  any  Food  wc  are  not  us'd  to,   made  him  afraid  of  fpoiiing  my 
Stomach  »f  He  told  me  what  it  was.     I  own  I  took  it  for  Veal,  ,c  not 
being  at  all  different  in  Colour  from  that  which  they  eat  in  Turky 
Where  they  don't  feed  them  with  Milk  as  we  do,  no?  kill  them  till 
they  are  half  Oxen,  that  is  to  lay,  as  old  again  as  with  us;  and  I 
was  fo  throughly  convinc'd  of  it  in  my  own  Mind,  that  I  laid  twice 
or  thrice,  This  is  excellent  Veal.     After  Dinner  was  over,  the  Myrla 
turnd  the  Difcourfe  upon  the  Icveral  Sorts  of  Diet  in  ufc  amonplt  us 
as  Butchers  Meat,  Wild  Fowl,  d-c  and  ask'd  divers  Qaeflions  about 
the  Preference  we  gave  to  one  more  than  another,  after  which  he  told 
me  that  dio  they  had  as  many  different  Kinds  of  Meat  of  all  Sorts 
S.     ^  u^T^i'i  ''  Conjiantmople,   or  elfcwhcre,   yet  the  Tartars 
citeemdHorle-Flefh  more  than  any  other,  how  delicate  Ibever,  cfpe- 
cially  if  twas  young  ;  and,  as  a  Proof  of  it,  they  never  line  Pre- 
lents  of  Fowls  or  Game  to  Perlbns  of  the  firll  Rank,  but  Part  of  a 
Colt,  and  that  no  great  Feftivals,  as  Marriages  or  Circumcifions,  were 
without  It.     I  anlwered,  that  I  could  not  believe  but  their  Flelh  was  as 
good  as  that  of  any  other  Animal,  confidering  the  Qialicv  of  whnc 
cbcy  feed  upon  was  as  wholfome,  and  that  fome  Franks  and  my  fdf 
had,  contrary  to  our  Cullom  and  Education,  eaten  Part  of  a  youn-

as  much  of  It  as  could  b.-  expe<fled  after  a  hcirty  Dinner.     My  Fellow 
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march  ;  to  which  they  are  fo  much  dil'pofed,  that  upon  the  leaf.  News 
of  any  War  declared  by  the  firft,  or  Incurfions  relolv'd  by  the  fccond, 
they  teftify  their  Joy  m  entertaining  the  bearers  of  ic  as  well  as  pof- 
fibly  they  can  ;  then  they  fay  a  Domcftick  Prayer,  to  ask  of  God  a 
great  many  Slaves,  as  fine  Youths  and  handfome  Virgins  from  the  In- 
fidels, and  in  fhort,  all  forts  of  good  Booty  ;  to  every  Article  of  which 
their  Wives,  or  Children,  Fathers,  Mothers,  Brothers  or  Sifters,  who 
ftay  at  home  to  keep  the  Cattle,  anl'wer  Amen  ;  then  run  and  fetch 
their  frefh  Horfes  out  of  the  Meadows,  or  their  Defarts,  gird  on  their 
Sabres,  and  faften  on  their  Qiiivers,  and  the  Sack  with  the  Talcan  be- 
fore mentioned. 

The  Han,  on  his  joining  the  Turktjh  Army  with  his  Troops,  eocs 
diredtly  to  the  Audience  of  the  Grand  Seignior,  if  he  marches  in  Pcr- 
ifon  ;  and  to  the  Vtfier,  by  whom  he  is  magnificenciy  cntertain'd  after  the 
Turktjb  Fafhion  -,  and  according  to  an  old  Cuftom,  fome  hundred  Oxen 
and  thoufands  Muttons,  all  entire  and  ready  roaftcd,  are  impal'd  (if 
I  am  allowed  this  Term)  to  long  Pieces  of  Wood  fitted  for  this  purpoib 
and  obliquely    planted  in  the  Ground  at  equal  Dilbnccs,  regularly 
interniixt  with  Pyramids  of  thin  large  and  round  Loafs,  and  diiposd 
m  right  Lines  forming  divers  kinds  of  Allies,  between  which  the  Tar- 
'fV"^,  ^l  ^  *^?"^'"  Sigvi-A,  and  take  away  m  lefs  than  half  an  Hour 
all  the  Fleai  and  Bread,  as  a  Proof  and  Spcdacle  to  the  Grand  Seianm 
and  //>r    of  their  Dexterity  m  plundering  :  This  is  their  welcome  j 
atter  which  they  receive  no  more  Provifions,  but  muft  live  on  Booty 
They  carry  befides  in  their  Incurfions,  efpecially  the  iV^^^^i^"^,  foinc 
Cheefe  made  of  Mares  Milk,  and  Horfe  FIclh,  each  of  them  dry'd  in 
the  Sun.     They  aU  wear  about  their  Necks  a  fort  of  Ihort  Cloak  like 
that  of  a  Harlequin,  made  of  hard  Felt,  which  rifes  above  their  Necks  in 
manner  reprefented  by  the  Fig.  (9)  upon  my  Map  B.     They  call  this 
little  Cloak  Gr^^/>  lapungi,  a  Name  derived  from  the  Ctrcaffians,  who 
hrlt  invented  it :  It  is  alio  ufed  among  the  Tales,  who  without  doubc 
have  taken  it  from  the  Tartars  -,  it  turns  eafily  about  the  Neck    in- 
lomuch  that  they  oppofe  the  Part  which  is  clofe  to  the  Wind,  Ram 
and  Snow  i  'tis  as  firm  as  a  Hat,  and  is  ihaped  pretty  much  like  an 
fccclefiaftical  Cope,  excepting  the  Length  of  it.     Having  thus  put  on 
all  their  Military  Accoutrements,  they  take  up  their  Spears  and  mount 
their  Steeds,  being   as  little  encumbred  with  Money  or  Baggage    as 
the  Knights  Errant  in  Romances,  and  leading  with  them  two  or  three 
ipare  Horles  to  rranfport  their  Plunder,  or  remount  themfclves  in  cafe 
that  he  theyridelhoulddiej  which,  if  it  fhou'd  happen,  they  endea- 
vour to  comfort  themfelves  for  its  Lofs,by  eating  him  in  common.  Thus 
they   refign  to  the  Care  of  Providence  themfelves  and  their  Beafts 
vvho  murt  live  upon  Grafs  when  they  can  get  it,  and  are  no   lefs  ufcd 
to  l-alting  and  Hardlhips  than  their   Mailers,  Nature  having  taught 
them  tofcratch  up  the  Snow  with  their  Feet,  when  the  Earth  is  co- 
ver d  with  It,  that  they  may  find  out  the  Grafs  ;  or  clfe  if  they  arc 
near  to  any  Trees,  to  feed  upon  the  Bark  or  the  Ends  of  the  Branches. 
This  IS  their  Manner  of  Living  when  they  are  upon  their  Inroads,  or 
out  of  their  Country  in  the  Defarts  -,  .for  as  long  as  they  can  meet  with 

^^JT'^'I  -^  '"'^'''  f^°<P»"^'^y  is  fo  generally  pradisd  among 
them,  that  all  ,s  in  common  ,•  and  there  is  noHoule  wherein  they  may 
not  enter  as  freely,  and  are  not  as  well  received  and  fcrved  as  if  they 
were  at  thc.r  ovyn  :  How  great  Strangers  foever  they  be,  as  foon  as 
they  appear  at  the  Gate,  the  Mafter,  ,f  he  is  at  home,  or  one  of  his 
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Sons  or  Slaves  if  he  is  not,  come  and  take  their  Horfes,  and  give  them 
Hay,  (wherewith  every  one  is  fufficicntly  provided  for  the  Winter) 
and  entertain  the  Conacbs  *  or  Ne'iz;  Comers  '^'it\\  Shorba  and  boil'd  Milk,  *  Conack 
and  fervc  them  without  its  coding  them  one  Farthing.  This  Holpita-  ?  J^*^*^ "' 
lity  is  reciprocally  prad:is'd  by  all  j  they  aflbciate  themfelves  by  Tens  udging'! 
or  Twenties,  and  divide  equally  the  Booty  that  each  of  them  get;  and 
if  whilft  they  are  in  the  Field  any  of  them  meets  with  any  Tobacco, 
or  any  thing  to  ear,  he  iliares  it  with  his  Companions,  however  little 
it  be;  and  their  Juilicc  and  Fidelity  ia  the  Partition  of  their  Plunder 
with  each  other,  is  not  lefs  admirable.  They  arc  likcwifc  Cas  I  be- 
fore hinted)  obliged  to  give  10  Slaves  out  of  every  100  th:y  take 
to  the  Cham,  which  is  an  Article  not  quite  fo  faithfully  obferv'd  as 
their  dividing  of  the  Spoil  amongft  each  other.  The  Slaves  that  are 
taken  by  the  Sons  or  Servants  of  a  JMyrfa  belong  to  him,  and  he  may 
difpofc  of  them  as  he  plcafes.  When  the  Tartars  in  general  meet 
with  any  confiderable  Booty,  their  next  Care  is  to  carry  it  to  fome 
fccure  Place;  to  which  intent  they  disband  themfelves,  and  leave 
their  Leaders  as  freely  as  before  they  follow'd  them  -,  and  as  foon 
as  they  have  fecurcd  their  Prey,  they  return  again  to  them  in  fearch 
of  new  Adventures. 

Having  a  Recommendation  from  Monf  Fabrice  to  M.  fVrangbel,  a 
Sivedijh  Captain,  now  a  Major  in  the  Guards  at  Stockholm.,  who  was 
at  Bacchiferai  in  Quality  of  Rcfident  at  the  Hari%  Court,  I  went  to 
vifit  him,  and  he  ihow'd  by  the  Reception  he  gave  me,  what  a  Value 
he  put  upon  that  Gentleman's  Recommendation,  inviting  me  to  lodge 
at  his  Houfe,  offering  me  his  Table  and  his  Horfes;  and  favouring 
my  Curiofity  fo  far,  as  to  condud:  me  to  fcveral  Places  near  Bacchi- 
ferai, which  he  thought  befl:  worth  feeing.  Amongft  the  reft,  he  car- 
ried me  to  a  little  Town,  whole  Walls  arc  ftiU  ftanJing  about  a 
League  off,  which  the  Inhabitants,  who  have  loft  fo  much  as  the  Name 
of  it,  call  in  their  Language  Kale,  that  is  to  fay  a  Cajtle.  We  went 
thro'  the  Gate  that  is  made  in  the  Wall  before-mentioned,  by  which 
the  two  Mountains  are  join'd  ;  the  Paflage  is  fomething  narrow  at  the 
N.  E.  End  of  Bacchiferai,  but  grows  broader  on  the  Way  to  Kale.  In 
our  Road  thither  he  made  me  obfcrve  a  large  Chappel,  dedicated  to 
the  'Panagia,  by  the  Devotion  of  the  Greeks.  It  is  hoUovv'd  in  one  of 
the  Mountains,  and  has  nothing  in  it  bur  what  is  Modern  (as  fome 
Pictures  of  He  and  She  Saints,  and  Lamps,  fome  of  which  arc  Silver;) 
wherein  the  Greeks  pretend,  without  giving  any  Proof  or  Reafon  for  it, 
that  the  Chrijlians,  formerly  in  Times  of  Perfecution,  perform  d  their 
Religious  Excrcifes  in  fecrct ;  but  which  may  have  been  fome  Cata- 
comb, fincc  I  faw  many  other  Caves  in  the  Heart  of  the  Neighbouring 
Mountains,  which,  tho'  not  fo  large,  had  very  much  the  Airof  fuch 
Places.  From  hence  we  continued  our  Journey  to  Kale,  which  is  fi- 
tuared  upon  afteep  Eminence  that  looks  like  a  Peninfala,  but  without 
Water,  the  Ifthmns  whereof  is  coverd  by  this  little  Town.  The  Gate 
of  it  is  made  thro'  a  fquare  Tower  half  demolilhed  ;  we  pailcd  thro" 
the  Town,  whofe  Inhabitants  are  all  Jcojs,  and  I  found  no  lulcnption, 
nor  any  other  Sign  of  its  Antiquity,  but  its  Walls,  which  were  falling 
in  fcveral  Places  for  want  of  repairing.  It  Iccm'd  to  me  by  its  Sinua- 
tion,  CO  hz  x.\\Q  Neapolis  o^  Scylnrus,  mention  d  hy-PtoUmy.  We  went 
on  rothc  ■Peninftila,  the  adjacent  Parts  of  which  arc  naturally  \:o  ftcep 
and  in-icceinblc,  that  there  is  no  coming  at  it  by  them  bur  witU 
long  Ladders.  It  is  always  Green,  and  in  ;he  middle  is  a  Ciftern 
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Armenians,  Greeks  and  Jezjvs ;  the  three  laft  of  which  only  pay  t'r.z 
Han  (as  the  Moldavians  and  fValachtans  before-mentioned)  an  annual 
Poll  Tax  of  a  Crown  and  a  Qiiarter  :  As  for  the  Tartars,  they  (as  well 
as  the  Turks)  are  excufed  from  any  Tribute,  excepting  lo  out  of  every 
100  Slaves  they  take  in  their  Incurfions.  The  Houles  are  tolerably- 
good,  at  Icaft  they  are  the  befl  in  the  whole  Country  ;  and  the  Mofques 
arc  for  the  moft  part  of  the  Stone  before  mention'd,  fomc  of  them  co- 
ver d  with  Lead  j  there  are  befides  very  good  Hans  or  publick  Lode- 
mgs  for  Strangers,  with  good  Magazines  to  fecure  their  Merchan- 
difc,  and^their  Water  is  excellently  good. 

The  Hans  Palace  is  a  great  Pile  of  Building  very  irregular,  the'  ic 

has  Its  Accommodations,  as  Baths,  6-c.  As  one  enters  into  the  great 

Court    there  are  two  fine  Monuments  of  the  Ckams  who  have  been  m- 

tomb  d  there,  which  is  a  great  Rarity  ;  for  they  are  fo  often  depos'd 

\>^^\i^Qrand Seignior,  that  Rhodes,  the  ufual  Place  of  their  Exile    al- 

moft  always  happens  to  be  that  of  their  Burial.     Thele  Monuments 

are  lo  handfome,  that  upon  comparing  them  with  the  Palace,  one  may

the  Fountains  of  this  Palace,  which,  as  fome  Turks  have  afTured  me 

who  have  had  the  Curiofity  to  weigh  it,  after  feveral  other  forts,  is 

lighter  by  fcven  or  eight  Drachms  than  any  in  Tartarj  or  Turkey  -all 

that  I  can  fay  of  the  Matter  is,  that  I  never  drank  any  better.    Their 

Springs  and  Rivers  are  generally  good  in  Crrm  Tartary,  but  don't  lie 

conveniently   for  all  the  Inhabitants,  who  moft   of  them  have  only 

very   deep   Wells  dug  here  and  there    in   the   Country,    which  are 

very  bad,  and  only  fit  to  water  their  Horfes  and  make  Shorba  •  for 

which  reafon  they  don't  drink  it,  but  content  themfeives  with  Milk 

and  Boza. 

■^"^n  ^'*"J^^*  *^°®  Guards,  call'd  Seymens,  Men  chofen  from  a- 
monglt  the  Jiar^^rj,  and  train'd  up  from  their  Youth  in  the  Ufe  of 
Cymcters,  Fire-Arms  and  Bows  and  Arrows  ;  they  are  paid  by  the 
i^rand^seignior;  and  a  certain  Number,  which  relieve  each  other,  muft 
always  attend  him  when  he  removes  from  Place  to  Place  in  Time  of 
Peace  ;  and  others  guard  the  Avenues  of  his  Palace,  where  he  keeps 
his  Court.  In  Time  of  War  they  are  all  obliged  to  march  againft  the 
^randSetgmors  Enemies,  as  well  as  the  Han  znd  the  other  Tartars  in 
general.  Thole  of  Crim  Tartary  muft  bring  to  the  Number  of  5o,ooo 
Men  mto  the  Field;  thole  of  Akerman,  and  the  Defarts  between 
Ozakor^'  znAAfoph  io,ooo,  and  the  Noghaians  more  than  all  the  reft 
together.  Thefe  aft  are  not  fo  fubjed:  to  the  Han,  as  to  ferve  him 
out  of  pure  Obedience  -,  for,  to  fay  the  Truth,  both  thele  and  the

lartary,  is  garnlond   by   Turks;   and  neither   the  Ha,i  nor  his  Sons 
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fcnt  at  that  time  i  lb  that  I  did  not  lee  him  till  my  Return.  I  could 
not  find  any  Bread  there,  even  for  Money,  the  Tartars  very  leldom 
eating  it,  but  living  upon  Cheefe,  Milk  and  Shorba  -,  a  Compofition 
of  Meat  boil'd  with  Wheat,  Barley  or  Cummin,  to  which  the  Richer 
fort  add  Spice  and  Butter,  and  it  is  the  befl,  moft  cfteem'd,  and  moll 
general  Diih  among  the  Tartars  i  as  for  Milk,  one  may  meet  a  Kettle- 
full  of  it  over  the  Fire  in  every  Houfe.  kjantzary,  with  whom  I  entred 
into  Converfation,  and  invited  to  drink  ibme  Coffee,  gave  me  a  iharc 
of  what  Bread  he  had  bought  for  his  own  Provifion,  till  the  firft  Market 
Day;  and  inform'd  me  that  fome  Colonics  oi  Cojfacks,  difpers'd  up  and 
down  in  the  Neighbouring  Villages,  made  and  brought  it  to  Market 
twice  a  Week,  when  every  one  provided  as  much  as  was  neceflary  for 
his  own  Ufe.  A  Greek  fold  me  here  the  Medal  {e)  and  {g)  in  the  Print 
XXVII.  which  he  faid  was  among  feveral  other  Silver  ones  which 
he  had  fold  to  a  Goldfmith  of  Kujlowe,  and  which  were  found  in  the 
Ruins  of  an  old  Town  not  far  from  Tn'cop,  towards  the  Biceps  -Ta- 
lus, which  may  have  been  the  ancient  f  Tapkrus.  I  defir'd  him  to  ^  t««,o,. 
condudt  me  thither,  which  he  did,  and  I  found  it  upon  the  fame  Line  as 
Trecop  ;  but  cou'd  meet  with  nothing  but  fome  old  thick  Foundations, 
which  any  who  wanted  them  dcmolilhed,  without  any  other  Oppofi- 
tion  than  that  of  the  Mortar  that  join'd  them. 

We  fet  out  from  Trecop  the  26th  in  the  Morning  for  Kuflo-j;e,  where 
we  arriv'd  the  29th :  'Tis  a  pretty  large  Town,  well  peopled  with 
both  Turks,  Tartars,  Greeks,  Armenians  and  Je^jDS,  and  furrounded 
with  old  Walls  falling  to  ruin  in  feveral  Places.  The  Turks  have  di- 
vers Mofques  there,  built  of  a  white  foft  Stone,  which  is  dug  from  a 
Quarry  near  Bacchiferai,  and  is  pretty  like  that  at  Malta.  The  Greeks 
have  but  one  Church,  but  tis  fuflicient  for  the  Number  of  them  that 
live  there  ;  as  is  likewife  that  of  the  Armenians  and  the  JewiJJj  Syna- 
gogue. The  Harbour,  or  rather  the  Road,  is  not  very  fafe,  the  Ships 
therein  being  expofed  to  the  Mercy  of  the  Winds,  and  not  llielter'd  by 
any  High  Land  ;  befides  that,  they  are  forced  to  Anchor  at  a  confide- 
rable  diftance  from  the  Town,  near  which  the  Water  is  (hallow,  and 
the  Bottom  bad ;  and  I  faw  there  the  Wrecks  of  two  Satques,  which 
having  been  driven  too  near  the  Shore  by  a  ftrong  Southerly  Wind, 
were  dailf d  in  Pieces  three  Weeks  before  our  Arrival.  Thefe  VeiTels 
generally  bring  hither,  and  into  the  other  Ports  of  the  Black  Sca^ 
Rice,  CofTee,  dry'd  Figs,  Raifins,  Dates,  Filberds,  StufTs,  Cloth, 
Matts,  (^c.  and  are  laden  back  again  with  Slaves  and  Corn  i  which  is 
ftill  as  plentiful  in  this  Pcninfula  as  in  the  Time  of  Mithridates,  to 
whom  it  formerly  paid  annually  fuch  a  confiderablc  Tribute.  It  is  ge- 
nerally worth  but  ^QStn  or  eight  y'/zr^j  t\\c  Killo-^',  which  weighs  about 
Fifty  Pounds,  Ibmetimes  more,  fometimes  lefs,  according  to  the  Na- 
ture of  the  Wheat;  and  they  export  befidcs,  Cummin,  Barley,  Honey, 
Wax,  ^c.  The  Tartars,  who  don't  follow  Husbandry  any  more  than 
the  Nor/uides,  have  Slaves  who  cultivate  and  till  the  Ground. 

We  left  this  Town  the  firft  of  'December,  in  order  to  go  on  to  Bac- 
chiferai, at  prefent  the  Capital  of  Crtm  Tartary,  lying  on  the  Right 
of  that  Ridge  of  Mountains,  *  call'd  by  the  ancient  Geographers  Tra-     *  ^''-'A 
pezus,  and  arrived  there  on  the  fccond  in  good  :ime.     Tis  an  open  !)^"^7oX" 
Town,  rather  long  than   broad,  between  two   high  Mountains   that  X"lfg.>inj»5 
reach  from  one  End  of  it  to  the  other,  and  fervc  inftcad  of  Walls,  ito/'/:'fMons 
having  none  excepting  a  little  one  not  above  fifteen  Paces  long,  which  Cimmerms. 
unites  two  of  thefe  Mountains.    It  is  very  well  peopled  with  Tartars, 'i'^^.'^^y-:^ 
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Maflcr's  Order,  and  was  therefore  lent  to  Bender  to  get  it  j  but  tha 
King  bid  him  teJi  the  /  '///er  that  he  would  not  lb  much  as  hear  of  treat- 
ing with  Mr.  ShdjJirojJ\  but  infilled  on  the  Convoy  of  5000  Men  which 
the  'Porte  had  given  him  Hopes  of.     Things  remained  much  in  the 
lame  Pollurc  till  the  nth  of  OiUber,  when  the  njler  drawing  near  to 
AdnampU,  and  moved  by  his  Majclly's  Conftancy,  began  to  change 
his  Mealurcs ;  and  feeing  his  Threats  were  ineffcdtual,  made  ule  of 
CarelTes,  rclealed  his  Interpreter,  and  wrote  him  a  Letter  full  of  Of- 
fers of  Service,  and  ordered  the  Tham  to  be  again  allowed  ;  which  his 
Majefty  refuted,  faying,  he  would  take  it  from  no  Body  but  theGV^w^ 
^etgnior  iumfelf.     Tlic  Vtfar  being  arrived  at  Adna-aople  about  the 
Lnd  of  OcMer,  the  Crand  Setgnwr  lent  him  a  Sabre  let  with  precious 
Stones,  and  an  Order,  which  leemed  a  kind  Inviration  to  come  to 
Conjlantinople  ;  but  the  F^ficr  having  prcmifed  his  Highncfs  in  the  Letter 
his  A/ata  Ofnum  ylga  carried  with  the  Treaty,  that  he  himlclf  would 
bring  the  Keys  of  Jfbph  in  6  Weeks,  (as  indeed  the  Czar  promiled  he 
Ihould  have  them)  was  willing  to  keep  his  Word,  if  not  m  Point  of  Time 
at  Icaft  as  to  the  Thing  it  telf  j  and  he  daily  demanded  thofe  Keys 
ot  the  Holtages,  who  as  impatiently  expeded  them  hourly.     This 
kept  him  at  Adrianopk,  and  the  Grand  Setgnwr  imagining  the  Czar  had 
put  a  Trick  upon  the  Sublime  Tort,  caufcd  the  Imperial  Seal  to  be

rraryihouid  P^'  caufcd  Ofimn  Agds  Head  to  be  ftruck  off  immediatelv    and 
happen.         Baltagt  Mehemet  to  be  depofed ,  at  leaft  twas  certain  all  this  was'donc 
at  the  lame  Time,  and  the  two  Heads  were  thrown  ix\  the  middle  of 
the  Dtvan,  for  x.\iQ  Grand Setgntor  to  lee  them  from  behind  his  Lattice 
and  afterwards  laid  at  the  SeragUo  Gate  as  uliial.     The  New  Vtlier  ol 
fered  the  King  the  JW.,  which  he  accepted  ;  but  nothing  more  was 
done  for  or  againtt  him  at  the  Torte,  neither  did  they  dcdrc  him  to 
Itay  or  go    and  every  one  built  for  himlclf  at  fyarmtza.     His  Maieft  v 
being  under  a  Tent  very  cold,  was  defired  to  lodge  in  one  of  the 
Houles  already  fin.flicd,  which  he  refufcd;  but  conlbnted  to  have  one 
made  of  Stone,  which  is  very  Icarcc  there.     The  Foundation    ol  k 
was  laid  the  14th  ol  November,  when  1  let  out  for  Turtary. 
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CHAP.    n. 

^  Journey  into  Akerman-Ozakovian-Critn-^iw^ 
Noghaian-Tartaries,  CircalUa,  &c. 


HAving  obtaind,  befidcs  the  PalTport  from  the  Han,  another  from 
the  Serafqtuer  of  Bender,  I  Icti:  that  City  on  the  r4th  of  Novem- 
ber, accompanied  with  a  Ltpka,  *  whom  Count  Tar/o,  a  'Fo/t/lf 
Nobleman,  on  whom  King  Stant/laus  had  conferr'd  the  Title  of  Great 
Marflial  of  the  Crown,  was  lending  into  Crim  Tartarv  to  buy  Horlbs. 
We  pals'd  thro'  feveral  Villages  inhabited  by  IValachians  and  Moldavi- 
ans, of  thofe  who  rather  chole  to  live  under  the  Han,  than  under  the 
Princes  given  them  by  the  Tone.  Wc  llop'd  at  none  of  them,  but  to 
drink  a  little  boil'd  Milk  very  bitter,  as  it  is  generally  about  Binder 
and  Akerman,  on  Account  of  the  great  Qiiantity  of  Worm-wood  eaten 
by  the  Cattle,  the  Fields,  Meadows  and  Commons  being  every  where 
full  of  it ;  and  arriv'd  on  the  1 5th  at  a  fort  of  a  Town  call'd  Talanka, 
having  an  old  Caftle  without  any  Garrifon,  fituated  on  a  little  Emi- 
nence near  the  Nyfier.  Here  we  took  frefli  Horfes,  and  what  Provifi- 
ons  were  necelTary  to  crofs  a  Defart  of  between  thirty  and  forty 
Leagues,  that  lies  between  this  River  and  Ozako-j^ ;  and  keeping  along 
the  fide  of  it,  pafs'd  in  a  Ferry  Boat  five  Leagues  lower,  whence  we 
could  fee  it  dilembcgue  itfelf  into  the  Black-Sea.  We  continued  our 
Journey  thro'  the  Defart,  known  formerly  by  the  Name  of  Solitudo  Ge- 
tarum,  or  the  Defarts  of  the  Getes,  now  a  Part  of  f  Akerman  Tartarv, 
without  making  any  ftay,  but  only  to  rell  and  refrelh  ourfelves  and  HoV' 
fes,  lay  on  the  Ground  for  a  few  Hours  ;  we  met  there  no  Inhabitants, 
but  fome  Droves  of  Horfes  kept  by  Tartars ;  thefe  live  ftill  after  the  fame 
Manner  as  thofe  ancient  Vagabonds,  colleded  from  the  "Dacians,  Gete^ 
ixnd  Scythians,  ftil'd  by  the  Gr^-^^^j  *  Nof^«J^«  or  Shepherds,  ftom-^'an- 
dring,  who  over-run  this  Iclfer  Scythta,  Taurica,  Cherfmefus,  and  the  Bor- 
ders of  Talus  Maolis,  and  extended  themfelves  towards  the  N.  W.  of  the 
Cafptan  Sea  ;  being  a  People  without  either  Houfc  or  fettled  Place  of 
Refidence,  who  form,  like  their  Anceftors,  a  travelling  or  portable  Vil- 
lage, with  their  Waggons  and  fome  Tents,  which  ferve  as  a  Refuge  for 
their  Wives  and  Children,  fome  of  them  making  frequent  Incurfions  into 
the  Territories  of  their  Neighbours  with  frelh  Horfes,  whilll  others 
ftay  behind,  and  feed  thofe  who  are  wearied  and  want  Rell  and  new 
Vigour  :  To  this  intent,  they  chofc  the  richelt  Countries  and  Mea- 
dows, where  they  fix  their  moveable  Villages,  as  long  as  there  is  any 
Grafs,  feeding  themfelves  on  the  Flclh  of  their  Oxen  and  Horfes,  with 
Cheefe  and  Milk,  efpecially  that  of  Marcs. 

On  the  20th,  about  8  in  the  Morning,  we  arriv'd  at  a  little  Gulph 
form'd  by  the  Black  Sea,  which  wc  pals'd  in  a  large  Boat,  and  reachd 
Ozako-ju  by  9  ;  which  we  no  fooner  enter'd,  but  two  Janizaries  con- 
duced us  before  the  BafJuv^,  who  having  read  my  Paffport,  told  me  I 
was  very  welcome,   and  ask'd  feveral  c:)ueftions  which  Ihow'd  his  cx- 
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large  old  Caftle,  without  any  Garrifon,  or  any  thing  remarkable.    I 
immediately  enquired  if  the  Wind  was  fair,  and  any  Veflcl  on  Depar- 
ture for  Conjlanttnopk,  which  is  above  lOo  Miles  by  Water ;  and  was 
told  there  were  x  or  3  which  would  fall  down  the  next  Morning,  tho' 
the  Wind  was  not  very  favourable.    Upon  this  I  went  to  the  ^ga  who 
commanded  there,  and  told  him  that  having  finilh'd  my  Affairs  2it  Ben- 
der, I  was  going  to  Conftantinople,  defiring  to  know  if  I  could  do  him 
any  Service  there  j  he  prefently  anfwered  I  mufl:  not  go,  the  Vtfier 
having  pofitively  forbid  the  letting  any  one  pafs  from  the  King  of  Sine- 
den.     I  replied  I  was  not  a  Swede,  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
Differences  between  the  Vtfier  and  that  Prince  ;  and  that  my  Affairs, 
which  required  my  fpeedy  Return,  ought  not  to  fuffer  thereby  ;  that 
the  Vifier  had  not  forbidden  the  Obfervation  of  our  Capitulations  with 
the  Torte,  by  which  I  was  permitted  to  go  and  come  all  over  the  Ot- 
toman Empire  without  Moleftation  or  Hindrance,  and  at  the  fame 
Time,  ftiewed  him  my  Ferman  or  Turkijh  Paffport,  which  he  faid  was 
of  too  old  a  Date :  I  anfwered,  the  Capitulations  were  my  fufficienc 
Paffport,   and   they  were  never  out  of  Date.     He  reply 'd,   he  was 
oblig'd  to  follow  the  Vifier  %  Orders,  which  were  not  only  to  arreft 
any  of  the  King  of  Sweden's  People,  but  to  fearch  their  Trunks  for 
Letters ;  I  told  him   again   that  I  was  not  one  of  them,  and  that 
he  might  neverthelefs  fend  any  one  to  look  over  my  Things  ;  upon 
which  he  ordered  his  Kiata  to  go  with  me,  which  he  did  to  a  Greeks 
where  I  lodged,  and  (hew'd  him  my  Baggage;  and  knowing  that  a 
Prefent  had  great  Influence  upon  a  Turk,  I  gave  him  a  iraall  Spying- 
Glafs  for  himfelf,  and  a  larger  for  the  Aga^  which  were  among  my 
Things ;  he  fearchcd  as  if  he  did  not  intend  to  find,  and  did  not  fb 
much  as  touch  the  Books  where  the  Dilpatches  were,  then  returned 
to  the  j^ga,  whom  he  inclined  to  favour  me,  as  he  promifed,  and  to 
which  the  Tclefcopes  contributed  not  a  little,  and  brought  me  a  Per- 
miffion  to  go,  and  an  Invitation  to  drink  a  Difli  of  Coffee  with  him 
before  my  Departure ;  which  I  did,  and  then  embark'd ;  and  the  fame 
Day  we  fell  down  to  the  End  of  the  T>anube''s  Mouth,  and  there  caft 
Anchor.     On  the  Morrow,  the  Wind  being  very  fair,  we  put  to  Sea, 
but  haftening  even  to  a  Storm,  the  Sailors,  who  were  all  Turks  as 
well  as  the  Mafter,  were  alarmed,  and   acquainted  me  of  their  Ap- 
prehenfion ;  I  faid  I  did  not  pretend  to  underftand  Navigation  well, 
tho'  I  had  been  fome  Months  together  at  Sea,  but  I  thought  the  Wind 
being  fair  for  entring  into  the  Channel  at  Confiantinople,  they  need  on- 
ly furle  their  Sails,  and  keep  from  the  Land,  as  the  Mailer  had  al- 
ready ordered,  and  I  did  not  doubt  but  we  fliould  arrive  early  next 
Day  in  Sight  of  it ;  however  their  Fear  made  them  vow  a  Corban  or 
Sacrifice,  which  confifts  of  Tome  Sheep  to  be  killed  for  the  Poor,  in 
Cafe   they   arrived  fafe.    Next  Day,   before  Noon,  we  came  neat 
Tompefs  pretended  Pillar,  which  I  have  already  mention'd  in  my  com- 
ing from  Sinope;  and  the  Wind  being  abated  in  the  Morning,  became 
lo  calm,  that  we  could  fcarce  get  into  the  Channel  before  Night,  tho' 
It  is  not  much  above  a  Mufquet-Shot  from  thence.    Here  I  paid  my 
Captain,  and  took  a  Boat  for  Conflanttnople,  becaufe  the  Veflel  being 
becalmed,  it  was  the  moft  expeditious  Way.  Hereupon  the  Sailors  asked 
me  to  contribute  to  their  Corban,  for  which  they  were  making  a  Col. 
Icdion :  I  told  them  that  I  neither  made  any  Vow  nor  was  afraid,  and 
therefore  was  not  conccrn'd  m  theirs ;  however  I  gave  them  fome- 
ihing  to  drink  Coffee,  and  proceeded  on  my  Voyage,  and  I  arrived 
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at  Conftantinople  thai:  Nighr,  and  went  dire<aiy  to  Colonel  Funcks,  then 
yxedtjh  Envoy,  but  found  only  Mr.  Terman,  the  Kings  Secretary  there 
wno  told  me  a  Captgt  Eafha:^,  with  fome  Chtaoux  of  the  Torte,  had  been 
there  fome  Days  before,  and  told  the  Envoy,  ,n  a  Manner  Ibmethn,^ 
abrupt  and  uncivil    that  he  mud  go  to  the  Vfwr,  and  oblig'd  him  to 
K  that  Inftant      Upon  it  I  delivered  the  King  s  Difpatchcs  to  Mr  -Per- 
w^»,  with  full  Power  from  his  Majefty,  for  the  Bearer  to  borrow  of  the 
l^ranks  any  Sum  wnatcver  without  Luniration,  and  on  wluc  Conditi- 
ons he  could  :  But  notwithftanding  Mr,  -Permans  ufing  his  utmoft  Ef- 
forts   whatever  Offers  he  could  make,  he  could  induce  but  2.  EnHiU^ 
Merchants,   Mefficurs  Thomas  Cook  T^n^  Hornby,  (for  the  lirft  of  which 
u  r  //f"?,^''''?/'^n  ^^''^"''^^  fo  advance  any  Money;  however 
thefe  did  lend  his  Majcfty  30,000  Dollars  in  Gold,  for  which  the  firft 
took  Mr.  Permans  Receipt,  and  gave  his  own  Note  ro  the  lecond  to 
be  accountable  to  him  for  his  Share  in  the  Whole,  which  I  undertook 
to  carry  lafc  to  Bender.    To  this  Intent  I  got  a  Pals  from  the  Porte   as 
an  Exprefs  from  Sir  Robert  Sutton,  the  Engjifi  Embaffador  at  Con'lantt- 
nople     to  Mr.  -fejferys,  Minifler  of  tiic  lame  Crown  to  the  Kme  of 
Sweden;  and  dividing  the  Gold  into  two  Leather  Bags,  and  loading 

''oT"r^-^°''*^'  ^  "-'''^"''^  ^''  '^"'■''■^^^^  Letters,  and  fee  out  on  the 
iScliof  September,  with  a  yam:zarv  and  one  Servant.     Coming  near 
the  'Danube,!  was  forced  to  pafs  thro'  riie  Turkijh  Army,  grearell  Part 
of  which  had  repals  d  the  River.     The  ylga  of  the  Janizaries  no  foon- 
cr  perceiv  d  us,  than  he  ordered  us  to  be  ftop'd,  and  demanded  who 
I  was,  and  whither  going  ?  I  anfwered,  I  was  of  Britain,  and  had  Bu- 
finefs  with  the  Eni^ltfhUimiicT  at  Bender;  and  the  Janizary  Twho  be- 
longed to  Mr.  Stafford,  a   Merchant  of  that  Nation,  and  my  good 
Friend,  whoni  I  could  depend  upon,)  being  qucft.on'd,  confirmed  what 
I  laid,  and  added  chat  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Swedes  -.  and   to 
Ipeak  the  Truth,  I  did  not  chink  i\t  to  acquaint  him  othcrwife.  '  As 
I  was  prelently  permitted  to  purfue  my  Journey,   and  as  we  came  to 
Lauchan,  a  Imall  Town  already  mcncion'd,  three  or  four  Leagues  from 
Bender,   where  I  ftopt  to  dine  and  change  Horfcs,    which  not  being 
ioon  ready,  I  fcnt  the  Servant  before  with  a  Letter  to  Mr.  Faorice   to 
acquaint  him  with  my  being  there,  and  my  Succels.     His  Majeffy  ha- 
ving notice  of  It,   pleafandy  call'd  me  an  Envoy  very  Extraordinary 
and   gracioufly  ordered  them   to   receive   me  at  Bender   almoft  as 
luch,  Mcffieurs  Grothnfen,  T>ubens,  and  Fief  coming  out  to  meet  me 
giving  me  a  noble  Supper  that  Nighr,  and  placing  me  at  the  Upper 
Ijnd  of  the  Table,  at  which  the  King,  who  came  to  look  ac  us  thro* 
the  Windows,  was  not  dilpleas'd ;  and  we  took  care  not  to  take  any 
notice  of  his  Majefty.     They  affured  me,  there  were  not  loo  Ducats  in 
the  Trealury  at  my  Arrival,    wherefore  I  might  be  fure  I  was  not  un- 
welcome with  my  30,000  Dollars;  and  now  they  began  to  build  ano- 
ther Larlopohs  near  JVarnttza,   as  tho'  they  thought  no  more  of  de- 
parting.    During  my  Journey,    the  Differences  between  the  King  and 
the  Vijur  were  cncreaicd;  and  the  latter  being  informd  that  the  Memo- 
rial feiic  to  the  Grand  Seignior  againft  him,  was  wrote  by  Alexander 
frnmra,  the  Kings  Interpreter,  a  Greek,  and  a  Subjed  of  the  Portcs, 
lie  had  him  carried,  with  his  Legs  fetter d,  from  Bender  in  a  Cart  to  Oza- 
kow,  and  thrown  into  Prifon :    He  likcwife  endeavourd  all  this  while 
to  compel  Mr.  Fimck,   whom  he  kept  in  his  Camp,  to  an  Agreement 
With  m.Shaffiroff,  forcing  him  to  go  to  him  about  the  Kings  Paffage 
thro  Mufcovy.     Mr.  Fnnck  declared  he  could  lay  nothing  without  his 
V  "^  ^-  "•  C  i  Mafters 
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y{/(er,  who  rcfufed  him  the  S\x:edes  above-mentioned,  and  ort 
not  to  rake  To  much   Liberty  m  talking  againlt  the  Peace,    told  mc 
he  was  rcfolvcd  to  let  out  for  Bender,   and  asked  mc  if  I  would  ;^o 
wich  him,  to  which  I  contented,  telling  him   I  Ihould   be   proud  "of 
his  Company;    and  he  fix'd  next  Morning  the  iddi,  for  our  Depar- 
ture; lb  iiaving  return  d  Thanks  to  the  courteous  Bafiaii-  for  his  Civi- 
lities,  and  promilcd  to  wait  on  him  as  often  I  had  Opportunity,    I 
went  to  the  General,    and  we  left  the  Turktfi  Army,     On  the  R.u'ad  I 
ask'd  a  Pealant  if  he  knew  any  one  who  had  Ibme  old  Pieces  of  Coin, 
and  he  brought  me  a  Neighbour  of  whom  I  bought  the  two  Medals 
mark'd  N.  x  and  4  on  the  Plan,  N.  XXV  B.  where  on  one  arc  alio  the 
two  Bulb  of  the  Lzar^  and  the  Balta^rj,  Mehe-mct,  very  like  them.     We 
arrived  at  Bender  the  18th  before  Noon.     The  Fifwr,  without  know- 
ing whether  the  King  would  depart  or  no,  or  if  he  would,  it  would 
be  thro'  Germany,  had  no  fooner  concluded  the  Peace  at  "-Frnth  in  the 
Manner  mentioned,  than  he  difpatch'd  Mr.  FleiJInnan,  the  Imperial  Se- 
cretary, who  was  in  his  Camp,  to  demand  of  the  Regency  at  I'lema 
a  free  PalTage  for  his  Swcdtjh  Majefty,    giving  him  a  Letter  Sign'd  by 
himlelf  for  that  Purpole.     The  King  had  not  been  long  come  back 
from  the  Fijier,   before  the  Nysjier  overflowed  its  Banks  in  an  extra- 
ordinary Manner,  and  drowned  the  little  Carlopolis',    and  this  Prince, 
who  was  alarm  d  ac  nothing,    and  was  always  the  lafl:  to  retire  from' 
the  greateft  Danger,  or,  to  Ipeak  more  properly,  always  forced  from 
it,  as  it  were  againfl:  his  Will,  had  Water  in  his  Palace  half  Leg  high 
before  he  mounted  his  Horfe.     His  Majefty  went  to  encamp  upon  an 
Emincncy  on  the  fame  Side  of  the  River,  as  repretcnred  in  my  Plan 
XXXI,  a  Quarter  ofa  League  or  nearer  a  little  Village,  call'd  JVamttzd 
inhabited  by  Moldavians  and  fValachians,  wich  whom  moll  of  his  Peo- 
ple lodged;  and  having  lent  an  ample  Memorial  to  the  Grand  Seignior 
concerning  the  Fijier'^  Condud  at  Truth,  expeding  .the  EfTedts  of  it, 
when  he  heard  that  Mr.  Fletfiman,  who  had  fcarce  been  three  Weeks  on 
his  Journey,  was  returned  to  the  Army,  and  brought  for  Anfwer,  that 
the  fare  Emperor  Jofeph  thought  he  had  made  an  agreeable  Compli- 
ment to  the  King  in  offering  him,  loon  after  his  Arrival  in  Turkv,  as 
honourable  a  Pairage  thro'  his  Dominions,  as  his  Imperial  Majefty 
could  hope  for  from  his  Subj.-ds,   were  he  to  pals  in  Pecfon  ;   never- 
thelels  that  Prince  rcfuled  it  in  a  Manner,  that  fhew'd  it  w  as  contrary 
to  his  Humour  and  Defign ;    however,  if  his  M^TJcfty  had  altered  his 
Opinion,  he  Ihould  find  the  Regency  as  well  difpofcd  in  his  Favour 
as  his  late  Imperial  xMajcfty,   and  the  Way  Ihould  be  open  for  him, 
accompanied  Vv'ith  all  the  Relpea;  and  Honours  due  to  his  Royal  Dig- 
nity.    The  Fifier,  who  knew  the  King's  Conftancy,  did  not  think  pro- 
per, at  firft,  to  propoll'  his  going  thro'  Germany  for  fear  of  irritating 
him  ;  but  lent  the  Bajha^jj  of  Salonica  to  propolc  his  returning   thro' 
'Poland  v^'\t\i  8coo  Saphts,  unlcls  his  Majelty  would  be  pleas'd  to  pals 
thro'  Germany,  from  whence  he  had  Aluiranccs  that  he  fiiould  be  rc- 
ceiv'd  with  all  podihlc  Rclpca:  and  Honour ;   and  as  tho'  he  was  not 
lure  of  the  King  sConlcnt,  he  ordered  the  Saphis  to  march  to  Bc7ider 
with  as  many  Waggons  as  he  thought  necclhiry.     To  this  Propofal 
the  King  anlvvered,  that  he  would  have  no  other  Convoy  than  was

N.  i.  tor  the  next  Morning  they  appeared  no  more,  and  the  Reafbn 
was,  that  the  Han,  having  palTed  the  firil  Bridge  that  could  be  got  rea- 
dy, was  ac  their  Heels  with  above  z^ooo  T^rUrs  which   he  had  ga- 
thered rogether.     Thrpe  Bridges  being  fimflicd  about  8  m  the  Morn,

vV.-irmilhcs   of   the   Turkijh   and    Tartarian  Horfe,    who    killd   them 
from   11  in  the  Morning  till  r  in  the  Afternoon,  above  <og  Men    a- 
mong  Which  were  z  Colonels  and  other  Officers ;  when,  being  ready 
to  fink  under  their  Fatigues,  and  defpairing  to   gain  ic,  chey  threw 
ihemielves  into  a  fort  of  Bottom  of  a  Sack,  which  the  Trvth  forms 
in  winding,  at  N.  7,  where  they  entrenched  themfelves  as  well  and  as 
q'Jickly  as  poUible,  by  calling   up  Earth  on  their  Chevau^  de  Fr^fe 
and  ranging  their  Waggons  before  to  cover  them,  chro'  whi^h  th<^y^ri' 
rcu  upon  the  Spahts,  Tartars  and  Toles,  encamped  then  wirh  the  Han 
at  8,  who  were   continually  skirmilhing  with  and    annoying  them 
Their  Mifery  was  inexpreffiblc,  moU  Pare  of  the  Officers  t.is  Defertcri 
a&rmed)  had  not  eaten  any  Bread  in  z  Days,  one  may  judge  whit  was 
ttie  Condition  of  the  common  Soldiers;  the  Horfes  were  as  ill  n  ovi-

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This  Minifter  happening  to  mention  very  impolitickly,  in  thcfc  DifV 
patches,  an  Anlwer  made  by  Prince  Eugene,  upon  rciding  ir,  when 
prefented  to  him,  almoll  ruind  his  Highnefs  in  the  King's  good  Opi- 
nion, who  lliewed  always  a  true  Eftccm  for  his  Perlbn,  lo  that  his 
Majefty  coud  hardly  hear  him  named  for  fome  while.  This  Ar.rwer, 
as  related  by  Mr.  Stttrmck,  was  Vana  fine  itribus  Ira  i  Wrach  is  vrtin 
without  Forces.  Mr.  Stiernock  was  generally  blam'd  by  thofe  who 
were  acquainted  with  the  King  and  Prince,  this  being  one  of  the 
greateft  Admirers  of  his  Majelty's  Heroick  Adions  and  Courage; 
infomuch,  thu  he  ought  not  to  have  put  any  other  Conftrudiion 
upon  his  Highnefs's  faying  Fana,  d-c.  but  that  this  Prince  meant  only 
the  melanchoUy  Situation  of  that  Monarch's  Affairs,  which  put  it  out 
of  his  Power  to  execute  his  Defigns  for  their  Re  eilabiifhment ,-  if 
that  Minifter  had  underftood  Policy,  he  ought  to  have  taken  no  No- 
tice of  It,  but  diflembled  as  the  Situation  of  Affairs  required. 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Vafcod  Cantemir,  a  Qreek  both  by  Nation 
and  Profeffion,  whom  the  Torte  hac  conftituted  Prince  of  MoUa- 
'vta,  having  with  6000  Men,  all  of  that  Country,  join'd  the  Czar, 
whofe  Army  confifted  of  above  70000,  when  he  entred  that  Principalitv- 
he  had  firft  dcceiv'd  himfelf,  and  then  hisCzarian  Majefty,  by  inducing 
him  (as  was  faid;  to  engage  in  fuch  an  FntPrprize,  as  marching  into 
an  Enemy's  Dominions,  having  reprefented  the  Moldavians  as  ready 
CO  rife  unanimoufly  in  his  Favour,  as  foon  as  he  fhou'd  appear  a- 
mongft  them,  and  the  Country  as  a  vaft  and  abundant  Magazine  at 
his  Devotion,  and  fufficient  to  fubfift  a  numerous  Army  :  Upon  his 
Defe(aion,  Nicholas  Mavro  Cordato  was  made  Prince  m  his  (lead. 

His  Czarian  Majefty,  charm'd  with  fuch  a  Beginning  and  fucli  pro- 
niifing  Hopes,  expeded  no  lefs  from  the   Prince  of  IValachia,    and 
thofe  under  his  Government ;  but  he  reckon'd  without  his  Hoft,  as 
will  be  leen  by  the  Sequel :  However,  (according  to  the  Opinion  of 
thofe  who  pretend  to  be  well  vcrsd  in  the  Arc  of  War)  he  had  a  fine 
Game  to  play,  if  he  had  manag'd  his  Cards  well  -,  but  inftead  of  ta- 
king Bender,  which  was  not  in  a  Condition  to  hold  out  long,  and 
then  marching  diredly  to  the  T>anuhe  with  his  whole  Army,  while 
frcfh,  and  difputing  the  Vtfiers  PaOage,  (who  in  all  Appearance  would 
never  have  attempted  it)  he  (or  rather  the  Felt-Marjhal  Czeretnetof^ 
under  whom  his  MajeRy  adted  only  as  Lieutenant  General,)  divided 
and  fatigued  it  by  vain  Marches;  firft  he  fent  General  Janus,  with  a 
Detachment  of  8000  Men,  into  Moldavia,  where  he  wandered  up  and 
down  in  Hopes  of  inciting  that  People  to  cake  up  Arms;  whereas,  on 
the  contrary,  they  did  not  fo  much  as  offer  to  ftir,  but  to  fly  his  Ap- 
proaches, and  avoid  furnifliing  him  with  Provifions,  tho'  he  offerd  to  pay 
for  It,   hiding  themfelves  with  their  beft  Eff'eds  among  the  Mountains 
and  Woods ;  then  hemadc  General /^>&^««^j march  with  the  fameView  into 
fValachia,  where  he  aded  almoft  the  fame  Part  with  9000  Men,  and 
was  amuled  by  the  Prince  with  Compliments,  and  fpecious  Pretences, 
excufmg  himfelf,  by  alledging  that  he  was  not  in  a  Condition  to  do  as 
he  defircd  for  his  Czarian  Majefty;  in  a  Word,  treating  him  as  he  had 
betore  done  the  Impertah/is,   tricking  both  them  and  the  Turks  by 
Turns,  and  being  fincere  to  neither;  fo  that  this  General  having  wan- 
dred  vain  up  and  down  (as  well  as  the  other)  hearinfir  that  the  Firier 
drew  near  the  Tfanube,  quitted  the  Northern  Side  of  r,  having  plur- 
dercd  and  reduced  to  Alhes  the  little  Town  of  Ibraeli,  with  fome  Vil- 
Jages.  and  Icized  what  Cattle    he  could   for  the  Subfiftance  of  his

Having  a  ruriofity  to  fee  tiK  Engagfimcnt  of  the  rwo  Powers,  I  fee  '""' 
cut  from  Bender  on  the  7rh,  and  finding  which  Roa.l  the  Tirh/ovor- 
ccs  had  taken,  1  join'd  them  on  the  9th  in  the  Evening,  on  the  E  jil'.-rn 
Side  of  the  Trritb,  where  the  /^y/trwas  cncamp'd,  at"  the  Place  mark'd 
N.  I.  in  my  Plan  N.  XXV F.  A,  where  they  were  arriv'd  but  few  Hours. 
The  Army  confilled  (as  fome  Officers  affurcd  mc)  of  2.00,000  Men  ;  I 
done  lay  Soldiers,  for  one  muft  diflinguidi  and  rnke  away  from  thcfe 
f 0,000,  as  well  Servants  (of  which  the  Superior  Oirlcershave  alwavs 
a  large  and  numerous  Retinue)  as  Sur}ers,%nd  other  fort  of  Hangers 
on,  v/ho  arc  not  pay'd  for  Fighring,  and  generally  follow  the  Can??.

was  made  BaJJoa'SJ  of  2,  Tughs  or  Tails,  and  commanded  a  good  Bodv 
ol  Albanians.  He  receiv'd  me  very  civilly,  and  oh'crd  me'onc  of  hi's 
Tents  with  his  Table,  which  I  accepted.

ItulJ'e, 
and  in  Tnrkifb,  Falkfin,  (lying  between  the  River  Truth  TirA  a  Ridge  of 
little  Mountains)  whither  without  doubt  he  was  come  to  Rjconnonre  -, 
the  Tartars  perceiving  him,  haftencd  (according  to  CuOom)  rofwiin  o- 
ver  the  River  at  N.  9.  without  waiting  either  for  Orders  or  Bridges; 
v/hich  having  done,  and  being  joined  by  fome  litrlc  Parncs,  who''had' 
pafTcd  over  feme  Days  before,  "and  been  in  Purfuit  of  Co<ivoys,  thex' 
skirmiflicd  with  him,  and  cook  loo  Prifoners;  and  he  h:id  fared  werle 
if  Felt-MiTjloal  Czeremetof,  who  joined  him   wich  a  larger  Detach- 
ment, had  not  difpcrfed  them;  or  rather  if  they  had  nor  retired  rhem- 
Iclvcs  on  his  coming;  for  not  finding  themfelves  ffrong  enough  ro 
lliftain  his  Forces  when  united  with  the  others,  they  went  to  uivir?

Note  is    one    of   the  leffer    Addirions,    of   a  Tranfiator,   whom  J 
had  truflcd  with  my  Manufcripc,  and  the  Ccrrcclion  of  the  Sheets 
printed,  who  has  fwell'd,  in  my  Abfsnce,  without  my  Privity,   the 
Jail  Cliaptcr  of  my  Second  Volunv;.     The  Icls  oHcnlive  Part,  which 
our  JoiirnaliO;  left  out,  was  "  Tl-.a:  the  laid  Gentleman,  no:  to  part 
"  with  his  Influence  on  the  Houic,  would  never  accept  of  the  Dig- 
"  nity  of  a  Lord,  which  the  King  was  plealed  to  confer  on  his  Son,

The  fame  Perfon  coming  lately  to  profler  mc   again 
Jiis  Service  with  more  Accuratenefs  for  the  Tranflation  of  my  late 
Travels,  and  the  Hiftory  of  the  Czar  Teter  I.  and  the  late  Czarina^ 
which  I  have  been  prevented  from  publilhing  lad  Year,    as  I  pro- 
mifr-"  I  would,  by  a  Voyage  to  France^  Flanders  and  Ireland;    he 
endeavoured  again  to  juftify  the  whole  Kote,  by  extolling  the  pro- 
sperous Condition  of  the  Englijh  Nation,  havini^  now  a  moH  glo- 
rious and  advantageous  Peace  without  fighting  for,  (  a  Nation  who 
Was  taxed  before  with  lofing  by  a  Treaty  what  flie  ever  got  by  a 
Bactle)   and  adding,  that  Mr.  IP'alpole  had  been  knighted,  as  he  had 
foretold  in  that  Kote.    But  1  rcjcd^cd  both  his  Offers  and  Excules.
